Chapteb  L 


1  In  the  beginning  God  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth. 

2  But  the  earth  was  desolate  and  void,  and  darkness  ioa$ 
upon  the  face  of  the  murmuring  deep,  and  the  Spirit  of 

'i  God  teas  hovering  on  the  face  of  the  waters.  And 

4  God  said,  Be  there  light:  and  light  was.  And  God  saw 
the  light,  that  it  teas  good :  and  God  caused  a  division 

5  between  the  light  and  the  darkness.  And  God  called 
the  light  Day,  and  the  darkness  he  called  Night  And 
it  was  evening  and  it  was  morning,  one  day. 

G  And  God  said.  Be  there  an  expanse  m  the  midst 
of  the  waters,  and  let  it  cause  a  division  between 

7  waters  and  the  waters.  And  God  made  the  expanse, 
And  caused  a  division  between  the  waters  which  t cere 
under  the  expanse^  and  the  waters  which  were  above 

8  the  expanse :  and  it  was  so.  And  God  called  the 
expanse  Iieaven.  And  it  was  evening  and  it  was 
morning,  a  second  day. . 

9  And  God  said.  The  waters  shall  be  drawn  together 
under  the  heaven  unto  one  place, ,  and  let  the  dry  land 

10  appear:  and  it  was  so.  And  God  called  the  dry  land 
Earth  j  and  the  gathering  together  of  the  waters  called 

11  he  Seas ;  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And  God  said. 
The  earth  shall  sprout  forth  sprouts,  herb  yielding1  seed, 
fruit  tree  yielding?  fruit  after  its  kind,  whose,  seed  is  in 

12  itself,  upon  the  earth :  and  it  was  so.  And  the  earth 
brought  forth  sprouts,  herb  yielding1  seed  after  its  kind* 
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and  tree  yielding1  fruit,  whose  seed  was  in  itself  after 

13  its  kind:  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And  it  was 
evening  and  it  was  rooming,  a  third  day. 

14  And  God  said.  Be  there  luminaries  in  the  expanse  of 
the  heaven  to  cause  a  division  between  the  day  and  the 
night ;  and  they  shall  be  for  signs,  and  for  appointed 

15  seasons,  and  for  days,  and  years.  And  they  shall  be  for 
luminaries  in  the  expanse  of  the  heaven  to  give  light  up- 

16  on  the  earth:  and  it  was  so.  And  God  made  the  two 
great  luminaries^  the  great  luminary  to  rule4the  day,  and 

17  the  small  luminary  to  rule*  the  night  and  the  stars.  And 


18  upon  the  earth.  Andto  rule4  daring  the  day  and  during 
the  night,  and  to  cause  a  division  between  the  light  and 

19  the  darkness:  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And  it 
was  evening  and  it  was  morning,  a  fourth  day. 

20  And  Godsaid,  The  waters  shall  bring  forth  abundantly 
the  prolific  creature,  a  living  soul,  and  fowl  that  may 
fly  above  the  earth  in  the  face  of  the  expanse  of  heaven. 

2 1  And  God  created  the  great  huge  creatures,  and  every  living 
soul  that  creepeth,  which  the  waters  brought  forth  abund¬ 
antly,  after  their  kinds,  and  every  winged  fowl  after  its 

22  kind:  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And  God  blessed 
them,  saying.  Be  fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  fill  the 

waters  in  the  seas,  and  the  fowl  shall  multiply  on  the  earth. 

23  And  it  was  evening  and  it  was  morning,  a  fifth  day. 

24  And  God  said,  The  earth  shall  bring  forth  the  living 
soul,  after  its  kind,  beast,  and  creeping  thing,  and 
animal  of  the  earth  after  their  kind:  and  it  was  so. 

25  And  God  made  the  animal  of  the  earth  after  its  kind, 
and  beasts  after  their  kind,  and  every  thing  that  creep- 
eth  upon  the  ground  after  its  kind :  and  God  saw  that 
it  was  good. 

26  And  God  said.  We  will  make  man8  in  our  image, 
after  our  likeness:  and  they  shall  have  dominion  over 
the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  heaven,  and 
over  the  beasts,  and  over  all  the  earth,  and  over  every 

27  Creeping  thing  upon  the  earth.  So  God  created  the 

1  (Diking;  *  gave.  *  Adam.  1  littve  dominion* 
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man1  in  hia  own  image,  in  the  image  of  God  created  he 

28  him;  male  and  female  created  he  them.  And  God 
blessed  them,  and  God  said  unto  them,Be  fruitful  and  mul¬ 
tiply,  and  fill  the  earth,  and  subdue  it :  and  have  dominion 
over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  heaven, 
and  over  every  animal  that  creepcth  upon  the  earth. 

29  And  God  said.  Behold,  I  have  given  you  every  herb 
bearing3  seed,  which  is  upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth, 
and  every  tree  in  which  is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding3 

SO  seed ;  to  you  it  shall  be  for  food.  And  to  every  animal 
of  the  earth,  and  to  every  fowl  of  the  heaven,  and  to 
every  thing  that  creepeth  npon  the  earth,  wherein  there 
is  a  living  soul,  I  have  given,  every  green  herb  for  food: 

31  and  it  was  so.  And  God  saw  every  thing  that  he  had 
made,  and  behold,  it  was  very  good.  And  it  was  even¬ 
ing  and  it  was  morning,  day  the  sixth. 


Chap.  IL 

1  Thus  the  heaven  and  the  earth  were  finished,  and  all 

2  the  host  of  them.  And  on  the  seventh  day  God  had 
finished  his  work  which  he  had  made :  and  he  rested2 
on  the  seventh  day  from  all  his  work  which  he  had 

3  made.  And  God  blessed  the  Beventh  day,  and  sancti¬ 
fied  it:  because  tliat  in  if  be  rested2  from  all  his  work 
which  God  had  created  in  order  to  make  it. 

4  These  are  the  generations4 5 6 7 8  of  the  heavens  and  of  the 
earth  when  they  were  created,  in  the  day  that  the 

5  Eternal  God  made  the  earth  and  the  heaven.  Attd 
every  plant  of  the  field  was  not  yet  in  the  earth,  and 
every  lierb  of  the  field  had  not  yet  grown :  for  the 
Eternal  God  had  not  caused  it  to  rain  upon  the  earth, 

6  and  there  was  no  man1  to  till*  the  ground  But  there 
went  up  a  mist  from  the  earth,  and  watered  the  whole 

7  face  of  the  ground.  And  the  Eternal  God  formed  the 
man1  of  the  dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  into  his 
nostrils  the  breath  of  life ;  and  the  man1  became  a  living 

8  soul.  And  the  Eternal  God  planted  a  garden  eastward  in 
Eden ;  and  there  he  put  the  man1  whom  he  had  formed. 

1  Attain.  3  seeding.  3  left  off.  *  progeny,  *  scire. 
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9  And  out  of  the  ground  caused  the  Eternal  God  to  grow 
every  tree  that  is  desirable  to  the  sight  and  good  fur 
food;  the  tree  of  life  also  in  the  midst  of  the  garden, 

10  and  the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil.  And  a 
river  goeth  out  of  Eden  to  water  the  garden ;  and  from 

1 1  thence  it  parte th,  and  bcconieth  into  lour  heads.  The 
name  of  the  first  is  Pison :  that  is  it  which  compasseth 

12  the  whole  land  of  Havilah,  where  there  is  the  gold ;  And 
the  gold  of  that  land  is  good :  there  is  the  bcdollaeh  arid 

13  onyx  stone.  And  the  name  of  the  second  river  is 
Gihon:  the  same  is  it  that  compa&seth  the  whole  land 

14  of  Ethiopia.  And  the  name  of  the  third  river  is  llid- 
dckcl  :  that  is  it  which  goeth  towards  the  cast  of  Assyria. 

15  And  the  fourth  river  is  Euphrates.  And  the  Eternal 
God  took  the  man,  and  placed  him  in  the  garden  of 

l(i  Eden  to  cultivate1  it  and  to  keep  it  And  the  Eternal 
God  commanded  the  man,3  saying,  of  every  tree  of  the 

17  garden  thou  mayest  freely  eat:  3  Put  of  the  tree  of  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it:  for 
in  the  day  that  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die.  4 

18  And  the  Eternal  God  said.  It  is  not  good  that  the  man2 
should.be  alone;  I  will  make  him  a  help  meet  for* 

19  him.  Now  out  of  the  ground  the  Eternal  God  hail 
formed  every  animal  of  the  field,  and  every  fowl  of  the 
heaven;  and  brought  it  unto  the  man2  to  see  what  he 
would  call  it :  and  whatsoever  the  man3  called  every 

20  living  soul  that  was  its  name.  And  the  man'1  gave11 
names  to  all  the  beasts,  and  to  the  fowl  of  the  heaven, 
and  to  every  animal  of  the  field;  but  for  the  man*  he 

21  had  not  found  a  help  meet  for3  him.  And  the  Eternal 
God  caused  an  overpowering  sleep  to  fall  upon  the  man,1 
and  he  slept:  and  he  took  one  of  his  ribs,  and  shut  in  flesh 

22  instead  thereof;  And  the  Eternal  God  made7  the  rib, 
which  he  had  taken  from  the  man*  into  a  woman,  and 

23  brought  her  unto  the  man.  And  the  man3  said.  This 
is  this  time  bone  of  my  bones,  and  flesh  of  my  flesh :  this 
shall  be  called  Woman,  because  this  was  taken  out  of 

24  man.  Therefore  .a  man  leaveth  his  father  and  his 

.mother,  and  clcaveth  unto  his  wife:  that  they  may 

25  become  as  one  flesh.  And  they  were  both  naked,  the 
man3  and  his  wife,  and  were  not  ashamed.

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Chap,  III, 

1  Now  the  serpent  was  more  subtle  than  any  animal  of 
the  field  which  the  Eternal  God  had  made.  .  And  it 
said  unto  the  woman.  Although  God  hath  said.  Ye 

2  shall  not  cat  of  every  tree  of  the  garden ....  And  the 
woman  said  unto  the  serpent.  We  may  eat  of  the  fruit 

3  of  the  trees  of  the  garden :  But  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree 
which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  garden,  God  hath  said,  Yc 
shall  not  eat  of  it,  neither  shall  yc  touch  it,  lest  yc  die. 

4  And  the  serpent  said  unto  the  woman,  Yc  snail  not 

5  surely  die :  tor  God  doth  know  that  in  the  day  ye  eat 
thereof,  then  youT  eyes  shall  be  unclosed,  and  ye  shall 

6  he  as  gods,  knowing  good  and  evil.  And  when  the 
woman  saw  that  the  tree  was  good  for  food,  and  that  it 
wtis  a  delight  to  the  eyes,  and  a  tree  to  be  desired  in 
order  to  make  one  wise,  she  took  of  the  fruit  thereof  and 
did  cat,  and  gave  also  unto  her  husband  with  her ;  and 

7  he  did  eat  And  the  eyes  of  them  both  were  unclosed, 
and  they  knew  that  they  were  naked;  and, they  fastened 

8  together  fig  leaves,  and  mode  themselves  girdles.  And 
they  heard  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  God  walking  about 
in  the  garden  in1  the  wind  of  the  day  r  and  the  man2  and 
his  wife  hid  themselves  from  the  face  of  the  Eternal  God 

9  in  the  midst  of  the  trees  of  the  garden.  And  the  Eternal 
God  colled  unto  the  man,1  and  said  unto  him,  Where 

10  art  thou?  And  he  said,  I  heard  thy  voice  in  the 
garden,  and  I  was  afraid,  because  I  teas  naked;  and  I 

11  hid  myself.  And  he  said,  Who  told  thee  that  thou 
wast  naked?  Ilast  thou  eaten  of  the  tree,  whereof 

12  1  commanded  thee  that  thou  shouldest  not  eat  ?  And 
die  man3  said,  The  woman  whom  thou  gavest  to  be 

13  with  me,  she  gave  me  of  the  tree :  and  I  did  eat.  And 
the  Eternal  God  said  unto  die  woman,  What  is  this 
that  thou  hast  done?  And  the  woman  said,  The 

14  serpent  beguiled  me.  and  I  did  eat.  And  the  Eternal 
God  said  unto  the  serpent.  Because  thou  hast  done 
Uiis,  he  thou  cursed  above  all  beasts,  and  above  every 
animal  of  the  field;  upon  thy  belly  shalt  thou  go,  am! 

15  dust  shalt  thou  cat  all  the  days  of  tliy  life:  Audi  will 
set  enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman,  and  between 
thy  seed  and  her  seed ;  it  shall  bruise  thy  head,  and 
thou  shalt  bruise  its  heel, 

*  tow  aft  is*  *  Adamp 
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16  Unto  the  woman  he  said,  I  will  greatly  multiply  thy 
sorrow  and  thy  pregnancy;  in  pain  thou  shalt  bear 
children ;  and  thy  longing  shall  be  to  thy  husband,  and 
he  shall  have  dominion  over  thee. 

17  And  unto  Adam  he  said.  Because  thou  hast  heark¬ 
ened  unto  the  voice  of  thy  wife,  and  hast  eaten  of  the 
tree,  of  which  I  commanded  thee,  saying.  Thou  shalt 
not  eat  of  it:  cursed  be  the  ground  for  thy  sake;  in 
sorrow  shalt  thou  cat  of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life ; 

1 8  Thorns  also  and  thistles  shall  it  bring  forth1  to  thee ; 

It)  and  thou  shalt  eat  the  herb  of  the  field;  In  the  sweat 

of  thy  face8  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou  return  unto 
the  ground ;  for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken :  for  dust 

20  thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return.  And  the 
man3  called  his  wife’s  name  Eve ;  because  she  was  the 

21  mother  of  all  living.  And  uuto  Adam  and  to  his  wife 
did  the  Eternal  God  make  inner  garments  for  the  skin, 
and  clothed  them. 

22  And  the  ^Eternal  God  said,  Behold,  the  man  Is  become 
as  one  of  us,  to  know  good  and  evil :  and  now,  lest  he  put4 
forth  his  hand,  and  take  also  of  the  tree  oflife,  and  eat  and 

23  live  for  ever :  Therefore  the  Eternal  God  sent  him  forth 
from  the  garden  of  Eden,  to  till6  the  ground  from 

24  whence  he  was  taken.  So  he  drove  oot  the  man;'1  and 
he  stationed  at  the  east  of  the  garden  of  Eden  the  Che¬ 
rubim,  and  the  flame  of  the  sword  turning  itself  to  keep 
the  way  of  the  tree  of  life.

1  Amd  the  man8  knew  Eve  his  wife ;  and  she  became 
pregnant,  and  bare  Cain,  and  said,  I  have  obtained  a 

2  man  from  the  Eternal  And  she  again  hare7  his 
brother  Abel.  And  Abel  was  a  feeder  of  flocks,  but 

3  Cain  was  a  tiller  of8  the  ground.  And  in  process  of 
time9  it  came  to  pass,  that  Cain  brought  of  the  fruit  of 

4  the  ground  an  oblation  unto  the  Eternal.  And  Abel, 
he  also  brought  of  the  first-born  of  his  flock  and  of  the 
fat  thereof  And  the  Eternal  had  regard  unto  Abel  and 

b  to  his  oblation.  But  unto  Cain  ana  to  his  oblation  he 
had  not  regard.  And  Cuin  was  very  wroth, ,B  and  his 

6  face  fell.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Cain,  Wherefore 

i  cause  to  grow,  *noae,  *  Adam.  1  rend.  *  serve*  ®  continued 
to  bear,  1  serving.  *at  tbe  end  of  days.  flowed  greitly. 
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art  thou  wrath?*  and  wherefore  Is  thy  face  fallen? 

7  Ib  it  not  thus !  if  thou  mendest  there  is  forgiveness,9  and 
if  thou  dost  not  mend,  at  the  entrance  sin. croucheth;  and 
unto  thee  is  its  longing,  nevertheless  thou  mayest  rule 

8  over  it.  And  Cain  said  to  Abel  his  brother  .... 
and  it  came  to  pass,  when^they  were  in  the  held,  that 
Cun  rose  up  against  Abel  bis  brother,  and  slew  him. 

9  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Cain,  Where  is  Abel  thy 
brother  ?  And  he  said,  I  know  not :  am  I  my  brother’s 

10  keeper  ?  And  be  said.  What  hast  thou  done?  the  voice 
of  tny  brother’s  blood  cricth  unto  me  from  the  ground. 

11  And  now  cursed  be  thou  from  the  ground,  which  hath 
opened  her  mouth  to  take  thy  brother’s  blood  from 

*2  thy  hand;  When  thou  tillest3  the  ground,  it  shall  not 
continue  to  give  unto  thee  her  strength;  a  vagabond  and 

13  a  wanderer  shalt  thou  be  in  the  earth.  And  Cain  said 
unto  the  Eternal,  My  punishment4  is  greater  than  can 

14  be  borne.  Behold,  thou  hast  driven  me  out  tills  day 
from  the  face  of  the  ground ;  and  from  thy  face  shall  I 
oc  hid ;  and  I  shall  be  a  vagabond  and  a  wanderer  in  the 
earth ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  findeth 

15  me  shall  slay  me.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him, 
Verily,  whosoever  slayeth  Cain,  it  shall  be  avenged 
sevenfold.  And  the  Eternal  appointed?  a  sign  for  Cain, 

L6  that  none  finding  him  should  smite  him.  And  Cain  went 
away  from  the  face  of  the  Eternal,  and  abode  in  the  land 

17  of  Nod,  on  the  east  of  Eden.  And  Cain  knew  his  wife; 
and  she  became  pregnant,  and  bare  Enoch:  and  he 
builded  a  city,  and  called  the  name  of  the  city,  after  the 

18  name  of  his  son,  Enoch.  And  unto  Enocn  was  bora 
Irad  ;  and  Irad  begat4  Mehcjacl :  and  Mchujael  begat? 

19  Methusael:  and  Methusael  begat*  Lantech.  And  La- 
rnech  took  unto  him  two  wives :  the  name  of  the  ouc 

20  was  Adah,  and  the  name  of  the  second  Zillali.  And 
Adah  bare  Jabal :  lie  was  the  father  of  such  as  abide  in 

2 1  tents,  and  of  suck  as  have  cattle.  And  his  brother’s 
name  was  Jubal :  he  was  the  father  of  all  such  as  handle9 

22  the  harp  and  pipes.  And  Zillah,  she  also  bare  Tabal- 
cain,  the  father  of  every  sharpener,  and  of  every  arti¬ 
ficer  in  copper  and  iroh:  and  the  sister  of  Tubal- 

23  cain  was  Naamab.  And  Lamech  said  unto  his  wives, 

1  jloat  thou  glow  f  5  forbearing.  3  servest.  4  iniquity.  9  bare.  5  lay  bold  vL 

7  imt. 
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Adah  and  Zillah,  hear  my  voice;  ye  wives  of  Lantech, 
give  car  unto  my  speech :  now  that  I  can  slay'1  a  man  by 

24  a  wound  of  mine,  and  a  child  by  a  stripe  of  mine :  If 
Cain  be  avenged  sevenfold,  truly  Lamed)  seventy  and 

25  sevenfold*  And  Adam  knew  his  wife  again :  and  she 
bare  a  son,  and  called  his  name  Sheth:  for  God,  said 
sket  hath  appointed2  me  another  seed  instead  of  Abel, 

26  for  Cain  slew  him.  And  to  Sheth,  to  him  also  there 
was  born  a  son ;  and  he  called  his  name  Enosh :  then  it 
was  begun  to  call  idols  hy  the  name  of  the  Eternal. 

Chap,  V. 

1  This  is  the  book  of  the  progeny  of  Adam.  In  the 
day  that  God  created  man,3  in  the  likeness  of  God 

2  made  he  him;  Male  and  female  created  he  them ;  and 
blessed  them,  and  called  their  name  man,3  in  the  day 

3  when  they  were  created.  And  Adam  lived  an  hundred 
and  thirty  years,  and  begat  a  son  in  his  own  likeness, 

4  after  his  image;  and  called  his  name  Seth:  And  the 
days  of  Adam,  after  he  had  begotten  Seth  were  eight 

5  hundred  years :  and  he  begat  sons  and  daughters ;  And 
all  the  days  that  Adam  lived  were  nine  hundred  and 
thirty  years ;  and  he  died. 

6  And  Seth  lived  au  hundred  and  five  years,  and 

7  begat  Enos :  And  Seth  lived  after  he  begat  Enos  eight 
hundred  and  seven  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters: 

8  And  all  the  days  of  Seth  were  niue  hundred  and  twelve 
years :  and  he  died. 

9  And  Enos  lived  ninety  years,  and  begat  Cainan: 

10  And  Enos  lived  after  he  begat  Cainan  eight  hundred 

11  and  fifteen  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters:  And 
all  the  days  of  Enos  were  nine  hundred  and  live  years : 
and  he  died. 

12  And  Cainan  lived  seventy  years,  and  begat  Maka- 

13  Laleel:  And  Cainan  lived  after  he  begat  MahclaleeJ 
eight  hundred  and  forty  years,  and  begat  sons  and 

1 4  daughters :  And  all  the  days  of  Cainan  were  nine 
hundred  and  ten  years:  and  ne  died. 

15  And  Mahalalcel  lived  sixty  and  five  years,  and  begat 

1  hive  slain  *  act.  1  Ajlurn. 
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!  6  Jared :  And  Mahalalccl  lived  after  he  begat  Jared  eight 
hundred  and  thirty  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters: 

17  And  all  the  days  of  Mahalaleel  were  eight  hundred 
ninety  and  five  years :  and  he  died. 

18  And  Jared  lived  an  hundred  sixty  and  two  years, 

19  and  he  begat  Henoch:  And  Jared  lived  after  he  begat 
Henoch  eight  hundred  years,  and  begat  sons  and 

20  daughters:  And  all  the  days  of  Jared  were  nine 
hundred  sixty  and  two  years:  and  he  died. 

21  And  Henoch  lived  Bixty  and  five  years,  and  begat 

22  Methushclah :  And  Henoch  walked  with  God  after  he 
begat  Mcthnshelah  three  hundred  years,  and  begat  sons 

23  and  daughters :  And  all  the  days  of  Hcnoeh  were  three 

24  hundred  sixty  and  five  years:  And  Henoch  walked 
with  God :  and  he  was  not ;  for  God  took  him. 

25  And  Mcthnshelah  lived  an  hundred  eighty  and  seven 

26  years,  and  begat  Lantech:  And  Mcthusnelah  lived 
after  he  begat  Lantech  seven  hundred  eighty  and  two 

27  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters:  And  all  the 
clays  of  Mcthnshelah  were  nine  hundred  sixty  and  nine 
years :  and  he  died. 

28  And  Lantech  lived  an  hundred  eighty  and  two  years, 

29  and  begat  a  son.  And  he  called  his  name  Noah, 
saving.  This  same  shall  comfort  us  concerning  our 
work^and  sorrow  of  our  hands,  because  of  the  ground 

30  which  the  £tcrual  hath  cursed.  And  Lantech  lived 
after  he  begat  Noah  five  hundred  ninety  mid  five  years, 

3 1  and  begat  sons  and  daughters :  And  all  the  days  of 
Lauteeh  were  seven  hundred  seventy  and  seven  years: 
and  he  died. 

32  And  Noah  was  five  hundred  years  old:  and  Noah 
begat  Siicm,  Ilaut,  and  Japheth.

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  men  began  to  multiply  on 
the  face  of  the  earth,  and  daughters  were  born 'unto 

2  them,  That  the  sons  of  the  gods  saw  the  daughters  of 
men  that  they  were  fair1  and  they  took  them  wives  of  all 

3  whom  they  chose.  Ai;d  the  Eternal  said,  My  spirit 
shall  not  lor  ever  pronounce  judgment  against  man 
through  their  backslidings :  he  is  only  flesh,  therefore 

4  his  days  shall  he  an  hundred  and  twenty  years.  There 
were  the  giants5  in  the  earth  in  those  days;  and  also  after 
that,  when  the  sons  of  the  gods  came  unto  die  daughters  of 
men,  and  they  bare  children  to  them,  these  arc  the 
heroes  who  were  of  old  men  of  name. 

5  And  the  Eternal  saw  that  the  wickedness  of  man  teas 
great3  in  the  earth,  and  that  every  imagination  of  the 

6  thoughts  of  his  heart  teas  only  evil  continually,4  And 
the  Eternal  repented  that  he  had  made  man  on  the 

7  earth,  and  It  pained  his  heart  And  the  Eternal  said, 
I  will  blot  out5the  man  whom  I  have  created  from  the  face 
of  the  ground ;  from  man,  to  beast,  to  the  creeping  thing, 
and  to  the  fowls  of  the  heaven ;  lor  I  repent  that  I 

8  have  made  them.  But  Noah  found  favor  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Eternal. 

9  These  are  the  progeny  of  Noah ;  Noah  was  a  righteous 
mao  and  perfect  in  his  generations,  and  Noah  walked 

10  with  God.  And  Noah  begat  three  sons,  Shem,  Ham, 

1 1  and  Japheth.  Now  the  earth  was  corrupt  hefore  God, 

12  and  the  earth  was  filled  with  violence.  And  God  saw 
the  earth,  and  behold,  it  was  corrupt ;  for  all  flesh  had 
corrupted  its  way  upon  the  earth. 

13  And  God  said  unto  Noah,  The  end  of  all  flesh  is 
come  before  me;  for  the  earth  is  filled  witli  violence 
through  them ;  and,  behold,  I  will  destroy0  them  with 

14  the  earth.  Make  thee  an  ark7  of  gopher  wood ;  rooms5 

1  good,  *  fallen  ones.  *  numerous.  *  all  the  day.  *  \iipc  away* 

6  corrapt.  7  chest.  *  nc&UL 
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shall  thou  moke  in  the  ark1  and  shall  pitch  it  within  and 

15  without  with  pitch.  And  thus  shalt  thou  make  it:  The 
length  of  the  ark1  shall  be  three  hundred  cubits,  the 
breadth  of  it  fifty  cubits,  and  the  height  of  it  thirty 

16  cubits.  A  transparency  shalt  thou  make  to  the  ark,1 
and  in  a  cubit  shalt  thou  finish  it  above;  and  the  en¬ 
trance  of  the  ark1  shalt  thou  put  in  the  side  thereof; 
with  lower,  second,  and  third  stories  shalt  thou  make  it. 

1 7  And  behold,  I,  even  I,  do  bring  a  deluge  of  waters  upon 
the  earth,  to  destroy3  all  flesh,  wherein  is  the  spirit  of 
life,  from  under  the  heaven ;  and  every  thing  that  is  in 

18  the  earth  shall  expire.  But  with  thee  will  I  establish9 
my  covenant;  and  thou  shalt  come  into  the  ark,1  thou, 
and  thy  sons,  and  thy  wife,  and  thy  sons*  wives  with 

19  thee.  And  of  every  Hying  thiug  of  all  flesh,  two  of  all 
shalt  thou  bring  into  the  ark,1  to  keep  them  alive  with 

20  thee ;  they  shall  be  male  and  female.  Of  fowls  after 
their  kina,  and  of  beasts  offer  their  kind,  of  every 
creeping  thing  of  the  ground,  after  its  kind,  two  of  all 

2 1  shall  come  unto  thee,  to  keep  them  aHve.  And  take 
thou  unto  thee  of  all  food  that  is  eaten,  and  thou  shalt 
gather  it  to  thee ;  and  it  shall  be  for  food  for  thee,  and 

22  for  them.  And  Noah  did  thus ;  according  to  all  that  God 
commanded  him,  so  did  he. 

Chap.  VIL 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Noah,  Come  thou  and  all 
thy  house  into  the  ark;1  for  thee  have  I  seen  righteous 

2  before  me  in  this  generation.  Of  every  clean  beast  thou 
shalt  take  to  thee  by  sevens,  the  male  and  its  female  ;* 
und  of  beasts  that  are  not  clean  by  two,  the  male  and 

3  its  female.8  Of  fowls  also  of  the  heaven,  by  sevens,9 
the  male  and  the  female;  to  keep  seed  alive  upon  the 

4  face  of  -all  the  earth.  For  yet  seven  days,  and  I  will 
cause  it  to  rain  upon  the  earth  forty  days  and  forty 
nights;  and  every  being  that  I  have  made  will  I  bloL7 

5  out  from  off  the  face  of  tire  ground.  And  Noah  did 
according  unto  all  that  the  Eternal  commanded  him, 

Q  And  Noah  teas  six  hundred  years  old8  when  the  deluge 

1  client*  2  corrupt,  3  raise.  4  seven  seven,  a  man  and  his  wife* 

*  a  man  aud  Ills  wife.  *  seven  seven.  *  wipe,  8  a  aon  uf. 
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7  of  waters  was  upon  the  earth.  And  Noah  came  in,  and 
his  sons,  and  his  wife,  and  his  sons’  wives  with  him, 

8  into  the  ark,1  because  of  the  waters  of  the  deluge.  Of 
clean  beasts,  and  of  beasts  that  are  not  clean,  and  of 
fowls,  and  of  every  thing  that  creepcth  upon  the  earth, 

9  There  came  in  two  and  two  unto  Noah  into  the  ark,1 
the  male  and  the  female,  as  God  had  commanded  Noah. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass  after  the  seven  days,  that  the  waters 

1 1  of  the  deluge  were  upon  the  earth.  In  the  six  hun¬ 
dredth  year  of  Noah’s  life,  in  the  second  month,  the 
seventeenth  day  of  the  month,  the  same  day  were  all 
the  fountains  of  the  great3  murmuring  deep  broken  up, 

12  and  the  apertures  of  the  heaven  were  opened.  Aud  the 
rain  was  upon  the  earth  forty  days  and  forty  nights. 

13  In  the  selfsame  day  came  Noah,  and  Shcm,  aud  limn, 
and  Japheth,  the  sons  of  Noah,  and  Noah’s  wife,  and 

•  the  three  wives  of  his  sons  with  them,  into  the  ark.1 

14  They,  and  every  animal  after  its  kind,  and  every 
beast  after  its  kind,  and  every  creeping  thing  that 
creepeth  upon  the  earth  after  its  kind,  and  every  fowl 

15  after  its  kind,  every  bird,  whatever  hath  wings.  And 
they  cuine  in  unto  Noah  into  the  ark,1  two  anti  two  of 

16  all  flesh,  wherein  is  the  spirit  of  life.  And  they  that 
came  in,  came  in  mole  and  female  of  all  flesh,  as  God 
had  commanded  him:  and  the  Eternal  shut  him  in. 

17  And  the  deluge  was  forty  days  upon  the  earth;  and  the 
waters  increased,  and  bare  up  the  ark,1  and  it  was  lifted 

18  up  above  the  earth.  And  the  waters  prevailed,  and 
were  increased  greatly  upon  the  earth;  and  the  ark1 

19  went  upon  the  face  of  the  waters.  And  the  waters  pre¬ 
vailed  exceedingly  upon  the  earth ;  and  all  the  1'igh 
mountains,  that  t cere  under  the  whole  heaven,  were 

20  covered.  Fifteen  cubits  above  them  did  the  waters  pre- 

21  vail;  and  the  mountains  were  covered.  And  all  flesh 
expired  that  moved3  upon  the  earth,  of  fowl,  and 
of  beast,  and  of" animal,  and  of  every  prolific  creature 
that  bringeth  forth  abundantly  upon  the  earth,  and  every 

22  man :  All  in  whose  nostrils  was  the  breath  of  the  spirit 

23  of  life,  of  all  that  teas  in  the  dry4  land,  died.  .  And  be 
blotted3  out.  every  being  winch  wns  upon  the  face  of  the 

*  chest  *  numerous,  3  crept  4  dried  up.  6  wiped  awa; . 
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ground,  from  man  to  beast,  to  creeping  things,  and  to 
fowl  of  the  heaven ;  and  they  were  blotted1  out  from  the 
earth:  and  Noah  only  remained  alive,  and  they  that 

24  were  with  him  in  the  ark.2  And  the  waters  prevailed 
upon  the  earth  'a  hundred  and  fifty  days. 

Chap.  VIII. 

1  And  God  remembered  Noah,  and  every  animal,  and 
every  beast  that  was  with  him  in  the  ark:1  and  God 
caused  a  wind  to  pass  over  the  earth,  and  the  waters 

2  assuaged.  The  fountains  also  of  the  murmuring  deep 
and  the  apertures  of  heaven  were  stopped,  and  the  rain 

3  from  the  heaven  was  withheld;  And  the  waters  returned 
from  off  the  earth  continually  and  after  the  end4  of 

4  the  hundred  and  fifty  days  the  waters  decreased.  5  And 
the  ark  rested  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  the  month,  upon  the  mountains  of  Ararat 

5  And  the  waters  decreased9  continually0  until  the  tenth 
month:  in  the  tenth  month ,  on  the  first  day  of  the 

6  month,  were  the  tops7  of  the  mountains  seen.  And  it 
came  to  jwss  at  the  end  of  forty  days,  that  Noah  opened 

7  the  window  of'  the  ark  which  he  had  made :  And  he 
sent  forth  the  raven,  which  went  out  to  and  fro,8  until 

8  the  waters  were  dried  up  from  off  the  earth.  Also  lie 
sent  forth  the  dove  from  him,  to  see  if  the  waters  were 
abated  from  off  the  face  of  the  ground ;  But  the  dove 
found  no  rest  for  the  sole0  of  her  foot,  and  she  returned 
unto  him  iuto  the  ark,s  for  the  waters  were  on  the  face 
of  the  whole  earth :  then  he  put  forth10  his  hand,  and 
took  her,  and  brought  her  in  unto  him  into  the  ark.2 

10  And  lie  waited  yet  seven  other  days:  and  again  he  sent 

11  forth11  the  dove  out  of  the  ark.*  And  the  dove  came 
in  to  him  in  the  evening  time ;  and,  lo,  in  her  mouth 
was  an  olive  leaf  tom  off :  so  Noah  knew  that  the  waters 

12  were  abated  from  off  the  earth.  And  he  waited  yet 
seven  other  days;  and  sent  forth  the  dove  which 

13  returned  not  again  unto  him  any  more.  And  it  came 
to  pass  in  the  six  hundredth  and  first  year,  in  the  first 
month,  the  first  day  of  the  month,  the  waters  were  dried 
up  from  off  the  earth ;  and  Noah  removed  the  covering 

1  wiped  away.  *  chest.  3  going  odiI  returning.  4  extremity.  s  diininisltcd. 

*  were  going  ami  returning.  *  beads.  6  going  nut  and  returning. 

8  hollow.  10  sent.  U  he  continued  to  send. 
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of  the  ark1  and  saw,  and,  behold,  the  face  of  the  ground 

14  was  dried  up.  And  in  the  second  month,  on  tire  seven 
and  twentieth  day  of  the  month,  was  the  earth  dried. 

15  16  And  God  spake  unto  Noah,  saying.  Go  out  of  the 
ark,1  thou,  and  thy  wife,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  sons’ 

17  wives  with  thee.  Bring  forth  with  thee  every  animal 
that  is  with  thee,  of  all  flesh,  of  fowl,  and  of  beast, 
and  of  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the 
earth ;  that  they  may  bring  forth  abundantly  in  the 
earth,  and  be  fruitful,  and  multiply  upon  the  earth. 

18  And  Noah  went  ant,  and  his  sons,  and  his  wife,  and  his 

19  sons’  wives  with  him :  Every  animal,  every  creeping 
thing,  and.  every  fowl  j  whatsoever  creepeth  upon 
the  earth,  after  their  families,  went  forth  out  of  the 

20  ark.1  And  Noah  built  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal:  and 
took  of  every  clean  beast,  and  of  every  clean  fowl,  and 

21  offered3  burnt  offerings  on  the  altar.  And  the  Eternal 
smelled  the  grateful  odour ;  and  the  Eternal  said  in 
bis  heart,  I  will  not  again®  execrate  the  gronnd  any 
more  for  man’s  sake;  for  the  imagination  of  man’s 
heart  is  evil  from  his  youth;  neither  will  I  again3  smite 

22  any  more  every  thing  living,  as  I  have  done.  While 
the  earth  remaineth,4  seedftW  and  harvest,  android  and 
heat,  and  summer  and  winter,  and  day  and  night  shall 
not  cease.® 

Ojiai*.  IX. 

1  And  God  blessed  Noah  aud  his  sons,  and  said  unto 

2  them,  Be  fruitful, and  multiply, and  All  the  earth.  And 
the  dread9  of  you  and  the  terror  of  you  shall  be  upon 
every  animal  of  the  earth,  and  upon  every  fowl  of  the 
heaven,  upon  all  that  creepeth  ujxm  the  ground,  and 
upon  all  the  fishes  of  the  sea ;  into  your  hand  ore  they 

3  given.  Every  creeping  thing  that  liveth  shall  be  food 
for  you ;  as  the  green  herb  have  I  given  you  all 

4  things.  Nevertheless  flesh  with  the  soul  thereof,  and 

5  the  blood  (hereof,  shall  ye  not  eat  However  your 
own  blood  of  your  souls  will  I  require ;  at  tbe  hand  of 
every  living  souP  will  1  require  it,  and  at  tbc  hand  of 
yjan ;  at  the  hand  of  a  man's  brother7  will  I  require 

6  die  soul  of  man.  Whoso  sheddeth  man’s  blood, 
by  man  shall  his  blood  be  shed:  for  in  the  image  of 

1  chest*  *  brought  up,  *contmuato»  4  yet  aJl  tbc  days  of  tbo  earth-  53eaveofl- 
j  a  *  animal.  1  a  man  hia  brotlier.  a  tariliiencsst. 
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7  God  made  he  man.  And  you,  be  ye  fruitful,  and 
multiply ;  bring  forth  abundantly  in  the  earth,  and 
multiply  therein. 

8  And  God  said  unto  Noah,  and  to  his  sons  with  him, 

9  as  follows,  And  I,  behold, I  establish3  my  covenant  with 

10  you,  and  with  your  seed  after  you ;  And  with  every 

living  soul  that  is  with  you,  of  the  fowl,  of  the  beast, 
and  of  every  animal  of  the  earth  with  you ;  from  all 

1 1  that  go  out  of  the  ark1  to  every  animal  of  the  earth.  And 
I  will  establish2  my  covenant  with  you ;  that  all  flesh 
shall  not  be  cut  off  any  more  by  the  waters  of  the 
deluge;  neither  shall  there  any  more  be  a  deluge  to 

12  destroy3  the  earth.  And  God  said,  This  is  rhe  sign  of 
the  covenant  which  I  appoint1  between  me  and  you  and 
every  Uviug  soul  that  is  with  you,  for  generations 

13  for  ever :  My  bow  I  have  set3  in  the  cloud,  and  it 

shall  be  for  a  sign  of  a  covenant  between  me  and  the 

14  earth.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  I  cloud  the 
earth  with  clouds,  that  the  bow.  shall  be  seen  in  the 

15  cloud :  And  1  will  remember  my  covenant,  which  is 
between  me  and  you  and  every  living  soul  of  all  flesh ; 
and  the  waters  shall  no  more  become  a  deluge  to 

16  destroy3  all  flesh.  And  the  bow  shall  be  in  the  cloud ; 
and  I  will  regard6  It  in  order  to  remember  for  ever  the 
covenant  between  God  and  every  living  soul  of  all  flesh 

1 7  that  is  upon  the  earth.  And  God  said  unto  Noah,  This  is 
the  sign  of  the  covenant,  which  1  have  established8 
between  me  and  all  flesh  that  is  upon  the  earth. 

18  And  the  sons  of  Noah  that  went  out  of  the  ark,1  were 
Sbem,  and  Ham,  and  Japheth;  and  Ham  u  the  father 

19  of  Canaan.  These  are  the  three  sons  of  Noah:  and 

20  by  them  was  the  whole  earth  overspread.  And  Noah,  the 

21  husbandman,7  began  and  planted  a  vineyard.  And  he 
drank  of  the  wine,  and  was  drunken;  and  he  was 

22  uncovered  in  the  midst  of  his  tent.  And  Ham,  the 
father  of  Canaan,  saw  the  nakedness  of  bis  father,  and 

23  told  his  two  brethren  without.  And  Shemand  Japheth 
tookanoutergarment,andputt£upon  both  tbeirsboulders, 
and  went  backwards  and  covered  the  nakedness  of  their 
father;  and  their  faces  were  backward,  and  they  saw 

24  not  their  father's  nakedness.  And  Noah  awoke  from

his  wine,  and  knew  what  his  younger1  son  had  done

27  Canaan  be  servant  to  them.  May  God  enlarge  Japheth, 
and  may  he  dwell  in  the  tents  of  Shem ;  and  may  Canaan 

28  be  servant  to  them.  And  Noah  lived  after  the  deluge 

29  three  hundred  and  fifty  years.  And  all  the  days  of 
Noah  were  nine  hundred  and  fifty  years;  and  he  died. 


Chap.  X. 

1  Now  these  are  the  progeny  of  the  sons  of  Noah,  Sl.em, 
Ham,  and  JapheLli;  and  unto  them  were  sons  born 

2  after  the  deluge.  The  sons  of  Japheth ;  Goincr,  and 
Magog,  and  Miulai,  and  Javan,  and  Tubal,  and  Me- 

3  shech,  and  Tiras.  And  the  sons  of  Gomer ;  Ashkenaz, 

4  and  Riphath,  and  Torgarmah.  And  the  sons  of  Javan ; 

5  Elishah,  and  Tarshish,  Kittim,  and  Dodanim.  From 
these  were  parted  the  inhabitants  of  tha  marl  time  settle¬ 
ments  of  the  nations  in  their  lands;  every  one3  after  his 

6  tongue,  after  their  families,  in  their  nations.  And  the 
sons  of  Ham;  Cush,  and  Mizraim,  and  Put,  and 

7  Canaan.  And  the  sons  of  Cush ;  Seba,  and  Havilah, 
and  Sahtah,  and  Raamah,  and  Sabtechah:  and  the 

8  sons  of  Raamah ;  Sheba,  and  Dedan.  And  Cush  begat 

9  Nimrod :  he  began  to  be  a  hero  in  the  earth.  He  was 
a  hero  of  the  chose9  before  the  Eternal:  wherefore  it  is 
said.  Even  as  Nimrod  the  hero  of  the  chase3  before  the 

10  Eternal.  And  the  beginning  of  bis  kingdom  was  Babel, 
and  Ercch,  and  Accad,  and  Calnch,  in  the  land  ot 

11  Shinax.  Out  of  that  land  went  forth  Asshur,  and 
budded  Nineveh,  and  the  city  Rchoboth  and  Calah. 

12  And  Resen  between.  Nineveh  and  Calah:  the  same  is 

13  the  great  city.  And  Mitzraim  begat  Ludim,  and  Ana- 

14  inim,  and  Lehabim.and  Naphtukim,  And  Pathrusim, 
and  Casluhim,  out  of  whom  came  Philistiin,  and 
Oaphtorim. 

15  And  Canaan  begat  Sidon  his  firstborn,  and  Hctli, 

16  And  the  Jcbusite,  and  the  Amorim,  and  the  Girgasbite, 

1  little.  !  a  matt.  3  venison,  provision. 
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1 7 .  And  the  Hivite,  and  the  Arkite,  and  the  Sinite. 

IS  And  the  Arvadite,  and  the  Zcmarite,  and  the  Hania- 
thitc :  and  afterwards  were  the  families  of  the  Canaanite 

19  spread  abroad.  And  the  boundary  of  the  Canaanite 
was  from  Sidon,  as  thou  comest  to  Gerar,  unto  Gaza ;  as 
thou  contest*  unto  Sodom,  and  Gomorrah,  and  Admah, 

20  and  Zebuim,  even  unto  Lasha.  These  ore  the  sous  of 
11am,  after  their  families,  after  their  tongues,  in  their 
lands,  and  in  their  nations. 

2 1  Unto  Shetn,  also,  the  father  of  all  the  children  of  Eber, 
the  brother  of  Japheth  the  elder,1  even  to  him  were 

22  children  boro.  The  children  of  Shem;  Elam,  and 

23  Asshur,  and  Arphaxad,  and  Lud,  and  Aram.  And  the 
children  of  Aram;  Uz,  and  Hul,  and  Gcther,  and 

24  Mash.  And  Arphaxad  begat  Shelah;  and  Shelah  begat 

25  Eber.  And  unto  Eber  were  born  two  sons :  the  name 
of  one  mis  Pcleg ;  for  in  his  days  was  the  earth  divided ; 

26  aiid  his  brother’s  name  was  Juktnu.  And  Joktan  begat 
Almodad,  and  Shcleph,  and  Ilaznrmaveth,  and  Jenin, 

27  28  And  Hadoram,  and  Uzal,  and  Diklah,  And  Obal, 

29  and  Abiniacl,  and  Sheba,  And  Ophir,  and  Havilah,  and 

30  Jubab :  all  these  were  the  sons  of  Joktan.  And  their 
habitation  was  from  Mesha,  as  thou  comest  unto  Scphar 

31a  mount  of  the  east.  These  are  the  sons  of  Shetn,  after 
their  families,  after  their  tongues,  in  their  lands,  after 

32  their  nations.  These  are  the  families  of  the  sons  of 
Noah,  after  Uicir  progeny,  in  their  nations :  and  from 
these  were  the  nations  parted  on  the  earth  after  the 
deluge. 

Chap.  XL 

1  And  the  whole  earth  was  of  one  language,1  and  of  few® 

2  words.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  journeyed  from 
the  east,  that  they  found  a  deep  valley  iu  the  land  of 

3  Sbinar ;  and  they  abode  there.  And  they  said,  one 
to  another,4  Come,  let  us  make  bricks,  and  burn  them 
thoroughly.®  And  they  had  brick  for  Btonc,  and  bitumen 

4  had  they  for  mortar.  And  they  said,  Come,  wc  will 
build  for  us  a  city  and  a  tower,  whose  head  may  reach 
unto  heaven;  and  we  will  make  tor  us  a  name,  lest  we  be 

>  J  great.  £  tip.  3  (ingle.  4  a  mini  to  hit  fellow.  *  to  burning. 
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5  scattered  upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth.  And  the 
Eternal  came  down  to  see  the  city  and  the  tower,  which 

6  the  children  of  men  had  built  And  the  Eternal  said, 
Behold,  it  is  one  people,  and  they  have  all  one  language;1 
and  this  they  begin  to  do :  and  now  shall  they  not  be 
precluded  from  anything  which  they  have  devised  to 

7  do?  Come,  we  wifi  go  down  and  there  confound’  their 
language,1  that  they  may  not  understand  one  another's 

8  speech, 8  So  the  Eternal  scattered  them  from  thence 
upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth :  and  they  ceased  to  build 

9  the  city.  Therefore  is  the  name  of  it  called  Babel; 
because  the  Eternal  did  there  confound2  the  language1 

•  of  all  the  earth :  and  from  thence  did  the  Eternal  scatter 
them  upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth. 

LO  These  are  the  progeny  of  Shcm:  Shem  was  an  hun¬ 
dred  years  old,4  and  begat  Arphaxad  two  years  after 

11  the  deluge  :  And  Shorn  lived  after  he  begat  Arphaxad 
five  hundred  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

1 2  And  Arphaxad  lived  five  and  thirty  years,  and  begat

three  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

1G  And  Eber  lived  four  and  thirty  years,  and  begat 

17  Peleg:  And  Eber  lived  after  he  begat  Peleg  four  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

18  And  Peleg  lived  thirty  years,  and  begat  lieu: 

19  And  Peleg  lived  after  he  Begat  Reu  two  hundred  and 
nine  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

20  And  lieu  lived  two  aud  thirty  years,  and  begat 

2 1  Serug :  And  Reu  lived  after  he  begat  Scrug  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  seven  yeans,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

22  And  Scrug  lived  thirty  years,  and  begat  Nahor: 

23  And  Serug  lived  after  he  begat  Nahor  two  hundred 
.years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

24  And  Nahor  lived  nine  and  twenty  years,  and  begat 

1  lip,  3  mingle  36  that  they  mpy  not  hear  a  man  (he  lip  of  his  fellow* 

4  a  son  of  hundred  years* 
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25  Terah:  And  Nahor  lived  after  he  begat  Terah  an 
hundred  and  nineteen  years,  and  begat  sons  and 
daughters. 

26  And  Terah  lived  seventy  years,  and  begat  Abram, 

27  Nahor,  and  Haran.  Now  these  ore  the  progeny  of 
Terah;  Terah  begat  Abram,  Nahor,  and  Haran;  and 

28  Haran  begat  Lot.  And  Haran  died  before  his  lather 
Tenth  in  the  land  of  his  kindred,  in  Ur  of  the  Chaldees. 

29  And  Abram  and  Nahor  took  them  wives:  the  name  of 
Abram’s  wife  teas  Sarai ;  and  the  name  of  Nnhor’s  wife, 
Miicah,  the  daughter  of  Haran,  the  father  of  Milcah, 

30  and  the  father  of  Iscah.  But  Sarai  was  barren ;  Bhe 

31  had  no  child.  And  Terah  took  Abram  his  son,  and 
Lot  the  son  of  Ilaran  his  son’s  son,  and  Sarai  his 
daughter  in  law,  his  son  Abram’s  wife ;  and  they  went 
forth  with  them  from  Ur  of  the  Chaldees,  to  go  into  the. 
land  of  Canaan ;  and  they  eame  unto  Haran,  and  abode 

32  there.  And  the  days  of  Terah  were  two  hundred  and 
five  years  t  and  Terah  died  in  Haran. 


Chap.  XIL 

1  Now  the  Eternal  had  said  unto  Abram,  Go  out  of  thy 
land,  and  from  thy  kindred,  and  from  thy  father's 

2  house,  unto  the  land  that  I  will  Bhew  thee ;  And  I  will 
make  of  thee  a  great  nation,  and  I  will  bless  thee,  and 
make  thy  name  great;  and  thou  shalt  be  a  blessing: 

3  And  1  will  bless  them  that  bless  thee,  and  curse  him 
that  execrate th  thee:  and  in  thee  shall  all  families  of  the 

4  earth3  he  blessed.  So  Abram  went,  as  the  Eternal  had 
spoken  uuto  him ;  and  Lot  went  with  him :  and  Ahram 
urns  seventy  and  five  years  olds  when  he  went  out  from 

5  Haran.  And  Abram  took  Sarai  his  wife,  and  Lot  his 
brother's  son,  and  all  their  substance  that  they  had 
gathered,  and  the  souls  that  they  had  gotten4  in  Ilaran: 
and  they  went  forth  to  go  into  the  land  of  Canaan ;  and 

*  ground.  1  ft  son  of  seventy  and  five  years,  *  made. 
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G  they  came  into  the  land  of  Canaan.  And  Abram 
passed  through  the  land  unto  the  place  of  Siehem,  unto 
the  oak  of  Moreh.  And  the  Canaanite  was  then 

7  in  the  land.  And  the  Sternal  appeared  unto  Abram, 
and  said, Unto  thy  seed  will  I  give  this  land:  and  there 
built  he  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal,  who  appeared  unto 

8  him.  And  he  removed  from  thence  unto  the  mountain 
on  the  east  of  Beth-el,  and  pitched1  his  tent,  having 
Bcth-cl  on  the  west,  and  the  Ai  on  the  east:  and  there 
he  built  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal,  and  called  on  the 

8  name  of  the  Eternal.  And  Abram  journeyed,  going 
and  journeying  towards  the  south. 

10  And  there  was  a  famine  in  the  land:  and  Abram 
went  down  into  Egypt  to  sojourn  there;  for  the  famine 

11  was  grievous2  in  the  land.  And  it  caine  to  pass,  when  he 
approached  to  enter  into  Egypt,  that  he  said  unto  Sarai 
his  wife,  Behold  now,  I  know  that  thou  art  a  woman  of 

12  beautiful  appearance.3  Therefore  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  when  the  Egyptians  see  thee,  they  will  say,  This 
is  his  wife:  and  they  will  slay  me,  but  thee  they  will 

13  keepalive.  Say,  1  pray,,  thou  arf  ray  sister:  that 
it  may  be  well  with  me  for  thy  sake ;  and  my  soul  shall 

14  live  because  of  thee.  And  it  came  to  pass  that,  when 
Ahram  was  come  into  Egypt,  the  Egyptians  saw  the 

15  woman  that  she  teas  very  beautiful.  The  officers  also 
of  Pharaoh  saw  her,  and  praised  her  to  Pharaoh :  and 

16  the  woman  was  taken  into  Pharaoh’s  house.  And  to 
Abram  he  did  well  for  her  sake:  and  he  had  flocks,  and 
herds,  and  he-asses,  and  menservants,  and  handmaids, 

17  and  she-osses,  and  camels.  And  the  Eternal  plagued 
Pharaoh  and  his  house  with  great  afflictions  because  of 

18  Sarai  Abram’s  wife.  And  Pharaoh  called  Abram,  and 
said.  What  is  this  that  thou  hast  done  uuto  me?  where¬ 
fore  didst  thou  not  tell  me  that  she  was  thy  wife? 

19  Wherefore  saidst  thou,  She  is  my  sister?  so  that  I  took 
her  to  me  to  wife :  now  therefore  behold  thy  wife,  tukc 

20  kert  and  go.  And  Pharaoh  commanded  his  men  con¬ 
cerning  him ;  and  they  let  turn  go,  and  his  wife,  and 
all  that  he  had. 


CHAP,  AUL 


Abram  went  im  «nt  Egypt 
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ftnd  all  that  he  had,  and  Lot  wi 

*  inclined.  *  hecTj 
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2  Aud  Abram  was  very  rich1  in  cattle,  in  silver,  and  in 

3  gold.  And  be  went  on  bis  journeys  from  the  south 
even  to  Beth-el,  unto  tbe  place  where  his  tent  bad  been 

4  previously,  bet weeen  Beth-eLand  the  Ai;  Unto  tbe  place 
of  tbe  altar,  which  he  bad  made  there  at  the  first :  and 

o  there  Abram  called  on  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  Aud 
Lot  also,  who  went  with  Abram,  had  flocks,  and  herds, 

6  and  tents.  And  tbe  land  was  not  able  to  bear  them, 
that  they  might  abide  together :  for  their  substance  was 
great,  so  that  they  were  not  able  to  abide  together. 

7  And  there  was  a  quarrel  between  the  herdmen  of 
Abram’s  cattle  and  the  herdmen  of  Lot’s  cattle :  and 
the  Ganaanite  and  tbe  Fcrrizitc  abode  then  in  the  land. 

8  And  Abram  said  unto  Lot,  Let  there  be  no  conten¬ 
tion,  I  pray,  between  me  and  thee,  and  between  my 

9  herdmen  and  thy  herdmen  j  for  we  be  kinsmen.2  Is 
not  the  whole  land  before  thee  ?  part,  I  pray,  from 
me :  if  thou  unit  take  to  the  left,  then  I  will  go  to  the 
right ;  or  if  thou  depart  to  the  right,  then  I  will  go  to 

10  the  left  And  Lot  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  all  the  dis¬ 
trict3  of  the  Jordan,  that  it  teas  well  watered  every  where, 
before  the  Eternal  destroyed4  Sodom  and  Gomorrah, 
men  as  the  garden  of  the  Eternal,  like  the  land  of 

1 1  Egypt,  ns  thou  comest  unto  Zoar.  Then  Lot  chose  him 
nil  the  district3  of  the  Jordan;  and  Lot  journeyed  from  the 

1 2  east  i  and  they  parted  the  one  from  the  other.*  Abnun 
abode  iu  tbe  land  of  Canaan,  and  Lot  abode  in  the  cities 
of  the  district,3  and  pitched  his  tent  towards  Sodom. 

13  But  the  men  of  Sodom  were  evil  and  sinful  before  the 

14  Eternal  exceedingly.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
Abram,  after  that  Lot  wa»  parted  from  him.  Lift  up 
now  thine  eyes,  and  look  from  the  place  where  tliou  art 
northward,  and  southward,  and  eastward,  and  west- 

\f>  ward:0  For  all  the  land  which  thou  seest,  to  thee  will 

16  I  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed  for  ever.  And  I  will  make7 
thy  seed  as  the  duet  of  the  earth :  so  that  if  a  man  is 
able  to  count  the  dust  of  the  earth,  then  shall  thy  seed 

17  also  be  counted.  Arise,  walk  about  in  the  land  in  the 
length  of  it  and  in  the  breadth  of  it;  for  unto  thee  will 

18  I  give  it  Then  Abram  pitched  k is  tent,  and  came 
and  abode  at  the  oaks  of  Mamre,  which  are  in  Hebron, 
and  built  there  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal. 

t  btavy,  *  men  brethren*  s  circle,  4  cumiptaiL  *  a  man4from  his  brother* 

5  seaward.  7  put* 
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Chap.  XIV. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Amraphel  ting  of 
Shinar,  Arioch  king  of  Ellasar,  Chedorlaomer  king  of 

2  Elam,  and  Tidal  king  of  Goiim ;  That  these  made  war 
with  Bera  king  of  Sodom,  and  with  Birsha  king  of 
Gomorrah,  Shinab  king  of  Admah,  and  Shemeber  king 

3  of  Zeboiim,  and  the  king  of  Bela,  which  is  Zoar,  All 
these  joined  together  in  the  Vale  of  Siddim,  which  is 

4  tlie  salt  sea.  Twelve  years  they  served  Chedorlaomer, 

5  and  in  the  thirteenth1  year  they  rebelled.  And  in  the 
fourteenth  year  came  Chedorlaomer,  and  the  knurs  that 
were  with  him,  and  smote  the  Rephaim  in  Ashteroth 
Kamaim,  and  the  Zu^im  in  Ham,  and  the  Emim  in 

C  Shaveh  Kiriathaim,  And  the  Horitcs  in  their  Mount 

7  Scir,  unto  El-paran,  which  is  by  the  desert.  And  they 
returned,  and  came  to  Enmisnpat,  which  is  Kadesh, 
and  smote  all  the  country2  of  the  Amalekites,  and  also 

8  the  Amorites,  that  abode  m  Hazezon-tamar,  And  there 
went  out  the  king  of  Sodom,  and  the  king  of  Gomorrah, 
and  the  king  of  Admah,  and  the  king  of  Zeboiim,  and 
the  king  of  Bela,  the  same  is  Zoar;  and  they  joined3 

9  battle4  with  them  in  the  vale  of  Siddim ;  With  Chedor¬ 
laomcr  the  king  of  Elam,  and  with  Tidal  king  of  Goiim, 
anti  Amraphel  king  of  Shinar,  and  Arioch  king  of 

10  Ellasar;  four  kings  with  the  five.  And  the  vale  of 
Siddim  was  full  of  bitumen  pits;  and  the  kings  of 
Sodom  and  Gomorrah  fled11  and  fell  there;  and  they 

1 1  that  remained  fled*  to  the  mountain.  And  they  took 
all  the  substance  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and  all  their 

12  food,  and  went  And  they  took  Lot,  Abram’s  brother’s 
son,  who  abode  in  Sodom,  and  his  substance,  and  they 

13  went.  And  there  came  one  that  had  escajied,  and 
told  Abram  the  Hebrew :  for  he  dwelt  at  the  oaks 
of  Mamre  the  Amorite,  brother  of  Escliol,  and 
brother  of  Auer:  and  these  were  confederate3  with 

14  Abram.  And  when  Abram  heard  that  his  brother  was 
token  captive,  he  armed  his  trained  servants,  born  in 
his  own  house,  tliree  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  pursued 

4  thirteen.  2  field*  *  eet  In  order.  *  war,  *  owner?  of  llie  covenant* 

*  ran  away* 
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15  them  unto  Dan.  And  he  divided  himself  by  night, 
against  them,  he  and  his  servants,  and  smote  them,  and 
pursued  them  unto  Hobah,  which  is  on  the  left  of 

16  Damascus.  And  he  restored  all  the  substance,  and 
also  his  brother  Lot,  and  his  substance  he  restored, 

17  and  the  women  also,  and  the  people.  And  the 
King  of  Sodom  went  out  towards  him  idler  his  re¬ 
turn  from  smiting  Chedorlaomer,  and  the  kings  that 
were  with  him,  to  the  vale  of  Shaveh,  which  is  the 

18  king’s  vale.  And  Mclchizcdck  king  of  Salem  brought 
forth  bread  and  wine:  and  he  teas  a  priest  of  the 

19  most  high  God.  And  he  blessed  him,  and  said, 
Blessed  fie  Abram  of  the  most  high  God,  possessor 

20  of  heaven  and  earth:  And  blessed  be  the  most  high 
God,  who  hath  delivered  up  thine  adversaries  into  thy 

21  hand.  And  he  gave  him  tithes  of  all.  And  the  king 
of  Sodom  said  unto  Abram,  Give  me  the  souls,  and  take ' 

22  the  substance  to  thyself.  And  Abram  said  to  the 
king  of  Sodom,  I  have  lifted1  up  mine  hand  unto  the 
most  high  God,  possessor  of  heaven  and  earth; 

23  If  I  take  from  a  thread  even  to  a  shoe  tic,  and  if  I 
take  anything  that  is  thine, . . .  and  thou  shalt  not  say,  I 

24  have  made  Abram  rich ;  Nought  for  me,  only  that 
which  the  lads  have  eaten,  and  tbc  portion  of 
the  men  who  went  with  me,  Aner,  Eschol,  and  Mamre; 
let  them  take  their  portion. 

ClTAP.  XV. 

1  After  these  things  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came5  unto 
Abram  in  a  vision,  saying,  Fear  not,  Abram :  I  am  thy 

2  shield,  thy  reward  shall ie  very  great.4  And  Abram  said, 
Dord  Eternal,  wherefore5  wilt  thou  give  me,  since  I  go 
childless,  aud  the  son  of  the  steward  of  my  house  is  this

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6  be*  And  he  believed  In  the  Eternal ;  and  he  accounted1 

7  it  to  him  for  righteousness.  And  he  said  unto  him,  I 
am  the  Eternal  who  brought  thee  out  of  Ur  of  the 

8  Chaldees,  to  give  thee  this  land  to  possess  it  And  he 
said.  Lord  Eternal,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall 

9  possess  it?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Take  me  an  heifer 
of  three  years  old,2  and  a  she  goat  of  three  years  old,3 
and  a  ram  of  three  years  old,1  and  a  turtle  dove,  and  a 

10  young  pigeon.  8  And  he  took  unto  him  all  these;,  and 
split  them  in  the  midst,  and  laid  each  piece  one  against 

1 1  another  :J  but  the  birds  split  he  not  And  the  birds  of 
prey  came  down  upon  the  carcases,  and  Abram  scared 

12  them  away.  And  when  the  sun  was  going  down,  an  over¬ 
powering  sleep  fell  upon  Abram ;  and,  lo,  an  horror  of 

18  great  darkness  fell  upon  him.  And  he  said  unto  Abram, 
Know  of  a  surety  that  thy  seed  shall  be  a  stranger  in  a 
land  that  is  not  their’s,  and  shall  serve  them ;  and  they 

14  shall  afflict  them  four  hundred  years;  And  also  against 
that  nation,  whom  they  shall  serve,  will  I  pronounce 
judgment;  and  afterwards  shall  they  cotnc  out  with 

Id  great  substance.  And  thou  sbalt  come  to  thy  fathers 
in  peace;  thou  shall  be  buried  in  a  good  old  age.  6

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  the  sun  went  down, 
mid  it  was  thick  darkness,  behold  a  smoking  furnace, 
and  a  torch  of  fire  that  passed  between  those  fragments. 

18  In  the  same  day  the  Eternal  made7  a  covenant  with 
Abram,  saying,  Unto  thy  seed  have  I  given  this  land,

Chap.  XVL 

1  Now  Sarai  Abram’s  wife  bare  him  no  children ;  and  she 
hod  an  Egyptian  handmaid,  whose  name  was  Ha  gar. 

2  And  Sara!  said  unto  Abram,  Behold  now,  the  Eternal 
hath  restrained  me  from  bearing:  come,  I  pray,  unto 
my  handmaid ;  perhaps  I  may  obtain  children  by 

1  thought.  2  threefold.  3  bird,  *  gave  a  mim  bis  piece  towards  his  fellow,

of  Canaan,  and  pave  her  to  her  husband  Abram  to  be 

4  his  wile.  And  he  came  unto  Hagar,  and  she  became 
pregnant:  and  when  she  saw  that  she  was  pregnant, 

5  her  mistress  was  slighted  in  her  eyes.  And  Sarai  said 
unto  Abram,  My  wrong*  is  through  thee:  I  have  given 
my  handmaid  into  thy  bosom ;  and  when  she  saw  that 
she  was  pregnant,  I  was  slighted  in  her  eyes:  may 

6  the  Eternal  judge  between  me  and  thee.  But  Abram 
said  unto  Sarai,  Behold,  thy  handmaid  is  in  thy  hand ; 
do  to  her  as  it  seemeth  good  in  thine  eyes.  And  Sarai 

7  afflicted  her,  and  she  fled  from  her  face.  And  an  angel4 
of  the  Eternal  fonnd  her  by  a  fountain*  of  water  in  the 

8  desert,  by  the  fountain4  on  the  way  to  Shur.  And  he 
said,  Hagar,  Sarai’s  handmaid,  w lienee  earnest  thou? 
and  whither  wilt  thou  go?  And  she  said.  From  the  face 

9  of  my  mistress  Sarai  \  am  fleeing.  And  the  angel4  of  the 
Eternal  said  unto  her,  Return  to  thv  mistress,  and  submit

i  0  t  hysclf 1 6  under  her  hands,  And  the  angel4  of  the  Eternal 
said  unto  her,  I  will  multiply  thy  seed  exceedingly,  that

of  the  Eternal  said  unto  her,  Behold,  thou  art  pregnant, 
and  shah  bear  a  son,  and  shall  call  his  name  Xshmael; 

12  because  the  Eternal  hath  heard  thy  affliction.  And  he 
will  he  like  a  wild  ass  among  men;  his  hand  will  be  against 
all,  and  the  hand  of  all  against  him  ;  and  in  the  face  of 

13  all  his  brethren  he  shall  dwell.  And  she  called  the

In  And  llagar  bare  Abram  a  son:  and  Abram  called  his 

1G  son’s  name,  whom  Hagar  bare,  Ishmael.  And  Abram 
was  fourscore  and  six  years  old,  when  Hagar  bare 
Ishmael  to  Abram. 

Chap.  XVIL 

1  And  when  Abram  wus  ninety  years  old7  and  nine,  the 
Eternal  appeared  to  Abram,  and  said  unto  him,  T  am  an 
Almighty  God;  walk  before  me,  and  be  thou  perfect, 

j  shali  be  built  from  her*  3  at  the  end.  3  violence,  1  messenger*  9  eye. 

*  afflict  tliysrff,  - 7  a  son  of. 
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2  And  I  will  make1  my  covenant  between  me  and  thee, 

3  and  will  multiply  thee  exceedingly.  And  Abram  fell 

4  on  his  lace ;  and  God  spake  to  him,  saying,  I  am  lie/ 
behold,  my  covenant  is  with  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  a 

5  father  of  a  multitude  of  nations.  Neither  shall  thy 
name  any  more  be  called  Abram,  but  tliy  name  shall  be 
Abraham ;  for  a  father  of  a  multitude  of  nations'havc  I 

6  made3  thee.  And  I  will  make  thee  exceeding  fruitful, 
and  I  will  make1-  nations  of  thee,  and  kings  shall  go 

7  forth  from  dice.  And  I  will  establish3  my  covenant 
between  me  and  thee  and  thy  seed  after  thee  through¬ 
out  their  generations  for  a  covenant  for  ever,  to  be  a 

8  God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee.  And  I  will 
give  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  tlice,  the  land  of 
thy  sojourn:  ngs,  all  the  land  of  Canaan,  for  a  possession 

9  for  ever  ;  and  I  will  be  their  God.  And  God  said 
unto  Abraham,  Thou  shalt  keep  my  covenant  therefore, 
thou,  and  thy  seed  after  thee,  throughout  their  gene  ra¬ 
il)  tions.  This  is  my  covenant,  which  ye  shall  keep,  be¬ 
tween  me  and  you  and  thy  seed  after  thee;  every  mule 

11  of  you  shall  be  circumcised.  And  ye  shall  circumcise 
the  flesh  of  your  foreskin ;  and  it  shall  be  for  u  sign  of  the 

1 2  covenant  between  me  and  you.  And  at  the  ago4  of  eight 
days  shall  every  male  of  you  be  circumcised  throughout 
your  generations,  he  that  is  born  in.  the  house,  or  bought 
with4  money  of  any  son  of  an  alien,  who  is  not 

13  of  thy  seed.  He  that  is  bom  in  thy  house,  or 
bought  with5  thy  money,  must  needs  be  circumcised : 
and  my  covenant  shall  be  in  your  flesh  for  a  covenant 

14  for  ever.  And  the  uncircumcised  male  who  doth 
not  circumcise  the  flesh  of  his  foreskin,  that  soul  shall  be 
cut  olffrom  his  people ;  he  hath  made  void  my  covenant. 

15  And  God  said  unto  Abraham,  As  for  Sarai  thy  wife, 
thou  shalt  not  call  her  name  Sarai,  but  Sarah  shall  her 

16  name  be.  And  1  will  bless  her,  and  give  thee  a  son  also 
of  her:  yea,  I  will  bless  her,  and  she  shall  be  a  mother 

17  of  nations;  kings  of  pcojles  shall  be  of  her.  Then 
Abraham  fell  upon  his  face,  and  laughed,  and  said  in 
his  heart.  Shall  a  child  be  bom  unto  him  that  is  an 
hundred  years  old?7  and  shall  Sarah,  that  is  ninety 

18  years  old,4  bear  ?  And  Abraham  said  unto  God,  O  that 

19  Ishmael  might  live  before  thee  l  And  God  said,  Indeed, 

l  give.  3  given.  3  raise.  *■  a  son  o£  6  and  the  purchase  cf. 
q  daugnter  of  ninety  years.  7  a  son  of  hunrded  yt-urs. 
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Sarah,  thy  wife  shall  bear  thee  a  son ;  and  thou  shall 
call  his  name  Isaac:  and  1 17111  establish1  my  covenant 
♦with  him  for  a  covenant  for  ever,  and  with  his  seed 

20  after  him.  And  as  for  Ishmael,  I  have  heard  thee: 
Behold,  I  hare  blessed  him,  and  will  make  him  fruitful, 
and  will  multiply  him  exceedingly ;  twelve  princes  shall 

21  he  beget,  and  I  will  moke1  him  a  great  nation.  But  my 
covenant  will  I  establish1  with  Isaac,  whom.  Sarah  shall 
bear  unto  thee  at  this  appointed  time  in  the  next9  year. 

22  And  he  finished  speaking  with  him,  and  God  went  up 

23  from  Abraham.  And  Abraham  took  Ishmael  his  son, 
and  all  that  were  born  in  his  house,  and  all  that  were 
bought  with4  his  money,  every  m.de  of  the  men  of 
Abraham’s  house;  and  circumcised  the  flesh  of  their 
foreskin  in  the  selfsame  day,  as  God  had  spoken  unto 

24  him.  And  Abraham  was  ninety  years  old®  and  nine, 
when  he  was  circumcised  in  the  flesh  of  his  foreskin. 

25  And  Ishmael  his  son  was  thirteen  years  old,8  when  he 

2b  was  circumcised  in  the  flesh  of  his  foreskin.  In  the 

selfsame  day  was  Abraham  circumcised,  and  Ishmael 

27  his  sou.  And  all  the  men  of  his  house,  bom  in  the 
house,  or  bought  with  money7  of  the  son  of  an  alien, 
were  circumcised  with  him. 

Chap.  XVHL 

1  And  the  Eternal  appeared  unto  him  in  the  oaks  of 
Harare :  and  he  sat  in  the  entrance  of  the  tent  in 

2  the  heat  of  the  day.  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes 
ami  saw,  and  to,  three  men  stood  by  him:9  and 
when  he  saw  them,  he  ran  towards  them  from  the 
entrance  of  the  tent,  and  prostrated  himself  to- 

3  wards  the  earth.  And  said,  My  Lord,  if  now  I 
have  found  favour  in  thy  eyes,  pass  not,  I  pray, 

4  from  thy  servant:  Let  a  little  water,  I  pray,  be 
taken,  and  lave  your  feet,  and  recline  under  the 

5  tree :  And  I  will  take  a  morsel  of  bread,  and  sustain 
ye  your  hearts ;  after  that  ye  may  pass :  for  therefore 
have  ye  passed  by  your  servant.  And  they  said.  So  do, 

6  as  thou  hast  said.  And  Abraham  hastened  into  the  tent 
unto  Sarah,  and  said.  Hasten  three  seahs  of  flue  meal,9 

1  wise.  2  give,  3  other.  4  the  purchase  of.  6  a  sou  of  ninety  years.  8  a  sou  of 

thirteen  years.  1  aiul  the  purchase  of.  8  were  placed  above.  9  meal  of  flour. 
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7  knead  it,  and  make  hearth  cake  9-  And  Abraham 

ran  unto  the  herd,  and  took  a  calf1  tender  and  good, 
and  gave  it  unto  the  lad ;  and  he  hasted  to  dress4  it 

8  And  he  took  clotted  cream,  and  milk,  and  the  calf;1 
which  he  had  dressed,4  and  set*  it  before  them ;  and  he 

9  stood  by  them  under  the  tree,  and  they  did  eat  And 
they  said  unto  him,  Where  is  Sarah  thy  wife  ?  And  he 

10  said,  Behold,  in  the  tent  And  he  said,  I  will  certainly 
return6  unto  thee  as  the  time  that  liveth ;  and,  lo,  Sarah 
thy  wife  shall  have  a  son.  And  Sarah  heard  it  in  the 

11  entrance  of  tlie  tent,  as  this  was  behind  him.  Now 
Abraham  and  Sarah  were  advanced  in  days;7  the  man- 

12  net3  of  women  had  ceased  with  Sarah.  Therefore 
Sarah  laughed  within  herself,  saying,  After  1  am  hided 
shall  I  have  pleasure,  my  lord  being  old  also?  And 
the  Eternal  said  unto  Abraham,  Wherefore  did  Sarah 
laugh,  saying,  Shall  I  of  a  surety  bear,  I  being  old  ? 

14  Is  anything  too  hard*  for  the  Eternal?  At  the  time 
appointed  I  will  return  unto  thee,  as  the  time  that  liveth, 

1/5  and  Sarah  shall  have  a  son.  Then  Surah  denied, 
saving,  I  laughed  not;  for  she  was  afraid.  And  he 

16  said,  Nay;  but  thou  didst  laugh.  And  the  men  rose 
from  thence,  and  glanced  towards  Sodom :  and  Abraham 

17  went  with  them  to  let  them  ga  And  the  Eternal 
said.  Shall  I  hide10  from  Abraham  that  thing  which  I  am 

18  about  to  do;  Since  Abraham  shall  surely  become  a 
great  and  mighty  nation,  and  all  the  nations  of  the  earth 

19  shall  be  blessed  in  hiui?  For  I  know  him,  that  he  will 
command  lus  children  and  his  household  after  him,  and 
they  shall  keep  the  way  of  the  Eternal,  to  do  righteous¬ 
ness  and  judgment ;  that  the  Eternal  may  bring  upon 

20  Abraham  that  which  he  liallr  spoken  of  him.  And  the 
Eternal  said,  Because  tlie  cry  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah 

21  is  great,  and  because  their  sin  is  very  heavy ;  I  will  go 
down  now,  and  see,  if  they  have  done  according  to  the  cry 
ofitwhich  is  come  unto  me — extermination,  andifnot— 

22  I  will  know.  And  the  men  turned  from  llicnce,  and 
went  towards  Sodom ;  blit  Abraham  stood  yet  before  the 

23  Eternal.  And  Abraham  stepjied  near,  and  said.  Wilt 
thou  also  sweep  away  the  righteous  with  the  wicked? 

24  Peradventurc  there  be  fifty  righteous  in  the  midst  of  the 

1  son  of  a  herd.  ~  make.  3  son  of  the  lterd.  4  made*  *  gave.  4  return¬ 
ing  i  wiil  return.  r  coming.  6  path.  0  distinguished.  1,1  cover. 
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city ;  wilt  thou  also  sweep  away  and  not  bear  with  the 

25  place  for  the  fifty  righteous  that  are  therein?  It  is 
unworthy  of  thee  to  do  after  this  manner1  to  put  to 
death  the  righteous  with  the  wicked,  so  that  like  as  the 
righteous  so  the  wicked;  it  is  unworthy  of  thpe :  Shall 

26  the  Judge  of  all  the  earth  not  do  judgment?  And  the 
.Eternal  said.  If  I  find  in  Sodom  fifty  righteous  in  the 
midst  of  the  city,  then  I  will  hear  with  all  the  place  for 

27  their  sakes.  And  Abraham  answered  and  said.  Behold 
now,  I  have  taken  upon  mea  to  speak  unto  the  Lord, 

28  and  I  am  bat  dust  and  ashes :  Peradventure  there  shall 
lack8  five  of  the  fifty  righteous:  wilt  thou  destroy4  for 
five  all  the  city  ?  And  he  said.  If  I  find  there  forty 

29  and  five  I  will  not  destroy4  it  And  he  continued  yet 
to  speak  unto  him,  and  said,  Peradventure  there  shall 
be  forty  found  there.  And  he  said,  I  will  not  do  it  for 

30  forty’s  sake.  And  he  said  unto  Aim,  Oh  let  not  the 
wrath  of  the  Lord  glow,  and  I  wifi  speak  :  Perad¬ 
venture  there  shall  Lhirtv  be  found  there.  And  he  said. 

311  will  not  do  it,  if  1  find  there  thirty.  And  he  said. 
Behold,  now,  I  have  taken  upon  me3  to  speak  unto  the 
j  jord  :  'Peradventure  there  shall  be  twenty  found  there. 
And  he  said,  I  wifi  not  destroy4  it  for  twenty’s  sake. 

32  And  he  said,  Oh  let  not  the  Lord  be  wroth,6  and  I  will 
speak  yet  but  this  once:  Peradventure  ten  shall  bo 
found  there.  And  he  said,  I  will  not  destroy4  it  for 

33  ten’s  sake.  And  the  Eternal  went  as  soon  as  he  had 
finished  speaking  with  Abraham:  and  Abraham  returned 
unto  his  place. 

Chap.  XIX.^

was  sitting  in  the  gate  of  Sodom :  and  Lot  seeing  them 
Tose  to  meet7  them ;  and  he  prostrated  himself  with  his 

2  face*  towards  the  earth ;  And  he  said.  Behold  now, 
my  lords,  turn  in,®  I  pray,  to  your  servant’s  house, 
and  lodge  over  night,  and  lave  your  feet,  and  ye  may 
rise  up  early,  and  go  on  your  ways.  And  they  said. 
Nay;  but  we  will  abide10  in  the  street  over  night. 

3  And  he  pressed  upon  them  greatly ;  and  they  turn  edin11 

unto  him,  and  come  into  his  house;  and  he  made  them 

1  word.  *  consented*  3  diminifih.  1  corrupt*  *  glow-  *  messenger** 

1  towards.  8  nostrils.  ®  depart.  I&  lodge.  11  departed- 
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a  feast,  and  did  bake  unleavened  bread,  and  they  did 

4  eaL  They  had  not  yet  laid  down,  when  the  men  of 
the  city,  even  the  meu  of  Sodom,  compassed  the  house 
round,  both  old  and  young,1  all  the  people  from  every 

5  quarter.*  And  they  called  unto  Lot,  and  said  unto 
him.  Where  are  the  men  who  came  to  thee  this 
night?  bring  them  out  unto  us,  that  we  may  know 

6  them.  And  Lot  went  out  at  the  entrance  unto  them, 

7  and  shut  the  door  after  him,  And  said,  pray,  my 

8  brethren,  do  not  so  wickedly.  Behold  now,  I  have  two 
daughters  who  have  not  known  man;  pray,  let  me 
bring  them  out  unto  you,  and  do  ye  to  them  ns  is 
good  in  your  eyes:  only  unto  these  men  do  nothing:3 
for  therefore  came  they  under  Lhe  shadow  of  iny  roof4 

9  But  they  said,  Step  bock.  And  they  said  ayaiu.  This 
one  came  to  sojoum,  and  he  will  needs  judge :  now 
will  we  do  worse  with  thee,  than  with  them.  And 
they  pressed  sore  upon  the  man,  even  Lot,  and  stepped 

10  near  to  break  the  door.  But  the  men  put5  forth  their 
hand,  and  brought  Lot  into  the  house  to  them,  and  shut 

11  the  door.  And  they  smote  the  men  that  were  at  the 
entrance  of  the  house  with  blindness,  both  small  nml 
great:  so  that  they  wearied  themselves  to  find  the 

12  entrance.  And  the  men  said  unto  Lot,  whom  hast  thou 
yet  here?  son  in  law,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  daughters, 
and  whatsoever  thou  hast  in  the  city,  bring  out  of  the 

13  place :  For  wc  will  destroy*  this  place,  because  the  cry 
concerning  them  is  great  before  the  face  of  the  Eternal ; 

14  and  the  Eternal  hath  sent  us  to  destroy*  it.  And  Lot 
went  out,  and  spake  unto  his  sons  in  law,  the  suitors  of7 
his  daughters,  and  said,  Arise,  go  out  of  this  place ;  tor 
the  Eternal  will  destroy*  the  city;  but  he  was  as  one 

15  that  jested  in  the  eyes  of  his  sons  in  law.  And  when 
the  morning  dawn  went  up,  then  the  angels*  urged  Lot, 
saying,  Arise,  take  thy  wife,  and  thy  two  daughters, 
who  are  found  here,  lest  thou  be  swept  away  In  the 

1G  iniquity  of  the  city.  And  while  he  lingered,  the  men 
laid  hold  of  his  hand,  and  of  the  hand  of  his  wife,  and 
of  the  hand  of  his  two  daughters ;  the  Eternal  having 
pity  upon  him :  and  they  brought  him  forth,  and  placed 

17  him  without  the  city.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they 

1  from  the  lad  to  the  old  man.  *  extremity.  *  not  a  word.  *  beam.  6  scut, 

8  corrupt.  i  taking.  8 
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had  brought  them  forth  abroad,  that  he  said,  Escape  for 
thy  life  ilB  look  not  behind  thee,  neither  stand  in  all  the 
district;1  escape  to  the  mountain,  lest  thou  be  swept 

18  away.  And  Lot  said  unto  them.  Oh,  not  so,  my  Lord: 

1 9  Behold  now,  thy  servant  hath  found  favour  in  thy  eyes,  * 
and  thou  hast  magnified  thy  mercy,  which  thou  hast 
showed11  me  in  keeping  alive  my  soul;  and  I  cannot 
escape  to  the  mountain,  lest  some  evil  cleave  unto  me, 

20  and  I  die:  Behold  now,  this  city  is  near  to  flee12  unto, 
and  it  is  little :  Oh,  let  me  escape  thither,  indeed  it  is3 

21  little,  that  my  soul  may  live?  And  he  said  unto  him, 
See,  I  have  accepted  thee8  concerning  this  thing  also, 
that  I  will  not  overthrow4  this  city,  for  which  thou  hast 

22  spoken.  Haste  thee,  escape  thither;  for  I  cannot  do 
any  thing  till  thou  art  come  thither.  Therefore  one 

23  called  the  name  of  the  city  Zoar.  The  sun  was  risen8 

24  upon  the  earth  when  Lot  came  into  Zoar.  Then  the 
Eternal  caused  to  rain  upon  Sodom  and  upon  Gomorrah 
brimstone5  and  fire  from  the  Eternal  oat  of  heaven ; 

2 5  And  he  overthrew7  those  cities,  and  all  the  district,1  and 
all  the  inhabitants  of  the  cities,  and  the  growth  of  the 

26  ground.  But  his  wife  looked  back  from  behind  him, 

27  and  she  became  a  pillar8  of  salt  And  Abraham  rose 
early  in  the  morning  to  go  to  the  place  where  he  had  stood 

28  before  the  Eternal :  And  he  glanced  towards  Sodom 
and  Gomorrah,  and  towards  all  the  face  of  the  land  of  the 
district,1  and  beheld,  and,  lo,  the  vapour  of  the  earth  went 

29  up  as  the  vapour  of  a  furnace.  Anck  it  came  to  pass, 
when  God  destroyed8  the  cities  of  the  district,1  that  God 
remembered  Abraham,  and  sent  Lot  out  of  the  midst 
of  the  overthrow,  when  he  overthrew7  the  cities  in 

30  which  Lot  abode.  And  Lot  went  up  out  of  Zoar,  and 
abode  in  the  mountain,  and  his  two  daughters  with  him; 
for  he  feared  to  abide  in  Zoar :  and  he  abode  in  a  cave, 

31  he  and  his  two  daughters.  And  the  firstborn  said  unto 
the  younger,  Our  father  is  old,  and  there  is  not  a  man 
In  die  earth  to  come  unto  us  after  the  way  of  all 

32  the  earth:  Come,  let  us  make  our  father  drink  wine, 
and  wc  will  lie  with  him,  that  we  may  keep  alive  seed 

33  from  our  father.  And  they  made  their  father  drink 
wine  that  night:  and  the  firstborn  came  and  lay  with 

1  circle.  3  is  it  not.  3  borne  thy  face.  *  tum.  3  had  gone  out. 
s  resin,  7  turned.  8  one  stationed.  6  corrupted. 

10  soul.  n  done.  ^runaway 
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her  lather;  and  he  knew  not  when  she  lay  d ywn,  nor 

34  when  she  arose.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow, 
that  the  firstborn  said  unto  the  younger.  Behold,  I  lay 
yesternight  with  my  father;  let  us  make  him  drink 
wine  this  night  also ;  and  come  thou,  and  lie  with  him, 

35  that  we  may  keep  alive  seed  from  our  father.  And 
they  made  their  father  drink  wine  that  night  also :  and 
the  younger  arose,  and  lay  with  him ;  and  he  knew  not 

36  when  she  lay  down,  nor  when  she  arose.  Thus  the 
two  daughters  of  Lot  became  pregnant  by  their  father. 

37  And  the  firstborn  bare  a  eon,  and  called  his  name 
Moab :  the  same  is  the  father  of  Moab  unto  this  dav. 

38  And  the  younger,  she  also  bare  a  son,  and  called  his 
name  Ben-ammi :  the  same  is  the  father  of  the  cbildreu 
of  Ammon  uuto  this  day. 

Chap.  XX. 

1  And  Abraham  journeyed  from  thence  towards  the  land 
of  the  south,  and  abode  between  Kadesh  and  Shur,  and 

2  sojourned  in  Gentr.  And  Abraham  said  of  Sarah  his 
wife,  she  is  my  sister;  and  Abimelech  king  of  Gerar 

3  sent,  end  took  Sarah.  But  God  came  to  Abimelech  in 
a  dream  by  night,  and  said  to  him,  Behold,  thou  shalt 
die  for  the  woman  whom  thou  hast  taken ;  for  she  is  a 

4  man’s  wife.1  But  Abimelech  had  not  approached  her ; 
and  he  said.  Lord,  wilt  thou  slay  also  a  righteous 

5  nation?  Said  he  not  unto  to  me.  She  is  my  sister? 
and  she,  even* she  herself  said.  He  is  my  brother :  i  n  the 
integrity  of  my  heart  and  innocency  of  my  hands  have 

6  I  done  this.  And  God  said  unto  him  in  a  dream,  Yea, 
I  know  chat  thou  didst  this  in  the  integrity  of  thy 
heart;  therefore  I  withheld  thee  from  sinning  against 

7  me ;  therefore  suffered*  I  thee  not  to  touch  her.  Now 
therefore  restore  the  man  Ms  wife ;  for  he  is  a  prophet, 
and  he  shall  pray  for  thee,  and  thou  shalt  live ;  and  if 
thou  restore  her  not,  know  thon  that  thou  shalt  surely 

8  die,  thou,  and  all  that  are  thine.  Therefore  Abimelech 
rose  early  in  the  morning,  and  called  all  his  servants, 
and  spake  all  these  words  in  their  ears :  and  the  men 

9  wero  sore  afraid.  Then  Abimelech  called  Abraham, 

1  owned  by  an  owner.  *  gave. 
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and  said  unto  him,  What  hast  thou  done  unto  us?  and 
in  what  have  I  sinned  against  thee,  that  thou  hast 
brought  on  me  and  on  my  kingdom  a  great  sin?  thou 
hast  done  deeds  unto  me  that  ought  not  to  be  done. 

10  And  Abimclcch  said  unto  Abraham,  What  sawest  thou, 

1 1  that  thou  hast  done  this  thing  ?  And  Abraham  said. 
Because  I  said,  Surely  the  fear  of  God  is  not  in  this 
place ;  and  they  will  slay  me  for  my  wife’s  sake.1 

1 2  And  yet  indeed  she  is  my  sister ;  she  is  the  daughter  of 
my  father,  but  not  the  daughter  of  my  mother ;  and  she 

13  became  my  wife.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  God 
caused  me  to  wander  from  my  fathers  house,  that  I 
said  unto  her.  This  is  thy  kindness2  which  thou  shalt 
do  unto  me :  at  every  place  whither  we  sliall  come,  say 

1 4  of  me,  He  is  my  brother.  And  Abimelech  took  flocks, 
aud  herds,  and  monger vauts,  and  handmaids,  and  gave 
them  unto  Abraham,  and  restored  him  Sarah  his  wife. 

1 5  And  Abimelech  said,  Behold,  my  land  is  before  thee : 

16  abide  where  it  is  good  in  thine  eyes.  And  unto  Sarah 
he  said,  Behold,  I  have  given  thy  brother  a  thousand 
pieces  of  silver:  behold,  it  shall  be  to  thee  an  eye¬ 
covering  mi  to  all  that  are  with  thee,  and  thou  raityest 

1 7  face3  every  one.  So  Abraham  prayed  unto  God :  and 
God  healed  Abimelech,  and  his  wife,  and  his  maid- 

18  servants;  and  they  bare  children.  For  the  Eternal  had 
restrained  every  womb  of  the  house  of  Abimelech, 
because4  of  Sarah  Abraham’s  wife. 

Chap.  XXL 

1  And  the  Eternal  visited  Sarah  as  he  had  said,  and  the 

2  Eternal  did  unto  Sarah  as  he  had  spoken.  For  Sarah 
became  pregnant,  and  bare  Abraham  a  son  in  his  old 
age,  at  the  appointed  time  of  which  God  had  spoken  to 

3  him.  And  Abraham  called  the  name  of  his  son  that 
was  bom  unto  him,  whom  Sarah  bare  to  him,  IsaAc. 

4  And  Ahraham  circumcised  his  son  Isaac  being  eight 

5  days  old5  as  God  had  commanded  him.  And  Abraham 
was  an  hundred  years  old,6  when  his  son  Isaac  was  born 

6  unto  him.  And  Sarahsaid,  God  hath  made  me  a  person 

7  to  be  laughed  at,  all  that  hear  it  will  laugh  at  me.  And  she 

i  on  the  word.  *  mercy.  a  stand  opimsite.  *  for  the  word.  4  a  aoa  of 

eight  days.  8  a  son  of  an  hundred  years. 
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said,  Who  would  have  declared  unto  Abraham,  that 
Sarah  should  .have  suckled  children?  for  I  have  bom 

8  him  a  son  in  his  old  age.  And  the  child  grew,  and 
was  weaned :  and  Abraham  made  a  great  feast  on  the 

9  day  that  Isaac  was  weaned.  And  Sarah  saw  the  son  of 
Hagar  the  Egyptian,  whom  she  had  bom  unto  Abraham, 

10  mocking.  Wherefore  she  said  unto  Abraham,  Drive 
away  this  maidservant  and  her  son :  for  the  son  of  this 
maidservant  shall  not  possess  with  my  son,  even  with 

11  Isaac.  And  the  thing  was  very  evil  in  the  eyes  of 

12  Abraham,  because  of  his  son.  And  God  said  unto 
Abraham,  Let  it  not  be  evil  in  thy  eyes  because  of  the 
lad,  and  because  of  thy  maid  servant;  in  all  that  Sarah 
hath  said  unto  thee,  hearken  unto  her  voice;  for  through 

13  Isaac  shall  seed  be  raised  unto  thee.1  And  also  of  the  son 
of  the  maidservant  will  I  make4  a  nation,  because  he  is  thy 

14  seed.  And  Abraham  rose  early  in  the  morning,  and 
took  bread,  and  a  skin-vessel  of  water,  and  gave  it  unto 
Hagar,  patting  it  on  her  shoulder,  and  the  child,  and 
sent  her  away:  and  she  went,  and  wandered  in  the 

15  desert  of  Bccr-shcba.  And  the  water  was  finished  from 
the  skin-vessel,  and  she  cast  the  child  under  one  of  the 

16  plants.  And  she  went,  and  sat  her  down  over  against 
Aim,  at  the  distance  of  about  a  bowshot:  for  she 
said.  Let  me  not  see  the  death  of  the  child.  And 
she  sat  over  against  Aim,  and  lifted  up  her  voice,  and 

17  wept.  And  God  heard  the  voice  of  the  lad:  and  an 
angel3  of  God  called  to  Hagar  out  of  the  heaven,  and  said 
unto  her,  What  ailcth  thee,  Hagar?  fear  not;  for  God 

1 8  hath  heard  the  voice  of  the  lad  where  he  is.  Arise,  lift 
up  the  lad,  and  hold  him  in  thine  hand ;  for  I  will 

19  make3  him  a  great  nation.  And  God  unclosed  her  eyes, 
and  she  saw  a  well  of  water;  and  she  went,  and  filled 
the  skin-vessel  with  water,  and  gave  the  lad  drink, 

20  And  God  was  with  the  lad ;  and  he  grew,  and  abode  in 

21  the  desert,  and  became  an  archer.  And  he  abode  in 
the  desert  of  Paran :  and  his  mother  took  him  a  wife 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass  at  that  time,  that  Abunelech  and 

1  called  unto  thee.  a  put.  *  meue&ger.

Phichol  the  officer  of  his  host  spake  unto  Abraham, 
saying,  God  is  with  thee  in  all  that  thou  doest :  Now 
therefore  swear  unto  me  here  by  God  that  thou  wilt  not 
deal  falsely  with  me,  nor  with  my  offspring,  nor  with 
my  grand-child  :|  but  according  to  the  mercy  that  I  have

And 
Abraham  took  flocks  and  herds,  and  gave  them  unto

Abraham  placed  seven  ewe  lambs  of  the  flock  by  them- 

29  selves.  And  Abimelech  said  unto  Abraham,  What 
mean  these  seven  ewe  lambs  which  thou  hast  placed 

30  by  themselves?  And  he  said.  For  these  seven  ewe 
lambs  shalt  thou  take  of  my  hand,  that  they  may  be  a 

3 1  witness  unto  me,  that  I  have  digged  this  well.  Where¬ 
fore  he  called  that  place  Beer-sheba;  because  there 

32  they  swarc  both  of  them.  Thus  they  made8  a  covenant 
at  Beer-sheba:  then  Abimelech  rose,  and  Phichol  the 
officer  of  his  host,  and  they  returned  into  the  land  of 

33  the  Philistines.  And  Abraham  planted  a  tamarisk  in 
Beer-sheba,  and  invoked6  there  in  the  name  of  the 

34  Eternal,  the  everlasting6  God.  And  Abraham  sojourned 
in  the  Philistines’  land  many  days. 


Chap.  XXIL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things  that  God  did  try 
Abraham,  and  said  unto  him,  Abraham :  and  he  saia, 

2  Behold,  here  I  am.  And  he  said.  Take  now  thy  son, 
thine  only  one,  whom  thou  lovest,  Isaac,  and  go  into  the 
land  of  Moriah ;  and  bring  him  up  there  for  a  burnt 
offering  upon  one  of  the  mountains  which  I  will  tell 

3  thee  ol?  And  Abraham  rose  early  in  the  morning,

And 
Abraham  said  unto  his  lads.  Abide  vc  here  with  the 
ass ;  and  I  and  the  lad  will  go  yonder  and  prostrate 

6  ourselves,  and  return  to  you.  And  Abraham  took  the 
wood  of  the  burnt  offering,  and  put  it  upon  Isaac  his 
son;  and  he  took  the  fire  in  his  hand,  and  the 
slaughtering  knife ;  and  they  went  both  of  them  to- 

7  gether.  And  Isaac  said  unto  Abraham  his  father,  and 
he  said,  My  father :  and  he  said,  Here  can  I,  my  son. 
And  he  said.  Behold  the  fire  and  the  wood :  but  where 

8  is  any  of  the  flock  for  a  burnt  offering?  And  Abraham

16  time.  And  said.  By  myself  havo  I  sworn,  is  the  decla¬ 
ration  of  the  Eternal,  that  because  thou  hast  done  this 
thing,  and  hast  not  kept  back  thy  son,  thine  only  one: 

17  That  I  will  greatly  bless  thee,  and  I  will  exceedingly 
multiply  thy  seed  as  the  stars  of  the  heaven,  and  as  the 
sand  which  is  upon  the  sea  shore  ;*  and  thy  seed  shall 

1  which  God  had  Raid  unto  him.  1  see.  3  said  to  him,  4  vent,  3  messenger* 

*  send*  1  seized,  *  lip. 
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18  possess  the  gate  of  its  enemies;  Anti  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth  shall  bless  themselves  with  thy  seed ;  because1 

19  thou  hast  hearkened  to  my  voice.  So  Abraham  re¬ 
turned  unto  his  lads,  and  they  rose  and  went  together 
to  Beer-sheba;  and  Abraham  abode  at  Bcer-sheba. 

20  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  it  was 
told  Abraham,  saying.  Behold,  Milcah,  she  hath  also 

21  born  children  unto  thy  brother  Nahor;  Huz  his  first¬ 
born,  and  Buz  his  brother,  and  Kemuel  the  father  of 

22  Aram,  And  Chesed,  and  Hazo,  and  Pildash,  and 

23  Jidlaph,  and  BethueL  And  Bethuel  begat  Rebekah : 
these  eight  Milcah  did  bear  to  Nahor,  Abraham’s  bro- 

24  ther.  And  his  concubine,  whose  name  teas  Reumah, 
she  bare  also  Tebah,  and  Gaham,  and  Thahash,  and 
Maachah. 


Chap.  XXIII. 

1  And  the  life  of  Sarah  was  an  hundred  years  and  seven 
years  and  twenty  years :  these  were  the  years  of  the  life 

2  of  Sarah.  And  Sarah  died  in  Kirjath-arba ;  the  same 
is  Hebron  in  the  land  of  Canaan :  and  Abraham  came 

3  to  bewail  Sarah,  and  to  weep  for  her.  And  Abra¬ 
ham  arose  from  before  his  dead,  and  spake  unto  the. 

4  sons  of  Hcth,  saying,  I  am  a  stranger  and  a  sojourner 
with  you :  give  me  a  possession  of  a  burying-place  with 

5  you,  that  I  may  bury  my  dead  from  before  me.  And 
the  children  of  Heth  answered  Abraham,  saying  unto

burying-place,  but  that  thou  mayest  bury  thy  dead. 

7  And  Abraham  arose,  and  prostrated  himself  to  the 
people  of  the  land,  even  to  the  children  of  Heth. 

8  And  he  spake  with  them,  saying,  If  it  be  your 
mind*  to  huiy  my  dead  from  before  me;  hear  me, 
and  intreat4  for  me  to  Ephrou  the  son  of  Zohar. 

1  heel,  consequence.  *  a  nan.  3  soul.  4  meet. 
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9  That  he  may  give  me  the  cave  of  Machpelah,  which  he 
hath,  which  is  in  the  extremity  of  his  field;  for  its  full 
value  in  silver  he  shall  give  it  me  for  a  property  of  a 

10  burying-place  in  the  midst  of  you.  Now  Ephron  was 
sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of  9cth :  and  Ephron 
the  Ilittite  answered  Abraham  in  the  audience1  of  the 
children  of  Heth,  even  of  all  that  came  in  at  the  gate  of 

1 1  his  city,  saying.  Nay,  my  lord,  hear  me :  the  field  give 
I  thee,  and  the  cave  that  is  therein,  I  give  it  thee;  before 
the  eyes  of  the  sons  of  my  people  give  I  it  thee :  bury 

12  thy  dead.  And  Abraham  prostrated  himself  before  the 

13  people  of  the  land.  And  he  spake  unto  Ephron  in  the 
audience1  of  the  people  of  the  land,  saying,  But  if  thou 
wouldst  only  hear  me:  I  will  give  thee  money  for  the 
field :  take  it  of  me,  and  I  will  bury  my  dead  there. 

14  And  Ephron  answered  Abraham,  saying  unto  him. 

15  My  lord,  hearken  unto  me:  land  worth  four  hundred 
shekels  of  silver, — what  is  that  between  me  and  thee? 

16  bury  therefore  thy  dead.  And  Abraham  hearkened 
unto  Ephron ;  and  Abraham  weighed  to  Ephron  the 
silver,  which  he  had  named2  in  the  audience1  of  the  sons 
of  Beth,  four  hundred  shekels  of  silver  current3  money 

17  with  the  merchant  And  the  field  of  Ephron,  which 
w as  in  Machpelah,  which  was  before  Manure,  the  field, 
and  the  cave  which  was  therein,  and  all  the  trees  that 
were  in  the  field,  that  were  in  all  the  boundaries  round 

18  were  made  sure4  unto  Abraham  for  a  purchase  before 
the  eyes  of  the  children  of  Heth,  before  all  that  came

buried  Sarah  his  wife  in  the  cave  of  the  field  of  Mach- 
pclah  before  Mamre :  the  same  is  Hebron  in  the  land  of 

20  Canaan.  And  the  field,  and  the  cave  that  is  therein, 
were  made  sure4  unto  Abraham  for  a  property  of  a 
burying-place  by  the  sons  of  Heth. 

Chap.  XXIV. 

1  And  Abraham  was  old,  and  well  stricken  in  age,5  and 

2  the  Eternal  had  blessed  Abraham  in  all  things.  And 
Abraham  said  unto  his  servant,  the  cider  of  his  house, 
that  ruled  over  all  that  he  liad.  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy 

3  hand*  under  my  thigh :  And  I  will  adjure  thee  by  the

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Eternal,  the  God  of  the  heaven,  and  the  God  of  the  earth, 
that  thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  unto  my  eon  of  the 
daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  among  whom  I  abide. 

4  Hut  thou  shalt  go  unto  my  country,  and  to  my  kin- 

And 
the  servant  said  unto  him,  Peradventure  the  woman  will 
not  be  willing  to  go  after  me  unto  this  land ;  must  I 
needs  bring1  thy  son  again  unto  the  land  from  whence 

6  thou  didst  go  out?  And  Abraham  said  unto  him, 

7  Beware  lest  thou  bring1  my  son  thither  again.  The 
Eternal  God  of  the  heaven,  who  took  me  from  my  father's 
house,  and  from  the  land  of  my  kindred,  and  who  spake 
unto  me,  and  who  sware  unto  me,  saying,  Unto  thy  seed 
will  1  give  this  land*:  he  shall  send  his  angel3  before 
tlice,  and  thou  shalt  take  a  wife  unto  my  son  from 

8  thence.  And  if  the  woman  will  not  be  willing  to  go 
after  thee,  then  thou  shalt  be  clear*  from  this  my  oath :

And 
it  came  to  pass,  before  he  had  finished  speaking,  that, 
behold,  Rebekah  came  out,  who  was  born  to  Bethucl, 
son  of  Mileah,  the  wife  of  Nahor,  Abraham’s  brother, 

1C  with  her  pitcher  upon  her  shoulder.  And  the  damsel 
teas  very  fair  to  look  upon,®  a  virgin,  no  man  had 
known  her:  and  she  went  down  to  the  well4  and  filled

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17  her  pitcher,  and  went  up.  And  the  servant  ran  towards

And  she  said,  Drink,  my  lord:  and  she 
hasted,  and  let  dawn  her  pitcher  upon  her  hand,  and 

19  save  him  drink.  And  when  she  had  finished  giving 
him  drink,  she  said,  I  will  draw  water  To r  thy  camels  also, 

20  until  they  have  finished  drinking.  And  she  hasted,  and 
emptied  her  pi  tcher,  into  the  drinking  trough, and  ran  again 
unto  the  w  ell  to  draw  water,  and  drew  for  all  his  camels 

21  And  the  man  wondering  at  her  was  silent,  to  know 
whether  the  Eternal  had  made  his  Journey1  prosperous 

22  or  not.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  camels  had  finished 
drinking,  that  the  man  took  a  golden  pendant  a  beka 
m  weight,  and  two  bracelets  for  her  bands  of  ten  shekels 

23  weight  of  gold ;  And  said.  Whose  daughter  art  thou  ? 
tell  me,  I  pray  thee :  is  there  place  in  thy  father’s 

24  house  for  us  to  lodge  over  nignt?  And  she  said

and  he  hath  given  him  flocks,  and  herds,  and  silver,  and 
gold,  and  menservants,  and  handmaids,  and  camels,  and 

36  asses.  And  Sarah  my  lord’s  wife  bare  a  son  to  my 
master  when  she  was  old :  and  unto  him  hath  he  given 

37  all  that  he  hath.  And  my  lord  adjured  me,  saying. 
Thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  to  ray  son  of  the  daughters 

33  of  the  Canaanites,  in  whose  land  I  abide:  But  thou 
shalt  go  unto  my  lather's  house,  and  to  my  family,  and 

39  take  a  wife  unto  my  son.  And  I  stud  unto  my  lord, 

40  Pcrodventure  the  woman  will  not  go  after  me.  And 
he  said  unto  me,  The  Eternal,  before  whom  I  walk,  will 
send  his  angel1  with  thee,  and  prosper  thy  way ;  and 
thou  shalt  take  a  wife  for  my  son  of  my  family,  and  of 

4 1  my  father’s  house:  Then  shalt  thou  be  clear3  from  this 
my  oath,®  when  thou  comeat  to  my  family ;  and  if  they 
give  not  thee  one,  thou  shalt  he  clear2  from  my  oath.9

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if  not,  tell  me ;  that  1  may  turn  to  the  right  or  to  the 

50  left.  Then  Laban  and  Ecthuel  answered  and  said. 
The  thing  has  gone  forth  from  the  Eternal;  we  cannot 

51  speak  unto  thee  evil  or  good.  Behold,  Rebekah  is 
before  thee,  take  her,  and  go,  and  let  her  be  thy  lord’s 

52  son’s  wife,  as  the  Eternal  hath  spoken.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that,  when  Abraham’s  servant  heard  their  words, 
he  prostrated  himself  to  the  earth  before  the  Eternal. 

53  Ana  the  servant  brought  forth  vessels  of  sliver,  and 
vessels  of  gold,  and  garments,  and  gave  them  to  Rebe- 
kah:  he  gave  also  to  her  brother  and  to  her  mother 

54  precious  things.  And  they  did  eat  and  drink,  he  and 
the  men  that  to  ere  with  him,  and  lodged  over  night ;  and 
they  rose  in  the  morning,  and  he  said,  Send  me  away 

55  unto  my  lord.  And  her  brother  and  her  mother  said,  Let 
the  damsel  abide  with  us  a  year1  or  ten  mont/is  ;  after  that 

56  she  may  go.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Delay  me  not,  fur 
the  Eternal  hath  prospered  my  way ;  send  me  away  that

Rebekah  lifted  up  her  eyes,  and  she  saw  Isaac,  and  she 

65  fell  off  tlie  camel.  And  she  said  unto  the  servant, 
What  man  if  this  that  goeth  in  the  field  towards  us  ? 
And  the  servant  said,  It  u  my  lord ;  and  she  took  the 

66  veil,  and  covered  herself.  And  die  servant  related  to 

67  Isaac  all  the  things  that  he  had  done.  And  Isaac 
brought  her  into  nis  mother  Sarah’s  tent,  and  took 
Rebekah,  and  she  became  his  wife;  and  he  loved  her: 
and  Isaac  was  comforted  after  his  mother’s  death. 

1  days. 
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1  Then  again1  Abraham  took3  a  wife,  and  her  name  was 

2  Keturah.  And  she  bare  him  Zimran,  and  Jokshan, 

3  and  Medan,  and  Midiau,  and  Ishbak,  and  Shuah.  And 
Jokshan  begat  Sheba,  and  Dedan.  And  the  sons  of 
Dedan  were  Asahurim,  and  Eetushim,  and  Leummim. 

4-  And  the  sons  of  Midian;  Ephah,  and  Epher,  and 
Hanoch,  and  Abidah,  and  Eldaah.  All  these  were  the 

5  children  of  Keturah.  And  Abraham  Rave  all  that  he 

6  had  unto  Isaac.  But  unto  the  sons  of  the  concubines, 
whom  Abraham  had,  Abraham  gave  gifts,  and  sent 
them  away  from  Isaac  his  son,  while  he  yet  lived,  east- 

7  ward,  unto  the  east  country.  And  these  are  the  days 
of  the  years  of  Abraham’s  life  which  he  lived,  an  hundred 

8  years,  and  threescore,  and  fifteen  years.  Then  Abraham 
expired,  and  died  in  a  good  old  age,  old  and  full8  of 

9  years  ;  and  was  gathered  to  his  peoples.  And  bis  sons 
Isaac  and  Ishmael  buried  him  in  the  cave  of  Machpelah, 
in  the  field  of  Ephron  the  son  of  Zohar  the  Ilittite, 

]  0  which  is  before  Mamie :  The  field  which  Abraham 
purchased4  of  the  boss  of  Heth :  there  was  Abraham 

1 1  buried,  and  Sarah  his  wife.  And  it  came  to  pass  after 
the  death  of  Abraham,  that  God  blessed  his  son  Isaac  ; 
and  Isaac  abode  by  the  well  Lahai-roi. 

12  Now  these  are  the  progeny  of  Ishmael,  Abraham’s 
son,  whom  Hagar  the  Egyptian,  Sarah’s  handmaid, 

13  bare  unto  Abraham:  And  these  are  the  names  of  the 
sons  of  Ishmael,  by  their  names,  according  to  their 
progeny:  the  firstDom  of  Ishmael,  Nebajoth:  and 

14  Keoar,  and  Abdcel,  and  Mibsam,  And  Mishma,  and 

1 5  Dumali,  and  Massa.  Hahar,  and  Tenia,  Jetur,  Nephish, 

16  and  Kedemah;  These  are  the  sons  of  Ishmael,  and 
these  are  their  names,  by  their  enclosures,  and  by  their 
Btrongholds ;  twelve  princes  according  to  their  races. 

17  And  these  are  the  years  of  the  life  of  Ishmael,  an  hundred 
years, and  thirto1  years,  and  seven  years:  and  he  expired 

18  and  died;  and  was  gathered  unto,  his  peoples.  And 
they  dwelt  from  Havilah  unto  Shur,  that  is  before 

1  continue*].  *  tod.  took.  8  satisfied.  1  acquired. 
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Egypt,  as  thou  comest  towards  Assyria :  hi*  twrtion  lay1 
in  the  presence  of  all  his  brethren. 

19  And  these  are  the  progeny  of  Isaac,  Abraham’s  son; 

20  Abraham  begat  Isaac :  And  Isaac  was  forty  years  old3 
when  he  toot  Rebekah  to  wife,  the  daughter  of  Bethuel 
the  Syrian  of  Padan-aram,  the  sister  to  Laban  tho 

21  Syrian.  And  Isaac  entreated  the  Eternal  facing  his 
wife,  because  she  was  barren:  and  the  Eternal  was 
entreated  of  him,  and  Rebekah  his  wife  became  preg- 

22  uanL  And  the  children  struggled  together  within  her; 
and  she  said,  If#  be  so,  wherefore  am  I  thus — ?  And 

23  she  went  to  enquire  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  Eternal 
said  unto  her.  Two  nations  are  in  thy  womb,3  and  two 
races  shall  be  parted  from  thy  bowels ;  and  one  race  shall 
be  firmer  than  the  other  race ;  and  die  eider4  sliall  serve  the 

24  younger.  And  when  her  days  to  bear  were  full,  behold, 

25  there  were  twins  In  her  womb.3  And  the  first  went  ont

28  abiding  in  tents.  And  Isaac  loved  Esau,  because  he 
did  cat  of  his  venison;4  bnt  Rebekah  loved  Jacob. 

29  And  Jacob  sod  pottage:  and  Esau  come  from  the  field, 

30  and  he  teas  faint:  And  Esan  said  to  Jacob,  Let  me 
devour,  I  pray  thee,  from  this  red,  even  this  red  thing ; 
for  I  am  faint :  therefore  was  his  name  called  Edom. 

31  And  Jacob  said,  Sell  me  this7  day  thy  birthright. 

32  And  Esau  said.  Behold,  I  am  in  peril*  to  die :  and  what9 

33  is  this  birthright  to  me  ?  And  Jacob  said,  Swear  to 

me  this7  day;  and  he  sware  to  hint:  and  he  sold  his 

34  birthright  unto  Jacob.  Then  Jacob  gave  Esau  bread 
and  pottage  of  lentiles ;  and  he  did  eat  and  drink,  and 
he  rose  and  went ;  thus  Esau  despised  his  birthright.

1  And  there  was  a  famine  in  the  laud,  besides  the  first 
famine  that  was  in  the  days  of  Abraham.  And  Isaac 
went  unto  Abimelech  ling  of  the  Philistines  unto 

2  Gerar.  And  the  Eternal  appeared  unto  him,  and  said. 
Go  not  down  into  Egypt ;  dwell  in  the  land  which  I 

3  shall  tell1  thee  of  Sojourn  in  this  land,  and  I  will  be 
with  thee,  and  wilt  bless  thee ;  for  unto  thee,  mid  unto 
thy  seed,  I  will  ,  give  all  these  countries,  and  I  will 
establish2  the  oath  which  I  aware  unto  Abraham  thy 

4  father:  And  I  will  make  thy  seed  to  multiply  as  the 
stars  of  heaven,  and  will  give  unto  thy  seed  ml  these 
lands;  and  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  nations  of  the 

5  earth  bless  themselves.  -  As  a  reward8  that  Abraham 
hearkened  to  my  voice,  and  kept  my  charge,  my  com- 

0  maritime  nta,  my  ordinances,  and  my  laws.  Ana  Isaac 

7  abode  in  Gerar :  And  the  men  of  the  place  asked  him 
of  his  wife ;  and  he  said.  She  is  my  sister:  for  he  feared 
to  say,  She  is  my  wife ;  lest,  said  he,  the  men  of  the  place 
should  slay  me  for  Kebckoh;  because  she  was  fair  to 

8  look  upon.*  And  it  catne  to  pass,  when  he  had  been 
there  a  long  time,3  that  Abimelech  king  of  the  Philistines 
glanced  out  at  the  window,  and  saw,  and,  behold  Isaac 

9  was  sporting11  with  Kebekah  his  wife.  And  Abimelech 
called  Isaac,  and  said.  Behold,  of  a  surety  she  is  thy 
wile :  and  how  saidst  thou,  She  is  my  sister  ?  And  Isaac 

10  said  unto  him.  Because  I  said,  Lest  I  die  far  her.  And 
Abimelech  said.  What  u  this  thou  hast  done  unto  us  ? 
one  of  the  people  might  lightly7  have  lain  with  thy  wife, 

1 1  and  thou  wouldst  have  brought  guilt  upon  us.  And 
Abimelech  commanded  all  the  people,  saying.  He  that 
toucheth  this  man  or  his  wife  shall  surely  oe  put  to 

12  death.  Then  Isaac  sowed  in  that  land,  and  found  in 
that  year  an  hundredfold:8  and  the  Eternal  blessed 

13  him:  Thus  the  man  grew,  and  went  forward,9 

14  and  grew  until  he  became  very  great:  For  he  had 
possession  of  flocks,  and  possession  of  herds,  and  many 

domestics:  and  the  Philistines  were  jealous  of  him. 

15  For  all  the  wells  which  his  father’s  servants  had  digged 

say*  *  raise,  3  bee!*  consequence,  4  good  of  atghL  *  the  days  to  him 
there  had  been  long*  4  mocking*  1  as  a  little,  *  gates,  *  going. 
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in  the  days  of  Abraham  his  father,  the  Philistines  had 

16  stopped  them  and  filled  them  with  dust  And  Abime- 
lech  said  unto  Isaac,  Go  from  us ;  for  thou  art  become 

17  much  mightier  than  we.  And  Isaac  went  thence,  and 
encamped  in  the  valley1  of  Gerar,  and  abode  there. 

IS  And  Isaac  digged  again3  the  wells  of  water,  which  they 
had  digged  in  the  days  of  Abraham  his  father ;  for  the 
Philistines  had  stopped  them  after  the  death  of  Abraham: 
and  he  called  their  names  after  the  names  by  which  his 

1 9  father  had  called  them.  And  Isaac's  servants  digged  in 
the  valley,1  and  found  there  a  well  of  living  water. 

20  And  the  herdmen  of  Gerar  quarrelled  with  Isaac’s  lierd- 
men,  saying,  The  water  is  ours :  and  he  colled  the  name 
of  the  well  Esek ;  because  they  contended  with  him. 

21  And  they  digged  another  well,  and  quarrelled  for  that 

22  also :  and  he  called  the  name  of  it  Sitnali.  And  he 
removed  from  thence,  and  digged  another  well ;  and  for 
that  they  quarrelled  not;  and  he  called  the  name  of  it 
Rehoboth;  and  he  said,  For  now  the  Eternal  hath 
made  room  for  us,  and  we  shall  be  fruitful  in  the  land.

30  Eternal.  And  he  made  them  a  feast,  and  they  did  eat 

31  and  drink.  And  they  rose  early  in  the  morning,  and 
sware  one  to  another;5  and  Isaac  sent  them  away,  and 

32  they  went  from  him  in  peace.  And  it  came  to  pass  that

35  math  the  daughter  of  Elon  the  Hittite :  And  they  were 
a  vexation  of  spirit  unto  Isaac  and  uoto  Rebekah,

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Isaac  was  old,  and  his 
eyes  were  too  dim  to  see,  he  called  Esau  his  eldest3  son, 
and  said  unto  him.  My  son:  and  he  said  unto  him, 

2  Behold,  here  am  L  And  he  said.  Behold  now,  1  am 

3  old,  I  know  not  the  day  of  my  death :  Now  therefore 
take,3  I  pray  thee,  thy  weapons^4  thy  quiver  and  thv

4  And  make  me  savoury  meats,  such  as  i  love,  and  bring

And  Rebekah  heard  when  Isaac 
spake  to  Esau  his  son.  And  Esau  went  to  the  field  to

Now  there¬ 
fore,  my  son,  hearken  to  my  voice ;  and  arise,  flee  thou

14  seed;  And  thy  seed  shall  be  4s  the  dust  of  the  earth, 
and  thou  shall*  spread  abroad1  to  the  west,’  and  to  the 
east,  and  to  the  north,  and  to  the  south:  and  in  thee  and  in 

15  tby  seed  shall  all  the  families  of  the  earth*  bebleesech  And 
behold,  I  am  with  thee,  and  will  keep  thee  whither¬ 
soever  thou  goest,  and  will  restore  thee  again  into  this 
land ;  for  I  will  not  forsake  thee,  until  I  have  done  that 

16  which  I  have  spoken  to  thee.  And  Jacob  awoke  out  of

40  day,  or  stolen  by  night.  Where  I  was  by  day  the 
drought  consumed4  me,  and  the  frost  by  night ;  and  my 

41  sleep  departed  from  mine  eyes.  I  have  now  been  twenty 
years  in  thy  house ;  I  served  thee  fourteen  years  for  thy 
two  daughters,  and  six  years  for  thv  flocks :  and  thou 

42  hast  changed  my  hire  ten  times.  Unless  the  God  of 
my  father,  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  dread  of  Isaac, 
had  been  with  me,  surely  thou  hadst  sent  me  away  now 
empty.  God  hath  seen  my  miseiy,  and  the  labour 

43  of  my  hands,  and  reproved*  thee  yesternight.  And 
Laban  answered  and  said  unto  Jacob,  These  daughters 

1  glow.  4  gkraed.  » argue,  *  ate.  *  nrgiied. 
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ore  my  daughters,  and  these  children  are  my  children, 
and  these  flocks  are  my  flocks,  and  all  that  thou  seest  u 
mine :  and  what  can  I  do  this  day  unto  these  my 
daughters,  or  unto  their  children  which  they  have 

44  bom?  Now  therefore  come  thou,  let  us  make1  a 
covenant,  I  and  thou ;  and  let  it  be  for  a  witness  between 

45  me  and  thee.  And  Jacob  took  a  stone,  and  set2  it  up 

46  for  a  pillar?  And  Jacob  said  unto  his  brethren.  Collect 
stones ;  and  they  took  stones,  and  made  a  stone-heap : 

47  and  they  did  eat  there  upon  the  stone-heap.  And 
Laban  called  it  Jegar-sahadutha :  but  Jacob  called  it 

48  Galeed,  And  Laban  said,  This  stone-heap  is  a  witness 
between  me  and  thee  this  day.  Therefore  was  the  name 

49  of  it  called  Galeed;  And  Mizpah;  for  he  said.  The 
Eternal  watch  between  me  and  thee,  when  we  are  absent 

50  from  one  another.9  If  thou  shalt  afflict  ray  daughters;, 
or  if  thou  shalt  take  other  wives  beside  my  daughters, 
no  man  is  with  us;  see,  God  is  witness  between  me  and 

51  thee.  And  Laban  said  to  Jacob,  Behold  this  stone- 
heap,  and  behold  this  pillar,6  which  I  have  cast4  between 

52  me  and  thee.  This  stone-heap  be  witness^  and  this  pil¬ 
lar1^  witness,  that  I  will  not  pass  over  this  stone-heap 
to  thee,  and  that  thou  shalt  not  pass  over  this  stonc- 

53  heap  and  this  pillar3 unto  me,  for  evil.  The  God  of 
Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Nahor,  the  God  of  their 
father,  judge  between  us.  And  Jacob  sware  by  the 

54  dread  of  his  father  Isaac.  Then  Jacob  sacrificed  upon 
the  mountain,  and  called  his  brethren  to  eat  bread;  and 
they  did  eat  bread,  and  lodged  all  night  in  die  moun- 

55  tain.  And  early  in  the  morning  Laban  rose,  and  kissed 
his  sons  and  his  daughters,  and  blessed  them:  and 
Laban  went,  and  returned  unto  his  place. 


Chap.  XXXIL 

1  And  Jacob  went  on  his  way,  and  the  angels9  of  God 

2  met1  him.  And  when  Jacob  saw  them,  he  said.  This  is 

God’s  camp:  and  he  called  the  name  of  that  place 
Mahanaim,

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3  And  Jacob  sent  messengers  before  him  to  Esau  his 

4  brother  unto  the  land  of  Seir,  the  field  of  Edom.  And 
he  commanded  them,  saying,  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto 
my  lord  Esau ;  Thy  servant  Jacob  saith  thus,  I  have 
sojourned  with  Laban,  and  have  delayed  there  until 

5  now :  And  I  have  oxen,1  and  asses,  flocks,  Mid  men- 
Bervants,  and  handmaids:  and  I  have  sent  to  tell  my 

6  lord,  that  I  may  find  favour  in  thy  eyes.  And  the  mes¬ 
sengers  returned  to  Jacob,  saying,  We  came  to  thy 
brother  Esau,  and  also  be  goeth  towards  thee,  and  four 

7  hundred  men  with  him.  Then  Jacob  feared  greatly  and 
was  distressed:  and  be  apportioned  the  people  that  were 
with  him,  and  the  flocks,  and  herds,  and  the  camels,  into 

8  two  camps ;  And  said,  If  Esau  come  to  the  one  camp, 

'  and  smite  it,  then  the  remaining  camp  may  escape. 

9  And  Jacob  said,  O  God  of  my  father  Ahrohem,  and 
God  of  my  father  Isaac,  Eternal  who  saidst  unto  me, 
Return  unto  thy  country,  and  to  thy  kindred,  and 

10  I  will  do  thee  good:  I  am  too  unworthy  of  all  the 
mercies,  and  of  all  the  truth  which  thou  hast  showed'*  unto 
thy  servant;  for  with  my  staff*  I  passed  this  Jordan; 

1 1  and  now  I  am  hecome  two  camps.  Deliver  me,  I  pray 
thee,  from  the  hand  of  my  brother,  from  the  hand  of 
Esau :  for  I  fear  him,  lest  be  will  come  and  smite  me, 

12  and  the  mother  with  the  children.  And  thuu  saidst,  I  will 
surely  do  thee  good,  and  make4  thv  seed  as  the  sand  of  the 

13  sea,  which  cannot  be  numbered  for  multitude.  And  he 
lodged  there  that  same  night;  and  took  of  that  which 

14  came  to  his  hand  a presentMor  Esau  his  brother;  Two 
hundred  she  goats  and  twenty  he  goats,  two  hundred 

15  ewes,  and  twenty  rams.  Thirty  milch  camels  with  their 
colts,®  forty  kine,  and  ten  bulls,  twenty  she  assess  and 

Id  ten  foals.  And  he  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  his 
servants,  every  drove  by  itself;7  and  said  unto  his  ser¬ 
vants,  Pass  before,  me,  and  pnt  a  space  between  drove 

17  and  drove.  And  he  commanded  the  first,  saying,  When 
Esau  my  brother,  mceteth  thee,  and  asketh  thee, 
saying,  Whose  art  thou?  and  whither  goest  thou?  and 

1  one  of  the  herd*  a  done*  *  stick.  *  put-  tt  oblation. 

7  a  drove,  &  drove  a]  one. 
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18  whose  are  these  before  thee?  Then  thou  shalt  say, 
They  are  thy  servant  Jacob’s;  it  is  a  present*  sent  auto 
my  lord  £sau:  and,  behold,  also  he  is  behind  us. 

19  And  so  commanded  he  the  second,  and  the  third,  and 
all  that  went  after  the  droves,  saying,  In  this  manner 

20  shall  yc  speak  unto  Esau,  when  ye  find  him.  And  say 
ye  moreover.  Behold,  thy  servant  Jacob  is  behind  us; 
For  he  said,  I  will  appease  him*  with  the  present1,  that 
gocth  before  me,  and  afterwards  I  will  see  his  face ;  per- 

21  adventure  he  will  accept  of  me,4  So  the  present* 
passed  before  him :  and  himself  lodged  that  night  in  the 

22  camp.  And  he  rose  that  night,  and  took  his  two  wives,  and 
his  two  handmaids,  and  his  eleven  children,  and  passed 

23  the  ford  Jabbok.  And  he  took  them,  and  made  them 
pass  the  brook,  and  he  made  pass  that  which  was  his* 

24  And  Jacob  was  left  alone ;  and  there  wrestled  a  man 

25  with  him  until  the  breaking  of  the  day,4  And  when  he 
saw  that  be  was  not  able  to  prevail  against  him,  he 
touched  the  hollow  of  his  thigh;  and  the  hollow  of 
Jacob’s  thigh  was  sprained,  as  he  wrestled  with  him. 

26  And  he  said,  Send  me  away,  for  the  day  breaketh,5 

And  he  said,  I  will  not  sendf  thee  away,  except  thou 

27  bless  me.  And  he  said  unto  him.  What  is  thy  name  ? 

26  And  lie  said,  Jacob.  And  he  said,  Thy  name  shall  he 

called4  no  more  Jacob,  but  Israel :  for  thou  hast  con¬ 
tended  with  God  and  with  men,  and  hast  prevailed.  7 

29  And  Jacob  asked  Atm,  and  said.  Tell  me,  I  pray  thee, 
thy  name.  And  he  said.  Wherefore  is  it  that  thou  dost 

30  aslc  after  my  name  ?  And  he  blessed  him  there.  And 
Jacob  called  the  name  of  the  place  Peniel:  for  I  have  seen 

31  an  angel*  face  to  lace,  and  my  soul  is  preserved.  And 
the  sun  shone  upon  him  as  he  passed  over  Penuel,  and 

32  he  halted  upon  his  thigh.  Therefore  the  children  of 
Israel  eat  not  of  the  tendon  which  shrank,  which  t» 
upon  the  hollow  of  the  thigh,  unto  this  day :  because 
he  touched  the  hollow  of  Jacob’s  thigh  on  the  tendon 
that  shrank.

And  Jacob 
journeyed  to  Succoth,  and  built  for  himself  a  house, 
and  made  booths  for  his  cattle :  therefore  he  called  the 
name  of  the  place  Succoth. 

1 8  And  Jacob  came  safely1  to  the  city  of  Shechem,  which 
is  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  when  he  came  from  Padan- 

1 9  araro ;  and  encamped  before  the  city.  And  he  ob¬ 
tained  a  part3  of  a  field,  where  he  had  spread3  his  tent, 
at  the  hand  of  the  children  of  Hamor,  Shechem’s  father, 

20  for  an  hundred  kesitahs.  And  he  erected  there  an 
altar,  and  called  it  El-elohc-IsraeL 

Chap.  XXXIV. 

1  And  Dinah  the  daughter  of  Leah,  whom  she  bare  unto 
Jacob,  went  out  to  see  among  the  daughters  of  the 

2  land.  And  when  Shechem  the  son  of  Hamor  the 
Hivitc,  prince  of  the  country,  saw  her,  he  took  her,  and 

3  lay  with  her,  and  afflicted  her.  And  his  soul  clave 
unto  Dinah  the  daughter  of  Jacob,  and  he  loved  the 

4  damsel,  and  spake  lovingly4  to  die  damsel.  And 
Shechem  spake  unto  bis  father  Hamor,  saying,  Take 

5  me  this  young  maiden  to  wife.  And  Jacob  heard  that 
he  had  ae filed  Dinah  his  daughter:  now  his  sons  were 
with  his  cuttle  in  the  field  :  and  Jacob  was  silent 

6  until  xkey  were  Come.  And  Hamor  the  father  of 
Shechem  went  out  unto  Jacob  to  speak  with  him. 

7  And  the  sons  of  Jacob  came  from  the  field  when  they 
heard  it :  and  the  men  were  grieved,  and  they  were 
very  wroth,6  because  he  had  wrought  a  base  deed  against 
Israel  in  lying  with  Jacob’s  daughter;  and  thus  it  ought 

8  not  to  be  done.  And  Hamor  spake  with  them,  say¬ 
ing,  The  soul  of  my  son  Shechem  delighteth  in  vour 

9  daughter :  I  pray  you  give  her  him  to  wife.  Ana  in¬ 
termarry  with  us,  and  give  your  daughters  unto  us,  and 

10  take  our  daughters  unto  you.  And  ye  shall  abide  with 
us :  and  the  land  shall  be  before  you ;  and  travel  ye 

1 1  therein,  and  get  you  possessions  therein.  And  Shechem 
said  unto  her  father  and  unto  her  brethren.  Let  me  find 
favour  in  your  eyes,  and  what  ye  shall  say  unto  me  I 

12  will  give.  Multiply  upon  me  greatly*  dowry  and  gift, 
and  I  will  give  according  as  yc  shall  say  unto  me :  out 

1  complete.  3  portion.  3  inclined.  *  to  the  heart.  1  glowed. 

e  exceedingly. 
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1 3  give  me  the  damsel  to  wife.  And  the  sons  of  Jacob 
answered  Shcchem  and  Hamor  Ids  lather  with  subtlety, 
and  spake  thus  because  he  had  defiled  Dinah  their  sister: 

14  And  they  said  unto  them,  We  cannot  do  this  thing,  to 
give  our  sister  to  one  that  is  unoircumeised ;  for  that 

15  were  a  disgrace  unto  us :  But  in  this  will  wc  consent 
unto  you :  If  ye  will  be  as  we  are,  to  circumcise  every 

16  male  of  you.  Then  will  we  give  our  daughters  unto 
you,  and  we  will  take  your  daughters  to  us,  and  we  will 

17  abide  with  you,  and  we  will  become  one  people.  But 
if  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  us,  to  be  circumcised ;  then 

1 8  will  we  take  our  daughter,  and  we  will  go.  And  their 
words  were  good  in  the  eyes  of  Hamor,  and  in  the  eyes  of 

19  Shecliem  Hamer’s  son.  And  the  young  man1  delayed 
not  to  do  the  thing,  because  he  was  pleased  with  Jacob’s 
daughter:  and  he  was  the  most  honoured  of  all  the  house 

20  of  his  father.  And  Hamor  and  Shecliem  his  son  came 
unto  the  gate  of  their  city,  and  spake  with  the  men  of 

2 1  their  city,  saying,  These  men  are  completely  with  us ; 
therefore  let  them  abide  in  the  land,  and  travel  therein ; 
for  the  land,  behold,  it  is  large  enough  for  them let 
us  take  their  daughters  to  us  for  wives,  and  let  us  give 

22  them  our  daughters.  Only  herein  will  the  men  con¬ 
sent  unto  us  for  to  abide  with  us,  to  be  one  people,  if 
eveiy  male  among  us  be  circumcised,  as  they  are 

23  circumcised.  Shall  not  their  cattle  and  their  property 
and  every  beast  of  their’s  be  our’s?  only  let  us  consent 

24  unto  them,  and  they  will  abide  with  us.  And  unto 
Hamor  and  unto  Shechem  his  son  hearkened  all  that 
went  out  of  the  gate  of  his  city;  and  every  male  was 
circumcised,  all  that  went  out  of  the  gate  of  his  city. 

25  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  third  day,  when  they  were 
sore,  that  two  of  the  sons  of  Jacob,  Simeon  and  Levi, 
Dinah’s  brethren,  took  each  man  his  sword,  and  came 

26  upon  the  city  in  security,  and  slew  all  the  males.  And 
they  slew  Hamor  and  Shechem  his  son  with  the  edge3 
of  the  sword,  and  took  Dinah  out  of  Shcchcm’s  house, 

27  and  wcDt  out  The  sons  of  Jacob  came  upon  the 
slain4,  and  plundered  the  city,  because  they  had  defiled 

28  their  sister.  They  took  their  flocks,  and  their  herds, 
and  their  asses,  ana  that  which  teas  in  the  city,  and  that 

29  which  was  in  the  field ;  And  all  their  wealth3  and  all 

Mad.  *wute  of  hand  before  tLim.  *  mouth.  '■stabbed.  s  tore*. 
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their  little  ones,  and  their  wives  toot  they  captive,  and 

30  plundered  even  all  that  was  in  the  house.  And  Jacob 
said  to  Simeon  and  Levi,  Ye  have  troubled  me  to  make 
me  to  stink  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  among 
the  Canaanites  and  the  Perrizzites :  and  I  being  few  in1 
number,  they  may  gather  themselves  together'  against 
me,  and  smite  me ;  and  I  shall  be  exterminated,  I  and 

3 1  my  house.  And  they  said,  Should  he  do  with  our  aster 
as  with  an  harlot  ? 

Chap.  XXXV. 

1  And  God  said  unto  Jacob,  Arise,  go  up  to  Beth -el,  and 
abide  there:  and  make  there  an  altar  unto  God, 
who  appeared  unto  thee  when  thou  Reddest  from  the 

2  face  of  Esau  thy  brother.  Then  Jacob  said  unto  his 
household,  and  to  all  that  were  with  him,  Remove  the 
strange  gods  that  are  in  the  midst  of  you,  and  purify 

3  yourselves,  and  change  your  garmeuts  :3  And  let 
us  arise,  and  go  up  to  Beth-el;  and  I  will  make  there 
an  altar  unto  God,  who  answered  me  in  the  day  of  my 
distress,  and  was  with  me  in  the  way  which  I  went' 

4  And  they  gave  unto  Jacob  all  the  strange  gods  which 
were  in  their  hand,  and  all  their  pendants  which  were  in 
their  ears;  and  Jacob  secreted  them  under  the  terebinth 

5  which  woe  by  Shechem.  And  they  journeyed:  and 
the  terror  of  God  was  upon  the  cities  that  were  round 
about  them,  and  they  did  not  pursue  after  the  sons  of 

6  Jacob.  So  Jacob  came  to  Luz,  which  is  in  the  land 
of  Canaan,  that  is,  Beth-el,  he  and  all  the  people  that 

7  were  with  him.  And  he  built  there  an  altar,  ana  called 
the  place  £l-beth-cl:  because  there  god-like  beings3 
were  revealed  unto  him,  when  he  fled  from  the  face  of 

8  lus  brother.  But  Deborah  Rebekah’s  nurse  died,  and 
she  was  buried  beneath  Beth-el  under  the  oak:  and  he 
colled  its  name  Allonbachuth. 

9  And  God  appeared  unto  Jacoh  again,  when  he  came 

10  from  Padan-aram,  and  blessed  him.  And  God  said 
unto  him,  Thy  name  is  Jacob:  thy  name  Bhall  not  be 
called  anv  more  Jacob,  but  Israel  shall  he  ihv  name: 

11  and  he  called  his  name  Israel.  And  God  said  unto 

1  persons  of.  *  gods.  s  outer  garments 
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him,  I  am  God  Almighty :  be  fruitful  and  multiply;  a 
nation  and  an  assembly  of  nations  shall  be  of  thee, 

12  and  kings  shall  go  out  of  thy  loins.  And  the  land 
which  1  gave  Abraham  and  Isaac,  to  thee  I  will  give  it, 

1 3  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee  will  I  give  the  land.  And 
God  went  up  from  him  at  the  place  where  he  spake 

14  with  him.  And  Jacob  Bet  up  a  pillar*5  in  the  place 
where  he  spoke  with  him,  even  a  pillax*of  stone :  and  he 
poured  out  a  libation-  thereon,  and  he  poured  oil 

15  thereon.  And  Jacob  called  the  name  ot  the  place 

16  where  God  spake  with  him,  Beth-cl.  And  they  jour¬ 
ney  ed  from  Beth-cl ;  and  there  was  but  a  kibrath  of  land 
to  come  to  Ephrath:  and  Rachel  bare,  and  she  had 

1 7  hard  labour.1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  she  was  in 
hard  labour,3  that  the  midwife  said  unto  her,  hear  not; 

1 6  for  this  also  is  a  sou  for  thee.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
her  soul  was  departing,3  for  she  died,  that  she  called 
his  name  Ren-oni :  but  his  father  called  his  name  Ben- 

19  jamin.  And  Rachel  died,  and  was  buried  on  the  way 

20  to  Ephrath,  which  is  Beth-lehem.  And  Jacob  set  up 
a  pillar6  upon  her  burying-place:  that  is  the  pillar6  of 

21  Rachel’s  burying  place  unto  this  day.  And  Israel 
journeyed,  and  spread4  his  tent  beyond  Migdal  Edar. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Israel  dwelt  in  that  land, 

that  Reuben  went  and  lay  with  Bilhah  his  fathers  con¬ 
cubine  :  and  Israel  heard  it  Now  the  sons  of 

Jacob  were  twelve. 

23  The  sons  of  Leah;  Reuben,  Jacob’s  firstborn,  and 
Simeon,  and  Levi,  and  Judah,  and  Issachar,  and  Zcbu- 

24  luu ;  The  sons  of  Rachel ;  Joseph,  and  Benjamin : 

25  And  the  sons  of  Bilhah,  Rachel’s  handmaid ;  Dan  and 

26  Naphtali :  And  the  sons  of  Zilpah,  Leah’s  handmaid ; 
Gad,  and  Asher;  these  are  the  sons  of  Jacob,  who  were 

27  bora  to  him  in  Padan-aram.  And  Jacob  came  unto 
Isaac  his  father  unto  Mamre,  the  city  of  Arbah,  which 

28  is  Hebron,  where  Abraham  and  Isaac  sojourned.  And 
the  days  of  Isaac  were  an  hundred  and  fourscore  years. 

29  And  Isaac  expired,  and  died,  and  was  gathered  unto 
his  peoples,  being  old  and  full5  of  days :  and  his  sons 
Esau  and  Jacob  buried  him.

1  Now  these  are  the  generations  of  Esau,  who  is  Edom. 

2  Esau  took  his  wives  of  the  daughters  of  Canaan ;  Adah 
the  daughter  of  Elon  the  Himte,  and  Aholibamah  the 
daughter  of  Anal)  the  daughter  of  Zibeon  the  Hivite  ; 

3  And  Basmath  Ishmael’s  daughter,  'sister  of  Nebajoth. 

4  And  Adah  bare  to  Esau  Eliphaz ;  and  Basmath  bare 

5  Reuel;  And  Aholibamah  bare  Jeush,  and  Jaalam,  and 
Korali;  these  are  the  sons  of  Esau,  who  were  bom  unto 

6  him  in  the  land  of  Canaan.  And  Esau  took  his  wives, 
and  his  sons,  and  his  daughters,  and  alt  the  souls  of  his 
house,  and  his  cattle,  and  all  his  beasts,  *and  all  his  pro¬ 
perty,  which  he  had  got  in  the  land  of  Canaan :  and  went 
into  a  country  away  from  the  face  of  his  brother  Jacob. 

7  For  their  substance  was  more  than  that  they  could  abide 
together;  and  the  land  of  their  sojourniiigs  could  not 

8  bear  them  because  of  their  cattle.  Thus  Esau  abode 

9  in  mount  Seir:  Esau  is  Edom.  And  these  are  the 
generations  of  Esau  the  father  of  Edom  in  mount  Seir : 

10  These  are  the  names  of  Esau’s  sons ;  Eliphaz  the  son  of 
Adah  the  wife  of  Esau,  Reuel  the  son  of  Baymath  the 

1 1  wife  of  Esau.  And  the  sons  of  Eliphaz  were  Tcman, 

12  Omar,  Zcpho,  and  Gatam,  and  Kcnnz.  And  Timna 
was  concubine  to  Eliphaz  Esau’s  son ;  and  she  bare  to 
Eliphaz  Amalek :  these  were  the  sons  of  Adah  Esau’s 

1 3  wife.  And  these  are  the  sons  of  Reuel ;  Nahath,  and 
Zerah,  Shammah,  aud  Mizzah :  these  were  the  sons  of 

14  Basrnath  Esau's  wife.  And  these  were  the  sons  of 
Aholibamah,  the  daughter  of  Anah  the  daughter  of 
Zibeon,  Esau's  wife :  and  she  hare  to  Esau  Jcush,  and 

15  Jaalam,  and  Korah.  These  were  chieftains  of  the  sous 
of  Esau :  the  sons  of  Eliphaz  the  firstborn  son  of  Esau ; 
chieftain  Tetnan,  chieftain  Omar,  chieftain  Zepho, 

Id  chieftain  Kenaz.  Chieftain  Korah,  chieftain  Gatam, 
and  chieftain  Amalek :  these  are  the  chieftains  that  came 
of  Eliphaz  in  the  land  of  Edom;  these  were  the  sons 

17  of  Adah.  And  these  arc  the  sons  of  Reuel  Esau's 
son;  chieftain  Nahath,  chieftain  Zerah,  chieftain  Sham¬ 
mah,  chieftain  Mizzah :  these  are  the  chieftains  that 
came  of  Reuel  in  the  land  of  Edom ;  these  are  the  sons

18  of  Basmath  Esau’s  wife.  And  these  are  the  sons  of 
Aholibamah  Esau’s  wife;  chieftain  Jeush,  chieftain  Jaap 
lam,  chieftain  Korah ;  these  uxre  the  chieftains  that 
came  of  Aholibamah  the  daughter  of  Anah,  Esau’s  wife. 

1 9  These  are  the  sons  of  Esau,  who  is  Edom,  and  these 
are  their  chieftains. 

20  These  are  the  sons  of  Seir  the  Horite,  the  inhabit- 
ants  of  the  land;  Lotan,  and  Sliobal,  and  Zibeon,  and 

21  Anah,  And  Dishon,  and  Ezer,  and  Dishan:  these 
are  the  chieftains  of  the  Horites,  the  children  of  Seir 

22  in  the  land  of  Edom.  And  the  children  of  Lotan 
were  Hori  and  Ileman ;  and  Lotan ’s  sister  was  Tlmno. 

23  And  the  children  of  Shobal  were  these;  Alvan,  and 

24  Manahath,  and  Ebal,  Shcpho,  and  Onam.  And  these 
are  the  children  of  Zibeon ;  and  Ajah,  and  Anah :  this 
teas  that  Anah  that  found  the  yemtm  in  the  desert,  as 

25  he  fed  the  asses  of  Zibeon  bis  father.  And  the  chil- 
dren  of  Anah  were  these ;  Dishon,  and  Aholibamah  the 

26  daughter  of  Anah.  And  these  are  the  children  of 
Dishon ;  Hemdan,  and  Eshban,  and  Ithran,  and  Cheran. 

27  The  children  of  Ezer  are  these;  Bilhan,  and  Zaavan, 

28  and  Akan.  The  children  of  Dishan  are  these;  Uz, 

29  and  Aran.  These  are  the  chieftains  that  came  of  the 

Horites;  chieftain  Lotan,  chieftain  Shobal,  chieftain 

30  Zibeon,  chieftain  Anah.  Chieftain  Dishon,  chieftain 

Ezer,  chieftain  Dishan:  these  are  the  chieftains  that 
came  of  Hori,  according?  to  their  chieftains  in  the  land  of 
Seir.  * 

31  And  these  are  the  kings  that  reigned  in  the  land  of 
Edom,  hefore  there  reigned  any  king  over  the  children 

32  of  Israel.  And  Bela  the  son  of  Beor  reigned  in  Edom : 

33  and  the  name  of  his  city  was  Dlnhabah.  And  Bela 
died,  and  Jobab  the  son  of  Zerah  of  Bozrah  reigned  in 

34  his  stead.  And  Jobab  died,  and  Husham  of  the  land 

35  of  the  Temanite  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Husham 
died,  and  Hadad  the  son  of  Bedad,  who  smote  Midian  in 
the  field  of  Muab,  reigned  in  his  stead :  and  the  name  of 

36  his  city  was  Avith.  And  Hadad  died,  and  Samlah  of 

37  Masrckah  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Samlah  died,  and 
Shaul  of  Renoboth  by  the  river  reigned  in  his  stead. 

38  And  Shaul  died,  and  Baal-hanan  the  son  of  Achhor 

39  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Baal-hanan  the  son  of 
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Achbor  died,  and  Hadar  reigned  in  his  stead  and  the 
name  of  his  city  was  Pau ;  and  his  wife’s  name  was 
Mehetabel*  the  daughter  of  Matted,  the  daughter  of 

40  Mczahab.  And  these  are  the  names  of  the  chief¬ 
tains  that  came  of  Esau,  according  to  their  families,  after 
their  places,  by  their  names;  chieftain  Timnah,  chieftain 

41  Alvah,  chieftain  Jctheth.  Chieftain  Aholibamah,  chief- 

42  tain  Elah,  chieftain  Pinon,  Chieftain  Kenaz,  chieftain 

43  Teman,  chieftain  Mibzar,  Chieftain  Magdicl,  chieftain 
Iram:  these  are  the  chieftains  of  Edom,  according  to 
their  habitations,  in  the  land  of  their  possession :  he  is 
Esau  the  father  of  the  Edomites. 

Chap.  XXXVIL 

1  And  Jacob  abode  in  the  land  of  his  father’s  sojourning, 

2  in  the  land  of  Canaan.  These  are  the  progeny  of 
Jacob.  Joseph,  being  seventeen  years  old,1  was  feeding 
the  flock  with  his  brethren ;  and  the  lad  was  with  the 
sons  of  Bilbab,  and  with  the  sons  of  Zilpah,  his  father’s 
wives:  and  Joseph  brought  unto  his  father  their  evil 

3  report.  Now  Israel  loved  Joseph  more  than  all  his 
children,  because  he  was  the  son  of  his  old  age :  and  he 

4  made  him  a  long,  sleeved  garment  Ana  when  his 
brethren  saw  that  their  father  loved  him  more  than 
all  lus  brethren,  they  hated  him,  and  could  not  speak 

5  peaceably  unto  him.  And  Joseph  dreamed  a  dream, 
and  he  told  it  his  brethren:  and  they  continued  still 

€  more  to  bate  him.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Hear,  I 

7  pray  you,  this  dream  which  I  have  dreamed :  For,  be¬ 
hold,  we  were  binding  sheaves  in  the  midst  of  the  field, 
and,  lo,  iny  sheaf  arose,  and  bIbo  placed  itself  upright ; 
and,  behold,  your  sheaves  surrounded,  and  prostrated 

8  themselves  to  my  sheaf.  And  his  brethren  said  to  him, 
Shalt  thou  indeed  reign  over  us  ?  or  sholt  thou  indeed 
have  dominion  over  us?  and  they  continued  to  hate  him 

y  still  more  for  his  dreams,  and  for  his  words.  And  he 
dreamed  yet  another  dream,  and  related  it  to  his  breth¬ 
ren,  and  said.  Behold,  I  have  dreamed  a  dream  more ; 
and,  behold,  the  sun  and  the  moon  and  eleven  stars 

1  a  ton  of  seventeen  yean. 
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10  prostrated  themselves  to  me.  And  he  related  it  to  hie 
Either,  and  to  his  brethren :  and  his  Either  rebuked  him, 
and  said  unto  him,  What  t#  this  dream  that  thou  hast 
dreamed  ?  Shall  I  and  thy  mother  and  thy  brethren 
indeed  come  to  prostrate  ourselves  to  tbee  to  the  earth? 

11  And  his  brethren  envied  him;  but  his  father  observed 

12  the  matter.1  And  his  brethren  went  to  feed  their 

13  father’s  flock  ia  Shechcm.  And  Israel  said  unto  Joseph, 
Do  not  thy  brctliren  feed  the  flock  in  Shechetn  ?  come, 
and  I  will  send  thee  unto  them.  And  he  said  to  him, 

14  Here  am  £  And  he  said  to  him,  Go,  1  pray  thee,  see 
if  peace  be  with  tby  brethren,  and  if  peace  he  with  the 
flocks;  and  bring9  me  word  again.  So  he  sent  him  out 

15  of  the  vale  of  llcbron,  and  he  came  to  Shcchem.  And 
a  man  found  him,  and  behold,  he  was  straying  in  the 
field:  and  the  man  asked  him,  saying,  What  seekest 

I G  thou  ?  And  he  said,  I  seek  my  brethren :  tell  me,  I 

17  pray  thee,  where  they  feed  their  flocks f  And  the  man 

said.  They  have  journeyed  hence ;  for  I  heard  them  say, 
Let  us  go  to  Dothan.  And  Joseph  went  after  his  breth- 

18  ren,  and  found  them  in  Dothan.  And  when  they  saw 
him  afar  off,  even  before  he  approached  unto  them,  they 

19  conspired  against  him  to  put  him  to  death.  And  they 
said  one  to  another,3  Behold,  that  dreamer4  come  lb. 

20  Come  now  therefore,  and  let  us  slay  him,  and  cast  him 
into  one  of  the  pits,  and  we  will  say.  Some  evil  beast? 
bath  eaten  him :  and  we  shall  see  what  will  become  of 

21  his  dreams.  And  Reuben  heard  it ,  and  he  delivered 
him  out  of  their  hands ;  and  said,  Let  us  not  kill  him.6 

22  And  Reuhen  said,  uuto  them.  Shed  no  blood,  cast  him 
into  this  pit  that  is  in  the  desert,  hut  lay7  no  hand  upon 
him ;  that  he.  might  deliver  him  out  or  their  hands,  to 

23  restore  him  to  his  father.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Joseph  was  come  unto  bis  brethren,  that  they  made 
Joscphstrip  offBhis/e*^,  sleeved  garment,  the  long,  sleeved 

24  garment  that  was  on  him ;  .  And  they  took  him,  and 
cast  him  into  the  pit :  and  the  pit  was  empty,  there  was 

25  no  water  in  it.  And. they  sat  down  to  eat  bread :  and 

they  lifted  up  their  eyes  and  saw,  and,  behold,  a  com* 
pany  of  Ishmaelitcs  came  from  Gilead  with  their  camels 

*  kept  the  ward.  1  restore.  *  k  van  to  hia  brother.  4  owner  of  dreams. 

s  animal.  6  smite  Mm  a  aooL  1  send. 

*  uuoothcn. 
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rearing  spiccry||  and  balm  and  IabdanumJ  going  to 

26  bring  it  down  to  Egypt  And  Judab  said  unto  bis 
brethren,  What  profit  is  it  if  we  (Jay,  our  brother,  and 

27  conceal 1  his  blood  ?  Come,  and  let  us  sell  him  to  the 
Munaelites,  and  let  not  our  hand  be  upon  him :  for  -be 
u  our  brother  and  our  flesh.  And  his  brethren  heart- 

28  ened.  Then  there  passed  by  Midianites  merchantmen ; 
and  they  drew  and  brought  up  Joseph  out  of  the  pit, 
and  sold  Joseph  to  the  Ishmaelites  for  twenty  pieces  of 

29  silver:  and  they  brought  Joseph  into  Egypt.  And 
Reuben  returned  unto  the  pit;  and  he  rent  his  gar- 

30  meats.  And  he  returned  unto  his  brethren,  and  said, 

3 1  The  cliild  is  not ;  and  I,  whither  shall  I  go  ?  And  they 
took  Josephs  lo? ig,  sleeved  garment,  and  slaughtered  a  kid3 
of  the  goats,  and  dipped  the  long,  sleeved  garment  in  the 

32  blood ;  And  they  sent  the  long,  sleeved  garment,  and 
they  brought  it  to  their  father;  and  said,  This  have  we 
found :  recognise  now  whether  it  be  thy  son’s  long,  sleeved 

33  gArmcntorno.  Andhe  recognised  it,  and  said,  It  is  my 
sou’s  long,  sleeved  garment ;  an  evil  beast3  hath  eaten  him ; 

34  Joseph  is  without  doubt  tom  to  piecea  And  Jacob 
rent  his  outer  garments,  and  put  sackcloth  upon  his 

35  loins,  and  mourned  for  his  son  many  days.  Ana  all  his 

sons  and  all  his  daughters  rose  up  to  comfort  him ;  but 
he  refused  to  comfort  himself ;  and  he  said,  for  I  will  go 
down  into  the  grave  unto  my  son  mourning.  Thus  his 

36  father  wept  for  him.  And  the  Midianttcs  sold  him 
into  Egypt  unto  Potiphar,  a  captain4  of  Pharaoh’s, 
officer  of  the  executioners. 

Chap.  XXXVIII. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  at  that  time,  that  Judah  went  down 
from  his  brethren,  and  turned  in4  to  a  certain  Adulla- 

2  mite  man,  whose  name  was  Hirah.  And  Judah  saw 
there  a  daughter  of  a  certain  Canaan  ttish  man,  whose 
name  was  Shuah ;  and  he  took  her,  and  came  unto  her. 

3  And  she  became  pregnant,  and  bare  a  son;  and  he 

4  called  his  name  Er.  And  she  became  pregnant  again, 

5  and  bare  a  son;  and  she  called  his  name  Onan.  And 
she  continued  and  again  bare  a  son ;  and  called  his 
name  Shelah:  and  he  was  at  Chezib,  when  she  bare 

6  him.  And  Judah  took  a  wife  for  Er  his  firstborn,

7  whose  came  teas  Tam  at.  And.  £r,  Judah's  firstborn, 

was  wicked1  iu  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal;  and  the  Eternal 

8  put  him  to  death.  And  Judah  said  unto  Onan,  Come 
unto  thy  brother’s  wife,  and  marry  her  os  brolher-m- 

9  law,  and  raise  seed  to  thy  brother.  And  Onan  knew 
that  the  seed  would  not  be  his;  and  it  cainc  to  pass, 
when  he  came  unto  his  brother’s  wife,  that  he  wasted3 
it  on  the  earth,  in  ordef  not  to  give  seed  to  his  brother. 

10  And  the  thing  which  he  did  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 

1 1  Eternal :  therefore  he  put  him  to  death  also.  Then 
said  Judah  to  Tamar  h-s  daughter-in-law,  Abide  a  widow 
at  thy  father’s  house,  till  Shclah  my  son  be  grown:  for 
he  said,  Lest  peradventuro,  he  die  also,  os  his  brethren 
did .  And  Tamar  went  and  abode  in  her  father’s  house. 

12  And  in  process  of  time’1  the  daughter  of  Shuah  Judah’s 
wife  died ;  and  Judah  was  comforted,  and  went  up  unto 
his  sheep-shearers  to  Timnath,  he  And  his  friendJ  Hirah 

13  the  Ad  ullamite.  And  it  was  told  Tamar,  saying,  Be¬ 
hold  thy  husband’s  father  goeth  up  to  Timnath  to  shear 

14  his  Bock.  And  she  removed  the  garments  of  her  widow¬ 
hood  from  her,  and  covered  herself  with  a  veil,  and 
wrapped  herself)  and  sat  at  the  entrance  of  Enavim, 
which  is  on  the  way  to  Timnath ;  for  she  saw  that  She- 
luh  was  grown,  and  she  was  not  given  unto  him  to 

15  wife.  When  Judah  saw  her,  he  thought  her  to  be  an 

16  harlot;  because  she  had  covered  her  face.  And  he 
inclined  towards  her  hy  the  way,  and  said,  Come,  I  pray 
thee,  let  me  come  unto  thee ;  for  he  knew  not  that  she 
uku  his  daughter-in-law.

18  thou  send  it?  And  he  said.  What  pledge  shall  I  give 
thee  ?  And  she  said.  Thy  signet,  and  thy  string,  and 
thy  Btaff  that  is  in  thine  hand.  And  he  gave  it  her,  and 

1 9.  came  unto  her,  and  she  became  pregnant  by  him.  And 
she  arose,  and  went  away,  and  removed  her  veil  from 

2D  her,  and  put  on  the  garments  of  her  widowhood.  And 
Judah  sent  the  kid  of  the  goats  by  the  hand  of  his 
friend4  the  Adullamitc,  to  take  his  pledge  from  the 

21  woman’s  hand:  but  he  found  her  not.  Then  he  asked 
the  men  of  that  place,  saying.  Where  ts  the  prostitute  that 
was  at  Enayiin  on  the  road  ?  And  they  said,  There  was 

22  no  prostitute  in  thisplaee.  And  he  returned  unto  Judah 

l  evil.  -  corrupted.  *  the  days  inoreaiod*  *  fellow, 
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and  said,  I  did  not  find  her;  and  the  men  of  the  place  also 

23  said,  that  there  was  no  prostitute  in  this  place.  And  Judah 
said.  Let  her  take  it  to  her,  lest  we  become  ascom:  behold, 

24  I  sent  this  kid,  and  thou  hast  not  found  her.  And  it 
came  to  pass  about  three  months  after,  that  it  was  told 
Judah,  saying,  Tamar  thy  daughter*  in-law  hath  played 
the  harlot,  and  also,  beheld,  she  is  pregnant  by  fornication. 
And  Judah  said.  Bring  her  forth,  and  let  her  be  burnt 

25  When,  she  was  brought  forth,  she  sent  to  her  Husband’s 
father,  saying,  By  the  man,  whose  these  are ,  am  I  preg¬ 
nant:  and  she  said.  Recognise,  I  pray  thee,  whose  are 

26  tbesc,  the  signet,  and  strings,  and  staff.  And  Judah 
recognised  them,  aud  said.  She  hath  been  more  righteous 
than  I ;  because  that  I  gave  her  not  to  Shelah  my  son. 

27  And  he  knew  her  again  no  more.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
in  the  time  of  her  bearing,  that,  behold,  twins  were  in 

28  her  womb.1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  she  bare,  that 
the  one  put  out2  his  hand;  and  the  midwife  took  and 
tied  upon  his  hand  a  shining  red  thread,  saying.  This  came 

29  out  first.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  drew  back3  his 
hand,  that,  behold,  his  brother  came  out :  and  she  said, 
How  hast  thou  burst  forth  ?  this  breach  be  upon  thee : 

30  therefore  he  called  his  name  Pliarez.  And  afterwards 
came  out  his  brother,  that  bad  the  shining  red  thread 
upon  bis  hand ;  and  his  name  was  called  Zarah. 

Chap.  XXXIX. 

1  And  Joseph  was  hrought  down  to  Egypt;  and  Potiphar, 
a  captain4  of  Pharaoh,  officer  of  the  executioners,  an 
Egyptian  man,  obtained  him  from  the  hands  of  Ishmael- 

2  ites,  who  had  brought  him  down  thither.  And  the 
Eternal  was  with  Joseph,  and  he  was  a  prosperous  man; 
and  he  was  in  the  house  of  his  lord  the  Egyptian. 

3  And  his  lord  saw  that  the  Eternal  was  with  nim,  and 
thaL  die  Eternal  made  all  that  he  did  to  prosper  in  his 

4  hand.  And  Joseph  found  favour  in  his  eyes,  and  he 
ministered  unto  him:  and  he  appointed  him  overseer 
over  bis  house,  and  all  that  he  had  he  gave  into  his  hand. 

5  And  it  came  to  pass  when  he  had  appointed  him  over* 
seer  over  his  house,  and  over  all  that  lie  had,  that  the 
Eternal  blessed  the  Egyptian’s  house  for  J osepli’s  sake ; 
and  the  blessing  of  the  Eternal  was  upon  all  that  he  had 

6  in  the  house,  and  in  the  field.  And  he  left9  all  that 

1  IikII^.  :  give-  3  restored.  1  eunuch.  5  forsook. 
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he  had  in  Joseph’s  hand;  and  he  knew  not  ought  he 
had,  save  the  bread  which  he  did  cat.  And  Joseph 

7  was  of  beautiful  form  and  beautiful  appearance.1  And 
it  came  to  pass  after  these  things  that  his  lord’s  wife 
lifted  up  her  eyes  to  Joseph ;  and  she  said,  Lie  with 

8  me.  But  he  refused,  and  said  unto  his  lord’s  wife. 
Behold,  my  lord  knoweth-  not  what  is  with  me  in  the 
house,  and  he  hath  given  all  that  he  hath  into  my  hand ; 

9  There  is  none  greater  in  this  house  than  I  •  neither  hath 
he  kept  back  any  thing  from  me  but  thee,  because  thou 
art  his  wife :  how  then  can  I  do  this  great  evil,  and  sin 

10  against  God?  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  she  spake  to 
Joseph  day  by  day,  that  he  hearkened  not  unto  her,  to 

1 1  lie  by  her,  or  to  be  with  her.  And  it  came  to  pass 
on  such  a  day,  that  Joseph  went  into  the  house  to  do 
his  work ;  and  there  teas  none  of  the  men  of  the  house 

12  there  within.  And  she  caught  him  by  Ills  garment, 
saying,  Lie  with  me:  and  he  left3  his  garment  in  her 

13  hand,  and  ran  away,  and  went  out  abroach  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  she  saw  that  he  had  left3  his  garment  in  her 

14  hand,  and  had  run  away  abroad,  That  she  called  unto  the 
men  of  her  house,  and  spake  unto  them,  saying.  See, 
he  hath  brought  in  an  Hebrew  unto  us  to  mock  us ;  he 
came  unto  me  to  lie  with  me,  and  I  called  with  a  loud2 

15  voice:  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  heard  that  I 
lifted  up  my  voice  and  called,  that  he  left3  his  garment 

16  with  me,  and  ran  away,  and  went  out  abroad.  And  she 
placed  his  garment  by  her,  until  his  lord  came  into  his 

17  house.  And  she  spake  unto  him  according  to  these 
words,  saying,  The  Hebrew  servant,  whom  thou  hast 

18  brought  unto  us,  came  unto  me  to  mock  me:  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  I  lifted  up  my  voice  and  called,  that  he 

1 9  left1  !iis  garment  with  me,  and  ran  away  abroad.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  his  lord  heard  the  words  of  his 
wife,  which  she  spake  unto  him,  saying,  After  this  man¬ 
ner4  did  thy  servant  to  me;  that  his  wrath  glowed. 

20  And  Joseph’s  lord  took  him,  and  put1  him  into  the 
prison-house,  a  place  where  the  king’s  prisoners  were 

21  bound:  and  he  was  there  in  the  prison-house.  But 
the  Eternal  was  with  Joseph,  and  shewed6  him  mercy, 

■  and  gave  him  favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  officer  of  the 

22  prison-house.  And  the  officer  of  the  prison-house  gave 

1  sight.  :  forsook.  3  great.  4  word*.  4  gave.  6  inclined. 
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to  Joseph’a  hand  all  the  prisoners  that  were  in  the  prison- 
house  ;  and  whatsoever  they  did  there,  he  was  the  doer 

23  of  it  The  officer  of  the  prison-house  saw  not  to  any 

thing  that  was  under  his  hand ;  because  the  Eternal  was 
with  him,  and  that  which  he  did,  the  Eternal  made  to 
prosper. 

Chap.  XL. 

1  Ahd  it  came  topass  after  these  things,  that  the  butler 
of  the  king  of  Egypt  and  his  baker  had  sinned  against 

2  their  lord  the  king  of  Egypt  And  Pharaoh  was  angry 
against  two  of  his  eunuchs,  against  the  officer  of  the 

3  butlers,  and  against  the  officer  of  tbe  bakers.  And  he 
put1  them  in  the  ward  of  the  house  of  the  officer  of  the 
executioners,  into  the  prison-house  the  place  where 

4  Joseph  was  bound.  And  the  officer  of  the  executioners 
charged  Joseph  with  them,  and  he  ministered  unto 

5  them:  and  they  were  a  year1  in  ward.  And  they 
dreamed  a  dream  both  of  them,  each  man  his  dream  in 
one  night,  each  man  according  to  the  interpretation  of 
his  dream,  the  butler  and  the  baker  of  the  king  of  Egypt, 

6  who  were  hound  in  the  prison-house.  And  Joseph 
came  unto  them  in  the  morning,  and  when  he  saw  them, 

7  behold  they  were  troubled,  And  he  asked  Pharaoh’s 
eunuehs  that  were  with  him  in  the  ward  of  his  lord’s 

8  house,  saying.  Why  are  your  faces  sad9  to-day  ?  And 
they  said  unto  him,  We  have  dreamed  a  dream,  and 
there  is  no  interpreter  of  it  And  Joseph  said  unto 
them,  J)o  not  interpretations  belong  to  God  ?  relate  them 

9  to  me,  1  pray  you.  And  the  officer  of  the  butlers  re¬ 
lated  his  dream  to  Joseph,  and  said  to  him,  In  my  dream, 

1 0  behold,  a  vine  was  before  me ;  And  on  the  vine  were 
three  shoots:  and  it  was  as  though  it  flowered,  and  its 
blossom  went  up;  and  the  clusters  thereof  ripened  into 

1 1  grapes :  And  Pharaoh’s  cup  was  in  my  hand :  and  I 
took  the  grapes,  and  pressed  them  into  Pharaoh’s  cup, 

12  and  I  gave  the  cup  into  Pharaoh’s  hand.4  And  Joseph 
said  unto  him,  This  is  the  intemretation  of  it:  The 

13  three  shoots  are  three  days:  Yet  within  three  days 
shall  Pharaoh  lift  up  thine  head,  and  restore  thee  unto 
thy  place  :s  and  thon  shnlt  give  Pharaoh’s  cup  into  his 
hand,  after  the  former  manner6  when  thou  wast  his 

■  javc.  s  days.  >  cviL  4  hollow.  4  frame.  4  first  judgment. 
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14  butler.  O  that  tliou  wouldst  remember  me  when  it 
shall  be  well  with  thee,  and  wonldst  showmercy,  I  pray 
thee,  unto  me  and  make  mention  of  me  unto  Pharaoh, 

15  and  bring  me  out  of  this  house:  For  indeed  1  was 
stolen  awav  out  of  the  land  of  the  Hebrews :  and  here 
also  have  1  done  nothing  that  they  should  put  me  into 

1 6  the  dungeon.1  When  the  officer  of  the  bakers  saw  that 
he  had  interpreted  for  good,  he  said  unto  Joseph,  I  also 
saw  in  my  dream,  and,  behold,  I  had  three  baskets  of 

17  white  bread  on  my  head :  And  in  the  uppermost  basket 
there  was  of  all  manner  of'  food  for  Pharaoh,  the  work3 
of  a  baker;  and  the  fowls  did  eat  them  out  of  the  basket 

18  upou  my  head.  And  Joseph  answered  and  said,  This 
is  the  interpretation  thereof:  The  three  backets  are  three 

19  days:  Yet  within  three  days  shall  Pharaoh  lift  up  thy 
head  from  off  thee,  and  shall  hang  tliec  on  a  tree ;  and 

20  the  fowls  shall  eat  thy  flesh  from  off  thcc.  And  it 
came  to  pass  the  third  day,  which  was  Pharaoh's  birth¬ 
day,  that  he  made  a  feast  unto  all  his  servants:  and  he 
lifted  up  the  head  of  the  officer  of  the  hutlers,  and  of 
the  officer  of  the  bakers  in  the  midst  of  his  servants. 

21  And  he  restored  the  officer  of  the  butlers  unto  his  but- 
Ienship  again;  and  he  gave  the  cup  into  Pharaoh's 

22  hand:9  But  he  hanged  the  officer  of  the  bakers:  as 

23  Joseph  had.  interpreted  to  them.*  Yet  did  not  the 
officer  of  the  butlers  remember  Joseph,  but  forgat  him. 


Chap.  XLL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  two  full  years,4  that 
Pharaoh  dreamed :  and,  behold,  he  stood  by  the  river. 

2  And,  behold,  there  came  up  out  of  the  river  seven  kine 
beautiful  to  the  sight  and  plump-fleshed ;  and  they  fed 

3  in  the  reed-grass.  And,  behold,  seven  other  kine  came 
up  after  them  out  of  the  river,  bad  to  the  sight  and  thin- 
fleshed  ;  and  stood  by  the  other  kine  upon  the  brink9  of 

4  the  river.  And  the  kine  bad  to  the  sight  and  thin- 
fleshed  did  eat  up  the  seven  kine  that  were  beautiful  to 

1  pit.  !  d«ed  1  hollow.  1  day?.  4  lip. 
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5  the  sight  and  plump.  So  Pharaoh  awoke.  And  he 
slept  and  dreamed  a  second  time:  and,  behold,  seven 
ears  of  corn  came  up  upon  one  stalk,1  plump  and  good. 

6  And,  behold,  seven  thin  ears  and  parched  with  the  east 

7  wind  grew  up  after  them.  And  the  seven  thin  ears 
swallowed  the  seven  plump  and  full  ears.  And  Pharaoh 

6  awoke,  and,  behold,  it  was  a  dream.  And  it  came  to 
pass  in  the  morning  that  his  spirit  was  troubled3 ;  and  he 
sent  and  called  for  all  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphics  of 
Egypt,  and  all  the  wise  men  thereof:  and  Pharaoh  re¬ 
lated  to  them  his  dream;  but  none  could  interpret  it 

9  unto  Pharaoh.  Then  Bpake  the  officer  of  the  butlers 
unto  Pharaoh,  saying,  I  will  make  mention  of  my

servant  to  the  officer  of  the  executioners ;  and  we  related 
to  him,  and  he  interpreted  to  us  our  dreams;  to  each 

13  man  according  to  his  dream  he  did  interpret.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  he  interpreted  to  us,  so  it  was;  me  he 

14  restored  unto  my  office,4  and  him  he  hanged.  Then 
Pharaoh  sent  and  called  Joseph,  and  they  brought  him 
hastily  out  of  the  dungeon  :®  and  he  clipped  his  Hair,  and 

15  changed  his  raiment/  and  came  unto  Pharaoh.  And 
Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  I  have  dreamed  a  dream,  and 
none  can  interpret  it :  and  1  have  heard  say  of  thee, 
that  thou  canst  understand8  a  dream  to  interpret  it. 

1-6  And  Joseph  answered  Pharaoh,  saying.  Not  I:  God 

17  will  answer  the  peace  of  Pharaoh.  And  Pharaoh  said 
unto  Joseph,  In  my  dream,  behold,  I  stood  upon  the 

18  bank3  of  the  river:  And,  behold,  there  came  up  out  of 
the  river  seven  kine,  plump-fleshed  and  beautiful  of 

1 9  form ;  and  they  fed  in  the  reed-grass :  And,  behold, 
seven  other  kine  came  up  afler  them,  poor,  and  very 
had  of  form  and  lean-fleshed,  such  as  I  never  saw  in  all 

20  the  land  of  Egypt  for  badness :  And  the  lean  and  the

•  hear.  11  tip. 
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21  bad  kine  did  eat  up  the  first  seven  plump  kine :  And 
when  they  had  eaten  them  up,1  it  could  not  be 
known  that  they  had  eaten  them  up;1  tbeir  appear- 

22  ance*  being  bad,  as  previously.  So  1  awoke.  And 
I  saw  in  my  dream,  and,  behold,  seven  cars  came 

23  up  on  one  stalk3  full  and  good;  And,  behold,  seven 
ears,  sapless,  thin,  and  parched  with  the  east  wind,  grew 

24  up  after  them :  And  the  thin  ears  swallowed  tbe  seven 
good  ears :  and  I  Baid  it  unto  the  engravers  of  hiero- 

25  glypkics  ;  but  none  could  tell  it  to  me.  And  Joseph 
said  unto  Pharaoh,  The  dream  of  Pharaoh  is  one:  God 

26  hath  told  Pharaoh  what  he  is  ahout  to  do.  The  seven 
good  kinc  are  seven  years ;  and  the  seven  good  ears  are 

27  seven  years ; .  the  dream  is  one.  And  the  seven  thin 
and  bad  kine  that  came  up  after  them  are  Beven  years ,

28  windshall  he  seven  years  of  famine.  This  is  the  thing 
which  1  have  spoken  unto  Pharaoh ;  What  God  is  about 

29  to  do  he  bath  shown  unto  Pharaoh.  Behold,  there 
come  seven  years  of  great  plenty  throughout  all  the 

30  land  of  Egypt :  And  there  shall  arise  after  them  seven 
years  of  famine ;  and  all  the  plenty  shall  be  forgotten  in 
the  land  of  Egypt ;  and  the  famine  shall  consume4  the 

31 ,  land;  And  the  plenty  shall  not  be  known  in  the  laud 
because  of  that  famine  afterwards ;  for  it  shall  be  very 

3.2  heavy.  And  for  that  the  dream  was  repeated  unto  Pha¬

33  and  God  hasbeneth  to  do  it.  Now  therefore  let  Pharaoh

34  the  land  of  Egypt  Let  Pharaoh  do  this,  and  let  him 
appoint  overseers  over  the  land,  and  take  up  the  fifth 
part  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in  the  seven  jears  of  plenty. 

35  And  let  them  store  up  all  the  food  of  those  good  years 
that  come,  and  pile  up  com  under  the  hand  of  Pharaoh, 

36  for  food  in  the  cities  and  let  them  keep  it.  And  the 
food  shall  be  as  a  charge  for  the  land  against  the  seven 
years  of  famine,  which  shall  be  in,  the  land  of  Egypt ; 

37  that  the  land  be  not  cut  off  through  the  famine.  And 
the  thing  was  good  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and  in  the 

1  when  they  hul  come  into  their  Inwards.  s  eight.  5  cane.  *  finish.  *  see. 
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38  eyes  of  all  his  servants.  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  his 
servants.  Can  we  find  such  a  me  as  this  is,  a  man  in 

39  whom  the  Spirit  of  God  is?  And  Pharaoh  said  unto 
Joseph,  Since  God  hath  made  all  this  known  unto  thee, 

40  there  is  none  so  discreet  and  wise  as  thou  art:  Thou 
shalt  be  over  my  house,  and  to  thee  shall  all  my  people  do 
homage:1  only  in  the  throne  will  I  be  greater  than  thou. 

41  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  See,  I  have  set3  thee 

42  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt  And  Pharaoh  took  off3  his 
ring  from  his  hand,  ana  put4  it  upon  Joseph’s  hand,  and 
clothed  him  in  garments  of  line  linen,  and  put  a  gold  • 

43  collar  about  his  neck ;  And  he  made  him  to  ride  in  the 
carriage  of  the  second  in  rank  which  he  had;  and 
they  called  before  him,  Abrech:  and  he  set*  him. 

44  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt  And  Pharaoh  said  uuto 
Joseph,  I  am  Pharaoh,  hut  without  thee  shall  no  man 

45  lift  up  his  hand  or  foot  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt  And 
Pharaoh  called  Joseph’s  name  Zaphnath-paaneah ;  and 
he  gave  him  to  wife  Asenath  the  daughter  of  Poti- 
pherah  priest  of  On.  And  Joseph  went  out  over  ail 

46  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  Joseph  teas  thirty  years  old 
when  he  stood;  before  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  And

48  Aud  he  stored  up  all  the  food  of  the  seven  years  which

49  every  city,  laid"  he  up  in  the  midst  thereof.  And  Joseph

And 
unto  Joseph  were  born  two  sons  before  the  year  of

And  Joseph  called 
the  name  of  the  firstborn  Manasseh :  For  God,  said  he, 
hath  effaced  from  my  mind  all  my  trouble,  and  all  my

Ephraim:  For  God  hath  ckused  me  to  be  fruitful  in  the 

53  landofmy  misery.  And  the  seven  years  of  plenty,  that 

54  was  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  were  finished  And  the  seven 

1  upon  thy  mouth  shill  til  ray  people  kue*  2  given*  3  removed.  4  gave, 

*  made. 
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years  of  famine  began  to  come,  according  os  Joseph  had 
said :  and  the  famine  was  in  all  lands ;  -bat  in  alt  the  land 

55  of  Egypt  there  was  bread.  And  when  all  the  land  of 
Egypt  was  famished,  the  people  cried  to  Pharaoh  for 
bread:  and  Pharaoh  said  unto  all  Egypt,  Go  unto 

56  Joseph;  what  he  sail h  to  you,  do.  Aiul  the  famine 
was  over  all  the  face  of  the  earth:  and  Joseph  opened 
all  the  places  that  had food  in  them,  and  told  grain  unto 
the  Egyptians  ;l  and  the  famine  waxed  sore3  in  the  land 

57  of  Egypt  And  ail  the  earth  came  into  Egypt  to  Joseph 
for  to  buy  grain ;  because  that  the  famine  was  sore2  in 
all  the  eartlL 

Ciiap.  XLII. 

1  Now  when  Jacob  saw  that  there  was  a  sale  of  corn  in 
Egypt,  Jacob  said  unto  his  sons.  Wherefore  do  ye  look 

2  to  yourselves?  And  he  said.  Behold,  I  have  heard 
that  there  is  a  sale  of  corn  in  Egypt:  go  down  thither, 
and  buy  grain  for  us  from  thence ;  that  we  may  live, 

3  and  not  die.  And  Joseph’s  ten  brethren  went  down

17  if  not,  by  the  life  of  Pharaoh  surely  ye  ere  spies:  And 

18  he  put  them  all  together3  into  ward  three  days.  And 
Joseph  said  unto  them  the  third  day.  This  do,  that  ye 

1 9  may  live ;  for  I  fear  God :  If  ye  be  trustworthy,  let  one 
of  your  brethren  be  bound  in  the  house  of  your  ward ; 
go  ye,  carry4  a  purchase  of  grain  for  the  famine5  of  your 

20  houses :  But  bring  your  youngest1  brother  unto  me ; 
so  shall  your  words  be  verified,  and  ye  shall  not  die. 

2 1  And  they  did  so.  And  they  said,  one  to  another,*  We 
are  verily  guilty  concerning  our  brother,  in  that  we  saw 
the  distress  of  his  :Soul,  when  he  implored  us,  and  we 
would  not  hear ;  therefore  is  this  distress  come  upon

.30  and  told  him  all  that  befell  unto  them;  saying.  The 
man,  the  lord  of  the  land,  spake  roughly  to  us,  and  took3 

31  us  for  spies  of  the  land.  And  we  said  unto  him.  We  are 

32  trustworthy ;  we  are  no  spies :  We  be  twelve  brethren, 
sons  of  our  father ;  one  is  not,  and  the  youngest4  is  t his 

33  day  with  our  father  in  the  land  of  Canaan.  And  the 
man,  the  lord  of  the  land,  said  unto  us.  Hereby  shall  I 
know  that  ye  are  trustworthy;  place  one  of  your  breth¬ 
ren  with  me,  and  take  food  for  the  famine*  of  your 

34  houses,  and  go.  And  bring  your  youngest1  brother 
unto  me :  then  shall  I  know  that  ye  are  no  spies,  but

7  that  ye  had  .  yet  a  brother?  And  they  said,  the  man 
asked  us  strictly  concerning  ourselves,  and  our  kindred, 
saying,  Is  your  father  yet  alive?  have  ye  another 
brother?  and  we  told  him  according  to  the  tenor1  of 
these  words:  could  we  certainly  know  that  he  would 

8  say.  Bring  your  brother  down?  And  Judab  said  unto 
Israel  his  father,  Send  the  lad  with  me,  and  we  will 
arise  and  go ;  that  we  may  live,  and  not  die,  hoth  we, 

9  and  thou,  and  also  our  little  ones.  I  will  be  surety  for 
him;  at  mj  hand  shalt  thou  seek  him:  if  I  bring  him 
not  unto  thee,  and  set  him  before  thee,  then  I  shall  have 

10  sinned  against  thee  all  my  days:  For  had  we  nut 

1 1  lingered,  surely  now  wc  had  returned  twice.  And  their 
father  Israel  said  unto  them,  If  so,  now  do  this ;  take  of 
the  best  fruits||  in  the  land  in  your  vessels,  and  bring 
down  to  the  man  a  present,2  a  little  balm,  and  a  little 
honey,  spices, ||  and  lahdaniun,|  nuts,  and  almonds; 

12  And  take  double  money  iu  your  hand;  and  the  money 
that  was  restored  in  the  mouth  of  your  bags,  restore  by 

13  youTown  hand;  peradventurc  it  was  an  oversight:  Take 

14  also  your  brotber,  and  arise,  return  unto  the  man :  And 
God  Almighty  give  you  compassion  before  the  man  that 
he  may  send  away  your  other  brother,  and  Benjamin. 
If  I  am  to  he  bereaved  of  children,  let  me  be  bereaved 

15  of  children.  And  the  men  took  that  present,2  and 
they  took  double  money  in  their  hand,  and  Benjamin; 
ana  rose,  and  went  down  to  Egypt,  and  stood  before 

16  Joseph.  And  when  Joseph  saw  Benjamin  with  them, 
he  said  to  him  who  was  over  his  house.  Bring  these 
men  into  the  house,,  and  kill,  and  prepare;  for  these 

17  men  shall  eat  with  me  at  noon.  And  the  man  did  as 
Joseph  said;  and  the  man  brought  the  men  into 

18  Joseph’s  house.*  And  the  men  were  afraid,  because 

1  month  z  an  oblation* 


2  G 
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they  wero  brought  into  Joseph's  house ;  and  they  said, 
Because  of  the  money  that  was  restored  in  our  bags  pre¬ 
viously  ore  we  brought  in ;  that  he  may  seek  occasion1 
against  us,  and  fall  upon  us,  and  take  us  for 

19  servants,  and  our  asses.  And  they  stepped  near  to 
the  man  who  was  over  Joseph’s  house,  and  they  spake 

20  with  him  at  the  entrance  of  the  house,  And  said,  O 
my  lord,  we  came  indeed  down  previously  to  buy  grain 

21  for  food:  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  we  came  to  the 
lodging-place,  that  we  opened  our  bags,  and,  behold, 
evert/  man’s  money  was  in  the  mouth  of  his  bag,  our 
money  in  its  full  weight :  and  we  liave  brought3  it  back  in 

22  our  hand.  And  other  money  have  we  brought  down  in 
our  hands  to  buy  grain  for  food :  we  know  not  who  put 

23  our  money  m  our  bags.  And  he  said,  Peace  be  with  you, 
Fear  not :  your  God,  and  the  God  of  your  father,  hath 
given  you  a  hidden  treasure  in  your  bags:  Your  money 
came  to  me.  And  he  brought  Simeon  out  unto  them. 

24  And  the  man  brought  the  men  into  Joseph's  house,  and 
gave  them  water,  and  they  laved  their  feet ;  and  be  gave 

25  their  asses  provender.  And  they  prepared  the  present* 

.  against  Joseph  came  at  noon :  fur  they  heard  that  they 

26  should  eat  bread  there.  And  when  Joseph  came  into 
the  house,  they  brought  him  the  present,8  which  was  in 
their  hand  into  the  house,  and  prostrated  themselves 

27  to  him  to  the  earth.1  And  he  asked  them  of  Uieir 
welfare4  and  said,  Is  there  peace  with  your  father,  the  old 

28  man  of  whom  yc  spake  ?  Is  he  yet  alive  ?  And  they 
answered,  Peace  is  with-  thy  servant  our  father,  he  is  yet 
alive.  And  they  bowed  down  their  heads,  and  pros- 

29  trated  themselves.  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  ana  saw 
his  brother  Benjamin,  his  mother’s  son,  and  said,  Js  this 
your  younger5  brother,  of  whom  ye  spake8  unto  me? 

30  And  he  said,  God  be  gracious  unto  thee,  my  son.  And 
Joseph  made  haste ;  for  his  compassion  was  excited  to¬ 
wards  his  brother :  and  he  sought  where  to  weep,  and 

3 1  he  came  into  his  chamber,  and  wept  there.  And  he 
laved  his  face,  and  went  oat,  and  refrained  himsclfj  and 

32  said,  Set  on7  bread.  And  they  set  on7  for  him  alone, 
and  for  them  alone,  and  for  the  Egyptians,  who  did  cat 
with  him  alone:  because  the  Egyptians  could  not  eat 
bread  with  the  Hebrews;  for  that  is  an  abomination 

l  roll  himself,  1  restored,  *  an  oblation.  4  peaea  1  little.  4  said.  7  j>ul 
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22  unto  the  Egyptians.1  And  they  sat  before  him,  the 
firstborn  according  to  his  birthright,  and  the  youngest 
according  to  his  youth :  and  the  men  marvelled  one  at 

34  another.8  And  one  bore  presents  unto  them  from  before 
his  face ;  but  Benjamin’s  present  was  five  times  as  much 
as  the  presents  of  all  of  them.  And  they  drank,  and 
were  merry*  with  him. 

Chap.  XLTV, 

1  Ajtd  he  commanded  him  that  was  over  his  house,  say¬ 
ing,  Fill  the  men's  bags  with  food,  as  much  8$  they  can 
bear,  and  put  every  man's  money  in  his  bag’s  mouth. 

2  And  put  my  goblet,  the  silver  goblet,  in  the  Bag’s  mouth 
of  the  youngest,4  and  the  money  for  his  purchase  of  corn. 
And  he  did  according  to  the  word  that  Joseph  had 

3  spoken.  When  the  morning  was  light,  the  men  were 

4  sent  away,  they  and  their  asses.  When  they  were  gone 
out  of  the  city,  they  were  not  yet  far,  Joseph  said  unto 
him  that  was  over  his  house,  Arise,  pursue  the  men ; 
and  when  thou  dost  overtake  them,  say  unto  them, 

5  Wherefore  have  ye  repaid  evil  for  good?  Is  not  this  it 
in  which  my  lord  drinketh,  and  whereby  indeed  he 
divincth?  ye  have  done  evil  In  that  ye  have  doue. 

6  And  he  overtook  them,  and  he  spake  uuto  them  these 

7  words.  And  they  said  unto  him,  Wherefore  speaketh 
my  lord  these  words  ?  It  were  unworthy  of  thy  servants 

8  to  do  according  to  this  thing;  Behold,  the  money, 
which  wc  found  in  our  bags’  mouths,  we  restored  uuto 
thee  out  of  the  land  of  Canaan ;  how  then  should  wc 

0  steal  out  of  thy  lord's  house  silver  or  gold  ?  With 
whomsoever  of  thy  servants  it  be  found,  let  him  die, 

10  and  we  also  will  be  my  lord's  servants.  And  he  said. 
It  were  right  to  he  according  unto  your  words :  never¬ 
theless  he  only  with  whom  it  is  found  shall  be  my  servant; 

U  butye  shall  be  guiltless.  Then  they  hastened  and  hrought 
down  every  man  his  bag  to  the  earth,  and  opened  every 

12  man  his  bag.  And  he  searched,  and  began  at  the  eldest,6 
and  finished  at  the  yonngest;4  and  the  goblet  was  found 

13  in  Benjamin’s  bag.  Then  they  rent  their  outer-garments, 
and  laded  every  man  his  ass,  and  returned  to  the  city. 

U  And  Judah  and  his  brethren  came  to  Joseph’s  house; 

1  ■'  <i  man  to  liis  fellow.  6  cirii!ilk€u.  *  little.  *  yrcat, 
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while  he  was  yet  there :  and  they  fell  before  him  on  the 

15  earth;  And  Joseph  said  unto  mem.  What  deed  is  this 
that  yc  have  done  ?  did  ye  not  know  that  such  &  man 

16  os  I  can  certainly  divine  ?  And  Judah  Said,  What  shall 
we  say  unto  my  lord  ?  what  shall  we  speak  ?  or  how 
shall  wc  justify  ourselves?  God  hath  found  out  the 
iniquity  of  thy  servants :  behold,  we  are  my  lord's  ser¬ 
vants,  both  we,  and  he  also  in  whose  hand  the  goblet  is 

17  found.  And  he  said,  It  were  unworthy  of  me  to  do  so: 
but  the  man  in  whose  hand  the  goblet  is  found,  he  shall 
be  my  servant ;  and  as  for  you,  go  you  tip  in  peace  unto 

.  vour  father. 


18  Then  Judah  stepped  near  unto  him,  and  said.  Oh 
my  lord,  let  thy  servant,  I  pray  thee,  speak  a  word  in 
my  lord’s  ears,  and  let  not  thy  wrath  glow  against  thy 

19  servant:  for  thou  art  even  as  Pharaoh.  My  lord  asked 
his  servants,  saying.  Have  ye  a  father,  or  a  brother  ? 

20  And  we  said  unto  my  lord,  Wc  have  an  old  father, 
and  a  little  child  of  his  old  age;  and  his  brother 

is  dead,  and  he  alone  is  left  of  his  mother,  and  his 

21  father  loveth  him.  And  thou  saidst  unto  thy  servants. 
Bring  him  down  unto  me,  that  1  may  set1  mine  eyes 

22  upon  him.  And  we  said  unto  my  lord.  The  lad  can¬ 
not  leave  his  father:  for  tjfhe  should  leave  his  father, 

23  he  would  die.  And  thou  saidst  unto  thv  servants. 
Except  your  youngest3  brother  come  down  with  you,  yc 

24  shall  sec  my  race  no  more.8  And  it  came  to  pass  when 
we  came  up  unto  thy  servant  my  father,  we  told  him  the 

25  words  of  my  lord.  And  our  father  said,  Go  again,4  buy 

26  us  a  little  food.  And  we  said.  We  cannot  go  down: 
if  our  youngest3  brother  be  with  us,  then  will  we  go 
down :  for  we  may  not  see  the  man’s  face,  except  our 

27  youngest3  brother  be  with  us.  And  thy  servant  my 
father  said  unto  us.  Ye  know  that  my  wife  bare  me  two 

28  sons:  And  the  one  went  out  from  me,  and  i  said, 
Surely  he  is  torn  in  pieces;  and  1  saw  him  not  since: 

29  And  if  ye  take  this  also  from  me,  and  mischief  befall 
biin,  ye  shall  bring  down  my  gray  hairs  with  evil  to  the 


'  put.  *  little.  3  not  continue  to  tee  my  face.  1  return. 
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30  grave.  Now  therefore  when  I  come  to  thy  servant  my 
lather,  and  the  lad  be  not  with  us ;  at  his  soul  is  bound 

3 1  up  in  the  lad's  soul :  It  shall  come  to  pass,  when  he 
seeth  that  the  lad  is  not  with  us,  that  he  will  die :  and 
thy  servants'  shall  bring  down  the  gray  hairs  of  thy 

32  se  want  our  father  with  sorrow  to  the  grave.  For  thy 
servant  became  surety  for  the  lad  unto  my  father,  say¬ 
ing,  If  I  bring  him  not  unto  thee,  then  I  shall  have 

33  sinned  against  my  father  for  ever.1  Now  therefore,  I 
pray  thee,  let  thy  servant  abide  instead  of  the  lad  a 
servant  to  my  lord;  and  let  the  lad  go  up  with  his 

34  brethren.  For  how  shall  I  go  up  to  my  father,  and  the 
lad  be  not  with  me  ?  lest  peradventure  f  see  the  evil  that 
shall  come  on3  my  father. 

Chap.  XLV. 

1  Then  Joseph  could  not  refrain  himself  before  all  them 
that  stood3  by  him ;  and  he  called.  Let  every  man  go  out 
from  me.  And  there  stood  no  man  with  him,  while 

2  Joseph  made  himself  known  unto  his  brethren.  And  he 
wept  aloud:4  and  the  Egyptians*  and  the  house  of 

3  Pharaoh  heard  it.  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren,  I 
am  Joseph ;  doth  my  father  yet  live  P  And  his  brethren 
could  not  answer  him;  for  they  were  amazed  at  his 

4  presence.  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren.  Step 
near  to  me,  I  pray  you.  And  they  stepped  near.  And 
he  said,  I  um  Joseph  your  brother,  whom  ye  sold  into 

5  Egypt.  Now  therefore  be  notgrieved,  nor  angry  with 
yourselves,6  that,  ye  sold  me  hither:  for  God  did  send  me 

0  before  you  for  the  preservation  of  life.  For  these  two 
years  hath  the  famine  been  in  the  land :  and  yet  there  are 
five  years,  in  which  there  shall  neither  be  ploughing  nor 

7  harvest  And  God  sent  me  before  you  to  prepare  for  you 
a  subsistence7  in  the  earth,  and  to  save  your  lives  by  a  great 

8  deliverance.  So  now  it  was  not  you  that  sent  me  hither, 
but  God :  and  he  hath  made3  me  a  father  to  Pharaoh, 
and  lord  of  all  his  house,  and  a  ruler  throughout  all  the 

9  land  of  Egypt.  Haste  ye,  and  go  up  to  my  father,  and 
say  unto  him,  Thus  saith  thy  son,  Joseph,  God  hath 

*  all  il.ivs.  -  Sitd.  3  were  placed.  *  gave  bis  voice  in  weeping.  6  Egypt, 

■'  nor  let  it  glow  in  your  eyes.  1  put  fur  you  a  remnant.  0  put. 
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made1  me  lord  of  all  Egypt :  come  down  unto  me,  tarry9 

10  not:  And  tbou  sbait  abide  in  the  land  of  Goshen,  and 
thou  shalt  be  near  unto  me!  thou,  and  thy  children,  and 
thy  children's  children,  and  thy  flocks,  and  thy  herds, 

1 1  and  all  that  thou  hast;  And  there  will  I  nourish  thec ; 
for  yet  there  are  five  years  of  famine ;  lest  thou,  and  thy 
house  Ao&f,  and  all  mat  thou  hast,  be  impoverished. 

12  And,  l>ehold,  your  eyes  see,  and  the  eyes  of  my  brother 
Benjamin,  that  it  is  my  mouth  that  speaketh  unto  you. 

1 3  Anti  ye  shall  tell  my  father  of  all  my  glory  in  Egypt, 
and  of  all  that  ye  have  seen ;  and  ye  shall  haste  and 

14  bring  down  my  father  hither.  And  he  fell  upon  his 
brother  Benjamin's  neck,  and  wept ;  and  Benjamin  wept 

15  upon  his  neck.  Moreover  he  Kissed  all  his  brethren, 
and  wept  upon  them :  and  after  that  his  brethren  spake 

16  with  him.  And  the  fame®  there  of  was  heard  in  Pharaoh’s 
house,  saying,  Joseph’s  brethren  are  come ;  and  it  was 
good  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh  and  in  the  eyes  of  his 

17  servants.  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  Say  unto 
thy  brethren.  This  do  ye;  lade  ytmr  beasts,  and  go, 

18  come  unto  the  land  of  Canaan;  And  take  your  fatliei 
and  your  hous ekoUU,  and  come  unto  me :  and  I  will  give 
you  the  best  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  ye  shall  eat  the 

1 9  fat  of  the  land.  Now  thou  art  commanded,  this  do  yc ; 
take  you  wagons  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  for  your  little 
ones,  and  for  your  wives,  and  bring4  your  father,  and 

20  come.  Also  regard  not  your  stuffy  for  the  best  of  all 

2 1 '  the  land  of  Egypt  is  youris.  And  the  children  of  Israel 

did  so :  and  Joseph  gave  them  wagons,  according  to  the 
command®  of  Pharaoh,  and  gave  mem  provision  for  the 

22  way.  To  all  of  them  he  gave  each  man  changes  of 
raiment;7  but  to  Benjamin  he  gave  three  hundred 

23  pieces  of  silver,  and  five  changes  of  raiment.7  And  to 
his  father  he  sent  after  this  manner ;  ten  asses  bearing 
of  the  best  things  of  Egypt,  and  ten  she  asses  bearing 
com  and  bread  and  sustenance  for  his  father  by  the 

24  way.  So  he  sent  his  brethren  away,  and  they  went : 
and  he  said  unto  them.  See  that  ye  be  not  agitated  by 

25  the  way.  And  they  went  up  out  of  Egypt,  and  came 

26  into  the  land  of  Canaan  unto  Jacob  their  father.  And 
told  him,  saying,  Joseph  is  yet  alive,  and  he  is  ruler 

1  i>ut.  3  stand.  J  voice.  1  bear.  u  aud  your  eyes  ibalt  nut  >p*ie  jour 

vessels.  6  mouth.  7  outer-garmcpU. 
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over  all  the  land  of  Egypt  And  Jacob's  heart  con- 

27  tinued  cold*'  for  he  believed  them  not  And  they  spake 
to  him  all  the  words  of  Joseph,  which  he  had  said  unto 
them:  and  when  he  saw  the  wagons  which  Joseph  had 
sent  to  bear  him,  the  spirit  of  Jacob  their  father  revived : 

28  And  Israel  said*  It  is  enough ;  Joseph  my  son  is  yet 
alive :  I  will  go  and  see  him  before  I  die. 

Chap.  XL VL 

1  And  Israel  journeyed  with  all  that  he  had*  and  came  to 
Beer-sheba,  and  sacrificed  sacrifices  unto  the  God  of  his 

2  father  Isaac.  And  God  said  unto  Israel  in  the  visions1 
of  the  night*  and  said*  Jacob*  Jacob.  And  he  said*  Here 

3  am  L  A  nd  he  said*  I  am  the  mighty  God,  the  God  of  thy 
father :  fear  not  to  go  down  into  Egypt ;  for  I  will  there 

4  make2  of  thee  a  great  nation :  I  will  go  down  with  thee 
into  Egypt;  and  I  myself  will  also  surely  bring  thee  up 
again :  and  Joseph  snail  set2  his  hand  upon  thine  eyes. 

5  And  Jacob  rose  from  Beer-sheba :  and  the  sons  of  Israel 
carried2  Jacob  their  father,  and  their  little  ones,  and 
their  wives,  in  the  wagons  which  Pharaoh  had  sent  to 

6  carry4  him.  And  they  took  their  cattle,  and  their  sub¬ 
stance,  which  they  had  gotten  in  the  land  of  Canaan* 
and  came  into  Egypt,  Jacob*  and  all  his  seed  with 

7  him:  His  sons,  and  his  sons9  sons  with  him,  his 
daughters,  and  his  sons’  daughters*  and  all  his  seed 
brought  he  with  him  into  Egypt 

6  And  these  are  the  names  of  the  children  of  Israel, 
who  came  into  Egypt,  Jacob  and  his  sons:  Reuben, 

0  Jacob’s  firstborn.  And  the  sons  of  Reuben ;  Ilanoch, 

10  and  Phallu,  and  Hczron,  and  Canui.  And  the  sous  of 
Simeon;  Jemucl,  and  Jamin,  and  Ohad,  and  Jachin* 
and  Zahar,  and  Shaul,  the  son  of  the  Cauuanitish 

1 1  woman.  And  the  sons  of  Levi ;  Gershon,  Kohath, 

12  and  Merari.  And  the  sons  of  Judah:  Er*  and  Onan* 
and  Shcliih,  and  Pharcz,  and  Zarah :  but  Er  and  Onan 
died  in  the  land  of  Canaan.  And  the  sons  of  Pharez 

13  were  Hczron  and  Hamul.  And  the  sons  of  Issachar, 

14  Tola,  and  Phuvah,  and  Job,  and  Shimron.  And  the 

15  sons  of  Zcbulun ;  Sercd,  and  Elon,  aud  J  ah  led.  These 

‘  1  splits  *  put.  Mute.  1  bear. 
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art  the  sons  of  Leah,  whom  she  bare  unto  Jacob  in 
JPadan-aram,  with  his  daughter  Dinah :  all  the  souls  of 

1 6  bis  sons  and  his  daughters  were  thirty  and  three.-  .  And 
the  sons  of  Gad;  Zipbion,  and  Haggi,  Shuni,  and 

17  Ezbon,  Eri,  and  Arodj,  and  Arcli.  And  the  sons  of 
Asher;  Jimnah,  and  Ishoah,  and  Ism,  and  Beriah,  and 
Serah  their  sister :  and  the  sons  of  Beriah ;  Heber,  and 

18  Malchiel.  These  are  the  sons  of  Zilpah,  whom  Laban 
gave  to  Leah  his  daughter,  and  these  she  bare  unto 

19  Jacob,  even  sixteen  souk.  The  sons  of  Rachel  Jacob’s 

20  wife;  Joseph,  and  Benjamin.  And  unto  Joseph  in  the 
land  of  Egypt  were  born  Manasscb  and  Ephraim,  whom 
Ascnath  the  daughter  of  Poti-pherah  priest  of  On  bare 

2 1  unto  him.  Ana  the  sons  of  Benjamin  were  Belah,  and 
Becher,  and  Asbbel,  Gera,  ana  Naaman,  Ehi,  and 

22  Rush,  Muppim,  and  Huppim,  and  Ard.  These  are  the 
sons  of  Racnel,  who  were  bom  to  Jacob:  all  the  souls 

23  were  fourteen.  And  the  sons  of  Dau;  Hushim. 

24  And  the  sons  of  Naphtali;  Jahzeel,  and  Guni,  and 

25  Jezer,  and  Shillein.  These  are  the  sons  of  Bilhah, 
whom  Laban  gave  unto  Rachel  his  daughter,  and  she 

20  bare  these  unto  Jacob:  all  the  souls  were  seven.  All 
the  souls  that  came  with  Jacob  into  Egypt,  that  came 
ont  of  his  loins,1  besides  Jacob’s  sons’  wives,  all  the 

27  souls  were  threescore  and  six;  And  the  sons  of  Joseph, 
who  were  bom  him  in  Egypt,  were  two  souls :  all  the 
souls  of  the  house  of  Jacob,  which  came  into  Egypt, 
toerc  threescore  and  ten. 

28  And  he  sent  Judah  before  him  unto  Joseph,  to  direct1 
him  unto  Goshen;  and  they  came  into  the  land  of 

29  Goshen.  And  Joseph  made  ready3  his  carriage,  and 
went  up  towards  Israel  his  father,  to  Goshen,  ana  when 
he  appeared  before  him,  he  fell  on  his  neck,  and  wept 

30  on  bis  neck  a  good  while.4  And  Israel  said  unto 
Joseph,  Now  I  will'/am  die,  since  I  have  seen  thy  face, 

31  because  thou  art  yet  alive.  And  Joseph  said  unto  his 
brethren,  and  unto  bis  father’s  house,  I  will  go  up,  and 
tell  Pharaoh,  and  say  unto  him.  My  brethren,  and  my 
father’s  house,  which  were  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  are 

32  come  unto  me ;  And  the  men  are  shepherds,3  for  they 
have  been  cattle  keepers  ;®  and  they  have  brought  their 

33  flocks,  and  their  herds,  and  all  that  they  have.  And  it 

1  tbigb.  *  teach.  3  hound.  *  further.  3  berdmea  of  flocks.  8  men  of  cattle. 
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shall  come  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh  shall  call  you,  and  shall 
84  say,  What  fir  your  occupation  71  That  ye  Shall  say,  ’Thy 
servants  hive  been  cattle  keepers2. from  our  youth  even 
until  now,  both  we,  a$d  also  our  lathers':  in  order  that

1  Then  Joseph  came  and  ttfld  Pharaoh,  and  said.  My 
lather  and  my  brethren,  and  their  flocks,  and  their 
herds,  and  all  that  they  have,  are  come  out  of  the  land 
of  Canaan ;  and,  behold,  they  ore  in  the  land  of  Goshen. 

2  And  he  took  some6  of  his  brethren,  even  five  men,  and 

3  presented6  them  unto  Pharaoh.  And  Pharaoh  said 
unto  his  brethren.  What  is  your  occupation  V  And  they 
said  unto  Pharaoh,  Thy  servants  are  shepherds,4  both 

4  we,  and  also  our  fathers.  They  said  moreover  unto 
Pharaob,  To  sojourn  in  tbe  land  are  we  come ;  for  thy 
servants  have  no  pasture  for  their  flocks ;  for  the  famine 
is  heavy  in  the  land  of  Canaan:  now  therefore,  we 
pray  thee,  let  thy  servants  abide  in  the  land  of  Goshen. 

5  And  Pharaoh  spake  unto  Joseph,  saying,  Thy  father 

6  and  thy  brethren  are  come  unto  thee:  Tbe  land  of 
Egypt  ig  before  thee;  in  the  best  of  the  land  settle 
thy  father  and  brethren;  in  the  land  of  Goshen 
let  them  abide :  and  if  thou  knowest  any  men  of  activity8 
among  them,  then  make10  them  rulers11  over  my  cattle. 

7  And  Joseph  brought  in  Jacob  his  father,  and  presented 

6  him  to  Pharaoh:  and  Jacob  blessed  Pharaoh.  And 

Pharaoh  said  unto  J  acob,  how  many  are  the  days  of  the 

9  years  of  thy  life?  And  Jacob  said  unto  Pharaoh,  The 
days  of  the  years  of  my  pilgrimage11  are  an  hundred  and 
thirty  years :  few  ana  evil  have  the  days  of  tbe  years 
of  my  life  been,  and  have  not  attained13  unto  the  days 
of  the  years  of  the  life  of  my  lathers  in  the  days  of  their 

10  pilgrimage. u  And  Jacob  "blessed  Pharaoh,  and  went 

11  out  from  before  Pharaoh.  And  Joseph  settled  his 
father  atid  hie  brethren,  and  gave  them  a  possession  in 
the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  best  of  the  land,  in  the 

12  land  of  Rameses,  as  Pharaoh  had  commanded.  And 

*  arc  your  deeds*  *  men  of  cattle*  3  feeder  of  a  (luck.  4  Egypt.  *  tfce 
extremity*  *  set.  7  deed*  8  feeders  of  flodta.  ®  force*  pot* 

1  '■  as  officers*  15  sojourning*.  overtaken* 
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Joseph  supported  his  father,  and  his  brethren,  and  all 
his  father’s  nouseAo&f,  with  bread,  according  to  their  little 

13  ones.  And  there  was  no  bread  in  all  the  laud;  for  the 
famine  was  very  heavy,  so  that  the  land  of  Egypt  and 
all  the  land  of  Canaan  fainted  by  reason  of  the  famine. 

14  And  Joseph  collected  all  the  money  that  was  found  in 
the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  for  the 
corn  which  they  bought:1  and  Joseph  brought  the 

1 5  money  into  Pharaoh’s  house.  And  when  the  money 
was  exhausted  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  land  of 
Canaan,  all  the  Egyptians3  came  unto  Joseph,  and  said. 
Give  ns  bread :  for  why  should  we  die  in  thy  presence  ? 

16  for  the  money  is  at  an  cud.  And  Joseph  said.  Come 
give  your  cattle ;  and  I  will  give  you  for  your  cattle,  if 

1 7  money  is  at  an  end.  And  they  brought  their  cattle 
unto  Joseph:  and  Joseph  gave  them  bread  in  exchange 
for  horses,  and  for  the  flocks,3  and  for  the  cattle  of  the 
herds,  and  for  the  asses :  and  he  fed4  them  with  bread 

1 8  for  all  their  cattle  for  that  year.  When  that  year  was 
ended,*  they  came  unto  him  the  second  year,  and 
said  unto  him,  Wc  will  not  withhold  from  my  lord, 
that  our  money  is  exhausted;  my  lord  also  hath  our 
herds  of  cattle:0  nothing  remains  before  my  lord,  but 

19  our  bodies,  and  our  ground;  Wherefore  shall  wc  die 
before  thine  eyes,  both  we  and  our  mound  ?  buy7  os  and 
our  ground  for  bread,  and  we  ana  oar  ground  will  be 
servants  unto  Pharaoh:  and  give. vs  seed,  that  we  may 

20  live,  and  uot  die,  that  the  ground  be  not  desolate.  And 
Joseph  obtained  all  the  ground  of  Egypt  for  Pharaoh; 
for  tne  Egyptians  sold  every  man  his  neld,  because  the 
famine  prevailed  over  them  :®  so  the  land  became  Pha- 

21  raoh’s.  And  as  for  the_people,  he  caused  them  to  pass 
into  cities  from  one  extremity  of  the  boundaries  of 

22  Egypt  even  to  the  other  extremity  thereof.  Only  the 
ground  of  the  priests  obtained  he  not ;  for  the  priests 
had  a  portion9  from  Pharaoh,  and  did  eat  their  portion9 
which  Pharaoh  gave  them:  wherefore  they  sold  not 

23  their  ground.  Then  Joseph  said  unto  Uic  people. 
Behold,  1  have  obtained  you  this  day  and  your  ground 
for  Pharaoh :  lo,  here  is  seed  for  you,  and  ye  shall  sow 

24  the  ground.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  increase, 

1  tut  ihe  rpurch;i3c  of  ?rrain  for  winch  purchased  grain.  1  Kgypt.  *  cattle 

ot  docks.  1  conducted.  *  exhausted.  *  caulo  of  bcasta*  1  obuiu* 

0  was  strong,  9  statute. 
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H  x 

that  ye  shall  give  theftfth  part  unto  Pharaoh,  $nd  four 
parts  shall  be  your  own,  for  seed  of  the  field,  and'  for 
your  food,  and  for  them  of  your  House/toWs,  and  for  food 

25  for  your  little  ones.  And  they  said,  Thou  hast  saved 
our  lives;  let  us  find  favour  in  jihg  eyes  of  my  lord,  and 

26  we  will  be  Pharaoh’s  servants.  Ana  Joseph  made1  it  a 
statute  over  the  land*  of  Egypt  unto  this  (fay,  that  Pha¬ 
raoh  should  have  the  fifth  part}  except  the  ground  of 

27  the  priests  oolv,  whieh  became  not  Pharaoh’s,  And  Israel 
abode  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  country  of  Goshen ; 
and  they  had  possessions3,  therein,  and  were  fruitful, 

28  and  multiplied  exceedingly.  And  Jacob  lived  in  the 
land  of  Egypt  seventeen  years ;  so  the  days  of  Jacob,  the 
years  of  his  life,  were  an  hundred  forty  and  seven  years: 

29  And  when  the  days  of  Israel’s  death  approached,  he 
called  his  son  Joseph,  and  said  unto  him.  If  now  I  have 
found  favour  in  thy  eyes,  put,  I  pray  thee,  thy  hand 
under  my  thigh,  that  thou  wilt  shew*  me  mercy  and 

30  truth  ;  bury  me  not,  I  pray  thee,  in  Egypt .  But  I  will 
He  with  my  fathers,  ana  thou  shalt  bear  me  from  Egypt, 
and  bury  me  in  their  burying-place.  And  he  said,  twill 

31  do  according  to  thy  words.  And  lie  said,  .  Swear  unto 
me.  And  he  aware  unto  him.  And  Israel  prostrated 
himself  upon  the  bed’s  head. 


Chap.  XLVI1L 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  one  said  to 
Joseph,  Behold,  thy  father  is  sick :  and  he  took  with  him 

2  his  two  sons,  Manasseh  and  Ephraim.  And  one  told 
Jacob,  and  said,  Behold,  thy  son  Joseph  cometh  unto 
thee :  and  Israel  strengthened  himself,  and  sat  upon  the

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5  seed  after  thee  for  a  possession  henceforth.  Anti  now 
thy  two  sons,  who  were  born  unto  thee  in  the  land  of 
Egypt  before  I  came  unto  thee  into  -Egypt,  are  mine ; 
as  Reuben  and  Simeon,  shall  Ephraim  and  Manas- 

6  seh,  be  mine.  And  thy  issue,1  which  thou  begettest 
after  them,  shall  be  thine,  and  ahall  be  called  after  the 

7  name  of  their  brethren  in  their  inheritance.*  And  as 
for  me,  when  I  came  from  Padan,  Rachel  died  by  me 
in  the  land  of  Canaan  in  the  way,  when  yet  there  was 
but  a  kibrath  of  land  to  come  unto  Ephrath:  and  I 
buried  her  there  in  the  way  of  Ephrath ;  the  same  is 

8  Beth-lehem,.  And  Israel  saw  Joseph’s  sons,  and  said, 

9  Who  are  these  9  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  father, 
They  are  my  sons,  whom  God  hath  given  me  in  this 
place.  And  ne  said.  Bring2  them,  I  pray  thee,  unto  me, 

10  and  I  will  bless  them.  Now  the  eyes  of  Israel  were 
dim8  from  old  age,  so  that  he  could  not  see*  And  he 
made  them  step  near  unto  him ;  and  he  kissed  them, 

11  and  embraced  them.  And  Israel  said  unto  Joseph,  1 
had  not  contemplated  to  see  thy  face :  and,  to,  God  hath 

12  shewed  me  also  thy  seed.  And  Joseph  brought  them

And 
Joseph  said  unto  his  father,  Not  so,  my  father :  for  this 
if  the  firstborn ;  put  thy  right  hand  upon  his  head. 

19  And  his  father  refused,  and  said,  I  know  it,  my  son,  I 

*  kindred,  a  take-  *  heavy,  *  nostrils,  5  tent*  6  messenger- 
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know  it ;  he  also  shall,  become .  a  people,  and  he 
shall  be  great :  but  truly  his  younger  brother  ahull  be 
greater  than  he,  and  his  seed  shall  become  a  multitude1 

20  of  nations.  And  he  blessed  them  that  day,  saying.  In 
thee  shall  Israel  bless,  saying,  God  make*  thee  as  Eph¬ 
raim  and  as  Manasseh :  and  he  put  Ephraim  before 

21  Manasseh.  And  Israel  said  unto  Joseph,  Behold,  I 
die :  but  God  shall  be  with  you,  and  restore  you  unto 

22  the  land  of  your  fathers.  Moreover  I  have  given  to  thee 
one  portion*  above  thy  brethren,  which  I  took  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  Amorite  with  my  sword  an/i  with  my  bow. 

Chap.  XLIX. 

1  And  Jacob  called  unto  his  sons,  and  said,  Gather  your¬

1 1  pies.*  Binding  unto  the  vine  his  foal,  and  to  the  vine 
branchthe  young  ofhis  she  ass;  he  washed  in  wine  his 

12  attire,  and  in  the  blood  of  grapes  his  raiment;*  His 
eyes  are  red)  from  wine,  ana  the  whiteness  of  his  teeth 
is  with  milk. 

*  fuitoes*.  3  put  *  shoulder*  *  store.  *  hear.  *  ruing*  1  toava, 

*  vessels.  *  one  of  a  her fl.  hard*  ]l  son* 
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13  Zebnlun  towards  the  coast  of  seas  shall  dwell;  and 
he  shall  be  for  an  haven1  of  ships;  and  Ills  border*  shall 
be  unto  Zidon. 

14  Issachar  is  a  bony  ass  crouching  between  the  foldsf 

15  And  he  saw  that  repose  tons  good,  and  the  land  that  it 
teas  pleasant;  and  he  inclined  his  shoulder  to  receive 
the  burthen,  and  became  a  servant  unto  tribute. 

16  Baa  shall  pronounce  judgment  on  his  people,  as  one 

1 7  of  the  tribes  of  Israel.  Dan  shall  be  a  serpent  by  the 
way,  a  viperfl  In  the  path,  that  biteth  the  horse  heels,  so 

18  that  his  rider  shall  fall  backward.  I  hope  for  thy  aid, 

19  0  Eternal.  Gad,  an  assailing  troop  shall  assail  him: 

20  but  he  shall  assail  the  heel.  Out  of  Asher  comcth 
his  fat  bread,  and  he  shall  give  dainties  for  a  king. 

21  Nap  h tali  is  a  hind  sent  forth :  he  giveth  sayings  of  plea- 

22  san  mess.  A  son  of  fruitfulness  is  Joseph,  even  a  son  of 
fruitfulness  by  a  well3:  daughters  tread  on  the  wall : 

23  And  they  embittered  him  and  were  numerous;  and 

24  the  arc  Lera*  were  hostile  to  Him.  But  his  bow  abideth 
in  strength,6  and  the  arms  of  his  hands  remain  supple 
and  vigorous  by  the  hands  of  the  mighty  God  of  Jacob ; 
from  thence  he  became  the  feeder,  the  stone  of  Israel:

28  All  these  ore  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel:  and  this  is  it 
‘  that  their  father  spake  unto  them,  when  he  blessed 

them;  every  man  according  to  his  blessiug  he  blessed 

29  them.  And  he  commanded  them,  and  said  unto  them, 
I  am  to  be  gathered  unto  my  people :  bury  me  with  my 
fathers  in  the  cave  that  is  in  the'flcld  of  Ephron  the

8  the  land  of  Egypt,  And  all  the  house  of  Joseph,  and 
his  brethren,  and  his  father’s  house:  only  their  little 
ones,  and  their  docks,  and  their  herds,  they  left?  in  the

And 
Joseph  returned  into  Egypt,  he,  and  his  brethren,  and 
all  that  went  up  with  him  to  bury  his  father,  after  he 

15  had  buried  his  father.  And  when  Joseph’s  brethren 
saw  that  their  father  was  dead,  they  Bftid,  Joseph  will 
pe  rad  venture  be  hostile  to  us,  and  will  certainly  requite1 

16  us  all  the  evil  which  we  did  unto2  him.  And  they 
commanded  some  to  go  unto  Joseph,  saying,  Thy  faLher 

17  did  command  before  his  death,  saying,  So  shall  ye 
say  unto  Joseph,  Forgive,3  pray,  the  trespass  ot 
thy  brethren,  and  their  sin;  for  they  did4  unto  thee 
evil:  and  now,  pray,  forgive3  the  trespass  of  the 
servants  of  the  God  of  thy  Either.  And  Joseph  wept 

18  when  they  spake  unto  him.*  And  his  brethren  also  went 
and  fell  down  before  him;  and  they  said .  Behold,  we 

1 9  are  thy  servants.  And  Joseph  said  unto  them,  Few  not; 

20  for  am  I  instead  of  God  ?  Though  ye  thought  evil 
against  me,  God  thought  it  for  good;  in  order  to  do  as 

21  at  this  day,  to  preserve  numerous  people  alive.  Now 
therefore  fear  ye  not :  I  will  support  you  and  your  little 
ones.  Thus  he  comforted  them,  and  spake  kindly  unto 

22  them.3  And  Joseph  abode  in  Egypt,  he,  and  his 
father’s  house :  and  Joseph  lived  an  hundred  and  ten 

23  years.  And  Joseph  saw  Ephraim's  children  of  the 
third  generation :  the  children  'also  of  Machir  the  son  of 
Manasseh  were,  when  children,  upon  Joseph's  knees. 

24  And  Joseph  said  unto  his  brethren,  I  die ;  and  God 
will  surely  visit  you,  and  bring  you  out  of  this  land  unto 
the  land  which  he  sware  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to 

25  Jacob,  And  Joseph  adjured  the  children  of  Israel, 
saying,  God  will  surely  visit  you,  and  ye  shall  bring  up 

26  my  bones  from  hence.  So  Joseph  died,  being  an  hun¬ 
dred  and  ten  years  old;3  and  they  e  nab  aimed  him,  and 
he  was  put  in  a  coffin7  in  Egypt.

And  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  were  fruitful,  and  increased  abundantly, 
and  multiplied,  and  waxed  exceeding  mighty;  and  the 

8  land  was  filled  with  them.  Now  there  arose  a  new 

9  king  over  Egypt,  who  knew  not  Joseph.  And  he  said 
unto  his  people.  Behold,  the  people  of  the  children  of 
Israel  are  more  numerous  and  powerful  than  we: 

10  Come  on,  let  us  deal  wisely  with  them;  lest  they  mul¬ 
tiply,  and  it  come  to  pass,  that,  when  there  falleth  out3 
any  war,  they  be  added  also  to  our  haters,  and  fight 

1 1  against  us,  or  go  np  out  of  the  land.  Therefore  they 
did  set1  over  them  officers  of  tribute  to  afflict  them  with 
their  burdens.  And  they  built  for  Pharaoh  store  cities^ 

12  Pithom  and  Raineses.  And  as  they  afflicted  them, 
bo  they  multiplied  and  grew.*  And  they  were  liar- 

13  rassed  because  of  the  children  of  IsraeL  And  the 
Epyptians  made  the  children  of  Israel  to  serve  with 

14  rigour:  And  they  made  their  lives  bitter  with  hard 
service,  in  slime  and  in  bricks,  and  in  all  manner  of 

1  put.  s  bunt  forth.  *  they  call. 
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service  in  the  field :  all  their  service,  wherein  they  made 

15  them  serve,  was  with  rigour.  And  the  king  of  Egypt 
spake  to  the  Hebrew  midwives,  of  whom  the  name  of 
the  one  was  Shiphrah,  and  the  name  of  the  second 

16  Push :  And  he  said,  When  ye  do  the  office  of  a  mid¬ 
wife  to  the  Hebrew  women,  and  see  upon  the  stools  ;l 
if  it  be  a  son,  then  ye  shall  put  him  to  death :  but  if  it 

17  be  a  daughter,  then  she  shall  live.  But  the  midwives 
feared  God,  and  did  not  as  the  king  of  Egypt  spake  to 

18  them,  but  saved  the  children  alive.  And  the  king 
of  Egypt  called  for  the  mid  wives,  and  said  unto 
them.  Why  have  ye  done  this  thing,  and  have  saved 

19  the  children  alive?  And  the  midwives  said  unto 
Pharaoh,  Because  the  Hebrew  women  are  not  as  the 
Egyptian  women ;  for  they  are  vigorous,2  and  bear  ere 

20  the  midwives  come  unto  them.  Therefore  God  dealt 
well  with  the  mid  wives:  and  the  people  multiplied,  and 

2  L  waxed  very  mighty.  And  it  came  to  pass,  because  the 

22  midwives  feared  God,  that  he  made  them  houses.  And 
Pharaoh  commanded  all  his  people,  saying,  Every  son 
that  is  bom  ye  shall  cast  into  the  river,  and  every 
daughter  ye  shall  save  alive, 

Chap.  IL 

1  Now  there  had  gone  a  man  of  the  house  of  Levi,  and 

2  had  taken  to  wife  a  daughter  of  Levi.  And  the  woman 
was  pregnant,  and  bare  a  son :  and  when  she  saw  him 
that  he  was  good ly,  she  concealed  him  three  months. 

3  And  when  she  could  no  longer  conceal  him,  she  took 
for  him  an  ark8  of  paper-reed,  and  daubed  it  with  bitu¬ 
men  and  with  pitch,  and  put  the  child  therein ;  and  she 

4  put  it  in  the  dags  by  the  river's  brink.4  And  his  sister 
placed  herself  afar  off,  to  know  what  would  be  done  to 

5  him.  And  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh  went  down  to  lave 
at  the  river ;  and  her  damsels  walked  by  the  river’s  side  ;s 
and  when  she  saw  the  ark1  among  the  dags,  she  sent  her 

6  maid-servant  and  she  took  it.  And  when  she  had 
opened  it,  she  saw  it — the  child :  and,  behold,  it  was  a 
weeping  bov.  And  she  pitied  him,  and  said.  This  is 

1  f, me  of  the  Hebrews’  children.  Then  said  his  sister  to 

Pharaoh’s  daughter,  Shall  I  go  and  call  to  thee  n 
a  two  stones.  1  a’ive.  *  cb«t.  *  lip.  s  hand. 
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nursing-woman  of  the  Hebrews,  that  she  may  suckle 

8  the  child  for  thee  ?  And  Pharaoh’s  daughter  said  to 
her,  Go.  Aud  the  young  woman  went  and  called  the 

9  child's  mother.  And  Pharaoh’s  daughter  said  unto 
her,  Take  this  child  away,  and  suckle  it  for  me,  and  I 
will  give  thee  thy  hire.  And  the  woman  took  the 

10  child  and  suckled  it  And  the  child  grew,  and  she 
brought  him  unto  Pharaoh’s  daughter,  and  he  became 
as  her  son.  And  she  called  his  name  Moses :  and  she 

1 1  said,  Because  1  pulled  him  out  of  the  water.  And  it 
came  to  pass  in  those  days,  when  Moses  was  grown, 
that  he  went  out  unto  his  brethren,  and  saw  their  bur¬ 
dens  :  and  he  saw  an  Egy ptian-man  smiting  an  Hebrew- 

12  man,  one  of  his  brethren.  And  he  turned  this  way  and 
that  way,2  and  when  he  saw  that  there  was  no  man,  he 
smote  the  Egyptian  to  death ,  and  secreted  him  in  the 

1 3  sand.  And  wtien  he  went  out  the  second  day,  behold, 
two  men  of  the  Hebrews  strove  together:  and  he  said 
to  the  guilty  one,8  Wherefore  smitest  thou  thy  fellow  ? 

14  And  he  said,  Who  made4  thee  a  personage8  an  officer,  or  a 
judge  over  us?  intendest6  thou  to  slay  me,  as  thou  slewest 
the  Egyptian  ?  And  Moses  feared,  and  said.  Surely  the 

15  thing  is  ltnown.  Now  when  Pharaoh  heard  this  thing, 
he  sought  to  slay  Moses.  But  Moses  Bed  from  the 
face  of  Pharaoh,  aud  abode  in  the  land  of  Midian :  and 

Hi  he  sat  down  by  a  well  Now  the  priest  of  Midian  had 
seven  daughters :  and  they  came  and  drew  water,  and 
filled  the  gutters  to  give  their  father's  flock  drink. 

17  And  the  shepherds  came  and  drove  them  away:  but 
Moses  arose  and  saved  them,  and  gave  drink  to  their 

IS  flock.  And  wheu  they  came  to  -Keuel  their  father,  he 

19  said.  Why  have  ye  come  so  hastily  to  day  ?  And  they 
said.  An  Egyptian-man  delivered  us  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  shepherds,  and  also  drew  water  enough  for  us,  and 

20  gave  drink  to  the  flock.  And  he  said  unto  his 
daughters,  And  where  u  he?  wherefore  have  ye  left7 

2 1  the  man  ?  call  him,  that  he  may  eat  bread.  Auu  Moses 
was  content  to  abide  with  the  man :  and'  he  gave  Moses 

22  Zipporah  his  daughter.  And  she  bare  kirn  a  son,  and 
he  called  his  name  Gershom ;  for  he  said,  I  have  been 
a  stronger  in  a  strange8  land. 

1  suckling1.  *  thus  and  thus,  *  wicked.  1  put,  8  man.  e  safest. 

1  foruken.  *  an  alien 
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23  And  it  came  to  pass  in  process  of  time,1  that  the  king 
of  Egypt  died :  and  the  children  of  Israel  sighed  by 
reason  of  the  service,  and  they  cried,  and  their  cry  for 
help  came  up  unto  God  by  reason  of  the  service. 

24  And  God  heard  their  groaning,  and  God  remembered 
his  covenant  with  Abraham,  with  Isaac,  and  with 

25  Jacob.  And  God  saw  the  children  of  Israel,  and  God 
knew  their  affliction. 


Chap.  IIL 

1  Now  Moses  fed  the  flock  of  Jethro  his  father-in-law, 
the  priest  of  MidLan :  and  he  led  the  flock  behind  die 
desert,  and  came  to  the  mountain  of  God,  even  to 

2  Horeb.  And  the  angel3  of  the  Eternal  appeared  unto 
him  in  a  flame  of  Are  out  of  the  midst  of  a  bush: 
and  he  saw,  and,  behold  the  bush  burned9  with  fire, 

3  ftud  the  bush  tea s  not  devoured.*  And  Moses  said,  I 
will  just  depart,  and  see  this  great  sight,  why  the  bush 

4  is  not  consumed.  And  when  the  Eternal  saw  that  be 
departed  to  see,  God  called  unto  him  out  of  the  midst 
of  the  bush,  and  said,  Moses,  Moses.  And  he  said,  Here 

5  am  I.  And  he  said.  Approach  not  hither :  put  off  thy 
shoes  from  thy  feet,  for  the  place  whereon  thou 

6  staudest  is  holy  ground.4  Moreover  he  said,  I  am  the 
God  of  thy  father,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of 
Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jaeob.  And  Moses  screened  bis 

7  face ;  for  he  was  afraid  to  look  upon  God.  And  the 
Eternal  said,  I  have  surely  seen  the  affliction  of  my 
people  who  are  in  Egypt,  and  have  heard  their  cry  by 

reason  of  their  taskmasters ;  for  I  know  their  sorrows ; 

8  And  I  am  come  down  to  deliver  them  out  of  the  hand 
of  the  Egyptians,  and  to  briog  them  up  out  of  that 
land  unto  a  good  and.  large  land,  unto  a  land  flowing 
with  milk  and  honey :  unto  the  place  of  the  Canaanites, 
and  the  Hittites,  and  the  Amorites,  and  the  Perizzites, 

9  and  the  Hivites,  and  the  Jebuaites.  Now  therefore, 
behold,  the  cry  of  the  children  of  Israel  is  come  unto 
me :  and  I  have  also  seen  the'  oppression  wherewith  the 

1  daring  those  many  days*  *  messenger*  *  max  consuming* 

4  ground  of  hfliijwsa. 
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10  Egyptians  oppress  them.  Come  now  therefore,  and  I 
will  send  thee  unto  Pharaoh,  that  thou  mayest  bring 
forth  my  people  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt. 

11  And  Moses  said  unto  God,  Who  am  I,  that  I  should  go 
unto  Pharaoh,  and  that  I  should  bring  forth  the  clul- 

12  dren  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt  ?  And  be  said.  Because  I 
will  be  with  thee ;  and  this  shall  be  a  sign  unto  thee, 
that  I  have  sent  thee:  When  thou  hast  brought  forth 
the  people  out  of  Egypt,  ye  shall  serve  God  upon  this 

13  mountain.  And  Moses  said  unto  God,  Behold,  when 
I  come  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  shall  say  unto 
them,  The  God  of  your  fathers  hath  sent  me  unto  you : 
and  they  shall  say  to  me,  What  is  his  name  ?  what  shall 

14  I  say  unto  them?  And  God  said  unto  Moses,  I  AM 
THAT  I  AM ;  and  he  said,  Thus  shalt  thou  say  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  I  AM  hath  sent  me  unto  you. 

15  And  God  said  moreover  unto  Moses,  Thus  shalt  thou 
say  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  The  Eternal,  the  God  of 
your  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Jsaia, 
and  the  God  of  Jacob,  hath  sent  me  unto  you: 
this  is  my  name  for  ever,  and  this  is  my  memo- 

16  rial  unto  all  generations.2  Go,  and  gather  the 

elders  of  Israel  together,  and  say  unto  mem,  The 
Eternal  God  of  your  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  of 
Isaac,  and  of  Jacob,  appeared  unto  me,  saying,  I  have 
surely  visited  you,  and  seen  that  which  is  done  to  you  in 

1 7  Egypt :  And  I  have  said,  I  will  bring  you  up  out  of  the 
affliction  of  Egypt  unto  the  land  of  tne  Canaanites,  and 
the  Hittites,  and  the  Amoritcs,  and  the  Perizzitcs,  and 
the  Hivites,  and  the  Jcbusites,  unto  a  land  flowing  with 

1 8  in  ilk  and  honey.  And  they  shall  hearken  to  thy  voice : 
and  thou  shalt  come,  thou  and  the  elders  of  Israel,  unto 
the  king  of  Egypt,  and  ye  shall  say  unto  him.  The 
Eternal  God  oftne  Hebrews  hath  happened  to  meet 
us:  and  now  let  us  go,  we  pray  wee,  three  days* 
journey8  into  the  desert,  that  we  may  sacrifice  to  the 

1 9  Eternal  our  God.  And  I  know  that  the  king  of  Egypt 

20  will  not  let4  you  go,  not  even  by  a  strong  hand.  And  I  will 
stretch  out2  my  hand,  and  smite  the  Egyptians  with  all  my 
wonders  which  I  will  do  among  them :  and  after  that 

2 1  he  will  let  you  go.  And  I  will  give  this  people 
favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  Egyptians :  and  it  shall  come 
to  pass,  that,  when  ye  go  ye  shall  not  go  empty: 

3  generation  generation.  3  v/ay,  *  give.  £  scad. 
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22  But  every  woman  shall  ask  of  her  neighbour,  and  of  her 
tkatsojourneth  in  her  house,  vessels  or  silver,  and  vessels 
of  gold,  and  raiment:1  and  ye  shall  put  them  upon 
your  sons,  and  upon  your  daughters ;  and  ye  shall  spoil 
the  Egyptians 

Chap.  IV. 

1  And  Moses  answered  and  said.  But,  behold,  they  will 
not  believe  me,  nor  hearken  unto  my  voice:  for  they 
will  say  the  Eternal  hath  not  appeared  unto  thee. 

2  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him,  What  is  that  in  thine 

3  hand  ?  And  he  said,  A  stall  And  he  said.  Cast  it  on 
the  e'ftrth.  And  he  cast  it  on  the  earth,  and  it  became 

4  a  serpent;  and  Moses  ran  away  from  before  it.  And 
the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Put  forth3  thine  hand,  and 
seize  it  by  its  tail.  And  he  putforth3  his  hand,and  laid  hold 

5  of  it,  and  it  became  a  staff  in  his  hand  That  they  may 

believe  that  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers,  die  God  of 
Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacoh,  hath 

3  appeared  unto  thee.  And  the  Eternal  said  furthermore 
unto  him.  Bring  now  thine  hand  into  thy  bosom.  And 
he  brought  his  hand  into  his  bosom:  and  when  he 
brought  it  out,  behold,  his  hand  was  leprous  as  snow. 

7  And  he  said.  Put8  dune  hand  into  thy  bosom  again. 
And  he  put0  his  hand  into  his  bosom  again;  and 
brought  it  out  of  his  bosom,  and,  behold,  it  had  returned 

8  as  his  other  flesh.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  they 
will  not  believe  thee,  neither  hearken  to  the  voice  of 
the  first  sign,  that  they  will  believe  the  voice  of  the 

9  latter  sign.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  they  will  not 
believe  also  these  two  signs;  neither  hearken  unto  thy 
voice,  that  thou  ahalt  tnkm  of  the  water  of  the  river,  and 
pour  it  upon  the  dry  land:  and  the  water  which  thou 
takest  out  of  the  river  shall  become  blood  upon  the  dry 

10  land.  And  Moses  said  unto  the  Eternal,  Pardon,  my 
Lord,  I  am  not  a  mau  of  words,  neither  heretofore/  nor 
since  thou  hast  spoken  unto  thy  servant :  but  I  am  slow 

1 1  of  speech0  and  of  a  slow9  tongue.  And  the  Eternal  said 
unto  him,  Who  hath  made10  man’s  mouth?  or  who 
maketh11  the  dumb,  or  dea£  or  the  open-eyed,  or  the 

12  blind?  have  not  I  the  Eternal?  Now  therefore  go, 
and  I  will  be  with  thy  mouth,  and  teach  thee  what  thou 

13  shalt  say.  And  he  said.  Pardon,  my  Lord,  send,  I  pray 

1  outer  garment.  *  lend.  3  seat.  *  hollow.  *  restore.  *  testored. 

7  from  yesterday  nor  from  before  yesterday.  8  of  a  heavy  mouth, 

*  5  hcflvv.  18  put.  11  putteth. 
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14  thee,  by  the  hand  of  him  whom  thou  wilt  send.  And 
the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  slowed  against  Moses,  and  he 
said,  Is  not  Aaron  the  Levite  thy  brother?  I  know 
that  he  can  speak  well  And  also,  behold,  he  goeth 
forth  towards  thee :  and  when  he  seeth  thee,  he  will  be 

15  glad  in  his  heart.  And  thou  shall  speak  unto  him, 
aud  put  the  words  in  his  mouth :  and  I  will  be  with 
thy  mouth,  and  with  his  mouth,  and  will  teach1  you 

16  what  ye  shall  do.  And  he  shall  speak  for  thee  unto 
the  people :  and  he  shall  be,  even  he  shall  be  to  thee 
instead  of  a  mouth,  and  thou  shalt  be  to  him  instead  of 

17  God.  And  thou  shalt  take  this  staff  in  thine  hand, 

18  wherewith  thou  shalt  do  the  signs.  And  Moses  went 
and  returned  to  Jethro  his  father-in-law,  and  said  unto 
him,  Let  me  go,  I  pray  thee,  and  return  unto  my 
brethren  who  are  in  Egypt,  and  see  whether  they  be 
yet  alive.  And  Jethro  said  to  Moses,  Go  in  peace. 

1 9  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses  in  Midian,  Go,  return 
into  Egypt:  for  all  the  men  are  dead  who  songht  thy 

20  life.3  And  Moses  took  his  wife  and  his  sons,  and 
made  them  ride  upon  the  ass,  end  he  returned  to  the 
land  of  Egypt:  ana  Moses  took  the  staff  of  God  in  his 

21  hand.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  When  thou 
goest  to  return  into  Egypt,  see  that  thou  do  all  the 
wonders  before  Pharaoh,  which  I  have  put  in  thine 
hand :  but  I  will  suffer  his  heart  to  be  biard3,  that  he 

22  shall  not  let  the  people  go.  And  thou  shalt  say 
unto  Pharaoh,.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Israel  is  my  son, 

23  even  my  firstborn:  And  I  say  unto  thee,  Let  my 
son  go,  that  he  may  serve  me :  and  if  thou  refuse  to 
let  him  go,  behold,  I.  will  slay  thy  son,  even  thy 

24  firstborn.  And  it  came  to  pass  oy  the  .way  in 
the  lodging  place,  that  the  Eternal  met  him,  and 

25  sought  to  put  him  to  death.  Than  Zippora  took  a 
sharp  stone,  and  cut  off  the  foreskin  of  her  son,  and 
cast  it  at4  his  feet,  and  said.  Surely  a  bridegroom  of 

26  blood  art  thou  to  me.  •  So  he  loosened  his  hold  ofhim : 
then  she  said,  A  bridegroom  of  blood  thou  art,  because 
of  circumcisions. 

27  And  the  Eternal  said  to  Aaron,  Go  into  the  desert 
towards  Moses.  And  he  went,  and  met  him  in 

28  the  mountain  of  God,  and  kissed  him.  And  Moses 
told  Aaron  all  the  words  of  the  Eternal  who  had  sent 

:  shoot.  -  soul.  3  strong  *  made  it  ioucli, 
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him,  and  all  the  rigns  which  he  had  commanded  him. 

29  And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  and  gathered  together  all 

30  the  elders  of  the  children  of  Israel :  And  Aaron  spake 
all  the  words  which  the  Eternal  had  spoken  unto 
Muses,  and  did  the  signs  in  the  eyes  of  the  people. 

3 1  And  the  people  believed :  and  when  they  heard  that 
the  Eternal  had  visited  the  children  of  Israel,  and  that 
he  had  seen  their  affliction,  then  they  bowed  their  heads 
and  prostrated  themselves. 

Chap.  V, 

1  And  afterwards  Moses  and  Aaron  came  and  said  unto 
Pharaoh,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Let 
my  people  go,  that  they  may  hold  a  feast  unto  me  in 

2  the  desert.  And  Pharaoh  said,  Who  u  the  Eternal, 
whose  voice  I  am  to  obey,  to  let  Israel  go  ?  I  know 

3  not  the  Eternal,  neither  will  I  let  Israel  go.  And 
they  said,  The  God  of  the  Hebrews  hath  happened  to 
meet  us :  let  us  go,  we  pray  thee,  three  days’  journey1 
into  the  desert,  and  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal  our  God ; 
lest  he  light  on  us  with  pestilence,  or  with  the  sword. 

4  And  the  king  of  Egypt  said  unto  them.  Wherefore  do 
ye,  Moses  and  Aaron,  disturb  the  people  from  their 

5  works :  go  yc  unto  your  burdens.  And  Pharaoh  said, 
Behold,  the  people  of  the  land  now  are  many,  and  yc 

6  make  them  leave  off  their  burdens.  And  Pharaoh 
commanded  the  day  the  taskmasters  of  the  people, 

7  and  their  bailiffs,  saying.  Ye  shall  not  continue  to 
give  the  people  straw  to  make  bricks,  as  heretofore:1 

8  let  them  go  and  gather  straw  for  themselves.  And  the 
proportion  of  the  bricks  which  they  did  make  hereto¬ 
fore,3  ye  shall  put  upon  them ;  ye  shall  not  diminish 
ought  thereof :  for  they  are  idle ;  therefore  they  cry, 

9  saying.  Let  us  go  and  sacrifice  to  our  God.  Let  the 
service  be  hard  upon  the  men,  that  they  may  labour8 

10  therein;  and  let  them  not  regard  vain  words.  And 
the  taskmakers  of  the  people  went  out,  and  their  bailiffs, 
and  they  spake  to  the  people.  Baying,  Thus  saith 

1 1  Pharaoh,  I  will  not  give  you  straw.  Go  ye,  take  to 
yourselves  straw  where  ye  can  find  it:  yet  not  ought4 

1  way.  *  yesterday  before  yesterday.  *  do.  4  word. 
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12  of  your  service  shall  be  diminished.  So  the  people 
were  scattered  abroad  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt 

1 3  to  gather  stubble  for  straw.  And  the  taskmasters  urged 
them,  saying,  Finish  your  works,1  your  daily  tasks,*  as 

14  when  there  was  straw.  And  the  harKflfci  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  whom  Pharaoh’s  taskmasters  had  put  over 
them,  were  smitten,  saying,  Wherefore  have  ye  not 
finished  your  task8  in  making  bricks,  both  yesterday  and 

15  to-day,  as  heretofore.4  Then  the  b&ilifis  of  the  children 
of  Israel  came  and  cried  unto  Pharaoh,  saying.  Where - 

16  fore  dost  thou  thus  with  thy  servants?  There  is  no 
straw  given  onto  thy  servants,  and  they  Bay  to  us,  Make 
brick :  and,  behold,  thy  servants  are  smitten ;  but  the 

]  7  fault  is  in  thine  own  people.  But  he  said,  Ye  are  idle, 
ye  are  idle :  therefore  ye  say,  Let  us  go  and  sacrifice  to 

18  the  EternaL  Go  therefore  now,  and  serve ;  for  there 
shall  no  straw  he  given  you,  yet  ahal!  ye  give  the 

10  amount  of  bricks.  And  the  bailiffs  of  the  children  of 
Israel  did  see  that  they  were  in  evil  case ,  being  obliged 
to  sfty.  Ye  shall  not  diminish  ought  from  your  bricks  of 

20  your  daily  task.4  And  they  met  Moses  and  Aaron, 
who  stood  in  the  way,8  as  they  came  forth  from 

21  Pharaoh :  And  they  said  unto  them,  The  Eternal  look 
upon  you,  and  judge ;  because  ye  have  made  our  odour 
to  he  abhorred8  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and  in  the  eyes 
of  his  servants,  to  put  a  sword  in  their  hand  to  slay  us. 

22  And  Moses  returned  unto  the  Eternal,  and  said.  Lord,

23  fore  is  it  that  thou  hast  sent  me  P  For  since  I  came  to 
Pharaoh  to  speak  in  thy  name,  he  hath  done  evil  to  tills 
people ;  neither  hast  thou  delivered  thy  people  at  alL 

Chap.  VL 

1  Tuen  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Now  skalt  thousee  what 
I  will  do  to  Pharaoh :  for  with  a  strong  hand  shall  he  send 
them  away,  and  with  a  strong  hand  shall  he  drive  them  out 

2  of  Ids  laud.  And  God  spake  unto  Moses,  and  said  unto 

3  him,  I  cm  the  Eternal.  And  I  appeared  unto  Abraham, 

Meeds.  *  the  word  of  a  day  od  its  day.  9  statute.  4  as  yesterday,  before 
yesterdsy,  also  yesterday,  also  today.  5  were  placed  towards  them. 

*  to  slink. 
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unto  Isaac,  and  unto  Jacob,  by  the  name  God  Almighty, 
but  by  my  name,  the'  Sternal,  was  I  not  known  to 

4  them.  And  I  have  also  established  my  covenant  with 
them,  to  give  them  the  land  of  Canaan,  the  laud  uf  their 

5  sojouroings,  wherein  they  sojourned.  And  I  have  also 
heard  the  groaning  of  the  children  of  Israel,  whom 
Egypt  causes  to  serve;  and  I  have  remembered  my 

6  covenant.  Wherefore  Bay  unto  the  children  of  Israel, 

I  am  the  Eternal,  and  I  will  bring  you  out  from  under 
the  burdens  of  the  Egyptians,  and  I  will  deliver  you  out 
of  their  service,  and  X  will  redeem  you  with  a  stretched 

7  out1  arm,  and  with  great  judgments:  And  I  will 
take  you  to  me  for  a  people,  and  I  will  be  to  you  a  God: 
and  ye  shall  know  that  1  am  the  Eternal  your  God,  who 
bringeth  you  out  from  under  the  burdens  of  Egypt. 

8  And  I  will  briog  you  unto  the  -  land,  concerning 
which  I  did  swear2  to  give  it  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac, 
and  to  Jacob ;  and  I  will  give  it  you  fur  an  heritage : 

9  I  am  tbe  Eternal.  And  Moses  spake  so  unto  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel:  but  they  hearkened  not  unto  Moses 
through  anguish3  of  spirit,  and  through  hard  service. 

10  II  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Go4  in, 
speak  unto  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  that  he  send  the 

12  children  of  Israel  out  of  his  land.  And  Moses  spake 
before  the  Eternal,  saying,  Behold,  the  children  of  Israel 
have  not  hearkened  unto  me;  how  then  shall  Pharaoh 
hear  me,  who  am  of  uncircumcised  lips  ? 

13  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron, 
and  commanded  them  concerning  the  children  of  Israel, 
and  concerning  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  to  bring  the 
children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

14  These  are  the  heads  of  their  fathers*  houses:  The 
sons  of  Reuben  the  firstborn  of  Israel ;  Hanoch,  and 
Pallu,  Hezron,  and  Carmi:  these  are  the  families  of 

15  Reuben.  And  the  son£  of  Simeon;  Jemuel,  and 
Jamin,  and  Ohad,  and  Jachin,  and  Zohar,  and  Shaul 
the  son  of  the  Canaanitish  woman :  these  are  the  fanti- 

16  lies  of  Simeon.  And  these  are  the  names  of  the  sons 
of  Levi  according  to  their  generations ;  Gershon,  and 
Kohath,  and  Merari:  and  the  years  of  the  life  of  Levi 

17  were  an  hundred  thirty  and  seven  years.  Tbe  sons  of 

1  bd  inclined.  3  lifted  up  my  bend.  3  shortness  1  conic. 
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Gershon ;  Libni,  and  Shimi,  according  to  their 

18  families.  And  the  sansofKohath:  Amram,  and  Izhar, 
and  Hebron  and  Uzziel :  and  the  years  of  the  life  of 

19  Kohath  were  an  hundred  thirty  and  three  years.  And 
the  sons  of  Meraii ;  Mahli  and  Mushi :  these  are  the 

20  families  of  Levi  according  to  their  generations.  And 
Am  ram  took  to  himself  Jochet>ed  his  aunt  to  wife ; 
and  she  bare  him  Aaron  and  Moses :  and  the  years 
of  the  life  of  Amram  were  an  hundred  and  thirty 

21  and  seven  years.  And  the  sons  of  Izhar;  Korah,  and 

22  Ncpheg,  and  Zichri.  And  the  sons  of  Uzziel;  Misbael, 

23  and  Elzaphan*  and  ZithrL  And  Aaron  took  to  him¬ 
self  Elisheha,  daughter  of  Amminadab,  sister  of  Naashon, 
to  wife ;  and  she  bare  him  Nadab*  and  AJbihu*  Eleazar, 

24  and  Ithamar.  And  the  sons  of  Korah;  Asair,  and 
Elkanah,  and  Abiasaph :  these  are  the  families  of  the 

2Ci  Korhita.  And  Eleazar  Aaron’s  son  took  to  himself 
one  of  the  daughters  of  Putiel  to  wife :  and  she  bare  him 
Phinehaa :  these  are .  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the 

26  Levi  tea  according  to  their  families.  These  are  that 
Aaron  and  Moses,  to  whom  the  Eternal  said*  Bring  out 
the  children  of  Israel  from  the  land  of  Egypt  according 

27  to  their  hosts.  These  are  they  who  spake  to  Pharaoh 
king  of  Egypt,  to  bring  out  the  children  of  Israel  from 

28  Egypt :  these  are  that  Moses  and  Aaron.  And  it  came 
to  pass  on  the  day  when  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses 

29  in  the  land  of  Egypt  That  the  Eternal  spake  unto 
Moses,  saying,  I  am  the  Eternal :  speak  thou  unto 
Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  all  that  I  impart  unto  thee. 

30  And  Moses  said  before  the  Eternal*  Behold*  I  am  of 
uncircumcised  lips*  and  how  shall  Pharaoh  hearken 
unto  me? 


Chap.  VIL 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses*  See*  I  have  made1 
thee  like  a  god  to  Pharaoh :  and  Aaron  thy  brother  shall 

2  be  thy  prophet  Thou  shalt  speak  all  that  I  command 
thee  :  and  Aaron  thy  brother  shall  speak  unto  Pharaoh* 
that  he  send  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  his  land. 

3  And  I  will  allow  Pharaoh's  heart  to  harden*  and  mul¬ 
tiply  my  signs  and  my  wonders  in  the  land  of  Egypt. 

1  ;jiven« 
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4  But  Pharaoh  mil  not  hearken  unto  you,  and  I  mil  lay1 
my  hand  upon  Egypt,  and  bring  forth  my  hosts, — my 
people  the  children  of  Israel,  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt 

5  by  great  judgments.  And  Egypt  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal,  when  I  stretch  forth*  mine  hand  against  Egypt, 
and  bring  out  the  children  of  Israel  from  the  midst  of 

fi  them.  And  Moses  and  A  mod  did  as  the  Eternal  com- 

7  manded  them,  so  did  they.  And  Moses  wag  fourscore 
years  old,8  and  Aaron  fourscore  and  three  years  old4 
when  they  spake  unto  Pharaoh. 

8  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron, 

9  saying,  When  Pharaoh  shall  speak  unto  you,  saying, 
Shew4  a  wonder  for  you:  then  thou  shalt  say  unto 
Aaron,  Take  thy  8taf£  and  cast  it  before  Pharaoh, 

10  and  it  shall  become  a  serpent.8  And  Moses  and 
Aaron  came  in  unto  Pharaoh,  and  they  did  so  as  the 
Eternal  had  commanded:  and  Aaron  cast  down,  his 
staff  before  Pharaoh,  and  before  his  servants,  and 

11  it  became  a  serpent.8  Then  Pharaoh  also  called  the 
wise  men  and.  the  sorcerers:  now  the  engravers  of 
hieroglyphics  of  Egypt,  they  also  did  in  like  manner 

12  with  their  secret  arts,  For  they  cast  down  every  man 
his  stafli  and  they  became  serpents :*  but  Aaron’s  staff 

13  swallowed  their  staves.  But  Pharaoh’s  heart  was  hard,7 
and  he  hearkened  not  unto,  them :  as  the  Eternal  had 

14  said.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Pharaoh’s  heart 

15  is  hardened,8  herefoseth  to  let  the  people  go.  Go  unto 
Pharaoh  in  the  mornings  lo,  he  goeth  out  unto  the 
water ;  and  thou  shalt  place  thyself  by  the  river's  brink8 
towards  him ;  and  the  staff  which  was  turned  into  a 

16  serpent  shalt  thou  take  in  thine  hand.  And  thou 
shalt  say  unto  him,  The  Eternal  God  of  the  Hehrews 
hath  sent  me  unto  thee,  saying,  Send  away  my  people, 
that  they  may  serve  me  in  the  desert :  and,  behold, 

17  hitherto  thou  wouldest  not  hear.  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  In  this  thou  shalt  know  that  I  dm  the  Eternal : 
behold,  I  will  smite  with  the  staff  that  £s  in  mine  hand 
upon  the  waters  which  are  in  the  river,  and  they  shall 

18  be  turned  into  blood.  -  And  the  fish  that  is  in  the  river 
shall  die,  and  the  river  shall  stink ;  and  Egypt  shall  be 
loath  to  drink10  of  the  water  of  the  river. 

19  And  the  Eternal  said,  unto  Moses,  Say  unto  Aaron, 

1  give,  *  iodine*  3  a  son  of  fourscore  yean,  4  a  son  of  fourscore  and  tbrcc 

years,  *  give*  6  Luge  creature,  'strong.  13  heavy.  Jl<  weaiy  to  drink. 
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Take  thy  staff,  and  stretch  out1  thine  hand  upon  the 
waters  of  Egypt,  upon  their  streams,  upon  their  rivers, 
and  upon  their  ponds,  and  upon  all  their  gatherings  of 
water,  that  they  may  become  blood;  and  that  there 
may  be  blood  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  both  in 

SO  vessels  of  wood,  aod  in  vessels  of  stone.  And  Moses 
and  Aaron  did  so,  as  the  Eternal  commanded ;  and  he 
lifted  up  the  staff,  and  smote  the  waters  that  ioere  in  the 
river,  before  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and  before  the  eyes  of 
his  servants ;  and  all  the  waters  that  ioere  in  the  river

And  the  river  shall  hring  forth 
frogs  abundantly,  and  they  shall  go  up  and  come  iuto 
thine  house,  and  into  thy  bedchamber,  and  upon  thy 
bed,  and  into  the  house  of  thy  servants,  and  upon  thy 
people,  and  into  thine  ovens,  and  into  thy  kneading- 

20  troughs :  And  the  frogs  shall  come  up  both  on  thee, 

and  upon  thy  people,  and  upon  all  thy  servants. 

Chap,  VUL 

1  And  die  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  Say  unto  Aaron, 
Stretch  forth1  thine  hand  with  thy  staff  over  the  streams, 
over  the  rivers,  and  over  the  ponds,  and  cause  the  frogs  to 

2  come  up  upon  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  Aaron  stretched 
forth5  his  hand  over  the  waters  of  Egypt  >  and  the  frogs 

1  incline.  *  strong.  a  came.  4  come.  5  inclined. 
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EXODUS,  Chap.  VIII. 


3  came  up,  and  covered  the  land  of  Egypt  And  the  en¬ 
gravers  of  hieroglyphics  did  so  with  their  secret  arts,  and 

4  brought  up  the  frogs  upon  the  land  of  Egypt  Then  Pha¬ 
raoh  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron,  and  said,  Entreat  die 
Eternal,  that  he  may  take  away  the  frogs  from  me,  and 
from  my  people ;  and  I  will  let  the  people  go,  that  they 

5  may  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal.  And  Moses  said  unto 
Pharaoh,  Glory  over  me:  for  what  period1  shall  I 
entreat  for  thee,  and  lor  thy  servants^  and  lor  thy  peo¬ 
ple,  to  destroy  the  frogs  from  thee  and  thy  houses,  that 

6  they  may  remain  in  the  river  only  ?  And  he  said,  For 
to-  morrow.  And  he  said.  Be  it  according  to  thy  word : 
that  thou  roayest  know  that  there  ie  none  like  unto  the 

7  Eternal  our  God.  And  the  frogs  shall  depart  from 
thee,  and  from  thy  houses,  and  from  thy  servants,  and 
from  thy  people ;  they  shall  remain  in  the  river  only. 

&  And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  out  from  Pharaoh :  and 
Moses  cried  unto  the  Eternal  because  of  the  frogs  which 

9  he  had  brought3  upon  Pharaoh.  And  the  Eternal 
did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses,  and  the  frogs  died 
out  of  the  houses,  out  of  the  inclosurcs,  and  out  of  the 

10  fields.  And  they  piled  them  up  in  heaps?  and  the  land 

1 1  stank.  But  when  Pharaoh  saw  that  there  was  respite,

13  gnats  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt  And  they  did 
so ;  for  Aaron  stretched  out1  his  hand  with  his  staff,  and 
smote  the  dust  of  the  earth,  and  it  became  gnats  on 
man,  and  on  beast ;  all  the  dust  of  the  land  became 

14  gnats  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  the  en¬ 
gravers  of  kieroylypkice  did  so  with  their  secret  arts  to 
bring  forth  gnats,  but  they  could  not:  so  there  were 

1 5  gnats  upon  man,  and  upon  beast  Then  the  engravers 
of  hieroglyphic*  said  unto  Pharaoh,  This  is  the  finger  ot 
God:  and  Pharaoh’s  heart  was  haraened,6  and  he 
hearkened  not  unto  them;  as  the  Eternal  had  spoken. 

16  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Rise  early  iu  the 
morning,  and  place  thyself  before  Pharaoh;  lo,  he 
goeth  forth  to  the  water ;  and  say  unto  him.  Thus  saith 

1  for  when.  1  puL  1  heaps  heaps.  1  incline.  *  inclined.  6  strung.

the  Eternal,  Let  my  people  go,  that  they  may.  serve 

17  me.  But  if  thou  wilt  not  let  my  people  go,  behold,  I 
will  send  the  insects))  upon  thee,  and  upon  thy  servants, 
and  upon  thy  people,  and  into  thy  houses :  and  the  houses 
of  Egypt  shall  be  full  of  the  insects,|j  and  also  the  ground 

1 8  whereon  they  are.  And  1  will  distinguish,  hi  that  day 
the  land  of  Goshen,  in  which  my  people  dwell,1  that  no 
insects||  shall  be  there ;  in  order  that  tbou  mayeBt  know 

1 9  that  1  am  the  Eternal  in  the  midst  of  the  earth.  And 
[  will  put  a  division4  between  my  people  and  thy  people : 

20  for  to-morrow  shall  this  sign  be.  And  the  Eternal  did 
so ;  and  there  cAme  numerous3  insects! int0  the  house  of 
Pharaoh,  and  into  his  servants’  houses,  and  into  all  the 
land  of  Egypt:  the  land  was  corrupted  by  reason  of  the 

2 1  insects.^  And  Pharaoh  called  for  Moses  and  for  Aaron, 
and  said,  Go  ye,  sacrifice  to  yonr  God  in  the  land. 

22  And  Moses  said.  It  is  not  meet4  so  to  do  j  for  we  shall 
sacrifice  the  abomination  of  the  Egyptians  to  the  Eternal 
our  God:  lo,  shall  we  sacrifice  the  abomination  of  the 
Egyptians  before  their  eyes,  and  will  they  not  stone 

23  us  7  We  will  go  three  days’  journey5  into  the  desert, 
and  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  our  Goa,  as  he  shall  say 

24  unto  us.  And  Pharaoh  said,  I  will  let  yon  go  that  ye 
may  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  your  God  in  the  desert; 
only  ye  shall  not  go  very  far  away:  entreat  for  me. 

25  And  Moses  said.  Behold,  I  go  out  from  thee,  and  I  will 
entreat  the  Eternal  that  the  insects)  may  depart  from 
Pharaoh,  from  his  servants,  and  from  his  people,  to¬ 
morrow  :  hut  let  not  Pharaoh  deal  deceitfully  any  more 
in  not  letting  the  people  go  to  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal.

1  Then  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Go6  in  unto  Pha¬ 
raoh,  and  tell  him.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  the 
Hebrews,  Let  my  people  go,  that  they  may  serve  me. 

*  stand.  2  release.  *  heavy.  *  ready.  5  way.  *  come. 
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2  For  if  thou  refuse  to  let  them  go,  and  wilt  hold  them 
still,  Behold,  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  is  upon  thy 
cattle  which  is  in  the  field,  upoa  the  horses,  upon  the 
asses,  upon  the  camels,  upon  the  herd,  and  upon  the 

4  flock :  there  shall  be  a  very  heavy  pestilence.  And  the 
Eternal  shall  distinguish  between  the  cattle  of  Israel 
and  the  cattle  of  Egypt :  and  there  shall  nothing  die  of 

5  all  that  is  the  cliilaren’s  of  Israel.  And  the  Eternal 
set1  an  appointed  time,  saving.  To  morrow  the  Eternal 

6  shall  do  this  thing  in  the  land.  And  the  Eternal  did 
that  thing  on  the  morrow,  and  all  the  cattle  of  Egypt 
died ;  but  of  the  cuttle  of  the  children  of  Israel  died  not 

7  one.  And  Pharaoh  sent,  and,  behold,  there  was  not 
one  of  the  cattle  of  the  Israelites  dead.  And  the  heart  of 
Pharaoh  was  hardened,1  and  he  did  not  let  the  people  go. 

8  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron, 
Take  to  you  handfuls  of  soot  of  the  furnace,  and  let 
Moses  sprinkle  it  towards  the  heaven  in  the  eyes  of 

9  Pharaoh.  And  it  shall  become  small  dust  in  ail  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  shall  be  a  boil  breaking  forth5  mth 
blains  upon  man,  and  upon  beast,  throughout  all  the 

10  land  of  Egypt.  And  they  took  soot  of  the  furnace, 
and  stood  before  Pharaoh;  and  Moses  sprinkled  it  up 

.  towards  heaven ;  and  it  became  a  boil  breaking  forth5 

11  with  blains  upon  man,  and  upou  beast.  And  the 
engravers  of  hieroglyphics  could  not  stand  before  Moses 
because  of  the  boils ;  for  the  boil  was  uj>ou  the  engravers 

12  of  hieroglyphics ,  and  upon  all  Egypt.  And  the  Eternal 
suffered  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  to  be  hardened*4  and  he 
hearkened  not  unto  them ;  as  the  Eternal  hail  spoken 
unto  Moses. 

13  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Rise  early  in  the 
morning,  and  place  thyself  before  Pharaoh,  and  ray  unto 
him,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  the  Hebrews,  Let 

14  my  people  go,  that  they  may  serve  me.  For  I  will  at 
this  time  send  all  my  plagues  upon  thine  heart,  and 
upon  thy  servants,  and  upon  thy  people;  that  thou 
mayest  know  that  there  is  none  like  me  in  all  the  earth. 

15  For  now  I  might  have  stretched5  out  my  hand,  and  I 
might  have  smitten  thee  and  thy  people  with  pestilence; 
and  thou  wouldest  have  been  exterminated  from  the 

16  earth.  But  that  in  very  deed  for  this  cause  have  i  raised6 
thee  up,  for  to  shew  thee  my  power;  and  that  my  name 

1  put.  xh&avy*  *  blossoming*  1  strong.  *  senU  &  caused  thee  to  stand. 
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EXODUS,  Chap.  IX. 


I  7  may  be  declared1  throughout  alt  the  earth.  As  yet  exalt- 
est  thou  thyself  against  my  people,  that  thou  wilt  hot  let 

18  them  go?  Dehorn,  to-morrow  about  this  time  I  will  cause 
it  to  rain  a  very  heavy  hail,  such  as  hath  not  been  in  Egypt 

19  from  the  day  of  its  foundation  even  until  now.  Send 
therefore  now,  and  use  thy  power  over  thy  cattle,  and 
all  that  thou  hast  in  the  held;  far  upon  every  man  and 
beast  which  shall  be  found  in  the  field,  and  shall  not  be 
gathered  into  the  house,  the  hail  shsll  come  down  upon 

20  them,  and  they  shall  die.  He  that  feared  the  won  d  of 
the  Eternal  among  the  servants  of  Pharaoh  made  his 

21  servants  and  his  cattle  flee  into  the  houses:  And  he 
that  regarded*  not  the  word  of  the  Eternal  left8  his  ser¬ 
vants  and  his  cattle  in  the  field. 

22  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Stretch  forth4  thine 
hand  towards  heaven,  that  there  may  be  hail  in  all  the 
land  of  Egypt,  upon  man,  and  upon  beast,  and  upon 
every  herb  of  the  field,  throughout  the  land  of  Egypt 

23  And  Moses  stretched  forth,1  his  staff  towards  heaven : 
and  the  Eternal  sent6  thunder7  and  hail,  and  fire, ran 
along  upon  the  ground;  andtbeEtcrnalcausedhnilto 

24  rain  upon  the  land  of  Egypt  So  there  was  hail,  and  con¬ 
suming6  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hail,  very  heavy,  such  ns 
there  was  none  like  it  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt  since  it 

2d  became  a  nation.  And  the  hail  smote  throughout  all 
the  land  of  Egypt  all  that  was  in  the  field,  both  man 
and  beast ;  and  the  hail  smote  every  herb  of  the  field, 

26  and  shattered  every  tree  of  the  field.  Only  in  the  land 
of  Goshen,  where  the  children  of  Israel  were,  was  there 

27  no  hail.  And  Pharaoh  sent,  and  called  for  Moses  and 
Aaron,  and  said  unto  them,  I  have  sinned  this  time ;  the 
Eternal  is  righteous,  and  I  and  my  people  are  wicked. 

28  Entreat  the  Eternal,  for  there  have  been  too  many 
thunderings7  of  God  and  hail;  and  I  will  let  you  go, 

29  and  ye  sb:ill  stay  no  longer.9  And  Moses  said  unto 
him.  As  soon  as  I  am  gone  out  of  the  city,  I  will 
spread  my  hands10  unto  the  Eternal ;  and  the  thunder 
shall  cease,  neither  shall  there  be  any  mpre  hail ;  that 
thou  mayest  know  that  the  earth  belongs  to  the 

30  Eternal.  But  as  for  thee  and  thv  servants,  I  know 

31  that  ye  will  not  yet  be  afraid  of  the  Eternal  Gwh  And 

i  related.  9  put  hie  heart.  3  foiaook.  *  incline.  9  inclined.  *  gate, 
r  voice*,  *  taking  to  itself,  *  ye  shall  Dot  couimueio  stand-  **  ho Hows* 


EXODUS,  Chap.  IX.  X. 

the  flax  and  the  barley  were  smitten:  for  the  barley 

32  was  in  the  ear,  and  the  flax  was  boiled.  But  the  wheat 
and  the  spelt  were  not  smitten:  for  they  were  not 

33  grown  up.1  Aiid  Moses  went  put  of  the  city  from 
Pharaoh,  and  spread  his  hands2  unto  the  Eternal ;  and 
the  thunders3  and  hail  ceased,  and  the  rain  was  not 

34  poured  upon  the  earth.  And  when  Pharaoh  saw  that 
the  rain  and  the  hail  and  the  thunders3  were  ceased, 
he  continued  to  sin,  and  hardened  his  heart,  he  and 

35  his  servants.  And  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  was  hardened,4 
neither  would  he  let  the  children  of  Israel  go ;  as  the 
Eternal  had  spoken  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 


Chap.  X. 

1  Asm  the  Eternal  stud  unto  Moses,  Go3  in  unto  Pharaoh: 
for  1  have  allowed  his  heart  to  be  hardened,  and  the 
heart  of  his  servants,  that  I  might  set  these  my  signs 

2  among  them :  And  that  thou  mayest  relate  in  the  ea re 
of  thy  son,  and  of  thy  son’s  son,  what  things  I  have 
wrought  in  Egypt,  and  my  signs  which  I  nave  done6 
among  them ;  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the  EternaL 

3  And  Moses  and  Aaron  came  in  unto  Pharaoh,  and  said 
unto  him.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  the  Hebrews, 
How  long  wilt  thou  refuse  to  be  hnmbled  before  me  ? 

4  let  my  people  go,  that  they  may  serve  me.  For,  if 
thou  refuse  to  let  my  people  go,  behold,  to-morrow  will 

5  1  bring  the  locusts  within  thy  boundaries :  And  they 
shall  cover  the  face7  of  the  earth,  that  one  cannot  be 
able  to  see  the  earth  t  and  they  shall  eat  the  residue 
which  is  escaped,  which  remaineth  unto  you  from  the 
hail,  and  shall  eat  every  tree  which  growetn  for  you  out 

6  of  die  field :  And  thy  houses  shall  be  full,  and  the 

houses  of  all  thy  servants^  and  the  houses  of  all  Egypt; 
which  neither  thy  fathers,  nor  thy  fathers’  fathers  have 
seen,  since  the  day  that  they  Were  upon  the  ground  unto 
this  day.  And  he  turriCd,  and  went  out  from  Pharaoh. 

7  And  Pharaoh’s  servants  said  unto  him,  How  long  shall 
this  m&h  be  a  snare  unto  us  ?  let  the  men  go,  that  they 
may  serve  the  Eternal  their  God:  knowest  thou  not 

A  dork.  *  hollows.  *  voices.  4  strong.  *  come.  *  pot  T  eye. 
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8  yet  that  Egypt  has  perished  ?  And  Moses  and  Aaron 
were  brought  again  unto  Pharaoh:  and  he  said  unto 
them.  Go,  serve  the  Eternal  your  God:  who1. ore  they 

9  that  shall  go?  And  Moses  said.  We  will  go  with  our 
young2  ana  with  our  old,  with  our  sons  and  with  our 
daughters,  with  our  flocks  and  with  our  herds  will  we 

10  go;  for  it  is  our  feast  unto  the  Eternal.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  Let  the  Eternal  be  so  with  you,  as  I 
will  let  you  go,  and  your  little  ones :  look  that  evil  is 

1 1  before  your  face.  Not  so :  go  now  ye  that  are  adult 
men,  and  serve  the  Eternal ;  for  that  ye  did  seek.  And 
they  drove  them  out  from  before  the  face  of  Pharaoh. 

1 2  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Stretch  out?  thine 
hand  over  the  land  of  E^ypt  for  the  locusts,  that  they 
may  come  up  upon  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  eat  every 
herb  of  the  lanc£  even  all  that  hath  remained  from  the 

13  hail.  And  Moses  stretched  forth4  his  staff  over  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  the  Eternal  brought?  mi  east  wind 
upon  the  land  all  that  day,  and  all  that  night;  and 
when  it  was  morning,  the  east  wind  brought6  the  locusts. 

1 4  And  Hie  locusts  went  up  all  over  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
rested  within  all  the  boundaries  of  Egypt :  very  heavy 
were  they ;  before  them  there  were  no  such  locusts  as 

15  they,  neither  after  them  shall  be  such..  Eor  they  covered 
the  free7  of  the  whole  laud,  so  that  the  land  was  dark¬ 
ened;  and  they  did  cat  every  herb  of  the  land,  and  all 
rite  fruit  of  the  trees  which  the  hail  had  left;  and  there 
was  not  left  any  green  thing  in  the  tneee,  or  in  the  herbs 

16  of  the  field,  through  all  the  land  of  Egypt.  Then 
Pharaoh  hastened  to  call  for  Moses  and  Aaron;  and. he 
said,  I  have  sinned  against  the  E&rnal  your  God,  and 

17  against  you.  Now  therefore  forgive;8 1  pray  thee,  my 
sin  only  thiB  once,  and.  .entreat  the  Eternal  your  God, 

18  that  he  may  remove  from  me  this  death  only.  And 
he  went  out  from  Pharaoh,  and  entreated  the  Eternal. 

1 9  And  the  Eternal  turned  a  very  strong  west9  wind,  and 
bore  away  the  locusts, .  and  cast10  them  into  the  Red 
sea;11  there  remained  not  one.  locust  in  all  the  boundaries 

20  of  Egypt  But  the  Eternal  allowed  Pharaoh^  heart  to 
be  hardened,13  so  that  he  would  not  let  the  children 
of  Israel  go.

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21  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Stretch  out1  thine 
hand  towards  heaven,  that  there  may  be  darkness 
over  the  land  of  Egypt,  even  darkness  which  may  be 

22  felt  And  Moses  stretched  forth8  his  hand  towards 
heaven ;  and  there  was  a  thick,  darkness8  in  all  the  land 

23  of  Egypt  three  days:  They  saw  not  one  another,4 
neither  rose  any  man  from  his  place9  for  three  days: 
but  all  the  children  of  Israel  had  light  in  their  habita- 

24  tions.  And  Pharaoh  called  unto  Moses,  and  said,  Go 
ye,  serve  the  Eternal ;  only  let  your  flocks  and  your 
nerds  be  stayed :  let  your  little  ones  also  go  with  you. 

2 5  And  Moses  said.  Thou  must  give  into  our  hands  also 
sacrifices  and  burnt  offerings,  that  we  may  sacrifice6 

26  unto  the  Eternal  our  God.  Our  cattle  also  shall  go 
with  us;  there  shall  not  an  hoof  remain;  for  thereof 

26  must  wc  take  to  serve  the  Eternal  our  God ;  and  we 
know  not  with  what  we  must  serve  the  Eternal,  until 

27  we  come  thither.  But  the  Eternal  allowed  Pharaoh’s 
heart  to  be  hardened,7  and  he  would  not  let  them  go. 

28  And  Pharaoh  said  unto  him.  Go  from  me,  take  heed  to 
thyself,  thou  slmlt  not  continue  to  sec  my  face ;  lor  in 

29  that  day  thou  sccst  my  face  thou  shalt  die.  And  Moses 
said,  Thou  hast  spoken  right,  I  will  uot  further  continue 
to  see  thy  lace. 

Chap.  XL 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Yet  will  I  bring  one 
infliction  more  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  Egypt;  after¬ 
wards  he  will  let  you  go  hence :  when  he  snail  let  you 
go,  he  shall  surely  drive  you  out  hence  altogether. 

2  Speak  now  in  the  ears  of  the  people,  and  let  every  man 
ask  his  fellow,  and  every  woman  her  fellow,  for  vessels 

3  of  silver,  and  for  vessels  of  gold.  And  the  Eternal 
gave  the  people  favour  in  the  eyes  of  Egypt  Moreover 
die  man  Moses  toot  very  great  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in 
the  eyes  of  Pharaoh’s  servants,  and  in  the  eyes  of  the 
peoptL 

4  And  Moses  said.  Thus  saitb  the  Eternal,  About  mid- 

5  night  will  I  go  out  into  the  midst  of  Egypt:  And  all 
the  firstborn  in  the  land  of  Egypt  shall  die,  from  the 
firstborn  of  Pharaoh  that  sittetn  upon  his  throne,  even 
unto  the  firstborn  of  the  handmaid  that  is  behind  the 

4  incline.  3  inclined*  3  darkaeu  of  thick  dark&eia.  4  a  man  uot  hid 
brother.  4  underneath  him.  4  m ate*  1  strengthened. 
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6  mill-stones;  and  all  the  firstborn  of  beasts.  And  there 
shall  be  a  great  cry  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt* 
such  as  there  was  none  like  it,  nor  shall  be  like  it  any 

7  more. 1  But  against  any  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall 

not  a  dog  more8  his  tongue,  against  man  or  beast;  that 
ye  may  know  that  the  Eternal  distinguished!  he¬ 
ft  tween  Egypt  and  Israel.  And  all  these  thy  servants 

shall  come  down  unto  me,  and  prostrate  themselves  unto 
me,  saying,  Go  out,  and  all  the  people  that  follow  thee:3 
and  after  lliat  I  will  go  out.  And  he  went  out  from 
Pharaoh  in  fierceness  of  wrath. 

1)  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Pharaoh  will  not 
hearken  unto  you ;  so  that  my  wonders  may  be  multiplied 

HI  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  Moses  and  Aaron  did  all 
these  wonders  before  Pharaoh :  and  the  Eternal  allowed 
Pharaoh's  heart  to  be  hardened,4  so  that  he  did  not  send 
the  children  of  Israel  out  of  his  land. 

Chap.  XII. 

1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  Aaron  in  the 

2  laud  of  Egypt,  saying,  This  month  shall  be  unto  you 
the  beginning3  of  months :  it  shall  be  the  first  month  of 

3  the  year  to  you.  Speak  ye  unto  all  the  congregation 
of  Israel,  saying,  Iu  the  tenth  day  of  this  month  they 
shall  take  to  them  every  man  one  of  a  flock,  for  the 

4  house  of  their  fathers,  one  of  a  flock  for  a  house ;  And 
if  the  house be  too  little  for  one  of  a  flock,  let 
him  aod  his  neighbour  next  unto  his  house  take  it 
according  to  the  proportion  of  the  souls;  every  man 
according  to  his  eating  shall  moke  your  count  fur  the 

5  one  of  the  flock.  The  one  of  the  flock  shall  be  without 
blemish,6  a  male  of  the  first  year;7  ye  shall  take  ft  from  the 

6  sheep,  or  from  the  goats :  And  it  shall  be  in  your  keep¬ 
ing  until  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  same  month :  and  the 
whole  assembly  of  the  congregation  of  Israel  shall 

7  slaughter  it  at  eventide.®  And  they  shall  take  of 
the  blood,  and  strike9  it  on  the  two  Bide  posts  and 
on  the  lintel;  on  the  houses,  wherein  they  shall  eat 

8  it  And  they  shall  eat  the  flesh  in  that  night,  roast 
with  fire,  and  unleavened  bread;  with  bitter  herbs 

9  they  shall  eat  it.  Eat  not  of  it  half-done,  nor  sodden10 
at  all  with  water,  but  roast  with  fire ;  its  head  with  iu 

'  continue*  1  sharpen*  s  are  at  thy  feet*  *  strengthened*0  head.  1  perfect 
T  the  of  a  year*  6  between  the  two  e*tning»*  *  give*  10  cooked. 
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10  legs,  and  with  the  inward  parts  thereof  And  ye  shall 
not  leave  anything  of  it  until  the  momiug ;  and  that 
which  is  left  of  it  until  the  morning  ye  shall  burn  with 

1 1  fire.  And  thus  shall  ye  eat  it ;  ®ft/i  your  loins  girded, 
your  shoes  on  your  feet,  and  your  stick  in  your  hand ; 
and  ye  shall  eat  it  in  haste;  it  w  the  passover  of  the 

12  Eternal.  For  1  will  pass  through  the  land  of  Egypt 
this  night,  and  will  smite  all  the  firstborn  in  the  land  of 
Egypt,  both  man  and  beast ;  and  agaiust  all  the  gods  of 
Egypt  I  will  execute1  judgments;  I  am  the  Eternal.* 

13  And  the  blood  shall  be  to  you  for  a  sign  upon  the 
houses  where  ye  are :  and  when  I  see  the  dIoou,  1  will 
pass  over  you,  and  the  infliction  6hall  not  be  upon  you 

14  as  a  destroyer,  when  I  smite  the  land  of  Egypt.  And 
this  day  shall  be  unto  you  for  a  memorial ;  and  ye*  shall 
celebrate  it  a  feast  to  the  Eternal  throughout  your  gene¬ 
rations  ;  ye  shall  celebrate  it  a  feast,  an  ordinance  for 

15  ever.  Seven  days  shall  ye  eat  unleavened  bread;  even 
tire  'first  day  ye  shall  have  put  away3  leaven  out  of  your 
houses;  for  whosoever  cateth  anything  leavened  from 
the  first  day  until  the  seventh  day,  that  soul  shall  be  cut 

16  off  from  Israel.  And  in  the  hist  day  there  shall  be  a 
convocation  of  holiness,  and  in  the  seventh  day  there 
shall  be  a  convocation  of  holiness  to  you ;  no  work  shall 
be  done  in  them,  save  that  which  may  be  eaten  by  man,3 

17  that  only  may  be  done  for  you.  And  ye  shall  watch1 
the  unleavened  bread ;  for  iu  this  selfsame  day  have  I 
brought  your  hosts  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  therefore 
shall  ye  keep  this  day  throughout  your  generations  an 

18  ordinance  for  ever.  In  the  first  mouth,  on  the  four¬ 
teenth  day  of  the  month  at  even,  ye  shall  eat  unleavened 
bread,  until  the  one  and  twentieth  day  of  the  month  at 

19  even.  Seven  days  shall  there  be  no  leaven  found  in 
your  houses :  for  whosoever  cateth  that  which  leavencth, 
even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  congregation  of 
Israel,  whether  he  be  a  stranger  or  a  native  of  the  laud. 

20  Ye  shall  eat  nothing  that  lcaveneth;  in  all  your  habtla- 

21  tions  shall  ye  eat  unleavened  hread.  Then  Moses  called 
.for  all  the  ciders  of  Israel,  and  said  unto  them,  Draw 
out  or  take  you  a  lamb9  according  to  your  families, 

22  and. slaughter  the  passover.  And  ye,  shall  take  a  bunch 

1  do.  '  cause  to  leave  off.  *  a  souL  4  keep.  4  a  flack. 
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of  hyssop,  and  dip  it  in  the  blood  that  f s  in  the  bason, 
and  touch  the  lintel  and  the  two  side  poets  with  the 
blood  that  is  in  the  bason;  and  none  of  you  shall  go 
out  from  the  entrance  of  his  house  until  the  morning. 

23  For  the  Eternal  will  pass  through  to  afflict  Egypt;  and 
when  he  seeth  the  blood  upon  the  lintel,  and  on  the 
two  side  posts,  the  Eternal  will  pass  over  the  entrance, 
and  will  not  suffer1  the  destroyer  to  come  in  unto  your 

24  houses  to  afflict  you.  And  ye  shall  keep  this  thing  for  a 

25  statute  to  thee  and  thy  sons  for  ever.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  when  ye  be  come  to  the  land  which  the 
Eternal  will  give  you,  according  as  he  hath  spoken,  that 

2f>  yc  shall  keep  this  service.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
when  your  children  shall  say  unto  you,  What  mean  ye 

27  hj  this  service?  That  ye  shall  say,  It  w  the  sacrifice 
of  the  passover  of  the  Eternal,  who  passed  over  the 
houses  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  Egypt,  when  he 
afflicted  Egypt,  sod  delivered  our  houses.  And  the 
people  bowed  the  head  and  prostrated  themselves. 

28  Ana  the  children  of  Israel  went,  and  did  'as  the  Eternal 
had  commanded  Moses  and  Aaron,  so  did  they. 

29  Aod  it  came  to  pass  that  at  midnight  the  Eternal 
smote  all  the  firstborn  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the 
firstborn  of  Pharaoh  that  sat  on  his  throne  unto  the 
firstborn  of  the  captive  that  was  in  the  dungeon  ;3  and 

30  all  the  firstborn  of  beasts.  And  Pharaoh  rose  in  the 
night,  he,  and  all  his  servants,  and  all  Egypt ;  and  there 
was  a  great  cry  in  Egypt;  for  there  was  not  a  house 

31  where  there  teas  not  one  dead.  And  he  called  for 
Moses  and  Aaron  by  night,  and  said,  Arise,. go  out  from 
the  midst  of  my  people,  both  ye  and  the  children  of 
Israel :  and  go,  serve  the  Eternal,  as  ye  have  spoken. 

32  Also  take  your  flocks  and  your  herds,  as  ye  have  spoken, 

33  and  be  gone;  and  bless  me  also.  And  Egypt  was 
urgent8  upon  the  people,  hastening  to  send  them  out  of 

34  the  land ;  for  they  said,  We  are  aU  dead  mm.  And  the 
people  took4  their  dough  before  it  was  leavened,  their 
kneading- troughs  being  bound  up  in  their  outer-garments 

35  upon  their  shoulder.  And  the  children  of  Israel  did 
according  to  the  word  of  Moses ;  and  they  asked  of  the 
Egyptians  vessels  of  silver,  and  vessels  of  gold,  and  outer- 

i  give.  *  houie  of  the  pit.  3  strong.  *  bore. 
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36  garments :  And  the  Eternal  gave  the  people  favour  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Egyptians,  so  that  they  complied  with 
their  asking.  And  they  emptied  Egypt. 

37  And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  from  Kamescs 
to  Succuth,  about  six  hundred  thousand  ou  foot, 

38  adult  males,  besides  little  ones.  And  a  mixed  mul¬ 
titude1  went  up  also  with  them ;  and  flocks,  and  herds, 

33  even  very  much*  cattle.  And  they  baked  unleavened 
cakes  of  tbc  dough  which  they  brought  forth  out  of 
Egypt,  for  it  was  not  leavened;  because  they  were 
driven  out  of  Egypt,  and  could  not  tarry,  neither  had 

40  they  made  for  themselves  any  provisions.  Now  the 
stay  of  the  children  of  Israel,  who  abode  in  Egypt,  was 

41  four  hundred  and  thirty  yenrs.  And  it  came  to  pass 
at  the  end  of  the  four  hundred  and  thirty  years,  even 
the  self-same  day  it  came  to  pass,  that  all  the  hosts  of 

42  the  Eternal  went  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt.  It  is  a 
night  of  observation  unto  the  Eternal  for  bringing  them 
out  from  the  land  of  Egypt :  this  if  tlwt  night  of  obser¬ 
vation  of  the  Eternal  to  all  the  children  of  Israel  through¬ 
out  their  generations. 

43  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses  and  Aaron,  This  if 
the  ordinance  of  the  passover:  There  shall  no  alien3  eat 

44  thereof:  But  every  man’s  servant  that  is  bought4  for 
money,  when  thou  hast  circumcised  him,  then  shall  he 

43  eat  thereof.  A  tolerated  sojourner  and  a  hired  servant 

,46  shall  not  eat  thereof  In  one  house  shall  it  be  eaten;  thou 
shalt  not  carry3  forth  ought  of  tbc  flesh  abroad  out  of  the 

47  house ;  neither  shall  ye  break  a  bone  thereof  AIL  the 

48  congregation  of  Israel  shall  keep0  it.  And  when  a 
stranger  shall  sojourn  with  thee,  and  will  keep6  the  puss- 
over  to  the  Eternal,  let  all  his  malt's  he  circumcised, 
and  then  let  him  come  near  and  keep0  it ;  and  he  shall 
be  as  a  native  of  the  land :  and  no  uncircumcised  person 

49  shall  eat  thereof.  One  law  shall  be  ibr  the  native,  and 
for  the  stranger  that  sojourneth  in  the  midst  of  yon. 

60  Thus  did  all  the  children  of  Israel ;  as  the  Eternal  com- 

51  manded  Moses  and  Aaron,  so  did  they.  And  it  came 
to  pass  the  selfiame  day,  that  the  Eternal  did  bring  the 
children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  by  their  hosts. 

Chap.  XIII. 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Sanctify 
uuto  me  all  the  firstborn,  the  first  offspring  of  every 

1  numerous  mixture,  s  lieavj.  3  son  of  tn  often.  4  a  purchase,  5  bring.  6  make. 
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womb  of  the  children  of  Israel,  both  of  man  and  of 

3  hcast :  it  is  mine.  And  Moses  said  unto  the  people. 
Remember  this  day,  in  which  ye  went  out  from  Egypt, 
out  of  the  house  of  servants ;  for  by  strength  of  hand 
the  Eternal  brought  you  out  thence:  nothing  leavened 

4  shall  be  eaten.  This  day  go  ye  out  in  tne  month 

5  Abib  And  R  shall  be  when  the  Eternal  shall  bring 
thee  into  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  and  the  Hitrites, 
and  the  Amorites,  and  the  Hivites,  and  the  Jebusites, 
which  he  swore  unto  thy  fathers  to  give  thee,  a  land 
flowing  with  milk  and  honey,  that  thou  shalt  serve  this 

6  service  in  this  month.  Seven  days  thou  shalt  eat  un¬ 
leavened  bread,  and  in  the  seventh  day  shall  be  a  feast7 

7  to  the  Eternal.  Unleavened  bread  shall  be  eaten  seven 
days;  and  there  shall  nothing  leavened  be  seen  with 
thee,  neither  shall  there  be  leaven  seen  with  thee  within 

8  all  thy  botmdaries.  And  thou  shalt  tell  thy  son  in  that 
day,  saying,  This  is  done  because  of  that  which  the 
Eternal  did  unto  me  when  I  came  forth  out  of  Egypt. 

9  And  it  shall  be  for.  a  sign  unto  thee  upon  thine  nand, 
and  for  a  memorial  between  thine  eyes,  that  the  law  of 
the  Eternal  may  be  in  thy  mouth:  for  with  a  strong 
hand  hath  the  Eternal  brought  thee  out  of  Egypt. 

10  Thou  shalt  therefore  keep  this  ordinance  in  its  appointed 
season  from  year  to  year,1 

1 1  And  it  shall  be  when  the  Eternal  shall  bring  thee  into 
the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  as  he  sware  unto  thee  and 

12  to  thy  fathers,  and  shall  give  it  thee.  That  thou  shalt 
set  apart3  unto  the  Eternal  every  first  offspring  of  the 
womb,  mid  every  first  offspring  dropped  by  beast  which 

13  thou  hast;  the  males  shall  be  for  the  Eternal.  And 
every  first  offspring  of  an  ass  thou  shalt  redeem3  with 
one  of  a  flock ;  and  if  thou  wilt  not  redeem3  it,  then 
thou  shalt  break  its  neck :  and  all  the  firstborn  of  man 

14  among  thy  sons  shalt  thou  redeem.3  And  it  shall  be 
when  thy  son  asketh  thcc  in  time  to  come/  saying, 
What  is  this  ?  that  thou  shalt  say  unto  him,  By  strength 
of  hand  the  Eternal  brought  us  out  from  Egypt,  from 

15  the  house  of  servants:  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Pharaoh  would  hardly*  let  us  go,  that  the  Eternal  sle\ 
all  the  firstborn  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  both  the  firstborn 
of  man,  and  the  firstborn  of  beast :  therefore  I  sacrifice 
to  the  Eternal  every  first  offspring  of  the  womb,  being 

1  from  days  to  days.  1  cause  to  pus.  1  release.  4  to-morrow.  *  made  it  hard- 

7  festival. 
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males ;  but  all  tho  firstborn  among  my  sons  I  redeem.1 

10  And  it  shall  be  for  a  sign  upon  thine  hand,  and  for 
frontlets  between  thine  eyes:  for  by  strength  of  hand 
the  - Eternal  brought  us  forth  out  of  Egypt. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh  had  sent  the 
people  away,  that  God.  guided  them  not  through  the 
way  of  the  land  of  the  ‘Philistines^  although  that  mis 
near ;  for  God  said.  Lest  perad venture  the  people  repent 

18  when  they  sec  war,  and  they  return  to  Egypt:  But 
God  led  the  people  about,  through  the  way  of  the  desert 
of  the  Red  sea  :s  and  the  children  of  Israel  went  up 

19  harnessed  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  Moses  took 
the  boneB  of  Joseph  with  him :  for  he  had  straitly  ad¬ 
jured  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  God  will  surely 
visit  you :  and  ye  shall  bring  up  my  bones  away  hence 

20  with  yon.  A  nd  they  journeyed  from  Succoth,  and  ett- 

21  camped  in  Etham,  in  the  extremity  of  thet'desert.  And 
the  Eternal  went  before  them  by  day  in  a  column  of 
cloud,  to  guide  them  in  the  way  and  by  night  in  a  column 

22  of  fire  to  give  them  light  j  to  go  hy  day  and  night :  He 
did  not  cause  the  column  of  cloud  to  depart  by  day,  nor 
the  column  of  fire  by  night, _/ro»t  before  the  people. 

Chap.  XIV. 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spako  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  turn3  and  encamp 
before  Pi-hahiroth,  between  'Migdol  and  the  sea,  be¬ 
fore  Baal-zcphon :  over  against  it  shall  ye  encamp  by 

3  the  sea.  For  Pharaoh  will  say  of  the  children  of  Israel, 
They  are  entangled  in  the  land,  the  desert  hath  shut 

4  them  in.  And  I  will  allow  Pharaoh’s  heart  to  be  hard¬ 

ened4  that  be  shall  pursue  after  them ;  and  I  will  be 
honoured  through  Pharaoh,  and  through  all  his  forces ; 
that  Egypt  may  Know  that  I  am  the  Eternal  And  they 

5  did  so.  And  it  was  told  the  king  of  Egypt  that  the 
people  fled :  and  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  and  of  his  ser¬ 
vants  was  turned  against  the  people,  and  they  said. 
What  is  this  we  have  done,  that  wc  have  sent  Israel 

6  away  from  serving  us?  And  he  made  ready6  his  chariot, 

7  and  took  his  people  with  him :  And  he  took  six  hun¬ 
dred  chosen  chariots,  and  all  the  chariots  of  Egypt,  and 

8  fighting  men  upon  all  of  them.  And  the  Eternal 
allowed  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  to  be  hard¬ 
ened1  and  he  pursued  after  the  children  of  Israel :  and 

'reluise.  2  sea  of  fluga.  *  return.  1  strengthen.  4  bound. 
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9  the  children  of  Israel  went  out  with  a  high1  hand.  But 
the  Egyptians  pursued  after  them,  all  the  horses  and 
chariots  of  Pharaoh,  and  his  horsemen,  and  his  forces, 
and  overtook  them  encamping  by  the  sea,  beside  Pi- 

10  hahlroth,  before  BaaL-zephon.  And  when  Pharaoh 
approached,  the  children  of  Israel  lifted  up  their  eyes, 
and,  behold,  the  Egyptians  marched*  after  them ;  and 
they  were  sore  afraid  t  and  the  children  of  Israel  cried 

1 1  unto  the  Eternal.  And  they  said  unto  Moses,  Because 
there  were  no  burying-plaoes  in  Egypt,  hast  thou  taken 
us  away  to  die  in  the  desert?  what  is  it  that  thou  hast 

12  done  unto  us,  to  bring  us  forth  out  of  Egypt?  /«  not 
this  the  word  that  we  spoke  nnto  thee  in  Egypt,  saying, 
Let  us  alone,' *  that  we  may  serve  Egypt?  For  it  had 
hem  beLter  for  us  to  serve  Egypt,  than  that  we  should 

13  die  in  tbe  desert  And  Moses  said  unto  the  people, 
Fear  yc  not,  stand  still,4  and  see  the  salvation  of  the 
Eternal,  which  he  will  shew9  to  you  to  day :  for  the  Egyp¬ 
tians8  whom  yc  have  seen  to  day,  yc  shall  seo  them 

14  again  no  more7  for  ever.  The  Eternal  shall  fight  for 
you,  and  ye  shall  hold  your  peace. 

15  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Wherefore0  cricst 
thou  unto  me?  speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel, 

16  that  they  journey  onwards:  But  lift  thou  up  thy 
staff,  and  stretch  out,9  thine  hand  over  the  sea,  and 
divide19  it:  and  the  children  of  Israel  shall  come  on  dry 

1 7  ground  through  the  midst  of  the  sea.  And  I,  behold,  1 
will  allow  the  heart  of  Egypt  to  harden,11  and  they  shall 
come  after  them :  and  I  will  be  honoured  through  Pha¬ 
raoh,  and  through  all  his  forces,  through  his  chariots, 

18  and  through  his  horsemen.  And  Egypt  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Eternal,  when  I  have  Decn  honoured 
through  Pharaoh,  through  his  chariots,  and  through  his 

19  horsemen.  And  the  angel13  of  God  who  went  before 
the  camp  of  Israel,  journeyed  and  went  behind  them  ; 
and  the  eolumn  of  the  cloud  went?  from  before  their 

20  face,  and  stood  behind  them :  And  it  came  between 
the  camp  of  Egypt  and  the  camp  of  Israel ;  and  it  was 
a  cloud  and  darkuess  to  them ,  but  it  gave  light  by  night 
to  these :  so  that  the  one  approached  not  the  other  all 

21  the  night*  And  Moses  stretched  out 13  his  luind  over 

1  exalted,  *  journeyed.  *  cease  from  ns.  *  place  yowseJvcs.  *  do.  *  Egypt. 

1  ye  shall  not  continue  to  sea.  8  what.  8  incline.  18  cleave,  11  BtreDgtltcn. 

11  messenger.  u  inclined. 
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the  aea ;  and  the  Eternal  caused  the  sea  to  go  back  by  a 
powerful  cast  wind  all  that  night,  and  mode1  the  sea  dry 

22  land,  and  the  watere  were  divided.’  And  the  children 
of  Israel  came  into  the  midst  of  the  sea  upon  the  dry 
ground :  and  the  watere  were  a  wall3  unto  them  on  their 

23  right,  and  on  their  bit  And  the  Egyptians4  pursued, 
and  came  after  them  to  the  midst  of  the  sea,  even  all 

24  Pharaoh’s  horses,  his  chariots,  and  his  horsemen.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that  in  the  morning  watch  the  Eternal 
glanced  on  the  camp  of  Egypt  through  the  column  of 
nre  and  cloud,  and  coo  founded  the  camp  of  Egypt, 

25  And  removed  their  chariot  wheels,  ana  he  arave 
them  heavily :  so  that  the  Egyptians4  said.  Let  us  run 
away  from  the  face  of  Israel ;  tor  the  Eternal  hghteth 
for  them  against  Egypt 

26  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Stretch  out3  thine 
hand  over  the  sea,  that  the  waters  may  return  upon  the 
Egyptians,*  upon  their  chariots,  and  upon  their  horse* 

27  men.  And  Moses  stretched  forth3  his  hand  over  the 
sea,  and  the  sea  returned  to  its  continuity  at  the  turning 
of  the  morning ;  and  the  Egyptians4 fled1"  towards  it ;  and 
the  Eternal  overthrew  the  Egyptians4  in  the  midst  of 

26  the  sea.  And  the  watere  returned,  and  covered  the 
chariots,  and  the  horsemen,  and  all  the  forces  of  Pharaoh 
that  came  into  the  sea  after  them ;  there  remained  not 

29  so  much  as  one  of  them.  But  the  children  of  Israel 
walked7  upon  dry  land  in  the  midst  of  the  sea ;  and  the

Chap.  XV. 

1  Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song 
unto  the  Eternal,  and  said  as  follows :  I  will  sing  unto 
the  Eternal,  for  he  is  gloriously  sublime :  the  horse  and 

'  pat,  *  deft.  1  rampart  4  Egypt  4  indue,  4  inclined,  1  vent. 

4  band.  wi*n  away*  * 
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*2  his  rider  hath  he  hailed  into  the  sea.  The  Eternal  t> 
my  might  and  hymn,  and  he  is  become  my  salvation ; 
he  is  my  God,  and  I  will  glorify  him ;  my  father’s  God, 

3  and  I  will  exalt  him.  The  Eternal  is  a  man  of  war : 

4  the  Eternal  is  his  name.  Pharaoh’s  chariots  and  his 
forces  hath  he  cast1  into  the  sea :  and  the  choicest  of  his 

5  fighting-men  are  sunk  in  the  Red  sea.*  The  murmuring 
depths  nave  covered  them :  they  went  down  to  the  bot- 

6  tom  as  a  stone  Thy  right  hand,  O  Eternal,  is  become 
glorious  in  power:  thy  right  hand,  O  Eternal,  hath 

7  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy.  And  in  the  greatness3  of 
thine  excellency4  thou  hast  overthrown3  them  that  rose 
up  against  thee:  thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,4  which 

8  consumed7  them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blast8  of 
thy  nostrils  the  waters  were  heaped  up,  the  floods  were 
placed  as  a  mound,  and  the  murmnring,  depths  were 

9  congealed  in  the  heart  of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  1 

will  pursue,  1  will  overtake,  I  will  divide  the  spoil;  inv 
soul  shall  be  full  of  them ;  I  will  draw4  my  sword,  my 

1 0  hand  shall  dispossess  them.  Thou  didst  blow  with  thy 
wind,  the  sea  covered  them :  they  dropped  like  lead  in  the 

1 1  mighty  waters.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Eternal,  among 
the  mighty  beings  ?  who  is  like  thee,  glorious  in  holiness, 

1 2  fearful  in  praises,  doing  wonderful  things?  Thou  streteh- 
edst  out10  thy  right  hand,  the  earth  swallowed  them. 

13  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  guided  the  people  which  thou 
hast  redeemed :  thou  hast  conducted  them  iu  thy  might 

14  unto  the  abode  of  thy  holiness.  Peoples  shall  hear, 
and  be  agitated:  pangs  shall  seize  the  inhabitants  of 

15  Palashajth.  Then  the  chieftains  of  Edom  shall  be 
amazed;  the  powerful  of  Moab,  quaking  shall  seize 
them;  all  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  despond. 

1 6  Horror  and  dread  shall  fall  upon  them ;  by  the  great¬ 
ness  of  thine  arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a  stone ;  till 
thy  people  pass,  O  Eternal,  rill  the  people  pass,  which 

1 7  thou  hast  purchased.11  Thou  shalt  bring  them  in,  and 
plant  them  in  the  mountain  of  thine  inheritance,  in  the 
establishment,  O  Eternal,  which  thou  hast  made1*  for 
thy  residence,  in  the  sanctuary,,  O  Eternal,  which  thy 

18  hands  have  established.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for 

19  ever  and  ever.  For  the  horse  of  Pharaoh  came  in 
with  his  chariots  and  with  his  horsemen  into  the  sea, 

1  shot,  a  sea  of  ftagi.  1  inoUitude*  4  pride,  s  broken  down.  6  tierceneu 
*  ate  *  wind,  9  empty,  >0  inclined^-  1  >  obtained,  12  effected. 
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and  the  Eternal  brought  again1  the  waters  of  the  sea 
upon  them;  but  the  children  of  Israel  went  on  dry 
land  in  the  midst  of  the  sea. 

20  And  Miriam  the  prophetess,  the  sister  of  Aaron,  took 
the  timbrel  in  her  hand ;  and  all  the  women  went  out 

2 1  after  her  with  timbrels  and  with  dances.  And  Miriam 
answered  them.  Sing  ye  to  the  Eternal,  for  he  is  glori¬ 
ously  Bublime ;  the  horse  and  Lis  rider  hath  he  hurled 
into  the  sea.

22  So  Moses  caused  Israel  to  journey  from  the  Red 
sea?  and  they  went  out  into  the  desert  of  Shur;  and 
they  went  throe  days  in  the  desert,  and  found  no 

23  water.  And  when  they  came  to  Marah,  they  could 
not  drink  of  the  waters  of  Marah,  for  they  totrt  bitter : 

24  therefore  the  name  of  it  was  called  Marah.  And  the 
people  murmured  against  Moses,  saying,  What  shall  we 

25  drink?  And  he  cried  onto  the  Eternal;  and  the 
Eternal  shewed7  him  a  wood,  and  he  cast  it  into  the 
waters,  and  the  waters  became  sweet:  there  he  made4 
for  them  a  statute  and  ordinance/  and  there  he  tried 

26  them.  And  said.  If  thou  wilt  diligently  hearken  to 
the  voice  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  wilt  do  that  which 
is  right  in  his  eyes,  and  wilt  give  ear  to  his  command¬ 
ments,  and  will  keep  all  his  statutes,  I  will  put  none  of 
these  diseases  upon  thee,  which. I  have  put  upon  Egypt: 

27  for  I  am  the  Eternal  that  healetb  thee.  And  they 
came  to  Elim,-  where  were  twelve  springs  of  water,  and 
threescore  and  ten  palm,  trees:  and  uiey  encamped  there 
by  the  waters.

Then  said  the 
Eternal  unto  Moses,  Behold,  I  will  rain  bread  from 
heaven  for  you ;  and  the  people  shall  go  out  and  collect 
a  certain  rate  every  day,1  that  I  may  try  them,  whether 

5  they  will  walk  in  my  law,  or  no.  Ana  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  that  on  the  sixth  day  they  shall  prepare  that  which 
they  bring  in ;  and  it  shall  be  twice  as  much  as  they 

f>  collect  daily.  3  And  Moses  and  Aaron  said  unto  all  the 
children  of  Israel,  At  even,  then  ye  shall  know  that  the 
Eleriml  hath  brought  you  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt : 

7  And  in  the  morning,  then  ye  shall  see  the  glory  of  the 
Eternal ;  for  that  he  heareth  your  mnrmunngs  against 
the  Eternal :  and  what  are  we,  that  ye  murmur  against 

S  us?  And  Moses  said.  This  shall  be,  when  the  Eternal 
shall  give  you  in  the  evening  flesh  to  eat,  and  in  the 
morning  bread  to  satisfaction;  for  that  the  Eternal 
heareth  your  murmurings  which  ye  niunnur  against 
him :  and  what  are  wc  ?  your  murmurings  are  not  against 

9  us,  hut  against  the  Eternal.  And  Moses  said  unto

12  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  I  have  heard

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1 6  Thin  is  the  thing  which  the  Eternal  hath  commanded, 
Collect  of  it  emery  man  according  to  hie  eating,  an  omer 
for  every  man,1  according  to  the  number  of  jour  souls ; 

1 7  take  ye  every  man  for  them  which  are  in  his  tent.  And 
the  children  of  Ismcl  did  so,  and  collected,  some  much, 

18  and  some  little.  And  when  they  did  mete  it  with  an 
omer,  he  that  gathered  much  had  no  excess,  and  he 
that  gathered  little  had  no  lack;  they  collected  every 

1 9  man  according  to  his  eating.  And  Moses  said.  Let  no 

20  man  leave  of  it  till  the  morning.  Notwithstanding 
they  hearkened  not  unto  Moses ;  but  some  men  left  of 
it  until  the  morning,  and  it  bred  worms,  and  it  stank  ; 

2 1  and  Moses  was  angry  with  them.  And  they  collected 
it  every  morning,*  every  man  according  to  hie  eating: 

22  when  the  sun  waxed  hot  it  melted.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  that  on  the  sixth  day  they  collected  double  bread, 
two  osiers  for  one  man :  and  ml  the  princes  of  the  con- 

23  gregation  came  and  told  Moses.  And  he  said  unto 
them.  This  is  that  which  the  Eternal  hath  said,  A  strict 
rest  of  the  sabbath  of  holiness  is  to  morrow  unto  the 
Eternal,  bake  that  which  ye  will  bake  to  day ,  and  seethe9 
that  ye  will  seethe9  to  day;  and  that  which  remain eth  over 

24  lay  up  for  you  as  a  charge  until  the  morning.  And  they 
laid  it  up  till  the  morning,  as  Moses  commanded :  and 
it  did  not  stink,  neither  was  there  any  worm  therein. 

26  And  Moses  said,  Eat  that  to  day ;  for  to  day  is  a  sab* 
bath  unto  the  Eternal :  to  day  ye  shall  not  find  it  in  the 

26  field.  *  Six  days  ye  shall  collect  it ;  but  on  the  seventh 
day,  which  is  the  sabbath,  In  it  there  shall  bo  none. 

27  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  there  went  out  some  of  the 
people  on  the  seventh  day  to  collect,  and  they  found 

28  none.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  How  long 
refuse  ye  to  keep  my  commandments  and  my  laws? 

29  Sec,  for  that  the  Eternal  hath  given  you  the  sabbath, 
therefore  he  giveth  you  on  the  rixth  day  the  bread  of 
two  days ;  abide  ye  every  man  in  his  place,4  let  no  man 

30  go  out  of  his  place  on  the  seventh  day.  So  the  people 

31  rested*  on  the  seventh  day.  And  the  house  of  Israel 
called  the  name  thereof  manna:  and  it  was  like* corian¬ 
der  seed,  white ;  and  the  taste  of  it  was  like  fiat  cakes 

32  made  with  honey.  And  Moses  said.  This  is  the  thing 
which  the  Eternal  commandeth.  Fill  an  omcr  of  it  for  a

34  As  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  eo  Aaron  laid  it  up 

35  before  the  testimony,  for  a  charge.  And  the  children 
of  Israel  did  eat  manna  forty  years,  until  they  came  to 
a  land  inhabited;  they  did  eat  manna  until  they  came 

36  unto  the  extremity  of  the  land  of  Canaan.  Now  an 
omcr  is  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah. 

Chap.  XVII. 

1  And  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  jour¬ 
neyed  from  the  desert  of  Sin,  after  their  journeys, 
according  to  the  commandment2' of  the  Eternal,  and 
encamped  in  Rephidim :  and  there  was  no  water  for  the 

2  people  to  drink.  Wherefore  the  people  did  :qiiarrel 
with  Moses,  and  said.  Give  us  water  that  we  may  drink. 
And  Moses  said  unto  tliem,  WhySquarrel  yc  with 

3  me?  wherefore3  do  yc  try  the  Eternal?  And  the  peo¬ 
ple  thirsted  tli ere  for  water;  aud  the  people  murmured 
against  Moses,  and  said.  Wherefore  is  tnis  that  thou  hast 
brought  us  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  put  us  and  our  children 

4  and  our  cattle  to  death  with  thirst  ?  And  Moses  cried 
unto  the  Eternal,  saying,  What  shall  I  do  unto  this 

5  people  ?  yet  a  little  and  they  would  stone  me.  .  And 
the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Pass  before  the  people, 
and  take  with  thee  of  the  elders  of  Israel ;  and  thy  Staff, 
wherewith  thou  smotest  the  river,  take  in  -thine  hand, 

0  and  go.  Behold,  1  will  stand  before  thee  there  upon 
the  crag  in  [loreb;  and  thou  slialt  smite  the  Crag,  and 
there  shall  come  water  out  of  it,  that  the  people  may 
drink.  And  Moses  did  so  in  the  eyes  of  die  elders  ct 

7  Israel.  And  he  called  the  name  of  the  place  Massah 
and  Metibah,  because  of  the  quarrel  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  because  of  their  trying  the  Eternal, '  saying, 
Is  the  Eternal  among  us  or  not. 

3  Then  came  Amalek,  and  fought  with  Israel  in  Re- 

9  phidim.  And  Moses  said  unto  Joshua,  Choose  us 

1  give.  a  racuih.  3  whaL 
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out  men,  and  go  out,  fight  with  Amalek :  to-morrow  I 
will  stand  on  me  top1  of  the  hill  with  the  staff  of  God 

10  in  mine  hand.  So  Joshua  did  as  Moses  had  said  to 
him,  to  fight  with  Amalek :  and  Moses^  Aaron,  and  Hur 

1 1  went  up  to  the  top1  of  the  hill.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  Moses  lifted  up  his  hand,  that  Israel  prevailed : 
and  when  he  let  down  his  hand,  Amalek  prevailed. 

]  2  But  Moses*  hands  were  heavy ;  and  they  took  a  stone, 
and  put  it  under  him,  and  he  sat  thereon ;  and  Aaron 
and  Hur  stayed  up  his  hands,  the  one  on  the  one  side, 
and  the  other  on  the  other  side;*  and  his  hands  were 

13  steady8  until  the  going  down4  of  the  sun.  And  Joshua 
discomfited  Amalek  and  his  people  with  the  edge4  of 
the  sword. 

14  And  the  Eternal  said  onto  Moses,  Write  this  for  a 
memorial  in  the  book,  and  rehearse4  it  in  the  ears  of 
Joshua :  for  I  will  utterly  blot  out  the  remembrance  of 

15  Amalek  from  under  heaven.  And  Moses  built  an  altar, 

16  and  called  the  name  of  it  Adonay-nissi :  For  he  said. 
Because  the  hand  is  upon  the  throne  of  Yah,  war  from 
the  Eternal  with  Amalek  from  generation  to  generation. 


Chap.  XVIII 

1  When  Jethro,  the  priest  of  Midian,  Moses*  father  in  law, 
heard  of  all  that  God  had  done  for  Moses,  and  for  Israel 
his  people,  and  that  the  Eternal  had  brought  Israel  out 

2  of  Egypt ;  Then  Jethro,  Moses’  father  in  law,  took 
Zippomh,  Moses*  wife,  after  his  having  sent  Iter  away. 

3  Ana  her  two  sons ;  of  whom  the  name  of  the  one  was 
Gershom ;  lor  he  said,  I  have  been  a  stranger  in  un 

4  alien  land:  And  the  name  of  the  other7  wu  Eliezer ; 
for  the  God  of  my  father,  said  he,  was  mine  help,  and 

5  delivered  me  from  the  sword  of  Pharaoh :  And  Jethro, 

Moses*  father  in  law,  came  with  his  sons  and  his  wife 
unto  Muses  into  the  desert,  where  he  encamped  at  the 

6  mountain  of  God :  And  he  stud  unto  Moses,  1  thy 
father  in  law  Jethro  am  come  unto  thee,  and  thy  wife, 

7  and  her  two  sons  with  her.  And  Moses  went  out  to* 

J  1  entt  on  this  and  one  on  th!&.  *  futirfalneu.  *  coniiag*  *  mouth, 

*  put*  7  one. 
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wards  his  lather  in  law,  and  prostrated  himself,  and 
kissed  him ;  and  they  asked  each  other  of  their  welfare1 ; 

8  and  they  came  into  roe  tent.  And  Moses  related  to 
his  father  in  law  ail  that  the  Eternal  had  done  unto 
Pharaoh  and  to  Egypt  for  Israel’s  sake,  and  all  the  tra¬ 
vail  that  had  come  upon*  them  by  the  way,  and  how  the 

9  Eternal  delivered  them.  And  Jethro  rejoiced  for  all 
the  goodness  which  the  Eternal  had  done  to  Israel,  whom 

1 0  he  had  delivered  out  of  the  hand  of  Egypt.  And  Je¬ 
thro  said.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  who  hath  delivered 
yon  out  of  the  hand  of  Egypt,  and  out  of  the  hand  of 
Pharaoh,  who  hath  delivered  the  people  from  under  the 

1 1  hand  of  Egypt.  Now  1  know  that  the  Eternal  £?  greater 
than  all  the  gods :  for  it  is  in  the  thing  wherein  they  acted 

12  presumptuously3  that  punishment  came  upon  them.  And 
Jethro,  Muses’  father  in  law,  took  a  burnt  offering  and 
sacrifices  for  God :  and  Aaron  came,  and  all  the  elders 
of  Israel,  to  eat  bread  with  Moses1  father  in  law  before 

13  God.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  Moses 
sat  to  judge  the  people :  and  the  people  stood  by  Moses 

14  from  the  morning  unto  the  evening  ?  And  when  Moses’ 
father  in  law  saw  ail  that  he  did  to  the  people,  he  said. 
What  is  this  thing  that  thou  doest  to  the  people  ?  why 
sittest  thou  thyself  alone,  and  all  the  people  are  placed 

15  uear  thee  from  morning  unto  evening.  And  Moses 
said  unto  his  father  in  law,  Because  the  people  come 

16  unto  me  to  enquire  of  God:  When  they  have  a  mat¬ 
ter,4  they  come  unto  me ;  and  I  judge  between  one  and 
another,5  and  £  do  make  them  know  the  statutes  of  God, 

17  and  his  laws.  And  Moses’  father  in  law  said  unto  him, 

18  The  thing  that  thou  doest  is  not  good.  Thou  wilt 
surely  wither  away,  both  thou,  and  this  people  that  is 
with  thee :  for  this  thing  is  too  heavy  for  tnee ;  thou 

19  art  not  able  to  do  it  thyself  alone.  Hearken  now  unto 
my  voice,  1  will  give  thee  counsel,  and  God  shall  be 
with  thee :  Be  thou  for  die  people  to  God-ward,  that 

20  thou  inayost  bring  the  causes*  unto  God :  And  thou 

shall  enlighten  them  in  the  statutes  and  laws,  and  make 

them  know  the  way  wherein  they  must  go,  and  the  deeds 

■ 

1  and  a  man  asked  h?s  fellow  of  hi*  peace*  *  found.  s  sod.  4  word. 

*  a  man  and  his  fellow.  *  things. 
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21  that  they  must  do.  Moreover  thou  shalt  provide1  out 
of  all  the  people,  men  of  ability,2  such  as  fear  God,  men 
of  truth,  hating  lucre;  and  put  such  over  them,  to  be 
officers  of  thousands,  and  officers  of  hundreds,  officers  of 
22 .  fifties,  aud  officers  of  tens :  And  let  them  judge  the 
people  at  all  times :  and  it  shall  be  that  every  great  thing 
they  shall  bring  unto,  thee,  but  every  small  thing  they 
shall  judge:  so  shall  it  be  easier  for  thyself,  and  they 

23  shall  bear  the  burden  with  thee.  If  thou  shalt  do  this 

tiling,  and  God  command  thee  so,  then  thou  shalt  be 
able  to  stand,  and  all  this  people  shall  also  come  to  their 

24  place  in  peace.  So  Moses  hearkened  to  the  voice  of 
2o  his  father  in  law,  and  did  all  that  he  had  said.  And 

Moses  chose  men  of  ability3  out  of  all  Israel,  and  made3 
them  heads  over  the  people,  officers  of  thousands,  offi¬ 
cers  of  hundreds,  officers  of  fifties,  and  officers  of  tens. 

2 G  And  they  judged  the  people  at  all  times:  the  hard  thing 
they  brought  unto  Moses,  but  every  small  thing  they 
27  judged  themselves.  And  Moses  let  his  father  m  law1 
go,  and  he  went  his  way  into  his  own  land. 

Chap.  XIX. 

1  On  the  third  month,  after  the  children  of  Israel  were 
gone  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  the  same  day  came  they 

2  into  the  desert  of  Sinai.  lor  they  had  journeyed  from 

■  Rephidim,  and  were  come  to  the  desert  of  Sinai,  and 

had  encamped  in  the  desert ;  and  there  Israel  encamped 

3  before  the  mountain.  And  Moses  went  up  unto  God, 
and  the  Eternal  called  unto  him  out  of  the  mountain, 
saying,  Thus  shalt  thou  say  to  the  house  of  Jacob,  and 

4  tell  the  children  of  Israel ;  Ye  have  seen  what  I  did 
unto  Egypt,  and  how  I  bare-you  on  eagles’  wings,  and 

5  brought'  you  unto  myself  Now  therefore,  if  ye  will 
obey  my  voice  indeed,  mid  keep  my  covenant,  then  ye 

,  shall  be  a  select  portion  unto  meabove  all  the  peoples;  for 

6  all  the  earth  is  mine.  And  ye  Bhall  be  unto  me  a 
kingdom  of  priests,  and  an  holy  nation.  These  are  the 

.  words  which  thou  shalt  speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

7  And  Moses  came  and  called  'for  the  elders  of  the  people, 
and  put  before  them  all  these  words  which  the  Eternal 

1  behold.  *  force.  5  give. 
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8  commanded  him.  And  all  the  people  answered  toge¬ 
ther,  and  said,  All  that  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  we  will 
do.  And  Moses  returned1  the  words  of  die  people 

9  unto  the  Eternal.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses, 
Behold,  I  come  unto  thee  in  a  thick  cloud,  that  the 


people  may  hear  when  I  speak  with  thee,  and  also  believe 
in  tnee  for  ever.  And  Moses  told  the  words  of  the 


10  people  unto  the  Eternal.  And  the  Eternal  said 
unto  Moses,  Go  unto  the  people,  and  sanctify  them  to 
day  and  to  morrow,  and  let  them  wash  their  clothes.  * 

1 1  And  be  ready3  against  the  third  day :  for  on  the  third 
day  the  Eternal  will  come  down  before  the  eyes  of 

12  all  the  people  upon  mount  Sinai,  And  thou  shalt  set 
bounds  unto  the  people  round  about,  saying,  Take  heed 
to  yourselves,  that  ye  go  not  up  into  the  mountain,  or 
touch  the  extremity  of  it;  whosoever  toucheth  the  moun- 

13  tain,  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  There  shall  not  a 
hand  touch  him,  but  he  shall  surely  be  stoned  or  shot 
through ;  whether  it  be  beast  or  man,  it  shall  not  live ; 
whilst  the  jubilant  sound  is  drawing  out,  they  shall  come 

14  up  to  the  mountain.  And  Moses  went  down  from  the 


III  till  Ilk  fcl  k  1 1*1  llf»J 
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15  and  they  washed  their  clothes.3  And  he  said  unto  the 
people.  Be  ready3  against  the  third  day;4  stepnof  nigh  unto 

16a  woman.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  third  day  in  the 
morning,  that  there  were  thunders3  and  lightnings,  and 
a  heavy  cloud  upon  the  mountain,  and  the  voice  of  the 
cornet  exceeding  strong ;  so  that  all  the  people  that  were 

17  in  the  camp  trembled.  And  Moses  brought  forth  the 
people  out  of  the  camp  towards  God ;  and  they  placed 

18  themselves  at  the  nether  part  of  the  mountain.  And 
mount  Sinai  was  altogether  on  a  smoke,  because  the 
Eternal  went  down  upon  it  in  fire;  and  the  smoke 
thereof  went  up  as  the  smoke  of  a  furnace,  and  the  whole 

1 9  mount  trembled  greatly.  And  the  voice  of  the  comet 
went  on  stronger  and  stronger;  Moses  spake,  and  God 

20  answered  him  by  a  voice.  And  the  Eternal  came  down 
upon  mount  Sinai,  on  the  top6  of  the  mountain :  and  the 
Eternal  called  Moses  up  to  the  top6  of  the  mountain ; 

.2 1  and  Moses  went  up.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses, 
Go  down,  charge^  the  people,  lest  they  break  through 

22  towards  the  Eternal  to  see,  and  many  of  them  faiL  And 


i  [MStiiml.  *  outer  garments,  *  established,  *  to  three  (lays.  4  voices. 

*  head*  *  protest  to- 
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let  the  priests  also,  who  step  nigh  unto  the  Eternal, 
sanctify  themselves,  lest  the  Eternal  burst  forth  upon 

23  them.  And  Moses  said  unto  the  Eternal,  The  people 
cannot  come  up  to  mount  Sinai :  for  thou  chargeilst1  us, 
saying,  Set  bounds  about  the  mountain,  and  sanctify  it, 

24  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him.  Go,  go  down,  and  thou 
shalt  come  up,  thou,  and  Aaron  with  thee :  but  let  not 
the  priests  and  the  people  break  through  to  come  up 

25  unto  the  Eternal,  lest  he  burst  forth  upon  them.  So 
Moses  went  down  unto  the  people,  and  spake3  unto  them. 

Chap.  XX. 

1  2  A sd  God  spake  all  these  words,  saying,  I  am  the 
Eternal  thy  God,  who  have  brought  thee  out  of  the 

3  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  servants.  Thou 

4  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  my  face.  Thou 

shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or 
any  likeness3  of  any  thing  that  u  in  the  heaven  above, 
or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the 

5  water  under  the  earth :  Thou  shalt  not  prostrate  thy¬ 
self  to  them,  nor  serve  them :  for  1  the  Eternal  thy  God 
am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers 
upon  die  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation 

6  of  them  that  hate  me  ;  And  shewing1  mercy  unto 
thousand  generations  of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my 

7  commandments.  Thou  shalt  not  take3  the  name  of  the 
Eternal  thy  God  in  vain ;  for  the  Eternal  will  not  hold 
him  guiltless  tliat  taketh6  his  name  in  vain. 

8  9  Reme.mher  the  sabbath  day,  to  sanctify  it.  Six 

10  days  mayest  thou  labour/  and  do  all  thy  work:  But 
the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Eternal  thy  God : 
in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor 
thy  daughter,  thy  manservant,  nor  thy  maidservant,  nor 
thy  beasts,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates : 

11  For  in  six  days  the  Eternal  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea, 
and  all  that  In  them  is,  and  rested8  on  the  seventh  day: 
therefore  the  Eternal  blessed  the  sabbath  day,  and  sanc- 

12  tified  it.  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother  :  that 

ldid*t  testify  unto.  a  uld.  *  similitude.  *  doing  5  bear.  t>narn)i. 

T  servj  8  left  off. 
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thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  ground  which  the 

23  Eternal  thy  Gud  giveth  thee.  Thou  shalt  not  mur¬ 
der.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery.  Thou  shalt 
not  steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness1  against 

14  thy  fellow-man  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  fcllow- 
m  art's  house.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  fellow-man’s  wife, 
nor  his  manservant,  nor  his  maidservant,  nor  any  of  his 
herd,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that  w  thy  fellow-nun*’#. 

lo  And  all  the  people  saw  the  thunderings*  and  the 
flaming  torches,  and  the  voice  of  the  cornet,  mid  the 
mountain  smoking:  and  when  the  people  saw  it,  they 

1 6  moved,  and  stood  afar  off.  And  they  said  unto  Moses, 
Speak  thou  with  us,  and  we  will  hear:  but  let  not  God 

1 7  speak  with  us,  lest  we  die.  And  Moses  said  unto  the 
people,  Fear  not:  tor  God  is  come  in  order  to  try  you,  and 
that  his  fear  may  be  before  your  faces,  that  ye  sin  not. 

18  And  the  people  stood  afar  off,  and  Moses  stepped  near 

1 9  unto  the  thick  darkness  where  God  was.  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Thus  thou  shalt  say  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  Ye  have  seen  that  I  have  spoken  to 

20  you  from  the  heaven.  Ye  shall  not  make  with  me  gods  of 
silver,  neither  shall  ye  make  unto  you  gods  of  gold. 

21  Ad  altar  of  earth3  thou  shalt  make  unto  me,  ana  shalt 
sacrifice  thereon  thy  burnt  offerings,  and  thy  feast  offer¬ 
ings,  thy  flocks,  and  thine  herds:  in  all  places  where  I 
mention  my  namel  will  come  unto  thee,  and  I  will  bless 

22  thee.  And  if  thou  wilt  make  me  an  altar  of  stone, 
thou  shalt  not  build  it  of  hewn  stone :  for  if  thou  wave 

23  thy  iron  tool4  above  it,  thou  hast  profaned  it  Neither 
shalt  thou  go  up  by  steps  uuto  mine  altar,  that  thy  naked¬ 
ness  be  not  uncovered  thereon. 


Ciiap.  XXI. 

1  N  ow  these  are  the  judgments  which  thou  shalt  put  before 

2  them.  If  thou  obtain  an  Hebrew  servant,  six  years  he 
shall  serve :  and  in  the  seventh  he  shall  go  out  free  for 

3  nothing.  If  he  came  in  by  hiinaelf^  he  shall  go  out  by 
himself:  if  he  be  married, s  then  Ids  wife  shall  go  out 

1  answer  as  a  w;ine«&  of  falsehood-  *  voices  *gtoun<L  4  afford. 

b  the  Ofttitr  of  a  wife 
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4  with  him.  If  his  lord  have  given  him  a  wife,  and 
she  have  born  him  sons  or  daughters ;  the  wife  and 
her  children  shall  be  her  lord’s,  and  he  shall  go  out  by 

5  himself.  And  if  the  servant  shall  plainly  say,  I  love 
my  lord,  my  wife,  and  my  children ;  I  will  not  go  out 

6  free :  Then  his  lord  shall  cause  him  to  step  unto  the 
judges,2  he  shall  also  cause  him  to  step  unto  the  door,  or 
unto  die  door  post;  and  his  lord  shall  bore  his  ear 
through  with  an  awl;  and  he  shall  serve  him  for 

7  ever.  And  if  a  man  sell  his  daughter  to  be  a 
maidservant,  she  shall  not  go  out  as  the  menservants 

8  do.  If  she  be  evil  in  the  eyes  of  her  lord,  who  hath 
betrothed  her  to  himself,3  then  shall  he  let  her  be  re¬ 
leased  :  to  sell  her  auto  an  alien  people  he  shall  have  no 

9  power,4  seeing  he  hath  dealt  deceitfully  with  her.  And 
.  if  he  hath  Ixstrothed  her  unto  his  son,  he  shall  do  unto 

10  her  after  the  manner9  of  daughters.  If  he  take  him 
another  wife ;  her  sustenance,  her  raiment,  and  her  duty 

1 1  of  marriage  shall  he  not  diminish.  And  if  he  do  not 
these  three  unto  her,  then  shall  she  go  out  free  without 

19  money.  He  that  amiteth  a  man,  so  that  he  die,  shall 

1 3  surely  be  put  to  death.  And  if  a  man  lie  not  in  wait,  but 
God  let  him  fell  into  his  hand ;  then  I  will  appoint?  thee  a 

1 4  place  whither  he  shall  flee.7  But  ifa  man  act  presump¬ 
tuously 8  against  his  fellow-man,  to  slay  him  with  guile ; 
thou  shalt  take  him  from  mine  altar,  that  he  may  die. 

15  And  lie  that  amiteth  his  father,  or  his  mother,  shall  surely 

16  he  put  to  death.  And  he  that  steaieth  a  man,  and 
selleth  him,  and  he  be  previously  found  in  his  hand,  he 

17  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  And  he  that  cursefh  his 

father  or  his  mother  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  And 

18  if  men  quarrel,  and  a  man  smite  his  fellow-man  with  a 
stone,  or  with  his  fist,'  and  he  die  not,  but  keepeth9  his 

1 1)  bed  :10  If  he  rise  again,  and  walk  abroad  upon  his 
staff,11  then  shall  he  that  smote  Mm  be  freed:  only 
he  shall  pay  for  the  loss  of  his  time,18  and  shall  cause 

20  him  to  be  thoroughly  healed.  And  if  a  man 
smite  hb  servant,  or  his  maid-servant,  with  a  rod,  and 
he  die  under  hb  hand ;  he  shall  be  surely  avenged. 

21  Notwithstanding,  if  he  continue13  a  day  or  two,  he  shall 

a  God,  a  kethib,  not  betrothed,  not  rule,  &  judgment  g  pur.  7  run 
a-.vuj.  s  seetbeth,  flfalleih.  l&  couch.  H  prop*  12  hU  alitiug* 

stand* 
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22  not  be  avenged :  for  he  is  his  money.  If  men  strive, 
and  hurt1  a  woman  with  child,  so  mat  her  fruit  depart9 
from  her,  and  yet  there  be  no  mischief further :  he  shall 
be  surely  be  amerced,  according  as  the  husband*  of  the 

•  wife  will  lay4 upon  him ;  and  he  shall  give  as  the  arbiters 

23  determine .  And  if  there  be  any  further  mischief,  then 

24  thou  shalt  give  soul  for  soul,  Eye  for  eye,  tooth  for 

25  tooth,  hand  for  hand,  foot  for  foot,  Burning  for  burn- 

26  ing,  wound  for  wound,  wheal  for  whcaL  And  if  a 
man  smite  the  eye  of  his  servant,  or  the  eye  off  his 
maidservant,  and  cause  it  to  perish/  he  shall  let  him 

27  go  free  for  hiB  eye’s  sake.  And  if  he  cause  his  man- 
servants  tooth,  or  his  maid-servant’s  tooth  to  fall  out, 
be  shall  let  him  go  free  for  his  tooth’s  sake. 

28  If  one  of  a  herd  tlirust  a  man  or  a  woman,  that  he 
die:  then  that  one  of  the  herd  shall  surely  be  stoned, 
and  his  flesh  shall  not  be  eaten ;  but  the  owner  shall  he 

29  guiltless.  But  if  oue  of  a  herd  have  been  wont  to 
thrust  in  time  past,8  and  it  hath  been  testified  to  his 
owner,  and  he  nath  not  kept  him  in,  but  that  he  hath 
put  to  death  a  man  or  a  woman ;  that  one  of  the  herd 
shall  be  stoned,  and  his  owner  also  shall  perish. 

30  If  there  be  set  on  him  a  ransom,  then  snail  he 
give  for  the  ransom7  of  his  soul  whatsoever  is  set  upou 

31  him,  Whether  he  have  thrust  a  son,  or  have  thrust  a 
daughter,  according  to  this  judgment  shall  it  be  done 

32  unto  him.  If  one  of  the  herd  shall  thmst  a  manservant 
or  a  maidservant;  he  shall  give  unto  their  lord  thirty

then  they  shall  sell  the  live  one  of  the  herd,  and  halve 
the  money  of  it ;  and  the  dead  one  also  they  shall  halve. 

36  Or  it  is  known  that  the  one  .of  the  herd  was  wont  to 
thrust  in  time  post  and  his  owner  hath  nol  kept  him 
in;  he  shall  surely  pay  one  of  a  herd  for  one  of  a 

37  herd ;  and  the  dean  snail  be  his  own.  If  a  man  shall 
steal  one  of  a  herd  or  of  a  flock,  and  kill  it,  or  sell  it ;

Chap.  XX1L 

1  Ip  the  thief  be  found  breaking  in,  and  be  smitten  that  he 
die,  there  shall  no  guilt  of  blood  be  incurred  for  him. 

2  If  the  suu  shone  upon  him,  there  shall  be  quilt  of  blood 
incurred  for  him:  he  shall  surely  pay;  if  he  have  no- 

3  thiDg,  then  he  shall  be  sold  for  his  theft.  If  the  theft 
be  certainly  found  in  his  hand  alive,  whether  it  be  one 
of  the  herd,  or  an  ass,  or  one  of  the  flock ;  he  shall  pay 

4  donhle.  If  a  man  shall  lay  waste  a  field  or  vineyaru, 
and  shall  send  in  his  beast  of  pasture,  and  shall. devas¬ 
tate  the  field  of  another;  the  best  of  his  field,  and  the  best 

5  of  his  vineyard,  shall  he  pay.  If  a  fire  break1  out, 
and  catch  in3  thorns,  so  that  the  stacks  of  corn,  or  the 
standing  corn,  or  the  field,  be  consumed*  therewith ;  lie 

6  that  kindled4  the  conflagration  shall  surely  pay.  If  a 
man  shall  give  uDto  his  fellow-man  money  or  vessels  to 
keep,  and  it  be  stolen  out  of  the  man*s  house ;  if  the  thief 

7  be  found,  he  shall  pay  double.  If  tire  thief  be  not  found, 

-  then  the  owner  of  tne  house  shall  approach  unto  the 

judges,*  if  he  have  not  put6  hislumd  uuto  his  fellow-wor/? 

8  goods,7  For  all  manner8  of  trespass,  whether  it  be  for  one 
of  the  herd,  for  an  ass,  for  one  of  the  flock,  for  an 
outer-garment,  or  for  any  lost  thing,  which  another  shall 
say  is  his,  the  word  of  both  shall  come  before  the  judges;6 
and  whom  the  judges*  shall  condemn,  he  shall  pay  doable 

9  unto  his  fellow-man.  If  a  man  give  unto  his  fellow-man 
an  ass,  or  one  of  a  herd,  or  one  of  «  flock,  or  any  beast,  to 
keep ;  and  it  die,  or  be  hurt,8  or  he  captured,  no  one 

1 0  seeing  U ;  Then  shall  an  oath  of  the  Eternal  be  be¬ 
tween  them  both,  if  he  have  not  put8  his  hand  unto  his 
fellow-man's  goods  :7  and  the  owner  of  it  shall  accept10 

1 1  if,  and  he  shall  not  pay.  But  asuredly  if  it  be  stolen 
from  him,  he  shall  pay  unto  the  owner  thereof. 

12  If  it  be  tom  in  pieces,  then  let  him  bring  it  for  wit- 

13  ness,  and  be  shall  not  pay  that  which  was  torn.  And 
if  a  man  borrow11  a  beast  of  his  fellow-wan,  and  it  be 
hurt,0  or  die,  the  owner  thereof  being  not  with  it,  he  shall 

14  surely  pay.  But  if  the  owner  thereof  be  with  it,  he

15  shall  not  pay :  if  it  be  hired,  it  came  for  his  hire.1  And 
if  a  man  entice  a  virgin  that  is  not  betrothed,  and  lie 
with  her,  he  shall  surely  give  the  marriage  price  for  her 

16  to  be  his  wife.  If  her  father  utterly  retuse  to  give  her 
unto  him,  he  shall  pay3  money  according  to  the  mar- 

17  riage  price  of  the  virgins.  Thou  shalt  not  suffer  a  witch 

18  to  live.  Whosoever  lieth  with  a  beast  shall  surely  be 

19  put  to  death.  He  that  sacrifice th  unto  any  god,  save 
unto  the  Eternal  only,  he  shall  be  doomed  to  death. 

20  Thou  shalt  neither  be  extortionate  to  a  stranger,  nor 
oppress  him :  forye  were  strangers  in  the  land  ofEgypt. 

21  Ye  shall  not  afflict  any  widow,  or  fatherless  child. 

22  If  thou  afflict  them  in  any  wise,  and  they  cry  at  all  unto 

23  me,  I  will  surely  hear  their  ciy:  And  my  wrath 
shall  glow,  and  I  will  slay  you  with  the  sword; 
and  your  wives  shall  be  widows,  aud  your  children 

24  fatherless.  If  thou  lend  money  to  any  of  my  people 
that  if  poor  by  thee,  thou  Bhalt  not  be  to  him  as  an  ex- 

25  actor,  neither  shall  ye  lay  upon  him  interest.3  If  thou 
at  all  take  thy  fellow-man's  outer-garment  to  pledge, 
thou  shalt  restore  it  unto  him  at  the  going  down  of  the

not  delay  to  offer  from  thy  abundance,  and  of  thy 
liquors:  the  firstborn  of  thy  sons  shalt  thou  give  unto  me. 

2D  Likewise  Bhalt  thou  do  with  that  of  thy  herd,  and  with 
that  of  thy  flock :  seven  days  it  shall  be  with  its  dam;4

be  men  of  holiness  unto  me :  neither  shall  ye  eat  any 
flesh  that  is  tom  in  the  field ;  ye  shall  cast  it  to  the  dogs.

£  with  the  wicked  to  be  a  witness  for  violence.  Thou 
shalt  not  follow6  the  many  for  evil ;  neither  shalt  thou 
speak7  in  a  quarrel  to  incline  after  many  to  wrest  judg- 

3  vient:  Neither  shalt  thou  countenance  the  indigent  in 

4  his  quarreL  If  thou  meet  one  of  thine  enemy’s  herd, 
or  his  ass  wandering,  thou  shalt  surely  restore  it  to  him 

5  again.  If  thou  see  the  ass  of  him  that  hateth  thee 

1  wages,  3  weigh.  3  biting.  4  mother.  4  wain.  *  be  after.  1  answer. 
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crouching  under  its  burden,  tbou  shait  forbear1  to  for- 

6  sake  h(m ;  surely  thou  canst  forsake  only  with  him.  Thou 
shait  not  wrest8  the  judgment  of  thy  needy  in  his  quar- 

7  rel.  Keep  thee  far  from  a  false®  thing;  and  the  guilt¬ 
less  and  righteous  slay  thou  not :  for  I  will  not  justify 

8  the  wicked.  And  uiou  shait  take  no  bribe :  for  the 
bribe  blindeth  the  open-eyed,  and  perverteth  the  words 

9  of  the  righteous.  Also  thou  shait  not  oppress  a 
stranger :  for  ye  know  the  soul  of  a  stranger,  because 

10  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt  And  six  years 
thou  shait  sow  thy  land,  arid  shait  gather  in  the  increase 

It  thereof:  But  the  seventh  year  thou  shait  let  it  rest4 
and  lie  still ;  that  the  needy  of  thy  people  may  cat:  and 
their  leaving  the  animal  of  the  field  shall  eat  In  like 
manner  thou  shait  do  with  thy  vineyard,  and  with  thy 

1 2  olive-tree.  Six  days  thou  snalt  do  thy  work,  and  on 
the  seventh  day  thou  shait  leave  off :  that  every  one  of 
thy  herd,  and  thiue  ass  may  rest,  and  the  son  of  thy 
maid-servant,  and.  the  stranger,  may  be  refreshed.

Thou 
shait  keep  the  festival  of  the  unleavened  bread :  thou  shait 
eat  unleavened  bread  seven  days,  as  I  commanded  thee, 
in  the  season  appointed  in  the  month  Abib;  for  in  it 
thou  wentest  out  from  Egypt :  and  none  shall  appear bc- 

16  fore  my  face  empty :  And  also  the  festival  of  the  harvest, 
the  first  fruits  of  thy  labours1'  which  thou  hast  sown  in  the 
field :  and  the  festival  of  the  ingathering,  which  is  about  the 
end*  of  the  year,  when  thou  hast  gathered  in  thy  labours* 

17  out  of  the  field.  Three  times  in  the  year  .all  thy  males 
shall  appear  before  the  face  of  the  Lord,  the  Eternal. 

18  Thou  shait  not  sacrifice  the  blood  of  my  sacrifice  with 
leavened  bread ;  neither  shall  the  fat  of  my  festival  sacri- 

19  fied  remain8  until  morniug.  The  first9  of  the  first 
fruits  of  thy  ground  thou  shait  bring  into  the  house  of 
the  Eternal  tay  God.  Thou  shait  not  seethe10  a  kid  in 
its  mother’s  milk. 

20  Behold,  I  send  a  messenger  before  thee,  to  keep  thee 
in  the  way,  and  to  bring  thee  into  the  place  which  I 

21  have  prepared.  Take  heed  of  him,11  and  hearken  to 
his  voice,  exasperate  him  not  ;  for  lie  will  not  bear  your 

22  trespasses :  for  my  name  is  in  him :  But  if  thou  shait 

1  cease.  *  incline*  B  falsehood,  4  fallow*  *  deeds*  c  going  out,  f  /east* 

-J  42  8  l°dge*  7  beginning*  10  cook*  11  bis  fact* 
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indeed  hearken  to  his  Voice,  and  do  all  that  I  speak ; 
then  I  will  be  an  enemy  onto  -  thine  enemies,  and  an 

23  adversary  unto  thine  adversaries.  For  my  messenger 
shall  go  before  thee,  and  bring  tbee  in  nnto  the  Amor- 
ites,  and  the  Hittftes,  and  the  Perizzites,  and  the 
Canaanites,  the  Hivitcs,  and  the  Jebusites:  and  I  will 

24  extirpate  them.  Thou  shalt  not  prostrate  thyself  to 
their  gods,  nor  serve  them,  nor  do  after  their  deeds ; 
but  thou  shalt  utterly  overthrow  them,  and  quite  break 

2/5  down  their  monuments.  And  ye  shall  serve  tne  Eternal 
your  God,  and  he  shall  bless  thy  bread,  and  thy  water* 

*2(S  and  I  will  remove  sickness  from  amongst  thee.  There

4  And  Moses  wrote  all  the  words  of  the  Eternal,  and  rose 
up  earl;  in  the  morning,  and  built  an  altar  under  the 
mountain,  and  twelve  monuments,  according  the  twelve 

5  tribes  of  Israel  And  he  sent  the  lads  of  the  children  of 

Israel,  and  the;  offered  burnt  offerings  and  sacrificed 

6  feast  offerings  of  bulls  unto  the  Eternal  And  Moses 
took  half  of  the  blood,  and  put  it  in  basons ;  and  half  of 

7  the  blood  he  sprinkled  on  the  altar.  And  he  took  the 
book  of  the  covenant,  and  read1  in  the  ears  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  :  and  the;  said.

I  2  Am>  the  Eternal  spake  onto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  take  me  a  heave 
offering:  of  every  man  whose  heart  impelieth  him  ye 

3  shall  take  my  heave  offering.  And  this  is  the  heave 
offering  which  ye  shall  take  of  them :  gold,  and  silver, 

4  aud  copper.  And  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and 

5  crimson1  and  fine  linen,  and  goats*  hair.  And  nuns’ 
skins  dyed  red,  and  tachash  skins,  and  acacia  wood. 

6  Oil  for  the  lights  spices  for  anointing  oil,  and  for  incense 

7  of  aromatics.  Onyx  stones,  and  stones  for  setting  in  the 

8  ephod,  and  in  the  breastplate.  And  let  them  make 
me  a  sanctuary ;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  midst  of  them. 

9  According  to  ail  that  I  shew  thee,  after  the  pattern  of 
the  dwelling,  and  the  pattern  of  all  the  vessels  thereof, 

10  even  so  shall  ye  make  it  And  they  shall  make  an 
ark3  of  acacia  wood :  two  cuhits  and  a  half  shall  be  the 
length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  breadth 
thereof,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height  thereof. 

I I  And  thou  shalt  overlay  it  with  pure  gold,  within  and 
without  shalt  thou  overlay  it,  and  shalt  make  upon  it  a

wings,  and  their  faces  turned  one  to  another:1  to* 
wards  die  cover  shall  the  faces  of  the  cherubim  be. 

21  And  thou  shalt  put3  the  cover  above  upon  the  ark3 ; 
and  in  the  ark3  thou  shalt  put3  the  testimony  that  I 

22  shall  give  thee.  And  there  1  will  be  met  by  thee, 
and  I  will  speak  with  thee  from  above  the  cover, 
from  between  the  two  cherubim  which  are  upon 
the  ark3  of  the  testimony,  of  all  which  1  will  command 
thee  concerning  the  children  of  Israel. 

23  Thou  shalt  also  make  a  tabic  of acacia  wood ;  two  cubits 
shall  be  the  length  thereof  and  a  cnbit  the  breadth 
thereof,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height  thereof. 

24  And  thou  shalt  overlay  it  with  pure  gold,  and  make

30  And  thou  shalt  set3  upon  foe  table  shew°brcad  before 
me  always. 

31  And  thou  shall  make  a  candelahrum  of  pure  gold : 
of  beaten  workjj  shall  the  candelabrum  be  made :  its 
shaft,7  and  its  branches,8  its  cups,  its  knobs,  and  its 

32  flowers,  shall  be  of  the  same.  And  six  branchesBshall 
go  out  of  foe  sides  of  it;  three  branches*  of  the  cande¬

8  tains  shalt  thou  make.  The  length  of  one  curtain 
shall  be  thirty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  of  one  curtain

10  the  sixth  curtain  opposite  the  front1  of  the  tent  And 
thou  shah  make  fifty  loops  on  the  edge2  of  the  one  cur¬ 
tain  that  is  outermost  in  the  joining,  and  fifty  loops  in 
the  edge3  of  the  curtain  which  joineth  the  second, 

1 1  And  thou  shalt  make  fifty  catches  of  copper,  and  bring 
the  catches  into  the  loops,  and  join  the  tent  together, 

12  that  it  may  be  one.  And  tlic  surplus  of  the  curtains 
of  the  tent  that  exceedeth,  that  is,  the  exceeding  half

and  Aaron  shall  bear  their  names  before  the  Eternal 

13  upon  his  two  shoulders  for  a  memorial.  And  thou 

14  shalt  make  settings  of  gold ;  And  two  chains  of  pure 
gold ;  twisted  of  cord-hke  work  shalt  thou  make  them,

thou  shalt  make  the  breastplate  of  judgment  the  work

And  thou 
shalt  take  all  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  the 
lobe8  that  is  above  the  liver,  and  the  two  kidneys,  and 
the  fat  that  is  upon  them,  and  cause  them  to  ascend  m 

1  holiness*  -  son  of  a  herd.  3  perfect  4  give.  3  till  the  bauds  of, 

4  offer,  *  shed.  *  $ii[3erJLuity* 
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14  fumes  upon  the  altar.  But  the  flesh  of  the  boll,  and 
its  skin,  aod  its  dung,  Bhalt  thou  bum  with  fire  without 
the  camp;  it  is  a  3in  offering.  And  the  one  mm  thou  aha] t 
also  take ;  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  lay  their  hands 

1$  upon  the  head  of  the  ram.  And  thou  snalt  slaughter 
the  ram,  and  thou  shall  take  its  blood,  and  sprinkle  it 

17  round  about  upon  the  altar.  And  the  ram  thou  shalt 
sever  into  pieces,  and  lave  its  inwards  and  its  legs,  and 

15  put*  them  unto  its  pieces,  and  unto  its  head.  And  thou 
shall  cause  the  whole  ram  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the 
altar :  it  is  a  burnt  offering  unto  the  Eternal :  it  is  a 
pleasing  odour,  an  offering  made  hy  fire  unto  the 

19  Eternal.  And  thou  shalt  take  the  second  ram;  and 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  tar  their  hands  upon  the  head 

20  of  the  ram.  Then  sbalt  thou  slaughter  the  ram,  and 
take  of  its  blood,  and  put1  it  upon  the  tip  of  the  right 
car  of  Aaron,  and  upon  the  tip  of  the  right  ear  of  his 
sons,  and  upon  the  thumb  of  their  right  hand,  and  upon 
the  great  toe*  of  their  right  foot,  and  sprinkle  the  blood 

21  upon  the  altar  round  about  And  thou  shalt  take  of 
the  hlood  that  is  upon  the  altar,  and  of  the  anointing 
oil,  and  sprinkle  it  upon  Aaron,  and  upon  his  garments, 
and  upon  his  sons,  and  upon  the  garments  of  his  sons 
with  him :  and  he  shall  be  holy,  and  his  garments,  and 

22  bis  sons,  and  his  sous*  garments  with  him.  Also  thou 
shalt  take  of  the  ram  the  fat  and  the  fat  tail.  And  the  fat 
that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  the  lobe3  above  the  liver, 
and  the  two  kidneys,  and  the  fat  that w  upon  them,  and 
the  right  shoulder ;  for  it  is  a  ram  of  consecration.4 

23  And  one  loaf5  of  bread,  and  one  pierced  cake  of  oiled 
bread,  and  one  wafer  out  of  the  basket  of  the  unleavened 

24  bread  that  is  before  the  Eternal  And  thou  shalt  put 
all  in  the  hands9  of  Aaron,  and  in  the  hands6  of  nis 
Bons ;  and  shah  wave  them  far  a  wave  offering  before 

25  the  Eternal.  And  thou  shall  take  them#  from  their 
hands,  and  cause  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar 
besides  the  burnt  offering,  fora  pleasing  odour  before  the 
Eternal :  it  is  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  EternaL 

2f>  And  thou  shalt  take  the  breast  of  the  ram  of  Aaron’s 
consecration,4  and  wave  it  for  a  wave  offering  before  the 

27  Eternal:  and  it  shall  be  thy  part.  And  thou  shalt 
sanctify  the  breast  of  the  wave  ottering,  and  the  shoulder 
of  the  heave  offering,  which  is  waved,  and  which  is 
heaved  up,  of  the  Tam  of  the  consecration,4  even  of  that 
'  pivc#  thumb,  3  superfluity#  *  fulfilment,  3  circle,  1  Imliowt. 
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which  is  for  Aaron,  and  of  that  which  is  for  his 

28  sons:  And  it  shall  be  Aaron's  and  his  sons'  by  a 
statute  for  ever  from  the  children  of  Israel:  for  it 
is  an  heave  offering ;  and  it  shall  be  an  heave  offering 
from  the  children  of  Israel  of  the  sacrifice  of  tlieir 
feast  offerings,  even  their  heave  offering  unto  the 

29  Eternal.  And  the  holy  garments  of  Aaron  shall  be  his 
sons'  after  him,  to  be  anointed  therein,  and  to  be  consc- 

30  crated  in  them.3  Seven  days  shall  he  among  lxis  sons 
that  is  priest  in  his  stead,  put  them  on,  when  lie  comoth 
into  the  appointed  tent  to  minister  in  the  holy  vlace.* 

3 1  And  the  ram  of  the  consecration, 3thou  shalt  take  and 

32  seethe4  its  flesh  in  a  Holy  place*  And  Aaron  and  his 
sons  shall  eat  the  flesh  or  the  ram,  and  the  bread  that  is 
in  the  basket,  by  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent. 

33  And  they  shall  eat  those  things  wherewith  the  expiation 
was  made,  to  consecrate®  and  to  sanctify  them  :  but  the 
stranger*’  shall  not  eat  thereof,  because  they  are  holy, 2 

34  And  if  ought  of  the  flesh  of  the  consecration?,7  or  ot  the 
bread,  be  left  unto  the  morning,  then  thou  shalt  burn 
that  which  is  left  with  fire:  it  shall  not  be  eaten,  because 

35  it  is  holiness.2  And  thus  shalt  thou  do  unto  Aaron,  and 
to  his  sons,  according  to  all  things  which  I  have  com¬ 
manded  thee :  seven  days  shalt  thou  consecrate  them.® 

36  And  a  bull,  besides  the  sin  offering,  thou  shalt  offer8  every 
day  for  expiation :  and  thou  shalt  purify  the  altar,  when 
thou  hast  made  an  expiation  for  it,  and  thou  shalt  anoint 

37  it,  to  sanctifyit.  Seven  days  thou  shalt  make  an  expiation 
for  the  altar,  and  sanctify  it ;  and  it  shall  be  an  altar 
most  holy  ;9  whatsoever  toucheth  the  altar  shall  be  holy. 

38  Now  this  is  that  which  thou  shalt  offer5  upon  the  altar; 
two  lambs  of  the  first  year10  day  by  day  continually. 

39  The  one  lamb  thou  shalt  offer8  m  the  morning ;  and 

40  the  other  lamb  thou  shalt  offer6  at  evening:11  And 
with  the  one  lamb  a  tenth  deal  of  flour  mingled  with  the 
fourth  part  of  an  hin  of  beaten  oil ;  and  the  fourth  part 

41  of  an  hin  of  wine  for  a  libation.  And  the  second  Iamb 
thou  shalt  offer0  at  even3iand  shalt  do  thereto  accordingto 
the  oblation  of  tbe  morning,  and  according  to  the  libation 
thereof,  for  a  pleasing  odour,  an  offering  made  by  fire 

42  unto  the  Eternal.  This  shall  be  a  continual  burnt 
offering  throughout  your  generations  at  the  entrance  of 
the  appointed  tent  before  the  Eternal ;  where  I  shall  be 


1  ti\\  with  them  their  h&iida*  *  holiness.  *  fulfilment,  *  cook, 
bunds,  6  layman,  T  fulfilments.  *  make.  b  holhif'SS  of  holmes?. 
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43  met  by  you,  to  speak  there  unto  thee.  And  there 
I  will  be  met  by  the  children  of  Israel,  and  it  shall 

44  be  sanctified  by  my  glory.  -  And  I  will  sanctify  the 
appointed  tent,  and  the  altar:  I  will  sanctify  also 
both  Aaron  and  his  sons  to  minister  to  me  as 

45  priests.  And  1  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  chil- 

46  dren  of  Israel,  and  will  be  their  God.  And  they  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Eternal  their  God,  that  brought 
them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  that  I  may  dwell 
in  the  midst  of  them  :  I  am  the  Eternal  their  God.

And  Aaron 
shall  make  an  expiation  upon  the  horns  of  it  once  in 
the  year:  with  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering  of  expiations 
shall  he,  once  in  the  year,  make  expiation  upon  it  through¬ 
out  your  generations :  it  is  most  holy10  unto  the  Eternal. 

11  12  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  When 
thou  takest  tbe  sum11  of  the  children  of  Israel  according 

1  wttJta.  s  rtf  is  3  bouses.  4  give,  *  case,  G  in  tbe  morning  in  the  morning* 

'r?  doeth  wi^l  to.  H  lietwen  tbe  two  evenings.  *  lay.  1 0  holme**  o i 

holiness,  u  barest  the  bead. 
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to  their  muster,  then  shall  they  give  every  man  a  ransom 
for  his  soul  unto  the  Eternal,  when  thou  musterest1 
them ;  that  there  be  no  calamity  among  them,  when 

13  thou  musterest1  them.  This  they  shall  give,  every  one 
that  passeth  among  them  that  are  mustered,  the  half  of 
a  shekel  after  the  shekel  of  holiness :  a  shekel  is  twenty 
gerahs ;  a  half  of  a  shekel  shall  be  the  heave  offering  of 

14  the  Eternal.  Every  one  that  passeth  among  them  mat 
are  mustered,  from  twenty  years  old*  and  above,  shall 

15  give  a  heave  offering  unto  the  Eternal.  The  rich  shall 
not  give  more,  and  the  indigent  shall  not  give  less  than 
the  naif  of  a  shekel,  in  giving  a  heave  offering  unto  the

26  Ana  thou  shall  anoint  the  appointed  tent  therewith, 

27  and  die  ark4  of  the  testimony.  And  the  table  and  all 
its  vessels,  and  the  candelabrum  and  its  vessels,  and  the 

28  altar  of  incense.  And  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  with 

1  viiitert.  *  a  ton  of  twenty  yean.  5  give.  4  head.  s  free.  4  cane.  *  case. 
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29  ail  its  vessels,  and  the  lover  and  its  frame.  And  thou 
shalt  sanctify  them,  that  they  may  be  most  holy  ;l  what- 

30  soever  toucheth  them  shall  be  holy.  And  thou  shalt 
anoint  Aaron  and  his.  sons,  and  sanctify  them,  that 

31  they  may  minister  unto  meas  priests.  And  thou  shall 
speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  This  shall  be 
an  oil  of  ointment  of  holiness  unto  me  throughout  your 

32  generations.  Upon  man’s  flesh  shall  it  not  be  poured, 
and  according  to  its  proportion,  ye  shall  not  make  any 
like  it,  it  is  holiness,  ami  it  shall  be  holiness  unto  you. 

33  Whosoever  compoundeth  any  like  it,  or  whosoever  put- 
teth5  any  of  it  upon  a  stranger,3  shall  even  be  cut  off 

34  from  his  peoples.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses, 
Take  unto  thee  aromatics,  stacte,|[  and  onycha,  and 
galbanum;  these  aromatics  with  pure3  frankincense : 

35  let  each  be  taken  separately :  j  Ana  thou  shalt  make  it 
an  incense,  a  compound  after  the  work  of  the  com- 

36  pounder,  tempered  together,  pure  for  holiness:  And

And  the  knitted!  garments, 
and  the  garments  of  holiness  for  Aaron  the  priest,  and 

1 1  the  garments  of  his  sons,  to  minister  as  priests,  And 
the  oil  of  anointings  and  incense  of  aromatics,  for  the 
holiness :  according  to  all  that  1  have  commanded  tlxcc 
shall  they  da 

12  13  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
thou  also  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  Verily  my 
sabbaths  ye  shall  keep :  for  it  is  a  sign  between  me  and 
you  throughout  your  generations ;  that  ye  may  know 

14  that  I  am  the  Eternal  that  doth  sanctify  you.  Ye  shall 
keep  the  sabbath  therefore ;  for  it  is  holiness  unto  you : 
every  one  that  profane th  it  shall  surely  be  put  to  death : 
for  whosoever  docth  any  work  therein,  that  soul  shall

And 
when  Aaron  saw  it,  fie  built  an  altar  before  it;  and 
Aaron  called  out,  and  said,  To-morrow  u  a  festival  to  the 

6  Eternal.  And  they  rose  up  early  on  the  morrow,  and 
brought  up  burnt  offerings,  and  brought  high  feast 
offerings ;  and  the  people  sat  down  to  cat  and  to  drink, 
and  rose  up  to  play.1 

7  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Go,  go  down; 
for  thy  people,  which  thou  broughtest  out  ot  the  land 

8  of  Egypt,  have  Corrupted  themselves :  They  have  de¬ 
parted  quickly  out  of  the  way  which  I  commanded 
them ;  they  have  made  them  a  molten  calf,  and  have 
prostrated  themselves  to  it,  and  have  sacrificed  there¬ 
unto,  and  said,  These  are  thy  gods,  O  Israel,  which  have 

0  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Moses;  I  have  seen  this  people,  and, 

10  behold,  it  is  a  stiff-necked  people :  Now  therefore  let 
me  alone,  that  my  wrath  may  glow  ^against  them,  and 
that  I  may  consume  them :  and  lwill  make  of  thcc  a  great 

1 1  nation.  And  Moses  besought  the  face  of  the  Eternal  bis

16  the  tablets  were  the  work  of  God,  and  the  writing  t pas 

1  mock.  *  inakt,  *  oa  this  and  on  Uua. 
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17  the  writing  of  God,  graven  upon  die  tablets.  And 
when  Joshua  heard  toe  voice  of  the  people  as  they 
shouted,  he  said  unto  Moses,  A  voice  of  war  is  in 

18  the  camp.  And  he  said,  It  is  not  the  voice  of  the  cry 
of  mastery,  neither  is  it  the  voice  of  the  cry  of  defeat : 

19  but  the  voice  of  a  choral  song  do  I  hear.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  as  soon  as  he  approached  unto  the  camp,  that 
he  saw  the  calf  mid  die  dancing :  and  Moses’  wrath 
glowed,  and  he  cast  the  tablets  out  of  his  hands,  and 

20  brake  them  beneath  the  mountain.  And  he  took  the 
calf  which  they  had  made,  and  burnt  it  in  the  fire,  and 
ground  it  till  it  was  powdered,  and  strewed  it  upon  the 
water,  and  gave  the  children  of  Israel  to  drink  of  it 

2 1  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  What  did  this  people  unto 
thee,  that  thou  hast  brought  so  great  a  sin  upon  them  ? 

22  And  Aaron  said,  Let  not  the  wroth  of  my  lord  glow: 
thou  knowest  the  people,  tliat  they  are  set  on  evil. 

23  For  they  said  unto  me,  Make  us  gods,  which  shall  go 
before  us :  for  as  for  this  Moses,  the  man  that  brought 
us  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we  know  not  what  i3 

24  become  of  him.  And  I  said  unto  them,  Whosoever 
hath  any  gold,  let  them  pull  it  off.  So  they  gave  it 
me:  then  I  cast  it  into  the  fire,  and  there  came  out 

25  tills  calf  And  when  Moses  saw  that  the  people  were 
unruly ;  for  Aaron  had  made  them  unruly  unto  tlteir

said  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel, 
Put  every  man  his  sword  by  his  thigh,  and  pass  and 
return  from  gate  to  gate  throughout  the  camp,  and  slay 
every  man  his  brother,  and  every  man  his  tcllow,  and 

28  every  man  him  that  is  near  him.  And  the  children  of 
Levi  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses :  and  there 
tell  of  the  people  that  day  about  three  thousand  men. 

29  For  Moses  had  said,  Consecrate  yourselves1  to-day  to 
the  Eternal,  even  every  man  upon  his  son,  and  upon 
his  brother ;  that  he  may  give  you  a  blessing  this  day. 

30  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  Moses  said  unto 
the  people,  Y e  have  sin  ned  a  great  sin :  and  now  I  will  go 
up  unto  the  Eternal ;  peradventurclshall  make  an  cxpia^ 

31  tfon  for  your  sin.  And  Moses  returned  unto  the  Eternal, 

1  fill  your  hand. 
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and  said.  Oh,  this  people  have  sinned  a  great  sin,  and  have 

32  made  them  gods  of  gold.  t  Yet  now,  if  thou  wilt  bear 
their  sin — ;  and  if  not,  blot1  me,  I  pray  thee,  out  of  thy 

33  book  which  thou  hast  written,  And  the  Eternal  said 
unto  Moses,  Whosoever  bath  sinned  against  me,  him 

34  will  I  blot1  out  of  my  book.  Therefore  now  go,  lead 
the  people  unto  the  place  of  which  I  have  spoken  unto 
thee :  behold,  mine  angel3  shall  go  before  thee :  and 
in  the  day  when  I  visit  I  will  visit  their  sin  upon  them. 

35  And  the  Eternal  plagued  the  people,  because  they  made 
the  calf;  which  Aaron  made. 

Chap.  XXXIIL 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Go,  go  up  hence, 
thou  and  the  people  which  thou  hast  brought  up  out  of 
the  laud  of  Egypt,  unto  the  land  which  I  aware  uuto 
Ahraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  saying,  Unto  thy  seed 

2  will  I  give  it:  And  I  wilt  send  an  angel8  be¬ 

fore  thee;  and  I  will  drive  ont  the  Canaanite,  the 
Amorite,  and  the  Qittite,  and  the  Perizzite,  the  Hivite, 

3  and  the  Jebusite :  Unto  a  land  flowing  with  milk  end 
honey :  for  1  will  not  go  up  among  thee ;  for  thou  art 
a  stilt-necked  people :  lest lconsumc3  thee  in  the  way. 

4  And  when  the  people  heard  this  evil  thing,  they 
mourned :  and  no  man  did  put4  on  him  his  ornaments. 

5  For  the  Eternal  had  said  unto  Moses,  Say  uuto  the 
children  of  Israel,  Ye  are  a  stiff-necked  people :  Were  I 
to  go  up  among  thee  one  moment,  I  should  consume 
thee:  therefore  now  put  off4  thy  ornaments  from  thee, 

6  and  I  shall  know  what  I  shall  do  unto  thee.  And  the 
children  of  Israel  stripped  themselves  of  their  ornaments 

7  worn  at  the  mount  Horeb.  And  Moses  took  the 
tent,  and  pitched'’  it  without  the  camp,  distant  from 
the  camp,  and  called  it  the  appointed  tent  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that  every  one  who  sought  the  Eternal 
went  out  uuto  the  appointed  tent,  which  was  without 

8  the  camp.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Moses  went 
out  towards  the  tent,  that  all  the  people  rose  up, 
and  were  placed  every  man  at  the  entrance  of  his 
tent,  and  looked  after  Moses,  until  he  was  gone  into  the 

9  tent  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Moses  came  into  the  tent, 

the  column  of  doud  went  down,  and  the  ETERNAL 

1  'wipe.  :  messenger.  *  eat  4  set  *  take  down,  4  inclined. 
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10  spake  with  Moses.  And  all  the  people  saw  the  column 
of  cloud  stand  at  the  entrance  of  the  tent:  aud  all  the 
people  rose  up  and  prostrated  themselves,  every  man  at 

1 1  the  entrance  of  his  tent  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto 
Moses  face  to  face,  as  a  man  speaketh  unto  nis  fellow. 
And  he  returned  into  the  camp :  but  his  minister  Joshua, 
the  son  of  Nun,  a  lad,  stirred  not  out  of  the  tent 

1 2  And  Moses  said  unto  the  Eternal,  See,  thou  say  est  unto 
me,  Bring  up  this  people :  and  nevertheless  thou  hast  not 
let  me  know  whom  thou  wilt  send  with  me.  Y et  tliou  hast 
said,  I  have  known  thee  by  name, and  thou  hast  also  found 

1 3  favour  in  my  eyes.  Now  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  If  I 
have  found  favour  in  thy  eyes,  let  me  know  now  thy 
way,  that  I  may  know  thee,  that  I  may  find  favour  in 
thy  eyes:  and  consider1  that  this  nation  is  thv  people. 

14  And  lie  stud.  My  face  shall  go  with  thee,  and  I  will  give 

1 5  thee .  repose.  And  he  said  unto  him.  If  thy  face  go 

1G  not,  bring  us  not  up  hence.  For  wherein  shall  it 

be  known  here  that  I  and  thy  people  have  found  favour 
in  thy  eyes  ?  is  it  not  in  that  thou  goest  with  us  ?  so 
shall  we  he  distinguished,  I  and  thy  people,  from  all  the 

17  people  that  are  upon  the  face  of  the  ground.  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  I  will  do  tuts  thing  also  that 
thou  hast  spoken :  for  thou  hast  found  favour  in  my 
eyes,  and  I  know  thee  by  name. 

18  And  he  said,  I  beseech  thee,  shew  me  thy  glory. 

10  And  he  said,  I  will  make  all  my  goodness  pass  before 

thy  face,  and  I  will  call  by  name,  O  Eternal, 
before  thee ;  and  I  will  be  gracious,  to  whom  I  will  be 
gracious,  and  I  will  shew  mercy,  to  whom  I  will  shew 

20  mercy.  And  he  said,  Thou  cans!  not  see  my  face :  for 

21  there  shall  no  man  see  me,  and  live.  And  the  Eternal 
said,  Behold,  there  is  a  place  by  me,  and  thou  shalt  be 

22  placed  upon  the  crag :  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  while 
my  glory  passeth  by,  that  I  will  put  thee  in  a  cleft  of 
the  crag,  and  will  welter  thee  with  my  hAnd  while  I 

23  pass  by :  And  I  will  remove  mine  hand,  and  thou 
shalt  see  whatsis  behind  me :  but  my  face  shall  not  be 
seen. 

Chap.  XXXIV. 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Hew  thee  two  tablets 

1  we. 
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of  stone  like  unto  the  first:  and  I  will  write  upon  these 
tablets  the  words  that  were  in  the  first  tablets,  which 

2  thou  brakest  And  be  ready  in  the  morning,  and  go 
up  in  the  morning  unto  mount  Sinai,  and  thod'shalt  be 
placed  there  before  me  in  the  top1  of  the  mountain. 

3  And  no  man  shall  go  up  with  thee,  neither  let  any  man 
be  seen  throughout  all  the  mountain;  neither. let  the 

4  flocks  nor  herds  feed  opposite  that  mountain.  Arid  he 
hewed  two  tablets  of  stone  like  unto  the  first;  and 
Moses  rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  went  up  unto 
mount  Sinai,  as  the  Eternal  had  commanded  him,  and 

5  took  in  his  hand  the  two  tablets  of  stone.  And  the 
Eternal  went  down  in  the  cloud,  and  placed  him¬ 
self  with  him  there,  and  called  by  name,  O  Eter- 

6  naL  And  the  Eternal  passed  before  him,  and 
called.  The  Eternal  is,  The  Eternal  God,  merciful  and 
gracious,  slow  to  wrath,3  and  abundant  in  mercy  and 

7  truth.  Keeping11  mercy  for  thousands, bearing  withini- 

nand  transgressiou  and  sin,  and  holding  guiltless 
^  j  means  the  wicked ;  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the 
fathers  upon  the  children,  and  upon  the  children’s  chil- 
8  dren,  unto  die  third  and  to  die  fourth  generation..  And 
Moses  made  haste,  and  bowed  his  head  towards  the 
9  earth,  and  prostrated  himslf  And  he  said,  If  now  I 
have  found  favour  in  diy  eyes,  O  Lord,  let  my  Lord,  I 
pray  thee,  go  among  us ;  although  it  is  a  stiff-necked 
people,  yet  pardon  our  iniquity  and  our  sin,  and  take 
10  ns  for  tliinc  inheritance.  And  he  said,  Behold,  I 
make4  a  covenant :  before  all  thy  people  I  will  do  mar¬ 
vels,  such  as  have  not  been  createdcin  all  the  earth,  nor 
in  any  nation :  and  all  the  people  among  whom  thou 
art  shall  see  the  deeds  of  the  Eternal :  for  it  u  a  fearful 
1 1  thing  that  I  will  do  with  thee.  Keep  thou  that  which 
I  command  thee  this  day:  behold,  I  drive  out  before 
thee  the  Amoritc,  and  the  Canaanitc,  and  the  Hittite, 
and  the  Perizzite,  and  the  Hivite,  and  the  Jekuzite. 
12  Take  heed  to  thyself,  lest  thou  make4  a  covenant  with 
the  inhabitants  of  the  laud  whither  thou  contest,  lest  it 
13  be  for  a  snare  among  thee :  But  yc  shall  pull  down 
their  altars,  break  their  monuments,  and  cut  down  their 
It  groves:3  For  thou  skalt  prostrate  thyself  to  no  other 
god  :  for  the  Eternal,  whose  name  is  Jealous  is  a  jealous 
15  God :  Lest  thou  make4  a  covenant  with  the  mhabi- 

1  head.  3  length  or  wrath.  1  guarding.  *  cut*  *  fortunate  ones. 
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tants  of  the  land,  and  they  go  a  whoring  after  their  gods* 
and  sacrifice  unto  their  gods,  and  one  call  thee,  and  thou 

16  eat  of  hie  sacrifice;  And  thou  take  of  their  daughters 
unto  thy  sons,  and  their  daughterego  a  whoring  after  their 
gods,  and  make  thy  sons  go  a  whoring  after  their  gods. 

17  18  Thou  shah  make  thee  no  molten  gods.  The  festival 
of  unleavened  bread  shalt  thou  keep.  Seven  days  thou 
shalt  eat  unleavened  bread,  as  I  commanded  thee,  in  the 
appointed  time  of  die  month  Abib :  for  in  the  month 

19  Abib  thou  weutest  out  from  Egypt  Every  first  off¬ 
spring  of  the  womb  is  mine ;  anu  of  all  thy  cattle  that  is 
male,  the  first  offspring  of  any  of  the  herd  or  of  the 

20  flock.  But  the  first  offspring  ofan  ass  thou  shalt  redeem1 
with  one  of  the  flock :  and  if  thou  redeem1  it  not,  theu 
shalt  thou  break  its  neck.  All  the  firstborn  of  thy  sons 
thou  shalt  redeem.1  And  none  shall  appear  before  me 

21  empty.  Six  days  thou  mayest  work,8  but  on  the  sev¬ 
enth  day  thou  shalt  leave  off:  in  ploughing  time  and  in 

22  harvest  thou  shalt  leave  off.  And  thou  shalt  observe3 
the  festival  of  weeks,  of  the  firstfruits  of  wheat  harvest,  and 

23  the  festival  of  ingathering  at  the  year’s  circuit.  Thrice  in 
the  year  shall  all  your  males  appear  before  the  Lord 

24  Eternal  God,  the  God  of  Israel.  For  I  will  drive  out 
the  nations  before  thee,  and  enlarge  Ihy  boundaries : 
neither  shall  any  man  covet  thy  land,  when  thou  shalt 
go  up  to  appear  before  the  Eternal  thy  God  thriue  in 

25  the  year.  Thou  shalt  not  offer4  the  blood  of  my  sacri¬ 
fice  upon  leaven ;  neither  shall  the  sacrifice  of  the  fes¬ 
tival  of  the  passover  remain  over  night  unto  the 

26  morning.  The  first6  of  the  firstfruits  of  thy  ground 
thou  shalt  bring  unto  the  house  of  the  Eternal  thy  God. 
Thou  shalt  not  seethe4  a  kid  in  its  mother’s  milk. 

27  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Write  thou  these 
words,  lor  according7  to  these  words  have  I  made8  a  cove- 

28  nant  with  thee  and  with  Israel.  And  he  was  there  with 
the  Eternal  forty  days  and  forty  nights;  he  did  neither  eat 
bread,  nor  drink  water.  And  he  wrote  upon  the  tabletsthe 

29  words  of  thccovenant,  the  ten  words.  And  itcame  to  pass, 
when  Moses  went  down  from  mount  Sinai  with  the  two 
tablets  of  testimony  in  Moses’ hand,  when  he  went  down 
from  the  mountain,  that  Moses  knew  not  that  the  skin 

30  of  his  face  beamed  while  he  spoke  with  him.  And

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when  Aaron  and  all  the  children  of  Israel  saw  Moses, 
behold,  the  shin  of  his  face  beamed;  and  they  were  afraid

and  Aaron  and  all  the  princes  of  the  congregation 

32  returned  unto  him :  and  Moses  spoke  to  them.  And 
afterwards  alt  the  children  of  Israel  stepped  nigh :  and 
he  commanded  them  all  that  the  Eternal  had  spoken 

33  with  him  on  mount  Sinai.  And  when  Moses  had 
finished  speaking  with  them,  he  put  a  veil  on  his  face. 

34  But  when  Moses  came  in  before  the  Eternal  to  speak 
with  him,  he  took  the  veil  off,  until  his  going  out  And 
he  went  out,  and  spake  unto  the  children  of  Israel  that 

35  which  he  was  commanded.  And  the  children  of  Israel 
saw  die  face  of  Moses,  that  the  skin  of  Moses’  face 
beamed :  and  Moses  replaced1  the  veil  upon  his  face, 
until  he  came  iu  to  speak  with  him. 


Chap.  XXXV. 

1  And  Moses  assembled  all  the  congregation  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  and  said  unto  them,  These  are  the  words 
which  the  Eternal  hath  commanded,  that  ye  should  do 

2  them.  Six  days  may  work  be  done,  but  on  the  seventh 
day  there  shall  be  holiness  to  you,  a  sabbath  of  strict 
rest  Lo  the  Eternal :  whosoever  <loeth  work  therein

you  a  heave  offering  unto  the  Eternal ;  whosoever  is  of 
a  willing  heart,  let  him  bring  it,  a  heave  offering  of  the 

6  Eternal;  gold,  and  silver,  and  copper.  And  blue 
purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,^  and  fine  linen, 

7  and  goats’  hair.  And  rams’  skins  dyed  red,  and 

8  tachash’  skins,  and  acacia  wood.  And  oil  for  the  light,3 
and  spices  for  anointing  oil,  and  for  the  incense  of 

9  aromatics.  And  onyx  stones,  and  stones  for  setting  for 

1  restored*  1  shiomg  worm*  3  luminary. 
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10  the  ephod,  and  for  the  breastplate.  And  every  vise 
hearted  among  you  shall  come,  and  make  all  that  the 

1 1  Eternal  hath  commanded ;  The  dwelling,  its  tent,  and 
its  covering,  its  catches,  and  its  boards,  its  bolts,  its 

12  columns,  and  its  sockets,  The  ark1  and  the  bars  there¬ 
of,  with  the  cover,  and  the  screening  partition  veil. 

13  The  table,  and  its  bars,  and  all  its  vessels,  and  the  shew? 

14  bread,  The  candelabrum  also  for  the  light,3  and  its 
vessels,  and  its  lamps,  with  the  oil  also  for  the  lights3 

15  And  the  incense  altar,  and  its  bars,  and  the  anointing 
oil,  and  the  incense  of  aromatics,  and  the  screen  for  tile 

16  entrance — at  the  entrance  of  the  dwelling,  The  altar 
of  burnt  offering,  with  its  copper  grate,  its  bars,  and  all 

1 7  its  vessels,  the  laver  and  its  frame,  The  hangings  of  the 
enclosure,  its  columns,  and  their  sockets,  and  the  screen 

18  for  the  gate  of  the  enclosure.  The  pins  of  the  dwell¬ 
ing,  and  the  pins  of  the  enclosure,  and  their  cords, 

Id  The  knitted)]  garments,  for  the  service* in  the  holiness,  the 
garments  of  holiness  for  Aaron  the  priest,  and  the  gar- 

20  meets  of  his  sons,  to  minister  as  priests.  And  all  the 
congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  went  out  from  the 

21  presence8  of  Moses.  And  they  came;  every  man  whose 
heart  stirred  him  up,  and  every  one  whom  his  spirit 
impelled  him,  and  they  brought  the  heave  offering  of 
the  Eternal  to  the  work  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  tor 

22  all  its  service,  and  for  garments  of  holiness.  And  they 

came,  both  men  and  women,  as  many  as  were  willing 
hearted,  and  brought,  clasps,  and  pendants,  and  rings, 
and  golden  beads,  all  vessels  of  gold:  and  every 
man  that  offered3  a  wave  offering  of  gold  unto  the 

23  Eternal.  And  every  man  with  whom  was  found  blue 
purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,6  and  fine  linen, 
and  goats’  haxr%  and  sains  of  runs  dyed  red,  and  tachash 

24  skins,  brought  them.  Everyone  that  did  lift  up  a  heave 
offeringof  silver  and  copper  brought  the  heave  offering 
of  the  Eternal:  and  every  man,  with  whom  was  found 
acacia  wood  for  any  wont  of  the  service,  brought  it. 

25  And  all  the  women  dial  were  wise  hearted  did  spin  with 
their  hands;  and  brought  that  which  they  had  spun, 
both  of  blue  purple,  and  of  red  purple,  and  crimson,6 


1  case.  *  face. 
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26  and  of  fine  linen.  And  all  the  women  whose  heart 

27  prompted1  them  in  wisdom  spun  goats*  hair.  And 
the  princes  brought  onyx  stones,  and  stones  for  setting, 

28  for  the  ephod,  and  for  the  breastplate ;  And  spice,  and 
oil  for  the  light,*  and  for  the  anointing  oil,  ana  for  the 

29  incense  of  aromatics.  The  children  of  Israel  brought  a 
free-will  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  every  man  and  woman, 
whose  heart  impelled  them  to  bring  for  all  manner  of 
work,  which  the  Eternal  had  commanded  to  be  made  by 
the  hand  of  Moses. 

30  And  Moses  said  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  See,  the 
Eternal  bath  called  by  name  Bezaleel  the  son  of  Uri, 

31  the  son  of  Hur,  of  the  tribe  of  Judah;  And  he  hath 
filled  him  with  the  spirit  of  God,  in  wisdom,  in  under¬ 
standing,  and  in  knowledge,  and  in  all  manner  of  work ; 

32  And  to  devise  curious  works,3  to  work1  in  gold,  and  in 

33  silver,  and  in  copper.  And  in  the  cutting5  of  stones^ 
to  set5  them>  and  in  carving  of  wood,  to  make  any  manner 

34  gf  cunning  work,7  And  he  hath  pul8  in  his  heart  that 
he  may  teach,  both  he,  and  Aholiab,  the  son  of  Ahisa- 

35  macb,  of  the  tribe  of  Dan.  Them  hath  he  filled  with 
wisdom  of  heart,  to  work  all  manner  of  work,  of  the 
engraver,  and  of  the  cunning  workman,9  and  of  the 
embroiderer,  in  blue  purple,  and  in  red  purple,  in 
crimson,19  and  in  fine  linen,  and  of  the  weaver,  even  of 
them  that  do  aDy  work,  and  of  those  that  devise  cunning 
work.7 

Chap.  XXXVI. 

1  Then  did  Bezaleel  and  Aholiab,  and  every  wise  hearted 
man,  to  whom  the  Eternal  gave  wisdom  and  understand¬ 
ing  to  know  how  to  do  all  manner  of  work  for  the  service 
of  holiness,  according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  had  com- 

2  manded.  And  Moses  called  Bezaleel,  and  Aholiab, 
and  every  wise  hearted  man,  into  whose  heart  the  Eter¬ 
nal  had  given  wisdom,  even  every  one  whose  heart 

3  stirred  him  up1  to  approach  the  work  to  do  it :  And 
tbey  took  from  before  Moses  all  the  heave  offerings, 
which  the  children  of  Israel  had  brought  for  the  work 
of  the  service  of  holiness,  to  make  it  withaL  And  they 

Miorc  *  luminary*  3  think  thoughts.  4  do.  6  carving-  7  work  of 

thought.  M  given,  *  thinker.  shining  warm. 
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brought  yet  unto  him  free-will  offerings  every  mom- 

4  ing.1  Aud  all  the  wise  men,  that  did  the  work  of  the 
holiness,  came  every  man  from  his  work  which  they 

6  made ;  And  they  spake  unto  Moses;  saying,  The  people 
bring  much  more3  man  enough  for  the  service  of  the 

6  work,  which  the  Eternal  commanded  to  make.  And 
Mobcs  commanded,  and  they  caused  it  to  be  proclaimed3 
throughout  die  camp,  saying,  Let  neither  man  nor 
woman  make  any  more  work  for  the  heave  offering  of 
holiness.  So  the  people  were  restrained  from  bringing. 

7  For  the  stuff4  they  had  was  enofigh  for  all  the  work  to 
make  it,  and  some  was  left 

8  And  every  wise  hearted  man  among  them  that  did 
the  work  of  the  dwelling  made  ten  curtains  of  fine 
twined  linen,  of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson;9 

9  with  cherubims  of  cunning  work9  made  he  them.  The 
length  of  one  curtain  was  twenty  and  eight  cubits,  and 
the  breadth  of  one  curtain  four  cubits :  the  curtains  were 

10  all  of  one  measure.  And  he  joined  the  five  curtains 
one  unto  another : 7  and  the  other  five  curtains  he  joined 

11  one  unto  another.7  And  he  made  loops  of  blue 
puTplc  on  the  edge9  of  one  curtain  from  the  extremity  in 
the  joining:  likewise  he  made  in  the  uttermost  side9 

1 2  of  another  curtain,  in  the  joining  of  the  second.  Fifty 
loops  made  he  in  one  curtain,  and  fifty  loops  made  he 
in  the  extremity  of  the  curtain  which  was  in  the  join¬ 
ing  of  the  second :  the  loops  held  one  curtain  to 

13  another.7  And  be  made  fifty  catches  of  gold,  and 
joined  the  curtains  one  to  another7  with  the  catches:  so 
the  dwelling  was  one. 

14  And  he  made  curtains  of  goats'  hair  for  the  tent  over 

15  the  dwelling:  eleven  curtains  he  made  them.  The 
length  of  one  curtain  was  thirty  cubits;  and  four  cubits 
was  the  breadth  of  one  curtain.;  the  eleven  curtains 

16  were  of  one  measure.  And  he  joined  five  curtains  by 

17  themselves;  and  six  curtains  by  themselves.  And  he 
made  fifty  loops  upon  the  uttermost  edge9  of  the  cur¬ 
tain  in  the  joining,  and  fifty  loops  mode  he  upon  the 

1  iu  the  morning  in  the  morning,  *  multiply  to  bring.  3  a  voice  to  pass* 
4  work.  4  shining  worm.  *  the  work  of  a  thinker,  7  one.  *1ip- 
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19  edge1  of  the  curtain  which  joineth  the  second.  And 
he  made  fifty  catches  of  copper  to  join  the  tent,  that  it 
19  might  be  one.  And  he  made  a  covering  lor  the  tent 
of  rams’  skins  dyed  red,  nod  a  covering  of  tec  hash  skins 
above  that 


20  And  he  made  the  boards  for  the  dwelling  of  acacia 

21  wood,  standing  up.  The  length  of  the  board  was  ten 
cubits,  and  the  breadth  of  the  board  one  cubit  and  a  half 

22  One  board  had  two  tenons,  connected  one  with  another3 
thus  did 'he  make  for  all  the  boards  of  the  dwelling. 

23  And  he  made  the  bo  aids  for  the  dwelling;  twenty  boards 

24  for  the  south  side8  southward :  And  forty  sockets  of 
silver  he  made  under  the  twenty  boards ;  two  sockets 
under  the  one  board  for  its  two  tenons,  and  two  sockets 

25  under  the  other*  board  for  its  two  tenons.  And  for  the  ' 
other  side4  of  the  dwelling,  which  is  towards  the  north 

26  side/  he  made  twenty  boards.  And  their  forty  sockets  of 
silver;  two  sockets  under  the  one  board,  and  two  sockets 

27  under  the  other1  board.  And  for  the  sides8  of  the  dwcl- 

28  ling  westward  he  made  six  boards.  And  two  boards 
made  he  for  the  angles  of  the  dwelling  in  the  two  sides.8 

29  Aud  they  were  paired  beneath,  and  paired  together  at  the 
head  thereof  to  one  ring :  thus  he  did  to  bom  of  them  in 

30  both  the  angles.  And  there  were  eight  boards ;  and  their 
sockets  were  sixteen  sockets  of  silver,  under  every9  board 

31  two  sockets.  And  he  made  holts  of  acacia  wood ;  five  for 

32  the  hoards  of  the  one  side8  of  the  dwelling.  And  five 
bolts  for  the  boards  of  the  other8  side8  of  the  dwelling; 
and  five  bolts  for  the  boards  of  the  dwelling  for  the 

33  sides9  west- ward.  And  he  made  the  middle  bolt  to 
bolt  through  the  hoards  from  the  one  extremity  to  the 

34  other/  And  he  overlaid  the  boards  with  gold,  and 
made  their  rings  of  gold  to  he  places9  for  the  bolts,  and 

35  overlaid  the  bolts  with  gold.  And  he  made  the  partition 
vail  of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  aud  crimson,9  and

37  silver.  Aod  he  made  a  screen  for  the  entrance  of  the

38  fine  twined  linen,  the  work  of  an  embroiderer;  And  the 
five  columns  of  it  with  their  hooks;  and  he  overlaid 
their  heads  and  their  fillets  with  gold ;  but  their  five 
sockets  were  qf  copper.

1  And  Bczaleel  made  the  ark9  of  acacia  wood :  two  cubits 
and  a  half  was  the  length  of  it,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half 
the  breadth  of  it,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height  of 

2  it:  And  he  overlaid  it  with  pure  gold  within  and  with- 

3  out,  and  made  a  border  of  gold  to  it  round  about.  And 
he  cast  for  it  four  rings  of  gold,  to  be  set  by  the  fi;ur

6*  ark3  to  bear  the  ark.8  And  he  made  the  covering  of 

pure  gold :  two  cubits  and  a  half  was  the  length  thereof, 

7  and  one  cubit  and  a  half  the  breadth  thereof  And  he 
made  two  cherubim  of  gold,  of  beaten  work  j  made  he 

8  them,  on  the  two  extremities  of  the  cover;  One 
cherub  on  the  extremity  on  this  side,  and  one  cherub 
ou  the  other  extremity  on  that  side :  out  of  the  cover 
made  he  the  cherubim  on  the  two  extremities  thereof. 

9  And  the  cherubim  spread  out  their  wings  on  high,  and 
sheltered  with  their  wings  over  the  cover,  with  their 
laces  one  to  another  ;9  even  towards  the  cover  were  the 
faces  of  the  cherubim. 

10  And  he  made  the  table  of  acacia  wood ;  two  cubits 
was  the  length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  the  breadth  thereof, 

11  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height  thereof:  And  be 
overlaid  it  with  pure  gold,  and  mode  thereunto  a  border 

12  of  gold  round  about.  Also  he  made  thereunto  a  rim 
of  an  handbreadth  round  about ;  and  made  a  border  of 

*  the  work  of  a  thinker*  4  *  shining  worm*  *  case*  4  stroke.  step. 
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13  gold  for  the  rim  thereof  round  about  And  he  cast  for 
it  four  rings  of  gold,  and  put1  the  rings  upon  the  four 

14  corners  that  were  in  the  four  feet  thereof  Over  against 
the  rim  were  the  rings,  the  places0  for  the  bars  to  bear 

1 5  the  tabic.  And  he  made  the  bars  of  acacia  wood,  and 

16  overlaid  them  with  gold,  to  bear  the  table.  And  he 
made  the  vessels  which  toere  upon  the  table,  their  dishes, 
and  their  spoons,  and  their  bowls,  g  and  their  covers, |]  to 
shelter  witnal,  of  pure  gold. 

17  And  he  made  the  candelabrum  of  pure  gold :  of 
beaten  work,jj  made  he  the  candelabrum ;  its  shaft,0  and 
its  branch,4  its  cups,  its  knobs  and  its  flowers,  were  of 

18  the  same :  And  six  branches5  going  out  of  the  sides 
thereof ;  three  branches5  of  the  candelabrum  out  of  the 
one  side  thereof,  and  three  branches5  of  the  candelabrum 

19  out  of  the  other8  ride  thereof :  Three  cups  made  after 
the  fashion  of  almonds  in  one  branch,4  a  knob  and  a 
flower ;  and  three  cups  made  like  almonds  in  another8 
branch ; 4  a  knob  and  a  flower  :  so  throughout  the  six 

20  branches5  going  out  of  the  candelabrum.  And  in  the 
candelabrum  toere  four  cups  made  like  almonds,  their 

21  knobs,  and  their  flowers :  And  a  knob  under  two 
branches9  of  the  same,  and  a  knob  under  two  branches5 
of  the  same,  and  a  knob  under  two  branches5  of  the 
same,  according  to  the  six  branches5  going  out  of  it 

22  Their  knobs  aud  their  branches5  were  of  the  same :  all 

23  of  it  ivas  one  beaten  work||  of  pure  gold.  And  he  made 
its  seven  lamps,  and  its  snuffers,  ana  its  snuff-dishes,  of 

24  pure  gold.  Of  a  talent7  of  pure  gold  made  he  it,  and 
all  the  vessels  thereof 

25  And  he  mode  the  incense  altar  of  acacia  wood:  the 
length  of  it  was  a  cubit,  and  the  breadth  of  it  a  cubit ; 
it  v-m  square j  and  two  cubits  teas  the  height  of  it j  the 

26  horns  thereof  were  of  the  same.  And  he  overlaid  it 
with  pure  gold,  both  the  roof  of  it,  and  the  rides8  thereof 
round  about,  and  the  horns  of  it:  also  he  made  unto  it 

£7  a  border  of  gold  round  about  And  he  made  two  rings 
of  gold  for  it  under  the  border  (hereof  by  the  two 
corners9  of  it,  upon  the  two  rides  thereof,  to  be  places8 

28  for  the  bars  to  bear  it  withal.  And  he  made  the  bars 

29  of  acacia  wood,  and  overlaid  them  with  gold.  And  he 

i  gave.  3  houses.  *  thigh.  *  case.  s  canes.  *  second,  ‘’circle. 

*  walls.  9  ribs. 
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a 

made  the  anointing  oil  of  holiness,  and  the  pure  incense 
of  aromatics,  according  to  the  work  of  the  com¬ 
pounder. 

Chap.  XXX VOL 

1  And  he  made  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  of  acacia  wood: 
five  cubits  teas  the  length  thereof,  and  five  cubits  the 
breadth  thereof ;  it  teas  square ;  and  three  cubits  the 

2  height  thereof.  And  he  made  the  horns  thereof  on 
the  four  corners  of  it ;  the  horns  thereof  were  of  the 

3  same :  and  he  overlaid  it  with  copper.  And  he  made 
all  the  vessels  of  the  altar,  the  pots,  and  the  shovels,  and 
the  bowleg  and  the  fieshhooks,  and  the  firepans :  all  the 

4  vessels  thereof  made  he  of  copper.  And  he  made  for 

the  altar  a  copper  grate  of  network  under  the  compass 

5  thereof  beneath  unto  the  midst1  of  it.  And  he  cast 
four  rings  for  the  four  extremities  of  the  grate  of  cop* 

6  per,  to  be  places4  for  the  bars.  And  he  made  the  bars 

7  of  acacia  wood,  and  overlaid  them  with  copper.  And 
he  put3  the  bars  into  the  rings  on  the  sides*  of  the  altar, 
to  bear  it  withal :  he  made  the  altar  hollow  with  tablets, 

8  And  he  made  the  laver  of  copper,  and  the  frame  of  it  of 
copper,  of  the  mirrors  of  vie  women  crowding,  who 

9  crowded  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.  And  he 
made  the  enclosure:  on  the  south  side9  southward 
the  hanginya  of  the  enclosure  were  of  fine  twined  linen, 

10  an  hundred  cubits :  Their  columns  were  twenty,  and 
their  copper  sockets  twenty ;  the  hooks  of  the  columns 

11  and  their  fillets  were  of  silver.  And  for  the  north 
side9  the  hangings  were  an  hundred  cubits,  their  columns 
were  twenty,  and  their  sockets  of  copper  twenty ;  the 

1 2  hooks  of  the  columns  and  their  fillets  of  silver.  And 
for  the  west  side1  were  hangings  of  fifty  cubits,  their 
columns  ten,  and  their  sockets  ten;  the  hooks  of  the 

13  columns  and  their  fillets  gf. silver.  And  for  the  east 

14  side5  eastward  fifty  cubits.  The  hangings  of  the  one 
side6  of  the  gate  were  fifteen  cubits ;  their  columns  three, 

15  and  their  sockets  three.  And  for  the  other  side7  of 
the  enclosure  gate,  on  this  hand  and  that  hand,  were 
hangings  of  fifteen  cubits ;  their  columns  three,  and 

16  their  sockets  three.  All  the  hangings  of  the  cnclo- 

haif.  a  houses,  5  brought,  *  ribs.  *  corner.  *  shoulder.  T  second  shoulder. 
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17  sure  round  about  were  of  fine  twined  linen.  And 
tbe  sockets  for  the  columns  were  of  copper;  the 
hooks  of  the  columns  aud  their  fillets  of  silver ;  and  the 
overlaying  of  their  chapiters1  of  silver;  and  all  the 

18  columns  of  the  enclosure  were  filleted  with  silver.  And 
the  screen  for  the  gate  of  the  enclosure  was  the  work  of 
an  embroiderer,  of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and 
crimson,2  and  fine  twined  linen :  and  twenty  cubits  was 
the  length,  and  the  height  in  the  breadth  was  five 
cubits,  answerable  to  the  hangings  of  the  enclosure. 

19  And  their  columns  were  four,  and  their  sockets  of  cop¬ 
per  four ;  their  hooks  of  silver,  and  the  overlaying  of 

20  their  chapiters1  aud  their  fillets  of  silver.  Ana  all  the 
pins  of  the  dwelling,  and  of  the  enclosure  round  about, 
were  of  copper, 

21  These  are  the  sums  of  the  dwelling  even  of  the 
dwelling  of  testimony,  as  it  was  numbered,  according 
to  the  commandment  of  Moses,  for  the  service  of  the 
Levites,  by  the  hand  of  Ithamar,  son  to  Aaron  the 

22  priest.  And  Bezaleel  the  son  of  Uri,  the  son  of  Hur, 
of  tbe  tribe  of  Judah,  made  all  that  the  Eternal  com- 

23  manded  Moses.  And  with  him  teas  Aholiab,  son  of 
Ahisamach,  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  an  engraver,  and  a 
cunning3  workman,  and  an  embroiderer  in  blue  purple, 
and  in  red  purple,  and  in  crimson,2  and  fine  linen. 

24  All  the  gold  that  was  made  use  of  for  the  work  in  all 
the  work  of  holiness,  even  the  gold  of  the  wave-offering, 
was  twenty  and  nine  talents,4  atid  seven  hundred  and 

25  thirty  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness.  And  the 
silver  of  them  that  were  numbered  of  the  congregation 
was  an  hundred  talents,4  and  a  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  threescore  and  fifteen  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of 

26  holiness :  A  bekah  for  every  man,3  that  is,  half  a  shekel, 
after  the  shekel  of  holiness,  for  every  one  that  went  to 
be  numbered,  from  twenty  years  old6  nnd  upward,  for 
six  hundred  thousand  mid  three  thousand  ana  five  hun- 

27  dred  and  fifty  men.  Aud  of  the  hundred  talents4  of 
silver  were  cast  the  sockets  of  holiness,  and  the  sockets 
of  the  partition  vail ;  an  hundred  sockets  of  the  hundred 

28  talents,4  a  talent7  for  a  socket.  And  of  the  thousand 
seven  hundred  seventy  and  five  shekels  he  made  hooks 
for  the  columns,  and  overlaid  their  chapiters,1  and 

1  heads.  1  shining  worm.  *  thinking.  4  circles*  *  sculL  4  a  ion  of 

twenty  years.  7  circle* 
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29  filleted  them.  And  the  copper  of  the  wave-offering 
was  seventy  talents,1  and  two  thousand  and  four  hundred 

30  shekels.  And  therewith  he  made  the  sockets  to  the 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  the  copper  altar, 
and  the  copper  grate  for  it,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the 

31  altar.  And  the  sockets  of  the  enclosure  round  about, 
and  the  sockets  of  the  enclosure  gate,  and  all  the  pins 
of  the  dwelling,  and  all  the  pins  of  the  enclosure  round 
about. 

Chap.  XXXIX. 


1  And  of  the  blue  purple,  and  the  red  purple,  and  crimson,3 
they  made  knitted^  garments,  to  minister  in  the  holi¬ 
ness,  and  made  the  garments  of  holiness  for  Aaron ;  as 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

2  And  he  made  the  ephod  of  gold,  bine  purple,  and 

3  red  purple,  and  crimson,*  and  fine  twined  linen.  And 
they  did  extend  the  gold  plates,  and  split  it  into 
threads,  to  work  it  in  the  blue  purple,  and  in  the  red 
purple,  and  in  the  crimson,1  and  in  the  fine  linen,  with 

4  cunning  work.9  They  made  joining  shoulderpieces  for 

5  it:  by  the  two  extremities  was  it  joined.  And  the 
curious  girdle  of  this  ephod,  that  was  upon  it,  was  of 
the  same,  according  to  the  work  thereof;  of  gold,  blue 
purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,1  and  fine  twined 
linen ;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

6  And  they  made  onyx  stones  inclosed  in  ouches  of 

Sold,  graven,  as  signets  are  graven,  with  the  names  of 
le  children  of  Israel.  And  he  put  them  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  ephod,  that  they  should  he  stones  for  a 
memorial  to  the  children  of  Israel;  as  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  Moses, 


8  And  he  made  the  breastplate  of  cunning  work,3  like 
the  work  of  the  ephod ;  of  gold,  blue  purple,  and  red 

9  purple,  and  crimson,*  and  fine  twined  linen.  It  was 
square ;  they  made  the  breastplate  coupled:  a  span  was 
the  length  thereof  and  a  span  the  breadth  thereof,  being 

10  coupled.  And  they  set4  in  it  four  rows  of  stones :  the 
first  row  i oas  a  sardius,|  a  topaz,  and  a  carbuncle :  this 

11  was  the  first9  row.  And  the  second  row,  an  emerald,!! 

12  asapphire,andadiamond.  And  the  third  row,  a  figure,  \\ 

13  an  agate,)!  and  an  amethyst.  And  the  fourth  row,  i 
beryl,  an  onyx,  and  a  jasper;  they  went  inclosed  in  ouches 

1  circles.  *  shining  worm.  *  the  work  of  t  thinker  1  filled.  *  one. 
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1 4  of  gold  ia  their  inclosings.1  And  the  stones  were  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  names. of  the  children  of  Israel,  twelve,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  names,  the  engravings  of  a  signet, 
every  one  with  his  name,  according  to  the  twelve  tribes. 

15  And  they  made  upon  the  breastplate  twisted  chains, 

16  of  cord-like  work  of  pure  gold.  And  they  made  two 
ouches  of  gold,  and  two  gwd  rings ;  and  put*  the  two 

17  rings  in  the  two  extremities  of  the  breastplate.  And 
they  put'  the  two  cords  of  gold  in  the  two  rings  on  the 

1 8  extremities  of  the  breastplate.  And  the  two  extremities 
of  the  two  cords  they  fastened*  in  the  two  ouches,  and 
pat  them  on  the  shoulderpieces  of  the  ephod  before  it. 

1 9  And  they  made  two  rings  of  gold,  and  put  them  on  the 
two  extremities  of  the  breastplate,  upon  the  border8  of 
it,  which  was  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  ephod  inward. 

20  And  they  made  two  other  golden  rings,  and  put3  them 
on  the  two  shouldetpiiece*  of  the  ephod  underneath,  to¬ 
wards  the  forepart  of  it,  over  agamst  the  other  joining 

21  thereof^  above  the  curious  girdle  of  the  ephod.  Ana 
they  did  fasten  the  breastplate  by  its  rings  unto  the 
rings  of  the  ephod  with  a  thread  of  blue  purple,  that  it 
might  be  above  the  curious  girdle  of  the  ephod,  and 
that  the  breastplate  might  not  be  loosed  from  the  ephod ; 
as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

22  And  he  made  the  robe  of  the  ephod  cf  woven  work, 

23  all  of  blue  purple.  And  there  was  a  hole4  in  the  midst 
of  the  robe,  as  the  hole4  of  an  habeigcon,  with  a  band3 

24  round  about  the  hole,4  that  it  should  not  rend.  And 
they  made  upon  the  hems  of  the  robe  pomegranates  of 
blue  purple  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,5  and  twined 

25  Mnai.  And  they  made  bells  of  pure  gold,  and  pul* 
the  bells  between  the  pomegranates  upon  the  hems  of 

26  the  rohe,  round  about  between  the  pomegranates ;  A 
bell  and  a  pomegranate,  a  bell  and  a  pomegranate,  round 
about  the  tieuns  of  the  robe  to  minister  in ;  as  the  Etcr- 

27  nal  commanded  Moses.  And  they  made  inner  gar¬ 
ments  of  fine  linen  of  woveu  work  for  Aaron,  and  for  his 

28  sons.  And  the  mitre  fine  linen,  and  the  ornamented 
high  caps  <tf  fine  linen,  and  the  linen  breeches  of  fine 

29  twined  linen.  And  the  belt  of  fine  twined  linen,  and  blue 
purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,5  the  work  of  an 

1  fillings.  3  gave.  3  lip.  4  month.  5  shining  worm. 
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30  embroiderer:  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And 
they  made  the  bright  plate  of  the  diadem  of  holiness 
of  pure  gold,  and  wrote  upon  it  a  writing,  the  engrav¬ 
ings  of  a  signet,  HOLINESS  TO  THE  ETER  NAL. 

31  And  they  tied1  unto  it  a  thread  of  blue  purple,  to 
fasten1  it  on  high  upon  the  mitre;  as  the  Eternal 

32  commanded  Moses.  Thus  was  all  the  service  of  the 
dwelling  of  the  appointed  tent  finished :  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  did  according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  Moses,  so  did  they. 

33  And  they  brought  the  dwelling  unto  Moses,  the  tent, 
and  all  its  vessels,  its  catches,  its  boards,  its  bolts,  and 

34  its  columns;  and  its  sockets.  And  the  covering  ot 
rams’  skins  dyed  red,  and  the  covering  of  tachash  skins, 

35  and  the  partition  vail  of  the  screen ;  The  ark3  of  the 

36  testimony,  and  the  bars  thereof,  and  the  cover ;  The 
tabic,  and  all  the  vessels  thereof,  and  the  shewhread; 

87  The  pure  candelabrum,  with  the  lamps  thereof,  even  with 
the  lumps  to  be  set  in  order4  and  all  the  vessels  thereof 

38  and  the  oil  for  light  ;5  And  the  golden  altar,  and  the 
anointing  oil^md  the  incense  of  aromatics;  and  the  screen 

39  for  the  entrance  of  the  tent ;  The  altar  of  copper,  and 
its  grate  of  copper,  its  bars,  and  all  its  vessels,  the  taver 

40  and  its  frame ;  The  hangings  of  the  enclosure,  its  co¬ 
lumns,  and  its  sockets,  ana  the  screen  for  the  enclosure 
gate,  its  cords,  and  its  pins,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the 

41  service  of  the  dwelling,  for  the  appointed  tent;  The 
knitted!  garments  to  minister  in  holiness,  and  the  gar¬ 
ments  of  holiness  for  Aaron  the  priest,  and  his  son’s 

42  garments,  to  minister  as  priests:  According  to  all  that 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  so  the  children  of  Israel 

43  made  all  the  work.  And  Moses  saw  all  the  work, 
and,  behold,  they  had  done  it;  as  the  Eternal  had  com¬ 
manded,  even  so  had  they  done  it :  and  Moses  blessed 
them.

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  On  the 
first  day  of  the  first  month  shall  thou  set  upIJ  the  dwell-

6  entrance  to  the  dwelling.  Ana  thou  shalt  set'3  the  altar 
of  the  burnt  offering  before  the  entrance  of  the  dwelling 

7  of  the  appointed  tent.  And  thou  shalt  set3  the  laver 
between  the  appointed  tent  and  the  altar,  and  shall 

8  put3  water  therein.  And  thou  shalt  put  the  enclosure 
round  about,  and  put  the  screen  at  the  enclosure  gate. 

9  And  thou  shalt  take  the  anointing  oil,  and  anoint  the 
dwelling,  and  all  that  u  therein,  and  -  shalt  sanctify  it, 
and  all  the  vessels  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  holiness. 

10  And  thou  shalt  anoint  the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering, 
and  all  its  vessels,  and  sanctify  the  altar :  and  the  altar 

11  shall  be  holiness  of  holinesses.  And  thou  shalt 

12  .anoint  the  l aver  and  its  frame,  and  sanctify  it.  And 
thou  shalt  bring1  Aaron  and  his  sons  nigh  unto  the 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  lave  them  with 

13  water.  And  thou  shalt  clothe  Aaron  with  the  garments 
of  holiness,  and  anoint  him,  and  sanctify  him ;  that  he 

14  may  minister  unto  me  as  priest.  And  thou  shalt 
bring11  his  sons,  and  clothe  them  with  inner  garments. 

15  And  thou  shalt  anoint  them,  as  thou  didst  anoint  their 
lather,  that  they  may  minister  unto 'me  as  priests;  and 
it  shall  be  that  their  anointing  shall  be  to  them  as  priest  - 

16  hood  for  ever  throughout  their  generations.  Thus  did 
Moses:  according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  commanded 

17  him,  so  didhe.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  first  month 
in  the  second  year,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  that  the 

1 8  dwelling  was  set  up.®  And  Moses*  set  up5  the  dwelling, 
and  fastened6  its  sockets,  and  put6  the  boards  thereof)  and 

19  put  in4  the  bolts  thereof,  and  set  up5  its  columns.  And 
he  spread  abroad  the  tent  . over  the  dwelling,  and  put 
the  covering  of  the  tent  above  upon  it;  as  the  Eternal 

20  commanded  Moses.  And  he  took  and  put4  the  testi¬ 
mony  into  the  ark,3  and  put  the  bars  on  the'  ark, 3  and 

2)  put6  the  cover  above  upon  the  ark.3  And  he  brought 
the  ark3  into  the  dwelling,  and  put  the  partition  vail 
of  the  screen,  and  sheltered  the  ark3  of  the  testimony : 

1  (iNpoftition,  '*■  give.  *  case.  1  oiFen  s  established.  8  gave. 
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22  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And  he  put 
the  table  in  the  appointed  tent,  upon  the  side3  of 
the  dwelling  northward,  without  the  partition  vail. 

23  And  he  set  the  disposed  bread  in  order3  upon  it  before 
the  Eternal;  as  the  Eternal  had  commanded  Moses. 

24  And  he  put  the  candelabrum  in  the  appointed  tent,  over 
against  the  table,  on  the  side9  of  the  dwelling  southward. 

25  And  he  set  up  the  lamps  before  the  Eternal  j  as  the 

26  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And  he  put  the  golden 
altar  in  the  appointed  tent  before  the  partition  vail : 

27  And  he  caused  incense  of  aromatics  to  ascend  in  fumes 

28  thereon ;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And  he 

29  put  the  screen  at  the  entrance  of  the  dwelling.  And . 
he  put  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  by  the  entrance  of  the 
dwelling  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  offered  upon  it  the 
burnt  offering  and  the  oblation ;  as  the  Eternal  com- 

30  manded  Moses.  And  he  put  the  laver  between  the 
appointed  tent  and  the  altar,  and  put1  water  there,  to 

31  lave  wiihal.  And  Moses  and  Aaron  and  his  sons 

32  laved  their  hands  and  their  feet  thereat :  When  they 
came  into  the  appointed  tent,  and  when  they  approached 
the  altar,  they  laved ;  as  the  Eternal  commanded 

33  Moses.  And  he  set  up4  the  enclosure  round  about  the 
dwelling  and  the  altar,  and  set  up4  the  screen  of  the 
enclosure  gate.  So  Moses  finished  the  work. 

34  Then  a  cloud  covered  the  appointed  tent,  and  the 

35  glory  of  tbc  Eternal  filled  the  dwelling.  And  Moses 
was  not  able  to  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  because 
the  cloud  abode6  thereon,  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 

36  filled  the  dwelling.  And  when  the  cloud  was  taken 
up  from  over  the  dwelling,  the  children  of  Israel 

37  journeyed  in  all  their  journeys :  But  if  the  cloud  were 
not  taken  up,  then  they  journeyed  not  till  the  day  that 

38  it  was  taken  up.  For  the  cloud  of  the  Eternal  was 
upon  the  dwelling  by  day,  and  fire  was  on  it  by  night, 
in  the  eyes  of  all  die  house  of  Israel,  throughout  all 
their  journeys.

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LEVITICUS. 


Chav.  1. 

1  And  the  Eternal  called  unto  Moses,  and  spake  unto 

2  him  out  of  the  appointed  tent,  saying,  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them.  If  any  man  of  you 
offer  an  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  ye  shall  offer  vour 
offering  of  the  beasts,  even  of  the  herd,  and  or  the 

3  flock.  If  his  offering  be  a  burnt  sacrifice  of  the  herd, 
he  shall  offer  a  male  without  blemish:1  he  shall 
offer  it  for  his  acceptance  at  the  entrance  of  the  ap- 

4  pointed  tent  before  the  Eternal.  And  he  shall  lay  his 
hand  upon  die  head  of  the  burnt  offering ;  and  it  shall 
he  favourably  accepted  for  him  to  make  expiation  for 

5  him.  And  he  shall  slaughter  the  bull?  before  ihe 
Eternal :  and  the  priests,  Aaron’s  sons,  shall  offer  the 
blood,  and  sprinkle  the  blood  round  about  upon  the 
altar  that  is  by  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent. 

fi  And  lie  shall  flay9  the  burnt  offering,  and  sever  it  into 

7  its  pieces.  And  the  sons  of  Aaron  the  priest  shall  put4 
fire  upon  the  altar,  and  set  the  wood  in  order  upon  the 

8  fire:  And  tbc  priests,  Aaron’s  sons,  shall  set  the 
pieces,  the  head,  and  the  fat  in  order  upon  the  wood 

0  that  is  on  the  fire  which  is  upon  the  altar:  But  its 
inwards  and  its  legs  shall  he  lave  in  water:  and  the 
priest  shall  cause  all  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the 
altar,  to  be  a  burnt  sacrifice,  a  fire  offering,  of  a 

10  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal.  And  if  his  offering 
be  of  tne  flock,  namely ,  of  the  sheep,  or  of  the  go;its, 
for  a  burnt  sacrifice ;  he  shall  bring  it  a  male  without 

1  perfect.  *  ion  of  a  herd.  3  smoother!.  *  give 
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11  blemish.1  And  he  shall  slaughter  it  on  the  side3  of  the 
altar  northward  before  the  Eternal:  and  the  priests, 
Aaron’s  sons,  shall  sprinkle  its  blood  round  about  upon 

12  the  altar.  And  he  shall  sever  it  into  its  pieces,  with 
its  head  and  its  fat:  and  the  priest  shall  set  them  in 
order  on  the  wood  that  is  on  the  lire  which  is  upon  the 

13  altar.  Hut  he  shall  lave  the  inwards  and  the  less  with

water:  and  the  priest  shall  offer  it  all,  and  cause  it  to 
ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar;  it  is  a  burnt  sacrifice, 
a  fire  offering,  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal. 

14  And  if  the  burnt  sacrifice  for  his  offering  to  the 
Eternal  he  of  fowls,  then  he  shall  offer  his  offering  of 

15  turtledoves,  or  of  young3  pigeons.  And  the  priest 
shall  offer  it  at  the  altar,  and  nip  off  its  head,  and 
cause  it  to  ascend  iu  fumes  on  the  altar ;  and  the  blood 
thereof  shall  be  wrung  out  at  the  wall  of  the  altar. 

1 6  And  he  shall  remove  its  crop  with  its  feathers,  anti  cast 
it  beside  the  altar  on  the  east,  by  the  place  of  the 

17  ashes.4  And  he  shall  cleave  it  with  the  wings  thereof 
but  shall  not  separate  it:  and  the  priest  shall  cause 
it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar,  upon  the  wood 
that  is  upon  the  fire :  it  is  a  burnt  sacrifice,  a  fire  offer¬ 
ing,  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  IL 

1  And  when  a  soul  will  offer  an  offering  of  an  oblation 
unto  the  Eternal,  his  offering  shall  be  of  Hour,  and  he 
shall  pour  oil  upon  it,  and  put6  .frankincense  thereon. 

2  Aud  he  shall  bring  it  to  Aaron’s  sons  the  priests :  and 
he  sball  take  thereout  by  grasping  his  haudful  of  the 
flour  thereof  aud  of  die  oil  thereof  with  all  the  frankin¬ 
cense  thereof;  And  the  priest  shall  cause  to  ascend  in 
fumes  the  memorial  portion  of  it  upon  the  altar,  to  be  a 
fire  offering,  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal : 

3  And  that  which  is  left  of  the  oblation  shall  be  Aaro  u’s 
and  his  sons’ :  it  is  a  thing  most  lio]ys  of  the  fire

of  an  oblation  baken  in  the  oven,  it  shall  be  unleavened 
cakes  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  or  unleavened  wafers 

5  anointed  with  oil.  And  if  an  oblation  haken  in  a 
pan  be  thy  offering,  it  shall  be  of  flour  unleavened,  mm-

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6  gled  with  oiL  Thou  shalt  sunder  it  into  morsels,  and 

7  pour  oil  thereon :  it  wan  oblation.  And  if  an  oblation 
prepared  in  a  boiling  pot  be  thy  offering,  it  shall  be  made 

8  of  flour  with  oiL  And  thou  shalt  bring  the  oblation 
that  is  made  of  these  things  unto  the  Eternal :  and  one 
shall  offer  it  unto  the  priest,  and  he  shall  bring  it  nigh 

9  unto  the  altar.  And  the  priest  shall  take  up  from  the 
oblation  its  memorial  portion ,  and  shall  cause  it  to 
ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar:  it  is  a  fire  offering 

10  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal.  And  that  which 
is  left  of  the  oblation  shall  be  Aaron’s  and  liis  sons* :  it 
is  a  thing  most  holy1  of  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal, 

1 1  No  oblation,  which  ye  shall  offer  unto  the  Eternal, 
shall  be  made  with  anything  leavened :  for  ye  shall 
not  cause  to  ascend  in  fumes,  either  any  leaven  or  honey, 

12  in  any  offering  of  the  Eternal  made  by  fire,  Ye  may 
offer  them  as  an  offering  of  the  first  fruits2  unto  the 
Eternal :  but  they  shalt  not  go  up  upon  the  altar  for  a 

13  pleasing  oduur.  And  every  offering  of  thy  oblation 
till  alt  thou  salt  with  salt ;  neither  shalt  thou  suffer  the 
salt  of  the  covenant  of  thy  God  to  be  lacking3  from  thy 
oblation ;  upon  all  thine  offerings  thou  shalt  offer  salt, 

14  And  if  thou  offer  an  oblation  of  firstfruits  unto  the  Eter¬ 
nal,  thou  shalt  offer  for  the  oblation  of  thy  firstfruits 
tender  stalks  of  corn  parched  by  the  fire,  grit  of  fruitful 

15  soil.  11  And  thou  ahalt  put4  oil  upon  it,  ana  put  fran  kin- 

16  cense  thereon:  it  is  an  oblation.  And  the  priest  shall 
cause  to  ascend  in  fumes  the  memorial  portion  of  it, 
of  the  grit  thereof  and  part  of  the  oil  thereof,  besides 
all  the  frankincense  thereof:  it  u  a  fire  offering  uuto 
the  Eternal. 

Chap.  IIL 

1  And  if  his  offering  be  a  feast  sacrifice,  if  he  offer  &  of 
the  herd ;  whether  it  be  &  male  or  female,  he  shall  offer 

2  it  without  blemish9  before  the  Eternal,  And  he  shall 
lay  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  his  offering,  and 
slaughter  it  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent:  and 
Aaron’s  sons  the  priest’s  shall  sprinkle  the  blood  upon 

3  the  altar  round  about.  And  he  shall  offer  of  the  sacri¬ 
fice  of  the  feast  offering  a  fire  offering  unto  the 
Eternal:  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  all 

4  the  fat  that  is  upon  the  inwards,  And  the  two  kidneys, 
and  the  fat  that  is  on  them,  which  is  by  the  flanks,  and 

*  hufotea*  i^'holiness.  "  beginning,  *to  cauae  to  leave  off.  *  give.  6  perfect. 
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the  lobe  |  above  the  liver,  with'  the  kidneys,  it  shall  he 
remove.  And  Aaron’s  sons  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in 
fumes  on  the  altar  upon  the  burnt  sacrifice,  which  is 
upon  the  wood  that  is  on  the  Are :  it  is  a  fire  offer¬ 
ing  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal. 

6  And  if  his  offering  for  a  sacrifice  of  feast  offering  unto 
the  Eternal  be  of  the  flock ;  male  or  female,  he  shall 

7  offer  it  without  blemish.1  If  he  offer  a  lamb  for  his 

6  offering,  then  shall  he  offer  it  before  the  Eternal.  And 

he  shall  lay  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  hie  offering,  and  - 
slaughter  it  before  the  appointed  tent:  and  Aaron’s  sods 
shall  sprinkle  the  hlood  thereof  round  about  upon  the 

0  altar.  And  he  shall  offer  of  the  sacrifice  of  the 
feast  offering,  a  fire  offering  unto  the  Eternal;  the 
fat  thereof,  and  the  whole  fat  tail,  it  shall  he  take  off 
hard  by  the  back-bone ;  and  the  fat  that  covereth  the 

10  inwards,  and  all  the  fat  that  is  upon  the  inwards.  And

14  thereof  upon  the  altar  round  about  And  he  shall  offer 
thereof  his  offering,  even  an  offering  mode  by  fire  unto 
the  Eternal ;  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  all 

15  the  fat  that  is  upon  the  inwards.  And  the  two  kidneys 
and  the  fat  that  is  upon  them,  which  is  by  the  flanks, 
and  the  lobef  above  the  liver,  with  the  kidneys,  it  shall 

16  he  remove.  And  the  priest  shall  cause  them  to  ascend 

in  fumes  at  the  altar :  it  is  the  food3  of  die  fire  offer¬ 
ing  for  a  pleasiug  odour:  all  the  fat  is  for  the  Eter- 

17  naL  It  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  for  your 
generations  throughout  all  your  dwellings,  that  ye  eat 
not  any  fat  nor  blood. 

Chap.  IV. 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saving,  Speak  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  If  a  soul  shall  sin  in  error 
against  any  of  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  concern¬ 
ing  things  which  ought  not  to  he  done,  and  shall  act9 
3  against  any  of  them:  If  the  priest  that  is  anointed 

^  *  perfect.  3  bread,  3  do. 
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do  sin  bringing  guilt  on1  die  people ;  then  let  him 
offer  for  his  sin,  which  he  hath  sinned,  a  young  bull 
without  blemish2  unto  the  Eternal  for  a  sin  offer- 

4  iog.  And  he  shall  bring  the  bull  unto  the  entrance 
ofthe  appointed  tent  before  the  Eternal;  and  shall  lay 
his  hand  upon  the  head  of  the  bull,  and  slaughter  the 

5  bull  before  the  Eternal.  And  the  priest  that  is  anointed 
shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and  bring  it  to  the 

6  appointed  tent.  And  the  priest  shall  dip  his  finger  in 
the  blood,  and  sprinkle3  of  tne  blood  seven  times  before 
the  Eternal,  before  die  partition  vail  of  tbe  sanctuary.4 

7  And  the  priest  shall  put9  some  of  the  blood  upon  the 
horns  of  the  altar  of  incense  of  aromatics  before  the 
Eternal,  which  is  m  the  appointed  tent;  and  shall 
pour6  all  the  blood  of  the  bull  at  the  base  of  the  altar 
of  the  burnt  offering,  which  is  at  the  entrance  of  tbe 

8  appointed  tent.  And  he  shall  take  up  frojn  it  all  the 
fat  of  tlie  bull  for  the  sin  offering ;  the  fat  that  covereth 

y  the  inwards,  and  all  the  tat  upon  the  inwards,  And  the 
two  kidneys,  and  the  fat  that  is  upon  them,  which  is 
by  the  hanks,  and  the  lobcj)  above  the  liver,  with  the 

10  kidneys,  it  shall  ho  remove.  As  it  was  taken  up  from 
the  bull  of  tbe  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings:  and  the  priest 
shall  cause  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar  of 

11  the  burnt  offering.  And  the  hide7  of  the  bull,  and  all 
its  flesh,  with  its  head,  and  with  its  legs,  and  its  inwards, 

12  and  its  dung;  Even  the  whole  bull  shall  he  bring  forth 
without  the  camp  unto  a  clean  place,  to  the  place  for 
shedding  the  ashes,1 9  and  bum  it  on  the  wood  with  fire : 
upon  the  place  for  shedding  the  ashes9  shall  it  be  burnt 

13  And  if  the  whole  congregation  of  Israel  err,  and  the 
thing  be  hid  from  tbe  eyes  of  the  assembly,  and  they 
have  done  somewhat  against  any9  of  the  commandments 
of  the  Eternal  concerning  things  which  should  not  be 

14  done,  and  have  incurred  guilt ;  When  the  sin  which 
they  have  sinned  against  it,  is  known,  then  tbe  assem¬ 
bly  shall  offer  a  young  bull10  for  tbe  sin,  and  bring 

15  it  before  tbe  appointed  tent  And  tlic  ciders  of 
the  congregation  shall  lay  their  hands  upon  the 
head  of  the  bull  before  the  Eternal:  and  the  bull 

16  shall  be  slaughtered  before  the  Eternal.  And  the 
priest  that  is  anointed  shall  hring  of  the  blood  of  the 

17  bull  to  the  appointed  tent.  And  the  priest  shall  dip 

1  according  to  the  sin  of  the  people.  ?  a  bill!  son  of  the  herd,  perfect. 

*  ajHU.ur,  *  holiness.  *gi?e.  6  shed*  1  skin.  *  animal  ashes.  *  one. 
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his  finger  in  some  of  the  blood,  and  sprinkle1  it  seven 
times  before  the  Eternal,  even  before  the  partition  vail. 
18  And  some  of  the  blood  he  shall  put5  upon  the  horns  of 
the  altar  which  is  before  the  Eternal,  that  is  in  the  ap- 

E ointcd  tent,  and  shall  pour  out3  all  the  blood  at  the 
ase  of  the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering,  which  is  at  the 
19  entrance  of  the  appointed  teat.  And  he  shall  take  up 
all  its  fat  from  it,  and  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon 
20  the  altar.  And  he  shall  do  with  the  bull  as  he  did 
with  the  bull  for  a  sin  offering,  so  shall  he  do  with  this : 
and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  them,  and  it 
2 1  shall  be  Forgiven  them.  And  he  6hall  bring  forth  the 
bull  without  the  camp,  and  bum  it  as  he  burned  the 
first  bull :  it  is  a  sin  offering  for  the  assembly. 

22  When  a  prince  hath-  sinned,  and  done  somewhat 
in  error,  against  any  of  the  commandments  of  the 
Eternal  his  God  concerning  things  which  should  not  be 
23  done,  and  has  incurred  guilt ;  Or  if  his  sin,  wherein  he 
hath  sinned,  was  mode  known  to  him ;  he  shall  bring  his 
offering,  a  kid,*  of  the  goats,  a  male  without  blemish.4 
24  And  he  shall  lay  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  the  goat,3 
and  slaughter  it  in  the  place  where  they  slaughter  the 
burnt  offering  before  the  Eternal :  it  is  a  sin  offering. 
25  And  the  priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering 
with  his  finger,  and  put?  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar 
of  burnt  offering,  ana  shall  pour  out9  its  blood  at  the 
26  base  of  the  altar  of  hurat  offering.  And  he  shall  cause 
all  its  fat  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar,  as  the  fat  of 
the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings :  and  the  priest  shall  make 
an  expiation  for  him  as  concerning  his  sin,  and  it  shall 
be  forgiven  him. 

27  And  if  a  soul  of  the  common  people6  sin  in  error, 
while  he  doeth  somewhat  against  any  of  the  command¬ 
ments  of  the  Eternal  concerning  things  which  ought  not 
28  to  be  done,  and  incur  guilt ,  Or  if  his  sin,  which  he 
hath  sinfted,  was  made  known  to  him:  then  he  shall 
bring  hts  offering,  a  kid*  of  the  goats,  a  female  without 
29  blemish,4  for  his  sin  which  he  hath  sinned.  And  he 
shall  lay  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  the  sin  offering,  and 
slaughter  the  siu  offering  in  the  place  of  the  burnt  offer- 
30  ing.  And  the  priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  thereof 
with  his  finger,  and  put5  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar 
of  burnt  offering,  and  shall  pour  out9  all  the  blood 
31  thereof  at  the  base  of  die  altar.  And  he  shall  remove 
all  the  fat  thereof,  as  the  fet  is  removed  from  off  the 

i  a jrtittr.  i  slieri-  *  hairy  oae-  *  perfect.  6  give.  *  people  of  -Uc  lan  i. 
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sacrifice  of  feast  offerings;  and  the  priest  shall  cause  it 
to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar  for  a  pleasing  odour  unto 
the  Eternal;  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation 

32  for  him,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him.  And  if  he  bring 
a  lamb  for  his  sin  offering,  he  shall  bring  it  a  female  with- 

33  out  blemish.1  And  he  shall  lay  his  hand  upon  the 
head  of  the  sin  offering,  and  slaughter  it  for  a  sin  offer* 
ing  in  the  place  where  they  daughter  the  burnt  offering. 

34  And  the  priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering 
with  his  finger,  and  put8  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar 
of  burnt  offering,  and  shall  pour  out*  all  the  blood 

35  thereof  at  the  base  of  the  altar:  And  he  shall  remove 
all  the  fat  thereof  as  the  fat  of  the  lamb  is  .removed 
from  the  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings ;  and  the  priest 
shall  cause  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  offerings  made  by  fire  unto  the  Eternal :  and 
the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  his  sin  that  he 
hath  sinned,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

Chap.  V. 

1  And  if  a  soul  sin,  and  hear  the  voice  of  execration,  and 
is  a  witness,  whether  he  hath  seen  or  known  of  it;  and 

2  does  not  tell  it,  but  bears  his  iniquity ;  Or  if  a  soul 
touch  any  unclean  thing  whether  it  he  carrion  of  an 
unelcan  animal,  or  earrion  of  unclean  beasts,  or  carrion 
of  unclean  prolific  creatures, and  it  is  hidden  from  him 

3  whilst  he  is  unclean,  and  he  incur  guilt ;  Or  if  he 

touch  the  uncleanness  of  man  whatsoever  uncleantiess 
it  he  that  a  man  shall  be  defiled  withal,  and  it  be 
hidden  from  him,  but  heknoweth  afterwards  that  he  hath 

4  incurred  guilt;  Or  if  a  soul  swear,  pronouncing 
with  his  lips  for  harm,  or  for  good,  whatsoever  it 
he  that  a  man  shall  pronounce  with  an  oath,  and 
it  he  hid  from  him,  but  knoweth  afterwards  that  he 

5  hath  incurred  guilt  in  one  of  these —  And  it  shall 

be,  when  he  shall  be  guilty  in  one  of  these  things,  that 

6  he  shall  confess  that  wherein  he  hath  sinned :  And  he 
shall  bring  his  guilt  offering  unto  the  Eternal  for  his 
sin  which  he  hath  Binned,  a  female  from,  the  flock,  a 
laiub  or  a  she  kid  of  the  goats,  for  a  sin  offering ;  and  the 
priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  concerning  his 

7  sin.  And  if  he  be  not  able  to  bring1  one  of  the  flock,  then 
be  shall  bring  for  his  guilt,  which  he  hath  committed,1 
two  turtledoves,  or  two  young  pigcoDS6  unto  the  Eternal; 
one  tor  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offer- 

v'n'cct.  -  give.  9  sited.  *  his  hand  overtakes  not  the  sufficiency  of, 

187  b  tfimictl.  0  &uus  of  a  pigemi- 
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8  ing,  And  he  shall  bring  them  unto  the  priest,  who 
shall  offer  that  which  is  for  the  sin  offering  first,  and 
nip  its  head  from  the  nape  of  the  neck,  but  shall  not 

9  separate  its  And  he  shall  sprinkle1  of  the  blood  of 
the  sin  offering  upon  the  wall  of  the  altar,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  blood  shall  be  wrung  out  at  the 

JO  base  of  the  altar:  it  is  a  sin  offering.  And  the 
second  he  shall  offer8  for  a  burnt  offering,  according  to 
the  manner  :3  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation 
for  him  and  for  bis  siu  which  he  hath  sinned,  and  it 

11  shall  be  forgiven  him.  But  if  he  be  not  nblc  to  bring4 
two  turtledoves,  or  two  young  pigeons/  then  he  that 
sinned  shall  bring  fur  his  offering  the  tenth  part  of  an 
ephah  of  Hour  for  a  sin  offering;  he  shall  put  no 
oil  upon  it,  neither  shall  he  put  any  frankincense  there- 

12  on:  for  it  is  a  sin  offering.  Then  shall  he  bring  it  to 
the  priest,  and  the  prie9t  shall  take  therefrom  by 
grasping  his  handful  of  it,  its  memorial  portion, 
and  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal :  it  is  a 

13  sin  offering.  And  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation 
for  him  as  touching  his  sin  that  he  hath  sinned  in  one 
of  these,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him :  and  the  renmant 

14  shall  be  the  priest's,  as  an  oblation.  And  the  Eternal 

15  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  If  a  soul  commits  a  trespass, 
and  sin  in  error,  concerning  the  holy  things  of  the  Eternal ; 
then  he  shall  bring  for  his  guilt  uuto  the  Etc-rnal  a  ram 
without  blemish8  out  of  the  flocks,  with  thy  valuation7 
in  shekels  of  silver,  after  the  shekel  of  the  sanctuary,8 

18  for  a  guilt  offering:  And  he  shall  pay  for  that 

wherein  he  hath  sinned9  in  the  holy  thing,  and  shall 
add  its  fifth  part  thereto,  and  give  it  unto  the  priest : 
and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  with  the 
ram  of  the  guilt  offering,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

1 7  And  if  a  soul  sin,  and  do  any  of  these  things  which 
should  not  be  done  according  to  the  commandments  of 
the  Eternal ;  and  he  does  not  discover19that  he  is  guilty, 

18  aud  bearetli  his  iniquity ;  He  shall  bring  a  ram  with¬ 
out  blemish8  out  of  the  flock,  with  thy  valuation/  for  a 
guilt  offering,  unto  the  priest:  and  the  priest  shall  make  an 
expiation  for  him  concerning  his  error  wherein  he  erred 

19  ana  wist  it  not,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him.  It  is  a  guilt 
offering :  he  hath  surely  incurred  guilt  to  the  Eternal. 

20  21  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  If  a 

i  spatter.  3  make.  3  judgment.  4  hia  hand  overtake  not  s(ons  of  a  pigeon- 
oo  h  perfect-  T  arraugemeut  *  'loVmess,  9  wiiAl  he  hah  ginned. 
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soul  bid,  and  commits*  a  trespass  against  the  Eternal, 
and"  deny  unto  his  neighbour,1  a  charge,  or  a  deposit, 
or  a  thing  taken  away  by  violence,  or  hath  wronged 

22  his  neighbour  ;*  Or  have  found  that  which  was  lost, 
and  denieth  it,  and  swcareth  falsely ;  in  any  of  all  these 

23  that  a  man  docth,  sinning  therein  :  Then  it  shall  be, 
because  he  hath  sinned,  and  incurred  guilt,  that  he 
shall  restore  thatwhich  he  took  violently  away,  or  the  thing 
which  he  hath  gotten  wrongfully,  or  the  charge  which 
was  entrusted  to  him,  or  the  lost  thing  which  he  found, 

24  Or  all  that  about  winch  he  hath  sworn  falsely ;  he  shall 
even  pay  it  in  the  principal,3  and  shall  add  the  fifth 
part  more  thereto,  and  give  it  unto  him  to  whom  it  ap- 

25  pertaincth,  in  the  day  of  the  discovery  of  his  guilt  And 
lie  shall  bring  the  guilt  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  a 
ram  without  blemish3  out  of  the  flock,  with  thy  valuation4 

26  for  a  guilt  offering  unto  the  priest ;  And  the  priest 
shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  before  the  Eternal :  and 
it  shall  be  forgiven  him  for  any  thing  of  all  he  hath  done 
in  incurring  guilt  therein. 

Chap.  VI 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  saying.  Com¬ 
mand  Aaron  and  his  sons,  saying,  This  is  the  Jaw  of  the 
burnt  offering:  Such  burnt  offering,  shall  remain  on  the 
firc-placc  upon  the  altar  all  night  unto  the  morning,  and 

3  the  fire  of  the  altar  shall  be  blazing  in  it  And  the  priest 
shall  put  on  his  linen  robe,  and  his  linen  breeches  shall 
he  put  upon  his  flesh,  and  take  up  the  ashes1  which  the 
fire  hath  consumed6 — the  burnt  offering  on  the  altar, 

4  and  he  shall  put  them  beside  the  altar.  And  he  shall 
put  off  his  garments  and  pat  on  other  garments,  and 
bring  out  the  ashes3  without  the  camp  unto  a  clean  place. 

5  And  the  fire  upon  the  altar  shall  be  blazing  in  it ;  it 
shall  not  go  out ;  and  the  priest  shall  burn7  wood  on  it 
every  morning**  aud  set  the  burnt  offering  in  order  upon 
it;  and  he  shall  cause  to  ascend  in  fiimes  thereon  the  fat 

6  of  the  feast  offerings.  A  continual  fire  shall  be  blazing 

7  upon  the  altar;  it  shall  never  go  out.  And  this  is  the 
law  of  the  oblatiou :  the  sons  of  Aaron  shall  offer  it 

8  before  the  Eternal,  before  the  altar.  And  he  shall  take 
up  from  it  with  his  grasp  of  the  flour  of  the  oblation, 
and  of  the  oil  thereof,  and  all  the  frankincense  which  is 
upon  the  oblation,  and  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes 

1  companionship.  3  heart,  a  perfect*  4  arrangement.  5  animat  ashes* 
d  eaten.*  1  put  away*  *  in  the  morning  in  the  morning. 

1 89  9  trespass, 
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upon  the  altar  for  a  pleasing  odour,  its  memorial  portion 

9  of  it,  unto  the  Eternal.  And  what  1b  left  thereof  shall 
Aaron  and  his  bods  eat :  as  unleavened  bread  shall  it 
be  eaten  in  a  holy  place ;  in  the  enclosure  of  the  ap- 
pointed  tent  they  shall  eat  it. 

10  It  shall  not  be  baken  as  anything  leavened,  I  have 
given  it  unto  them  for  their  portion  of  my  fire  offerings; 
it  is  most  holy1  as  is  the  sin  offering,  and  as  the  guilt 

1 1  offering.  All  the  males  among  the  children  of  Aaron 
shall  eat  of  it.  It  shall  be  a  statute  for  ever  in  your 
generations  concerning  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal : 

12  every  one  that  toucheth  them  shall  be  holy.  Ant] 

13  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  This  is 
the  offering  of  Aaron  and  of  his  sons,  which  they 
shall  offer  unto  the  Eternal  in  the  day  when  be  is 
anointed ;  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour  for  a 
'perpetual  oblation,  half  of  It  in  the  morning,  and  half 

14  thereof  at  evening.  In  a  pan  it  shall  be  made ;  saturated 
with  oil  thou  shalt  bring  it  in :  and  the  baken  pieces 
of  the  oblation  shalt  thou  offer  far  a  pleasing  odour  unto 

15  the  Eternal,  And  the  priest  amongst  his  sons  thnt  is 
anointed  in  ^iis  stead  shall  offer8  it:  it  is  a  statute  for 
ever  unto  the  Eternal ;  it  shall  wholly  ascend  in  fumes. 

16  For  every  oblatioD  of  the  priest  shall  be  wholly  burnt ; 
it  shall  not  be  eaten. 

17  18  And  the  Eternal  spake  ud to  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  Aaron  and  to  his  bods,  saying,  This  is  the  law  of 
the  sin  offering :  Tn  the  place  where  the  burnt  offering 
is  slaughtered  shall  the  sin  offering  be  slaughtered  before 

1 9  the  Eternal :  it  is  most  holy.1  The  priest  that  offereth 
it  for  sin  shall  eat  it :  in  a  holy  place  shall  it  be  eaten, 

20  in  the  enclosure  of  the  appointed  tent.  Whatsoever 
shall  touch  the  flesh  thereof  shall  be  holy :  and  when 
there  is  sprinkled3  of  the  blood  thereof  upon  any  gar¬ 
ment,  thou  shalt  wash  that  whereon  it  was  sprinkled3  in 

21  a  holy  place.  But  the  earthen  vessel  wherein  it  is 
sodden1  shall  be  broken:  and  if  it  be  sodden1  in  a  cop¬ 
per  pot,  it  shall  be  both  scoured,  and  rinsed  in  water. 

22  All  the  males  among  the  priests  shall  eat  thereof:  it  is 

23  most  holy.1  And  no  sin  offering,  whereof  any  of  the 
blood  is  brought  into  the  appointed  tent  to  expiate 
withal  in  the  holy  place,1  shall  be  eaten :  it  shall  be 
burnt  in  the  fire. 

Chap.  VII. 

1  And  this  is  the  law  of  the  guilt  offering:  it  is  most 

2  holy.1  In  the  place  where  they  slaughter  the  burnt 

1  bolides*  of  holiness.  1  d<*  3  spattered  4  cooked 
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offering  shall  they  slaughter  the  guilt  offering:  and 
the  blood  thereof  shall  he  sprinkle  round  about  upoD 

3  (he  altar.  And  he  shall  offer  of  it  alt  the  fat  thereof; 
the  fat  tail,  and  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards, 

4  And  the  two  kidneys,  and  die  fat  that  is  on  them,  which 
is  by  the  flanks,  and  the  lobefl  above  the  liver,  with  the 

5  kidneys,  it  shall  he  remove:  Arid  the  priest  shall 
cause  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar  for  a 
fire  offering  unto  the  Eternal:  it  is  a  guilt  offering. 

6  Every  male  among  the  priests  may  eat  thereof;  in 
a  holy  place  it  snail  be  eaten :  it  is  most  holy.1 

7  As  the  sin  offering  is,  so  is  the  guilt  offering: 
there  is  one  law  for  them:  the  priest  that  tnaketh 

3  expiation  therewith  shall  have  it  And  the  priest  that 
oflereth  any  man's  burnt  offering,  even  the  priest  shall 
have  to  himself  the  6kin  of  the  burnt  offering  which  he 

9  hath  offered.  And  every  oblation  that  is  baken  in 
the  oven,  aod  everything  made  in  the  boiling  pot,  and 

10  in  the  pan,  shall  be  the  priestfc  that  offereth  it  And 
every  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  or  dry,  shall  all  the 
sons  of  Aaron  have,  one  as  much  as  another.3 

1 1  Aod  this  is  the  law  of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings, 

12  which  he  shall  offer  unto  the  Eternal.  If  he  offer  it 
for  an  acknowledgment,  then  he  shall  offer  with  the 
sacrifice  of  acknowledgment  unleavened  cakes  mingled 
with  oil,  and  unleavened  wafers  anointed  with  oil,  and 

13  cakes  mingled  with  oil,  of  saturated  flour.  With  the 
cakes  of  leavened  bread,  he  shall  offer  his  offering  with 
the  sacrifice  for  acknowledgment  of  his  feast  offerings. 

14  And  of  it  he  shall  offer  one  out  of  each  offering 
for  an  heave  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  and  it  shall  be 
the  priest’s  that  sprinkleth  the  blood  of  the  feast  offer- 

15  ings.  And  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  feast  offer¬ 
ings  for  acknowledgment  shall  be  eaten  the  same  day 
that  it  is  offered ;  he  shall  not  leave3  any  of  it  until  the 

16  morning.  But  if  the  sacrifice  of  his  offering  be  a  vow, 
or  a  free-will  offering,  it  shall  be  eaten  the  same  day 
that  he  offereth  his  sacrifice :  and  on  the  morrow  also 

17  the  remainder  of  it  shall  be  eaten :  But  what  is  left 
of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  on  the  third  day  shall  be 

1 8  burnt  with  fire.  And  if  any  of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice 
of  his  feast-offering  should  be  eaten  at  all  on  the  third  day, 
it  shall  not  be  accepted,  neither  shall  it  be  imputea4 
unto  him  that  offereth  it ;  it  shall  be  a  disgust,  and  the 

19  soul  that  eateth  it  shall  bear  his  Iniquity.  And  the 

I  holiness  of  holiness.  *  a  man  ns  his  brother.  3  place.  4  thought. 
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flesh  that  toachetb  any  unclean  thing  shall  nut  be  eaten ; 
it  shall  be  burnt  with  fire  :  and  as  for  the  flesh,  all  that 

SO  are  clean  may  eat  flesh.  But  the  soul  that  eateth  of 
the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  that  is 
for  the  Eternal*  having  his  unclean  ness  upon  him, 

2 1  even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  oft'  from  liia  peoples.  More¬ 
over,  the  soul  that  shall  touch  any  unclean  thing,  as 
the  uncleanness  of  mao,  or  any  unclean  beast,  or 
any  abominable  unclean  thing,  and  cat  of  the  flesh 
of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  which  are  for  the 
Eternal,  even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  peoples. 

22  23  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  Ye  shall  not  eat 
any  fat,  of  any  of  the  herd,  or  of  sheep,  or  of  goat- 

24  And  the  fat  of  carrion,  aod  the  fat  of  that  which  is 
turn,  may  he  used1  in  any  work;  but  ye  shall  in 

25  no  wise  eat  of  it  For  whosoever  eateth  the 
fat  of  the  beast,  of  which  men  offer  a  fire  offering 
unto  the  Eternal,  even  the  soul  that  eateth  it  shall 

26  be  cut  off  from  his  peoples.  Moreover,  yc  shall  cat  no 
blood,  whether  it  be  of  fowl,  or  of  beast,  in  any  of  your 

27  habitations.  Whatsoever  soul  it  be  that  eateth  any 
blood,  even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  peoples. 

28  21)  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak 
unto  tbe  children  of  Israel,  sayiDg,  He  that  onereth  the 
sacrifice  of  his  feast  offerings  unto  the  Eternal,  shall 
bring  his  offering  unto  the  Eternal  of  the  sacrifice  of  his 

30  feast  offerings.  Ills  own  hands  namely  all  'll  bring 
the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal ;  the  fat  with  the  breast, 
it  9hall  he  bring,  that  the  breast  may  be  waved  for  n 

31  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal.  And  the  priest  shall 
cause  the  fat  to  asceud  in  fumes  at  the  altar ;  but  the 

32  breast  shall  be  Aaron’s  and  his  sons’.  And  the  shoul¬ 
der  of  the  right  side  shall  ye  give  unto  the  priest  for  an 
heave  offering  of  the  sacrifices  of  your  feast  offerings. 

33  lie  among  the  sous  of  Aaron,  that  offerelli  the  blood  of 
the  feast  offerings,  and  the  fat,  shall  have  the  shoulder 

34  of  the  right  side  for  His  part.  For  the  wave  breast 
and  the  heave  shoulder  have  1  taken  of  the  children 
of  Israel  from  off  the  sacrifices  of  their  feast  offerings, 
and  have  given  them  unto  Aaron  the  priest  and  unto 
his  sons,  by  a  statute  for  ever  from  among  the  children 

35  of  Israel  This  is  the  portion  of  the  anointing  of  Aaron, 

and  of  the  anointing  of  his  sons,  out  of  the  fire 

1  ma/!e. 
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offerings  of  the  Eternal,  in  the  day  when  he  presented1 

36  them  to  minister  unto  the  Eternal  aa  priests.  Which 
the  Eternal  commanded  to  be  given  them  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  hi  the  day  that  he  anointed  them,  by  a  statute 

37  henceforth  throughout  their  generations.  This  is  the  law 
of  the  burnt  offering,  of  the  oblation,  and  of  the  sin  offer¬ 
ing,  and  of  the  guilt  offering,  and  -of  the  consecration 

3S  offering,  and  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings ;  Which 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses  in  mount  Sinai,  in  the  day 
that  he  commanded  the  children  of  Israel  to  offer  their 
offerings  unto  the  Eternal,  in  the  desert  of  Sinai. 

Chap.  VIIL 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Take 
Aaron,  and  his  sons  frith  him,  and  the  garments,  and 
the  anointing  oil,  and  the  hull  for  the  sin  offering, 
and  die  two  rams,  and  the  basket  of  unleavened  bread : 

3  And  assemble  thou  all  the  congregation  unto  the 

4  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.  And  Moses  did  as 
the  Eternal  commanded  him;  and  the  congregation 
assembled  unto  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent. 

5  And  Moses  said  unto  the  congregation,  This  is  the  thing 

6  which  the  Eternal  commanded  to  be  done.  And 
Moses  brought1  Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  laved  them 

7  with  water.  And  he  put3  upon  him  the  inner  gar¬ 
ment.  and  girded  him  with  the  belt,  and  clothed  him 
with  the  mantle,  and  put*  the  ephod  upon  him,  and  he 
girded  him  with  the  curious  girdle  of  the  ephod, 

8  and  bound  the  ephod  upon  him  therewith.  And  he 
put  the  brcnstplate  upon  him,  also  he  put3  in  the  breast- 

9  phito  the  Urim  and  the  Thummim.  And  he  put 
the  mitre  upon  bis  head :  also  upon  the  mitre,  against 
his  face,  did  he  put  the  golden  bright  plate,  the  diadem 

1 0  of  holiness :  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And 
Moses  took  the  anointing  oil,  and  anointed  the  dwell¬ 
ing,  and  all  that  was  therein,  and  sanctified  them. 

1 1  And  he  sprinkled3  thereof  upon  the  altar  seven  times, 
and  anointed  the  altAr,  and  all  its  vessels,  both  the  laver 

12  and  its  frame,  to  sanctify  them.  -And  he  poured  of  the 
anointing  oil  upon  Aaron’s  head,  and  anointed  him,  to 

13  sanctify  him.  And  Moses  brought1  Aaron’s  sons,  and 
clothed  them  with  inner  garments,  and  girded  them  with 
belts,  and  bound  high  caps  upon  them ;  as  the  Eternal 

1  offered.  *  gave.  *spailered. 
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14  commanded  Moses.  And  lie  broughtnear  the  brill  for  the 
sin  offering ;  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  laid  their  hands 

15  upon  the  head  of  the  bull  for  the  sin  offering.  And 
he  slaughtered  it ;  and  Moses  took  the  blood,  and  put1 
it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  round  about  with  his 
finger,  and  purified  the  altar,  and  poured  the  blood  at 
the  base  of  the  altar,  and  sanctified  it,  to  make  expiation 

16  upon  iu  Ami  he  took  all  the  fat  that  teas  upon  the 
inwards,  and  the  lobejj  alwve  the  liver,  and  the  two  kid¬ 
neys,  and  their  fat,  and  Moses  caused  it  to  ascend  in 

17  fumes  at  the  altar.  But  the  bull  and  its  hide/  its 
flesh  and  its  dung,  he  burnt  with  fire  without  the  camp; 

18  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And  he  offered 
the  ram  for  the  burnt  offering :  and  Aaron  and  his  sons 

1 9  laid  their  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  rain.  And  he 
slaughtered  it;  and  Moses  sprinkled  the  blood  upon 

20  the  attar  round  about  And  he  severed  the  ram  into 
its  pieces,  and  Moses  caused  the  head,  and  the  pieces, 

2 1  and  the  fat,  to  ascend  iu  fumes.  Aud  he  laved  the  in¬ 
wards  and  the  legs  in  water;  and  Moses  caused  the 
whole  ram  to  ascend  iu  fumes  at  the  altar ;  it  i on,?  n 
burnt  sacrifice  for  a  pleasing  odour,  and  a  fire  offering 
unto  the  Eternal ;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

22  And  he  offered  the  other  ram,  the  ram  of  die  consecra¬ 
tion  offering  :3  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  laid  their  hands 

23  upon  the  head  of  the  ram.  Aud  he  slaughtered  it ;  and 
Moses  took  of  the  blood  of  it,  and  put  it  upon  the  lip  of 
Aaron's  right  ear,  and  upon  the  thumb  of  his  right  hand, 

24  and  upon  thegreat  toe4ofhisrightfoot  And  he  brought5 
Aaron’s  sons,  and  Moses  put1  of  the  blood  upon  the  tips 
of  their  right  ear,  and  upon  the  thumbs  of  their  right 
hands,  and  upon  the  great  toes4  of  their  right  feet;  and 
Moses  sprinkled  the  blood  upon  the  altar  round  about 

25  And  he  took  the  fat,  and  the  fat  tail,  and  ah  the  &t  that 
teas  upon  the  inwards,  and  the  lobe||  above  the  liver,  and 
the  liver,  and  the  two  kidneys,  and  their  fat,  and  the 

26  shoulder  of  die  right  side:  And  out  of  the  basket  of 
unleavened  bread,  that  teas  before  the  Eternal,  he  took 
one  cake  of  unleavened  bread,  and  one  cake  of  oiled 
bread,  and  one  wafer,  and  put  them  on  the  fat,  and 

27  upon  the  shoulder  of  the  right  side .*  And  he  put1 
alt  upon  Aaron'S  hands,6  and  upon  his  sons'  hands, 
aud  waved  them  /or  a  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal. 

1  gave.  2  skin.  3  fillings.  *  thumb,  ^offered.  *  hullowa. 
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89  And  Moses  took  them  from  off  their  hands,1  and  raised 
them  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar  upon  the  burnt 
offering :  they  were  consecration  offering r8  for  a  pleasing 

,  89  odour;  it  is  a  fire  offering  unto  the  EternaL  And  .Moses 
took  the  breast,  and  waved  it  for  a  wave  offering  before 
the  Eternal :  for  of  the  ram  of  consecration  offering3  it 
was  Moses’  part ;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

30  And  Moses  took  of  the  anointing  oil,  and  of  the  blood 
which  was  upon  the  altar,  and  spnnkled4  it  upon  Aaron, 
and  upon  his  garments,  and  upon  bia  sons,  and  npon  his 
sons’  garments  with  him ;  ana  sanctified  Aaron,  and  his 

3 1  garments,  his  60ns,  and  his  sons’  garments  with  him.  And 
Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  and  to  his  sons,  Seethe5  the  flesh 
at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent ;  and  there  eat  it 
.  with  the  bread  that  is  in  the  basket  of  the  consecration/ 
as  I  commanded,  saying,  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  eat  it. 

32  And  that  which  is  left  of  the  fleBh  and  of  the  bread  shall 

33  ye  bum  with  fire.  And  ye  shall  not  go  out  of  the 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent  in  seven  days,  until  the 
days  of  your  consecration*  be  at  an  end :  for  seven  days 

34  shall  he  consecrate  you.0  As  he  hath  done  this  day,  so 
the  Eternal  hath  commanded  to  do,  to  make  an  expia- 

35  tion  for  you.  Therefore  shall  ye  abide  at  the  entrance 
of  the  appointed  tent  day  and  night,  seven  days,  and 
keep  the  charge  of  the  Eternal,  that  ye  die  not :  for  so 

36  I  am  commanded.  So  Aaron  and  his  sons  did  all  the 
things  which  the  Eternal  commanded  by  the  hand  of 

M0SC9. 

Chap.  IX. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  on  the  eighth  day,  that  Moses 
called  Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  the  elders  of  Israel; 

2  And  he  said  unto  Aaron,  Take  thee  a  young7  calf  for  a 
sin  offering,  and  a  ram  for  a  burnt  offering,  without 

3  hlemish,8  and  offer  them  before  the  Eternal.  And  unto 
the  children  of  Israel  thou  shall  speak,  saying,  Take  ye 
a  kid9  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering ;  and  a  cal£  and  a 
lamb,  both  of  the  first  year,10  without  blemish/  for  a 

4  burnt  riffipri  ng ;  Also  a  hull  and  a  ram  for  feast,  offer¬ 

ings,  to  sacrifice  before  the  Eternal;  and  an  oblation 
mingled  with  oil:  for  to-day  the  Eternal  will  appear 

5  unto  you.  And  they  brought11  that  which  Moses  com¬ 

manded  before  the  appointed  tent:  and  all  the  congre- 

1  hallows.  4  fillings.  9  filling.  *  spattered.  *  cook.  *  fill  your  hands. 

T  «  son  of  a  herd,  8  perfect.  *  hairy.  sons  of  &  year. 

11  took. 
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6  gation  approached,  ami  stood  before  the  Eternal.  And 
Moses  said,  This  is  the  thing  which  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  that  ye  should  do ;  and  the  glory  of  die  Eternal 

7  shall  appear  unto  you.  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron, 
Approach  unto  the  altar,  andoffer  thy  sin  offering,  and  thy 
burnt  offering,  and  make  an  expiation  for  thyself  and 
far  the  people :  and  offer  the  offering  of  the  people,  and 
make  an  expiation  for  them;  as  the  Eternal  com- 

6  manded.  Aaron  therefore  approached  unto  the  altar, 
and  slaughtered  the  calf  of  the  sin  offering,  which  was 
9  his.  And  the  sons  of  Aaron  brought1  the  blood 
unto  him ;  and  he  dipped  his  linger  in  the  blood,  and 

Cut3  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar,  and  poured  out  the 
load  at  the  base  of  the  altar.  But  the  fat,  and  the 
kidneys,  and  the  Iobe||  from  the  liver  of  the  sin  offering, 
he  caused  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar ;  os  the  Eternal 
1 1  commanded  Moses.  And  the  flesh  aud  the  hide3  he 
12  burnt  with  fire  without  the  camp.  And  he  slaughtered 
the  burnt  offering ;  and  Aaron’s  sons  presented  unto  him1 
the  blood,  which  he  sprinkled  round  about  upon  the 
13  altar.  And  they  presented1  the  burnt  offering  unto 
him,  with  the  pieces  thereof,  and  the  bead;  and  he 
14  caused  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar.  And  he 
did  lave  the  inwards  and  the  legs,  and  caused  them  to 
ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  burnt  offering  on  the  altar. 
12  And  he  offered  the  people’s  offering,  and  took  the  goat/ 
which  was  the  sin  offering  for  the  people,  aud  s!augh> 

1 6  tered  it,  and  made  it  a  sin  offering  as  the  first  And 
he  offered  the  burnt  offering,  and  did  it  according 
17  to  the  manner/  And  he  offered  the  oblation,  and  filled 
his  hand11  therewith,  and  caused  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  at 
the  altar,  beside  the  burnt  sacrifice  of  the  morning. 
18  He  slaughtered  also  the  bull  and  the  ram,  for  a  sacrifice 
of  feast  offerings,  which  was  for  the  people :  and  Aaron’s 
sons  presented4  unto  him  the  blood,  and, he  sprinkled  it 
19  npon  the  altar  round  about.  And  the  fat  of  the  bull 
and  of  the  ram,  the  fat  tail,  and  that  which  cov'ercth  the 
inwards,  and  the  kidneys,  and  the  lobc|{  of  the  liver ; 
20  And  they  put  the  fat  upon  the  breasts,  and  he  caused 
21  the  fat  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar:  And  the  breasts 
aud  the  shoulder  of  the  right  side  Aaron  waved  for  a 
wave  offering  before  the  Eternal ;  as  Muses  commanded. 
22  And  Aaron  lifted  up  his  hands  towards  the  people  and  blcs- 

1  offered.  3  gave.  1  akin.  4  caused  him  to  And.  5  hairy.  4  made. 

1  lodgment.  8  hollow. 
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sed  them  ;  and  came  down  from  offering1  of  the  sin  offer- 

23  ing,  and  the  burnt  offering,  and  feast  offerings.  AndMo* 
ses  and  Aaron  went  into  the  appointed  tent,  and  came 
oat  and  blessed  the  people :  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 

24  appeared  unto  all  the  people.  And  there  went  out  fire 
from  before  the  Eternal,  and  consumed2  upon  the  altar 
the  burnt  offering  and  the  fat:  which  when  all  the  people 
saw,  they  uttered  cries  of  exultation,  and  fell  on  their  faces. 

Chap.  X. 

1  And  Nadab  and  Abibu,  the  sons  of  Aaron,  took  each 
of  them3  his  censer,  and  put1  fire  therein,  and  put  in¬ 
cense  thereon,  and  offered  strange5  fire  before  the 

2  Eternal,  which  he  commanded  them  not.  And  there 
weut  out  fire  from  the  Eternal,  and  devoured2  them ; 

3  and  they  died  before  the  Eternal.  Then  Moses  said  unto 
Aaron,  This  is  it  that  the  Eternal  spake,  saying,  I  will 
be  sanctified  hi  them  that  approach  unto  me,  and  before 
all  the  people  I  will  be  glorified.  And  Aaron  was 

4  calmed.  And  Moses  called  Mishael  and  Elzaphan,  the 
sods  of  XJzziel  the  uncle  of  Aaron,  and  said  unto  them. 
Approach,  cany  your  brethren  from  before  the  aanc- 

5  tuary7  out  of  the  camp.  So  they  approached,  and 
earned  them  in  their  garments?  out  of  the  camp; 

6  as  Moses  had  said.  Ana  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  and 
unto  Eleazar  and  unto  Ithamar,  his  sons,  Let  the  hair 
of  your  heads  not  be  in  disorder,  neither  unrip  your 
garments ;  lest  ye  die,  aud  lest  He  be  angry  with  all 
the  assembly :  but  let  your  brethren,  the  whole  house  of 
Israel,  weep  for  the  burning  which  the  Eternal  hath 

7  kindled.2  And  ye  shall  not  go  out  from  the  entrance  of 
the  appointed  tent,  lest  ye  die :  for  the  anointing  oil  of 
the  Eternal  is  upon  you.  And  they  did  according  to 
the  word  of  Moses. 

8  9  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Aaron,  saying.  Do 
not  drink  wine,  nor  strong  driuk,  thou,  n<Jr  thy  sons 
with  thee,  when  yc  go  into  the  appointed  tent,  lest  ye 
die ;  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  throughout  your 

10  generations;*  And  that  ye  may  make  a  distinction 
between  tlie  holy  and  the  unholy,  nnd  between  the 

11  unclean  and  the  clean ;  And  that  yc  may  teach  the 
children  of  Israel  all  the  statutes  which  the  Eternal 
hath  spoken  unto  them  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

12  And  Moses  spake  unto  Aaron,  and  uuto  Eleazar  and 
unto  Ithamar,  his  sons  that  were  left.  Take  the  oblation 

1  doing*  *  ate-  *  a  man.  4  gave.  *  profane*  *  holiness, 

*  inner  garments  9  burnt* 
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that  was  left  from  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal 
and  cat  it  :is  unleavened  cakes  beside  the  altar ;  for 

13  it  is  most  holy.  And  ye  shall  eat  it  in  the  holy 
place,  because  it  is  thy  due,  and  thy  sons’  due,  of 
the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal:  for  so  I  am  com- 

14  manded.  Anti  the  wave  breast  and  heave  shoulder 
shall  ye  cat  in  a  clean  place ;  thou,  and  thy  sons,  and 
thv  daughters  with  thee :  for  they  are  thy  due,  and  thy 
sons’  due,  which  arc  given  out  of  the  sacrifice  of  feast 

13  offerings  of  the  children  of  Israel.  'Hie  heave  shoulder, 
and  the  wave  breast  shall  they  bring,  with  the  fire 
offerings  of  the  fat,  to  wave  it  for  a  wave  offering 
before  the  Eternal ;  and  it  shall  be  thine,  and  thy  sons’ 
with  thee,  by  a  statute  for  ever;  as  the  Eternal  hath 

16  commanded.  And  Moses  diligently  sought1  the  goat3 
of  the  sin  offering^  and,  behold,  it  whs  burnt :  and  he 
was  angry  with  Eleazer  and  Ithamar,  the  sons  of  Aaron 

17  who  were  left  alive,  saying,  Wherefore  have  ye  not 
eaten  the  sin  offering  in  the  holy  place,  seeing  it  is  must 
holy,  and  God  hath  given  it  you  to  bear  the  iniquity  of 
the  congregation,  to  make  expiation  for  them  l>cfore  the 

18  Eternal?  Behold,  the  blood  of  it  was  not  brought  in 
within  the  holy  place  :3  yc  should  indeed  have  eaten  it 

ID  in  the  holy  place/  as  I  commanded.  And  Aaron  said 
unto  Moses,  Behold,  this  day  have  they  offered  their  sin 
offering  and  their  burnt  offering  before  the  Eternal; 
and  such  things  have  hefallcn  me :  and  if  I  had  eaten 
the  sin  offering  to-day,  should  it  have  been  pleasing  in 

20  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal?  And  when  Moses  heard  that, 
it  was  pleasing  in  his  eyes: 

Chap.  XI. 

1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  and  to  Aaron, 

2  saying  unto  them,  Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel, 
saying,  These  are  the  animals  which  ye  may  eat  among 

3  all  the  beasts  that  are  on  the  earth.  Whatsoever 
di  v  ide  ih  the  hoof,  and  hath  cloven  hoofs,  and  chewcth4  the 

4  cud  among  the  beasts,  that  shall  ye  Neverthe¬ 

less,  these  shall  ye  not  eat,  of  them  that  chew6  the  cud, 
or  of  them  that  divide  the  hoof:  the  camel,  because 
it  cheweth4  the  cud,  but  divideth  not  the  hoof;  it  is 

5  unclean  unto  yon.  And  the  coney,  because  it  chcweth4 
the  cud,  but  divideth  not  the  hoof;  it  is  unclean  unto 

6  you.  And  the  hare,  because  it  cheweth4  the  cud,  but 

7  divideth  not  the  hoof ;  it  is  unclean  unto  you.  And 

1  inquired.  *  hairy.  J  holiness.  1  biingetti  up.  i  bring  up. 
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the  e wine,  though  it  divide  the  hoof  mid  be  cloven- 
hoofed;  vet  it  cheweth  not  the  cud:  it  is  unclean  to 

8  you.  Of  their  flesh  shall  ye  not  eat,  and  their 
carrion  shall  ye  not  touch :  they  are  unclean  to  you. 

9  These  may  ye  eat,  of  all  that  are  in  the  waters :  whatso¬ 
ever  hath  fins  and  scales,  in  the  waters,  in  the  seas,  and 

10  in  the  brooks,  them  may  ye  eat  And  all  that  have  not 
fins  and  scales  in  the  seas,  and  in  the  brooks,  of  all 
the  prolific  creatures  of  the  waters,  and  of  any  living 
thing1  which  is  in  the  waters,  they  shall  be  an  abomin- 

1 1  able  thing  unto  you.  They  shall  be  even  mi  abomin¬ 
able  thing  unto  you;  ye  shall  not  eat  of  their  flesh,  but 

12  ye  shall  have  tbeir  carrion  in  abomination.  Whatsoever 
hath  no  fins  and  scales  in  the  waters,  that  shall  be  an 

13  abominable  thing  unto  you.  And  these  are  they  which 
yc  shall  have  in  abomination  among  the  fowls ;  they  shall 
not  be  eaten,  they  are  an  abominable  thing;  the  eagle, 

14  the  ossifrage,||  and  the  ospray.]|  And  the  vulture,  ||  and 

15  the  kite,j|  after  its  kind;  Every  raven  after  its  kind; 

16  And  the  ostrich,  and  the  nighthawk,j|  and  the  cuckowj 

17  and  the  hawk  after  its  kind.  And  the  little  owl,  and 

18  the  cormorant,  and  the  great  owl,|j  And  the  tinshemeth, 

19  and  the  pelican,  and  the  gier-eagle,j|  And  the  stork, 
the  heron|[  after  its  kind,  and  the  lapwing,  [j  and  the  bat 

20  All  prolific  creatures  among  fowl,  going  upon  all  four, 

21  shall  be  an  abominable  thing  unto  you.  Yet  these  may 
ye  eat,  of  eveiy  prolific  creature  among  fowl  that  goetn 
upon  all  four,  which  have  legs  above  their  feet,  to  leap 

22  withal  upon  the  earth ;  Even  these  of  them  yc  may 
eat;  the  locust  after  its  kind,  and  the  saliom  after 
its  kind,  and  the  chargol  after  its  kind,  and  the  grass- 

23  hopper |  after  its  kind.  But  all  other  prolific  creatures 
among  fowl,  which  have  four  feet  shall  be  an  abomin- 

24  able  thing  unto  you.  And  for  these  ye  shall  be 
unclean;  whosoever  touch eth  the  carrion  of  them 

25  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  whoso¬ 
ever  beareth  oayht  of  tbc  carrion  of  them  shall  wash 

26  his  clothes,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  In  general 
every  beast  which  divide  ill  the  hoof  and  is  not  cloven- 
lioofed,  nor  chcwcth3  the  cud,  is  unclean  uuto  you : 

27  every  one  that  toucheth  them  shall  be  unclean.  And 
whatsoever  goeth  upon  its  paws,5  among  all  manner  of 
animals  that  go  on  all  four,  those  are  unclean  unto  you;

LEVITICUS,  Chap.  XI. 

whoso  touche tli  their  carrion  shall  be  unclean  until  the 

28  even.  And  he  that  beareth  the  carrion  of  them  Bhall 
wash  his  garments,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even:  they 

29  are  unclean  unto  you.  These  also  shall  be  unclean  unto 
you  among  the  prolific  creatures  that  bring  forth  abun¬ 
dantly  upon  the  earth;  the  choled,  and  the  mouse,  and 

30  the  lizard li  after  its  kind,  And  the  anakah,  and  the 
chameleon, I  and  the  letaah,  and  the  snail, |[  and  the 

31  tenshemeth.  These  are  unclean  to  you  among  ail 
prolific  creatures :  whosoever  doth  touch  them,  when 

32  they  arc  dead,  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And 
upon  whatsoever  any  of  them,  when  they  are  dead, 
doth  fall,  it  shall  be  unclean ;  whether  it  be  any  vessel 
of  wood,  or  garment,  or  skin,  or  sack,  whatsoever  vessel 
if  bes  wherein  any  work  is  done,  it  must  be  put1  into 
water,  and  it  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even ;  and  then 

33  it  shall  be  clean.  And  every  earthen  vessel,  where- 
into  any  of  them  fallcth,  whatsoever  is  in  it  shall  be  un- 

34  clean ;  and  it  shall  yc  break.  Of  all  the  food  which  may 
be  eaten,  that  on  which  water  cometb  shall  be  un¬ 
clean:  and  all  drink  that  rnay  be  drunk  in  every 

35  vessel  shall  he  unclean.  And  every  thing  whereupon 
any  part  of  their  carrion  falleth  shall  be  unclean ;  whe¬ 
ther  if  be  oven,  or  ranges  for  pots,  they  shall  be  pulled 
down :  for  they  are  unclean,  and  shall  be  unclean  unto 

30  you.  Nevertheless  a  fountain  or  pit,  wherein  there  if 
a  gathering  of  water,  shall  be  clean :  but  that  which 

37  toucheth  their  carrion  shall  be  unclean.  Aud  if  any 

part  of  their  carrion  fall  upon  any  sowing  seed  which  is 

38  to  be  sown,  it  shall  be  clean.  .  But  if  any  water  be  put' 
upon  the  seed,  and  any  part  of  their  carrion  fall  thereon, 

39  it  shall  be  unclean  unto  you.  And  if  any  beast,  of  which 
ye  may  eat,  die ;  he  that  toucheth  the  carrion  thereof 

40  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  he  that  enteth  of 
the  carcase  of  it  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  be  unclean 
until  the  even :  he  also  that  beareth  the  carrion  of  it  shall 
wash  his  garments,  and  be  uuclean  until  the  even. 

41  And  every  prolific  creature  that  bringeth  forth  abun¬ 
dantly  upon  the  earth  shall  be  an  abominable  thing;  it 

42  shall  not  be  eaten.  Whatsoever  gocth  upon  the  belly, 
and  whatsoever  gocth  upon  all  four,  and  whatsoever  hath 
many  feet  among  all  prolific  creatures  that  bring  forth 
abundantly  upon  the  earth,  them  ye  shall  not  eat;  for 

t  brought,  j  pfreTi- 
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43  they  are  an  abominable  thing.  Ye  shall  not  make  your 
souls  abominable  with  any  prolific  creature  that  bringeth 
forth  abundantly,  neither  snail  ye  make  yourselves  un¬ 
clean  with  (hem,  that  ye  should  be  denied  thereby. 

44  For  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God;  ye  shall  therefore 
sanctify  yourselves,  for  I  am  holy ;  neither  shall  ye  de¬ 
file  your  souls  with  any  prolific  creature  that  creepeth 

45  upon  the  earth.  For  I  am  the  Eternal  that  bringeth 
you  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God :  ye 

46  shall  therefore  be  holy,  for  I  am  holy.  This  w  the  law 
of  the  beasts,  and  of  die  fowl,  and  of  the  life7  of  every 
animal  that  rnoveth!  in  the  waters,  and  of  every  soul 

47  that  bringetli  forth  abundantly  upon  the  earth;  To 
make  a  distinction  between  the  unclean  and  die  clean, 
and  between  the  animal  tbat  may  be  eaten  aud  the 
animal  that  may  not  be  eaten. 

Chap.  XII. 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  saying,  Speak  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  If  a  woman  have  con¬ 
ceived  seed,  and  bom  a  male,  then  she  shall  be  unclean 
seven  days ;  as  in  the  days  of  the  separation  for  her 

3  infirmity  shall  she  be  unclean.  And  in  the  eighth  day 

4  his  foreskin  shall  be  circumcised.  .  And  she  snail  then 
abide  in  the  blood  of  her  purifying  three  and  thirty 
days:  she  shall  touch  nothing  of  holiness,  nor  come  into 
the  sanctuary,  until  the  days  of  her  purifying  be  ful- 

5  filled.  But  if  she  bear  a  female,  then  she  shall  tie  un¬ 
clean  two  weeks,  as  iu  her  separation :  and  she  shall 
abide  in  the  blood  of  her  purifying  threescore  and  six 

G  days.  And  when  the  days  of  her  purifying  are  fulfilled, 
for  a  son,  or  for  a  daughter,  she  shall  bring  a  Iamb  of 
a  year’  old  for  a  burnt  offering,  and  a  young  pigeon,9 
or  a  turtle  dove,  for  a  sin  offering,  unto  the  entrance  of 

7  the  appointed  tent,  unto  the  priest;  And  he  shall  offer 
it  before  the  Eternal,  aud  make  an  expiation  for  her,  and 
she  shall  be  cleansed  from  the  issue1  of  her  blood.  This 
is  the  law  for  her  that  hath  hom-amnle  or  a  female. 

8  And  if  she  be  not  able5  to  bring  one  of  the  flock,  then 
she  shall  take  two  turtles,  or  two  young  pigeons;* 
the  one  for  a  burnt  offering,  .and  the  other  for  a  sin 

1  cretpeth.  1  ion  of  its  rear.  3  a  son  of  a  pigeon.  *  source.  *  if  lier  band 

does  not  find  a  sufficiency.  *  sons  of  a  pigeon.  7  soul. 
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offering :  and  the  priest  Bhall  make  an  expiation  for 
her,  and  she  shall  be  clean. 

Chap.  XIIL 

1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  Aaron,  saying, 

2  When  a  man  shall  hare  in  the  skin  of  his  flesh  a  rising, 
a  scab,  a  bright  spot,  and  it  be  in  the  skin  of  his  flesh 
like  the  affliction  of  leprosy ;  then  he  shall  be  brought 
unto  Aaron  the  priest,  or  unto  one  of  his  sons  the 

3  priests :  And  the  priest  shall  look  on1  the  plague3  in 
the  skin  of  the  flesh;  and  when  the  hair  in  the  plague2 
is  turned  white,  and  the  plague3  in  sight  he  deeper  than 
the  skin  of  his  flesh,  it  is  an  affliction  of  leprosy:  and 
the  priest  shall  Bee  him,  and  pronounce  him  unclean. 

4  If  the  bright  spot  he  white  in  the  skin  of  his  flesh,  and 
in  sight  he  not  deeper  than  the  skin,  and  the  hair  thereof 
be  not  turned  white ;  then  the  priest  shnll  shut  up  him 

5  that  hath  the  affliction  seven  days:  And  the  priest 
shall  see  him  the  seventh  day:  and,  behold,  if  the  af¬ 
fliction  in  his  sight  be  at  a  stay,3  and  tbc  affliction  ex¬ 
tend  not  in  the  skin,  then  the  priest  shall  shut  him  up 

€  seven  days  more:  And  the  priest  shall  see  him  a 
second  time  the  seventh  day;  and,  behold,  if  the 
plague3  he  dim,  and  the  affliction  extend  not  in  the 
skin,  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  elean  ;  it  is  hut  a 
scab :  and  he  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  be  clean. 

7  But  if  the  scab  extend  much  abroad  in  the  skin,  after 
that  he  hath  been  seen  by  the  priest  after  his  being  pro¬ 
nounced  clean,  he  shall  be  seen  by  the  priest  a  second 

8  time :  And  if  the  priest  see  that,  behold,  the  scab 
extendeth  in  the  skin,  then  the  priest  shall  pronounce 
him  unclean  :  it  is  a  leprosy. 

9  When  the  affliction  of  leprosy  is  in  a  man,  then  he  shall 

10  he  brought  unto  the  priest ;  And  the  priest  shall  see 

'  him ;  and,  behold,  if  a  white  rising  be  in  the  skin, 

and  it  have  turned  the  hair  white,  and  there  be  quick 

11  raw  flesh  in  the  rising ;  It  is  a  leprosy  of  old  standing 
In  the  skin  of  his  flesh;  and  the  priest  shall  pronounce 
him  unclean,  and  shall  not  shut  him  up :  for  he  is  un- 

12  clean.  And  if  a  leprosy  break  out4  abroad  in  the  skin, 
and  the  leprosy  cover  all  the  skin  of  him  that  hath  the 
affliction  from  his  head  eveu  to  his  foot,  wheresoever 

13  the  priest  looketh  ;s  Then  the  priest  shall  see  :  and, 
behold,  if  the  leprosy  have  covered  all  his  flesh,  he  shall 

2  affliction.  3  stood.  *  blossom.  *  to  the  whole  sight  of  the  eyes  of 

the  priest. 
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pronounce  him  clean  that  hath  the  affliction :  it  is  all 

1 4  turned  white :  he  is  clean.  But  when1  raw3  flesh  ap- 

15  pcarcth  in  him,  he  shall  be  unclean.  And  the  priest 
shall  see  the  raw8  flesh,  and  pronounce  him  to  be  un¬ 
clean  ;  for  the  raw3  flesh  is  unclean :  it  is  a  leprosy. 

16  Or  if  the  raw*  flesh  turn  again,  and  be  changed  unto 

17  white,  he  shall  come  unto  the  priest ;  And  the  priest 

shall  see  him :  and,  behold,  if  the  affliction  be  turned 
into  white,  then  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  clean 
that  hath  the  affliction :  he  is  clean. 

18  The  flesh  also,  in  which,  even,  in  the  skin  thereof,  was 

19  an  inflammation,  and  is  healed;  And  in  the  place  of 
the  inflammation  there  be  a  white  rising,  or  a  bright 
spot,  white,  or  dark-red,  and  it  be  shewed  to  the 

20  priest;  And  if,  when  the  priest  seeth  it,  behold, 
it  be  in  sight  lower  than  the  skin,  and  the  hair  thereof 
he  turned  white ;  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  un¬ 
clean  :  it  is  an  affliction  of  leprosy  broken8  out  of  the 

21  inflammation.  But  if  the  priest  see  it,  and,  behold, 
there  be  no  white  hairs  therein,  and  if  it  fie  not  lower 
than  the  skin,  but  be  dim,  then  the  priest  shall  shut 

22  him  up  seven  days :  And  if  it  extend  much  abroad 
in  the  skin,  then  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him 

23  unclean :  it  is  the  affliction.  But  if  the  bright  spot 
stay  in  his  place,  and  extend  not,  it  is  the  burning  in¬ 
flammation  ;  and  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  clean. 

24  Or  if  there  be  any  flesh,  in  the  skin,  wherein  there  is  a 
part  burnt  by  fire,  and  the  quick  jUsh  of  the  burnt  part 

25  have  a  white  bright  spot,  dark-red  or  white.  Then 
the  priest  shall  sec  it;  and,  behold,  if  the  hair  in 
the  bright  spot  be  turned  white,  and  it  be  in  sight  deeper 
than  the  6kin,  it  is  a  leprosy  broken  out9  of  the  burnt 
part :  wherefore  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  unclean: 

26  it  is  the  affliction  of  leprosy.  But  if  the  prie6t  see  it, 
and,  behold,  there  be  no  white  hair  in  the  bright  spot, 
and  it  be  no  lower  than  the  other  skin,  but  be 
dim,  then  the  priest  shall  shut  him  up  seven  days: 

27  And  the  priest  shall  see  him  the  seventh  day ;  and  if  it 
have  extended  much  abroad  in  the  skin,  then  the  priest 
shall  pronounce  him  unclean  :  it  is  the  affliction  of  le- 

28  prosy.  And  if  the  bright  spot  stay  in  its  place,'1 
anti  extend  not  in  the  skin,  but  it  be  dim,  it  it  a 
rising  of  the  burnt  part,  and  the  priest  shall  prouounoc 
him  clean ;  for  it  is  the  burning  of  the  burnt  part. 

1  on  tho  day  that.  *  live.  5  blossomed.  1  stand  beneath  itself. 
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-9  If  a  man  or  woman  hath  an  affliction  upon  the  head 

30  or  the  beard,  Then  the  priest  shall  see  the  plague:1 
and,  behold,  if  it  he  In  sight  deeper  than  the  bkiu,  and 
there  be  in  it  a  gold-coloured  thin  hair,  then  the  priest 
shall  pronounce  him  unclean :  it  is  a  scali,  even  a  le- 

31  prosy  upon  the  head  or  beard.  And  if  the  priest  see 
the  plague1  of  the  scall,  and,  behold,  it  he  not  in  sight 
deeper  than  the  skin,  and  that  there  is  no  black  hair  in 
it,  then  the  priest  shall  shut  up  him  tlu/t  hath  the  afflic- 

32  tion  of  the  scall  seven  days :  And  in  the  seventh  day 
the  priest  shall  see  the  plague  j1  and,  behold,  if  the 
scall  extend  not,  and  there  be  in  it  no  gold-colored 
hair,  and  the  scall  be  not  in  sight  deeper  than  the  skin, 

33  He  shall  clip  his  hair,  but  the  hair  round  the  scall  shall  he 
not  clip;  and  the  priest  shall  shut  up  Aim  that  hath  the  seal! 

34  seven  days  a  second  time :  And  in  the  seventh  day  the 
priest  shall  see  the  scall ;  and,  behold,  if  the  scall  be  not 
extended  in  the  skin,  nor  he  in  sight  deeper  than  the 
skin,  then  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  dean  ;  and  he 

35  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  be  clean.  But  if  the  scall 
extend  much  in  the  skin  after  bis  being  pronounced 

36  clean,  Then  the  priest  shall  see  him:  and,  behold,  if  the 
scall  be  extended  in  the  skin,  die  priest  shall  not  search 

37  tor  gold-colored  hair;  he  is  unclean.  But  if  the  scall  be 
in  his  eyes  at  a  stay,1  and  that  there  is  black  hair  grown 
up  therein,  the  scall  is  healed,  he  is  clean ;  and  the 

3S  priest  shall  pronounce  him  clean.  -If  a  man  also  or  a 
woman  have  in  the  skin  of  their  flesh,  bright  spots,  even 

39  white  bright  spots,  Then  the  priest  shall  see :  and, 
behold,  if  the  bright  spots  in  the  skin  of  their  flesh  be 
dimly  white,  it  is  the  bohak  that  groweth3  in  the  skin ; 

40  he  is  clean.  And  the  man  whose  hair  is  fallen  off1  his 

41  head,  he  is  bald;  yet  is  he  clean.  And  he  that  hath 
his  hair  fallen  off1  from  the  corner  of  his  head  towards 

42  bis  face,  he  i>  forehead  bald ;  yet  u  he  clean.  And  if 
there  be  in  the  bald  head,  or  bald  forehead,  a  white  or 
dark  red  sore  ;*  it  is  a  leprosy  sprung  up3  in  his  bald 

43  head,  or  his  bald  forehead :  Then  the  priest  shall  see  it : 
and,  behold,  if  the  rising  of  the  sore1  he  white  ar  dark-red 
in  the  bald  head,  or  in  his  bald  forehead,  as  the  leprosy 

44  appeareth  in  the  skin  of  the  flesh,  He  is  a  leprous  man, 
he  is  unclean:  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  utterly 

45  unclean  ;  his  affliction  is  in  his  head.  And  the  leper  in 
whom  the  affliction  is,  his  garments  shall  be  unripped,  and 
the  hair  qfhis  head  shall  grow  wild,  and  he  shall  wrap  up  his 

1  affliction.  2  standing.  *  blos&omctli,  4  plucked  out.  5  bSiMsoming. 
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4G  lip,  and  shall  call  out,  Unclean,  unclean.  All  the  days 
wherein  the  affliction  shall  be  in  him  lie  shall  be  de¬ 
filed  ;  he  is  unclean ;  he  shall  abide  solitary ;  without 

47  the  camp  shall  his  habitation  be.  The  garment  also 
that  the  affliction  of  leprosy  is  in,  whether  it  be  in  a  gar- 

48  merit  of  wool  or  in  a  garment  of  flax,  Whether  it  be 
in  the  warp  or  woof,  of  flax,  or  of  wool ;  whether  in  a 

49  skin,  or  in  anything  made  of  skin  ;  And  if  the  affliction 
be  dark-green  or  dark-red  in  the  garment,  or  in  the 
skin,  cither  in  the  warp  or  in  the  woof,  or  in  any  vessel 
of  skin ;  it  is  an  affliction  of  leprosy,  and  shall  be  shewed 

50  unto  the  priest :  And  the  priest  shall  see  the  plague,1 
and  shut  up  it  that  hath  tne  affliction  seven  days: 

51  And  he  shall  see  the  plague1  on  the  seventh  day:  if  the 
affliction  have  extended  in  the  garment,  either  in  the 
warp  or  in  the  woof,  or  in  a  skin,  or  in  any  work  that 
is  made  of  skin,  the  affliction  is  a  fretting  leprosy ;  it  is 

52  unclean.  He  shall  therefore  bum  that  garment,  whe¬ 
ther  warp  or  woof,  of  wool  or  of  -  flax,  or  any  vessel  of 
skin,  wherein  the  affliction  is;  for  it  is  a  fretting  leprosy ; 

53  it  shall  be  burnt  in  the  Are.  And  if  the  priest  shall 
see,  and,  behold,  the  affliction  have  not  extended  in  the 
garment,  either  in  the  warp  or  in  the  woof,  or  in  any 

54  vessel  of  skin  ;  Then  the  priest  shall  command  that 
they  wash  the  thing  wherein  the  affliction  is,  and  he 

55  shall  shut  it  up  seven  days  a  second  time :  And  the 
priest  shall  sec  the  plague1  after  that  it  is  washed: 
and,  behold,  if  the  plague1  have  not  changed  its  colour,* 
and  the  affliction  have  not  extended,  it  is  unclean;  thou 
shalt  burn  it  in  the  fire;  it  is  fret  inward,  whether  it  be 

56  bare  within  or  without.3  And  if  the  priest  sec,  and, 
behold,  the  plague1  be  dim  after  the  washing  of  it, 
then  he  shall  rend  it  out  of  the  garment,  or  out  of 

57  the  skin,  or  out  of  the  warp  or  out  of  the  woof;  And 
if  it  appear  still  in  the  garment,  either  in  the  warp  or 
in  the  woof,  or  in  any  vessel  of  skin,  it  is  a  spreading1 
plague ;  thou  shalt  burn  that  wherein  the  affliction  is 

58  with  fire.  And  the  garment,  cither  warp  or  woof,  or 
whatsoever  vessel  of  skin  it  be  which  thou  shalt  wash,  if 
the  affliction  be  departed  from  them,  then  it  shall  be 

59  washed  the  second  time,  and  shall  be  clean.  This  is 
the  law  of  the  affliction  of  leprosy  in  a  garment,  of  wool 
or  flax,  cither  in  the  warp  or  woof,  or  any  vessel  of 
ski  ns,  to  pronounce  it  clean,  or  to  pronounce  it  unclean.

LEVITICUS,  Chap.  XIV. 

Chap.  XIV. 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  This  shall 
be  the  law  of  the  leper  in  the  day  of  his  being  pronounced 

3  clean :  He  shall  be  brought  unto  the  priest;  And  the 
priest  shall  go  forth  out  of  the  camp ;  and  the  priest  shall 
see,  and,  behold,  if  the  affliction  of  leprosy  is  healed  in 

4  the  leper,  Then  shall  the  priest  command  to  take  for 
him  that  is  to  be  cleansed  two  lively1  clean  birds,  and 

6  cedar  wood,  and  crimson,3  and  hyssop :  And  the  priest 
shall  command  that  one  of  the  birds  be  slaughtered  in 

6  an  earthen  vessel  over  running9  water ;  As  for  the 
living  bird,  he  shall  take  it,  and  the  cedar  wood,  and 
the  crimson,3  and  the  hyssop,  and  shall  dip  them  and 
the  living  bird  in  the  blood  of  the  bird  that  teas 

7  slaughtered  over  the  running9  water :  And  he  shall 
sprinkle4  upon  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed  from  the 
leprosy  seven  times,  and  shall  pronounce  him  clean, 
and  shall  let  the  living  bird  go  into  the  open9  field. 

8  And  he  that  is  to  be  cleansed  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  clip  off  all  his  hair,  and  lave  himself  in  water,  that 
he  may  be  clean :  and  after  that  he  shall  come  into  the 
camp,  and  shall  abide  abroad  out  of  his  tent  seven  days. 

9  Bnt  it  shall  be  on  the  seventh  day,  that  he  shall  clip  all 
his  hair  off  his  head,  and  his  beard,  and  his  eyebrows, 
even  all  his  hair  he  shall  clip  off :  and  he  shall  wash 

10  his  garments,  and  he  shall  be  dean.  And  on  the 
eighth  day  he  shall  take  two  he-lambs  without  blemish,0 
and  one  ewe  lamb  a  year  old7  without  blemish,  and 
three  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 

11  with  oil,  and  one  lag  of  oil.  And  the  priest  that 
maketh  him  clean  shall  present  the  man  that  is  to  be 
made  dean,  and  those  things,  before  the  Eternal,  at  the 

12  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent  And  the  priest  shall 
take  the  one  he-lamb,  and  offer  it  for  a  guilt  offering,  and 
the  log  of  oil,  and  wave  them  for  a  wave  offering  before 

13  the  Eternal.  And  he  shall  daughter  the  latnb  in  die 
place  where  he  shall  slaughter  the  sin  offering  and  the 
burnt  offering,  in  the  place  of  holiness ;  for  as  the  sin 
offering  is  the  priest's,  so  is  the  guilt  offering ;  it  is  most 

14  holy.  And  the  priest  shall  take  some  of  the  blood  of 
the  guilt  offering,  and  the  priest  shall  put9  it  upon  the 
tip  of  the  right  ear  of  him.  that  is  to  he  cleansed,  and 
upon  the  thumb  of  bis  right  hand,  and  upon  the  great 

1 5  toe9  of  bis  right  foot :  And  the  priest  shall  take  some 
of  the  log  of  oil,  and  pour  it  into  the  palm10  of  his  own11 

J  alive.  *  shining  Trono.  3  living-  4  sputter,  *face,  *  perfect. 
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16  left  hand :  And  the  priest  shall  dip  his  right  finger  in 
the  oil  that  is  in  his  left  hand,1  and  shall  sprinkle3  of 
the  oil  with  his  finger  seven  times  before  the  Eternal : 

17  And  of  the  rest  of  the  oil  that  is  in  his  hand1  shall  the 
priest  put3  upon  the  tip  of  the  right  ear  of  him  that  is 
to  be  eleapsed,  and  upon  the  thumb  of  bis  right  hand, 
and  upon  the  great  toe4  of  his  right  foot,  upon  the  hlood 

1 6  of  the  guilt  offering :  And  what  is  left  of  the  oil  that 
is  in  the  priest’s  hand1  he  shall  pour  upon  the  head  of 
him  that  is  to  be  cleansed ;  and  the  priest  shall  make 

19  an  expiation  for  him  before  the  EtemaL  And  the 
priest  shall  offer3  the  sin  offering,  and  make  an  expiation 
for  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed  from  his  uncleanness ; 
and  afterwards  he  shall  slaughter  the  burnt  offering. 

20  And  the  priest  shall  offer4  the  burnt  offering,  and  the 
oblation,  upon  the  altar :  and  the  priest  shall  make  an 

21  expiation  for  him,  and  he  shall  be  clean.  And  if  he  6e 

indigent,  and  his  hand  cannot  get  so  much  ;7  then  he  shall 
take  one  lamb  far  a  guilt  offering  to  be  waved,  to  make 
an  expiation  for  him,  and  one  tenth  deal  of  flour  mingled 

22  with  oil,  for  an  oblatioD,  and  a  log  of  oil ;  And  two 
turtle  doves,  or  two  young  pigeons,6  such  as  he  is  able  to 
get  ;*  and  the  one  snail  be  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  a 

23  burnt  offering.  And  he  shall  bring  them  on  the  eighth 
day  of  his  being  pronounced  clean,  unto  the  priest,  unto 
the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  before  the  Eternal. 

24  And  the  priest  shall  take  the  lamb  of  the  guilt  offering, 
and  the  log  of  oil,  and  the  priest  shall  wave  them  ./or  a 

25  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal,  And  he  shall 
slaughter  the  lamb  of  the  guilt  offering,  and  the  priest 
shall  take  some  of  the  blood  of  the  guilt  offering,  and 
put3  it  upon  the  tip  of  the  right  ear  of  him  that  is  to  be 
cleansed,  and  upon  the  thumb  of  his  right  hand,  and 

26  upon  the  great  toe4  of  his  right  foot :  And  the  priest 
shall  pour  of  the  oil  into  the  palm1  of  his  own10  left 

27  hand :  And  the  priest  shall  sprinkle1  with  his  right 
finger  some  of  the  oil  that  tv  in  his  left  hand,1  seven 

28  times  before  the  Eternal :  And  the  priest  shall  put3  of 
the  oil  that  is  in  his  hand1  upon  the  tip  of  the  right  ear 
of  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed,  and  upon  the  thumb  of 
his  right  hand,  and  upon  the  great  toe4  of  his  right  foot, 

29  upon  the  place  of  the  blood  of  the  guilt  offering :  And 
what  is  left  of  the  oil  that  is  in  the  priest's  hand1  he 
shall  put3  upon  the  head  of  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed, 


1  hollow.  *  scatter.  a  gue,  4  thumb.  1  make.  *  bring  up.  T  bis  hand 
nvcrtiketh  not.  s  eons  of  a  pigeon,  *  which  liis  hand  cat)  overtake.  J*  tie 
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30  to  make  an  expiation  for  him  before  the  Eternal.  And 
he  shall  offer1  the  one  of  the  turtle  doves,  or  of  the 

3 1  young  pigeons.3  such  as  he  can  get  ;3  Even  such  as  he 
is  able  to  get,4  the  one  for  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other 
for  a  burnt  offering,  with  the  oblation ;  and  the  priest 
shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed 

32  before  the  Eternal.  This  is  the  law  of  him  in  whom  is 
the  affliction  of  leprosy,  whose  hand  is  not  able  to  get4 
that  which  pertaineth  to  bis  being  pronounced  dean. 

33  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron, 

34  saying,  When  ye  be  come  into  the  land  of  Canaan, 
which  I  give  to  you  for  a  possession,  and  I  put  the 
affliction  of  leprosy  in  a  house  of  the  land  of  your  pos- 

3d  session ;  And  he  that  owneth  the  house  shall  come,  and 
tell  die  priest,  saying,  Something  like  an  affliction  appear- 

36  eth  to  me  in  the  house ;  Then  the  priest  shall  command 
that  they  clear  the  house,  before  the  priest  go  into  it  to 
sec  the  plague,5  that  all  that  is  in  the  house  be  not  made 
unclean ;  and  afterwards  the  priest  shall  go  in  to  sec 

37  the  house :  1  And  he  shall  see  the  plagnc,9  and,  behold, 
if  the  affliction  be  in  the  walls  of  the  house,  with  hollow 
strokes,  dark-green  or  dark-red  which  in  sight  are  lower 

33  than  the  wall;  Then  the  priest  shall  go  out  of  the 
house,  to  the  entrance  of  the  house,  and  shut  up  the 

39  house  seven  days :  And  the  priest  shall  come  again  on 
the  seventh  day,  and  shall  see:  and,  behold,  if  the 
affliction  have  extended  in  the  walls  of  the  house, 

10  Then  the  priest  shall  command'  that  they  take  away4 
the  stones  in  which,  the  affliction  is,  and  they  shall  cast 

41  them  into  an  unclean  place  without  the  city :  And  he 
shall  cause  the  house  to  be  scraped  within  round  about, 
and  they  shall  pour  outtothe  dust  that  they  scrape  off 

42  without  the  city,  into  an  unclean  place :  And  they 
shall  take  other  stones,  and  bring  them,  instead  of  those 
stones;  and  he  shall  take  other  mortar,7  and  shall 

43  plaister  the  house.  And  if  the  affliction  return  and 
break  out6  in  the  house,  after  that  he  hath  taken  away* 
the  stones,  and  after  he  hath  scraped  the  house,  and 

44  after  it  is  pkiatered ;  Then  the  priest  shall  come  and 
see,  and,  behold,  if  the  affliction  nave  extended  in  the 
house,  it  is  a  fretting  leprosy  in  the  house :  it  is  unclean. 

45  And  he  shall  pull  down  the  house,  the  stones  of  it,  and 
the  wood  thereof,  and  all  the  mortal7  of  the  house ;  and 
he  shall  cany*  them  forth  out  of  the  city,  into  an 

46  unclean  place.  Moreover,  he  that,  goeth  into  the

52  sprinkle*  the  house  seven  times :  And  he  shall  cleanse 
the  house  with  the  blood  of  the  bird,  and  with  the 
running9  water,  and  with  the  living  bird,  and  with  the 
cedar-wood,  and  with  the  hyssop,  and  with  the 

53  crimson  :l  But  he  shall  let  go  the  living  bird  out  of 
the  city  into  the  open  fields,  and  make  an  expiation  for 

54  the  house :  and  it  shall  be  clean.  This  is  the  law  for 

55  every  affliction  of  leprosy,  and  scall,  And  for  the 

56  leprosy  of  a  garment,  and  of  a  house.  And  for  a  rising, 

57  and  for  a  scab,  and  for  a  bright  spot;  To  instruct4 
concerning  the  day  of  its  heing  clean  and  the  day  of 
its  being  unclean  ;  this  is  the  law  of  leprosy. 

Chap.  XV. 

1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  say- 

2  ing,  Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto 
them.  When  any  man1  hath  a  running  issue  out  of  his 

3  flesh,  because  qf  his  issue  he  is  unclean.  And  this  shall 
be  his  uncleanlincss  in  his  issue :  whether  his  flesh  drip 
with  his  issue,  or  his  flesh  be  stopped  from  his  issue,  it 

4  is  his  uDcleanUness.  Every  place  of  repose  whereon 
he  lieth  that  hath  the  issue  is  unclean :  ana  every  thing* 

5  whereon  he  sitteth  shall  be  unclean.  And  whosoever7 
touchclh  his  place  of  repose  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  lave  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even. 

6  And  he  that  sitteth  on  any  thing6  whereon  he  sat  that 
hath  the  issue  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  lave  himself  in. 

7  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  he  that 
toucheth  the  flesh  of  him  that  hath  the  issue  shall  wash 
his  garments,  and  lave  At mself  in  water,  and  be  unelean 

8  until  the  even.  And  if  he  that  hath  the  issue  spit  upon 

J  shilling  worm.  1  living.  5  spatter*  4  teach*  4  a  man  a  man,  4  vetseL 

7  a  uian* 
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him  that  is  clean,  then  he  shall  wash  liis  garments,  and  lave 

9  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And 
anything  for  riding  which  he  rideth  upon  that  hath  the 

10  issue  shall  be  unclean.  And  whosoever  toucheth  any 
tbing  that  was  under  him  shall  be  unclean  until  the 
even :  and  he  that  beareth  any  of  those  things  shall 
wash  his  garments,  and  lave  himself  in  water,  and  be 

11  unclean  until  the  even.  And  whomsoever  he  toucheth 
that  hath  the  issue,  and  hath  not  rinsed  his  hands  in 
water,  he  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  lave  himself  in 

12  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  the  vessel 
of  earth  that1  he  toucheth  which  hath  the  issue  shall  be 
broken :  and  every  vessel  of  wood  shall  be  rinsed  in 

13  water.  And  when  he  that  hath  an  issue  is  cleansed  of 
his  issue,  then  he  shall  number  to  himself  seven  days  from 
his  being  pronounced  dean,  and- wash  his  garments,  and 

14  lave  his  flesh  in  running3  water,  and  shall  be  clean.  And 
on  the  eighth  day  he  snail  take  to  him  two  turtle-doves, 
or  two  young  pigeons,3  and  come  before  the  Eternal 
unto  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  give  them 

15  unto  the  priest :  And  the  priest  shall  offer4  them,  the 
one for  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offering ; 
and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  before  the 

16  Eternal  for  his  issue.  And  if  any  man’s  seed  of  copu¬ 
lation  go  out  from  him,  then  he  shall  lave  all  his  bony3 

17  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  every 
garment,  and  every  skin,  whereon  iB  the  Beed  of  copula¬ 
tion,  shall  be  washed  with  water,  and  be  uuclcan  until 

18  the  even.  The  woman  also  with  whom  man  shall  lie 
ioith  seed  of  copulation,  they  shall  both  lave  themselves 
in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even. 

19  AndJf  a  woman  have  an  issue,  and  her  issue  in  her 
flesh  be  blood,  she  shall  be  put  apart6  seven  days;  and 
whosoever  toucheth  her  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even. 

20  And  everything  that  she  .Iieth  upon  in  her  separation 
shall  be  unclean ;  every  thing  also  that  ahe  sitteth  upon 

21  shall  be  unclean.  And  whosoever  toucheth  her  place 
of  repose  shall  wash  his  clothes,  and  lave  himself  in 

22  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  whosoever 
toucheth  any  thing  that  she  sat  upon,  shall  wash  his 
garments,  and  lave  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean 

23  until  the  even.  And  if  it  be  on  her  place  of  repose,  or 
on  any  thing  whereon  ahe  sitteth,  when  he  toucheth  it, 

24  he  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  if  any  man 
lie  with  her  at  all,  then  shall  her  uncletmlincss  of 
separation  be  upon  him,  he  shall  be  unclean  seven 

'  wherein.  *  living.  3  sods  of  t  pigeon.  *  nuke.  *  flesh.  G  in  separation 
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days ,  and  every  place  of  repose  whereon  he  lieth  shall 

25  be  unclean.  And  if  a  woman  hare  an  issue,  of  her 
blood  many  days  out  of  the  time  of  her  separation, 
or  if  it  now  beyond  the,  time  of  her  separation; 
all  the  days  of  the. flowing  of  her  uaclcanness  shall 
be  as  the  days  of  her  separation:  she  shall  be  un- 

26  clean*  Every  place  of  repose  whereon  she  lieth  all 
the  days  of  her  issue  shall  be  unto  her  as  the  place  of 
her  separation :  and  whatsoever  she  sitteth  upon  shall 
be  unclean,  as  the  uncleanness  of  her  separation. 

27  And  whosoever  toucheth  those  things  shall  be  unclean, 
and  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  lave  himself  in  water, 

28  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  But  if  she  be  cleansed 
of  her  issue,  then  she  shall  number  to  herself  seven 

29  days,  and  after  that  she  shall  be  clean.  And  on  the 
eighth  day  she  shall  take  unto  her  two  turtles,  or  two 
young  pigeons,1  and  bring  them  unto  the  priest,  to  the 

30  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.  And  the  priest  shall 
offer3  the  one  for  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  for  a 
burnt  offering ;  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation 
for  her  before  the  Eternal,  for  the  issue  of  her  unclean- 

31  ness.  Thus  shall  ye  put  apart  the  children  of  Israel 
from  their  uncleanneas,  that  they  die  not  in  their  un- 
cleanness,  when  they  defile  my  dwelling  that  is  among 

32  them.  This  u  the  law  of  him  that  haul  on  issue,  and 
of  him  whose  seed  of  copulation  goeth  from  him,  and  is 

33  defiled  therewith;  And  of  her  that  hath  the  infirmity 
of  her  separation,  and  of  lum  that  hath  an  issue,  of  the 
male,  and  of  the  female,  and  of  him  that  lieth  with  her 
who  is  unclean. 

Chap,  XVL 

1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  after  the  death  of 
the  two  sons  of  Aaron,  when  they  approached  unto  the 

2  Eternal,  and  died ;  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses, 
Speak  uuto  Aaron  thy  brother,  that  he  come  not  at  all 
times  into  the  holy  place*  within  the  partition  vail,  be- 
fore  the  covering  which  is  upon  the  ark,4  that  he  die 
not :  for  I  wijl  appear  in  the  cloud  upon  the  covering. 

3  With  this  shall  Aaron  come  into  the  holy  plate  f 
With  a  young4  bull  for  a  sin  offering,  and  a  ram  for  a 

4  burnt  offering.  He  shall  put  on  the  linen  inner  garment 
of  holiness;  and  he  shall  have  the  linen  breeches  upon  his 
flesh,  and  shall  be  girded  with  a  linen  belt,  and  wrap 
round  the  linen  mitre :  these  are  garments  of  holiness ; 

l  tons  of  a  pigeon*  2  make*  >  holioeaa*  4  cate.  *  non  of  a  herd* 
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therefore  shall  he  lave  his  flesh  hi  water,  and  so  put  them 

5  on.  And  he  shall  take  of  the  congregation  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  two  kids1  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering, 

6  and  one  ram  for  a  burnt  offering.  And  Aaron  shall 
offer  the  bull  of  the  sin  offering  which  is  his,  and 

7  make  an  expiation  for  himself  and  for  his  house.  And 
he  shall  take  the  two  goats,1  and  present  them  before  the 

8  Eternal  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.  And 
Aaron  shall  cast3  lots  upon  the  two  goats ; 1  one  lot  for 

D  the  Eternal,  and  the  other  lot  for  Azazel.  And  Aaron 

shall  offer  the  goat1  upon  which  the  lot  for  the  Eternal 

10  fell,  and  bring*  it  for  a  sin  offering;  But  the  goat,1 
on  which  the  lot  fell4  to  Azazel,  shall  be  presented  alive 
before  the  Eternal,  to  make  an  expiation  with  it,  and 

1 1  to  send  it  forth  unto  Azazel  into  the  desert  And  Aaron 
shall  offer  the  bull  of  the  ein  offering  which  is  for  him- 
seltj  and  shall  make  an  expiation  for  himself,  and  for  lib 
house,  and  shall  slaughter  the  bull  of  the  sin  offering 

12  which  is  for  himself  And  he  shall  take  a  censer  full 
of  burning  coals  of  fire  from  off  the  altar  before  the 
Eternal,  and  his  hands  full  of  incense  of  aromatics  beaten 

13  small,  and  bring  it  within  the  partition  vail.  And  he 
shall  put3  the  incense  upon  the  fire  before  the  Eternal, 
that  the  cloud  of  the  incense  may  cover  the  covering 

14  that  u  upon  the  testimony  that  he  uie  not.  And  he  shall 
take  ofthe  blood  of  the  butl,andsprinklc6^  with  his  finger 
above  the  covering  eastward :  aud  before  the  covering 
shall  he  sprinkle*  of  the  blood  with  hie  finger  seven  times. 

15  Then  shall  he  slaughter  the  goat1  of  the  sin  offering,  tliat 
iff  for  the  people,  and  bring  its  blood  within  the  partition 
vail,  aud  do  with  that  blood  as  he  did  with  the  blood  of 
the  bull,  and  sprinkle*  it  above  the  covering,  and  before 

16  the  covering.  And  he  shall  make  an  expiation  for  the 

holy  place,6  because  of  the  uncleanness  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  aud  because  of  their  transgressions  in  all  their 
sins:  and  so  shall  he  do  for  the  appointed  tent  that  re- 
maineth7  'among  them  in  the  midst  of  their  uncleanness. 

17  And-  there  shall  be  no  man  in  the  appointed  tent  when 
he  goeth  in  to  make  an  expiation  in  the  holy  place?  un¬ 
til  he  come  out,  and  he  shall  make  an  expiation  for  himself, 
and  for  his  house,  and  for  all  the  congregation  of  Israel. 

18  And  he  shall  go  oat  unto  the  altar  that'  is  before  the 
Eternal,and  make  an  expiation  forit;  aodahall  take  of  the 
blood  of  the  bull  and  of  the  blood  of  the  goat,1  and  put2*f 

19  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  round  about  And  he  shall 

*  hairy.  1  five  *  make.  4  went  up.  *  spatter.  c  holiness-  7dwelleth. 
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sprinkle1  of  the  blood  upon  it  with  bis  finger  seveu 
times,  and  cleanse  it,  ana  hallow  it  from  the  unclean- 

20  ness  of  the  children  of  IsraeL  And  when  he  hath 
finished  making  an  expiation  for  the  holy  plaice,*  and 
the  appointed  tent,  and  the*  altar,  he  shaH  bring 8 the 

21  live  goat.3  And  Aaron  shall  lay  both  his  hands  upon 
the  head  of  the  live  goat,3  and  confess  over  it  all  the 
iniquities  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  all  their  trans¬ 
gressions  in  all  their  sins,  putting4  them  upon  the  head 
of  the  goat,3  and  shall  Bend  it  forth  by  the  hand  of  a 

22  ready  man  into  the  desert  And  the  goat8  shall  bear 
upon  it  all  their  iniquities  unto  a  desolate  land :  and 

23  he  shall  send  forth  the  goat3  into  the  desert  And  Aaron 
shall  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  and  shall  put  off* 
the  linen  garments  which  he  put  on  when  he  went  into 

24  the  holy  place,9  and  shall  place  them  there :  And  he 
shall  lave  his  flesh  with  water  in  the  holy  place,  and 

Eut  on  his  garments,  and  come  out,  ana  offer8  his 
amt  offering,  and  the  burnt  offering  of  the  people,  and 
make  an  expiation  for  himself,  ana  for  the  people . 
2d  And  the  fat  of  the  sin  offering  shall  he  cause  to  ascend 
26  in  fumes  upon  the  altar.  And  he  that  sent  forth  the  goat, 
for  Azazcl  *hall  wash  his  garments,  aud  lave  his  flesh  in 
27  water,  and  afterwards  come  into  the  camp.  And  the 
hull  for  the  sin  offering,  and  the  goat3  for  the  sin  offer¬ 
ing,  whose  blood  was  brought  in  to  make  expiation  in 
the  holy  place,  shall  one  bring  forth  without  the  camp ; 
and  they  shall  bum  in  the  fire  their  skins,  and  their 
28  flesh,  and  their  dung.  And  he  that  bumeth  them  shall 
wash  his  garments,  and  lave  his  flesh  in  water,  and 
29  afterwards  he  shall  come  into  the  camp.  And  this 
shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  unto  you,  that  in  the 
seventh  month,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  .month,  ye  shall 
fast,7  and  do  no  work  at  all,  whether  the  native,  or  the 
30  stranger  that  sojourneth  among  you.  For  on  that  day* 
shall  the  hiyh^pnest  make  an  expiation  for  you,  to  cleanse 
you,  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before  the 
31  Eternal,  It  shall  be  a  sabbath  of  strict  rest  unto  you, 
32  and  ye  shall  fast/  it  is  an  ordinance  for  ever.  And 

the  priest,  whom  they  shall  anoint,  and  whom  they 
shall  consecrate8  to  miuister  as  priest  in  his  father’s 
stead,  shall  make  the  expiation,  and  shall  put  on  the 
33  linen  garments,  even  the  garments  of  holiness:  And 
he  shall  make  an  expiation  for  the  sanctuary  of  holiness, 

*  s;iau?r,  -  holiness.  *  hairy-  1  and  give-  3  3  moot  hen,  *make. 

■  your  soula*  4  whose  hmidu  yc  shall  fill, 
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and  he  shall  make  an  expiation  for  die  appointed  tent, 
and  for  the  altar;  and  he  shall  make  an  expiation  for 
the  priests,  and  for  all  the  people  of  the  assembly. 

34  And  this  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever,  to  make  an 
expiation  for  the  children  of  Israel,  for  aU  their  sins, 
once  a  year.  And  he  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded 
Moses. 

Chap.  XVH 

I  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  Aaron,  and  uDto  his  sons,  and  unto  all  the  children 
of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  This  is  -the  thing  which 

3  the  Eternal  hath  commanded,  saying.  What  roan 
soever  there  be  of  the  house  of  Israel  that  slaughtered 
one  of  the  herd,  or  lamb,  or  goat,  in  the  camp,  or  diet 

4  slaughtered  it  out  of  the  camp,  And  bringeth  it  not 
unto  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  to  offer  an 
offering  unto  the  Eternal,  before  the  dwelling  of  the 
Eternal,  blood  shall  be  imputed  unto  that  man;  he 
hath  shed  blood :  and  that  man  shall  be  cut  off  from 

5  among  his  people :  To  the  end  that  the  children  of 
Israel  may  bring  their  sacrifices,  which  they  sacrifice  in 
the  open1  field,  even  that  they  may  bring  them  unto  the 
Eternal,  unto  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent  unto 
the  priest,  and  sacrifice  them  for  feast  offerings  unto 

6  the  Eternal.  And  the  priest  shall  sprinkle  the  blood 
upon  the  altar  of  the  Eternal,  at  the  entrance  of  the 
appointed  tent,  and  cause  the  fat  to  ascend  in  fumes, 

7  for  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  EtemoL  And  they  shall 
no  more  sacrifice  their  sacrifices  unto  the  devils,3  after 
whom  they  have  gone  a  whoring.  This  shall  be  an 
ordinance  for  ever  unto  them  throughout  their  genera- 

3  tions.  And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  Whatsoever  man 
there,  be  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  who 
sojourn  among  you,  that  offered*  a  burnt  offering  or 

9  sacrifice.  And  bringeth  it  not  unto  the  entrance  of  the 
appointed  tent,  to  offer4  it  unto  the  Eternal,  even  that 

10  man  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  his  peoples.  And 
whatsoever  man4  there  be  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  of 
the  strangers  that  sojourn  among  you,  that  eateth  any 
blood,  I  will  even  set0  my  face  against  that  soul  that 
eateth  blood,  .and  will  cut  him  off  from  among  his 

11  people.  For  the  life7  of  the  flesh  is  in  the  blood;  and 
I  have  given  it  to  you  upon  the  altar,  to  make  an  expia¬ 
tion  for  your  souls :  for  it  is  the  blood  with  the  life7 

1  face  of  ihe  field.  ’  buiry  ones.  "  bringeth  up.  ‘  make.  •  man  or  teen. 

*  give*  1  souL 
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12  that  malceth  expaatfoti  Therefore  I  said  onto  the 
children  of  Israel,  No  aoul  of  yon  shall  eat  Wood,  neither 
shall  any  stranger  that  sojcmrneth  among  you  eat  blood. 

13  And  whatsoever  man1  there  be  of  the  children  of  Israel, 
or  of  the  strangers  that  sojourn  among  you,  who 
hunteth,  and  catoheth2  any  beast  or  fowl  that  may  be 
eaten  ;  he  shall  even  pour  out*  the  blood  thereof  and 

14  cover  it  with  dust.  For  the  life*  of  all  .flesh,  its 
blood  expiates*  for  his  soul ;  therefore  I  •  said  unto 
the  children  *of  Israel,  Ye  shall  not  eat  the  blood  of 
any  flesh ;  for  the  life*  of  all  flesh  is  the  blood 

15  thereof:  whosoever  eateth  it  shall  be  cut  off!  And 
every  soul  that  eateth  carrion,  or  that  which  was 
torn,  whether  a  native,  or  a  stranger,  he  shall  both 
wash  his  garments,  and  lave  himself  in  water,  and 
be  unclean  until  the  even;  then  shall  he  be  dean. 

16  But  if  be  wash  them  not,  nor  lave  his  flesh,  then  he  shall 
bear  his  iniquity. 

Chap.  XVIIL 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  I  am 

3  the  Eternal  your  God.  After  the  deeds  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  wherein  ye  abode,  shall  ye  not  do  :  and  after 
the  deeds  of  the  land  of  Canaan,  whither  I  bring  you, 
ah  all  ye  not  do ;  neither  shall  ye  walk  in  their  oidi- 

4  nances.  Yc  shall  do  my  judgments,  and  keep  mine 
ordinances,  to  walk  therein ;  1  am  the  Eternal  your 

5  God,  Ye  shall  therefore  keep  my  ordinances  and  my 
judgments ;  which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live  in  them : 

6  I  am  the  Eternal.  None  of  you1  shall  approach  to  any 
that  is  near  of  kin  to  him,6  to  uncover  their  nakedness : 

7  I  am  the  Eternal.  The  nakedness  of  thy  father,  and  the 
nakedness  of  thy  mother,  shall  thou  not  uncover:  she 
is  thy  mother ;  thou  shalt  not  uncover  her  nakedness. 

3  The  nakedness  of  thy  father's  wife  shalt  thou  not  un- 

9  cover :  it  is  thy  fathers  nakedness.  The  nakedness  of 
thy  sister,  the  daughter  of  thy  father,  or  daughter  of 
thy  mother,  whether  she  he  begotten  at  home,7  or  begotten 
abroad,  even  their  nakedness  thou  shalt  not  uncover. 

10  The  nakedness  of  thy  son’s  daughter,  or  of  thy  (laugh  ter’a 
daughter,  even  their  nakedness  thou  shalt  not  uncover : 

11  for  t heir’s  is  thine  own  nakedness.  The  nakedness  of 
thy  father’s  wife’s  daughter,  begotten  of  thy  father, 
she  is  thy  sister,  thou  shalt  not  uncover  her  naked- 

t  a  min  a  mati.  5  Oic  venison-  ’  alied.  *  is.  5  soul.  Miblksli.  7  houie. 
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1 2  ness.  The  nakedness  of  thy  fathers  sister  thou  shall 

13  not  uncover :  Bhe  is  near  of  kin  to  thy  father.  The 
nakedness  of  thy  mother's  Bister  thou  shalt  not  unco- 

14  ver:  for  she  u  near  of  kin  to  thy  mother.  The  naked¬ 
ness  of  thy  father's  hrother,  thou  shalt  not  uncover,  thou 
shalt  not  approach  to  his  wife;  she  is  thine  aunt. 

15  The  nakedness  of  thy  daughter-in-law  thou  shalt  not 
uncover :  she  is  thy  son's  wife ;  thou  shalt  not  uncover 

1 6  her  nakedness.  The  nakedness  of  thy  brother's  wife 
thou  shalt  not  uncover :  it  is  thy  ‘brother's  naked- 

1 7  ness.  The  nakedness  of  a  woman  and  her  daughter 
thou  shalt  not  uncover,  neither  shalt  thon  take  her 
son’s  daughter,  or  her  daughter's  daughter,  to  uncover 
her  nakedness ;  for  they  are  Jter  near  kinswomen :  it  is 

18  wickedness.1  Neither  shalt  thou  take  a  wife  to  her 
sister,  to  vex  her,  to  uncover  her  nakedness,  bc- 

1 9  side  the  other,  in  her  life-time.  And  unto  a  woman 
during  her  separation  for  her  uncleanliness,  thou  shalt 

20  not  approach  to  uncover  her  nakedness.  Moreover 
thou  shalt  not  lie3  carnally  with  thy  neighbour's3  wife, 

21  to  defile  thyself  with  her.  And  thon  shalt  not  let4  any 

of  thy  seed  pass  through  fAe  fire  to  Molech,  neither  shaft 
thou  profane  the  name  of  thy  God :  I  am  the  EtemaL 

22  Thou  shalt  not  lie  with  a  male,  as  with1'  a  woman ;  it  is 

23  abomination.  Neither  shalt  thou  lie  with3  any  beast, 
to  defile  thyself  therewith;  neither  shall  any  woman 
stand  before  a  beast  to  gender  with  it:  it  is  con- 

24  fusion.  Defile  not  yourselves  in  any  of  these  things : 
lor  in  all  these  the  nations  are  defiled  which  I  cast  out6 

25  before  you :  And  the  laud  ib  defiled :  therefore  I  do 

visit  the  iniquity  thereof  upon  it,  and  the  land  itself 

26  vomiteth  out  her  inhabitants.  Ye  shall  therefore  keep 
my  ordinances  and  my  judgments,  and  shall  not  commit

28  before  you,  and  the  land  is  defiled;  That  the  laud 
vomit  not  you  out  also,  when  ye  defile  it,  as  it  spued 

29  out  the  nations  that  were  before  you.  For  whosoever 
shalldoanyoftheseabominations,  even  the  souls  that  do 

30  them  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  their  people.  There¬ 
fore  shall  ye  keep  iuy  charges,  thatyv  do  not  any  one  of 
these  abominable  cui>toin%Cwhich  were  done  before  you, 

1  evil  imagination.  2  give  thy  lying*  *  co million,  4  give*  *  the  lying  at, 

*  bcliq  away.  7  ordinance*  of  aliu  mi  nation* 
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and  that  .ye  defile  not  yourselves  therein :  I  am  the 
Eternal  your  God. 

Chap.  XIX. 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak 
unto  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and 
say  unto  them.  Ye  shall  be  holy :  for  1  the  Eternal 

3  your  God  am  holy.  Ye  shall  fear  every  man  his  mother, 
and  his  father,  arid  keep  my  sabhaths ;  I  am  the  Eternal 

4  your  God,  Turn  ye  not  unto  idols,  nor  make  to  your- 

3  selves  molten  Gods ;  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.  And 

if  ye  sacrifice  a  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  unto  the 
Eternal,  ye  shall  sacrifice  it  to  be  acceptable  for  you.1 

6  On  the  day  ye  sacrifice  it,  and  on  the,  morrow  it  shall 
he  eaten :  and  if  ought  be  left  until  the  third  day,  it  shall 

7  be  burnt  in  the  fire.  And  If  it  should  he  eaten  at  all  on 
the  third  day,  it  is  a  disgust ;  it  shall  not  be  favourably 

8  accepted.  Therefore  every  one  that  eateth  it  shall  bear 
his  iniquity,  because  he  hath  profaned  the  holiness  of 
the  Eternal ;  and  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among 

9  his  peoples.  And  when  ye  reap  the  harvest  of  your 
land,  thou  shalt  not  wholly  reap3  the  comer  of  thy 
field,  neither  shalt  thou  collect  the  gleanings  of  thy 

10  harvest  And  thou  shalt  not  glean  thy  vineyard, 
neither  shalt  thou  collect  the  fallen  grapes  of  thy  vine¬ 
yard  ;  thou  shalt  leave3  them  for  the  poor  and  stranger : 

lit  am  the  Eternal  your  God.  Ye  shall  not  steal,  neither 

12  deal  falsely,4  neither  lie  one  to  another.3  And  ye  shall 
not  swear  by  my  nametoalie, thoiiwouldstthenprofane 

13  the  name  of  thy  God :  I  am  the  Eternal.  Thou  shalt 
not  wrong  thy  fellow-maK,  neither  rob  him :  the  wages  of 
him  that  is  lured  thou  shalt  not  let  abide  with  thee  all 

14  night  until  the  morning,  Thou  shalt  not  execrate  the 
deaf,  nor  put6  a  stumbling-block  before  the  blind,  but 

15  shalt  fear  thy  God;  I  am  the  Eternal.  Yc  shall  do  no 
unrighteousness  in  judgment ;  theu  shalt  not  respect 
the  person,"  of  the  indigent,  nor  honour  the  person  of 
the  mighty  but  in  righteousness  shalt  thou  judge 

16  thy  companion.  Thou  shalt  not  go  about  us  a  tale¬ 
bearer  among  thy  people;  neither  shalt  thou  stand 
against  the  blood  of  thy  fellow;  I  am  the  Eternal. 

17  Thou  shalt  not  hate  thy  brother  in  thine  heart:  thoushalt 
in  any  wise  rebuke9  thy  companion,  and  not  hear  a  sin  on 

1  to  yuor  will  11  fmUh*  8  forsaken  *  deny.  5  a  man  to  hia  companion*, 

c  give.  "  hear  the  person.  8  adorn  the  face  of  the  great,  s  argue  witlu 
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18  account  of  him.  Thou  ehalt  oot  avenge,  nor  retain  any 
grudge  against  the  children  of  thy  people,  but  thou  shalt 

1 8  Tore  thy  fellow-man  as  thyself:  I  am  the  Eternal.  Te  shall 
keep  my  ordinances.  Thou  shalt  not  cause  twokindsofthy 
cattle  to  gender.  Thou  shalt  not  sow  thy  field  with  two 
kinds  of  seed;  neither  shall  a  garment  mingled  of  linen 

20  and  woollen  come  upon1  thee.  And  whosoever8  lieth 
carnally3  with  a  woman,  that  is  a  hand-maid,  given  over 
to  a  man,  and  not  at  all  redeemed,  nor  freedom  given  her, 
investigation  shall  be  made  concerning  her :  they  Bhall  not 

21  be  put  to  death  because  she  was  not  free.  And  he  shall 
bring  his  guilt  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  unto  the  entrance 

22  of  the  appointed  tent,  even  a  ram  for  a  guilt  offering.  And 
the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  with  the  ram 
of  the  guilt  offering,  before  the  Eternal,  for  the  sin  which 
he  hath  sinned :  and  the  sin  which  he  hath  sinned  shall 
be  forgiven  him. 

23  And  when  ye  shall  come  into  the  land,  and  shall  have 
planted  all  manner  of  trees  for  food,  then  ye  shall  count 
the  fruit  thercrof  as  uncircumcised :  three  years  it  shall 
be  as  uncircumcised  unto  you;  it  shall  not  be  eaten 

24  o£  But  in  the  fourth  year  all  the  fruit  thereof  shall  be 

25  holy  in  praise4  of  the  Eternal.  And  in  the  fifth 
year  shall  ye  eat  the  fruit  thereof,  that  it  may 
yield4  unto  you  its  increase:  I  am  the  Eternal  your 

26  God.  Ye  shall  not  eat  any  thing  over  blood;  neither 

27  shall  ye  divine,  nor  observe  clouds.  Ye  shall  not  round 
the  comers  of  your  heads,  neither  shalt  thou  mar8  the 

28  comers  of  thy  beard.  Ye  shall  not  make7  any  cuttings 

in  your  flesh  for  the  dead,  nor  impress7  any  writing  by 

29  etching  upon  you :  I  am  the  Eternal.  Do  not  prosti¬ 
tute8  thy  daughter,  to  cause  her  to  be  a  harlot ;  lest  the 
land  fall  to  whoredom,  and  the  land  become  full  of 

30  wickedness,8  Ye  shall  keep  my  sabbaths,  and  reverence18 

31  my  sanctuary:  I  am  the  Eternal.  Do  not  turn  to 
familiar  spirits,  neither  seek  after  wizards,  to  be  defiled 

32  by  them:  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.  Thou  shalt 
rise  up  before  die  hoary  head,  and  honour11  the  face  of 

33  the  old,  and  fear  thy  God :  I  am  the  Eternal.  And  if  a 
stranger  sojourn  with  thee  in  the  land,  ye  shall  not  be 

34  extortionate  to  him.  But  the  stranger  that  sojoumeth 
■  with  you  shall  be  as  a  native  amongst  you,  and  thou 

shalt  love  him  as  thyself;  for  ye  were  strangers  in  the 

1  go  npu  *  &  man.  9  lying  of  seed,  *  holiness  of  praises*  *  add  *  corrupt. 
*  give.  *  profane.  9  evil  imagination.  lu  ]'e*r.  n  adorn. 
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35  land  of  Egypt:  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.  Te  do 
no  unrighteousness  in  judgment, In  mete-yard, in  weight, 

36  or  in  measure.  Just  balances,  just  weights,1  a  just  ephah, 
and  a  just  hin,  shall  ye  have :  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God, 

37  who  brought  you  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  Therefore 
shall  ye  keep  all  my  ordinances,  and  aft  my  judgments^ 
and  do  them :  I  am  the  Eternal. 

Ghat.  XX. 

I  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Again 

thou  shalt  say  to  the  children  of  Israel,  Whosever  he  Ae* 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  that  sojourn 
in  Israel,  that  giveth  any.  of  his  seed .  unto  Moled),  he 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death ;  the  people  of  the  land  shall 

3  overwhelm  him  with  stones.  And  I  will  set9  my  face 
against  that  man, and  will  cut  him  off  from  among  his  peo¬ 
ple  ;  because  he  hath  given  of  his  seed  to  Maseeh ;  to 
defile  my  sanctuary,  and  to  profane  the  name  of  my 

4  holiness.  And  if  the  people  of  the  land  do  any  ways 
hide  their  eyes  from  the  man,  when  he  giveth  of  his  seed 

J '  unto  Molech,  and  put  him  not  to  death ;  Then  I  will 
set3  my  face  against  that  man,  and  against  his  family, 
and  will  cut  him  off,  and  all  that  go  a  whoring  after 
him,  to  commit  whoredom  with  Molech,  from  among 

6  their  people.  And  the  soul  that  tumeth  to  familiar  spirits, 
and  after  wizards,  to  go  a  whoring  after  them,  I  will 
even  set3  my  face  against  that  soul,  and  will  cut  him  off 

7  from  among  his  people.  Sanctify  yourselves,  there¬ 
fore,  and  be  ye  holy :  for  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God. 

6  And  ye  shall  keep  my  ordinances  and  do  them ;  1  am 

9  the  Eternal  who  sanctify  you.  For  every  one3  that 
execrateth  his  father  or  his  mother  shall  be  surely  put  to 
death :  he  hath  execrated  his  father  or  his  mother ;  his 

10  blood  is  upon  him. '  And  the  man  that  committeth 
adultery  with  another  man’s  wife,  even  he  that  committeth 
adultery  with  the  wife  of  his  fellow-man,  the  adulterer  and 

I I  the  admtresa shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  And  the  man 
that  lieth  with  his  father’s  wife  hath  uncovered  his 
father’s  nakedness :  both  of  them  shall  surely  be  put 

12  to  death ;  their  blood  shall  be  upon  them.  And  if  a 
man  lie  with  bis  daughter-in-law,  both  of  them  shall 
surely  be  put  to  death :  they  have  wrought4  confusion ; 

13  their  blood  w  upon  them.  If  a  man  also  lie  with 
a  male,  as  he  lieth  with  a  woman,  both  of  them  have 

1  stones.  -  a  man  a  man.  ’  give.  4  done. 
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committed  an  abomination:  they  shall  surely  be  put 

14  to  death}  their  blood  is  upon  them.  And  if  a  man 
take  a  wife  and  her  mother,  It  is  wickedness:1  they 
Bhall  be  burnt  with  lire,  both  he  and  they ;  that  there 

15  be  no  wickedness1  among  you.  And  ifa  man  lie?  with 
a  beast,  he  Bhall  surely  be  put  to  death ;  and  yc  shall 

16  slay  the  beast.  And  if  a  woman  approach  unto  any 
beast,  and  gender  with,  it,  thou  ehalt  slay  the  woman 
and  the  beast.  They  shall  surely  be  put  to  death ;  their 

17  blood  is  upon  them.  And  if  a  man  shall  take  his 
sister,  his  father's  daughter,  or  his  mother’s  daughter, 
and  see  her  nakedness,  and  she  see  his  nakedness,  it  u 
a  wicked  thing ;  and  they  shall  be  cut  off  iu  the  eyes  of 
the  children  of  their  people :  he  hath  uncovered  his 

18  sister’s  nakedness ;  he  Bhall  bear  his  iniquity.  And  if 
a  man  shall  lie  with  a  woman  having  her  sickness,  and 
shall  uncover  her  nakedness,  he  hath  bared  her  foun¬ 
tain,3  and  she  hath  uncovered  the  fountain3  of  her  blood ; 
and  both  of  them  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  their  peo- 

19  pie.  And  thou  shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy 
mother’s  sister,  nor  of  thy  father's  sister;  tor  he  barctn 

20  his  near  kin :  they  shall  bear  their  iniquity.  And  if 
a  man  shall  lie  with  his  aunt,  he  hath  uncovered  his 
uncle’s  nakedness:  they  shall  bear  their  sin;  they  shall 

21  die  childless.  And  if  a  man  shall  take  his  brother’s 
wife,  it  is  as  a  woman  in  her  separation ;  he  hath  un¬ 
covered  his  brother’s  nakedness:  they  shall  be  child- 

22  less.  Ye  shall  therefore  keep  all  my  ordinances,  and 
all  my  judgments,  and  do  them ;  that  the  land,  whither 

23  i  bring  you  to  abide  therein,  vomit  you  not  out.  Aud 
yc  shall  not  walk  in  the  ordinances  of  the  nations  which 
I  cast  out4  before  you :  for  they  did  all  these  things, 

24  and  therefore  1  abhorred  them.9  But  I  have  said  unto 
you.  Ye  shall  possess  their  land,  and  I  will  give  it  unto 
you  to  possess  it,  a  land  flowing  with  mtlk  and 
houey ;  1  am  the  Eternal  your  God,  who  have  sepa- 

25  rated  you  from  the  peoples.  Ye  shall  therefore  make 
a  distinction  between  clean  beasts  and  unclean,  and 
between  unclean  fowls  and  clean:  and  yc  shall  not 
make  your  souls  abominable  by  beast  or  by  fowl,  or  by 
.any  manner  of  living  thing  that  creepeth  on  the  ground, 

26  which  I  have  separated  from  you  as  defiling.  And  ye 
shall  be  holy  unto  me ;  for  I  the  Eternal  am  holy,  and 
have  separated  you  iron]  the  peoples,  that  yc  should 

27  be  mine.  A  man  also,  or  woman,  that  hath  a  familiar 

1  evil  imagination.  1  giveth  tie  lying*  3  Bouice*  4  tend  forth,  *  1  wai  ha¬ 
rassed  through  them. 
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spirit,  or  that  is  a  vizard,  shall  surely  be  put  to  death  : 
they  Bhall  overwhelm  them  with  stones;  their  blood 
is  upon  them. 

Chap.  XXL 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Say  unto  the  priests 
the  sons  of  Aaron,  and  thou  shalt  say  unto  them.  There 
shall  none  be  defiled  by  the  dead1  among  his  peoples. 

2  But  for  his  kin  that  is  near  unto  him,  for  his  mother,  and 
for  his  father,  and  for  his  sun,  for  his  daughter,  and  for  his 

3  brother;  And  for  his  sister  a  virgin  that  is  nigh  unto  Him, 
who  hath  had  no  husband,  for  Tier  may  he  be  defiled. 

4  But  he  shall  not  defile  himself,  being  a  chief  man9 

5  among  his  people,  to  profane  himself.  They  shall  not 
make  baldness  upon  their  head ;  neither  shall  they  clip 
off  the  corner  of  their  beard,  nor  make  any  incision  in 

6  their  flesh.  They  shall  be  holy  unto  their  God,  and 
not  profane  the  name  of  their  God :  for  the  fire  offer¬ 
ings  of  tiie  Eternal,  and  the  bread  of  tbeir  God, 

7  they  do  offer;  therefore  they  shall  be  holy,3  '  They 
shall  not  take  a  wife  that  it  a  harlot,  or  profane ;  neither 
shall  they  take  a  woman  divorced4  from  her  husband : 

8  for  be  is  holy  unto  his  God,  Thou  shalt  sanctify  him 
therefore;  for  he  offereth  the  bread  of  tliy  God:  he 
shall  be  holy  unto  thee ;  for  I  the  Eternal  who 

9  sanctify  you,  am  holy.  And  the  daughter  of  any  priest, 
if  she  profane  herself  by  becoming  a  harlot,  she  pro- 

10  fane  th  her  father :  she  shall  be  burnt  with  fire.  And 
he  that  is  the  high  priest  among  his  brethren,  upon  whose 
head  the  anointing  oil  was  poured,  and  that  is  con¬ 
secrated'11  to  put  on  the  garments,  t)ie  iuar  of  his  head  shall 
not  be  in  disorder,  nor  shall  he  unrip  his  garments ; 

11  Neither  shall  he  go  in  to  any  dead  oody,6  nor  defile 

12  himself  for  his  father,  or  for  his  mother;  Neither  shall 
he  go  out  of  the  sanctuary,  nor  profane  the  sanctuary  of 
his  God ;  for  the  diadem  of  the  anointing-oil  of  his 

13  God  is  upon  him;  I  am  the  EtemaL  And  he  shall 

14  take  a  wife  in  her  virginity.  A  widow,  or  a  divorced 
woman,  or  profane,  or  a  harlot,  these  shall  he  not 
take:  but  he  shall  take  a  virgin  of  .his  own  peoples  to 

15  wife.  Neither  shall  he  profane  his  seed  among  his 

16  peoples;  for  X  the  Eternal  do  sanctify  him.  Ana  the 

17  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak  unto  Aaron, 
saying.  Whosoever  he  be  of  thy  seed  in  their  genera¬ 
tions  that  hath  any  blemish,  let  him  not  approach 

i  act uL  *  an  owner.  s  holiness  1  driven.  *  one  titled  bis  hand.  *  soul* 
.  of  the  dead. 
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18  to  offer  the  bread  of  his  God :  For  any  man 
that  hath  a  blemish,  shall  not  approach :  a  blind 
man,  or  a  lame,  or  he  that  hath  a  flat  nose,  or  a 

19  limb  too  large.  Or  a  man  that  is  broken -footed,  or 

20  broken-handed,  Or  crook -backt,  or  a  dwarf,  or  that 
hath  a  sjtcck1  in  his  eye,  or  the  itch,  or  a  tetter,  or 

21  hath  his  stones  smashed :  No  man  that  hath  a  blemish, 
of  the  seed  of  Aaron  the  priest  shall  come  nigh  to 
offer  the  Are  offerings  of  the  Eternal :  he  hath  a 
blemish ;  he  shall  not  come  nigh  to  offer  the  bread  of 

22  his  God.  He  may  eat  the  bread  of  his  God,  both  of 

23  the  most  holy,  and  of  the  holy;  Only, he  shall  not  go 
in  unto  the  partition  vail,  nor  come  nigh  unto  the  altar, 
because  he  hath  a  blemish;  that  he  profane  not  my 

24  sanctuaries ;  for  I  the  Eternal,  do  sanctify  them.  And 
Moses  told  it  unto  Aaron,  and  to  his  sons,  and  unto  all 
the  children  of  Israel. 

Chap.  XXIL 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  Aaron  and  to  bis  sons,  that  they  keep  away  from 
the  holy  things  of  the  children  of  Israel — that  they 
profane  not  my  holy  name — -which  they  hallow  unto 

3  me :  I  am  the  Eternal.  Say  unto  them.  In  behalf 
of  your  generations,  whosoever  he  be  of  all  your 
seed,  that  goeth  unto  the  holy  things,  which  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  hallow  unto  the  Eternal,  having  his 
uncleanness  upon  him,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from 

4  my  presence5;  lam  the  Eternal.  What  man  soever3  of  the 
seed  of  Aaron  is  a  leper,  or  hath  a  running  issue,  he 
shall  not  eat  of  the  holy  things  until  he  be  clean  ;  and 
whoso  toucheth  any  thing  that  is  unclean  by  the  dead,* 

5  or  a  man  whose  seed4  goeth  from  him ;  Or  whosoever 
toucheth  any  prolific  creature,  whereby  he  may  be  made 
unclean,  or  a  man  by  whom  he  may  De  made  unclean, 

6  whatsoever  uncleanness  he  hath;  The  soul  which  hath 
touched  any  such  shall  be  unclean  until  even,  and  shall 
not  eat  of  the  holy  things,  unless  he  lave  his  flesh  with 

7  water.  And  when  the  sun  is  down  he  shall  be  clean, 
and  may  afterwards  eat  of  the  holy  things,  because 

8  it  u  his  bread.  Carrion,  or  that  which  is  torn  he 
shall  not  eat,  to  defile  himself  therewith;  I  am  the 

8  Eternal.  They  shall  therefore'  keep  my  charge,  lest 
they  bear  sin  for  it,  and  die  therefore,  if  they  profane 

1  mixture.  1  a  maa  a  man.  *  tout,  *  layer  of  Med. 

5  fkti£ 
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10  it:  I  the  Eternal  do  nnctify  them.  There  shall  no 
layman  eat  of  the  holy  thing : 1  a  sojourner  with  the  priest; 
or  an  hired  servant,  shall  not  eat  of  the  .  holy  thing.1 

11  Hut  if  the  priest  obtain  any  soul  as  property  with  his 
money,  he  may  eat  of  it ;  and  they  that  are  born  in  his 

12  house,  they  may  eat  of  his  bread.  If  the  priest's 
daughter  also  be  married  unto  a  layman,  she  may  not  eat 

13  of  the  heave-offering  of  the  holy  tilings.  But  if  the 
priest’s  daughter  be  a  widow,  or  divorced,8  and  have  no 
seed,  and  is  returned  unto  her  father’s  house,  as  in  her 
youth,  she  may  eat  of  her  father’s  bread;  but  there 

14  shall  no  layman  eat  thereof  And  if  a  man  eat  of  a 
holy  thing1  through  error,  then  he  shall  add  its  fifth 
unto  it,  and  ah  all  give  if  unto  the  priest  with  the 

15  holy  thing.1  Ana  they  shall  not  profane  the  holy 
things  of  the  children  of  Israel,  which  they  offer* 

16  unto  the  Eternal;  Or  suffer  them  to  bear  the  iniquity 
of  trespass,  when  they  eat  their  holy  things :  for  I  the 
Eternal  do  sanctify  them. 

17  18  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  Aaron,  and  to  his  sons,  and  unto  all  the  children 
of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  Whosoever5  of  the 
house  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  in  Israel,  that  will 
oiler  his  offering  for  all  his  vows,  and  for  all  his  free 
wilt  offerings,  which  they  will  offer  unto  the  Eternal  for 

19  a  burnt  offering;  Ye  shall  i ifer,  to  be  accepted  for  you,6 
a  male  without  blemish,7  of  the  herd, of  the  sheep,  or  of 

20  the  goats.  But  whatsoever  hath  a  blemish,  snail  ye 

21  not  offer;  for  it  shall  not  be  acceptable  for  you.  And 
whosoever8  offereth  a  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  unto  the 
Eternal  to  distinguish  kimself  by  a  vow,  or  as  a  free  will 
offering  of  the  herd  or  flock,  it  shall  be  perfect,  to  be 

22  accepted ;  there  shall  be  no  blemish  therein.  Blind,  or 
broken,  or  chapped,  or  having  a  wart,  or  the  itch,  or  a 
tetter,  ye  shall  not  offer  these  unto  the  Eternal,  nor  make 
a  fire  offering  of  them  upon  the  altar  unto  the  EtemaL 

23  Any  of  the  herd  or  flock  that  hath  a  limb  too  large  or 
small,  that  mayest  thou  offer0  for  a  free  will  gift; 

24  but  for  a  vow  it  shall  not  be  accepted.  Ye  shall  not 
offer  unto  the  Eternal  that  which  hath  its  stones  bruised, 
or  crushed,  or  torn  off,  or  cut ;  neither  shall  ye  do  this 

25  in  vour  land.  Neither  from  a  strangers  handIC 
shall  ye  offer  the  bread  of  your  God  of  any  of  these; 
because  their  corruption  in  them,  is  a  blemish  in  them ; 

1  holiness.  *  driven  away.  4  take  up.  'unuiina  *  at  your  will. 
i  perfect.  *  if  a  man.  *  mike.  14  tbr  band  of  the  son  of  an  alien. 
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26  they  shall  not  be  accepted  for  you.  And  the  Eternal 

27  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  When  any  of  the  herd,  or 
a  sheep,  or  a  goat  is  brought  forth,1  then  it  shall  be  seven

1 1  Israel  strove  together  in  the  camp ;  And  the  Israelitish 
woman’s  sou  uttered  blasphemously  the  name  and  exe¬ 
crated,  and  they  brought  him  unto  Moses ;  and  his 
mother’s  name  was  Shelomith,  the  daughter  of  Dibri, 

12  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  And  they  placed  him  in  ward, 
that  the  mind  of  the  Eternal  might  be  shewed  them.7

42  For  they  are  my  servants,  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt :  they  shall  not  be  sold  as  bondmen.1 

43  Thou  shah  not  rule  over  him  with  rigour,  but  shalt  fear 

44  thy  God.  Both  thy  man-servant  and  thy  maid* 
servant,  who  will  be  thine,  shall  be  of  the  nations  that  are 
round  about  you;  of  them  may  ye  buy3  men-servants 

45  and  maid-servants.  Moreover,  of  the  children  of  the 


tolerated  strangers  that  do  sojourn  among  you,  of  them 
may  ye  buy,3  and  of  their  families  that  are  with  you, 
which  they  begat  in  your  land ;  and  they  shall  be  your 

46  possession.  Aud  ye  may  leave  them  as  an  inheritance 
for  your  children  after  you,  to  inherit3  them  for  a  pos¬ 
session;  they  shall  serve  you  for  ever:  but  over  your 
brethren,  the  children  of  Israel,  ye  Bhall  not  rule  one 

47  over  another4  with  rigour.  And  if  a  sojourner  or 

stranger  wax  rich,5  by  thee,  and  thy  brother  that 
dircllcth  by  bim  wax  poor,  and  sell  himself  unto  the 
tolerated  sojourner  by  thee,  or  to  the  stock  of  the 

48  stranger’s  family :  After  that  he  is  sold  he  may  be  re¬ 
deemed  again one  of  his  brethren  may  redeem  him : 

49  Either  his  uncle,  or  his  uncle's  son,  may  redeem  him, 
or  any  that  is  nigh  of  kin  unto  him  of  nis  family  may 
redeem  him ;  or,  if  he  be  able,7  he  may  redeem  him- 

50  self.  And  he  shall  reckon  with  him  that  bought  him 
from  the  year  that  he  was  sold  to  him  unto  the  year  of 
the  jubilee ;  and  the  price3  of  his  sale  shall  be  according 
to  the  number  of  years ;  at  the  rate  of  the  dayB  of  an 

51  hired  servant  shaft  it  be  with  him.  If  there  be  yet 
many  years  behind,  according  to  them  he  shall  restore 
the  price  of  his  redemption  out  of  the  money  that  he

unto  the  year  of  the  jubilee,  then  he  shall  reckon  with 
him,  and  according  to  his  years  shall  he  restore  the  price

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he  be  with  him :  and  the  other  shall  not  rale  with  rigour 

54  over  him  in  thy  eyes.  And  if  he  be  not  redeemed  in 
these  ways,  then  he  shall  go  out  in  the  year  of  jubilee, 

55  both  he,  and  his  children  with  him.  For  unto  me  the 
children  of  Israel  are  servants ;  they  are  my  servants, 
whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  I  am 
the  Eternal  your  God. 

Chap.  XXVL 

1  Ye  shall  make  you  no  idols  nor  graven  image,  neither 
raise  a  standing  image,1  neither  •  shall  ye  set  up3  any 
sculptured  stone  in  your  land,  to  prostrate  yourselves 

2  unto  it:  for  I  am  tne  Eternal  your  God.  Ye  shall 
keep  my  sabbaths,  and  reverence*  my  sanctuary :  I  am 

3  the  Eternal.  If  ye  walk  in  my  oruiuanccs,  and  keep 

4  my  commandments,  and  do  them;  Then  I  will  give 
you  rain  in  its  season,  and  the  land  shall  yield2  its  pro¬ 
duce,  and  the  trees  of  the  field  shall  yield2  their  fruit. 

5  And  your  threshing  shall  reach1  unto  the  vintage,  and 
the  vintage  shall  reach1  unto  the  sowing  time and  ye 
shall  eat  your  bread  to  the  full,9  and  abide  in  your  land 

6  safely.  And  I  will  give  peace  iu  the  land,  and  ye 
shall  lie  down,  and  none  shall  make  you  tremble :  and 
I  will  rid  evil  beasts1'  out  of  the  land,  neither  shall  the 

7  sword  pass  through  your  land.  And  ye  shall  pursue 
your  enemies^  and  they  shall  fall  before  you  by  the 

8  sword.  And  five  of  you  shall  pursue  a  hundred,  and

I  am  the  Eternal  your  God,  who 
brought  you  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  that  yc 
Bhouul  not  be  their  servants ;  and  I  have  broken  the 
bands8  of  your  yoke,  and  make  you  go  upright. 

14  But  if  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me,  and  will  not  do

16  void  my  covenant:  I  also  will  do  this  unto  you;  I 
will  even  visit  you  with  dejection,  consumption,  and  the

And  I  will .  set1  my  face  against 
you,  and  ye  shall  be  beaten  by  your  enemies :  they  ^ 
nate  you  shall  rule  over  you ;  and  ye  shall  run  away 

18  when  none  pursueth  you.  And  if  ye  will  not  yet  for 
all  this  hearken  unto  me,  then  will  I  continue  to  chas- 

19  tise  you  seven  times  more  for  your  sins.  And  I  will 
break  the  pride  of  your  power;  I  will  make1  your  heaven 

20  as  iron,  and  your  earth  as  copper.  And  your  strength 
shall  be  spent2  in  vain ;  for  your  land  shall  not  yield1  its 

Sroduce,  neither  shall  the  trees  of  the  land,  yield1  their 
uits.  And  if  ye  walk  contrary  unlo  me,  and  will  not 
hearken  unto  me;  I  will  bring3  seven  times  more  plagues* 
22  upon  you,  according  to  your  sins.  I  will  also  let  loose  the 
wild  animalsof  the  field  among  you,  which  shall  rob  you  of 
your  children,  and  destroy  your  beasts,  and  make  you  fe  w 
23  in  number;  and  your  high-w, ays  shall  be  desolate.  And  if 
ye  will  not  be  reformed  by  me,  by  these  things,  but  will 
24  walk  contrary  uuto  me ;  Then  will  I  also  walk  contrary 
unto  you,  and  I,  even  I,  will  smite  you  yet  seven  times  for 
25  your  sins.  And  I  will  bring  upon  youaBwordavenging  the 
vengeance  of  my  covenant :  and  ye  shall  be  gathered  to¬ 
gether  within  your  cities,  and  I  will  send  forth  the  pesti¬ 
lence  among  you;  and  ye  shall  be  given  into  the  hand  of 
26  the  enemy.

And  I  will  make  your  cities 
waste,  and  bring  your  sanctuaries  unto  desolation,  and  I 
32  will  not  smell  your  pleasing  odors.  And  I  will  bring 
the  land  into  desolation ;  and  your  enemies  who  abide 
33  therein  shall  be  amazed  at  it  Audi  will  disperse  you 

among  the  nations,  and  will  draw  out*  a  sword  after 
yon:  and  your  land  shall  be  desolate,  and  your  cities 
34  waste.  Then  Bhall  the  land  enjoy  her  sabbatns,  as  long 
as  it  belli  desolate,  and  ye  be  in  your  enemies’  land ; 
evm  then  shall  the  land  rest)  and  enjoy  her  sabbaths.

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35  As  long  as  it  licth  desolate  it  shall  rest;  because  it  did 
not  rest  in  your  sabbaths,  when  ye  abode  upon  it 

36  And  upon  them  that  remain  of  you  I  will  send  a  faint¬ 
ness  into  their  hearts  in  the  lands  of  their  enemies;  and 
the  sound1  of  a  rustling  leaf  shall  chase  them  and  they 
shall  run  away,  as  running  away  from  a  sword;  and 

37  they  shall  fall  when  none  pursueth.  And  they  shall 
stumble  one  upon  another,*  as  it  were  before  a  sword, 
when  none  pursueth:  and  ye  shall  have  no  power  to 

38  stand  before  your  enemies.  And  ye  shall  perish  among 
the  nations,  and  the  land  of  your  enemies  shall  eat  you 

39  up.  And  they  that  remain  of  yon  shall  pine  away  in 
their  iniquity  in  your  enemies*  Lands ;  and  also  in  the 
iniquities  of  their  fathers  shall  they  pine  away  with 

40  them.  If  they  shall  confess  their  iniquity,  and  the  in¬ 
iquity  of  their  fathers,  with  their  trespass  which  they 
trespassed  against  me,  and  dial  also  they  have  walked 

41  contrary  unto  me ;  And  that  I  also  have  walked  con¬ 
trary  unto  them,  and  have  brought  them  into  the  land 
of  their  enemies ;  if  then  their  uncircumcised  hearts  be

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unto  the  year  of  the  jubilee,  and  it  shall  be  abated1  from 

1 9  thy  valuation.  Ana  if  he  that  sanctified,  the  field  will 
in  any  wise  redeem  it,  then  he  shall  add  the  fifth  part 
of  the  money  of  thy  valuation  unto  it,  and  it  shall  be 

20  assured1  to  him.  And  if  he  will  not  redeem  the 
field,  or  if  one  have  sold  the  field  to  another  man,  it 

2 1  shall  not  be  redeemed  any  more.  But  the  field,  when 
it  goeth  out  in  the  jubilee,  shall  be  holiness  unto  die 
Eternal,  as  a  field  devoted  ;3  the  possession  thereof  shall

34  Of  the  children  of  Manasseh,  by  their  generations, 
after  their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  accord-

36  Of  the  children  of  Benjamin,  by  their  generations, 
after  their  families,  by  the  house  of  tneir  fathers,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old1 

37  and  upwards,  all  that  went  forth  to  the  host ;  Those 
that  were  numbered3  of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Ben¬ 
jamin,  were  thirty  aud  five  thousand  and  four  hundred. 

38  Of  the  children  of  -Dan  by  their  generations^  after 
their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  lathers,  according 
to  the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old1  and 

39  upwards,  all  that  went  forth  to  the  host ;  Those  that 
were  numbered3  of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  were 
threescore  and  two  thousand  and  seven  hundred. 

40  Of  the  children  of  Asher,  by  their  generations,  after 
their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according 
to  the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old1  and 

4 1  upwards,  all  that  went  forth  to  the  host ;  Those  that 
were  numbered  of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Asher,  were 
forty  and  one  thousand  and  five  hundred. 

12  Of  the  children  of  Naphtali,  throughout  their  genera¬ 
tions,  after  their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers, 
according  to  the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years 
old1  and  upwards,  all  that  went  forth  to  the  host; 

43  Those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of 
Naphtali,  were  fifty  and  three  thousand  and  four  hun¬ 
dred. 

44  These  are  those  that  were  numbered,  which  Moses 
and  Aaron  numbered,*  and  the  princes  of  Israel,  being 
twelve  men:  each  one3  was  for  the  house  of  his 

45  fathers.  So  were  all  those  that  were  numbered*  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers, 
from  twenty  years  old1  and  upwards,  all  that  went 

46  forth  to  war  in  Israel ;  Even  all  they  that  were  num¬ 
bered9  were  six  hundred  thousand  and  three  thousand  and 

47  five  hundred  and  fifty.  But  the  Levites  after  the  tribe 

48  of  their  fathers  were  not  numbered3  among  them.  For 

40  the  Eternal  bad  spoken  unto  Moses,  saying,  Only  thou 

shalt  not  number*  the  tribe  of  Levi,  neither  take  the 

50  sum9  of  them  among  the  children  of  Israel:  But  thou 
shalt  appoint  the  Levites  overseers  over  the  dwelling 
of  testimony,  and  over  all  the  vessels  thereof,  and  over 
all  things  that  belong  to  it:  they  shall  bear  the  dwelling,

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and  all  the  vessels  thereof:  and  they  shall  minister 
unto  it,  and  shall  encamp  round  about  the  dwelling. 

51  And  when  the  dwelling  setteth  forward,1  the  Levites 
shall  take  it  down :  and  when  the  dwelling  is  to  be 
pitched,2  the  Levites  shall  set  it  up :*  and  the  layman 

52  that  cometh  nigh  shall  be  put  to  death.  And  the 

'  children  of  Israel  shall  encamp,  every  man  by  his  own 

camp,  and  every  man  by  his  own  standard,  throughout 

53  their  hosts.  But  the  Levites  shall  encamp  round 
about  the  dwelling  of  the  testimony,  that  there  be  no 
anger  upon  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel :

On  the  south 
side  shall  be  the  standard  of  the  camp  of  Beuben  accor¬ 
ding  to  their  hosts :  and  .the.  prince  of  the  children  of 

1 1  Beuben  was  Elizur  the  son  of'Shcdeur.  And  bis  host, 
and  those  that  were  numbered*  thereof,  were  forty  and 

12  six  thousand  and  five  hundred.  And  those  who  en¬ 
camp  by  him  shall  be .  the  tribe  of  Simeon :  and  the 

1  jotiraeyetb.  1  encamped.  *  raise  it.  4  opposite.  *  visited. 
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prince  of  the  children  of  Simeon  was  Shelumiel  the 

13  son  of  Zurishaddai.  And  his  host,  and  those  that  were 
numbered1  of  them  were  fitly  and  nine  thousand  and 

14  three  hundred.  Then  the  tribe  of  Gad :  and  the 
prince  of  the  sons  of  Gad  was  Eliasaph  the  son  of 

15  lleucl.  And  his  host,  and  those  that  were  numbered1 
of  them  were  forty  and  five  thousand  and  six  hundred 

16  and  fifty.  All  tnat  were  numbered1  in  the  camp  of 
Reuben  were  an  hundred  thousand  and  fifty  and  one 
thousand  and  four  hundred  and  fifty,  throughout  their 
hosts.  And  they  shall  journey  m  the  second  rank. 

17  Then  the  appointed  tent  shall  set  forward*  with  the 
camp  of  the  Levites  in  the  midst  of  the  camp :  as  they 
encamp,  so  shall  they  journey,  every  man  in  his  place 

18  by  their  standards.  On  the  west8  side  shall  be  the 
standard  of  the  camp  of  Ephraim  according  to  their 
hosts:  and  the  prince  of  the  sons  of  Ephraim  was 

19  Elishama  the  son  of  Ammihud.  And  his  host,  and 
those  that  were  numbered1  of  them  were  forty  thousand 

20  and  five  hundred.  And  by  him  shall  be  the  tribe  of 
Manasseh:  and  the  prince  of  the  children  of  Manasseh 

21  was  Gamaliel  the  son  of  Pedahzur.  And  his  host, 
and  those  that  were  numbered1  of  them,  were  thirty  and 

22  two  thousand  and  two  hundred.  Then  the  tribe  of 
Benjamin ;  and  theprince  of  the  sons  of  Benjamin  was 

23  Abidan  the  son  of  Grtdeoni.  And  his  host,  and  those 
that  were  numbered1  of  them,  were  thirty  and  five  thou.- 

24  sand  and  four  hundred.  All  that  were  numbered1  of 
the  camp  of  Ephraim  were  an  hundred  thousand  and 
eight  thousand  and  an  hundred,  throughout  their  hosts. 

25  And  they  shall  journey  in  the  third  rauk*  The  stan¬ 
dard  of  the  camp  of  Dan  shall  be  on  the  north  side  hy 
their  hosts :  and  the  prince  of  the  children  of  Dan  was 

26  Ahiezcr  die  son  of  AmmishaddaL  And  his  host,  and 
those  that  were  numbered1  of  them,  were  threescore  and 

27  two  thousand  and  seven  hundred.  And  those  that 
encamp  hy  him  shall  be  the  tribe  of  Asher:  and  the 
prince  of  the  children  of  Asher  was  Pagiel  the  son  of 

28  Ocran.  And  his  host,  and  those  that  were  numbered1 
of  them,  were  forty  and  one  thousand  and  five  hundred. 

29  Then  the  tribe  of  Naphtali :  and  the  prince  of  die  chil- 

30  dren  of  Naphtali  was  Ahira  the  son  of  Enan.  And 
his  host,  and  those  that  were  numbered1  of  them,  were 

31  fifty  and  three  thousand  and  four  hundred.  All  they 
that  wore  numbered1  in  the  camp  of  Dan  were  an  hun- 

i  visited*  a  journeyed,  a  flea* 

it 
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dred  thousand  and  fifty  and  seven  thousand  and  six  hun¬ 
dred.  They  shall  journey  hindmost  with  their  standards. 

32  These  are  those  which  were  numbered1  of  the  children 
of  Israel  by  the  house  of  their  fathers :  all  those  that 
were  numbered1  of  the  camps  throughout  their  hosts 
toere  six  hundred  thousand  and  three  thousand  and  five 

33  hundred  and  fifty.  But  the  Levites  were  not  num¬ 
bered1  among  tne  children  of  Israel;  aa  the  Eternal 

34  commanded  Moses.  And  the  children  of  Israel  did 
according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses :  so 
they  encamped  by  their  standards,  and  so  they  journeyed, 
every  one)  after  their  families,  according  to  the  house  of 
their  fathers.

1  These  also  are  the  generations  of  Aaron  and  Moses  in 
the  day  that  the  Eternal  spake  with  Moses  in  mount 

2  Sinai.  And  these  ore  the  names  of  the  sons  of  Aaron ; 
Nadab  the  firstborn,  and  Abihu,  Elcazar,  and  Ithamor. 

3  These  are  the  names  of  the  sons  of  Aaron,  the  priests 
who  were  anointed,  whom  he  consecrated3  to  minister 

4  as  priests.  And  Nadab  and  Abihu  died  before  the

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the  firstborn  in  Israel,  both  man  and  beast :  mine  shall 
they  be ;  I  am  the  Eternal 

14  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  in  the  desert  of 

15  Sinai,  saying,  Number1  the  children  of  Levi  after  the 
house  ot  their  fathers,  by  their  families :  every  male 
from  a  month  old3  and  upwards  shalt  thou  number1 

16  them.  And  Moses  numbered3  them  according  to  the 

17  word  of  the  Eternal,  as  he  was  commanded.  And 
these  were  the  sons  of  Levi  hy  their  names ;  Gershoo, 

18  and  Kohath,  and  Merari.  And  these  are  the  names 
of  the  sons  ofGershon  by  their  families;  Libni,  and 

19  Shimi.  And  the  sons  of  Kohath  by  their  families ; 

20  Amram,  and  Izhar,  Hebron,  and  UzzicL  And  the 
sons  of  Merari  by  their  families ;  Mahli,  and  Muslii 
These  are  the  families  of  the  Levites  according  to  the 

21  house  of  their  fathers.  Of  Gershon  was  the  family  of 
the  Libnitce,  and  the  family  of.  the  Shimitcs ;  these  are 

22  the  families  of  the  Gershonites.  Those  that  were  num¬ 
bered3  of  them,  according  to  the  number  of  all  the 
males,  from  a  month  old3  and  upwards^  even  those  that 
were  numbered*  of  them  were  seven  thousand  and  five 

23  hundred.  The  families  of  the  Gershonites  shall  encamp 

24  behind  the  dwelling  -westward.  And  the  prince  of  the 
house  of  the  father  of  the  Gershonites  was  Eliasaph 

25  the  son  of  LaeL  And  the  charge  of  the  sons  of  Ger- 
shon  in  the  appointed  tent  shall  he  the  dwelling,  and  the

26  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent  And  the  hangings  of 
the  enclosure,  ana  the  screen  for  the  entrance  of  the

And  of  Kohath  was  the  family  of  the  Amram- 
iles,  and  the  family  of  the  Iaeharites,  and  the  family  of

28  ere  the  families  af  the  Kohathites,  In  the  number  of  all 
the  males,  from  a  month  old3  and  upwards,  were  eight 
thousand  and  sir  hundred,  keeping  the  charge  of  the 

29  sanctuary.*  The  families  of  the  sons  of  Kohath  shall 

30  cncatnp  on  the  side*  of  the  dwelling  southward.  And 
the  prince  of  the  house  of  the  father  of  the  families  of 

31  the  Knhathites  was  Elizaphan  the  son  of  Uzziel.  And 
their  charge  shall  he  the  ark,7  and  the  table,  and  the 
candelabrum,  and  the  altars,  and  the  vessels  of  holiness 
wherewith  they  minister,  and  the  screen  and  all  the 

32  service  thereof  And  Eleazar  the  son  of  Aaron  the 
priest,  was  prince  over  the  princes  of  the  Levites,  and 
had  the  oversight8  of  them  that  keep  the  charge  of  the

And 
under  the  custody3  and  charge  of  the  sons  of  Merari  shall 
be  the  boards  of  the  dwelling,  and  the  bolts  thereof)  and 
the  columns  thereof,  and  the  sockets  thereof)  and  all  die 

37  vessels  thereof,  and  all  die  service  thereof.  And  the 
columns  of  the  enclosure  round  about,  and  their  sockets,

16  Konath  in  the  appointed  tenL  And  to  the  office4  of 
Eieazar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest,  pertainetk  the  oil 
for  the  light,6  and  the  incense  of  aromatics,  and  the 
continual  oblation,  and  the  anointing  oil,  and  the  over¬ 
sight4  of  all  the  dwelling,  and  of  all  that  therein  u,  in 
the  sanctuary,9  and  in  the  vessels  thereof. 

17  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron, 

IB  saying,  Cut  ye  not  off  the  tribe  of  the  families  of  the 

19  Kohathitcs  from  among  the  Levites :  But  thus  do  unto 
them,  that  they  may  live,  and  cot  die,  when  they  step 
nigh  unto  the  most  holy  things  :6  Aaron  and  his  sons 
shall  go  in,  and  appoint  them  even'  one7  to  his  service 

20  and  to  his  burden :  But  they  shall  not  come  in  to  see 
when  the  holy  things  are  covered,6  lest  they  die. 

21  22  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Take 
also  the  sum,9  of  the  sons  of  Gershon,  throughout  the 

23  houses  of  their  fathers,  by  their  families ;  From  thirty 
years  old,10  shalt  thou  ^number11  them;  all  that  come  to 
perform  the  service,1*  to  do13  the  work  in  the  appointed 

24  tenL  This  is  the  service  of  the  families  of  the  Ger- 

25  shonites,  to  serve,  and  for  burdens.  And  they  shall 
bear  the  curtains  of  the  dwelling,  and  the  appointed 
tent,  its  covering,  and  the  covering  of  the  tachash  skins 
that  is  above  upon  it,  and  the  screen  for  the  entrance 

26  of  the  appointed  tenL  And  the  hangings  of  ihc  en¬ 
closure,  and  the  screen  for  the  entrance  of  ihe  gate  of 
the  enclosure  which  is  by  the  dwelling,,  and  by  the 
altar  round  about,  and  their  cords,  and  aU  the  vessels  of 
their  service,  and  all  that  is  made  for  them  :  so  shall 

27  they  serve.  At  the  appointment14  of  Aaron  and  his 

sons  shall  he  all  the  service  of  the  sons  of  the  Gerahon- 
ites,  in  all  their  burdens,  and  in  all  their  service;  and 
yc  shall  appoint11  unto  them  in  charge  all  their 

28  burdens.  This  is  the  service  of  the  families  of

shalt  number1  them  after  their,  families,  by  the  house  of 

30  their  fathers : '  From  thirty  years  old3  and  upwards, 
even  unto  fifty  years  old*  shalt  thou  number  them, 
every  one  that  cometh  into  the  host,  to  do6  the  work 

31  of  the  appointed  tent.  And  this  it  the  charge  of  their 
burden,  according  to  all  their  service  in  the  appointed 
tent ;  the  boards  of  the  dwelling,  and  the  bolts  thereof, 

32  and  the  columns  thereof,  and  sockets  thereof.  And 
the  columns  of  the  enclosure  round  about,  and  their 
sockets,  and  their  pins,  and  their  cords,  with  all  their 
vessels,  and  with  all  their  service :  and  by  name  ye  shall 

33  reckon1  the  vessels  of  the  charge  of  their  burden.  This 
is  tbe  service  of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Merari,  accor¬ 
ding  to  all  their  service  in  the  appointed  tent,  under 

34  the  hand  of  Ithamar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest.  And 
Moses  and  Aaron,  and  the  princes  of  the  congregation, 
numbered3  the  sons  of  the  Kohathites,  after  their  fami- 

35  lies,  and  after  the  house  of  their  fathers.  From  thirty 
years  old3  and  upwards,  even  unto  fifty  years  old,8  every 
one  that  cometh  into  the  host,  for  the  work  in  the  ap- 

36  pointed  teut:  And  those  that  were  numbered3  of 
them,  by  their  families,  were  two  thousand  seven  hun-

41  These  are  they  that  are  numbered9  of  the  families  of 
the  sons  of  Gershon,  of  all  that  do  service  in  the 
appointed  tent,  whom  Moses  and  Aaron  did  number,1 

42  according  to  the  commandment1  of  the  Eternal.  And 
those  that  were  numbered3  of  the  families  of  the  sons  of 
Merari,  throughout  their  families,  by  the  house  of  their 

43  fathers,  From  thirty  years  old2  and  upwards,  even 
unto  fifty  years  old,3  every  one  that  cometh  into  the 

44  host,  for  tne  work  in  the  appointed  tent.  Even  those 
that  were  numbered3  of  them,  after  their  families,  were 

1  viiiit.  5  csoii  of,  *  visited*  A  mouth*  &  serve* 
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45  three  thousand  and  two  hundred.  These  are  those 
that  were  numbered1  of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Mc- 
rari,  whom  Moses  and  Aaron  numbered,1  according  to 

46  the  word8  of  the  Eternal  by  the  hand  of  Moses.  At! 
those  that  were  numbered1  of  the  Levites,  whom  Moses 
and  Aaron  and  the  princes  of  Israel  numbered,1  after 
their  families,  and  after  the  house  of  their  father^ 

4 7  From  thirty  years  old3  and  upwards,  even  unto  fifty 
years  old,3  every  one  that  came  to  do*  the  sendee 
of  the  ministry,4  and  the  service  of  die  burden 

48  in  the  appointed  tent.  Even  those  that  were  num¬ 
bered1  of  them,  were  eight  thousand  and  five  hun- 

49  dred  and  fourscore.  According  to  the  commandment3 
of  the  Eternal  they  were  numbered1  by  the  hand  of 
Moses,  every  one  according  to  his  service,  and  according 
to  his  burden :  thus  were  they  numbered1  of  him,  as  the 
Eternal  commanded  Moses. 


Chap.  V. 


1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Com¬ 
mand  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  send  away  from 
the  camp  every  leper,  and  every  one  that  hath  an  issue, 

3  and  whosoever  is  unclean  by  the  dead  ;5  Both  male 
and  female  shall  ye  send  away,  without  the  camp  shall 
ye  send  them  away :  that  they  defile  not  their  comps, 

4  m  the  midst  whereof  I  dwell.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  did  so,  and  sent  them  away  without  the  camp:  as 
the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  so  did  the  children  of 
Israel. 

5  6  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel ;  When  a  man  or  woman 
shall  do  any  of  the  sins  against  man,  to  act  deceitfully 
against  the  Eternal,  and  that  person  have  incurred 

7  guilt;  Then  thev  shall  confess  their  sin  which  they 
have  done :  and  be  shall  restore  that  wherein  he  is 
guilty  with  the  principal4  thereof,  and  add  unto  it  its 

8  fifth,  and  give  it  unto  him  to  whom  he  is  guilty.  But  if 
the  man  have*  no  kinsman7  to  restore  that  wherein  he  is 
guilty  unto,  let  that  wherein  he  is  guilty,  aud  which  is 
to  be  restored  to  the  Eternal,  be  given  to  the  priest; 
besides  the  ram  of  the  expiation,  whereby  an  expiation 

9  shall  be  made  for  him.  And  every  heave-offering  of 
all  the  holy  things  of  the  children,  of  Israel,  which  they 

10  bring  unto  the  priest,  shall  be  his.  And  every  man's, 
holy  things  shall  be  his:  whatsoever  any  man  giveth 
the  priest,  it  shall  be  his. 

11  12  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  sayhig.  Speak 


vUited,  1  months 
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unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them.  If  any 
man’s  wife  go  aside,  and  act  deceitfully  against  him, 

13  And  a  man  lie  with  her  carnally,1  and  it  dc  hid  from 
the  eyes  of  her  husband,  and  be  kept  close,  and  she  be 
defiled,  and  there  be  no  witness  against  her,  neither 

14  be  coerced  ;3  And  the  spirit  of  jealousy  come3  upon 

him,  and  he  be  jealous  of  his  wife:  and  she  be 
defiled :  or  if  the  spirit  of  jealousy  come*  upon  him,  and 

15  he  be  jealous  of  his  wife,  and  she  oe  not  defiled ;  Then 
shall  the  man  bring  his  wife  unto  the  priest,  and  he 
Bhall  bring  her  offering  for  her,  the  tenth  part  of  an 
ephah  of  barley  meal ;  he  shall  pour  no  oil  upon  it,  nor 
put4  frankincense  thereon;  for  it  is  an  oblation  of 
jealousy,  an  oblation  of  memorial,  bringing  iniquity  to 

1 6  remembrance.  And  the  priest  shall  cause  her  to  ap- 

1 7  proach  and  present  her  before  the  Eternal :  And  t  ne 
priest  shall  take  holy  water  in  au  earthen  vessel ;  and  of 
the  dust  that  is  in  the  floor  of  the  dwelling  the  priest 

18  shall  take,  and  put4  it  into  the  water :  And  the  priest 
shall  present  the  woman  before  the  Eternal,  and  put  in 
disorder3  the  woman’s  hair,  and  put4  the  oblation  of 
memorial  in  her  hands,8  which  u  the  jealousy-oblation : 
and  the  priest  shall  have  -  in  his  hand  the  bitter  water 

19  that  causelli  the  curse.  And  the  priest  shall  adjure  her, 
and  say  unto  the  woman.  If  no  man  have  lain  with  thee, 
and  if  thou  hast  not  gone  aside  to  uncleannesB  trith  an~ 
other  instead  of  thy  husband,  be  thou  free7  from  this 

20  bitter  water  that  causeth  the  curse :  But  if  thou  hast 
gone  aside  to  another  instead  of  thy  husband,  and  if  thou 
be  defiled,  and  some  man  hath  lain3  with  thee  besides 

21  thine  husband;  Then  the  priest  shall  adjure  the  woman 
with  an  oath  of  execration;  and  the  priest  shall  say  unto 
the  woman.  The  Eternal  make  thee  an  execration,  and  an 
oath  among  thy  people,  when  the  Eternal  doth  make 

22  thy  thigh  to  waste,'*1  and  thy  belly  to  swell:  And  this 
water  that  causeth  the  curse  shall  go  into  thy  bowels, 
to  make  thy  belly  to  swell,  wad  thy  thigh  to  waste.10  And 

23  the  woman  shall  say,  Amen,  amen.  And  the  priest 
shall  write  these  execrations  on  a  bill11,  and  he  shall  blot 

24  them  out  with  the  bitter  water :  And  he  shall  cause 

the  woman  to  drink  the  bitter  water  that  causeth  the 
curse :  and  the  water  that  causeth  the  curse  shall  come 

25  into  her,  and  become  bitter.  Then  the  priestahall  take 
the  jeulousy-oblation  out  of  the  woman’s  hand,  and  shall 
wave  the  oblation  .before  the  Eternal,  and  offer  it  upon 

I  a  lying  of  feed.  1  caught,  *  pus.  *  give,  5  disorder  the  hair  of  her  head, 

*  hollows.  7  guiltleea.  8  given  Lis  lying.  *  Ming.  *<>  fall,  ll  book. 
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26  the  altar :  And  the  priest  eh  all  take  by  grasping  an 

handful  of  the  oblation,  even  the  memorial  part 
thereof,  and  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon 
the -altar,  and  afterwards  shall  cause  the  woman  to 

27  drink  the  water.  And  when  he  hath  made  her  to  drink 
the  water,  then  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  if  she  be  de¬ 
filed,  and  have  acted  deceitfully  against  her  husband, 
that  the  water  that  causeth  the  corse  shall  enter  into  her 
and  become  bitter,  and  her  belly  shall  swell,  and 
her  thigh  shall  waste:1  and  the  woman  shall  be  an 

28  execration  among  her  people.  And  if  the  woman  be 
not  defiled,  but  be  clean ;  then  she  shall  be  free,*  and 

29  shall  conceive  seed.3  This  is  the  law  of  jealousies,  when 
a  wife  goeth  aside  to  another  instead  of  her  husband, 

30  and  is  defiled;  Or  when  the  spirit  of  jealousy  couieth4 
upon  him,  and  he  be  jealous  over  bis  wife,  and  shall 
present  the  woman  before  the  Eternal,  and  the  priest 

31  shall  execute5  upon  her  all  this  law;  Then  shall  die 
man  be  -guiltless  from  iniquity,  and  this  woman  shall 
bear  her  iniquity. 

Chap.  VL 

1  2  Amo  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  When 
either  man  or  woman  shall  diaringinnh  themselves  to  vow 
a  vow  of  a  Nazarite,  to  abstain  tn  honor  of  the  Eternal. 

3  He  shall  abstain  from  wine,  and  Btrong  drink,  and  shall 
drink  no  vinegar  of  wine,  or  vinegar  of  strong  drink, 
neither  shall  he  drink  any  liquor  of  grapes,  nor  eat  moist 

4  grapes,  or  dried.  All  the  days  of  his  nazari  teheed5 
shall  he  eat  nothing  that  is  mode  of  the  vine-tree,  from 

5  the  kernels  even  to  the  husk.  A&  the  days  of  the  vow  of 
his  nazaritehood6  there  shall  no  razor  pass  over  his  head : 
until  the  days  he  fulfilled,  during,  which  he  abstained  fa 
honor  of  the  Eternal,  he  shall  be  holy,  and  shall  let  the 

6  hair  of  his  head  grow  freely/  All  the  days  of  his 
abstaining  in  honor  of  the  Eternal,  he  shall  come  at  no 

7  dead  body.8  He  shall  not  make  himself  unclean  for 
his  father,  or  for  hie  mother,  for  his  brother,  or  for  bis 
sister,  when  they  die;  because  the  diadem  of  his  God  is 

6  upon  his  head.  AU  the  days  of  his  nazariteship6  he  is 

9  holy  unto  the  Eternal.  And  if  any  man9  die  veiy 
suddenly  by  him,  and  he  hath  defiled  the  head  of  his 
nazoritehood  ^then  he  shall  clip  tbehair  of  his  head  in  the 
day  of  his  cleansing,  on  the  seventh  day  shall  he  clip  it. 

10  And  on  the  eighth  day  he  shall  bring  two  turtles,  or  two 
young  pigeons,10  to  the  priest,  to  urn  entrance  of  the 

I  fell.  *  guiltless,  3  seed  mas  be  sown.  *  passeth.  !  do.  *  diadem, 
f  mirulj.  *  will  of  tbe  dead.  *  dead.  33  sons  of. 
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1 1  appointed  tent:  And  the  priest  shall  offer1  the  one  for 
a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offering,  and 
make  an  expiation  for  him,  for  that  he  sinned  by  the 

1*2  dead,*  and  shall  hallow  his  head  that  same  day.  And  he 
shall  abstain  anew  in  honor  of  the  Eternal  during  the  days 
of  his  nazaritehood,9  and  shall  bring  a  lamb  of  me  year1 
tor  a  guilt  offering :  but  the  days  that  were  before  shall 

13  be  lost,8  because  his  nazaritehood3  was  unclean.  And 
this  is  the  law  of  the  Nazarite,  when  the  days  of  his 
nazaritehood3  are  fulfilled  :  they  shall  bring  him  to  the 

14  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent ;  And  he  shall  offer 
his  offering  unto  tne  Eternal,  one  he-lamb  of  one  year4 
without  blemish*  for  a  burnt  offering,  and  one  ewe-lamb 
of  cue  year4  without  blemish*  for  a  sin.  offering,  and  one 

1 5  ram  without  blemish*  for  a  feast  offering,  And  a  basket 
of  unleavened  bread,  pierced  cakes  of  flour  mingled 
with  oil,  and  wafers  of  unleavened  bread  anointed  with 

16  oil,  and  their  oblation,  and  their  drink  offerings.  And 
the  priest  shall  offer  them  before  the  Eternal,  and  shall 

1 7  offer1  his  sin  offering,  and  his  burnt  offering. .  And  he 
shall  offer1  the  ram  far  a  -sacrifice  of  a  feast  offering  unto 
the  Eternal,  with  the  basket  of  nnleavened  bread :  the 
priest  shall  offer1  also  his  oblation,  and  his  drink  offers 

IB  ing.  And  the  Nazarite  shall  clip  the  hair  of  the  head 
of  his  nazaritehood8  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent ;  and  shall  take  the  hair  of  the  head  of  bis  naza- 
ritchood,3  and  put7  if  in  the  fire  which  &. under  the  sacri- 

19  lice  of  the  feast  offering.  And  the  priest  shall  take 
the  sodden  shoulders  of  the  -ram,  and  one  unleavened 
cake  out  of  the  basket,  and  one  unleavened  wafer,  and 
shall  put  them  upon  the  hands*  of  the  Nazarite,  after  he 

20  hath  clipped  the  hazrcfKw  nazaritehood : 8  And  die  priest 
shall  wave  thcm</br  a  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal: 
this  is  holy10  for  the  priest,  with  the  wave-breast  and 
heave- shoulder:  and  after  that  the  Nazarite  may  drink 

2 1  wine.  This  is  the  law  of  the  Nazarite  who  hath  vowed, 
and  w/hia  offering  unto  the  Eternal  for  his  nazaritehood,3 
besides  that  which  his  hand  shall  get  i11  according  to  the 
vow  which  he  vowed,  so  he  must  do  after  the  law  of  his 
nazaritehood.8 

22  23  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak 
unto  Aaron,  and  unto  his  sons,  saying.  Thus  ye  shall 

1  make.  1  soul,  1  diadem.  *  its  year.  *  fall.  *  perfect.  7  give.  *  cooked 

aim.  *  hollows.  19  holiness,  u  overtake. 
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24  bless  the  children  of  Israel,  saying  onto  them,  The 

25  Eternal  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee ;  The  Eternal  make 
his  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee ; 

26  The  Eternal  lift  up  his  countenance1  upon  thee,  and 

2T  give  thee  peace.  And  they  shall  put  my  name  upon 

the  children  of  Israel,  and  I  will  bless  them. 

Chap.  VIL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  day  that  Moses  had 
finished  raising  the  dwelling,  and  had  anointed  it,  and 
sanctified  it,  and  all  the  vessels  thereof  the  altar  and  all 
the  vessels  thereof  and  had  anointed  them,  and  sanc- 

2  tified  them.  That  the  princes  of  Israel,  heads  of  the 
house  of  their  fathers,  who  were  the  princes  of  the  tribes, 
arid  were8  over  them  that  were  numbered,3  offered : 

3  And  they  brought  their  offering  before  the  Eternal, 
six  covered  waggons, ||  and  twelve  of  the  herd;  a  wag¬ 
gon  for  two  of  the  princes,  and  for  each  one,  one  of  the 
herd :  and  they  brought4  them  before  the  dwelling. 

4  5  And  the  Eternal  Bpake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Take 
if  of  them,  that  they  may  be  to  serve  the  service  of  the 
appointed  tent ;  and  thou  shalt  give  them  unto  the  Lc- 

6  vites,  to  every  mau  according  to  his  service.  And 
Moses  took  the  waggons  and  the  oxen,4  and  gave  them 

7  unto  the  Lcvites.  Two  waggons  and  four  of  the  herd 
he  gave  unto  the  sons  of  Gershon,  according  to  their 

8  service :  And  four  waggons  and  eight  of  the  herd  he 
gave  unto  the  soo3  of  Merari,  'according  unto  their  ser¬ 
vice,  under  the  hand  of  Ithamar,  the  son  of  Aaron 

9  the  priest.  But  unto  the  sons  of  Kohath  he  gave  none; 
because  the  service  of  the  holiness  teas  incumbent  upon 

10  them,  they  should  bear  upon  their  shoulders.  And  the 

princes  offered  for  the  dedicating  of  the  altar,  in  the  day 
that  it  was  anointed,  even  the  princes  offered  their  offer- 

1 1  ing  before  the  altar.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses, 
They  shall  offer  their  offering,  each  prince  on  his  day6 

12  for  the  dedicating  of  the  altar.  And  he  that  offered 
his  offering  the  first  day  was  Nahshon,  the  son  of  Amini- 

13  nadab,  of  the  tribe  of  Judah :  And  his  offering  was 
one  silver  dish,  the  weight  thereof  was  an  hundred  and 
thirty  shekehy  one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after 

.  rile  shekel  of  holiness ;  both  of  them  were  full  of 

*  free.  1  stood.  1  visited.  *  offered.  •  herd.  *  one  prince  for  the  day, 

ok  prince  for  the  da;. 
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14  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation :  One  spoon1 

15  of  ten  shekels  of  gold,  full  of  incense :  One  young9 

bull,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,*  for  a  burnt 

16  offering:  One  kid4  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering : 

17  And  for  a  sacrifice  of  the  mast  offerings,  two  of  the 
herd,  five  rams,  five  he-goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year.® 
This  teas  the  offering  of  Nahshon,  the  son  of  Anwni. 
nadab. 

]  8  On  the  second  day  Nethaneel,  the  son  of  Zuar,  prince 

1 9  of  Isaachar,  did  offer :  He  offered  far  his  offering  one 
silver  dish,  the  weight  whereof  teas  an  hundred  and 
thirty  shekels,  one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after 
the  shekel  of  holiness ;  both  of  them  full  of  flour  min-

6  children  of  Israel,  And  there  were  men  who  were 
unclean  by  the  dead  body9  of  a  man,  that  they  could 
not  bring3  the  passover  iamb  on  that  day :  and  they 
came  before  Moses  and  before  Aaron  on  that  day: 

7  And  those  men  said  unto  him,  We  are  unclean  by  the 
dead  body3  of  a  man :  wherefore  are  we  kept  back,4  that 
we  may  not  offer  an  offering  of  the  Eternal  in  its  ap- 

8  pointed  season  among  the  children  of  Israel?  And 
Moses  sayl  unto  them,  Stand  still ;  and  I  will  hear  what 
the  Eternal  will  command  concerning  you. 

9  10  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  If  any  man  of  you 
or  of  your  generations  shall  be  unclean  by  a  dead  body,9

And  when  the 
cloud  tarried  long  upon  the  dwelling  many  days, 
then  the  children  of  Israel  kept  the  charge  of  the

21  they  journeyed.  And  it  was,  that  the  cloud  abode* 
from  even  unto  the  morning,  and  when  the  cloud  was 
taken  up  in  the  morning,  then  they  journeyed ;  or  a 
day  or  a  night  when  the  cloud  was  taken  up,  they 

22  journeyed;  Or  two  days,  or  a  month,  or  a  year,4 
when  the  cloud  tarried  upon  the  dwelling,  remain¬

10  mies.  Also  in  the  day  of  your  joy,  and  in  your  ap¬ 
pointed  seasons,  and  in  the  beginnings13  of  your  months, 
ye  shall  blow7  with  the  trumpets  over  your  burnt  offer¬ 
ings,  and  over  the  sacrifices  of  your  feast  offerings ;  that 
they  may  be  to  you  for  a  memorial  before  your  God :  I 
am  the  Eternal  your  God.

17  of  Zebulun  was  Eliab  the  son  of  Helen.  And  the 
dwelling  was  taken  down;  and  the  sons  of  Gershon and 
the  sons  of  Merari  journeyed  bearing  the  dwelling, 

18  And  the  standard  of  the  camp  of  Reuben  journeyed  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  hosts :  and  over  his  bust  wot  Elizur 

19  the  son  of  Shedeur.  And  over  the  hosi  of  the  tribe  of 
the  children  of  Simeon  was  Shelumiel  the  son  of  Zuri- 

2U  ahaddaL  And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of  the  chil- 

21  dren  of  Gad  was  Eliasaph  the  son  of  DeueL  And  the 
Kohnthites  journeyed  bearing  the  sanctuary :  and  the 

22  otiws  did  raise  the  dwelliug  against  they  came.  And 
the  standard  of  the  camp  of  the  children  of  Ephraim 
journeyed  according  to  their  hosts :  and  over  his  host 

23  was  Elisbama  the  son  of  Ammihud.  And  over  the  host 
of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Manasseh  was  GammalH 

24  the  son  of  Pedlinzur.  And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of 
the  children  of  Benjamin  was  Abidan  the  son  GideonL 

25  And  the  standard  of  the  camp  of  the  children  of  Dim 
set  forward2  which  was  the  rereward3  of  all  the  camps 
throughout  their  hosts:  and  over  his  host  was  Aliiezer 

26  the  son  of  Aramishaddai.  And  over  the  host  of  the 
tribe  of  the  children  of  Asher  was  Pagiel  the  son  of 

27  Ocran.  And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of  the  children 

28  of  Naphtali  mu  Ahira  the  Bon  of  Enan.  Thus  were  the 
jourueyings  of  the  children  of  Israel  according  to 

29  tbeir  hosts,  when  they  journeyed.  And  Moses  said 
unto  Hobab,  the  son  of  Raguel  the  Midianite,  Moses5 
father-in-law.  We  are  journeying  unto  the  place  of  which 
the  Eternal  said,  I  will  give  it  you ;  come  thou  with  us, 
and  we  wilt  do  thee  good:  for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken 

30  good  concerning  Israel.  And  he  said  unto  him,  I  will 
not  go ;  but  I  will  go  to  mine  own  land,  and  to  my 

31  kindred.  And  he  said,  Forsake  us  not,  I  pray  thee : 

forasmuch  as  thou  knowest  how  we  are  to  encamp  in 
the  desert,  and  thou  mayest  be  to  us  instead  of  eyes, 
ne-j  J  dwcJM.  *  journeyed*  *  gatlutrer. 
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32  And  it  shall  be*  if  thou  go  with  us>  yea,  it  shall  be*  that 
what  goodness  the  Eternal  shall  do  unto  us,  the 

33  same  will  we  do  unto  thee.  And  they  journeyed 
from  the  mount  of  the  Eternal  three  days’  journey:1 
and  the  ark2  of  tlie  covenant  of  the  Eternal  went 
before  them  in  die  three  days’  journey,1  to  search 

34  out  a  resting  place  for  them.  And  the  cloud  of  the 
Eternal  was  upon  them  by  day,  when  they  journeyed 

35  out  of  the  camp.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  ark3 
set  forward,3  that  Moses  said.  Rise  up.  Eternal,  and  let 
thine  enemies  be  scattered,  and  let  them  that  bate  thee 

30  flee4  hefore  thee.  And  when  it  rested,  he  said.  Return, (| 
O  Eternal,  unto  the  myriads  of  thousands  of  fcracL 

Chap.  XI. 

1  And  when  the  people  complained,  it  was  evil  in  the  eyes 
of  the  Eternal;  and  the  Eternal  heard  it;  and  his  wrath 
glowed;  and  the  fire  of  the  Eternal  consumed  Among 
them,  and  destroyed3  than  that  were  in  the  extremity  of 

2  the  camp.  And  the  people  cried  unto  Moses;  and 
when  Moses  *prayed  unto  the  Eternal,  die  fire  sank 

3  down*  And  he  called  the  name  of  thut  place  Taberah ; 
because  the  fire  of  the  Eternal  consumed  among  them. 

4  And  the  multitude  that  was  among  them  feil6alustiug: 
and  tlie  children  of  Israel  also  wept  again,7  and  said, 

5  Who  shall  give  us  flesh  to  eat?  We  remember  the  fish 
which  we  did  eat  in  Egypt  for  nothing;  the  cucumbers 
aud  the  melons,  and  the  leeks,6  and  the  onions,  and  the 

6  garlic :  But  now  our  soul  is  dried  away  ;  there  is  no- 

1  thing  at  all,  save  that  our  eyes,  are  on  this  manna,  And 

the  manna  was  ascorrianderseed,and  the  colour9  thene- 

8  of  as  the  colour9  of  bedolach.  And  the  people  went 
about,  and  collected  and  ground  it  with  milLstones,or 
pounded  it  in  the  mortar,  and  baked  it  in  pans,  and 
made  hearth  calces  of  it ;  and  the  taste  of  it  was  as  the 

9  taste  of  freshS)  oiL  And  when  the  dew  came  down 
upon  the  comp  in  tbe  night,  the  manna  fell  upon  it. 

10  Then  Moses  heard  the  people  weep  throughout  their 
families,  every  man  at  the  entrance  of  his  tent :  and  the 
wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed  greatly:  aud  in  the  eyes  of 

11  Moses  it  was  also  evil.  And  Moses  said  unto  the 
Eternal,  Wherefore  hast  thou  done  evil  unto  thy  ser¬ 
vant?  and  wherefore  have  I  not  found  favour  in  thy 
eyes,  that  thou  puttest  the  hurden  of  all  this  people 

12  upon  me  ?  Have  I  conceived10  all  this  people  ?  have  I 
born  them,  that  thnushouldest  say  unto  me.  Cany  them 
in  thy  bosom,  ns  a  nursing  father  beareth  the  suckling, 

1  wav.  *  rase.  3  juurncyad.  4  run  avay*  1  ate*  *  returned 

aud  wept.  *  mst.  *l  eye.  10  have  [  been  pregnant  vrUli. 
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unto  the  land  which  thou  swarest  unto  their  father? 

13  Whence  should  I  have  flesh  to  give  unto  all  this  people  ? 
for  they  weep  unto  me,  saying,  Give  us  flesh,  that  we  may 

14  eat.  I  am  not  able  to  bear  all  this  people  alone,  because 

15  it  is  too  heavy  for  me.  And  if  thou  do  thus  with  me, 
kill  me,  I  pray  thee,  out  of  hand,  if  I  have  found  favour 
in  thy  eyes ;  and  let  me  not  see  my  evil, 

16  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Gather  unto  me 
(seventy  men  of  the  elders  of  Israel,  whom  thou  knowest 
to  be  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  bailiffs  over  them ; 
and  bring1  them  unto  the  appointed  tent,  and  let  them 

17  place  themselves  there  with  uiee.  And  I  will  come  down 
and  speak  with  thee  there :  and  I  will  reserve  of  the 
spirit  which  is  upon  thee,  and  will  put  it  upon  them ; 
and  they  shall  bear  the  burden  of  the  people  with  thee, 

18  that  thou  bear  it  not  thyself  alone.  And  say  thou  unto 
the  people,  Sanctify  yourselves  against  to-morrow,  and 
ye  shall  cat  flesh :  for  ye  have  wept  in  the  ears  of  the 
Eternal,  saying,  Who  shall  give  us  flesh  to  eat?  for  it 
was  well  with  us  in  Egypt :  therefore  the  Eternal  will 

19  give  you  flesh,  and  yc  shall  eat  Ye  shall  not  eat  one 
day,  nor  two  days,  nor  five  days,  neither  ten  days,  nor 

20  twenty  days ;  But  even  a  whole  month,5*  Until  it  come 
out  at  your  nostrils,  and  it  be  loatlisome  unto  you: 
because  that  ye  have  scorned  the  Eternal  who  u  among 
you,  and  have  wept  before  him,  saying,  Wherefore  came 

21  we  forth  out  of  Egypt  ?  And  Moses  said,  The  |>eople, 
amongst  whom  I  am,  are  six  hundred  thousand  foot¬ 
men  ;  and  thou  host  said,  I  will  give  them  fieyh,  that 

22  they  may  eat  a  whole  month.1  Shall  the  flocks  and 
the  herds  be  slaughtered  for  them,  to  suffice3  them  ?  or 
shall  all  the  fish  of  the  sea  be  gathered  together  fur 

23  them,  to  suffice3  them  ?  And  tnc  Eternal  said  unto 
Moses,  Is  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  waxed  short?  thon 
ehalt  see  now  whether  my  word  shall  come  to  pass  unto 

24  thee  or  not.  And  Moses  went  out,  and  told  tnc  people 
il  ic  words  of  the  Eternal,  and  gathered  the  seventy  men 
of  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  set4  them  round  about 

25  the  tent.  And  the  Eternal  came  down  in  a  cloud,  and 
spake  uuto  him,  and  reserved  of  the  spirit  that  was 
upon  him,  and  gave  it  unto  the  seventy  elders:  and  it 
came  to  pass,  that,  when  the  spirit  rested  upon  them, 

20  they  prophesied,  bnt  did  not  continue.  But  there  re¬ 
mained  two  of  the  men  in  the  camp,  the  name  of  the 
one  was  Etdod,  and  the  name  of  the  other  Medad: 
and  the  spirit  rested  upon  them;  and  they  were  of  them 

1  take.  1  month  of  dais.  J  and  will  it  find.  4  presented. 
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that  were  written,  but  went  not  out  unto  the  tent :  and 
they  prophesied  in  the  camp.  And  there  ran  the  lad, 
anti  told  Moses,  and  said,  Eldod  and  Medad  do  pro¬ 
phesy  in  the  camp.  And  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  the 
minister  of  Moses,  from  his  youth,  answered  and  said, 

29  My  lord  Moses,  forbid1  them.  And  Moses  said  unto 
him,  Enviest  thou  for  my  sake  ?  Would  trod  that  all 
the  people  of  the  Eternal  were8  prophets,  and  that  the 

30  Eternal  would  give  his  spirit  unto  them  1  And  Moses 
gat  him3  into  the  camp,  he  and  the  eld  era  of  Israel. 

31  And  there  went  forth4  a  wind  from  the  Eternal,  and 
brought9  quails  from  the  sea;  and  let  them  fall  by  the 
camp,  about  a  day’s  journey4  on  this  side,7  and  about  a 
day's  journey6  on  the  other  side/  round  about  the  camp, 

32  about  two  cubits  high  upon  the  face  of  the  earth.  And 
the  people  rose  all  that  day,  and  alt  that  night,  and  all 
the  next  day,  and  they  gathered  the  quails :  he  that 
gathered  least  gathered  ten  homers :  and  they  spread 
them  all  abroad6  for  themselves  round  about  the'  camp. 

33  And  while  the  flesh  was  yet  between  their  teeth,  ere  it 
was  chewed,9  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed  against 
the  people,  and  the  Eternal  smote  the  people  with  a  very 
great  slaughter.  And  he  called  the  name  of  that  place 
Kibroth-hattaavah :  because  there  they  buried  the 
people  that  lusted.  And  the  people  journeyed  from 
Kibroth-hattaavah  unto  Hazeroth ;  and  abode  at  Ha- 
zeroth. 

Chap.  XIL 

And  Miriam  and  Aaron  spake  against  Moses  because 
of  the  Cushite  woman,  whom  he  had  married  :i0  for  lie* 

2  had  married’0  a  Cushite  woman.  And  they  said,  Hath 

the  Eternal  indeed  spoken  only  by  Moses?  hath  he  not 

3  spoken  also  by  us?  And  the  Eternal  heard  it.  Now 
the  man  Moses  was  very  meek,  above  all  the  men 

4  who  were  upon  the  face  of  the  earth.  And  the  Eter¬ 
nal  spake  suddenly  unto  Moses,  and  unto  Aaron,  and 
unto  Miriam,  Go  out  ye  three  unto  the  appointed  tent. 

5  And  they  three  went  out.  And  the  Eternal  came 
down  in  the  column  of  the  cloud,  and  stood  in  the  en¬ 
trance  of  the  dwelling,  and  called  Aaron  and  Miriam  ; 

6  and  they  both  went  forth.  And  he  said,  Hear  now 
my  words:  If  there  be  a  prophet  among  you,11  i  the 
Eternal  will  make  myself  known  unto  him  in  a  vision, 

1  withhold.  7  and  who  would  give  all  the  people  of  the  Eternal.  3  waa  ga¬ 
thered.  ‘journeyed.  *  sheared,  cut  off.  *  way.  7  here.  8  apreadiug.  *  cut, 

10  taken  * 1  yonr  prophet. 


34 
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7  and  will  speak  unto  him  in  a  dream.  My  servant  Moses 

8  is  Dot  so,  who  is  faithful  .in  all  mine  house.  With  him 
will  1  speak  mouth  to  mouth,  in  a  plain  vision,1  and 
not  in  riddles  ;  and  the  similitude  of  the  Eternal  shall 
he  behold ;  why  then  were  ye  not  afraid  to  speak  against 

9  my  servant  Moses  ?  And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal 

10  glowed  against  them ;  and  he  went  away.  And  the 
cloud  departed  from  off  the  tent ;  and,  behold,  Miriam 
became  leprous,  white  as  snow :  and  Aaron  turned  to- 

11  wards  Miriam,  and,  behold,  she  was  leprous.  And 
Aaron  said  unto  Moses,  Alas,  my  lord,  I  beseech  thee, 
lay3  not  the  sin  upon  us,  wherein  we  have  done  fool- 

12  isniy,  and  wherein  we  have  sinned.  Let  her  not  be 
as  one  dead,  of  whom  the  flesh  is  ha!  f  consumed-1  when 

13  he  cometh  out  of  his  mother’s  womb.  And  Moses 
cried  unto  the  Eternal,  saying,  Heal  her  now,  0  God, 
1  beseech  thee. 

14  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  If  her  father 
had  but  spit  in  her  face,  should  she  not  be  ashamed 
seven  days  ?  Let  her  be  shut  out  from  the  camp  seven 

15  days,  and  after  that  let  her  be  gathered  in4  again*  And 
Miriam  was  shut  out  from  the  cpmp  seven  days:  and 
the,  people  journeyed  not  dll  Miriam  was  hrought  in4 

16  again.  And  afterwards  the  people  journeyed  from 
Hazcroth,  and  encamped  in  the  desert  of  Paran. 

Chap.  XIIL 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Send 
thou  men,  that  they  may  search  the  land  of  Canaan, 
which  I  give  unto  me  children  of  Israel :  of  every  tribe 
of  their  fathers  shall  ye  send  a  man,  every  one9  a  prince 

3  among  them.  And  Moses  hy  the  commandment  of 
the  Eternal  sent  them  from  the  desert  of  Paran :  all  those 

4  men  were  heads  of  the  children  of  Israel.  And  these 
were  their  names:  Of  the  tribe  of  lie  ft  ben,  Shammua 

5  the  son  of  Zaccur,  Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon,  Shaphat 

6  the  son  of  Hori.  Of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  Caleh  the 

7  sou  of  Jephunneh.  Of  the  tribe  of  Isaachar,  Igal  the 

8  son  of  Joseph.  Of  the  tribe  of  Ephraim,  Hoshca,  the 

9  son  of  Nun.  Of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  Paid  the  son 

10  of  Raphu.  Of  the  tribe  of  Zebulun,  Gaddiel  the  son 

1 1  of  Sudi.  Of  the  trihe  of  Joseph,  namely,  of  the  tribe 

1 2  of  Mannssch,  Gaddi  the  son  of  Susi.  Of  the  tribe  of 

13  Dan,  Am micl  the  son  of  GemallL  Of  the  trihe  of 

14  Asher,  Sethur  the  son  of  Michael.  Of  the  tribe  of 

J* 

i  in  sight.  *  set,  ^  eaten  1  natiicrc^L  *  a  luiui  a  man  * 
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15  Naphtali,  Nahbi  the  son  of  Vophsi.  Of  the  tribe  of 

16  Gad,  Geuel  the  son  of  MachL  These  are  the  names 
of  the  men  whom  Moses  sent  to  search  the  land.  And 

17  Moses  called  lloshca  the  son  of  Niin,  Joshua  And 
Moses  sent  them  to  search  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  said 
unto  them,  Go  up  this  way  southward,  and  go  up  into 

IS  the  mountain :  And  see  the  land,  what  it  is ;  and  the 
people  that  abideth  therein,  whether  thev  are  strong  or 

19  weak,  few  or  many;  And  what  the  land  is  that  they 
abide  in,  whether  it  is  good  or  bad;  and  what  cities 
they  are  that  they  dwell  in,  whether  in  camps,  or  in  strong- 

20  holds ;  And  what  the  land  is,  whether  it  is  fat  or  lean, 
whether  there  are  trees  therein  or  not:  and  be  ye  of 
good  courage,1  and  bring  of  the  fruit  of  the  land.  Now 
the  days  were  the  days  of  the  firstlings  of  die  grapes. 

21  So  they  went  up  and  searched  the  land,  from  die  desert 

22  of  Zin  unto  Rehob,  as  men  come  to2  Hamath.  And 
they  went  up  by  the  south,  and  Came  unto  Hebron, 
where  Ahiman,  Sheshai,  and  Talmai,  the  children  of 
Anak  were.  Now  Hebron  was  built  seven  years  before 

23  Zoan  in  Egypt  And  they  came  unto  the  brook  of 
Eshcol,  and  cut  down  from  thence  a  branch  with  one 
cluster  of  grapes,  and  they  bare  it  between  two  upon  a 
pole,  and  they  brought  of  the  pomegranates,  and*  of  the 

24  figs.  The  place  was  called  the  brook  Eshcol,  because 
oi  the  cluster  of  grapes  which  the  children  of  Israel  cut 

25  down  from  thence.  And  they  returned  from  search- 

26  ing  of  the  land  at  the  end  of  forty  days.  And  they 
went  and  came  to  Moses,  and  to  Aaron,  and  to  all  the 
congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  unto  the  desert 
ofParan,  to  Kadesh;  and  brought  back*  word  unto 

them,  and  unto  all  the  congregation,  and  shewed  them 

27  the  fruit  of  the  land.  And  they  related  to  him,  and 
said,  We  cajne  unto  the  land  whither  thou  sentest  us, 
and  surely  Jt  floweth  with  milk  and  honey ;  and  this  is 

28  the  fruit  of  it  Nevertheless  the  people  are  powerful 
tli at  abide  in  the  land,  and  the  cities  are  fortified  and 
very  great :  and,  moreover,  we  saw  the  children  of  Anak 

29  there.  The  Amalekites  abide  in  the  land  of  the  south; 
and  the  HittU.cs,  and  the  Jcbusites,  and  the  Amoritcs, 
abide  in  the  mountains ;  and  the  Canaanites  abide  by  the 

30  sea,  afid  by  the  coast4  of  the  Jordan.  And  Caleb  stilled 
the  people  concerning  Moses,  and  said,  Let  i  is  go  up  at  once 

3 1  and  possess  it;  for  we  are  well  able  to  overcome  it  But  the 
1  strengthen  tout  selves.  *  to  the  coming  of  1  restored.  *  hand. 
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men  that  went  up  with  him  said.  We  are  not  able  to  go 
up  against  the  people ;  for  they  are  stronger  than  we. 

32  And  they  brought  up  on  evil  report  of  the  land  which 
they  had  searched  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying. 
The  land,  through  which  wc  have  gone  to  search  it,  is 
a  land  that  eateth  up  the  inhabitants  thereof ;  and  all 
the  people  that  we  saw  in  it  are  men  of  a  great  stature.1 

33  And  there  we  saw  the  giants,3  the  sons  of  Anak,  who 
came  of  the  giants;3  ana  we  were  in  our  own  eyes  as 
grasshoppers,  and  so  we  must  liave  been  in  their  eyes. 

Chap.  XIV. 

1  And  all  the  congregation  lifted  up,  and  raised3  their 

2  voice;  and  the  people  wept  that  night.  And  all 
the  children  of  Israel  murmured  agaiDst.  Moses  and 
against  Aaron:  and  the  whole  congregation  said 
unto  them.  Would  God  that  we  had  died  in  the  land  of 
Egypt !  or  would  God  wc  had  died  in  this  desert  1 

3  And  wherefore  hath  the  Eternal  brought  us  unto  this 
land,  to  fall  by  the  sword,  that  our  wives  and  our  little 
ones  should  be  a  prey  ?  were  it  not  better  for  us  to  re- 

4  turn  into  Egypt  ?  And  they  said  one  to  another,4  Let 

5  us  make  a  captain,®  and  let  us  return  into  Egypt  Then 
Moses  and  Aaron  fell  on  Lheir  faces  before  all  the 
assembly  of  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel. 

6  And  Josh  tin  the  sou  of  Nun,  and  Cqleb  the  son  of 
Jcphunnch,  who  were  of  them  that  searched  the  land, 

7  rent  their  garments :  And  they  spake  unto  all  the  con¬ 
gregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  The  land, 
which  we  passed  through  to  search  it,  is  an  exceeding 

8  good  land.  If  the  Eternal  delight  in  us,  then  he  will 
bring  us  into  tills  land,  and  give  it  us;  aland  which 

9  f]  owe th  ■  with  milk  and  honey.  Only  rebel  not  ye 
against  the  Eternal ;  neither  fear  ye  the  people  of  tne 
land;  for  they  are  bread  for  us:  their  defence8  is  de¬ 
parted  from  them,  and  the  Eternal  is  with  us :  fear  them 

10  not.  Jlut-all  the  congregation  bade7  overwhelm  them 
with  stones.  And  the  glory  of  the  Eternnl  appeared  in 
the  appointed  tent,  before  the  children  of  Israel. 

11  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  IIow  long  will 
this  people  provoke  me  ?  and  how  long  will  it  be  ere 
they  believe  me,  for  all  the  signs  which  I  have  shewed8 

12  among  them 't  1  will  smite  them  with  the  pestilence, 
and  dispossess  them,  and  will  make  of  thee  a  greater 

1  4  fallen  ones,  3  gave.  *  a  matt  til  hts  brother.  give  4 

bead.  1  shadow.  ?  said,  B  done. 
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13  nation  Biid  mightier  than  they.  And  Moses  said  unto 
the  Eternal,  When  the  Egyptians  shall  hear  its  for  thou 
broughtest  up  this  people  in  thy  strength  from  among 

14  them ;  And  they  will  Bay  to  the  inhabitants  of  this 
hind:  who  have  heard  that  thou.  Eternal,  art  among 
this  people ;  that  thou,  Eternal,  art  seen  face  to  face  ;* 
and  that  thy  cloud  standeth  over  them;  and  that  thou 
gocst  before  them,  by  day-  time  in  a  column  of  a  cloud, 

1 5  and  in  a  column  of  fire  by  night  If  thou  shalt  put  to 
death  all  this  people  as  one  man,  then  the  nations  who 
have  heard  the  fame  of  thee  will  say  as  follows : 

16  Because  of  the  inability  of  the  Eternal  to  bring  this 
people  into  the  land  which  he  sware  unto  them,  there- 

IV  fore  he  hath  slaughtered  them  in  the  desert  And  now, 
I  beseech  thee,  let  the  strength  of  my  Lord  be  great, 

18  according  as  thou  host  spoken,  saying,  The  Eternal  is 
long-suffering,  and  of  much  mercy,  furgiving  iniquity 
auu  transgression,  and  hy  no  means  clearing  (he  guilty ; 
visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children 

1 9  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation.  Forgive,  I  beseech 
thee,  the  iniquity  of  this  people,  according  to  the 
greatness  of  thy  mercy,  and  os  thou  hast  borne  with 

20  this  people  from  Egypt  even  until  hither.  And  the 
Eternal  said,  I  have  forgiven,  according  to  thy  word: 

21  But  as  truly  as  I  live,  aud  as  alt  the  earth  is  filled  with 

22  the  glory  of  the  Eternal;  Because  all  the  men  who 
have  seen  my  glory,  and  my  signs  which  Ishowed2  in  Egypt 
and  the  desert,  and  have  tried  me  now  Lhesc  ten  times, 

23  and  have  not  hearkened  tomiy  voice ;  If  they  shall  see 
the  land  which  I  sware  unto  their  fathers,  .  .  .  none 

24  of  them  that  provoked  me  shall  see  it:  But  my  servant 
Caleb,  because  he  had  another  spirit  with  him,  and 
hath  followed*  me  fully,  him  will  I  bring  into  the  land 

25  whereinto  be  went,  and  bis  seed  shall  possess  it.  And 
the  Amalekites  and  the  Canaanites  abode  in  the  valley. 
To-morrow  turn  you,  and  journey  into. the  desert  by 
the  way  of  the  Red  Sea. 

26  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron, 

27  saying.  How  long  shall  J  hear  with  this  evil  congrega¬ 
tion,  which  murmur  against  me  ?  I  have  heard  the 
murmuriugs  of  the  children  of  Israel,  which  they  mur- 

28  mur  against  me.  Say  unto  them,  as  truly  as  I  live,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  as  ye  have  spoken  in 

29  mine  ears,  so  will  I  do  to  you ;  Your  carcases  shall  fall 

. 1  eye  to  eye.  *  did.  1  filled. 
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in  this  desert ;  and  all  that  were  numbered1  of  you,  ac¬ 
cording  to  your  whole  number,  from  twenty  years  old* 

SO  and  upwards,  who  have  murmured  against  me.  If  ye 
come  iuto  the  land  concerning  which  I  aware3  to  make 
you  dwell  therein,  ,  .  .  save  Caleb  the  son  of  Je- 

3 1  phunneh,  and  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun.  Bat  your  little 
ones,  which  ye  said  should  be  4  prey,  them  will  I  bring 
in,  and  they  shall  know  the  land  which  ye  have  scorned, 

32  But  as  far  you,  your  carcases,  they  shall  fall  in  this 

33  desert  And  your  children  shall  wander4  in  the 
desert  forty  years,  and  bear  your  whoredoms,  until  your 

34  carcases  hie  wasted*  in  the  desert  After  the  number 
of  the  days  in  which  ye  searched  the  land,  even  forty  days, 
each  day  tor  a  year,*  shall  ye  bear  your  iniquities,  even 
forty  years;  and  yc  shall  know  my  estrangement  from 

33  you:  I  the  Eternal  have  said.  If  I  do  not  this  unto  all  this 
evil  congregation,  that  are  convened  against  me :  .  .  . 
in  this  desert  they  shall  be  consumed,*  and  there  they 

36  shall  die.  And  the  men  whom  Moses  sent  to  search 
the  land,  who  returned,  and  made  all  the  congregation  to 
murmuT  against  him,  by  bringing  up  an  evil  report  upon 

37  the  land.  Even  those  men,  that  did  bring  up  the  evil 
report  upon  the  land,  died  by  the  plague  before  the 

38  Eternal.  But  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  Caleb  the 
son  of  Jcphunneh,  who  were  of  the  men  that  went  to 

39  search  the  land,  lived  siilL  And  Moses  spake  these 
words  unto  all  the  children  of  Israel :  and  the  people 

40  mourned  greatly.  And  they  rose  up  early  in  the 
morning,  and  went  up  into  the  top7  of  the  mountain, 
saying,  Lo,  we  are  here,  and  will  go  up  unto  the  place 
which  the  Eternal  bath  promised  .for  we  have  sinned. 

4  L  And  Moses  said,  Wherefore  now  do  you  transgress  the 
commandment1'  of  the  Eternal  ?  hut  it  shall  not  pros- 

42  per.  Go  not  up,  for  the  Eternal  is  not  among  you; 

4  3  that  yc  be  not  defeated  before  your  enemies.  For  the 
Amalekites  and  the  Canaonites  are  there  before  you, 
and  ye  shall  fall  by  the  sword:  because  ye  are  turned 
away  from  the  Eternal,  therefore  the  Eternal  will 

44  not  be  with  you.  But  they  presumed  to  go  up  unto 
the  mountain-top:10  nevertheless  the  ark11  of  the  covenant 
of  the  Eternal,  and  Moses  departed  not  out  of  the  camp. 

45  Then  the  Amalekites  came  down,  and  the  Canaonites 

1  visited.  2  a  son.  3  lifted  up  my  hand.  *  feed,  4  completed.  *  a  day 

for  a  year7  a  day  for  a  year.  1  head,  4  aaid,  4 11  pufl  tho  mouth*  w  head  of 

the  mountain*  u  cate. 
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who  abode  on  that  mountain,  and  emote  them,  and 
completely  discomfited  them,  even  unto  Ilormah. 

ChapC  XV. 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  When 
ye  are  come  into  the  land  of  your  habitations^  which  I 

3  give  unto  you.  And  will  make  a  fire  offering  unto  the 
Eternal,  a  burnt  offering,  or  a  sacrifice  to  distinguish 
yourselves  by  a  vow,  or  by  a  free-will  offering,  or  in  your 
appointed  seasons,  to  make  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the 

4  Eternal,  of  the  herd,  or  of  the  fiock ;  Then  shall  he 
that  offereth  his  offering  unto  the  Eternal  bring  an  ob¬ 
lation  of  a  tenth  deal  of  flour,  mingled  with  the  fourth 

5  part  of  on  hin  of  oil.  And  the  fourth  part  of  an  hin 
of  wine  for  a  drink  offering  shalt  thou  prepare,1  with  the 

6  burnt  offering  or  sacrifice,  for  one  lamb.  Or  for  a  ram, 
thou  shalt  prepare1  for  an  oblation  two  teuth  deals  of 
flour  mingled  with  the  third  part  of  an  hin  of  oik 

7  And  for  a  drink  offering  thou  shalt  offer  the  third  part 
of  an  hin  of  wine,  for  a  pleasing  odour  unto  (lie 

8  Eternal ;  And  when  thou  prepares^  a  bull3  jfrr  a  burnt 
offering,  or  for  a  sacrifice  in  distinguishing  thyself  by  a 

9  vow,  or  feast  offerings  unto  the  Eternal;  Then  snail 
he  bring  with  a  hull3  an  oblation  of  three  tenth  deals  of 

10  flour  mingled  with  half  on  hin  of  oil.  And  thou  shalt 
bring  for  a  drink  offering  half  an  hin  of  wine,  ^/br  a  fire 

1 1  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal.  Thus 
shall  it  be  done  for  one  of  the  herd,  or  for  one  ram,  or 
for  one  of  the  flock,  be  it  of  the  lambs  or  goats. 

12  According  to  the  number  that  ye  shall  prepare,1  so 
shall  ye  do  to  every  one,  according  to  their  number. 

13  Every  native  shall  thus  do  these  things  in  offering  a  fire 

14  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the  Eternal.  And 
if  a  stranger  sojourn  with  you,  or  whosoever  be  among 
you  in  your  generations,  and  will  offer  a  fire  offering  of 
a  pleasing  odonr  unto  the  Eternal ;  as  ye  do,  so  he  shall 

15  do.  One  ordinance  shall  be  both  for  you  of  the  assem¬ 
bly,  and  also  for  the  stranger  that  sojourned)  with  you, 
an  ordinance  for  ever  in  your  generations:  as  ye  are  so 

16  shall  the  stranger  be  before  the  Eternal  One  law  and 
one  manner4  shall  be  for  you,  and  for  the  stranger  that 
Bojourneth  with  you. 

17  18  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them.  When 

1  males.  3  makest.  *  son  of  a  herd.  *  judgment. 
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19  ye  come  into  the  land  whither  I  brine  you :  Then  it 
shall  be,  that,  when  ye  eat  of  the  bread  of  the  land,  ye 

20  shall  heave  an  offering  unto  the  Eternal.  Ye  shall 
heave  a  cake1  of  the  first*  of  your  dough  for  an 
heave  offering:  as  ye  do  the  heave  offering  of  the 

21  threshing-floor,  so  shall  ye  heave  it.  Of  the  first  of 
your  dough  yc  shall  give  unto  the  Eternal  an  heave 

22  offering  in  your  generations.  And  if  ye  have  erred, 
and  not  done  all  these  commandments  which  the 

23  Eternal  hath  spoken  unto  Moses.  Even  all  that  the 
Eternal  hath  commanded  you  by  the  hand  of  Moses, 
from  the  dav  that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  and 

24  henceforward  among  your  generations ;  Then  it  shall 
be,  if  ought  he  done  by  'error,  itidden  from  the  eyes  of 
the  congregation,  that  all  the  congregation  shall  offer3 
one  young  bull4  for  a  burnt-offering,  for  a  pleasing 
odour  unto  the  Eternal,  with  its  oblation,  and  its  drink 
offering,  according  to  tbe  manner,5  and  one  kid5  of  the 

25  goats  tor  a  sin  offering.  And  the  priest  shall  make  an 
expiation  for  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  it  shall  be  pardoned  them ;  for  it  ie  an  error : 
and  they  shall  bring  their  offering,  a  fire  offering  unto 
the  Eternal,  and  their  sin  offering  before  the  Eternal, 

26  for  their  error :  And  it  shall  be  pardoned  all  the  con¬ 
gregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  the  stranger  that 
sojourncth  among  them ;  all  the  people  wore  in  error. 

27  And  if  any  soul  sin  through  error,  then  he  shall  bring 

28  a  she-goat  of  one  year7  for  a  sin  offering.  And  the 
priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  the  erring  soul  when 
ho  sinneth  through  error  before  tbe  Eternal,  to  make  an 

29  expiation  for  him ;  and  it  shall  be  pardoned  him.  You 
shall  have  oue  law  for  him  that  sinneth9  through  error, 
both  for  the  native  amongst  the  children  of  Israel,  and  for 

30  the  stranger  that  sojourneth  among  them.*  But  the  soul 
that  doe th  ought  with  a  high  hand,  whether  he  be  a 
native  in  the  land,  or  a  stronger,  the  same  revileth  the 
Eternal ;  and  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  his 

31  people.  Because  he  hath  scorned  the  word  oi  the 
Eternal,  and  hath  made  void  his  commandment,  that 
soul  shall  utterly  be  cut  off ;  his  iniquity  thall  be  upon 
him. 

32  And  while  the  children  of  Israel  were  in  the  desert,  they 
found  a  man  that  picked  up  wood  upon  the  sabbath  day. 

33  And  they  that  found  him  picking  up  wood  brought0  him 

l  pierced  cake.  *  beginning.  3  praise.  *  son  of  a  herd.  9  judgment. 

9  hairy,  r  a  daughter  of  hex  year.  9  doelli.  9  offered. 
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unto  Moses  and  Aaron,  and  unto  all  the  congregation : 

31  And  they  placed  him  hi  void,  because  it  was  not  cx- 

35  plained  what  should  be  done  to  him.  And  the  Eternal 
said  unto  Moses,  The  man  shall  be  surely  put  to  death : 
all  the  congregation  shall  overwhelm  him  with  stones 

36  without  the  camp.  And  all  the  congregation  brought 
him  without  the  camp,  and  overwhelmed  him  with 
stones,  and  he  died ;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

37  38  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them  that  they 
make  them  a  fringe  in  the  borders1  of  their  garments, 
throughout  their  generations,  and  that  they  put*  upon 
the  fringes  of  the  borders1' a  thread  of  blue  purple: 

39  And  it  snail  be  unto  you  for  a  fringe,  that  ye  may  see 
it,  and  remember  all  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal, 
and  do  them:  and  that  ye  search  not  after  your  own 
heart,  and  your  own  eyes,  after  which  ye  use  to  go  a 

40  whoriDg:  That  ye  may  remember,  and  do  all  my 

41  commandments,  and  be  holy  unto  your  God.  I  ujn 
the  Eternal  your  God,  who  brought  yon  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God :  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God. 


Chap.  XVI 

1  Now  Korah  the  son  of  Izhar,  the  son  of  Kokath,  the 
son  of  Levi;  and  Dathan  and  Abiiam-the  sons  of 
Eliab,  and  On  the  son  of  Peleth,  sons  of  Reuben,  pre- 

2  sumed  :3  And  they  rose  up  before  Moses,  and  certain 
men  of  the  children  of  Israel,  two  hundred  and  fifty 
princes  of  the  congregation  called  into  the  assembly1 

3  men  of  name;  Ana  they  were  assembled  against 
Moses,  and  against  Aaron,  and  said  unto  them.  Ye  take 
too  much  upon  you,  for  all  the  congregation  are  holy, 
every  one  of  them,  and  the  Eternal  is  among  them : 
why  then  lift  you  up  yourselves  above  the  assembly  of 

4  the  Eternal  ?  Ana  when  Moses  heard  it,  he  fell  upon 

5  his  face:  And  he  spake  unto  Korah,  and  unto  all  his  con¬ 
gregation,  saying,  Even  to-morrow  the  Eternal  will  make 
known  who  are  bis,  and  who  is  holy  ;  and  will  cause  him 
to  come  near  unto  him :  even  Aim  whom  he  hath  chosen 

6  will  he  cause  to  come  near  unto  him.  This  do :  Take 


7  you  censers,  Korah,  and  all  his  assembly ;  And  put9 
fire  therein,  and  put  incense  in  them  before  the  Eternal 
to-morrow :  and  it  shall  be,  that  the  man  whom  the 
*  ring*.  *  give.  *  took.  4  appointment. 
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Eternal  doth  choose,  he  shall  be  the  holy  one:  ye  take  too 
8  much  upon  you,  ye  sons  of  Levi.  And  Moses 
said  unto  Korah,  Hear,  I  pray  you,  ye  sons  of 
0  Levi.  Is  it  too  little  for  you,  *lhat  the  God  of 
Israel  hath  separated  you  from  the  congregation  of 
Israel,  to  bring1  you  near  tohhnself>toperfonn10theser- 
vice  of  the  dwelling  of  the  Eternal,  and  to  stand  before 

1 0  the  congregation,  to  minister  unto  them  ?  And  he  hath 
brought*  thee  near  to  Mm,  and  all  thy  brethren  the  sons 
of  Levi  with  thee ;  and  seek  ye  the  priesthood  also  P 

l  L  Therefore  both  thou  and  all  tny  congregation  are  con¬ 
vened  against  the  Eternal :  and  what  it  Aaron,  that  ye 

12  murmur  against  him  ?  And  Moses  sent  to  call  Datlian 
and  Ahiriim,  the  sons  of  Eliab;  and  they  said.  We  will 

13  not  come  up.  2s  it  a  small  thing3  that,  thou  hast 
brought  us  up  out  of  the  land  flowing  with  milk  and 
honey,  to  put  us  to  death  in  the  desert,  that  thou 
wouldst  make  thyself  altogether  a  prince  over  us? 

14  Neither  hast  thou  brought  us  into  a  land  flowing  with 
milk  and  honey,  nor  given  ua  inheritance  of  fields  and 
vineyards:  wilt  thou  put  out  the  eyes  of  these  men? 

15  we  will  not  come  up.  And  Moses  was  very  wroth,4 
and  said  unto  the  Eternal,  Turn  not  thou  to  their  obla¬ 
tion  :  I  have  not  taken3  one  ass  from  them,  neither  have 

16  I  done  evil  to  one  of  them.  And  Moses  said  unto 
Korah,  Be  thou  and  all  thy  congregation  before  the 

1  ?  Eternal,  thou,  and  they,  and  Aaron,  to-morrow :  And 
take  every  man  his  censer,  and  put8  incense  in  them, 
and  offer  ye  before'  the  Eternal  every  man  his  censer, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  censers;  thou  also,  and  Aaron, 

18  each7  of  you  his  censer.  And  they  took  every  man  his 
censer,  and  put9  fire  in  them,  and  put  incerifce  thereon, 
and  stood  in  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent  with 

1 9  Moses  and  Aaron.  And  Korah  convened  all  the  congre¬ 
gation  against  them,  unto  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent :  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  appeared  unto  all  the 

20  congregation.  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moees,  and 

21  unto  Aaron,  saying,  Separate  yourselves  from  among 
this  congregation,  that  I  may  consume9  them  in  a  mo- 

22  ruenL  And  they  fell  upon  their  faces,  and  said,  O 
God,  the  God  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  shall  one  man 
sin,  and  wilt  thou  be  angry  with  all  the  congregation  ? 

23  24  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  congregation,  saying,  Get  you  up  from  about 

1  offer.  *  offered.  *  little.  4  gloved.  *  borne.  *  give.  1  a  man. 

4  gm-  1°  tern.  * 
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25  the  dwelling  of  Korah,  Dathan  and  Abiram.  And 
Moses  rose  up,  and  went  unto  Dathan  and  Abiram ; 

26  and  the  elders  of-  Israel  went  behind  him.  And  he 
spake  unto  the  congregation,  saying,  Depart,  I  pray  you 
from  the  tents  of  these  wicked  men,  and  touch  nothing 

27  of  theiis,  lest  ye  be  swept  away  in  all  their  sins.  So 
they  gat  up  from  the  dwelling  of  Korah,  Dathan,  and 
Abiram,  round  about:  and  Dathan  and  Abiram  came 
out,  being  placed  in  the  entrance  of  their  tents,  and 

28  their  wives,  and  their  sous,  aud  their  little  ones.  And 
Moses  said.  Hereby  ye  shall  know  that  the  Eternal  hath 
sent  me  to  do  all  these  works ;  for  I  have  not  done  them 

29  of  mine  own  mind.1  If  these  men  die  the  common 
death  of  all  meo,  or  if  they  be  visited  after  the  visita¬ 
tion  of  all  men;  then  the  Eternal  hath  not  sent  me: 

30  But  if  the  Eternal  create  a  new  thing,3  and  the  earth 
open  wide  her  mouth,  and  swallow  them  up,  with  ail 
that  appertain  unto  them,  and  they  go  down  alive  into 
the  grave ;  then  ye  shall  know  that  these  men  have  pro- 

31  voked  the  Eternal.  And  it  came  to  pass,  os  he  had 
finished  speaking  all  these  worthy  that  the  ground  clave 

32  asunder  that  teas  under  them :  And  the  earth  opened 
her  mouth,  end  swallowed  them  up,  and  their  houses, 
and  all  the  men  that  appertained  unto  Korah,  and  all 

33  their  substance.  They,  and  all  that  appertained  to 
them,  went  down  alive  into  the  grave,  and  the  earth 
covered  them :  and  they  perished  from  among  the  con- 

34  gregation.  And  all  Israel  that  were  round  about  them  ran 
away  at  their  voice :  for  they  said.  Lest  the  earth  swallow 

35  us  up  also.  And  there  came  out  a  fire  from  the  Eternal, 

and  consumed3  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  that  offered 
incense.  _ 

Chap.  XVLL 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  'Fip'Byflr  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest,  that  he  heave 
the  censers  out  of  the  burning,  and  scatter4  thon  the 

3  fire  yonder;  for  they  are  hallowed.  The  censers  of 
these  sinners  against  their  own  souls,  let  them  make 
them  broad  plates  far  an  overlaying  of  the  altar,  forthey 
offered  them  before  the  Eternal,  therefore  they  are 
hallowed :  and  they  shall  be  for  a  sign  unto  the  chil- 

4  dien  of  Israel.  Anti  VImmt  the  priest  took  the 
copper  censers,  wherewith  they  that  were  burnt  bad 

1  heart  *  creature.  *  ala.  *  disperse. 
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offered;  and  they  expanded  them  into  an  overlaying  for 

6  the  altar:  To  be  a  memorial  unto  the  children  of 
Israel,  that  no  layman,  who  £s  not  of  the  seed  of  Aaron, 
approach  to  cause  incense  to  ascend  in  fumea  before  the 
Eternal ;  that  he  be  not  as  Korah,  and  as  his  congrega¬ 
tion  :  as  the  Eternal  said  to  him  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

6  But,  on  the  morrow,  all  the  congregation  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  murmured  against  Moses  and  against 
Aaron,  saying.  Ye  have  put  to  death  the  people  of  the 

7  Eternal.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  the  congregation 
was  assembled  against  Moses  and  against  Aaron,  that  they 
looked  towards  the  appointed  tent:  and,  behold,  the 
cloud  covered  it,  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  appeared. 

8  And  Moses  and  Aaron  came  before  the  appointed  tent 

9  10  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  saying,  Get 
you  up  from  the  midst  of  this  congregation,  that  I  may 
consume1  them  os  in  a  moment  And  they  fell  upon 

11  their  faces.  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  Take  the 
censer,  and  put3  fire  therein  from  off  the  altar,  and  put 
on  incense,  and  go  quickly  unto  the  congregation,  and 
make  an  expiation  for  them :  for  there  is  anger  gone  out 

12  fro  rathe  Eternal;  and  the  plague  is  begun.  Ana  Aaron 

took,  os  Moses  commanded,  and  ran  into  the  midst  of 
the  congregation ;  and,  behold,  the  plague  was  begun 
among  the  people :  and  he  put  on3  incense,  and  made  an 

13  expiation  for  the  people.  And  he  stood  between  the 
dead  and  the  living;  and  the  pestilence  was  restrained. 

14  Now  they  that  (lied  in  the  pestilence  were  fourteen 
thousand  seven  hundred,  besides  them  that  died  about 

15  the  matter  of  Korah  And  Aaron  returned  unto  Moses, 
unto  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent :  and  the  pesti¬ 
lence  was  restrained. 

16  17  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  take  of  every  one  of  them 
a  staff,4  according  to  the  house  of  their  fathers,  of  all 
their  princes  according  to  the  house  of  their  fathers, 
twelve  staves :  write  thou  every  man's  name  upon  his 

18  staff.  And  thou  shalt  write  Aaron's  name  upon  the  staff 
of  Levi :  for  one  staff  shall  be  for  the  head  of  the  house 

19  of  their  fathers.  And  thon  shalt  place  them  In  the 
appointed  tent,  before  the  testimony,  where  I  have  my 

20  appointments  with  you.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that 
the  man’s  staff,  whom  I  shall  choose, shall  blossom;  and 
I  will  cause  to  cease*  from  me  the  raurmatfngs  of  the  chil- 

1  Apish.  *  giTd.  1  gate  «  ■  rtaJ  a  itsff.  *  quiet. 
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21  dren  of  Israel  whereby  they  murmur  against  you.  And 
Moses  spake  unto  the  children  of  Israel ;  and  every  one 
of  their  princes  gave  him  a  staff  apiece,  for  each  prince 
one,1  according  to  their  fathers’  houses,  even  twelve 
staves :  and  the  staff  of  Aaron  was  in  the  midst  of  their 

22  staves,  And  Moses  placed  the  staves  before  the  Eternal 

23  in  the  tent  of  the  testimony.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that,  on  the  morrow,  Moses  came  into  the  tent  of  testi¬ 
mony  ;  and  behold,  the  staff  of  Aaron,  for  the  house  of 
Levi,  yielded  a  flower,8  and  brought  forth  buds,  and 

24  bloomed  blossoms,  and  ripened  into  almonds.  And 
Moses  brought  out  all  the  staves  from  before  the  Eternal 
unto  the  children  of  Israel :  and  they  saw  and  took  every 
man  his  staff. 

25  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Restore  Aaron's 
staff  before  the  testimony,  to  be  kept  as  a  charge  and  a 
sign  against  the  sons  of  rebellion ;  and  thou  shall  quite 
take  away3  their  murraurioga  from  me,  that  they  die  not. 

26  And  Moses  did  so :  as  the  Eternal  commanded  him,  so 
did  he. 

27  And  the  children  of  Israel  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

28  Behold,  we  expire,  we  perish,  we  all  perish.  Whoso¬ 
ever  approacheth4  unto  the  dwelling  of  the  Eternal  shall 
die :  have  we  not  yet  done9  expiring  ? 

Chap,  XVII L 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Aaron,  Thou,  and  thy  sons, 
and  thy  father’s  house  with  thee,  shall  bear  the  iniquity 
of  the  sanctuary,  and  thou  and  thy  sons  with  thee  shall 

2  bear  the  iniquity  of  your  priesthood.  And  thy  brethren 
also  of  the  tribe  of  Levi,  the  trihe  of  thy  father,  bring 
thou6  with  thee,  that  they  may  be  attached  unto 
thee,  and  minister  unto  thee :  but  thou  and  thy 
sons  with  thee  shall  minister  before  the  tent  of  the 

3  testimony.  And  they  shall  keep  thy  charge,  and  the 
charge  of  all  the  tent:  only  they  shall  not  approach  the 
vesseb  of  holiness  and  the  altar,  that  neither  they  nor 

4  you  also  die.  And  they  shall  be  attached  unto  thee, 
and  keep  the  charge  of  the  appointed  tent,  for  all  the 
service  of  the  tent :  and  a  layman  shall  not  approach 

5  unto  you.  And  ye  shall  keep  the  charge  of  the  holi¬ 
ness,  and  the  charge  of  the  altar;  that  there  he  no

7  pointed  tent  Therefore  thou  and  thv  sons  with  thee 
shall  keep  your  priesthood  for  every  thing  of  the  altar, 
and  within  the  partition  vail;  and  ye  shall  serve;  I 
have  given  your  priesthood  unto  you  as  a  service  of  gift: 
and  the  layman  that  approacheth  shall  be  put  to  death. 

8  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Aaron,  Behold,  I  also 
have  given  thee  the  charge  of  mine  heave  offerings  of 
all  the  hallowed  things  of  the  children  of  Israel ;  unto 
thee  have  1  given  them,  by  reason  of  the  anointing, 

9  and  to  thy  sons,  by  a  statute  for  ever.  This  shall  be 
thine  of  the  most  holy  things,  from  the  fire  offerings : 
every  offering  of  theirs,  every  oblation  of  theirs,  and 
every  sin  offering  of  theirs,  and  every  guilt  offeringof th  eirs, 
which  they  shall  render  unto  me,  they  being  most  holy 

10  are  for  thee  and  for  thy  sons.  In  the  most  holy  place 
shalt  thou  eat  it ;  every  male  shall  eat  it :  it  shall  be 

1 1  holiness  unto  thee.  And  this  is  thine :  the  heave  offer* 


ing  of  their  gift,  with  all  the  wave  offerings  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel :  I  have  given  them  unto  thee,  and  to  thy 
sons,  and  to  thy  daughters  with  thee,  by  a  statute  for 
ever :  every  one  that  is  clean  in  thy  house  shall  cat  oi 

12  it.  All  tue  hest1  of  tlie  oil/  and  all  the  best1  of  the 
must,  and  of  the  eom,  the  first-fruits3  of  them,  which 
they  shall  give  unto  the  Eternal,  them  have  1  given 

13  thee.  The  firstling  of  every  thing  in  their  land,  which 
they  shall  bring  unto  the  Eternal,  shall  be  thine :  every 

14  one  that  is  clean  in  thine  house  shall  eat  of  it.  Eveiy 

15  thing  doomed  in  Israel  shall  be  thine.  Every  first 
offspring  of  the  womb  in  all  flesh,  which  they  offer  unto 
the  Eternal,  whether  it  be  of  men  or  beasts,  shall  be  thine: 
nevertheless  the  firstborn  of  man  shalt  thou  surely  re¬ 
deem,4  and  the  firstborn  of  unclean  beasts  shalt  thou 

16  redeem.4  And  those  that  arc  to  be  redeemed,3  from  a 
month  old4  shalt  thou  redeem,4  according  to  thy  valua¬ 
tion,  for  the  money  of  five  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  the 

17  holiness,  which  is  twenty  gerahs.  But  the  firstborn  of  any 
of  the  herd,  the  firstborn  of  a  lamb,  or  the  firstborn  of  a 
goat,  thou  Bh&lt  not  redeem;4  they  are  holy7:  thou  shalt 
sprinkle  their  blood  upon  the  altar,  and  shalt  cause  their 


18  odour  unto  the  Eternal  And  the  flesh  of  them 
be  thine,  as  the  wave  breast  and  as  the  right  shoulder11 

4  fat  1  brightnew.  3  beginning.  *  release.  *  released.  *  a  son  of. 
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1 9  are  thine.*  All  the  heave  offerings  of  the  holy  things 
which  the  children  of  Israe]  heave  unto  the  Eternal,  have 
1  given  thee  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  daughters  with  thee, 
by  a  statute  for  ever :  it  is  a  covenant  of  salt  for  ever 
before  the  Eternal  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  with 

20  thee.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Aaron,  Thou  slialt 
not  inherit  iu  their  land,  neither  shalt  thou  have  any 
portion  in  the  midst  of  them :  I  am  thy  portion  and 

21  thine  inheritance  among  the  children  of  Israel.  And, 
behold,  I  have  given  the  children  of  Levi  all  the  tithes 
in  Israel  in  exchange  for  an  inheritance,  for  their  service 
which  they  perform,9  even  the  service  of  the  appointed 

22  tent.  Neither  must  the  children  of  Israel  further  appr  oach 

23  the  appointed  tent,  lest  they  bear  sin  and  die.  But  the 
Levites  shall  perform9  the  service  of  the  appointed  tent, 
and  they  shall  hear  their  iniquity.  It  shall  be  an  ordi¬ 
nance  throughout  your  generations,  that  among  the 

24  children  of  Israel  they  nave  no  inheritance.  But 
the  tithes  of  the  children  of  Israel,  which  they  heave  at 
an  heave  offering,  unto  the  Eternal,  I  have  given  to  the 
Levites  as  an  inheritance :  therefore  I  have  said  unto 
them,  Among  the  children  of  Israel  they  shall  have  no 
inheritance. 


25  25  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Muses,  saying.  And 
unto  the  Levites  shalt  thou  speak,  and  say  unto  them, 
When  yc  take  of  the  children  of  Israel  the  tithes,  which 
I  have  given  you  from  them  for  your  inheritance,  then 
yc  shall  heave  an  heave  offering  of  it  for  the  Eternal, 

27  wen  a  tithe  of  the  tithe.  And  this  your  heave  offering 
shall  he  reckoned1  unto  you  as  though  it  were  the  com 
of  the  threshing  floor,  and  as  the  fulness  of  the  wine 

28  press.  Thus  ye  also  shall  heave  an  heave  offering  uuto 
the  Eternal  of  all  your  tithes  which  ye  Lake  from 
the  children  of  Israel ;  and  yc  shall  give  thereof  the 

29  heave  offering  of  the  Eternal,  to  Aaron  the  priest.  Out 
of  all  your  gifts  ye  shall  heave  every  heave  offering  of 
die  Eternal,  all  the  best3  thereof/  even  the  hallowed  part? 

30  thereof,  out  of  it. .  And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  YVhen 
ye  have  heaved  the  best3  thereof  from  it,  then  it  shall 
be  counted1  unto  the  Levites  as  the  increase  of  the 


threshing-floor,  and  as  the  increase  of  the  winepress. 

31  Andyc  shall  eat  it  in  every  place,  ye  and  your 

households  :*  for  it  it  your  hire  in  exchange  for 

32  your  service  in  the  appointed  tent.  And  ye  shall 

Dear  no  sin  by  reason  of  it,  when  ye  have  heaved  from 
it  the  best3  of  it:  neither  shall  ye  profane  the  holy 
things  of  tho  children  of  Israel,  lest  ye  die. 
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Ciiap.  XIX. 

1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  and  unto  Aaron, 

2  saying,  This  is  the  ordinance  of  the  law  which  the 
Eternal  hath  commanded,  saying,  Speak  unto  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  that  they  take  thee  a  red  cow  without 
spot,1  wherein  u  no  blemish,  and  upon  which  never 

3  came  yoke.  And  ye  Bhall  give  her  unto  Eleazar  the 
priest,  that  he  may  bring  her  forth  without  the  camp, 

4  and  one  shall  slaughter  her  before  his  face.  And  Eleazar 
the  priest  shall  take  of  her  blood  with  his  finger,  and 
sprinkle*  of  her  blood  towards  the  front  side*  of  the  ap- 

6  pointed  tent  seven  times.  An do»e  shall  bum  the  cow  be¬ 
fore  his  eyes;  her  skin,  and  her  flesh,  aud  her  blood,  with 

6  her  dung,  shall  he  bum:  And-  the  priest  shall  take  cedar 

■  wood,  and  hyssop,  and  crimson,4  ana  cast  it  into  the  midst 

7  of  the  burning  or  the  cow,  Then  the  priest  shall  wash  his 
garments,  ana  he  shall  lave  his  flesh  in  water,  and  after¬ 
wards  he  shall  come  into  the  camp,  but  the  priest  shall 

8  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  he  that  bumeth  her 
shall  wash  his  garments  in  water,  and  lave  his  flesh  in 

9  water,  and  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  a  man 
that  is  clean  shall  gather  the  ashes  of  the  cow,  and  place 
them  without  the  camp  in  a  clean  place,  and  it  shall  be 
os  a  charge  for  the  congregation  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  for  a  water  of  separation :  it  is  a  purification  for 

10  sin.6  And  he  that  gathcrcth  the  ashes  of  the  cow  shall 
wash  his  garments  and  be  unclean  until  the  even:  and 
it  shall  be  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  unto  the 
stranger  that  sojoumeth  among  them,  for  an  ordinance 

11  for  ever.  He  that  toucheth  a  dead  body  of  any  man 

12  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.  He  shall  purify  himself 
with  it  on  the  third  day,  and  on  the  seventh  day  he 
shall  be  clean:  but  if  he  purify  not  himself  on  the  third 

1 3  day,  then  on  the  seventh  day  he  shall  not  be  clean.  Who¬ 
soever  toucheth  a  dead  bodtf  of  any  man  that  died,  and 
purifieth  not  himself,  defilcth  the  dwelling  of  the 
Eternal ;  and  that  soul  shall  be  cat  off  from  Israel :  be¬ 
cause  the  water  of  separation  was  not  sprinkled  upon 
him,  he  shall  be  unclean ;  his  unclcanness  is  yet  upon 

14  him.  This  is  the  law  when  a  man  dieth  in  a  tent; 
all  that  come  into  the  tent,  and  all  that  is  in  the  tent, 

1  perfect.  -  spatter.  3  face.  4  shining  worm.  5  a  sin  offering.  6  ■  soul. 
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15  shall  be  unclean  seven  (lays.  And  every  open  ves¬ 
sel,  which  hath  no  lid  bound  upon  it,  is  unclean. 

16  And  whosoever  toucheth  one  that  is  pierced  with 
a  sword  in  the  open1  fields,  or  a  dead  body,  or  a 
bone  of  a  man,  or  a  grave,3  shall  be  unclean  seven 

17  days.  And  for  an  unclean  person  they  shall  take 
of  the  dust  of  the  burnt  cow  of  purification  for  sin,* 
and  running1  water  shall  be  put5  thereto  in  a  vessel ; 

1 8  And  a  dean,  person  shall  take  hyssop,  and  dip  it  in  the 
water,  and  sprinkle4  it  upon,  the  tent,  and  upon  all  the 
vessels^  and  upon  the  persons7  that  were  there,  and 
upon  him  that  touched  a  bone,  or  one  piercedj'or  one 

19  dead,  or  a  grave:3  And  the  clean  person  shall 
sprinkle6  upon  the  uuclean  on  the  third  day,  and  on  the 
seventh  day;  and  ou  the  seventh  day  he  shall  purify 
him,  and  he  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  lave  himself  in 

20  water,  and  shall  be  clean  at  even.  But  thc:  man  that 
shall  be  unclean,  and  shall  not  purify  hinisef£  that  soul 
shall  be  cut  off  from  among  the  assembly,  because  he 
hath  defiled  the  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal :  the  water  of 
separation  hath  not  been  sprinkled6  upon  him ;  he  is 

2 1  uncteau.  And  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  unto 
them  ;  he  that  sprinkleth*  the  water  of  separation 
shall  wash  his  garments,  and  he  that  tonchetli  the  water 

22  of  separation  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  what¬ 
soever  the  uuclean  person  toucheth  shall  be  uuclean ; 
and  the  soul  that  toucheth  him  shall  be  unclean  until 
the  even. 

Chap.  XX. 


1  Tries  came  the  children  of  Israel,  even  the  whole  con¬ 
gregation,  into  the  desert  of  Zin,  in  the  first  month : 
anu  the  people  abode  in  Kadcsh;  and  Miriam  died 

2  there,  and  was  huried  there.  And  there  was  no  water 
for  the  congregation :  and  they  assembled  themselves 

3  against  Moses  and  against  Aaron.  And  the  people 
quarrelled  with  Moses,  and  spake,  saying,  Would 
that  we  had  died  when  our  brethren  died  before  the 


4  Eternal  l  And  why  have  yc  brought  up  the  assem¬ 
bly  of  the  Eternal  into  this  desert,  tliaL  we  and  our 

5  beasts  should  die  there  ?  And  wherefore  have  yc  made 
us  to  come  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  bring  us  in  unto  this 
evil  place?  it  is  no  place  of  seed,  or  of  figs,  or  of  vines, 
or  of  pomegranates ;  neither  is  there  any  water  to  drink. 

6  And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  from  the  presence10  of  the 
assembly  unto  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent, 

1  face  of  the.  *  burying. place,  3  sin  offering.  Miring.  a  given.  *  spatter. 

1  »o  uli.  *  sputtered.  *  ipiUcrelti,  10  face. 
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and  they  fell  upon  their  faces ;  and  the  glory  of  the 
Eternal  appeared  unto  them. 

7  8  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Take 
the  staff,  and  assemble  thou  the  assembly  together,  thou 
and  Aaron  thy  brother,  and  speak  ye  unto  the  rock 
before  their  eyes ;  and  it  shall  give  forth  its  water,  and 
thou  shaft  bring  forth  to  them  water  out  of  the  rock : 
so  thou  sh&lt  give  the  congregation  and  their  beasts1 

9  drink.  And  Moses  took  the  staff  from  before  the 

10  Eternal,  as  he  commanded  him.  And  Moses  and 
Aaron  assembled  the  congregation  before  the  rock ; 
and  he  said  unto  them.  Hear  now,  ye  rebels ;  must  we 

1 1  bring  you  forth  water  out  of  this  rock ?  And  Moses 
lifted  up*  bis  hand,  and  with  his  staff  he  smote  the  rock 
twice;  and  the  water  came  out  abundantly;  and  the 

12  congregation  drank,  and  their  beasts1  also.  And 
the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  Aaron,  Because 
ye  believed  me  not,  to  sanctify  me  in  the  eyes  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  therefore  ye  shall  not  bring  this  as- 

13  sembly  into  the  land  which  I  have  given  them.  This 
in  the  water  of  Meribah;  because  tbe  children  of  Israel 
quarrelled  with  the  Eternal,  and  he  was  sanctified  in  them. 

14  And  Moses  sent  messengers  from  ELadesb  unto  the 
king  of  Edom,  Thus  saith  thy  brother  Israel,  Thou 

15  knowest  all  the  travail  that  hath  befallen3  us.  How 
our  fathers  went  down  into  Egypt,  and  we  have  ahode 
in  Egypt  a  long  time  ;4  and  the  Egyptians  did  evil  unto 

16  us  and  our  fathers:  And  when  we  cried  unto  the 
Eternal,  he  heard  our  voice,  and  sent  a  messenger,  and 
hath  brought  us  furth  out  of  Egypt ;  and,  behold,  we 
are  in  Kauesh,  a  city  in  the  extremity  of  thy  boundaries. 

17  Let  us  pass,  I  pray  thee,  through  thy  country :  we  will 
not  pass  through  the  fields,  or  through  the  vineyards, 
neither  will  we  drink  of  the  water  of  the  wells;  we  will 
go  by  the  king's  Ai^A-way,  we  will  not  turn3  to  the 
right  nor  to  the  left,  until  we  have  passed  thy  bounda- 

13  rics.  And  Edom  said  unto  him,  Thou  shalt  not  pass 
hy  me,  lest  I  come  out  towards  thee  with  the  sword. 

19  And  the  children  of  Israel  said  unto  him,  We  will  go 
by  the  highway;  and  if  I  and  my  cattle  drink  of  thy 
water,  then  I  will  pay  its  price :  I  will  only,  without 

20  doing  any  thing  else,  go  through  on  my  feet.  And  he 
said,  Thou  shaft  not  go  through.  And  Edom  came  out 
towards  him  with  much6  people,  and  with  a  strong  hand. 

21  Thus  Edom  refused  to  give  Israel  passage7  through  his 
boundary:  wherefore  Israel  turned  away°  from  him. 

i  touts  of  pasture.  9  heaved.  9  found.  6  many  days.  4  incline.  6a  heavy 
,  1  to  past.  *  inclined. 
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22  And  the  children  of  Israel,  even  the  whole  congregation, 
journeyed  from  Kadesh,  and  came  unto  mount  Hor. 

23  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  and  Aaron  In  mount 
Hor,  by  the  boundary  of  the  land  of  Edom,  saying, 

24  Aaron  shall  be  gathered  unto  his  peoples ;  for  he  shall 
not  come  into  the  land  which  I  have  given  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  because  ye  rebelled  against  my  word1 

25  at  the  water  of  Meribah.  Take  Aaron  and  Eleazar  his 

26  son,  and  bring  them  up  unto  mount  Ilor ;  And  strip9 
Aaron  of  his  garments,  and  put  them  upon.  Eleazar  his 
son :  and  Aaron  shall  be  gathered  unto  his  people,  and 

27  shall  die  there.  And  Moses  did  as  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  :  and  they  went  up  into .  mount  Hor,  in  the 

28  eyes  of  all  the  congregation.  And  Moses  stripped* 
Aaron  of  his  garments^  and  put  them  upon  Eleazar  his 
son  ;  and  Aaron  died  there  in  the  top4  of  the  mount : 
and  Moses  and  Eleazar  came  down  from  the  mount* 

29  And  when  all  ' the  congregation  saw  that  Aaron  had 
expired,  they  wept  for  Aaron  thirty  days,  even  oil  the 
house  of  Israel. 

Chap.  XXL 

1  And  when  the  king  of  Arad  the  Canaanite,  the  inhabi¬ 
tant  of  the  south,  heard  that  Israel  came  by  the  way  of 
Atharim ;  then  he  fought  against  Israel,  and  took*  some 

2  of  them  prisoners.  And  Israel  vgwed  a  vow  unto  the 
Eternal,  and  said.  If  thou  wilt  indeed  give  this  people 
into  my  hand,  then  I  will  doom  their  cities  to  destruction. 

3  And  the  Eternal  hearkened  to  the  voice  of  Israel,  and 
delivered  up6  the  Canaanitcs;  and  they  doomed  them 
and  their  cities  to  destruction :  and  he  called  the  name 
of  the  place  Hormah. 

4  And  tneyjourneyed  from  mount  Hor  by  the  way  of  the 
Red  Sea7,  to  compass  the  land  of  Edom ;  and  the  soul 
of  the  people  was  much  discouraged8  because  of  the 

5  way.  And  the  people  spake  against  God,  and  against 
Moses,  Wherefore  have  ye  brought  us  up  out  of  Egypt, 
to  die  in  the  desert  7  for  there  is  no  bread,  neither  is 
there  any  water;  and  our  soul  is  harrassed  through  this 

6  light  bread.  And  the  Eternal  sent  forth  huming  ser¬ 
pents  among  the  people,  and  they  bit  the  people ;  and 

7  much  people  of  Israel  died.  Therefore  the  peo- 

Ele  came  to  Moses,  and  said.  We  have  sinned,  for  we 
ave  spoken  against  the  Eternal  and  against  thee; 
pray  unto  the  Eternal,  that  he  remove  the  serpents 

1  mouth*  2  amootheo*  3  smoothed.  *  head*  *  captured.  *  gave* 

7  sea  of  reed*-  *  abort. 
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8  from  us.  And  Moses  prayed  for  the  people.  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Make  thee  a  homing  serpent, 
and  put  it  upon  a  banner:  and  it  Bhall  come  to  pass; 
that  every  one  that  is  bitten,  when  he  seeth  it,  shall 

9  live.  And  Moses  made  a  serpent  of  copper,  and  put 
it  upon  a  banner :  and  it  came  to  pass,  that  if  a  serpent 
had  bitten  any  man,  when  he  beheld  the  serpent  of 

10  copper,  he  lived.  And  the  children  of  Israeljoumeyed, 

11  and  eDcamped  in  Oboth.  And  they  journeyed  from 
Oboth,  and  encamped  at  Ije-abarim,  in  the  desert  which 

12  ts  before  Moab,  towards  the  sun-rising.  From  thence 
they  journeyed,  and  encamped  at  the  brook  of  Zercd. 

13  From  thence  they  journeyed,  and  encamped  on  the  other 
side  of  Arnon,  which  is  in  the  desert  tliat  cometh  out 
of  the  boundary  of  the  Amorites:  for  Amon  is  the 
boundary  of  Moab,  between  Moab  and  the  Amorites. 

14  Wherefore  it  is  said  iu  the  book  of  the  wars  of  the 
Eternal,  Waheb  in  Sufa  and  Atdou  among  the  brooks, 

15  And  the  discharge  of  the  brooks  that  inclincth  to 
Shebclh-Ar  and  leaneth  upon  the  boundary  of  Moab. 

1G  And  from  thence  they  i oent  to  the  well:  that  is  the  well 
whereof  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  Assemble  the 

IV  people,  and  1  will  give  them  water.  Then  Israel  sang 

18  this  song,  Come  up,  O  well;  sing1  yc  unto  it;*  The 
princes  digged  the  .well,  the  nobles  of  the  people  hol¬ 
lowed  it,  by  the  direction  of  the  law-giver,  with  their 
stavea*  And  from  the  desert  they  went  to  Mattanah ; 

19  And  from  Mattanah  to  Nahaliel:  and  from  Nahalicl  to 

20  Bamoth :  And  from  Barnolh  to  the  Gay,  that  is  in  the 
field  of  Moab,  to  the  top9  of  Pisgah,  and  is  discerned 
upon  the  face  of  the  desert.4 

21  And  Israel  sent  messengers  unto  Sihon  king  of  the 

22  Amorites,  saying,  Let  me  pass  through  thy  land :  we 
will  nut  turn9  into  the  fields,  or  into  the  vineyards ;  we 
will  not  drink  of  the  waters  of  the  well:  but  we  will  go 
along  by  the  king’s  high- way,  until  we  be  past  thy  boun- 

23  dunes.  And  Sihon  would  not  suffer6  Israel  to  pass 
through  his  boundary;  but  Sihon  assembled  all  his  peo¬ 
ple  together,  and  went  out  against  Israel  into  the  desert: 

24  and  he  came  to  Jahaz,  and  fought  against  Israel.  And 
Israel  smote  him  with  the  edge'  of  the  B\vord,  and  pos¬ 
sessed  his  land  from  Amon  unto  Jabbok,  even  unto  die 
children  of  Ammon :  for  the  boundary  of  the  children 

25  of  Ammon  was  powerful.  And  Israel  took  all  these 

1  answer.  -  props.  3  head.  1  solitude.  *  ineliue.  *  give.  1  mouth. 
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cities :  and  Israel  abode  in  all  the  cities  of  the  Amor- 

26  ites,  in  Heshbon,  and  in  all  the  villages1  thereof.  For 
Heshbon  was  the  city  of  Sihon  the  king  of  the  Amoritcs, 
who  had  fought  against  the  former  king  of  Moab,  and 
taken  all  his  land  out  of  his  hand,  even  unto  Amon. 

27  Wherefore  they  that  speak  in  parables  say,  Come  into 
Heshbon,  let  the  city  of  Sihon  be  built  and  established : 

28  For  there  is  a  fire  gone  out  of  Heshbon,  a  flame  from 
the  city  of  Sihon  :  ‘  it  hath  consumed3  At  of  Moab,  and 

29  the  owners  of  the  high  places  of  Arnon.  Woe  to  thec, 
Moab!  thou  art  perished,  0  people  of  Chemosh:  he 
hath  given  his  sons  that  escaped,  and  his  daughters, 

30  into  captivity  unto  Sihon  king  of  the  Amorites.  We 
have  shot  at  them :  Heshbon  is  perished  even  unto 
Dibon,  and  we  have  laid  them  waste  even  unto  Nbphah, 

31  which  reachetk  UDto  Mcdeba.  Thus  Israel  abode  in 

32  the  laud  of  the  Amorites.  And  Moses  sent  to  search 
Jaazer ;  and  they  conquered  the  villages1  thereof  and 

33  dispossessed  ihe  Amorites  that  were  there.  And  they 
turned,  and  went  up  by  the  way  of  Bashan :  and  Og 
the  King  of  Bashan  went  out  towards  them,  he  and  oil 

34  his  people,  to  the  war  at  Edrei.  And  the  Eternal  said 
unto  Moses,  Fear  him  not;  for  I  have  given  him  inti) 
thy  hand,  and  all  his  people,  and  his  land ;  and  thou 
shalt  do  to  him  as  thou  didst  unto  Sihon  king  of  the 

35  Amorites,  who  abode  at  Heshbon.  So  they  smote  him, 
and  his  sons,  and  all  his  people,  until  there  remained 
no  remnant  of  him :  and  they  possessed  his  land. 

Chat.  XXII. 

1  And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed,  and  encamped  in 
the  plains  of  Moab,  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan  by  Jericho. 

2  And  Balak,  the  son  of  Zippor,  saw  all  that  Israel  had 

3  done  to  the  Amorites.  And  Moab  was  sore  afraid  of 
the  people,  because  they  were  many:  and  Moab  wa9 

4  harassed  because  of  the  children  of  Israel.  And  Moab 
said  unto  the  elders  of  Midian,  Now  shall  this  assembly 
lick  up  all  that  are  round  about  us,  as  one  of  the  herd 
licketn  up  the  green  herb  of  the  field.  And  Balak,  the 
son  of  Zippor,  vxts  king  of  the  Moabites  at  that  time. 

6  He  sent  messengers,  therefore,  unto  Balaam,  the  son  of 
Beor,  to  Pethor,  which  is  by  the  river  of  the  land  of  the 
children  of  his  people,  to  call  him,  saying,  Behold,  there 

1  daughters.  *  eaten*

is  a  people  come  out  from  Egypt:  behold,  they  cover 
the  race'  of  the  earth,  and  they  abide  over  against  me. 

6  Come  now,  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  curse  me  this  people, 
for  they  are  too  mighty  for  me :  peradventure  I  shall 
prevail,  that  we  may  smite  them,  and  that  I  may  drive 
them  out  of  the  land :  for  I  know  that  he  whom  thou 
biessest  is  blessed,  and  he  whom  thou  cuisest  is 

7  cursed,  And  the  elders  of  Moab,  and  the  elders  of 
Midian,  went  with  the  rewards  of  divination  in  their 
hand ;  and  they  came  unto  Balaam,  and  spake  unto  him 

8  the  words  of  Balak.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Lodge 
here  this  night,  and  1  will  bring*  you  word  again,  as  the 
Eternal  shall  speak  unto  me :  And  the  -officers  of  Moab 

9  abode  with  Balaam.  And  God  came  nnto  Balaam, 

10  and  said,  Who  are  these  men  with  thee  ?  And  Balaam 
said  unto  God,  Balak,  the  son  Zippor,  king  of  Moab, 

1 1  hath  sent  unto  me,  saying,  Behold,  there  is  a  people 
coine  out  of  Egypt,  and  it  covereth  the  face1  of  the 
earth :  come  now,  imprecate  me  them ;  peradventure  I 
shall  he  able  to  fight  with  them,  and  drive  them  out. 

12  And  God  said  unto  Balaam,  Thou  ehalt  not  go  with 
them;  thou  shalt  not  curse  the  people:  for  they  are 

13  blessed.  And  Balaam  rose  up  in  tne  morning,  and 
said  unto  the  officers  of  Balak,  Go  into  your  land :  for 
the  Eternal  refuseth  to  give  me  lettve  to  go  with  you. 

1 4  And  the  officers  of  Moan  rose  up,  and  they  went  unto 

1 5  Balak,  and  said,  Balaam  refuseth  to  go  with  us.  And 
Balak  sent  yet  again*  officers,  more,  and  more  honorable 

16  than  they.  And  they  came  to  Balaam,  and  said  to 
him.  Thus  saith  Balak,  the  son  of  Zippor,  Let  nothing, 

1 7  1  pray  thee,  hinder  thee  from  coming  unto  me ;  For  1 
will  honor  thee  exceedingly,  and  I  will  do  whatsoever 
thou  sayest  unto  me :  come,  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  im- 

18  precate  me  this  people  And  Balaam  answered  and 
said  unto  the  servants  of  Balak,  If  Balak  would  give  mo 
his  house  full  of  silver  and  gold,  I  cannot  go  beyond  the 
word4  of  the  Eternal  my  God,  to  do  less  or  more. 

19  Now,  therefore,  I  pray  you,  abide  ye  also  here  this 
night,  that  I  may  know  wnat  the  Eternal  will  say  unto 

20  me  more.9  And  God  came  unto  Balaam  at  night, 
aod  said  unto  him.  If  the  men  come  to  call  thee, 
rise  up,  and  go  with  them ;  but  yet  the  word  which 

21  I  Bhall  speak  unto  thee,  that  shalt  thou  do.  And 

*  cya  *  restore.  *  continued  to  send.  *  pass  the  mouth.  *  continnath 

to  speak  unto  me. 
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Balaam  rose  up  in  the  morning,  and  saddled1  his 

22  she-ass,  and  went  with  the  officers  of  Moab.  And 
God’s  wrath  glowed  because  he  went:  and  the  angel* 
of  the  Eternal  placed  himself  in  the  way  for  a  hinderer 
against  him.  Now  he  was  riding  upon  bis  she-ass,  and 

23  his  two  lads  were  with  him.  And  the  she-ass  saw  the 
angel*  of  the  Eternal  placed  in  the  way,  and  his  sword 
drawn  in  his  hand :  and  the  she-ass  turned  aside3  out 
of  the  way,  and  went  into  the  field ;  and  Balaam  smote 

24  the  she-ass,  to  incline  her  into  the  way.  B  ut  the  angel*  of 
the  Eternal  stood  in  a  hollow  path  of  the  vineyards,  a 
fence  being  on  this  tide,  and  a  fence  on  that  side. 

25  And  when  the  she-ass  saw  the  angel  of  the  Eternal,  she 
pressed  herself  unto  the  wall,  and  pressed  Balaam’s  foot 

26  against  the  wall ;  and  he  smote  her  again.1  And  the 
angel*  of  the  Eternal  went-  further,4  and  stood  in  a 
narrow  place,  where  was  no  way  to  incline,  cither  to 

27  the  right  or  the  left.  And  when  the  she-ass  saw  the 

S’3  of  the  Eternal,  she  crouched  under  Balaam :  and 
m*s  wrath  glowed,  and  he  smote  the  she-ass  with 
28  a  stick.  And  the  Eternal  opened  the  mouth  of  the 
she-ass ;  and  she  said  unto  Balaam,  What  have  I  done 
unto  thee,  that  thou  hast  smitten  me  these  three  times? 
29  And  Balaam  said  unto  the  she-ass.  Because  thou  hast 
mocked  me :  I  w&uld  there  were  a  sword  in  mine  hand, 
30  for  now  would  I  slay  thee.  And  the  she-ass  said  unto 
Balaam,  Am  not  I  thy  she-ass,  upon  which  thou  hast 
ridden  ever  since  thy  existence  unto  this  day  ?  was  I 
ever  wont  to  do  so  unto  thee  ?  And  he  said.  Nay. 
31  Then  the  Eternal  uncovered  the  eyes  of  Balaam,  and 
he  saw  the  angcls  of  the  Eternal  placed  in  the  way,  and 
his  sword  drawn  in  his  hand :  and  he  bowed  down  his 
32  head  and  prostrated  himself  on  his  face.3  And  the 
angel*  of  the  Eternal  said  unto  him,  Wherefore  host 
thou  Bmitten  thv  she-ass  these  three  times  ?  behold,  I 
went  out  as  a  hinderer,  because  thy  way  is  perverse) 
33  before  me:  And  the  she-ass  saw  me,  and  turned3 
from  me  these  three  times :  unless  she  had  turned3 
from  me,  surely  now  also  I  had  slain  thee,  and  kept  her 
34  alive.  And  Balaam  mid  unto  the  angel*  of  the  Eternal, 
I  have  sinned ;  for  I -knew  not  that  thou  was  placed  in 
the  way  against  me :  now,  therefore,  if  it  be  evil  in  thy 
35  eyes,'  I  win  return.  And  the  angel*  of  the  Eternal  said 
unto  Balaam,  Go  with  the  men :  hut  only  the  word  that 
I  shall  speak  unto  thee,  that  thou  shalt  speak.  So  Balaam 

1  bound.  *  messenger.  *  inclined.  *  continued.  4  nostril*. 
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36  vent  with  the  officers  of  Balak.  And  when  Balak 
heard  that  'Balaam  was  dome,  he  went  out  towards  him 
unto  Eir  Moab,  which  is  in  the  boundary  of  Amon, 

37  which  is  the  extremity  of  the  boundary.  And  Balak 
said  unto  Balaam,  Did  I  not  earnestly  send  unto  thee 
to  call  thee  ?  wherefore  earnest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  am 

36  1  not  able  indeed  to  honor  thee?  And  Balaam  said 
unto  Balak,  Lo,  I  am  come  unto  thee :  have  I  now  any 
power  ut  all1  to  say2  any  thing?  the  word  that  God 

39  putteth  in  niy  mouth,  that  shall  I  apeak.  And  Balaam 
went  with  Balak,  and  they  came  unto  Kiijath-huzoth. 

40  And  Balak  sacrificed  of  the  herd  and  flock,  and  sent 
away  of  it  to  Balaam,  and  to  the  officers  that  were  with 

41  him.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  Balak 
took  Balaam,  and  brought  him  up  to  Bamoth  Baal,  t-W 
thence  he  might  see  the  utmost  parf  of  the  people^ 

Chap.  XXUX 

1  And  Balaam  said  unto  Balak,  Build  me  here  seven 
altars,  and  prepare  me  here  seven  bulls  and  seven  rams. 

2  And  Balak  did  as  Balaam  had  spoken ;  and  Balak  and 

3  Balaam  offered4  on  every  altar  a  bull  and  a  ram.  Ami 
Balaam  said  unto  Balak,  Place  thyself  by  thy  burnt* 
offering,  and  I  will  go ;  peradventure  the  Eternal  will 
happen  to  meet2  me :  and  what  thing  soever  he  sheweth 
me  1  will  tell  thee.  And  he  went  to  an  elevated  place. 

4  And  God  happened  to  meet  Balaam :  and  he  said  unto 
him,  The  seven  altars  I  have  set  in  order,  and  I  have 

5  offered4  upon  every  altar  a  bull  and  a  ram.  And  the 
Eternal  put  a  word  in  Balaam’s  mouth,  and  said.  Re¬ 
ft  turn  unto  Balak,  and  thus  thou  shalt  speak.  And  he 

returned  unto  him;  and,  lo,  he  was  placed  hy  his 

7  bumt-offering,  he,  and  all  the  officers  of  Moab.  And 
he  took4  up  his  parable,  and  said,  Balak  the  king  of 
Moab  hath  brought7  me  from  Aram,  out  of  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  the .  east,  saving.  Come,  curse  me  Jacob,  and 

8  come,  defy8  Israel.  How  shall  I  imprecate,  whom  God 
hath  not  imprecated?  or  how  shall  I  be  indignant,  if  the 

9  Eternal  is  not  indignant?  For  from  the  top9  of  the 
crags,  I  see  him,  and  from  the  hills  I  view  him ;  lo,  the 
people  shall  dwell  solitary,  and  shall  not  reckon  itself 

10  among  the  nations.  Who  hath  counted  the  dust  of 
Jacob,  and  the  number  of  the  fourth  part  of  Israel  f 
Let  me  die  the  death  of  the  upright,  and  let  my  last 

11  end10  be  like  his!  And  Balak  said  unto  Balaam,  What 

1  am  I  now  able.  *  apeak.  1  extremity;  *  brought  up.  4  towards.  *  lifted4 
1  guided.  *  be  indignant  at.  *  bead.  M  reinoteue&t. 
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bast  thou  done  unto  me?  I  took  thee  to  imprecate  mine 
enemies,  and,  behold,  thou  hast  blessed  them  altogether. 

12  And  he  answered  and  said.  Must  I  not  take  heed1  to 
speak  that  which  the  Eternal  hath  put  in  iny  mouth  ? 

13  And  Balak  said  unto  him.  Come,  I  pray  thcc,  with  me 
unto  another  place,  from  whence  thou  mayest  see 
them:  thou  shalt  see  but  a  part'*  of  them,  and  shalt 
not  see  them  all ;  and  imprecate  me  them  from  thence. 

14  And  he  took  him  up  to  the  field  of  Zophim,  to  the 
■  top3  of  Piagnh,  and  built  seven  altars,  and  offered1  a 

1 5  bull  and  a  ram  on  every  altar.  And  he  said  unto  Balak, 
Place  thyself  here  by  thy  burnt-offering,  while  I  re^ir* 

16  yonder.  And  the  Eternal  happened  to  meet  Balaam, 
and  put  a  word  in  his  mouth,  and  said.  Return  unto 

17  Balak,  and  thus  shalt  thou  speak.  And  when  he  came 
to  him,  behold,  he  was  placed  by  bis  burnt-offering,  and 
the  officers  of  Moab  with  him.  And  Balak  said  unto 

18  him.  What  hath  the  Eternal  spoken?  And  he  took0 
up  his  parable,  ‘and  said,  Rise  up,  Balak,  and  hear ; 

19  hearken  unto  me,  thou  Bon  of  Zipi>or :  God  is  not  a 
man,  that  he  should  be  false ;  neither  the  son  of  man, 
that  he  should  repent :  hath  he  said,  and  shall  he  not 
do  it  ?  or  hath  he  spoken,  and  shall  he  not  establish  it  ? 

20  Behold,  I  have  received7  commandment  to  bless ;  and  he 

2 1  hath  blessed ;  and  I  cannot  reverse8  it.  He  hath  not 
beheld  iniquity  in  Jacob,  neither  hath  he  seeu  trouble 
in  Israel :  the  Eternal  his  God  is  with  him,  and  the 

22  shout9  of  a  king  is  among  them.  God  that  brought 
them  out  of  Egypt :  is  tu  them  as  the  strength)]  of  a 

23  buffalo.  g  Surely  there  is  no  enchantment  in  Jaeoh, 
neither  is  tltere  any  divination  in  Israel :  in  due  time  it 
shall  be  said  to  Jacob  and  to  Israel,  What  God  hath 

24  wrought.  Behold,  the  people  shall  rise  up  as  a 
lioness,  and  lift  up  himself  as  a  lion :  he  shall  not  lie 
down  until  he  eat  qf  the  prey,  and  drink  the  blood  of 

25  the  pierced,11  And  Balak  said  unto  Balaam,  Neither 

26  imprecate  them  at  all,  nor  bless  them  at  all.  But 
Balaam  answered  and  said  unto  Balak,  Told  not  I  thee, 
saying  All  that  the  Eternal  speaketh  that  I  must  do? 

27  And  Balak  said  unto  Balaam,  Come,  I  pray  thee,  I 
will  take  thee  unto  another  place :  peradventure  it  will 
be  right  in  the  eyes  of  God  that  thou  mayest  imprecate 

26  me  them  from  thence.  And  Balak  took  Balaam 
unto  the  top8  of  Peor,  that  is  discerned  upon  the 

29  face  of  the  desert.19  And  Balaam  said  unto  Balak, 

1  keep.  *  extremity.  *  head.  4  brought  up.  *  happen,  *  lifted.  1  taken.

Build  me  here  seven  altars,  and  set  me  in  order  here 

30  seven  bulls  and  seven  rams.  And  Baiak  did  as  Balaam 

had  said,  and  offered1  a  bull  and  a  ram  on  every  altar. 

Chap.  XXIV. 

1  And  when  Balaam'  saw  that  it  was  good  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Eternal  to  bless  Israel,  he  went  not,  as  at  other  times, 
to  seek  for  enchantments,*  but  he  set  his  face  towards 

2  the  desert  And  Balaam  lifted  np  his  eyes,  and  he  saw 
Israel  dwelling  &  his  teats  according  to  their  tribes;  and 

3  the  spirit  of  the  Eternal  was  upon  him.  And  he  took* 
up  his  parable,  and  said.  Declaration  of  Balaam  the  son  of 
Beor  and  the  declaration  of  the  strong  man  with  the 

4  penetrating  eye ;  Declaration  of  him  that  heard  the 
savings  of  God,  who  saw  the  vision  of  the  Almighty, 

5  falling,  but  having  his  eyes  uncovered :  How  goodly 
are  thy  tents,  O  Jacob,  and  thy  dwellings,  O  Israel  f 

6  As  the  brookB  that  wind,4  as  gardens  beside  the 
river,  as  the  trees  of  Hgn-aloes  which  the  Eternal 
hath  planted,  and  as  cedar  trees  beside  the  waters. 

7  Water  shall  flow  out  of  his  buckets,  and  his  seed  shall  he 
in  many  waters,  and  his  king  shall  be  more  exalted  than 

8  Agag,  and  his  kingdom  shall  be  elevated.  God  that 
brought  him  out  of  Egypt,  is  to  him  as  the  strength^  of 
a  buffalo; |  he  shall  eat  up  the  notions  his  adversaries, 
and  shall  crush  their  bones,  and  pierce  them  through 

V  with  his  arrows.  He  crouched,  he  lay  down  as  a  lion, 
and  as  a  lioness :  who  shall  stir  him  up?4  Blessed  is  he 
that  blesseth  thee,  and  cursed  is  he  that  curseth  thee. 

10  And  Balak’s  wrath  glowed  against  Balaam,  and  he 
clapped  his  hands  together:  and  Baiak  said  unto  Balaam, 
I  called  thee  to  curse  mine  enemies,  and,  behold,  thou 

11  hast  altogether  blessed  them  these  three  times.  There¬ 
fore  now  flee  thou  to  thy  place :  I  thought6  to  honour 
thee  exceedingly;  but,  lo,  the  Eternal  hath  Kept  thee  back 

12  from  honour.  And  Balaam  said  unto  Baiak,  Spake  I 
not  also  to  thy  messengers  which  thou  sentest  unto  me, 

13  saying.  If  Baiak  would  give  me  his  house  full  of  silver 
and  gold,  I  cannot  go  beyond7  the  commandment*  of  the 
Eternal,  to  do  either  good  or  bad  of  mine  own  mind ; 

14  hut  what  the  Eternal  saith,  that  will  I  speak  ?  And 
now,  behold,  I  go  unto  my  people :  come  therefore,  and 
I  will  advertise*  thee  what  this  people  shall  do  to,  thy 

15  people  in  the  remoteness  of  days.  And  he  took4  up  his 
parable,  and  said.  Declaration  of  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor 
and  declaration  of  the  man  with  the  penetrating  eye : 

brought  up,  *  towards  serpents*  3  lilted.  4  are  inclined.  4  raise  him. 
oon  '  *  ftaiiL  *  nau.  3  ttiouLk.  *  COnnflcL 
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10  Declaration  of  him  that  heard  the  sayings  of  God,  and 
knoweth  the  knowledge  of  the  Most  High,  who  sccth 
the  vision  of  the  Almighty,  falling,  but  having  his 

17  eyes  uncovered.  I  see  him,  but  not  now;  I  perceive 
him,  but  not  nigh:  a  Star  steppeth  out  of  Jacob, 
and  a  rod  riseth  out  of  Israel,  and  pierceth  the 
comers  of  Moab,  and  dasheth  all  the  children  of  Sheth. 

18  And  Edom  shall  be  a  possession,  Seir  also  shall  he  a 
possession  for  bis  enemies;  and  Israel  shall  do  valiantly.1 

19  And  out  of  Jacob  he  shall  rule,  and  destroy  the  remnant 

20  of  the  city.  And  when  he  saw  Anialek,  he  took3  up  his 
parable,  and  said,  Amalek  was  the  beginning  of  nations ; 
but  his  latter  end4  thail  be,  that  he  perish  everlastingly. 

2 1  And  he  saw  the  Kenites,  and  he  took3  up  his  parable, 
and  said.  Firm  is  thy  dwelling-place,  and  thou  puttest  thy 

22  nest  in  a  rock.  Nevertheless  the  Kenite  shall  be  a  waste, 

23  bow  long  ere  Ashur  will  carry  thee  away  captive  ?  And 
he  took3  up  his  parable,  and  said,  Alas,  who  shall  live 

24  when  he  doeth4  this!  And  shins  from  the  landofChittiui 
shall  afflict  Ashur,  and  shall  afflict  Eber,  and  he  also 

25  shall  perish  everlastingly.  And  Balaam  rose  up,  and 
returned  to  his  place :  and  Balak  also  went  his  way. 

Chap.  XXV. 

1  And  Israel  abode  in  Shittim,  and  the  people  began  to 

2  commit  whoredom  with  the  daughters  of  Moab.  And 
they  called  the  people  unto  the  sacrifices  of  their  gods : 
and  the  people  dia  eat,  and  prostrated  themselves  to 

3  their  gods.  And  Israel  was  attached  to  Baal-pcor:  and 

4  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed  against  Israel.  And 
the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Take  all  the  heads  of  the 
people,  and  hang4  them  up  before  the  Eternal  against 
the  sun,  that  the  fierce  wrath  of  the  Eternal  mav  be 

5  turned  away  from  Israel.  And  Moses  said  ante  the 
judges  of  Israel,  Kill  every  one  his  men  that  were  at- 

6  tacned  unto  Baal-peor.  And,  behold  one  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  came,  and  brought*  unto  his  brethren  the 
Midianitish  woman,  in  the  eyes  of  Moses,  and  in  the 
eyes  of  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel, 
who  were  weeping  before  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 

7  tent.  And  when  Phinehas  the  aon  of  Eleasar,  the  son 
of  Aaron  the  priest,  saw  it,  he  rose  up  from  among  the

pestilence  were  twenty  and  four  thousand. 

10  1 1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  saying,'  Phi- 
nehas  the  son  of  Eleazar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest, 
hath  turned1  my  wrath  away  from  the  children  of  Israel, 
while  he  was  zealous  with  my  jealousy  in  the  midst  of 
them,  that  I  do  ns  tuned3  not  the  children  of  Israel  in  my' 

1 2  jealousy.  Wherefore,  say,  Behold,  I  give  uuto  him  my 

1 3  covenant  of  peace :  And  he  shall  have  it,  and  his  seed 
after  lutn,  even  the  covenant  of  a  priesthood  for  ever : 
because  he  was  zealous  for  liis  God,  and  made  an  expia- 

14  tion  for  the  children  of  Israel.  Now  the  name  of  the 
Israelite  that  was  smitten,  even  that  was  smitten  with  the 
Midiauiliah  woman,  was  ZimrL,  the  son  of  Salu,  a  prince 

15  of  a  chief  house1  among  the  Simeonites.  And  the  name 
of  the  Midianitish  woman  that  was  smitten  w<u  Cozbi, 
the  daughter  of  Zur ;  head  of  nations^  and  of  a  chief 
house3  in  Midian.

4  Moab,  by  the  Jordan,  near  Jericho,  saying,  Take  the  sum 
of  the  people,  from  twenty  years  old6  and  upwards :  as 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  and  the  children  of 

5  Israel,  who  went  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  Reu¬ 
ben  the  firstborn  of  Israel:  the  children  of  Reuben; 
Ilanoch,  the  family  of  the  Hanochitc:  of  Pallu,  the 

J  restored.  fcfiuiihrtL  3  kou&e  of  ft  father*  1  word.  *  bear  the  head. 
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6  family  of  the  Palluites:  Of  Hezron,  the  family  of  the 
Hezronites:  of  Carmi,  the  family  of  the  Carmilcs. 

7  These  are  the  families  of  the  Reuljenites;  and  they  that 
were  numbered  of  them  were  forty  and  three  thousand 

8  and  seven  hundred  and  thirty.  And  the  sons  of  Palin: 

9  Eliab.  And  the  sons  of  Enab ;  Nemuel  and  Dathan, 
and  Abiram.  This  is  that  Dathan  and  Abiram  the  called 
ones  of  the  congregation,  who  excited  strife  against 
Moses  and  against  Aaron  in  the  congregation  of  Korah, 

10  when  they  excited  strife  against  the  Eternal.  And 
the  earth  opened  its  mouth,  and  swallowed  them  up 
together  with  Korah,  when  that  congregation  died;  when 
the  fire  devoured1  two  hundred  and  fifty  men :  and  they

43  All  the  families  of  the  Shuhamites,  according  to  those 
that  were  numbered  of  them,  were  threescore  and  four 

44  thousand  and  four  hundred.  Ofihe  children  of  Asher, 
after  their  families:  of  Jimna,  the  family  of  the  Jimnites: 
of  Jesui,  the  family  of  the  Jesuites :  of  Beriah,  ihe 
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45  family  of  the  Reriites.  Of  the  sons  of  Beriah :  of  He¬ 
be  r,  the  families  of  tbe  He  be  rites :  of  MalchicI,  the 

46  family  of  the  Malchieliteg,  And  the  name  of  tbe 

47  daughter  of  Asher  mu  Sarach.  These  are  the  families 
of  the  sons  of  Asher,  according  to  those  that  were  num¬ 
bered  of  them,  who  were  fifty  and  three  thousand  and 

48  four  hundred.  Of  the  sons  of  Naphtaii,  after  their 
families :  of  Jahzeel,  the  family  of  the  Jahzcelttes :  of 

49  Guni,  the  family  of  the  Gnnites:  Of  Jezer,  the  family

52  53  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  saying.  Unto 
these  the  land  shall  be  divided  for  an  inheritance,  ae- 

54  cording  to  the  number  of  names.  To  the  numerous 
thou  shalt  increase  the  inheritance,  and  to  few  thou  shalt 
give  the  less  inheritance:  to  every  one  shall  his  ioheri- 
tance  be  given  according  to  those  that  were  numbered 

55  of  him.  .  Notwithstanding  the  land  shall  be  divided  hy 
lot :  according  to  the  names  of  the  tribes  of  their  fathers

61  Eleazar,  and  Itbamar,  And  Nadab  and  Abihu  died, 
when  they  offered  strange9  fire  before  the  Eternal. 

62  And  those  that  were  numbered1  of  them  were  twenty 
and  three  thousand,  all  males,  from  a  month  old3  and 
upwards :  for  they  were  not  numbered  among  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  because  there  was  no  inheritance  given 

63  them  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of  Israel.  These  are

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they  that  were  numbered1  by  Moses  and  Eleaxar  the

Chap.  XXVII. 

1  Then  approached  the  daughters  of  Zelophehad,  the  son 
of  Hepher,  the  son  of  Gilead,  the  son  of  Machir,  the 
son  of  Manasseh,  of  the  families  of  Manasseh  the  son 
of  Joseph :  and  these  are  the  nameB  of  his  daughters ; 
Mahlah,  Noah,  and  Hoglah,  and  Milcah,  and  Tirzah. 

2  And  they  stood  before  Moses,  and  before  Eleazar  the 
priest,  and  before  the  princes  and  all  the  congregation, 

3  by  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  saying.  Our 
father  died  in  the  desert,  and  he  was  not  in  the  con¬ 
gregation  of  them  that  were  convened  against  the 
Eternal  in  the  congregation  of  Korah;  but  (lied  in  his

daughters  of  Zelophehad  speak  right:  thou  smut  surely 
give  them  a  possession  of  an  inheritance  in  the  midst  of 
their  father’s  brethren ;  and  thou  shah  cause  the  in- 

8  heritance  of  their  father  to  pass  unto  them.  And  thou 
shalt  speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  If  a  man 
die,  and  have  no  son,  then  ye  shall  cause  his  inheritance 

9  to  pass  unto  his  daughter.  Aud  if  he  have  no  daughter, 
then  ye  shall  give  his  inheritance  unto  his  hrethren. 

10  And  if  he  have  no  brethren,  then  ye  shall  give  hie 

11  inheritance  unto  his  father’s  brethren.  Ana  if  his 
father  have  no  brethren,  then  ye  shall  give  his  inherit¬ 
ance  unto  his  kin  that  is  next  to  him  of  his  family,  and 
he  shall  possess  it:  and  it  shall  be  unto  the  children  of 
Israel  an  ordinance  of  judgment,  as  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  Moses. 

12  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Go  up  into 
this  mount  Abarim,  and  see  the  land  which  I  have 

13  given  unto  the  children  of  Israel.  And  when  thou 
ha^t  seen  it  thou  also  shall  be  gathered  unto  thy 

295  1  visited.  1  dim i Dished.  3  offered.  4  judgmeot. 
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14  peoples,  as  Aaron  thy  brother  was  gathered.  Since  ye 
rebelled  against  my  commandment1  in  the  desert  of  Zm, 
in  the  strife  of  the  congregation,  to  sanctify  me  with  the 
water  before  their  eyes :  that  is  the  water  of  Mcribah  in 

15  Kadesb,  in  the  desett  of  Ziix  And  Moses  spake  unto 

16  the  Eternal,  saying,  Let  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  the 
spirits  of  all  flesh,  set  a  man  over  the  congregation, 

17  Who  may  go  out  before  them,  and  who  may  come  in 
before  diem,  and  who  may  lead  them  out,  and  who 
may  bring  them  in;  that  the  congregation  of  the  Eternal 

16  be  not  as  a  flock  which  have  no  shepherd  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Take  thee  Joshua  the  son  of 
Nun,  a  man  in  whom  is  spirit,  and  lay  thine  hand  upon 

19  him;  And  present  him  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and 
before  all  the  congregation :  and  command  him  before 

20  their  eyes.  And  thou  shalt  put3  some  of  thine  honour3 
upon  him,  that  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of 

21  Israel  may  be  obedient4  And  he  shall  stand  before 
Eleazar  the  priest,  who  shall  ask  counsel  for  him,  after 
the  judgment  of  Urim  before  the  Eternal :  at  his  word1 
shall  they  go  out,  and  at  his  word1  they  shall  come  in, 
both  he,  and  all  the  children  of  Israel  with  him,  even  all 

22  the  congregation:  And  Moses  did  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  him;  and  he  took  Joshua,  and  presented 
him  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  before  all  the  con- 

23  gregation ;  *  And  he  laid  his  hands  upon  him,  and 
commanded  him,  as  the  Eternal  spoke  by  the  band 
of  Moses.

7  the  Eternal.  And  the  drink  offering  thereof  shall  be 
tbe  fourth  part  of  an  hin  for  the  one  lamb  i  in  the  holy 
place  shalt  thou  cause  the  strong  drink  to  be  poured 

1  woutlu  *  give.  *  majesty.  4  hear.  *  sons  of  iti*  *  jterfect,  1  make.

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8  unto  the  Eternal  for  a  drink  offering.  And  the  second 
lamb  shall  thou  offer  at  even:*  as  the  oblation  of  the 
morning,  and  as  the  drink  offering  thereof,  thou  shalt 
offer*  it,  a  lire  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the 
Eternal.

6  therein. :  Bui  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering  unto  the 
Eternal  for  a  pleasing  odour ;  one  young  bull,13  one

And  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  seventh 
month  ye  shall  have  a  convocation  of  holiness ;  ye  shall 
do  no  servile  work,3  and  ye  Bhall  celebrate  s  festival  unto 

13  the  Eternal  seven-  days:  And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt 
offering,  a  fire  offering,  of  a  pleasing  odour  unto  the 
Eternal :  thirteen  young  bulls,4  two  rams,  and  fourteen 
lambs  of  one6  year ;  they  shall  be  without  blemish:6 

14  And  their  oblation  shall  be  of  flour  mingled  with  oil, 
three  tenth  deals  to  every1  bull  of  the  thirteen  bulls, 

1 5  two  tenth  deals  to  each1  ram  of  the  two  rams,  And  a 
several  tenth  deal1  to  each7  lamb  of  the  fourteen  lambs ; 

1 6  And  one  kid8  of  the  goats  Jbr  a  sin  offering,  besides  the

And  oil  the  fifth  day  nine  bulls, 
two  rams,  and  fourteen  lambs  of  one6  year,  without 

27  spot:6  And  their  oblation,  and  their  drink  offerings, 
for  the  bulls,  for  the  rams,  and  for  the  lambs,  shall

29  And  on  the  sixth  day  eight  bulls,  two  rams,  and  four* 

30  teen  lambs  of  one  year3  without  bicmisb  :4  And  their 
oblation,  and  tbeir  drink  offerings,  for  the  bulls,  for  the 
rams,  and  for  tbe  lambs,  shall  be  according  to  tbeir  num- 

31  ber,  after  the  manner:*  And  one  goat9  for  a  sin 
offering;  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  its  obla- 

32  tion,  and  its  drink  offering.  And  on  the  seventh  day 
seven  bulls,  two  rams,  ana  fourteen  lambs  of  one  year, 

33  without  blemish  :*  And  their  oblation,  and  their  drink 
offerings,  for  the  bulls,  for  the  rams,  and  for  the  lambs, 
shall  be  according  to  their  number,  after  the.  manner 

34  And  one  goat3  for  a  sin  offering ;  besides  the  continual 
burnt  offering,  its  oblation,  and  its  drink  offering. 

35  On  the  eighth  day  there  shall  be  a  restriction  from  labor 

36  unto  you;  ye  shall  do  no  servile5  work  therein:  Tint  ye 
shall  offer  aournt  offering,  a  fire  offering,  of  pleasing  odour 
unto  the  Eternal ;  one  bull,  one  ram,  seven  lambs  of  one* 

37  year  without  blemish:4  Their  *  oblation,  and  their 
drink  offerings,  for  the  bull,  for  the  ram,  and  for  the 
lambs,  shall  be  according  to  their  number,  after  the 

38  manner:1  And  one  goat3  for  a  sin  offering;  besides 
the  continual  burnt  offering,  its  oblation,  and  its  drink 

39  offering.  These  things  ye  shall  do  unto  tbe  Eternal  in 
your  appointed  festivals,  besides  your  vows,  and  your 
free-will-offerings,  for  your  burnt  offerings,  and  for 
your  oblations,  and  for  your  drink  offerings,  and  for 
your  feast  offerings. 

Chap.  XXX. 

1  And  Moses  told  the  children  of  Israel,  according  to  all 
that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

2  And  Moses  spake  unto  the  heads  of  the  tribes  concern¬ 
ing  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  This  is  the  word  which 

3  the  Eternal  hath  commanded.  If  a  man  vow  a  vow 
unto  tbe  Eternal,  or  swear  an  oath  to  bind  his  soul  with 
a  bond;  he  shall  not  violate  his  word,  he  sliall  do  ac- 

4  cording  to  all  that  goeth  forth  from  his  mouth.  If  a 
woman  also  vow  a  vow  unto  the  Eternal,  and  bind 
herself  by  a  bond,  being  in  her  father’s  house  in  her 

5  youth ;  And  ber  father  heard  her  vow,  and  her  bond 

1  judgment.  *  hairy.  1  tons  of  a.  *  perfect.  1  work  of  service. 
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wherewith  she  hath  bound  her  soul,  and  her  father 
held  his  peace  at  her ;  then  all  her  vowb  shall  stand,1 
and  every  bond  wherewith  she  hath  bound  her  soul  shall 

C  stand.1  But  if  her  father  disallow  her  in  the  day  that 
he  hcaretb;  not  any  of  her  vows,  or  of  her  bonds,  where¬ 
with  she  hath  bound  her  soul,  shall  stand:1  and  the 
Eternal  shall  forgive  her,  because  her  father  disallowed 

7  her.  And  if  sue  were  at  all  betrothed  to  a  man,  and 
thereare  vows  upon  her,  or  an  utterance  of  her  lips,  wherc- 

8  with  shebound  her  soul;  And  her  betrothed2  heard  it, 
and  held  his  peace  at  her  in  the  day  that  he  heard  it;  then 
her  vows  shall  stand,1  and  her  bonds  wherewith  she 

9  bound  her  soul  shall  stand.1  Butifher  husband  disallow 
her  on  the  day  that  he  hear  it;  then  he  shall  make 
void  her  vow  which  is  npon  her,  and  the  utterance  of 
her  lips^  wherewith  she  bound  her  soul:  and  the  Eternal 

10  shall  forgive  her.  But  the  vow  of  a  widow,  and  of  her 
that  is  divorced,3  with  whatever  they  have  bound  their 

1 1  souls,  shall  stand1  against  her.  And  if  she  vowed  in 
her  husband’s  house,  or  bound  her  soul  by  a  bond  with 

12  an  oath;  And  her  husband  beard  it,  and  held  his 
peace  at  her,  and  disallowed  her  not;  then  all  her  vows 
shall  stand,1  and  every  bond  wherewith  she  bound  her 

13  soul  shall  stand.1  But  if  her  husband  hath  utterly  made 
them  void  on  the  day  he  heard  them ,»  then  whatsoever 
goeth  forth  from  her  lips  concerning  her  vows,  or  con¬ 
cerning  the  bond  of  her  soul,  shall  not  stand  ;l  her  hus¬ 
band  hath  made  them  void,  and  the  Eternal  aliall  forgive 

14  her.  Every  vow,  and  every  binding  oath  to  afflict  the 
soul,  her  husband  may  establish  it,  or  her  husband  may 

15  make  it  void.  But  if  her  husband  altogether  hold  his 
peace  at  her,  from  day  to  day ;  then  he  established  all 
her  vows,  or  all  her  bonds,  which  are  upon  her :  he 
established  them,  because  he  held  his  peace  at  her  in 

1C  the  day  that  he  heard  them.  But  if  he  shall  any  ways 
make  them  void,  some  time  after  that  he  hath  heard  them; 

17  then  he  shall  bear  her  iniquity.  These  are  the  statutes 
which  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  between  a  man 
and  his  wife;  between  a  father  and  his  daughter,  being 
yet  in  her  youth  in  her  father's  house. 

Chap.  XXXL 

1  2  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  (  Avenge 
the  children  of  Israel  of  the  Midianites:  afterwards 

3  shalt  thou  be  gathered  unto  thy  peoples.  And  Moses 

1  rise.  2  husband.  *  driven  away. 
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spake  unto  the  people,  saying,  Equip  some  of  yourselves 
for  the  host,  ana  let  them  go1  against  the  Midianites,  to 
execute2  the  vengeance  ofthe  Eternal  against  Midian. 

4  Of  every  tribe  a  thousand,3  throughout  all  the  tribes  of 

5  Israel,  shall  yc  send  to  the  host.  So  there  were  delivered 
over  out  of  thousands  of  Israel,  a  thousand  of  every  tribe; 

6  twelve  thousand  equipped  for  the  host.  And  Moses  scut 
them  to  the  host,  a  thousand  of  every  tribe,  them  and  Phi- 
nelias  the  son  of  Eleazar  the  priest,  to  the  host,  with  the 
vessels  of  holiness,  and  the  trumpets  to  blow,4  in  his 

7  hand.  And  they  warred6  against  the  Midianites,  as 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses;  aud  they  slew  every 

8  male.  And  they  slew  the  kings  of  Midian,  among 
those  pierced12  by  them ;  namely,  Evi,  and  Rekem,  and 
Zur,  and  Hur,  and  Reba,  five  kings  of  Midian : 
~Ral.ifl.rn  also,  the  son  of  Beor,  they  slew  with  the  sword. 

9  And  the  children  of  Israel  took  all  the  women  of  Midian 
captives,  and  their  little  oucs,  and  took11  all  their 

10  beasts,  and  all  their  cattle,  and  all  their  goods.3  And 
they  burnt  all  their  cities  wherein  they  dwelt,7  and  all 

1 1  their  strongholds,  with  fire.  And  they  took  all  the 

12  spoil,  and  all  the  prey,  hath  of  men  and  of  beasts.  And 
they  brought  the  captives,  and  the  prey,  and  the  spoil, 
unto  Moses  and  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  unto  the  con¬ 
gregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  unto  the  camp  at  the 
plains  of  Moah,  which  are  by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho.  ■ 

1 3  And  Moses,  and  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  all  the  princes 
of  the  congregation,  went  forth  towards  them  without 

14  the  camp.  And  Moses  was  angry  with  those  ap¬ 
pointed  over  the  force,  with,  the  officers  over  thousands, 
and  officers  over  hundreds,  who  came  from  the  host  of 

15  the  war.  And  Moses  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  kept 

16  all  the  females  alive  ?  Behold,  these  were  an  enticement 

to  the  children  of  Israel,  through  the  word  of  Balaam, 
to  commit8  a  perfidy  against  the  Eternal  in  the  matter9 
of  Peor,  and  there  was  a  pestilence  among  the  congrc- 

17  gation  of  the  Eternal.  Now  therefore  kill  every  male 
among  the  little  ones,  and  kill  every  woman  that  hath 

18  known  man  hy  lying  with  a  male.  But  all  the  little 
ones  among  women  that  have  not  known  a  male,  by 

19  lying,  keep  alive  for  yourselves.  And  do  ye  abide10 
without  the  camp  seven  days:  whosoever  hath  killed 

1  be.  *  give  the  vengance  of,  *  a  thousand  of  the  tribe,  a  thousand  of  a 

bibe,  1  din.  *  crowded*  *  forte*  7  in  their  habitations*  *  v  perfidy.  , 
*  word,  to  encamp-  it  plundered*  i?  stabbed  to  death. 
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any  person,1  and  -whosoever  hath  touched  any  one  stabbed 
to  death,  purify  both  yourselves  and  your  captives,'  on  the 

20  third  day,  and  on  the  seventh  day ;  Every  garment  and 
every  vessel  of  skin,  and  every  work  of  goats'  hair,  and 

21  every  vessel  made  of  wood;  purify  yourselves.  And 
Eleazar  thepriest  said  unto  the  men  of  the  host  who  went 
to  the  war,  Thisu  the  ordinance  of  the  law  which  the  Eter- 

22  nal  commanded  Moses;  Only  the  gold,  and  the  silver, 

23  the  copper,  the  iron,  the  tin,  and  the  lead,  Every  thing 
that  may  come  into  the  fire,  ye  shall  pass  through  the 
fire,  ana  it  shall  be  clean ;  nevertheless  it  shall  be  puri¬ 
fied  with  the  water  of  separation :  and  all  that  cometh 

24  not  into  the  fire  ye  shall  pass  through  the  water.  And 
ye,  shall  wash  your  garments  on  the  seventh  day,  and 
ye  shall  be  clean,  and  afterwards  ye  shall  come  into  the 

25  camp.  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying, 

26  Take  the  sum4  of  the  prey  that  was  captured,  both  of 
man  and  of  beast,  thou,  ana  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  the 

27  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  congregation ;  And  divide 
the  prey  into  two  parts ;  between  them  that  took3  the 
war  upon  them,  who  went  out  to  the  host,  and  between 

28  all  the  congregation:  And  raise  a  tribute  unto  the 
Eternal  of  the  men  of  war  who  went  out  to  the  host : 
one  soul  of  five  hundred,  both  of  the  persons,  and  of  the 

29  herd,  and  of  the  asses,  and' of  the  flock;  Take  it  of 
their  half,  and  give  it  unto  Eleazar  the  priest,  for  an 

30  heave  offering  of  the  Eternal.  And  of  the  children  of 

Israel’s  ha  Li’,  thou  shalt  take  0De  portion4  of  fifty,  of  the 
persons,  of  the  herds,  of  the  asses,  and  of  the  flocks,  of  all 
manner  of  beasts,  and  give  them  unto  the  Levites,  who 

31  keep  the  charge  of  the  dwelling  of  the  Eternal.  And 
Moses  and  Eleazar  the  priest  did  as  the  Eternal  com- 

32  nxanded  Moses.  And  the  prey,  being  the  rest  of  the 
booty  which  the  men  of  the  host  had  taken, #  was  six 
hunured  thousand,  and  seventy  thousand,  and  five  thou- 

33  sand  ot  the  flock.  And  threescore  and  twelve  thousand 

34  of  the  herd.  And  threescore  and  one  thousand  asses, 

35  And  thirty  and  two  thousand  persons0  in  all,  of  wo¬ 
men  that  had  not  known  a  male  by  lying  with 

36  Aim.  And  the  half,  which  teas  the  portion  of  them 
that  went  out  to  the  host,  was  of  the  flock  in  number 
three  hundred  thousand,  and  seven  thousand  and 

l  sanl.  3  bear  the  bead.  *  adzed.  4  caught  bold  of.  c  toula  of  persons. 

S  plundered 
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37  thirty  thousand  and  five  hundred :  And  of  the  flock 
the  tribute  of  the  Eternal  was  six  hundred  and 

38  three  score  and  fifteen.  And  the  herd  was  thirty  and 
six  thousand ;  of  which  the  tribute  of  the  Eternal  unis 

39  threescore  and  twelve.  And  the  asses  were  thirty 
thousand  and  five  hundred ;  of  which  the  tribute  of  the 

40  Eternal  was  threescore  and  one.  And  the  persons1 
tcere  sixteen  thousand ;  of  which  the  tribute  of  the 

41  Eternal  was  thirty  and  two  persons.  And  Moses  gave 
the  tribute,  which  was  the  heave  offering  of  the  Eternal, 

'  unto  Eleazar  the  priest;  as  the  Eternal  commanded 

42  Moses,  And  of  the  children  of  Israel’s  half,  which' 

43  Moses  divided3  from  the  men  that  warred.3  Now  the 
half  of  the  flock  that  pertained  tmto  the  congregation 
was  three  hundred  thousand,  and  thirty  thousand,  and 

44  seven  thousand  and  five  hundred.  And  thirty  and  six 

45  thousand  of  the  herd.  And  thirty  thousand  asses 

46  and  five  hundred.  And  sixteen  thousand  persons,1' 

47  Even  of  the  children  of  Israel's  half,  Moses  took  one 
portion4  of  fifty,  both  of  man  and  of  beast,  and  gave 
them  unto  the  Levites,  who  kept  the  charge  of  the 
dwelling  of  the  Eternal,  as  the  Eternal  commanded 

48  Moses.  And  those  appointed  over  thousands  of  the 
host,  the  officers  of  thousands,  and  officers  of  hundreds, 

49  approached  unto  Moses:  And  they  said  unto  Moses, 
'July  servants  have  taken  the  sum3  of  the  men  of  war 
who  are  under  our  charge,8  and  there  is  not  missed  one 

50  man  of  us.  We  have  therefore  offered  the  offering  for 
tho  Eternal,  what  every  man  hath .  found,  of  vessels  of 
gold,  chains,  and  clasps,  rings,  ear-rings,  and  beads,  to 
make  an  expiation  for  our  souls  before  the  Eternal. 

51  And  Moses  and  Eleazar  the  priest  took  the  gold  of 

52  them,  even,  all  wrought  vessels/  .  And  all  the  gold  of 
the  heave  offering  that  they  heaved  to  the  Eternal,  of 
the  officers  of  thousand^  and  of  the  officers  of  hundreds, 
was  sixteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  shekels; 

53  For  the  men  of  war  had  plundered  every  man  for  him- 

54  self  And  Moses  and  Eleazar  the  priest  took  the  gold 
of  the  officers  of  thousands  and  of  hundred^  and 
brought  it  in  the  appointed  tent,  for  a  memorial  for  the 
children  of  Israel  before  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  XXX1L 

1  Now  the  children  of  Reuben  and  the  children  of  Gad 
had  cattle  in  a  very  great9  multitude :  and  when  they 

1  touJi  of  penonA*  3WverL  *  congregated.  4  caught  bold. 

*  iu  our  tuuuL  7  void*  of  deed,  *  immerout* 
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saw  the  land  of  Jazer,  and  the  land  of  Gilead,  that,  be- 

2  hold,  the  place  was  a  place  for  cattle:  The  children 
of  Gad  and  the 'children  of  Reuben  came  and  spake 
unto  Mooes,  and  to  Eleazar  the  priest  and  unto  the 

3  princes  of  the  congregation,  saying,  Ataroth,  and 
Dibon,  and  Jazer,  ana  Nimrah,  and  Heahbon,  and 

4  Elealch,  and  hiiebam,  and  Nebo,  and  Been.  Even  the 
country  which  the  Eternal  smote  before  the  congrega¬ 
tion  of  Israel,  is  a  land  for  cattle,  and  thy  servants  have 

6  cattle ;  'Wherefore,  said  they,  if  we  have  found  favour 
in  thine  eyet>  let  this  land  be  given  unto  thy  servants  for 

6  a  possession,  and  make  us  not  pass  over  the  Jordan.  And 
Moses  said  unto  the  children  of  Gad  and  to  the  children 
of  Reuben,  Shall  your  brethren  go  to  war,  and  shall  ye 

7  abide  here  ?  And  wherefore  discourage  ye  the  heart 
of  the  children  of  Israel  from  passing  into  the  land 

8  which  the  Eternal  bath  given  them  ?  Thus  did  your 
fathers,  when  I  sent  them  from  Kadesh-bamea  to  see 

9  the  land.  For  when  they  went  up  unto  the  brook  of 
Eshcol,  and  saw  the  land,  they  discouraged  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  larael,  that  they  should  not  go  mto  the  land 

10  which  the  Eternal  had  given  them.  And  the  wrath  of 
the  Eternal  glowed  on  that  day,  and  he  sware,  saying, 

11  If  the  men  that  went  up  out  of  Egypt,  from  twenty 
year  old1  and  upwards,  see  the  ground  which  I  sware 
unto  Abraham,  unto  Isaac,  and  unto  Jacob ;  for  they 

12  have  not  wholly  followed  me  :3  Save  Caleb  the  son  of 
Jephunneh  the  Kenezite,  and  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun : 

13  for  they  have  wholly  followed3  the  Eternal.  . . .  And  die 
wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed  against  Israel,  and  he  made 
them  wander  in  the  desert  forty  years,  until  all  the 
generation,  that  had  done  evil  in  die  eyes  of  the  Eternal, 

14  was  consumed.4  And,  behold,  ye  are  risen  up  in  your 
fathers’  stead,  a  progeny  of  sinful  men,  to  add  yet 
to  the  fierce  wrath  of  the  Eternal  towards  Israel. 

15  For  if  ye  turn  away  from  after  him,  he  will  yet  again3 
place  them  in  the  desert;  and  ye  shall  destroy®  all  this 

16  people.  And  they  stepped  .near  unto  him,  and  said. 
We  will  build  sbeepfolds7  here  for  our  cattle,  and  cities 

17  for  our  little  ones:  But  we  ourselves  will  equip 
and  speed  before  the  children  of  Israel,  until  we 
have  brought  them  unto  their  place :  and  our  little  ones 
shall  abide  in  the  fenced  cities  because  of  the  inhabi- 

18  tants  of  the  land.  We  will  not  return  unto  our  houses,

20  And  Moses  said  unto  them.  If  ye  will  do  this  thing, 

21  if  ye  will  equip  before  the  Eternal  to  war,  And  will  pass 
all  of  you  equipped  over  the  Jordan  before  the  Eternal, 
until  he  hath  dispossessed  his  enemies  from  before  him, 

22  And  the  land  be  subdued  before  the  Eternal:  then 
afterwards  ye  shall  return,  and  be  guiltless  before  the 
Eternal,  and  before  Israel ;  and  this  land  shall  be  your 

23  possession  before  the  Eternal.  But'  if  ye  will  not  do 
eo,  behold,  ye  have  sinned  against  the  Eternal;  and 

24  know  your  sin  which  will  find  you.  ■  Build  ye  cities 
for  your  little  ones,  and  folds’  for  your  flock;  and 

25  do  mat  which  bath  gone  out  of  your  mouth.  And  the 

children  of  Gad  an<f  the  children  of  Reuben  spake  unto 
Moses,  saying,  Thy  Servants  will  do  as  my  lord  com- 

26  mandeth.  Our  little  ones,  our  wives,  our  cattle,  and 

27  all  our  heasts,  shall  be  there  in  the  cities  of  Gilead.  But 
thy  servants  will  pass  over,  every  man  equipped  for  the 
host,  before  the  Eternal  to  war,  as  my  ford  speak cth. 

28  So  concerning  them  Moses  commanded  Eleazar  the 
priest,  mid  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  the  heads  of  the

35  Ataroth,  and  Aroer.  And  Atroth,  Shophan,  and 

lcome.  1  hedge*. 
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36  Jnzar,  and  Jogbchah,  And  Beth-nimrah,  and  Beth- 

37  haran,  fenced  cities :  and  folds1  for  sheep:  And  the 
children  of  Reuben  built  Hcshbon,  and  ElenJeh 

33  and  Kimthsum.  And  Neba,and  Baal-mcon,  their  names 
being  altered,  and  Shibmah:  and  called  other  names 

39  unto  the  cities  which  they  bu  tided.  And  the  children 
of  Machir  the  son  ofManasseh  went  to  Gilead,  and  con¬ 
quered  it,  and  dispossessed  :the  Amorite  which  t ocu  in 

40  it.  And  Moses  gave  Gilead  unto  Machir  the  son  of 

41  Manasseh;  and  he  abode  therein.  And  Jair  the  son 
of  Manas3eh  went  and  conquered  the  hamlets  thereof, 

42  and 'called  them  the  hamlets  of  Jain  And  Nobah 
Went  and  conquered  Kenath,  and  the  villages9  thereof 
and  called  it  Nobah,  alter  his  own  name. 

Chap.  XXXIIL

14  A  lush.  And  they  journeyed  from  Alush,  and  cn- 

1  hedges*  daughters*  *  mouth.  *  did-  *  way*  *  sea  of 
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camped  atRephidim,  where  waa  no  water  for  the  people 

15  to  drink.  And  they  journeyed  from  Rephidim,  and 

1 6  encamped  in  the  desert  of  Sinai.  And  they  journeyed 
from  the  desert  of  Sinai,  and  encatbped  at  Xibrotli-hat*

39  the  fifth  month.  And  Aaron  was  an  hundred  and 
twenty  and  three  years  old*  when  he  died  in  mount 

40  Her.  And  the  king  of  Arad  the  Canaauite,  who  abode 
in  the  south  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  heard  of  the  coining 

41  of  the  children  of  Israel.  And  they  journeyed  from 

42  mount  Hor,  and  encamped  in  Zalmonah.  And  they 
journeyed  from  Zalmonah,  and  encamped  in  Punon. 

43  And  they  journeyed  from  Punon,  and  encamped  in 

44  Oboth,  And  they  journeyed  from  Oboth,  and  en- 

1  mouth,  1  a  son  of. 
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45  camped  in  Ije-abarim,  in  the  boundary  of  Moab.  And 
they  journeyed  fromlim,  and  encamped  in  Dibon-gad. 

4G  Ana  they  journeyed  from  Dibon-gad,  and  encamped  in 

47  A 1  monMuh I atbaim.  And  they  journeyed  from  Almon- 

diblathaim,  and  encamped  in  line  mountains  of  Abarim, 

48  before  Nebo.  And  they  journeyed  from  the  mountains  of 
Abarim,  and  encamped,  in  the  plains  of  Moab  by  the  Jor- 

49  dan  near  Jericho.  And  they  encamped  by  the  Jordan, 
from  Beth-jesimoth,  even  unto  Abel-shittim  in  the  plains  of 

50  Moab.  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  in  the  plains 

51  of  Moab,  by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho,  saying,  Speak  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them.  When  ye  are

7  dory  *  this  shall  be  your  westi  boundary.  And  this 
shall  be  your  north  boundary :  from  the  great  sea  yc 

B  shall  point  out  for  you  mount  Hor:  From  mount  Hor 
ye  shall  point  out  your  border  uuto  the  entrance1  of  Ha¬ 
math  ;  and  the  goings  forth  of  the  boundary  shall  be  to 

9  Zed  ad :  And  the  boundary  shall  go  forth  from  Ziphron, 
and  the  goings  out  of  it  shall  be  at  Hasar-enan :  this 

10  sliall  be  your  north  boundary.  And  ye  shall  point  out 
your  north  boundary  from  Hazar-enan  to  Shop  ham : 

1 1  And  the  boundary  shall  go  down  from  Shepham  to  Rib- 
lah,  on  the  east  side  of  Ain ;  and  the  boundary  shall  go 
down,  and  shall  reach3  unto  the  side4  of  the  sea  of  Chiu- 

12  ncreth  eastward;  And  the  boundary  shall  go  down  to 
the  Jordan,  and  the  goings  out  of  it  shall  be  at  the  salt  sea: 
this  shall  be  your  land  with  the  boundaries  thereof  round 

1 3  about.  And  Moses  commanded  the  children  of  Israel 
saying.  This  is  the  land  which  ye  shall  divide  for  inheri¬ 
tance  by  lot,  which  the  Eternal  commanded  to  give  unto

18  of  Nun.  And  ye  shall  take  one  prince3  of  every  tribe,  to 

19  divide  the  land  by  inheritance.  And  the  names  of  the 
men  are  these:  Of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  Caleb  the  son  of 

20  Jephunneb.  And  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Simeon, 

2 1  Shemuel  the  son  of  Ammihud.  Qf  the  tribe  of  Bcn- 

22  jamin,  Elidad  the  son  of  Chislon.  And  the  prince  of 
the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Dan,  Bukki  the  son  of  JoglL 

23  The  prince  of  the  children  of  Joseph,  for  the  tribe  of 
the  children  of  Mauasseh,  Hanniel  the  son  of  Ephod. 

2 1  And  the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Ephraim, 

25  Kemucl  die  sou  of  Shiphtan.  And  the  prince  of  the 

tribe  of  tlic  children  of  Zcbulun,  Elizapban  the  son  of 

26  Parnach.  And  the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  children

1  sen.  *  coming.  *  strike  out,  *  shoulder.  *  one  prince  ooe  prince. 
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27  of  Issachar,  PaJtiel  the  son  of  Azzan.  And  the  prince 
of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Asher,  AbLhud  the  son  of 

28  Shelomi.  And  the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Naphtali,  Pedahel  the  son  of  AmmihudL 

29  These  are  they  whom  the  Eternal  commanded  to  divide 
the  inheritance  unto  the  children-  of  .Israel  in  the  land 
of  Canaan. 

Chop,  XXXV. 

1  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  in  the  plains  of  Moab 

2  by  the  J ordan  near  Jericho,  saying,  Command  the  chil  - 
dren  of  Israel,  that  they  give  unto  the  Levites  of  the 
inheritance  of  their  possession  cities  to  abide  in :  and  ye 
shall  give  also  unto  the  Levites  an  ont-place  for  the 

3  cities  round  about  them.  And  the  cities  shall  they  have 
to  dwell1  in;  and  the  outrplaces  of  them  shall  be  for 
their  beasts,  and  for  their  substonee,  and  for  all  their 

4  necessaries  of  life.  And  the  out-places  of  the  cities^ 
which  yc  shall  give  unto  the  Levites,  shall  reach  from

Ana  the  cities 
which  ye  shall  give  shall  be  of  the  possession  of  the 
children  of  Israel:  from  him  that  has  much  ye  shall 
take  much;  but  from  Jam  that  has  little  ye  shall  take 
little;  every  one6  shall  give  of  his  cities  unto  the  Levites 
according  to  his  inheritance  which  he  inheriteth. 

9  10  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them.  When 
ye  have  passed  over  the  Jordan  into  the  land  of  Canaan ; 

11  Then  ye  Bliall  appoint7  you  cities  to  be  cities  of  refuge3 
for  you ;  that  the  slayer*  may  flee*  thither,  who  smitefh 

12  to  death  any  person®  unintentionally.  And  they  shall 
be  unto  you  cities  for  refuge9  from  the  avenger  ;9  that

14  shall  give  six  cities  shall  ye  have  lor  refuge.3  Ye  shall 
give  three  cities  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan,  and  three  cities 
shall  ye  give  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  which  shall  be  cities 

15  of  refuge.3  These  six  cities  shall  be  a  refuge,!  both  for 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  for  the  straDger,  and  for  the 
sojourner  among  them:  that  every  one  that  smiteth  to 
death  any  person9  unintentionally  may  flee4  thither. 

16  And  if  he  smite  him  with  an  instrument5  of  iron,  so  that 
he  die,  he  is  a  murderer:  the  murderer  shall  surely  be 

17  put  to  death.  And  if  he  smite  him  with  a  stone  in  the 
hand,  wherewith  he  may  die,' and  he  die,  he  is  a  mur- 

18  derer :  the  murderer  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  Or 
if  he  smite  him  with  a  vessel  of  wood  in  the  hand, 
wherewith  he  may  die,  and  he  die,  he  is  a  murderer: 

19  the  murderer  shall  surely  be  put  to  death,  The 
avenger5  of  blood  himself  shall  kill  the  murderer:  when 

SO  he  meeteth  him  he  may  kill  him.  But  if  he  thrust 
him  of  hatred,  or  cast  upon  him  by  lying  in  wait,  that 

21  he  die;  Or  in  enmity  smite  him  with  This  hand,  that 
he  die :  he  that  smote  to  shall  surely  be  put  to  death ; 
for  he  is  a  murderer:  the  avenger4  of  blood  may  kill 

22  the  murderer,  when  he  meeteth  him.  But  if  he  thrust 
him  suddenly  without  enmity,  or  have  cast  upon  him 

23  any  vessel  without  lying  in  wait.  Or  with  any  stone 
wherewith  one  may  due,  seeing  Aim  not,  and  cast  it  upon 
him,  that  he  die,  and  was  not  nis  enemy,  neither  sought 

24  his  harm.7  Then  the  congregation  shall  judge  between 
the  slayer1  and  the  avenger5  of  blood  according  to 

25  these  judgments :  And  the  congregation  shall  deliver 
the  slayer1  out  of  the  hand  of  the  avenger5  of  blood, 
and  the  congregation  shall  restore  him  to  the  city  of  his 
refuge,1  whither  he  was  fled  :4  and  he  shall  abide  iu  it 
unto  the  death  of  the  high  priest,  who  was  anointed 

26  with  the  oil  of  holiness.  But  if  the  slayer1  shall  any 
how  go  without  the  boundary  of  the  city  of  his 

27  refuge,3  whither  be  was  fled  ;4  And  the  avenger  of  blood 
find  him  withont  the  boundary  of  the  city  of  nis  refuge,3 
and  the  avenger6  of  blood  kill  the  slayer;1  he 

28  shall  not  be  guilty  of  blood  ;8  Tor  he  shall  abide  in 
the  city  of  his  refuge3  until  the  death  of  the  high 
priest ;  but  after  the  death  of  the  high  priest  the  slayer1 

29  shall  return  into  the  land  of  his  possession.  So  these

*  there  is  no  blood  imto  him* 
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things  shall  be  for  an  ordinance  of  judgement  unto 
you,  throughout  your  generations,  in  all  your  babi- 

30  tations.  Whoso  Btniteth  any  person1  by  the  evidence1 
of  witnesses,  the  murderer  shall  be  put  to  death ;  but 
one  witness  shall  not  testify3  against  any  person1  to 

31  cause  him  to  die.  Moreover,  ye  shall  take  no  ran¬ 
som  for  the  life1  of  a  murderer,  who  is  guilty4  of 

32  death;  but  he  shall  be  surely  put  to  death,  And 
ye  shall  take  no  ransom  for  him  that  is  fled6  to  the  city 
of  his  refuge8  to  return  to  abide  in  the  land,  until  the 

33  death  of  the  priest.  So  ye  shall  not  sully  the  land 
wherein  ye  are ;  for  blood  it  sullieth  the  land :  and  the 
land  cannot  be  expiated  of  the  blood  that  is  shed

not  therefore  the  land  wherein  ye  abide,  in  tbe  midst  of 
which  1  dwell :  for  I  the  Eternal  dwell  among  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel 

Chap.  XXXVI. 

1  And  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  families  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Gilead,  the  son  of  Machir,  the  son  of  Manasseh, 
of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Joseph,  approached,  and 
spake  before  Moses,  and  before  the  princes,  the  heads 

2  of  the  fathere  of  the  children  of  Israel:  And  they  said. 
The  Eternal  commanded  my  lord  to  give  the  land  for 
an  inheritance  by  lot  to  the  children  of  Israel:  and  my 
lord  was  commanded  hy  the  Eternal  to  give  the  inherit¬ 
ance  of  Zclopbebod  our  brother  unto  nis  daughters. 

3  And  if  they  be  wives  of  any  of  the  bods  of  the  other 
tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel,  then  shall  their  inherit¬ 
ance  be  taken7  from  the  inheritance  of  our  fathers,  and 
shall  be  added  to  the  inheritance  of  the  tribe  where  unto 
they  are  received8  so  shall  it  be  taken7  from  the  lot  of 

4  our  inheritance.  And  when  the  jubilee  of  the  children 
of  Israel  shall  be,  then  shall  their  inheritance  he  added 
unto  the  inheritance  of  the  tribe  wherennto  they  are 
received  :3  so  shall  their  inheritance  be  taken  away7  from 

5  the  inheritance  of  the  tribe  of  our  fathers.  And  Moses 
commanded  the  children  of  Israel  according  to  the  word3 
of  the  Eternal,  saying.  The  tribe  of  the  sons  of  Joseph  hath 

6  spoken  welL9  This  is  the  thing  which  the  Eternal  doth 
command  concerning  the  daughters  of  Zelophehad,  say¬ 
ing,  Let  them  be  wives  of  whom  they  think  Dest;10  only 

1  ioul.  *  mouth.  *  answer.  ‘wicked.  ‘  nu>  forth-  *  reception. 

1  diminished.  *  will  be.  *  right.  M  is  good  in  their  eve*. 
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to  the  family  of  the  tribe  of  their  father  shall  they  be 

7  for  wires.  So  shall  not  the  inheritance  of  the  children 
of  Israel  remove1  from  tribe  to  tribe,  for  every  one  of  the 
children  of  Israel  shall  cleave  to  the  inheritance  of  the 

8  tribe  of  his  fathers.  And  every  daughter,  that  pos¬ 
sessed  an  inheritance  in  any  tribe  of  the  children  of 
Israel,  shall  be  wife  unto  one  of  the  family  of  the  tribe 
of  her  father,  that  the  children  of  Israel  may  possess 

9  every  man  the  inheritance  of  his  fathers.  Neither  shall 
the  inheritance  remove1  from  one  tribe  to  another  tribe  * 
but  every  one  of  the  tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall 

10  cleave  to  his  own  inheritance.  Even  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses,  so  did  the  daughters  of  Zelophchad: 

1 1  For  Mahlah,  Tirzah,  and  Hoglah,  and  Milcah,  and  Noah, 
the  daughters  of  Zelophehad,  were  wives  unto  their 

12  fathers’  brothers’  sons.  Of  the  families  of  the  sons  of 
Maitasch  the  son  of  Joseph,  were  those  whose  wives  they 
were,  and  their  inheritance  remained3  in  the  tribe  of 

13  the  family  of  their  father.  These  are  the  command¬ 
ments  ana  the  judgments,  which  the  Eternal  commanded 
by  the  hand  of  Moses  unto  the  children  of  Israel  in  the 
plains  of  Moab  by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho.

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Chapter  L 

1  These  are  the  words  which  Moses  spake  unto  all  Israel 
on  this  side  of  the  Jordan  in  the  desert,  in  the  plain  oyer 
against  the  Red1  sea,  between  Paran,  and  Tophel,  and 

2  Laban,  and  Hazeroth,  and  Dizahab.  Eleven  days' 
journey  from  Horeb  on  the  way  of  mount  Seir  unto 

3  Kadesh-bamea.  And  it. came  to  pass  in  the  fortieth 
year,  in  the  eleventh  month,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month,  that  Moses  spake  unto-  the  children  of  Israel, 
according  unto  all  that  the  Eternal  had  commanded 

4  him  for  them;'  After  he  had  smitten  '  Sihon  king  of 
the  Amorites,  who  abode  in  Hesbbon,  and  Og  king 

5  ofBashan,  vhoabodeat  AstarotliinEdrei:  On  this  side 
of  the  Jordan,  in  the  land  of  Moab,  began9  Moses  to 

6  explain  this  law,  saying,  The  Eternal  our  God  .spako 
unto  us  in  Horeb,  saying,  Ye  have  abode  long  enough 

7  in  this  mount:  Turn  you,  arid  journey,  and  go  tc  the 
mount  of  the  Amorite,  and  unto  all  his  neighbours,  in 
the  plain,  in  the  mountain,  and  in  the  low  land,  and  in 
the  south,  and  by  the  sea  coast,  to  the  land  of  the 
Canaanites,  and  unto  Lebanon,  unto  the  great  river, 

8  the  river  Euphrates.  Behold,  I  have  set?  the  land  be¬ 
fore  you :  go  in  and  possess  the  land  which  the  Eternal 
sware  unto  your  lathers,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  to 

9  give  unto  them  and  to  their-  seed  after  them.  And  I 
spake  unto  you  at  that  time,  saying,  I  am  not  able  to 

i  Logt.  *  was  content  *  given. 
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10  bear  you  myself  alone:  The  Eternal  your  God  hath 

multiplied  you,  and,  behold,  ye  are  this  day  as  the  stars 

1 1  of  heaven  for  multitude.  May  the  Eternal  God  of  your 
fathers  add  to  you  a  thousand  times  so  many  more  as  ye 
are,  and  bless  you,  as  he  hath  6poken  concerning  you ' 

12  How  can  I  myself  alone  bear  your  enmbranee,  and  your 

13  burden,  and  your  strife  ?  Get  you  wise  liieu,  and  un¬ 
derstanding,  and  known  among  your  tribes,  and  I  will 

14  make1  them  heads  over  you.  And  ye  answered  me,  and 
said.  The  thing  which  tnou  hast  spoken  u  good  for  us 

Id  to  do.  So  I  took  the  heads  of  your  tribes,  wise  men, 
and  known,  and  made9  them  heads  over  you,  officem 
over  thousands,  and  officers  over  hundreds,  and  officers 
over  fifties,  and  officers  over  lens,  and  bailiffs  among 

16  your  tribes.  And  I  commanded  your  judges  at  that 
time,  saying,  Hear  the  causes  between  your  brethren, 
and  judge  righteously  between  every  man  and  bis 

17  brother,  and  between  the  stranger  with  him.  Ye  shall 
not  respect  persons3  in  judgment;  but  ye  shall  hear  the 
small  as  well  as  the  great ;  ye  sliall  not  stand  in  awe  of 
the  face  of  man ;  for  the  judgment  is  God’s  i  and  the 
cause  that  is  too  hard  for  you,  bring  it  unto  me,  and  I 

15  will  hear  it  And  I  commanded  you  at  that  time  all 

19  the  things  which  ye  should  dow  And  when  wo 
journeyed,  from  Horcb,  we  went  through  all  that  great 
and  fearful  desert^  which  ye  saw  by  the  way  of  the 
mountain  of  the  Amoritcs,  as  the  Eternal  our  God 
commanded  us;  and  we  came  to  Kadesh-bamca. 

20  And  I  said  unto  you.  Ye  are  come  unto  the  moun¬ 
tain  of  the  Amontes,  which  the  Eternal  our  God  doth 

21  give  unto  us.  Behold,  the  Eternal,  thy  God  hath  set* 
the  land  before  thee :  go  up  and  possess  £4  as  the  Eter¬ 
nal  God  of  thy  fathers  hath  said  unto  thee :  fear  not, 

22  neither  be  dismayed.  And  ye  approached  unto  me 
all  of  ye,  and  said,  We  will  send  men  before  us, 
and  they  shall  search5  us  out  the  land,  and  bring3  us 
word  again  by  what  way  we  must  go  up,  and  into  what 

23  cities  we  shall  come.  And  the  thing  pleased  me  well,7 
and  I  took  twelve  men  of  you,  one  man  out  of  a  tribe : 

24  And  they  turned  and  went  up  into  the  mountain,  and 
came  unto  the  brook  of  Eshcol,  and  spied  it  out. 

25  And  they  took  of  the  fruit  of  the  land  in  their  hands, 
and  brought  it  down  unto  us,  and  brought3  us  word

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again,  and  said,  R  is  a  good  land  which  the  Eternal 

26  our  God  doth  give  us.  Notwithstanding  ye  would 
not  go  up,  but  rebelled  against  the  commandment1  ot 

27  the  Eternal  your  God :  And  ye  murmured*  in  your 

tents,  and  said.  Because  the  Eternal  hated  us,  he  hath 
brought  us  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  to  give  u a 
into  the  hand  of  the  Amoiites,  to  exterminate  us. 

28  Whither  shall  we  go  up  ?  our  brethren  have  discour¬ 
aged3  our  heart,  saying,  The  people  u  greater  and 
loftier  than  we ;  the  dues  are  great  and  fortified  to 
heaven;  and  moreover  we  have  seen  the  sons  of  the 

29  Anakim  there.  Then  I  said  unto  you,  Be  not  ter- 

30  rified,  neither  be  afraid  of  them.  Tlie  Eternal  your 
God  who  goeth  before  you,  he  shall  fight  for  you,  ac- 

'  cording  to  all  that  he  did  for  you  in  Egypt  before  your 

3 1  eyes :  And  in  the  desert,  where  thou  hast  seen  now 
that  the  Eternal  thy  God  bare  thee,  as  a  man  doth  bear 
his  son,  in  all  the  way  that  ye  went,  until  ye  came  into 

32  this  place.  Yet  in  this  thing  ye  did  not  believe  the 

33  Eternal  your  God.  Who  went  in  the  way  before  you, 
to  search  you  out  a  place  to  encamp  in,  in  fire  by  night, 
to  show  you  by  what  way  ye  should  go,  and  in  a  cloud 

34  by  day.  And  the  Eternal  'heard  the  voice  of  your 

35  words,  and  was  angry,  and  sware,  saying,  If  one  of 
these  men  of  this  evil  generation  see  that  good  land, 

36  which  I  swam  to  give  unto  your  fathers.  Save  Caleb 
the  son  of  Jephunneh :  he  shall  see  it,  and  to  him  will 
I  give  the  land  that  he  hath  trodden  upon,  and  to  his 
children,  because  he  hath  wholly  followed4  the  Eternal. 

37  . . .  Also  the  Eternal  was  wroth  with  me  for  your  6akes, 

38  saying,  Thou  also  shah  not  go  in  thither.  But  Joshua 
the  aon  of  Nun,  who  standeth  before  thee,  he  shall  go  in 
thither:  strengthen  him:  for  he  shall  cause  Israel  to 

39  inherit  it  Moreover  your  little  onesi,  whom  ye  said 
should  be  a  prey,  and  your  children,  who  in  that  day 
did  not  know  between  good  and  evil,  they  shall  go  in 
thither,  and  unto  them  will  I  give  it,  and  they  shall 

40  possess  it  But  as  ybr  yon,  turn  ye,  and  journey  into 

11  the  desert  by  the  way  of  the  Red3  sea.  Then  ye  an¬ 
swered  and  said  unto  me,  We  have  sinned  against  the 
Eternal,  wc  will  go  up  and  fight,  according  to  all  that 
the  Eternal  our  God  commanded  us.  And  when  ye 

1  mouth.  *  vituperated.  *  caused  to  melt.  4  iulSQcd.  4  ®»pi 
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had  girded  on  every  man  his  weapon1  of  war,  ye 

4  2  insisted  to  go  up  into  the  mountain.  And  the  Eternal 
said  unto  me,  Say  unto  them.  Go  not  up,  neither  fight ; 
for  1  am  not  among  yon ;  lest  ye  be  smitten9  before  your 

43  enemies.  So  I  spake  unto  you;  and  ye  would  not 
hear,  but  rebelled  against  the  commandment3  of  the  Eter- 

,  nal,  and  acted  presumptuously*  and  went  up  into  the 

44  mountain.  And  the  Amorites,  abiding  in  that  mountain, 
came  out  towards  you,  and  pursued  you,  as  bees  do,  and 

45  dispersed  you  in  Seir,  even  unto  Hormah.  And  ye 
returned  and  wept  before  the  Eternal ;  'but  the  Eternal 

46  would  not  hear  your  voice,  nor  give  ear  unto  yon.  So 
ye  abode  in  Kadesh  many  days,  according  unto  the  days 
that  ye  abode  there. 

Chap.  II 

1  Then  we  turned,  and  journeyed  into  the  desert  by  the 
way  of  the  Red9  sea,  as  the  Eternal  spake  unto  me : 

1 2  and  we  compassed  mount  Seir  many  days.  And  the 

3  Eternal  spake  nritb  ine,  sayiqg,  Yc  have  compassed 
this  mountain  long  enough:  turn  you  northward. 

4  And  command  thou  the  people,  saying.  Ye  are  to  pass 
through  the  boundary  of  your  brethren  the  children  of 
Esau,  who  abide  in  Seir;  and  they  shall  be  afraid  of 
yon:  take  ye. good  heed  unto  yourselves  therefore: 

5  Contend  not  with  them;  for  I  will  not  give  you  of 
their  land,  no>  not  so  inhch  as  a  foot  breadth  because 
I  have  given  mount  Seir  unto  Esau  ^/br  a  possession. 

6  Ye  shall  buy7  food .  of  them  for  money,  that  ye 
may  eat ;  and  even  water  yon  dig  for,  shall  he  from 

7  them  for  money  that  ye  may  drink.  For  the 
Eternal  thy  God  hath,  blessed  thee  in  all  the 
works  of  thy  hand :  he  knoweth'  thy  walking  through 
this  great  desert;  these  forty  years  the  Eternal  thy 
God  hath  been  with  thee ;  thou  hast  lacked  nothing. 

8  And  when  we  passed  ‘by  from  our-  brethren  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Esau,  who  abode  in  Seir,  through  the  way  of  the 
plain  from  Elath,  and  from  Ezion-gabcr,  ...  we  turned 

8  and  passed  by  the  way  of  the  desert  of  Moab.  And 
the  Eternal  said  unto  mb,  Distress  not  the  Moabites, 
neither  contend  with  them  in  war :  for  I  will  not  give 
thee  of  their  land  /or  a  possession;  because  I  Lave 
given  Ax  unto  the  children  of'  Lot  fbr  a  possession. 

10  The  Emim  abode  therein  formerly,  a  people  great, 

1  vts&eis.  1  plagued*  *  mouth*  4  sccUied,  6  flagi* 

*  the  trading  place  of  the  hollow  of  the  foot*  *  buy  core* 
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11  and  many,  and  lofty,  as  the  Anakim  ;  Who  also  were 

accounted  giants,  as  the  Anakim ;  bat  the  Moabites 

12  call  them  Emim.  The  Horim  also  abode  in  Seir 
formerly;  but  the  children  of  Esau  succeeded1  them 
when  they  had  exterminated  them  from  before  them, 
and  abode  in  their  stead ;  as  Israel  did  unto  the  land  of 
his  possession,  ■  which  the  Eternal  gave  unto  them. 

13  Now  rise  up,  said  I,  and  pass  ye  over  the  brook 
ZerccL  And  we  had  passed  over  the  brook  Zered. 

14  And  the  space2  in  which  we  came  from  Kadesh-bamea, 
until  we  had  passed  over  the  brook  Zerea,  was  thirty 
and  eight  years;  until  all  the  generation  of  the 
men  of  war  were  wasted  out2  of  the  camp,  as  the 

15  Eternal  sware  onto  them.  For  indeed  the  hand  of 
the  Eternal  was  against  them,  to  destroy4  them  ,  from 

16  among  the  camp,  until  they  were  consumed.3  ,  So  it 
came  to  pass,  when  all  the  men  of  war  were  consumed3 

17  and  dead  from  among  the  people.  That  the  Eternal 

18  spake  unto  me,  saying,  Thou  art  to  pass  over  through 

19  Ar,  the  boundary  of.Moab,  this  day;  ■  And  when 
thou  approachest  over:  against  the  children  of  Ammon, 
distress  them  not,  nor  contend  with  them:  for  I  will 
not  give  thee  of  the  land  of  the  children  of  Ammon  any 
possession ;  because  I  have  given  it  unto  the  children  of 

20  Lot  far  a  possession.  That  also  was  accounted  a  land 

of  Refaim :  Refaim  abode  therein  formerly,  and  the 

2 1  Ammonites-  call  them  Zamzummim ; '  A  people  great, 
an  many,  and  lofty,  as  the  Anakim;  but  the  Eternal 
exterminated  them  before  them  :  and  they  succeeded1 

22  them,  and  abode  in  their  stead  :  .  As  he  .did  -  to  the 
children  of  Esau,  who:  abode  in  Seir,  when  he  exter¬ 
minated  the  llorim  from  before  .them ;  and  they  suc¬ 
ceeded1  them,  and  abode  in  their  stead  even  unto  this 

23  day:  And  the  Avim,  who  abode  in  Hazerim,  even 
unto  Gazah,  the  Caphtorim, ;  who  came  forth  out  of 
Caphtor,  exterminated  them,  and  abode  in  their  stead. 

24  Rise  ye,  journey,  and  pass  over  the  river  Arnon: 
behold,  1  have  given  into  thine  hand  Sihon  the  Amorite, 
king  of  Heahbon^  and  his  land :  begin  to  possess  if,  and 

25  contend  with  him  in  war.  -This  day  will  1  begin  to 
pot3  the  dread  of  thee  and  the  fear  of  thee  upon  the 
nations  that  are  under  the  whole  heaven,  who  shall  hear 
report  of  thee,  and  shall  shake,  and  be  in  anguish 

*  possessed.  a  day*,  *  complete.  *  coDfoond,  4  give. 
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26  because  of  thee.  And'  I  sent  messengers  out  of  the 
desert  of  Kedemoth  unto  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon  with 

27  words  of  peace,  saying,  Let  me  pass  through  thy 
land :  I  will  go  along  by  the  high  way,1 1  will  neither 

28  turn  unto  the  right  hand  nor  the  left.  -  Thou  shalt  sell* 
me  food  for  money,  that  I  may  eat;  and  give  me  water  for 
money,  that  I  may  drink :  only  I  will  pass  through  on 

29  my  feet :  As  the  children  of  Esau  who  abide  in  Seir, 
and  the  Moabites  who  abide  in  Ar,  did  unto  me ;  until  I 
shall  pass  over  the  Jordan  into  the  land  which  the  Eter~ 

30  nal  our  God  giveth  us.  But  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon 
would  not  let  us  pass  by  him ;  for  the  Eternal  thy  God 
allowed  his  spirit  to  be  hardened  and  his  heart  to  be  obsti¬ 
nate,  that  he  might  give  him  into  thy  hand,  as  at  this 

31  day.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  me.  Behold,  I  have 
begun  to  give  Sihon  and  his  land  before  thee ;  begin 

32  to  possess,  that  thou  mayest  possess  his  land.  Then 
Sihon  came  out  towards  us,  hie  and  all  his  people,  to 

33  war  at  Jahaz.  And  the  Eternal  our  God  gave  him 
up  unto  us;  and  we  smote  him,  and  his  sons,  and  all  his 

34  people.  And  we  conquered  alt  his  cities  at  that  time, 
and  doomed  to  destruction  the  men,  and  the  women, 
and  the  little  ones,  of  every  city,  we  left  none3  remain : 

35  Only  the  beasts  we  took4  unto  ourselves^  and  the 

36  spoil  of  cities  which  we  conquered,  From  Aroer, 
which  <s  by  the  brink*  of  the  brook  of  Amon,  and  from 
that  city  that  w  by  the  hrook,  even  unto  Gilead,  there 
was  not  one  town  too  strong  for  us;15  the  Eternal  our 

37  God  gave  all  unto  us.  Only  unto  the  land  of  the 
children  of  Ammon  thou  approachedst  not,  unto  the 
side  of  the  brook  Jabbok,  nor  unto  the  cities  in 
the  mountains,  and  all  as  the  Eternal  our  God  com¬ 
manded  us. 

Chap.  IIL 

1  Then  we  turned,  and  went  up  the  way  to  Bashan.:  and 
Og  the  king  of  Bashan  went  out  towards  us,  he  and  all 
his  people,  to  war  at  EdreL  And  die  Eternal  said 

2  onto  me,  Fear  him  not :  for  I  will  give  him,  and  all  his 
people,  and  his  land,  into  thy  hand;  and  thou  shalt  do 
unto  him  as  thou  didst  unto  Sihon  king  of  the  Amorites, 
who  abode  at  Heshbon.  So  the  Eternal  our  God 

3  gave  into  our  hands  Og  also,  the  king  of  Bashan,  and 

f  Oft  th*  on  th*  wiy.  *  sell  corn.  *  rcmnint.  *  plundered,  *  Up 

1  loftier  thou  we 
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all  bis  people :  and  we  smote  Mm  until  no  remnant  re- 

4  maioed  unto  him. '  And  we  conquered  all.  his  cities 
at  that  time,  there  was  not  a  town  which  we  took  not 
from  them,  threescore  cities,  all  the  line  of  Argob,  the 

5  kingdom  of  Og  in  Bashan.  AH  these  cities  were  for¬ 
tified  with  high  walls,  doors,  and  bolts;  besides  unwalled 

6  cities  a  great  many.  And  wc  doomed  them  to  de¬ 
struction,  as  we  did  unto  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon,  doom¬ 
ing  to  destruction  the  men,  women,  and  little  ones,  of 

7  every  city.  Bnt  all  the  beasts,  and  the  spoil  of  the 

8  cities,  we  took  for  a  prey  to  ourselves.  And  we  took 
at  that  time  out  of  the  hand  of  the  two  kings  of  the 
Amorites  the  land  that.,  was  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan, 

9  from  the  brook  of  Arnoa  unto  mount  Hermon ;  Which 

Hermon  the  Sidonians  call  Sirion ;  and  the  Amorites 

10  call  it  Shenir;  AIL  the  cities  of  the  level,  and  all 
Gilead,  and  all  Bashan,  unto  Salchah  and  Edrei,  cities 

11  of  the  kingdom  of  ()g  in  Bashan.  For  only  Og  king 
of  Bashan  remained  of  the  rest  of  Refaim ;  behold,  his 
bedstead  was  a  bedstead  of  iron;  U  it  not  in  Rabbah  of 
the  children  of  Ammon?  nine  cubits  was  the  length 
thereof,  and  four  cubits  the  breadth  of  it,  after  the 

12  cubit  of  a  man.  And  this  land,  which  we  possessed  at 
that  time,  from  Aroer,  which  is  by  the  brook  Amon, 
and  half  mount  Gilead,  and  the  cities  thereof;  gave  I 

1 3  unto  the  Rcubeoites  and  to  the  Gadites.  And  the 
rest  of  Gilead,  and  all  Bashan,  being  the  kingdom  of 
Og,  gave  1  unto  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh ;  all  the  tine 
of  Argob,  with  all  Bashan,  which  was  called  the  land  of 

14  Refaim.  Jair  the  Bon  of  Manasseh  took  all  the  line  of 
Argob  unto  the  boundaries  of  Geshnri  and  Maachathi ; 
and  called  them  after  his  own  name,  Bashan-havoth- 
jair,  unto  this  day.  And  I  gave  Gilead  unto  Machir. 

Id  And  unto  the  Reubenites  and  unto  the  Gadites  I  gave 
from  Gilead  even  unto  the  midst  of  the  brook  Amon, 
and  die  boundary  even  unto  the  brook  Jabbok,  which  is 

1 7  the  boundary  of  the  children  of  Ammon ;  The  plain  also, 
and  the  Jordan,  and  the  boundary  thereof,  from  Chinner- 
eth  even  unto  the  sea  of  the  plain,  even  the  salt  sea,  un- 

18  dcr  the  ravines  of  Pisgah  eastward.  And  I  commanded 

you  at  that  time,  saying,  The  Eternal  your  God  hath  given 
you  his  land  to  possess  it :  ye  shall  pass  over  equipped 
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before  jour  brethren  the  children  of  Israel;  all  that  are 

19  meet  for  the  war.1  But  jour  wives,  and  your  little 

ones,  and  your  cattle.  Jot  I  know  that  ye  have  much 
cattle,  shall  abide  in  your  cities  which  I  have  given 

20  you ;  Until  the  Eternal  have  given  rest  unto  your 
brethren,  as  well  as  unto  you, .  ana  until  they  also  pos¬ 
sess  the  land  which  the  Eternal  jour  God  oath  given 
them  on  the  other  side  of  the.  Jordan :  and  then  shall  yc 
return  every  man  unto  his  possession,  which  I  have 

21  given  you.  And  I  commanded  Joshua  at  that  time, 
saying,  Thine  eyes  have  seen  all.  that  the  Eternal  your 
God  hath  done  unto  these  two  kings*  so  shall  the 
Eternal  do  unto  all  the  kingdoms  whither  thou  passest. 

22  Ye  shall  not  fear  them ;  for  it  is  the  Eternal  your  God 

23  that  fighteth  for  you,  .  And  Ihesought  the  Eternal  at 
that  time,  saying,  0  Eternal  God,  thou  hast  begnn 

24  to  show  thy  servant. thy  greatness,  and  thy  strong  hand: 
for  what  God  is  there  in  ncaven  or  in  earth,  that  can  do 
according  to  thy  workB,  and  according  to  thy  might? 

25  I  pray  thee,  let  me  pass,  overhand  see  the  good  land  that 
is  on  the.  other  side  of  the  Jordan*  that  goodly  mountain, 

26  and  Lebanon.  But  the  Eternal  was  incensed  against 
me.  for  your  sakps,  and  would  not  hear  me:  and  the 
Eternal  said  unto  me,  Let  it.sufficethee  j  continue  not 


28  thine  eyes:  for  thou  shalt '  not  pass  over  this  Jordan. 
But  command  Joshua,  and  strengthen  him,  and  make 
him  firm :  for  he  shall,  pass,  over  Before  this  people,  and 
he  shall  cause  them  to .  inherit  the  land  which  thou 

29  sbalt  see.  So  we  abode  in  the  glen  over  against 
Beth-peor, 

Chap.  IV. 

1  Now  therefore  hearken,  O  Israel,  unto  the  statutes  and 
upto  the  judgments  which  J  teach,  you,  for  to  do  them, 
that  ye  may  live,  and  go  in  and  possess  the  land  which 
the  Eternal  God. of  your  fathers  giveth  you.  Ye  shall 

2  not  add  unto  the  word  which. I  command  you,  neither 
shall  ye  diminish  ought  front  it,  that  ye  may  keep  the 
commandments  of  the  Eternal  your  God  which  I  com- 

1  sou  of  force.  4  bead.  5  Rnod. 
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( ■ 

3  mand  yon.  YdOr  £yeg  have  seen  what  the  Eternal 
did  because  of  Baal-peor :  for  every  man  that  went  after 
fianl'peor,  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  exterminated  him 

4  from  among  you.  But  ye  that  did  cleave  unto  the 
Eternal  your  .God  are  alive  all  of  you  this  day. 

5  Behold,  1  have' taught  you  statutes,  and  judgmepts, 
even  as  the  Eternal  my  God  commanded  me,  that  yc 
should  do  so  in  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it. 

G  Keep,  therefore,  and  do  them  :  for  this  is  your  wisdom 
and  your  understanding  In  the  eyes  of  the  peoples,  who 
shall  hear  all  these  statutes,  and  say,  Only  this  great 

7  people  is  a  wise  and  understanding  nation.  For  what 
great  nation  is  there  who  hath  God  so  nigh  unto  them, 
as  the  Eternal  our  God  is  at  all  times  that  we  call 

S  upon  him  ?•  And  ’  what  great  nation  is  there  that 
hath  statutes  and  judgments  to  righteous  as  all  this  law, 

9  which  I  set1  before  you  this,  day  r  Only  take  heed  to 

thyself,  and  keep  thy  soul  diligently,  lest  thou  forget 
the  things  which  thine  eyes  have  seen,  and  lest  they 
depart  from  thy  heart  all  the  days  of  thy  life;  but 
make  them  known  to  thy  sons,  and  thy  sons’  sons ; 

10  The  day  that  thou  stoodest  before  the  Eternal  thy  God 
in  Iloreb,  when  the  Eternal  said  unto  me.  Assemble  me 
the  people  together,  and  I  will  make  them  hear  my 
words,  that  they  may  learn  to  fear  me  all  the  days  that 
they  shall  live  upon  the  ground,  and  f/uzf  they  may  teach 

11  their  children.  And  ye  approached,  and  stood  under  the 
mountain ;  and  the  mountain  burned  with  fire  unto  the 
midst3  of  heaven,  with  darkness,  clouds,  and  dark  clouds. 

12  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  you  oat  of  the  midst  ofthe 
fire ;  ye  heard  the  voice  of  the  words,  but  saw  no 

13  similitude ;  only  ye  heard  a  voice.  And  he  told  you 
his  covenant,  which  he  commanded  yon  to  do,  even  ten 
words ;  and  he  wrote  them  upon  two  tablets  of  stone. 

14  And  the  Eternal  commanded  me  at  that  time  to  teach 
you  statutes  and  judgments,  that  ye  might  do  them  in 

15  the  land  whither  ye  pass  over  to  posses  it  Take  ye 
therefore  good  heed  unto  yourselves,8  far  ye  saw  not 
any  similitude  on  the  day  that  the  Eternal  spake  unto 

IG  you  in  Horeb  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire.  Lest  ye 

1  give.  *  vu  cmumcingin  fire  unto  the  heart.  *  your  loub. 


u  y 
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corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  you  a  graven  image*  the 
similitude  of  any  figure*  the  likeness1  of  male  or  female ; 

17  The  likeness1  of  any  beast  that  is  on  the  earth,  the 
likeness1  of  auy  winged  bird  that  flicth  in  the  heaven ; 

18  The  likeness1  of  any  thing  that  creepeth  on  the  ground, 
the  likeness1  of  auy  fish  that  is  in  the  waters  beneath  the 

19  earth  :  And  lest  thou  lift  up  thine  eyes  unto  heaven, 
and  see  the  sun,  and  the  moon,  and  the  stars,  even 
all  the  host  of  heaven,  and  be  driven  to  prostrate  thy¬ 
self  before  them,  and  serve  them,  which  the  Eternal 
thy  God  hath  divided  unto  all  peoples  under  the  whole' 

20  heaven.  But  you  the  Eternal  hath  taken,  and  hrought 
you  fprth  out  of  the  iron  furnace,  even  out  of  Fgypt,  to 
be  unto  him  a  people  of  inheritance,  as  ye  are  this  day. 

21  Furthermore,  the  Eternal  was  wroth  with  me  for  your 
safces,  and  sware  that  I  should  not  pass  over  the  Jordan, 
and  that  I  should  not  come  unto  that  good  land  which 
the  Eternal  thy  God  giyeth  thee  for  an  inheritance : 

22  But  I  must  die  in  this  land,  I  must  not  pass  over  the 
Jordan  :  but  ye  shall  pass  over,  and  possess  that  good 

33  land.  Take  heed  unto  yourselves,  lest  ye  forget  the 
covenant  of  the  Eternal  your  God,  which  he  made* 
with  you,  and  make  you  a  graven  image,  or  the  likeness1 
of  arty  thing,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  forbidden3 

24  thee.  For  the  Eternal  thy  God  is  a  consuming^  fire, 

25  even  a  jealous  God.  When  thou  shall  beget  children 
and  children's  children,  and  ye  shall  have  been  loDg  es¬ 
tablished  in  the  land,  and  shall  corrupt  yourselves,  and 
make  a  graven  image,  or  the  likeness1  of  any  thing,  and 
shall  do  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  pro- 

26  Yoke  hint  to  anger ;  I  call-heaven  and  earth  to  witness 
against  yon  this  day,  that  ye  shall  soon  utterly  perish 
from  off  the  land  whereunto  you  pass  over  the  Jordan  to 
possess  it ;  ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days  upon  it,  but 

27  shall  utterly  be  exterminated.  And  the  Eternal  shall 
scatter  you  among  the  peoples,  and  ye  shall  remain  few 

L  in  number*  among  the  nations  whither  the  Eternal  shall 

23  lead  you.  And  there  ye  shall  serve  gods,  the  work  of 
men’s;  hands,  wood  ana  stone,  which  neither  see,  nor 

2&  hear,  nor  eat,  nor  smell.  *  But  if  from  thence  thou 
Shalt  seek  the  Eternal  thy  God,  thou  shall  find  him ,  if 

1  pattern.  *  cut.  9  com  minded.  1  eating.  9  men  of  number. 
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30  thou  seek1  himwittffUl  thybeartand  with  all  thyaouL 
When  thou- art  in  tribulation^  and  all  these  things -are 
come  upon9  thee,  even  in  the  remoteness  of  days,  if  thou 
turn  to  the  Eternal  thy- God,  and  obey  ha ;  voice. 

31  For  the  Eternal  thv  Goa  £ra  merciful  God,-  he  w  ill  not 
fail  thee,  neither  destroy4  thee,  nor-  forget  -  the  conve- 

32  nant  of  thy  fathers,  which  he  aware  Unto  them.  For 
ask  now  of  the  days  that  are  past;4  wbiah.  were  before 
thee,  since  the  day  that  God  created  man  upon  the  earth, 
and  ash  from  the  one  extremity  of  heaven  unto  the 
other  extremity  of  heaven,  whether  -there  hath  been 
any  such  thing  as  this  great  thing  is,  or  hath  been  heard 

33  like  it?  Did  ever  ~ people  hear  the  voice  of  God 
speaking  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  as  thou  -hast 

34  heard,  and  Live  ?  Or  hath  God  tried  to  go,  and  take 
him  a  nation  from  the  midst  of  another  nation,  by  trials, 
by  signs,  and  by  wonders,  and  by  war,  and  by-  a  strong 
hand,  and  by  a  stretched-out*  arm,  and  by  great  dread, 
according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  your  God  did  for  you 

35  in  Egypt  before  your  eyes  ?  Unto  thee  it  was  shewed 
that  thou  mightest  know  that  the  Eternal  he  is  God ; 

3.6  there  is  none  else  besides  him.  Out  of  heaven  he 
made  thee  to  hear  his  voice,  that  he  might  instruct4 
thee ;  and  upon  earth  he  shewed  thee  his  great  fire ; 
and  thou  heardest  his  words  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire. 

37  And  for  that  he  loved  thy  fathers,  and  chose  their.seed 
after  them,  and  brought  thee  out  in  his  sight7  with  his 

38  great  strength  out  of  Egypt;  To  dispossess  nations 

before  thee,  greater  and  mightier  than  thou  art,  to 
bring  thee  in,  to  give  thee  their  land  far  an  inheritance, 

39  as  it  is  this  day.  Thou  shalt  know  this  day,  and  con¬ 
sider8  it  in  thine  heart,  that  the  Eternal  he  is  God  in 
heaven  above,  and  upon  the  earth  beneath:  there  is 

40  none  else.  Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes;  and 

his  commandments,  which  1  command  thee  this  day, 
that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children 
after  thee,  and  that  thou  rnayest  prolong  thy  days  upon 
the  ground,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee, 

4 1  for  ever0  Then  Moses  separated  three  cities  on  this 

42  side  of  the  Jordan,  towards  the  sun-rising ;  That  the 
slayer10  might  flee11  thither,  who  should  kill12  his 

1  require,  *  have  found.  3  corrupt  4  first  days.  *  in  dined.  *  chastise. 

4  face.  *  resxorc.  *  all  days.  10  murderer.  11  run  away.  murder^ 
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fellow  unawares,  and  hated  hint  not  in  time  past; 
and.  that,'  fleeing*  unto  one  of  these  cities,  he  migh 

43  live,  Namely,  Beset  in  the  desert,  in  the  plain  coun- 

.  try  of  the  Reubenites;  and  Ramoth  in  Gilead,  of  the 

Gadites;  and  Golan  in  Baahan,  of  the  Manasaitcs. 

44  And  this  u  .the  law  which  Moses  put  before  the  children 

45  of  Israel :  Theseare-thc  testimonies,  and  the  statutes, 

and  the  Judgments^  whieb  Moses  spake  unto  the  chil- 

4G  dren  of  Israel,  after  .they  came  forth  out  of  Egypt,  On 
this  side  of.  tbejordan,  in  the  glen  over  against  Ecth- 
peor,  in  the  land  of  Sihonking  of  the  Amorites,  who 
abode  At  Heshbon,  whom  Moses  and  the  children  o. 
Israel  smote,  after  tbeywere  come  forth  out  of  Egypt: 

47  And  they,  possessed  his  land,  and  the  land  of  Og  king 

.  of  Bashau,  twokings  of  the  Amorites,  who  were  ou  this 

48  side  of  the  Jordan,  towards  the  sun-rising  j  From  Aroer, 
which  is  by  the  bank3  of  the  river  Amon,  even  unto 

49  mount  Sion,  which  is  Herrnon;  And  all  the  plain  of 
this,  side  of  the  Jordan  eastward,  even  unto  the  sea  of 
the  plain,  under  the  ravines  of-Pisgah. 

Chap.  V. 

1  And  Moses  called  all  Israel,  and  said  onto  them.  Hear, 
O  Israel,  the  statutes  and  judgments  which  I  speak  in 
your  ears  this  day,  that  ye  may  learn  them,  and  keep, 

2  and  do  them.  The  Eternal  our  God  made1  a  cove- 

3  nant  with  u»  in  Horeb.  The  Eternal  made1  not  this 
covenant  with  our  fathers,  but  with  us,  even  us,  who  tire 

4  all  of  us  hero  alive  this  day.  The  Eternal  talked  with 
you  face  to  face  in  the  mount  out  of  the  midst  of  the 

5  fire.  I  stood  between  the  Eternal  and  you  at  that 
time,  to  tell  you  the  word  of  the  Eternal:  fbryc  were 
afraid  by  reason  of  the  fire,  and  went  not  up  into  the 

6  mount;  saying,  I  am  the  Eternal  thy  God,  who 
brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the 

7  house  of  servants.  Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods 

8  before  my  face.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any 
graven  image,  or  any  likeness,5  of  any  thing  that  is  in  the 
heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth : 

9  Thou  Bhalt  ’  not  prostrate  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve 
them:  for  I  the  Eternal  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God, 
visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children 
unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate 

1 0  me.  And  shewing8  mercy  unto  thousand  generation* 

1  from  yesterday  and  before  yesterday.  *  running  away.  *  liy.  1  cut. 

1  similitude.  *duiug. 
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of  them  that  lore  hie,  and  keep  my  commandments. 

11  Thou  aha] t  not  tike*  die  name  of  the  Eternal  thy  God 
in  vain :  for  the  Eternal  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that 
taketh*  his  name  in  vain. 

12  Keep  the  sabbath  day,  to  sanctify  it,  as  the  Eternal 

13  thy  God  hath  commanded  thee.  Six  days  thou 

14  inayest  labour,*  and  do  all  thy  work :  fiat  the 
seventh  day  £r  the  sabbath  of  the  Eternal  thy  God: 
in  it  thou  snalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor 
thy  daughter,  thy  wum-servant,  nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor 
any  of  thy  herd,  nor  thine  sss,  nor  thy  beasts,  nor  thy 
stranger  that  u  within  thy  gates,  that  thy  man-  servant 
and  thy  maid-servant  may  rest  as  well  as  thou. 

15  And  remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  brought  thee  oat 
thence  through  a  mighty  hand  and  by  a  stretched  out* 
arm :  therefore  the  Eternal  thy  God  commanded  thee 

16  to  keep  the  sabbath  day.  Honour  thy  father  and  thy 
mother,  as  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  commanded  thee, 
that  thy  days  may  be  prolonged,  and  that  it  may  go 
well  with  thee  on  the  ground  which  the  Eternal  thy 

17  God  giveth  thee.  Thou  shalt  hot  murder.  Nei¬ 
ther  shalt  thou  commit  adultery.  Neither  shalt  thou 
stral.  Neither ;  halt  thou  bear1  false  witness  against  thy 

18  fellow-man, '  Neither  «hait  thou  covet  thy  fcllow-ntanw 
wife,  Neither  shalt  thou  desire6  thy  fellow-marc's  house, 
his  field,  or  his  marc-servant,  or  his  maid-servant,  any  of 
his  herd,  or  his  ass,  or  any  thing  that  is  thy  fellow-monV. 

19  These  words  the  Eternal  spake  unto  all  your  assembly 
in  the  mount  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  of  the  cloudy 
and  of  the  thick  cloud,  with  a  great  voice:  and  he 
added  no  more.  :  And  he  wrote  them  in  two  tablets  of 

20  stone,  and  gave  them  unto  me.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  ye  heard  the  voice  out  of  the  midst  of  the  dark¬ 
ness,  for  the  mountain  was  consuming  with  fire,  that  ye 
approached  unto  me,  even  all  the  heads  of  your  tribes, 

21  and  your  elders ;  And  ye  said,  Hehold,  the  "Eternal  our 
God  hath  shewed  us  his  glory  and  his  greatness,  and 
we  have  heard  his  voice  out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire : 
we  have  seen  this  day  that  God  may  speak  to  man, 

22  and  he  yet  remain  alive.  Now,  therefore,  wherefore 

1  bear  *  bcaretb.  *  serve.  *  inclined.  s  answer  ,*  lust. 
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should  we  die  ?  for  this  great  fire  wilt  consume1 
us :  if  we  hear,  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  our  pod  Any 

23  more,8  then  we  shall  die..  For  who  is  there  of  all  flesh, 
that  hath  heard  the  voice  of  the  living  God  speaking 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  as  we  have,  and  lived  ? 

24  Approach  thou,  and  hear  all  that  the  Eternal  our  God 
shall  say;  and  speak  thou  unto  us  aU  that  the  Eternal 
our  God  shall,  speak  unto  thee :  and  we  will  hear  it, 

25  and  do  it.  Ana  the  Eternal  heard  the  voice  of  your 
words,  when  ye  spake  unto  me  ;  and  the  Eternal  said 
unto  me,  I  have  heard  the  voice  of  the  words  of  this 
people?  which  they  have  spoken  unto  thee :  they  have 

26  well  said  all  that  they  have  spoken. .  O  that  there  were 
such  an  heart  in  them,  that  they  would  fear5  me,  and 
keep  all  my  commandments  aU  the  days,  that  it  might 
be  well  with  them,  and  with  their  children  for  ever ! 

27  28  Go  say  to  them.  Return  you  into  your  tents.  But 
as  for  thee,  stand  thou  here  by  me,  and  I  will  speak 
unto  thee  all  the  commandment^  and  the  statutes,  and 
the  judgments,  which  thou  ehalt  teach  them,  that  they 
may  do  them  in  the  land  which  I  give  them  to  possess 

29  it.  Ye  shall  keep  them  to  do  as  the  Eternal  your  God 
hath  commanded  you ;  ye  sliall  not  depart  to  the  right 

30  hand  or  to  the  left.  Ye  shall  walk  in  all  the  ways 
which  the  Eternal  your  God  hath  commanded  you,  that 
ye  may  live,  and  that  it  maybe  well  with  you,  and  that  ye 
may  prolong  your  days  in  the  land  which  ye  shall  possess. 

Chap,  VL 

1  Now  these  are  the  commandments,  the  statutes,  and 
the  judgments,  which  the  Eternal  your  God  commanded 
to  teach  you,  that  ye  might  do  them  in  the  land  whither 

2  ye  pass  to  possess  it:  That  thou  mightest  fear  the 
Eternal  thy  God,  to  keep  all  his  ordinances  and  his 
commandments,  which  I  command  thee,  thou,  and  thy 
son,  and  thy  6on’a  son,  all  the  days  of  thy  life ;  and  thAt 

3  thy  days  may  be  prolonged.  Hear,  therefore,  O  Israel, 
and  observe4  to  do  it;  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee, 
and  that  ye  may  increase  mightily,  as  the  Eternal  God 
of  thy  fathers  hath,  promised  thee,  in  the  land  flowing 

4  with  milk  and  honey.  Hear,  O  Israel :  The  Eternal 

5  our  God  the  Eternal  is  one.  And  thou  aihalt  love  the 

t  eat.  *  add  to  bear*  3  who  will  give  that  tbia  their  heart  were  unlo  him 

to  fear.  4  keep. 
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Eternal  thy  God,  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all 

6  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy-  intensity.  And-  -these 
words,  which  I  command  thee  Ibis  dayr  shall  -  be  in 

7  thine  heart;  Andthoo  shalt  enjoin  them  on  thychil- 
dren,  and  shalt  dpeak  of  them  when  thou  sittest  m  thine 
house,  aad  when  thou  walkeetby  the  way,  and  when 

8  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  nsest  up.  And  thou 
shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thine  hand,  and  they 

9  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  thine  eyes.  And  thou 

.  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door  posts  of  toy  -house,  -  and  in 

10  thy  gates.  And  it  shall  be,  when  the  Eternal  thy  God 
shall  have  brought  thee  into  the  land  which  he  swore 
unto  thy  fathers,  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to 
give  thcc  great  and  goodly  cities,  which  thou  buildedst 

1 1  not,  And  houses .  hill  of  all  good  things,  which  thou 
filledst  not,  and  wells1  hewn  out,  which  thou  hewedst 
not,  vineyards  and  olive  trees,  which  thou  plantedst  not ; 

1 2  when  thou  shalt  have  eaten  and  be  satisfied ;  Then 
take  heed  lest  thou  forget  the  Eternal,  who  brought  thee 
forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  (he  house  of  ser- 

13  vanta.  Thou  shalt  fear  the  Eternal  thv  God,  and  serve 

1 4  him,  and  shalt  Bwear  by  his  name,*  •  Ye  shall  not  go 
after  other  gods,  of  the  gods  of  the  peoples  which  are 

15  round  about  you;  For  the  Eternal  thy  God  u  a 
jealous  God  among  you  lest  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal 
tliy  God  glow  against  thee,  and  exterminate  thee  from 

18  off  the  face  of  the  ground.  Ye  shall  not  try  the  Eternal 

17  your  God,  as  Ye  tried  him  in  Massah,  Ye  shall  dili¬ 
gently  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  your 
God,  and  his  testimonies,  and  his  statutes,  which  he 

18  hath  commanded  thee.  And  thou  shalt  do  that  which 
is  right  and  good  ia  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal :  that  it  may 
he  well  with  thee,  and  that  thou  mayest  go  in  and  pos¬ 
sess  the  good  land'  which  the  Eternal  swore  unto  thy 

19  fathers.  To  thrust  out  all  thine  enemies  from  before 

20  thcc,  as  the  Eternal  hath  spoken.  When  thy  son 
asketh  thee  in  time  to  come2,  saying,  What  mean  the 
testimonies,  and  the  statutes,  and  the  judgments,  which 

21  the  Eternal  our  God  hath  commanded  you?  Then 
thou  shalt  say  unto  thy  son.  We  were  Pharaoh’s  servants 
in  Egypt ;  and  the  Eternal  brought  us  outofE^ypt  with 

22  a  strong  hand:  'And  the  Eternal  shewed'*1  signs  and 

l  pits.  *  to-morrow.  3  gave 
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wooden,  great  and  evil,  upon  Egypt,  upon  Pharaoh, 

23  and  upon  all  his  household,  before  our  eyes:  And  he 
brought  us  out  from  thence,  that  he  might  bring  us  in, 
to  give  us  the  land  which  he  swart  unto  our  lathers. 

24  And  the  Eternal  commanded  us  to  do  all  these  statutes, 
to  fear  the  Eternal  our  God,  for  our.  good  all  the  days, 

25  that  he  might  keep  us  alive,  as  it  w  at  this  day.  And 
it  shall  be  righteousness  to  us,  if  wcLobscrve1  to  do  all 
these  commandments  before  the  Eternal  our  God,  as  he 
hath  commanded  us. 

Chap.  VII. 


1  When  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  bring  thee  into  the 
land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess  it,  ana  hath  cast  out11 
many  nations  before  thee,  the  Hittites,  and  the  Gir- 
gaahites,  and  the  Amcrites,  and  the  Canaanites,  and  the 
Ferizzites,  and  the  Hivitea,  and  the  Jebusites,  seven 

2  nations  more  numerous  and  mightier  than  thou ;  And 
when- the  Eternal  tby  God  shall  have  given  them  before 
thee,  and  thou  shalt  have  smitten  them,  thou  shalt  utterly 
doom  them  to  destruction ;  thou  shalt  make3  no  cove- 

3  nant  with  them,  nor  be  gracious  unto  them :  Neither 
shalt  thou  intermarry  with  them;  thy  daughter  thou 
shalt  not  give  unto  ms  son,  nor  hia  daughter  shalt  thon 

4  take  unto  thy  son.  For  he  will  turn  away1  thy  son 
from  following*  me,  that  they  may  serve  outer  gods : 
so  will  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glow  against  you,  and  cx- 

5  terminate  thee  suddenly.  ’  But  thus  shall  ye  do  to  them ; 
ye  shall  pull  down  their  altars,  and  break  dowu  their 
monuments,  and  cut  down  their  groves,6  and  hum  their 

6  graven  images  with  fire.  For  thou  art  an  holy  people 
unto  the  Eternal  thy  God :  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath 
chosen  thee  to  be  a  people  of  a  select  portion  unto  him¬ 
self)  from  all  the  peoples  that  are  upon  the  free  of  the 

7  ground.  The  Eternal  did  not  delight  in  yon,  nor 
choose  yon,  because  ye  were  mace  numerous  than  any 

8  people ;  for  ye  were  the  fewest  of  all  the  peoples :  But 
because  the  Eternal  loved  you,  and  because  he  would 
keep  the  oath  which  he  had  sworn  unto  your  fathers 
hath  the  Eternal  brought  you  out  with  a  strong  hand* 
and  released  you  out  of  the  house  of  servants,  from  the 

9  hand  of  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt.  Know  therefore  that 

the  Eternal  thy  Gem,  he  is  God,  the  faithful  God, 
who  keepeth  the  covenant  and  mercy  with  them  that 
love  him  and  keep  his  commandments  to  a  thousand 

10  generations.  And  repaycth  them  that  hate  him  tc 

ikeep.  7  put  off.  3  cat.  *  remove.  3  alter.  6  iuppy  oues. 
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their  face,  to  cause  them  to  perish:  hewill  not  delay 
to  him  that  hateth  him,  he  will  repay  him  to  his  fice. 

11  Thou  ahaltthcrcfbre  keepthe  commandments,  and  the 
statutes,  sad  the  judgments,  which  X  command  thee 
this  day  to  do  them. 

12  And  the  consequence1  will  be,  if  ye  hearken  to  these 
judgments,  and  keep,  and  do  them,  that  the  Eternal  thy 
Goa  shall  keep  unto  the  covenant  and  the  mercy  which 

1 3  he  aware  unto  thy  fathers ;  And  he  will  love  thee,  and 
and  bless  thee,  and  multiply  thee';  he  will  also  bless  the 
fruit  of  thy  womb,8  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  thy  corn, 
and  thy  must,  and  thine  oil,1  the  offspring  dropped  by 
thy  kine,  and  the  breeds  of  thy  flock,  in  the  land  which  he 

14  sware  unto  thy  fathers  to  give  thee.  Thou  shall  be 
blessed  above  all  the  people :  there  shall  not  be  male  or 

13  female  barren  among  you,  or  among  vour  beasts.  And 
the  Eternal  will  remove  from  thee  all  sickness,  and  will 
put  none  of  the  evil  diseases  of  Egypt,  which  thou 
knowest,  upon  thee ;  but  will  lay4  them  upon  all  them 

Iff  that  hate  thee.  And  thou  shalt  consume5  all  the  peo¬ 
ples  which  the  Eternal  thyGod  shall  give  thcc;  thine  eye 
shall  not  spare  them:  neither  shalt  thou  serve  their  gods: 

17  for  that  will  be  a  snare  unto  thcc.  If  thou  shalt  say 
in  thine  heart,  These  nations  are  more  numerous  than 

18  I;  how  can  I  dispossess  them?  Thou  shalt  not  be 
afraid  of  them :  Saf  shalt  well  remember  what  the  Eternal 

19  thy  God  did  unto  Pharaoh,  and  unto  all  Egypt;  The 
great  trials  which  thine  eyes  saw,  and  the  signs,  and  the 
wonders,  and  the  strong  hand,  and  the  stretched  out6 
arm,  whereby  the  Eternal  thy  God  brought  thee  out: 
so  shall  the  Eternal  thy  God  do  unto  an  the  peoples 

20  of  whom  thou  art  afraid.  Moreover  the  Eternal 
thy  God  will  send  forth  the  hornet  among  them, 
until  they  that  remain  and  are  hidden7  from  thee, 

21  'perish.  Thou  shalt  not  be  terrified  at  them:  for 
the  Eternal  thy  God  u  among  you,  a  great  God  and 

22  fearful.  And  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  put  out  those 
nations  before  thee  by  little  and  little:  thou  mayest 
not  be  able  to  consume"  them  speedily,  lest  the 

23  animals  of  the  field  increase  upon  thcc.  But  die  Eternal 
thy  God  shall  give  them  unto  thcc,  and  shall  confound 
them  with  a  great  confusion,  until  they  be  exterminated. 

24  And  he  shall  give  their  kings  into  thine  hand,  and  thou 

1  heeL  -  belly*  *  brigbtoeik  4  jive.  4  cat.  *  inclined.  1  ltejtf  doac. 
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shalt  cause  their  name  to  perish  from  under  the  heaven; 
there  shall  not  a  man  be  able  to  stands  against  thee,  until 

25  thou  have  exterminated  them.  The  graven  images  of 
their  god?  shall  ye  burn .  with  fire;  thou  ahalt.  not 
covet  the  silver  or  gold  that  w  oo  them,  nor  take  it 
unto  thee,  lest  .thou  be  snared  therein :  for  it  is  an 

26  abomination  to  the  .Eternal  .thy  God.  Neither  shall 
thou  bring,  an  abomination  intp.  thine  house,  lest  thou 
be  a  doomed-  thing  like  it ;  but  thou  shalt  utterly  detest 
it,  and  thou  shalt  utterly  abhor  it ;  for  it  is  a  doomed 
thing. 

Chap.  VIIL 


1  Eveby  cooimaodmeDt  which  I  command  thee  this  day 
shall  ye  observe3  to  do,  that  ye  may  live,  and  increase, 
and  go  in  and  possess  the  land  which  the  Eternal  sware 

2  unto  your  Fathers.  And  thou  shalt  remember  all  the 
way  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  led  thee3  these  forty 
years  in  the  desert  to  afflict  thee,  and  to  try  thee,  to 
know  what  was  in  thine  heart,  whether  thou  wouldest 


3  keep  Ms  commandments,  or  not  And  he  afflicted  thee, 
and  suffered  thee  to  hunger,  and  gave  thee  manna  to 
eat,  which  thou  Lnewest  not,  neither  did  thy  fathers 
know ;  that  he  might  make  thee  know  that  man  doth 
not  live  bv  bread  only,  but  by  whatever  the  mouth  of 

4  the  Eternal  bringeth  forth  doth  man  live*  Thy  rai¬ 
ment*  did  not  fade  from  off  thee,  neither  did  thy  foot 

5  swell  these  forty  years.  Thou  shale  also  know  in  thine 
heart,  that,  as  a  man  chastenetli  his  son,  so  the  Eternal 

G  thy  God  chastcncth  thee.  Therefore  thou  shalt  keep 
the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  go  in 

7  his  ways,  and  to  fear  him.  For  the  Eternal  thy  God 
bringeth  thee  into  a  good  land,  a  land  of  brooks  of 
water,  of  fountains  and  murmuring  depths,  that  come  out 

8  in  deep  valleys  and  mountains ;  A  land  of  wheat,  and 
barley,  and  vines,  and  fig  trees,  and.  pomegranates ;  a 

9  land  of  oil  olive,  and  honey;  A  land  wherein 
thou  shalt  eat  hread  without  scarceness,  thou  shalt 
not  lack  any  thing  in  it ;  a  land  whose  stones  arc 
iron,  and  out  of  whose  mountaius  thou  mayest  hew 

10  copper.  When  thou  hast  eaten  and  art  satisfied, 

then  thou  shalt  bless  the  Eternal  thy  God  for  the 
LI  good  land  which  he  hath  given  thee.  Take  heed  that 
thou  forget  not  the  Eternal  thy  God,  in  not  keeping 


1  to  place  himself.  3  keep.  1  caused  thee  to  go.  1  outer  garment. 
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his  commandments,  aad  'hjs  judgments,  and  his  ordi- 

12  nances,  which  I  command^lbee  this  day:  Lcst  tpAen 
thou  hast  eaten  and  art  satisfied,  and  :hast  built  goodly 

13  houses,  and  dwelt  therrin ;  And  when  thy. herds 
and  thy  flocks  increase,  and  thy  silver  aqd  tny  gold 
is  increased,  and  all  that  thou  hast  is-  increased; 

14  Then  thine  heart  be  exalted,  and  thou  forget  the:  Eter¬ 
nal  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  forth  out  6f  the  land  of 

15  Egypt,  from  the  land  of  servants  £  -  Who  led  thee1 

through  that  great  and  fearful  desert,  wherein  were  burn¬ 
ing  serpents,  and  scorpions,  and  drought,  where  them 
was  no  water ;  who  brought  thee  forth  water  out  of  the 

16  solid  rock;  '  Who  gave  thee  manna  to  eat  in  the 
desert,  which  thy  fathers  knew  not,  that  he  might  afflict 
thee,  and  that  he  might  try  thee,  to  do  thee  good  at  thy 

17  latter  end  ;3  And  thou  say  in  thine  heart.  My  strength 

and  the  might  of  mine  hand  hath  gotten3  me  '  this 

16  wealth,4  But  thou  shalt  remember  the  Eternal  thy 
God :  for  it  is  he  that  gireth  thee  strength  to  get  wealth,4 
that  he  may  establish11  his  covenant  which  he  swarc  unto 
thy  fathers,  as  tt  is  this  day. 

19  And  it  shall  be,  if  thou  do  at  all  forget  the  Eternal 
thv  God,  and  go  after  other  gods,  and  serve  them,  and 
prostrate  thyself  to  them,  I  testify  against  you  this  day 

20  that  ye  shall  surely  perish.  As  the  nations  which  the 
Eternal  cause  th  to  perish  before  your  face,  so'  shall  ye 
perish;  because  ye  would  not  be  obedient  unto  the 
voice  of  the  Eternal  your  God. 

CUAT.  IX. 

1  Heab,  0  Israel:  Thou  art  to  pass  orer  the  Jordan  this 
day,  to  go  in  to  possess  uations  greater  and  mightier  than 

2  thyself j  cities  great  and  fortified  up  to  heaven.  A  peo¬ 
ple  great  and  lofty,  the  children  of  the  Anakim,  whom 
thou  knowest,  and  of  whom  thou  hast  heard  say.  Who 

3  can  stand  against7  the  children  of  Artak  /  '  Know 

therefore  this  day,  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  is  he  who 
passe th  over  before  thee ;  as  a  consuming3  fire  he  shall 
exterminate  them,  and  he  shall  humble  them  before  thy 
lace ;  so  slialt  thou  dispossess  them,  and  cause  them  to 
perish  quickly,  as  the  Eternal  hath  said  unto  thee. 

4  Speak  not  thou  in  thine  heart,  after  that  the  Eternal 
thy  God  hath  thrust  them  out  from  before  thcc,  saying 
Tor  my  righteousness  the  Eternal  hath  brought  me  in 
to  possess  this  land :  and  for  the  wickedness  of  these  nap 

>  caused  dire  to  go.  1  remoteness.  *  made.  4  force.  6  make  force. 

17  ruise.  i  place  himself.  r  eating. 
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lions  the  Eternal  doth  dispossess  them  from  before  thee. 

5  Not  for  thy  righteousness,  or  for  the  uprightness  of 
thine  heart,  dost  thou  go  to  possess  their  land :  but  for 
the  wickedness  of  these  nations  the  Eternal  thy  God 
doth  disposees  them  from  before  thee,  and  that  he  may 
perform1  the  word  which  the  Eternal  aware  unto  thy 

6  fathers,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob.  Know,  therefore 
that  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee  not  this  land  to 
possess  it  for  'thy  righteousness ;  for  thou  art  a  stiff- 

7  necked  people.  Remember,  and  forget  not,  how  thou 
madest  angry  the  Eternal  thy  God  in  the  desert ;  from 
the  day  that  thou  didst  depart  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
until  ye  cameunto  this  place,  ye  have  been  rebellious 

8  against  the  Eternal.  Also  m '  Horeb  ye  made  the 
Eternal  angry,  so  that  the  Eternal  was  wrath  with  you 

9  to  have  exterminated  you.  Whe  n  I  was  gone  up  into 
the  mount  to  receive2  the-,  tablets  of  stone,  even  the 
tablets  of  the  covenant  which  the  Eternal  made*  with 
you,  then  I  abode  in  -  the  mount  forty  days  and  forty 

1 0  nights,  I  neither  did  eat  bread  nor  drink  water :  And 

the  Eternal  gave  unto  me  two  tablets  of 'stone  written 
with  the  finger  of  God ;  and  on  them  tons  written  ac¬ 
cording  to  all  the  words,  which  the  Eternal  spake  with 
you  in  the  motmt'oat  of  the-midst  of  the  fire  in  the  day 

LI  of  the  assembly.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of 
forty  days  and  forty  nights,  that  the  Eternal  gave  me 
the  two  tablets  of  stone,  even  the  tablets  of  the  covenant. 

12  And  the  Eternal  said  nnto  me.  Arise,  go  down  quickly 
from  hence ;  for  thy  people  which  thou  hast  brought 
forth  out  of  Egypt,  nave  corrupted  themselves ;  they 
are  quickly  departed  from  the  way  which  I  com¬ 
manded  them ;  they  have  made  them  a  molten  image. 

13  Furthermore  the  Eternal  spake  unto  me,  saying,  I  have 
seen  this  people,  aud,  behold,  it  is  a  stiffnecked  people: 

14  Let  me  alone/  that  I  may  exterminate  them,  and  blot 
out  their  name  from  under  heaven :  add  I  will  make  of 
thee  a  nation  mightier  and  more  numerous  than  they. 

15  So  I  turned  and  came  down  from  the  mount,  and  tnc 
mount  was  consuming  in  fire;  and  the  two  tablets  ot 
the  covenant  were  on  my  two  hands.  And  I  saw,  and, 
behold,  ye  had  sinned  against  the  Eternal  yonr  God,  and 
had  made  yon  a  molten  calf:  ye  had  departed  quickly 
from  the  way  which  the  Eternal  had  commanded  you. 

17  And  1  caught  the  two  tablets,  and  cast  them  out  of  my 


16 
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IS  two  hands,  and  brake  them  before  your  eyes.  *  And  I 
threw  myself  before  the  Eternal,  as  at  the  first,  forty 
days  and  forty  nights:  I  did  neither  cat  bread,  nor 
drink  water,  because  of' all  your  sins,  which  ye  sinned, 
in  doing  wickedly  In  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  to  provoke 

19  him  to  anger.  For  I  stood  in  awe;  of  the  wrath  and 
the  fury  wherewith  the  .Eternal  was  angry  with  you  to 
exterminate  you ;  and  the  Eternal  hearkened  unto  me 

20  at  that  time  also.  And  with  Aaron  the  Eternal  was 
vciy  angry  to  have  exterminated  him ;  and  I  prayed 

21  for  Aaron  also  the  same  time.  And  I  took  your  sin, 
the  calf,  which  ye  had  made,  and  burned  it  with  fire, 
and  I  beat  it,  grinding  it  well,  until  it  was  as  small  as 
dust;  and  I  cast  the  dust  thereof  into  the  brook  that 

22  descended1  out  of  the  mountain.  And  at  Taberah, 
and  at  Massah,  and  at  Kibroth-Hattaavah,  ye  provoked 

23  the  Eternal  to  anger,  likewise  when  the  Eternal 
sent  you  from  Kadesh-Bnmea,.  saying.  Go  up  and  pos¬ 
sess  the  land  which  I  have  given  you ;  then'  ye  rebelled 
against  the  commandmenta,of  the  Eternal  your  God, 
and  ye  believed  him  not,  nor  hearkened  to  his  voice. 

24  Ye  have  been  rebellious  against  the  Eternal  from  the 

25  day  that  I  knew  .you,  And  I  threw  myself  before  the 

Eternal  the  forty  days  and  the  forty  nights  which  I.had 
thrown  myself;  because  the  Eternal  had  said  to  exter- 

26  min  ate  you.  And  I  prayed  therefore  unto  the  Eternal, 
and  said,  O  Lord  Eternal,  destroy®  not  thy  people  and 
thine  inheritance,  which  thou  hast  released  through  thy 
greatness  which  thou  hast  brought  forth  out  of  Egypt 

27  with  a  strong  hand.  Remember  thy  servants,  Abra¬ 
ham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob ;  look  not  unto  the  stubbornness  of 
this  people,  nor  to  their  wickedness  nor  to  their  sin  : 

28  Lest  the  land  whence  thou  broughtest  us  out  say,  from 
inability  of  the  Eternal  to  bring  them  into  the  land 
which  he  promised  them,  and  from  hatred  to  them  he 
hath  brought  them  out  to  put  them  to  death  in  the 

29  desert.  Yet  they  are  thy  people,  and  thine  inherit¬ 
ance,  which  thou  bronghtest  out  by  thy  great  strength, 
and  by  thy  stretched  out4  aim. 

Chap.  X. 

1  At  that  time  the  Eternal  said  unto  me,  Hew  thee  two 
tablets  of  stone  like  unto  the  first,  and  come  up  unto 

1  came  down.  *  month.  1  corrupt.  1  inclined. 
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me  into  the  mount,  and  make  thee  an  art1  of  wood; 

2  And  I  will  write  on  the  tablets  the  words  that  were  in 
the  first  tablets,  which  thou  brakest  in  pieces,  apd  thou 

3  sholt  put  them  in  the  ark.1  And  I  made  an  ark1  of 
acacia  wood,  and  hewed  two  tablets  of  stone  like  nnto 
the  first,  and  went  up  into  the  mountain,  haring  the  two 

4  tablets  in  mine  hand.  And  he  wrote  on  the  tablets 
according  to  the  first  writing,  the  ten  words,  which  the 
Eternal  spake  unto  you  in  the  mountain  out  of  the  midst 
of  the  fine,  in  the  day  of  the  assembly ;  and  the  Eternal 

5  gave  them  unto  me.  And  I  turned  myself)  and  came 
down  from  the  mountain,  and  pjit  the  tablets  in  the  ark1 
which  I  had.  made;  and  there  they  are,  as  the  Eternal 

6  commanded  me.  And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed 
from  Beerotb  of  the  children  of  Jaakan  to  Mo  sera: 
there  Aaron'  died,  and  there  he  was  buried ;  and 

7  Eleazar  his  son  ministered  asjiriest  in  his  stead.  From 
thence  .they  journeyed  unto  Gudgodah;  and  from  Gud- 


8  godah  to  Jotbath.  a  land  of  brooks  of  waters.  At  that 
time,  the  Eternal  separated  the  tribe  of  Levi,  to  bear  the 
ark1  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal,  to  stand  before  the 
Eternal,  to  minister  unto  lum,  and  to  bless  in  his  name, 

9  unto  this  day.  '.  Wherefore  Levi  hath  no  portion  nor 
;  inheritance  with  his'  brethren :  the  Eternal  is  his  in¬ 
heritance,  according  as  the  Eternal  thy  God  promised 

10.  hint  And  I  stayed3  in  the  mountain,  accordin'*  to  the 
first  days,  forty  days  and  forty  nights;  and  the  Eternal 
hearkened  unto  me  at  that  time  also,  and  the  Eternal 

1 1  would  not  destroy3' thee.  „  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
me.  Arise,  go  on  the  journey  before  the  people,  that  they 
may  go  on  and  possess  the  land,  which  I  swore  unto 
their  fathers  to  give  unto  them. 

12  And  now,  Israel,  what  doth  the  Eternal  thy  God  de¬ 
mand  of  thcc,  but  to  fear  the  Eternal  thy  Goa,  to  walk 
in  all  his  ways,  and  to  love  him,  and  to  serve  the  Etcr- 
.nal  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 

1 3  To  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal,  and  his  ordi¬ 
nances,  which  I  command  thcc  this  day  for  thy  good  ? 

1 4  Behold,  the  heaven  and  the  heaven  of  heavens  belong 
to  the  Eternal  thy  God, .  the  earth  also ,  with  all  that 

15  therein  is.  Yet  the  Eternal  delighted  in  thy  fathers 

>  case.  *  stood.  *  cause  tlicc  to  corrupt 
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to  love  them,  and  he  chose  their  seed  after  them,  seen 

16  you  from  all  peoples,  as  if  &  this  day.  Circumcise 
therefore  the  foreskin  of  your  heart,  and  be  no  more 

1 7  stiff-necked.1  For  the  £ternal  your  God  is  God  of  the 
gods,  and  Lord  of  the  lords,  the  great  God,  the  mighty,* 
and  the  fearful,  who  regardeth  not  personal,8  nor  taketh 

18  bribery ;  Qc  doth  the  judgment  of  the  fatherless  and 
widow,  and  loveth  the  stranger,  in  giving  him  bread  and 

19  raiment4  Love  ye,  therefore,  the  stranger:  for  ye 

20  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt  Thou  shalt  fear 
the  Eternal  thy  God;  him  shalt  thou  serve,  and  to  him 

21  shalt  thou  cleave,  and  swear  by  his  name.  He  u  thy 
praise,  and  he  is  thy  God,  that  hath  done  for  thee  these 
great  and  fearful  things,  which  thine  eyes  have  seen. 

22  Thy  fathers  went  down  into  Egypt  with  threescore  and 
ten  souls,  and  now  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  made8 
thee  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude. 

Chap.  XL 

1  Therefore  thou  shalt  love  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and 
keep  bis  charge,  and  his  ordinances,  and  his  judgments, 

2  and  his  commandments,  always.  And  know  ye  this 
day :  for  I  speak  not  with  your  children  who  have  not 
known,  and  who  have  not  seen  the  chastisement  of  the 
Eternal  your  God,  his  greatness,  bis  strong  hand,  and 

3  his  stretched  out8  arm.  And  his  signs,  and  his  acts 
which  ho  did  in  the  midst  of  Egypt,  unto  Pharaoh 

4  king  of  Egypt,  and  unto  all  his  land*.  And  what  he 
did  unto  the  force  of  Egypt,  unto  their  homes,  and  to 
their  chariots;  how  he  made  the  water  of  the  Red  Sea7 
to  overflow  them  as  they  pursued  after  you,  and  ho w 

5  the  Eternal  hath  destroyed  them  unto  this  day ;  And 
what  he  did  unto  you  in  the  desert,  until  ye  came  into 

6  this  place;  And  what  he  did  unto  Dathan  and  Abiram, 
the  sous  ofEHab,  the  son  of  Reuben;  how  the  earth 
opened  wide  her  mouth,  and  swallowed  them  up,  and 
their  houses,  and  their  teuts,  and  all  the  substance  that 

7  was  at  their  feet,  in  the  midst  of  all  Israel;  But  your 
eyes  have  seen  all  the  great  acts  of  the  Eternal  which 

8  he  did.  Therefore  shall  ye  keep  all  the  commandments 
which  I  command  you  this  day,  that  ye  may  be  strong, 

*  harden  not  further  the  nape  of  yoar  neck.  1  hen.  9  lifteth  not  up  s  facet 
*  outer  garment.  1  put.  *  inclined.  7  in  of  flag*.

DEUTERONOMY,  Chap,  XI. 


and  come  and  possess  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  poa. 

9  seas  it ;  And  that  ye  may  prolong,  your  days  on  the 
ground,  which  the  Eternal  swure  unto  your  fathers  to  ' 
giro  unto  them  and  to  their  seed,  a  land  flowing 

10  with  milk  and  honey.  For  the  land  whither  thou  goest 
in  to  possess  it,  is  not  as  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  whence 
ye  came  out,  where  thou  sowedst  thy  seed,  and 
wateredst  it  with  thy  foot,  as  a  garden  of  green  herbs  ; 

1 1  But  the  land,  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it,  u  a  land  of 
mountains  and  deep  valleys,  and  drinketh  water  of  the 

12  rain  of  heaven ;  A  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
careth1  for :  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God  are  always 
upon  it,  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  even  unto  the 

13  end2  of  the  year.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  you 
shall  hearken  diligently  unto  my  commandments  which 
I  commmand  you  this  day,  to  love  the  Eternal  your 
God,  and  to  serve  him  with- all  your  heart,  and  with  all 

14  your  soul.  That  I  will  give  you  the  rain  of  your  land 
in  its  season,  the  first  rain  and  the  latter  rain,  that  thou 
mayest  gather  in  thy  com  and  thy  must,  and  thine 

15  oiL*  And  I  will  give  grass  in  thy  melds  for  thy  beasts, 

16  that  thou  mayest  eat  arid  be  satisfied.  Take  heed  to 
yourselves  that  your  heart  mislead  you  not,  and  yc  turn 
aside,4  and  serve  other  gods,  and  prostrate  yourselves  be- 

17  fore  them ;  And  then  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  will 
glow  against  you,  and  he  will  restrain  the  heaven,  that 
there  be  no  nun,  and  that  the  ground  give  not  its  in¬ 
crease  ;  and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  off  the  good 

18  land  which  the  Eternal  giveth  you.  Therefore  shall 
yc  put  these  my  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul, 
and  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they 

19  shall  he  as  frontlets  between  yonr  eyes.  And  ye  shall 

-  teach  them  your  children,  speaking  of  them  when  thou 

sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  walkcst  by  the 
way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 

20  up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  npon  the  door-posts  of 

2 1  thine  house,  and  in  thy  gates ;  That  your  days  may  in¬ 
crease,  arid  the  days  of  your  children,  on  tne  ground 
which  the  Eternal  aware  unto  your  fathers  to  give  them, 

22  as  the  days  of  heaven  upon  the  earth.  For  if  yc  shall 
diligently  keep  my  commandments  which  I  command 
you,  to  do  them,  to  love  the  Eternal  yonr  God,  to  go 

J  inquircth  *  rcmcWiiewt  *  hrifUtoeu.  *  depart. 
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23  in  all  his  wavs,  and  to  cleave  unto  him;  Then  will 
the  Eternal  dispossess  all  these  nations  before  you,  and 
ye  shall  possess  greater  nations  and  mightier  than  your- 

24  selves.  Every  place  whereon  the  soles1  of  your  feet  shall 
tread  shall  be  youre:  from  the  desert  and  Lebanon,  from 
the  river,  the  river  Euphrates,  even  unto  the  back  sea, 

25  shall  your  boundary  be.  There  shall  no  man  be  able  to 
stand*  before  you:  for  the  Eternal  yonr  God  shall  lay2 
the  dread  of  you  and  the  tcrribleness  of  you  iipon  all  the 
land  that  ye  shall  tread  upon,  as  he  hath  said  unto  you. 

26  Behold,  I  set3  before  you  this  day  a  blessing  and  a 

27  curse:  The  blessing,  if  ye  obey  the  commandments  of 
the  Eternal  your  God,  which  I  command  you  this  day ; 

28  And  a  curse,  if  ye  will  not  obey  the  commandments  of 
the  Eternal  your  God,  but  depart  from  the  way  which 
I  command  you  this  day,  to  go  after  other  gods,  which 

2!)  ye  have  not  known.  And  U  shall  come  to  pass,  when 
the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  brought  thee  in  unto  the  land 
whither  thou  goest  to  possess  it,  that  thou  sbalt  put9  the 
blessing  upon  mount  Geiizim,  and  the  curse  upon  mount 

30  Ebal.  Are  they  not  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan, 
behind  the  way  of  the  setting  of  the  sun,  in  the  land  of 
the  Canaanites,  who  abide  m  the  plains  over  against 

31  Gilgal,  beside  the  terebinths|]  of  Morch?  For  ye  shall 
pass  oyer  the  Jordan,  to  go  in  to  possess  the  land  which 
the  Eternal  your  God  giveth  you,  and  ye  shall  possess 

32  it,  and  abide  therein.  And  ye  shall,  observe4  to  do  all 
the  statutes  and  judgments  which  I  set?  before  you  this 
day. 

CnAP.  xn. 


1  Theses  are  the  statutes  and  judgments  which  ye  shall 
observe1  to  do  in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  God  of 
thy  fathers  giveth  thee  to  possess  it,  all  the  days  that  ye 

2  live  upon  the  ground.  Ye  shall  utterly  destroy  all  tne 
places  whereiu  the  nations  which  ye  shall  possess  served 
their  gods,  upon  the  lofty  mountains  and  upon  the  hills, 

3  and  under  every  bushy  tree:  And  you  shall  pull  down 
their  altars,  and  break  their  monuments  in  pieces,  and 
bum  their  groves3  with  fire ;  and .  you  shall  cut  down 
the  graven  images  of  their  gods,  ana  destroy  the  names 

l  hoUwn.  5  place  himself.  1  give.  1  keep.  *  happy  ones. 
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4  of  them  out  of  that  place.  Ye  Bhall  not  do  so  unto  tbe 

6  Eternal  jour  God.  But  unto  the  place  which  the 
Eternal  your  God  shall  choose  out  of  all  your  tribes  to 
put  his  name  there,  even  after  his  residence  shall  ye 

6  inquire,  aud  thither  thou  shalt  come :  And  thither  yc 
shall  bring  your  b unit-offerings,  and  your  sacrifices,  and 
your  tithes,  and  heave-offerings  of  your  hand,  and  your 
vows,  and  your  free  will-offerings,  and  the  firstlings  of 

7  your  herds  and  of  your  flocks ;  And  there  ye  shall  eat 
before  the  Eternal  your  God,  and  ye  shall  rejoice  in  every 
performance  of  your  hand,  you  and  your  houseAo&fc, 

8  wherein  the  Eternal  your  God  hath  blessed  thee.  Ye 
shall  .not  do  after  all  the  things  that  we  do  here 
this  day,  every  man  whatsoever  is  right  in  his  own 

9  eyes.  For  yc  are  not  as  yet  come  to  the  rest  and  to 
the  inheritance,  which  the  Eternal  your  God  giveth 

10  you.  But  when  ye  go  over  the  Jordan,  and  abide 
in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  your  God  giveth  you 
to  inherit,  and  when  he  giveth  you  rest  from  all  your 

1 1  enemies  round  about,  so  that  ye  abide  safely.  Then 
it  shall  be  that  ye  shall  bring  to  the  place  which 
the  Eternal  your  God  will  choose  to  establish  his  name 
there,  even  thither  shall  ye  bring  all  that  I  command 
yon;  your  bumt-offerings,  and  your  sacrifices^  your 
tithes,  and  the  heave-offering  of  your  hand,  and  all  your 

12  choice  vows  which  ye  vow  Unto  the  Eternal:  And  ye 
shall  rejoice  before  the  Eternal  your  God,  ye,  and  your 
sons,  and  your  daughters,  and  your  men-servants,  and 
your  maid- servants,  and  the  Levitc  that  is  within  your 
gates;  forasmuch  as  he  hath  no  portion  nor  inheritance 

13  with  you.  Take  heed  to  thyself  lest  thou  offer1  thy 

14  burnt  offerings  in  every  place  that  thou  seest:  But  in 
the  place  which  the  Eternal  shall  choose  in  one  of  thy 
tribes,  there  thou  shall  offer1  thy  bumt-offerings,  and 

15  there  thou  shalt  do  all  that  1  command  thee.  However 
thou  mayest  slaughter*  and  eat  flesh  in  all  thy  gates,  in 
every  longing  of  thy  soul,  according  to  the  blessing  of 
the  Eternal  thy  God  which  he  hath  given  thee:  the 
unclean  and  the  clean  may  eat  thereof,  as  of  the  gazelle, 

16  and  as  of  the  hart.  Only  ye  shall  not  cat  the  blood  * 

1  cause  to  go  up.  *  sacrifice. 
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17  yc  shall  pour1  It  upon  the  earth  as  water.  Thou  mayest* 
not  eat  within  thy  gates  the  tithe  of  thy  com,  or  of  thy 
must,  or  of  thy  oil,3  or  the  firstlings  of  thy  herds  or  of  thy 
flock,  nor  any  of  thy  vows  which  thou  vowest,  nor  thy  free- 

1 8  will-offerings,  or  heave-offering  of  thine  hand:  But  thou 
must  cat  them  before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  in  the  place 
which  the  Eternal  tby  God  shall  choose,  thou,  ana  thy 
son,  and  thy  daughter,  and  thy  man-servant,  and  thy 
maid-servant,  and  the  Levite  that  w  within  thy  gates: 
and  thou  shalt  rejoice  before  the  Eternal  tby  God  in 

1 9  every  performance  of  thy  hand.  Take  heed  to  thyself 
lest  thou  forsake  the  Levite  as  long  as  thou  livcst4  upon 

20  the  ground.  When  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  enlarge 
thy  boundary,  as  he  hath  promised  thee,  and  thou  shalt 
say,  I  will  eat  flesh,  because  thy  soul  longcth  to  eat  flesh, 

21  thou  mayest  eat  flesh,  in  every  longing  of  thy  souL  If 
tlie  place  which  the  Eternal  thy  Goa  hath  chosen  to 
put  his  name  there  be  too  far  from  thee,  then  thou 
mayest  sacrifice  of  thy  herd  and  of  thy  flock,  which  the 
Eternal  hath  given  thee,  as  I  have  commanded  thee, 
and  thou  mayest  eat  in  thy  gates  in  every  longing 

22  of  thy  soul.  But  only  as  the  gazelle  and  the  hart  is 
eaten,  so  thou shalt  eat  them;  the  unclean  and  the  clean 

23  shall  eat  of  them  alike.*  Only  be  sure3  that  thou  eat 
not  the  blood:  for  the  blood  is  the  life;3  and  thou 

24  mayest  not  eat  the  life*  with  the  flesh.  Thou  shalt  not 
eat  it;  thou  shalt  pour1  it  upou  the  earth  as  water. 

25  Thou  shalt  not  eat  it;  that  it  may  be  well  with  tbee, 
and  with  thy  children  after  thee,  when  thou  shalt  do 

26  what  is  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  EtemaL  Only  thy  holy 
things  which  thou  hast,  and  thy  vows,  tbou  shalt  bear, 
and  go  unto  the  place  which  the  Eternal  shall  choose; 

27  And  thou  shalt  offer7  thy  burnt-offerings,  the  flesh  and 
the  blood,  upon  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  thy  God :  and 
the  hlood  of  thy  sacrifices  shall  be  poured1  upon  the  altar 
of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  thou  shalt  eat  the  flesh. 

28  Keep  and  hear  afl  these  words  which  I  command  thee, 
that  it  may  go  well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  childrea 
after  thee  for  ever,  when  thou  doest  what  is  good  and 

29  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God.  When  the 

I  ttied,  *  shall  be  able.  *  brightness  *  all  the  days.  *  strong,  *  soul. 

T  jjiw. 
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Eternal  thy  God  shall  cut  off  the  nations  from  before 
thee,  whither  thou  goest  to  possess  them,  and  thou  sue* 

30  ceedcst1  them,  and  abldest  m  their  land ;  Take  liccd 
to  thyself,  lest  thou  he  snared  hy  going  after  them,  after 
that  they  be  exterminated  from  before  thee ;  and  lest 
thou  inquire  after  their  gods,  saying,  How  did  these  na* 
tions  serve  their  gods?  even  so  will  I  do  likewise. 

31  Thou  shalt  not  do  so  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God:  for 
every  abomination  to  the  Eternal,  which  lie  luitnth, 
have  they  done  unto  their  gods ;  for  even  their  sons  and 
their  daughters  have  they  burnt  in  the  lire  to  their 

32  gods.  What  thing  soever  I  command  you,  observe3  to 
do :  thou  shalt  not  add  thereto,  uor  diminish  from  it. 

Chap.  XIII. 

1  Ip  there  arise  among  you  a  prophet,  or  a  dreamer  of 
dreams,  and  giveth  tnce  a  sign  or  a  wonder, 

2  And  the  sign  or  the  wonder  come  to  pass  whereof  he 
spake  unto  thee,  saying,  Let  us  go  after  other  gods, 
which  thou  hast  not  known,  and  let  us  serve  them ; 

3  Thou  shalt  not  hearken  uuto  the  words  of  that  prophet, 
or  that  dreamer  of  dreams :  for  the  Eternal  your  God 
trielli  you,  to  know  whether  you  really  love  the  Eternal 
your  God  with  all  your  heart  and  with  all  your  soul. 

4  Ye  shall  go  after  the  Eternal  your  God,  him  ye  shall 
fear,  his  commandments  yc  shall  keep,  his  voice  ye  shall 
ohey,  him  yc  shall  serve,  and  unto  him  yc  shall  cleave. 

5  And  that  prophet,  or  that  dreamer  of  dreams,  shall  be 
put  to  death;  because  he  hath  spoken  defection  from 
the  Eternal  your  God,  who  hrought  you  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  and  released  you  out  of  the  house  of  servants, 
to  drive  thcc  out  of  the  way  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 
commanded  thee  to  go  in :  so  shalt  thou  put  the  evil 

6  away  from  the  midst  of  thee.  If  thy  brother,  the  son 
of  thy  mother,  or  thy  son,  or  thy  daughter,  or  the  wife 
of  thy  bosom,  or  thy  fellow-man,  who  is  as  thine  own  soul, 
entice  thee  secretly,  saying,  Let  us  go  and  serve  other 
gods,  which  thou  hast  not  known,  thou,  nor  thy  fathers;* 

7  Namely)  of  the  gods  of  the  peoples  which  are  round 
about  you,  nigh  unto  thee,  or  far  off  from  thcc,  from 
the  one  end  of  the  earth  even  unto  the  other  end  of  the 

8  earth;  Thou  shalt  not  consent3  unto  him,  nor  hearken 
unto  him ;  neither  shall  thine  eye  spare  him,  neither  shalt 

1  poisesaeit.  ”  kuep.  *  b*  willing. 
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0  thou  pity  him,  neither  shalt  thou, conceal  him  ;r  But 
thou  shaft  surely  kill  him ;  thine  hand  shall  he  first  upon 
him  to  put  him  to  death,  and  afterwards  the  hand  of  all 

10  the  people.  And  thou  shalt  stone  him  with  stones,  that 
he  die;  because  he  hath  sought  to  thrust  thee  away  from 
the  Eternal  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of 

1 1  Egypt,  from  the  house  of  servants.  And  all  Israel  shall 
hear,  and  fear,  and  shall  do  no  more  any  such  evil  as 

12  this  is  among  yon.  If  thou  shalt  hear  say  in  one  of  thy 
cities  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  given  thee  to 

13  abide  there,  saying.  Certain  men,  worthless  per¬ 
sons,3  are  gone  out  from  among  you,  and  have  thrust 
away  the  inhabitants  of  their  city,  saying,  Let  us  go  and 

14  serve  other  gods,  which  ye  have  not  known ;  Then 
shalt  thou  inquire,  and  make  search,  and  ask  diligently,3 
and,  behold,  if  it  be  truth,  and  the  thing  certain,  that 

15  such  abomination  is  done  among  you;  Thou  shalt 
surely  smite  the  inhabitants  of  that  city  with  the  edge4 
of  the  sword,  dooming  it  to  destruction,  and  all  that  is 
therein,  and  the  beasts  thereof,  with  the  edge4  of  the 

10  sword.  And  thou  shalt  gather3  all  the  spoil  of  it  into 
the  midst  of  the  street  thereof,  and  shalt  burn  with  fire  the 
city,  and  all  the  spoil  thereof  every  whit,  for  the  Eternal 
tliy  God:  and  it  shall  be  a  heap  of  ruins  for  ever;  it 

17  shall  not  be  huilt  again.  And  there  shall  cleave  nought 
of  the  doomed  thing  to  thine  hand :  that  the  Eternal 
may  turn  from  the  fierceness  of  his  wrath,  and  shew* 
thee  compassion,  and  compassionate  thee,  and  multiply 

18  thee,  ns  he  hath  sworn  unto  thy  fathers;  When  thou 
shalt  hearken  to  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  keep  all  his 
commandments  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  to  do 
that  whick  is  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God. 

Chap.  XIV.' 

1  Ye  are  children  of  the  Eternal  yoiir  God:  ye  shall  not 
cut  yourselves,  nor  make  any  baldness  between  your 

2  eyes'"  for  the  dead  Eor  thou  art  an  holy  people  unto 
the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  the  Eternal  hath  chosen  thee 
to  be  a  people  of  a  select  portion  unto  himself, 

3  from  all  the  nations  that  are  upon  the  ground.  Thou 

4  shalt  not  cat  any  abomination.  '  These  are  the  beasts 
which  ye  may  eat ;  any  of  the  herd,  any  of  the  sheep, 

1  vcr.  3  s o I : -t  of  worlhlesMirsA.  3  ask  well.  *  muulli.  *  store  u[).  'give. 
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5  and  any  of  the  goats,  The  hart,  and  the  gazelle,  and 
the  fallow  deer, (|  and  the  wild  goat,))  and  the  dyslion, 

6  and  the  wild  ax,||  and  the  zamer.J  And  every 
beast  that  parteth  the  hoof,  and  deaveth  the  cleft  into 
two  hoofs,  and  cheweth1  tlie  cud  among  the  beasts,  that 

7  ye  may  eat.  Nevertheless  these  ye  shall  not  eat  of  them 
that  chew1  the  cud,  or  of  them  that  part  the  hoof,  being 
cloven  footed;  as  the  camel,  and  the  hare  and  the  coney: 
for  they  chew1  the  cud,  but  part  not  the  hoof:  therefore 

8  they  are  unclean  unto  you:  And  the  swine,  because  it 
parteth  the  hoof,  yet  cheweth1  not  the  cud,  it  is  unclean 
unto  you :  ye  shall  not  eat  of  their  flesh,  nor  touch  their 

9  carrion.  These  ye  may  eat  of  all  that  are  in  the 

10  waters:  all  that  have  fins  and  scales  may  yc  cat :  And 
whatsoever  hath  not  fins  and  scales  ye  may  not  cat ;  it 

1 1  is  unclean  unto  you.  Of  all  clean,  birds  yc  may  eat. 

12  But  these  are  they  of  which  ye  shall  not  cat:  the  eagle, 

13  and  the  ossifrage,||  and  the  ospray,|  And  the  glede,j| 

14  and  the  kite,|  and  the  vulturcf  after  its  kind,  And 

Id  every  raven  after  its  kind,  And  the  ostrich, |j  and  the 

night-hawk,  ||  and  the  cuckow,|  and  the  hawkjj  after  its 

Id  kind.  The  little  owl,|(  aud  the  great  owl,||  and  the 

17  swan,  |j  And  the  pelican,  and  the  gier-eagle,||  and  the 

18  cormorant.  And  the  stork,  and  the  heron |(  after  its 

19  kind,  and  the  lapwing,!!  and  the  bat  And  every  pro¬ 
lific  creature  among  fowl  is  unclean  unto  you:  they 

20  shall  not  be  eaten.  But  of  all  clean  fowls  yc  may  eat 

21  Ye  shall  noteat  any  carrion :  thou  shaft  give  it  unto  the 
stranger  that  is  in  thy  gates,  that  he  may  eat  it;  or  thou 
mayest  sell  it  unto  an  alien:  for  thou  art  an  holy  peo¬ 
ple  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God.  Thou  shalt  not  seethe* 
a  kid  in  its  mother's  milk. 

22  Thou  shalt  truly  tithe  all  the  increase  of  thy  seed, 

23  that  the  field  briugeth  forth*  year  by  year.  And  thou 
shalt  eat  before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  in  the  place  which 
he  shall  choose  to  establish  his  name  there,  the  tithe  of 
thy  corn,  of  thy  must,  and  of  thine  oil,4  and  the  firstlings 
oi  thy  herds,  and  of  thy  flocks:  that  thou  mayest  learn 

24  to  fear  the  Eternal  thy  God  all  the  days.  ”  And  if  the 
way  be  too  much  for  thee,  so  that  thou  art  not  able  to 
carry  it;  for  the  place  is  too  far  from  thee,  which  the 
Eternal  Lhv  God  shall  choose  to  set1*  his  name  there, 

25  when  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  blessed  thee:  Then 
shalt  thou  give  it  for  money,  and  bind  up  the  money  in 

1  bringeth  up.  *  cook.  2  gocth  u>rth.  *  liri^iu  "v-a.  e  put. 
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thine  hand,  and  shall  go  onto  the  place  which  the  Eter- 

26  nal  thy  God  shall  choose :  And  thou  mayest  give  that 
money  for  whatsoever  thy  soul  longeth  after*  for  any  of 
the  herd,  or  any  of  the  nock,  or  for  wine,  or  for  strong 
drink,  or  for  whatsoever  thy  soul  desire th  :l  and  thou 
shalt  eat  there  before  the  Eternal  thy  God*  and  thou 

27  shalt  rejoice,  thou*  and  thy  house.  And  the  Levitc 
that  in  within  thy  gates ;  thou  shalt  not  forsake  him;  for 

28  he  hath  no  portion  nor  inheritance  with  thee.  At  the 
end1*  of  three  years  thou  shalt  bring  forth  all  the  tithe 
of  thine  increase  the  same  year,  and  shalt  lay  if  up 

29  within  thy  gates:  And  the  Levitc*  because  he  hath  no 
portion  nor  inheritance  with  thee,  and  the  stranger,  and 
the  fatherless,  and  the  widow,  who  are  within  thy  gates, 
shall  come,  and  Bhalf  eat  and  be  satisfied;  that  the 
Eternal  thy  God  may  bless  thee  in  all  the  work  of  thine 
hand  which  thou  doest. 

Chap.  XV. 

1  At  the  end  of  every  seven  years  thou  Bhalt  make  a  re- 

2  mission.  And  this  is  the  manner  of  the  remission: 
Every  creditor  that  lendeth  ought  unto  his  fellow  shalt 
remit  it  ,J  he  shall  not  exact  it  of  his  fellow,  or  of  his 
brother;  because  it  is  proclaimed4  the  remission  of  the 

3  Eternal.  Of  an  alien  thou  mayest  exact  it  again :  hut 
that  which  is  thine  with  thy  brother,  thine  hand  shall  re- 

4  mit ;  Save  when  there  shall  he  no  needy  among  you ; 
for  the  Eternal  shall  greatly  bless  thee  in  the  laud  which 
the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee  for  an  inheritance  to 

5  possess  it:  If  thou  wilt  only  carefully  hearken  unto  the 
voice  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  observe4  to  do  all  these 

6  commandments  which  1  command  thee  tills  day.  For 
the  Eternal  thy  God  blesscth  thee*  as  he  promised  thee : 
and  thou  shaft  lend  on  pledge  unto  many  nations*  hut 
thou  shalt  not  borrow  on  pledge;  and  tnou  shalt  rule 
over  many  nations,  but  they  shall  not  rule  over  thee. 

7  If  there  he  among  you  a  needy  man  of  one  of  thy 
brethren  within  any  of  thy  gates*  in  thy  laud  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee*  thou  shalt  not  make  thy 
heart  obstinate,  nor  close  thine  hand  from  thy  needy 

8  brother ;  lint  thou  shalt  surely  open  thine  hand  unto 
him,  and  shalt  surely  (end  him  on  pledge  sufficient  for 

9  his  need,  in  that  which  he  lacketh.  Take  lieed  unto 
thyself  lest  there  be  in  thy  heart  a  word  of  worthlessness, 
saying,  The  seventh  year*  the  year  of  remission*  ai> 

1  ilciiiandclh.  2  extremity,  3  his  hand.  *  called,,.  s  keen. 
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proache tb ;  and  thine  eye  be  evil  against  thy  needy 
brother,  and  thou  givest  him  nought ;  and  he  cry  unto 

10  the  Eternal  against  thee,  and  it  be  sin  unto  thee.  Thou 
shalt  surely  give  him,  aud  thine  heart  shall  not  he  grieved 
when  thou  givest  unto  him :  because  thnt  for  this  thiiig 
the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  hless  thee  in  all  thy  works, 

1 1  and  in  every  performance  of  thy  hand.  For  the  needy 
shall  never  cease  out  of  the  land;  therefore  I  command 
thee,  saying,  Thou  shalt  surely  open  thine  hand  unto 
thy  hrother,  to  thy  poor,  and  to  thy  needy,  in  the  land 

1 2  And  if  thy  brother,  an  Ilebrew  man,  or  an  Hebrew  wo* 
man,  be  sold  unto  thee,  and  serve  thee  six  years,  then 
in  the  seventh  year  thou  ahalt  let  him  go  free  from 

13  thee.  And  when  thou  letlest  him  go  free  from 

14  thee,  thou  shalt  not  let  him  go  empty;  Thou  shuit 
furnish  him  liberally  out  of  thy  flock,  and  out  of  thy 
floor,  and  out  of  thy  wine-press ;  of  that  wherewith  the 
Eternal  thy  God  hath  blesed  thee  thou  shalt  give  unto 

Id  him.  And  thou  shalt  remember  that  thou  wast  a  ser¬ 
vant  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the  Eternal  thy  God  re¬ 
leased  thee:  therefore  I  command  ihcc  this  thing  to- 

16  day.  And  it  shall  be,  if  he  say  unto  thee,  t  will  not  go 
forth  from  thee,  because  he  loveth  thee  and  thine  house, 

17  because  he  is  well  with  thee,  Then  thou  shalt  take  an 
awl,  and  thrust1  it  through  his  ear  and  into  the  door, 
and  he  shall  be  thy  servant  for  ever;  And  also  nnto  thy 

18  maid-servant  thou  shalt  do  likewise.  It  shall  not  seem 
hard  unto  thee,  when  thou  lettest  him  go  free  from 
thee ;  for  he  hath  been  worth  a  double  hired  servant 
to  thee,  in  serving  thee  six  years:  and  the  Eternal  thy 
God  shall  bless  thee  in  all  that  thou  docst. 

19  All  the  firstling  males  that  are  horn  of  thy  herd  and 
of  thy  flock  thou  shalt  sanctify  unto  the  Eternal  thy 
God :  thou  shalt  do  no  work  with  the  firstling  of  thy 

20  herd,  nor  shear  the  firstling  of  thy  flock ;  Thou  shaft 
cat  it  before  the  Eternal  thy  God  year  by  year,  in  the 
place  which  the  Eternal  shall  choose,  thou  and  thy 

21  house.  And  if  there  be  amj  hlemish  therein,  as  if  it  be 
lame,  or  blind,  or  have  any  ill  blemish,  thou  shalt  not 

22  sacrifice  it  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God.  Thou  shalt  eat 
it  within  thy  gates :  the  unclean  and  the  clean  person 

23  shall  eat  it  alike,  as  the  gazelle,  and  as  the  hart.  Only 
thou  shalt  not  cat  the  blood  thereof;  thou  shalt  pour8  it 
upon  the  earth  as  water. 

1  giT*.  *  slierf. 
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Chap.  XVI. 

1  Keep  the  month  of  Abib,  and  observe1  the  passover  auto 
the  Eternal  thy  God ;  for  in  the  month  of  Abib  the 
Eternal  thy  God  brought  thee  forth  out  of  Egypt  by 

2  night.  Thou  shalt  therefore  sacrifice  the  passover  sa¬ 
crifice  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God,  also  of  the  flock  and 
the  herd,  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal  shall  choose  to 

3  establish  his  name  there.  Thou  shalt  eat  nothing 
leavened  by  it ;  seven  days  shalt  thou  eat  unleavened 
bread  by  it,  even  the  bread  of  poverty :  for  thou  earnest 
forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in  haste ;  that  thou  may- 
est  remember  the  day  when  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the 

4  land  of  Egypt  all  the  days  of  thy  life.  And  there  shall 
be  no  leaven  seen  with  thee  in  ail  thy  boundaries  seven 
days;  neither  shall  there  any  of  the  flesh,  which 
thou  sacrificedst  the  first  day  at  even,  remain3  all  night 

5  until  the  morning.  Thou  mayest  not  sacrifice  the  pass- 
over  within  any  of  the  gates,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 

6  giveth  thee;  But  at  the  place  which  the  Eternal  thy 
God  shall  choose  to  establish  his  name  in,  there  thou 
shalt  sacrifice  the  passover  at  even,  at  the  going  down8 
of  the  snn,  at  the  appointed  time  that  thou  earnest  forth 

7  out  of  Egypt  And  thou  shalt  roast1  and  eat  it  in  the 
place  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose :  and  thou 

8  shalt  turn  in  the  morning,  and  go  into  thy  tents.  Sis 
days  thou  shalt  cat  unleavened  bread:  and  on  the  se¬ 
venth  day  shall  he  a  restriction  from  labour  in  honour  of 
the  Eternal  thy  God:  thou  shalt  do  no  work  therein, 

9  Seven  weeks  shalt  thou  number  unto  thee:  begin  to 
number  the  seven  weeks  from  such  time  as  thou  begmnest 

10  to  put  the  sickle  to  the  com.  And  thou  shalt  keep1 
the  festival  of  weeks  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God 
with  a  tribute  of  a  free-will-offering  of  thine  hand, 
which  thou  shalt  give  according  as  the  Eternal 

11  thy  God  may  bless  thee:  And  thou  shalt  rejoice 
before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  thon,  and  thy  son,  and 
thy  daughter,  and  thy  man- servant,  and  thy  maid- ser¬ 
vant,  and  the  Levite  that  is  within  thy  gates,  and  the 
stranger,  and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow,  that  are 
among  you,  in  the  place  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 

12  hath  chosen  to  establish  his  name  there.  And  thou  shalt 
remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  Egypt:  and  thou 
shalt  keep  and  do  these  statutes. 

13  Thou  fib  alt  keep1  the  festival  of  tabernacles8  seven 
days,  after  that  thou  bast  gathered  in  the  produce  of  thy 

1  mat:.  1  lodge.  3  coming.  1  cook,  3  booths.

14  threshingfloor  ami  thy  winepress.  And  thou  shalt  re¬ 
joice  in  thy  festival,  thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  daugh¬ 
ter,  and  thy  zwaa-survaut,  and  thy  maid-servant,  and  the 
Levite,  the  stranger,  and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow, 

15  that  are  within  thy  gates.  Seven  days  shalt  thou  cele¬ 
brate  a  festival  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God  in  the  place 
which  the  Eternal  shall  choose:  because  the  Eternal 
thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  all  thy  increase,  aud  in  all 

16  the  works  of  thine  hands,  only  be  rejoiced.  Three 
times  in  a  year  shall  all  thy  inales  appear  before  the 
Eternal  thy  God  iti  the  place  which  he  shall  choose;  in 
the  festival  of  unleavened  bread,  and  in  the  festival  of 
weeks,  aud  in  the  festival  of  tabernacles:1  and  the v shall 

17  not  appear  before  the  Eternal  empty:  Every  man  shall 
bring  according  to  the  ability  of  his  hand  to  give,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  blessing  of  the  Eternal  thy  God  which  he 

Id  hath  given  tliee.  Judges  <uid  bailiffs  shall  thmi  make3 
tbee  in  all  thy  gates,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveih 
thee,  throughout  thy  tribes:  and  they  shall  judge  the 

1 9  pe  ople  with  j  ust  j  udgment.  Thou  shalt  not  wrest*  j  udg- 
ment;  thou  shalt  not  respect  persons,4  neither  take  bri¬ 
bery:  for  bribery  doth  blind  the  eyes  of  the  wise,  and 

20  pervert  the  wordLs  of  the  righteous.  J  ustice,  justice  shalt 
thou  pursue,  that  thou  mayest  live,  and  inherit  the  land 

21  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  gireth  thee.  Thou  shalt 
not  plaut  thee  a  grove6  of  any  trees  near  unto  the  altar, 
of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  which  thou  shalt  make  tbee. 

22  Neither  shalt  thou  raise  thee  any  monument,  which 
the  Eternal  thy  God  hateth. 

Chap.  XVII. 

1  Thou  shalt  uot  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God  any 
of  the  herd  or  flock  wherein  is  blemish,  or  any  evil  thing; 
for  that  an  abomination  unto  the  Eternal  tby  God. 

2  If  there  be  found  among  you,  within  any  of  thy  gates 
which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  man  or  woman, 
that  hath  done  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  thy  God, 

3  in  transgressing6  his  covenant,  Aud  hath  gone  and 
served  other  gods,  and  prostrated  himself  to  them,  either 
the  sun,  or  moon,  or  any  of  the  host  of  heaven,  which 

4  I  have  not  commanded;  And  it  he  told  thee,  and  thou 
hast  heard  of  it ,  and  inquired  diligently,7  and,  behold, 

1  booth  a.  1  give.  *  cause  to  iodine.  *  recognise  a  face.  a  tiappj  one. 

c  passing  over.  1  well. 
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it  he  true,  and  the  thing  certain,  that  such  abomination 

5  was  done  in  Israel.  Then  shalt  thou  bring  forth  that 
man  or  that  woman,  who  have  done  that  evil  thing,  unto 
thy  gates,  even  that  man  or  that  woman,  and  shalt  stone 

6  them  with  stones,  till  they  die.  At  the  mouth  of  two 
witnesses,  or  three  witnesses,  shall  he  that  is  worthy  of 
death1  be  put  to  death ;  but  at  the  mouth  of  one  witness 

7  he  shall  not  be  put  to  death.  The  hands  of  the  wit¬ 
nesses  shall  be  first  upon  him  to  put  him  to  death,  and 
afterwards  the  hands  of  all  the  people.  So  shulr  thou  put 
the  evil  away  from  among  you. 

8  If  there  be  a  thing  too  hud  for  thee  in  judgment,  be¬ 
tween  blood  and  blood,  between  plea  ana  plea,  and  be¬ 
tween  stroke  and  stroke,3  being  words  of  strife  within 
thy  gates :  then  shalt  thou  arise,  and  go  up  into  the 

9  place  which,  the  Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose ;  And 
thou  shall  come  unto  the  priests  the  Lemtcs,  and  unto 
the  judge  that  shall  be  in  those  days,  and  inquire ;  and 

.  10  they  shall  tell  thee  the  words  of  judgment :  And  thou 
shalt  do  according  to  the  word,  which  they  of  that  place 
which  the  Eternal  shall  choose  shall  tell  thee ;  and  thou 
shalt  observe3  to  do  according  to  all  that  they  teach4 

11  thee:  According3  to  the  Word  of  the  law  which 
they  shall  teach4  thee,  and  according  to  the  judgment 
which  they  shall  tell  thee,  thou  shall  do :  thou  shalt  not 
depart  from  the  word  which  they  shall  tell  thee,  to 

12  the  right  nor  to  the  left.  And  tnc  man  that  will  do 
presumptuously,  and  will  not  hearken  unto  the  priest 
standing  to  minister  there  before  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
or  unto  the  judge,  even  that  man  shall  die :  and  thou 

13  shalt  put  away  the  evil  from  Israel.  And  all  the  peo¬ 
ple  shall  hear,  and  fear,  and  do  no  more  presumptu- 

14  ously.  When  thou  art  come  unto  the  land  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  and  shalt  possess  it,  and 
shalt  abide  therein,  and  shalt  say,  I  will  set6  a  king  over 

15  me,  like  as  all  the  nations  that  are  about  me ;  Thou 
inayest  by  all  means  set?  Atm  king  over  thee  whom  the 
Eternal  thy  God  shall  choose :  one  from  among  thy  bre¬ 
thren  shalt  thou  set6  king  over  thee :  thou  inayest  not 

16  set6  an  alien  over  thee,  who  is  not  thy  brother.  But  he 
shall  not  multiply  horses  to  himself,  so  that  he  cause  not 
the  people  to  return7  to  Egypt,  to  the  end  that  he  should 
multiply  horses;  forasmuch  as  the  Eternal  hath  said 
unto  you,  Ye  shall  henceforth  return  no  more8  that 

1  the  dead,  2  affliction  and  affliction.  5  Iteep.  4  fthoot,  P  upon  the  mouth. 

1  restore.  4  not  continue  to  return. 
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]  7  way.  Neither  shall  he  multiply  wives  to  himself,  that 
his  heart  turn  not  away:1  neither  shall  he  greatly  mul- 

18  tiply  to  himself  silver  and  gold.  And  it  shall  be,  when 
he  sitteth3  upon  the  throne  of  his  kingdom,  that  he  shall 
write  him  a  copy  of  this  law  in  a  book  out  of  that  which 

19  is  before  the  priests  the  Levites:  And  it  shall  he  with 
him,  and  he  shall  rend  therein  all  the  days  of  his  life : 
that  he  may  learn  to  fear  the  Eternal  hU  God,  to  keep 
all  the  words  of  this  law  and  these  statutes,  to  do 

20  them ;  That  his  heart  be  not  exalted  above  bis  bre¬ 

thren,  and  that  he  depart  not  from  the  commandment, 
to  the  right  or  to  the  left:  to  the  end  that  he  may 
prolong  his  days  in  his  kingdom,  he,  and  his  children, 
among  Israel.  _ 

Chap.  XVHL 

1  Tns  priests  the  Levites,  namely  all  the  tribe  of  Levi,  shall 
have  no  portion  nor  inheritance  with  Israel :  they  shall 
eat  the  fire -offerings  of  the  Eternal,  and  his  inherit- 

2  ance.  But  they  shall  have  no  inheritance  among  their 
brethren:  the  Eternal  is  their  inheritance,  as  he  hath 

8  said  unto  them.  And  this  shall  be  the  priest's  due3 
from  the  people,  from  them  that  sacrifice  a  sacrifice, 
whether  it  be  one  of  the  herd,  or  one  of  the  dock ;  and 
they  shall  give  unto  the  priest  the  shoulder,4  and  the 

4  two  cheeks,  and  the  maw.  The  first-fruit5  also  of  thy 
corn,  of  thy  must,  and  of  thy  oil,6  and  the  first7  of  the 

5  fleece  of  thy  flock,  shalt  thou  give  him.  if'or  the  Eter¬ 
nal  thy  God  hath  chosen  him  out  of  all  thy  tribes,  to 
stand  to  minister  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  him  and 

6  his  sons  for  ever.  And  if  a  Levite  come  from  any  of 
thy  gates  out  of  all  Israel,  where  he  sojourned,  and 
come  with  all  the  longing  of  his  soul  unto  the  place 

7  which  the  Eternal  shall  choose;  And  minister  in 
the  name  of  the  Eternal  his  God,  as  all  his  bre¬ 
thren  the  Levites  do,  who  stand  there  before  the  Etcr- 

8  nal.  They  shall  enjoy6  like  portions,  besides  the  sale 

9  of  his  patrimony.®  When  thou  art  come  into  the  land 
which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  thou  shalt  not 
learn  to  do  after  the  abominations  of  those  nations. 

10  There  shall  not  be  found  among  you  any  one  that 
maketh  his  son  or  his  daughter  to  pass  through  the  lire, 
or  that  useth  divination,  or  an  observer  of  clouds,  or  an 

11  enchanter,  or  a  sorcerer.  Or  a  charmer,  or  a  consul  ter 

1  depart  not*  *  abideth*  3  judgment.  *  arm,  *  beisiiiiimg,  *  brightness* 

T  beginning,  *  eat,  *  upon  his  fatheis* 
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IS 


with  familiar  spirits,!)  or  a  wizard,  or  a  necromancer. 

12  For  all  that  do  these  things  are  an  abomination  unto  the 
Eternal :  and  because  of  these  abominations  the  Eternal 

13  thy  God  doth  dispossess  them  before  thee.  Thou 

14  shalt  be  perfect  wim  the  Eternal  thy  God.  For  these 
nations,  which  thou  shalt  possess,  hearkened  unto  ob¬ 
servers  of  clouds,  and  unto  diviners :  but  not  so  thee,  the 

15  Eternal  thy  God  hath  not  suffered1  thee  so  to  do.  The 
Eternal  thy  God  will  raise  up  unto  thee  a  Prophet  from 
the  midst  of  thee,  of  thy  brethren,  like  unto'  me ;  unto 
him  ye  shall  hearken;  According  to  all  that  thou  de- 
siredst*  of  the  Eternal  thy  God  in  Horeb  in  the  day  of 
the  assembly,  saying.  Let  me  not  continue  to  hear  the 
voice  of  the  Eternal  my  God,  neither  let  me  see  this 

1 1  great  fire  any  more,  that  1  die  cot  And  the  Eternal 
said  unto  me,  They  have  well  spoken  that  which  they 

18  have  spoken.  I  will  raise  them  up  a  Prophet  from 
among  their  brethren,  like  unto  thee,  and  will  put  mv 
words  in  his  mouth;  and  he  shall  speak  unto  them  all 

19  that  1  shall  command  him.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  whosoever  will  not  hearken  unto  my  words  which 
he  shall  speak  in  my  name,  I  will  require  it  of  him. 

20  But  the  prophet  who  shall  presume  to  speak  a  word  in 
my  name  which  1  have  not  commanded  him  to  speak,  or 
that  shall  speak  in  the  name  of  other  gods,  even  that 

2 1  prophet  shall  die.  And  if  thou  say  in  thme  heart,  How 
shall  we  know  the  word  which  the  Eternal  hath  not 
spoken  ?  When  a  prophet  speaketh  in  the  nAmc  of  the 
Eternal,  if  the  thing  follow3  not,  nor  come  to  pass,  that  is 
the  thing  which  the  Eternal  hath  not  spoken,  but  the 
prophet  hath  spoken  presumptuously:  thou  shalt  not  be 
afraid  of  him.

Chap.  XIX. 

1  When  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  cut  off  the  nations, 
whose  land  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee,  and  thou 
inheritest  them,  and  abldest  in  their  cities,  and  in  their 

2  houses ;  Thou  shalt  separate  three  cities  for  thee  in  the 
midst  of  thy  land,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee 

3  to  possess  it  Thou  shalt  prepare  thee  a  way,  and  di¬ 
vide  the  boundaries  of  thy  Lana,  which  the  Eternal  thy 
God  giveth  tbee  to  inherit,  into  three  parts,  that  every 

4  slayer4  may  free9  thither.  And  this  is  the  case8  of  the 

1  given.  1  dcmuodcst.  *  be.  1  murderer.  i  run  away,  *  word. 
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slayer1  who  shall  flee9  thither,  that  he  may  live.  Whoso 
smitcth  his  fellow  to  death  ignorantly,  whom  he  hated 

6  not  in  time  past;3  As  when  a  man  goeth  into  the  wood 
with  his  neighbour  to  hew  wood,  and  his  hand  fetcheth 
a  stroke*  with  the  axe  to  cut  down  the  tree,  and  the  iron 
slippeth  from  the  helve,3  and  lighteth*  upon  his  fellow, 
that  he  die ;  he  shall  flee2  unto  one  of  those  cities,  and 

6  live :  Lest  the  avenger7  of  the  blood  pursue  the  skyer,- 
while  his  heart  is  hot,  and  overtake  him,  because  the 
way  is  long,8  and  smite  him  to  death  ;i2  whereas  he  was 
not  worthy9  of  death,  inasmuch  as  he  hated  him  not  in 

7  time  past.3  Wherefore  I  command  thee,  saying,  Thou 

8  shalt  separate  three  cities  for  thee.  And  if  the  Eternal 
thy  God  enlarge  thy  boundary,  as  he  hath  sworn  unto 
thy  fathers,  and  give  thee  all  the  laud  which  he  pro- 

9  mised  to  give  unto  thy  fathers;  If  thou  shalt  keep  all 
these  commandments  to  do  them,  which  I  command 
thee  this  day,  to  love  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  to  walk 
ever10  in  his  ways;  then  shalt  thou  add  three  cities  more 

10  for  thee,  besides  these  three;  That  innocent11  blood  be 
not  shed  in  thy  laud  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth 
thee  /br  an  inheritance,  and  so  blood  be  upon  thee. 

1 1  But  if  any  man  hate  his  fellow,  and  he  in  wait  for 
him,  and  rise  up  against  him,  and  smite  him  mortally13 

1 2  that  he  die,  ana  fleeth13  into  one  of  these  cities :  Then 
the  elders  of  his  city  shall  send  and  take  him  thence, 
and  give  him  into  the  hand  of  the  avenger7  of  blood, 

13  that  he  may  die.  Thine  eye  shall  not  pity14  him,  but 
thou  shalt  put  away  the  guilt  of  innocent13  blood  from 

14  Israel,  that  it  may  go  well  with  thee.  Thou  shalt  not 
remove  thy  fcllow-wiaaV  landmark,16  which  they  of  old 
time  have  set  iu  thine  inheritance,  which  thou  shalt  in¬ 
herit  in  the  land  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee 

15  to  posses  it.  One  witness  shall  not  rise  up  against  a 
man  for  any  iniquity,  or  for  any  sin,  in  any  sin  that  he 
sinueth :  at  the  mouth  of  two  witnesses,  or  at  the  mouth 

16  of  three  witnesses,  shall  the  matter  he  established.17  If 
a  witness  for  violence  rise  up  against  any  man,  to  tes- 

17  tify18  against  him  that  which  w  wrong;18  Then  both  the 
men,  between  whom  the  strife  is,  shall  stand  before  the

Chap.  XX

scest  horses  and  chariots,  and  a  people  more  than  thou, 
be  not  afraid  of  them :  for  the  Eternal  thy  God  is  with 
thee,  who  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

2  And  it  shall  be,  when  ye  arc  come  nigh  unto  the  bat- 

•  tie,4  that  the  priest  shall  step  nigh,  and  speak  unto  the 

3  people.  And  shall  say  unto  them.  Hear,  O  Israel,  Yc 
approach  this  day  unto  war  against  your  enemies:  let

And  the  haililfs  shall  speak  further7  unto 
the  people,  and  they  shall  say,  What  man  is  there  that 
is  fearful  and  fain  hearted?  let  him  go  and  return  unto

9  heart.  And  it  shall  be,  when  the  bailifis  have  finished 
speaking  unto  the  people,  that  they  shall  appoint  officers

answer  of  peace,  and  open  unto  thee,  then  it  shall  be,  that

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12  unto  thee,  and  they  shall  serve  thee.  And  if  it  will 
make  no  peace  with  thee,  but  will  make  war  against 

13  thee,  then  thou  sbalt  besiege  it:  And  when  the  Eter¬ 
nal  thy  God  hath  given  it  into  thine  hands,  thou  shalt 
smite  every  male  thereof  with  the  edge1  of  die  sword : 

14  But  the  women,  and  the  little  ones,  and  the  beasts^  and 

,  all  that  is  in  the  city,  even  all  the  spoil  thereof,  shalt 

thou  take*  unto  thyself;  and  thou  mayest  eat  the 
spoil  of  thine  enemies,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath 

Id  given  thee.  Thus  thou  shalt  do  unto  all  the  cities 
which  are  vety  far  off  from  thee,  which  are  not  of  the 

16  cities  of  these  nations.  But  of  the  cities  of  these  peo¬ 
ples,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  doth  give  thee  Jor  an 
inheritance,  thou  shalt  keep  alive  noming  that  hath 

17  hreath;  But  thou  shalt  aoom  them  to  destruction; 
Tiamclu,  the  Hittites,  and  the  Amorites,  the  Canaaoitcs,

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5  strike  off  the  heifer’s  neck  there  in  the  valley:1  And 
the  priests  the  sons  of  Levi  shall  step  nigh,  for  them 
the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  chosen  to  minister  unto  him, 
and  to  bless  In  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  and  by  their 
mouth  shall  every  strife  and  every  stroke’  be  tried. 

6  And  all  the  elders  of  that  city,  that  are  next  unto  the 
stab  bed  ^man,  shall  lave  their  hands  over  the  heifer  whose 

7  neck  is  struck  in  the  valley  :l  And  they  shall  answer 
and  say.  Our  hands  have  not  shed  this  blood,  neither 

8  have  our  eyes  seen  &  Be  merciful,3  O  Eternal,  unto 
thy  people  Israel,  whom  thou  hast  released ;  and  lay4 
not  innocent4  blood  unto  thy  people  of  Israel’s  charge.

1 9  will  not  hearken  unto  them ;  Then  shall  his  father  and 
his  mother  lay.  hold  on1  him,  and  bring  him  out  unto  the 

20  ciders  of  his  city,  and  unto  the  gate  of  his  place :  And 
they  shall  say  unto  the  elders  of  his  city,  This  our  sou 
is  refractory  and  rebellious ;  he  will  not  obey  our  voice ; 

21  he  is  a  contemner,  and  a  drunkard.  And  all  the  men  oi 

his  city  shall  stone  him  with  stones^  that  he  die:  so  shall 
thou  put  away  evil  from  among  you:  and  all  Israel 

22  shall  hear,  and  fear.  And  if  there  be  in  a  man  a  sin 
deserving  the  judgment  of  death,  and  he  be  put  to 

23  death,  and  thou  hang  him  on  a  tree ;  His  lxxly2  shall

7  the  young :  Bui  thou  shalt  in  any  wise  let  the  mother 
go,  and  take  the  young  to  thee ;  and  that  it  may  be 
well  with  thee,  and  that  thou  mayest  prolong  thy  days. 

8  When  thou  bulkiest  a  new  house,  then  thou  shalt  make 
a  battlement  for  thy  roof,  that  thou  bring11  not  blood

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25  shall  put  away  evil  from  anions  you.  But  if  a  man  find 
a  betrothed  damsel  in  the  field,  and  the  man  lays  hold 
os  her,  and  lie  with  her;  then  the  man  only  that  lav. 

26  with  her  shall  die ;  But  unto  the  damsel  thou  shaft 

do  nothing;  there  it  in  the  damsel  no  sin  deserving

Ne¬ 
vertheless  the  Eternal  thy  God  was  not  willing  to  - 
hearken  unto  Balaam ;  but  the  Eternal  thy  God  turned 
the  curse  into  a  blessing  unto  thee,  because  the  Eternal 

6  thy  God  loved  thee.  Thou  shalt  not  seek3  their  peace 

7  nor  their  prosperity  all  thy  days  for  ever.  Thou  shalt

21  thou  goest  to  possess  it  When  thou  shalt  vow  a  vow 
unto  the  Eternal  thy  God,  thou  shalt  not  delay  to  pay 
it :  for  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  Burely  require  it  of 

22  thee ;  and  it  would  be  sin  in  thee.  But  if  thou  shalt 

23  forbear*  to  vow,  it  shall  be  no  sin  in  thee.  That  which

3  ther  man’s  wife.  And  if  the  latter  husband  hate  her, 
and  write  her  a  bill9  of  divorcement,  and  giveth  it  in 
her  hand,  and  sendeth  her  away11  out  of  his  house;  or  if 
the  latter  husband  die,  who  rook  her to  be  his  wife; 

4  Her  first  husband,4  who  sent  her  away*3 may  not  take 
her  again5  to  be  his  wife,  after  that  she  is  defiled ;  for 
that  is  abomination  before  the  Eternal :  and  thou  shalt 
not  cause  the  land  to  sin,  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 

5  giveth  thee  for  an  inheritance*  When  a  man  hath 
taken  a  new  wife,  he  shall  not  go  out  to  the  host,  nei¬ 
ther  shall  lie  be  charged6  with  any  thing :  but  he  shall 
be  free  at  home7  one  year,  and  shall  cheer  up  his  wife 

6  whom  he  hath  taken.  No  man  shall  take  the  handmili 
or  I  he  upper  millstone3  to  pledge:  for  he  taketh  a  man's 

7  life9  to  pledge.  If  a  man  be  found  stealing  any10  of 
his  brethren  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  niaketh  mer¬ 
chandize  of  him,  or  sellcth  him ;  then  that  thief  shall 
die ;  and  thou  shalt  put  evil  away  from  among 

8  you.  Take  heed  in  the  affliction  of  leprosy,  that  thou 
observe11  diligently,  and  do  acco riling  to  all  that  the 
priests  the  Lcvitea  shall  teach19  you :  as  I  commanded 

&  them,  so  ye  shall  observe11  to  do.  Remember  whaL  the 
Eternal  toy  God  did  unto  Miriam  by  the  way,  after 

10  that  ye  were  come  forth  out  of  Egypt  When  thou  dost 
lend  thy  fellow  man  a  loan  of  any  thing,  thou  shalt  not  go 

1 1  into  hi9  house  to  fetch11  his  pledge.  Thou  shalt  stand 

.  abroad,  and  the  man  to  whom  thou  dost  lend  shall 

12  bring  out  the  pledge  abroad  unto  thee.  And  if  the 

1 3  man  be  poor,  thou  shalt  not  sleep  in  his  pledge :  In 
any  case  thou  sbalt  restore  to  him  the  pledge  when  the 
sun  goeth  down,  that  lie  may  lie  down  in  his  <nort  rai¬ 
ment,14  and  bless  thee :  and  it  shall  be  righteousness 

14  unto  thee  before  the  Eternal  thy  God.  Thou  shalt  not 
wrong  an  hired  servant  that  is  poor  and  needy,  iriu  titer 
he  be  of  thy  brethren,  or  of  any  strangers  that  are  ii :  thy 

1  owned  *  nakedness  of  t  thing:-  1  book-  4  owner.  *  return  to  take  her. 

4  [AM  over  him.  7  guiltless  for  his  house*  *  chariot  '  su'd  id  :i  soul* 
ll  keep.  12  shoot,  13  pledge.  U  outer  eminent. 

**  1st  lur  £  !. 
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15  land  within  thy  gates:  At  his  day  thou  shalt  give  him 
his  hire,  neither  shall  the  eun  go  down  upon  it ;  for  he 
is  poor,  and  setteth  his  heart  upon  it:1  lest  he  call 
against  thee  unto  the  Eternal,  and  it  be  sin  unto  thee. 

16  Fathers  shall  not  be  put  to  death  for  children,  neither 
shall  children  be  put  to  death  for  lathers:  every 

1 7  man  shall  be  put  to  death  for  his  own  sin.  Thou 

not  pervert2  the  judgment  of  the  stranger,  of  the  father^ 

IS  less;  nor  take  a  widow’s  garment  to  pledge:  But 
thou  shalt  remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant  in  Egypt, 
and  the  Eternal  thy  God  released  thee  thence ;  there¬ 
in  fore  I  command  thee  to  do  this  thing.  When  thou 
renpest  thine  harvest  in  thy  field,  and  hast  forgot  a 
sheaf' *  in  the  field,  thou  shalt  not  return  to  take  it :  it 
shall  be  for  the  stranger,  for  the  fatherless,  and  for  the 
widow :  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  may  bless  thee  in  all 

20  the  work  of  thine  hands.  When  thou  beatest  thine 
olive-tree,  thou  shalt  not  go  over  the  boughs  again :  it 
shall  be  for  the  stranger, '  for  the  fatherless,  and  for  the 

2  i  widow.  When  thou  gathercst  the  grapes  of  thy  vine¬ 
yard,  thou  shalt  not  glean  it  afterwards :  it  shall  be  for 
the  stranger,  for  the  fatherless,  and  for  the  widow. 

22  And  thou  shalt  remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant  in 
the  land  of  Egypt;  therefore  I  command  thee  to  do 
this  thing. 

Chap.  XXV. 

1  If  there  be  a  quarrel  between  men;  and  they  step 
nigh  unto  judgment,  that  the  judges  may  judge  them; 
then  they  shall  justify  the  righteous,  and  condemn 

2  the  wicked.  And  it  shall  be,  if  the  wicked  man  be

If  brethren  abide  together,  and  one  of  them 
die,  and  have  no  child*,  the  wile  of  the  dead  shall  not 
marry s  abroad  unto  a  stranger:10  her  husband’s  brother 
shall  conic  unto  her,  and  take  her  to  him  to  wife,  and 
perform  the  duty  of  an  husband’s  brother  unto  her. 

ft  And  it  shall  be,  that  the  first-born  whom  she  bearcth 
shall  succeed11  iu  the  name  of  his  dead  brother,  that  his 

7  name  be  not  wiped  out  of  Israel  And  if  the  man  like 

to  it  he  hcarclU  hi*  soul,  *  incline.  *  oroer*  *  a  *on  of  smiting,  rieiHo- 

g  continue.  7  a  great  smiling,  *  son,  *  be*  w  layman.  3 1  arise, 
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not  to  take  his  brother’s  wife,  then  let  his  brother's 
wife  go  up  to  the  gate  unto  the  elders,  and  say,  My 
husband’s  brother  refuseth  to  raise  up  unto  his  brother 
a  name  in  Israel,  he  is  not  willing  to  perform  the  duty 

8  of  my  husband's  brother :  Then  the  elders  of  his  city 
shall  call  him,  &nd  speak  unto  him :  and  he  shall  stand 

9  and  say,  I  like  not  to  take  her :  Then  shall  his  brother’s 
wife  step  nigh  unto  him  before  the  eyes  of  the  ciders, 
and  loose  his  shoe  from  off  his  foot,  and  spit  before1  his 
face,  and  shall  answer  and  say,  So  shall  it  oe  done  unto 
that  man  that  will  not  build  up  his  brother’s  house. 

10  And  his  name  shall  be  called  in  Israel,  The  house  of 

11  him  that  hath  bis  shoe  loosed.  When  men  strive  toge¬ 
ther  one  with  another,8  and  the  wife  of  the  one  ap¬ 
proach  cth  to  deliver  her  husband  out  of  the  hand  of 
him  that  amiteth  him,  and  putteth  forth3  her  hand,  and 

12  layeth  hold  of  him  by  the  secrets;  Then  thou  shah

all  that  were  feeble  behind  thee,  when  thou  vast  faint 

19  and  weary;  and  he  feared  not  God.  Therefore  it  shall 
be,  when  the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  given  thee  rest  from 
all  tbine  enemies  round  about,  m  the  land  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee  far  an  inheritance  to  pos¬ 
sess  it,  that  thou  shalt  wipe  away  the  remembrance  of 
Amalck  from  under  heaven ;  thou  shalt  not  forget  it 

Chap.  XXVI.

And  thou  shalt  go 
unto  the  priest  that  shall  be  in  those  days,  and  say  unto 
him,  1  profess*  this  day  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God,  that 
I  am  come  unto  the  land  which  the  Eternal  aware  unto 

4  our  fathers  for  to  give  us.  And  the  priest  shall  take 
the  basket  out  of  thine  hand,  and  place  it  before  the 

5  altar  of  the  Eternal  thy  God.  And  thou  shalt  speak, 
and  say  before  the  Eternal  thy  God,  A  straying  Syrian 
i acts  my  father ;  and  he  went  down  into  Egypt,  and  so*

6  great,  mighty,  and  numerous:  And  the  Egyptians

God  of  our  fathers,  the  Eternal  heard  our  voice,  and 
looked  on  our  affliction,*  and  our  poverty,  and  our 

8  oppression ;  And  the  Eternal  brought  us  forth  out  of 
Egypt  with  a  strong  hand,  and  with  an  out-stretched*

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hearkened  to  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  my  God,  and 
have  done  according  to  all  that  thou  hast  commanded 

15  me.  Glance  down  from  the  residence  of  thy  holiness, 
from  heaven,  and  bless  thy  people  Israel,  and  the  land 
which  thou  hast  given  us,  as  tnou  swarest  unto  oar  fa- 

16  thers,  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.  This  day 
the  Eternal  thy  God  hath  commanded  thee  to  do  these 
statutes  and  judgments :  thou  shalt  therefore  keep  and 
do  them  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul. 

17  Thou  hast  avouched  the  Eternal  this  day  to  be  thy  God,

14  and  Zebulun,  Dan,  and  NaphtalL  And  the  Invites 
shall  speak,1  and  say  unto  all  the  men  of  Israel  with  an 

15  exalted  voice.  Cursed  be  the  maD  that  maketh  any 
graven  or  molten  image,  an  abomination  unto  the  Eter¬ 
nal,  the  work  of  the  hands  of  the  craftsman,  and  put- 
teth  it  in  secret.  And  all  the  people  shall  answer  and

Chap.  XXVIIL 

1  And  It  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  shalt  hearken  dili¬ 
gently  unto  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  ob¬ 
serve  and  to  do  all  his  commandments  which  I  com¬ 
mand  thee  this  day,  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  set7 

.  2  thee  supreme  above  all  nations  of  the  earth :  And  all 

l  mswtr.  *  camcth  tbe  boundary  c f  hi*  fellow  to  recede.*  *  iodinetb. 

*  wing.  3  a  aoul  of  guiltless  blood.  *  raiaeth,  7  girt 
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these  blessings  shall  come  on  thee,  and  overtake  thee, 
if  thou  shall  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  thy 

3  God.  Blessed  shall  thou  be  in  the  city,  and  blessed 

4  shall  thou  be  in  the  field.  Blessed  sha  'u  be  the  fruit  of 
thy  body,1  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  and  the  fruit  of 
thy  beasts,  those  dropped  by  thy  neat,  and  the  breeds 

3  of  thy  flock.  Blessed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy 

6  kneading-trough.  Blessed  shall  thou  he  when  thou 
comest  in,  and  blessed  shall  thou  be  when  thou  goest 

7  out.  The  Eternal  shall  cause9  thine  enemies  that  rise 
up  against  thee  to  be  beaten  before  thy  face :  they  shall 
come  out  against  thee  one  way,  and  run  away  before 

8  thee  seven  ways.  The  Eternal  shall  command  the  bless¬ 
ing  upon  thee  in  thy  storehouses,  and  in  every  j>er- 
formonce  of  thine  hand ;  and  he  shall  bless  thee  in  the 

9  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee.  The 
Eternal  shall  raise  thee  an  holy  people  unto  himself,  as

13  But  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  obey  the 
voice  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to  observe4  to  do  all  his 
commandments  and  his  ordinances  which  I  command 
thee  this  day,  that  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee, 

16  and  overtake  thee.  Cursed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  city, 

17  and  cursed  shall  thou  be  in  the.  field.  Cursed  shall  be 

18  thy  basket  and  thy  kneading  trough.  Cursed  shall  be 

1  belly.  *  give,  *  leave  thee  for  the  good,  *  keep. 
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the  fruit  of  thy  body,1  and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  those 
dropped  by  thy  neat,  and  the  breeds  of  thy  flock. 

1 9  Cursed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and  cursed 

20  skalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.  The  Eternal  shall 
send  upon  thee  cursing,  confusion,  and  rebuke,  in  every 
performance  of  thine  hand,  until  thou  be  exterminated, 
and  until  thou  perish  quickly;  because  of  the  wicked¬ 
ness  of  thy  doings,  whereby  thou  bast  forsaken  me. 

21  The  Eternal  shall  make  the  pestilence  cleave  unto  thee, 
until  he  have  consumed  thee  from  off  the  ground,  whi- 

22  ther  thou  goeBt  to  possess  it  The  Eternal  shall  smite 
thcc  with  a  consumption,  and  with  a  fever,  and  with  be 
intense  heat,  and  with  an  extreme  burning,  and  with 
the  sword,8  and  with  blasting;  and  with  mildew;3  and 

23  they  shall  pursue  thee  until  thou  perish.  And  thy 
heaven  that  is  over  thy  head  shall  be  copper,  and  the 

24  earth  that  is  under  thee  shall  be  iron.  The  Eternal 
shall  make4  the  rain  of  thy  land  powder  and  dust:  from 
heaven  shall  it  come  down  upon  thee,  until  thou  be  ex- 

25  terminated.  The  Eternal  shall  cause4  thee  to  be  beaten

32  mies,  and  thou  shalt  have  none  to  save  them.  Thy  sons 
and  thy  daughters  shall  be  given  unto  another  people, 
and  thine  eyes  shall  see,  and  fail10  with  Ibnging  for  them 
oil  the  day  long :  and  there  shall  be  n <S  might  in  thine 

a  belly.  1  drought.  *  wanting*  4  give,  4  feel,  *  feeleth*  t  mkally 
taken  ipfif »  *  dim  fane  it,  9  one  of  tliy  herd,  w  finish, 
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33  hand.  The  fruit  of  thy  ground,  and  ail  thy  labours, 
shall  a  people  which  thou  knowest  not  eat  up;  and  thou 

34  shalt  be  only  wronged  and  crushed  all  the  days :  So 
that  thou  shalt  be  mad  for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  which 

35  thou  shalt  see.  The  Eternal  shall  smite  thee  in  the 
knees,  and  in  the  thighs,  with  a  sore  inflammation  that 
cannot  be  healed,  from  the  sole1  of  thy  foot  unto  the  top 

36  of  thy  head.  The  Eternal  shall  bring3  thee,  and  thy 
king  whom  thou  shalt  raise  over  thee,  unto  a  nation 
which  neither  thou  nor  thy  fathers  have  known ;  and 
there  shalt  thou  serve  other  gods,  wood  and  stone. 

37  And  thou  shalt  become  an  astonishment,  a  proverb,  and 
a  satire,  among  all  peoples  whither  the  Eternal  shall 

38  lead  thee.  Thou  shalt  briug  much  seed  out  into  the 
field,  and  shalt  gather  but  little  in  ;  for  the  locust  shall 

39  crop  it  off.  Thou  shait  plant  vineyards,  and  dress1 
them ,  but  shalt  neither  drink  of  the  wine,  nor  Lay  It  up; 

40  for  the  worms  shall  cat  them.  Thou  shalt  have  olive- 
trees  throughout  all  thy  boundaries,  but  thou  shale  not 
anoint4  thyself  with  the  oil ;  for  thine  olive  shall  cast5 

41  his  fruit  Thou  shalt  beget  sons  and  daughters,  but 
thou  shalt  not  enjoy  them ;  for  they  shall  go  into  cap-

48  Therefore  shalt  thou  serve  thine  enemies,  whom  the 
Eternal  shall  send  forth  against  thee,  in  famine,  and  in 
nakedness,  and  in  want  of  all  things:  and  he  shall  put18 
a  yoke  of  iron  upon  thy  neck,  until  he  have  extenni- 

49  nated  thee.  The  Eternal  shall  bring11  a  nation  against 
thee  from  afar,  from  the  extremity  of  the  earth,  ns  swift 
as  the  eagle-6oareth;  a  nation  whose  tongue  thou  shalt  not 

50  understand:18  A  nation  of  fierce  countenance, u  which 
shall  not  regard  the  person  of 14  the  old,  nor  shew  favour

upon  you,- and  thy  shoe  is  not  worn3  out  upon  thy  foot. 

6  Ye  have  not  eaten  bread,  neither  have  ye  -drank  wine 
or  strong  drink :  that  ye  might  know  that  I  ah i  the 

7  Eternal  your  God.  And  when  yc  came  unto  this 

Slace,  Sihon  the  king  of  Heshbon,  and  Og  the  king  of 
lashan,  came  out  against  us  unto  war,  and  we  smote 

1  hollow.  *  believe  In,  3  who -will  give.  4  restore,  *  not  continue  to  Me  It. 
*  cut.  *  caused  yon  to  go.  8  outer  garments.  *  faded. 
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8  them:  And  we  took  their  land,  and  gave  it  for  an 
inheritance  onto  the  Reubenitc6,  and  unto  the  tiadites, 
and  unto  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh. 

9  Keep  therefore  the- words  of  this  covenant,  and  do 

10  them,  that  ye  may  prosper*  in  ah  that  ye  do.  Ye  are 
placed  this  flay  all  of  yon  before  the  Eternal  your  God ; 
your  heads  of  your  tribes,  your  elders,  and  your  bailiffo, 

1 1  tctU  all  the  men  of  Israel,  Your  little  ones,  your  wives, 
and  thy  stranger  that  is  in  thy  camp,  from  the  hewer  of 

12  thy  wood  unto  the  drawer  of  thy  water:  That  thou 
shouldest  enter2  into  covenant  with  the  Eternal  thy 
God,  and  into  his  oath,2  which  the  Eternal  thy  God 

13  maketh4  with  thee  this  day:  That  he  may  raise  thee 
to-day  for  a  people  unto  himself  and  that  he  may  be

20  away  the  thirst:  The  Eternal  will  not  be  willing  to 
forgive  him,  but  then,  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  and  his 
jealousy  shall  smoke  against  that  man,  and  all  the  exe¬ 
crations  that  axe  written  in  this  book  shiall  lie8  upon 
him,  and  the  Eternal  shall  wipe  away  bis  name  .from  un- 

2 1  der  heaven.  And  the  Eternal  shall  separate  him  unto 
evil  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  according  to  all  the 
execrations  of  the  covenant  that  are  written  in  this 

22  book  of  the. law:  So  that  the  remote  generation, 
your  children,  that  shall  rise  up  after  you,  ana  the  alien

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see  the  plagues1  of  that  land,  and  the  diseases  which  the 

23  Eternal  hath  laid  upon  it ;  And  that  the  whole  land 
thereof  is  brimstone,  and  salt,  and  burning,  that  cannot 
be  sown,  nor  bearcth,3  nor  any  herb  groweth*  therein, 
like  the  overthrow  of  Sodom,  and  Gomorrah,  A  dm  ah, 
and  Zeboiim,  which  the  Eternal  overthrew  in  his  fury, 

24  and  in  his  wrath ;  Even  all  nations  shall  say.  Where¬ 

fore  hath  the  Eternal  done  thus  unto  this  land?  what

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12  law  before  all  Israel  mtbeir:  bearing.1  Assemble  the 
people  together,  men,  aadworuon,  and  Uttleonea,  and 
thy  stranger  thatis  within  thy  gates,  that  they  may  hear, 
and  that  they  may  learn,  and  fear  the  Eternal  your 
God,'  and  observe*  to  do-  all  the  words  of  this  law; 

13  And  that  their  children,  -who!  have  not  known  any 
tiring,  may  hear,  and  leam  to  fear  the  Eternal  your 
God,  all  the  days  that  yc  live  on  the  ground  whither  ye 
pass  over  the  Jordan  to  possess  it. 

14  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,  Behold,  thy  days 
approach  that  thou  - must  die :  call  Joshua,  and  place 
yourselves  in  the  appointed  tent,  that  I  may  give  him  a 
charge.4  And  Moses  and  Joshua  went  and  .placed 

Id  themselves  in  the  appointed  tent.  And  the  Eternal 
appeared  in  the  tent  in  a  column  of  a  cloud ; .  grid  the 
column  of  the  doud  stood  over  the  entrance  of  the 

1 3  tent.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moaes,  Behold,  tho.u 
shalt  He  with  thy  fathers;  and  this  people  will  rise  up, 
and  go  a  whoring  after  the. gods  of  the  aliens  of  the 
land  whither  they  go  to  be  amongst' them,  and  .will  for¬ 
sake  me,  and  make  void  (ny,  covenant  which  I  have 

17  made4  with  them.  Then  ray  wrath  shall  glow  against 
diem  in  that-  day,  and  I  will  forsake  them,  and  I  will 
hide9  my  face  from  them,  and  they  shall  be  devoured,4 
and  many  evils  and  distresses  shall  befall7  them ;  so  that 
they  will  say  in  that  day,  Are  not  these  evils  come  upon 

18  us,®  because  our  God  it  not  amongst  ns?  And  I  will 
surely  hide5  my  face  in  that  day,  for  oil  the  evils  which 
they  shall  have  done,  in  that  they  arc  turned  unto  other 

1 9  gods.  Now  therefore  write  yc  this  song  for  you,  and 
tcaeh  it  the  children  of  Israel:  put  it  in  their  mouths, 
that  this  song  may  be  a  witness  for  me  against  the  chil- 

20  dren  of  Israel.  Ear  when  I  have  brought  them  to  the 
ground  which  I  swan?  unto  their  fathers,  that  floweth 
with  milk  and  honey;  and  they  shall  have  eaten  and  be 
satisfied,  and  waxen  fat;  then  will  they  turn  unto  other 
gods,  and  serve  them,  and  provoke  me,  and  make  void 

21  ray  covenant.  '  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  many 
evils  and  distresses  tpc  befallen"  tliem,  that  this  song  shall 
testify10  against  them  as  a  witness ;  for  it  shall  not  be 
forgotten  out  of  the  mouths  of  their  seed  that  I  know 
their  imagination  which  they  go  about,11  even  this  day,

*  Lace  not  these  evils  found  us,  *  have  found.  ,u  answer.  11  arc  doing. 
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before  I  have  brought  them  into  the  land  which  I 

22  sware.  Moses  therefore  wrote  this  song  the  same  day, 

2$  and  taught  it  the  children  of  Israel.  And  he  com¬ 
manded  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  said.  Be  strong 
and  firm:  for  thou  shalt  bring  the  children  of  Israel 
into  the  land  which  I  swaTe  unto  them :  and  I  will  be 

24  with  thee.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Moses  had 
finished  writing  the  words  of  this  law  in  a  booh,  until 

25  they  were  completed.  That  Moses  commanded  the 
Levites,  who  bare  the  ark1  of  the  covenant  of  the 

26  Eternal,  saying.  Take  this  book  of  the  law,  and  put  it 
in  the  side  of  the  ark1  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal 
your  God,  that  it  may  be  there  for  a  witness  against 

27  thee.  For  I  know  thy  rebellion,  and  thy  stiff  neck  :* 
behold,  while  I  am  alive  with  you  this  day  ye  have  been 
rebellions  against  the  Eternal;  and  how  much  more 

28  after  my  death?  Assemble,  unto  me  all  the  elders  of 
yonr  tribes,  and  your  bailiffs,  that  I  may  speak  these 
words  in  their  ears,  and  call  the  heaven  and  the  earth  os 

29  witnesses  against  them.  For  I  know  that  after  my  death 
ye  will  utterly  corrupt  yoarsclves,  and  depart  from  the 
way  which  I  nave  commanded  you ;  and  tire  evil  will 
befill  you  in  the  remoteness  of  days ;  because  ye  will 
do  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  to  provoke  rum  to 

30  anger  through  the  work  of  your  hand&  And  Moses 
spue  in  the  care  of  all  the  congregation  of  Israel  the 
words  of  this  song,  until  they  were  completed. 

Chap.  XXXII 

1  Give  car,  0  ye  heavens,  and  I  will  speak ;  and  hear,  O 

2  earth,  the  words  of  my  mouth, '  My  doctrine  shall  drop 
as  the  rain,  my  speech  shall  flow  as  the  dew,  as  the

3  grass :  Because  I  will  call  the  name  of  the  Eternal : 

4  ascribe8  ye  greatness  unto  our  God.  The  Bock,4  his 
doing  is  perfect ;  for  all  his  ways  are  judgment :  a  God 
of  fiuthfulness  and  without  iniquity,  righteous  and  up* 

5  right  is  he.  The  corruption  is  not  his ;  it  is  that  of 
bis  children,  the  spot  is  theirs ;  a  perverse  and  crooked 

1  ease.  -  bard  nape  of  the  seek.  *  get.  *  crag. 
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6  generation.  Do  ye  thusrequlte  the  Eternal?  O  de¬ 
based  people  and  unwise  I  is  not  lie  thy  father  that  hath 
obtained  thee  ?  hath  he  not  made  thee,  and  established 

7  thee  ?  Remember  the  days  of  old*1  consider  the  yean 

of  many  generations:4  ask4  thy  father*  and  he  will  tell 

8  thee;  toy  elders,  and  they  will  say  unto  thee;  When 
the  Supreme  divided  to  the  nations’  their  inheritance, 
when  he  separated  the  sons  of  Adam,  he  set  the  boun¬ 
daries  of  the  people  according  to  the  number  of  the 

9  children  of  Israel,  For  the  portion  of  the  Eternal  is 

10  his  people;  Jacob  is  the  lot1  of  his  inheritance.  He 
found  him  in  a  desert-land,  and  in  the  desolate  howling 
solitude;  he  surrounded  him,  he  instructed  him*  he 

11  guarded  him  as  the  pupil  of  his  eye.  As  an  eagle 
stirreth  up  her  nest,  hovereth  over  her  young,4  spreadeth 
abroad  her  wings,  taketh  them,  beareth  them  on  her 

12  pinions.  So  the  Eternal  alone  did  guide  him,  and 

13  there  was  no  alien  god  with -him.  He  made  him  ride 

on  the  high  places  of  the  earth,  that  he  might  eat  the 
produce  of  the  fields;  and  he  made  him  to  suck  honey 

14  out  of  the  rock,  and  oil  out  of  thft  flinty  crag;  Clotted 
cream  of  the  herd,  and  milk  of  the  flock,  with  fat  of  fat¬ 
tened  lambs,  and  rams  of  the  breed6  of  Bashan,  and  he- 
goats,  with  the  fat  of  kidneys  of  wheat ;  and  thou  shalt 

13  drink  the  foaming  blood  of  the  grape.  But  Jeshuruu 
waxed  fat,  and  kicked;  thou  art  waxen  fat,  thou  art 
grown  thick,  thou  art  covered  with  fatness .*  then  he  for¬ 
sook7  God  who  made  him,  and  lightly  esteemed  the 

16  Rock6  of  his  salvation.  They  provoked  him  to  jealousy

And  when 
the  Eternal  saw  A,  he  scorned  them,  because  of  the  pro- 

20  vocation  of  his  sons,  and  of  his  daughters.  And  he 
said,  I  will  hide11  my  face  from  them,  I  will  see  what 
their  end11  shall  be:  for  they  are  a  froward  generation  of 

2 1  perversity,  children  in  whom  is  no  faith.  They  have 
moved  me  to  jealousy  with. Mat  wkieh  is  not  God;  they 
have  provoked  me  to  anger  with  their  vanities :  and  I

23  tiun.  For  a  fire  flames  in  my  wrath,  and  shall  blaze 
unto  the  lowest  hell,1  and  shall  consume3  the  earth  with 
tier  increase,  and  set  on  fire  the  foundations  of  the 
r  23  mountains.  I  will  exhaust**?  evils  upon  them :  I  will 
-  24  spend1  mine  arrows  upon  them.  They  shall  be  ema¬ 
ciated  j]  with  hungeiyand  devoured  with  burning  heat, 

;  and  with  bitter  destruction :  I  will  also  send  forth  the 
teeth*  of  beasts  Upon  them,  with  the  fury  of  those  crawl* 

25  ing  in  the  dust.  The  sword  without,  and  hoiror  with¬ 
in,4  shall  destroy^  both  die  young  man  and  the  virgin, 

26  the  suckling  with  the  man -of  gray  hairs.  I  said,  I 
-  -  would  scatter  them'  into'  comers,!  I  Would  make  the  re- 

27  membranCe  Of  them  to  cease  from  among  men :  Were  it 
not  thatlw&sin  dread  of  the  wrath- fromthc  enemy,  lest 
their  adversaries  should  behave '  themselves  strangely,  and

38  they  trusted ;  Who  did  eat  the  fat  of  their  sacrifices, 
and  drank  the  wine  of  *foeir  drink-offerings  ?  let  them 

39  rise  up  and  help  you,  tend  be  your  protection.  See  now

44  And  Moses  came  .and  spake  all  the.  words  of  this  song 
in  the  ears  of  the:  people,  he,  and  Hoshea  this  -  son  of 

45  Nan.  And'Moses  finished  speaking  all  these  words  to 

4G  all  Israel :  And  he  said  unto  them,  your  hearts 

unto  all  the  words  which  I  testily  among  you  this  day, 
which  ye  shall  comm&nd  your  children  to  observe1  to  do, 

47  all  the  words  of  this  law.  For  it  u .  not  >a  vain4  thing 
lor  you ;  because  it  is  your  life :  aud  through  this  thing 
ye  shall  prolong  your  days  upon  the  ground,  whither  ye 
pass  over  the  Jordan  to  possess  it. 

48  Aud  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  that  selfsame*

against4  Jericho;  and  behold  the  land  of  Canaan,  which 
I  give  unto  the  children  of  Israel  for  a:  possession :

Chap.  XXXIII

3  Yea,  hebarejl  the  people  in  his  bosom :  Q  all  his  saints  are 
in  thy  hand:  and  they  sat  down9  at  thy  feet;  every  <me  shall 

4  receive3  of  thy  decisions.  Moses  commanded  us  a  law, 

5  even  the  possession  of  the  congregation  tjf  Jacob.  And 
he  was  king  in  Jeshuron,  when  the  heads  of  the  people 

6  and  the  tribes  of  Israel  were  gathered  together.  Let 
Heuben  live,  and  not  die ;  and  let  his  men  not  be  few.4 

7  Arid  this  it  of  Jddah:  and  he  said.  Hear,  Eternal,  the 
voice  of  Judah,  and  bring  him  unto  his  people:  let 
his  hands  be  numerous  for  him ;  and  be  thou  an  help 
to  him  from  his  adversaries. 

8  And  of  Levi  he  said,  Thy  Thummim  and  thy  Urim 
belong  to  thy  pious  man,  whom  thou  didst  try  at  Massah, 
and  tcith  whom  thou  didst  strive  at  the  waters  of  Meri- 

9  bah ;  Who  said  unto  his  father  and  to  his  mother,  I 

have  not  seen  him ;  neither  did  he  acknowledge  his  bre¬ 
thren,  nor  know  his  own  children :  far  they  nave  kept 

10  thy  word,  and  guarded  thy  covenant.  They  shall  teach 
Jacob  thy  judgments,  and  Israel  thy  law:  they  shall  put

1 1  thine  altar.  Bless,  Eternal,  his  substance,4  and  accept

And  of  Joseph  he  said,  Blessed 
of  the  Eternal  be  his  land,  for  the  precious  things  of  hea¬

And  for  the  precious  fruits  brought 
forth  by  the  son,  and  for  the  precious  things  put7  forth 

15  by  the  moon.  And  for  die  chief  things  of  the  aucient 
mountains,4  and  for  the  precious  things  of  the  lasting4 

16  hills,  Arid  for  the  precious  things  of  the  earth  and  ful¬ 
ness  thereof,  and  for  the  will  of  mm  that  dwelt  in  the 
bush :  let  the  bleating  come  upon  the  head  of  Joseph, 
and  upon  the  top  of  the  head  of  him  that  was  sepa- 

1 7  rated14  from  his  brethren*  The  first-bom  'of  his  herd

19  Thoy  shall  call  peoples  unto  the  mountain:  there  they 
shall  sacrifice  sacrifices  of  righteousness :  for  they  shall 
suck  of  the  abundance  of  ,the  seas,  and  of  treasures}]  ae- 

20  are  ted  in  the  sand.  And  of  Grad  be  said,  Blessed  be  be 
that  extended;  Gad :  he  dwelleth  as  a  lioness,  and  tear- 

2 1  eth  the  arm  with  the  top  of  the  head.  And  .he  pro¬ 
vided  the  first  pert  for  himself1  because  there  is  the 
portion  Bet  apart  by  the  lawgiver ;  and  he  came  with 
the  heads  of  the  people,  ho  did  the  righteousness  of  the 

22  Eternal,  and  his  judgments  with  Israel.  And  of  Dan 
he 'said,  Dan  is  a  Hen’s  whelp:  he  shall  leap  from  Ba-

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district,5  the  deep  valley  of  Jericho,  tht  city  of  palm 

4  ‘trees,  unto  Zosr.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him. 
This  is  the  land  wfaSch'I  sware  unto  Abraham,  unto 
Isaac,  and  unto  Jacob,  saying,  I  will  give  it  unto  thy 
seed:  I  have  caused  thee  to  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  but 

0  thou  shalt  hot  pass  over  thither.  So  Moses  theservant 
of  the  Eternal  died  there  m  the  land  of  Moah,  according 

6  to  the  word1  of  the  EtemaL  And  he  buried  him  in  the 

glen  in  the  land  of  Moab,  over  against  Beth-peor :  but  no 

7  man  knowctb  of  his  sepulchre  unto  this  day.  And  Moses 
was  an  hundred  and  twenty  yean  old3  when  he  died : 
his  eye  was  nut  dim,  nor  his  natural  foree  abated.3, 

8  And  the  children  of  lsrael  wept  for  Moecs  in  the  plains 
of  Moab  thirty  days:  so  the  days  of  weeping  and 

9  mourning  for  Moses  were  completed.  And  Joshua  the 
son  of  Nun  was  full  of  the  spirit  of  wisdom ;  for  Moses 
had  laid  his  hands  upon  him:  and  the  children  of  Israel 
hearkened  unto  him,  and  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded 

10  Moses.  And  there  arose  not  a  prophet  since  in  Israel 
like  unto  Moses,  whom  the  Eternal  knew  face  to  face. 

11  In  all  the  signs  and  the  wonders,  which  the  Eternal 
sent  him  to  do  in  the  land  of  Egypt  to  Pharaoh,  and  to

18  up  out  of  the  Jordan.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
priests  the  bearers  of  the  ark1  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal 
were  come  up  out  of  the  midst  of  the  Jordan,  and  the  soles8 
of  the  priests*  feet  were  withdrawn  towards  the  dry  land,  that 
the  waters  of  the  Jordan  returned  unto  their  place,  and 

ID  flowed3  over  all  its  banks,  as  before.4  And  the  people  came 
up  out  of  the  Jordan  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  first  month, 
and  encamped  in  Gilgal,  in  the  cast  border11  of  Jericho. 

20  And  those  twelve  stones,  which  they  took  out  of  the  Jordan, 

2 !  did  Joshua  raise  in  Gilgal.  And  he  spake  unto  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  saying,  When  your  children  shall  ask  their 
fathers  in  time  to  come,8  saying,  What  mean  these  stones? 

22  Then  yc  shall  let  your  children  know,  saying,  Israel  came 

23  over  this  Jordan  on  dry7  land,  For  the  Eternal  your 
God  dried  up  the  waters  of  the  Jordan  from  before  you, 
until  ye  were  passed  over,  os  the  Eternal  your  God  did 
to  the  Red  Sea,3  which  he  dried  up  from  before  us,  until 

24  we  were  gone  over:  That  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth 
might  know  the  hand  of  the  Eternal,  that  it  u  strong ; 
that  yc  might  fear  the  Eternal  your  God  for  ever. 


Chap.  V. 

1  Ann  it  came  to  pass,  when  all  the  kings  of  the  Amorite, 
who  were  on  the  side  of  the  Jordan  westward,9  and  all  the 
kings  of  the  Canaanitc,  who  were  by  the  sea,  heard  that 
the  Eternal  had  dried  up  the  waters  of  the  Jordan  from 
before  the  children  of  Israel,  until  they19  were  passed  over, 
that  their  heart  melted,  neither  was  there  spirit  in  them 

2  any  more,  because  of  the  children  of  Israel.  At  that  time 
the  Eternal  said  unto  Joshua,  Make  thee  sharp  knives,11 
and  circumcise  again18  the  children  of  Israel  the  second 

3  time.  And  Joshua  made  him  sharp  knives,11  and  circum- 

1  case.  %  hollow's.  *  went.  *  yesterday  before  yesterday.  *  extremity  of  sunrise. 
e  to-morrow.  1  dried  up.  4  sea  of  flags,  *  seaward.  Lu  we,  11  swords  of 

crags.  w  return. 
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clsed  the  children  of  Israel  at  the  hill  of  the  foreskins. 

4  And  this  ie  the  cause1  why  Joshua  did  circumcise;  All 
the  people  that  came  out  of  Egypt,  that  were  males,  even 
all  the  men  of  the  war,  died  in  the  desert  fay  the  way,  after 

0  they  came  out  of  Egypt.  Now  all  the  people  that  came 
ont  were  circumcised;  bnt  all  the  people  t/uit  were  born  in 
the  desert  by  the  way  as  they  came  forth  out  of  Egypt, 

6  them  they  had  not  circumcised.  For  the  children  of  Israel 
walked  forty  years  in  the  desert,  till  all  the  nation  the 
men  of  the  war,  who  came  out  of  Egypt,  were  consumed,- 
because  they  obeyed  not  the  voice  of  the  Eternal :  unto 
whom  the  Eternal  sware  that  he  would  not  shew  them  the 
land  which  the  Eternal  aware  unto  their  fathers  that  he 

7  would  give  us,  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.  And 
their  children,  whom  he  raised  up  in  their  stead,  them 
Joshua  circumcised ;  for  they  were  uucircumcised,  because 

8  they  had  not  circumcised  them  by  the  way.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  they  had  completed  circumcising  all  the 
nation,  that  they  abode  in  their  places  in  the  camp  till  they 

9  were  whole.3  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Joshua,  This 
day  have  I  rolled  away  the  disgrace  of  Egypt  from  off  you. 
Wherefore  the  name  of  the  place  is  called  (iilgal  unto  this 

10  day.  And  the  child rcu  of  Israel  encamped  in  Gilgal,  and 
kept4  the  passover  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month,  at 

11  even,  in  the  plains  of  Jericho.  Aftd  they  did  eat  of  the 

Iiroduce  of  the  land,  from  the  morrow  of  the  passover,  un- 
eavened  cakes  and  parched  com  iu  the  self-same  day. 
12  And  the  manna  left  off  from  the  morrow  after  they  had 
eaten  of  the  produce  of  the  land ;  neither  had  the  children 
of  Israel  manna  any  more ;  but  they  did  eat  of  the  fruit5  of 
13  the  land  of  Canaan  that  year.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Joshua  was  by  Jericho,  that  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  and  looked, 
and,  behold,  there  stood  a  man  over  against  him  with  his 
sword  drawn  in  his  hand;  and  Joshua  went  unto  him, 
and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  for  us  or  for  our  adversaries  ? 
14  And  he  said,  Nay ;  for  I  am  an  officer  of  the  host  of  the 
Eternal;  lam  just  now  come.  And  Joshua  lcll  on  his 
face  to  the  earth,  and  prostrated  himself,  and  said  unto 
15  him,  Whatspcaketh  my  lord  unto  his  servaul?  And  the 
officer  of  the  host  of  the  Eternal,  Baid  unto  Joshua,  Put  off 
thy  shoe  from  thy  foot;  for  the  place  whereon  thou  standesi 
is  holiness.  And  Joshua  did  so.

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Chap.  VL 

1  Now  Jericho  was  straitly1  shut  up,  because  of  the  children 

2  of  Israel;  none  went  out  and  none  came  in.  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Joshua,  See,  I  have  given  into  thine 
hand  Jericho,  and  the  king  thereof,  and  the  heroes  of  the 

3  force.  And  ye  shall  compass  the  city,  all  ye  men  of  the  war, 
and  go  round  about  the  city  once:  thus  shalt  thou  do 

4  six  days.  And  seven  priests  shall  bear  before  the  ark3 
seven  jubilee  cornets :  and  the  seventh  day  ye  shall  com¬ 
pass  the  city  seven  times,  and  the  priests  shall  blow  with3 

3  the  comets.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  they 
make  along  blast*  with  the  jubilee  horn,  and  when  yc  hear 
the  sounds  of  the  cornet,  all  the  people  shall  shout  witft, 
a  great  shout  ;6  and  the  rampart  of  the  city  shall  fall  down 
flat,  and  the  people  shall  go  up,  every  man  straight  before7 

6  him.  And  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun  called  the  priests,  and 
said  unto  them,  Bear  the  ark3  of  the  covenant,  and  seven 
priests  shall  bear  seven  jubilee  comets  before  the  ark3  of 

7  the  Eternal.  And  he  said  unto  the  people.  Pass  on,  and 
compass  the  city,  and  let  him  that  is  armed  pass  on  before 

8  the  ark3  of  the  Eternal.  And  it  was  as  Joshua  bad.  said 
unto  the  people:  the  seven  priests  bearing  the  seven  jubi¬ 
lee  cornets  passed  on  before  the  Eternal,  and  blew8  with 
the  trumpets ;  and  the  ark2  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal 

9  wont  after  them.  And  the  equipped  mm  went  before  the 
priests  that  blew3  with  the  comets,  and  the  rereward9 
went  after  the  ark,3  die  priests  going  on,  and  blowing10 

10  with  the  cornets.  And  Joshua  had  commanded  the 

nlc,  saying,  Ye  shall  not  shout11  nor  let  your  voice 
icard,  neither  shall  any  word  proceed1*  out  of  your 
mouth,  until  the  day  I  say  unto  you  shout;11  then 
11  shall  ye  shout.11  So  the  ark*  of  the  Eternal  compassed 
the  city,  going  about  it  once:  and  they  came  into  the 
12  camp,  and  lodged  over  night  in  the  camp.  And  Joshua 
rose  early  in  the  morning,  and  tlie  priests  carried  the  ark3 
13  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  seven  priests,  bearing  seven 
jubilee  cornets  before  the  ark2  of  the  Eternal,  went  on 
continually,13  aud  blew8  with  the  comets :  and  the  equipped 
•men  went  before  them  ;  but  the  rereward9  went  after  the 
ark2  of  the  Eternal,  the  priests  going  on,  and  blowing18 
14  with  the  cornets.  And  the  second  day  they  compassed  the

city  once,  and  returned  into  the  camp:  so  they  did  six 

15  days.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  seventh  day*  that  they 
rose  early  about  the  rismg1  of  the  dawn*  and  compassed 
the  city  after  the  same  manner3  seven  times;  only  on  that 

16  day  they  compassed  the  city  seven  times.  And  it  came 
to  pass  at  the  seventh  time*  when  the  priests  blew3  with 
the  cornets,  Joshua  said  unto  the  people*  Shout  ;4  for  the 

17  Eternal  hath  given  you  the  city.  And  the  city  shall  be 
doomed*  even  it  and  all  that  are  therein,  to  the  Eternal : 
only  Rahab  the  harlot  shall  live*  she  and  all  that  arc  with 
her  in  the  house*  because  she  hid  the  messengers  that  we 

18  sent.  And  you*  in  any  wise  keep  yourselves  from  the 
doomed  thing,  lest  ye  make  yourselves  doomed  when  ye 
take  of  the  doomed  thing,  and  make  the  camp  of  Israel 

19  doomed*  and  trouble  it.  But  all  the  silver*  and  gold, 
and  vessels  of  copper  and  iron,  are  holiness  unto  the 
Eternal ;  they  shall  come  into  the  treasury  of  the  Eternal. 

20  So  the  people  shouted5  when  the  priest*  hiew^  with  the 
cornets:  and  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  people  heard  the 
sound6  of  the  comet*  and  the  people  shouted  with  a  great 
shout7  that  the  rampart  fell  down  flat,6  so  that  the  people 
went  up  into  the  city,  every  man  straight  before9  him*  and 

2 1  they  conquered  die  city :  And  they  doomed  to  death  all 
that  was  in  the  city*  from  man  to  woman,  from  young  to 
old*  to  any  of  the  herd*  or  dock*  and  ass*  with  the  edge10  of 

22  the  sword.  But  unto  the  two  men  that  had  spied  out 
the  country*  Joshua  had  said*  Go  into  the  house  of  the 
woman*  die  harlot^  and  bring  out  thence  the  woman,  and 

23  all  that  she  hath*  as  ye  sware  unto  her.  And  the  young 
men11  that  were  spies  went  in*  and  brought  out  Rahab, 
and  her  father,  and  her  mother*  and  her  brethren*  and 
all  that  she  had ;  and  they  brought  out  all  her  kindred*13 

24  and  placed  them  without  the  camp  of  Israel.  And  they 
burnt  the  city  with  fire*  and  all  that  was  therein :  only  the 
silver,  and  the  gold*  and  the  vessels  of  copper  and  of  iron* 
they  put13  into  the  treasury  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal. 

25  And  Rahab  the  harlot,  and  hcT  father’s  houscAoi/*  and 
all  lyelonging  to  her  Joshua  kept  alive ;  and  she  abideth14  in 
Israel  even  unto  this  day ;  because  she  hid  the  messengers 

26  which  Joshua  sent  to  spy  out  Jericho.  And  Joshua 
adjured  them,  at  that  time*  saying,  Cursed  be  the  man 

1  going  up*  3  judgement*  3  fixed*  *  din*  *  dinned*  c  voice*  7  dinned  a  grunt  din* 

*  underneath  it.  9  opposite*  10  mouth*  11  lads.  13  familial.  13  gave*  n  abode* 
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before  the  Eternal,  that  riseth  up  and  buildeth  this  city 
Jericho;  with  hie  first-born  he  shall  lay  the  foundation 
thereof)  and  with  his  youngest  son  shall  he  set  up  the 
27  gates  of  it.  So  the  External  was  with  Joshua;  and  his 
fame  was  throughout  all  the  land. 

Chap.  VIL 

1  But  the  children  of  Israel  committed1  a  trespass  in  the 
doomed  thing :  for  Achan,  the  son  of  Carmi,  the  son  of 
Zabdi,  the  son  of  Zerah,  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  took  of  the 
doomed  thing:  and  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed 

2  against  the  children  of  Israel.  And  Joshua  sent  men  from 
Jericho  to  the  Ai,  which  is  beside  Beth-aven,  on  the  east 
of  Bethel,  and  spake  unto  them,  saying,  Go  up  and  spy 

3  the  land.  And  the  men  went  up  and  spied  the  Ai.  And 
they  returned  to  Joshua,  and  said  unto  him.  Let  not  all 
the  people  go  up;  but  let  about  two  ox  three  thousand 
men  go  up  and  smite  the  Ai;  and  make  not  all  the  people 

4  to  labour*  thither;  for  they  are  but  few.  So  there  went 
up  thither  of  the  people  about  three  thousand  men :  and 

5  they  mu  away  from  before  the  men  of  the  Ai.  And  the 
men  of  the  Ai  Hmote  of  them  about  thirty  and  six  men : 
and  they  pursued  them  from  before  the  gate  even  unto 
tlic  breaches,  and  smote  them  in  the  descent:  wherefore 
the  hearts  of  the  people  were  dissolved,  and  became  as 

6  water.  And  Joshua  rent  his  outer  garments,  and  fell  to 
the  earth  upon  his  face  before  the  ark8  of  the  Eternal 
until  the  evening,  he  and  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  put4 

7  dust  upon  their  heads.  Aod  Joshua  said,  Alas!  O  Loud 
Eternal,  wherefore  hast  thou  at  all  caused  this  people  to 
pass  over  the  Jordan,  to  give  us  into  the  hand  of  the 
Ainorite,  to  cause  us  to  perish  ?  Would  we  had  been  con- 

8  tent/  and  abode  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan  I  O 
Loud,  what  shall  I  say,  after  Israel  have  turned  their 

9  backs6  before  their  enemies  1  For  the  Cauaanite,  and  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  shall  hear  of  it,  and  shall  com¬ 
pass  us,  and  cut  oft*  our  name  from  the  earth :  and  what 

10  wilt  thou  do  unto  thy  great  name  ?  And  the  Eternal  said 
unto  Joshua,  GetT  thee  up ;  where  tore  art  thou  thus  fallen 

11  upon  thy  face?  Israel  hath  sinned,  and  they  have  also  trans¬ 
gressed11  my  covenant  which  I  commanded  them :  for  they 
have  even  taken  of  the  doomed  thing,  and  have  also  stolen, 

1  trespassed.  *  fatigue.  3  case.  4  brought  up.  4  consented.  *  nape  of  the  neck. 

T  arise.  *  passed. 
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and  denied  also,  and  they  have  pat  it  even  among  their 

12  vessels.  Therefore  the  children  of  Israel  will  not  be  able 
to  stand1  before  their  enemies,  their  backs2  tliev  will  turn 
before  their  enemies,  because  they  were  doomed :  neither 
will  I  be  with  you  any  more,  except  ye  exterminate  the 

13  doomed  from  among  you.  Arise,  sanctify  the  people,  and 
say.  Sanctify  yonrselveB  against  to-morrow :  for  thus  saith 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  A  thing  doomed  is  in  the  midst 
of  thee,  O  Israel:  thou  wilt  not  be  able  to  stand1  before 
thine  enemies,  until  yc  remove  the  doomed  thing  from 

14  among  you.  In  the  morning  therefore  ye  shall  approach 
according  to  your  tribes :  and  it  shall  t>e,  that  the  trihe 
which  the  Eternal  taketh3  shall  approach  according  to  the 
fatnilies  thereof ;  and  the  family  which  the  Eternal  shall 
take4  shall  approach  by  house  holds;  and  the  house/teld 
which  the  Eternal  shall  take4  shall  approach  man  by  man.  ’ 

15  And  it  shall  be,  that  he  that  is  taken3  with  the  doomed 
thing  shall  be  burnt  with  fire,  he  and  all  that  he  hath : 
because  he  hath  transgressed7  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal, 

1 6  and  because  he  hath  wrought2  a  base  deed  in  Israel.  So 
Joshua  rose  up  early  iu  the  morning,  and  caused  Israel  to 
approach  by  their  tribes;  and  the  trihe  of  Judah  was 

17  taken  :s  And  he  caused  the  family  of  Judah  to  approach; 
and  he  took'1  the  family  of  the  Zarhitcs :  and  he  caused 
the  family  of  the  Zarhitcs  to  approach  man  by  man  ;5  and 

18  Zabdi  was  taken:3  And  he  caused  his  house/ioW  to 
approach  man  by  man  ;5  and  Achan,  the  son  of  Oarmi, 
the  son  of  Zabdi,  the  son  of  Zcrah,  of  the  tribe  of  Judah, 

19  was  taken.3  And  Joshua  said  unto  Achan,  My  son,  give,9 
I  pray  thee,  glory  to  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  and  imike 
confession10  unto  him ;  and  tell  me  now  what  thou  host 

20  done;  deny  it  not  from  me.  And  Achan  answered 
Joshua,  and  said,  Indeed  I  have  sinned  against  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel,  and  thus  and  thus  have  I  done : 

21  When  1  saw  among  the  spoil  a  goodly  robe  of  Shinar,  and 
two  hundred  shekels  of  silver,  and  a  wedge11  of  gold  of 
fifty  shekels  weight,  then  I  coveted  them,  and  took  them ; 
ana  behold,  they  are  secreted  in  the  earth  iu  the  midst  of 

22  my  tent,  and  the  silver  under  it.  So  Joshua  sent  mes¬ 
sengers,  and  they  ran  unto  the  tent ;  and,  behold,  it  wue 

23  secreted  in  his  tent,  and  the  silver  under  it.  And  they 
took  them  out  of  the  midst  of  the  tent,  and  brought  them 

1  rise.  4  nape  of  the  ceck.  *  conquereth*  4  conquer  6  to  the  aduU  men.  *  con¬ 
quered.  7  paased.  a<l*me+  -  put  10  give  acknowledgement.  11  tongue. 
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unto  Joshua,  and  unto  all  the  children  of  Israel,  and  laid1 

24  them  out  before  the  Eternal.  And  Joshua,  and  all  Israel 
with  him,  took  Achan  the  sou  of  Zerah,  and  the  silver, 
and  the  robe,  and  the  wedge2  of  gold,  and  his  sons,  and 
his  daughters,  and  every  one  of  his  herd,  and  his  asses,  and 
his  flock,  and  his  tent,  and  all  that  he  had:  and  they 

25  brought  them  up  unto  the  valley  of  Achor.  And  Joshua 

said.  Whv*  hast  thou  troubled  us?  the  Eternal  shall  trou- 

*  _ 

ble  thee  this  day.  And  all  Israel  overwhelmed  him  with 
stones,  and  burned  them  with  lire,  and  stoned  them  with 

26  stones.  And  they  raised  over  him  a  great  heap  of  stones 
unto  this  day.  So  the  Eternal  turned  front  the  fierceness 
of  his  wrath.  Wherefore  they  called  the  name  of  the  place, 
The  valley  of  Achor,  unto  this  day. 


Chap,  YHZ 

1  Asd  the  Eternal  said  unto  Joshua,  Fear  not,  neither  be 
thou  dismayed :  take  all  the  people  of  war  with  thee,  and 
arise,  go  up  to  the  Ai:  see,  I  have  given  into  thy  hand  the 
king  of  the  Ai,  and  his  people,  and  his  city,  and  his  land. 

2  And  thou  shall  do  to  the  Ai  and  her  king  as  thou  didst 
unto  Jericho  and  her  king :  only  the  spoil  thereof,  and 
the  beasts  thereof,  shall  ye  take  for  a  prey*  unto  your- 

3  selves :  lay2  thee  an  ambush  for  the  city  behind  it.  So 
Joshua  arose,  and  all  the  people  of  the  war,  to  go  up  against 
the  Ai :  and  Joshua  chose  out  thirty  thousand  men, 

4  heroes  of  the  force,  and  sent  them  away  by  night  And 
he  commanded  them,  saying,  Behold,  ye  shall  lie  in 
ambush  against  the  city,  even  behind  the  city :  go  not  very 

5  far  from  the  city,  but  be  yc  all  ready.6  And  I,  and  all  the 
people  that  are  with  me,  will  approach  unto  the  city;  and 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  they  come  out  towards  us,  os 

6  at  the  first,  that  we  will  run  away  from  before  them,  And 
they  will  come  out  after  us,  till  we  have  drawn  diem  away 
from  the  city:  for  they  will  say,  They  run  away  from 
before  us,  as  at  the  first :  therefore  we  will  run  away  from 

V  before  them.  Then  yc  shall  rise  up  from  the  ambush,  and 
dispossess  them  of  the  city:  for  the  Eternal  your  God  will 

8  give  it  into  your  hand.  And  it  shall  be,  when  yc  have 
taken"  the  city,  that  ye  shall  set  the  city  on  fire :  according 
to  the  word  of  the  Eternal  shall  ye  do;  See,  I  have 

9  commanded  you.  Joshua  therefore  sent  them  forth :  and 
they  went  to  the  place  of  ambush,  and  abode  between 

1  poured.  1  tongue.  3  what.  A  plunder.  *  put.  *  established.  7  caught. 
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Beth-el  and  the  Ai,  on  the  west1  of  the  Ai :  and  Joshua 

10  lodged  that  night  among  the  people.  And  Joshua 
rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  mustered  the  people, 
and  went  up,  he  and  the  elders  of  Israel,  before  the  people 

1 1  to  the  Ai.  And  all  the  people  of  the  war  that  were  with  him, 
went  up,  and  stepped  nigh,  and  came  before  the  city,  and 
encamped  on  the  north  of  the  Ai:  and  the  glen  teas 

12  between  them  and  the  AL  And  he  took  about  five 
thousand  men,  and  put  them  in  ambush  between  Beth-el 

1 3  and  the  Ai,  on  the  west1  of  the  city.  And  the  people  set 
the  camp  that  was  on  the  north  of  the  city,  and  their  liers 
in  wait  on  the  west1  of  the  city,  and  Joshua  went  that 

14  night  into  the  midst  of  the  valley.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  the  king  of  the  Ai  saw  it,  that  they  hasted  and  rose  up 
early,  and  the  men  of  the  city  went  out  against  Israel  to 
war,  he  and  all  his  people,  at  the  time  appointed,  before 
the  plain;  but  he  knew  not  that  there  woe  an  ambush 

15  against  him  behind  the  city.  And  Joshua  and  all  Israel 
made  as  if  they  were  beaten  hefbre  them,  and  ran .  away 

16  by  the  way  of  the  desert.  And  all  the  people  that  were  in 
the  Ai  were  called3  together  to  pursue  after  them :  and  diey 
pursued  after  Joshua,  and  were  drawn  away  from  the  city. 

1 7  And  there  remained  not  a  man  in  the  Ai  or  Beth-el  that 
went  not  out  after  Israel :  and  they  left9  the  city  open, 

18  and  pursued  after  Israel.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
Joshua,  Stretch  out4  the  spear  that  is  in  thy  hand  towards 
the  Ai ;  for  I  will  give  it  into  thine  hand.  And  Joshua 
stretched  out9  the  spear  that  he  had  in  his  hand  towards 

1 9  the  city.  And  the  ambnsh  arose  quickly  out  of  their  place, 
and  they  ran  as  soon  a3  he  had  stretched  out9  his  hnnd : 
and  they  came  into  the  city,  and  conquered  it,  and  hasted, 

20  and  set  the  city  on  fire.  And  when  the  men  of  the  Ai 
turned  behind  them,  they  saw,  and,  behold,  the  smoke  of 
the  city  went  up  to  heaven,  and  they  had  no  power4  to 
run  away  this  way?  or  that  way  :r  and  the  people  that  ran 

21  away  to  the  desert  was  turned  into  the  pursuer.  For  when 
Joshua  and  alt  Israel  saw  that  the  ambush  had  conquered 
the  city,  and  that  the  smoke  of  the  city  went  up,  they 

22  turned  and  smote  the  men  of  the  Ai.  And  the  other8 
went  out  of  the  city  against  them ;  so  they  were  in  the 
midst  of  Israel,  some8  on  this  side,  and  some8  on  that 
side :  and  they  smote  them,  so  that  they  left  of  them 

1  Eca.  *  cried.  *  forsook.  4  incline,  4  inclined.  *  hands.  7  hither.  *  these, 
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23  neither  a  remnant  nor  a  fugitive.  And  the  king  of  the  Ai 

24  they  caught  alive,  and  brought1  him  to  Joshua.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  when  Israel  had  finished  slaying  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Al  in  the  field,  in  the  desert  wherein 
they  pursued  them,  and  when  they  were  all  fallen  on  the 
edge"  of  the  sword,  until  they  were  consumed,*  that  all 
the  Israelites  returned  unto  the  Ai,  and  smote  it  with  the 

2d  edge"  of  the  sword.  And  so  it  was,  that  all  that  fell  that 
day,  both  of  men  and  women,  were  twelve  thousand,  even 

26  all  the  men  of  the  Ai.  For  Joshua  drew4  not  his  hand 
back,  wherewith  he  stretched  out9  the  spear,  until  he  had 
utterly  doomed  to  death  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Ai. 

27  Only  the  beasts  and  the  spoil  of  that  city,  Israel  took  for 
a  prey0  unto  themselves,  according  to  the  word  of  the 

28  Eternal,  which  be  commanded  Joshua.  And  Joshua  burnt 
tbe  Ai,  and  made1  it  a  heap  of  ruins  for  ever,  even  a 

29  desolation,  unto  this  day.  And  the  king  of  the  Ai  he 
hanged  on  a  tree  until  the  evening  time :  and  as  soon  as 
the  sun  was  down,8  Joshua  commanded  that  they  should 
take  his  carcase9  down  from  the  tree,  and  cast  it  at  the 
entrance  of  the  gate  of  the  city,  and  raise  thereon  a  great 

30  heap  of  stones,  that  remaineth  unto  this  day.  Then  Joshua 
built  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  in  mount 

31  Ebal,  As  Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  commanded 
the  children  of  Israel,  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the 
law  of  Moses,  An  altar  of  whole  stones,  over  which  no 
man  hath  waved  any  iron ;  and  they  brought  up  thereon 
burnt-offerings  unto  the  Eternal,  and  sacrificed  feast- 

32  offerings.  And  he  wrote  there  upon  tbe  stones  the  repeti¬ 
tion  of  the  law  of  Moses,  which  he  wrote  hefore  the  children 

33  of  Israel.  And  all  Israel,  and  their  ciders,  and  hailiffs, 
and  their  judges,  stood  on  this  aide  the  ark10  and  on  that 
side,  opposite  the  priests  the  Levi  Lee,  hearers  of  the  ark10 
of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal,  as  well  the  Btranger  os  the 
native  umong  them  *.  half  of  them  over  against  mount 
Gerizim;  and  half  of  them  over  against  mount  Ebal;  as 
Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  had  commanded  before11 

34  that  they  should  bless  the  people  of  Israel.  And  after¬ 
wards  he  read  all  the  words  of  the  law,  the  hlessings  and 
cursings,  according  to  all  that  is  written  in  the  book  of 

35  the  law.  There  was  not  a  word  of  all  that  Moses  com¬ 
manded  which  Joshua  read  not  before  all  the  congregation 

1  caused  him  to  approach.  *  mouth*  3  completed.  4  restored.  5  inclined. 
r‘  plundered.  7  put.  *  come.  *  carrion. 10  case*  u  at  first. 
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of  Israel,  with  the  women,  and  the  little  ones,  and  the 
strangers  that  were  conversant1  among  them. 

Chap.  IX. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  all  the  kings  who  were  on  this 
side  of  the  Jordan,  in  the  mountain,  and  in  the  low-land, 
and  in  all  the  coast  of  the  great  sea  over  against  Lebanon, 
the  Hittite,  and  the  Amorite,  the  Canaanitc,  the  Pcrizzitc, 

2  the  Ilivilc,  and  the  Jebusite,  heard  thereof.  That  they 
gathered  themselves  together,  to  tight  with  Joshua  and 

3  with  Israel,  with  one  accord,2  And  when  the  inhabitants 
of  Gibcon  heard  what  Joshua  had  done  unto  Jericho  and  to 

4  the  Ai,  They  also  acted  with  guile,  and  went  and  made  as 
if  they  had  been  ambassadors ;  and  took  worn  sacks  upon 
their  asses,  and  skin  bottles  for  wine,  worn  and  burst,  and 

5  bound  up ;  And  worn  shoes  and  clouted  upon  their  feet,  and 
worn  outer  garments  upon  them  ;  and  all  the  bread  of  their 

6  provision  was  dried  up  and  mouldy.  |  And  they  went  to 
Joshua  unto  the  camp  at  Gilgal,  and  said  unto  him,  and 
to  the  men  of  Israel,  We  are  come  from  a  far  land:  now 

7  therefore  make3  ye  a  covenant  with  us.  And  the  men  of 
Israel  said  nnto  the  Ilivitcs,  Pcradvcnlure  ye  abide  among 

8  us;  and  how  shall  wc  make3  a  covenant  with  you?  And 
they  said  unto  Joshua,  We  are  thy  servants.  And  Joshua 
said  unto  them,  Who  are  ye?  and.  from  whence  come  ye? 

9  And  they  said  unto  him,  Jerom  a  very  far  land  thy  servants 
are  come,  because  of  the  name  of  the  Eternal  thy  God: 
for  we  have  heard  the  fame  of  him,  and  all  that  he  did  in 

10  Egypt,  And  all  that  he  did  to  the  two  kings  of  the 
Amorite  that  were  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan,  to 
Sihon  king  of  Hcshbon,  and  to  Og  king  of  Bashan,  who 

11  was  at  Ashtarotli.  Wherefore  our  elders  and  all  the 
inhabitants  of  our  laud  spake  to  us,  saying,  Take  provision 
with  you*  for  the  journey,3  and  go  towards  them,  and  say 
unto  them,  We  are  your  servants:  therefore  now  make3  ye 

12a  covenant  with  us.  This  our  hread  we  took  hot  for  our 
provision  out  of  our  houses  on  the  day  we  went  forth,  to 
go  unto  you ;  but  now,  hchold,  it  is  dried  up,  and  it  is 

13  mouldy;  |  And  these  skin  bottles  for  wine,  which  wc  tilled, 
were  new ;  and,  behold,  they  are  burst :  and  these  our  outer 
garments  and  our  shoes  are  become  faded6  by  reason  of  the 

14  very  long  journey,7  And  die  men  took  of  their  provision, 

1  walking.  a  mouth.  5  cut,  4  into  your  hand.  4  way.  *  worn.  ?  from  the 

multitude  of  the  way  exceedingly. 
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1 5  and  asked  not  counsel  at  the  mouth  of  the  Eternal  And 
Joshua  made  peace  with  them,  and  made1  a  covenant  with 
them  to  let  them  live  :  and  the  princes  of  the  congregation 

16  swaFe  unto  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  at  the  end2  of 
three  days,  after  they  had  made1  a  covenant  with  them, 
that  they  heard  that  they  were  near  to  them,  and  that  they 

17  abode  among  them.  And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed, 
and  came  unto  their  cities  on  the  third  day.  Now  their 
cities  were  Gibeon,  and  the  Chephirah,  and  Beeroth,  and 

18  Kirjath-jearicn.  And  the  children  of  Israel  smote  them 
not,  because  the  princes  of  the  congregation  had  sworn 
unto  them  by  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  And  all  the 

1 9  congregation  murmured  against  the  princes.  But  all  the 
princes  said  unto  all  the  congregation,  We  have  sworn 
unto  them  by  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel:  now,  therefore, 

20  we  may  not  touch  them.  This  we  will  do  to  them ;  we 
will  even  suffer  them  to  live ;  lest  anger  be  upon  us,  be- 

21  cause  of  the  oath  which  we  sware  unto  them.  And  the 

Erinces  said  unto  them,  Let  them  live;  and  they  were 
ewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water  unto  all  the  congre- 
22  got  ion,  as  the  princes  had  promised  them.  And  Joshua 
called  for  them,  and  he  spake  unto  them,  saying,  Where¬ 
fore  have  ye  deceived  us,  saying,  We  are  very  far  from  you ; 
23  when  ye  abide  among  ue  ?  Now  therefore  ye  are  cursed ; 

and  there  shall  never  fail11  of  you  a  servant,  and  hewers  of 
24  wood  and  drawers  of  water  for  the  house  of  my  God.  And 
they  answered  Joshua,  and  said,  Because  it  was  certainly 
tola  thy  servants,  how  that  the  Eternal  thy  God  commanded 
his  servant  Moses  to  give  you  all  the  land,  and  to  extermi¬ 
nate  all  tiie  inhabitants  of  the  land  from  before  you,  therefore 
we  were  sore  afraid  of  our  lives*  because  of  you,  and  have 
25  done  this  thing.  And  now,  behold,  we  are  m  thine  hand : 

as  it  s eemeth  good  and  right  unto  thee  to  do  unto  us,  do. 
26  And  so  did  he  unto  them,  and  delivered  them  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  slew  them  not. 
27  And  Joshua  made9  them  that  day  hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  waters,  for  the  congregation  and  for  the  altar  of 
the  Eternal,  even  unto  this  day,  in  the  place  which  he 
should  choose. 

Chap.  X 

1  Now  it  came  to  pass,  when  Adoni-zedck  king  of  Jerusalem 

1  cut.  -  extremity.  *  be  cot  off.  *  souls.  4  gave. 
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bad  heard  how  Joshua  had  conquered  the  Ai,  and  had 
doomed  it ;  as  he  had  done  to  Jencho  and  its  king,  so  he 
bad  done  to  the  Ai  and  its  king ;  and  how  the  inhabitants 
of  Gibeon  had  made  peace  with  Israel,  and  were  among 

2  them ;  That  they  feared  greatly,  because  Gibeon  1 cob  a 
great  city,  as  one  of  the  cities  of  the  kingdom,  And  because 
it  too*  greater  than  the  Ai,  and  all  the  men  thereof  t cere 

3  heroes.  Wherefore  Adoni-zedek  king  of  Jerusalem  sent 
unto  Hoham  king  of  Hebron,  and  unto  Piram  king  of 
Jarmuth,  and  unto  Japhia  king  of  Lachish,  and  unto  Debit 

4  king  of  Eglon,  saying.  Come  up  nnto  me,  and  help  me, 
that  we  may  smite  Gibeon:  for  it  hath  made  peace  with 

5  Joshua  ana  with  the  children  of  Israel.  Therefore  the 
five  kings  of  the  Amorites,  the  king  of  Jerusalem,  the  king 
of  Ilebron,  the  king  of  Jarmuth,  the  king  of  Lachish,  the 
king  of  Eglon,  congregated,  and  went  up,  they  and  all 
their  hosts,1  and  encamped  before  Gibeon,  and  fought 

6  against  it.  And  the  men  of  Gibeon  sent  unto  Joshua  to 
the  camp  at  Gilgal,  saying,  Let  not  thy  hand  fail  thy 
servants ;  come  up  to  us  quickly,  and  save  us,  and  help 
us :  for  all  the  kings  of  the  Amorites  dwellers  of 

7  the  mountain  are  congregated  against  us.  So  Joshua  went 
up  horn  Gilgal,  he,  and  au  the  people  of  the  war  with  him, 

8  and  all  the  heroes  of  the  forces  And  the  Eternal  said 

9  __  _ 

onto  Joshua,  Fear  them  not ;  for  I  have  given  them  into 
thine  hand :  there  shall  not  a  man  of  them  stand  before 

9  thee.  Joshua  therefore  came  unto  them  suddenly,  tend  went 

10  up  from  Gilgal  all  night  And  the  Eternal  confounded  them 
before  Israel,  and  they  smote  them  with  a  great  slaughter3 
at  Gibeon,  and  pursued  them  along  the  way  of  the  ascent 
to  Beth-horon,  and.  emote  them  to  Azekah,  and  unto 

1 1  Makkedah.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  fled  from  before 
Israel,  and  were  in  the  descent  to  Beth-horon,  that  the 
Eternal  cast  down  great  stones  from  heaven  upon  them 
unto  Azekab,  and  they  died :  they  were  more  who  died 
with  hailstones  than  they  whom  the  children  of  Israel  slew 

1 2  with  the  sword.  Then  spake  Joshua  to  the  Eternal  in  the 
day  when  the  Eternal  gave  up  the  Amorite  before  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  he  said  before  the  eyes  of  Israel, 
Sun,  stay  thou  in  Gibeon ;  and  thou,  Moon,  in  the  valley 

13  of  Ajalotu  And  the  sun  stayed,  and  the  moon  stood, 

1  camps.  -  stroke. 
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until  a  nation  had  avenged  themselves  upon  their  enemies. 
T%  not  this  written  in  the  hook  of  Jasher?  So  the  sun  stood  in 
the  midst  of  the  heaven,  and  hasted1  not  to  go  down*  about 

14  a  whole3  day.  And  there  was  no  day  like  that  before  it 
or  after  it,  that  the  Eternal  hearkened  unto  the  voice  of  a 

15  man;  for  the  Eternal  fought  for  IsraeL  And  Joshua 
returned,  and  all  Israel  with  him,  unto  the  camp  to  Gilgal. 

1 6  But  these  five  kings  fled,  and  hid  themselves  in  a  cave  at 

17  Makkedah,  And  it  was  told  Joshua,  saying,  The  five 

18  kings  were  found  hid  in  a  cave  at  Makkedah.  And  Joshua 
said,  Boll  great  stones  upon  the  mouth  of  the  cave,  and 

1 9  appoint  men  over  it  to  keep  them :  And  stand  you  not, 
but  pursue  after  your  enemies,  and  smite  die  hindmost  of 
them;  suffer4  them  not  to  come  into  their  cities:  for  the 

20  Eternal  your  God  hath  given  them  into  your  hand.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  Joshua  and  the  children  of  Israel 
had  finished  smiting  them  with  a  very  great  slaughter,?  till 
they  were  consumed,0  and  the  escaping  remnants  of  them  had 

2 1  come  into  the  fortified  cities ;  That  all  the  people  returned 
to  the  camp  to  Joshua  at  Makkedah  in  peace :  none  moved7 

22  his  tongue  against  any  of  the  cliildren  of  Israel.  Then 
said  Joshua,  Open  the  mouth  of  the  cave,  and  bring  out 

23  those  five  kings  unto  me  out  of  the  cave.  And  they  did 
so,  and  brought  forth  those  five  kings  unto  him  out  of  the 
cave,  the  king  of  Jerusalem,  the  king  of  Hebron,  the  king 
of  Jarmuth,  the  king  of  Lachish,  and  the  king  of  Eglon. 

24  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  brought  out  those  kings 
unto  Joshua,  that  Joshua  called  for  all  the  men  of  Israel, 
and  said  unto  the  captains  of  the  men  of  the  war  who  went 
with  him,  Approach,  put  your  feet  upon  the  necks 
of  these  kings.  And  they  approached,  and  put  their  feet 

25  upon  the  necks  of  them.  And  Joshua  said  unto  them, 
fear  not,  nor  be  dismayed,  be  strong  and  firm  ;  for  thus 
shall  the  Eternal  do  to  all  your  enemies  against  whom  ye 

26  fight  And  afterwards  Joshua  smote  them,  and  put  them 
to  death,  and  hanged  them  on  five  trees :  and  they  were 

27  hanging  upon  the  trees  until  the  evening.  And  it  came 
to  pass  at  the  time  of  the  going6  down  of  the  sun,  that 
Joshua  commanded,  and  they  took  them  down  off  the 
trees,  and  cast  them  into  the  cave  wherein  they  had  been 

1  urged  *  come*  3  perfect  *  give.  5  atroke*  c  completed*  1  pointed. 
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hid,  and  put  groat  stones  at  the  cave’s  mouth,  which 

28  remain  until  this  very  day.  And  that  day  Joshua  con¬ 
quered  Makkedah,  and  smote  it  with  the  edge1  of  the 
sword,  and  the  king  thereof  he  doomed,  them,  and  all  the 
souls  (hat  were  therein ;  he  let  not  remain  a  remnant:  and 
he  did  to  the  king  of  Makkedah  as  he  did  unto  the  king 

29  of  Jericho,  Then  Joshua  passed  from  Makkedah,  and  ail 
Israel  with  him,  unto  Libnah,  and  fought  against  Libnah: 

30  And  the  Eternal  gave  it  also,  and  the  king  thereof  into 
the  hand  of  Israel ;  and  he  smote  it  with  the  edge1  of  the 
sword,  and  every  soul  that  was  therein ;  he  let  not  remain 
a  remnant  in  it ;  but  did  unto  the  king  thereof  as  he  did 

31  unto  the  king  of  Jericho:  And  Joshua  passed  from 
Libnah,  and  all  Israel  with  him,  unto  Lachish,  and 

32  encamped  against  it,  and  fought  against  it:  And  the 
Eternal  gave  Lachish  into  the  hand  of  Israel,  who  con¬ 
quered  it  on  the  second  day,  and  smote  it  with  the  edge1 
of  the  sword,  and  every  soul  that  was  therein,  according 

33  to  all  tliut  he  had  done  to  Libnah.  Then  Horam  king  of 
Gczer  came  up  to  help  Lachish;  and  Joshua  smote) him 
and  his  people,  until  he  suffered  no  remnant  of  him  to 

34  remain.  And  from  Lachish  Joshua  passed  unto  Eglon, 
and  all  Israel  with  him;  and. they  encamped  against  it, 

35  and  fought  against  it:  And  they  conquered  it  on  that 
day,  and  smote  it  with  the  edge1  of  the  sword ;  and  every 
boiiI  that  teas  therein  he  doomed  that  day,  according  to  ail 

36  that  he  had  done  to  Lachish.  And  Josnua  went  up  from 
Eglon,  and  all  Israel  with  him,  unto  Hebron ;  ana  they 

37  fought  against  it:  And  they  conquered  it,  and  smote  it 
with  the  edge1  of  the  sword,  and  the  king  thereof)  and  all 
the  cities  thereof,  and  every  bouI  that  was  therein ;  he 
suffered  no  remnant  to  remain,  according  to  all  that  he 
had  done  to  Eglon ;  but  doomed  it  and  every  soul  that 

38  was  therein.  And  Joshua  returned,  and  all  Israel  with 

39  him,  to  Debir,  and  fought  against  it :  And  he  couquered 
it,  and  the  king  thereof,  and  all  the  cities  thereof ;  and 
they  smote  them  with  the  edge1  of  the  sword,  and  doomed 
every  soul  that  was  therein ;  he  suffered  no  remnant  to 
remain :  as  he  had  done  to  Hebron,  so  he  did  to  Dchir, 
and  to  the  king  thereof;  as  he  had  done  also  to  Libnah, 

40  and  to  her  king.  So  Joshua  smote  all  the  land,  the 
mountain,  and  the  south,  and  the  low-land,  and  the 

1  month. 
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ravines, ||  and  all  their  kings:  he  suffered  no  remnant  to 
remain,  but  doomed  all  that  breathed,1  as  the  Eternal  God 

41  of  Israel  commanded.  And  Joshua  smote  them  from 
Kadcsh-barnea  even  unto  Gaza,  and  all  the  land  of 

42  Goshen  even  unto  Gibeon.  And  all  these  kings  and  their 
land  did  Joshua  conquer  at  one  time,  because  the  Eternal 

43  God  of  Israel  fought  for  Israel.  And  Joshua  returned, 
and  all  Israel  with  him,  uuto  the  camp  to  Gilgal. 


Chap.  XI. 

1 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jabin  king  of  Ilazor  had  heard 
those  things  that  he  sent  to  Jobab,  king  of  Madon,  and  to 

2  the  king  of  Sliimron,  and  to  the  king  of  Achshaph,  And 
to  the  kings  that  were  on  the  north,  on  the  mountain,  and 
in  the  plain  south  of  Chiuoeroth,  and  iu  the  low-land,  and 

3  in  the  regions  of  Dor  on  the  west.  And  to  the  Canaanitc 
towards  the  rising  of  the  sun  and.  towards  the  west,  and 
to  the  Amorite,  and  the  Hittite,  and  the  Perizzitc,  and 
the  Jebusite  in  the  mountain,  and  to  the  Hivite  under 

4  Hermon,  in  the  land  of  Mizpclu  And  they  went  out,  they 
and  all  their  hosts3  with  them,  much  people,  even  as  the 
sand  that  is  upon  the  sea-shore3  in  multitude,  with  horses 

3  and  chariots  very  many.  And  when  all  these  kings  had 
made  an  appointment,  they  came  and  encamped  together 

6  at  the  water  of  Mcrom,  to  light  against  Israel.  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Joshua,  Be  not  afraid  because  of  them : 
for  to-morrow  about  this  time  will  I  give  them  up  all 
stabbed  to  death  before  Israel :  thou  shalt  hough  their 

7  horses,  and  burn  their  vehicles  with  fire.  So  Joshua  came, 
and  all  the  people  of  the  war  with  him,  against  them  by  the 

8  water  of  Mcrom  suddenly ;  and  they  fellupon  them.  And 
the  Eternal  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  Israel,  who  smote 
them,  and  pursued  them  unto  great4  Zidon,  and  unto  Misre- 
photh-inaim,  and  unto  the  deep  valley  of  Mizpch  eastward;5 
and  they  smote  them,  until  they  suffered  no  remnant  of 

9  them  to  remain.  And  J oshua  did  unto  them  as  the  Eternal 
said  to  him ;  ho  houghed  their  horses,  and  burnt  their 

10  vehicles  with  fire.  And  Joshua  at  thnt  time  returned 

1  every  breath.  3  crops.  3  lip  4  numerous-  i  towards  the  rising  of  the  sun. 
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and  conquered  Hazor,  and  smote  the  king  thereof  with 
the  sword :  for  Hazor  before-time  was  die  head  of  all  those 

1 1  kingdoms.  And  they  emote  ever;  soul  that  was  therein 
with  the  edge1  of  the  sword,  dooming  them r  there  was  not 

12  any  left  to  breathe  :2  and  he  burnt  Hazor  with  fire.  And 
all  the  cities  of  those  kings,  and  all  the  kings  of  them,  did 
Joshua  conquer,  and  smote  them  with  the  edge1  of  the 
sword ;  and  he  doomed  them,  as  Moses  the  servant  of  the 

13  Eternal  commanded,  But  the  cities  that  stood  still  in 
their  strength,3  Israel  burned  none  of  them,  save  Hazor 

L4-  only ;  that  did  Joshua  bum.  And  all  the  spoil  of  these 
cities,  and  the  cattle,  the  children  of  Israel  took  for  a  prey4 
unto  themselves ;  but  every  man  they  smote  with  the  edge1 
of  the  sword,  until  they  had  exterminated  them,  neither 

15  suffered  they  any  remaining  to  breathe.8  As  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses  his  servant,  so  did  Moses  command 
Joshua,  and  so  did  Joshua;  he  left  nothing  undone5  of  all 

16  that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  So  Joshua  took  all 
that  land,  the  mountain,  and  all  the  south,  and  all  the  land 
of  Goshen,  and  the  low-land,  and  the  plain,  and  the  moun- 

17  tain  of  Israel,  and  the  low-land  of  the  same;  Even  from 
the  bare6  mount  that  goeth  up  to  Seir,  unto  Baal-gad,  in 
the  deep  valley  of  Lebanon,  unto  mount  Hcrmon ;  and  all 
their  kings  he  conquered,  and  smote  them,  and  slew  them. 

18  Joshua  made  war  many  days  with  all  those  kings. 

19  There  was  not  a  city  that  made  peace  with  the  children 
of  Israel,  save  the  Hivites,  the  inhabitants  of  Gibeon :  all 

20  other  they  took  in  the  war.  For  it  was  of  the  Eternal  to 
strengthen  their  hearts,  that  they  should  come  against  Israel 
in  the  war,  that  he  might  doom  them,  and  that  they  might 
haye  no  grace,  but  that  he  might  exterminate  them,  as  the 

2L  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And  at  that  time  came 
Joshua,  and  cut  off  the  Anakim  from  the  mountain,  from 
Hebron,  from  Dchir,  from  Anab,  and  from  all  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  Judah,  and  from  all  the  mountains  of  Israel: 

22  Joshua  doomed  them  with  their  cities.  There  was  none 
of  the  Anakim  left  in  the  land  of  the  children  of  Israel : 
only  in  Gaza,  in  Gath,  and  in  Ashdod,  there  remained. 

23  So  Joshua  took  the  whole  land,  according  to  all  that  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Moses ;  and  Joshua  gave  it  for  an  inhe- 


1  mouth.  *  no  breath.  1  mound.  4  plundered.  *  did  not  remove  a  thi»g. 
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ritancc  unto  Israel,  according  to  their  divisions  by  their 
tribes.  And  the  land  was  quiet  from  war. 

Chap.  XIL 

1  Now  these  are  the  kings  of  the  land,  whom  the  children  of 
Israel  smote,  and  possessed  their  land  on  die  other  side  of 
the  Jordan,  towards  the  rising  of  the  sun ;  from  the  brook  of 
Arnon  unto  mount  Hcrmon,  and  all  the  plain  towards  the 

2  rising  of  the  sun:  Sihon  king  of  the  Amorite,  who  abode 
in  Ilesbbon,  and  ruled  from  Aroer,  which  is  upon  the 
bank1  of  the  brook  of  Arnon,  and  from  the  middle  of  the 
brook,  and  from  half  Gilead,  unto  the  brook  Jabbok,  which 

3  is  the  boundary  of  the  children  of  Ammon ;  And  the 
plain  to  the  sea  of  Chinneroth  towards  the  east,*  and  unto 
the  sea  of  the  plain,  even  the  salt  sea  towards  the  rising  of 
the  sun,  the  way  to  Beth-jeshimoth ;  and  from  the  south, 

4  under  the  ravines  of  Pisgah :  And  the  boundary  of  Og 
king  of  Bashan,  who  was  of  the  remnant  of  the  giants,  that 

6  abode  at  Ashtaroth  and  at  Edrei,  And  ruled  in  mount 
Ilermon,  and  in  Salcah,  and  in  all  Bashan,  unto  the  boun¬ 
dary  of  the  Geshurites,  and  the  Maachalhites,  and  half 

0  Gilead,  the  boundary  of  Sihon  king  of  Heshbon.  Them 
did  Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  and  the  children  oi 
Israel  smite :  and  Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  gave  it 
for  a  possession  unto  the  Reubewtes,  and  Gadites,  and  the 

7  half  tribe  of  Manasseh.  And  these  are  the  kings  of  the 
land  whom  Joshua  and  the  children  of  Israel  smote  on  this 
side  of  the  Jordan  on  the  west,3  from  Baal-gad  in  the  deep 
valley  of  Lebanon  even  unto  the  bare4  mount  that  goeth  up 
to  Selr ;  which  Joshua  gave  unto  the  tribes  of  Israel  for  a 

8  possession,  according  to  their  divisions :  In  the  mountain, 
and  in  the  low-lana,  and  in  the  plain,  and  in  tbe  ravines, 
and  in  the  desert,  and  in  the  south  country;  the  Hittitc, 
the  Amorite,  and  die  Canaanite,  the  Perizzite,  the  Hivite, 
and  the  Jcbusite :

the  king  of  the  Ai,  which  is  beside  Bethel,  one ; 

10  The  king  of  Jerusalem,  one; 

the  king  of  Hebron,  one ;

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12  The  king  of  Eglon,  one ; 

the  king  of  Gczcr,  one ;

the  king  of  Arad,  one ; 

1 5  The  king  of  Libnalt,  one ;

AU  the  kings  thirty  and  one. 
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Chap.  XIIL 

1  Now  Joshua  was  old  and  stricken1  In  years ;  and  the  Eternal 
said  unto  him.  Thou  art  old  and  stricken1  in  years,  and 

2  there  remaineth  yet  very  much  land  to  be  possessed.  This 
is  the  land  that  yet  remaineth:  all  the  regions  of  the  Phil- 

3  istines,  and  all  Geshuri,  From  Shihor,  which  is  before 
Egypt,  even  unto  the  boundary  of  Ekron  northward,  which 
is  reckoned  to  the  Canaanite :  five  chiefs  of  the  Philistines ; 
the  Gazathite,  and  the  Ashdotbite,  the  Eshkalonite,  the 

4  Gittite,  and  the  Ekronite;  also  the  Avites:  From  the 
south,  all  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  and  Mearah  that  i 9 
beside  the  Sidonians,  unto  Aphek,  to  the  boundaries  of 

6  the  Amorite  :  And  the -  land  of  the  Giblites,  and  all 
Lebanon,  towards  the  sun-rising,  from  Baal-gad  unto 

6  mount  Hermon  unto  the  coming  into  Hamath :  All  the 
inhabitants  of  the  mountain,  from  Lebanon  unto  Misre- 
photh-maim,  and  all  the  Sidonians,  them  will  I  dispossess 
from  before  the  children  of  Israel :  only  divide  thou  it  by 
lot8  unto  the  Israelites  for  an  inheritance,  as  I  have  com- 

7  manded  thee.  Now  thereforo  divide  this  ltmd  for  an 
inheritance  unto  the  nine  tribes  and  the  half  tribe  of 

8  Manasseh,  With  whom  the  Rcubenites  and  the  Gadites 
have  taken  their  inheritance,  which  Moses  gave  them, 
beyond  the  Jordan  towards  the  sun-rising,  even  as  Moses 

9  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  gave  them ;  From  Aroer,  that 
is  upon  the  bank3  of  the  brook  of  Amon,  and  the  city  that  is 
in  fhe  midst  of  the  brook,  and  all  the  level  of  Medeba  unto 

10  Dibon ;  And  all  the  cities  of  Sihon  king  of  tho  Amorite, 
who  reigned  in  Heshbon,  unto  the  boundary  of  the  chil- 

1 1  dren  of  Ammon ;  And  the  Gilead,  and  the  boundary  of 
the  Geshurite  and  Maachafhite,  and  all  mount  Hermon, 

12  and  all  Basban  unto  Sale  ah:  All  the  kingdom  of  Og  in 
Basban,  who  reigned  in  Ashtaroth  and  in  Edrei,  who 
remained  of  the  rest  of  the  giants :  for  these  did  Moses 

13  smite,  and  dispossessed  them.  Nevertheless  the  children 
of  Israel  dispossessed  not  the  Geshurite,  nor  the  Maacha- 
thitej  and  the  Gesbur  and  the  Maachath  abide  among 

14  the  Israelites  until  this  day.  Only  unto  the  tribe 
of  Levi  he  gave  no  inheritance ;  the  fire-offerings  of  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel  are  their  inheritance,  as  he  promised 

15  them.  And  Moses  gave  unto  the  tribe  of  the  children  of 

16  Reuben  inheritance  according  to  their  families:  And  their 
boundary  was  from  Aroer,  that  is  on  the  bank3  of  the 

1  come,  3  oiue  it  to  fall.  1  lip. 
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brook  Amon,  and  the  city  that  is  in  the  midst  of  the 

1 7  brook,  and  all  the  level  by  Medeha ;  Heskbon,  and  all  her 
cities  that  are  in  the  level ;  Dibon,  and  Bamoth-baal,  and 

18  Beth-baal-meon,  And  Jahaza,  and  Kedewoth,  and  Me* 

19  phaath,  And  Kirjathaim,  and  Sibmah,  and  Zareth-shahar 

20  in  the  mount  of  the  valley.  And  Beth-peor,  and  the  ravines 

2 1  of  Pisgah,  and  Beth-jeshimoth,  And  all  the  cities  of  the 
level,  and  all  the  kingdom  of  Sihon  king  of  the  Amoritc, 
who  reigned  in  Heshbon,  whom  Moses  smote  with  the 
princes  of  Midiau,  Evi,  and  Rekem,  and  Znr,  and  Hur, 

22  and  Rcba,  dukes  of  Sihon,  inhabitants  of  the  land.  Balaam 
also  the  son  of  Beor,  the  soothsayer,  did  the  children  of 
Israel  slay  with  the  sword  among  them  that  were  stabbed 

23  to  death  by  them.  And  the  boundary  of  the  children  of 
Reuben  was  the  Jordan,  and  the  boundary  thereof.  This 
was  the  inheritance  of  the  children  of  Reuben  after  their 

24  families,  the  cities  and  enclosures  thereof  And  Moses 
gave  inheritance  nnto  the  tribe  of  Gad,  even  unto  the  chil- 

25  dren  of  Gad,  according  to  their  families:  And  their 
boundary  was  Jazer,  and  all  the  cities  of  Gilead,  and  half 
the  land  of  the  children  of  Ammon,  unto  Aroer,  that  is 

26  before  Rabbah ;  And  from  Heshbon  unto  RamatlwuizpGh, 
and  Betonim ;  and  from  Mahan  aim  unto  the  boundary  of 

27  Debir;  And  in  the  valley,  Beth-aram,  and  Beth-nimrah, 
and  Succoth,  and  Zaphon,  the  rest  of  the  kingdom  of 
Sihon  king  of  Heshbon,  the  Jordan  and  its  boundary,  even. 
unto  the  extremity  of  the  sea  of  Chinneroth,  on  the  other 

28  side  of  the  Jordan  towards  the  sun-rising.  This  «  the 
inheritance  of  the  children  of  Gad  after  their  families,  the 

29  cities,  and  their  enclosures.  And  Moses  gave  inheritance 
unto  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh :  and  it  belonged8  to  die 
half  tribe  of  the  children  of  Manasseh  by  their  families : 

30  And  their  boundary  was  from  Mahanaim,  all  Bashan,  all 
the  kingdom  of  Og  king  of  Bashan,  and  all  Chavot-jair, 

31  which  is  in  Bashan,  threesome  cities;  And'  half  Gilead, 
and  Ashtaroth,  and  Edrei,  cities  of  the  kingdom  of  Og  in 
Bashan,  were  pertaining  unto  the  children  of  Machir  the 
son  of  Manasseh,  even  to  the  one  half  of  the  children  of 

32  Machir  by  their  families.  These  are  the  countries  which 
Moses  did  distribute  for  inheritance  in  the  plains  of  Moab, 
on  the  other  Bide  of  the  Jordan,  by  Jericho  towards  sun- 

33  rising.  But  unto  the  tribe  of  Levi,  Moses  gAve  not  any 
inheritance :  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  woe  their  inherit¬ 
ance,  as  he  said  unto  them.

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Chap.  XIV. 

1  And  these  are  the  countries  which  the  children  of  Israel  Inhe¬ 
rited  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  which  Eleazer  the  priest,  and 
Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  the  heads  of  the  fa  there  of  tho 
tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel,  distributed  for  inheritance  to 

2  them.  By  lot  was  their  inheritance,  as  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  by  the  hand  of  Moses,  for  the  nine  tribes,  and  for 

3  the  half  tribe.  For  Moses  had  given  the  inheritance  of 
two  tribes  and  an  half  tribe  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan : 
but  unto  the  Lcvites  he  gave  no  inheritance  among  them. 

4  For  the  children  of  Joseph  were  two  tribes,  Manasseh  and 
Ephraim :  therefore  they  gave  no  portion  unto  the  Lcvitcs 
in  the  land,  save  cities  to  abide  ta,  with  their  districts  for 

5  their  cattle  and  for  their  property.  As  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  Moses,  so  the  children  of  Israel  did,  and  they 

6  divided  the  land.  Then  the  children  of  Judah  stepped 
unto  Joshua  in  Gilgal :  and  Caleb  the  son  of  Jephunneh 
the  Kencricc  said  unto  him,  Thou  knowest  tho  thing  that 
the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses  the  man  of  God  concerning 

7  me  and  thee  in  Kadesh-bamea.  Forty  years  old1  was  I 
when  Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  sent  me  from 
Kadesh-bamea  to  espy  out  the  land;  and  I  brought?  him 

8  word  again  as  it  too*  in  mine  heart.  Ncverthmess  my 
brethren  that  went  up  with  me  made  the  heart  of  the  people 

9  melt  r  but  I  wholly  followed3  the  Eternal  my  God.  And 
Moses  sware  on  that  day,  saying,  If  the  land  whereon  thy 
feet  have  trodden  shall  not  DC  thine  inheritance,  and  thy 
children’s  for  ever,  because  thou  hast  wholly  followed3  the 

10  Eternal  my  God, ....  And  now,  behold,  the  Eternal 
hath  kept  me  alive,  as  he  spake,  these  forty  and  five  years, 
even  since  the  Eternal  spake  tins  word  unto  Moses,  while 
Israel  wandered4  in  the  desert :  and  now,  lo,  I  am  this  day 

1 1  fourscore  and  five  years  old.  As  yet  I  am  as  strong  this 
day  as  in  the  day  that  Moses  sent  me ;  as  my  strength 
teas  then,  even  so  w  my  strength  now  for  war,  both  to  go 

12  out  and  to  come  in.  Now  therefore  give  me  this  moun¬ 
tain,  whereof  the  Eternal  spake  in  that  day ;  for  thou 
heartiest  in  that  day  how  the  Anakirn  were  there,  and  that 
the  cities  were  great  and  fortified :  perhaps  the  Eternal 
will  be  with  me ;  I  shall  dispossess  them  as  the  Eternal 

13  spoke.  And  Joshua  blessed  him,  and  gave  unto  Caleb, 

1  a  son.  *  restored.  3  fulfilled.  4  went. 
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14  the  son  of  Jephnnneh,  Hebron  for  an  inheritance.  Hebron 
therefore  became  the  inheritance  of  Caleb,  the  eon  of 
Jcphunneh  the  Kcnezite  unto  this  day,  hecausc  that  he 

15  wholly  followed1  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  And  the  name 
of  Hebron  before  was  Kirjath*arba ;  who  was  the  tallest' 
man  among  the  Anakim.  And  the  land  was  quiet  from 
war. 

Cbap.  XV. 

1  And  the  lot  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Judah  by  their 
‘  families,  was  to  the  boundary  of  Edom ;  the  desert  of  Zin 

2  southward  was  the  extremity  of  the  south  coast.  And  their 
south  boundary  was  from  the  extremity  of  the  salt  sea, 

3  from  the  bay3  that  turneth  southward:  And  it  went  out 
to  the  south  side  to  Maaleh-acrabbim,  and  passed  along  to 

■  Zin,  and  went  up  on  the  south  side  unto  Kadesh-btirnea ; 
and  passed  along  to  Hezron,  and  went  up  to  Ador,  and 

4  fetched  a  compass  to  Karkaa:  It  then  passed  towards 
Azmon,  and  went  out  unto  the  river  of  Egypt;  and  the 
goings  out  of  that  boundary  were  at  the  sea :  This  shall  be 

5  your  south  boundary.  And  the  cast  boundary  was  the  salt 
sea,  even  unto  the  extremity  of  the  Jordan.  And  then' 
boundary  in  the  north  corner  was  from  the  bay3  of  the  sea 

6  at  the  extremity  of  the  Jordan :  And  the  boundary  went 
up  to  Beth-hogia,  and  passed  along  by  the  north  of  Bcth- 
araba;  and  the  boundary  went  up  to  Ehen  Bohan  the 

7  the  son  of  Reuben :  And  the  boundary  went  up  towards 
Debir  from  the  valley  of  Achor,  and  so  northward,  turning 
towards  Gilgal,  that  in  before  the  ascent  to  Adummin, 
which  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  brook:  and  the  boundary 
passed  towards  the  water  of  En-shcmcsh,  and  the  goings 

8  out  thereof  were  at  En-rogel :  And  the  boundary  went 
up  by  the  glen  of  the  son  of  Hinnom  unto  the  south  side1 
ot  the  Jebusite ;  the  same  is  Jerusalem :  and  the  boundary 
went  up  to  the  top3  of  the  mountain  that  Ueth  before  the 
glen  or  Hinnom  westward,9  which  is  at  the  extremity  of 

9  the  valley  of  the  giants  northward :  And  the  boundary 
was  drawn  from  the  top3  of  the  hill  unto  the  fountain  of 
the  water  of  Nephtoab,  and  went  out  to  the  cities  of  mount 
Ephron ;  and  the  boundary  was  drawn  to  Baalah,  which  is 

10  Knjath-jearim :  And  the  boundary  compassed  from  Baalah 
westward  unto  mount  Seir,  and  passed  along  unto  the  side4 

1  fulfilled.  *  greatest  *  tongue.  4  shoulder,  4  bead.  *  seaward. 
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of  mount  Jearim,  which  is  Chesalon,  on  the  north  side, 
and  went  down  to  Beth-shetnesh,  and  passed  on  to  Timnoh : 

11  And  the  boundary  went  out  unto  the  side1  of  Ekron 
northward :  and  the  boundary  was  drawn  to  Shicron,  and 
passed  along  to  mount  Baalah,  and  went  out  unto  John  eel; 

12  and  the  goings  out  of  the  boundary  were  at  the  sea.  And 
the  west*  boundary  teas  to  the  great  sea,  and  the  boundary 
thereof.  This  is  the  boundary  of  the  children  of  Judah 

1 3  round  about,  according  to  their  families;  And  unto  Caleb 
the  son  of  Jcphunnehhe  gave  a  portion  among  the  children 
of  Judah,  according  to  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal 
to  Joshua,  even  the  city  of  Arba  the  father  of  Anak,  which 

14  city  is  Hebron.  And  Caleb  dispossessed  thence  the  three 
sons  of  Anak,  Sheshai,  Ahiman,  and  Talmai,  the  children 

1^  of  Auak.  And  he  went  up  thence  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Dcbir ;  and  the  name  of  Dcbir  before  was  K irjath- sepher. 

]  6  And  Caleb  said,  He  that  smiteth  Kirjath-scpher,  and  con- 
quereth  it,  to  him  will  I  give  Achsah  my  daughter  to  wife. 

17  And  Othniel  the  son  of  Kenaz,  the  brother  of  Caleb,  con¬ 
quered  it :  and  he  gave  him  Achsah  his  daughter  to  wife* 

18  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  she  came  unto  Atm,  that  she  enticed 
him  to  ask  of  her  father  a  field :  and  she  lighted  off  her 

1 9  ass ;  and  Caleb  said  unto  her,  What3  wouldest  thou  ?  Who 
answered,  Give  me  a  blessing ;  for  thou  hast  gives  me  a 
south  land ;  give  me  also  water-tanka.  And  he  gave  her 

20  the  upper  tanks,  and  (he  nether  tanks.  This  is  the  inhe¬ 
ritance  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Judah  according  to 

21  their  families.  And  the  cities  at  the  extremity  of  the 
tribe  of  the  children  of  Judah,  towards  the  boundary  of 
Edom  southward,  were  Kabzeel,  and  Eder,  and  Jagur, 

22  23  And  Kinoh,  and  Dimonah,  and  Adadab,  And  Kedesh, 

24  and  Hazor,  and  Ithnan,  Ziph,  and  Telem,  and  Bealoth, 

25  And  Hazor,  Hadattah,  and  Kerioth,  and  Hezron,  which  is 

26  27  Hazor,  Ainan  and  Shema,  and  Moladah,  And 

28  llazar-gaddah,  and  Hesbmon,  and  Beth-palet,  And 

29  llazar-shual,  and  Beersheba,  and  Bizjothjah,  Baalah,  and 

30  Iim,  and  Azem,  And  Eltolad,  and  Chesil,  and  Hormah, 

31  32  And  Ziklag,  and  Madmannah,  and  Sansaunah,  And 
Lebaoih,  and  Shilhim,  and  Ain,  and  Rimmon:  all  the

58  ten  cities  with  their  enclosures:  Halhul,  Bethzur  and

60  eitieswiththeirenclosures:  Kiijath-baai (which is Kirjath- 

61  jearim),  and  Kabbah;  two  cities  with  their  enclosures:  In 

62  the  desert,  Beth-arabah,  Middin,  and  Secacah,  And  Nib- 
shan,  and  the  city  of  Salt,  and  En-gedi ;  six  cities  with 

63  their  enclosures.  Ab  for  the  Je bushes,  the  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem,  the  children  of  Judah  could  not  dispossess  them; 
and  the  Jebusites  abide  with  the  children  of  Judah  at  Jeru¬ 
salem  unto  this  day. 

Chap.  XVL 

1  And  the  lot  of  the  children  of  Joseph  fell8  from  the  Jordan  by 
Jericho,  into  the  water  of  Jericho  towards  the  sun-rising,  to 
thedesertthat  goeth  up  from  Jerichothroughoutmount  Bcth- 

2  el.  And  goeth  out  from  Bcth-el  to  Luz,  and  paaseth  along 

3  unto  the  boundary  of  Archi  to  Ataroth,  And  goeth  down 
west3 ward  to  the  boundary  of  Japhlcti,  unto  the  boundary  of 
Beth-horon  the  nether,  and  to  Gezer:  and  the  goings 

4  out  thereof  are  at  the  sea.  So  the  children  of  Joseph, 

1  daughters.  3  went  forth.  3  sea. 
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5  Manasseh  and  Ephraim,  took  their  inheritance.  And  the 
boundary  of  the  children  of  Ephraim,  according  to  their 
families,  was  thus .*  even,  the  boundary  of  their  inheritance 
towards  the  sun-rise  was  Attaroth-adaar,  unto  Beth-horon 

6  the  upper :  And  the  boundary  went  out  towards  the  sea 
to  Michmethah  on  the  north  side ;  and  the  boundary 
compassed  towards  the  sun-rise  unto  Taanath -shiloh,  and 

7  passed  by  it  towards  the  sun-rise  to  Janohah :  And  it 
went  down  from  Janohah  to  Ataroth,  and  to  Naarath,  and 

8  came1  to  Jericho,  .and  went  out  at  the  Jordan.  The  boun¬ 
dary  went  out  from  Tappuah  westward  unto  the  brook 
Kanoh ;  and  the  goings  out  thereof  were  at  the  sea.  This 
is  the  inheritance  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Ephraim 

9  by  their  families.  And  die  separate  cities  for  the  children 
of  Ephraim  were  among  the  inheritance  of  the  children  of 

10  Manasseh,  all  the  cities  with  their  enclosures.  And  they 
dispossessed  not  the  Canaanitcs  abiding  in  Gezcr;  the 
Canaanites  abide  among  the  Ephraimites  unto  this  day, 
and  were  serving  under  tribute. 

Chap.  XVIL 

1  Thebe  was  also  a  lot  for  the  trihe  of  Manasseh,  for  he  was 
the  first-born  of  Joseph,  to  wit,  for  Machir  the  first-born 
of  Manasseh,  the  father  of  Gilead ;  because  he  was  a  man 

2  of  war,  therefore  he  had  Gilead  and  Basham  There  was 
also  a  lot  for  those  that  were  left  of  the  children  of  Man- 
asseh  by  their  families ;  for  the  children  of  Abie2er,  and 
for  the  children  of  Helek,  and  for  the  children  of  Asriel, 
and  tor  the  children  of  Shechem,  and  for  the  children  of 
Hcpher,  and  for  the  children  of  Shcmida :  these  were  the 
male  children  of  Manasseh  the  son  of  Joseph  by  their 

3  families.  But  Zelophchad,  the  son  of  Hepher,  the  son  of 
Gilead,  the  son  of  Machir,  the  son  of  Manasseh,  had  no 
sons,  but  daughters:  and  these  are  the  names  of  his 
daughters,  Mahlah,  and  Noah,  Hoglah,  Mllcah,  and 

4  Tirzah.  And  they  approached  unto  Elcozar  the  priest, 
and  unto  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  unto  the  princes, 
saying,  The  Eternal  commanded  Moses  to  give  us  an 
inheritance  among  our  brethren.  Therefore,  according  to 
the  commandment  of  the  Eternal,  he  gave  them  an  inherit- 

5  anee  among  the  brethren  of  their  father.  And  there  fell 
ten  portions3  to  Manasseh,  beside  the  land  of  Gilead  and 
Bashan,.  which  were  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan ; 

G  Because  the  daughters  of  Manasseh  had  an  inheritance

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among  his  sons  t  and  Manasseh’s  sons  that  were  left  had 

7  the  land  of  Gilead.  A  nd  the  boundary  of  Manasseh  was 
from  Asher  to  Michmethah,  that  Item  before  Shechem; 
and  the  boundary  went  along  on  the  right  unto  the  inhab- 

8  itants  of  En-Tappuah.  Now  Manasseh  had  the  land  of 
Tappuah:  but  Tapnuah,  on  the  boundary  of  Manasseh, 

9  belonged  to  the  children  of  Ephraim.  Anu  the  boundary 
went  down  unto  the  brook  Kanah,  southward  of  the  brook: 
these  cities  of  Ephraim  are  among  the  cities  of  Manasseh: 
the  boundary  of  Manasseh  also  was  on  the  north  of  the 

10  brook,  and  the  out-goings  of  it  were  at  the  sea :  South¬ 
ward  it  was  Ephraim's,  and  northward  it  teas  Manasseh's, 
and  the  sea  is  his  boundary ;  and  they  met  together  in 
Asber  on  the  north,  and  in  Issachar  towards  the  sun-rise. 

1 1  And  Manasseh  had  in  Issachar,  and  iu  Asher,  Beth-shean 
and  her  towns1  and  Ibleam  and  her  towns,1  and  the  inhab¬ 
itants  of  Dor  and  her  towns,1  and  the  inhabitants  of  Endor 
and  her  towns,1  and  the  inhabitants  of  Taanach  and  her 
towns;,1  and  the  inhabitants  of  Megiddo  and  her  towns,1 

12  even  three  regions.  Yet  the  children  of  Manasseh  could 
not  dispossess  tJte  inhabitants  of  those  cities;  but  the

her  towns1,  and  they  who  are  of  the  valley  of  Jezreel.  And 

17  Joshua  spake  uuto  the  bouse  of  Josepb,  even  to  Ephraim 
and  to  Manasseh,  saying,  Thou  art  a  numerous  people, 
and  hast  great  strength ;  thou  Bhalt  not  have  one  lot  only: 
But  the  mountain  shall  be  tbine ;  for  it  is  a  forest,  and  thou 
shall  clear  it  away  :  and  the  out-goings  of  it  shall  be  thine: 
for  thou  shalt  dispossess  the  Canaanite,  though  he  have 
iron  chariots  and  though  he  be  strong.

1  And  the  whole  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel 
assembled  together  at  Shiloh,  and  set  up1  the  appointed 

2  tent  there.  And  the  land  was  subdued  before,  them.  And 
there  were  left  among  the  children  of  Israel  seven  tribes 

3  which  had  not  yet  taken  their  inheritance.  And  Joshua 
said  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  How  long  are  ye  slack  to 
go  to  possess  the  land  which  the  Eternal  God  of  your 

4  fathers  nath  given  you  ?  Get  for  you  three  men  for  each 
tribe:  and  I  will  send  them,  and  they  shall  rise  and  go 
about  in  the  land,  and  describe8  it,  according  to  the 
inheritance  of  them ;  and  they  shall  come  again  to  me.

And  the  koundaiy 
was  drawn  thence,  and  compassed  the  comer  of  the  sea 
southward,  from  the  mountain  that  lieth  before  Beth-horon

Zelah,  Eleph,  and  the  Jebusi,  which  «  Jerusalem,  Gibeath, 
and  Kirjath;  fourteen  cities  with  their  enclosures.  This 
is  the  inheritance  of  the  children  of  Benjamin  according 
to  their  families.

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stranger  that  ■  sojoumeth  among  them*  that  whosoever 
smiteth  any  person1  in  error  might  ran  away  thither,  and 
not  die  by  the  hand  of  the  avenger3  of  the  blood,  until  he 
stood  before  the  congregation. 


Chap.  XXL 

1  Then  stepped  near  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  Lcvites 
unto  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  unto  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun, 
aud  unto  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  tribes  of  the  chil— 

2  dren  of  Israel ;  And  they  spake  unto  them  at  Shiloh  in 
the  land  of  Canaan,  saying.  The  Eternal  commanded  by 
the  hand  of  Moses  to  give  us  cities  to  abide  in,  with  the 

3  districts  thereof  for  our  beasts.  And  the  children  of  Israel 
gave  unto  the  Levites  out  of  their  inheritance,  at  the  com¬ 
mandment3  of  the  Eternal,  these  cities  and  their  districts. 

4  And  the  lot  came  out  for  the  families  of  the  Eoliatbites : 
and  the  children  of  Aaron  the  priest,  who  were  of  the 
Levites,  hod  by  lot,  out  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  and  out  of 
the  tribe  of  Simeon,  and  out  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin, 

5  thirteen  cities.  And  the  children  of  Kohath  that  were 
left  had  by  lot,  out  of  the  families  of  (he  tribe  of  Ephraim, 
and  out  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  and  out  of  the  half  tribe  of 

6  Manasseh,  ten  cities.  And  the  children  of  Gcrshon  had 
by  lot,  out  of  the  families  of  the  tribe  of  Issachar,  and  out 
of  the  tribe  of  Asher,  and  out  of  the  tribe  of  Naphtali,  and 
out  of  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh  in  Bashan,  thirteen  cities. 

7  The  children  of  Merari,  by  their  families,  had,  out  of  the 
tribe  of  Reuben,  and  out  of  the  tribe  of  Gad,  and  out  of 

8  the  tribe  of  Zebulun,  twelve  cities.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  gave  by  lot  unto  the  Levites  these  cities  with  their 
districts,  as  the  Eternal  commanded  by  (he  hand  of  Mosea. 

9  And  they  gave  out  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Judah, 
and  out  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Simeon,  these  cities 

10  which  are  here  mentioned4  by  name.  Which  the  children 
of  Aaron,  being  of  the  families  of  the  Kohathites,  who  t cere 
of  the  children  of  Levi,  had:  for  theirs  was  the  first  lot.

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1 1  And  they  gave  them  the  city  of  Arba,  the  father  of  Anak 
which  city  i#  Hebron,  in  the  mountain  of  Judah,  with  the 

12  districts  thereof  round  about  it.  Bub  the  fields  of  the  city, 
and  the  enclosures  thereof,  gave  they  to  Caleb  the  son  of 

13  Jephnnneh  for  his  possession.  And  they  gave  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Aaron  the  priest,  Hebron  with  its  districts,  to  be  a 
city  of  refuge1  far  the  slayer  ;*  and  Libnah  with  its  districts^ 

14  And  Jattir  with  its  districts,  and  Eshtcmoa  with  its  dis- 

15  tricts,  And  Holon  with  its  districts,  and  Debir  with  its 

16  districts.  And  Ain  with  its  districts,  and  Juttah  with  its 
districts,  and  Beth-shemesh  with  its  districts;  nine  cities 


17  out  of  those  two  tribes.  And  out  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin, 
16  Giheon  with  its  district^  Geba  with  its  districts,  Anathoth 
with  its  districts,  and  Alraon  with' its  districts;  four  cities. 


19  All  the  cities  of  the  children  of  Aaron,  the  priest^  were 

20  thirteen  cities  with  their  districts.  And  the  families  of  the 


children  of  Kohadi,  the  Levites  that  were  left  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Kohath,  even  they  had  the  cities  of  their  lot  out 

21  of  the  tribe  of  Ephraim.  For  they  gave  them  Shechem 
with  its  districts  in  mount  Ephraim,  to  be  a  city  of  refuge1 

22  for  the  slayer  ;9  'and  Gezcr  with  its  districts,  And  Kib- 
zaim  with  its  districts,  and  Beth-horon  with  its  districts ; 

23  four  cities.  And  out  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  EJtekeh  with  its 

24  districts,  Gibbethon  with  its  districts,  Aijalon  with  its 

25  districts,  Gath-rimmon  with  its  districts ;  four  cities.  And 
out  of  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh,  Taanach  with  its  districts, 

26  and  Gath-rimmon  with  its  districts ;  two  cities.  All  the 
cities  were  ten,  with  their  districts,  for  the  families  of  the 

27  children  of  Kohath  that  were  left.  And  unto  the  children 


of  Gershon,  of  the  families  of  the  Levites,  out  of  the  other 
half  tribe  of  Manasseh,  they  gave  Golan  in  Boshan  with  its 
districts  to  be  a  city  of  refuge1  for  the  slayer;9  and  Beesh- 

28  tcrah  with  its  districts ;  two  cities.  And  out  of  the  tribe 
of  Isaachar,  Kishon  with  its  districts,  Dabareh  with  its  dis- 

29  tricts,  Jarmuth  with  its  districts^  Engannim  with  its 

30  districts  ;  four  cities.  And  out  of  the  tribe  of  Asher, 

31  Mishal  with  its  districts,  Abdon  with  its  districts,  Helkath 
with  its  districts,  and  Behob  with  its  districts ;  four  cities. 

32  And  out  of  the  tribe  of  Naphtali,  Kedcsh  in  Galilee  with

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its  districts,  to '  be  a  city  of  refuge1  for  the  slayer  ;*  and 
Hammoth-dor  with  its  districts,  and  Kartan  with  its  dis- 

33  tricts;  three  cities.  All  the  (dries  of  the  Gershonites, 
according  to  their  families,  were  thirteen  cities  with  their 

34  districts.  And  unto  the  families  of  the  children  of  Merari, 
the  Levites  that  were  left  out  of  the  tribe  of  Zebulun, 
Jokneam  with  its  districts,  and  Kwtali  with  its  districts, 

35  Dimnah  with  its  districts,  Nahalal  with  its  districts ;  four 

36  cities.  And  out  of  the  tribe  of  Heuben,  Bezcr  with  its 

37  districts,  and  Jahazah  with  its  districts,  Kedcmoth  with 
its  districts,  and  Mephaath  with  its  districts;  four  cities. 

38  And  out  of  the  tribe  of  Gad,  Ramoth  in  Gilead  with  its 
districts,  to  be  a  city  of  refuge1  for  die  slayer  ;s  and  Maha> 

39  naim  with  its  districts,  Heshbon  with  its  districts,  Jazer 

40  with  its  districts ;  four  cities  in  all.  So  all  the  cities  for 
the  children  of  Merari,  by  their  families,  that  were  left  of 
the  families  of  the  Levites,  were,  by  their  lot,  twelve  cities. 

4 1  All  the  cities  of  the  Levites  in  the  midst  of  the  possession 
of  the  children  of  Israel  were  forty  and  eight  cities  with 

42  their  districts.  These  cities  were  every  one  with  their 
districts  round  about  them,  thus  were  all  these  cities. 

43  And  the  Eternal  gave  unto  Israel  all  the  land  which  he 
sware  to  give  unto  their  fathers;  and  they  possessed  it, 

44  and  abode  therein.  And  the  Eternal  gave  them  rest  round 
about,  according  to  all  that  he  sware  unto  their  fathers ; 
and  there  stood  not  a  man  of  all  their  enemies  before  them ; 

45  the  Eternal  gave  all  their  enemies  into  their  hand.  There 
failed  not  ought1  of  any  good  thing  which  the  Eternal  had 
spoken  unto  the  house  of  Israel ;  all  came  to  pose.

1  Them  Joshua  called  the  Reubenites,  and  the  Gaditcs,  and 

2  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseb,  And  said  unto  them,  Yc  have 
kept  all  that  Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  commanded 
you,  and  have  obeyed  my  voice  in  all  that  I  have  com- 

3  manded  you :  Ye  have  not  forsaken  your  brethren  these 

*  reception,  ’murderer,  ’fell  sot  t  ward. 
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many  days  unto  this  day,  but  have  kept  the  charge  of  the 

4  commandment  of  the  Eternal  jour  God.  And  now  the 
Eternal  jour  God  hath  given  rest  unto  your  brethren,  as 
he  promised  them :  therefore  now  turn  ye  and  go  you  unto 
your  tents,  and  unto  the  land  of  your  possession,  which 
Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  gave  you  on  the  other 

5  side  of  the  Jordan.  But  take  diligent  heed1  to  do  the 
commandment  and  the  law,  which  Moses  the  servant  of  the 
Eternal  commanded  you,  to  love  the  Eternal  your  God, 
and  to  walk  in  all  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his  commandments, 
and  to  cleave  unto  him,  and  to  serve  him  with  all  your 

6  heart  and  with  all  your  soul.  So  Joshua  blessed  them, 

7  and  let  them  go :  and  they  went  unto  their  tents.  Now, 
to  the  one  half  of  the  tribe  of  Manasseh,  Moses  had  given 
possession  in  Bashan ;  bat  unto  the  other  half  thereof  gave 
Joshua  among  their  brethren  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan 
westward.

9  divide  the  spoil  of  your  enemies  with  your  brethren.  And 
the  children  of  Reuhen,  and  the  children  of  Gad,  and  the 
Imif  tribe  of  Manasseh,  returned,  and  went  from  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  out  of  Shiloh,  which  is  in  the  land  of  Canaan, 
to  go  unto  the  land  of  Gilead,  to  the  land  of  their  posses¬ 
sion,  whereof  they  were  possessed,4  according  to  the  word* 

10  of  the  Eternal  by  the  hand  of  Moses.  And  when  they 
came  unto  the  regions  of  the  Jordan,  that  are  in  the  land 
of  Canaan,  the  children  of  Reuben,  and  the  children  of

1 1  by  the  Jordan,  a  great  altar  for  show.6  And  the  children 
of  Israel  heard  say,  Behold,  the  children  of  Reuben,  and 
the  children  of  Gad,  and  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh,  have 
built  an  altar  over  against  (he  land  of  Canaan,  in  the 
regions  of  the  Jordan,  on  this  side  of  the  children  of  Israel. 

12  And  when  the  children  of  Israel  heard  of  ft,  the  whole 
congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  assembled  at  Shiloh, 

18  to  go  up  to  war1  against  them.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  gent  unto  the  children  of  Reuben,  and  to  the  chii- 


1  keep  exceedingly.  *  sea. 
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dren  of  Gad,  and  to  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh,  into  the 
land  of  Gilead,  Phinebas,  the  son  of  Elcazar  the  priest: 

14  And  ten.  princes  with  him  of  each  chief  house  a  prince1 
throughout  all  the  tribes  of  Israel ;  and  each  one3  was  a 
bead  of  the  house  of  their  fathers  among  the  thousands  of 

15  Israel.  And  they  came  unto  the  children  of  Reuben,  and 
to  the  children  of  Gad,  and  to  the  half  trite  of  Manasseh, 
unto  the  land  of  Gilead  ;  and  they  spake  with  them, 

16  saying  Thus  soith  the  whole  congregation  of  the  Eternal, 
What  trespass  is  this  that  ye  have  trespassed  against  the 
God  of  Israel,  to  turn  away5  this  day  from  after  the 
Eternal,  in  that  ye  have  bunded  you  an  altar,  that  ye 

1 7  might  rebel  this  day  against  the  Eternal.  la  the  iniquity 
of  Peor  too  little  for  us,  from  which  we  are  not  cleansed 
until  this  day,  when  there  was  a  plague4  in  the  congrega- 

16  turn  of  the  Eternal,  But  that  ye  must  turn  away5  this  day 
from  after  the  Eternal  ?  and  it  will  be,  seeing  yc  rebel  to¬ 
day  against  the  Eternal,  that  to-morrow  he  will  be  angry 

19  with  the  whole  congregation  of  Israel.  Notwithstanding, 
if  the  land  of  your  possession  be  unclean,  then  pass  ye  over 
unto  the  land  of  the  possession  of  the  Eternal,  wherein  the 
dwelling  of  the  Eternal  is  established,9  and  take  possession 
in  the  midst  of  us:  but  rebel  not  against  the  Eternal,  nor

20  of  the  Eternal  our  GotL  Did  not  Achaa  the  son  of  Zerah 
trespass  a  trespass  in  the  doomed  thing,  and  anger  was  on 
all  the  congregation  of  Israel  ?  and  that  man  expired  not 

21  alone  in  his  iniquity.  Then  the  children  of  Reuben,  and 
the  children  of  Gad,  and  the  half  trite  of  Manasseh, 
answered  and  spake  unto  the  heads  of  the  thousands  of 

22  Israel,  The  God  of  gods  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  gods 
the  Eternal,  he  knoweth,  and  Israel  he  shall  know;  if  it  be 
in  rebellion,  or  if  in  trespass  against  the  Eternal,  save  us 

23  not  this  day.  If  wc  have  built  us  an  altar  to  turn5  from 
after  the  Eternal,  or  if  to  offer*  thereon  bumt-offering  or 
oblation,  or  if  to  offer*  feast-offerings  thereon,  let  the 

24  Eternal  himself  seek  into  it ;  And  if  we  have  not  rather 
done  it  for  apprehension  of  this  thing,  saying,  In  lime 
to  come7  your  children  might  say  unto  our  children, 
as  follows,  What  have  you  to  do  with  (he  Eternal  God 

1  one  prince  one  prince  to  the  house  of  a  father.  *  a  man.  *  return,

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25  of  Israel  ?  A  boundary  hath  God  placed1  between  us  and 
you,  ye  children  of  Reuben  and  ye  children  of  Gad,  the 
Jordan;  yc  have  no  portion  in  the  Eternal;  so  shall  your 
children  make  our  children  leave  off  fearing  the  Eternal. 

26  Therefore  we  said,  Let  us  now  prepare8  to  build  us  an  altar, 

27  not  for  burnt-offering,  nor  for  sacrifice ;  But  that  it  may  be  a 
witness  between  us  and  you,  and  our  generations  offer  us, 
that  we  might  do  the  service  of  the  Eternal  before  him  with 
our  burnt-offerings,  and  with  our  sacrifices,  and  with  our 
feast-offerings;  mat  your  children  may  not  say  to  our 
children  in  time  to  come,3  Ye  have  no  portion  in  the 

28  Eternal.  Therefore  Bald  we,  that  it  shall  be,  when  they 
should  so  say  to  us,  or  to  our  generations,  in  rime  to  come,8 
that  we  say  again,  Behold  the  pattern  of  the  altar  of  the 
Eternal,  which  our  fathers  made,  not  for  burnt-offerings 
nor  for  sacrifices;  but  it  is  a  witness  between  us  and  you. 

29  It  is  unworthy  of  us  that  we  should  rebel  against  the 
Eternal,  and  turn4  this  day  from  after  the  Eternal,  to  build 
an  altar  for  h urn t~ offerings,  for  oblations,  or  for  sacrifices, 
besides  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  our  God  that  is  before  his 

30  dwelling.  And  when  Phinehas  the  priest,  and  the  princes

3 1  Manasseh,  spake,  it  was  good  in  their  eyes.  And  Phinehas 
the  son  of  Eleazar  the  priest  said  unto  the  children  of 
Reuben,  and  to  the  children  of  Gad,  and  to  the  children 
of  Manasseh,  This  day  wc  know  that  the  Eternal  is  among 
us,  because  yc  have  not  trespassed  this  trespass  against  the 
Eternal;  now3  ye  have  delivered  the  children  of  Israel 

32  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Eternal.  And  Phinehas  the  son  of 
Eleazar  the  priest,  and  the  princes,  returned  from  the 
children  of  Reuben,  and  from  the  children  of  God,  out  of

33  of  Tsracl,  and  brought8  them  word  again.  And  the  thing 
was  good  in  the  eyes  of  the  children  of  Israel;  and  the

34  the  children  of  Reuben  and  Gad  abode.  And  the  children 
of  Reuben,  and  the  children  of  Gad,  called  the  altar  Ed: 
for  it  is  a  witness  between  us  that  the  Eternal  is  God.

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Chap.  XXIIL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  a  long  time1  after  that  the  Eternal 
had  given  rest  unto  Israel  from  all  their  enemies  round  about, 

2  that  Joshua  waxed  old  and  stricken  in  age.4  And  Joshua 
called  for  all  Israel,  and  for  their  elders,  and  for  their  heads, 
and  for  their  judges,  and  for  their  bailiffs,  and  said  unto 

3  them,  I  am  old  and  stricken  in  age  :5  And  ye  have  seen 
all  that  the  Eternal  your  God  hath  done  unto  all  these 
nations  because  of  you :  for  the  Eternal  your  God  is  he 

4  that  fighteth  for  you.  Behold,  I  have  divided4  unto  you 
these  remaining  nations,  to  be  an  inheritance  for  your 
tribes^  from  the  Jordan,  with  all  the  nations  that  I  have 

5  cut  off,  even  unto  the  great  sea  westward.  And  the 
Eternal  your  God,  he  shall  thmst  them  out  from  before 
you,  and  dispossess  them  from  out  of  your  sight ;  and  vc 
shall  possess  their  land,  as  the  Eternal  your  God  hath 

6  promised  unto  you.  Be  ye  therefore  very  courageous,1 s 
to  keep  and  to  do  all  that  is  written  in  the  hook  of  the  law 
of  Moses,  that  ye  depart  not  therefrom  to  the  right  or  to 

7  the  left ;  That  ye  come  not  among  these  nations,  these 
that  remain  among  you ;  neither  make  mention  of  the 
name  of  their  gods,  nor  cause  to  swear  by  themt  neither 

8  serve  them,  nor  prostrate  yourselves  unto  them;  But 
cleave  unto  the  Eternal  your  God,  as  ye  have  done  unto 

9  this  day.  For  the  Eternal  hath  dispossessd  from  before 
you  great  nations  and  mighty ;  but  as  for  you,  no  man 

10  hath  been  able  to  stand7  before  you  unto  this  day.  One 
man  of  you  shall  pursue  a  thousand :  for  the  Eternal  your 
God,  he  it  is  that  fighteth  for  you,  as  he  hath  promised 

11  you.  Take  good  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  that  ye 

12  love  the  Eternal  your  God.  Else  if  ye  do  in  any  wise  go 
back,0  and  cleave  unto  the  rest  of  these  nations,  even  these 
that  remain  among  you,  and  shall  intermarry  with  them, 

13  and  come  unto  them,  and  they  to  you:  Know  for  a 
certainty9  that  the  Eternal  your  God  will  not  continue  to 
dispossess  any  of  these  nations  from  before  you ;  but  they 

1  from  many  days.  *  coming  in  days.  1 1  have  come  in  days.  *  caused  to  fail. 

*  the  coming  of  the  sun.  *  strong*  7  stood.  0  returning  yc  do  return. 

*  knowing  ye  shall  know. 
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shall  be  a  scare  and  a  trap  unto  you, 'and  a  scourge  in  your 
sides,  and  prickles  in  your  eyes,  until  ye  perish  from  off 
this  good  land,1  which  the  Eternal  your  God  hath  given 

14  you.  And,  behold,  this  day  I  am  going  the  way  of 
all  the  earth ;  and  ye  know  in  all  your  heart,  and  in  all 
your  soul,  that  no  one  thing  hath  failed8  of  all  the  good 
things  which  the  Eternal  your  God  spake  concerning  you  ; 
all  are  come  to  pass  unto  you,  and  not  one  thing  hath 

15  failed*  thereof  Therefore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  all 
good  things  are  come  upon  you,  which  the  Eternal  your 
God  promised  you ;  so  snail  the  Eternal  hring  upon  you 
all  evil  things,  until  he  have  exterminated  you  from  off 
this  good  land  which  the  Eternal  your  God  hath  given 

16  you.  When  ye  have  transgressed3  the  covenant  of  the 
Eternal  your  God,  which  he  commanded  you,  and  have 
gone  and  served  other  gods,  and  prostrated  yourselves  to 
them ;  then  shall  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glow  against 
you,  and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  off  the  gooaland 
which  he  hath  given  unto  you. 


Chap.  XXIV. 

1  And  Joshua  gathered  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  Shechem, 
and  called  for  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  for  their  heads,  and 
for  their  judges,  and  for  their  bailiffs ;  and  they  placed 

2  themselves  before  God.  And  Joshua  said  unto  all  the 
people,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Your  fathers 
abode  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  in  old  time,  even  Terah 
the  father  of  Abraham,  and  the  father  of  Nachor :  mid 

3  they  served  other  gods.  And  I  took  your  father  Abra¬ 
ham  from  the  other  side  of  the  river,  and  led3  him  through¬ 
out  all  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  multiplied  his  seed,  and 

4  gave  him  Isaac.  And  I  gave  unto  Isaac,  Jacob  and  Esau ; 
and  I  gave  unto  Esau  mount  Seir,  to  possess  it :  but  Jacob 

5  and  his  children  went  down  into  Egypt,  I  sent  Moses 
also  and  Aaron,  and  I  plagued  Egypt,  according  to  that 
which  I  did  among  them :  and  afterwards  I  brought  you 

‘ground.  *  fallen.  5  passed.  4  caused  to  go. 
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6  out.  And  I  brought  your  fathers  out  of  Egypt :  and  you 
came  unto  the  sea ;  and  the  Egyptians  pursued  after  your 
fathers  with  chariots  and  horsemen  unto  the  Kcd  Sea.1 

7  And  when  they  cried  nnto  the  Eternal,  he  put  thick 
darkness  between  you  and  the  Egyptians,  Mid  brought  the 
sea  upon  them,  and  covered  them :  and  your  eyes  have 
seen  what  I  have  done  in  Egypt :  and  ye  abode  in  the 

8  desert  many  days.  And  I  brought  you  into  the  land  of 
the  Amorites,  who  abode  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan ; 
and  they  fought  with  you :  and  I  gave  them  into  your 
hand,  that  ye  might  possess  their  land ;  und  I  exterminated 

9  them  from  before  you.  Then  Balak  the  son  of  Zippor, 
king  of  Moab,  arose  and  fought  with  Israel,  and  sent  and 

10  called  Balaam  the  son  of  Boor  to  execrate  you :  But  1 
would  not  hearken  unto  Balaam;  therefore  he  blessed 

11  you  still:3  so  I  delivered  you  out  of  his  hand.  And  yc 
went  over  the  Jordan,  and  came  unto  Jericho :  and  the 
owners  of  Jericho  fought  against  you,  the  Amorites,  and 
the  Perizzites,  and  the  Cauaanites,  and  the  Hittites,  and 
the  Girgashites,  the  Hivites,  and  the  Jebusites:  and  I  gave 

12  them  into  your  hand.  And  I  sent  the  hornet  before  you, 
which  drove  them  out  from  before  you,  even  the  two  kings 
of  the  Amorites;  but  not  with  thy  sword,  nor  with  thy 

13  bow.  And  I  have  given  you  a  land  for  which  yc  did  not 
\  weary  yourselves  by  labour,  and  cities  which  yc  built  not, 

and  yc  abide  in  them;  of  the  vineyards  and  olivcyards 

14  which  ye  planted  not,  do  yc  cat.  Now  therefore  fear  the 
Eternal,  and  serve  him  in  sincerity3  and  truth:  and  remove 

.  the  gods  which  your  fathers  served  on  the  other  side  of  tlic 

15  river, and  in  Egypt;  and  serve  ye  the  Eternal.  And  if  it 
seem  evil  in  your  eyes  to  serve  the  Eternal,  choose  you 
this  day  whom  you  will  servo ;  whether  the  gods  which 
your  fathers  served,  that  were  on  the  other  side  of  the 
river,  or  the  gods  of  the  Amorites,  in  whose  land  ye  ahidc : 
but  as  for  me  and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the  Eternal. 

1 6  And  the  people  answered  and  said,  it  were  unworthy  of  us 
that  wc  should  forsake  the  Eternal,  to  serve  oilier  gods ; 

17  For  the  Eternal  our  God,  he  it  is  that  brought  us  up, 
and  our  fathers,  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the 

1  sea  of  Rags.  !  blessed  bless'iDg  you.  a  perfection. 
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house  of  servants*  and  who  did  those  great  signs  in  our 
eyes*  and  kept  us  in  all  the  way  wherein  we  went*  and 

18  among  all  the  peoples  through  whom  we  passed ;  And  the 
Eternal  drove  out  from  before  us  all  the  peoples,  even  the 
Amorites  who  abode  in  the  land :  therefore  will  we  also 

1 9  serve  the  Eternal ;  for  he  is  our  God.  And  Joshua  said 
unto  the  people.  Ye  cannot  serve  the  Eternal;  for  he  is  a 
holy  Goa ;  he  is  a  jealous  God ;  he  will  not  bear  with  your 

20  transgressions  nor  your  sins.  If  ye  forsake  the  Eternal, 
and  serve  strange  gods,  then  he  will  turn1  and  do  you  evil, 
and  consume-  you,  after  that  he  hath  done  you  good. 

21  And  the  people  said  unto  Joshua,  Nay,  but  we  will  serve 

22  the  Eternal.  And  Joshua  said  unto  the  people,  Yc  are 
witnesses  amongst  yourselves  that  yc  have  chosen  you  the 
Eternal,  to  serve  him.  And  they  said,  We  are  witnesses. 

23  Now  therefore  remove,  said  het  the  strange  gods  which  are 
among  you,  and  incline  your  heart  unto  the  Eternal  God  of 

24  IsraeL  And  the  people  said  unto  Joshua,  The  Eternal 

25  our  God  will  wc  serve,  and  his  voice  will  we  obey.  So 
Joshua  made*  a  covenant  with  the  people  that  day,  and 

26  set4  them  a  statute  and  an  ordinance3  in  Shcchem.  And 
Joshua  wrote  these  words  in  the  book  of  the  law  of  God, 
and  took  a  great  stone,  and  raised  i  t  up  there  under  the 

27  terebinth,  that  teas  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal.  And 
Joshua  said  unto  all  the  people,  Behold,  this  stone  shall  be 
a  witness  unto  us;  for  it  nath  heard  all  the  words  of  the 
Eternal  which  he  spake  unto  us :  it  shall  be  therefore  a 

28  witness  unto  you,  lest  ye  deny  your  God.  So  Joshua  let 

29  the  people  go,  every  man  unto  his  inheritance.  And 
it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  Joshua  the  son  of 
Nun,  the  servant  of  the  Eternal,  died,  being  an  hundred 

30  and  ten  years  old.6  And  they  buried  him  in  the  boundary 
of  Ills  inheritance  in  Timnath-serah,  which  is  in  mount 

31  Ephraim,  on  the  north  of  the  hill  of  Gaash,  And  Israel 
served  the  Eternal  all  the  days  of  J oshna,  and  all  the  days 
of  the  elders  that  overlived7  Joshua,  and  who  had  known 
nil  the  deeds  of  the  Eternal,  that  ho  had  done  for  IsraeL 

32  And  die  bones  of  Joseph,  which  the  children  of  Israel 

‘return.  *  finish.  3  rat.  4  put.  *  judgment,  ^asonofa  hundred  and  ten  years. 

1  prolonged  days  after. 
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brought  up  oat  of  Egypt,  buried  they  in  Shechem,  in  a 

Srtion  of  the  field  which  Jacob  obtained  of  the  sons  of 
amor,  the  lather  of  Shechem,  for  an  hundred  kesitah: 
and  it  became  the  inheritance  of  the  children  of  Joseph. 
S3  And  Eleazar,  the  son  of  Aaron  died;  and  they  buried 
him  in  the  hill  of  Phinehas  his  son,  which  was  given  him 
in  mount  Ephraim. 

END  OP  THE  BOOK  OF  JOSHUA. 
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Chap.  L 

1  And  after  the  death  of  Joshua,  it  came  to  pass,  that  the 
children  of  Israel  asked  the  Eternal,  saying,  Who  shall  go 
up  for  us  against  the  Canaanites  at  first,1  to  fight  against 

2  them?  And  the  Eternal  said,  Judah  shall  go  up:  behold, 

3  I  have  given  the  land  into  his  hand.  And  Judah  said  unto 
Simeon  his  brother,  Come  up  with  me  into  my  lot,  that 
we  may  light  against  the  Canaanitc ;  and  1  likewise  will 

4  go  with  thee  into  thy  lot.  So  Simeon  went  with  him.  And 
Judah  went  up;  and  the  Eternal  gave  the  Canaanite  and 
the  Perizzite  into  their  hand ;  and  they  smote  of  them  in 

5  Bezek  ten  thousand  men.  And  they  found  Adoni-bczck 
in  Bezek :  and  they  fought  against  him,  and  they  smote 

6  the  Canaanite  and  the  Perizzite.  But  Adoni-bczck  ran 
away :  and  they  pursued  after  him,  and  seized  him,  and 

7  cut  off  his  thumbs  and  his  great  toes.9  And  Adoni-bezek 
said,  Threescore  and  ten  kings,  having  their  thumbs  and 
their  great  toes3  cut  off,  collected  their  meat  under  my 
table:  as  I  have  done,  so  God  hath  paid  me.  And  they 

8  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  he  died.  And  the 
children  of  Judah  fought  against  Jerusalem,  and  conquered 
it,  and  smote  it  with  the  edge*  of  the  sword,  and  set3  the 

9  city  on  fire.  And  afterwards,  the  children  of  Judah  went 
down  to  fight  against  the  Canaanite,  that  abode  in  the 

10  mountain,  and  in  the  south,  and  in  the  low-land.  And 
Judah  went  against  the  Canaanitc  tliat  abode  in  Ilehron, 
now  the  name  of  Hebron  before  was  Kirjath-arba,  and 

*  previously.  *  the  thumbs  of  his  Ivands  and  feet.  J  the  thumbs  of  their  hand* 

and  feet.  *  month.  *  lei 
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1 1  they  smote  Sheshai,  and  Ahiman,  and  Taluiui.  And  from 
thence  he  went  against  the  inhabitants  of  Debit1;  and  the 

12  name  of  Debit  before  was  Kirjath-sepher :  And  Caleb 
said.  He  that  smiteth  Kirjatb-sepher,  and  conquereth  it, 

13  to  him  will  I  give  Achsah  my  daughter  to  wife.  And 
Othniel  the  son  of  Kcnaz,  Caleb’s  younger1  brother,  con¬ 
quered  it:  and  he  gave  him  Achsah  his  daughter  to  wife. 

14  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  she  came  to  him ,  that  she  en¬ 
ticed  him  to  ask  of  her  father  a  field :  and  she  lighted 
from  off  her  ass;  and  Caleb  said  unto  her.  What  wilt 

15  thou?1  And  she  said  unto  him,  Get  me  a  hlessing:  for 
thou  hast  given  me  a  south  land,  give  me  also  tanks  of 
water.  And  Cftlch  gave  her  the  upper  tanks  and  the 

16  nether  tanks.  And  the  children  of  the  Kcnile,  Moses1 
father-in-law,  went  up  out  of  the  city  of  the  palm-trees 
with  the  children  of  Judah  into  the  desert  of  Judah,  which 
lieth  in  tbe  south  of  Arad:  and  they  went  and  ahodc 

17  among  the  people.  And  Judah  went  with  Simeon  his 
brother,  and  they  smote  the  Canaanite  that  abode  in 
Zcphath,  and  doomed  it:  And  the  name  of  the  city  was 

18  called  Hormah.  Also  Judah  conquered  Gaza  with  the 
boundary  thereof  and  Askclon  with  the  boundary  thereof, 

19  and  Ekron  with  the  boundary  thereof.  And  the  Eternal 
was  with  Judah,  and  he  dispossessed  the  inhabitant *  of  the 
mountain,  hut  could  cot  dispossess  the  inhabitants  of  the 

20  valley,  because  they  had  chariots  of  iron.  And  they  gave 
Hebron  unto  Caleb,  as  Moses  spake :  and  he  dispossessed 

21  thence  tbe  three  sons  of  Anak.  And  the  Jebusitc  the 
inhabitant  of  Jerusalem  Benjamin  did  not  dispossess ; 
but  the  Jebusite  ahideth  with  tnc  children  of  Benjamin  in 

22  Jerusalem  unto  tbis  day.  And  the  house  of  Joseph,  they 
also  went  up  against  Beth-el :  and  the  Eternal  was  with 

23  them.  And  the  house  of  Joseph  caused  Bcth-el  to  be 

24  descried :  Now  the  name  of  the  city  hefbre  was  Lnz.  And 
the  spies3  saw  a  man  come  forth  out  of  the  city ;  and  they 
said  uuto  him,  Shew  us,  pray,  the  entrance4  into  the  city, 

25  and  wc  will  shew3  thee  mercy.  And  when  he  shewed  them 
the  entrance4  into  the  city,  they  smote  the  city  with  the 
edge3  of  the  sword ;  hut  they  let  go  the  man  and  all  his 

26  family.  And  the  man  went  into  the  land  of  the  Hittites,  and 
built  a  city,  and  called  the  name  thereof  Luz :  which  is  the 

*  smaller.  *  is  unto  thee.  3  keepers.  4  coming.  3  do.  *  mouth. 
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27  name  thereofunto  this  day,  Neither  did  Manasseh  dispossess 
tJie  inhabitants  of  Beth-snean  and  its  towns,1  nor  Taanach 
and  its  towns,1  nor  the  inhabitants  of  Dor  and  its  towns,1 
□or  the  inhabitants  of  Ibleam  and  its  towns,1  nor  the 
inhabitants  of  Megiddo  and  its  towns,1  but  the  Canaanite 

28  was  content  to  abide  in  that  land.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  Israel  was  strong,  that  they  put  the  Canaanite  to 

29  tribute,  and  did  not  utterly  dispossess  him,9  Neither  did 
Ephraim  dispossess  the  Canaanite  that  abode  in  Gezer; 

30  but  the  Canaanite  abode  in  Gezer  among;  them.  Neither 
did  Zebulun  dispossess  the  inhabitants  of  Kitron,  nor  th» 
inhabitants  of  Nahalol;  but  the  Canaanite  abode  among 

31  them,  and  was  tributary.  Neither  did  Asher  dispossess 
the  inhabitants  of  Accno,  nor  the  inhabitants  of  Zidon, 
nor  of  Ahlab,  nor  of  Achzib,  nor  of  Ilclbah,  nor  of  Aphik, 

32  nor  of  Rehob;  But  the  Asherite  abode  among  the 
Canaanites,  the  inhabitants  of  the  land ;  for  they  did  not 

33  dispossess  them.  Neither  did  Naphtali  dispossess  the 
inhabitants  of  Beth-shemesh,  nor  the  inhabitants  of  Beth- 
anath ;  but  he  abode  among  the  Canaanites,  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  land:  nevertheless,  the  inhabitants  of  Beth- 
shemesh  and  of  Beth-anuth  were  tributary  unto  them. 

34  And  the  Amoritcs  forced3  the  children  of  Dan  into  the 
mountain :  for  they  would  not  suffer4  them  to  come  down 

3d  to  the  valley :  But  the  Amoritcs  were  content  to  abide 
in  mount  Heres  in  Aijalon,  and  in  Shaalbim ;  yet  the 
hand  of  the  house  of  Joseph  prevailed,®  so  that  they  were 

36  tributary.  And  the  boundary  of  the  Amoritcs  was  from 
the  ascent  to  Akrabbim,  from  the  rock,  and  upwards. 

Chap.  II. 

1  Arts  a  messenger  of  the  Eternal  came  up  from  Gilgal  to 
Bochim,  and  said,  I  brought  you  up  out  of  Egypt,  and 
have  brought  you  unto  the  land  which  I  sware  unto  your 
fathers ;  and  I  said,  I  will  never  make  void  my  covenant 

2  with  you.  And  ye  shall  make6  no  covenant  with  the 
inhabitants  of  this  land  ;  ye  shall  pull  down  their  altars : 
but  ye  have  not  obeyed  mv  voice :  why1  have  ye  done 

3  this?  Wherefore  I  aiso  said,  I  will  not  drive  them  out 
from  before  you ;  but  they  shall  be  as  entanglements!  unto 

4  you,  and  their  gods  shall  be  a  snare  unto  you.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  when  the  messenger  of  the  Eternal  spake 

1  daughters.  ’  dispossessing  dispossess.  3  pressed.  *  give.  *  was  heavy. 

*  cut.  1  what. 
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these  words  unto  all  the  children  of  Israel,  that  the  people 

5  lifted  up  their  voice,  and  wept.  And  they  called  the  name 
of  that  place  Bochim:  and  they  sacrificed  there  unto  tire 

6  Eternal.  And  when  Joshua  had  let  the  people  go,  the 
children  of  Israel  went  every  man  unto  his  inheritance  to 

7  possess  the  land.  And  the  people  served  the  Eternal  all 
the  days  of  Joshua,  and  all  the  days  of  the  elders  that  out¬ 
lived1  Joshua,  who  had  seen  every  great  deed  of  the 

8  Eternal,  that  he  did  for  Israel.  And  Joshua  the  son  of 
Nun,  the  servant  of  the  Eternal,  died,  being  a  hundred  and 

9  ten  years  old.2  And  they  buried  him  in  the  boundary  of 
his  inheritance  in  Timnath-heres,  in  the  mount  of  Ephraim, 

1 0  on  the  north  of  the  hill  Gaash.  And  also  all  that  genera¬ 
tion  were  gathered  unto  their  fathers:  and  there  arose 
another  generation  after  them,  which  knew  not  the 
Eternal,  nor  yet  the  deeds  which  he  had  done  for  Israel. 

11  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 

12  Eternal,  and  served  the  Baalim :  And  they  forsook  the 
Eternal  God  of  their  fathers,  who  brought  them  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  went  after  other  gods,  of  the  gods  of 
the  peoples  that  were  round  about  them,  and  prostrated 
themselves  unto  them,  and  provoked  the  Eternal  to  anger. 

IS  And  they  forsook  the  Eternal,  and  served  the  Baal  and 

14  the  Aslitaroth.  And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed 
against  Israel,  and  ho  gave  them  into  the  hands  of  spoilers 
that  spoiled  them,  and  he  sold  them  into  the  hands  of 
their  enemies  round  about,  so  that  they  could  not  any 

15  longer  stand  before  their  enemies.  Whithersoever  they 
went  out,  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  against  them  for 
evil,  as  the  Eternal  had  said,  and  as  the  Eternal  had  sworn 

16  unto  them:  and  they  were  greatly  distressed.  Never¬ 
theless,  the  Eternal  raised  up  judges,  who  saved  them  out 

17  of  the  hand  of  thos£  that  spoiled  them.  And  yet  they 
would  not  hearken  unto  their  judges,  but  they  went  a 
whoring  after  other  gods,  and  prostrated  themselves  unto 
them  :  they  departed  quickly  out  of  the  way  which  their 
fathers  walked  in,  obeying  the  commandments  of  the 

1 8  Eternal ;  but  they  did  not  do  so.  And  when  the  Eternal 
raised  them  up  judges,  then  the  Eternal  was  with  the 
judge,  and  saved  them  out  of  the  hand  of  their  enemies  all 
the  days  of  the  judge :  for  it  repented  the  Eternal  because 
of  their  groanings,  by  reason  of  them  that  oppressed3  them 

1  prolonged  days.  s  a  son  of.  3  pressed  upon. 
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19  and  vexed  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  judge 
was  dead,  that  they  returned  and  corrupted  themselves  more 
than  their  fathers,  in  going  after  other  gods  to  serve  them, 
and  to  prostrate  themselves  unto  them;  they  ceased1  not 

20  from  their  own  doings,  nor  from  their  stubborn6  way.  And 
the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed  against  Israel ;  and  he 
said,  Because  that  this  nation  hath  transgressed3  my  cove¬ 
nant  which  I  commanded  their  fathers,  and  have  not 

21  hearkened  unto  my  voice,  I  also  will  not  continue  to 
dispossess  any  from  before  them  of  the  nations  which 

22  Joshua  left1  when  he  died ;  In  order  to  try  Israel  through 
them,  whether  they  will  keep  the  way  of  the  Eternal,  to 

23  walk  therein,  as  their  fathers  did  keep  or  not.  There¬ 
fore  the  Eternal  left?  those  nations,  without  dispossessing 
them  hastily;  neither  gave  he  them  into  the  hand  of 
Joshua. 


Chap,  III. 

1  Now  these  are  the  nations  which  the  Eternal  left5  to  try 
Israel  through  them ;  even  all  those  that  had  not  known  all 

2  the  wars  of  Canaan ;  Only  that  the  generations  of  the 
children  of  Israel  might  know,  to  teach  them  war,  only 

3  those  that  before  knew  nothing  thereof;  Namely,  five 
chiefs  of  the  Philistines,  and  all  the  Canaanites,  and  the 
Sidouians,  and  the  Hivites  inhabitants  of  mount  Lebanon, 
from  mouul  Baal-heruion  unto  the  coming  into  Ilamath. 

4  And  they  were  to  try  Israel  through  them,  to  know 
whether  they  would  hearken  unto  the  commandments  of 
the  Eternal,  which  he  commanded  their  fathers  by  the 

5  hand  of  Moses.  And  the  cliildreu  of  Israel  abode  among 
the  Canaan ite,  Hittite,  and  Amorite,  and  Perizzitc,  anu 

6  ilivite,  and  Jebusite ;  And  they  took  their  daughters  to 
be  their  wives,  and  gave  their  daughters  to  their  sons,  and 

7  served  their  gods.  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  evil  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  forgot  the  Eternal  their  God, 

8  and  served  the  Baalim  and  the  Asheroth.6  Therefore  the 
wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed  against  Israel,  and  he  sold 
them  into  the  hand  of  Chushan-rishathaim  king  of  Meso¬ 
potamia  :  and  the  children  of  Israel  served  Chusan-risha- 

9  thaim  eight  years.  And  when  tliechildrcnoflsraelcriedunto 
the  Eternal,  the  Eternal  raised  up  a  deliverer?  to  the  children 

1  caused  l»  fall,  "  bird.  *  pasted.  *  forsook.  *  placed.  *  happy  ones.  1  saviour. 
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of  Israel,  'who  saved  them,  even  Othniel  the  son  of  Kenaz 

10  Caleb’s  younger1  brother.  And  the  spirit  of  the  Eternal 
was  upon  him,  and  he  judged  Israel,  and  went  out  to  the 
war;  and  the  Eternal  gave  Chushan-rishathaim  king  of 
Mesopotamia  into  his  hand ;  and  his  hand  prevailed  against 

1 1  Chushan-rishathaim.  And  the  land  was  quiet  forty  years : 

12  and  Othniel  the  son  of  Kenaz  died.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  continued  to  do  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal :  and 
the  Eternal  strengthened  Eglon  the  king  of  Moab  against 
Israel,  because  they  had  done  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 

13  Eternal.  And  he  gathered  unto  him  the  children  of 
Ammon  and  Amalefc,  and  went  mid  smote  Israel,  and 

14  succeeded  to  the  city  of  palm-trees.  So  the  children 
of  Israel  served  Eglon  the  king  of  Moab  eighteen  years. 

15  But  when  the  children  of  Israel  cried  unto  the  Eternal,  the 
Eternal  raised  them  up  a  deliverer,8  Ehud  the  son  of  Gera,  a 
Be  nj  ami  to,  a  man  left-handed;3  and  by  him  the  children 
of  Israel  sent  a  present*  unto  Eglon  the  king  of  Moab. 

16  But  Ehud  made  him  a  sword,  which  had  two  edges,5  of  a 
gomed  length ;  and  he  did  gird  it  under  his  raiment  upon 

17  hiB  right  thigh.  And  he  offered  the  present*  unto  Eglon 

13  king  of  Moab ;  and  Eglon  was  a  very  fat  man.  And  when 

he  had  finished  offering  the  present,4  he  sent  away  the 

19  people  the  bearers  of  the  present4  But  be  himself  turned 
again  from  the  quarries  that  were  hy  Gilgal,  and  said,  I 
have  a  word  in  secrecy  unto  thee,  O  king;  who  said, 
Hush.  And  all  that  stood  by  him  went  out  from  him. 

20  And  Ehud  came  unto  him  ;  and  he  was  sitting  in  the  cool 
of  the  upper  chamber,  which  he  had  for  himself  alone : 
and  Ehud  said,  I  have  a  word  from  God  unto  thee.  And 

21  he  arose  out  of  his  chair.  And  Ehud  put  forth'*  his  left 
hand,  and  took  the  sword  from  his  right  thigh,  and  thrust* 

22  it  into  his  belly.  And  the  haft  also  went  in  after  the  blade;8 
and  the  fat  shut  upon  the  blade,0  so  that  he  could  not  draw 

23  the  sword  out  of  his  belly ;  and  the  dirtl  came  onb  Then 
Ehud  went  forth  through  the  porch,  and  shut  the  doors 

24  of  the  upper  chamber  upon  him,  and  locked  them.  When 
he  was  gone  out,  his  servants  came ;  and  when  they  saw  that, 
behold,  the  doors  of  the  upper  chamber  were  locked,  they 

1  little.  *  saviour  3  his  right  hand  being  restrained.  4  oblation*  s  mouths* 

cscnt*  7  fixed,  *  flame* 
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said.  Surely  he  coverethjj  his  feet  in  the  cooling  of  his  upper 

25  chamber.  And  they  tarried  dll  they  were  ashamed ;  and, 
behold,  he  opened  not  the  doors  or  the  upper  chamber : 
therefore  they  took  the  key  and  opened  them ;  and,  behold, 

26  tbeir  lord  was  fallen  down  dead  on  the  earth.  And  Ehud 
escaped  while  they  lingered,  and  passed  beyond  the  quar- 

27  ries,  and  escaped  unto  Seirath.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
he  was  come,  that  he  blew1  the  cornet  in  the  mountain  of 
Ephraim,  and  the  children  of  Israel  went  down  with  him 

28  from  the  mount,  and  he  before  diem.  And  be  Baid  unto 
them.  Follow9 after  me;  for  the  Eternal  hath  given  your 
enemies  the  Moabites  into  your  hand.  And  they  went 
down  after  him,  and  conquered  the  fords  of  the  Jordan 
towards  Moab,  and  suffered3  not  a  man  to  pass  over. 

29  And  they  smote  of  Moab  at  that  time  about  ten  thousand 
men,  all  lusty,  and  all  men  of  force ;  and  there  escaped  not 

30  a  man.  So  Moab  was  humbled  that  day  under  the  hand 

3 1  of  Israel.  And  the  land  was  quiet  fourscore  years.  And 
after  him  was  Shamgar,  the  son  of  Anath,  who  smote  of 
the  Philistines  six  hundred  men  with  an  ox-goad:  and 
he  also  saved  Israel. 


Chap.  IV. 

1  And  the  children  of  Israel  continued  to  do  evil  in  the  eyes 

2  of  the  Eternal,  when  Ehud  was  dead.  And  the  Eternal 
sold  them  into  the  hand  of  Jabin  king  of  Canaan,  that 
reigned  in  Hazor ;  the  officer  of  whose  host  was  Sisera, 

3  who  abode  in  Harosheth  Hagoyim.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  cried  unto  the  Eternal ;  for  he  had  nine  hundred 
chariots  of  iron :  and  twenty  years  he  mightily  oppressed 

4  the  children  of  Israel.  And  Deborah,  a  woman  that  was 
a  prophetess,  the  wife  of  Lapidoth,  she  judged  Israel  at 

6  that  time.  And  she  abode  under  the  palm-tree  of  Deborah, 
between  Ram  ah  and  Beth-cl  in  mount  Ephraim;  and  the 

6  children  of  Israel  came  up  to  her  for  judgment.  And 
3he  sent  and  wiled  Barak,  the  son  of  Abinoam,  out  of 
Kedeah-naphtali,  and  said  unto  him.  Hath  not  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel  commanded,  saying.  Go,  and 
draw  towards  mount  Tabor,  and  take  with  tbee  ten 

‘fixed.  *  pursue.  3  gave. 
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thousand  men  of  the  children  of  Naphtali  and  of  the  cliil- 

7  dren  of  Zebulun  ?  And  I  will  draw  unto  thcc,  to  the 
river  Kishon,  Sisera,  the  officer  of  Jabin’s  host,  with  his 
chariots  and  his  multitude;  and  I  will  give  him  into  thine 

8  hand.  And  Barak  said  unto  her,.  If  tbou  wilt  go  with  ine, 
then  I  will  go;  but  if  thou  wilt  not  go  with  me,  then  I  will 

9  not  go.  And  she  said,  I  will  surely  go  with  thee only 
that  the  honour8  will  not  be  thine  on  the  way  on  which 
thou  goest ;  for  the  Eternal  shall  sell  Siscra  into  the  hand 
of  a  woman.  And  Deborah  arose,  and  went  with  Barak 

10  to  Kcdcsh.  And  Barak  summoned  Zebulun  and  Naphtali 
to  Kcdesh ;  and  he  went  up  with  ten  thousand  men  at  his 

1 1  feet ;  and  Deborah  went  up  with  him.  Now  Ilcber  the 
Kcnite  bad  parted  from  Kain,  from  the  sods  of  Hobab, 
the  father-in-law  of  Mosee,  and  pitched3  his  tent  at  the  oak 

12  of  the  marshes,  which  is  by  Kedcsh.  And  they  told  Siscra 
that  Barak,  the  son  of  Abinoam,  was  gone  up  to  mount 

1 3  Tabor.  And  Sisera  summoned  all  his  chariots,  even  nine 
hundred  chariots  of  iron,  and  all  the  people  that  were  with 
him,  from  Ilarosheth  TIagoyim  unto  the  brook  of  Kishon. 

14  And  Deborah  said  unto  Barak,  Arise ;  for  this  is  the  day, 
in  which  the  Eternal  hath  given  Sisera  into  thine  huuu : 
is  not  the  Eternal  gone  out  before  thee?  So  Bumk  went 
down  from  mount  Tabor,  and  ten  thousand  men  after  him. 

15  And  the  Eternal  discomfited4  Sisera,  afid  all  his  chariots, 
and  all  his  camp,  with  the  edge3  of  the 'sword,  before 
Barak ;  so  that  sisera  went  down  off  his  vehicle,  and  ran 

16  away  on  his  feet.  But  Barak  pursued  after  the  chariots, 
and  after  the  host,0  unto  Harasueth  Hagoyim :  and  all  the 
host6  of  Sisera  fell  by  the  edge5  of  the  sword ;  and  not  one 

17  remained.  And  Sisera  ran  away  on  his  feet  to  the  tent  of 
Jael  the  wife  of  Hebcr  the  Kenite:  for  there  was  peace 
between  Jabin  the  king  of  Ilozor  and  the  house  of  liebcr 

18  the  Eeuite.  And  Jael  went  out  towards  Sisera,  aud  said 
unto  him.  Turn  in,T  my  lord,  turn  in7  to  me :  fear  not ; 
and  when  he  hod  turned  ins  unto  her  into  the  lent,  she 

1 9  covered  him  with  a  coverlet  And  he  said  unto  her.  Give 
me,  pray,  a  little  water  to  drink ;  for  1  am  thirsty :  and 
she  opened  the  skin  bottle  of  milk,  and  gave  him  drink, 

20  and  covered  him.  Again  he  said  unto  her.  Stand  in  the 


1  going  I  will  go. 
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entrance  of  the  tent;  and  it  shall  he,  when  any  man  doth 
come  and  ask  thee,  and  say,  Is  there  any  man  here  ?  that 

21  thou  uluilt  say.  No.  Then  Jacl,  Hcbcr’s  wife,  took  the 
tent-piu,  and  took  a  hammer  in  her  hand,  and  went 
softly  unto  him,  and  fixed  the  pin  into  his  temples,  and  it 
sank1  into  the  ground;  for  he  wob  fast  asleep,  and  hint: 

22  so  he  died.  And,  behold,  as  Barak  pursued  Sisera,  Jacl 
came  out  towards  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Come,  and  I 
will  shew  thee  the  man  wliotn  thou  seekesL  And  when  he 
cam c  into  her  tent,  behold,  Sisera  lay-  dead  and  the  pin  was 

23  in  his  temples.  So  God  humbled  on  that  day  Jabin  the 

24  king  of  Canaan  before  the  children  of  Israel  And  the 
hand  of  the  children  of  Israel  prospered  and  prevailed3 
against  Jabin  the  king  of  Canaan,  until  they  had  destroyed 
Jabin  king  of  Canaan. 


Chap.  V. 

1  Then  sang  Deborah,  and  Barak  the  son  of  Abinomn,  on 
that  day,  saying, 

2  When  disorder  disordered  Israel,  then  a  people  willingly 
offered  themselves ;  for  this  bless  ye  the  Eternal 

3  Hear,  0  yc  kings ;  give  ear,  O  vc  distinguished  men :  I, 
even  I,  will  sing  unto  the  Eternal ;  I  will  sing  hymns  to 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel 

4  Eternal,  when  thou  wentest  out  of  Seir,  when  thou 
marchedst  out  of  the  field  of  Edom,  the  earth  quaked,  and 
the  heavens  dropjied,  the  thick  clouds  also  dropped  water. 

5  Mountains  flowed  from  before  the  Eternal,  even  that  Sinai 
from  before  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel 

6  In  the  days  of  Shamgar  the  son  of  Anoth,  in  the  days  of 
Jacl,  roads  had  ceased,  and  the  travellers4  walked  through 
crooked  roads. 

7  Cap  tains  |i  bad  ceased,  they  had  ceased  in  Israel,  until  that 
I  Deborah  arose,  that  I  arose  a  mother  in  Israel. 

8  They  chose  new  gods ;  then  teas  wax  in  the  gates :  was 
there  a  shield  or  spear  seen  among  forty  thousand  in  Isruel? 

1  lighted,  *  falling.  3  went  on  going  and  hardening.  4  walkers  of  path*. 
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9  My  heart  is  towards  the  law -givers  of  Israel,  that  offered 
themselves  willingly  among  the  people.  Bless  ye  the 
Eternal.

11  There  with  the  voice  of  distributors]]  in  the  places  of 
drawing  water,  they  rehearse  the  righteous  acts  of  the 
Eternal,  even  the  righteous  acts  of  the  captain f|  of  Israel; 
then  may  the  people  of  the  Eternal  go  down  to  the  gales. 

1 2  Awake,  awake,  Deborah  ;  awake,  awake ;  utter1  a  song ; 
arise,  Barak,  and  capture  thy  captives,  thou  son  of 
Abinoatn. 


13  Then  a  remnant  of  the  powerful  ruleth  a  people:  the 
Eternal  ruleth  for  me  over  the  mighty. 

14  Yc  that  have  your  root  from  Ephraim  march  against 
Amalck ;  after  thee,  Benjamin,  with  thy  peoples  r  out  of 
Machir  came  down  law-givers,  and  out  of  Zebulun  they 
that  handle  the  pen2  of  the  scribe. 

15  And  the  princes  of  Issachar  were  with  Deborah;  even 
Issachar,  and  also  Barak;  he  was  sent  on  foot  into  the 
valley.  At  the  rills  of  Reuben  great  were  the  deliberations 
of  heart 


16  Why  abodcst  thou  among  the  eheen-folds,  to  hear  the 
bleatiugs3  of  the  droves?  At  the  rills  of  Reuben  great 
were  the  searchings  of  heart 

17  Gilead  dwelt  beyond  the  Jordan  r  and  wherefore  did 
Dan  sojourn  in  ships?  Asher  abode  on  the  coast  of  seas, 
and  dwelt  in  his  creeks.4 

18  Zcbulun  is  a  people  that  jeoparded  their  lives  unto  the 
death,  even  so  Naphtali,  in  the  high  places  of  the  field. 

19  Kings  came  and  fought  ;  then  fought  the  kings  of 
Canaan  in  Taanach  by  the  waters  of  Mcgiddo :  they  took 
no  gain  of  money. 

20  They  fought  from  heaven;  the  Stars  in  their  highways 
fought  against  Sisera. 

21  The  river  of  Kishon  carried  them  away,  that  ancient  river, 
the  river  Kishon.  O  my  soul,  thou  treadcst  along  with 
might. 

1  speak.  5  draw  the  rod.  *  hissings.  *  breaches. 
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22  Then  pawed1  the  horse-hoofs,5  through  the  charges, .  the 
charges  of  their  mighty  ones. 

23  Curse  ye  Meroz,  said  the  messenger  of  the  Eternal ;  curse 
ye  bitterly3  the  inhabitants  thereof;  because  they  came 
not  to  the  help  of  the  Eternal,  to  the  help  of  the  Eternal 
among  the  heroes. 

24  Blessed  above  women  shall  Jael  the  wife  of  Heber  the 
Kenite  be ;  blessed  shall  she  be  above  women  in  the  tent. 

25  He  asked  water,  and  she  gave  him  milk ;  she  offered  clotted 
cream  in  a  dish  of  the  powerful  ones. 

26  She  put4  her  hand  to  the  pin,  and  her  right  hand  to  the 
workmen’s  hammer;  and  with  the  hammer  she  struck 
Sisera;  she  battered  his  head,  and  she  shattered  and 
pierced9  through  his  temple. 

27  At  her  feet  he  stooped  down,  he  fell,  he  lay  down :  at  her 
feet  he  stooped  down,  he  fell;  where  he  stooped  down, 
there  he  fell  lifeless.8 

28  Out  of  the  window  glanced  the  mother  of  Sisera,  mid 
wailed  through  the  lattice,  Why  loiters  his  chariot  so  long? 
why  tarry7  the  wheels  of  his  vehicles  ? 

29  The  wise  among  her  ladies  answer  her,  yea,  she  returns 
answer"  to  herself; 

30  Shall  they  not  find  and  divide  the  prey ;  to  every  man  a 
damsel  or  two  P5  to  Sisera  a  prey  of  divers  colours,  a  prey 
of  divers  colours  of  embroidery,  of  divers  colours  of  a  pair 
of  embroideries,  meet  for  the  necks  of  them  that  take  the 
spoil. 

31  So  let  all  thine  enemies  perish,  O  Eternal:  but  let  them 
that  love  him  be  as  the  sun  when  he  goeth  forth  in  his 
might.  And  the  land  was  quiet  forty  years. 

Chap.  VL 

1  Ann  the  children  of  Israel  did  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Eternal;  and  the  Eternal  gave  them  into  the  hand  of 

2  Midinn  seven  years.  And  the  hand  of  Midian  prevailed 
a'laiust  Israel :  and  because  of  the  Midianites  the  children 
of  Israel  made  them  the  dens  which  are  in  the  mountains, 

’struck.  Mieels.  3  airsiug  ye  shad  curse.  *  sent.  s  charged.  s  robbed, 

7  stop.  s  sayings.  *  a  womb  or  two  wombs  for  the  head  of  an  adult  man. 
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3  and  caves,  and  strong  bolds.  And  so  it  was,  when  Israel 
bad  sown,  that  Midian  came  up,  and  Atnalek,  and  the 
children  of  the  east,  even  they  came  up  against  them ; 

4  And  they  encamped  against  them,  and  destroyed1  the  pro¬ 
duce  of  the  earth,  till  thou  come  unto  Gaza j  and  suffered 
no  sustenance  to  remain  for  Israel,  neither  any  of  the  dock, 

5  herd,  nor  an  ass.  For  they  came  up  with  their  cattle,  and 
their  tents,  and  they  came  os  locusts  for  multitude:  for 
both  they  and  their  camels  were  without  number:  and 

6  they  entered  into  the  hind  to  destroy1  it  And  Israel  was 
greatly  impoverished  because  of  Midiau ;  and  the  children 

7  of  Israel  cried  unto  the  Eternal.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  the  children  of  Israel  cried  unto  the  Eternal  because 

8  of  Midiau,  That  the  Eternal  sent  a  man,  a  prophet,  "unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  he  said  unto  them.  Thus  suith 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  1  brought  you  up  from  Egypt, 

9  and  brought  you  forth  out  of  the  house  of  servants ;  And 
I  delivered  you  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Egyptians,  and  out 
of  the  hand  of  all  your  oppressors,  and  drove  them  out 

10  from  before  you,  and  gave  you  their  land:  And  I  said 
unto  you,  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God;  fear  not  the  gods 
of  the  Amoritc,  in  whose  land  ye  abide:  but  ye  have  not 

1 1  obeyed  my  voice.  And  there  came  an  angel3  of  the  Eternal, 
and  sat  under  the  terebinth,  which  uku  in  Opbrah,  that 
pertained  unto  Joash  the  Abi-ezrite;  and  his  son  Gideon 
threshed4  wheat  in  the  wine-press,  to  hide  it9  from  Midian. 

12  And  the  angel3  of  the  Eternal  appeared  unto  him,  and 
said  unto  him,  The  Eternal  is  with  thee,  thou  hero  of  the 

13  force.  And  Gideon  said  unto  him,  Oh,  my  Lord,  if  the 
Eternal  be  with  us,  wherefore  then  is  all  this  befallen3  us? 
and  where  arc  all  his  wonderful  things  which  our  fathers 
related  to  us,  saying,  Did  not  the  Eternal  bring  us  up  from 
Egypt?  but  now  the  Eternal  hath  forsaken7  us,  and  given 

14  us  into  the  hands8  of  Midian.  And  the  Eternal  turned 
to  him,  and  said,  Go  in  this  thy  streugth,  and  thou  shalt 
save  Israel  from  the  hand8 of  Midian:'  have  not  I  sent 

15  thee?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Oh,  my  Lord,  wherewith 
shall  I  save  Israel?  behold,  my  family**  is  the  most  indi¬ 
gent  in  Manasseh,  and  I  am  the  youngest  in  my  father's 

16  house.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him,  Surely  I  will  be 
with  thee,  and  thou  slialt  smite  Midian  as  one  man.

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17  And  he  said  unto  him,  If  now  I  have  found  favour  in

18  me.  Depart  not  hence,  I  pray  thee,  until  I  come  unto 
thee,  ana  bring  forth  my  present*,  and  place  it  before 

19  thee.  And  he  said,  I  wifi  abide  until  thou  return.  And 
Gideon  went  in,  and  made  ready  a  kid  of  goats,  and 
unleavened  cakes  of  an  ephah  of  meal :  the  flesh  he  put 
in  the  basket,  and  he  put  the  broth  in  the  pot,  and 
brought  it  ont  unto  him  under  the  terebinth,  and  reached 

20  it  him*  And  the  angel3  of  God  said  unto  him.  Take 
the  flesh  and  the  unleavened  cakes,  and  place  them  upon 
this  rock,  and  pour4  out  the  broth.  And  he  did  so. 

21  Then  the  angel3  of  the  Eternal  put  forth3  the  extremity 
of  his  staff,6  that  was  in  his  hand,  and  touched  the  flesh 
and  the  unleavened  cakes;  and  there  rose  up  fire  out  of 
the  crag,  and  consumed7  the  flesh  and  the  unleavened 
cakes.  Then  the  angel3  of  the  Eternal  went  ont  of  his 

22  sight.6  And  when  Gideon  saw  that  he  was  an  angel3  of 
the  Eternal,  Gideon  said,  Alas,  O  Lord  Eternal!  for 
because  I  have  seen  an  angel3  of  the  Eternal  face  to  face. 

23  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him,  Peace  be  unto  thee;  fear 

24  not :  thou  shalt  not  die.  Then  Gideon  built  an  altar  there 
unto  the  Eternal,  and  called  it  Adonai-shalom ;  unto  this 

25  day  it  is  yet  in  Ophrah  of  the  Abi-ezrite.  And  it  came  to 
pass  the  same  night,  that  the  Eternal  said  unto  him.  Take 
thy  fa tlier’s  bull  of  the  herd ;  aud  the  second  bull  of  seven 
years  old,  aud  pull  down  the  altar  of  Baal  that  thy  lather 

26  hath,  and  cut  down  the  grove6  that  is  hy  it ;  And  build 
an  altar  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God  upon  the  toplg  of  this 
rock,’1  in  the  row,  and  take  the  seconu  bull,  and  bring  it  up 
for  a  burnt-sacrifice  with  the  wood  of  the  grove6  which  thou 

27  shalt  cut  down.  Then  Gideon  took  ten  men  of  his  ser¬ 
vants,  and  did  as  the  Eternal  had  spoken  unto  him ;  and 
30  it  was,  because  he  feared  his  father’s  house hold,  aud  the 
men  of  the  city,  that  he  could  not  do  it  by  day,  thut  he

31  because  he  hath  cut  down  the  grove1  that  was  by  it.  And 
Joash  said  unto  all  that  stood  against  him.  Will  ye  plead" 
for  Baal?  will  ye  save  him?  he  that  will  plead3  for  him, 
let  him  be  put  to  death  whilst  it  is  yet  morning ;  if  he  be  a 
god,  let  him  plead3  for  himself  because  one  hath  cast  down 

32  His  altar.  Therefore  on  that  day  he  called  him  Jerubbaal, 
saying.  Let  Baal  plead3  against  him  because  one  hath  cast 

33  down  his  altar.  Then  all  Midian,  and  Amalek,  and  the 
children  of,  the  east,  were  gathered  together,  and  passed 

34  over,  and  encamped  in  the  valley  of  Jczrecl.  But  the 
Spirit  of  the  Eternal  came3  upon  Gideon,  and  he  blew4  a 

35  cornet;  and  Abi-ezer  was  summoned  to  him.  And  he 
sent  messengers  throughout  all  Manas sch ;  who  also  was 
summoned  to  him  :  and  he  sent  messengers  unto  Asher, 
aud  unto  Zcbulnn,  and  unto  N  aph  tali ;  and  they  came  up 

36  towards  them.  And  Gideon  said  unto  God,  If  thou  wilt 

37  save  Israel  by  mine  hand,  as  thou  hast  spoken,  Behold,  I 
will  put  a  fleece  of  wool  in  the  threshing-floor ;  and  if  the 
dew  be  on  the  fleece  only,  and  it  be  dry*  npon  the  earth 
beside,  then  shall  1  know  that  thou  wilt  save  Israel  by  mine 

38  band,  os  thou  hast  said.  And  it  was  so :  for  he  rose  up 
early  on  the  morrow,  and  compressed  the  fleece,  and 
wringed  the  dew  out  of  the  fleece,  a  dish  full  of  water. 

39  And  Gideon  said  unto  God,  Let  not  thy  wrath  glow 
against  me,  and  I  will  speak  but  this  once ;  Let  me  try  I 
pray,  but  this  once  with  the  fleece;  let  it  now  be  dry3 
only  upon  the  fleece,  and  upon  all  the  ground6  let  there  be 

40  dew.  And  God  did  so  that  night ;  for  it  was  dry9  upon 
the  fleece  only,  and  there  was  dew  on  all  the  ground.6 

Chap.  VIL 

1  Then  Jerubbaal,  who  is  Gideon,  aud  all  the  people  fh*t 
were  with  him,  rose  up  early,  and  encamped  beside  the 
fountain7  of  Harod :  so  that  the  camp  of  Midian  was  on 
the  north  of  them,  by  the  hill  of  Morch,  in  the  valley. 

2  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Gideon,  The  people  that  are 
with  thee  are  too  numerous  for  me  to  give  Midian  into 

’happy one.  2  quarrel.  3 clothed.  4 filed.  s drought.  6 earth.  7 eye. 
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their  hands,  lest  Israel  glorify  themselves  against  me,  gay- 

3  ing,  Mine  own  hand  hath  saved  me.  Now,  therefore,  go, 
call  iu  the  ears  of  the  people,  saying.  Whosoever  is  fearful 
and  trembling,  let  him  return,  and  depart  early ^  from 
mount  Gilead :  and  there  returned  of  the  people  twenty 
and  two  thousand,  and  there  remained  ten  thousand 

4  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Gideon,  The  people  are  yet 
too  numerous ;  bring  them  down  unto  the  water,  and  I 
will  try1  them  for  thee  there:  aud  it  shall  be,  that  of  whom 
I  say  unto  thee,  This  shall  go  with  thee,  the  same  shall  go 
with  thee ;  and  of  whomsoever  I  say  unto  thee,  This  shall 

5  not  go  with  thee,  the  same  shall  not  go.  So  he  brought 
down  the  people  unto  the  water :  and  the  Eternal  said 
unto  Gideon,  Every  one  that  lappeth  of  the  water  with 
his  tongue,  as  a  dog  lappeth,  him  shalt  thou  set  by  him¬ 
self:  likewise  every  one  that  stoopeth  down  upon  his 

6  knees  to  drink.  And  the  number  of  them  that  lapped, 
putting  their  band  to  their  mouth,  were  three  hundred 
men :  but  all  the  rest  of  the  people  stooped  down  upon 

7  their  knees  to  drink  water.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
Gideon,  By  the  three  hundred  men  that  lapped  will  I  save 
you,  and  give  Midian  into  thy  hand:  and  let  all  the  other 

8  people  go  every  man  unto  bis  place.  And  they  took  the 
provisions  of  the  people  in  their  hand,  and  their  comets: 
and  he  sent  away  every  man  of  Israel,  every  man  unto 
his  tent,  and  retained2  those  three  hundred  men.  And 

9  the  camp  of  Midian  was  beneath  him  in  the  valley.  And 
it  came  to  pass  the  same  night,  that  the  Eternal  said  unto 
him,  Arise,  go  down  unto  the  camp ;  for  I  have  given  it 

10  into  thy  hand.  But  if  thou  fear  to  go  down,  go  thou  with 

1 1  Phurnh  thy  lad  down  to  the  camp ;  And  thou  shalt  hear 
what  they  speak;  and  afterwards  shall  thy  hands  be 
strengthened  to  go  down  unto  the  camp.  Then  went  he 
down  with  Phurah  his  lad  unto  the  extremity  of  the 

12  equipped  mm  that  were  in  the  camp.  And  Midian,  and 
Amalck,  and  all  the  children  of  the  east,  lay3  along  in  the 
valley  like  locusts  for  multitude;  and  their  camels  * cere 
without  number,  as  the  sand  by  the  sea-side4  for  multitude. 

13  And  when  Gideon  was  come,  behold,  there  was  a  man  that 
related  a  dream  unto  his  fellow',  and  said.  Behold,  I  dreamed 
a  dream,  and,  lo,  a  cakcjj  of  barley-bread  turned  itself  into 
the  camp  of  Midian,  and  came  unto  the  lent,  and  smote  it 

14  that  it  fell,  and  overturned  it,  so  that  the  tent  fell.  And 
his  fellow  answered  and  said,  This  is  nothing  else  save  the 

1  refine.  2  laid  hold  of.  1  fell.  1  tqi. 
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sword  of  Gideon  the  eon  of  Joaah,  a  man  of  Israel :  for 
into  his  hand  hath  God  given  Midion,  and  all  the  cainp. 

15  And  it  was  so,  when  Gideon  heard  the  telling1  of  the 
dream,  and  the  interpretation!  thereof,  that  he  prostrated 
himself,  and  returned  into  the  camp  of  Israel,  and  said. 
Arise ;  for  the  Eternal  hath  given  into  jour  hand  the 

16  camp  of  Midian.  And  he  divided  the  three  hundred  men 
into  tliree  companies,3  and  he  gave  comets  in  the  hands 
of  all,  with  empty  pitchers,  and  torches  within  the 

1 7  pitchers.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Look9  on  me,  and  do 
likewise :  and  behold,  when  I  come  to  the  extremity  of 

18  the  camp,  it  shall  be,  that  as  I  do,  so  shall  jc  do.  When 
I  blow4  with  a  cornet,  I  and  all  that  am.  with  mo,  then 
blow4  ye  the  comets  also  round  about  all  the  camp,  and 

1 9  say,  For  the  Eternal  and  for  Gideon.  So  Gideon,  and  the 
hundred  men  that  were  with  him,  came  unto  the  extremity 
of  the  camp,  in  the  beginning5  of  the  middle  watch ;  and 
they  had  but  newly  set?  the  watches :  and  they  blew*  the 
comets,  and  brake  the  pitchers  that  mere  in  their  hands. 

20  And  the  three  companies  blew0  the  cornels,  and  broke  the 
pitchers,  and  laid  hold  with  their  left  hands  on  the  torches, 
and  tile  comets  were  in  their  right  hands  to  blow4  withal, 
and  tbey  called,  The  sword  of  the  Eternal  and  of  Gideon. 

21  And  they  stood  every  man  in  his  place9  round  about  the 
camp,  and  all  the  host10  ran,  and  cried,11  and  ran  away. 

22  And  the  three  hundred  hlew?  the  comets,  and  the  Eternal 
set18  every  man’s  sword  against  his  fellow,  even  throughout 
all  the  camp:  and  the  host10  ran  away  to  Beth-shittah  in 
Zererath,  and  to  the  border13  of  Abel-meholah,  unto  Tab- 

23  bath.  And  the  men  of  Israel  were  summoned  out  of 
Naphtali,  and  out  of  Asher,  and  out  of  all  Manassch,  and 

24  pursued  after  Midian.  And  Gideon  sent  messengers 
throughout  all  Mount  Ephraim,  saying,  Come  down  towards 
MidiaD,  and  take14  before  them  tne  water  unto  Beth-barah 
and  the  Jordan.  Then  all  the  men  of  Ephraim  were 
summoned,  and  took13  the  water  unto  Beth-harah  and 

25  the  Jordan.  And  they  took15  two  officers  of  Midian, 

1  Dumber*  *  beads*  *  see*  4  Gx*  *  bead  *  raising  they  had  raised*  ?  fixed* 

*  heads  fixed*  0  beneath  him*  l(i  camp.  11  dinned.  11  put  13  lip. 

H  conquer.  n  conquered* 
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Oreb  and  Zeeb ;  and  they  slew  Oreb  upon  the  crag  Oreb, 
and  Zeeb  they  slew  at  the  wine-vat  of  Zeeb,  and  pursued 
Midian,  and  brought  the  heads  of  Oreb  and  Zeeb  to 
Gideon  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan. 

Chap.  VIIL 

1  And  the  men  of  Epbrahn  said  unto  him,  What  is  the  thing 
thou  hast  done  unto  us ,  that  thou  calledst  us  not  when 
thou  wentest  to  fight  with  Midian  ?  And  they  quarrelled 

2  with  him  sharply*1  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  have  I 
done  now  in  comparison  of  you?2  Ia  not  the  gleaning  of 
the  grapes  of  Ephraim  better  than  the  vintage  of  Abi-ezer? 

3  God  hath  given  into  your  hands  the  officers  of  Midian, 
Oreh  and  Zeeb :  and  what  was  I  able  to  do  in  comparison 
of  you?2  Then  their  anger  was  abated9  towards  him,  when 

4  he  had  spoken  this  word.  And  Gideon  came  to  the 
Jordan,  and  passed  over,  he  and  the  three  hundred  men 

5  that  were  with  him,  hunt,  yet  pursuing  them.  And  he  said 
unto  the  men  of  Succoth,  Give,  I  pray  yon,  loaves4  of 
bread  unto  the  people  that  are  at  my  feet;  for  they  are 
faint,  and  I  am  pursuing  after  Zebah  and  Zalmunna, 

6  kings  of  Midian.  And  the  officers  of  Succoth  said,  Are 
the  hands5  of  Zebah  and  Zalmunna  now  in  thy  hand,  that 

7  we  should  give  bread  unto  thy  host  ?  And  Gideon  said. 
Therefore,  when  the  Eternal  hath  given  Zebah  and  Zal¬ 
munna  into  my  hand,  then  I  will  tear0  your  flesh  with  the 

8  thorns  of  die  desert  and  Avith  the  briers. j|  And  he  went  up 
thence  to  Pcnucl,  and  spake  unto  them  likewise  :  and  the 
men  of  Penucl  answered  him  as  the  men  of  Succoth  had 

9  answered  him.  And  he  spake  also  unto  the  men  of  Penuel, 
saying,  When  I  return  in  peace,  I  will  pull  down  this 

10  tower.  Now  Zebah  and  Zalmunna  were  in  Karkor,  and 
their  camps  with  them,  about  fifteen  thousand  men,  all  that 
were  left  of  all  the  camp  of  the  children  of  the  cast :  for 
there  fell  a  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  men  that  drew 

1 1  sword.  And  G  idcon  went  up  by  the  way  of  them  that 
dwell  in  tents,  on  the  east  of  Nobah  and  Jogbehah,  and 

12  smote  the  camp:  for  the  camp  was  secure.  And  when 
Zebah  and  Zalmunna  ran  away,  he  pursued  after  them, 
and  took7  the  two  kings  of  Midian,  Zebah  and  Zalmunna, 

13  and  frightened  away  all  the  camp.  And  Gideon,  the  son  of 
J  oash,  returned  from  the  war  before  the  solar  orb  was  up,j| 

14  And  caught7  a  lad  of  the  men  of  Succoth,  and  asked  him: 


1  with  strength.  *  Like  you. 
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and  he  wrote  down  for  him  the  officers  of  Succoth,  and 
the  elders  thereof  even  threescore  and  seventeen  men. 

15  And  he  came  unto  the  men  of  Succoth,  and  said.  Behold 
Zebah  and  Zalmunna,  with  whom  ye  did  reproach  me, 
saying.  Are  the  hands1  of  Zebah  and  Zalmunna  now  in 
tby  hand,  that  we  should  give  bread  unto  thy  men  that 

1 6  arc  faint  ?  And  he  took  the  elders  of  the  city,  and  thorns 
of  the  desert  and  the  briers^  and  with  them  he  taught|  the 

17  men  of  Succoth.  And  he  pulled  down  the  tower  of  PenueL, 

18  and  slew  the  men  of  the  city.  Then  said  he  unto  Zebah 
and  Zalmunna,  What  maimer  of  men  were  thet^  whom  ye 
slew  at  Tabor  ?  And  they  answered.  As  thou  art,  so  were 

1 8  they ;  each  one  had  the  form  of  children  of  the  king.  And 
he  said.  They  were  my  brethren,  even  the  sons  of  my 
mother:  as  the  Eternal  liveth,  if  ye  had  kept  them  alive, 

20  I  would  not  slay  you.  And  he  said  unto  Jetlier  his  first¬ 
born,  Arise,  ana  slay  them:  but  the  lad  drew  not  his 

21  sword ;  for  he  feared,  because  he  was  yet  a  lad.  Then 
Zebah  and  Zalmunna  said,  Arise  thou,  and  fall  upon3  us : 
for  as  the  man  is,  so  is  his  might.  And  Gideon  arose, 
and  slew  Zebah  and  Zalmunna,  and  took  away  the  cres¬ 
cent-shaped  ornaments  that  were  on  their  camels*  necks. 

22  Then  the  men  of  .Israel  said  unto  Gideon,  Govern  thou 
over  us,  both  thou  and  thy  son,  and  thy  son’s  son  also ;  for 

23  thou  hast  saved  u$  from  the  hand  of  JVudian.  And  Gideon 
said  unto  them,  I  will  not  govern  over  you,  neither  shall 
my  son  govern  over  you;  the  Eternal  shall  govern  over 

24  you.  And  Gideon  said  unto  them,  I  would  ask  a  request 
of  you,  that  ye  would  give  me  every  man  the  pendant  of 
his  spoil :  for  they  had  golden  pendants,  because  they  were 

25  Ishmaelites.  And  they  answered.  We  will  willingly  give 
them ,4  And  they  spread  the  upper-garment,  and  did  cast 

26  therein  every  man  the  pendants  or  his  spoil.  And  the 
weight  of  the  golden  pendants  that  he  asked  for  was  a  thou¬ 
sand  and  seven  hundred  shekels  of  gold,  besides  the  crcs- 
cent-sh&ped  ornaments,  and  ear-drops,D  and  red-purple 
garments  that  were  on  the  kings  of  Miuian,  and  besides  the 

27  chains  that  were  about  their  camels’  necks.  And  Gideon 
made  an  ephod  thereof,  and  set  it  in  his  city,  even  in 
Ophrah ;  and  all  Israel  went  thither  a  whoring  after  it : 
and  it  became  a  snare  unto  Gideon,  and  to  his  house. 

28  Thus  was  Midian  humbled  before  the  children  of  Israel, 

1  hollow.  *  who*  ire  the  men.  3  meet.  4  giving  we  will  give. 
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so  that  they  lifted  up  their  heads  no  more  :*  and  the  coun- 

29  try  was  quiet  forty  years  iu  the  days  of  Gideon.  And 
Jerubbaal,  the  sou  of  Joash,  went  and  abode  in  his  otm 

30  house.  And  Gideon  had  threescore  and  ten  sons  of  his 

31  body  begotten:8  for  he  had  many  wives.  And  his  concu¬ 
bine,  that  was  in  Shechem,  she  also  bare  him  a  sou,  and 

32  be  called9  his  name  Abimelech.  And  Gideon,  the  son  of 
Joash,  died  in  a  good  old  age,4  and  was  buried  in  the 
burying-place  of  Joash  his  father,  in  Ophrah  of  the  Abi- 

33  ezrites.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  soon  as  Gideon  was 
dead,  that  the  children  of  Israel  turned  again,3  and  went  a 
whoring  after  the  Baalim,  and  made9  Baal-berith  their  god. 

34  And  the  children  of  Israel  remembered  not  the  Eternal 
their  God,  who  had  delivered  them  out  of  the  hands  of  all 

35  their  enemies  round  about.  Neither  shewed6  they  mercy 
to  the  house  of  Jerabhaal,  namely  Gideon,  according  to 
all  the  goodness  which  be  had  shewed7  unto  Israel, 

Chap.  IX. 

1  And  Abimelech,  the  son  of  Jerubbaal,  went  to  Shechem 
unto  his  mother's  brethren,  and  Bpake  to  them,  and  to  all 
the  family  of  the  house  of  his  mother's  father,  saying, 

2  Pray  speak,  in  the  ears  of  all  tbe  men®  of  Shechem, 
Whether  it  u  better  for  you  either  that  threescore  and  ten 
men,  all  the  sons  of  Jerubbaal,  reign  over  you,  or  that  one 
man  reign  over  you  ?  remember  also  that  I  am  your  bone 

3  and  your  flesh.  And  his  mother’s  brethren  spake  of  him 
in  tbe  ears  of  all  the  men8  of  Shechem  all  these  words : 
and  their  hearts  inclined  after  Abimelech j  for  they  said, 

4  He  is  our  brother.  And  they  gave  him  threescore  and 
ten  pieces  of  silver  out  of  the  house  of  Baal-berith ;  where¬ 
with  Abimelech  hired  empty  and  light  person^  who  went 

5  after  him.  And  he  went  unto  his  father’s  house  at  Oph¬ 
rah,  and  slew  his  brethren,  tbe  sons  of  Jerubbaal,  being 
threescore  and  ten  persons  upon  one  stone :  notwithstand¬ 
ing,  yet  Joth&m,  the  youngest0  son  of  Jerubbaal,  was  left : 

6  for  he  was  hidden.  And  all  the  men®  of  Shechem  gathered 
together,  and  all  the  house  of  Millo,  and  went  and  made 
Abimelech  king,  by  the  oak  of  Mutsab  that  v> as  in  She- 

7  chem.  And  when  they  told  it  to  Jotbam,  he  went  and 
stood  in  the  top18  of  mount  Gerizim,  and  lifted  up  his 
voice,  and  called,  and  said  unto  them.  Hearken  unto  me, 

1  continued  not.  *  coming  out  of  his  thigh.  *  put,  *  grey  bain.  *  returned. 

*  did.  7  done.  ‘  owners.  *  little.  *®  b«d. 
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ye  men1  of  Shechem,  that  God  may  hearken  unto  you. 
8  The  trees  went  forth6  on  a  time  to  anoint  a  king  over  them : 

and  they  said  unto  the  olive-tree.  Reign  thou  over  us. 
8  Rut  the  olive-tree  said  unto  them,  Should  I  leave3  my 
fatness,4  wherewith  by  me  they  honour  God  and  man, 
0  and  go  to  move  over  the  trees  ?  And  the  trees  said  to  the 

1  fig-tree,  Come  thou,  and  reign  over  us.  But  the  fig-tree 
said  unto  them,  Should  I  forsake  my  sweetness,  and  my 

2  good  produce,  and  go  to  move  above  the  trees  ?  Then 
said  the  trees  unto  the  vine,  Come  thou,  and  reign  over 

3  us.  And  the  vine  said  unto  them,  Should  I  leave3  my 
must,  which  cheerelh  God  and  man,  and  go  to  move  above 

4  the  trees  ?  Then  said  all  the  trees  unto  the  blackthorn, 

5  Come  thou,  and  reign  over  us.  And  the  blackthorn  said 
unto  the  trees.  If  in  truth  ye  anoint  me  king  over  you, 
then  come  and  trust  in  my  shadow ;  and  if  not,  let  fire 
come  out  of  the  blackthorn,  and  devour*  the  cedars  of 

16  Lebanon.  Now  therefore,  if  ye  have  acted*  with  truth 
and  integrity7  in  that  ye  have  made  Abimelech  king,  and 
if  ye  have  done  good  to  Jerubbaal  and  his  house,  and  have 
done  unto  him  according  to  the  deserving0  of  bis  hands ; 

17  For  my  father  fought  for  you,  and  adventured^  his  life 

18  far,10  and  delivered  you  out  of  die  hand  of  Midian ;  And 
ye  are  risen  up  against  my  father’s  house  this  day,  and 
have  slain  his  sons,  threescore  and  ten  men  upon  one 
stone,  and  have  made  Abimelech,  the  son  of  his  hand¬ 
maid,  king  over  the  men  of  Shechem,  because  he  is  your 

19  brother;  If  ye  then  have  dealt* with  truth  and  integrity7 
with  Jeruhbaal  and  with  his  house  this  day,  then  rejoice 

20  ye  in  Abimelech,  and  let  him  also  rejoice  in  you ;  But  if 
not,  let  fire  come  out  from  Abimelech,  ami  devour*  the 
men1  of  Shechem  and  Bet  Millo ;  and  let  fire  come  out 
from  the  men1  of  Shechem,  and  from  Bet  Millo,  and 

21  devour5  Abimelech.  And  Jotham  fied  and  ran  away,  and 
went  to  Beer,  and  abode  there,  for  fear11  of  Abimelech  his 

22  brother.  And  Abimelech  held  sway  three  years  over 

23  Israel,  And  God  sent  an  evil  spirit  between  Abimelech 
and  die  men1  of  Shechem ;  and  the  men1  of  Shechem 

24  dealt  treacherously  with-  Abimelech;  Tliat  the  violence 
done  to  the  threescore  and  ten  sons  of  Jerubbaal  might 

1  owners.  *  going  they  went.  1  ceue.  4  ashes  of  fat.  *  eat.  *  done.  7  per¬ 
fection.  *  requital,  *  emit.  14  from  opposite.  11  from  the  face. 
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come,  and  their  blood  be  laid1  upon  Abimelech  their 
brother,  who  slew  them ;  and  upon  the  men8  of  Shecbem, 
who  strengthened  his  hands  in  the  slaying  of  his  brethren. 

25  And  the  men*  of  Shechem  put  liers  in  wait  for  him  in  the 
tops1  of  the  mountains,  ana  they  robbed  all  that  passed 
along  that  way  by  them:  and  it  was  told  Abimelech. 

26  And  Goal,  the  son  of  Ebed,  came  with  his  brethren,  and 
passed  over  to  Shechem :  '  and  the  men8  of  Shechem 

27  trusted  in  him.  And  they  went  out  into  the  fields,  and 
gathered  the  vintage  in  their  vineyards^  and  trode  the 
grapes,  and  made  merry,*  and  went  into  the  house  of  their 
god,  and  did  eat  and  drink,  and  execrated  Abimelech. 

28  And  Gaal,  the  son  of  Ebed,  said.  Who  w  Abimelech,  and 
who  is  Shechem,  that  we  should  serve  him  ?  Is  not  he 
the  son  of  Jerubbaal  ?  and  Zebul  his  overseer?  Serve  the 
men  of  Hamor,  the  father  of  Shechem ;  for  why  should 

29  we  even  we  serve  him?  And  would  that  this  people  were 
under  my  hand!5  then  would  I  remove  Abimelech.  And 
he  said  to  Abimelech,  Increase  thy  host,  and  come  out. 

30  And  when  Zebul,  the  officer  of  die  city,  heard  tbe  words 

31  of  Gaal,  the  son  of  Ebed,  his  wrath  glowed.  Aud  he 
sent  messengers  unto  Abimelech  in  Tormah,  saying, 
Behold,  Gaal  the  son  of  Ebed,  and  his  brethren,  are  come 
to  Shechem;  and,  behold,  they  fortify*  the  city  against 

32  thee.  Now,  therefore,  arise  hy  night,  thou  and  the  people 

33  that  is  with  thee,  and  lie  in  wait  in  the  field :  And  it  shall 
be,  Uutt  in  the  morning,  as  soon  as  the  sun  shineth,  thou 
ah  alt  rise  early,  and  set7  upon  the  city :  and,  behold,  when 
he  and  the  people  that  is  with  him  come  out  against  thee, 
then  rnayest  thou  do  to  them  as  thy  hand  shall  be  able.8 

34  And  Abimelech  rose  up,  and  all  the  people  that  were  with 
him,  by  night,  and  they  laid  wait  against  Shechem  in  four 

35  companies.1  And  Gaal,  the  son  of  Ebed,  went  out,  and 
stood  in  the  entrance  of  the  gate  of  the  city :  and  Ahime- 
leeh  rose  up,  and  the  people  that  were  with  him,  from  the 

36  ambush.  And  when  Gaal  saw  the  people,  he  said  to 
Zebul,  Behold,  there  come  people  down  from  the  tops1  of 
the  mountains.  And  Zebul  said  unto  him.  Thou  seest  the 

37  Bhadow  of  the  mountains  as  if  they  were  men.  And  Gaal 
continued  to  speak,  and  said.  See,  there  come  people  down 
by  the  summit  of  the  land,  and  another  company10  come 

1  put,  a  owners,  *  heads.  4  praises*  *  And  who  will  give  this  people  into 
my  liaud.  6  besiege*  7  unfold.  *  fiudeth*  w  one  bead. 
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38  along  by  the  eak  of  Meonenim.  Then  said  Zebul  unto 
him.  Where  u  now  thy  mouth,  wherewith  thou  saidst.  Who 
is  Abimelech,  that  we  should  serve  him  ?  Is  not  this  the 
people  that  thou  hast  despised?  go  out,  pray,  and  fight 

39  with  them.  And  Gaal  went  out  before  the  men1  of  She- 

40  chem,  and  fought  with  Abimelech.  And  Abimelech 
pursued  him,  and  he  ran  away  before  him ;  and  many  fell 

41  stubbed  to  death,  even  unto  the  entrance  of  the  gate.  And 
Abimelech  abode  at  Arumah :  and  Zebul  drove  out  Gaal 
and  his  brethren,  that  they  should  not  abide3  in  Shechem. 

42  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow  that  the  people  went 

43  out  into  the  field;  and  they  told  Abimelech.  And  lie  took 
the  people  and  divided  them  into  three  companies,3  and 
laid  wait  in  the  field,  and  saw,  and,  behold,  the  people 
were  come  forth  out  of  the  city ;  and  he  rose  up  against 

44  them,  and  smote  them.  And  Abimelech,  and  the  com¬ 
pany3  tbat  was  with  him,  rushed  forward,4  and  stood  in 
the  entrance  of  the  gate  of  the  city :  and  the  two  other 
companies3  ran4  upon  all  that  were  in  the  field,  and  smote 

45  them.  And  Abimelech  fought  against  the  city  all  that 
day :  and  he  conquered  the  city,  and  slew  the  people  that 
teas  therein,  and  pulled  down  the  city,  and  sowed  it  with 

46  salt.  And  when  all  the  owners  of  the  tower  of  Shechem 
heard  that,  they  entered  into  a  holdlj  of  the  house  of  the 

47  god  Berith.  And  it  was  told  Abimelech  that  all  the 

48  owners  of  the  tower  of  Shechem  had  congregated.  And 
Abimelech  went  up  to  mount  Zalmon,  he  and  all  the 
people  that  were  with  him ;  and  Abimelech  took  the  axes 
in  his  band,  and  cut  off  a  bough  from  the  trees,  and  carried 
it,  and  laid  it  on  his  shoulder,  and  said  unto  the  people 
that  were  with  him.  What  ye  have  seen  that  I  have  done, 

49  make  haste,  and  do  like  me.  And  all  the  people  likewise 
cut  off  every  man  his  bough,  and  went  after  Abimelech, 
and  put  tfiem  to  the  hold,||  and  set  the  hold||  on  fire  upon 
them ;  so  that  all  the  owners  of  the  tower  of  Shechem  died 

50  also,  about  a  thousand  men  and  women.  Then  went 
Abimelech  to  Thebes  and  encamped  against  Thebcz,  and 

51  conquered  it  But  there  was  a  tower  of  strength3  in  the 
midst  of  the  city,  and  thither  fled6  all  the  men  and  women, 
and  all  they7  of  the  city,  and  shut  it  to  them,  and  went  up 

52  to  the  roof  of  the  tower.  And  Abimelech  came  unto  the 

1  owners.  1  from  ahMinj.  *  beads.  1  unfolded  *  power.  0  ran  away. 

7  the  owners. 
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tower,  and  fought  against  it,  and  stepped  unto  the  entrance 

53  of  the  tower  to  burn  it  with  fire.  And  a  certain  woman  cast 

54  an  upper  millstone  upon  Abimelech’s  head,  and  shivered  his 
scull.  Then  he  called  hastily  unto  the  young  man1  his  ar¬ 
mour-bearer,8  and  said  unto  him.  Draw  thy  sword,  and  kill 
me,tbatfnensaynotofme,  A  woman  slew  him.  And  his  young 

55  man1  thrust  him  through,  and  he  died.  And  when  the  men  of 
Israel  saw  that  Abimelech  was  dead,  they  went  every  man 

56  unto  his  place.  Thus  God  rendered1  the  evil  of  Ahimelech 
which  he  did  unto  his  father,  in  slaying  his  seventy 

57  brethren.  And  all  the  evil  of  the  men  of  Shechem  did 
God  render*  upon  their  heads :  and  upon  them  came  the 
curse  of  Jotham  the  son  of  JerubhaaL 

Chap.  X. 

1  And  after  Abimelech  there  arose,  to  save  Israel,  Tola  the 
son  of  Puah,  the  son  of  Dodo,  a  man  of  Issachar ;  and  he 

2  abode  in  Shamir  in  mount  Ephraim.  And  he  judged 
Israel  twenty  and  three  years,  and  died,  and  was  buried  in 

3  Shamir.  And  after  him  arose  Jair  a  Gileadite,  and  judged 

4  Israel  twenty  and  two  years.  And  he  had  thirty  sons  that 
rode  on  thirty  ass -colts,  and  they  had  thirty  caties  which 
are  called  Havoth-jair  unto  this  day,  which  are  in  the  land 

5  of  Gilead.  And  Jair  died,  and  was  buried  in  Camon. 

6  And  the  children  of  Israel  continued  to  do  evil  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  served  the  Baalim,  and  the  Ash- 
taroth,  and  the  gods  of  Syria,  and  the  gods  of  Zidon,  and 
the  gods  of  Mood,  and  the  gods  of  the  children  of  Ammon, 
and  the  gods  of  the  Philistines,  and  forsook  the  Eternal, 

7  nnd  served  not  him.  And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed 
against  Israel,  and  he  sold  them  into  the  hands  of  the 
Philistines,  and  into  the  hands  of  the  children  of  Ammon. 

8  And  they  vexed1  and  crushed  the  children  of  Israel  that 
year;  but  eighteen  years,  all  the  children  of  Israel  that 
were  on  the  other  side  of  the  Jordan,  in  the  land  of  the 

9  Amorite,  which  u  in  Gilead  ;  And  the  children  of 
Ammon  passed  over  the  Jordan  to  fight  also  against 
Judah,  and  against  Benjamin,  and  against  the  house  of 

10  Ephraim:  so  that  Israel  was  sore  distressed.  And  the 
children  of  Israel  cried  unto  the  Eternal,  saying.  We  have 
sinned  against  thee,  both  because  we  have  forsaken  our 

1  US.  a  the  bearer  erf  hit  Teasels.  3  restored.  *  restore.  1  dashed  in  pieces. 
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1 1  God,  and  also  served  the  Baalim.  And  the  Eternal  said 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  Did  not  I  delivei'  you  from 
Egypt,  and  from  the  Amorite,  from  the  children  of  Ammon, 

12  and  from  the  Philistines  ?  The  Zidonians  also,  and  Ama- 
lek,  and  Maon,  did  oppress  you ;  and  ye  cried  to  me,  and 

13  I  saved  you  out  of  their  hand.  Yet  ye  have  forsaken  me, 
and  served  other  gods :  I  will  not  continue  to  save  you. 

14  Go  and  cry  unto  the  gods  which  ye  have  chosen;  let 

15  them  save  you  in  the  time  of  your  distress.  And  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  .  Israel  said  unto  the  Eternal,  We  have  sinned,  do 
thou  unto  us  whatsoever  seemeth  good  in  thy  eyes :  deliver 

16  us  only,  we  pray  thee,  this  day.  And  they  removed  the 
strange  gods  from  among  them,  and  served  the  Eternal : 

17  and  his  soul  was  grieved*  for  the  trouble  of  Israel.  Then 
the  children  of  Ammon  were  summoned  together,  and 
encamped  in  Gilead :  and  the  children  of  Israel  assembled 

18  themselves  together,  and  encamped  in  Mizpeh.  And  the 
people  and  officers  of  Gilead  said  one  to  another,1 B  What 
man  is  he  that  will  begin  to  fight  against  the  children  of 
Ammon  ?  he  shall  he  head  over  all  the  inhabitants  of 
Gilead. 


Chap.  XL 

1  Now  Jcphthah  the  Gileadite  was  a  hero  of  force,  and  he 

2  was  the  son  of  a  harlot :  and  Gilead  begat  Jephthah.  And 
Gilead's  wife  liare  him  sons:  and  his  wife's  sons  grew  up, 
and  they  drove  away  Jephthah,  and  said  unto  him.  Thou 
shalt  not  inherit  in  our  father's  house ;  for  thou  art  the  son 

3  of  another  woman.  Then  Jephthah  fled  from  his  brethren, 
and  abode  in  the  land  of  Tob :  and  there  were  collected 

4  empty  men  to  Jephthah,  and  went  out  with  him.  And  it 
came  to  pass  in  process  of  time,3  that  the  children  of 

5  Ammon  fought  with  Israel.  And  it  was  so,  that  when  the 
children  of  Ammon  fought  with  Israel,  the  elders  of  Gilead 

6  went  to  fetch4  Jephthah  out  of  the  land  of  Toh :  And 
they  said  unto  Jephthah,  Como,  and  be  our  captain,  that 

7  we  may  fight  with  die  children  of  Ammon.  And  Jephthah 
said  unto  die  elders  of  Gilead,  Did  not  ye  hate  me,  and  drive 
meoutofmyfather’shousePandwhyarcyccomeuatome  now 

1  became  impatient,  short.  *  a  man  to  his  fcUow.  3  from  dare.  4  take, 
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8  when  ye  are  in  distress?  And  the  elders  of  Gilead  said 
unto  Jephthah,  Therefore  we  return  onto  thee  now,  that 
thou  mayest  go  with  us,  and  fight  against  the  children  of 
Ammon,  and  be  our  head  over  all  the  inhabitants  of  Gilead. 

9  And  Jephthah  said  unto  the  elders  of  Gilead,  If  ye  bring 
me  home  again1  to  fight  against  the  children  of  Ammon, 
and  the  Eternal  deliver9  them  before  me,  shall  I  be  your 

10  head  ?  And  the  elders  of  Gilead  said  unto  Jephthah,  The 
Eternal  be  witness3  between  us,  if  we  do  not  so  according 

1 1  to  thy  word.  Then  Jephthah  went  with  the  elders  of 
Gilead,  and  the  people  made4  him  head  and  captain  over 
them :  and  Jephthah  spake  all  his  words  before  the  Eternal 

12  in  Hizpch.  And  Jephthah  sent  messengers  unto  the  king 
of  the  children  of  Ammon,  saying,  What  hast  thou  to  do 
with  me,6  that  thou  art  come  against  me  to  fight  in  my 

13  land?  And  the  king  of  the  children  of  Ammon  answered 
unto  the  messengers  of  Jephthah,  Because  Israel  took 
away  my  land  when  they  camo  up  out  of  Egypt,  from 
Arnon  even  unto  tho  Jabbok,  and  unto  the  Jordan:  now, 

14  therefore,  restore  those  lands  again  peaceably.0  And 

3ithah  sent  messengers  again7  unto  the  king  of  the 
rea  of  Ammon,  And  said  unto  him.  Thus  saith 
Jephthah,  Israel  took  not  away  the  land  of  Moab,  nor  the 
16  land  of  the  children  of  Ammon :  Bnt  when  Israel  came 
up  from  Egypt,  and  walked  through  the  desert  unto  die 
17  Bed  Sea,*  and  came  to  Kadcsh;  Then  Israel  sent  mes¬ 
sengers  unto  the  king  of  Edom,  saying.  Let  me,  pray, 
pass  through  thy  land :  but  the  king  of  Edom  would  not 
hearken  thereto.  And  in  like  manner  they  sent  unto  the 
king  of  Moab  >  but  he  was  not  willing :  aud  Israel  abode 
18  in  Kodesh.  Then  they  went  along  through  tlic  desert, 
and  compassed  the  land  of  Edom  and  the  land  of  Moab, 
and  fame  by  the  east  side?  of  the  land  of  Moab,  aud  en¬ 
camped  on  the  other  Bide  of  Arnon,  but  came  not  within 
the  boundary  of  Moab :  for  Arnon  teas  the  boundary  of 
19  Moab.  And  Israel  sent  messengers  unto  Slhon  king  of 
the  Amorites,  the  king  of  Hcshbon ;  and  Israel  said  unto 
him,  Let  us  pass,  pray,  through  thy  land  unto  my  place. 
20  But  Sihon  trusted  not10  Israel  to  pass  through  his  boun¬ 
dary;  but  Sihon  gathered  all  his  people  together,  and 
21  encamped  in  Jahaz,  and  fought  against  Israel.  And 

1  restore  tue.  *  give*  3  hearer.  4  put,  *  what  is  imto  me  and  iliee  ? 
*  in  peace.  7  continued  further  to  scud.  sea  of  flags,  *  sunrise.  10  believed  not, 
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the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  gave  Sihan  and  all  his  people 
into  the  hand  of  Israel,  ana  they  smote  them :  bo  Israel 
possessed  all  the  land  of  the  Amorite,  the  inhabitant 

22  of  that  land.  And  they  possessed  all  the  boundaries  of  the 
Amorite,  from  Arnon  even  onto  the  Jabbok,  and  from  the 

23  desert  even  unto  the  Jordan.  So  now  the  Eternal  God  of 
Israel  hath  dispossessed  the  Amorite  from  before  his  people 

24  Israel,  and  shouidst  thou  possess  it?  Wilt  not  thou 
possess  that  which  Chemosh  thy  god  giveth  thee  to  possess? 
So  whomsoever  the  Eternal  our  God  shall  dispossess  from 

25  before  us,  them  will  we  possess.  And  now,  art  thou  any 
thing  better1  than  Balak  the  son  of  Zippor,  king  of  Moab? 
did  he  ever  quarrel  with  Israel,  or  did  nc  ever  light  against 

26  them.  While  Israel  abode  in  Heshbon  and  her  towns,9 
and  in  Aroer  and  her  towns,9  and  in  all  the  cities  that  are 
along  by  the  coasts3  of  Arnon,  three  hundred  years :  why 
therefore  did  ye  not  recover4  them  within  that  time? 

27  Wherefore  I  have  not  sinned  against  thee,  but  thou  doest 
me  evil  to  fight  against  me :  the  Eternal,  the  Judge,  be 
judge  this  day  between  the  children  of  Israel  and  the 

26  children  of  Ammon.  Howbcit  the  king  of  the  children  of 
Ammon  hearkened  not  unto  the  words  of  Jepbthah  which 

29  he  sent  him.  Then  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  came5  upon 
Jepbthah;  and  he  passed  over  Gilead  and  Manasseh,  and 
passed  over  Mizpeh  of  Gilead,  and  from  Mizpeli  of  Gilead 

30  he  passed  over  unto  the  children  of  Ammon.  And  Jeph- 
thah  vowed  a  vow  unto  the  Eternal,  and  said,  If  thou  shalt 
without  fail  give9  the  children  of  Ammon  into  mine  hands, 

3 1  Then  it  shall  be,  that  he  who  going  forth  cometh  out  of  the 
doors  of  my  house  towards  me,  when  I  return  in  peace  from 
the  children  of  Ammon,  shall  belong  to  the  Eternal,  and  I 

32  will  offer7  it  up  for  a  burnt-offering.  So  Jepbthah  passed 
over  unto  the  children  of  Ammon,  to  fight  against  them ; 

33  and  the  Eternal  gave  them  into  his  hands.  And  he  smote 
diem  from  Aroer,  even  till  thou  eomc  to  Minnith,  even 
twenty  cities,  and  unto  Abel  Keranim,  with  a  very  great 
slaughter.  Thus  the  children  of  Ammon  were  humbled 

34  before  the  children  of  Israel.  And  Jephthah  came  to 
Mizpeh  unto  his  house,  and,  behold,  his  daughter  came 
out  towards  him  with  tabrets  and  with  dances,  and  she 
toas  hit  only  child:  besides  her  he  had  neither  son  nor 

35  daughter.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  saw  her,  that  he 

1  better  betl*r.  s  daughters.  3  upon  tlie  hands.  4  deliver.  *  was.  5  giving 

thou  wilt  give.  1  briog. 
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rent  his  garments,  and  said,  Alas,  my  daughter  t  thou  hast 
laid  me  very  low,  and  thou  art  among  those  that  trouble 
me :  for  I  have  opened1  my  mouth  unto  the  Eternal,  and 

36  I  cannot  go  back.1  And  she  said  unto  him,  My  father,  if 
thou  hast  opened1  thy  mouth  unto  the  Eternal,  do  to  me 
according  to  that  which  hath  gone  forth  out  of  thy  mouth ; 
forasmuch  as  the  Eternal  hath  taken3  vengeance  for  thee 

37  of  thine  enemies,  even  of  the  children  of  Ammon.  And 
she  said  unto  her  father,  Let  this  thing  be  done  for  me  : 
Let  me  alone4  two  months,  that  I  may  go  up  and  down9 
upon  the  mountains,  and  weep  for  my  virginity,  I  and  my 

38  fellows.  And  he  said,  Ga  And  he  sent  her  away  for 
two  months;  and  she  went,  she  and  her  fellows,  and  wept 

39  for  her  virginity  upon  the  mountains.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
at  the  end  of  two  months,  that  she  returned  unto  her 
father,  and  he  did  with  her  according  to  his  vow  which  he 
had  vowed :  and  she  knew  no  man.  And  it  was  a  custom6 

40  in  Israel,  That  the  daughters  of  Israel  went  yearly7  to 
give  praise  to  the  daughter  of  Jephthah  the  Gileadite  four 
days  m  a  year. 

Chap.  XIL 

1  And  the  men  of  Ephraim  were  summoned  together,  and 
passed  northward,  and  said  onto  Jephthah,  Wherefore 
passedst  thou  over  to  fight  against  the  children  of  Ammon, 
and  didst  not  call  us  to  go  with  thee  ?  we  will  burn,  thy 

2  house  upon  thee  with  fire.  And  Jephthah  said  unto  them, 
I  and  my  people  were  at  great  strife8  with  the  children  of 
Ammon ;  and  when  I  called^  you,  ye  saved  me  not  out  of 

3  their  hands.  And  when  I  saw  that  ye  saved  me  not,  I  put 
my  life  in  my  hands,10  and  passed  over  against  the  children 
of  Ammon,  and  the  Eternal  gave  them  into  my  hand: 
wherefore  then  are  ye  come  up  unto  me  this  day  to  fight 

4  against  me  ?  Then  Jephthah  gathered  together11  all  the 
men  of  Gilead,  and  fought  with  Ephraim  :  and  the  men  of 
Gilead  smote  Ephraim,  because  they  said.  Ye,  O  Gilead, 
are  fugitives1'  of  Ephraim  in  the  midst  of  Ephraim  and  in 

5  the  midst  of  Mauassch.  And  Gilead  took19  the  fords  of 
the  Jordan  before  Ephraim:  and  it  was,  that  when  those 
Eplimimites  who  were  escaped  said.  Let  me  pass  over, 
that  the  men  of  Gilead  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  an 

6  Ephraimite  ?  If  he  said.  Nay ;  Then  said  they  unto  him, 

1  opened  wide,  1  return.  3  made.  4  fail  me.  s  and  go  down*  6  statute,  7  from 

days  to  days.  9  ft  man  of  quarrel  was  I  and  my  people.  0  cried.  10  hollow. 

11  stored  up.  **  escaped  ones.  13  conquered* 
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Say  now  Shibboleth ;  and  he  said  Sibbolcth :  for  he  could 
not  frame1  to  speak  it  right  Then  they  seized  him,  and 
slaughtered  him  at  the  fords  of  the  Jordan ;  and  there  fell 

7  at  that  time  of  Ephraim  forty  and  two  thousand.  And 
Jephthah  judged  Israel  six  years :  then  died  Jephthnh  the 
Gileadite,  ana  was  buried  in  one  of  the  cities  of  Gilead. 

8  9  And  after  him  Ibzan  of  Bethlehem  judged  Israel.  And 
he  had  thirty  sons,  and  thirty  daughters,  he  sent  abroad, 
and  brought  in  thirty  daughters  from  abroad  for  his  sons : 

10  and  he  judged  Israel  seven  years.  Then  died  Ibzan,  and 

1 1  was  buried  at  Beth-lchcm.  And  after  him  Elon  the  Zebu- 
Ionite  judged  Israel;  and  he  judged  Israel  ten  years. 

12  And  Elon  the  Zebulonite  died,  and  was  buried  in  Aijalon, 

13  in  the  country  of  Zebuluu.  And  after  him  Abdon,  the 

14  son  of  Hillcl  the  Pirathonite,  judged  IsraeL  And  he  had 
forty  sons  and  thirty  grandsons,  that  rode  on  threescore 

15  and  ten  ass-colts:  and  ne  judged  Israel  eight  years  And 
Abdon,  tlie  son  of  Hillcl  the  Pirathonite,  died,  and  was 
buried  in  Pirathon,  in  the  land  of  Ephraim,  in  the  Ama- 
lekite  mountain. 


Chap.  XIIL 

1  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  evil  again9  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Eternal ;  and  the  Eternal  gave  them  into  the  hand  of 

2  the  Philistines  forty  years.  And  there  was  a  certain3  man 
of  Zorah,  of  the  family  of  the  Danites,  whose  name  was 

3  Manoah ;  and  his  wife  was  barren,  and  bare  not.  And  an 
angel4  of  the  Eternal  appeared  unto  the  woman  and  said 
unto  her.  Behold  now,  tnou  art  barren,  and  bearest  not : 

4  but  thou  shalt  be  pregnant,  and  bear  a  son.  Now  there¬ 
fore  beware,  I  pray  tnec,  and  drink  not  wine  nor  strong 

5  drink,  and  eat  not  any  unclean  thing :  For  lo,  thou  shall 
he  pregnant,  and  bear  a  son ;  and  no  razor  shall  come5  on 
his  head :  for  the  lad  shall  he  a  Nazarite  unto  God  from 
the  womb  :e  and  he  shall  begin  to  save  Israel  out  of  the 

6  hand  of  the  Philistines.  Then  the  woman  came,  and  said 
to  her  husband  os  follows,  A  man  of  God  cainc  unto  me, 
and  his  countenance7  teas  like  the  countenance7  of  an  angel4 

1  establish.  a  continued  to  do  cril.  1  one.  *  messenger.  4  go  up.  *  belly. 

7  sight. 
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of  God,  very  fearful ;  but  I  asked  him  not  whence  he  was, 

7  neither  tola  he  me  his  name.  But  he  said  unto  me. 
Behold,  thou  shall  be  pregnant,  and  hear  a  son ;  and  now 
drink  no  wine  nor  strong  drink,  neither  eat  any  unclean 
thing :  for  the  lad  shall  be  a  Nazarite  to  God  from  the 

8  womb1  to  the  day  of  his  death.  Then  Manoah  entreated 
the  Eternal,  and  said,  O  my  Lord,  let  the  man  of  God 
which  thou  didst  send  come  again  unto  us,  and  teach  us 

9  what  we  Bhall  do  unto  the  lad  that  shall  be  born.  And 
God  hearkened  to  the  voice  of  Manoah ;  and  an  angel*  of 
God  came  again  unto  the  woman  as  she  sat  in  the  field : 

10  but  Manoah  her  husband  icas  not  with  her.  And  the 
woman  made  haste,  and  ran,  and  told  her  husband,  and 
said  unto  him.  Behold,  the  man  hath  appeared  unto  me, 

1 1  that  came  unto  me  the  other  day.  And  Manoah  arose,  and 
went  after  his  wile,  and  came  to  the  man,  and  said  unto 
him.  Art  thou  the  man  that  spakest  unto  the  woman  ?  And 

12  he  said,  X  am.  And  Manoah  said.  Now  let  thy  words 
come  to  pass  what  shall  be  the  treatment9  of  the  lad  and 

13  his  doings?  And  the  angel9  of  the  Eternal  said  unto 
Manoah,  Of  all  that  I  said  unto  the  woman  let  her  beware. 

14  She  may  not  eat  of  any  thing  that  comcth  out  of  the  vine,4 
neither  let  her  drink  wine  or  strong  drink,  nor  eat  any 
unclean  thing:  all  that  I  commanded  her  let  her  keep. 

15  And  Manoau  said  unto  the  angel*  of  the  Eternal,  pray,  let 
us  detain5  thee  until  we  shall  have  made  ready  a  kid  of  the 

16  goats  for  thee.  And  the  angel9  of  the  Eternal  said  unto 
Manoah,  Though  thou  detain9  me,  X  will  not  eat  of  thy 
bread;  and  if  thou  wilt  offer0  a  burnt-offering,  thou  must 
offer  it7  unto  the  Eternal :  for  Manoah  knew  not  that  he 

1 7  was  an  angel*  of  the  Eternal.  And  Manoah  said  unto  the 
angel*  of  the*  Eternal,  What0  is  thy  name,  that  when  thy 

18  words  come  to  pa$3 ,  we  may  do  thee  honour?  And  the 
angel*  of  the  Eternal  said  unto  him.  Wherefore  askest  thou 

19  after  my  name,  seeing  it  is  secret?*  So  Manoah  took  a 
kid  of  the  goats,  with  an  oblation,  and  offered  it10  upon  the 
crag  unto  the  Eternal :  and  the  angel  did  wondrousiy ;  and 

20  Manoah  and  his  wife  looked  on.11  For  it  came  to  pass, 
-when  the  flame  went  up  towards  the  heaven  from  off  the 
altar,  that  the  angel*  of  the  Eternal  went  up  in  the  flame 

1  belly.  *  messenger.  *  judgment.  1  that  goeth  out  o t  the  vine  of  the  wine. 

*  restrain.  6  make.  7  bring  it  up.  *  who.  *  a  wonder.  '*  brought  it 

up.  11  saw. 
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of  the  altar :  and  Manoah  and  his  wife  enw  it,  and  fell  on 

21  their  faces  to  the  earth.  And  the  angel1  of  the  Eternal 
did  not  continue  to  appear  to  Manoah  and  to  Ills  wife. 
Then  Manoah  knew  that  he  teas  an  angel1  of  the  Eternal. 

22  And  Manoah  said  unto  his  wife,  We  shall  surely  die, 

23  because  we  have  seen  God.  But  his  wife  said  unto  him. 
If  the  Eternal  were  pleased8  to  put  us  to  death,  he  would 
not  have  taken  a  burnt-offering  and  an  oblation  at  our 
hands ;  neither  would  he  have  shewed  us  all  these  tilings, 
nor  would,  as  at  this  time,  have  told  us3  such  things  as  these. 

24  And  the  woman  bare  a  son,  and  called  his  name  Samson ; 

25  and  the  boy  grew,  and  the  Eternal  blessed  him.  And 
the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  began  to  move4  him  in  the  camp 
of  Dan,  between  Zorah  and  EshtaoL 

Chap.  XIV. 

1  And  Samson  went  down  to  Timnath,  and  saw  a  woman 

2  in  Timnath  of  the  daughters  of  the  Philistines.  And  he 
came  up  and  told  his  father  and  his  mother,  and  said,  I 
have  seen  a  woman  in  Timnath  of  the  daughters  of  the 

3  Philistines ;  now,  therefore  take  her  for  me  to  wife.  Then 
his  father  and  his  mother  said  unto  him,  la  there  no  woman 
among  the  daughters  of  thy  brethren,  or  among  all  my 
people,  that  thou  eoest  to  take  a  wife  of  the  uncircnmciscd 
Philistines  ?  and  Samson  said  unto  his  father.  Take  her 

4  for  me ;  for  she  pleaseth  me  well.5  But  his  father  and  his 
mother  knew  not  that  it  was  of  the  Eternal  that  he  sought 
an  occasion  against  the  Philistines :  for  at  that  time  the 

5  Philistines  had  dominion  over  Israel.  Then  went  Samson 
down,  and  his  father  and  his  mother,  to  Timnath,  and 
came  to  the  vineyards  of  Timnath;  and,  behold,  a  young 

6  lion  roared  against  him.  And  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal 
came  mightily  upon  him,  and  he  rent  him  as  he  would 
have  rent  a  kid,  and  he  had  nothing  in  his  hand :  but  he 

7  told  not  his  father  or  his  mother  what  he  had  doue.  And 
he  went  down,  and  spake  with  the  woman ;  and  she  pleased

that  he  had  taken||  the  honey  out  of  the  body  of  the  lion. 

10  So  his  father  'went  down  unto  the  woman:  and  Samson 
made  there  a  feast;  for  bo  used  the  young  men  to  do. 

1 1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  saw  him,  that  they  brought1 

12  thirty  companions,  and  they  were  with  him-  And  Samson 
said  unto  them,  I  will  now  put  forth1  a  riddle  unto  you : 
if  you  can  certainly  tell  it  me  within  the  seven  dayB  of  the 
feast,  and  find  it  out,  then  I  will  give  you  thirty  shirts, 

1 3  and  thirty  change  of  garments :  But  if  ye  cannot  tell  it 
me,  then  shall  ye  give  me  thirty  shirts,  and  thirty  change 
of  garments.  And  they  said  unto  him.  Put  forth®  thy 

1 4  riddle,  that  we  may  hear  it.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Out 
of  the  eater  came  forth  meat,  and  out  of  the  powerful  came 
forth  sweetness.  And  they  could  not  in  three  days  tell 

15  the  riddle.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  seventh  day,  that 
they  said  unto  Samson’s  wife.  Persuade  thy  husband,  that 
he  may  tell  us  . the  riddle,  lest  we  burn  thee  and  thy  father’s 
house  with  fire :  have  ye  called  us  to  possess  yourselves  of 

1 6  what  wc  have  P3  is  it  not  so  ?  And  Samson’s  wife  wept 
before  him,  and  said.

19  yc  had  not  found  out  my  riddle.  Aud  the  Spirit  of  the 
Eternal  camo  mightily  upon  him,  and  he  went  down  to 
Ashkelon,  and  smote  thirty  men  of  them,  and  took 
their  raiment,1 6  and  gave  change  of  garments  unto 
them  who  told  ihc  riddle :  and  his  wrath  glowed,  and  he 

20  went  up  to  his  father’s  house.  But  Samson’s  wife  was 
given  to  his  companion,  whom  he  had  used  as  his  friend. 

Chap.  XV. 

1  But  it  came  to  pass  within  a  while  after,7  in  the  days  of 
wheat  harvest,  that  Samson  visited  his  wife  with  a  kid 

1  took.  1  riddle.  s  to  us.  4  riddled.  5  calf.  *  stript  of  them.  7  from  days. 
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of  the  goats ;  and  he  said,  I  will  go  to  my  wife  into  the 
chamber :  but  her  father  would  not  suffer1  him  to  go  in. 

2  And  her  father  said,  I  verily  thought11  that  thou  liadst 
utterly  hated  her ;  therefore  I  gave  her  to  tby  companion : 
is  not  her  younger3  sister  fairer4  than  she  ?  let  her  be  thine, 

3  pray,  instead  of  her.  And  Samson  said  concerning  them, 
This  time  shall  I  be  guiltless  to  the  Philistines,  if  I  do  them 

4  eviL  And  Samson  went  and  caught  three  hundred  jackals,5 
and  took  torches,  and  turned  tail  to  tail,  and  put  a  torch  in 

5  the  midst  between  two  tails.  And  when  he  had  set  the 
torches  on  fire,6  he  let  them  go  into  the  standing  com  of 
the  Philistines,  and  laid  waste  from  shock  and  standing 

6  corn  to  vineyard  and  olive.  Then  the  Philistines  said. 
Who  hath  done  this  ?  And  they  answered,  Samson,  the 
son-in-law  of  the  Timnite,  because  he  had  taken  his  wife, 
and  given  her  to  his  companion.  And  the  Philistines 

*1  came  up,  and  burnt  her  and  her  father  with  fire.  And 
Samson  said  unto  them,  If  ye  will  do  thus ....  unless  I 

8  be  avenged  of  you,  and  after  that  I  will  ccasc.  And  he 
smote  them  hip  and  thigh  with  a  great  slaughter ;  and  he 

9  went  down  and  abode  in  the  cleft  of  the  rock  ELam.  Then 
the  Philistines  went  up,  and  enoamped  in  Judah,  and 

10  spread  themselves  in  LehL  And  the  men  of  Judah  said. 
Wherefore  are  ye  come  up  against  us  ?  And  they  answered. 
To  bind  Samson  me  we  come  up,  to  do  to  him  as  he  hath 

11  done  to  us.  Then  three  thousand  men  of  Judah  went 
down  to  the  cleft  of  the  rock  Etam,  and  said  to  Samson, 
Kao  west  thou  not  that  the  Philistines  have  dominion  over 
us  ?  what  is  this  that  thou  hast  done  unto  us  ?  And  he  said 
unto  them.  As  they  did  unto  me,  so  bave  I  done  unto 

12  them.  And  they  said  unto  him.  We  are  come  down  to 
bind  thee,  that  we  may  give  thee  into  the  hand  of  the 
Philistines.  And  Samson  said  unto  them.  Swear  unto  me, 

1 3  that  ye  will  not  fall7'  upon  me  yourselvea  And  they  spake 
unto  him,  saying,  No ;  but  we  will  certainly  bind  thee, 
and  give  thee  into  their  hand :  but  surely  we  will  not  put 
thee  to  death.  And  they  bound  him  with  two  new  corns, 

14  and  brought  him  np  from  the  rock.  And  when  he  catue 
unto  Lehi,  the  Philistines  shouted8  against  him :  and  the 
Spirit  of  the  Eternal  came  mightily  upon  him ;  and  the 
cords  that  were  upon  his  arms  became  as  flax  that  was 

give.  1  said.  3  little.  4  better.  4  foxes.  0  laid  waste  tbe  torches  by  Gre. 

7  light.  0  raised  a  din. 
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consumed  with  fire,  and  his  hands  loosed1  from  off  his  hands. 

1 5  And  he  found  a  fresh  cheek-fone  of  an  ass,  and  put  forth3 
his  hand  and  took  it,  and  smote  a  thousand  men  therewith. 

1 6  And  Samson  said*  With  the  cheekbone  of  the  ass*  a  couple 
of  heaps,  a  heap,  with  the  cheek  of  the  ass  have  I  smitten  a 

1 7  thousand  men.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  had  finished 
speaking,  that  he  cast  away  the  cheek-&on£  out  of  his  hand, 

18  and  called  that  place  Ramath-lehi.  And  he  was  sore 
athirst,  and  called  on  the  Eternal,  and  said.  Thou  host 
given  this  great  deliverance  into  the  band  of  thy  servant : 
and  now  shall  I  die  for  thirst,  and  fall  into  the  hand  of  the 

1 9  uncircumcised  ?  But  God  clave  the  mortar-Ztfe  place  that 
is  at  Lehi,  and  there  came  water  thereout ;  ana  when'  he 
had  drunk,  his  spirit  returned,  and  he  revived  :s  wherefore 
he  called  the  name  thereof  £n-hakkore,  which  is  in  Lehi 

20  unto  this  day.  And  he  judged  Israel*  in  the  days  of  the 
Philistines,  twenty  yean. 

Chap.  XVL 

1  T den  went  Samson  to  Gaza,  and  saw  there  a  woman,  a  harlot* 

2  and  went  unto  her.  And  it  woe  told  the  Gazites,  saying, 
Samson  is  come  hither.  And  they  compassed  him  in,  and 
laid  wait  for  him  all  the  night  in  the  gate  of  the  ci  ty,  and  were 
quiet  all  the  night,  saying.  In  the  morning,  when  it  is  day,1 

3  wc  shall  MU  him.  And  Samson  lay  till  midnight,  and 
arose  at  midnight,  and  seized  the  doors  of  the  gate  of  the 
city,  and  the  two  door  posts,  and  pulled  them  up,  bolt  and 
all,  and  put  them  upon  his  shoulders,  and  brought  them  up 

4  to  the  top5  of  the  mountain  that  ie  before  Hebron.  Ana 
it  came  to  pass  afterwards,  that  he  loved  a  woman  in  the 

5  valley0  of  Sorek,  whose  name  was  Delilah.  And  the  lords7 
of  the  Philistines  came  up  unto  her,  and  said  unto  her. 
Persuade  him,  and  sec  wherein  his  great  strength  Ueth,  and 
by  what  means  we  may  prevail  against  him,  that  we  may 
bind  him  to  afflict  him ;  and  we  will  give  thee  every  one 

6  of  usa,  eleven  hundred  pieces  of  silver.  And  Delilah  said 
to  Samson,  Tell  me,  pray,  wherein  thy  great  strength  lieth, 
and  wherewith  thou  mightest  he  bound  to  afflict  thee. 

7  And  Samson  said  unto  her.  If  they  bind  me  with  seven 
moist  withs  that  were  never  dried,  then  shall  I  be  weak,6 

*  melted.  1  sent.  3  lived.  *  until  the  light  of  the  morning.  *  head. 

1  brook.  7  axles.  *  s  mm.  9  nek. 
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8  and  be  as  another  man.1  Then  the  lords3  of  tbe  Philistines 
brought  up  to  her  seven  moist  withs  which  had  not  been 

9  dried,  and  she  bound  him  with  them.  Now  the  ambush 
abode  with  her  in  the  chamber.  And  she  said  unto  him, 
The  Philistines  are  upon  thee,  Samson.  And  be  loosened 
the  withs,  as  a  string  of  tow  is  loosened  when  it  toucheth3 

10  fire:  so  his  strength  was  not  known.  And  Delilah 
said  unto  Samson,  Behold,  thou  hast  deceived  me,  and 
told4  me  falsehoods :  now  tell  me,  pray,  wherewith  thou 

1 1  mightest  be  bound.  And  he  said  unto  her.  If  they  hind 
me  fast  with  new  cords  wherewith  no  work  has  been  done, 

12  then  shall  I  be  weak,*  and  be  as  another  man.1  Delilah 
therefore  took  new  cords,  and  bound  him  therewith,  and 
said  unto  him,  The  Philistines  are  upon  thee,.  Samson. 
And  the  ambush  abode  in  the  chamber.  And  he  loosened 

1 3  them  from  off  his  arms  like  a  thread.  And  Delilah  said 
unto  Samson,  Hitherto  thou  hast  deceived  me,  and  told4 
me  falsehoods :  tell  me  wherewith  thou  mightest  be  bound. 
And  he  said  unto  her.  If  thou  weavest  the  seven  locks  of 

14  my  head  with  the  web.  And  she  fixed  it  with  the  pin, 
and  said  unto  him.  The  Philistines  are  npon  thee,  Samson, 
And  he  awaked  out  of  his  sleep,  and  puucd  up6  the  pin  of 

15  the  beam,  and  the  web.  Ana  she  said  onto  him,  How 
caust  thou  say,  I  love  thee,  when  thy  heart  u  not  with  me? 
thou  hast  deceived  me  these  three  times,  and  hast  not  told 

1 6  me  wherein  thy  great  strength  Hetfi.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  she  lay  sore  upon  him  all  the  day  with  her  words, 
and  strongly  urged  him,  eo  that  his  soul  was  vexed7  unto 

1 7  death.  That  he  told  her  all  his  heart,  and  said  unto  her. 
There  hath  not  come  a  razor  upon  my  head;  for  I  have 
been  a  Nazarite  unto  God  from  my  mother’s  womb  :8  if  I  be 
shaven,9  then  my  strength  will  depart  from  me,  and  1  shall 

18  become  weak,5  and  be  like  any  other  man.  And  when 
Delilah  saw  that  he  had  told  her  all  his  heart,  she  sent  and 
called  for  the  lords1  of  the  Philistines^  saying.  Come  up  this 
once ;  for  he  hath  told  me  all  hiB  heart.  Then  the  lords3 
of  the  Philistines  came  up  unto  her,  and  brought  the  money 

19  in  their  hand.  And  she  made  him  sleep  upon  her  knees : 
and  she  called  for  the  mau,and  she  clipped  the  seven  locks  of 
his  head ;  and  she  began  to  afflict  him,  and  his  strength 

1  like  one  of  men.  3  axles.  1  MaelleUi.  4  spoken  to.  *  side.  *  journeyed. 

7  became  short.  8  belly.  *  dipped. 
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20  departed  from  him.  And  she  said.  The  Philistines  are  upon 
thee,  Samson.  And  he  awoke  out  of  his  sleep,  and  said,  I 
will  go  out  as  at  other  times  before,  and  shake  myself. 
And  he  knew  not  that  the  Eternal  was  departed  from  him. 

21  But  the  Philistines  seized  him,  and  put  out  his  eyes,  and 
brought  liim  down  to  Gaza,  and  bound  him  with  fetters  of 

22  copper ;  and  he  did  grind  in  the  prison-house.  And  the 
hair  of  his  head  began  to  grow  again  after  bis  hair  was 

23  clipped.  And  the  lords3  of  tne  Philistines  gathered  them¬ 
selves  together  to  sacrifice  a  great  sacrifice  unto  Dagon 
their  goa,  and  to  rejoice:  for  they  said,'  Our  god  hath 

24  given  Samson  our  enemy  into  our  hand.  And  when  the 
people  saw  him,  they  praised  their  god ;  for  they  said.  Our 
god  hath  given  into  our  hands  our  enemy,  and  the  devas- 

25  tator  of  our  country,  and  who  slew  many  of  us.3  And  it 
came  to  pass,  when  f  heir  hearts  were  merry,4  that  they  said. 
Call  for  Samson,  that  he  may  make  us  sport  And  they 
called  for  Samson  out  of  the  prison-house ;  and  he  made 
sport  before  them :  and  they  made  him  stand  between  the 

26  columns.  And  Samson  said  unto  the  lad  that  laid  hold  of 
his  baud.  Place  me  so  that  I  may  feel  the  columns  where* 
upon  the  house  stondeth,4  that  I  may  lean  upon  them. 

27  Now  the  house  was  full  of  men  and  women;  and  all  the 
lords3  of  the  Philistines  were  there :  and  there  were  upon 
the  roof  about  three  thousand  men  and  women,  that  beheld6 

28  while  Samson  made  sport.  And  Samson  called  unto  the 
Eternal,  and  said,  O  Lord  Eternal,  remember  me,  pray, 
and  strengthen  me,  pray,  only  this  once,  O  God,  that  I 
may  be  avenged  on  tne  Philistines  the  vengeance  of  one  of 

29  my  two  eyes.  And  Samson  clasped  the  two  middle  columns 
upon  which  the  house  stood,?  and  laid  himself  against  them, 

30  the  one  with  his  right  handy  and  the  other  with  his  left.  And 
tiamson  said,  Let  me"  die  with  the  Philistines.  And  he 
bowed  himself  with  all  hie  strength ;  and  the  house  fell 
upon  the  lords,3  and  upon  all  the  people  that  were  therein : 
so  the  dead  whom  he  put  to  death  at  his  death  were  more 

31  than  they  whom  he  put  to  death  in  his  life.  Then  his 
brethren,  and  all  the  house  of  his  father,  came  down,  and 
carried  him,  and  brought  Atm  up,  and  buried  him  between 
Zorah  and  Eshtaol,  in  the  burying-place  of  Manoah  his 
father.  And  he  judged  Israel  twenty  years.

1  And  there  was  a  man  of  mount  Ephraim,  whose  name  was 

2  Micah.  And  he  said  unto  his  mother,  The  eleven  hundred 
shekel*  of  silver  that  were  taken  from  thee,  about  which 
thou  execratedst,  and  spakest  of  also  in  mine  ears,  behold, 
the  silver  is  with  me ;  I  took  it.  And  his  mother  said, 

3  Blessed  be  thou  of  the  Eternal,  my  son.  And  when  he  had 
restored  the  eleven  hundred  shekels  of  silver  to  his  mother, 
his  mother  said,  I  had  wholly  sanctified  the  silver  unto  the 
Eternal,  from  my  hand,  for  my  son,  to  make  a  graven  image 
and  a  molten  image ;  now,  therefore,  I  will  restore  it  unto 

4  thee.  Yet  he  restored  the  money  unto  his  mother;  and 
his  mother  took  two  hundred  shekels  of  silver,  and  gave 
them  to  the  refiner,  who  made  thereof  a  graven  image  and 
a  molten  image :  and  they  were  in  the  house  of  Micah. 

5  And  the  man  Micah  had  a  house  of  gods,  and  made  an

Micah  with  me,  and  bath  hired  me,  and  I  am  his  priest 

6  And  they  said  unto  him.  Fray,  ask  of  God,  that  we  may 
know  whether  our  way  which  we  go  shall  be  prosperous. 

6  And  the  priest  said  unto  them.  Go  in  peace:  before4  the 

7  Eternal  u  your  way  wherein  ye  go.  Then  the  five  men 
went,  and  came  to  Laish,  and  saw  the  people  that  were 
in  the  interior,  how  they  abode  in  safety,  after  tbe  manner5 
of  the  Zidonians,  quiet  and  secure ,  and  there  woe  no

And  the  six  hundred 
men  girded  with  their  weapons3  of  war,  who  were  of  the 
children  of  Dan,  were  placed  by  the  entrance  of  the  gate. 

17  And  the  fire  men  that  went  to  spy  out  the  land  went  up, 
and  eame  in  thither,  and  took  the  graven  image,  and  the 
ephod,  and  the  teraphim,  and  the  molten  image :  and  the 

Sriest  stood4  in  the  entrance  of  the  gate  with  the  six  h tin- 
red  men  that  were  girded  with  weapons3  of  the  war.  And 
these  went  into  Micah’s  house,  and  took  the  graven 
image,  the  ephod,  and  the  teraphim,  and  the  molten* 
image.  Then  said  the  priest  unto  them,  What  do  yc? 

1 9  And  they  said  unto  him,  Hold  thy  peace,  lay  thy  hand 
upon  thy  mouth,  and  go  with  us,  and  be  to  us  a  father 
and  a  priest ;  is  it  better  for  thee  to  be  a  priest  unto  the 
house  of  one  man,  or  that  thou  be  a  priest  unto  a  tribe 
20  and  a  family  in  Israel  ?

21  image,  and  went  among  the  people.  So  they  turned  and 
went,  and  put  tile  little  ones,  and  the  cattle,  and  the  hag- 
22  gage,  before  them.  And  when  they  were  a  good  distance 
from  the  house  of  Micah,  the  men  that  were  in  the  houses 
near  to  Micab’s  house  were  summoned  together,  and  over- 
23  took6  the  children  of  Dan.  And  they  called  unto  the 
children  of  Dan :  and  they  turned7  their  faces,  and  said 
unto  Micah,  What  ailetk  thee,  that  ye  ware  summoned? 
24  And  he  said.  Ye  have  taken  away  my  gods  which  I  made, 
and  the  priest,  and  ye  are  gone  away :  and  what  have  I 
more  ?  and  what  is  this  that  ye  say  unto  me.  What  aileth 
25  thee?  And  the  children  of  Don  said  unto  him.  Let  not 
thy  voice  be  heard  among  us,  lest  men  of  rebellious  souls 
meet  thee,  and  thou  lose  thy  life,3  with  the  lives6  of  thy 
26  household.  And  the  children  of  Dan  went  their  way :  and 
when  Micah  saw  that  they  were  stronger  than  he,  he 
27  turned,  and  went  back  unto  his  house.  And  they  took 
the  things  which  Micah  hod  made,  and  the  priest  which 
he  had,  and  came  unto  Laish,  unto  a  people  quiet  and 
secure:10  and  they  smote  them  with  the  edge11  of  the 
23  sword,  and  burnt  the  city  with  fire.  And  there  was  no 
deliverer,  because  it  was  far  from  Zidon,  and  they  had  no 

1  departed.  4  salted  him  after  peace,  3  vessel*.  4  was  placed*  *  good.  4  ceiled 
to  cleave.

29  And  they  called  the  name  of  the  city  Dan,  after  the 

of  Dan  tbeir  father,  who  was  bom  unto  Israel :  howbeit, 

30  the  name  of  the  city  was  Laish  at  the  first.  And  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Dan  set  up2  the  graven  image :  and  Jonathan  the 
son  of  Gershom,  the  son  of  Manaeseh,  he  And  his  sons 
were  priests  to  the  tribe  of  Dan  until  the  day  of  the  cap- 

31  tivity  of  the  land.  And  they  set  them  up*  Micah’s  graven 
image,  which  he  made,  all  the  time  that  the  house  of  God 
was  in  Shiloh. 

Chap.  XIX. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  when  there  vxts  no  king 
in  Israel,  that  there  was  a  man,  a  Levite,  sojourning  on 
the  side4  of  mount  Ephraim,  who  took  to  him  a  woman,  a 

2  concubine,  out  of  Beth-lehem-judah.  And  bis  concubine 
played  the  harlot  against  him,  and  went  away  from  him 
unto  her  father’s  house  to  Beth-Iehem-judan,  and  was 

3  there  one  year9  and  four  months.  And  her  husband  arose, 
and  went  after  her,  to  apeak  friendly  unto  her,6  and  to 
bring  her  again,7  having  his  lad  with  him,  and  a  couple  of 
asses :  and  she  hrought  him  into  her  father’s  house ;  and 
when  the  father  of  the  damsel  Baw  him,  he  rejoiced  to 

4  meet®  him.  And  his  father-in-law,  the  damsel’s  father, 
retained?  him;  and  he  abode  with  him  three  days:  so 

0  they  did  eat  and  drink,  and  lodged  there  over  night  And 
it  came  to  pass  on  the  fourth  day,  when  they  arose  early 
in  the  morning,  that  he  rose  up  to  go :  and  the  damsels 
father  said  unto  his  son-in-law.  Sustain  thy  heart  with  a 

6  morsel  of  bread,  and  afterwards  go  your  way.  And  they 
sat  down,  and  did  eat  and  drink  both  of  them  together : 
uud  the  damsel’s  father  said  unto  the  man.  Consent,  pray, 

7  and  lodge  all  night,  and  let  thy  heart  be  merry.10  And 
when  the  man  ruse  up  to  go,  his  father-in-law  nrged  him ; 

8  therefore  he  lodged  tnere  again.11  And  he  arose  early  in 
the  morning  on  the  fifth  day  to  go :  and  the  damsel’s 
father  said,  sustain  thy  heart,  pray.  And  they  lingered 
until  the  decline  of  the  day,  and  they  did  eat  both  of 

9  them.  And  when  the  man  rose  up  to  go,  he  and  his  con¬ 
cubine,  and  his  lad,  his  father-in-law,  the  damsel’s  father, 
said  unto  him.  Behold  now,  the  day  draweth13  towards 
evening ;  pray  lodge  all  night :  behold,  the  day  gruweth 
to  an  end  ;u  lodge  here  over  night,  that  thy  heart  may 

want  9  established.  *  put  4  thighs.  9  daja.  9  to  her  heart.  7  restore  her. 

towards,  9  laid  hold.  10  good.  11  and  he  returned  and  lodged  there.  M  be- 

comcth  weak.  19  (he  encamping  of  the  day. 
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be  merry  and  to-morrow  got®  you  early  on  your  way, 

10  that  thou  mayest  go  to  thy  tent.  But  the  man  would  not 
lodge  there  that  night,  but  he  rose  up  and  went,  and  came 
over  against  JebiiB,  which  it  Jerusalem :  and  there  were 
with  him  a  couple  of  asses  saddled;  his  concubine  also 

1 1  was  with  him.  And  when  they  were  by  Jcbus,  the  day 
was  far  spent ;  and  the  lad  said  unto  bis  lord.  Come,  pray, 
aud  let  us  turn1  into  this  city  of  the  Jebusites,  and  fudge 

12  in  it  over  night.  And  his  lord  said  unto  him,  We  will 
not  turn  aside3  hither  into  the  city  of  an  alien,  that  it  not 
of  the  children  of  Israel ;  -  we  will  pass  over  to  Gibeab. 

13  And  he  said  unto  his  lad.  Come,  and  let  us  approach  to 
one  of  these  places  to  lodge  all  night,  in  Gibeab,  or  in 

14  Hamah.  And  they  passed  on  and  went  their  wav ;  and 
the  sun  went  down  upon  them  when  they  were  by  Gibeah, 

15  which  belongeth  to  Beniamin.  And  they  turned  aside* 
thither,  to  go  iu  and  to  lodge  over  night  in  Gibeah:  and 
when  he  went  in,  he  sat  him  down  in  a  street  of  the  city ; 
for  Uiere  teat  no  man  that  took5  them  into  liis  house  to 

16  lodge  over  night.  And,  behold,  there  came  an  old  man 
from  his  work®  out  of  the  field  at  even,  and  the  man  was 
of  mount  Ephraim ;  and  he  sojourned  in  Gibeah :  but  the 

17  men  of  the  place  were  Benjanutes.  And  he  lifted  up  his 
eyes,  he  saw  the  wayfaring  man  in  the  street  of  the  city : 
and  the  old  man  said,  Whither  goest  thou  ?  and  whence 

18  contest  thou  ?  And  he  said  unto  him,  We  are  passing  from 
Beth-lehem-judah  towards  the  aide7  of  mount  Ephraim ; 
from  thence  am  I :  and  I  went  to  ‘Beth-lehem-judah,  and 
I  am  going  to  the  house  of  the  Eternal ;  and  there  it  no 

19  man  that  receive thB  me  to  house.  Yet  there  is  both  straw 
and  provender  for  our  asses ;  and  there  is  bread  and  wine 
also  for  me,  and  for  thy  handmaid,  and  for  the  lad  who  is 

20  with  thy  servants :  there  it  no  want  of  any  thing.  And 
the  old  man  said.  Peace  be  with  thee :  howsoever,  let  all 
thy  wants  lie  upon  me ;  only  lodge  not  in  the  street  over 

21  night.  So  he  brought  him  into  his  house,  and  mixed  pro- 
vender  for  the  asses :  and  they  laved  their  feet,  and  did 

22  eat  and  drink.  Now,  as  they  were  making  their  hearts 
merry,1  behold,  the  men  of  the  city,  sons  of  perdition, 
compassed  the  house  round  about,  beating  at  the  door, 
and  said  to  the  owner  of  the  house,  the  old  man,  as  fol¬ 
lows,  Bring  forth  the  man  that  came  into  thy  house,  that 

23  we  may  know  him.  And  the  man,  the  owner  of  the  house, 

1  good.  *  riie.  *  depart.  *  departed.  *  gathered.  *  deed.  7  thighs.  8  galhercth. 
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went  out  unto  them,  and  said  unto  them,  Nay,  my  brethren, 
nay,  pray  do  not  so  wickedly ;  after  that  this  man  is  come 

24  into  my  house,  do  not  this  base  deed.  Behold,  here 
is  my  daughter,  a  virgin,  and  his  concubine ;  them  I  will 
bring  out  now,  and  afflict  ye  them,  and  do  with  them 
what  seemeth  good  in  your  eyes ;  but  unto  this  man  do  not 

25  so  vile  a  thing.1  But  the  men  would  not  hearken  to  him : 
so  the  man  laid  hold  of  his  concubine,  and  brought  her 
forth  unto  them  outside^  and  they  knew  her,  and  abused 
her  all  the  night  until  the  morning:  and  sent  her  away  at  the 

26  going  up  of  the  morning  dawn.  Then  came  the  woman, 
at  daybreak,  at  the  turning  of  the  morning,  and  fell  down 
at  the  entrance  of  the  man’s  house  where  her  lord  war,  till 

27  it  was  light  And  her  lord  rose  np  in  the  morning,  and 
opened  the  doors  of  the  house,  and  went  out  to  go  his 
way :  and,  behold,  the  woman  his  concubine  was  fallen 
down  at  the  entrance  of  the  house,  and  her  hands  were 

2$  upon  the  threshold.  And  he  said  unto  her.  Up,  and  let 
us  be  going:  but  none  answered.  Then  the  man  took 
her  up  upon  an  ass,  and  the  man  rose  up,  and  went  unto 

29  his  place.  And  when  he  was  come  into  his  house,  he 
took  the  slaughtering  knife,  and  laid  hold  on  his  concu¬ 
bine,  and  severed  her  by  her  bones,  into  twelve  pieces, 

30  and  sent  her  into  alt  the  boundaries  of  IsraeL  And  it  was 
so,  that  all  that  saw  it  said.  There  was  no  such  deed  done 
nor  seen  from  the  day  that  the  children  of  Israel  come  up 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  unto  this  day:  consider*  of  it, 
take  advice,  and  speak  your  minds. 

Chap.  XX. 

1  Then  all  the  children  of  Israel  went  out,  and  the  congre¬ 
gation  was  assembled  together  as  one  man,  from  Dan  even 
to  Bccr-sheba,  with  the  land  of  Gilead,  unto  the  Eternal 

2  iu  Mizpeh.  And  the  chiefs 3  of  all  the  people,  even  of  all 
the  tribes  of  Israel,  placed  themselves  in  the  assembly  of 
the  people  of  God,  four  hundred  thousand  men  on  foot  that 

3  drew  sword.  Now  the  children  of  Benjamin  heard  that 
the  children  of  Israel  were  gone  up  to  Mizpeh.  Then 
said  the  children  of  Israel,  Tell  tu,  how  was  this  evil  ? 

4  And  the  Levite,  the  husband  of  the  murdered  woman, 
answered  and  said,  I  came  into  Gibeah  that  belongeth  to 
Benjamin,  I  and  my  concubine,  to  lodge  over  night: 

5  Anti  the  men4  of  Gibeah  rose  against  me,  and  compassed 

'  i  thing  at  this  base  deed.  *  put.  3  comers.  *  owners. 
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the  house  about  me  by  night,  and  thought1  to  have  shun 
me;  and  my  concubine  nave  they  afflicted,  that  she  is 
6  dead.  And  I  seized  my  concubine,  and  severed  her  in 

S’eces,  and  sent  her  about  throughout  all  the  country3  of 
e  inheritance  of  Israel ;  for  they  have  done  lewdncsB3 
7  and  a  base  deed  in  Israel.  Behold,  ye  are  all  children  of 
8  Israel ;  give4  here  yonr  advice  and  counsel5  And  all  the 

nle  arose  as  one  man,  saying,  We  will  not  any  of  m  go 
is  tent,  neither  will  we  any  of  1 is  depart  into  his 
9  house :  But  now,  this  shall  be  the  thing  which  we  will  do 
10  to  Gibeah,  toe  will  go  up  by  lot  against  it  t  And  wc  will 
take  ten  men  of  a  hundred  throughout  all  the  tribes  of 
Israel,  and  a  hundred  of  a  thousand,  and  a  thousand  out 
of  a  myriad,  to  take  provision  for  die  people,  that  they 
may  do,  when  they  come  to  Gibeah  of  Beniamin,  accord- 
1 1  ing  to  the  base  deed  that  they  have  done  in  Israel.  So 
all  the  men  of  Israel  were  gathered  against  the  city,  asso- 
12  ciates  as  one  man.  And  the  tribes  of  Israel  sent  men 
through  all  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  saying,  What  evil  is  this 
13  that  is  done6  among  you?  Now  therefore  deliver7  us  the 
men,  the  children  of  perdition,  who  are  in  Gibeah,  that 
we  may  put  them  to  death,  and  put  away  evil  from  Israel. 
But  the  children  of  Benjamin  would  not  hearken  to  the 
14  voice  of  their  brethren  the  children  of  Israel;  But  the 
children  of  Benjamin  gathered  themselves  together  out  of 
the  cities  unto  Gibeah,  to  go  ont  to  the  war  against  the 
15  children  of  Israel  And  the  children  of  Benjamin  were 
mustered  at  that  rime,  out  of  the  cities,  twenty  and  six 
thousand  men  that  drew  sword,  besides  the  inhabitants  of 
Gibeah,  who  were  mustered  seven  hundred  chosen  men. 
16  Among  all  this  people  there  were  seven  hundred  chosen 
men  unable  to  use  their  right  hand ;  every  one  could  sling 
1 7  stones  at  a  hair,  and  not  miss.  And  the  men  of  Israel, 
besides  Benjamin,  were  mustered  four  hundred  thousand 
18  men  that  drew  sword :  all  these  were  men  of  war.  And 
the  children  of  Israel  arose,  and  went  up  to  Bcth-el,  and 
asked  of  God,  and  said,  Which  of  us  shall  go  up  first  to 
the  war  against  the  children  of  Benjamin?  And  the 
19  Eternal  said,  Judah  shall  go  up  first  And  the  children  of 
Israel  rose  up  in  the  morning,  and  encamped  against 
20  Gibeah.  Ana  the  men  of  Israel  went  out  to  the  war  against 
Benjamin ;  and  the  men  of  Israel  joined  battle  with"  them

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21  at  Gibeah.  And  the  children  of  Benjamin  came  forth 
out  of  Gibeah,  and  destroyed  down  to  the  earth,1  of  the 

22  Israelites  that  day,  twenty  and  two  thousand  men.  And 
the  people,  the  men  of  Israel,  strengthened  themselves, 
and  continued  to  join  battle,  in  the  place  where  they 

23  joined  the  first  day.  And  the  children  of  Israel  went  up, 
and  wept  before  the  Eternal  until  even,  and  asked  of  the 
Eternal,  saying,  Shall  I  go3  against  the  children  of  Ben* 
iambi  my  brother  ?  And  the  Eternal  said.  Go  np  against 

24  him.  And  the  children  of  Israel  approached  the  children 

25  of  Benjamin  the  second  day.  And  Benjamin  went  forth 
towards  them  out  of  Gibeah  the  second  day,  and  des¬ 
troyed  down  to  the  earth,1  of  the  children  of  Israel  again, 

2G  eighteen  thousand  men ;  all  these  drew  the  sword.  Then 
all  the  children  of  Israel,  and  all  the  people,  went  up,  and 
came  onto  Beth-el,  and  wept,  and  abode  there  before  the 
Eternal,  and  fasted  that  day  until  the  even,  and  offered3  burnt 

27  offerings  and  feast  offerings  before  the  Eternal.  And  the 
children  of  Israel  asked  of  the  Eternal ;  for  the  ark4  of  the 

23  covenant  of  God  teas  there  in  those  days;  And  Phineos, 
the  son  of  Eleazar,  the  son  of  Aaron,  stood  before  it  in 
those  days,  saying,  Shall  I  continue  to  go  out  to  the  war 
against  the  children  of  Benjamin  my  brother,  or  shall  I 
cease  ?  And  the  Eternal  said,  Go  up  ,*  for  to-morrow  I 

29  will  give  them  into  thy  hand.  And  reroel  set5  Here  in 

30  wait  round  about  Gibeah.  And  the  children  of  Israel 
went  up  against  the  children  of  Benjamin  on  the 
third  day,  and  set  themselves  in  order  against  Gibeah, 

31  as  at  other  times.  And  the  children  of  Beniamin 
went  out  against  the  people,  and  were  drawn  away3  from 
the  city ;  and  they  began  to  smite  of  the  people  and  kill,7 
as  at  other  times,  in  the  highways,  of  which  one  goeth  up 
to  Beth-el,  and  the  other  to  Gibeah  in  the  field,  about 

32  thirty  men  of  Israel.  And  the  children  of  Benjamin  said. 
They  are  beaten  before  us,  as  at  the  first.  But  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  said.  Let  us  run  away,  and  draw8  them  from 

33  the  city  unto  the  highways.  And  all  the  men  of  Israel 
rose  up  out  of  their  place,  and  set  themselves  in  order  at 
Baal-tamar;  and  the  liers  in  wait  of  Israel  broke  forth 
out  of  their  places,  even  out  of  the  plain  of  Gibeah, 

34  And  there  came  against  Gibeah  ten  thousand  chosen 
men  out  of  all  Israel,  and  the  battle  was  sore  :y  but 

'  corrupted.  *  continue  to  Btep  near  to  the  war,  *  brought  up.  4  case,  &  put, 
4  loosened,  7  stabbed,  v  loosen,  0  the  war  tea*  heavy, 
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35  they  knew  not  that  evil  was  near1  them.  And  the  Eternal 
smote”  Benjamin  before  Israel :  and  the  children  of  Israel 
destroyed3  of  Benjamin  that  day  twenty  and  fire  thousand 

36  and  a  hundred  men:  all  these  drew  the  sword.  So  the 
children  of  Benjamin  saw  that  they  were  beaten :  for  the 
men  of  Israel  gave  place  to  Benjamin,  because  they  trusted 
unto  the  Hers  in  wait  whom  they  had  set*  beside  Gibeah. 

37  And  the  liers  in  wait  basted,5  and  rushed5  upon  Gibeah ; 
and  the  liern  in  wait  drew  themselves  along,  and  smote  all 

3$  the  city  with  the  edge7  of  the  sword.  Now  the  appointed 
sign8  between  the  men  of  Israel  and  the  liers  in  wait,  was 
that  they  should  make  a  great  conflagration  with  smoke 

39  rise  up  out  of  the  city.  And  when  the  men  of  Israel 
turned  in  the  battle,8  Benjamin  began  to  smite  and  kill10 
of  the  men  of  Israel  about  thirty  persons ;  for  they  said, 
Surely  they  are  beaten  before  U3,  as  in  the  first  battle.8 

40  But  when  the  conflagration  began  to  orisc  up  out  of  the 
city  with  a  column  of  smoke,  Benjamin  turned  back,  and, 

41  behold,  the  entire  city  went  up  in  Jlames  to  heaven.  And 
when  the  men  of  Israel  turned  again,  the  men  of  Benjamin 
were  amazed :  for  they  saw  that  the  evil  was  come1  upon 

42  them.  Therefore  they  turned  before  the  men  of  Israel 
unto  the  way  of  the  desert ;  but  the  battle  overtook11 
them :  and  them  who  came  out  of  the  cities  they  destroyed3 

43  in  the  midst  of  them.  Thus  they  inclosed  the  Benjamitcs 
round  about,  and  chased  them  from  their  repose,  and  trade 
them  down,  over  against  Gibeah  towards  die  sun-risiug. 

44  And  there  fell  of  Benjamin  eighteen  thousand  men:  all 

45  these  were  men  of  valour.13  And  they  turned,  and  ran 
away  towards  the  desert  unto  Sola  Rimmon :  and  they 
gleaned  of  them  in  the  highways  five  thousand  men ;  and 
pursued  hard13  after  them  unto  Gidom,  and  smote  two 

46  thousand  men  of  them.  So  that  all  who  fell  that  day  of 
Benjamin  were  twenty  and  five  thousand  men  that  drew 

47  the  sword:  all  these  were  men  of  valour.19  But  six  hun¬ 
dred  men  turned, -and  ran  away  to  the  desert  unto  Bala 

48  Rimmon,  and  abode  in  tbe  Sola  Rimmon  four  mouths.  And 
the  men  of  Israel  turned  again14  upon  the  children  of  Benja¬ 
min,  and  smote  them  with  the  edge7  of  the  sword,  as  well 
the  men  of  every  city  as  the  beast,  and  all  that  came  to  hand:14 
also  they  set  on15  fire  all  the  cities  that  they  came  to.15

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Chap.  XXL 

1  Now  the  men  of  Israel  had  sworn  in  Mizpeh,  saying, 
There  shall  not  any  of  us  give  hi9  daughter  unto  Benjamin 

2  to  wife.  And  the  people  came  to  Bcth-el,  and  abode  there 
till  the  evening  before  God,  and  lifted  up  their  voices,  and 

3  wept  sore  ;*  And  said,  O  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  where¬ 
fore  is  this  come  to  pass  in  Israel,  that  there  should  be 

4  to-day  one  tribe  missing  in  Israel?  And  it  came  to  pass 
on  the  morrow,  that  the  people  rose  early,  and  built  there 
an  altar,  and  offered*  burnt-offerings  and  feast-offerings. 

5  And  the  children  of  Israel  said.  Who  ie  there  among  all  tne 
tribes  of  Israel  that  came  not  up  with  the  assembly  unto 
the  Eternal  ?  for  the  great  oath  was  concerning  him  that 
came  not  up  to  the  Eternal  to  Mizpeh,  saying,  He  shall 

6  surely  be  put  to  death.  And  the  children  of  Israel 
repented  them  for  Benjamin  their  brother,  and  said.  There 

7  is  one  tribe  cut  off1  from  Israel  tbis  day :  What  shall  we 
do  for  wives  for  them  that  are  left,  seeing  we  have  sworn 
by  the  Eternal,  that  we  will  not  give  them  of  our  daughters 

8  to  wives  ?  And  they  said.  What  one  is  there  of  the  tribes 
of  Israel  that  came  not  up  to  Mizpeh  to  the  Eternal? 
And,  behold,  there  came  none  to  the  camp  from  Jabesh- 

9  gilead  to  the  assembly.  For  the  people  were  mustered, 
and,  behold,  there  were  none  of  the  inhabitants  of  Jabesh- 

10  gilead  there.  And  the  congregation  sent  thither  twelve 
thousand  men  of  the  most  valiant,4  and  commanded  them, 
saying.  Go  and  smite  the  inhabitants  of  Jabcsh-gilead  with 
the  edge5  of  the  sword,  with  the  women  ana  the  little 

11  ones.  And  this  is  the  thing  that  yc  shall  do,  ye  shall 
doom  every  male,  and  every  woman  that  hath  lain  by s  man. 

12  And  they  found  among  the  inhabitants  of  Jabesh -gilead 
four  hundred  young7  virgins,  that  had  known  no  man  by 
lying  with  any  male ;  and  they  brought  them  unto  the  camp 

13  to  Shiloh,  which  is  in  the  land  of  Canaan.  And  the  whole 
congregation  sent  some  to  speak  to  the  children  of  Benia¬ 
min  that  were  at  Sala  Rimmon,  and  they  called  peaceably8 

14  unto  them.  And  Benjamin  returned  at  that  time ;  and 
they  gave  them  wives  which  they  had  kept  alive  of  the 
women  of  Jabesh-gilead ;  and  yet  so  they  sufficed9  them 

15  not.  And  the  people  repented  them  for  Benjamin,  because 
that  the  Eternal  had  made  a  breach  in  the  tribes  of  Israel. 

1  a  great  weeping.  *  brought  up*  *  cut  down.  4  sods  of  the  force*  4  mouth* 
®  knowing  the  lying  with.  7  damsel*  *  peace*  *  found* 
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16  Then  the  elders  of  the  congregation  said,  What  shall  we 
do  for  wives  for  them  that  are  left,  seeing  woman  is  exter- 

1?  minated  out  of  Beniamin?  And  they  said,  There  must  be 
an  inheritance  for  them  that  are  escaped  of  Benjamin,  that 

18  a  tribe  be  not  blotted  oat  of  Israel.  Howbeit  we  may  not 
give  them  wives  of  our  daughters:  for  the  children  of 
Israel  have  sworn,  saying.  Cursed  be  he  that  giveth  a  wife 

19  to  Benjamin.  Then  they  arid.  Behold,  there  is  a  festival 
of  the  Eternal  in  Shiloh  yearly,1  in  a  place  which  is  on  the 
north  of  Beth-el,  on  the  east8  of  the  highway  that  ooeth  up 
from  Beth-d  to  Shechem,  and  on  the  sonth  of  Lcbonah. 

20  Therefore  they  commanded  the  children  of  Benjamin, 

21  saying.  Go  and  lie  in  wait  in  the  vineyards ;  And  sec, 
*  and,  behold,  if  the  daughters  of  Shiloh  come  out  to  dance 

in  dances,  then  come  ye  out  of  the  vineyards,  and  snatch 
you  every  man  his  wife  of  the  daughters  of  Shiloh,  and  go 

22  to  the  land  of  Benjamin.  And  it  shall  be,  when  their 
fathers  or  their  brethren  come  unto  us  to  complain,3  that 
we  will  say  unto  them.  Be  gracious  unto  them  for  our 
sakes;  for  we  did  not  each4  take  his  wife  in  the  war:  for 
ye  did  not  give  unto  them  at  this  time,6  that  ye  should  be 

23  guilty.  And  the  children  of  Benjamin  did  so,  and  took6 
them  wives  according  to  their  number,  of  them  that  danced, 
whom  they  took  away  violently  :  and  they  went  and 
returned  unto  tbeir  inheritance,  and  built  the  cities,  and 

24  abode  in  them:  And  the  children  of  Israel  departed7 
thence  at  that  time,  every  man  to  his  tribe,  and  to  his 
family;  and  they  went  out  from  thence  every  man  to  his 

25  inheritance.  In  those  days  there  was  no  king  in  Israel : 
every  man  did  that  which  was  right  in  his  own  eyes.

END  OP  THE  BOOK  OF  JUDGES. 
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Chap.  I. 

1  Now  there  was  a  man  of  Ramathaim-zophim,  of  mount 
Ephraim,  and  his  name  was  Elkanah,  the  son  of  Jeroham, 
the  son  of  Elihu,  the  son  of  Tohu,  the  son  of  Zuph,  an 

2  Ephrathite :  And  he  had  two  wives ;  the  name  of  the 
one  was  Hannah,  and  the  name  of  the  other  Peninnah ; 
and  Pcninnah  had  children,  but  Hannah  had  no  children. 

3  And  this  man  went  up  out  of  his  city  yearly1  to  prostrate 
himself  for,  and  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal  of  hosts  in 
Shiloh.  And  the  two  sons  of  Eli,  Hophni  and  Phinehas, 

4  the  priests  of  the  Eternal,  were  there.  And  when  the  time 
was2  that  Elkanah  sacrificed,  he  gave  to  Peninnah  his  wife, 

5  and  to  all  her  sons  and  her  daughter,  portions  :3  But  unto 
Hannah  he  gave  one  part  twice  over :  for  he  loved  Hannah, 

6  but  the  Eternal  had  shut  up  her  womb.  And  her  adver¬ 
sary  also  provoked  her  sore,4  for  to  rouse  her  to  anger,9 

7  for  the  Eternal  had  shut  up  her  womb.  And  as  he  did 
so  year  by  year,  when  she  went  up  to  the  house  of  the 
Eternal,  so  she  provoked  her;  therefore  she  wept,  and 

8  did  not  eat.  Then  said  Elkanah  her  husband  to  her, 
Hannah,  wherefore  weepest  thou  ?  and  why  eatest  thou 
not  ?  and  why  is  thy  heart  grieved  ?*  am  not  I  better  to 

9  thee  than  ten  sons  ?  So  Hannah  rose,  after  she  had  eaten 
in  Shiloh,  and  after  she  had  drunk. :  now  Eli  the  priest  sat 
upon  the  chair  by  a  door  post  of  the  temple7  of  the  Eternal: 

10  And  she  was  in  bitterness  of  soul,  and  prayed  unto  the 

1 1  Eternal,  and  wept  sore.8  And  she  vowed  a  vow,  and  said, 
O  Eternal  of  hosts,  if  thou  wilt  indeed  see  the  misery  of 
thy  handmaid,  and  remember  me,  and  not  forget  thy 

1  from  days  to  days*  3  and  it  wu  tbe  day.  *  parts,  4  a  provocation.  *  to  cause 
her  to  thunder.  6  evil,  T  palace.  9  seeping  she  wept, 
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handmaid,  but  wilt  give  unto  thy  handmaid  a  man  child,1 
then  I  will  give  him  unto  the  Eternal  all  the  days  of  his 

12  life,  and  there  shall  no  razor  come  upon  bis  head.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  as  she  continued*  praying  before  the 

13  Eternal,  that  Eli  marked9  her  mouth.  Now  Hannah,  she 
spake  in  her  heart ;  only  her  lips  moved,  but  her  voice  was 
not  heard:  therefore  Eli  thought  she  had  been  drunken. 

14  And  Eli  said  unto  her.  How  long  wilt  thou  be  drunken? 

15  remove  thy  wine  from  thee.  And  Hannah  answered  and 
said.  No,  my  lord,  I  am  a  woman  of  a  sorrowful4  spirit :  I 
have  drunk  neither  wine  nor  strong  drink,  but  have  poured 

16  out5  my  soul  before  the  Eternal.  Count6  not  thy  hand¬ 
maid  for  a  daughter  of  perdition :  for  out  of  the  abundance 
of  my  complaint  and  provocation  have  I  spoken  hitherto. 

1 7  Then  Eli  answered  and  said.  Go  in  peace :  and  the  God 
of  Israel  give  thee  thy  petition  that  thou  hast  asked  of  him. 

18  And  she  said.  Let  thy  handmaid  find  favour  in  thy  eyes. 
So  the  woman  went  her  way,  and  did  eat,  and  her  coun- 

19  tenanoe  was  no  more  as  before.7  And  they  rose  in  the 
morning  early,  and  prostrated  themselves  before  the  Eter¬ 
nal,  and  returned,  and  came  to  their  house  to  Hamah :  and 
Elkanah  knew  Hannah  his  wife ;  and  the  Eternal  remem- 

20  bored  her.  Wherefore  it  came  to  pass;,  when  the  time 
was  come  about6  after  Hannah  had  become  pregnant,  that 
she  bare  a  son,  and  called  his  name  Samuel,  saying^  Because 

2 1  I  have  asked  him  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  man  Elkanah, 
and  all  his  house,  went  up  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal 

22  the  yearly  sacrifice9  and  bis  vow.  But  Hannah  went  not 
up ;  for  she  said  unto  her  husband,  I  will  not  go  up  until 
the  child  be  weaned,  and  then  I  will  bring  him,  that  he 
may  appear  before  the  Eternal,  and  there  abide  for  ever. 

23  And  Elkanah  her  husband  said  uoto  her,  Do  what  seemeth 
good  in  thy  eyes;  abide  until  thou  have  weaned  him; 
only  the  Eternal  establish  his  word.  So  the  woman  abode 

24  ana  suckled  her  son  until  she  weaned  him.  And  when 
she  bad  weaned  him,  she  brought  him  up  with  her,  with 
three  bulls,  and  one  ephah  of  meal,  and  a  bottle  of  wine, 
and  brought  him  unto  the  house  of  the  Eternal  in  Shiloh ; 

25  and  the  lad  was  young.  And  they  slaughtered  the  bulls, 

26  and  brought  the  lad  to  Eli.  And  she  said,  O  my  lord : 
as  thy  soul  liveth,  my  lord,  I  am  the  woman  that  6toodi0 

1  seed  of  men.  9  multiplied,  9  kept,  4  hard.  6  shed.  *  give.  7  farther,  *  at 
the  tiittiits  of  days.  9  the  sacrifice  of  the  days.  10  was  placed. 
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27  by  thee  here,  to  pray  unto  the  Eternal  For  this  lad  I 
prayed ;  and  the  Eternal  hath  given  me  my  petition  ’which 

28  I  asked  of  him :  Therefore  also  I  have  given  him  freely  to  the 
Eternal ;  all  the  days  which  he  liveth  he  shall  be  lent1  to  the 
Eternal.  And  hie  prostrated  himself  there  before  the 
EtemaL 

Chap.  IL 

1  And  Hannah  prayed,  and  said,  My  heart  triumpheth  in 
the  Eternal;  my  horn  is  exalted  in  the  Eternal;  my 
mouth  is  enlarged  over  mine  enemies ;  because  I  rejoice 

2  in  thy  salvation.  There  is  none  holy  as  the  Eternal :  for 
there  is  none  besides  thee ;  neither  is  there  any  rock2  like 

3  our  God.  Talk  no  more  so  exceeding  proudly  ;3  let  not 
defiance  come  out  of  Your  mouth ;  for  the  Eternal  is  a  God 

4  of  knowledge,  and  by  him  actions  are  weighed.1  The 
bows  of  the  heroes  are  broken/  and  they  that  stumbled 

5  have  girded  on  force.  They  that  were  satisfied  are  hired 
for  bread ;  and  they  that  were  hungry  ceased ;  so  that  the 
barren  hath  bom  seven  ;  and  she  that  hath  many  children 

ft  is  waxed  feeble.  The  Eternal  killcth,  and  keepeth  alive ; 

7  he  bringeth  down  to  the  grave,  and  bringeth  up.  The 
Eternal  maketh  poor,  and  maketh  rich;  he  bringeth  low, 

8  and  lifted/  up.  He  rai&eth  up7  the  iudigent  out  of  the 
dust,  and  Irftcfb6  up  the  needy  from  the  dunghill,  to  set 
them  among  nobles,  and  to  make  them  inherit  the 
throne6  of  glory :  for  the  pillars  of  the  earth  belong  to  the 

9  Eternal,  and  he  hath  set  the  world  upon  them.  He  will 
keep  the  feet  of  his  saints,  and  the  wicked  shall  be  silent 

JO  in  darkness ;  for  by  strength  shall  no  man  prevail  The 
Eternal,  those  that  strive  against  him  shall  he  dismayed ; 
out  of  heaven  shall  he  thunder  upon  them:  the  Eternal 
shall  pronounce  judgment  on  the  uttermost  ends  of  the 
earth ;  and  he  shall  give  power  uuto'Jiis  King,  and  raise  the 

11  horn  of  his  Anointed.  And  Elkanah  went  to  the  Ramoh 
to  his  house;  and  the  lad  did  minister  unto  the  Eternal 

12  before  Eli  the  priest.  Now  the  sons  of  Eli  were  sons  of 

13  perdition;  they  knew  not  the  Eternal.  And  the  priest’s 

custom9  with  the  people  that ,  when  any  man  sacrificed 

a  sacrifice,  the  priest's  lad  came,  while  the  ilesh  was  in 
seething,10  with  a  flesh-hook  of  three  teeth  in  his  hand ; 

14  A  nd  he  struck11  it  into  the  pan,  or  kettle,  or  caldron,  or 

1  asked-  5  eng.  1  do  not  multiply  talk  high  high,  4  made  equal.  *  dismayed. 

4  raiseth.  1  established),  *  chair.  *  judgment,  10  cuokiug,  11  smote. 
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pot;  all  that  die  "flesh-hook,  brought  up  the  priest  took  for 
himself.  So  they  did  in  Shiloh  uoto  all  the  Israelites  that 

15  came  thither.  Also  before  they  caused  the  fat  to  ascend 
in  fumes,  the  priest's  lad  came,  and  said  to  the  man  that 
sacrificed,  Give  flesh  to  roast  for  the  priest;  for  he  will 

16  not  have  sodden1  flesh  of  thee,  but  raw.2  And  if  any  man 
said  unto  him,  They  will  not  fail  presently  to  cause  the  fat 
to  ascend  in  fumes,  and  then  take  as  much  as  thy  soul 
lusteth ;  then  he  would  answer  him.  Nay ;  but  thou  shalt 

n  give  it  me  now :  and  if  not,  I  will  take  it  by  force.’  Where¬ 
fore  the  sin  of  the  young  men1  was  very  great  before  the 
Eternal ;  for  the  men  abhorred3  the  oblation  of  the  Eternal. 

18  But  Samuel  ministered  before  the  face  of  the  Eternal, 

19  being  a  lad,  girded  with  a  linen  ephod.  Moreover,  his 
mother  made  him  a  little  mantle,  ana  brought  it  up  to  him 
from  year  to  year,8  when  she  came  upwith  her  husband 

£0  to  sacrifice  the  yearly  sacrifice.7  And  Eli  blessed  Elkanah 
and  his  wife,  and  said.  The  Eternal  give*  thcc  seed  of  this 
woman,  for  the  petition  which  was  asked  of  the  Eternal. 

SI  And  they  went  unto  their  own  place.  When  the  Eternal 
visited  Hannah,  she  became  pregnant,  and  bare  three  sons 
and  two  daughters.  And  the  lad  Samuel  grew  before  tbe 

£2  Eternal,  Now  Eli  was  very  old,  and  heard  all  that  his 
sons  did  unto  all  Israel ;  and  how  they  lay  with  tbe  women 

£8  that  crowded  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  Wherefore  do  ye  such  things?  for  I 

24  hear  of  your  evil  words  by  all  this  people.  Nay,  my  sons : 
for  it  is  tk)  good  report  that  I  hear  the  people  of  the 

25  Eternal  spread.11  If  one  man  sin  against  another,  the 
judge10  shall  judge11  him;  but  if  a  man  sin  against  the 
Eternal,  who  shall  pray  for  him  ?  Notwithstanding,  they 
hearkened  not  unto  the  voice  of  their  father,  because  the 

£6  Eternal  would  put  them  to  death.  And  tbe  lad  Samuel 
grew  on,12  and  was  in  favour13  both  with  the  Eternal,  and 

27  also  with  men.  And  there  came  a  man  of  God  unto  Eli, 
and  said  unto  him.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Did  I  plainly 
reveal  myself  unto  the  bouse  of  thy  father,  when  they 

28  were  in  Egypt  in  Pharaoh's  house  ?  And  did  I  choose 
him  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  be  my  priest,  to  go  up 
to  mine  altar,  to  cause  incense  to  ascend  in  fumes,  to  wear

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an  ephod  before  me  ?  and  did  I  give  unto  the  house  of  thy 
father  all  the  fire  offerings  of  the  children  of  Israel? 

29  Wherefore  kick  ye  at  my  sacrifice  and  at  mine  oblation, 
which  I  have  commanded  in  my  habitation,  and  honourest 
thy  sons  above  me,  to  make  yourselves  fat  with  the  chiefest1 

30  of  every  oblation  of  Israel  my  people  ?  -  Therefore  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  I  said  indeed  that 
thy  house,  and  the  house  of  thy  father,  should  walk  before 
me  for  ever :  but  now  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  is.  It 
were  unworthy  of  me;  for  them  that  honour  me  I  will 

3 1  honour,  aud  they  that  scorn  me  shall  be  slighted.  Behold, 
the  days  come  that  I  will  cut  off  thine  arm,  and  the  arm 
of  thy  father’s  house,  that  there  shall  not  be  an  old  man  in 

32  thy  house.  And  thou,  the  adversary  of  my  habitation, 
Bhalt  look  enviously  at  all  the  good  which  Gad  shall  do 
Israel :  and  there  shall  not  be  an  old  man  in  thy  house  for 

33  ever.-  And  no  man  of  thine,  none  will  I  cut  off  from 
mine  altar,  in  order  to  consume3  thine  eyes,  and  to  grieve 
thy  heart :  but  all  the  increase  of  thy  house  shall  die  in 

34  the  flower  of  their  age.4  And  this  shall  be  a  sign  unto 
thee,  that  shall  come  upon  tby  two  sons,  on  Hopbni  and 

35  Phinehtuf :  in  one  day  they  shall  die  both  of  them.  And 
I  will  establish  for  me  a  faithful  priest,  that  shall  do  accord¬ 
ing  to  that  which  it  in  my  heart,  and  in  my  soul :  and  I 
will  build  him  a  sure5  house;  and  he  shall  walk  before 

36  mine  Anointed  all  the  days.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  every  one  that  is  left  in  thy  house  shall  come  and 
prostrate  himself  before  him  for  a  piece  |  of  silver  and  a 
loaf*  of  hread,  and  shall  say,  Admit  me,  pray,  to  one  of  the 
priests’  offices,  that  I  may  eat  a  morsel  of  bread. 

Chap.  IIL  , 

1  And  the  lad  Samuel  ministered  unto  the  Eternal  before 
Eli.  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  was  precious7  in  those 

2  days ;  there  was  no  open8  vision.  Aud  it  came  to  pass  at 
that  time,*  when  Eli  was  laid  down  in  his  place,  and  his 

3  eyes  began  to  wax  dim,  that  he  could  not  see ;  Aud  ere 
the  lamp  of  God  went  out  in  the  temple18  of  the  Eternal, 
where  the  arku  of  God  was,  and  Samuel  was  laid  down  to 

4  sleep ;  That  the  Eternal  called  Samuel .*  and  he  answered, 

5  Here  am  L  And  he  ran  unto  Eli,  and  said.  Here  am  I ; 
for  thou  calledst  me.  And  he  said,  I  called  not ;  lie  down 

6  again.1*  And  he  went  and  lay  down.  And  the  Eternal 

*  beginning.  *  nil  the  dayi.  *  finhh*  4  men*  4  faithful.  4  circle*  7  cottly. 

4  burit  forth,  9  day.  * 9  palace*  11  case.  15  return. 
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cod  tinned  to  call/  Samuel.  (And  Samuel  arose,  and  went 
to  Eli,  and  said,  Here  am  I ;  for  thou  didst  call  me.  And 

7  he  answered,  I  called  not,  my  son ;  return,  tie  down.  Now 
Samuel  did  not  yet  know  the  Eternal,  neither  wus  the  word 

8  of  the  Eternal  yet  revealed  unto  him.  And  the  Eternal 
continued  to  call  Samuel,  the  third  time.  And  he  arose, 
and  went  to  Eli,  and  said,  Here  am  I ;  for  thou  didst  call 
me.  And  Eli  perceived  that  the  Eternal  hod  called  the 

9  lad.  'Therefore  Eli  said  unto  Samuel,  Go,  lie  down  :  and 
it  shall  be,  if  he  call  thee,  that  thou  shalt  say,  Speak, 
Eternal;  for  thy  servant  beareth.  So  Samuel  went  and 

10  lay  down  in  his  place.  And  the  Eternal  came,  and  placed 
himself,  and  called  as  at  other  times,  Samuel,  Samuel. 
Then  Samuel  answered.  Speak ;  tor  thy  servant  heareth. 

1 1  And  the  Eternal  said  to  Samuel,  Behold,  I  will  do  a  thing 
in  Israel,  at  which  both  the  ears  of  every  one  that  heareth 

12  it  shall  tingle.  In  that  day  I  will  perform1  against  EH  all 
things  which  I  have  spoken  concerning  his  house :  begin- 

13  ning  and  ending.  For  I  have  told  him,  that  1  will  judge 
his  liouse  for  ever,  for  the  iniquity  which  he  knoweth ; 
because  his  sons  made  themselves  an  execration,  and  he 

14  impeded  them  not.  And  therefore  I  have  sworn  unto  the 
house  of  Eli,  if  the  iniquity  of  Eli’s  house  be  expiated  with 

15  sacrifice  or  offering  for  ever. .  And  Samuel  lay 

until  the  morning,  and  opened  the  doors  of  the  house  of 
the  Eternal :  and  Samuel  feared  to  tell  Eli  the  vision. 

1 6  Then  Eli  called  Samuel,  and  said,  Samuel,  my  son.  And 

17  -he  answered.  Here  am  L  And  he  said.  What  is  the  thing 
that  He  hath  spoken  unto  thee?  pray  withhold  nothing 
from  me :  God  do  so  to  thee,  and  continue  thus,  if  thou 
withhold  any' thing  from  me  of  ail  the  things  that  he  said 

18  unto  thee.  And  Samuel  told  him  all  the  words,  and  with¬ 
held  nothing  from  him.  And  he  said,  It  is  the  Eternal : 

19  let  him  do  what  is  good  in  his  eyes.  And  Samuel  grew, 
and  the  Eternal  was  with  him,  and  did  let  none  of  his 

20  words  fall  to  the  ground.3  And  all  Israel,  from  Dan  even 
to  Beer-sheha,  knew  that  Samuel  was  established3  to  be  a 

21  prophet  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  Eternal  continued  to 
appear  in  Shiloh:  for  the  Eternal  revealed  himself  to 
Samuel  in  Shiloh  by  the  word  of  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  IV. 

1  And  the  word  of  Samuel  came1  to  all  Israel.  Now  Israel 

1  establish.  *  earth.  3  faithful.  4  was. 
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went  out  against  the  Philistines  to  the  war,  and  encamped 
beside  Ebcn-eeer ;  and  the  Philistines  encamped  in  Aphek. 

2  And  the  Philistines  set  themselves  in  order  against  Israel : 
and,  when  the  battle1  spread,  Israel  was  defeated  before 
the  Philistines ;  and  they  smote  of  those  arrayed8  in  the 

3  held  about  four  thousand  men.  And  when  the  people 
'  were  come  into  the  camp,  the  elders  of  Israel  said. 

Wherefore  hath  the  Eternal  defeated  us  to-day  before  the 
Philistines  ?  Let  us  take  the  ark*  of  the  covenant  of  the 
Eternal  out  of  Shiloh  uDto  us,  that,  when  it  comcth 
among  us,  it  may  save  us  out  of  the  hand  of  our  enemies. 

4  So  the  people  sent  to  Shiloh,  and  they  carried  from  thence 
the  ark3  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  abiding 
between,  the  clierubims :  and  the  two  sons  of  Eli,  Hophni 
and  Phinehas,  were  there  with  the  ark3  of  the  covenant  of 

3  God.  And  when  the  ark*  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal 
came  into  the  camp,  all  Israel  shouted*  with  a  great 

6  shout,9  so  that  the  earth  rang.  And  when  the  Philistines 
heard  the  noise  of  the  shout,4  they  said,  What  meaneih  the 
noise  of  this  great  shout?  in  the  camp  of  the  Hebrews? 
And  they  understood11  that  the  ark3  of  the  Eternal  was 

7  come  into  the  camp.  And  the  Philistines  were  afraid ; 
for  they  said,  God  is  come  into  the  camp.  And  they  said. 
Woe  unto  us !  for  there  hath  not  been  such  a  thing  here- 

8  toforc.9  Woe  unto  us!  who  shall  deliver  ns  out  of  the 
hand  of  these  mighty  Gods  ?  llicse  are  the  Gods  that 
smote  the  Egyptians  with  all  the  plagues10  in  the  desert. 

9  Strengthen  yourselves,  and  be  men,  O  ye  Philistines,  that 
yc  be  not  servants  unto  the  Hebrews,  as  they  have  served 

10  you:  be  men,  and  fight.  And  the  Philistines  fought; 
and  Israel  was  defeated,  and  they  ran  away  every  man 
into  his  tout;  and  there  was  a  very  great  slaughter;  for 

1 1  there  fell  of  Israel  thirty  thousand  men  on  foot.  A  nd  the

12  and  Phinehns,  were  slain.11  And  there  ran  a  man  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  from  those  arrayed,8  and  came  to  Shiloh  the  same 
day,  with  his  clothes  rent,  and  with  earth18  upon  his  head. 

13  And  when  he  came,  lo,  Eli  sat  upon  the  chair  by  the  way* 
side,13  watching:  for  his  heart  trembled  for  the  nrk3  of 
God.  And  when  the  man  came  into  the  city,  and  told  if, 

14  all  the  city  cried  out  And  when  Eli  heard  the  noise11  of 

J  war.  *  disposition.  case,  4  dinned*  *  din*  4  the  voice  of  Ibe  din*  7  the 

voice  ol  thU  great  din,  *  knew.  yesterday  before  yesterday*  ™  slaughters* 

11  died.  u  gruuud,  lJ  baud  of  the  way*  14  voice- 
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the  crying,  he  said.  What  meawth  the  noise1  of  this  tumult? 

15  And  Lae  man  came  in  hastily,  and  told  Eli.  Nov  Eli  was 
ninety  and  eight  years  old  ;s  and  his  eyes  were  dim,3  that 

-16  he  could  not  see.  And  the  man  said  unto  Eli,  1  am  he 
that  came  from  among  those  arrayed,4  and  I  ran  away 
to-day  from  among  those  arrayed.4  And  he  said,  What  is 

17  the  matter,3  my  son  ?  And  the  news-bearer  answered  and 
said,  Israel  is  run  away  before  the  Philistines ;  and  there 
hath  been  also  a  great  slaughter4  among  the  people ;  and 
thy  two  sons  also,  Hophni  and  Phinehas,  axe  dead ;  and 

]  8  the  ark7  of  God  is  taken.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he 
made  mention  of  the  ark7  of  God,  that  he  fell  from  off  the 
chair  hackward,  by  the  side8  of  the  gate ;  and  the  nape  of 
his  neck  was  broken,  and  he  died ;  for  he  was  an  old  man, 

1 9  and  heavy ;  and  he  had  judged  Israel  forty  years.  And 
his  daughter-in-law,  Phinehas’  wife,  was  pregnant,  near  to 
be  delivered  :9  and  when  she  heard  the  tidings,10  that  the 
arkT  of  God  was  taken,  and  that  her  husband’s  father  and 
her  husband  were  dead,  sbe  stooped  down  And  travailed  j11 

20  for  her  pangs  came18  upon  her.  And  about  the  time  of 
her  death,  the  women  that  were  placed  by  her  said  unto 
her,  Pear  not,  for  thou  hast  bom  a  bod.  But  she  answered 

21  not,  neither  did  she  regard13  it.  And  she  called  the  child14 
I-chabod,  saying,  The  glory  is  departed14  from  Israel: 
because  the  ark7  of  God  was  taken,  and  because  of  her 

22  husband’s  father  and  her  husband :  And  she  said.  The 
glory  is  departed15  from  Israel;  for  the  ark7  of  God  is 
taken. 


Chap.  V. 

1  And  the  Philistines  took  the  ark7  of  God,  and  brought  it 

2  from  Eben-ezer  unto  Ashdod.  When  the  Philistines  took 
tbe  ark7  of  God,  they  brought  it  into  the  house  of  Dagon, 

3  and  set  it  by  Dagon,  Ana  when  they  of  Ashdod  arose 
early  on  the  morrow,  behold,  Dagon  woe  fallen  upon  his 
face  to  the  earth  before  the  ark'  of  the  Eternal  And 

4  they  took  Dagon,  and  restored  him  to  his  place.  And 
wben  they  arose  early  on  the  morrow  morning,  behold, 
Dagon  wax  fallen  upon  his  face  to  the  earth  before  the 
ark7  of  the  Eternal ;  and  the  head  of  Dagon  and  both  the 
palms10  of  his  hands  were  cut  off  upon  the  threshold ;  only 

5  a  fish  stump  had  remained  of  him.  Therefore  neither  the 


*  pestilence*  7  case.  *  hi 
n  set  her  heart, 
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priests  of  Dagon,  nor  any  that  come  into  Dagon’s  house, 
tread  on  the  threshold  of  Dagon  in  Ashdod  unto  this  day. 

6  But  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  heavy  upon  them  of 
Ashdod;  and  he  made  them  desolate,  and  smote  them 
with  tumours,  ewn  Ashdod,  and  the  boundaries  thereof 

7  And  when  the  men  of  Ashdod  saw  that  it  was  so,  they 
said.  The  ark1  of  die  God  of  Israel  shall  not  abide  with 
us :  for  his  hand  is  sore8  upon  us,  and  upon  Dagon  our 

8  god.  They  sent,  therefore,  and  gathered  all  the  lords!8  of 
the  Philistines  unto  them,  and  said.  What  shall  we  do 
with  the  ark1  of  the  God  of  Israel  ?  And  they  answered. 
Let  the  ark1  of  the  God  of  Israel  be  carried  about8  onto 
Gath.  And  they  carried1  the  ark1  of  the  God  of  Israel 

9  about  thither.  And  it  was  so,  that  after  they  had  carried 
it  about,1  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  against  the  city  with 
a  very  great  confusion:  and  he  smote  the  men  of  the  city, 
both  small  and  great,  and  they  had  tumours  in  their  secret 

10  parts.  Therefore  they  sent  away  the  ark1  of  God  to 
Ekron.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  ark1  of  God  came  to 
Ekron,  that  the  Ekronites  cried  out,  saying,  They  have 
brought  about1  the  ark1  of  die  God  of  Israel  to  us,  to  put 

1 1  us  to  death  and  our  people.  So  they  sent  and  gathered 
together  all  the  lords8  of  the  Philistines^  and  said.  Send 
away  the  ark1  of  the  God  of  Israel,  and  let  it  return  to  its 
own  place,  that  it  put  us  not  to  death,  and  our  people : 
for  there  was  a  deadly  destruction7  throughout  all  the 

12  city;  the  hand  of  God  was  very  heavy  there.  And  the 
men  that  died  not  were  smitten  with  the  tumours ;  and 
the  cry  of  the  city  went  up  to  heaven, 

Chap.  VL 

1  And  the  ark1  of  the  Eternal  was  in  the  country9  of  the 

2  Philistines  seven  months.  And  the  Philistines  called  for 
the  priests  and  the  soothsayers,  saying,  What  shall  we  do 
to  tne  ark1  of  the  Eternal?  make  known  unto  us  where- 

3  with  we  shall  send  it  to  its  place.  And  they  said.  If  ye 
send  away  the  ark1  of  the  God  of  Israel,  send  it  not 
empty ;  but  in  any  wise  return9  him  a  guilt-offering :  then 
ye  shall  be  bealed,  and  it  shall  be  known  to  you  why  his 

4  hand  is  not  departed  from  you.  Then  said  they.  What 
gkall  be  the  guilt-offering  which  we  shall  return9  to  him  ? 

1  case*  *  hard.  *  encorapau.  4  en  computed.  *  encorapuaed  it,  4  ailw* 
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They  answered.  According  to  the  number  of  the  lords1 
of  the  Phi  Us  dues,  jive  golden  tumours,  and  five  golden 
mice :  for  one  pestilence  was  on  you  all,  and  on  your  lords.1 
5  Wherefore  ye  shall  make  images  of  your  tumours,  and 
images  of  your  mice  that  corrupt  the  Loud ;  and  yc  shall 

f;ive  glory  unto  the  God  of  Israel :  peradventure  he  will 
ighten  his  hand  from  off  you,  and  from  off  your  gods,  and 
6  from  off  yonr  land.  Wherefore  then  do  ye  harden8  your 
hearts,  as  the  Egyptians  and  Pharaoh  hardened3  their 
hearts?  When  he  had  used  his  power  against  them,  did 
7  they  not  let  the  people  go,  and  they  departed?  Now 
therefore  make  a  new  wagon,  and  take  two  milch  kine  on 
which  there  hath  come  no  yoke,  and  hind  the  kine  to  the 
8  wagon,  and  bring4  their  calves  home8  from  them :  And 
take  the  ark6  of  die  Eternal,  and  lay*'  it  upon  the  wagon: 
and  put  the  vessels  of  gold  which  ye  return4  him  for  a 
guilt-offering,  in  a  coffer  by  the  side  thereof ;  and  send  it 
9  away,  that  it  may  go.  Ana  see,  if  it  goeth  up  by  the  way 
of  his  own  boundary  to  Beth-shemesh,  then  ne  bath  done 
us  this  great  evil :  but  if  not,  then  we  shall  know  that  it  is 
not  his  hand  that  touched  us ;  it  was  a  chance  that  hap- 
1 0  pened  to  us.  And  the  men  did  so ;  and  took  two  milch 
Line,  and  bound  them  to  the  wagon,  and  shut  up9  their 
1 1  calves  at  home.  And  they  put  the  ark6  of  the  Eternal 
upon  the  wagon,  and  the  coffer  with  the  mice  of  gold  and 
12  the  images  of  their  tumours.  And  the  kine  took  the 
straight  way  to  the  way  of  Beth-shemcsh,  and  went 
along  one  highway,  lowing  aB  they  went,  and  did  not 
depart  to  the  right  or  to  the  left ;  and  the  lords1  of  the 
Philistines  went  after  them  unto  the  boundary  of  Beth- 
13  shemesh,  And  they  of  Beth-sbemcsh  were  reaping  their 
wheat-harvest  in  the  valley :  and  they  lifted  up  their  eyes, 
14  and  saw  the  ark,6  and  rejoiced  to  see  it.  And  llie  wagon 
came  into  the  field  of  Joshua,  a  Beth-sbemite,  and  stood 
there,  where  there  was  a  great  stone :  and  they  clave  the 
wood  of  llie  wagon,  and  offered11  the  kine  a  burnt  offering 
15  unto  the  Eternal.  And  the  Levites  took  down  the  ark8  of 
the  Eternal,  and  the  coffer  that  was  with  it,  wherein  the 
vessels  of  gold  were,  and  put  them  on  the  great  stone  :  and 
the  men  of  Betli-shcmesh  offered9  humt  offerings,  and 
1 6  sacrificed  sacrifices,  the  6ame  day  unto  the  Eternal,  And 

1  axles. .  *  make  heavy.  4  made  heavy.  *  restore.  *  to  the  house.  *  case. 
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when  the  five  lords1  of  che  Philistines  had  seen  it,  they 

17  returned  to  Ekron  the  same  day.  And  these  are  the 
golden  tumours  which  the  Philistines  returned8  for  a  guilt- 
offering  unto  the  Eternal ;  for  Ashdod  one,  for  Gaza  one, 

18  for  Askelon  one,  for  Gath  one,  for  Ekron  one:  And  the 
golden  mice,  according  to  the  number  of  all  the  cities  of 
the  Philistines  belonging  to  the  five  lords,1  both  of  fortified 
cities  and  of  country  villages,  even  unto  the  great  stone  of 
Abel,  whereon  they  placed  the  ark3  of  the  Eternal ;  which 
stone  remaineth  unto  this  day  in  the  field  of  Joshua  the 

19  Beth-shcmite.  And  he  smote  the  men  of  Beth-shemesh, 
because  they  had  looked4  into  the  ark3  of  the  Eternal, 
even  he  smote  of  the  people  fifty  thousand  and  threescore 
and  ten  men.  And  the  people  mourned,  because  the 
Eternal  had  smitten  many  of  the  people  with  a  great 

20  slaughter.  And  the  men  of  Beth-shemesh  said.  Who  is 
able  to  stand  before  this  holy  Eternal  God?  and  to  whom 

21  shall  he  go  up  from  us?  And  they  sent  messengers  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Kiijath-jearim,  saying.  The  Philistines  have 
restored  the  ark3  of  the  Eternal;  come  ye  down,  and  bring 
it  up  to  you. 


Chap.  VIL 


1  And  the  men  of  Kirjath-jearim  came,  and  brought  up  the 
ark3  of  the  Eternal,  and  brought  it  into  the  house  of 
Abinadab,  in  the  hill,  and  sanctified  Elcazar  his  son  to 

2  keep  the  ark3  of  the  Eternal.  And  it  came  to  pass,  while5 
the  ark3  abode  in  Kirjath-jearim,  that  the  time  was  long;1* 
for  it  was  twenty  years:  and  all  the  house  of  Israel 

IS  lamented  after  the  Eternal.  And  Samuel  spake  unto  all 
the  house  of  Israel,  saying,  If  yc  do  return  unto  the 
Eternal  with  all  your  hearts,  then  remove  the  strange  gods 
and  the  Ashtaroth  from  among  you,  and  prepare  your 
hearts  unto  the  Eternal,  and  serve  him  only ;  and  he  will 

4  deliver  you  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Philistines.  Then  the 
children  of  Israel  did  remove  the  Baalim  and  the  Ashtaroth, 

5  and  served  the  Eternal  only.  And  Samuel  said,  Gather7 
all  Israel  to  the  Mizpeh,  and  I  will  pray  for  you  unto  the 

6  Eternal.  And  they  gathered  together8  to  the  Mizpeh,  and 
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drew  water,  and  poured1  it  out  before  the  Eternal,  and 
fasted  on  that  day,  and  said  there.  We  have  sinned  against 
the  Eternal.  And  Samuel  judged  the  children  of  Israel 

7  in  the  Mizpeh.  And  when  the  Philistines  heard  that  the 
children  of  Israel  were  gathered  together8  to  the  Mizpeh,  the 
lords3  of  the  Philistines  went  up  against  Israel.  And  when 
the  children  of  Israel  heard  it,  they  were  afraid  of  the 

8  Philistines.  And  the  children  of  Israel  said  to  Samuel, 
Cease  not4  to  cry  unto  the  Eternal  our  God  for  us,  that 

9  he  may  save  us  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Philistines.  And 
Samuel  took  a  sucking  lamb,5  and  offered5  it  for  a  burnt 
offering  wholly  unto  the  Eternal :  and  Samuel  cried  unto 

10  the  Eternal  for  Israel ;  and  the  Eternal  heard  him.  And 
as  Samuel  was  offering1  up  the  burnt  offering,  the  Philis¬ 
tines  drew8  near  to  the  war  against  Israel :  bnt  the  Eternal 
caused  it  to  thunder  with  a  great  thunder^  on  that  day 
upon  the  Philistines,  and  confounded  them;  and  they 

1 1  were  defeated  hefore  Israel.  And  the  men  of  Israel  went 
out  of  the  Mizpeb,  and  pursued  the  Philistines^  and  smote 

1 2  them,  until  they  came  under  Beth-car.  Then  Samuel  took 
one  stone,  and  set10  it  between  the  Mizpeh  and  the  Shen,  and 
called  the  name  of  it  Eben-ezer,  saying,  Hitherto  hath  the 

13  Eternal  helped  us.  So  the  Philistines  were  humbled,  and 
they  continued  not  to  come  into  the  boundary  of  Israel, 
and  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  against  the  Philistines  all 

14  the  days  of  Samuel.  And  the  cities  which  the  Philistines 
had  taken  from  Israel  were  restored11  to  Israel,  from  Ekron 
even  unto  Gath ;  and  the  boundaries  thereof  did  Israel 
deliver  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Philistines.  And  there 

1 5  was  peace  between  Israel  and  the  Amorite.  And  Samuel 

1 6  judged  Israel  all  the  days  of  his  life.  And  he  went  from 
year  to  year  in  circuit18  to  Beth-cl,  and  the  Gilgal,  and  the 

17  Mizpeh,  and  judged  Israel  in  all  those  places.  And  his 
return  was  to  the  Ramah ;  for  there  was  his  house :  and 
there  he  judged  Israel ;  and  there  he  built  an  altar  unto 
the  Eternal 


Chap.  Vlil. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Samuel  was  old,  that  he  made10 
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2  his  sons  judgeB  over  Israel.  Now  the  name  of  his  first¬ 
born  was  Joel,  and  the  name  of  his  second1  Abiah :  they 

3  were  judges  in  Beer-sheba,  And  his  sons  walked  not  in 
his  ways,  but  inclined  after  lucre,  and  took  bribes^  and 

4  perverted4  judgment.  Then  all  the  elders  of  Israel 
gathered3  themselves  together,  and  came  to  Samuel  unto 

5  the  Ratnah,  And  said  unto  him.  Behold,  thou  art  old, 
and  thy  sons  walk  not  in  thy  ways :  now  make4  us  a  king 

6  to  judge  us  like  all  the  nations.  But  the  thing  was  evil  in 
the  eyes  of  Samuel,  when  they  said,  Give  us  a  king  to 

7  judge  us.  And  Samuel  prayed  unto  the  Eternal.  And  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Samuel,  Hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the 

Seople  in  all  that  they  say  unto  thee :  for  they  have  not 
espised  thee,  but  they  Have  despised  me,  that  I  should 
8  not  reign  over  them.  According  to  all  the  deeds  which 
they  have  done,  since  the  day  that  1  brought  them  up  out 
of  Egypt  even  unto  this  day,  wherewith  they  have  for¬ 
saken  me,  and  served  other  gods ;  so  do  they  also  unto 
9  thee.  Now,  therefore,  hearken  unto  their  voice :  howbeit 
yet  protest  solemnly  unto  them,  and  tell  them  the  manner5 
10  of  the  king  that  shall  reign  over  them.  And  Samuel  told 
all  the  words  of  the  Eternal  unto  the  people  that  asked  of 
1 1  him  a  king.  And  he  said.  This  will  be  the  manner5  of  the 
king  that  shall  reign  over  you ;  He  will  take  your  sons, 
and  appoint4  them  for  himself,  for  his  chariots;,  and  to  be 
12  his  horsemen ;  and  some  shall  run  before  his  vehicle^  And 
he  will  appoint4  him  officers  over  thousands,  and  officers  over 
fifties,  and  w ill  set  them  to  plough  his  pioughing-soil,  and 
to  reap  his  harvest,  and  to  make  his  instruments6  of 
13  war,  and  instrument^  of  his  chariots.  And  he  will 


take  your  daughters  to  be  confectioners,7  and  to  be 

14  cooks,6  and  to  be  bakers.  And  he  will  take  yonr 
fields,  and  your  vineyards,  and  your  oliveyords,  even  the 

15  best  of  them ,  and  give  them,  to  his  servants.  And  he  will 
take  the  tenth  of  your  seed,  and  of  your  vineyards,  and 

16  give  to  his  eunuchs,  and  to  his  servants.  And  he  will 
take  your  men-servants,  and  your  maid-servants,9  and 
your  goodli^ft  young  men,  and  your  asses,  and  put10  them 

17  to  his  work.  He  will  take  the  tenth  of  your  nock :  and 

18  ye  shall  be  his  servants.  And  ye  shall  cry  out  in  that  day, 
because  of  your  king  whom  ye  shall  have  chosen  you ;  and 

19  the  Eternal  will  not  answer  you  in  that  day.  Nevertheless, 
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the  people  refused  to  obey  the  voice  of  Samuel :  and  they 

20  said.  Nay ;  but  wc  will  have  a  king  over  us ;  That  we 
also  may  be  like  all  the  nations ;  and  that  our  king  may 
judge  us,  and  go  out  before  us,  and  fight  our  battles.1 

2 1  Ana  Samuel  heard  all  the  words  of  the  people,  and  he 

22  rehearsed8  them  in  the  cars  of  the  Eternal.  And  the 
Eternal  said  to  Samuel,  Hearken  unto  their  voice,  and 
make  them  a  king.  And  Samuel  said  unto  the  men  of 
Israel,  Go  ye  every  man  unto  his  city. 


Chap.  IX. 

1  Now  there  was  a  man  of  Benjamin,  whose  name  was  Kish, 
the  son  of  Abiel,  the  son  of  Zeror,  the  son  of  Bechorath, 

2  the  son  of  Aphiah,  a  Benjamite,  a  hero  of  force.  And  he 
had  a  son  whoso  name  was  Saul,  a  choice  young  man,  and 
a  goodly ;  and  there  was  none  among  the  children  of  Israel 
goodlier  than  he :  from  his  shoulders  and  upwards  he  was 

3  higher  than  any  of  the  people.  And  the  she-asscs  of  Kish, 
Saul’s  father,  were  lost:  and  Ttiah  said  to  Saul  his  son. 
Take  now  one  of  the  lads  with  thee,  and  arise,  go  seek  the 

4  she-asses.  And  he  passed  through  mount  Ephraim,  and 
passed  through  the  land  of  Shalisna,  but  they  found  them 
not:  then  they  passed  through  the  land  of  Shalim,  and 
there  they  were  not ;  and  he  passed  through  the  land  of  the 

5  Benjamites,  but  they  found  them  not  And  when  they 
were  come  to  the  land  of  Zuph,  Saul  said  to  his  lad  that 
was  with  him.  Come,  and  let  us  return;  lest  my  father 

6  cease  caring  for  the  asses,  and  be  apprehensive  for  us.  A  mi 
he  said  unto  him.  Behold  now,  there  is  in  this  city  a  man 
.of  God,  and  he  is  an  honoured  man ;  all  that  ne  saith 
comcth  surely  to  pass:  now,  let  us  go  thither;  perad- 

7  venture  he  can  tell  us  our  way  that  we  should  go.  Then 
said  Saul  to  his  lad.  But,  behold,  if  we  go,  what  shall  we 
bring  the  man  ?  for  the  bread  is  spent  in  our  vessels,  and 
there  is  not  a  present  to  bring  to  the  man  of  God,  what 

8  have  we  ?  And  the  lad  answered  Saul  again,-1  and  said, 
Behold,  I  have  here  at  hand  the  fourth  part  of  a  shekel 
of  silver ;  titat  will  I  give  to  the  man  of  God  that  he  may 

9  tell  us  our  way.  Beforctime  in  Israel,  when  a  man  went 
to  inquire  of  God,  thus  he  spake.  Come,  and  let  us  go  to  the 

*  wars.  *  spoke.  ’  continued. 
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seer :  for  ha  that  is  now  called  a  Prophet,  was  before  time 

10  called  a  Seer.  Then  said  Saul  to  his  lad.  Thy  word  is 
good ;  come,  let  us  go :  so  they  went  unto  the  city  where 

1 1  tbc  man  of  God  teas.  And  as  they  went  up  the  ascent  to 
the  city,  they  found  damsels  going  out  to  draw  water,  and 

12  said  unto  them,  Is  the  seer  here?  And  they  answered 
them,  and  said,  He  is;  behold  he  is  before  you:  make 
haste  now,  for  he  came  to-day  to  the  city ;  for  there  is  a 

13  sacrifice  of  the  people  to-day  in  the  high  place :  As  soon 
as  ye  be  come  mto  the  city  ye  shall  straightway  find  him, 
before  he  go  up  to  the  high  place  to  eat:  for  the  people 
will  not  eat  until  he  come,  because  he  doth  bless  the  sacri¬ 
fice;  and  afterwards  they  eat  that  are  invited.1  Now 
therefore  go  ye  up ;  for  about  this  time4  ye  shall  find  him. 

14  And  they  went  up  into  the  city ;  and  when  they  were  come 
into  the  city,  behold,  Samuel  came  out  towards  them,  for 

1 5  to  go  up  to  the  high  place.  Now  the  Eternal  had  revealed 

16  to  Samuel’s  ear  one  day  before  Saul  came,  saying,  To¬ 
morrow,  about  this  time,  I  will  send  thee  a  man  out  of  the 
laud  of  Benjamin ;  and  thou  shalt  anoint  him  to  he  chief 
over  my  people  Israel,  that  he  may  save  my  people  out  of 
the  hand  of  the  Philistinos :  for  I  have  looked  upon3  my 

1 7  people,  because  their  cry  is  come  unto  me.  And  when 
Samuel  saw  Saul,  the  Eternal  said  unto  him,  Behold  the 
man  whom  I  spake  to  thee  of:  this  same  shall  reign  over1 

18  my  people.  Then  Saul  stepped  nigh  to  Samuel  in  the  gate, 
and  said,  Tell  me,  I  pray  thee,  where  the  seer’s  house  is, 

19  And  Samuel  answered  Saul,  and  said,  I  am  the  seer:  go 
up  before  me  up  to  the  high  place ;  for  ye  shall  eat  with  me 
to-day ;  and  to-morrow  I  will  let  thee  go,  and  all  that  is  in 

20  tliy  heart  will  I  tell  thee.  And  as  for  thy  shc-asses,  that  were 
lost  three  days  ago,  set5  not  thy  heart  on  them  ;  for  they 
are  found.

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33  thirty  men.  And  Samuel  said  unto  the  cook,*  Bring  the 
part  which  I  gave  thee,  of  which  I  said  unto  thee,  rut  it 

24  by  thee.  Auu  the  cook1  took  up®  the  shoulder,  and  that 
which  was  upon  it,  and  put  it  before  Saul.  And  Samuel 
said.  Behold  that  which  remaineth :  put  it  before  thee,  and 
eat ;  for  unto  this  appointed  time  hath  it  been*  kept  for  thee, 
since  I  said,  I  have  invited5  the  people.  So  Saul  did  eat 

25  with  Samuel  that  day.  And  when  they  were  come  down 
from  the  high  place  into  the  city,  Samuel  spake  with  Saul 

26  upon  the  roof  And  they  arose  early:  and  it  came  to  pare, 
about  the  going  up  of  the  dawn,  that  Samuel  called  Saul 
to  the  roof  saying,  Arise,  and  I  will  let  thee  go.  And 
Saul  arose,  and  they  went  out  both  of  them,  he  and 

27  Samuel,  abroad.  And  as  they  were  going  down  to  the 
extremity  of  the  city,  Samuel  said  to  Saul,  Bid4  the  lad 
pass  on  before  us,  and  he  passed  on,  but  stand  thou  still  a 
while,5  that  I  may  announce  to  thee  the  word  of  God. 

Chap.  X. 

1  Thbn  Samuel  took  the  flask  of  oil,  and  poured  it  upon  his 
head,  and  kissed  him,  and  said,  Is  it  not  because  the 
Eternal  hath  anointed  thee  to  he  chief  over  his  inheritance  ? 

2  When  thou  an  gone  from  me  to-day,  then  thou  shalt  find 
two  men  by  Rachel's  sepulchre,  in  the  boundary  of  Ben¬ 
jamin,  at  £elzah ;  and  they  will  say  unto  thee,  These  asses 
which  thou  wen  test  to  seek  are  found:  and,  lo,  thy  father 
hath  left6  the  care  of  the  asses,  and  apprehends  for  you, 

3  saying,  What  shall  I  do  for  my  son  ?  Then  shalt  thou  go 
on  forward  from  thence,  and  thou  shalt  come  to  the  oak  of 
Tabor,  and  there  shall  find  thee  three  men  going  up  to 
God  toBeth-el,  one  canying  three  kids,  and  another  carrying 
three  loaves7  of  bread,  and  another  carrying  a  bottle  of 

4  wine:  And  they  will  salute  thee,5  and  give  thee  two 
loaves  of  bread,  and  thou  Bhalt  take  them  of  their  hands. 

5  After  that  thou  shalt  come  to  the  hill  of  God,  where  is  the 
station  of  the  Philistines ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when 
thou  art  come  thither  to  the  city,  that  thou  shalt  light  on 
a  company9  of  prophets  coining  down  from  the  high  place, 
with  a  psaltery,  and  a  tabret,  and  a  pipe,  and  a  harp, 

6  before  them ;  and  they  shall  prophesy :  And  the  Spirit 
of  the  Eternal  will  come  upon  thee,  and  thou  shalt;

thee  after  peace.  *  cord. 
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prophesy  with  them,  and  shalt  be  turned  into  another 

7  man.  And  let  it  be,  when  these  signs  are  come  unto  thee, 
that  thou  do  as  occasion  serve  thee  ;l  for  God  is  with  thee. 

8  And  thou  shalt  go  down  before  me  to  the  Gilgal;  and,  be¬ 
hold,  1  will  come  down  unto  thee,  to  offer2  burnt  offerings, 
and  to  sacrifice  sacrifices  of  feast-offerings :  seven  days  shalt 
tbou  wait,  till  I  come  to  thee,  and  make  known  to  thee 

9  what  thou  shali  do.  And  it  was  so,  that  when  he  had 
turned  his  back  to  go  from  Samuel,  God  gave  him  another 

10  heart :  and  all  those  signs  came  to  pass  (hat  day.  And 
when  they  came  thither  to  the  hill,  behold,  a  company3  of 
prophets  went  towards  him ;  and  the  Spirit  of  God  came 

1 1  upon  him,  and  he  prophesied  among  them.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  all  that  knew  him  before  time4  saw  that, 
behold,  he  prophesied  among  the  prophets,  then  the 
people  said  ODe  to  another,3  What  is  this  that  is  come  unto

And  Said  said 
unto  nis  uncle,  lie  told  m  plainly  that  the  she-asses  were 
found.  But  of  the  matter  ot  the  kingdom,  whereof 

17  Samuel  spake,6  he  told  him  not.  And  Samuel  summoned  the 

1 8  people  together  unto  the  Eternal  to  the  Mizpeh ;  And  said 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of 
Israel,  1  brought  up  Israel  out  of  Egypt,  and  delivered  you 
out  of  the  hand  of  the  Egyptians,  and  out  of  the  hand  of 

19  all  the  kingdoms,  and  of  them  that  oppressed  you;  And  ye 
have  this  day  scorned  your  God,  who  himself  saved  you 
out  of  all  your  evils  and  your  troubles ;  and  ye  have  said 
unto  him,  Afay,  hut  setT  a  king  over  us.  Now  therefore 
place  yourseLves  before  the  Eternal  by  your  tribes,  and  by 

20  your  thousands.  And  when  Samuel  had  caused  all  the 
tribes  of  Israel  to  approach,  the  tribe  of  Benjamin  was 

21  taken.8  When  he  had  caused  the  tribe  of  Benjamin 
to  approach  by  their  fomilies,  the  family  of  Matri  was 

1  which  thy  hind  thill  find.  *  bring  np.  3  cord,  *  from  yesterday  before  yes¬ 
terday.  4  t  man  to  his  fellow.  *  said.  T  put.  *  conquered. 
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taken,1  and  Saul,  the  son  of  Kish,  was  taken  :l  and  when 

22  they  sought  him,  he  could  not  be  found.  Therefore  they 
asked  of  the  Eternal  further.  Did  any  man  else  come 
thither?  And  the  Eternal  said,  Behold,  he  hath  hid  him- 

23  self  among  the  stuff.2  And  they  ran  and  fetched3  him 
thence :  and  he  placed  himself  among  the  people,  and  he 
was  higher  than  any  of  the  people,  from  his  shoulders  and 

24  upwards.  And  Samnel  said  to  all  the  people.  See  yc  him 
whom  the  Eternal  hath  chosen,  that  there  is  none  like  him 
among  all  the  people?  And  all  the  people  shouted,4  and 

25  said,  May  the  king  live.  Then  Samuel  told3  the  people 
the  manner^  of  royalty,  and  wrote  it  in  the  hook,  and 
placed  it  before  the  EternaL  And  Samuel  sent  all  the 

26  people  away,  every  man  to  his  house.  And  Saul  also 
went  home  to  Gibeah ;  and  there  went  with  him  the  force, 

27  whose  hearts  God  had  touched.  But  the  children  of 
perdition  said,  HowT  eball  this  man  save  us?  And  they 
despised  him,  and  brought  liim  no  presents  :B  but  he  was 
like  one  that  held  his  peace. 

Chap.  XL 

1  Then  Nahash  the  Ammonite  came  up,  and  encamped 
against  Jabesh-gilead:  and  all  the  men  of  Jabesh  said 
unto  Nahash,  Make9  a  covenant  with  us,  and  wc  w'iil 

2  serve  thee.  And  Nahash  the  Ammonite  answered  them. 
On  this  condition  will  I  make9  a  covenant  with  you,  in 
thrusting  out  every  eye  of  yours  on  the  right  stdet  and 

3  lay10  it  for  a  disgrace  upon  all  IsracL  And  the  elders  of 
Jabesh  said  unto  him.  Give  us  seven  days’  respite,11  that 
we  may  send  messengers  unto  all  the  boundaries  of  Israel: 
and  then,  if  there  be  no  man  to  save  us,  we  will  come  out 

4  to  thee.  Then  came  the  messengers  to  Gibeah  of  Saiil, 
and  spoke  the  words  in  the  cars  of  the  people:  and  all  the 

5  people  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  wept.  And,  behold, 
Saul  came  after  the  herd  out  of  the  field ;  and  Saul  said, 
What  aileth  the  people  that  they  weep  ?  And  they  related 

6  him  the  words  of  the  men  of  Jahesh.  And  the  Spirit  of 
God  came  upon  Saul  when  he  heard  those  words,  and  his 

7  wrath  glowed  greatly.  And  he  took  a  team  of  a  herd,  and 
severed  them  in  pieces,  and  sent  them  about  throughout 
all  the  boundaries  of  Israel  by  the  hands  of  the  messengers, 
saying,  Whosoever  cometh  not  forth  after  Saul  and  after 

'conquered.  4  vessels.  a  took.  4  raised  a  din.  *  spoke,  ‘judgment  1  what, 
*  oblation.  *  cut  M  put.  11  loosen  from  ua  seven  dare. 
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Samuel,  so  shall  it  be  done  unto  his  herd.  And  the  fright 
of  the  Eternal  fell  on  the  people,  and  they  came  out  as 

8  one  man.  And  when  he  mustered  them  in  Bezek,  the 
children  of  Israel  were  three  hundred  thousand,  and.  the 

9  men  of  Judah  thirty  thousand.  And  they  . said  unto  the 
messengers  that  came.  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto  tho  men  of 
Jabesh-gilead,  To-morrow,  by  that  time  the  sun  is  hot,  ye 
shall  have  help.1  And  the  messengers  came  and  told  it 

10  to  the  men  of  Jabesh;  and  they  were  glad.  And  the 
men  of  Jabesh  said.  To-morrow  we  will  come  out  unto 
you,  and  ye  shall  do  with  us  all  that  seemeth  good  in  your 

11  eyes.  And  it  was  so  on  the  morrow,  that  Saul  put  the 
people  in  three  companies  ;2  and  they  came  into  the  midst 
of  the  camp  in  the  morning  watch,  and  smote  the  Ammon¬ 
ites  nntil  the  heat  of  the  day :  and  it  came  to  pass,  that 
they  that  remained  were  scattered,  so  that  not  two  of 

12  them  remained  together.  And  the  people  said  unto

Chap.  XII.

2  made  a  king  over  you.  And  now,  behold,  the  king 
walketh  before  you :  and  I  am  old  and  gray-hcadod ;  ana, 
behold,  my  sons  are  with  you ;  and  I  have  walked  before 

3  you  from  my  youth  unto  this  day.  Behold,  here  I  am : 
witness5  against  me  before  the  Eternal,  and  before  his 
anointed;  whose  ox6  have  I  taken?  or  whose  ass  have  I 
taken  ?  or  whom  have  I  wronged  ?  whom  have  I  crushed  ? 
or  of  whose  hand  have  I  taken  any  ransom  so  that  I  hid 

1  salvation.  *  beads.  1  give.  4  done.  *  answer.  *  one  of  the  herd. 
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4  mind  feres  from  him  ?  and  I  will  Restore  it  you.  And  they 
1,  Thou  hast  not  wronged  us.  nor  crushed 


ou  hast  not  wronged  us,  nor  crushed  us,  neither 
6  hast  thou  taken  ought  of  any  man’s  hand.  And  he  Baid 
unto  them,  The  Eternal  is  witness  against  you,  and  his 
anointed  is  witness  this  day.  that  ye  hare  not  found  ought 

6  hi  tny  hand.  And  they  answered.  He  is  witness.  And 
Samuel  Bard  unto  the  people.  It  is  the  Eternal  that 
created1  Moses  and  Aaron,  and  that  brought  your  fathers  up 

7  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  Now,  therefore,  stand  still,8 
that  I  may  reason’  with  you  before  the  Eternal  of  all  the 
righteous  acts  of  the  Eternal,  which  he  did  to  you  and  to 

8  your  fathers.  When  Jacob  was  come  into  Egypt,  and 
our  fathers  cried  unto  the  Eternal,  then  the  Eternal  sent 

bees  and  Aaron,  who  brought  forth  your  fathers  out  of 

9  Egypt,  and  made  them  ahide  in  this  place.  And  when 
they  forgat  the  Eternal  their  God,  he  sold  them  into  the 
hand  of  Sisera,  officer  of  the  host  of  Ha7x>r,  and  into  the 
hand  of  the  Philistines,  and  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 

10  Moab ;  and  they  fought  against  them.  And  they  cried 
Unto  die  Eternal,  ana  said,  We  have  sinned,  because  we 
have  forsaken  the  Eternal,  and  have  served  the  Baalim 
and  the  Ashtaroth :  but  now  deliver  us  out  of  the  hand  of 

11  our  enemies,  and  we  will  serve-  thee.  And  the  Eternal 
sent  Jerubbaal,  and  Bedan,  and  Jephthah,  and  Samuel, 
and  delivered  you  out  of  the  hand  of  your  enemies  round 

12  about,  and  ye  abode  safe.  And  when  ye  saw  that  Nahash, 
the  king  of  the  children  of  Ammon,  came  against  you,  ye 
said  unto  me.  Nay,  but  a  king  shall  reign  over  us;  when 

13  the  Eternal  your  God  um  your  king.  Now  therefore 
behold  the  king  whom  ye  have  chosen,  and  whom  ye  have 
asked  for :  and,  behold,  the  Eternal  hath  set4  a  king  over 
you.  If  ye  will  fear  the  Eternal,  and  serve  him,  and  obey 
his  voice,  and  not  rebel  against  -the  commandment5  of 
the  Eternal,  both  ye,  and  also  the  king  that  reigneth 
over  you,  continue  following6  the  Eternal  year  God.  .  .  . 

15  But  if  ye  will  not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Eternal,  but  rebel 
against  the  commandment4  of  the  Eternal,  then  shall  the 
hand  of  the  Ete  rnal  be  against  yon,  as  tt  teas  against  y  our 

16  fathers.  Now  therefore  stand8  and  see  this  great  thing, 

17  which  the  Eternal  will  do  before  your  eyes.  Is  it  not 
wheat-harvest  to-day  ?  I  will  call  unto  the  Eternal,  and 
he  shall  send  thunder7  and  rain ;  that  ye  may  know  and 

'made.  1  place  yourselves.  3  be  judged.  *  given.  4  month.  *  be  after. 

7  give  voices. 
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sec  that  your  evil  u  great,  which  ye  have  done  in  the 

18  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  in  asking  you  a  king.  So  Samuel 
called  unto  the  Eternal ;  and  the  Eternal  sent  thunder1 
and  run  that  day :  and  all  the  people  greatly  feared  the 

19  Eternal  and  SamueL  And  all  the  people  said  unto 
Samuel,  Fray  for  thy  servants  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
that  we  die  not :  for  we  have  added  unto  all  our  bm  this 

20  evil,  to  ask  us  a  king.  And  Samuel  said  unto  the  people. 
Fear  not :  ye  have  done  all  this  evil ;  yet  depart  not  from 
die  Eternal,  but  serve  the  Eternal  with  all  your  heart ; 

21  And  turn  ye  not  aside:  for  then  should  ye  go  after  vain8 
things,  which  cannot  profit  nor  deliver ;  for  they  are  vain  :• 

22  For  the  Eternal  will  not  forsake3  his  people  for  his  great 
name’s  sake ;  because  the  Eternal  hath  consented  to  make 

23  you  his  people.  Moreover,  as  for  me,  it  were  unworthy 
of  me  to  sin  against  the  Eternal  in  ceasing  to  pray  for 
you :  but  1  will  teach  you  the  good  and  the  right  way : 

24  Only  fear  the  Eternal,  and  serve  him  in  truth,  with  all 
your  heart:  for  Gee  what  great  things  he  hath  done  for 

25  you.  But  if  ye  shall  still  do  wickedly,  ye  shall  be  swept 
away,  both  ye  and  your  king. 


Chap.  XHL 

1  Saul  reigned  one  year;4  and  when  he  had  reigned  two 

2  years  over  Israel,  Saul  chose  him  three  thousand  men  of 
Israel;  whereof  two  thousand  were  with  Saul  in  Mich* 
mash  and  in  mount  Beth-cl,  and  a  thousand  were  with 
Jonathan  in  Gibeah  of  Benjamin:  and  the  rest  of  the 

3  people  he  sent  away  every  man  to  his  tent.  And  Jonathan 
smote  the  garrison*  of  the  Philistines  that  was  in  Geba; 
and  the  Philistines  heard  of  it.  And  Saul  blew6  the  cor¬ 
net  throughout  all  the  land,  saying,  Let  the  Hebrews  hear* 

4  And  all  Israel  heard  say,  that  Said  had  smitten  a  garrison6 
of  the  Philistines,  and  that  Israel  also  was  had  in  abomi¬ 
nation7  with  the  Philistines.  And  tbe  people  were  sum- 

5  moned  together  after  Saul  to  the  GilgaL  And  the  Philistines 
were  gathered  together  to  light  with  Israel,  thirty  thousand 
chariots,  and  six  thousand  horsemen,  and  people  as  the 

1  gave  voices.  *  desolate.  ’  let.  4  ■  son  of  a  year  wu  Saul  when  he  reigned. 

*  elation.  c  fixed.  r  Blank. 
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sand  vhicli  is  on  the  sea-shore1  in  multitude :  and  they 
came  up  and  encamped  in  Michmaah  eastward  from  Beth- 

6  aven.  When  the  men  of  Israel  saw  that  they  were  dis¬ 
tressed,  for  the  people  were  straitened,3  then  the  people 
did  hide  themselves  in  the  caves,  and  in  the  brambles, 

7  and  in  the  rocks,  and  in  the  holds,jj  and  in  the  pits.  And 
some  of  the  Hebrews  went  over  the  Jordan  to  the  land  of 
Gad  and  Gilead.  As  for  Sant,  he  was  yet  in  the  Gilgal,  and 

8  all  the  people  followed  him  trembling.1  And  he  wailed 
seven  days,  according  to  the  appointed  time  which  Samuel 
named  :4  but  Samuel  came  not  to  the  Gilgal ;  and  the 

9  people  were  scattered  from  him.  And  Saul  said.  Reach 
me  the  burnt-offering  and  the  feast-offerings;  and  he 

1 0  offered*  the  burnt-offering.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as 
soon  as  he  finished  offering6  the  burnt-offering,  behold, 
Samuel  came :  and  Saul  went  out  towards  him,  to  bless 

11  him.  And  Samuel  said.  What  hast  thou  done  7  And  Saul 
said,  Because  I  saw  that  the  people  were  scattered  from 
me,  and  that  thou  earnest  not  within  the  days  appointed,1 
and  that  the  Philistines  were  gathered  together  at  Mich- 

12  mash;  Therefore  said  I,  Now  will  the  Philistines  come 
down  upon  me  to  the  Gilgal,  and  I  have  not  besought  the 
face  of  the  Eternal,  and  1  forced6  myself  therefore,  nud 

13  offered*  the  burnt-offering.  And  Samuel  said  to  Saul, 
Thou  hast  done  foolishly ;  ‘  thou  hast  not  kept  the  com¬ 
mandment  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  which  he  commanded 
thee :  for  now  would  the  Eternal  have  established  thy 

14  kingdom  upon  Israel  for  ever.  But  now  thy  kingdom 
shall  not  continue  :9  the  Eternal  hath  sought  him  a  man 
after  his  own  heart,  and  the  Eternal  hath  commanded 
him  to  he  a  Leader  of  his  people,  because  thou  hast  not 

15  kept  that  which  the  Eternal  commanded  dice.  And 
Samuel  arose  and  went  up  from  the  Gilgal  of  Gibeak  of 
Benjamin.  And  Saul  mustered  the  people  that  was  found 

16  with  him,  about  six  hundred  men.  And  Saul,  and  Jona¬ 
than  his  son,  and  the  people  that  were  ioimd  with  him, 
abode  in  Gibeah  of  Benjamin:  but  the  Philistines  en- 

17  camped  in  Mich  mash.  And  the  spoilers10  came  out  of  the 
camp  of  the  Philistines  in  three  companies:11  one  com¬ 
pany16  turned  unto  the  way  that  leadeth  to  Ophrah,  unto 

18  the  land  of  Shual,  And  another13  company  turned  the 
way  to  Bcth-horon :  and  another13  company  turned  to  the 
way  of  the  boundary  that  is  discerned  on  the  glen 

19  of  the  Zeboira  towards  the  desert  And  no  smith14 

1  iip,  *  exacted*  *  trembled  after  him.  4  said.  *  brought  up.  *  bruiting-  up. 

7  to  the  appointed  time  of  the  days.  *  refrained,  $  rise.  44  destroyer,  "  head*. 

13  head.  13  one.  14  engraver 
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was  found  throughout  all  the  land  of  Israel ;  for  the 
Philistines  said.  Lest  the  Hebrews  make  them  sword  or 

20  spear.  But  all  the  Israelites  went  down  to  the  Philistines  toi 
anarpen  every  man  hia  share,  and  his  coulter, Q  and  his  axe, 

21  and  his  mattock.  ||  Yetthey  had  a  filej  for  the  mattocks, ||  and 
for  the  coulters, |j  and  for  the  trident,  and  for  the  axes,  and  to 

22  sharpen1  the  goads.  So  it  came  to  pass  on  the  day  of  war, 
that  there  was  neither  sword  nor  spear  found  in  the  hand 
of  any  of  the  people  that  were  with  Saul  and  Jonathan; 

23  but  with  Saul  and  Jonathan  was  there  found.  And  a 
garrison"  of  the  Philistines  went  out  to  the  passage  of 
Michmash. 


Chap.  XIV. 

1  Now  it  came  to  pass  upon  a  day,  that  Jonathan  the  Bon  of 
Saul  said  unto  the  lad,  bearer  of  his  armour,3  Come  and 
let  us  pass  over  to  the  Philistines’  station  that  is  on  yonder 

2  side ;  but  he  told  not  bis  father.  And  Saul  abode  at  the* 
extremity  of  the  Gibeah,  under  the  pomegranate  tree  which 
is  in  Migron :  and  the  people  that  were  with  him  were 

3  about  sue  hundred  men.  And  Ahiah,  the  son  of  Ahitub, 
Iehabod’s  brother,  the  son  of  Phinehas,  the  son  of  Eli,  too* 
priest  of  the  Eternal  in  Shiloh,  wearing  an  epluxL  And 

4  the  people  knew  not  that  Jonathan  was  gone.  And 
between  the  passages  by  which  Jonathan  sought  to  pass 
over  unto  the  Philistines*  station,  there  was  a  sharp*  rock 
on  the  one  side,3  and  a  sharp*  rock  on  the  other  side  :*  and 
the  name  of  the  one  was  Bozez,  and  the  name  of  the  other 

0  Sen  eh,  The  one  jagg1  formed  a  protuberance0  from  the 
north  over  against  Michmash,  and  the  other7  from  the 

6  south  over  against  Gibeah.  And  Jonathan  said  to  the  lad, 
bearer  of  his  armour,3  Come  and  let  us  go  over  unto  the 

.  station  of  these  unchrcumciscd:  perhaps  the  Eternal  will 
work8  for  us :  for  there  is  no  hindrance  to  the  Eternal 

7  to  save  by  many  or  by  few.  And  his  armour-bearer  said 
unto  him.  Do  all  that  is  in  thy  heart,  turn9  thee,  behold,  I 

8  am  with  thee  according  to  thy  heart.  Then  said  Jonathan, 
Behold,  wc  will  pass  over  unto  the  men,  and  we  will  dis- 

9  cover  ourselves  unto  them.  If  they  say  thus  unto  us.  Stay 
until  we  come10  to  touch  you,  then  we  will  stand  still  in 

10  our  place,11  and  will  not  go  up  to  them.  But  if  they  say

11  the  sign  unto  u&  And  both  of  them  discovered  themselves 
unto  the  garrison1  of  the  Philistines :  and  the  Philistines 
said.  Behold,  Hebrews  come  forth  out  of  the  holes  where 

12  they  had  hid  themselves.  And  the  men  of  the  station 
answered  Jonathan  and  his  ana our—bearer,  and  said. 
Come  up  to  us,  and  we  will  make  known  a  thing  to  you. 
And  Jonathan  said  unto  his  Armoury-bearer,  Come  up 
after  me,  for  the  Eternal  hath  given  them  into  die  hand 

13  oflsraeL  And  Jonathan  went  up  upon  his  hands  and 
upon  his  feet,  end  his  armour-bearer  after  him,  and  they 
fell  before  Jonathan,  and  his  armour® -bearer  massacred 

14  after  him.  And  the  first  slaughter  which  Jonathan  and 
his  armour-bearer  made*  was  about  twenty  men,  within  as 

1$  it  were  the  half  of  a  furrow  of  an  acre  of  land.4  And 
there  was  trembling  in  the  camp,  in  the  field,  and  among 
all  the  people  i  the  garrison  and  the  spoilers,6  they  also 
trembled,  and  tbe  earth  shook,  and  it  was  a  trembling  from 

16  God.  And  the  watchmen  of  Saol  in  the  Gibeah  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  saw;  and,  behold,  the  crowd  dissolved,  and  went 

17  hither  and  thither.  Then  said  Saul  onto  the  people  that 
were  with  him,  Muster  now,  and  see  who  is  gone  from  us. 
And  when  they  had  mustered,  behold,  Jonathan  and  his 

16  armour— bearer  were  not  there.  And  Saul  said  nnto  Ahiah, 
Bring6  the  ark*  of  God.  For  the  ark7  of  God  was  at  that 

19  time  with  the  children  of  Israel.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
while  Saul  spoke  to  the  priest,  that  the  noise8  that  was  in 
the  camp  of  the  Philistines,  went  on  and  increased,  and 

20  Saul  said  onto  the  priest.  Withdraw®  thy  hand  And  Saul 
and  all  the  people  that  were  with  him  were  summoned, 
and  they  came  to  the  war,  and,  behold,  every  man’s  sword 

21  was  against  his  fellow,  a  very  great  confusion.  Moreover, 
the  Hebrews  that  were  with  the  Philistines  before  that 
time,10  who  went  up  with  them  into  the  camp,  from  the 
country  round  abont,  even  they  also  turned  to  be  with  the 

22  Israelites  that  were  with  Saul  and  Jonathan.  Likewise 
all  the  men  of  Israel  who  had  hid  themselves  in  mount 
Ephraim,  when  tbey  heard  that  the  Philistines  ran  away, 

23  even  they  also  followed  hard  after  them  in  the  war.  So 
the  Eternal  saved  Israel  that  day ;  and  tbe  war  passed 

24  over  beyond  Beth-aven.  And  the  men  of  Israel  were 

1  station.  *  Vewds.  *  smote.  4  Add.  *  the  station  and  the  destroyer.  *  reach. 
’  ease.  “  crowd.  *  gather.  10  ai  yesterday  before  yesterday, 
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distressed1  that  day:  for  £sul  had  adjured  the  people  by  an 
execration,  saying,  Cursed  be  the  man  that  eatetb  any  food9 
until  the  evening,  that  I  may  be  avenged  on  mine  enemies. 

25  So  none  of  the  people  tasted  asm  food**  And  all  they  oj 
the  land  came  to  the  wood,  and  there  was  honey  upon  the 

2G  face  of  the  held.  And  when  the  people  were  come  into 
the  wood,  behold,  there  * oat  a  flowing  of  honey ;  hut  no 
man  put*  his  hand  to  his  mouth :  for  the  people  feared  the 

27  oath.  But  Jonathan  had  not  heard  when  his  lather  adjured 
the  people :  wherefore  he  put  forth4  the  extremity  of  the 
Stan  that  t oas  in  his  hand,  and  dipped  it  in  a  honey-comb, 
and  put5  his  hand  to  his  mouth;  and  his  eyes  wore 

28  enlightened.  Then  answered  one  of  the  people,  and  said. 
Thy  father  straitly  adjured  the  people^  saying,  Cursed  be 
the  man  that  eatetb  any  food5  this  day,  and  the  people  are 

29  feint  Then  said  Jonathan,  My  fetlier  hath  troubled  the 
land :  see,  pray,  how  mine  eyes  have  been  enlightened, 

JO  because  I  tasted  a  little  of  this  honey »  How  mumi  more, 
if  haply  the  people  had  eaten  freely  today  of  the  spoil  of 
their  enemies  which  they  found,  for  had  there  not  been 
now  a  much  greater5  daughter  among  the  Philistines  ? 

31  And  they  smote  the  Philistines  that  day  from  Michmash 

32  to  Aijaion :  and  the  people  were  very  feint.  And  the 
people  pounced  upon  the  moil,  end  took  flocks,  aud  herds, 
and  calves,7  and  slaughtered  them  on  the  ground :°  aud  the 

33  people  ate  over  the  blood.  Then  they  told  Saul,  paying, 
Behold,  the  people  sm  against  the  Eternal,  in  that  they  eat 
over  the  blood.  .And  he  said.  Ye  have  dealt  treacherously : 

34  roll  a  great  stone  unto  me  this  day.  And  Saul  said.  Scatter 
yourselves  among  the  people,  mid  say  unto  them.  Bring* 
me  hither  every  man  his  one  of  the  herd,  and  every 

his  ope  of  the  flock,  and  slaughter  them  here,  and  eat;  and 
sin  not  against  the  Eternal  in  eating10  with  the  blood. 
And  all  the  people  brought11  every  man  his  one  of  the 
herd  with  him  that  night,  and  slaughtered  them  there. 

35  And  Saul  built  an  altar  onto  the  Eternal :  the  same  he 

36  began  to  build  as  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal.  And  Saul 
said,  Let  us  go  down  after  the  Philistines  by  night,,  and 
spoil15  them  until  the  morning  light,  so  that  not  a  man  of 
them  remain.  And  they  said.  Do  whatsoever  uemeth 

food  in  thy  eyes.  Then  said  the  priest,  Let  us  approach 
ither  unto  God.  And  Saul  asked  of  God,  Shall  I  go 

1  exacted*  1  bread.  *  overtook*  1  sent.  *  restored.  *  man  numerous.  7  aozu 
of  herds.  *  earth.  *  reach*  10  towards.  14  reached*  u  plunder. 
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down  after  the  Philistines  ?  wilt  thou  give  them  into  the 

38  hand  of  Israel  ?  But  he  answered  him  not  that  day.  And 
Saul  said.  Step  ye  near  hither  all  the  chief1  of  the  people ; 
and  know  and  see  wherein  this  sin  hath  been  this  day ; 

39  For,  as  the  Eternal  liveth,  who  saveth  Israel,  though  it  be 
in  Jonathan  my  son,  he  shall  surely  die.  And  no  one  of 

40  all  the  people  answered  him.  Then  said  he  unto  all  Israel, 
Be  ye  on  one  side,  and  I  and  Jonathan  my  son  will  be  on 
the  other3  side.  And  the  people  said  unto  Saul,  Do  what 

41  seemeth  good  in  thy  eyes.  Ana  Saul  said  unto  the  Eternal, 
God  of  Israel,  Give*  a  perfect  lot  And  Saul  and  Jonathan 

42  were  taken  i*  but  the  people  escaped.0  And  Saul  said. 
Cast4  lots  between  me  and  Jonathan  my  son.  And  Jona- 

43  than  was  taken.4  Then  Saul  said  to  Jonathan,  Tell  me 
what  hast  thou  done.  And  Jonathan  told  him,  and  said, 
I  did  hnt  taste  a  little  honey  with  the  extremity  of  the 

44  staff  that  was  in  my  hand,  tend,  lo,  I  shall  die.  And 
Saul  answered,  Thus  may  God  do  and  thus  continue:  for 

45  thou  shalt  surely  die,  Jonathan.  -  And  the  people  said 
nnto  Saul,  Shall  Jonathan  die,  who  hath  wrought7  this 

great  salvation  in  Israel  ?  It  is  unworthy :  as  the  Eternal 
veth,  if  there  falleth  one  hair  of  his  head  to  the  earth. . . . 
for  he  hath  wrought7  with  God  this  day. :  So  the  people 
46  released  Jonathan,  that  he  died  not.  Tnen  Saul  went  up 
from  after  the  Philistines:  and  the  Philistines  went  to 
47  their  own  place.  So  Saul  assumed4  the  royalty  over  Israel, 
and  fought  against  all  his  enemies  round  about,  against 
Moab,  and  against  the  children  of  Ammon,  and  against 
Edom,  and  against  the  kings  of  Zobah,  and  against  the 
Philistines :  and  whithersoever  he  turned  himself,  he  spread 
48  terror.8  And  he  did  mighty  acts,4  and  smote  Amalek,  and 
delivered  Israel  out  of  the  hands  of  them  that  spoiled  them. 
49  Now  the  sons  of  Saul  were  Jonathan,  and  Ishui,  and 
Melchishua :  and  the  names  of  his  two  daughters  were  these; 
the  name  of  the  first-born  Merab,  and  the  name  of  the 
50  younger10  Michal:  And  the  name  of  Saul’s  wife  was 
Ahinoam,  the  daughter  of  Ahimaaz :  and  the  name  of  the 
officer  of  his  host  was  Abner,  the  son  of  Nex,  Saul’s  unelc : 
51  And  Kish,  the  father  of  Saul,  and  Ner,  the  father  of 
52  Abner,  were  sons  of  Abiel.  And  the  war  toas  sore11  against 

1  corners,  *  one.  9  got,  4  conquered.  *  went  oat.  *  cause  to  falL  "  done. 

f  declared  guilty.  •  force.  little  one.  u  strong. 
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the  Philistines  all  the  days  of  Saul :  and  when  Saul  saw 
any  strong1  man,  or  any  valiant  man,8  he  took3  Him  unto  him. 

Chap.  XV. 

1  Samuel  also  said  unto  Saul,  Me  the  Eternal  sent  to  anoint 
thee  to  be  king  over  his  people,  over  Israel :  now  therefore 
hearken  thou  unto  the  voice  of  the  words  of  the  Eternal. 

2  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  I  have  home  in  mind  that 
which  Amalek  did  to  Israel,  how  he  laid  wait?  for  him 

3  in  the  way  when  he  came  up  from  Egypt.  Now  go,  and 
smite  Amalek,  and  doom  to  destruction  all  that  they  have, 
and  pity  them  not ;  but  put  to  death  from  "i«n  to  woman, 
from  infant  to  suckling,  from  ox*  to  sheep,9  from  camel  to 

4  ass.  And  Saul  summoned  the  people  together,  and  mus¬ 
tered  them  in  Tel  aim,  two  hundred  thousand  men  on  foot, 

5  and  ten  thousand  with  the  men  of  Judah.  And  Saul  came 

6  to  a  city  of  Amalek,  and  laid  wait7  at  the  brook.  And 
Saul  said  unto  the  Kenites,  Go,  depart,  go  down  from 
among  the  Amalekites,  lest  I  sweep  you  away  with  them : 
for  ye  shewed0  mercy  ta  all  the  children  of  Israel  when 
they  came  np  out  of  Egypt.  So  the  Kenite  de- 

7  parted  from  among  the  Amalekites.  And  Saul  smote  the 
Amalekitc  from  Havilah  until  thou  comest  to  Shur,  that  is 

•  3  over  against  Egypt.  And  he  caught  A  gag  the  king  of 
Amalek  alive,  and  doomed  all  the  people  to  destruction 

9  with  the  edge9  of  the  sword.  But  Saul  and  the  people 
spared10  Agag,  and  the  best  of  the  flocks,  and  of  the  nenls, 
and  of  the  fadings,  and  the  pasture  lambs,  and  all  that  was 
good,  and  would  not  doom  them  to  destruction  :  but  every 
thing  that  was  vile  and  refuse,  that  they  doomed  to 

10  destruction.  Then  catne11  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto 

1 1  Samuel,  saying,  I  repent  that  I  have  declared  Saul  king : 
for  he  is  turned  back  from  following18  me,  and  hath  not 
performed13  my  commandments.14  And  it  grieved13 

12  Samuel ;  and  he  cried  unto  the  Eternal  all  night  And 
when  Samuel  rose  early  to  meet19  Saul  in  the  morning,  it 
was  told  Samuel,  saying,  Saul  came  to  Carmel,  and,  behold, 
he  set  him  up  a  monument,17  and  is  gone  about,  and  passed 

13  on,  aud  gone  down  to  theGilgal.  Ana  Samuel  came  to  Saul: 
and  Saul  said  unto  him.  Blessed  be  thou  of  the  Eternal : 

1 4  I  have  performed13  the  word  of  the  EtcmaL  And  Samuel 

J  hero,  3  sod  of  force,  *  gathered,  4  put,  *  one  of  the  herd,  *  one  of  the 

/lock-  y  quarrelled,  9  did-  *  mouth.  10  pitied,  ,J  was,  after,  13  established. 

14  words.  **  glowed,  u  towards.  w  hand. 
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said.  What  meaneth  then  this  bleating1  of  the  flocks  in  mine 

15  ears,  and  the  lowing1  of  the  herds  which  I  hear  ?  And 
Saul  said.  They  have  brought  them  from  the  Amalekites : 
for  the  people  spared3  the  best  of  the  flocks  and  of  the 
herds  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God ;  and  the  rest 

16  we  have  doomed.  Then  Samuel  said  .unto  Saul,  Keep 
off,3  and  I  will  tell  thee  what  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  unto 

17  me  this  night  And  he  said  unto  him.  Speak.  And 
Samuel  said.  Is  it  not  although  thou  watt  little  iu  thine 
own  eyes,  thou  art  yet  the  head  of  the  tribes  of  Israel,  and 

18  the  Eternal  anointed  thee  king  over  Israel,  And  the 
Eternal  sent  thee  on  a  journey/  and  said.  Go,  and  doom 
the  sinners  Amalek,  and  fight  against  them  until  they  he 

1 9  consumed.3  Wherefore  then  didst  thou  not  obey  the  voice 
of  the  Eternal,  but  didst  dart  upon  the  spoil,  and  didst  evil 

20  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  ?  ibid  Saul  said  unto  Samuel, 
Yea,  I  nave  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Eternal,  and  have 
gone  the  way  which  the  Eternal  sent  me,  and  have  brought 
Agag  the  king  of  Amalek,  and  Amalek  have  I  doomed. 

21  But  the  people  took  of  the  spoil,  flocks  and  herds,  the 
chief6  of  the  doomed  things,  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal 

22  thy  God  in  the  Giigal.  And  Samuel  said.  Hath  the 
Eternal  as  great  delight  in  burnt-offerings  and  sacrifices  os 
in  obeying  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  7  Behold,  to  obey  is 
better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  the  fat  of  rams. 

23  For  as  the  sin  of  divination  is  rebellion,  and  as  iniquity  and 
teraphim  is  stubbornness.  Because  thou  hast  scorned  the 
word  of  the  Eternal,  he  hath  also  rejected7  thee  from  leing 

24  king.  And  Saul  said  unto  Samuel,  I  have  sinned :  for  1 
have  transgressed  the  commandment8  of  the  Eternal,  and 
thy  words ;  because  I  feared  the  people,  and  obeyed  thoir 

25  voice.  Now  therefore,  pray,  bear  with  my  bid,  and  return 

26  with  rue,  that  I  may  prostrate  myself  to  the  Eternal.  And 
Samuel  said  unto  Saul,  I  will  not  return  with  thee :  for 
thou  hast  scorned  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  Eternal 

27  hath  rejected7  thee  from  being  long  over  Israel.  And  as 
Samuel  tamed  about  to  go  away,  he  laid  hold  upon  the 

28  skirt9  of  his  mantle,  and  it  was  rent.  And  Samuel  said  unto 
him.  The  Eternal  hath  rent  the  kingdom  of  Israel  from 
thee  this  day,  and  hath  given  it  to  thy  fellow,  that  is  better 

29  than  thou.  And  also  the  Everlasting  one  of  Israel 

1  voice.  *  pitied.  *  fail.  *  way,  *  finished,  *  beginning,  *  scorned*  *  patted 

over  the  mouth.  0  wing. 
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will  not  lie,  nor  repent:  for  he  is  not  a  man,that  he  should 

30  repent  Then  he  said,  1  have  sinned;  yet  honour  me 
now,  pray,  before  the  elders  of  my  people,  and  before 
Israel,  and  return  with  me,  that  I  may  prostrate  myself  to 

31  the  Eternal  thy  God  So  Samuel  returned  with  Saul: 

32  and  Soul  prostrated  himself  to  the  Eternal.  Then  said 
Samnel,  Bring1  you  hither  to  me  A  gag  the  king  of  Ama- 
lek :  and  Agag  came  unto  him  gratified.  And  Agag  said, 

33  Surely  the  bitterness  of  death  is  departed.  And  Samuel 
said,  As  thy  sword  hath  robbed  women  of  children,  so 
shall  thy  mother  be  bereaved  among  women.  And  Samuel 
hewed  Agag  in  pieces  before  the  Eternal  in  the  Gilgal. 

34  Then  Samuel  went  to  the  Hamah ;  and  Saul  went  up  to 

35  his  house  to  Gibeah  of  SauL  And  Samuel  came  no  more9 
to  see  Saul  until  the  day  of  his  death ;  for  Samuel  mourned 
for  Saul:  and  the  Eternal  repented  that  he  had  made 
Saul  king  over  IsraeL 


Chap.  XVL 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Samuel,  IIow  long  wilt  thou 
mourn  for  Saul,  seeing  I  have  rejected9  him  from  reigning 
over  Israel  ?  Fill  thy  horn  with  oil,  and  go ;  I  will  send 
ihco  to  Jesse  the  Bethlchcmite :  for  I  have  provided4  me 

2  a  king  among  his  sous.  And  Samuel  stud.  How  can  I 
go  ?  if  Saul  hear  it,  he  will  kill  me.  And  the  Eternal 
said,  Take  a  heifer  of  the  herd  with  thee,9  and  say,  1  am 

3  come  to  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal.  And  call  Jesse  to  the 
sacrifice,  and  I  will  make  known  to  thee  what  thou  shall 
do ;  and  thou  shah  anoint  unto  me  him  whom  1  name6 

4  unto  thee.  And  Samuel  did  that  which  the  Eternal 
spake,  and  came  to  Bethlehem:  and  the  ciders  of  the 
town  hastened  tremblingly  towards  him,  and  stud.  Be  thy 

5  coming  peace.  And  he  said,  Peace :  I  am  come  to  sacri¬ 
fice  unto  the  Eternal ;  sanctify  yourselves,  and  come  with 
me  to  the  sacrifice.  And  he  sanctified  Jesse  and  his  sons, 

6  and  called  them  to  the  sacrifice.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  they  were  come,  that  he  saw  Eliab,  and  said, 

7  Surely  the  anointed  of  the  Eternal  is  before  him.  But 
the  Eternal  said  unto  Samuel,  Look  not  on  his  coun¬ 
tenance,7  or  on  the  height  of  his  stature;  for  I  have 

1  reach.  9  continued  not.  *  waned.  *  seen.  4  in  thy  band.  *  say.  7  sight. 
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C 

scorned  him:  Tot  Dot  what  man  seeth,  ....  for 
man  looketh  on  the  outward  appearauce,1  but  the  Eternal 

8  looketh  on  the  heart  Then  Jesse  called  Abinadab,  and 
made  him  pass  before  Samuel.  And  he  said.  Neither  hath 

9  the  Eternal  chosen  this.  Then  Jesse  made  Shammah  ,to 
pass  by.  Aud  he  said.  Neither  hath  the  Eternal  chosen 

10  this.  Again,  Jesse  made  seven  of  his  sons  to  pass  before 
Samuel.  And  Samuel  said  unto  Jesse,  The  Eternal  hath 

1 1  not  chosen  these.  And  Samuel  said  unto  Jesse,  Are  here 
all  thy  children  ?*  And  he  said,  There  remaineth  vet  the 
youngest,3  and,  behold,  he  feedeth  the  flock.  And  Samuel 
said  unto  Jesse,  Seud  and  fetch4  him :  far  we  will  not  sit 

12  down3  till  he  come  hither.  And  he  sent  and  brought  him 
in.  Now  he  was  red-inured,  and  withal  of  beautiful  eyes, 
and  goodly  to  look  to.  And  the  Eternal  said.  Arise,  anoint 

13  him:  for  this  u  he.  Then  Samuel  took  the  horn  of  oil, 
and  anointed  him  among  his  brethren :  and  the  Spirit  of 
the  Eternal  came  powerfully  upon  David  from  that  day 
forward.  So  Samuel  rose  up,  and  went  to  the  It  amah. 

14  But  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  departed  from  Saul,  and  on 

15  evil  spirit  from  the  Eternal  affrighted  him.  And  Saul’s 
servants  said  unto  him,  Behold  now,  an  evil  spirit  from 

1G  God  affrighteth  thee.  Let  our  lord  only  say  to  thy  ser¬ 
vants  before  thee,  that  they  seek  out  a  man,  a  cunning6 
player  on  the  harp ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  the 
evil  spirit  from  God  is  upon  thee,  that  he  shall  play  with 

17  his  hand,  and  thou  shalt  be  well.  And  Saul  said  unto  his 
servants.  Provide7  me  now  a  man  that  can  play  well,  and 

18  bring  him  to  me.  Then  answered  one  of  the  servants,  aod 
said.  Behold,  I  have  seen  a  son  of  Jesse  the  Beth-lehemite, 
that  is  cunning0  in  playing,  and  a  hero  in  the  force,  and  a 
man  of  war,  and  understanding  in  matters,  and  a  comely 

19  person,8  and  the  Eternal  &  with  him.  Wherefore  Saul 
sent  messengers  unto  Jesse,  and  said.  Send  me  David  thy 

20  son,  who  is  with  the  flock.  And  Jesse  took  au  ass  laden 
with  bread,  and  a  skin  bottle  of  wine,  and  a  kid  of  the 
goats,  and  sent  them  through  the  hand  of  David  his  son 

21  unto  Saul.  And  David  came  to  Saul,  and  stood  before 
him :  and  he  loved  him  greatly ;  and  he  became  his 

22  armour-hearer.9  And  Saul  sent  to  Jesse,  saying.  Let 
David,  pray,  stand  before  me;  for  he  hath  found  favour 

1  eye*.  *  are  the  lads  complete.  3  smallest,  4  take.  *  compass.  4  knowing. 

7  see.  8  a  man  of  form*  *  bearer  of  vessels. 
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23  in  my  eyes.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  evil  spirit 
from  Goa  was  upon  Saul,  that  David  took  the  harp,  and 
played  with  his  hand :  so  Saul  was  relieved,  and  was  well, 
and  the  evil  spirit  departed  from  him. 


Chap.  XVIL 

1  Now  the  Philistines  gathered  together  their  armies1  to  the 
war,  and  were  gathered  together  at  Shochob,  which  be¬ 
longed*,  to  Jndan,  and  encamped  between  Shochoh  and 

2  Azekah,  in  Ephcs-dam  mi  m.  And  Saul  and  the  men  of 
Israel  were  gathered  together,  and  encamped  by  the  valley 
of  Elah,  and  set  themselves  in  order  for  the  war  against  the 

3  Philistines.  And  the  Philistines  stood  on  the  mountain 
on  the  one  side,8  and  Israel  stood  on  the  mountain  on  the 

4  other  side  :■  and  the  glen  was  between  them.  And  there 
went  ouL  the  champion  out  of  the  camps  of  the  Philistines, 
his  name  was  Goliath,  of  Gath,  and  his  height  was  six 

5  cubits  and  a  span.  And  lie  had  a  helmet  of  copper  upon 
his  head,  and  no  was  clothed  In  a  scale  coat  of  mail ;  and 
the  weight  of  the  coat  of  mail  was  five  thousand  shekels  of 

G  copper.  And  he  had  greaves  of  copper  upon  his  legs,  and 

7  a  javelin  of  copper  between  bis  shoulders.  And  the  staff3 
of  his  spear  was  like  a  weaver's  beam,  and  his  spear's 
blade4  weighed  six  hundred  shekels  of  iron :  and  one  bear- 

8  ing  the  large  shield  went  before  him.  And  he  stood  and 
cried  unto  the  ranks9  of  Israel,  and  said  unto  them. 
Wherefore  do  ye  come  out  to  set  yourselves  in  order  for 
war  ?  Am  not  I  the  Philistine,  and  you  servants  to  Saul  ? 
Select  you  a  man  for  you,  and  let  him  come  down  to  me. 

9  If  he  be  able  to  fight  with  me,  and  to  smite  me,  then  will 
we  be  your  servants:  but  if  I  prevail  against  him,  and 
smite  him,  then  shall  ye  be  our  servants,  and  serve  us. 

10  And  the  Philistine  said,  I  have  insulted  the  ranks9  of 
Israel  this  day:  give  me  a  man,  that  we  may  fight 

11  together.  When  Saul  and  all  Israel  heard  those  words  of 
the  Philistine,  they  were  dismayed,  and  greatly  afraid. 

1 2  Now  David  was  the  son  of  that  Ephratbite  of  Bcth-Iehem- 
judali,  whose  name  teas  Jesse ;  and  he  had  eight  sons : 
and  the  man  was  reckoned  old  in  the  days  of  Saul,  coming 

13  among  the  principal  men.  And  the  three  eldest  sons  of 

1  camp,  3  from  here.  *  vend.  *  flame.  *  rows.  0  flies. 
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Jesse  went  going  after  Saul  to  the  war:  and  the  names  of 
his  three  sons  that  went  to  the  war,  were  Eliab  the  first¬ 
born  ;  and  the  second  next  unto  him,  Abiuadab ;  and  the 

14  third,  Sham  m  ah.  And  David  was  the  youngest:1  and  the 

15  three  eldest9  went  after  Saul.  But  David  went  and 
returned  from  Saul  to  feed  his  father’s  flock  at  Beth- 

16  lehem.  And  the  Philistine  stepped  nigh  early  and  late, 

17  and  presented3  himself  forty  dayB.  And  Jesse  said  unto 
David  his  son.  Take  now  for  thy  brethren  an  ephah  of  this 
parched  com,  and  these  ten,  loaves,  and  bring  if  quickly  to 

18  the  camp  to  thy  brethren:  And  hring  these  ten  slices  of 
cheeses*  unto  the  officer  of  their  thousand,  and  look  how 

Id  thy  brethren  fare,3  and  take  their  pledge.  Now  Saul,  and 
they,  and  all  the  men  of  Israel,  were  in  the  valley  of  Elah, 

20  fighting  with  the  Philistines.  And  David  rose  up  early 
in  the  morning,  and  left0  the  flock  with  a  keeper,  and 
took,  and  carried,  as  Jesse  had  commanded  him :  and  be 
came  to  the  entrenchment,  and  the  force  was  going  forth 

21  to  the  light,7  and  they  shouted0  for  the  battle.0  And  Israel 
and  the  Philistines  set  themselves  in  order,  rank1  against 

22  rank.7  And  David  left6  his  vessels  in  the  hand  of  the 
keeper  of  the  vessels,  and  ran  unto  the  rank,7  and  came 

23  and  saluted  his  brethren.10  And  as  he  spoke  with  them, 
behold,  there  came  up  the  champion,  the  Philistine  of  Gath, 
Goliath  by  name,  out  of  the  ranks11  of  the  Philistines,  aud 
spake  according  to  the  same  words:  and  David  heard 

24  mem.  And  all  the  men  of  Israel,  when  they  saw  the 

25  man,  ran  away  before  him,  and  were  sore  afraid.  And  the 
men  of  Israel  said,  Have  ye  seen  this  man  that  is  come 
up?  for  to  insult  Israel  is  ne  come  up:  and  it  shall  be, 
that  the  man  who  smiteth  him,  the  king  will  enrich  him 
with  great  riches,  and  will  give  him  his  daughter,  and 

26  make  his  father’s  house  free  in  Israel.  And  David  said  to 
the  men  that  stood  by  him,  saying.  What  shall  be  done  to 
the  man  that  smiteth  this  Philistine,  and  removeth  disgrace 
from  Israel  ?  for  who  u  this  uocircumcised  Philistine,  that 

27  he  should  insult  the  ranks11  of  the  living  God  ?  And  the 
people  answered  him  after  this  manner,  saying,  So  shall  it 

28  be  done  to  the  man  that  smiteth  him.  And  Eliab  his 
eldest9  brother,  heard  when  he  spake  unto  the  men ;  and

Eliab'g  wrath  glowed  against  David,  and  he  said.  Where* 
fore  earnest  thou  down  Either  ?  and  with  whom  hast  thou 
left1  those  few  sheep4  in  the  desert?  I  know  thy  pre¬ 
sumption,  and  the  wickedness  of  thy  heart ;  for  thou  art 

29  come  down  that  thou  mightest  see  the  war.  And  David 
said.  What  have  I  now  done  ?  Is  it  not  merely  a  word  ? 

30  And  he  turned  away  from  him  towards  another,  and  spake8 
after  the  same  manner:4  and  the  people  answered9  him 

31  again  after  the  former  manner.4  And  when  the  words 
were  heard  which  David  spake,  they  told  them  before 

32  Saul;  and  he  sent  for0  him.  And  David  said  to  Saul, 
Let  no  man's  heart  fail7  because  of  him :  thy  servant  will 

33  go  and  fight  with  this  Philistine.  And  Saul  said  to  David, 
Thou  art  not  able  to  go  against  this  Philistine  to  fight 
with  him :  for  thou  art  bat  a  lad,  and  he  a  man  of  war 

34  from  his  youth.  And  David  said  uuto  Saul,  Thy  servant 
fed  his  father's  flock,  and  there  came  the  lion,  or  the  bear, 

35  and  took  one  of  the  flock  out  of  the  drove ;  Then  I  went  out 
after  him,  and  smote  him,  and  delivered  it  ont  of  his  mouth : 
and  when  he  arose  against  me,  I  laid  hold  of  his  beard,  and 

36  smote  him,  and  put  him  to  death.  Thy  servant  smote  both 
the  Hop  and  the  bear ;  and  this  nncircumciscd  Philistine 
shall  be  as  one  of  them,  for  he  bath  insulted  the  ranks8  of 

37  the  living  God.  David  said,  moreover.  The  Eternal  that 
delivered  me  out  of  the  paw0  of  the  lion,  and  oat  of  the 
paw9  of  the  bear,  he  will  deliver  me  out  of  the  hand  of  this 
Philistine.  And  Saul  said  unto  David,  Go,  and  the 

Eternal  be  with  thee.  And  Saul  clothed  David  with  his 

■ 

robe,  and  he  put10  a  helmet  of  copper  upon  his  head ; 
also  he  clothed  him  with  a  coat  of  mail.  And  David 
girded  his  sword  upon  his  armour,  and  he  consented  to 
go ;  for  he  had  not  yet  tried  it.  And  David  said  unto 
Saul,  I  cannot  go  with  these ;  for  I  have  not  tried  litem, 

40  And  David  put11  them  off  him.  And  he  took  his  stick  in  his 
hand,  and  cnose  him  five  smooth  stones  out  of  the  brook,  and 
puL  them  in  a  vessel  of  the  shepherd,  which  he  had,  and  in 
the  scrip ;  and  his  sling  was  in  his  hand :  and  he  stepped 

41  nigh  to  the  Philistine.  And  the  Philistine  came  on,  and 
drew  near19  unto  David ;  and  the  man  that  boro  the  large 

42  shield  went  before  him.  And  when  the  Philistine  looked

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about  and  saw  David,  be  despised  him ;  for  he  was  but  a 
lad,  and  red-haired,  with  a  beautiful  countenance.1  And 

43  the  Philistine  said  unto  David,  Am  I  a  dog,  that  thou 
contest  to  me  with  sticks  ?  And  the  Philistine  execrated 

44  David  by  his  gods.  And  the  Philistine  said  to  David, 
Come  to  me,  and  I  will  give  thy  flesh  unto  the  fowls  of  the 

45  heaven,  and  unto  the  beasts  of  the  field.  Then  said  David 
to  the  Philistine,  Thou  contest  to  me  with  a  sword,  and 
with  a  spear,  and  with  a  javelin ;  but  I  come  to  thee  in 
the  name  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  the  ranks8  of 

46  Israel,  whom  thou  bast  defied.9  This  day  will  the  Eternal 
deliver  thee  into  my  hand;  and  I  will  smite  thee,  and 
take4  thiue  head  from  thee ;  and  1  will  give  the  carcases  of 
the  camp  of  the  Philistines  this  day  unto  the  fowls  of  the 
heaven,  and  unto  the  animals  of  the  earth ;  that  all  the  earth 

47  may  know  that  there  is  a  God  in  Israel.  And  all  this 
assembly  shall  know  that  the  Eternal  saveth  not  with 
sword  and  spear ;  for  the  war  is  the  Eternal's,  and  he  will 

48  give  you  into  our  hands.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
Philistine  aroBC,  and  came  and  approached  towards  David, 
that  David  hasted,  and  ran  to  the  rank9  towards  the  Philis- 

49  tine.  And  David  put6  his  hand  into  his  vessel,  and  took 
thence  a  stone,  and  slang  it,  and  smote  the  Philistine  in 
his  forehead,  that  the  stone  sunk  into  his  forehead :  and 

50  he  fell  upon  his  face  to  the  earth.  So  David  prevailed7 
over  the  Philistine  with  a  sling  and  with  a  stone,  and 
smote  the  Philistine,  and  put  him  to  death ;  but  there  was 

51  no  sword  in  the  hand  of  David.  Therefore  David  ran, 
and  stood  upon  the  Philistine,  and  took  his  sword,  and 
drew  it  out  of  the  sheath  thereof,  and  killed  him,  and  cut 
off  his  head  therewith.  And  when  the  Philistines  saw 

52  thetr  hero  was  dead,  they  ran  away.  And  the  men 
of  Israel  and  of  Judah  arose,  and  shouted,8  and  pursued 
the  Philistines,  until  thou  come  to  the  glen,  and  to  the 
gates  of  Ekron :  and  those  stabbed  of  the  Philistines  fell 
down  by  the  way  to  Shaarim,  even  unto  Gath,  and 

53  unto  Ekron.  Ann  the  children  of  Israel  returned  from 
hotly  pursuing  after  the  Philistines,  and  they  spoiled  their 

54  tents.  And  David  took  the  head  of  the  Philistine,  and 
brought  it  to  Jerusalem ;  but  his  armour9  he  put  in  his 

53  tent.  And  when  Saul  saw  David  go  forth  against  the 

1  sight.  1  rows.  3  insulted.  4  remove.  3  row.  6  sent..  1  was  stronger. 

8  raised  a  din.  *  vessels. 
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Philistine,  he  said  unto  Abner,  the  officer  of'  the  host, 
Abner,  whose  son  u  this  youth  P  And  Ahner  said,’  As  thy 

56  soul  livcth,  O  king,  if  I  know  .  .  .  And  the  king  said, 

57  Ask  thou  whose  son  the  youth  m.  And  as  David  returned 
from  smiting  the  Philistine,  Ahner  took  him,  and  brought 
him  before  Saul,  with  the  head  of  the  Philistine  in  nis 

58  hand.  And  Saul  said  to  him,  Whose  son  art  thou,  O  lad  ? 
And  David  answered,  I  am  the  son  of  thy  servant  Jesse 
the  Bcth-lehemite. 


Chap*  XVIII. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  had  finished  speaking  unto 
Saul,  that  the  soul  of  Jonathan  was  bound  up1  with  the 
soul  of  David j  and  Jonathan  loved  him  as  his  own  bouL 

2  And  Saul  took  him  that  day,  and  would  not  let2  him  return 

3  to  his  father’s  house.  Then  Jonathan  and  David  made1  a 

4  covenant,  because  he  loved  him  as  his  own  soul.  And 
Jonathan  stripped  himself  of  the  mantle  that  was  upon  him, 
and  gave  it  to  David,  and  his  robes,  even  to  his  sword,  and 

5  to  his  bow,  and  to  his  girdle.  And  David  went  out 
whithersoever  Saul  sent  him,  and  behaved  himself  wisely : 
and  Saul  set4  him  over  the  men  of  the  war;  and  he  was 
accepted1  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  people,  and  also  in  the  eyes 

6  of  Saul’s  servants.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  came, 
when  David  was  returned  from  smiting  the  Philistine,  that 
the  women  came  ont  of  all  cities  of  Israel  singing  and 
dancing,  towards  Saul  the  king,  with  tab  rets,  with  joy,  and 

7  with  triangles.  And  the  women  answered  one  another  as ' 
they  mafic  merry,  and  said,  Saul  hath  smitten  his  thousands, 

8  and  David  his  myriads.  And  Saul  was  very  wroth,0  and 
this  thing  displeased  him  and  he  said,  They  nave  ascribed8 
unto  David  myriads,  and  to  me  they  have  ascribed8  but  the 
thousands ;  and  what  can  he  have  further  hut  the  royalty  ? 

9  And  Saul  eyed  David  from  that  day  and  forward. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass,  on  the  morrow,  that  an  evil  spirit  from 
God  came  mightily  upon  Saul,  and  he  prophesied  in  the  midst 
of  the  house ;  and  David  played  with  his  hand,  as  at  other 

11  times:9  and  the  spear  was  In  Saul’s  hand.  And  Saul 
hurled  the  spear ;  for  he  said,  I  will  smite  David  even  to 
the  wall  with  it.  And  David  turned  away  from  his  pre- 

12  sence  twice.  And  Saul  was  afraid  of  David,  because  the 

tied,  3  give,  9  cut,  4  put,  *  good*  0  gloved,  7  was  evil  io  bi$  eyes.  0  given. 

>  *  bj  day  in  day. 
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13  Eternal  was  with  hhn,  and  was  departed  from  Saul.  There¬ 
fore  Saul  removed  him  from  him,  and  made1  him  his  officer 
over  a  thousand :  and  he  went  out  and  came  in  before  the 

14  people.  And  David  behaved  himself  wisely  in  ell  his 

15  ways;  and  the  Eternal  eat  with  him.  Wherefore  wheu 
Saul  saw  that  he  behaved  himself  very  wisely,  he  was  in 

16  dread  of  him.  But  all  Israel  and  Judah  loved  David, 

17  because  he  went  out  and  came  in  before  them.  And  Saul 
said  to  David,  Behold,  my  elder  daughter  Merah,  her  will 
I  give  thee  to  wife;  only  be  thou  valiant1  for  me,  and 
fight  the  battles  of  the  Eternal:  for  Saul  said.  Let  not 
my  hand  be  upon  him,  but  let  the  band  of  the  Philistines 

16  be  upon  him.  And  David  said  unto  Saul,  Who  am  I?  and 
what  is  my  life,  or  my  father’s  family  in  Israel,  that  1 

19  should  be  son-in-law  to  the  king?  But  it  came  to  pass, 
at  the  time  when  Merab,'  Saul’s  daughter,  should  liave 
been  given  to  David,  that  she  was  given  unto  Adriel  the 

20  MehoTathite  to  wife.  And  Michal,  Saul's  daughter,  loved 
David :  and  they  told  Saul,  and  the  thing  pleased  him.3 

21  And  Saul  said,  1  will  give  him  her,  that  she  may  be  a 
snare  to  him,  and  that  the  hand  of  the  Philistines  may  be 
against  him.  Wherefore  Saul  said  to  David,  In  one 

22  the  twain  thou  shalt  this  day  be  my  son-in-law.  And  Saul 
commanded  his  servants,  saying^  Speak  with  David  privily, 
and  say.  Behold,  the  king  bath  delight  in  thee,  anu  all  his 
servants  love  thee :  now,  therefore,  be  the  king's  son-in- 

23  law.  And  Saul’s  servants  spake  those  words  in  the  cars  of 
David.  And  David  said,  Seeuieth  it  to  you  a  light  thing 
to  be  a  king’s  son-in-law,  seeing  that  I  am  au  indigent 

24  man,  and  lightly  esteemed?  And  the  servants  of  Saul 

25  told  him,  saying,  These  words  spake  David.  And  Saul 
sold.  Thus  shall  ye  say  to  David,  The  king  desircth4  not 
any  dowry,  but  a  hundred  foreskins  of  the  Philistines,  to 
be  avenged  of  the  king’s  enemies.  But  Saul  thought  to 

26  make  David  fall  by  the  hand  of  the  Philistines.  And  when 
his  servants  told  David  these  words,  the  thing  pleased  in 
the  eyes  of  David  to  be  the  king’s  son-in-law :  and  the 

27  days  were  not  expired,0  When  David  arose,  he  and  his 
men,  and  Bmotc  of  the  Philistines  two  hundred  men ;  and 
David  brought  their  foreskins,  and  they  gave  them  in  full 
tale  to  the  king,  that  he  might  be  the  king’s  son-in-law. 

28  And  Saul  gave  him  Michel  his  daughter  to  wife.  And 

1  put.  *  •  ton  of  force.  *  in  hi*  eyea.  4  liketh.  8  full. 
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Saul  saw  and  knew  that  the  Eternal  woe  with  Dayid ;  and 

29  Michal,  Saul’s  daughter,  loved  him.  And  Saul  continued 
to  be  afraid  of  David ;  and  Saul  became  David’s  enemy 

30  continually.1  Then  the  officers  of  the  Philistines  went 
forth :  and  it  came  to  pass,  whenever  they  went  forth,  that 
David  succeeded  better  than  all  'the  servants  of  Saul ;  so 
that  his  name  was  much  set  by.8 


Chap.  XIX. 

1  And  Saul  spake  to  Jonathan  his  son,  and  to  all  his  ser¬ 
vants,  that  they  should  put  David  to  death :  hut  Jonathan, 

2  Saul’s  son,  delighted3  much  in  David.  And  Jonathan  told 
David,  saying,  Saul  my  father  scekcth  to  put  thee  to  death. 
Now,  therefore,  pray,  take  heed  to  thyself  in  the  morning, 

3  and  abide  in  a  secret  place ,  and  hide  thyself :  And  I  will 
go  out  and  stand  besiue4  my  father  in  the  field  where  thoa 
art,  and  I  will  speak  to  my  father  of  thee ;  and  I  shall  see 

4  what  it  is,  and  tell  it  thee.  And  Jonathan  spake  good  of 
David  unto  Saul  his  father,  and  said  unto  him,  Let  not 
the  king  sin  against  his  servant,  against  David ;  because 
be  hath  not  sinned  against  thee,  and  hecause  his  deeds 

5  have  been  very  good  to  thee.  For  he  did  put  his  life  in  his 
hand,3  aud  smote  the  Philistine,  and  the  Eternal  wrought0 
a  great  salvation  fer  all  Israel :  thou  sawest  tt,  and  didst 
rejoice;  wherefore  then  wilt  thou  sin  against  innocent 

6  blood,  to  put  David  to  death  for  nothing  ?  And  Saul 
hearkened  unto  the  voice  of  Jonathan :  and  Saul  sware, 

7  At  the  Eternal  liveth,  if  he  be  put  to  death. ....  And 
Jonathan  told  him  all  those  words:  and  Jonathan  brought 
David  to  Saul,  and  he  was  in  his  presence  as  in  times 

8  past.7  And  there  was  war  again  :9  and  David  went  out 
and  fought  with  the  Philistines,  and  smote  them  with  a 

9  great  slaughter ;  and  they  Tan  away  before  him.  And  the 
evil  spirit  from  the  Eternal  was  upon  Saul,  as  he  sat  in  his 
house  with  his  spear  in  his  hand :  and  David  played  with 

10  his  band.  And  Saul  sought  to  smite  David  even  to  the 
wall  with  the  spear;  but  he  slipped  away  out9  of  Saul’s 
presence,  and  he  smote  the  spear  mto  the  wall :  and  David 

1 1  ran  away,  and  escaped  that  night.  And  Saul  also  sent 

1  sit  the  dare.  *  very  precious.  1  liked.  *  to  the  band.  *  hollow.  *  did. 

1  yesterday  before  yesterday.  *  the  war  continued  to  be.  *  discharged. 
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messenger's  unto  David’s  house,  to  watch1  him,  and  to  put 
liim  to  death  in  the  morning:  and  Michal,  David’s  wife, 
told  him,  saying,  If  thou  save  not  thy  life  to-night, 

12  to-morrow  thou  shall  he  put  to  death.  So  Michal 
let  David  down  through  a  window :  and  he  went,  and  fled, 

13  and  escaped.  And  Michal  took  the  teraphim,  and  laid 
them  in  the  bed,  and  put  a  tissue!  of  goats’  hair  for  a 
resting-place  for  the  head,  and  covered  them  with  the 

14  garment.  And  when  Saul  sent  messengers  to  take  David, 

15  she  said.  He  u  sick.  And  Saul  sent  the  messengers  again 
to  sec  David,  saying.  Bring  him  up  to  me  in  the  bed,  in 

16  order  to  put  him  to  death.  And  when  the  messengers 
were  come  in,  behold,  the  teraphim  mere  in  the  bed,  and  a 

17  tissue!  of  goats1  hair  for  a  resting  place  for  the  head.  And 
Saul  said  unto  Michal,  Why  hast  thon  deceived  me  so, 
and  let  go  mine  enemy,  that  he  is  escaped  ?  And  Michal 
answered  Saul,  He  said  unto  me.  Let  me  go ;  why  should 

18  1  put  thee  to  death  7  So  David  fled,  and  escaped,  and 
came  to  Samuel  to  the  Ramah,  and  told  him  all  that  Saul 
had  done  to  him :  and  he  and  Samuel  went  and  abode  in 

19  Naioth.  And  it  was  told  Saul,  saying,  Behold,  David  is 

20  at  Naioth  in  the  Ramah.  And  Saul  sent  messengers  to  take 
David :  and  when  they  saw  the  company  of  the  prophets 
prophesying,  and  Samuel  standing  ae  appointed2  over 
them,  the  Spirit  of  God  was  upon  the  messengers  of  Saul 

21  and  they  also  prophesied.  And  when  it  was  told  Saul,  he 
sent  other  messengers,  and  they  prophesied  likewise.  And 
Saul  sent  messengers  again3  the  third  time,  and  they  pro- 

22  phesied  also.  Then  went  he  also  to  the  Ramah,  and  come 
to  the  great  pit  that  is  in  Sechu :  and  he  asked  and  said. 
Where  are  Samuel  and  David?  And  one  said,  Behold, 

23  they  are  at  Naioth  in  the  Ramah.  And  he  went  thither 
to  Naioth  in  the  Ramah ;  and  the  Spirit  of  God  was  upon 
him  also,  and  he  went  on  and  prophesied,  until  he  came 

24  to  Naioth  in  the  Ramah.  And  ne  stripped  off  his  gar* 
menis  also,  and  prophesied  hefore  Samuel  in  like  manner, 
and  lay  down4  naked  all  that  day,  and  all  that  night. 
Wherefore  they  say,  Is  Saul  also  among  the  prophets !

1  And  David  fled  from  Naioth  in  the  Hamah,  and  came  and 
said  before  Jonathan,  What  have  I  done  ?  what  is  mine 
iniquity?  and  what  is  my  sin  before  thy  father,  that  he 

2  seeketh  my  life  ?l  And  he  said  unto  him,  It  were  unworthy : 
thou  shah  not  die :  behold,  my  father  will  not  do  either  a. 
great  or  a  small  thing  but  he  will  reveal  it  to  me;4  and  why 
should  my  lather  hide9  this  thing  from  me  ?  it  w  not  so. 

3  And  David  swore  moreover,  and  said,  Thy  lather  certainly 
knoweth  that  I  have  found  favour  in  thine  eyes;  and  he 
saith,  Let  not  Jonathan  know  this,  lest  he  be  pained :  but 
truly,  os  the  Eternal  liveth,  and  as  thy  soul  liveth,  there  is 

4  but  a  step  between  me  and  death.  Then  said  Jonathan 
unto  David,  Whatsoever  thy  soul  desireth,4 1  will  even  do 

5  it  for  thee.  And  David  said  unto  Jonathan,  Behold,  to¬ 
morrow  is  the  new  moon,  and  I  should  unfailingly  sit  with 
the  king  to  eat ;  bnt  let  me  go,  that  I  may  hide  myself8  in 

6  the  field  unto  the  third  day  at  even.  If  thy  lather  at  all 
miss6  me,  then  thou  shalt  say,  David  earnestly  asked  leave 
of  me  that  he  might  run  to  ucth-lehem  his  city ;  lor  there 

7  is  a  yearly  sacrifice7  there  for  all  the  family.  If  he  say 
thus.  It  is  well ;  thy  servant  shall  have  peace :  but  if  he  be 
very  wroth,8  then  know  that  the  evil  is  determined0  by  him. 

8  Therefore  thou  shalt  shew10  mercy  to  thy  servant ;  for  into 
the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  with  thee  host  thou  brought 
thy  servant :  notwithstanding,  if  there  be  in  me  iniquity, 
put  me  to  death  thyself;  for  wherefore  shouldest  thou 

9  bring  me  to  thy  father?  And  Jonathan  said,  It  is  un¬ 
worthy  of  thee :  for  if  I  knew  certainly  that  the  evil  were 
determined9  by  my  father  to  come  unto  thee,  then  would 

10  not  I  tell  it  thee  ?  Then  said  David  to  Jonathan,  Who 
shall  tell  me  ?  or  what  if  thy  father  answer  thee  roughly  ? 

11  And  Jonathan  said  nnto  David,  Come,  and  let  us  go  out 
into  the  field.  And  they  went  out  both  of  them  into  the 

12  field.  And  Jonathan  said  unto  David,  O  Eternal  God  of 
Israel,  wheu  I  have  sounded11  my  father  to-morrow  about 
this  time,  or  the  third  day3  and,  behold,  if  there  he  good 
towards  David,  and  I  then  send  not  unto  thee,  and  reveal 

13  it  to  thine  ear.  The  Eternal  do  so,  and  continue  to  Jona¬ 
than  :  but  if  it  please  uiy  father  to  do  thee  the  evil,  then  I 
will  reveal  it  to  thine  ear,  and  send  thee  away,  that  thou

14  hath  been  with  my  father.  And  not  onh/,  while  yet  I  live, 
shall  thou  shew1  me  the  mercy  of  the  Eternal,  that  I  die 

15  not ;  But  also  thou  shalt  not  cut  off  thy  mercy  from  my 
house  for  ever ;  not  even  when  the  Eternal  shall  cut  on 
the  enemies  of  David  every  one3  from  the  face  of  Lhe  earth.3 

16  So  Jonathan  made  a  covenant  with  the  house  of  David, 
saying,  Let  the  Eternal  even  require4  it  at  the  hand  of 

17  David’s  enemies.  And  Jonathan  adjured  David  again,5  in 
his  love  for  him :  for  he  loved  him  as  he  loved  his  own 

18  soul.  Then  Jonathan  said  to  him.  To-morrow  is  the  new 
moon;6  and  thou  shalt  be  missed/  because  thy  seat 

19  will  be  empty.6  And  after  tomorrow9  thou  shalt  go  down 
quickly,10  and  come  to  the  place  where  thou  wast 
hidden11  on  the  day  of  the  work,13  and  shalt  abide  by  the 

20  stone  Ezel.  And  I  will  shoot  three  arrows  towards  the 

21  side  thereof,  as  though  I  shot13  at  a  mark.  And,  behold,  I 
will  send  the  lad,  saying.  Go  find  out  the  arrows.  If  I 
expressly  say  unto  tnc  lad.  Behold,  the  arrows  are  on  this

22  to  thee,  and  no  hurt;15  as  the  Eternal  Iiveth.  But  if  I 
say  thus  unto  the  young  man,  Behold,  the  arrows  are 
beyond  thee;  go  thy  way:  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent  thee 

23  away.  And  as  touching  the  thing  which  thou  and  I  have 
spoken  of,  behold,  the  Eternal  be  between  thee  and  me  for

And  it 
came  to  pass  on  the  second  morrow  of  the  new  moon,6  that 
David’s  place  was  empty:8  and  Saul  said  unto  Jonathan 
his  son.  Wherefore  cometh  not  the  son  of  Jesse  to  meat,19 

28  neither  yesterday  nor  to-day  ?  And  Jonathan  answered 
Saul,  David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to  go  to  Beth- 

29  Ichcm :  And  he  said.  Let  me  go,  pray,  for  we  have  a 
family  sacrifice  in  the  city,  and  my  brother  he  hath  com¬ 
manded  me  to  be  there ;  and  now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in 
thine  eyes,  let  me  get  away,18  pray,  and  see  my  brethren :

*  thou  shalt  treble.  10  exceedingly.  11  kept  close.  13  deed.  11  sent  forth, 
14  take.  16  sword.  “  was  kept  dose,  said.  14  the  bread,  13  escape. 
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30  therefore  he  coraeth  not  unto  the  king’s  table.  Then  Saul’s 
wrath  glowed  against  Jonathan;  and  he  said  unto  him, 
Thou  sou  of  perverse  rebelliousness,  do  not  1  know  that 
thou  hast  chosen  the  son  of  Jesse  to  thine  own  shame,  and 

3 1  unto  the  shame  of  thy  mother's  nakedness  ?  For  as  long 
as  the  son  of  Jesse  liveth  upon  the  ground,  thou  shalt  not 
be  established,  nor  thy  kingdom.  Wherefore  now  send 

32  and  fetch1  him  unto  me,  for  he  shall  surely  die.*  And 
Jonathan  answered  Saul  his  father,  and  said  unto  him. 
Wherefore  shall  he  be  put  to  death  ?  what  hath  he  done  7 

33  And  Saul  hurled  the  spear  at  him  to  smite  him ;  whereby 
Jonathan  knew  that  it  was  determined3  of  his  father  to  put 

34  David  to  death.  So  Jonathan  arose  from  the  table  in  fierce 
wrath,  and  did  eat  no  meat4  the  second  new  moon9  day : 
for  he  was  pained  for  David,  for  his  father  had  put  him  to 

35  shame.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  morning,  that  Jonathan 
went  out  into  the  field,  at  the  time  appointed  with  David, 

36  and  a  little  lad  with  him.  And  he  said  unto  his  lad,  Bun,

And  Jonathan  cried  after  the 
lad.  Quickly,  make  speed,  stand  not  And  Jonathan’s 

39  lad  collected  the  arrows,  and  came  to  his  lord.  But  the 
lad  knew  not  any  thing:  only  Jonathan  and  David  knew 

40  the  thing.  Ana  Jonathan  gave  his  vessels  unto  his  lad, 

41  and  said  unto  him.  Go,  CAny*  them  to  the  city.  And  as 
soon  os  the  lad  was  gone,  David  arose  out  of  the  south 
side,  and  fell  on  his  race7  to  the  ground,  and  prostrated 
himself  three  times;  and  they  kissed  one  another,8  and 

42  wept  one  with  another,9  until  David  exceeded.10  And 
Jonathan  said  to  David,  Go  in  peace,  forasmuch  as  we 
have  sworn  both  of  us  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  saying. 
The  Eternal  be  between  me  and  thee  for  ever,  and  between 
my  seed  and  thy  seed  for  ever.  And  he  arose  and  departed; 
and  Jonathan  went  into  the  city. 

Chap.  XXL 

1  Then  come  David  to  Nob,  to  Ahtmcleeh  the  priest :  and 
Ahimeleeh  tremblingly  hastened  towards  David,  and  said 
unto  him.  Why  art  thou  alone,  and  no  man  with  thee  7 

1  take.  1  is  a  son  of  death.  *  finished.  *  bread.  *  month.  *  faring.  1  nostrils. 
*'a  man  hia  fellov.  *  a  with  his  fellow.  10  magnified. 
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2  And  David  said  unto  Ahimclcch  the  priest.  The  king  hath 
commanded  me  a  business,1  and  bath  said  unto  me,  Let 
no  man  know  any  thing  of  the  business1  whereabout  I  send 
thee,  and  what  I  have  commanded  thee :  and  I  have 

3  appointed3  the  lords  to  such  and  such  a  place.  Now,  there¬ 
fore,  what  is  under  thy  hand  ?  five  loaves  of  bread  give  it 

4  into  my  hand,  or  wnat  there  is  to  be  found.  And  the 

Eriest  answered  David,  and  said.  There  is  no  common 
read  under  my  hand;  but  there  is  bread  of  holiness;  if 
5  the  lads  have  kept  themselves  at  least  from  women.  And

-  doors  of  the  gate,  and  let  his  spittle  foil  down  upon  his 
14  beard,  Theu  said  Achish  unto  his  servants,  Lo,  you  see 
the  man  is  mad ;  wherefore  then  have  ye  brought  him  to

Chap.  XXH 

1  David  therefore  went  from  thence,  and  escaped  to  the  cave 
Adullam :  and  when  his  brethren  and  all  his  lather's  house 

2  heard  it,  they  went  down  thither  tohim.  And  there  gathered1 
themselves  to  him  every  man  that  was  in  distress,  and  every 
man  that  had  a  creditor,  and  every  man  that  was  discon¬ 
tented  j8  and  he  became  a  captain3  over  them :  and  there 

3  were  with  him  about  four  hundred  men.  And  David

9  against  me,  os  an  ambush,  as  at  this  day  ?  Then  answered 
Doeg  the  Edomite,  who  was  placed18  by  the  servants  of 
Saul,  and  said,  I  saw  the  son  of  Jesse  coming  to  Nob,  to 

10  Ahimelech  the  eon  of  Ahitub.  And  he  asked  of  the 
Eternal  for  lutn,  and  gave  him  provisions,  and  gave  him 

]  1  the  sword  of  Goliath  tne  Philistine.  Then  the  king  sent 
to  call  Ahimelech  the  priest,  the  son  of  Ahitub,  and  all

14  at  this  day  ?  Then  Ahimelccn  answered  the  king,  and 
said.  And  who  is  so  faithful  among  all  thy  servants  as

Did  I  at  that  day 
begin  to  inquire3  of  God  for  him?  be  it  far*  from  me.

Abide  thou  with  me,  fear 
not ;  for  he  that  seeketh  my  life16  Beeketh  thy  life  :16  but 
with  me  thou  shah  be  a  charge.

1  Then  they  told  David,  saying,  Behold,  the  Philistines 
fight  against  Keilah,  and  they  spoil  the  threshing-floors; 

2  Therefore  David  inquired1  of  the  Eternal,  saying,  Shall  I 
go  and  smite  these  Philistines  ?  And  the  Eternal  said 
unto  David,  Go,  and  smite  the  Philistines,  and  save 

3  Keilah.  And  David's  men  said  unto  him.  Behold,  we  are 
afraid  here  in  Judah :  how  much  more  then  if  we  come  to 

4  Keilah  against  the  ranks  of  the  Philistines  ?  Then  David 
inquired  of  the  Eternal  yet  again.3  And  die  Eternal 
answered  him,  and  said,  Arise,  go  down  to  Keilah ;  for  I 

5  will  give  the  Philistines  into  tliy  hand.  So  David  and  his 
men  went  to  Keilah,  and  fought  with  the  Philistines,  and 
brought3  away  their  cattle,  and  smote  them  with  a  great 
slaughter.

13  Then  David  and  his  men,  who  were  about  six  hundred, 
arose  and  went  ont  of  Keilah,  and  went  about  whither¬ 
soever  they  could  go  about.  And  it  was  told  Saul  that 
David  was  escaped  from  Keilah:  and  he  forbare7  to  go  forth. 

14  And  David  abode  in  the  desert  in  strong  holds,  and  abode 
in  a  mountain  in  the  desert  of  Ziph :  and  Saul  sought  him

Then  came  np  the  Ziphites  to  Saul  to 
the  Gibeah,  saying.  Doth  not  David  hide  himself  with  us 
in  strong  holds  in  the  wood,  in  the  hill  of  Hachilah,  which 

20  is  on  the  right  of  the  solitude  ?  Now  therefore,  O  king, 
come  down,  according  to  all  the  desire  of  thy  soul  to  como 
down  ;  and  it  is  for  us  to  deliver4  him  into  the  king’s  hand. 

21  And  Saul  said.  Blessed  be  ye  of  the  Eternal ;  for  ye  have 

22  compassion  on4  me.  Fray  go,  prepare  yet,  and  know  and 
see  his  place  where  his  haunt4  is,  and  who  hath  seen  him 
there:  for  it  is  told9  me  that  he  doolcth  very  subtlely. 

23  See  therefore,  and  take  knowledge  of  all  the  lurking-places 
where  he  hideth  himself,  and  return  to  me  with  the  cer¬ 
tainty,7  and  I  will  go  with  you :  and  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
if  he  be  in  the  land,  that  I  will  search  him  out  throughout 

24  all  the  thousands  of  Judah.  And  they  arose,  and  went  to 
Ziph  before  Saul:  but  David  and  his  men  were  in  the 
desert  of  Maon,  in  the  plain  on  the  south  of  the  solitude. 

25  Saul  also  and  his  men  went  to  seek  him.  And  they  told 
David :  wherefore  he  came  down  the  rock,  and  abode  in 
the  desert  of  Maon.  And  when  Saul  heard  that>  he  pursued 

26  David  in  the  desert  of  Maon.  And  Saul  went  on  this  side 
of  the  mountain,  and  David  and  bis  men  on  tliat8  side  of 
the  mountain :  and  David  hurried  precipitately  to  get 
away®  for  fear  of  Saul ;  for  Saul  and  his  men  were  aur- 

27  rounding  David  and  his  men  to  catch  them.  But  there  came 
a  messenger  unto,  Saul  saying,  Haste  thee,  aud  come ;  for 

28  the  Philistines  have  spread1*  over  the  land.  Wherefore 
Saul  returned  from  pursuing  after  David,  and  went  against 
the  Philistines:  therefore  they  called  that  place  Sela- 

29  hammah-lekoth.  And  David  went  up  from  thence,  and 
abode  in  strong  holds  at  En-gedi.

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1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Saul  was  returned  from  follow¬ 
ing1  the  Philistines^  that  it  was  told  him,  saying.  Behold , 

2  David  is  in  the  desert  of  En-gedi.  Then  Saul  took  three 
thousand  chosen  men  out  of  all  Israel,  and  went  to  seek 

3  David  and  his  men  upon  the  crags  of  the  wild  goats.  And 
he  came  to  the  flock-cotes  bv  the  way,  where  was  a  cave; 
and  Saul  went  in  to  shelter  nis  feet :  and  David  and  his 

4  men  remained  in  the  sides8  of  the  cave.  And  the  men  of 
David  said  unto  him.  Behold  the  day  of  which  the  Eternal 
said  unto  thee,  Behold,  I  will  give  thine  enemy  into  thy 
hand,  that  thou  mayest  do  to  him  as  it  shall  seem  good  in 
thine  eves.  Then  David  arose,  and  cut  off  the  skirt3  of 

5  Saul’s  mantle  privily.  And  it  came  to  pass  afterwards,

hut  mine  eye  spared  thee :  and  1  said,  I  will  not  put  forth11 
my  hand  against  my  lord;  for  he  u  the  anointed  of  the 

1 1  Eternal.  Moreover,  my  father,  see ;  yea,  see  the  skirt3  of 
thy  mantle  in  my  hand :  for  in  that  I  cut  off  the  skin3  of 
thy  mantle,  and  killed  thee  not,  know  thou  and  see  that 
there  is  neither  evil  nor  transgression  in  my  hand,  and  I 
have  not  sinned  against  thee ;  yet  thou  liest  in  wait  for  my 

12  soul  to  take  it.  The  Eternal  judge  between  me  and  thee, 
and  the  Eternal  avenge  me  of  thee :  but  my  hand  shall 

1 3  not  be  upon  thee.  As  saith  the  proverb  of  the  ancient, 

1  after.  *  thigh),  *  wing. 4  unworthy.  *  send.  *  rent  asunder.  1  gave.  *  nostrils' 

*  evil.  10  said.  "  send. 
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Wickedness  goeth'  forth  front  the  wicked:  but  my  hand 

14  shall  not  be  upon  thee.  After  whom  is  the  king  of  Israel 
coine  out?  after  whom  dost  thou  pursue?  after  a  dead 

15  dog,  after  one  flea.  The  Eternal  therefore  be  pronouncer  of 
judgment  between  me  and  thee,  and  see,  and  plead  my 

16  cause,1  and  deliver3  me  out  of  thy  hand.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  David  had  finished  speaking  these  words  unto 
Saul,  that  Saul  said,  7s  this  thy  voice,  my  son  David  ? 

17  And  Saul  lifted  up  his  voice  and  wept  And  he  said  to 
David,  Thou  art  more  righteous  than  I :  for  thou  host 
requited  me  the  good,  whereas  I  have  requited  thee  the 

16  evil.  And  thou  hast  shewed*  this  day  how  that  thou  hast 
dealt4  well  with  me :  forasmuch  as,  when  the  Eternal  had 

19  delivered5  me  into  thy  hand,  thou  killedst  me  not  For  if 
a  man  find  his  enemy,  will  he  let  him  go  well  away?6 
Wherefore  the  Eternal  requite  thee  good  for  that  thou  bast 

20  done  unto  me  this  day.  And  now,  behold,  I  know*  well

And  David  sent 
out  ten  lads;  and  David  said  unto  the  lads.  Go  up 
to  Carmel,  and  go  to  Nabal,  and  ask  him  in  my  name  after 

1  quarrel  my  quarrel*  9  judge.  3  tol<L  *  done.  *  shut.  *  on  i  good  way, 

7  aruft.  4  stored  up.  9  deed-  10  Hock.  11  fora.  la  hard. 
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6  his  peace.  And  thus  shall  ye  say,  Unto  life  l1  Peace  be 
to  thee,  and  peace  be  to  thy  house,  and  peace  be  unto  all 

7  that  thou  hast.  And  now  I  have  heanl  that  thou  hast 
shearers :  now,  the  shepherds  who  are  thine  were  with  us, 
we  hurt  them9  not,  neither  was  there  ought  missing  unto 

8  them,  all  the  days  they  were  in  Carmel.  Ask  thy  lads, 
and  they  will  tell  thee.  'Wherefore  let  the  lads  find  favour 
in  thine  eyes;  for  we  come  in  a  good  day:  pray,  give, 
whatsoever  cometh  to*  thy  hand  unto  thy  servants,  and  to 

9  thy  son  David.  And  when  David’s  lads  came,  they  spake 
to  Nabal  according  to  all  those  words,  in  the  name  of 

10  David,  and  rested.  And  Nabal  answered  David’s  servants, 
and  said.  Who  is  David  ?  and  who  is  the  son  of  Jesse  ? 
There  are  many  servants  uow-a-days  that  break  away 

11  every  man  from  his  lord.  Shall  I  then  take  my  bread  and 
my  water,  and  my  flesh4  that  I  have  kitted  for  my  shearers,

20  told  not  her  husband  NabaL  And  it  was  so,  as  she  rode 
on  the  ass,  that  she  came  down  by  the  covert19  of  the

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mountain,  and,  behold,  David  and  his  men  came  down 

21  towards  her;  and  she  met  them.  Now  David  had  said. 
Surely  in  vain1  have  1  kept  all  that  this  fellow  hath  in  the 
desert,  so  that  nothin?  was  missed  of  all  that  pertained 

22  unto  him:  and  he  hath  requited0  me  evil  for  good.  So 
do  God  unto  the  enemies  of  David,  and  so  may  he  con¬ 
tinue,  if  1  allow  to  remain  of  all  that  pertain  to  him,  by 

23  the  morning  light,  any  that  pisseth  against  the  walk  Ana 
when  Abigail  saw  David,  she  hasted,  and  went  down  from 
the  ass,  and  fell  before9  David  on  her  face,  and  prostrated 

24  herself  to  the  earth.  And  fell  at  his  feet,  and  said,  Upon 
me,  my  lord,  upon  me,  let  this  iniquity  be ;  and  pray  let  thy 
maidservant  speak  iu  thine  ears,  and  hear  the  words  of  thy 

25  maidservant.  Pray,  let  not  my  lord  regard'1  tins  man  of

31  That  this  shall  be  no  cause  fur  staggering  unto  thee,  nor 
stumbling-block  in  the  heart  unto  my  ford,  either  that 
thou  hast  shed  blood  causeless,18  or  that  my  lord  hath 
avenged19  himself:  but  when  the  Eternal  shall  have  dealt 
well  with  my  lord,  then  remember  thy  maidservant.

33  Israel,  who  sent  thee  this  day  towards  me :  And  blessed 
be  thy  understanding,  and  blessed  be  thou,  who  hast  with¬ 
held  me  this  day  from  coming  to  shed  blood,1  and  from 

34  avenging*  myself  with  mine  own  hand.  For  in  very  deed, 
as  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  livetb,  who  hath  kept9  me 
back  from  doing  evil  unto  thee,  except  thou  hadst  hasted, 
and  come  towards  me,  surely  there  had  not  been  left  unto 
•Nabal,  by  the  morning  light,  any  that  pisseth  against  the

Then  Saul  arose,  and  went  down 
to  the  desert  of  Zipb,  having  three  thousand  chosen  men 
of  Israel  with  him,  to  seek  David  in  the  desert  of  Ziph. 

3  And  Saul  encamped  in  the  hill  of  Hachilah  which  A  before 
the  solitude,  by  the  way :  but  David  abode  iu  the  desert ; 
and  he  saw  that  Saul  came  alter  him  into  the  desert. 

4  David  therefore  sent  out  spies,  and  knew  that  Saul  was 

6  come  in  very  deed.  Aud  David  arose,  and  came  to  the 

place  wherb  Saul  had  encamped :  and  David  beheld  the 
place  where  Saul  lay,  and  Abner  the  son  of  Ner,  the 
officer  of  his  host :  and  Saul  lay  within  the  compass,  and 

6  the  people  encamped  round  about  him.  Then  answered 
David,  and  said  to  Ahimelech  the  Hitdte,  and  to  Abishai 
the  son  of  Zeruiah,  brother  to  Joab,  saying,  Who  will  go 
down  with  me  to  Saul  to  the  camp  ?

And  David  said  to 
Abner,  Art  not  thou  a  valiant  man  ?  and  who  u  Kkft  to 
thee  in  land?  wherefore  then  hast  thou  not  kept  thy 
lord  the  king?  for  there  came  one  of  the  people  in  to 

16  destroy1  the  king  thy  lord.  This  thing  is  not  good  that 
thou  hast  done.  At  the  Eternal  livetn,  ye  are  worthy  to 
die,®  because  ye  have  not  kept  your  lord,  the  anointed 
of  the  Eternal.

And,  behold,  as  thy  life?  was 
much  set6  by  this  day  in  mine  eyes,  so  let  my  lifcr  be 
much  set6  by  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  let  him  deliver 

25  me  out  of  every  distress.  Then  Saul  said  to  David,  Blessed 
be  thou,  my  son  David :  thou  shalt  both  do  great  things , 
and  also  snalt  still  prevail.  So  David  went  on  his  way, 
and  Saul  returned  to  his  place. 

Chap.  XXVIL 

1  And  David  said  in  his  heart,  I  shall  now  be  swept  away 
one  day  hy  the  hand  of  Saul :  there  is  nothing  better  for 
me  than  that  I  should  speedily  escape  into  the  land  of  the 

*  corrupt.  *  soni  of  death.  *  smelL  *  restore.  *  lend.  T  soul.  *  great.  *  high. 
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Philistines;  and  Saul  shall  despair  of  me,  to  seek  me  any 
more  in  any  boundary  of  Israel;  so  shall  I  escape  out  of 

2  his  hand.  And  David  arose,  and  he  passed  over,  he  and 
six  hundred  men  that  were  with  him,  unto  Acliisb,  the  son 

3  of  Maoch,  king  of  Gath.  And  David  abode  with  Achish 
at  Gath,  be  and  his  men,  every  man  with  his  house£o&4 
even  David  with  his  two  wives,  Ahinoam  the  Jczreelitess, 

4  and  Abigail  the  Carmelitess,  Nabal’s  wife.  And  it  was 
told  Saul  that  David  was  fled  to  Gath ;  and  he  sought  no 

5  more  again1  for  him.  And  David  said  unto  Achish,  If  I 
have  now  found  favour  iu  thine  eyes,  let  them  give  me  a 
place  in  one  of  the  towns  in  the  country,9  that  I  may  abide 
there;  for  why  should  thy  servant  abide  in  the  royal  city8 

6  with  thee?  Then  Achish  gave  him  Ziklag  that  day; 
wherefore  Ziklag  pertaineth  unto  the  kings  of  Judah  unto 

7  this  day.  And  the  number  of  days  that  David  abode  in  the 
country  of  the  Philistines  was  a  full  year4  and  four  months. 

8  And  David  and  his  men  went  up  and  spread  themselves 
over5  the  Geshuritc,  and  the  Gezrite,  and  the  Amalckite: 
for  they  were  of  old  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  as  thou 

9  earnest  to  Shur,  even  unto  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  David 
smote  the  land,  and  kept  neither  man  nor  woman  alive; 
and  took  away  flock  and  herd,  asses  and  camels,  and  gar- 

10  ments,  and  returned'  and  came  to  Achish.  And  Achish  said, 
Where  have  ye  spread  yourselves  to-day  ?  And  David  said. 
Over  the  south  of  Judah,  and  over  the  south  of  the  Jerah- 

1 1  meelite,  and  over  the  south  of  the  Kenite.  And  David 
kept  neither  man  nor  woman  alive  to  bring  tidings  to  Gath, 
saying,  Lest  they  should  tell  of  us,  saying,  So  did  David, 
and  so  was  his  manner4  all  the  days  he  abode  in  the 

12  country  of  the  Philistines.  And  Achish  believed  David, 
saying,  He  hath  made  his  people  Israel  utterly  to  abhor7 
him ;  therefore  he  shall  he  my  servant  for  ever. 

Chap.  XXVIIL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  the  Philistines 
gathered0  their  armies?  together  into  a10  host,  to  fight  with 
Israel.  And  Achish  said  unto  David,  Know  thou  assuredly, 
that  thou  shalt  go  out  with  me  into  the  camp,  thou  and 

2  thy  men.  And  David  said  to  Achi&h,  Surely11  thou  shalt 
know  what  thy  servant  can  do.  And  Achish  said  to 
David,  Therefore  will  I  make12  thee  keeper  of  my  head  all 

3  the  days.  How  Samuel  was  dead,  and  all  Inset  bad  be- 

1  continued  not  to  seek.  3  field.  *  city  c i  the  kingdom.'  4  days.  *  unfolded. 

*  judgment  7  ttiak.  *  atomd  vp.  *  camp*.  *  flic.  11  therefore.  11  pot. 
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wailed  him,  and-  buried  him  in  the  Ramah,  even  in  his  cum 
city.  And  Saul  had  removed  those  that  had  familiar 

4  spirits,  and  the  wizards,  out  of  the  land.  And  the  Philis¬ 
tines  gathered  themselves  together,1  and  came  and  en¬ 
camped  in  Shun  era :  and  Saul  gathered*  all  Israel  together, 

5  and  they  encamped  in  the  Gilboa.  And  when  Saul  saw 
the  camp  of  the  Philistines,  he  was  afraid,  and  his  heart 

6  greatly  trembled.  And  when  Saul  asked  of  the  Eternal, 
the  Eternal  answered  him  not,  neither  by  the  dreams,  nor 

7  by  the  Urim,  nor  by  the  prophets.  Then  said  Saul  unto 
his  servants,  Seek  me  a  woman  owner  of  a  familiar  spirit, 
that  I  may  go  to.  her,  and  inquire  of  her.  And  his  ser¬ 
vants  said,  to  him.  Behold,  there  is  a  woman  owner  of  a 

8  familiar  spirit  at  En-dor.  And  Saul  disguised  himself, 
and  put  on  other  garments,,  and  he  went,  and  two  men 
with  him,  and  -  they  came  to  the  woman  hy  night :  and  he 
said.  Pray  divine  unto  me  by  the  familiar  spirit,  and  bring 

9  me  him  up  whom  I  shall  name*  unto  thee.  And  the 
woman  said  unto  him.  Behold,  thou  knowest  what  Saul 
hath  done,  how  he  hath  cut  off  them  that  have  familiar 
spirits,  and  the  wizards,  out  of  the  land :  wherefore  then 

10  layest  thou  a  snore  for  my  soul,  to  cause  me  to  die  7  And 
Saul  swarc  to  her  by  the  Eternal,  saying,  At  the  Eternal 
liveth,  if  there  shall  happen  to  thee  a  punishment*  for  this 

11  thing  .  .  .  Then  said  the  woman.  Whom  shall  I  bring  up 

12  unto  thee?  And  he  said.  Bring  me  up  Samuel.  And 
when  the  woman  saw  Samuel,  she  cncd  with  a  loud* 
voice :  and  the  woman  spake  to  Saul,  saying,  Why  hast 

13  thou  deceived  me?  for  thou  art  SauL  And  the  king  said 
unto  her,  Be  not  afraid:  for  what  sawest  thou?  And  the 
woman  Bald  unto  Saul,  I  saw  gods  going  up  out  of  the 

11  earth.  And  he  said  unto  her,  What  form  is  he  of?  And 
she  said.  An  old  man  cometh  up j  and  he  is  wrapped  up  in 
a  mantle.  And  Saul  knew  that  it  was  Samuel,  and  he 

15  bowed  twice  to  the  earth,  and  prostrated  himself.  And 
Samuel  said  to  Saul,  Wherefore  hast  thou  disquieted  me, 
to  bring  me  up?  And  Saul  answered,  I  am  sore  dis¬ 
tressed  ;  for  the  Philistines  fight  against  me,  and  God  is 
departed  from  me,  and  answereth  me  no  more,  neither  by 
the  prophets,  nor  by  the  dreams :  therefore  I  have  called 

.  thee,  that  thou  mayestmake  known  unto  me  what  I  shall  do. 

16  Then  said  Samuel,  Wherefore  then  dost  thou  ask  of  me, 
seeing  the  Eternal  is  departed  from  thee,  and  is  become 

'  were  stored  up.  *  stored  up.  ’  tay.  *  iniquity.  *  great. 
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17  thine  enemy?  And  the  Eternal  hath  done  to  him,  as  he 
spake  by1  me:  for  the  Eternal  hath  lent  the  kingdom  out 
of  thy  hand,  and  given  it  to  thy  fellow!,  even  to  David : 

18  Because  thou  obeyedst  Dot  the  voice  of  the  Eternal, 
nor  6xecutedsts  his  fierce  wrath  upon  Atnalek,  therefore 
hath  the  Eternal  done  this  thing  unto  thee  this  day. 

'19  Moreover  the  Eternal  will  also  give  Xsriael  with  thee  into 
the  hands  of  the  Philistines:  and  fo-morrow  shah  thou 
and  thy  Sons  he  with  me  :  ‘also  the  oamp  of  Israel 

20  the  Eternal  give  into  the  hand  of  the  Philistines.  Then 
Saul  fell  straightway  all  along  oq  the  earth,*  and  was  sore 
afraid,  because  ofthe  words  of  Samuel :  and  there  was  no 
strength  in  him ;  for  he  had  eaten  no  bread  all  the  day, 

21  not1 3  ml  the  night  And  the  woman  came  unto  Saul,  and 
saw  that  ho  was  sore  ‘troubled,4  and  said  unto  him.  Behold, 
thy  handmaid  hath  obeyed  thy  voice,  and  I  have  put  my 
life  in  my  hand,5 *  and  have  hearkened  unto  thy  words 

22  which  thou  spakeet  unto  me.  Now  ^therefore,  pray  hearken 
thou  also  unto  the  voice  of  thy  handmaid,  end  let  me  put 
a  morsel  of  bread  before  thee;  and  eat,  that  thou  mayest 

23  have  strength,  when  thou  goest  on  the  way.  Bat  he 
refused,  and  said,  I  will  not  eat.  But  his  servants,  together 
with  the  woman,  pressed  him ;  aud  he  hearkened  unto 
their  voice.  So  he  arose  from  the  earth,  and  sat  upon  the 

24  bed.  And  the  woman  -had  ra  stalled  calf  .in  the  house; 
and  die  hasted,  and  killed4  it,  and  took  meal,  and  kneaded 

25  if,  and  did  bake  unleavened  cakes  thereof:  And  she 
brought7  it  before  Saul,  and  before  his  savants ;  and  they 
did  eat.  Then  they  rose  o^midwent  away  that  night. 

1  Now  the  Philistines  gathered  together*  all  their  armies4 
to  Aphek :  and  the  Israelites  encamped  fay  the  fountain10 

2  which  is  in  JezreeL  And  the  lords11  of  the  Philistines 
passed  on  by  hundreds,  and  by  thousands:  but  David  aud 

3  his  men  passed  on  in  the  re  reward  with  Achish.  Then 
said  the  officers  of  the  Philistines,  What  do  these  Hebrews 
here  ?  And  .Achish  said  unto  the  officers  of  the  Philistines;, 
Is  not  this  David,  the  servant  of  Saul  the  ‘king  of  Israel, 
who.  hath  been  with  me  these  days,  or  these  years,  and  I 
have  found  no  fault  -in  him  since  be  fell  unto  me  unto  this 

4  day  ?  And  the  officers  of  the  Philistines  were  angry  with 

him;  and  the  officers  of  the  Philistines  said  unto  him, 

1  by  my  hud.  *  didst.  a  find  S&ol  hastened  and  fall  his  feU  J&figtb  to  the  earth. 

i  amazed.  1  hollow*  *  sacrificed.  7  reached.  *  stored  op.  *  camps.  10  eye*  11  axles. 
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Make  thi?  man  return,  that  be  may  return  to  hts  place 
which  xhou  hast  appointed  him,  and  let  him  not  go  down 
with  ua  to  the  war,  Lest  in  the  war  he  be  a  hinderer  to  us: 
for  wherewith  should  he  reconcile  himself  unto  his  lord  ? 

5  should  it  not  6a  with  the  heads  of  these  men?  1$  not 
David,  of  whom  they  sang1  one  to  another  in  dances, 
saying,  2$&ul  emote  his  thousands,  and  David  his  myriads. 

6  Tbep  Achish  called  David,  and  said  unto  him.  Surely,  ae 
the  Eternal  liveth,  thou  hast  been  upright,  and  thy  going 
out  and  thy  coming  in  with  me  in  toe  camp  is  good  in  my 
eyes :  for  I  have  not  found  evil  in  thee  since  the  day  of 
toy  .coming  unto  me  unto  this  day :  but  in  the  eyes  of  the 

7  lords2  thou  art  not  ■  desirable.*  Wherefore  now  retain,' 
and  go  in  peace,  and  do  not  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  lords* 

8  of  the  Philistines.  And  David  said  unto  Achish,  But 
what  have  I  done?  and  what  hast  thou  found  in  thy 
servant  so  long  as  I  have  been  with  thee  unto  this  day, 
that  I  may  not  go  light  against  the  enemies  of  my  lord  the 

9  king?  And  Achish  answered  and  said  to  David,  I  know 
that  thou  art  good  in  mine  eyes,  as  an  angel4  of  God:  not¬ 
withstanding  the  officers  of  the  Philistines  have  said,  He 

10  shall  not  go  with  us  to  the  war.  Wherefore  now  rise  up 
early  in  the  morning  with  thy  lord’s  servants  .that  are  come 
with  thee ;  and  as  soon  as  ye  he  up  early  in  the  morning, 

11  and  have  light,  go.  So  David  and  his  men  rose  up  early 
to  go  in  the  morning,  to  return  into  the  land  of  the  Philis¬ 
tines.  And  the  Philistines  went  up  to  JezreeL 

Chap.  XXX. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Dayid  and  his  men  were  come 
to  Ziklsg  on  the  third  day,  that  the  Amalekites  had 
invaded9  the  south,  and  ZikJag,  and  smitten  Ziklag,  and 

2  burned  it  with  fire;  And  had  captured  the  women  that 
locre  therein:  they  slew  not  any,  either  great  or  small,  but 

3  carried9  them  away,  and  went  on  their  way*  So  David 
and  his  men  came  to  the  city,  and,  behold,  it  was  burnt 
with  fire,  and  their  wives,  and  their  sons,  and  their 

4  daughters,  were  captured.  Then  David  and  .the  people 
that  were  with  him  lifted  up  their  voice  and  wept,  until 

5  they  had  no  more  strength  to  weep.  And  David’s  two 
wives  were  captured,  Ahinoam  the  Jezreelitess,  and  Abigail 

6  the  wife  of  Kabul  the  Carmelite.  And  David  was 
greatly  distressed ;  for  the  people  spake7  of  atoning 
him ;  because  the  soul  of  all  the  people  was  grieved,*  every 

1  garnered.  9  axles.  1  good.  4  messenger.  1  unfolded.  *  leu.  7  said.  *  biller. 
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man  fop  his  sods’  and  for  his  daughters :  but  David 

7  strengthened  himself  in  the  Eternal  his  trod.  And  David 
said  to  Ahiathdr  the  priest,  Ahimelech’s  son.  Pray  reach 
me  the  ephod.  ‘  And  Amathar  reached  the  ephod  to  David. 

8  And  David  asked  of  the  Eternal,  saying,  Shall  I  pursue 
after  this  troop  ?  shall  I  overtake  them  ?  And  he  answered 
him.  Pursue:  for  thou  shalt  surely  overtake  Mem,  and 

9  without  fail  deliver  alL  So  David  went,  he  and  the  six 
hundred  men  that  were  with  him,  and  came  to  the  brook 

10  Besor,  where  those  that  were  left  behind  stayed.1  But 
David  pursued^  he  and  four  hundred  men :  for  two  hundred 
abode  behind,1  who  were  too  exhausted  to  pass  over  the 

1 L  brook  Besor.  And  they  found  an  Egyptian  in  the  field, 
and  brought  him  to  David,  and  gave  -  him  bread,  and  he 

12  did  eat ;  and  they  made  him  drink  water ;  And  they 
gave  him  a  slice  of  a  oakc  of  figs,  and  two  clusters  of 
raisins :  and  when  he  had  eaten,  his  spirit  came  again  to 
him ;  for  he  had  eaten  no  bread,  nor  drunk  any  water, 

13  three  days  and  three  nights.  And  David  said  unto  him, 
To  whom  belongest  tbou?  and  whence  art  thou?  And  he 
said,  1  am  an  Egyptian  lad,  servant  to  an  Amalckitc ;  and 
my  lord -forsook  me,  because  I  have  been  sick  these  three  day  s. 

14  We  spread2  ourselves  over  the  sooth  of  the  Cherethites,  and 
over  that  which  belongeth  to  Judah,  and  over  the  south  of 

15  Caleb;  and  Ziklag  we  burnt  with  fire.  And  David  said 

-  to  him.  Const  thou  bring  me  down  to  this  troop  ?  And 

he  said,  Swear  nnto  me  by  God,  if  thou  put  me  to  death, 
or  deliver3  me  into  the  hands  of  my  lord, ....  and  1  will 

16  bring  thee  down  to  this  troop.  And  when  he  had  brought 
him  down,  behold,  they  were  spread  abroad4  over  the  face 
of  aH  the  earth,  eating,  and  drinking,  and  celebrating  a 
feast,  because  of  all  the  great  spoil  that  they  had  taken  out 
of  the  land  of  the  Philistines,  and  out  of  the  land  of  Judah. 

17  And  David  smote  them  from  the  twilight  even  unto  the 
evening  of  the  next  day  ;  and  there  escaped  not  a  man  of 
them,  save  four  hundred  lads  who  rode  npon  the  camels 

16  and  fled.3  And-  David  delivered  all  that  Amalek  had 

19  taken  away  ;  and  David  delivered  his  two  wives.  And 
there  was  nothing  lacking3  to  them,  neither  small  nor  great, 
neither  sons  nor  daughters,  neither  spoil,  nor  any  thing  that 

20  they  had  taken  to  them :  David  recovered7  all.  And 
David  took  alt  the  flocks  and  the  herds,  which  they  drave0 

1  stood.  *  a  abided.  3  abut,  4  let.  *  ran  stray.  *  left  behind.  1  restored.  *  led. 
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■  ■  ’  * 

before  those  otfor  cattle,  and'  said,  This  it  David’s  spoiL 

21  And  David  came  to  the  two  hundred  men,  who  were  too 
exhausted  to  follow1  David,  whom  they  had  made  also  to 

■  abide  at  the  brook  Besor :  and  they  went  forth  towards 
David,  and  towards  the  people  that  wine  with  him :  and 
David  stepped  near  to  the  people,  and  sainted  them.8 

22  Then  answered  all  the  wicked,  and  men  of  perdition,  of 
those  that  went  with  David,  and  said.  Because  they  went 
not  with  us,  we,  will  not  give  them  ought  of  the  Bpoil  that 
we  have  recovered,*'  save  to  every  man  his  wife  and  his 

23  children,  that  they  may  lead  them  away,  and  go.  Then 

'  said  Davids  Ye  shall  not  do  so,  my  brethren,  with  that 

which  the  Eternal  hath  given  us,  who  hath  preserved1  us, 
and  given  the  troop  that  cune  against  lis  into  our  band. 

24  For  who  will  hearken  unto  you  in  this  thing  ?  but  as  his 
portion  is  that  goeth  down  to  the.  war,  so  shall  his  portion 
be  that  abide  th  by  the  vessels :  they  shall  divide  alike. 

25  And  it  was  so,  from  that  day  forward,  that  he  made*  it  a 

2G  statute  and  a  judgment  for  Israel  unto  this  day.  And 

when  David  came  to  Ziklag,  he  sent  forth  of  the  spoil  unto 
the  elders  of  Judah,  even  to  his  friends,0  saying.  Behold  a 
present?  for  you  of  the  spoil  of  the  enemies  of  the  Eternal. 

27  To  them  who  were  in  Beth-cl,  and  to  them  who  were  in 

28  Kamoth-negcb,  and  to  them  who  were  in  Jattir,  And  to 
them  who  were  in  Aroer,  and  to  them  who  were  ill  Siph- 

29  moth,  and  to  them  who  were  in  Eshtemoa,  And  to  them 
who  were  in  Bachal,  and  to  them  who  were  in  the  cities  of 
die  Jerahmeelite,  and  to  them  who  were  in  the  cities  of 

30  the  Kenite,  Aud  to  them  who  were  in  Hormah,  and  to 
them  who  were  in  Chor-ashan,  and  to  them  who  were  in 

31  Athach,  Aud  to  tJtem  who  were  in  Hebron,  and  to  all  the 
places  where  David  himself  and  his  men  wandered  about. 

Chap.  XXXL 

1  Now  the  Philistines  fought  against  Israel ;  and  the  men  of 
Israel  ran  away  from  before  the  Philistines,  and  foil  down 

2  stabbed  in  mount  Gilboa.  And  die  Philistines  followed 
hard  upon  Saul,  and  upon  his  Bons;  and  the  Philistines 
smote  Jonathan,  and  Abinadab,  and  Melchi-Bhua,  Saul's 

3  sons.  And  the  battle  went  sore8  against  Saul  and  the 
archers  hit9  him;  and  he  was  gready  terrified  by  the 

1  go  after.  *  asked  them  to  peace*  *  delivered.  *  kept-  a  put  *  fellow. 

1  blessing.  *  tlie  war  was  heavy,  9  the  men  with  bows  found* 
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4  mbers.  Then  said  Saul  unto  bis  armour-bearer,  Draw 
thy  sword,  and  thrust  -  me  thrmtgf  »  (herewith,  lest  these 
un  circumcised  come  and  throat  me  through,  and  abuse  me. 
But  his  armour-bearer  would  not;  for  he  was  sore  afraid : 

6  therefore  Saul  took  a  sword,  and  fell  upon  it.  And  when 
his  armour-bearer  saw  that  Saul  was  dead,  he  fell  likewise 

■6  upon  bis  eworfe  hod  died  wife  hip.  So  Saul  died,  find 
has  three  sods,  and  Ins  armour-bearer,  and  all  his  .pen, 

7  that  same  d*y  together,  And  when  the  men  of  Israel  feat 
were  on  fee  other  .side  of  the  galley,  and  they  feat  were  on 
fee  other  spde  of  fee  Jordan,  saw  feat  the  men  of  Israel  - 
nan  away,  and  feat  Saul  and  hie  eons  were  dead,  they  for¬ 
sook  fee  cities  and  rail  away ;  and  fee  Philistines  came  end 

8  abode in  them.  And  it  came  to  jpasspn  the  morrow,  when 
fee  Philistines  came  to  strip  the  stabbed,  feat  feey  found 

,9  Saul  and  his  ferae  sons  fallen  in  mount  Gilboa.  And  they 
cut  off  bis  head,  and  stripped  off  has  armour,*  and  sent 
into  fee  land  of  the  Philistines  round  about;  to  bear  the 
tidings  to  fee  house  of  their  idols,  and  among  fee  people. 

10  And  they  put  his  armour1  in  fee  house  of  Afiatarotn ;  and 

11  feey  fixed  his  body  on  fee  rampart  of  Beth-shan.  And 
when  fee  inhabitants  of  Jahesh^Uead  heard  <rf  that  which 

12  the  Philistines  had  done  to  -Saul,  AU  fee  men  of  force 
arose,  and  went  all  night,  and  took  the  body  of  Saul,  and 
fee  bodies  of  his  some;  from  fee  rampart  of  Befe-shan,  and 

13  came  to  Jabesh,  and  burnt  them  there,  And  they  took 
their  bones,  and  buried  tfoffiunder  fee  tawiariRlc  at  Jabesh, 
mid  fasted  seven  days.

1  Now  it  came  to  para,  after  the  death  of  Saul,  when  'David 
was  returned  from  smiting  Amalek,  and  David  had  abode 

2  two  days  in  Ziklag ;  It  came  even  to  para  on  the  third 
day,  that,  behold,  a  man  came  out  of  the  camp  from  Saul, 
with  his  garments  rent,  and  earth1  upon  his  head :  and  it 
was,  when  be  came  to  David,  thaL  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and 

3  prostrated  himself  And  David  said  unto  him.  From, 
whence  comest  thou?  And  he  said  unto  hin^  Out  of  the 

4  camp  of  Israel  have  I  escaped.  And  David  said  unto  him. 
How  went  the  matter?4  pray  tellme.  And  he  answered. 
That  the  people  are  run  away  from  the  battle,8  and  many 
of  the  people  'are  also  Mien  and  dead';  and  Saul  and

6  Jonathan  his  son  are  dead?  And  thelad  that  told  him 
said.  As  I  happened  by  chance  upon  mount  Gilboa,  behold, 
Saul  leaned  upon  his  spear.;  and,  lo,  the  chariots  and 

7  horsemen  followed  hard  after  him.  And  when  he  turned 
behind  him,  he  saw  me,  and  called  unto  me ;  and  I  an¬ 
swered,  Here  am  L  And  he  said  unto  rnq.  Who  art  thou  ? 
And  I  answered  him,  I  am  an  Amalekite.  He  said  unto 
me  again,  Fray  stand  upon  me,  and  slay  me.;  for  con¬ 
fusion  hath  seised  me ;  for  as  long  as  the  soul  is  in  me  .* .  ■ 

10  So  1  stood  upoQ  him,  and  slew  him ;  because  I  knew 
that  he  could  not  live  after  that  he  was  fallen;  and 

1  ground.  *  word.  *  m 
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I  took  the  diadem*  that  was  upon  his  head,  and  the  clasp 
that  teas  on  his  arm,  and  hare  brought  them  hither  unto 

1 1  my  lord.  Then  David  took  hold  on  his  garments,  and 
rent  them ;  and  likewise  all  the  men  that  were  with  him ; 

12  And  they  bewailed,  and  wept,  and  fasted  until  the  even,  for 
Saul,  and  for  Jonathan  his  son,  and  for  the  people  of  the 
Eternal,  and  for  the  house  of  Israel ;  because  they  were 

13  fallen  by  the  sword.  And  David  said  unto  the  lad 
that  tola  him.  Whence  art  thou?  And  he  answered, 

14  I  am  the  son  of  a  stranger,  an  Amalekite.  And  David 
said  unto  him.  How  wast  thou  not  afraid  to  6tretch  forth1 

15  thy  hand  to  destroy8  the  anointed  of  the  Eternal?  And 
David  called  one  of  the  lads  and  said.  Step  near, 
and  fall3  upon  him.  And  he  smote  him  that  he  died. 

16  Aud  David  said  unto  him.  Thy  blood  be  npon  thy  head ; 
for  thy  mouth  hath  testified*  against  thee,  saying,  1  have 

17  slain  the  anointed  of  the  Eternal.  And  David  lamented 

L  ■  " 

with  this  lamentation  over  Saul  and  over  Jonathan  his  son : 

18  Also  he  bade9  them  teach  the  children  of  Judah  the  use  of 

19  the  bow :  behold,  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Jasher:  The 
roebuck  of  Israel  is  stabbed  upon  thy  high  places  t  how 

20  are  the  heroes  fallen  I  Tell  it  not  in  Gath,  announce  not 
the  tidings  in  the  streets  of  Askelon ;  lest  the  daughters  of 
the  -Philistines  rejoice,  lest  the  daughters  of  the  -uncircum- 

21  cised  triumph.  Ye  mountains  of  the  Gilboa,  let  there  be  uo 
dew,  neither  let  there  be  rain  upon  you,  nor  fields  of  heave- 
offerings:  for  there  the  shield  of  the  heroes  was  lothed, 
the  shield  of  Saul,  cls  though  it  had  not  been  anointed  with 

22  oil.  From  the  blood  of  the  stabbed,  from  the  fat  of  the 
heroes,  the  bow  of  Jouathan  receded  not,  and  the  sword  of 

23  Saul  returned  not  empty.  Saul  and  Jonathan,  lovely  and 
pleasant  in  their  lives,  were  in  their  death  not  parted :  they 
were  swifter  than  eagles,  they  were  stronger  than  lions. 

24  Ye  daughters  of  Israel,  weep  over  Saul,  who  clothed  you 
in  shining  red,  with  other  delights;  who  put  on6 ornaments 

2 6  of  gold  upon  vour  apparel.  How  are  the  heroes  fallen  in 
the  midst  of  the  war  I  O  Jonathan,  thou  wast  stabbed  in 

26  thy  high  place&  I  am  distressed  for  thee,  my  brother 
Jonathan:  very  pleasant  hast  thon  been  unto  me :  thy  love 

27  -to  me  was  wonderful,  passing  the  love  of  women.  How 
arc  the  heroes  'fallen,  and  the  vessels  of  war  perished! 

1  send,  *  corrupt.  *  alight.  4  answered.  *  Slid.  *  brought  up. 
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1  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that  David  inquired1  of  the 
Eternal,  saying.  Shall  I  go  up  into  any  of  the  cities  of  Judah  ? 
And  the  Eternal  Bald  unto  him,  Go  op.  And  David  said, 

2  Whither  shall  I  eo  up  ?  And  he  said.  Unto  Hebron.  So 
David  went  up  wither,  and  his  two  wives  also,  Ahinoam 
the  Jczrcelitcss,  and  Abigail,  Nabal’s  wife,  the  Carmelite. 

3  And  his  men  that  were  with  him  did  David  bring  up, 
every  man  with  his  household :  and  they  abode  in  the 

4  cities  of  Hebron.  And  the  men  of  Judah  came,  and  there 
they  anointed  David  king  over  the  house  of  Judah.  And 
they  told  David,  saying,  That  the  men  of  Jabesh-gilcad 

5  were  they  that  buried  Saul.  And  David  sent  messengers 
unto  the  men  of  Jabesh-gilcad,  and  said  unto  them.  Blessed 
be  ye  of  the  Eternal,  that  ye  have  shewed8  this  mercy  unto 

6  your  lord,  even  unto  Saul,  end  have  buried  him.  And 
now  the  Eternal  shew9  mercy  and  truth  uoto  you :  and  I 
also  will  requite9  you  this  kindness,  hecause  ye  have  done 

7  this  thing.  Therefore  now  let  your  hands  be  strengthened, 
and  be  ye  valiant  :4  for  your  lord  Saul  is  dead,  ana  also  the 

8  house  of  Judah  have  anointed  me  kiug  over  them.  But 
Abner  the  son  of  Ner,  officer  of  Saul’s  host,  took.  Ish-boshcth 

9  the  sou  of  Saul,  and  brought  him  over  to  Mahanaim :  And 
he  made  him  king  over  Gilead,  and  over  the  Ashurites, 
and  over  Jezreel,  and  over  Ephraim,  and  over  Benjamin, 

10  and  over  all  Israel.’  Ish-bosheth,  Saul’s  son,  toas  forty 
years  old9  when  he  became  king6  over  Israel,  and  reigned 
two  years.  But  the  house  ot  Judah  followed7  David. 

1 1  And  the  number  of  days  that  David  was  king  in  Hebron, 
over  the  house  of  Judah,  was  seven  years  ana  six  months. 

12  And  Abner  the  son  of  Nor,  and  the  servants  of  Ish-bosheth 
the  son  of  Saul,  went  out  from  Mahanaim  to  Gibcon. 

13  And  Joah  the  son  of  Zeruiah,  and  the  servants  of  David, 
went  out,  and  met  together  by  the  pool  of  Gibeon :  and 
they  sat  down,  the  oue  on  the  one  side8  of  the  pool,  and 

14  ihe  other  on  th^  other  side8  of  the  pool.  And  Abner  said 
to  Joab,  Let  the  lads  now  arise,  ana  sport9  before,  us.  And 

1  asked.  *  done.  3  do.  *  miu  of  force.  *  *  ion  of.  *  reigned.  T  were  after. 

'  from  thii.  *  make  merry. 
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15  Joab  said.  Let  them  arise.  Then  there  arose,  and  went 
over  by  number,  twelve  of  Benjamin,  who  pertained  to  Ish- 
bosbetn  tbe  son  of  Saul,  and  twelve  of  the  servants  of 

16  David.  And  they  caught  every  one  his  fellow  by  the 
head,  and  thrust  his  sword  in  his  fellow’s  side ;  so  they  fell 
down  together:  wherefore  that  place  was  called  Helkath- 

17  hazzurim,  which  is  in  Gibeon.  And  the  battle  was  very 
sore1  that  day :  and  Abner  was  defeated,  and  the  men  of 

18  Israel,  before  the  servants  of  David.  And  there  were  three 
sons  of  Zeruiah  there,  Joab,  and  Ahishai,  and  Asahel :  and 
Asabel  teas  as  light  of  foot  as  a  roebuck  which  is  in  the  field. 

1 9  And  Asahel  pursued  after  Abner ;  and  in  going  be  turned1 
not  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left  from  behind  Abner. 

20  Then  Abner  turned  round,  and  said.  Art  thou  Asahel  ? 

21  And  he  answered,  I  am.  And  Abner  said  to  him.  Turn3  thee 
aside  to  thy  right  hand  or  to  thy  left,  and  seize  for  thee  one 
of  the  lads,  and  take  thee  his  armour.  But  Asahel  would 

22  not  depart  from  behind  him.  And  Abner  continued  to  say 
to  Asahel,  Depart  from  behind  me ;  wherefore  should  I  smite 
thee  to  the  earth  ?  how  then  should  I  lift:  up  my  face  to 

23  Joab  thy  brother  P  Howbeit,  he  refused  to  depart:  where* 
fore  Abner,  with  the  hinder  end  of  the  spear,  smote  him 
into  the  abdomen,  that  the  spear  came  out  behind  him ; 
and  he  fell  down  there,  and  cued  in  the  Bame  place :  and 
it  came  to  pass,  that  everyone  that  came  to  the  place  where 

24  Asahel  fell  down  and  died,  stood  still.  Joab  also  and 
Abishai  pursued  after  Abner:  and  the  sun  went  down 
when  they  were  come  to  the  bill  of  Ammah,  that  lieth 

25  before  Giah,  by  the  way  of  the  desert  of  Gibeon.  And 
the  children  of  Benjamin  gathered4  themselves  together 
after  Abner,  and  became  one  troop,*  and  stood  on  the  top 

26  of  a  hill.  Then  Abner  called  to  Joab,  and  said.  Shall  tbe 
sword  devour*  everlastingly?  knowe&t  thou  not  that  it  will 
be  bitterness  in  the  latter  end  P  how  long  shall  it  be  then 
ere  thon  bid7  the  people  return  from  behind  their  brethren? 

27  And  Joab  said.  As  God  liveth,  unless  thou  hadst  spoken, 
surely  then  in  tbe  morning  the  people  had  gone  up  every 

28  one  from  behind  his  brother.  So  Joah  blew8  the  comet, 
and  all  the  people  stood  still,  and  pursued  after  Israel  no 

29  more,  neither  continued  they  to  tight.  And  Abner  and 
his  men  walked  all  that  night  through  the  plain,  and  passed 

1  hard,  *  (Defined  not  to  go,  *  incline.  *  stored  up.  *  bundle.  *  eat.  T  uy. 

1  fixed. 
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over  the  Jordan,  and  went  through  all  Bitbron,  and  they 

30  came  to  Mahaneim.  And  Joab  returned  fixnn  after  Abner : 
and  when  be  had  gathered1  the  people  together,  there  were 

31  missed  of  David’s  servants  nineteen  men  and  Asahel.  But 
the  servants  of  David  had  Bmitten  of  Benjamin,  and  of 
Abner’s  men,  to  that  three  hundred  and  three-score  men 

33  died,  And  they  took  up  Asahel,  and  buried  him  in  the 
burying-place  of  his  lather,  which  twi  in  Betb-lehem. 
And  Joab  and  his  men  went  all  night,  and  at  Hebron 
daylight  shone  upon  them. 


Chaf.  IIL 

1  Now  there  was  long  war  between  the  house  of  Saul  and 
the  house  of  David  :  bat  David  waxed  Stronger*  and 
stronger,  and  toe  house  of  Saul  waxed  weaker  and  weaker.3 

2  And  unto  David  were  sons  bom  in  Hebron ;  and  his  first- 

3  born  was  Ammon,  of  Ahino&m  toe  Jezreelitess ;  And  his 
second  in  order,  Chileab,  of  Abigail  toe  wife  of  Nabal  the 
Carmelite ;  and  the  third,  Absalom,  the  son  of  MaaCah  toe 

4  daughter  of  Talmai  king  of  Geshur ;  And  the  fourth, 
Adonijah,  the  son  of  Haggith ;  and  the  fifth,  Shephatiah, 

5  the  son  of  Abital ;  Ana  the  sixth,  Ithream,  by  Eglah, 
David’s  wife.  These  were  bom  to  David  in  Hebron. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  while  the  war  was  between  the  bouse 
of  Saul  and  the  house  of  David,  that  Abner  made  himself 

7  strong  for  toe  house  of  Saul.  And  Saul  had  a  concubine, 
whose  name  vat  Rizpah,  toe  daughter  of  Aiah :  and  Ith- 
botketh  said  to  Abner,  Why  hast  thou  come  unto  my  father’s 

8  concubine?  Then  was  Abner  very  wroth,*  for  the  words 
of  Ish-bosheth,  and  said.  Am  I  a  dog’s  head,  who  against 
Judah  do  toew*  mercy  this  day  onto  toe  house  of  Saul  thy 
father,  to  his  brethren,  and  to  his  friend^  and  have  not 
delivered  thee0  into  the  hand  of  David,  that  thou  visitest 

9  upon  m«  to-day  an  iniquity  concerning  this  woman?  So 
do  God  to  Abuer,  and  so  may  be  continue,  except  es  the 

10  Eternal  hath  sworn  to  David,  even  bo  I  do  to  him;  To 
cause  tbe  kingdom  to  pass  from  toe  house  of  Saul,  and  to 
raise  the  throne7  of  David  over  Israel,  and  over  Judah  from 

11  Dan  even  to  Beer-sheba.  And  he  could  not  answer8 

■  ttoied  up.  1  gain;  and  strong.  *  going  and  indigent.  *  glowed.  *  do.  *  made 

thee  find  *  chair.  1  restore. 
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12  Abner  a  word  agdin,  because  he  feared  him.  And  Abner 
sent  messengers  to  David  on  his  behalf,  saying,  Whose  u 
the  land  ?  saying  also,  Make1  thy  covenant  with  me,  and, 
behold,  my  hand  shall  be  with  thee,  to  bring  about  all  Israel 

13  unto  the&i  And  be  said.  Well;  I  wiU  make1  a  covenant 
with  thee :  but  one  thing  I  ask  of  thee,  that  is,  Thou 
shall  not  see  my  face,  except  thou  first  bring  Michal,  Saul’s 

14  daughter,  when  thou  comes t  to  see  my  face.  And  David 
sent  messengers  to  Ish-bosheth,  Saul’s  son,  saying,  Give 
me  my  wife  Michal,  whom  I  betrothed  to  myself  for  n 

15  hundred  foreskins  of  the  Philistines.  And  Ish-hosheth 
sent,  and  took  her  from  her  husband,  even  from  Phaltiel 

16  the  son  of  Laish.  And  her  husband  went  with  her  along 
weeping  behind  her  to  Bahurim.  Then  said  Abner  unto 

17  him.  Go,  return.  And  he  returned.  And  Abner  had 
communication®  with  the  elders  of  Israel,  saying,  Ye  sought 

18  for  David  in  times  past3  to  be  king  over  you;  Now  then 
doit:  for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  of  David,  saying.  By 
the  hand  of  my  servant  David  I  will  save  my  people  Israel 
out  of  the  hand  of  the  Philistines,  and  out  of  the  hand  of 

1 9  all  their  enemies.  And  Abner  also  spake  in  the  ears  of 
Benjamin :  and  Abner  went  also  to  speak  in  the  ears  of 
David  in  Hebron  all  that  seemed  good  to  Israel,  aud  to  the 

20  whole  house  of  Benjamin.  So  Abner  came  to  David  to 
Hebron,  and  twenty  men  with  him:  and  David  made 

21  Abner,  and  the  men  that  were  with  him,  a  least.  And 
Abner  said  unto  David,  I  will  arise  and  go,  and  will  gather4 
all  Israel  unto  my  lord  the  king,  that  they  may  make1  a 
covenant  with  thee,  and  thAt  thou  mayest  reign  over  all 
that  thy  heart  lustetL  And  David  sent  Abner  away  ;  and 

22  he  went  in  peace.  And,  behold,  the  servants  of"  David 
and  Joab  came  from  pursuing  the  troop,  and  brought  in  a 
great  spoil  with  them:  but  Abner  was  not  with  David  iu  He¬ 
bron  ;  for  he  had  sent  him  away,  and  he  was  gone  in  peace. 

23  When  Joab  and  all  the  host  that  was  with  him  were  come, 
they  told  Joab,  saying,  Abner  the  son  of  Ner-camc  to  the 
king,  and  he  hath  sent  him  away,  and  he  is  gone  in  peace. 

24  Then  Joab  came  to  the  king,  and  *  said,  What  hast  thou 
done  ?  behold,  Abner  came  unto  tbee ;  why  is  it  that  thou 


1  cat  1  the  word  of  Abner  war.  *  (Ho  yesterday  alto  before  yesterday, 

*  start  np. 
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25  hast  sent  him  away,  and  he  is  quite  gone?  Thou 
knowest  Abner  the  son  of  Ner,  that  he  came  to  persuade 
thee,  and  to  know  thy  going  out,  and  thy  coming  in,  and 

26  to  know  all  that  thou  docst  And  when  Joab  was  come 
out  from  David,  he  sent  messengers  after  Abner,  who 
brought1  him  again  from  the  pit  of  Sirah:  but  David  knew 

27  it  not.  And  when  Abner  was  returned  to  Hebron,  Joab 
took  him  aside*  in  the  gate  to  speak  with  him  quietly,  and 
smote  him  there  into  the  abdomen,  that  he  died,  for  the 

28  blood  of  Asahel  his  brother.  And  afterward  when  David 
heard  it,  he  said,  I  and  my  kingdom  are  guiltless  before 
the  Eternal  for  ever  from  the  blood  of  Abner  the  son  of 

29  Ner:  Let  it  fasten  on  the  head  of  Joab,  and  on  all  his 
father's  house ;  and  let  there  not  fail*  from  the  house  of 
Joab  one  that  hath  an  issue,  or  that  is  a  leper,  or  that  lay- 
eth  hold  on  a  staff, |  or  that  falleth  on  the  sword,  or  that 

30  lacketh  bread.  So  Joab  and  Abishai  his  brother  dew 
Abner,  because  he  had  put  to  death  their  brother  Asahel 

31  at  Gibeon  in  the- war.  And  David  said  to  Joab,  and  to 
all  the  people  that  were  with  him.  Bend  your  garments, 
and  gird  you  with  sackcloth,  and  bewail  Abner.  And  king 

32  David  Jdnmlf  followed  the  bier.4  And  they  buried  Abner 
in  Hebron :  and  the  king  lifted  up  his  voice,  and  wept  at  the 

33  burying-placc  of  Abner ;  and  all  the  people  wept.  And 
the  king  lamented  over  Abner,  and  said.  Was  Abner  to  die 

34  like  a  worthless  man  ?  Thy  hands  were  not  bound,  nor 
thy  feet  puts  into  fetters :  as  a  man  falleth  before  wicked 
men,6  so  fellest  chon.  And  all  the  people  wept  again7  over 

35  him.  And  when  all  the  people  came  to  cause  David  to 
cat  bread  while  it  was  yet  day,  David  sware,  saying.  So  do 
God  to  me,  and  so  may  he  continue,  if  I  tasto  bread,  or 

3G  ought  else,  before  the  sun  be  down  .  .  .  And  all  die  peo¬ 
ple  took  notice  of  it,  and  it  pleased  them  :8  as  whatsoever 

37  the  king  did  was  good  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.  And  all 
the  people,  and  aU  Israel,  knew  that  day,  that  It  was  not 

38  of  the  king  to  put  to  death  Abner  the  son  of  Ner.  And 
the  king  said  unto  his  servants^  Know  ye  not  that  there  is 

39  on  officer  and  a  great  man  fallen  this  day  in  Israel  ?  And 
I  am  this  day  weak,*  though  anointed  king;  and  these 

1  restored.  3  inclined  him.  3  be  cut  off.  4  went  after  the  bed.  *  readied.  *  bods 

of  unrighteous dc&g*  7  continued  to  weep.  9  recognized  and  it  wsb  good  Iu  Uieir 

eyes*  0  tender. 
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men  the  sons  of  Zeroiah  an  too  hard  for  me :  the  Eternal 
shall  repay  the  doer  of  evil  according  to  his  wickedness. 


Chap.  IV. 


1  And  when  Saul’s  son  heard  that  Abner  was  dead  in 
Hebron,  his  hands  were  feeble,  and  all  the  Israelites  were 

2  amazed.  And  Saul’s  son  had  two  men  that  were  officers  of 
troops ;  the  name  of  the  one  teas  Baanah,  and  the  name  of 
the  other  Rcchab,  the  sons  of  Rimmon  a  Beerothite,  of  ibe 
children  of  Benjamin :  fur  Boeroth  also  was  reckoned1  to 

3  Benjamin:  And  the  Beerothites  fled  to  Gittoim,  and 

4  sojourned  there  until  this  day.  And  Jonathan,  Sard’s  son, 
had  a  son  that  teas  lame  of  his  feet,  and  was  five  years  old 
when  the  tidings  came  of  Saul  and  Jonathan  out  of  Jez- 
reel,  and  his  nurse  carried  him  and  fled:s  and  it  come  to 

K,  as  she  hurried  precipitately  to  flee,9  that  he  fell,  and 
ed.  And  his  name  teas  Mcphiboshcth.  And  the  sons 
of  Rimmon  the  Beerotbite,  Recnab  and  Baanah,  went,  and 
came  about  the  heat  of  the  day  to  the  house  of  Ish-boshcth, 
6  who  lay  on  a  place  of  repose  for  the  noon :  And  they 
came  thither  into  the  midst  of  the  house,  as  though  they 
would  have  fetched4  wheat ;  and  they  smote  him  into  the 
abdomen :  and  Recbab  and  Baanah  his  brother  escaped. 
7  For  when  they  came  into  the  house,  he  lay  on  his  bed  in 
his  bed*schambcr ;  and  they  smote  him,  and  pnt  him  to 
death,  and  removed  his  head,  and  went  away  the  way  of 
8  the  plain  all  night  And  they  brought  the  head  of  Ish- 
bosheth  unto  David  to  Hebron,  and  said  to  the  king, 
Behold  the  head  of  Ish-boshcth,  the  son  of  Saul  thine 
enemy,  who  songht  thy  life  ;*  and  the  Eternal  hath  given 
vengeance  to  my  lord  the  king  this  day  of  Saul,  and  of  his 
9  seed.  And  David  answered  Recbab,  and  Baanah  his  bro¬ 
ther,  the  sons  of  Rimmon  the  Beerothite,  and  said  unto 
them.  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  who  hath  released  my  soul 
10  out  of  all  distress,  When  one  told  me,  saying,  Behold, 
Saul  is  dead,  thinking  to  have  brought  good  tidings,5,  I 
seized  him,  and  slew  him  in  Ziklag,  who  thought  that  I 
11  wonld  have  given  him  a  reward  for  his  tidings;  How 
much  more,  when  wicked  men  have  slain  a  righteous 

1  thoQght*  3  ran  my.  3  nm  away.  4  taken.  *  place  of  repooe.  *  souL  7  and 

he  waa  in  his  eyes  Jtlce  a  hearer  of  tidings.

person  in  his  own  house  upon  his  place  of  repose  ?  shall  I 
not  therefore  now  seek  his  blood  of  your  hand,  and  put 
1 2  you  away  from  the  earth  ?  And  David  commanded  the 
Tads,  and  they  slew  them,  and  cut  off  their  hands  and  their 
feet,  and  hanged  them  np  over  the  pool  in  Hebron.  But 
they  took  the  head  of  Ish-bosheth,  and  buried  it  in  the 
burying-place  of  Abner  in  Hebron. 


Chap.  V. 

1  Then  came  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  David  unto  Hebron, 
and  spake,  saying,  Behold,  we  are  thy  bone  and  tby  flesh. 

2  Also,  in  times  past,1  when  Saul  was  king  over  us,  thou 
wast  he  that  Iedaest  out  and  broughtest  in  Israel ;  and  the 
Eternal  said  to  thee,  Thou  sbalt  feed  my  people  Israel,  and 

3  thou  shalt  be  a  leader  of  Israel  So  all  tne  elders  of  Israel 
came  to  the  king  to  Hebron;  and  kins  David  made8  a 
covenant  with  them  in  Hebron  before  the  Eternal;  and 

4  they  anointed  David  king  over  Israel  David  was  thirty 
years  old3  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  forty 

5  years.  In  Hebron  he  reigned  over  Judah  seven  years  and 
six  months ;  and  in  Jerusalem  he  reigned  thirty  and  three 

6  years  over  all  Israel  and  Judah.  And  the  king  and  his 
men  went  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  Jcbusitcs,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  land;  who  spake  unto  David,  saying,  Thou  «Ha1t 
not  come  in  hither,  except  thou  remove  the  blind  and  the 

7  lame ;  saying,  David  cannot  come  in  hither.  Nevertheless 
David  conquered  the  hold  of  Zion :  the  same  ia  the  city  of 

8  David.  And  David  said  on  that  day.  Whosoever  toucheth 
the  gutter,  smiteth  the  Jebusites,  and  the  lame  and  the 
blind,  that  are  hated  of  David’s  soul,  .  .  .  wherefore  they 
said,  The  blind  and  the  lame  shall  not  come  into  the 

9  house.  So  David  abode  in  the  hold,  and  called  it  The 
city  of  David :  and  David  built  round  about,  from  Millo 

10  and  inward.  And  David  went  on,  and  grew  great;  and 

1 1  the  Eternal  God  of  hosts  was  with  him.  And  Hiram  king 
of  Tyre  sent  messengers  to  David,  and  cedar-trees,  and 
carpenters,  and  masons  ;*  and  they  built  David  a  house. 

12  And  David  knew  that  the  Eternal  had  established  him 

1  yesterday  and  before  yesterday.  *  cut.  *  a  son  of  4  and  engravers  of  wood 

and  engraven  of  stones  for  walls. 
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king  over  Israel,  and  that  he  had  exalted  his  kiogdom  for 

13  his  people  for  Israel’s  sake.  And  David  took  him  more1  con¬ 
cubines  and  wives  out  of  Jerusalem,  after  he  was  come 
from  Hebron:  and  there  were  yet  sons  and  daughters 

14  born  to  David.  And  these  ore  the  names  of  those  that 
were  born  unto  him  in  Jerusalem;  Shammuah,  and  Sho- 

15  bob,  and  .Nathan,  and  Solomon,  lbhar  also,  and  Elishua, 

16  and  Ncpheg,  and  Japhia,  And  Elishama,  and  Eliada,  and 

1 7  Eliphalet.  But  when  the  Philistines  heard  that  they  hod 
anointed  David  king  over  Israel,  all  the  Philistines  came 
up  to  seek  David ;  and  David  heard  of  it,  and  went  dawn 

18  to  the  hold.  The  Philistines  also  came,  and  spread*  them- 

19  selves  in  the  valley  of  Rephahn,  And  David  asked  of  the 
Eternal,  saying.  Shall  I  go  up  to  the  Philistines  ?  wilt  thou 
give  them  into  my  baud?  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
David,  Go  up;  for  I  will  doubtless  give  the  Philistines 

20  into  thy  hanu.  And  David  came  to  Baal-perazim,  and 
David  smote  them  there,  and  said.  The  Eternal  hath  burst 
forth  upon  mine  enemies  before  me,  as  the  bursting  forth 
of  waters.  Therefore  he  called  the  name  of  that  place 

2 1  Baal-perazim.  And  there  they  leils  their  idols,  and  David 

22  and  his  men  carried  them  away.  And  the  Philistines 
came  up  yet  again,4  and  spread9  themselves  in  the  valley 

23  of  Rephaim.  And  when  David  asked  of  the  Eternal,  ho 
said.  Thou  shah  not  go  up;  but  fetch  a  compass  behind 
them,  and  come  upon  them  over  against  the  mulberry- 

24  trees. ||  And  let  it  be,  when  thou  hearest  the  sound6  of  a 
step  in  the  tops7  of  the  mulberry-trees,!  that  then  thou 
shalt  bestir8  thyself:  for  then  shall  the  Eternal  go  out 

25  before  thee,  to  smite  the  camp  of  the  Philistines.  And 
David  did  so,  as  the  Eternal  had  commanded  him ;  and 
smote  the  Philistines  from  Gcba  until  thou  come  to 
Gazer. 


Chap.  VL 

1  Again,  David  gathered  together  all  the  chosen  mm  of 

2  Israel,  thirty  thousand.  And  David  arose,  and  went  with 
all  the  people  that  were  with  him  from  Baale  of  Judah,  to 
bring  up  from  thence  the  ark,J  of  God,  over  which  is  called 
the  name, — -the  name  of  Tbe  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  abidetli 

3  between  the  cherubims.  And  they  set10  the  ark?  of  God 

'yet.  *  let.  *  forsook.  4  continued.  *  were  let.  *  voice.  7  beads.  K  be  sharp. 

9  case.  10  caused  to  ride. 
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upon  a  new  wagon,  and  brought  it  out  of  the  house  of 
Abinadab  that  m»  in  the  Gibeah:  and  Uzzah  and  Ahio, 

4  the  sons  of  Abinadab*  drave1  the  new  wagon.  And  they 
carried  it  out  of  the  house  of  Abinadab,  which  was  at  the 
Gibeah,  being  with  the  ark9  of  God :  and  Ahio  went  before 

5  the  ark.8  And  David*  and  ail  the  boose  of  Israel,  played9 
before  the  Eternal  on  all  manner  of  instruments  made  of 
cypress-wood,  even  on  harps,  and  on  psalteries^  and  on 

6  timbrels,  and  on  sistra,J  and  on  cymbals.  And  when  they 
came  to  Nachon’s  threshing-floor,  Uzzah  put  forth  hie  hand 
to  the  ark8  of  God*  and  took  hold4  of  it ;  for  those  of  the 

7  herd  had  broken  loose.9  And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal 
glowed  against  Uzzah*  and  God  smote  him  there  for  hie 

8  temerity ;  and  there  he  died  by  the  ark8  of  God.  And 
David  was  displeased*6  because  the  Eternal  bad  made7  a 
breach  upon  Uzzah:  and  he  called  the  name  of  the  place 

9  Perez-uzzali  to  this  day.  And  David  feared  the  Eternal 
that  day,  and  Baid,  How  shall  the  ark9  of  the  Eternal  come 

10  to  me?  So  David  was  not  willing  to  remove  the  ark8  of 
the  Eternal  unto  him  into  the  city  of  David ;  but  David 
carried8  it  aside  into  the  house  of  Obcd-edom  the  Gittite. 

1 1  And  the  ark9  of  the  Eternal  abode  in  the  house  of  Obcd- 
edom  the  Gittite  three  months :  and  the  Eternal  blessed 

12  Obed-edom,  and  all  his  liouseAoZcA  And  it  was  told  the  king 
David,  saying,  The  Eternal  hath  blessed  the  house  of 
Obed-edom,  and  all  that  pertaineik  unto  bim,  because  of 
the  ark8  of  God.  So  David  went  and  brought  up  the  ark8 
of  God  from  the  house  of  Obed-eduin  into  the  city  of 

13  David  with  gladness.  And  it  was  so,  when  they  that  bare 
the  ark8 of  the  Eternal  had  gone  six  paces,  he  sacrificed  one  of 

14  the  herd  and  a  fading.  And  David  danced  before  the 
Eternal  with  all  his  might ;  and  David  was  girded  with  a 

Id  linen  ephod.  So  David  and  all  the  house  of  Israel  brought 
up  the  ark8  of  the  Eternal  with  shouting,*  and  with  the 

16  sound10  of  the  cornet  And  as  the  ark8  of  the  Eternal  came 
into  the  city  of  David,  Michal,  Saul’s  daughter,  glanced 
through  the  window,  and  saw  the  king  David  leaping  and 
dancing  before  the  Eternal;  and  she  despised  him  in  her 

17  heart  And  they  brought  in  the  ark9  of  the  Eternal,  and 
set  it  in  its  place,  in  the  midst  of  the  tent  that  David  had 
pitched8  for  it :  and  David  offered11  burnt-offerings  and 

led,  *  case.  *  made  merry,  4  seized,  *  remitted*  *  glowed.  7  bunt  forth, 

9  inclined  *  din*  w  voice.  11  brought  op* 
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1 8  feast-offerings  before  the  Eternal.  And  as  soon  as  David 
bad  finished  offering1  the  bumt-ofibringp  and  the  least- 
offerings,  he  blessed  the  people  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal 

10  of  hosts.  And  he  apportioned  to  all  the  people,  even  to 
the  -whole  crowd  of  Israel,  as  well  to  the  women  as  men, 
to  every  one  one  pierced  cake  of  bread,  and  one  good 
piece  of  fleshy  and  one  grape  cake.  So  all  the  people 

20  went  every  man  to  his  house.  Then  David  returned  to 
bless  bis  boveehold.  And  JVIichul,  the  daughter  of  Saul, 
went  oat  towards  David,  and  said.  How  honoured  was  the 
king  of  Israel  to-day,  who  uncovered8  himself  to-day  in 
the  eyes  of  the  maidservants  of  his  servants,  as  one  of  the 

21  empty  fellows  shamelessly  uncovered^  himself!  And  David 
said  unto  Michal,  Before  the  Eternal,  who  chose  me  rather 
than  thy  father,  and  all  his  houses  to  appoint*  me  leader  of 
the  people  of  the  Eternal,  of  Israel :  I  made  merry  before 

22  the  Eternal.  But  even  for  this  I  am  too  vile,  I  am  too 
base  in  mine  man  eyes :  and  of  the  maidservants,  whom  thou 

23  hast  spoken9  of,  of  them  shall  I  be  had  in  honour.  And 
Michal,  the  daughter  of  Saul,  had  no  child  unto  the  day  of 
her  death. 

Chap.  VIL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  king  abode  in  his  house, 
and  the  Eternal  had  given  him  rest  round  about  from  all 

2  his  enemies.  That  the  king  said  unto  Nathan  the  prophet, 
See  now,  I  abide  in  a  house  of  cedars^  but  the  arks  of 

3  God  abideth  within  curtains.7  And  Nathan  said  to  the 
king,  Go,  do  all  that  is  in  thy  heart:  for  the  Eternal  is 

4  with  thee.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  night,  that  the  word 

5  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  Nathan,  saying,  Go  and  tell  my 
servant  David,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Shalt  thou  build 

6  me  a  house  for  me  to  abide  in?  Whereas  I  have  not 
abode  in  any  house,  since  the  time  that  I  brought  up  the 
children  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt,  even  to  this  day,  but  have 

7  walked  in  a  tent  and  in  a  dwelling.  In  all  tJte  places 
wherein  I  have  walked  with  all  the  children  of  Israel, 
spake  I  a  word  with  any  of  the  tribes  of  Israel,  whom  I 
commanded  to  feed  my  people  Israel,  saving.  Why  build 

8  ye  not  me  a  house  of  cedars  ?  Now  therefore  so  shaft  thou 
say  unto  my  servant  David,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of 
hosts,  I  took  thee  from  the  ahecp-coic8  from  .behind  the 

1  bringing  op.  *  rerealcd.  3  revealing  revealeth,  *  command.  *uuL  *case. 

7  is  the  midst  of  the  curtain.  *  abode. 
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0  flock,  to  be  leader  of  my  people  of  Israel  :  And  I  was  with 
thee  whithersoever  thou  wentest,  and  have  cut  off  all  thine 
enemies  from  before  thee,  and  have  made  thee  a  great  name, 
like  unto  the  name  of  the  great  men  that  are  in  the  earth. 

1 0  Moreover,  I  have  appointed1  a'  place  for  my  people  Israel, 
and  planted  them,  that  they  may  dwell  in  a  place  of  their 
own,3  and  move3  no  more ;  neither  shall  the  children  of 

1 1  wickedness  afflict  them  any  more,  as  at  first,  And  as  since 
the  day  that  I  commanded  judges  to  be  over  my  people 
Israel,  for  I  have  caused  thee  to  rest  from  all  thine  enemies ; 
now  the  Eternal  telleth  thee  that  the  Eternal  will  make 

12  thee  a  house:  And  when  thy  days  be  fulfilled,  and  thou 
shalt  lie  with  thy  fathers,  I  will  raise  thy  seed  after  thee, 
which  shall  go  forth  out  of  thy  bowels,  and  I  will  establish* 

1 3  his  kingdom.  He  shall  build  a  house  for  my  name,  and  I 

14  will  establish  the  throne5  of  his  kingdom  for  ever,  I  will 
be  his  father,  and  he  shall  be  my  son.  If  he  commit 
iniquity,  I  will  chasten6  him  with  the  staff  of  men,  and 

15  with  the  afflictions  of  the  children  of  men:  But  my  mercy 
shall  not  depart  away  from  him,  as  I  removed  it  from  Saul, 

16  wbom  I  removed  before  thee.  And  thy  house  and  thy 
kingdom  shall  be  faithful  for  ever  before  thee ;  thy  tbroqe 

17  shall  be  firm  for  ever.  According  to  all  these  words,  and 
according  to  all  this  vision,  so  did  Nathan  speak  unto 

18  David.  Then  came  king  David,  and  sat7  before  the 
Eternal ;  and  he  said.  Who  am  L  O  Lord  Eternal?  and 
what8  w  my  house,  that  thou  hast  brought  me  hitherto  ? 

10  Aod  this  was  yet  too  little  in  thine  eyes,  O  Lord  Eternal ; 
but  thou  hast  spoken  also  of  tby  servant’s  house  for  a  great 
while  to  come.9  As  though  this  were  the  right10  of  the 

20  man,  O  Lord  Eternal,  And  what  can  David  yet  say  more11 
unto  thee  ?  for  thou.  Lord  Eternal,  knowest  thy  servant. 

2 1  For  tby  word’s  sake,  and  according  to  thine  own  heart,  hast 
thou  done  all  these  great  things,12  to  make  thy  servant 

22  know  them.  Wherefore  thou  art  great,  O  Eternal  God : 
for  there  is  none  like  thee,  neither  is  there  any  God  besides 
thee,  according  to  all  that  we  have  heard  with  our  ears. 

23  And  who  is  like  thy  people,  like  Israel,  an  only  nation  in 
the  earth,  whom  God  went  to  release  for  a  people  to  him¬ 
self,  and  to  makcu  him  a  name,  and  to  do  for  you  great 
things,1*  and  dreadful,  for  thy  land,  on  account  of  thy

24  nations  and  their  gods?  For  thou  hast  established  for 
thyself  thy  people  Israel,  to  be  a  people  unto  thee  for  ever : 

25  and  thou.  Eternal,  art  hecome  their  God.  And  now,  O 
Eternal  God,  the  word  that  thou  hast  spoken  concerning 
thy  servant,  mud  concerning  his  house,  establish1  it  for  ever, 

26  and  do  as  thou  hast  said.  And  let  thy  name  be  great  for 
ever,  saying,  The  Eternal  of  hosts  is  the  God  over  Israel : 
and  let  the  house  of  thy  servant  David  be  established 

27  before  thee.  For  thou,  O  Eternal  of  hosts,  God  of  Israel, 
hast  revealed  to  the  ear  of  thy  servant,  saying,  I  will  build 
thee  a  house:  therefore  hath  thy  servant  found  in  his 

28  heart  to  pray  this  prayer  unto  thee.  And  now,  O  Eternal 
God,  thou  art  that  God,  and  thy  words  be  true,  and  thou 

29  hast  promised9  this  goodness  unto  thy  servant:  Therefore 
now  be  willing  to  bless  the  house  of  thy  servant,  that  it 
may  be  for  ever  before  thee :  for  thou,  O  Eternal  God, 
hast  spoken  it;  and  from  thy  blessing  let  the  house  of  thy 
servant  be  blessed  for  ever. 

Chap.  VIIL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that  David  smote  the 
Philistines,  and  humbled  them:'  and  David  took  Me- 
theg-hammah  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Philistines.  And 

2  he  smote  Moab,  and  measured  them  with  the  cord, 
causing  them  to  lie  on  the  earth ;  and  he  measured  the 
length,  of  two  cords  to  put  to  death,  and  one  full  cord  to 
keep  alive:  and  so  the  Moabites  became  David’s  servants, 

3  bearing  gifts.3  David  smote  also  Hadadezer,  the  son  of 
Rehob,  king  of  Zobah,  as  he  went  to  recover  his  border;1 

4  at  the  river  Euphrates.  And  David  took*  from  him  a 
thousand  and  seveD  hundred  horsemen,  and  twenty  thou¬ 
sand  men  on  foot :  and  David  lamed  all  the  chariot  horses ; 

5  hut  left  of  them  a  hundred  chariotB.  And  when  the 
Syrians  of  Damascus  came  to  help  Hadadezer  king  of 
Zobah,  David  smote  of  the  Syrians  two  and  twenty  thou- 

6  sand  men.  Then  David  put  garrisons6  in  Syria  of  Damas¬ 
cus:  and  the  Syrians  became  servants  to  David,  bearing 
gifts.9  And  the  Eternal  preserved7  David  whithersoever 

7  he  went.  And  David  took  the  shieldsjj  of  gold  that  were 
on  the  servants  of  Hadadezer,  and  brought  them  to 

1  iai*e.  3  spoken.  3  oblation.  *  restore  his  liaiid.  3  stationed 

oue&»  7  tmd. 
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8  Jerusalem.  And  from  Betah,  and  from  Berothai,  cities  of 
Hadadezer,  the  king  David  took  exceeding  much  copper. 

9  When  Toi  king  of  Hamath  heard  that  David  had  smitten 

10  all  the  host  of  Hadadezer,  Then  Toi  sent  Joratn  his  son 
unto  the  king  David,  to  salute  him,1  and  to  bless  him,  because 
he  had  fought  against  Hadadezer,  and  smitten  him :  for 
Iladadezcr  had  wars8  with  Toi :  and  be  brought  with  him9 
vessels  of  silver,  and  vessels  of  gold,  and  vessels  of  copper ; 

11  Them  also  the  king  David  did  consecrate  unto  the  Eternal, 
with  the  silver  and  gold  that  he  had  consecrated  of  all 

12  nations  which  he  subdued;  Of  Syria,  and  of  Moab,  and 
of  the  children  of  Ammon,  and  of  the  Philistines,  and  of 
Amalek,  and  of  the  spoil  of  Hadadezer,  son  of  Rehob, 

13  king  of  Zobah,  And  David  gat1  himself  a  name  when  he 
returned  from  smiting  of  the  Syrians  in  the  valley  of  Salt, 

14  being  eighteen  thousand  men.  And  he  put  garrisons5  in 
Edom;  throughout  all  Edom  put  he  garrisons:5  and  all 
they  of  Edom  became  David’s  servants.  And  the  Eternal 

15  saved  David  whithersoever  he  went.  And  David  reigned 
over  all  Israel ;  and  David  did  judgment  and  righteousness 

10  unto  all  his  people.  And  Joab  the  son  of  Zemiah  was 
over  the  host;  and  Jehosophat  the  son  of  Abilud  was 

17  recorder;  And  Zadok  the  son  of  Ahitub,  and  Ahimelech 
the  son  of  Ahiathar,  were  the  priests;  and  Seraiah  was  the 

18  scribe;  And  Bcnaiah  the  son  of  Jehonula  was  over  both 
the  Cherethite  and  the  Pelethite:  and  David’s  sons  were 
chief  rulers.6 


Chap.  IX. 

1  And  David  stud,  Is  there  vet  any  that  is  left  of  the  house 
of  Saul,  that  I  may  shew7  him  mercy  for  Jonathan’s  sake  ? 

2  And  there  was  of  the  house  of  Saul  a  servant  whose  name 
was  Ziba :  aud  when  they  hod  called  him  unto  David,  the 
king  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  Ziba?  And  he  said.  Thy 

3  servant  is  he.  And  the  king  said.  Is  there  not  yet  an)  r  of 
the  house  of  Saul,  that  I  may  shew7  the  mercy  of  God 
unto  him  ?  And  Ziba  said  unto  the  king,  Jonathan  hath 

4  yet  a  son,  who  is  hurt  in  his  feet.  And  the  king  said 
unto  him,  Where  is  he?  and  Ziba  said  unto  the  king, 
Behold,  he  is  in  the  house  of  Machir  the  son  of  Ammiei, 

1  to  ask  Him  after  peace*  *  a  man  of  ware*  A  in  his  hand  were*  1  made.

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5  in  Lo-dcbar.  Then  king  David  sent,  and  fetched1  hitn 
out  of  the  house  of  Machir  the  son  of  Ammiel,  from  Lo- 

fi  debar.  Now  when  Mephibosheth,  the  son  of  Jonathan, 
the  son  of  Saul,  was  come  unto  David,  he  fell  on  his  free, 
and  prostrated  himself  And  David  said,  Mephibosheth ) 

7  And  he  answered.  Behold  thy  servant  And  David  said 
unto  him.  Fear  not:  for  I  will  surely  shew®  thee  mercy  for 
Jonathan  thy  father’s  sake,  and  will  restore  thee  all  the 
fields  of  Saul  thy  father ;  and  thou  shalt  eat  bread  at  my 

8  table  continually.  And  he  prostrated  himself,  and  said. 
What  is  thy  servant  that  thou  shouldest  turn  to  such  a 

9  dead  dog  sal  am?  Then  the  king  called  to  Ziba,  Saul’s 
servant,3  and  said  unto  him.  All  that  pertained*  to  Saul, 
and  to  all  his  house,  I  have  given  unto  thy  master’s  son. 

10  Thou  therefore,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  servants,  shall  till5 
the  ground  for  him,  and  thou  shalt  bring  in  the  fruits ,  that 
thy  master’s  son  may  have  bread  to  eat :  but  Mephibosheth, 
thy  master’s  sou,  shall  eat  bread  always  at  my  table.  Now 

11  Ziba  had  fifteen  sons,  and  twenty  servants.  Then  said 
Zlba  unto  the  king.  According  to  all  that  my  lord  the  king 
hath  commanded  His  servant,  so  shall  thy  servant  dow  As 
for  Mephibosheth,  said  the  king ,  he  shall  eat  at  my  table, 

12  as  one  of  the  king’s  sous.  And  Mephibosheth  had  a  young5 
son,  whose  name  was  Micha.  And  all  that  dwelt  in  the 

13  house  of  Ziba  were  servants  unto  Mephibosheth.  Bo 
Mephibosheth  abode  in  Jerusalem :  for  he  did  cat  con¬ 
tinually  at  the  king’s  table ;  and  was  hurt  in  both  his  feet. 


Chap.  X. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that  the  king  of  the  children 
of  Ammon  died,  and  Hanun  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

2  Then  said  David,  I  will  shew  kindness’  unto  Ilanuu  the 
son  of  Nahash,  as  his  father  shewed  kindness0  unto  me. 
And  David  sent  to  comfort  him,  by  the  hand  of  his  servants, 
for  his  father.  And  David’s  servants  came  into  the  land 

3  of  the  children  of  Ammon.  And  the  officers  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Ammon  said  unto  Hanun  their  lord,  Doth  David 
forsooth  honour  thy  father  in  thine  eyes,  that  he  hath  sent 
comforters  unto  thee  ?  Is  it  not  for  the  purpose  of  searching® 
the  city,  spying  it  out,  overthrowing  it,  that  David  hath  sent 

4  his  servants  to  thee?  Wherefore  Hanun  took  David's

servants,  and  clipped  the  one  half  of  their  beards,  and  cut 
off  iheir  raiments  in  the  middle,  even  to  their  buttocks, 

0  and  let  them  go.  When  they  told  it  unto  David,  he  sent 
towards  them,  because  the  men  were  greatly  confounded : 
and  the  king  said,  Abide  at  Jericho  until  your  beards  be 

6  grown,  and  then  return.  And  when  the  children  of  Ammon 

saw  that  they  stank  before  David,  the  children  of  Ammon 
sent  and  hired  the  Syrians  of  Beth- rehob,  and  the  Syrians 
of  Zoba,  twenty  thousand  men  on  foot,  and  of  king  a 

7  thousand  men,  and  of  Ish-tob  twelve  thousand  men.  And 
when  David  heard  of  it,  he  sent  Joab,  and  all  the  host  of 

8  the  heroes.  And  the  children  of  Ammon  came  out,  and 
put  the  battle1  in  array3  at  the  entrance  of  the  gate :  and 
the  Syrians  of  Zoba,  and  of  llehob,  and  l&h-tob,  and 

9  Maacah,  were  by  themselves  in  the  Geld,  When  Joab  saw 
that  the  front3  of  the  battle1  was  against  him  before  and 
behind,  he  chose  of  all  the  choice  men  of  Israel,  and  put 

10  them  in  order  against  the  Syrians :  And  the  rest  of  the 

Eeople  he  gave  into  the  hand  of  Abishai  his  brother,  that 
e  might  set  them  in  order  against  the  children  of  Ammon. 
1 1  And  he  said.  If  the  Syrians  be  too  strong  for  me,  then 
thou  shalt  help  me  :*  but  if  the  children  of  Ammon  be  too 
12  strong  for  thee,  then  1  will  go  and  save  thee.  Be  strong 
and  let  us  strengthen  ourselves  for  our  people,  and  for  the 
cities  of  our  God :  and  the  Eternal  do  that  which  seemeth 


13  good  in  his  eyes.  And  Joab  stepped  nigh,  and  the  people 
that  were  with  him,  unto  the  battle1  against  the  Syrians ; 

11  and  they  ran  away  before  him.  And  when  the  children 
of  Ammon  saw  that  the  Syrians  were  run  away,  then  ran 
they  away  also  before  Ab'tsnai,  and  came  into  the  city.  So 
Joab  returned  from  the  children  of  Ammon,  and  came  to 
Jerusalem.  And  when  the  Syrians  saw  that  they  were 
defeated  before  Israel,  they  gathered  themselves  together. 

16  And  Hadarezer  sent,  and  brought  out  the  Syrians  that  wars 
beyond3  the  river :  and  they  came  to  Helam ;  and  Shobach, 
the  officer  of  the  host  of  Iladarezer,  went  before  them. 

17  And  when  it  was  told  David,  he  gathered  all  Israel 
together,  and  passed  over  the  Jordan,  and  came  to  Helam. 
And  the  Syrians  set  themselves  in  order  against  David, 

18  mid  fought  with  him.  And  the  Syrians  ran  away  before 
Israel ;  and  David  slew  the  men  of  seven  hundred  chariots 
of  the  Syrians^  and  forty  thousand  horsemen,  and  Shobach 


wui,  *  »et  ia  grder.  3  face.  *  be  to  me  for  mdvalioii.  3  from  the  side  of. 
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1 0  the  officer  of  their  h'oBt,  ho  smote,  and  he  died  there.  And 
when  all  the  kings  that  were  servants  to  Hadarezer  saw 
that  they  were  defeated  before  Israel,  they  made  peace 
with  Israel,  and  served  them.  So  the  Syrians  feared  to 
help1  the  children  of  Ammon  any  more. 

Chap.  XL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  at  the  return  of  the  year,  at  the  time 
when  kings  go  forth  to  battle ,  that  David  sent  Juab,  and 
his  servants  with  him,  and  ail  Israel ;  and  they  destroyed" 
the  children  of  Ammon,  and  besieged  Kabbah,  but 

2  David  abode  at  Jerusalem.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  an 
evening-time,  that  David  arose  from  off  his  place  of  repose, 
and  walked  about  upon  the  roof  of  the  king’s  house :  and 
from  the  roof  he  saw  a  woman  laving  herself;  and  the 

3  woman  was  of  appearance  very  beautiful.  And  David 
sent  and  inquired  after  the  woman  And  one  said.  Is  not 
this  Bath-shoba,  the  daughter  of  Eliam,  the  wife  of  Uriah 

4  the  Hitdte  ?  And  Davia  sent  messengers,  and  took  her : 
and  she  came  unto  him,  and  he  lay  with  her,  and  she 
was  purifying3  from  her  uncleanness,  and  returned  unto 

5  her  house.  And  the  woman  became  pregnant^  and  sent 

6  and  told  David,  and  said,  I  am  pregnant  And  David 
sent  to  Joab,  saying,  Send  me  Uriah  the  Hittite.  And 

7  Joab  sent  Uriah  to  David.  And  when  Uriah  was  come 
unto  him,  David  asked  after  the  welfare4  of  Joab,  the  wel- 

8  fere4  of  the  people,  and  the  progress4  of  the  war.  And 
David  said  to  Uriah,  Go  down  to  thy  house,  and  lave  thy 
feet  And  Uriah  wont  out  of  the  king’s  house,  and  there 

9  went  out  after  him  a  present  from  the  king.  But  Uriah 
lay  down  at  the  entrance  of  the  king’s  house,  with  all  the 

10  servants  of  his  lord,  and  went  not  down  to  his  house.  And 
when  they  had  told.  David,  saying,  Uriah  went  not  down 
to  his  house,  David  said  unto  Uriah,  Camest  thou  not  from 
a  journey  :5  why  then  didst  thou  not  go  down  unto  thy 

1 1  house  ?  And  Uriah  said  unto  David,  The  ark,6  and  Israel, 
and  Judah,  abide  in  booths ;  and  my  lord  Joab,  and  the 
servants  of  my  lord,  are  encamped  m  the  open7  fields: 
shall  I  then  go  into  my  house,  to  eat,  and  to  dnnk,  and  to 
lie  with  my  wife  ?  by  thy  life  and  the  life  of  thy  soul  if  I 

save.  3  corrupted.  3  sanctifying  herself.  *  peace.  4  way.  3  case.  7  face  of. 
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1 2  do  ihis  thing.  .  .  ,  And  David  said  to  Uriah,  Abide  here 
to-day  also,  and  to-morrow  I  will  let  thee  go.  So  Uriah 

1 3  abode  in  Jerusalem  that  day  and  the  morrow.  And  when 
David  had  called  him,  he  aid  eat  and  drink  before  him ; 
and  he  made  him  drunk :  and  at  even  he  went  out  to  lie 
on  his  place  of  repose  with  the  servants  of  his  lord,  but 

14  went  not  down  to  his  bouse.  And  it  «nn«  to  pass  in  the 
morning,  that  David  wrote  a  letter1  to  Joab,  and  Bent  it  by 

15  the  hand  of  Uriah.  And  he  wrote  in  the  letter,1  sayings 
Set8  ye  Uriah  in  the  fore-front  of  the  hottest  battle,9  and 

16  depart  ye  from  him,  that  he  may  be  smitten  and  die.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  Joab  observed4  the  city,  that  he 
assigned5  Uriah  unto  a  place  where  he  knewthat  men  of  force 

17  were.  And  the  men  of  the  city  went  out  and  fought  with 
Joab :  and  there  fell  some  of  the  people  of  the  servants  of 

18  David ;  and  Uriah  the  Hittite  died  also.  Then  Joab  sent 

19  and  told  David  all  the  things  concerning  the  war;  And 
commanded  the  messenger,  saying,  When  thou  hast  finished 

20  telling  the  matters5  of  tne  war  unto  the  king,  And  if  so  be 
that  the  king's  wrath  arise,7  and  he  say  unto  thee.  Why 
stepped  ye  so  nigh  unto  the  city  when  ye  did  fight?  knew 

21  ye  not  that  they  would  shoot  from  the  rampart?  Who 
smote  Abimelech  the  son  of  Jcrubbcsheth  ?  did  not  a 
woman  cast  a  piece  of  a  millstone  upon  him  from  the 
rampart,  that  he  died  in  Thebes?  wherefore  stepped  ye 
nigh  the  rampart?  then  say  thou,  Thy  servant  Uriah  tne 

2 2  Hittite  is  dead  also.  So  the  messenger  went,  and  came 

23  and  told  David  all  that  Joab  had  sent  him  for.  And  the 
messenger  said  unto  David,  Since  the  men  prevailed 
against  us,  and  came  out  unto  us  into  the  field,  we  were 

24  upon  them  even  unto  the  entrance  of  the  gate.  And 
tne  shooters  shot  from  off  the  rampart  upon  tny  servants, 
and  some  of  the  king’s  servants  are  dead,  aud  thy  servant 

25  Uriah  the  Hittite  is  dead  also.  Then  David  said  unto  the 
messenger.  Thus  shalt  thou  say  unto  Joab,  Let  not  this  be 
evil  in  thine  eyes ;  for  thus  ana  thus  the  sword  devoureth  :e 
make  thy  war  strong  against  the  city,  and  break  it  down ; 

26  and  encourage?  thou  him.  And  when  the  wife  of  Uriah 
heard  that  Uriah  her  husband  was  dead,  Bhe  bewailed 

27  her  husband.  And  when  the  mourning  was  past,  David 


1  book,  *  get 
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7  go  up- 
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sent  and  fetched1  her  to  his  house,  and  she  became  his 
wife,  and  bare  him  a  son.  Bat  the  thing  that  David  had 
done  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  EternaL 


Chap.  XIL 

1  Ani>  the  Eternal  sent  Nathan  unto  David.  And  he  came 
unto  him,  and  said  unto  him.  There  were  two  men  in  one 

2  city ;  the  one  rich,  and  the  other  needy.  The  rich  man 

3  had  exceeding  many  flocks  and  herds :  But  the  needy 
man  had  nothing  save  one  little  ewe  lamb,  which  he  had 
obtained  and  kept  alive ;  and  it  grew  up  together  with 
him,  and  with  his  children :  it  did  eat  of  his  own  morsel, 
and  drank  of  his  own  cup,  and  lay  in  his  bosom,  and  was 

4  unto  bim  as  a  daughter.  And  there  came  a  traveller  unto 
the  rich  man ;  ana  he  spared®  to  take  of  his  own  flock, 
and  of  his  own  herd,  to  dress’  for  the  wayfarer  that  was 
come  unto  him ;  but  took  the  poor  man’s  ewe  lamb,  and 

5  dressed*  it  for  the  man  that  was  come  to  him.  And  David’s 
wrath  glowed  greatly  against  the  man;  and  he  said  to 
Nathan,  Aa  the  Eternal  liveth,  the  man  that  hath  done 

6  this  thing  shall  surely  die  :5  And  for  the  ewe-lamb  he  shall 
pay  fourfold,  because6  he  did  this  thing,  and  because  he 

7  had  no  pity.  And  Nathan  said  to  David,  Thou  art  the 
man.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  I  anointed 
thee  king  over  Israel,  and  I  delivered  tbcc  out  of  the  hand 

6  of  Saul ;  And  I  gave  thee  thy  lord’s  house,  and  thy  lord’s 
wives  into  thy  bosom,  and  gave  thee  the  house  of  Israel 
and  of  Judah ;  and  if  that  had  been  too  little,  I  would, 
moreover,  have  given  unto  thee  such  and  such  things. 

9  Wherefore  hast  thou  despised  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  to 
do  evil  in  his  eyes?  Uriah  the  Hittite  thou  hast  smitten 
with  the  sword,  and  his  wife  thon  hast  taken  to  be  thy  wife, 
Mid  him  thou  hast  slain  with  the  sword  of  the  children  of 

10  Ammon.  Now  therefore,  the  sword  shall  never  depart 
from  thy  house ;  because  thou  hast  despised  me,  and  hast 

1 1  taken  the  wife  of  Uriah  the  Hittite  to  be  thy  wife.  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  raise  up  evil  against  thee 
out  of  thine  own  house,  and  I  will  take  thy  wives  before 
thine  eyes,  and  give  them  unto  thy  fellow,  and  he  shall  lie 

1  gathered.  *  pitied.  1  make.  *  made.  *  is  a  sod  of  death.  *  heel,  conse¬ 
quence. 
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12  with  thy  wives  m  the  eight1  of  this  sun.  For  thou  didst  it 
secretly:  but  I  will  do  this  tiling  before  all  Israel,,  and 

13  before  the  sun.  And  David  said  unto  Nathan,  1  have 
sinned  against  the  Eternal  And  Nathan  stud  unto  David, 
The  Eternal  also  hath  put  away8  thy  sin ;  thou  shalt  not 

14  die.  How  be  it,  because  thou  hast  greatly  provoked  the 
enemies  of  the  Eternal  by  this  thing,  the  child  also  that  is 

15  born  unto  tbee  shall  surely  die.  And  Nathan  went  unto 
his  house.  And  the  Eternal  plagued  the  child  that  Uriah’s 

16  wife  bare  unto  David,  and  it  was  very  sick.  David  there¬ 
fore  besought  God  for  the  child ;  and  David  kept8  a  fast, 

17  and  stayed  all  night,  and  lay  upon  the  earth.  And  the 
elders  of  his  house  arose,  ana  went  to  him,  to  raise  him  up 
from  the  earth :  but  he  would  not,  neither  did  he  recruit 

18  himself  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  seventh 
day  that  the  child  died.  And  the  servants  of  David  feared 
to  tell  him  that  the  child  was  dead :  for  they  said.  Behold, 
while  the  child  was  yet  alive  we  spake  unto  him,  and  he 
would  not  hearken  unto  our  voice ;  how  shall  wc  tell  him 

19  that  the  child  is  dead  ?  he  may  do  hurt4  to  himself  >  But 
when  David  saw  that  his  servants  whispered,  David  per¬ 
ceived  that  the  child  was  dead :  therefore  David  said  unto 
his  servants,  Is  the  child  dead  ?  And  they  said.  He  is  dead. 

20  Then  David  arose  from  the  earth,  and  laved,  and  ointed 
himself,  and  changed  his  apparel,8  and  came  into  the  house 
of  the  Eternal,  and  prostrated  himself:  then  he  came  to 
his  own  bouse ;  and  when  he  asked,  they  put  bread  before 

21  him,  and  he  did  cat-  Then  said  his  servants  unto  him, 
What  thing  is  this  that  thou  hast  done  ?  for  the  child  while 
alive  thou  didst  fast  and  weep ;  but  when  the  child  was 

22  dead,  thou  didst  rise  and  eat  bread.  And  be  said.  While 
the  child  was  yet  alive,  I  fasted  and  wept :  for  I  said,  Who 
can  know  whether  God  will  be  gracious  to  me,  that  the 

23  child  may  live  ?  But  now  he  is  dead,  wherefore  should  I 
fast?  can  I  restore  him  again  ?  I  shall  go  to  him,  but  he 

24  shall  not  return  to  me.  And  David  comforted  Bath-sheha 
his  wife,  and  came  unto  her,  and  lay  with  her :  and  she 
bare  a  son,  and  he  called  his  name  Solomon ;  and  the 

25  Eternal  loved  him.  And  he  sent  by  the  hand  of  Nathan 
the  prophet;  and  he  called  his  name  Jedidiah,  because  of 

26  the  Eternal.  And  Joab  fought  against  Rabhah  of  the 

1  eyes.  4  caused  to  pass.  3  fasted.  4  evil-  *  outer  garments. 
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children  of  Ammon,  and  conquered  the  city  of  royalty. 

27  And  Joab  Bent  messengers  to  David,  and  said,  I  have 
fought  against  Kabbah,  and  have  taken  the  city  of  waters. 

28  Now  therefore  gather  the  Test  of  the  people  together,  and 
encamp  against  the  city,  and  conquer  it :  lest  I  take  the 

29  city,  and  it  be  called  after  my  name.  And  David  gathered 
all  the  people  together,  and  went  to  Rabbah,  ana  fought 

30  against  it,  and  conquered  it  And  he  took  their  king’s  crown 
firpm  off  his  head,  the  weight  whereof  was  a  kikar  of  gold 
with  the  precious  stones,  and  it  was  set  on  David’s  head :  and 
the  spoil1  of  the  city  he  brought  forth  in  great  abundance. 

31  And  the  people  that  were  therein  he  brought  forth,  and 
put  them  under  saws,  and  under  harrows]  of  iron,  and 
under  axes  of  iron,  and  made  them  pass  through  the  brick- 
kiln :  and  thus  did  he  unto  all  the  cities  of  the  children  of 
Ammon.  So  David  and  all  the  people  returned  unto 
Jerusalem. 


Chap.  XIIL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  offer  thiB,  that  Absalom,  the  son  of 
David,  had  a  beautiful  sister,  whose  name  was  Tamar; 

2  and  Amnon  the  son  of  David  loved  her.  And  Amnon 
was  so- distressed,  that  he  fell  sick  for  his  sister  Tamar;  for 
she  was  a  virgin :  and  Amnon  thought  it  hard  for  him  to 

3  do  any  thing  to  her.  But  Amnon  had  a  friend,9  whose 
name  was  Jonadab,  the  *son  of  Shimeah,  David’s  brother: 

4  and  Jonadab  was  a  very  wise  man.  And  he  said  unto 
him.  Why  art  thou,  being  the  king’s  son,  lean  from  day  to 
day  ?3  wilt  thou  not  tell  me  ?  And  Amnon  said  unto  nim, 

5  I  love  Tamar,  my  brother  Absalom’s  sister.  And  Jonadab 
said  unto  him.  Lay  thee  down  on  thy  bed,  and  feign  to  be 
sick :  and  when  thy  father  cometh  to  see  thee,  say  unto 
him.  Fray,  let  my  sister  Tamar  come  and  refresh  me  with 
food,4  and  make  the  refreshment  in  my  sights5  that  £  may 

6  see  it,  and  eat  it  at  her  hand.  So  Amnon  lay  down,  and 
feigned  to  be  sick:  and  when  the  king  was  come  to  see 
him,  Amnon  said  unto  the  king,  Fray,  let  Tamar  my  sister 
come,  and  makej|  me  two  cakes  in  my  sight,3  that  I  may 

7  refresh  myself  at  her  hand.  Then  David  sent  home9  to 
Tamar,  saying,  Fray,  go  to  thy  brother  Amnon’s  house. 

1  plunder.  *  fellow.  3  in  the  morning  in  the  morning.  4  bread.  5  eyes. 

6  to  the  house. 
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8  and  make  him  the  refreshment.  So  Tamar  went  to  her 
brother  Amnon’s  bouse ;  and  he  was  laid  down.  And  die 
took  the  dough,  and  kneaded  it,  and  made  pancakes!  in  his 

9  sight,  and  did  dress  the  pancakes.  And  she  took  the 
pan,  and  poured  them  out  before  him;  but  he  refused  to 
eaL  And  Amnon  said.  Let  all  men  go  out  from  me :  and 

10  they  went  out  every  man  from  him.  And  Amnon  said 
unto  Tamar,  Bring  the  refreshment  into  the  chamber,  that 
I  may  refresh  myself  at  thy  hand.  And  Tamar  took  the 
pancakes!  which  slue  had  made,  and  brought  them  into  the 

11  chamber  to  Amnon  her  brother.  Ana  when  she  had 
reached  them  unto  him  to  eat,  he  took  hold  of  her,  and 

12  said  unto  her.  Come,  lie  with  me,  my  sister.  And  she 
answered  him.  Nay,  my  brother,  do  not  afflict  me ;  for  no 
such  thing  ought  to  be  done  in  Israel :  do  not  thou  this 

13  base  deed,  And  I,  whither  shall  £  cause  my  disgrace  to 
go  ?  and  as  for  thee,  thon  shalt  be  as  one  of  the  base  iu 
Israel.  Now  therefore,  pray,  speak  unto  the  king ;  for  he 

14  will  not  withhold1  me  from  thee.  Howbeit,  he  would  not 
hearken  unto  her  voice;  but,  being  stronger  than  she, 

15  afflicted  her,  and  lay  with  her.  Then  Amnon  hated  her 
exceedingly;8  so  that  the  hatred  wherewith  he  hated  her 
teas  greater  than  the  love  wherewith  he  had  loved  her:  and 

18  Amnon  said  unto  her.  Arise,  go.  And  she  said, unto  him. 
On  account  of  this  evil  greater  than  the  other  which  thou 
didst  unto  me  to  send  me  away.  .  .  *  But  he  would  not 

17  hearken  unto  her.  But  called  his  lad,  his  minister,  and 
said.  Send  now  this  woman  out  from  me,  and  bolt  the  door 

18  after  her.  And  she  had  a  long,  sleeved  garment  upon  her: 
for  such  mantles  the  king’s  daughters  that  were  virgins  put 
on.  Then  his  servant  brought  her  out,  and  bolted  the 

19  door  after  her.  And  Tamar  put?  ashes  on  her  head,  and 
the  long,  sleeved  garment  that  was  on  her  she  rent,  and 

20  put  her  hand  on  her  head,  and  went  on  crying.  And 
Absalom  ber  brother  aaid  unto  her.  Hath  Amnon 
thy  brother  been  with  thee?  and  now,  my  sister,  be 
silent:  be  i$  thy  hrotber;  take4  not  this  thing  to  heart 
So  Tamar  abodes  although  desolate,  in  her  brother 

21  Absalom’s  house.  But  when  the  king  David  heard  of 
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22  all  these  things  he  was  very  wroth.1  And  Absalom  spake 
unto  bis  brother  A  muon  neither  good  nor  bad :  for  Absa¬ 
lom  hated  Amnon,  because  he  had  afflicted  his  sister 

23  Tamar.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  two  full9  years,  that 
Absalom  had  sheep-shearers  in  Baal-hazor,  which  u  beside 

24  Ephraim :  and  Absalom  invited3  all  the  king’s  sons.  And 
Absalom  came  to  the  king,  and  said.  Behold  now,  thy  ser¬ 
vant  hath  sheep-shearers ;  pray,  let  the  king  and  his  eer- 

25  vents  go  with  thy  servant.  And  the  king  said  to  Absalom, 
Nay,  my  son,  let  us  not  all  now  go,  lest  we  be  chargeable* 
unto  thee.  And  he  pressed  him :  howbeit  he  would  not 

26  go,  but  blessed  him.  Then  said  Absalom,  If  not,  pray,  let 
my  brother  Amnon  go  with  us.  And  the  king  said  unto 

27  him.  Why  should  be  go  with  thee  ?  But  Absalom  pressed 
him,  that,  he  let  Amnon  and  all  the  king’s  sons  go  with 

26  him.  Now  Absalom  had  commanded  his  lads,  saying, 
Mark9  ye  now  when  A  moon's  heart  is  mem9  with  wine, 
and  I  say  unto  you,  Smite  Amnon,  then  put  him  to  death, 
fear  not :  have  not  I  commanded  you?  be  courageous,7 

29  and  be  valiant.8  And  the  lads  of  Absalom  did  unto  Amnon 
as  Absalom  bad  commanded.  Then  all  the  king’s  sons 

30  arose,  and  every  man  rode  upon  his  mole  and  fled.9  And 
it  came  to  pass,  while  they  were  on  the  way,  that  the 
tidings  came  to  David,  saying,  Absalom  hath  smitten  all 

31  the  king’s  soma,  and  there  is  not  one  of  them  left.  Then 
the  king  arose,  and  rent  his  garments,  and  lay  on  the 
earth ;  and  all  his  servants  stood10  by  with  their  garments 

32  rent  And  Jonadab  the  son  of  Shimeah,  David's  brother, 
answered  and  said.  Let  not  my  lord  say  that  they  have 
put  to  death  all  the  lads  the  king’s  sons;  for  Amnon  only 
is  dead  t  for  by  the  appointment11  of  Absalom  this  hath 
been  determined  from  the  day  that  he  afflictod  his  sister 

33  Tamar.  Now  therefore  let  not  my  lord  the  king  take1*  the 
thing  to  his  heart,  saying  that  all  the  king's  sons  are  dead ; 

34  far  Amnon  only  is  dead.  But  Absalom  fled.  And  the 
lad,  tiie  watcher,  lifted  np-his  eyes  and  looked,  and,  behold, 
much  people  going  by  the  way  behind  him,  from  the  tide 

35  of  the  mountain.  And  Jonadab-  unto  the  king,  Be¬ 
hold,  the  king's  sons  come : .  as  thy  servant  said,  so  it  is. 

36  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  had  finished  speaking,  that, 

1  glowed  exceedingly,  1  days*  *  called.  *  heavy.  *  tec*  *  good.  4  strong, 
1  sou  of  force.  4  ran  Away.  14  were  placed*  11  mouth.  u  aet. 
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behold,  the  ting’s  sons  came,  and  lifted  up  their  voice,  and 
wept :  and  the  king  also  and  all  his  servants  wept  very 

37  sore.1  Bat  Absalom  fled,  and  went  to  Tslmai,  the  son  of 
Ammihud,  king  of  Geshur.  And  Daoid  mourned  for  his 

38  son  all  the  days.  When  Absalom  had  fled,  and  gone  to 

39  Geshur,  and  been  there  three  years,  Then  the  soul  of  the 
king  David  longed9  to  go  forth  unto  Absalom :  for  he  was 
comforted  concerning  Amnon,  seeing  he  was  dead. 


Chap.  XIV. 


1  Now  Joab  the  son  of  Zeruiah  knew  that  the  king’s  heart 

2  was  towards  Absalom.  And  Joab  sent  to  Tekoah,  and 
fetched*  thence  a  wise  woman,  and  said  unto  her,  Fray, 
feign  thyself  to  be  a  mourner,  mid  put  on  now  garments 
of  mourning,  and  oint  not  thyself  with  oil,  hut  be  as  a 

3  woman  that  had  a  long  time4  mourned  for  the  dead ;  And 
come  to  the  king,  and  speak  unto  him  in  these  words.  So 

4  Joab  put  the  words  in  her  mouth.  And  when  the  woman 
of  Tekoah  spake9  to  the  king,  she  fell  on  her  face*  to  the 

5  earth,  and  prostrated  herself,  and  said,  Save,  O  king.  And 
the  king  said  unto  her.  What  ailetk  thee?  And  she 
answered,  I  am  indeed  a  widow  woman,  and  my  husband 

6  is  dead.  And  thy  handmaid  had  two  sons,  and  they  two 
strove  together  in  the  field,  and  there  was  none  to  part7 
them,  bat  the  one  smote  the  other,  and  put  him  to  death. 

7  And,  behold,  the  whole  family  is  risen  against  thy  hand¬ 
maid,  and  they  said,  Give  up  the  emiter  of  bis  brother, 
that  we  may  put  him  to  death,  for  the  life8  of  his  brother 
whom  he  dew;  and  we  will  exterminate  the  heir  also : 
and  so  they  shall  quench  my  burning  coal  which  remained, 
and  shall  not  leave9  to  my  husband  neither  name  nor  rc- 

8  mainder  upon  the  earth.  And  the  king  said  unto  the 
woman.  Go  to  thy  bouse,  and  I  will  command  concerning 

9  thee.  And  the  woman  of  Tekoah  said  unto  the  king,  My 

1  rery  great  weeping.  *  finished,  consumed.  *  took.  *  mao;  days.  *  said. 

'  nose.  1  deliver.  *  son!.  *  put. 
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lord,  O  king,  the  iniquity  be  on  me,  and  on  my  father’s 

10  house;  and  the  king  and  his  throne1  be  guiltless.  And 
the  king  said,  Whosoever  speaketh  onto  thee,  bring  him  to 

1 1  me,  ana  he  shall  not  touch  thee  any  more.9  Then  said 
she,  Fray,  let  the  king  remember  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
that  thou  wouldest  not  Buffer  the  avengers3  of  blood  to 
destroy  any  more,4  lest  they  exterminate  my  son.  And  ho 
said.  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  if  any  of  the  hair  of  thy  son 

12  fall  to  the  earth.  ....  Then  the  woman  said,  Let  thy 
handmaid,  pray,  speak  a  word  unto  my  lord  the  king. 

13  And  he  said.  Speak.  And  the  woman  said.  Wherefore 
then  hast  thou  thought  like  that  against  the  people  of 
God  ?  for  the  king,  by  speaking  this  thing,  is  like  one  who 
is  guilty,  in  that  the  king  doth  not  restore  his  banished. 

14  For  we  must  needB  die,  and  are  as  water  spilt  on  the  earth, 
which  cannot  be  gathered  up  again :  neither  doth  God 
respect  any  person:3  let  him  therefore  devise  means0  that 

15  hi b  banished  be  not  thrust  away  from  him.  And  now  what  I 
am  come  for  to  speak  of  thing  unto  my  lord  the  king, 
is  that  the  people  may  be  afraid  of  me ;  and  thy  hand¬ 
maid  said,  1  will  now  speak  unto  the  king ;  it  may  be  that 

16  the  king  will  do  the  word  of  his  handmaid.  For  the  king 
will  hear,  to  deliver  his  handmaid  out  of  the  hand*  of  the 
man  that  would  exterminate  me  and  my  son  together  out 

1 7  of  the  inheritance  of  God.  And  thy  handmaid  said,  May 
the  word  of  my  lord  the  king  be  a  comfort  :B  for  as  an  angel1 1 
of  God,  so  is  my  lord  the  king,  to  discern9  the  good  and  the 

18  bad;  and  may  the  Eternal  thy  God  he  with  thee.  Then 
the  king  answered  and  said  unto  the  woman,  Withhold  not 
from  me,  pray,  a  thing  that  I  shall  ask  thee.  And  the 

19  woman  said.  Fray,  let  my  lord  the  king  speak.  And  the 
king  said.  Is  not  the  hand  of  Joab  with  thee  In  all  this  ? 
Ana  the  woman  answered  and  said,  By  thy  life,10  my  lord 
the  king,  if  one  can  turn  to  the  right  or  to  the  left  from 
ought  mat  my  lord  the  king  hath  spoken :  for  thy  servant 
Joab,  he  commanded  me,  and  he  put  all  these  words  in 

20  the  mouth  of  thy  handmaid :  To  bring  about  the  face  of 
the  thing  hath  thy  servant  Joab  done  mis  thing ;  and  my 
lord  is  wise,  according  to  the  wisdom  of  an  angel11  of  God, 

21  to  know  all  things  that  are  in  the  earth.  And  the  king 
said  unto  Joab,  Behold  now,  I  have  done  this  thing :  go 

1  chair.  *  continue.  ■  redeemer.  4  inaeue.  E  bear  a  touL  *  think  thoughts. 

7  hollow.  4  repose.  *  hear.  10  koL  11  messenger. 
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22  therefore,  bring1  the  young  man*  Absalom  again.  And 
Joab  fell  on  his  face  to  the  earth,  and  prostrated  himself^ 
and  blessed  the  king ;  and  Joab  said.  To-day  thy  servant 
knoweth  that  I  have  found  favour  in  thine  eyes,  my  lord,  O 
king,  in  that  the  king  hath  fulfilled  the  request3  of  his  fcer- 

23  vant  So  Joab  arose,  and  went  to  Geshur,  and  brought 

24  Absalom  to  Jerusalem.  And  the  king  said.  Let  him  turn4 
to  his  own  house,  and  let  him  not  see  my  &ce.  So  Absa¬ 
lom  returned4  to  his  own  house,  and  saw  not  the  king’s 

2d  face.  And  like  Absalom  there  was  no  man  in  Israel  so 
beautiful,  greatly  to  be  piaised :  from  the  sole0  of  his  foot 
even  to  the  crown  of  his  head  there  was  no  blemish  in  him. 

26  And  when  he  polled  his  bead,  for  it  was  at  every  year’s

Then  Joab  arose,  and  came  to  Absalom 
unto  his  house,  and  said  unto  him.  Wherefore  have  thy  ser- 

32  vants  set  the  portion  of  the  field  which  is  mine  on  fire  ?  And 
Absalom  said  to  Joab,  Behold,  I  sent  unto  thee,  saying. 
Come  hither,  that  I  may  send  thee  to  the  king,  to  say, 
Wherefore  am  I  come  from  Geshur  ?  it  had  been  good  for  me 
to  ham  been  there  still:  now  therefore  let  me  see  the  king’s 

33  face;  and  if  there  be  any  iniquity  in  me,  let  turn  put  me 
to  death.  So  Joab  came  to  me  king,  and  told  him :  and 
when  he  had  called  for  Absalom,  he  came  to  the  king,  and 
prostrated  Tilmnulf  on  his  free11  to  the  earth  before  the 
king :  and  the  king  kissed  Absalom.

1  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that  Absalom  prepared1  him 
chariots,8  and  horses,  and  fifty  men  to  run  before  him. 

2  And  Absalom  rose  up  early,  and  stood  beside*  the  way  of 
the  gate :  and  it  was  so,  that  when  any  man  that  had  a 
quarrel  came  to  the  king  for  judgment,  then  Absalom 
railed  unto  him,  and  said/Of  what  city  art  thou  ?  And  he 

3  said.  Thy  servant  is  of  one  of  the  tribes  of  Israel.  And 
Absalom  said  unto  him.  See,  thy  words  are  good  and 
straight;  but  none  heareth  thee  on  the  part  of  the  king. 

4  Absalom  said  moreover,  Oh  that  I  were  made  judge4  in 
the  land,  that  every  man  who  hath  any  quarrel  or  cause* 

6  might  come  unto  me,  and  I  would  do  him  justice.  And  it 
was  so,  that  when  any  man  approached  to  prostrate  himself 
before  him,  he  put  forth6  his  hand  and  laid  hold  on  him, 

6  and  kissed  him.  And  Absalom  on  this  manner7  did  to  all 
Israel  that  came  to  the  king  for  judgment.  So  Absalom 

7  stole  the  hearts  of  the  men  of  Israel.  And  it  came  to  pass 
after8  forty  years,  that  Absalom  said  unto  the  king,  Fray, 
let  me  go  and  pay  my  vow  which  1  have  vowed  unto  the 

8  Eternal  in  Hebron.  For  thy  servant  vowed  a  vow  while 
I  abode  at  Geshur  in  Syria,  saying,  If  the  Eternal  shall 
restore  me  indeed  to  Jerusalem,  then  I  will  serve  the 

9  Eternal  And  the  king  said  unto  him.  Go  in  peace.  So 

10  he  arose,  and  went  to  Hebron.  But  Absalom  sent  spies 
throughout  all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  saying,  As  soon  as  ye 
hear  the  sound9  of  the  cornet,  then  ye  shall  say,  Absalom 

11  reigneth  in  Hebron.  And  with  Absalom  went  two  hun¬ 
dred  men  out  of  Jerusalem,  that  wen  called;  and  they 
went  in  their  simplicity,  and  they  knew  not  any  thing. 

12  And  Absalom  sent  Ahitnophel  the  GUonite,  David’s  coun¬ 
sellor,  from  his  city,  evm  from  Giloih,  while  he  offered10  the 
sacrifices.  And  the  conspiracy  was  powerful ;  for  the  peo- 

13  pie  went  on  increasing  with  Absalom.  And  there  came  a 
messenger11  to  David,  saying  The  hearts  of  the  men  of 

14  Israel  are  after  Absalom.  And  David  said  unto  all  his  ser¬ 
vants  that  were  with  him  at  Jerusalem,  Arise,  and  let  us 

flee ;  for  there  will  not  else  be  a  deliverance  from  Absalom .

18  And  all  his  servants  passed  on  beside  him  ;s  and  all  the 
Cherethites,  and  all  the  Pelethites,  and  all  the  Gittitea,  six 
hundred  men  who  came  after  him13  from  Gath,  passed  on 

19  heforc  the  king.  Then  said  the  king  to  Ittai  the  Gitdte, 
Wherefore  goest  thou  also  with  us?  return,'  and  abide 
with  the  king;  for  thou  art  an  alien,  and  mayest  also

And 
David  vent  up  by  the  ascent  of  mount  Olivet,  and  wept  as 
he  vent  up,  and  had  his  head  covered ;  and  he  vent  bare* 
foot:  and  all  the  people  that  to as  vith  him  covered  every 
man  his  head,  and  they  vent  up,  weeping  as  they  vent

7  rib.  *  dusted.  *  mercy. 
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unto  Absalom*  J5ay ;  but  whom  the  Eternal,  and  this 
jjeople,  and  ail  the  men  of  Israel*  choose,  his  will  I  be*  and 

19  with  him  will  I  abide.  And  again,1  whom  will  I  serve? 
is  it  not  before  his  son?  As  I  have  served  before  thy 

20  father*  so  will  I  be  before  thee.  Then  said  Absalom  to 

21  Ahithophel*  Get  you  counsel  what  we  shall  do.  And 
Ahithophel  said  unto  Absalom*  Come  unto  thy  father’s

And 
he  also  that  is  va&ant,4  whose  heart  is  as  the  heart  of  a  lion, 
shall  utterly  melt :  for  all  Israel  knoweth  that  thy  father  is 
a  hero,  and  they  who  are  with  him  ore  valiant  men.3 

11  Therefore  I  should  counsel  that  all  Israel  be  generally 
gathered  UDto  thee,  from  Dan  even  to  Beer-sheba,  as  the 
Band  that  u  by  the  sea  for  multitude,  and  that  thou  go 

12  to  the  combat  in  thine  own  person.8  So  shall  we  come 
upon  him  in  one  of  the  places  where  he  shall  foe  found,  and 
we  will  light7  upon  him  as  the  dew  falleth  on  tbc  ground: 
and  of  him  and  of  all  the  men  that  are  with  him,  there 

13  shall  not  be  left  so  much  as  one.  Moreover,  if  he  be 
gotten4  into  a  city,  then  shall  all  Israel  bring4  cords  to  that 
city,  and  we  will  drag  it  into  the  brook,  until  there  be  not 

14  one  small  stone  found  there.  And  Absalom  and  all  the 
men  of  Israel  said.  The  counsel  of  Hushai  the  Architc  is 
better  than  the  counsel  of  AhithopheL  For  the  Eternal 
had  appointed10  to  make  void  the  good  counsel  of  Ahitho- 
phel,  to  the  intent  that  the  Eternal  might  bring  evil  upon 

15  Absalom.  Then  said  Hushai  unto  Zadok  and  to  Abiathar 
the  priests.  Thus  and  thus  did  Ahithophel  counsel  Absalom 
and  the  elders  of  Israel ;  and  thus  and  thus  have  I  ooun- 

16  soiled.  Now  therefore  send  quickly,  and  tell  David, 
saying.  Lodge  not  this  night  in  the  plains  of  the  desert, 
nay,  speedily  pass  over ;  lest  the  king  be  swallowed  up, 

17  and  all  the  people  that  are  with  him.  Now  Jonathan  and 
Ahimanz  stayed11  by  En-rogel,  and  the  handmaid  was  wont 
to  go  and  tell,  as  they  might  not  be  seen  by  coming  into 

1 8  the  city ;  and  they  went  and  told  the  king  David.  Never¬ 
theless  a  lad  saw  them,  and  told  Absalom :  but  they  went 
both  of  them  away  quickly,  and  came  to  a  man’s  house  in 
Bahurim,  who  had  a  well  in  his  inclosure,  whither  they  went 

19  down.  And  the  woman  took  and  spread  the  screen  over  the 
well’s  mouth,19  and  spread  abroad  ground  corn  thereon;  and 

20  the  thing  was  not  known.  And  when  Absalom’s  servants 

1  the  hearer  that  heareth.  *  pestilence.  3  is  after.  4  a  ton  of  force.  *  sons 
of  forte.  3  thy  face.  1  encamp.  4  gathered.  9  cause  to  carry.  **  commanded. 

11  stood.  13  face. 
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came  to  the  woman  to  the  bouse,  they  said,  Where  is 
Ahimaaz  and  Jonathan  ?  And  the  woman  said  unto  them. 
They  are  gone  over  the  reservoir!  of  water.  And  when 
they  had  sought  and  could  not  find  them,  they  returned  to 

21  Jerusalem.  And  it  came  to  pass,  after  they  were  departed, 
that  they  came  up  out  of  the  well,  and  went  and  told  king 
David,  and  said  unto  David,  Arise,  and  pass  quickly  over 
the  water :  for  thus  hath  Ahithophel  counselled  against  you. 

22  Then  David  arose,  and  all  the  people  that  w ere  with  him, 
and  they  passed  over  the  Jordan:  by  the  morning  light 
there  lacked  not  one  of  them  that  was  not  gone  over  the 

23  Jordan*  And  when  Ahithophel  saw  that  his  counsel  was  not 
followed,1  he  saddled  his  ass,  and  arose,  and  went  to  his  house, 
to  his  city,  and  put  his  household  in  order,3  and  strangled 
himself  and  died,  and  was  buried  in  the  buiying-place  of 

24  his  father.  Then  David  came  to  Mahanaim.  And  Absalom 
passed  over  the  Jordan,  he  and  all  the  men  of  Israel  with 

25  him.  And  appointed3  Amasa  over  the  host  instead  of  Joab: 
and  Amasa  was  a  man’s  son  whose  name  was  Ithra,  the 
Israelite,  that  came  to  Abigail  the  daughter  ofNahasb,  sister 

26  to  Zcruiab,  Joab’s  mother.  So  Israel  and  Absalom  ea- 

27  camped  in  the  land  of  Gilead.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
David  was  come  to  Mahanaim,  that  Shohi  the  son  of 
Nahash  of  Kabbah  of  the  children  of  Ammon,  and  Machir 
the  son  of  Ammiel  of  Lo-debar,  and  Baizillai  the  Gileadite 

28  of  Rogelim,  Brought3  couches,  and  basons,  and  potter’s 
vessels,  and  wheat,  and  barley,  and  meal,  and  parched 

29  corn,  and  heans,  and  lentiles,  and  parched  pulse.  And 
honey,  and  clotted  cream,  and  flocks,  and  cheese  of  the 
herd,  for  David,  and  for  the  people  that  were  with  him,  to 
eat ;  for  they  said.  The  people  u  hungry,  and  weary,  and 
thirsty  in  the  desert. 

Chap.  XVIIL 

1  Axn>  David  mustered  the  people  that  were  with  him,  and 
set3  officers  of  thousands  ana  officers  of  hundreds  over 

2  them.  And  David  sent  forth  the  people,  the  third  part 
under  the  hand  of  Joab,  and  the  third  part  under  the 
hand  of  Abishai  the  son  of  Zeruiah  Joab’s  brother,  and  the 
third  part  under  the  hand  oflttai  the  Gittite.  And  the  king 

1  done.  3  commanded  concerning  his  house.  *  made  Absalom  over. 

*  reached.  *  pot, 
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said  unto  the  people,  I  will  surely  go  forth  with  you  myself 

3  also.  But  the  people  answered.  Thou  shalt  not  go  forth: 
for  if  we  run  away,  they  will  not  care1  for  us;  neither  if 
half  of  us  die  will  they  care1  for  us:1  but  now  thou  art 
worth8  ten  thousand  of  us:  therefore  now  it  is  better  that 

4  thou  help  us  out  of  the  city.  And  the  king  said  unto  them. 
What  seemeth  you  best  I  will  do.  And  the  king  stood  by 
the  gate  side,3  Mid  all  the  people  came  out  by  hundreds 

5  and  by  thousands.  And  the  king  commanded  Joab  and 
Abishai  and  Ittai,  savin,  Deal  gently  for  my  sake  with  the 
young  man,4  even  with  Absalom.  And  all  the  people  heard 
when  the  king  commanded  all  the  officers  concerning 

6  Absalom.  So  the  people  went  out  into  the  field  against 
Israel:  and  the  battle  was  in  the  forest  of  Ephraim; 

7  Where  the  people  of  Israel  were  beaten  before  the  servants 
of  David ;  and  there  was  there  a  great  slaughter5  that  day 

8  of  twenty  thousand  men.  For  the  battle6  was  there  scat¬ 
tered  over  the  face  of  all  the  country:  and  the  forest 
devoured7  more  people  that  day  than  the  sword  devoured.7 

9  And  Absalom  met5  the  servants  of  David.  And  Absalom 
rode  upon  the  mule,  and  the  mule  went  under  the  entan¬ 
gled  boughs  of  a  great  terebinth,  and  his  head  caught  hold 
of  the  terebinth,  and  he  was  taken  up?  between  the 
heaven  and  the  earth ;  and  the  mule  that  teas  under  him 

ID  passed  away.  And  a  certain19  man  saw  it,  and  told  Joab, 
and  said,  Behold,  I  saw  Absalom  hanged  in  the  terebinth. 

11  And  Joab  said  unto  the  man  that  tola  him.  And,  behold, 
thou  sawest  him  ;  and  why  didst  thou  not  Bmite  him  there 
to  the  earth  ?  and  I  woula  have  given  thee11  ten  shekels  of 

12  silver  and  a  girdle.  And  the  man  said  unto  Joab,  Though 
I  should  receive18  a  thousand  shekels  of  diver  in  my  hand,13 
yet  would  I  not  put  forth  my  hand  against  the  king’s  son : 
for  in  our  hearing14  the  king  commanded  thee  and  Abishai 
and  Ittai,  saving,  Whoever  it  may  be,  let  him  beware  of  the 

13  young  man/  of  Absalom.  Otherwise  I  should  have  wrought 
falsehood  against  mine  own  life :  for  there  is  no  matter15 
withheld  from  the  king,  and  thou  thyself  wouldest  have 

14  set16  thyself  against  me.  Then  said  Joab,  I  may  not  tarry 
thus  with  thee.  And  he  took  three  darts17  in  his  hand, 
and  thrust15  them  through  the  heart  of  Absalom,  while  he 

1  put  heart  '  like  eu.  8  hud.  4  lad.  &  pestilence.  *  war.  7  ate.  'hap¬ 
pened,  'given.  w  one.  11  and  upon  me  to  give  thee.  18  weigh.  13  hollow. 

14  ean.  **  word.  18  placed.  11  staves.  ’*  fixed. 
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Id  too?  jet  alive  in  the  midst1  of  the  terebinth.  And  ten  young 
men*  that  bare  Joab’s  armour9  compassed  about,  and  smote 

16  Absalom,  and  put  him  to  death.  And  Joab  blew4  the 
cornet,  and  the  people  returned  from  pursuing  after  Israel: 

17  for  Joab  kept  back  the  people.  And  they  took  Absalom, 
and  cast  him  into  the  great  cavity  in  the  forest,  and  laid  a 
very  great  heap  of  stones  upon  him:  and  all  Israel  ran 

18  away  every  one  to  his  tent.  Now  Absalom  in  his  life-time 
had  taken  and  reared  up1  for  himself  a  monument,  which 
w  in  the  king’s  valley :  for  he  said,  I  have  no  son  to  keep 
my  name  in  remembrance :  and  he  called  the  monument 
after  his  own  name :  and  it  is  called  Absalom’s  Hand  unto 

19  this  day.  And  Ahimaaz  the  son  of  Zadok  said.  Fray,  let 
me  run  and  bear  the  king  tidings,  that  the  Eternal  hath 

20  avenged6  him  of  his  enemies.  And  Joab  said  unto  him. 
Thou  shalt  not  bear  tidings7  this  day,  hut  thou  shalt  hear 
tidings  another  day;  but  this  day  thou  shalt  bear  no 

21  tidings,  since  now  the  king’s  son  is  dead.  Then  said  Joab 
to  the  Cushi,  Go  tell  the  king  what  thou  hast  Been.  And 

22  Cushi  prostrated  himself  unto  Joab,  and  ran.  Then  said 
Ahimaaz  the  son  of  Zadok,  yet  again"  to  Joab,  But,  how¬ 
soever,8  let  me,  pray,  also  ran  after  the  Cushi.

24  ran  by  the  way  of  the  plain,  and  passed  the  Cushi.  And 
David  sat  between  the  two  gates:  and  tbe  watchman  went 
np  to  the  roof  over  the  gate  unto  the  rampart,  and  lifted 
up  his  eyes,  and  saw,  and,  behold,  a  man  running  alone. 

23  And  the  watchman  called  out,  and  told  the  king.  And 
the  king  said,  If  he  is  alone,  there  are  tidings  in  his  mouth. 

26  And  he  went  on  approaching.  And  the  watchman  saw 
another  m an  running,  and  the  watchman  called  unto  the 
porter,  and  said,  Behold,  another  man  running  alone.  And 

27  tbe  king  said,  He  also  beareth  tidings.  And  the  watch¬ 
man  said,  Me  thinkethu  the  running  of  the  first  is  like  the 
running  of  Ahimaaz  the  son  of  Zadok.  And  the  king 
said.  He  is  a  good  man,  and  with  good  tidings  he  cometh. 

28  And  Ahim«Ag  called,  and  said  unto  the  king,  All  is  well 12 
And  he  prostrated  himself  to  the  earth  upon  his  face13 

1  hurt.  *  lads.  *  muU.  4  fixed.  *  placed.  4  judged.  7  Ibou  art  not  a  man 

of  tidings*  4  continued.  4  and  let  it  be  wIiaL  14  and  let  be  what  u  I  see.

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before  the  king  arid  ssSd>  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
who  hath  delivered  up  the  men  that  lifted  up  their  hand 

29  against  my  lord  the  king.  And  the  king  said,  Is  the 
young  man  Absalom  safe?1  And  Ahimaaz  answered,  I 
saw  a  great  tumult  when  Joab  sent  the  king’s  servant,  and 

30  me  thy  servant,  but  I  knew  not  what  it  was.  And  the 
king  said  unto  Awn,  Turn  aside,  and  place  thyself  here. 

31  And  he  turned  aside,  and  stood  still,  And,  behold,  the 
Cushi  came;  and  the  Cushi  said.  Tidings,8  my  lord  the 
king :  for  the  Eternal  hath  avenged*  theo  this  day  of  all 

32  them  that  rose  up  against  thee.  And  the  king  said  unto 
the  Cushi,  Is  the  young  man  Absalom  safe  ?i  And  the 
Cushi  answered.

And  the  salvation  that  day  waff 
turned  into  mourning  unto  all  the  people :  for  the  people 
heard  say  that  day  how  the  king  was  pained  for  his  son. 

3  And  the  people  gat  them  by  steahh0  that  day  into  the 
city,  as  people  beinjr  confounded  steal  away  when  they  ran 

4  away  in  the  war.  But  the  king  covered  his  face,  ana  the 
king  cried  with  a  loud7  voice,  O  my  son  Absalom!  O 

6  Absalom,  my  son,  nw  son  I  And  Joab  came  into  the 
house  to  the  king,  ana  said.  Thou  host  shamed  this  day 
the  faces  of  all  thy  servants,  who  this  day  have  freed  thy 
life,8  and  the  lives®  of  thy  sons,  and  of  thy  daughters,  and 
die  lives*  of  thy  wives,  and  the  lives*  of  thy  concnbines ; 

6  In  that  thou  lovest  thy  haters,  &&d  hatestthy  friends:10  for 
thou  hast  declared*1  this  day,  that  thou  hast  neither  officers 
nor  servants :  for  this  day  I  know,  that  if  Absalom  were 
alive,  and  all  we  dead  this  day,  then  it  had  pleased  thee 

7  well.18  Now,  therefore,  arise,  go  forth,  and  speak  com¬ 
fortably  unto1*  thy  servants:  for  I  swear  by  the  Eternal,  if 
thou  go  not  forth,  if  there  shall  lodge  a  man  with  thee  this 

1  is  peace  to  the  lad  Absalom  ?  1  may  be  bring  tiding!  to  himself.  s  judged. 

4  Ud.  1  who  will  give  my  death  for  thee  t  *  itole  themselves  to  mine.  T  great. 

#  soul.  8  so  id*.  18  In  v  era.  11  told.  “  were  light  in  thy  eyes.  18  upon  the  heart  of. 
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night;  .  .  .  and  that  will  be  worse  unto  thee  than  all  the 
8  evil  that  come  upon  thee  from  thy  youth  until  now.  Then 
the  king  arose,  and  eat1  in  the  gate.  And  they  told  unto 
all  the  people,  saying,  Behold,  the  king  doth  sit8  in  the 

OAnd  all  the  people  came  before  the  king;  and 
ran  away,  every  man  to  his  tent.  And  all  the  people 
were  contending  throughout  all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  saying. 
The  king  delivered  us  out  of  the  hand3  of  our  enemies^ 
and  he  freed  us  out  of  the  hand3  of  the  Philistines; 
and  cow  he  Is  run  away  out  of  the  land  for  Absalom. 
10  And  Absalom,  whom  we  anointed  over  ns,  is  dead  in  the 
war.  Now,  wherefore  speak  ye  not  a  word4  of  restoring 
11  the  king?  And  king  David  sent  to  Zadok  and  to 
Abiathar  the  priests,  saying,  Speak  unto  the  ciders  of 
Judah,  saying,  Why  are  ye  the  last  to  restore  the  king  to 
his  house?  seeing  the  word  of  all  Israel  is  come  to  the 
12  king,  even  to  his  house.  My  brethren  ye  are,  my  bone  ye 
are,  and  my  flesh :  wherefore  then  are  ye  the  last  to  restore 
13  the  king?  And  say  yc  to  Amasa,  Art  thou  not  of  my 
bone,  and  of  my  flesh?  God  do  so  to  me,  and  continue 
thus,  if  thou  he  not  officer  of  the  host  before  me  all  the 
14  days  instead  of  Joahw  And  he  inclined  the  heart  of  all  the 
men  of  Judah,  even  as  the  heart  of  one  man ;  so  that  they 
sent  this  word  unto  the  king,  Return  thou,  and  all  thy 
15  servants.  So  the  king  returned,  and  came  to  the  Jordan. 

And  Judah  came  to  the  Gilgal,  to  go  towards  the  king,  to 
16  cause  the  king  topass  over  the  Jordan.  And  Shimci  the  sonof 
Gera,  the  son  of  the  Benjamite,  who  waeoC  Bahurim,  basted, 
and  came  down  with  the  men  of  Judah  towards  the  kins 
17  David.  And  there  were  a  thousand  men  of  Benjamin  with 
him,  and  Ziba  the  servant9  of  the  house  of  Saul,  and  his 
fifteen  sons,  and  his  twenty  servants  with  him ;  and  they 
18  went9  over  the  Jordan  before  the  king.  And  there  went 
over  a  ferry-boat  to  carry  over  the  king’s  household,  and 
to  do  what  was  good  in  his  eyes.  Ana  Shimei  the  son  of 
Gera  fell  down  before  the  king,  as  he  passed  over  the 
19  Jordan;  And  said  unto  the  king,  Let  not  my  lord  impute7 
iniquity  unto  me,  neither  do  thou  remember  that  which 
thy  servant  did  perversely  the  day  that  my  lord  the  king 
went  out  of  Jerusalem,  that  the  king  should  take8  it  to  his 
20  heart.  For  thy  servant  doth  know  that  I  have  sinned: 

1  abode.  9  ahideih.  4  bollow.  4  are  you  aitent.  *  lad.  *  cane  mightily. 

T  think.  *  put, 
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and  behold,  I  am  come  the  first  this  day  of  all  the  house 

21  of  Joseph,  to  go  down  towards  my  lord  the  king.  But 
Abishai  the  son  of  Zeruiah  answered  and  Baid,  Snail  not 
Shimei  be  put  to  death  for  this,  because  he  execrated  the 

22  anointed  of  the  Eternal  ?  And  David  said.  What  w  it 
unto  me  and  you,  ye  sons  of  Zeruiah,  that  ye  should  this 
day  be  hindercrs  unto  me  ?  Shall  there  any  man  be  put 
to  death  this  day  in  Israel  ?  for  do  not  I  know  that  I  am 

23  this  day  king  over  Israel  ?  Therefore  the  king  said  unto 
Shimei,  Thou  shalt  not  die.  And  the  king  sware  unto 

24  him.  And  Mephibosheth  the  son  of  Saul  came  down 
towards  the  king,  and  had  neither  dresed1  his  feet,  nor 
trimmed1  his  chin,  nor  washed  his  garments,  from  the  day 

25  the  king  went  until  the  day  he  came  again  in  peace.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  come  to  Jerusalem  towards 
the  king,  that  the  king  said  unto  him.  Wherefore  wentest 

26  not  thou  with  me,  Mephibosheth?  And  he  answered.  My 
lord,  O  king,  my  servant  deceived  me :  for  thy  servant 
said,  I  will  saddle  me  the  ass,  that  I  may  ride  thereon,  and 

27  go  to  the  king ;  because  thy  servant  is  lame.  And  he  hath 
slandered4  thy  servant  unto  my  lord  the  king ;  hut  my 
lord  the  king  is  as  an  angel1  of  God:  do,  therefore,  what  is 

28  good  in  thine  eyes.  For  all  of  my  father’s  house  were  but 
dead  men4  before  my  lord  the  king :  yet  didst  thou  set  thy 
servant  among  them  that  did  eat  at  thine  own  table.  What 
right5  have  I  yet  and  what  have  I  to  cry  yet  unto  the 

29  king?  And  the  king  said  unto  him.  Why  speakest  thou 
any  more  of  thy  matters  ft  I  have  said.  Thou  and  Ziba 

30  divide  the  field.  And  Mephibosheth  said  unto  the  king. 
Yea,  let  him  take  all,  forasmuch  as  my  lord  the  king  is 

31  come  again  in  peace  unto  his  own  house.  And  Barzillai 
the  Gileadite  came  down  from  Rogelim,  and  passed  over 
the  Jordan  with  the  king,  to  conduct7  him  over  the 

32  Jordan.  Now  Bamlfai  was  very  old,  a  man*  of  fourscore 
years:  and  he  had  supported  the  king  with  sustenance 
while  he  abode  at  Mahanaim;  for  he  teas  a  very  great 

33  man.  And  the  king  said  unto  Bar7.il  1  at.  Pass  thou  over 
with  me,  and  I  will  support  thec  with  me  in  Jerusalem. 

34  And  Barzillai  said  Unto  the  king,  How  many  are  the  days 
of  the  years  of  my  life,  that  I  should  go  up  with  the  king 

35  unto  Jerusalem  ?  I  am  this  day  fourscore  years  old;9  arid 

*  made.  *  spied.  *  messenger.  4  men  of  death.  *  righteousness.  *  words, 

7  let  go.  *  son.  9  a  sou  of. 
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do  I  discern1  between  good  and  evil?  doth  thy  servant 
taste  what  I  eat  or  what  I  drink  ?  do  I  hear  any  more  the 
voice  of  singing-men  and  singing-women  ?  wherefore  then 
should  thy  servant  be  yet  a  burden  unto  my  lord  the  king? 

36  Scarcely  can  thy  servant  pass  over  the  Jordan  with  the 
king:  and  why  should  the  king  requite  me  icilh  such  a 

37  requital !  Let  thy  servant,  pray,  return,  that  I  may  die  in 
mine  own  city,  and  be  buried  by  the  burylng-place  of  my 
father  and  of  my  mother :  hut,  behold,  thy  servant  Chim- 
ham,  let  him  pass  over  with  my  lord  the  king ;  and  do  to 

38  him  what  is  good  in  thine  eyes.  And  the  king  answered, 
Chimham  shall  pass  over  with  me,  and  I  will  do  to  him 
what  is  good  in  thine  eyes:  and  whatsoever  thou  shall 

39  require®  of  me,  that  will  I  do  for  thee.  And  all  the  people 
passed  over  the  Jordan,  and  also  die  king  passed  over. 
And  the  king  kissed  Barzillai,  and  blessea  him ;  and  he 

40  returned  unto  his  ovm  place.  Then  the  king  passed  on  to 
the  Gil  gal,  and  Chimham  passed  on  widi  him :  and  all 
the  people  of  Judah  conducted3  the  king,  and  also  half  the 

4 1  people  of  IsracL  And,  behold,  all  the  men  of  Israel  came 
to  the  king,  and  said  unto  the  king.  Why  have  our  breth¬ 
ren,  the  men  of  Judah,  stolen  thcc  away,  and  have 
brought3  the  king  and  his  houseAoJcJ,  and  all  David’s  men 

42  with  him,  over  me  Jordan  ?  And  all  the  men  of  Judah 
answered  the  men  of  Israel,  Because  the  king  is  near  of 
kin  to  us :  wherefore  then  be  ye  angry4  for  this  thing  ? 
have  we  eaten  anything  of  the  kiDgs  cost?  or  hath  he 

43  given  us  any  gift?  And  the  men  of  Israel  answered  the 
men  of  Judah,  and  said.  We  have  ten  parts  in  the  king, 
and  we  have  also  more  right  in  David  than  ye :  why  then 
did  ye  slight  us,  that  our  advice3  should  not  be  first  had  in 
restoring  our  king?

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1  And  there  happened  to  be  there  a  man  of  perdition,  whose 
name  teas  Sheba,  the  son  of  Bichri,  a  Benjamite  man ;  and 
he  blew1  the  cornet^  and  said.  We  have  no  portion  in 
David,  neither  have  we  inheritance  in  the  son  of  Jesse : 

2  every  man  to  his  tents,  O  Israel.  So  every  man  of  Israel 
went  up  from  after  David,  and  followed  Sheba  the  son  of 
Bichri :  but  the  men  of  Judah  clave  unto  their  king,  from 

3  the  Jordan  even  to  Jerusalem.  And  David  came  to  his 
house  at  Jerusalem ;  and  the  king  took  the  ten  women  his 
concubines,  whom  he  had  left8  to  keep  the  house,  and  put9 
them  iu  ward4  and  supported  them,  but  came  not  unto 
them :  so  they  were  shut  up9  unto  the  day  of  their  death,— 

4  a  widowhood,  for  life.  Then  said  the  king  to  Amass, 
Summon  unto  me  the  men  of  Judah  within  three  days, 

5  and  be6  thou  here  present.  So  Amass  went  to  summon 
the  men  of  Judah;  but  he  tarried  longer  than  the  appointed 

6  time  which  he  had  appointed  him.  And  David  said  to 
Abishai,  Now  shall  Sheba  the  son  of  Bichri  do  us  more 
harm  than  did  Absalom:  take  thou  thy  lord’s  servants, 
and  pursue  after  him,  lest  he  getT  him  fortified  cities,  and 

7  escape  us.0  And  there  went  out  after  him,  Joab’s  men, 
and  the  Cherethi,  and  the  Fclethi,  and  all  the  heroes : 
and  they  went  out  of  Jerusalem,  to  pursue  after  Sheba  the 

8  son  of  Bichri.  When  they  were  at  the  great  stone  which 
u  in  Gibeon,  Amasa  went  before  them.  And  Joab  had 
girded  on  bis  robe,  his  attire,  and  upon  it  a  girdle  with  a 
sword  attached  to  his  loins  in  the  sheath  thereof ;  and  as 

9  he  went  forth  it  foil  out  And  Joab  said  to  Amasa,  Art 
thou  in  health,9  my  brother?  And  Joab  seized  Amasa  by 

10  the  beard  with  the  right  hand  to  kiss  him.  But  Amasa 
took  no  heed  of  the  sword  that  was  in  Joab’s  hand ;  so  he 
smote  him  therewith  in  the  abdomen,  and  shed  out  his 
bowels  to  the  earth,  and  struck  him  not  again  ;10  and  he 
died.  So  Joab

Bichri.  And  one  of  Joab  S3  men11  stood 
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of  the  highway  itito  the  field,  and  cast  a  garment  upon 
him,  when  he  saw  that  every  one  that  came  by  him  stood 
13  etilL  When  he  was  taken  off  of  the  highway,  all  the  pco- 

S’e  went  on  after  Joab,  to  pursue  after  Sheba  the  son  of 
ichri.  And  he  went  through  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  unto 
Abel,  and  to  Beth-maachah,  and  all  the  Beritcs ;  and  they 
15  were  assembled,  and  went  also  after  him.  And  they  came 
and  besieged  him  in  Abel  of  Beth-maachah,  and  they  cast 
up1  a  bank  against  the  city,  and  it  stood,  in  the  trench  : 
and  all  the  people  that  w ere  with  Joab  battered8  the  ram- 
16  part,  to  throw  it  down.4  Then  cried  a  wise  woman  out  of 
the  city,  Hear,  hear ;  pray,  say  unto  Joab,  Approach 
17  hither,  that  I  may  speak  with  thee.  And  when  he 
had  approached  unto  ner,  the  woman  said,  Art  thou 
Joab  ?  And  he  answered,  I  am  he.  Then  she  said  unto 
him,  Hear  the  words  of  thy  maid-servant.  And  he  answered, 
18  I  do  hear.  Then  she  spake,  saying,  They  were  wont  to 
speak  in  old  times,4  saying,  They  shall  surely  ask  counsel 
1 9  at  Abel ;  and  so  they  ended9  the  matter.  I  am  (me  of  them 
that  are  peaceable  and  faithful  in  Israel :  thou  seekest  to 
destroy0  a  city  and  a  mother  in  Israel:  why  wilt  thou 
20  swallow  up  the  inheritance  of  the  Eternal?  And  Joab 
answered  and  said,  It  tcere  unworthy,  unworthy  of  me,  if  I 
21  were  to  swallow  up  or  destroy.7  Tne  thing  is  not  so ;  but 
a  man  of  mount  Ephraim,  Sheba  the  son  of  Bichri  by 
name,  hath  lifted  up  his  hand  against  the  king,  even  against 
David :  deliver8  him  only,  and  I  will  depart?  from  the  city. 
And  the  woman  said  unto  Joab,  Behold,  his  head  shall  be 
22  cast  to  thee  over  the  rampart.  Then  the  woman  went  unto 
all  the  people  in  her  wisdom :  and  they  cut  off  the  head 
of  Sheba  the  son  of  Bichri,  and  cast  it  out  to  Joab.  And 
he  blew10  the  cornet,  and  they  dispersed  from  the  city, 
every  man  to  his  tent.  And  Joab  returned  to  Jerusalem 
23  unto  the  king.  Now  Joab  was  over  all  the  host  of  Israel ; 

and  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada  wu  over  the  Cherethi, 
24  and  over  the  Pclethi ;  And  Adoram  was  over  the  tribute ; 
25  and  Jehoshaphat  the  son  of  Ahilud  was  the  recorder ;  And 
Sheva  was  scribe :  and  Zadok  and  Abiathar  were  priests : 
26  And  Ira  also,  the  Jairite,  was  priest  unto  David.

5  you.  And  they  said  to  the  king,  The  man  that  consumed  us,

.  the  king  took  the  two  sons  of  Rizpah  the  daughter  of  Aiah, 

whom  she  bare  unto  Saul,  Armoni  and  Mephibosheth ; 
and  die  five  Bons  of  Michal  the  daughter  of  Saul,  whom 
she  brought  up  for  Adricl  the  son  of  BarzUlai  the  Meho- 

9  latkite;  And  he'gave  them  into  the  hands  of  the  Gibeon¬ 
ites,  and  they  hanged3  them  in  the  mountain  before  the 
Eternal :  and  they  fell  aU  seven  together,  and  were  put  to 
death  in  the  days  of  harvest,  in  the  first  days,  in  the  be¬ 
lt)  ginning  of  barley-harvest  And  Rizpah  the  daughter  of 

Aiah  took  the  sack,  and  spread*  it  for  her  upon  the  crag, 
from  the  beginning  of  harvest  until  water  poured  down 

.  upon  them  out  of  heaven,  and  suffered8  neither  the  bird  of

Then  the  men  of 
David  s ware  unto  him,  saying,  Thou  shalt  go  no  more  out 
with  us  to  the  war,  that  thou  quench  not  the  lamp  of 

1 8  Israel  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that  there  was  again 
die  war  with  the  Philistines  at  Gob :  then  Sibbcchui  the 
Hushathite  smote  Saph,  who  was  of  those  born  of  Bafah. 

19  And  there  was  again  the  war  in  Gob  with  the  Philistines, 
where  El-hanan  the  son  of  Jaare-oregim,  a  BethJehemite, 
smote  Goliath  the  Gittite,  the  wood  of  whose  spear  i oas 

20  like  a  weaver's  beam.  And  there  was  yet  the  war  in  Gath, 
where  was  a  man  of  contention,  that  had  on  every  hand 
six  fingers,  and  on  every  foot  six  toes,3  four  and  twenty  in 

21  number ;  and  he  also  was  bom  to  Rafab.  And  when  he 
insulted  Israel,  Jonathan,  the  son  of  Shimeah,  the  brother 

22  of  David,  smote  h?m-  These  four  were  born  to  Bafah  in 
Gath,  and  fell  by  the  hand  of  David,  and  by  the  hand  of  hie 
servants.

17  He  sent  from  the  height,  he  took  me;  he  drew9  me  out 
of  many  waters ; 

18  He  delivered  me  from  my  powerful  enemy,  and  from 
my  haters :  for  they  were  too  strong10  for  me.

according  to  the  cleanness  of  my  nands  hath  he  recom¬ 
pensed3  me. 

22  For  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  Eternal,  and  have  not 
wickedly  departed  from  my  God. 

23  For  all  his  lodgments  were  before  me :  and  as  for  his 
ordinances,  I  did  not  depart  from  them. 

24  I  was  also  perfectly  his,  and  have  kept  myself  from  mine 
iniquity. 

25  Therefore  the  Eternal  hath  recompensed4  me  according  to 
my  righteousness ;  according  to  my  cleanness  in  his  eye- 
righL 

26  With  the  merciful  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  merciful,  and 
with  the  upright  man6  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  upright.4 

27  With  the  pure  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  pure ;  and  with  the 
perverse  thou  wilt  act  intricately. 

28  And  a  poor  people  thou  wilt  save :  and  thou  cast  down  thy 
eyes  upon  the  lofty. 

29  for  thou  art  my  lamp,  O  Eternal;  and  the  Eternal  will 
lighten  my  darkness. 

30  For  by  thee  I  run  through  a  troop :  by  my  God  I  leap

31  Aefor  God,  bisway  is  perfect;  the  saying  of  the  Eternal  is 
refined :  he  is  a  shield  to  fill  them  that  trust  in  him. 

32  For  who  is  God,  save  the  Eternal  ?  and  who  is  a  rock,7  save 
our  God? 

33  God  it  my  place  of  strength  and  force :  and  he  maketkj] 
my  way  perfect. 

34  He  maketh  my  fleet  equal  to  those  of  hinds ;  and  setteth8 
me  upon  my  high  places. 

35  He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war;  so  that  a  bow  of  copper 
is  broken9  by  my  arms. 

36  Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation ;  and 
thy  concession10  hath  made  me  great.11

44  Thou  also  hast  freed  me  from  the  quarrels  of  my  people, 
thou  hast  kept  me  to  be  head  of  nations :  a  people  which  I 
knew  not  shall  serve  me. 

45  Sons  of  strangers  shall  dissemble  unto  me :  at  the  mere 
report4  they  shall  be  obedient  unto  me.

48  It  is  God  that  glveth  me  vengeance,  and  that  bringeth 
down  the  people  under  me, 

49  And  that  bnngcth  me  forth  from  mine  enemies:  and 
above  my  opponents  thou  hast  lifted  me  up  on  high :  thou 
hast  delivered  me  from  the  man  of  violence. 

50  Therefore  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Eternal,  among 
the  nations,  and  Twill  hymn  unto  thy  name. 

51  lie  is  a  tower  of  salvation  for  his  king;  and  eheweth* 
mercy  to  his  anointed,  unto  David,  and  to  his  seed  for  ever. 

Chap.  XXIII 

1  Now  these  are  the  latter  words  of  David.  Declaration  of 
David  the  son  of  Jesse,  and  declaration  of  the  manT  who 
was  raised  up  on  high,  the  anointed  of  the  God  of  Jacob, 

2  and  the  sweet  psalmist9  of  Israel,  The  Spirit  of  the 
Eternal  spake  by  me,  aud  his  discourse  was  in  my  tongue. 

3  The  God  of  Israel  said,  the  Rock4  of  Israel  spake  to  me, 
A  righteous  ruler  over  men,  a  ruler  in  the  fear  of  God : 

4  And  as  a  light  of  morning,  when  the  sun  shineth,  even  a

ever,  arranged  in  all  things,  and  sure  :*  for  this  is  all  my 
salvation,  and  all  mg  desire,  although  he  make  it  not  to  grow. 

6  But  the  sons  of  perdition  are  all  of  them  as  thorns  thrust 

7  away,  because  they  cannoL  be  taken  with  hands.  But  the 
man  that  shall  touch  them  must  be  fenced9  with  iron,  and 
the  staff*  of  a  spear ;  and  they  shall  be  utterly  burned  with 

8  fire  in  the  abode.  These  are  the  names  of  the  heroes 
whom  David  had :  The  Tachmonite  that  Bat  in  the  seat, 
head  of  the  fighting  men  j  the  same  was  Adino  the 
Eznite ;  on  account  of  eight  hundred  slaiu1  at  one  time. 

9  And  after  him  was  Eleazar,  the  son  of  Dodo  the  Ahohite, 
one  of  the  three  heroes  with  David,  when  they  insulted  the 
Phillstiues  that  were  there  gathered  together  to  the  war, 

10  and  the  men  of  Israel  went  up.  He  arose  and  smote  the 
Philistines  until  his  hand  was  weary,  and  his  hand  clave 
unto  the  sword :  and  the  Eternal  wrought5  a  great  salvation 
that  day ;  and  the  people  returned  after  him  only  to  spoiL* 

1 1  And  after  him  was  Shammah,  the  son  of  Agee  the  moun¬ 
taineer:  and  the  Philistines  were  gathered  together  into  a 
troop, U  where  was  a  portion  of  the  field  full  of  lentiles ; 

12  and  the  people  ran  away  from  the  Philistines :  But  he 
placed  himself  in  the  midst  of  the  portion,  and  defended7 
it,  and  smote  the  Philistines :  and  the  Eternal  wrought5  a 

13  great  salvation.  And  three  of  the  thirty  chief*  went  down, 
and  came  to  David  in  the  harvest  unto  thc-cavc  of  Adullam : 
and  the  troop||  of  the  Philistines  encamped  in  the  valley 

14  of  giants.  And  David  was  then  in  the  hold,  and  the 

15  garrison9  of  the  Philistines  was  then  tn  Bcth-lchcm.  And 
David  lusted,  and  said,  Oh  that  one10  would  give  me  drink 
of  the  water  of  the  well  of  Beth-lehem,  which  is  by  the 

16  gate  I  And  the  three  heroes  brake11  through  the  comp  of 
the  Philistines,  and  drew  water  out  of  the  well  of  Beth¬ 
lehem,  that  was  by  the  gate,  and  carried  it,  and  brought  it 
to  David :  nevertheless  ne  would  not  drink  thereof,  but 

17  poured  it  out  unto  the  Eternal;  And  he  said,  It  were 
unworthy  of  me,  O  Eternal,  that  I  should  do  this :  is  not 
this  the  blood  of  the  men  that  went  in  jeopardy  of  their 
lives?19  therefore  he  would  not  drink  it  These  Hangs 

1  kept.  ’  filled.  3  wood.  4  stabbed  to  death.  *  did.  *  untold,  spread. 

7  delivered.  1  head.  Natation.  10  who.  lldave.  11  with  their  souls. 
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18  did  these  three  heroes.  And  Abishai,  the  brother  of  Joab, 
the  son  of  Zeruiab,  was  head  of  the  three :  and  he  wielded 
his  spear  against  three  hundred,  stabbing  tfirn  to  death, 

19  and  hod  the  name  among  the  three.  Was  he  not  most 
honourable  of  the  three?  therefore  be  was  their  officer: 

20  howbeit  he  attained1  not  unto  the  first  three.  And  Benaiah 
the  son  of  Jehoiada,  the  son  of  a  man  of  force,  of  Kabzeel, 
who  had  done  many  acts,  he  smote  two  lion-like  men  of 
Moab :  he  went  down  also  and  smote  the  lion  in  die  midst 

21  of  the  pit  in  time3  of  snow.  And  he  smote  an  Egyptian 
man,  a  goodly3  man :  and  the  Egyptian  had  a  spear  in  his 
hand;  bnt  he  went  down  to  him  with  a  staff,4  and  took 
violently  the  spear  out  of  the  Egyptian’s  hand,  and  slew 

22  him  with  his  own  spear.  These  things  did  Benaiah  the 
son  of  Jehoiada,  and  had  the  name  among  the  three  heroes. 

23  He  was  more  honourable  than  the  thirty,  but  he  attained1 
not  to  the  first  three :  mid  David  put  him  in  his  councils. 

23  Asahel  the  brother  of  Joab  was  one  of  the  thirty ;  Elhanan 

25  the  son  of  Dodo  of  Beth-lehem,  Shammah  the  Harodite, 

26  Elika  the  Harodite,  Helez  the  Paltite,  Ira  the  son  of 

27  Ikkesh  the  Tekoite,  Abiezer  the  Anethothite,  Mebunnai 

28  the  Hushathite.  Zalmon  the  Ahohite,  Mahar&i  the  Neto- 

29  phathite,  Heleb  die  son  of  Baanah,  a  Netophathite ;  litai 
the  son  of  Ribai,  out  of  Gibe  ah  of  the  children,  of  Benjamin, 

30  Benaiah  a  Piradionite,  Hiddai  of  the  brooks  of  Gaash, 

31  Abi-albon  the  Arbathite,  Azinaveth  the  Barhumitc, 

32  Eliabba  the  Shaalbonite ;  of  the  bods  of  Jashen,  Jonathan, 

33  Shammah  the  mountaineer,  Ahiam  the  son  of  Sharar  the 

34  llararite,  Eliphelet  the  son  of  Ahasbai,  the  son  of  the 
Maachathitc;  Eli  am  the  son  of  Ahithophel  the  Gilonite, 

35  36  lleziai  the  Carmelite,  Faarai  the  Arhite,  Igal  the  Bon 

37  of  Nathan  of  Zobah,  Ban!  the  Gadite,  Zelek  the  Am¬ 
monite;  Naharai  the  Beerothite,  armoury-bearer  to  Joab 

38  die  son  of  Zeruiah,  Ira  an  Ithrite,  Gareh  an  Ithntc, 

39  Uriah  the  Uittite :  thirty  and  seven  in  alL 


1  cane. 
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1  And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  continued  to  glow  against 
Israel,  and  he  enticed  David  against  them  to  say.  Go,  count 

2  Israel  and  Judah.  And  the  king  said  to  Joab  the  officer  of 
the  force  who  was  with  him.  Go  now  to  and  fro  through  alt 
the  tribes  of  Israel,  from  Dan  even  to  Bcer-shcbo,  and 
muster  ye  the  people,  that  I  may  kuow  the  number  of  the 

3  people.  And  Joah  said  unto  the  king,  Now  the  Eternal 
thy  God  add  unto  the  people,  how  many  soever  they  be, 
an  hundred-fold,  and  that  the  eyes  of  my  lord  the  king 
may  see  it ;  but  why  doth  my  lord  the  king  delight  in1 

4  this  thing  ?  Notwithstanding  the  king's  word  prevailed3 
against  Joab,  and  against  the  officers  of  the  force :  aud 
Joab  and  the  officers  of  the  force  went  out  from  before  the 

5  king,  to  muster  the  people  of  Israel.  And  they  passed 
over  the  Jordan,  and  encamped  in  Aroer,  on  the  right  of 
the  city  that  lietk  in  the  midst  of  the  brook  of  God,  and 

6  towards  Jazer:  Then  they  came  to  the  Gilead,  and  to 
the  land  of  Tahtim-hodshi ;  and  they  came  to  Dan-jjaan, 

7  and  about  to  Zidon,  And  came  to  the  fortress  of  Tyre, 
and  to  all  the  cities  of  the  Hivite,  and  of  the  Canaanite : 
and  they  went  out  to  the  south  of  Judah,  even  to  Beer-sheba, 

8  Aud  they  went  to  and  fro  through  all  the  land,  and  came 
to  Jerusalem  at  the  end’  of  nine  months  aud  twenty  days, 

9  And  Joab  gave  up  the  Bum  of  those  mustered  of  the  people 
unto  the  king:  and  there  were  in  Israel  eight  hundred 
thousand  men  of  force  that  drew  the  sword ;  and  the  men 

10  of  Judah  were  five  hundred  thousand  men.  And  David's 
heart  Bmote  him  after  that  he  had  numbered  the  people. 
And  David  said  unto  the  Eternal,  I  have  sinned  greatly 
in  that  I  have  done:  and  ntxw,  pray,  O  Eternal,  take 
away  the  iniquity  of  thy  servant,  for  I  have  done  very 

1 1  foolishly.  David  rose  in  the  morning,  and  the  word  of  the 
Eternal  came  unto  the  prophet  Gad,  David's  seer,  saying, 

12  Go  and  say  unto  David,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  I  offer1  ihcc 

1  like.  9  wm  strong.  3  extremity.  *  impose. 
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three  things ;  choose  thee  one  of  them,  that  I  may  do  it  nnto 

13  thee.  So  Gad  came  to  David,  and  told  him,  ana  said  unto 
him.  Shall  seven  years  of  famine  come  unto  thee  in  thy 
land  ?  or  wilt  thou  run  away  three  months  before  thine 
adversaries,  while  they  pursue  thee?  or  that  there  be 
three  days’  pestilence  in  thy  land?  Now  know  and 

14  see  what  answer  I  shall  return1  to  him  that  sent  me. 
And  David  said  unto  Gad,  I  am  sorely  distressed: 
let  us  fall  now  into  the  hand  of  the  Eternal,  for  his 
mercies  are  great:*  and  let  me  not  fall  into  the  hand  of 

Id  man.  So  the  Eternal  sent3  a  pestilence  upon  Israel,  from 
the  morning  even  to  the  time  appointed :  and  there  died 
of  the  people,  from  Dan  even  to  Becr-sheba,  seventy 

16  thousand  men.  And  when  the  angel4  stretched5  out  his 
hand  upon  Jerusalem  to  destroy6  it,  the  Eternal  repented 
him  of  the  evil,  and  said  to  the  angel6  that  destroyed  the 
people.  It  is  enough;  stay1  now  thy  hand.  And  the 
angel6  of  the  Eternal  was  by  the  threshing-place  of 

17  Araunah  the  Jebusitc.  And  David  spake  unto  the  Eternal 
when  he  saw  the  angel6  that  smote  the  people,  and  said, 
Lo,  I  have  sinned,  and  I  have  acted  perversely :  but  these 
sheep,"  what  have  they  done?  Let  thy  hand,  pray,  be 

18  against  me,  and  against  my  father’s  house.  And  Gad  came 
that  day  to  David,  and  said  unto  him,  Go  up, ‘raise  an 
altar  unto  the  Eternal  in  the  thresbing-floor  of  Araunah 

19  the  Jeburite.  And  David,  according  to  the  word  of  Gad, 

20  went  up,  as  the  Eternal  commanded.  And  Araunah 
looked,1 *  and  saw  the  king  and  his  servants  coming  on 
towards  him :  and  Araunah  went  out,  and  prostrated  nim- 

21  self  before  the  king  on  his  face10  upon  the  earth.  And 
Araunab  said.  Why  is  my  lord  the  king  come  to  his  ser¬ 
vant  ?  And  David  said,  To  ohtain  the  threshing-floor  of 
thee,  to  build  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal,  that  the  plague 

22  may  be  restrained  from  the  people.  And  Araunah  said 
unto  David,  Let  my  lord  the  king  take  and  offer11  up 
what  seemeth  good  in  his  eyes :  see  they  of  the  herd  are  for 
burnt-sacrifice,  and  threshing  instruments  and  other  vessels 

23  for  the  herd  for  wood.  All  these  things  did  Araunah,  the 
king,  give  unto  the  king:  and  Araunah  said  unto  the 

24  king,  The  Eternal  thy  God  accept  thee  gracioasly.  And 
the  king  said  unto  Araunah,  Nay;  but  I  will  surely  obtaiu 

1  restore,  a  numerom*  9  gave,  4  messenger.  5  sent.  •  corrupt*  T  fail*  *  flock* 

*  glanced,  10  noMrils.  11  bring  up. 
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it  of  thee  at  a  price :  neither  will  I  offer1  burnt-offerings 
unto  the  Eternal  my  God  for  nothing.  So  David  obtained 
the  threshing-floor  and  the  herd  for  fifty  shekels  of  silver. 

25  And  David  built  there  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal,  and 
offered8  burnt-offerings  and  foast-offerings.  So  the  Eternal 
was  entreated  for  the  land,  and  the  plague  was  restrained 
from  Israel.

Why  hast  thou  done  so  ?  and  he  also  was  of  a  very  goodly

conferred4  with  Joab  the  son  of  Zcruiah,  and  with  Abia- 
thar  the  priest :  and  they  following3  Adonijah,  helped  Awn,

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called  all  his  brethren  the  king’s  sons,  and  all  the  men  of 

10  Judah  the  king’s  servants  :  But  Nathan  the  prophet,  and 
Benaiah,  and  the  heroes,  and  Solomon  his  brother,  he 

1 1  called  noL  Wherefore  Nathan  spake  unto  BaLh-shcba  the 
mother  of  Solomon,  saying,  Hast  thou  not  heard  that 
Adonijah  the  son  of  Haggith  doth  reign,  and  David  our 

12  lord  knoweth  it  not?  Now  therefore  come,  pray,  let  me 
give1  thee  counsel,  that  thou  mayest  rescue  thine  own  life,9 

13  and  the  life9  of  thy  son  Sol  onion.  Go  and  come  unto  king 
David,  and  say  unto  him,  Didst  not  thou,  my  lord,  0  king, 
swear  unto  thy  maid*  servant,  saying.  Assuredly  Solomon 
thy  son  shall  reign  after  me,  and  he  Bhall  sit  upon  my 

14  throne  ?J  why  then  doth  Adonijah  reign  ?  Behold,  while 
thou  yet  speakest  there  with  the  kins,  I  also  will  come  in 

15  after  thee,  and  confirm4  thy  words.  And  Bath-shcba  went 
in  unto  the  king  into  the  chamber:  and  the  king  was  very 
old;  and  Abishag  the  Shunammite  ministered  unto  the 

16  king.  And  Bath-sheba  bowed,  and  prostrated  herself  unto 

17  the  king.  And  the  king  said.  What  wouldest  thou  ?5  And 
she  said  unto  him.  My  lord,  thou  swarcst  by  the  Eternal

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called  all  the  king’s  sons,  and  the  office  re  of  the  host,  and 
Abiathar  the  priest :  and,  behold,  they  eat  and  drink  be- 

26  fore  him,  and  say,  May  die  king  Adonijah  live.  But  me, 
even  me  thy  servant,  and  Zadok  the  priest,  and  Benaiah. 
the  son  of  J choiada,  and  thy  servant  Solomon,  hath  he  not 

27  called.  If  this  thing  is  done  by  my  lord  the  king,  anti  thou 
hast  not  made  it  known  unto  thy  servant,  who  should  sit  on 

28  the  throne1  of  my  lord  the  king  after  him. . .  Then  the  king 
David  answered  and  said.  Call  me  Bath-sheba.  And  she 

29  came  before  the  king,  and  stood  before  the  king.  And  the 
king  aware,  and  said,  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  that  hath  re- 

30  leased  my  soul  out  of  all  distress,  Even  as  I  aware  unto 
dice  by  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  saying,  that  Solomon 
thy  son  shall  reign  after  me,  and  he  shall  sit  upon  my  throne1 

31  in  my  stead;  even  so  will  I  do  this  day.  Then  Bath-sheba 
bowed  with  Her  face*  to  the  earth,  and  prostrated  herself  to 
the  king,  and  said.

37  too.  Aa  the  Eternal  hath  been  with  my  lord  the  king, 
even  so  be  ho  with  Solomon,  and  magnify  his  throne1  more 

38  than  the  throne1  of  my  lord  the  king  David.  So  Zadok 
the  priest,  and  Nathau  the  prophet,  and  Benaiah  the  son 
of  Jchoiada,  and  the  Chercthite,  and  the  Pelethite,  went 
down,  and  caused  Solomon  to  ride  upon  king  David’s 

39  mule,  and  led  him  to  Gihon.  And  Zadok  the  priest  took 
a  horn  of  the  oil  out  of  the  tent,  and  anointed  Solomon. 
And  they  blew9  the  cornet ;  and  all  the  people  said.  May 
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40  the  king  Solomon  lire.  And  all  the  people  came  up  after 
him ;  and  the  people  piped  with  pipes,  and  rejoiced  with 
great  joy,  so  that  the  earth  was  cleft  with  the  voice  of  them. 

41  And  Adonijah,  and  all  those  called  that  were  with  him, 
heard  it,  as  they  had  finished  eating.  And  when  Joab  heard 
the  sound1  of  the  cornet,  be  said,  Why  is  this  noise1  of  the 

42  town  uproarious?  And  while  he  yet  spake,  behold,  Jonathan 
the  son  of  Abiathar  the  priest  came ;  and  Adonijah  said  unto 
him,  Come  in;  for  thou  art  a  man  of  force,  and  nearest  good 

43  tidings.  And  Jonathan  answered  and  said  to  Adomjah, 
Not  so,  our  lord  king  David  hath  made  Solomon  king. 

44  And  the  king  hath  sent  with  him  Zadok  the  priest,  and 
Nathan  the  prophet,  and  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada,  and 
the  Cherethite  and  die  Felethite,  and  they  have  caused  him 

45  to  ride  upon  the  king’s  mule :  And  Zadok  the  priest  and  Na¬ 
than  the  prophet  have  anointed  him  king  in  Gioon;  and  they 
are  come  up  from  thence  rejoicing,  so  that  the  town  is  in  an 

46  uproar.1  This  is  the  noise1  that  ye  have  heard.  And  also 

47  Solomon  sitteth9  on  the  throne4  of  royalty.  And,  moreover, 
the  king’s  servants  came  to  bless  our  lord  the  king  David, 
saying,  God  make  the  name  of  Solomon  better  than  thy 
name,  and  magnify  his  throne4  more  than  thy  throne.4 

48  And  the  king  prostrated  himself  upon  the  couch.  And 
also  thus  said  the  king,  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  God  of 
Israel,  who  bath  given  one  to  sit9  on  my  throne4  this  day, 

49  mine  eyes  even  seeing  it  And  all  those  called  that  were 
with  Adonijah  trembled,  and  rose  up,  and  went  every 

50  man  his  way.  And  Adonijah  feared  because  of  Solomon, 
and  arose,  and  went,  and  caught  hold  on  the  horns  of  the 

51  altar.  And  it  was  told  Solomon,  saying.  Behold,  Adonijah 
fearetb  the  king  Solomon :  for,  lo,  he  Bath  caught  hold  on 
the  horns  of  the  altar,  saying.  Let  the  king  Solomon  swear 
unto  me  as  the  day,  if  he  put  his  servant  to  death  with 

52  the  sword.  .  .  .  And  Solomon  said,  If  he  will  shew  him¬ 
self  a  worthy  man,9  there  shall  not  a  hair  of  him  fall  to  the 

53  earth :  but  if  evil  shall  be  found  in  him,  he  shall  die.  So 
the  king  Solomon  sent,  and  they  brought  him  down  from 
the  altar.  And  he  came  and  prostrated  himself  to  the  king 
Solomon :  and  Solomon  said  unto  him.  Go  to  thy  house.

1  Now  the  days  of  David  approached  that  he  should  die : 

2  and  be  commanded  Solomon  his  son,  saying,  I  go  the 
way  of  all  the  earth :  be  thou  strong  therefore,  and  be  a 

3  man  ;  And  keep  the  charge  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  to 
go  in  his  ways,  to  keep  his  ordinances,  and  his  command¬ 
ments,  and  nis  judgments!,  and  his  testimonies,  as  it  is 
written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  that  thou  mayest  act  wisely 
in  all  that  thou  doest,  and  whithersoever  thou  tumest  thy- 

4  self;  That  the  Eternal  may  establish  his  word,  which  he 
spake  concerning  me,  saying,  If  thy  children  keep  their 
way,  to  walk  before  me  in  truth  with  all  their  heart  and 
with  all  their  soul,  there  shall  not  fail1  thee,  said  he,  a  man 

5  on  the  throne?  of  Israel  Moreover,  thou  knowest  also 
what  Joab  the  son  of  Zeruiah  did  to  me,  and  what  he  did 
to  the  two  officers  of  the  hosts  of  Israel,  unto  Abner  the 
son  of  Ncr,  and  unto  Amasa  the  son  of  Jether,  whom  he 
slew,  and  shed8  the  blood  of  war  in  peace,  and  put1  the 
blood  of  war  in  his  girdle  that  was  about  his  loins,  and  in 

6  his  shoes  that  were  on  his  feet.  Do  therefore  according  to 
thy  wisdom,  and  let  not  his  gray  hair  go  down  to  the  grave 

7  in  peace.  But  shew  kindness8  unto  the  sons  of  Barzilloi 
the  Gileadite,  and  let  them  be  of  those  that  cat  at  thy  table : 
for  so  they  approached  me  when  I  fled  because  of  Absalom 

8  thy  brother.  And,  behold,  thou  hast  with  thee  Shimei  the 
son  of  Gera,  a  Benjamite6  of  Bahurim,  and  he  execrated 
me  with  a  grievous  execration  in  the  day  when  I  went  to 
Mahan  aim ;  but  he  came  down  towards  me  at  the  Jordan, 
and  I  sware  to  him  by  the  Eternal,  saying,  If  I  put  thee 

9  to  death  with  the  sword.  .  .  *  Now  therefore  hold  him 
not  guiltless ;  for  thou  art  a  wise  man,  and  knowest  what 
thou  o lightest  to  do  unto  him ;  and  thou  shalt  bring  down 

10  his  gray  hairs  to  the  grave  with  blood.  So  David  lay  with 

11  his  fathers,  and  was  buried  in  the  city  of  David.  And  the 
days  that  David  reigned  over  Israel  were  forty  years :  in 
Hebron  he  reigned  seven  years,  and  in  Jerusalem  he 

12  reigned  thirty  and  three.  And  Solomon  satT  upon  the 
throne8  of  David  his  father ;  and  his  kingdom  was  csta- 

13  Wished  gready.  And  Adonijah  the  son  of  Ilaggith  came 
to  Bath-shcba  the  mother  of  Solomon.  Ana  she  said, 

1  he  cat  off.  1  chair.  *  put.  *  gave.  i  <lo  mercy.  6  Benjamite  son.  7  abode. 
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14  Comcst  thou  peaceably  F1  And  he  said.  Peaceably.*  He 
said  moreover,  I  have  a  word  unto  thee*  And  she  stud, 

15  Speak.  And  he  said.  Thou  kno west. that  ihc  royalty  was 
mine,  and  that  all  Israel  set3  their  faces  on  me,  that  I 
should  reign ;  howbeit  the  royalty  is  turned  about,  and  is 

16  become  my  brother’s;  for  it  was  his  from  the  Eternal.  And 
now  I  ask  one  petition  of  thee,  deny  me  not1  And  she 

17  said  unto  him.  Speak.5  And  he  said,  Pray,  speak  unto 
Solomon  the  king;  for  he  will  not  say  thee  nay/  that  he 

18  give  me  Alnshag  the  Shunammite  to  wife.  And  Bath- 
sheba  said.  Well;  I  will  speak  for  thee  unto  the  king. 

1 9  Baih-shcba  therefore  came  unto  king  Solomon,  to  speak 
unto  him  for  Adonijah.  And  the  king  rose  np  towards 
her,  and  prostrated  himself  unto  her,  and  sat  down"  on  his 
throne0,  and  sat  a  chair  for  the  king's  mother;  and  she  sat1 

20  on  his  right  Then  she  said,  I  ask  one  small  petitiou  of 
thee ,  say  me  not  nay.9  And  the  king  said  unto  her,  Ask 

21  on,  my  mother;  fori  will  not  say  thee  nay.8  And  she  said, 
Let  Abishag  the  Shunammite  be  given  to  Adonijah  thy 

22  brother  to  wife.  And  the  king  SolomoD  answered  and  said 
unto  his  mother,  And  wherefore  dost  thou  ask  Abishag 
the  Shunammite  for  Adonijah?  ask  for  him  the  royalty 
also;  for  he  is  mine  elder  brother;  eveD  for  him,  and  for 
Abiathar  the  priest,  and  for  Joab  the  son  of  Zeruiah. 

23  Then  king  Solomon  swarc  by  the  Eternal,  saying,  God  do 
so  to  me,  and  continue  so,  that  Adonijah  has  spoken  this 

24  word  against  his  own  life.10  Now  therefore,  as  the  Eternal 
liveth,  who  hath  established11  me,  and  caused  me  to  sit  on 
the  throne8  of  David  my  father,  and  who  has  made  me  a 
house,  as  he  spoke,  Adonijah  shall  be  put  to  death  this 
day.  And  the  king  Solomon  sent  by  the  hand  of  Bcnaiah 
the  son  of  Jehoiada ;  and  he  fell1*  upon  him  that  he  died. 

26  And  unto  Abiathar  the  priest  said  the  king.  Go  to  Ana- 
thoth,  unto  thine  own  fields:  for  thou  art  worthy  of 
death;13  but  I  will  not  at  this  time  put  thee  to  death, 
because  thou  barest  the  ark11  of  the  Lord  the  Eternal  be¬ 
fore  David  my  father,  and  because  thou  hast  been  afflicted 

27  in  all  wherein  my  father  was  afflicted.  So  Solomon 
drove  out  Abiathar  from  being  priest  unto  the  Eternal;

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that  he  might  fulfil  the  word  of  the  Eternal  which  lie 

28  spake  concerning  the  house  of  Eli  in  Shiloh.  And  the 
report  came  to  Joab :  for  Joab  had  inclined  after  Adonijah, 
though  he  inclined  not  after  Absalom :  and  Joab  ran  away 
unto  the  tent  of  the  Eternal,  and  caught  hold  on  the  horns 

29  of  the  altar.  And  it  was  told  king  Solomon  that  Joab  had 
ran  away  unto  the  tent  of  the  Eternal ;  and,  behold,  he  is 
by  the  altar.  Theu  Solomon  sent  Benaiah  the  son  of 

30  Jchoiada,  saying.  Go  fall1  upon  him.  And  Benaiah  came 
to  the  tent  of  the  Eternal,  and  said  unto  him.  Thus  saith 
the  king,  Come  forth.  And  he  said,  Nay ;  but  I  will  die 
here.  Atad  Benaiah  brought-  the  king  word  again,  saying, 

31  Thus  said  Joab,  and  thus  ne  answered  me.  And  the  king 
said  unto  him,  Do  as  he  hath  spoken,  and  fail1  upon  him, 
and  bury  him;  that  thou  mayest  remove  the  innocent 
blood,  which  Joab  shed,  from  me  and  from  the  house  of 

32  my  father.  And  the  Eternal  shall  return5  his  blood  upon 
his  own  head,  who  fell4  upon  two  men  more  righteous  and 
better  than  he,  and  slew  them  with  die  swora,  my  father 
David  not  knowing  thereof,  to  wit,  Abner  the  son  of  Ncr, 
officer  of  the  host  of  Israel,  and  Amasa,  the  son  of  Jcthcr, 

33  officer  of  the  host  of  Judah.  Their  blood  shall  therefore 
return  upon  the  head  of  Joab,  and  upon  the  head  of  his 
seed  for  ever :  but  upon  David,  and  upon  his  seed,  and 
upon  his  house,  and  upon  bis  throne,*  shall  there  be  peace 

34  for  ever  from  the  Eternal.  So  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jeho- 
iada  went  up,  and  fell*  upon  him,  and  put  him  to  death; 

35  and  he  was  buried  in  his  own  house  in  the  desert.  And 
the  king  put6  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada  in  his  room  over 
the  host ;  and  Zadok  die  priest  did  the  king  put7  in  die 

3G  room  of  Abiathar.  And  the  king  sent  and  called  for 
Shimei,  and  said  unto  him.  Build  thcc  a  house  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  and  abide  there,  and  go  not  forth  thence  any  whither. 

3 1  For  it  shall  be,  that  on  the  day  thou  goest  out,  and  pnsscst 
over  the  brook  Kidron,  thou  shall  know  for  certain  that 
thou  shalt  surely  die :  thy  blood  shall  be  upon  thine  own 

38  head.  And  Shimei  said  unto  die  king.  The  word  is  good : 
as  my  lord  the  king  hath  said,  so  will  thy  servant  do.  And 

39  Shimei  abode  in  Jerusalem  many  days.  And  it  came  to 
pass  at  the  end"  of  three  years,  that  two  of  the  servants  of 
Shimei  fled  unto  Achish  son  of  Mnachah,  king  of  Gath : 
and  they  told  Shimei,  saying,  Behold,  thy  servants  are  in 

J  meet,  -  restored,  ■'  restore.  *  mot.  4  ctiair.  a  gave.  7  give.  1  citremity. 
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40  Gath.  And  Shimei  arose,  and  saddled  his  ass,  and  vent 
to  Gath,  to  Achish,  to  seek  his  servants :  and  Shimei  went 

41  and  brought  his  servants  from  Gath,  And  it  was  told 
Solomon  that  Shimei  had  gone  from  Jerusalem  to  Gath, 

42  and  was  come  again.  And  tbe  king  sent  and  called  tor 
Shimei,  and  said  unto  him.  Did  I  not  adjure  thee  by  the 
Eternal,  mid  protested  unto  thee,  saying  Know  tor  a  cer¬ 
tain,  that  on  the  day  thou  goest  out,  and  walkest  abroad 
any  whither,  that  thou  shall  surely  die  ?  And  thou  saidst 

43  unto  me,  The  word  that  I  have  heard  is  good.  Why  then 
hast  thou  not  kept  the  oath  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  com- 

44  mandment  that  I  have  commanded  thee  ?  The  king  said, 
moreover,  to  Shimei,  Thou  knowest  all  the  evil  which  thy 
heart  knowetli,  that  thou  didst  to  David  my  father :  there¬ 
fore  the  Eternal  shall  return1  thine  evil  upon  thine  own 

4 5  head:  And  king  Solomon  shall  be  blessed,  and  the 
throne8  of  David  shall  be  established  before  the  Eternal  for 

4G  ever.  So  the  king  commanded  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jclioi- 
ada  j  and  he  went  out,  and  j fell3  upon  him,  that  lie  died. 
And  the  kingdom  was  established  in  the  hand  of  Solomon. 

Chap.  ILL 

1  And  Solomon  made  affinity  with  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt, 
mid  took  Pharaoh’s  daughter,  and  brought  her  into  the 
city  of  David,  until  he  had  finished  building  his  own  house, 
and  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  rampart  of  Jerusa- 

2  lem  round  about.  Only  the  people  sacrificed  in  tbe  high 
places,  because  there  was  no  house  built  unto  the  name  of 

3  the  Eternal  until  these  days.  And  Solomon  loved  the 
Eternal,  walking  in  the  ordinances  ofDavid  his  father:  only 

4  he  sacrificed  ana  caused  offering#  to  ascend  in  fumes  in  high 
places.  And  the  king  went  to  Gibeon  to  sacrifice  there ;  tor 
that  was  the  great  high  place :  a  thousand  burnt-offerings  did 

5  Solomon  offer  up4  on  that  altar.  In  Gibeon  the  Eternal 
appeared  to  Sofomon  in  the  dream  by  night :  and  God 

6  said.  Ask  what  I  shall  give  thee.  And  Solomon  said. 
Thou  bast  shewed5  unto  tny  servant  David  my  father  great 
mercy,  according  as  he  walked  before  thee  in  truth,  and 
in  righteousness,  and  in  uprightness  of  heart  with  thee ; 
and  thou  hast  kept  for  him  this  great  mercy,  that  thou 

1  restore.  -  chair.  a  met.  *  bring  up.  *  done. 
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bast  given  him  ft  sod  to  sit1  upon  his  throne,*  ha  ii  is  this 

7  day.  And  now,  O  Eternal,  my  God,  thou  bast  made  thy 
servant  king  instead  of  David  my  father ;  and  I  am  but  a 

8  little  lad:  X  know  not  how  to  go  out  or  come  in.  And 
thy  servant  is  in  the  midst  of  thy  people  which  thou  hast 
chosen,  a  numerous  people,  that  cannot  be  counted  nor 

9  numbered  for  multitude.  Give  therefore  thy  servant  an 
understanding3  heart  to  judge  thy  people,  that  I  may  dis¬ 
cern4  between  good  and  bad:  for  who  is  able  to  judge  this 

10  thy  so  great5  a  people  ?  And  the  thing  was  good  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Eternal,  that  Solomon  had  asked  this  thing. 

LI  And  God  said  unto  him.  Because  thou  hast  asked  this 
thing,  and  hast  not  asked  for  thyself  long  life;5  neither 
hast  asked  riches  for  thyself,  nor  hast  askttl  the  life1  of 
thine  enemies;  but  hast  asked  for  thyself  understanding  to 

12  discern®  judgment ;  Behold,  I  have  done  according  to  thy 
word :  lo,  I  have  given  thee  a  wise  and  an  understanding 
heart;  so  that  there  was  none  like  thee  before  thee,  neither 

1 3  after  thee  shall  any  arise  like  unto  thee.  And  I  have  also 
given  thee  that  which  thou  hast  not  asked,  hoth  riches  and 
honour ;  so  that  there  shall  not  be  any  among  the  kings 

14  like  unto  thee  all  thy  days.  And  if  thou  wilt  walk  in  my 
ways,  to  keep  my  statutes  and  my  commandments,  as  thy 

15  father  David  did  walk,  then  I  will  lengthen  thy  days.  And 
Solomon  awoke ;  and,  behold,  it  was  a  dream.  And  he 
came  to  Jerusalem,  and  stood  hefore  the  ark9  of  the  cove¬ 
nant  of  the  Eternal,  and  offered  up10  burnt-offerings,  and 
offered10  feast-offerings,  and  made  a  feast  to  all  his  servants. 

16  Then  come  there  two  women,  harlots,  unto  the  king,  and 

17  stood  before  him.  And  the  one  woman  said,  0  my  lord, 
I  and  this  woman  abide  in  one  house ;  and  I  was  delivered 

18  of  a  child11  with  her  in  the  bouse.  And  it  came  to  pass>, 
the  third  day  after  that  I  was  delivered,13  that  this  woman 
was  delivered11  also :  and  we  were  together ;  there  teas  no 
stranger13  with  us  in  the  house,  save  we  two  in  the  house. 

19  And  this  woman’s  child  died  in  the  night;  because  she 

20  overlaid  it  And  she  arose  in  the  midst  of  the  night,  and 
took  my  son  from  beside  me,  wlule  tby  handmaid  slept, 
and  laid  it  in  her  bosom,  and  laid  her  dead  child  in  my 

21  bosom.  And  when  I  arose  in  the  morning  to  suckle  my 
son,  behold,  he  was  dead ;  but  when  I  had  considered  him 

1  abide.  9  chair,  3  hearing*  *  understand,  3  heavy.  many  days,  7  soul. 

*  hear*  9  cue,  M  made*  11  bare,  13  of  my  bearing.  *3  layman* 
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in  the  morning,  behold,  it  was  not  my  son  whom  I  did 

22  bear,  And  the  other  woman  said,  Nay;  but  the  living  is 
my  son,  and  the  dead  is  thy  son.  And  this  said.  No ;  but 
the  dead  is  thy  son,  and  die  living  is  my  son.  Thus  they 

23  spoke  before  the  king.  Then  said  the  king,  The  one1 
saith,  This  is  my  son  that  liveth,  and  thy  son  is  the  dead ; 
and  the  other1  saith,  Nay ;  but  thy  son  is  the  dead,  and 

24  my  son  is  the  living.  And  the  lung  said.  Bring*  me  a 
sword.  And  they  brought  the  sword  before  the  king. 

25  And  the  king  said,  Cut  asunder  the  living  child  in  two, 

26  and  give  hall  to  the  one,  and  half  to  the  otlier.  Then 
spake  the  woman  whose  the  living  child  was  unto  the 
king,  for  her  compassion  was  excited  towards  her  son,  and 
she  said,  O  my  lord,  give  her  the  living  child,  and  in  no 
wise  put  it  to  death.  But  the  other1  said,  Let  it  be  neither 

27  mine  nor  thine,  but  cut  it  asunder.  Then  the  king  an¬ 
swered  and  said,  Give  her  the  living  child,  and  in  no  wise 

28  put  it  to  death :  she  is  the  mother  thereof  And  all  Israel 
heard  of  the  judgment  which  the  king  had  judged ;  and 
they  feared  the  king :  for  they  saw  that  the  wisdom  of 
God  was  in  him,  to  do  judgment. 


Chap.  IV. 

1  2  So  the  king  Solomon  was  king  over  all  Israel.  And 

these  were  the  officers  whom  he  had ;  Azariah,  the  son  of 

3  Zadok  the  priest;  Elihoreph  and  Ahiah,  the  sons  of 
Shisha,  scribes ;  Jehoshapat  the  soq  of  Ahilud,  the  recorder. 

4  And  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada  was  over  the  host;  and 

5  Zadok  and  Abiathar  were  the  priests ;  And  Azariah  the 
son  of  Nathan  was  over  the  superintendents ;  and  Zabud  the 

6  sod  of  Nathan  was  priest,  the  king’s  friend;  And  Ahishar  was 
over  the  liousc/wfci  ;  and  Adoniram  the  son  of  Abda  was  over 

7  the  tribute.  And  Solomon  had  twelve  superintendents 
over  all  Israel,  who  supported  the  kiug  and  his  house /ioW; 
a  month  in  the  year  it  was  incumbent  upon  each3  to  sup- 

8  port.  And  these  are  their  names:  The  son  of  Hur,  in  mount 

9  Ephraim.  The  sou  of  Dekar,  in  Mokaz,  and  in  Shaalbim, 
10  and  Beth-shemesh,  and  Elon-beth-hanan.  The  son  of 

Ilesed,  in  Aruboth ;  to  him  pertained  Sochoh,  and  all  the 

1  tlus.  *  lake-  3  one. 
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1 1  land  of  Hepher.  The  son  of  Abinadab,  in  all  the  region 
of  Dor ;  who  had  Taphath  the  daughter  of  Solomon  to  wife. 

12  Baaua,  the  eon  of  Anilud;  to  him  pertained  Taanach  and 
Megiddo,  and  all  Beth-sbean,  which  is  by  Zartanah 
beneath  Jezreel,  from  Beth-shean  to  Abel-meholah,  even 

13  unto  the  place  that  is  beyond  Jokneam.  The  son  of  Geber, 
in  Itamoth-gilead;  to  him  pertained  the  hamlets  of  Jair  the 
son  of  Manasseh,  which  are  in  Gilead;  to  him  also  per¬ 
tained  the  region1  of  Argob,  which  u  in  Bashan,  threescore 

14  great  cities,  with  ramparts  and  copper  bolts.  Ahinadab 

13  the  son  of  Iddo  had  Mdiflaflim.  Ahipifwt  was  in  Naph- 

tali ;  he  also  took  Basmath  the  daughter  of  Solomon  to  wife, 

16  Baanah  the  son  of  Hushal  was  m  Asher  and  in  Aloth. 

17  18  Jchosaphat  the  son  of  Paru&h  in  Issachax.  Shimeithe 

19  son  of  Elan  in  Benjamin.  Geber  the  son  of  Uri  ton#  in 
the  country  of  Gilead,  in  the  country  of  Sihon  king  of  the 
Amorites,  and  of  Og  king  of  Bashan ;  and  one  superinten- 

20  dent  who  was  in  the  land.  J udah  and  Israel  were  numerous, 
as  the  sand  which  is  by  the  sea  in  multitude,  eating  and 
drinking,  and  rejoicing. 


Chap,  V, 

1  And  Solomon  had  dominion  over  all  kingdoms  from  the 
river  to  the  land  of  the  Philistines,  and  unto  the  boundary 
of  Egypt :  they  brought  presents,2  and  served  Solomon  all 

2  the  days  of  his  life.  And  Solomon’s  provision3  for  one  day 

3  was  thirty  kor  of  flour,  and  threescore  kor  of  meal,  Ten 
fat  oxen,4  and  twenty  oxen4  ont  of  the  pastures,  and  a 
hundred  of  the  flock,  beside  harts,  and  gazelles,  and  tallow 

4  deer, ||  and  fattened  birds.  ||  For  he  ruled  over  all  the  region 
on  this  side  the  river,  from  Tiphsah  even  to  Azzah,  over 
all  the  kings  on  this  side  the  river :  and  he  had  peace  on 

5  all  sides  round  ahout  him.  And  Judah  and  Israel  abode 
in  safety,  every  man  under  his  vine  and  under  his  fig  tree, 
from  Dan  even  to  Becr-shcbn,  all  the  days  of  Solomon. 

6  And  Solomon  had  forty  thousand  stalls  lor  horses  for  his 

7  vehicles,  and  twelve  thousand  horsemen.  And  those 
superintendents  supported  king  Solomon,  and  all  that 
approached  unto  the  king  Solomon’s  table,  every  man  in  his

8  month  r  they  omitted  nothing.  The  barley  also  and  the 
straw  for  the  horses  and  racers,  brought  they  unto  the 
place  where  it  was  to  be,  every  man  according  to  his  charge,1 

9  And  -  God  gave  Solomon  wisdom  and  understanding 
exceeding  much,  and  largeness  of  heart,  even  as  the  sand 

10  that  ia  on  the  sea-shore.®  And  Solomon’s  wisdom  excelled9 
the  wisdom  of  all  the  cluldren  of  the  east,  and  all  the 

1 1  wisdom  of  Egypt.  For  he  was  wiser  than  all  men  :  than 
Ethan  the  Ezraiute,  and  Neman,  and  Chalcol,  and  Darda, 
the  sons  of  Mahul ;  and  his  name  was  in  all  nations  round 

12  about.  And  he  spake  three  thousand  parables:  and  his 

13  songs  were  a  thousand  and  five.  And  he  spake  of  the 
trees,  from  the  cedar- tree  that  is  in  Lebanon,  even  unto 
the  hyssop  that  cometh  forth  out  of  the  wall :  he  spake  also 
of  the  beasts,  aud  of  the  fowl,  and  of  the  creeping  things, 

14  and  of  the  fishes.  And  there  came  of  all  the  peoples  to 
hear  the  wisdom  of  Solomon,  from  all  kings  of  the  earth, 

15  who  had  heard  of  his  wisdom.  And  Hiram  king  of  Tyre 
sent  his  servants  unto  Solomon ;  for  he  had  heard  that  they 
had  anointed  him  king  instead  of  his  lather ;  for  Hiram 

16  was  ever4  a  lover  of  David.  And  Solomon  sent  to  Hiram, 

1 7  saying.  Thou  k  no  west  how  that  David  my  father  could 
not  build  a  bouse  unto  the  name  of  the  Eternal  his  God, 
for  the  wars  which  surrounded  him,  until  the  Eternal  put9 

18  them  under  the  soles6  of  his  feet.  But  now  the  Eternal 
my  God  hath  given  me  rest  round  about,  eo  that  thereis  neither 

19  binderer  nor  evil  occurrent.  And,  behold,  I  purpose7  to 
build  a  bouse  unto  the  name  of  the  Eternal  my  Goa,  as  the 
Eternal  spake  unto  David  my  Gather,  saying,  Thy  son 
whom  I  will  set0  upon  thy  throne9  instead  of  thee,  he  shall 

20  build  the  house  unto  my  name.  Now  therefore  command 
thou  that  they  cut  down  for  me  cedar-trees  out  of  Lebanon ; 
and  my  servants  shall  be  with  thy  servants :  and  unto  thee 
will  I  give  hire  for  thy  servants,  according  to  all  that  thou 
shall  say :  for  thon  knowest  that  there  is  not  among  ub  any 

2 1  knowing  to  ent  down  trees  like  unto  the  Sidonians.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  Hiram  heard  the  words  of  Solomon, 
that  he  rejoiced  greatly,  and  said.  Blessed  be  die  Eternal 
this  day,  who  hath  given  onto  David  a  wise  son  over  this 
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22  numerous  people.  And  Him™  sent  to  Solomon,  saying,  I 
have  heard  what  thou  sentest  to  me  for :  and  X  will  do  all 
thy  desire  concerning  cedar-trees,  and  concerning  fir|-trees. 

23  My  servants  shall  bring  them  down  from  Lebanon  unto  the 
sea ;  and  I  will  make1  them  into  floats  in  the  sea  unto  the 
place  that  thou  shalt  appoint*  me,  and  will  take  them  to 
pieces  there,  and  thou  shalt  carry  them :  and  thou  shalt  do 

24  my  desire  in  giving  bread  for  my  household.  So  Hiram 
gave  Solomon  cedar-trecs  and  fir||-trees,  according  to  all  his 

25  desire.  And  Solomon  gave  Hiram  twenty  thousand  kor 


[1)1 


26  beaten :  thus  gave  Solomon  to  Hiram  year  by  year.  And 
the  Eternal  gave  Solomon  wisdom,  as  he  promised  him  ; 
and  there  was  peace  between  H  iram  and  Solomon ;  and 

27  they  two  made3  a  covenant  together.  And  king  Solomon 
raised  a  levy4  out  of  all  Israel j  and  the  levy3  was  thirty 

23  thousand  men.  And  he  sent  them  to  Lebanon,  ten  thou¬ 


sand  the  month  by  courses ;  a  month  they  were  in  Lebanon, 
and  two  months  at  home :  and  Adoniram  mas  over  the  levy.9 
29  And  Solomon  had  threescore  and  ten  thousand  that  bare 


burdens,  and  fourscore  thousand  hewers  in  the  mountains: 

30  Besides  the  officers  of  Solomon’s  superintendents  who  were 
over  the  work,  three  thousand  and  three  hundred  who  ruled 

31  over  the  people  that  wrought  in  the  work.  And  the  king 
commanded,  and  they  brough  great  stones,  costly  stones, 

32  to  lay  the  foundation  of  the  house,  hewed  stones.  And 
Solomon’s  builders  and  Hiram’s  builders  did  hew  them,  and 
the  tiibiim :  so  they  prepared  the  trees  and  stones  to  build 
the  house. 


Chap.  VL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  in  the  four  hundred  and  eightieth 
year  after  the  children  of  Israel  were  come  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  in  the  fourth  year  of  Solomon’s  reign  over  Israel, 
in  the  month  Zif,  which  is  the  second  month,  that  he  began 

2  to  build7  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  house  which 
king  Solomon  built  for  tbe  Eternal,  the  length  thereof  was 
threescore  cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  twenty  cu&fe, 

1  yut.  3  Mad.  3  cut.  4  brought  up  a  tribute.  3  tribute.  4  caused  to  journey. 

1  built. 
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3  and  the  height  thereof  thirty  cubits.  And  the  porch  before 
the  temple  of  the  house,  twenty  cubits  was  the  length 
thereof,  according  to1  the  breadth  of  the  house ;  and  ten 

4  cubits  was  the  breadth  thereof  before1  the  house.  And 

5  for  the  house  he  made  windows  of  timber))  latticed.1 *  And 
against  the  wall  of  the  house  he  built  a  passage))  round 
about,  against  the  walls  of  the  house  round  about,  both  of 
the  temple  and  of  the  oracle :  and  he  made  side  chambers3 

6  round  about  The  nethermost  passaged  was  five  cubits 
broad,  and  ihc  middle  was  six  cubits  broad,  and  the  third 
was  seven  eubits  broad ;  for  without  in  the  wall  of  the  house 
he  made  offsets  round  about,  in  order  not  to  fasten4  in  the 

7  walls  of  the  house.  And  the  house,  when  it  was  in  building, 
was  built  of  stone  made  ready5  before  it  was  brought  thither  •/’ 
so  that  there  was  neither  liammer,  nor  axe,  nor  any  tool7 

8  of  iron  heard  in  the  house  while  it  was  in  building*  The 
door  for  the  middle  side-chamber6  teas  in  the  right  side0 
of  the  house :  and  they  went  up  with  winding  stairs10  into 
the  middle  passage,  and  out  of  the  middle  into  the  tliird, 

0  So  he  built  the  house,  and  finished  it ;  and  secured  the 

10  bouse  with  planks  and  ranks  in  cedar.  And  he  built  the 
passage  against  all  the  house,  five  cubits  the  height  thereof : 

1 1  and  they  joined4  the  house  with  timber11  of  cedar.  And 

12  the  woru  of  the  Eternal  come12  to  Solomon,  saying,  Con¬ 
cerning  this  house  which  thou  art  in  building,  if  thou  wilt 
walk  in  my  ordinances,  and  do  my  judgments,  and  keep  all 
my  commandments  to  walk  in  them ;  men  will  I  perform13 
my  word  with  thee,  which  I  spake  unto  David  thy  father : 

1 3  And  I  will  dwell  among  the  children  of  Israel,  and  will  not 

14  forsake  my  people  Israel.  So  Solomon  built  the  house, 

15  and  finished  it.  And  be  built  the  walls  of  the  house  witbin 
with  boards3  of  cedar,  from  the  floor  of  the  house  to  the 
walls  of  the  ceiling :  and  he  laid  them  over  on  the  inside 
with  wood,  and  laid  over  the  floor  of  the  house  with  planks3 

16  of  fir.  And  he  built  twenty  cubits  from  the  sides14  of  the 
house,  from  the  floor  to  the  walls,  with  boards3  of  cedar : 
he  even  built  them  for  it  within,  even  for  the  oracle,  even 

17  for  the  most  hoi yuplaee.  And  forty  cubitswas  the  house,  that 

18  is  the  temple,10  at  the  front  And  the  cedar  of  the  house  within 
was  carved  with  knops)|  and  flowers  budded  forth:  all  was 

10  cedar;  therewasnostoneseen.  And  the  oracle  he  prepared  in 

1  upon  the  face  of.  a  dosed.  •1  rilia.  *  seized.  4  complete.  0  journey, 

T  vessel-  fc  rib.  8  shoulder,  10  mingled.  11  wood.  11  was.  14  establish. 

14  two  thighs*  14  holiness  of  holiness.  15  palace. 
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the  house  within,  to  set1  there  the  ark8  of  the  covenant  of 

20  the  Eternal.  And  the  oracle  in  the  lore  part  i oas  twenty 
cubits  in  length,  and  twenty  cubits  in  breadth,  and  twenty 
cubits  in  the  height  thereof :  and  he  overlaid  it  with  pure3 

2  L  gold ;  and  he  overlaid  the  altar  with  cedar.  So  Solomon 
overlaid  the  house  within  with  pure3  gold :  and  he  made 
a  parti  uon  by  the  chains  of  gold  before  the  oracle :  and  he 

22  overlaid  it  with  gold.  And  the  whole  house  he  overlaid 
with  gold,  until  he  had  completed  all  the  house :  aUo  the 
whole  altar  that  was  by  the  oracle  he  overlaid  with  gold. 

23  And  he  made  within  the  oracle  two  cherubim  of  olivc4- 

24  tree,  the  height  of  sod  ten  cubits.  And  five  cubits  was  the 
one  wing  of  the  cherub,  and  five  cubits  the  second  wing  of 
the  cherub ;  ten  cubits  were  from  the  extremities  of  the 

25  wings  to  to  the  extremities  of  the  wings.  Anil  ten  cubits 
was  the  second  cherub:  both  the  cherubim  were  of  one 

26  measure  and  one  shape.  The  height  of  the  one  cherub 

27  teas  ten  cubits,  and  so  was  it  of  the  second  cherub.  And 
he  set5  die  cherubim  within  the  inner  house:  and  they 
spread  the  wings  of  the  cherubim,  so  that  the  wing  of  the 
one  touched  uie  one  wall,  and  the  wing  of  the  other 
cherub  touched  the  second  wall ;  and  their  wings  touched 

26  one  another  6  in  the  midst  of  the  house.  And  he  overlaid 

29  the  cherubim  with  gold.  And  he  carved7  all  the  walls  of 
the  house  round  about  with  carved  figures  of  cherubim 
and  palm-trees,  and  flowers  budded  forth  within  and  with- 

30  ouL  And  the  floor  of  the  house  he  overlaid  with  gold, 

31  within  and  without.  And  for  the  entrance  of  the  oracle 
he  made  doors  of  oIive4-txee  :  the  lintel  |]  and  side-posts  were 

32  a  fifth  part  of  the  wall*  The  two  doors  also  were  of  olive4- 
tree :  and  he  carved7  upon  them  carvings  of  cherubim  and 
palm-trees,  and  flowers  budded  forth,  and  overlaid  them 
with  gold,  and  sprcad|  gold  upon  the  cherubim  and  upon 

33  the  palm-trees.  So  also  made  he  for  the  entrance  of  the 
temple  side-posts  of  olive1- tree,  from  a  fourth  part  of  the  walL 

34  Ana  the  two  doors  toere  of  fir-tree :  the  two  leaves3  of  the 
one  door  were  folding,  |j  and  the  two  leaves6  of  the  other 

35  door  were  folding.]]  And  he  carved7  thereon  cherubim  and 
palm-trees,  and  flowers  budded  forth;  and  overlaid  them 

36  with  gold  fitted  upon  the  engraven  work.  And  he  built 


1  give.  *  ease.  3  shut.  *  oil.  *  gave.  5  wing  to  wing.  7  slung.  *  ribs. 
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the  inner  inclosure  with  three  rows  of  hewed  stone,  and  a 
37  row  of  cedar  beams1.  In  the  fourth  year  was  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  laid,  in  the  month  Zif: 
33  And  in  the  eleventh  year,  in  the  month  Bui,  which  is  the 
eighth  month,  was  the  house  finished  throughout  all  the 
parts9  thereof,  and  according  to  all  the  fashion3  of  it.  So 
was  he  seven  years  in  building  it.

1  But  Solomon  was  building  liis  own  house  thirteen  years, 

2  and  he  finished  all  his  house.  lie  built  also  the  house  of 
the  forest  of  Lebanon ;  the  length  thereof  was  a  hundred 
cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  fifty  cubits,  and  the  height 
thereof  thirty  cubits,  upon  four  rows  of  cedar  columns, 

3  with  ccdar-heams1  upon  the  columns.  And  it  was  secured 
with  cedar  above  upon  the  beams,4  that  lay  on  forty-five 

4  columns,  fifteen  in  a  row.  And  Uwre  was  timber f  in  three 

5  rows,  and  window^  was  against  window]]  three  times.  And 
all  the  entrances  and  side-posts  were  square  timbered;! 

G  and  window]]  was  against  windowj|  three  times.  And  he 
made  a  porch  of  columns :  the  length  thereof  was  fifty 
cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  thirty  cubits :  and  a  porch 
was  before  them ;  and  the  other  columns  and  the  thick 

7  be  am  |  were  before  them.  Then  he  made  a  porch  for  the 
throne,5  where  he  might  judge,  even  the  porch  of  judg¬ 
ment  :  and  it  was  secured  with  cedar  from  floor  to  floor. 

8  And  his  bouse  where  he  abode  had  another  inclosurc 
within  the  porch,  which  was  of  the  like  work.  Solomon 
made  also  a  house  for  Pharaoh’s  daughter,  whom  he  had 

9  taken  towife ,  like  unto  this  porch.  All  these  were  of  easily 
stones,  according  to  the  measures  of  hewed  stones,  sawed 
with  saws,  within  and  without,  even  from  the  foundation  unto 
the  coping[|,  and  soon  the  outside  towardsthe  great  inclosurc. 

10  And  the  foundation  was  laid  with  costly  stones,  even  great 
stones,  stones  of  ten  cubits,  and  stones  of  eight  cnbits. 

1 1  And  above  were  costly  stones,  after  the  measure  of  hewed 

12  Btones,  and  cedars.  And  the  groat  inclosurc  round  about

was  with  three  rows  of  hewed  stones,  and  a  row  of  cedar- 
beams,1  both  for  the  inner  indosure  of  the  house  of  the 

1 3  Eternal,  and  for  the  porch  of  the  house.  And  king  Solomon 

14  sent,  and  fetched2  Hiram  out  of  Tyre.  He  was  a  widow's 
son  of  the  tribe  of  Naphtali,  and  his  father  was  a  man  of 
Tyre,  an  artificer  in  copper :  and  he  was  filled  with  wisdom 
and  understanding,  and  knowledge  to  do  all  works  in  the 
copper.  And  he  came  to  king  Solomon,  and  did  all  his 

15  work.  Tor  he  cast  the  two  columns  of  copper:  eighteen 
cubits  was  the  height  of  the  one,  and  a  thread  of  twelve 

16  cubits  did  compass  the  second  column;  And  he  made  two 
chapiters  of  molten  copper,  to  set9  upon  the  tops9  of  the 
columns :  the  height  of  the  one  chapiter  was  five-  cubits, 

17  and  the  height  ofthe  other  chapiter  was  five  cubits:  And 
entwinings  of  entwined  work,  and  tassels  of  cbaiD-work, 
for  the  chapiters  which  were  upon  the  top  of  the  columns; 
seven  for  tne  one  chapiter,  and  seven  for  the  other  chapiter. 

18  And  he  made  the  columns,  and  two  rows  round  about  upon 
the  one  entwined  work,  to  cover  the  chapiters  that  were 
upon  the  top5  of  the  pomegranates:  and  so  did  he  for  thcother 

19  chapiter.  And  the  chapiters  that  were  upon  the  top5  erf  the 

20  columns  were  of  Hly-work  in  the  porch,  four  cubits.  And 
the  chapiters  upon  the  two  columns  were  also  above,  over 
against  the  belly  which  was  by  the  entwined  work :  and 
the  pomegranates  were  two  hundred,  in  rows  round  about 

21  upon  the  second  chapiter.  And  he  set  up6  the  columns  in 
the  porch  of  the  temple ;  and  he  set  up6  the  right  column, 
and  called  the  name  thereof  Jaehin  ;  and  he  Bet  up6  the 

22  left  column,  and  called  the  name  thereof  Boaz.  And  upon 
the  top5  of  the  columns  was  lily-work :  so  was  the  work  of 

23  the  columns  completed.  And  he  made  the  molten  sea, 
ten  cubits  from  the  one  brim  to  the  other  i7  it  was  round 
all  about,  and  its  height  was  five  cubits;  and  a  line  of 

24  thirty  cubits  did  compass  it  round  about  ‘  And  under  the 
brim*  of  it  round  about  there  were  knopsll  surrounding  it,  ten 
in  a  cubit,  surrounding  the  sea  round  about :  the  knopsJI  vtere 

25  cast  in  two  rows,  when  it  was  cast  It  stood  upon  twelve 
oxen,9  three  turning  towards  the  north,  and  three  turning 
towards  the  west,10  and  three  turning  towards  the  south,  and 


1  cut  off.  2  took.  *  give.  *  heads.  5  bead.  8  established.  7  from  its  lip  to  its 

lip.  8  lip.  7  herd.  14  sea. 
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three  turning  towards  the  sun-rise :  and  the  sea  was  set 
above  upon  them,  and  all  their  binder  parts  were  inward. 

26  And  its  thickness  was  a  hand-breath,  and  the  brim1  thereof 
was  wrought  like  the  brim1  of  a  cup,  with  blossoms  of  lilies; 

27  it  could  contain  two  thousand  baths.  And  he  made  ten 
bases  of  copper;  four  cubits  was  die  length  of  the  one 
base,  and  four  cubits  the  breadth  thereof,  and  three  cubits 

28  the  height  of  it  And  thus  was  the  work  of  the  bases : 
they  had  edges,  and  the  borders  were  between  the  join- 

29  ings;  And  on  the  edges  that  were  between  the  joinings 
were  lions,  oxen,®  and  cherubim :  and  thus  it  was  upon  the ' 
joinings  above :  and  beneath  the  lions  and  oxen3  were 

30  garlands,  sloping-work.  And  every  base  had  four  copper 
wheels,  and  axles  of  copper :  and  the  four  corners3  thereof 
had  undersetters;4  under  the  laver  were  undersetters  molten, 

31  from  the  side  of  each5  sloped  garlands;  And  the  mouth  of 
it,  within  the  chapiter  and  above,  Was  about  a  cubit;  but 
the  mouth  thereof  was  round,  after  the  work6  of  the  frame, 
a  cubit  and  an  half;  and  also  upon  the  month  of  it  were 

32  carvings,  with  their  edges,  foursquare,  not  round.  And 
under  the  edges  were  four  wheels  ;  and  the  axle-trees7  of 
the  wheels  were  joined  to  die  base,  and  the  height  of  a 

33  wheel  teas  a  cubit  and  half  a  cubit  And  the  work6  of  the 
wheels  teas  like  the  work  of  a  vehicle-wheel ;  their  axle- 
trees,7  and  their  naves,"  and  thoir  felloes,  and  their  spokes, 

34  were  all  molten.  And  the  lour  undersetters4  were  on  the 
four  comers  of  the  one  base  ;  and  the  undersetters4  were  of 

35  the  very  base  itself.  And  in  the  top9  of  the  base  teas 
there  a  round  compass  of  half  a  cubit  height :  and  on  the 
top9  of  the  base,  the  handles7  thereof,  and  the  edges 

36  thereof,  were  of  tbc  same.  And  he  graved  on  the  tablets 
of  the  handles7  thereof,  and  on  the  edges  thereof,  chorubim, 
lions,  and  palm  trees,  according  to  the  interstices  of  every 

37  one,11  and  garlands  round  about.  Thus  lie  made  the  ten 
bases :  all  of  them  had  one  casting,  one  measure,  md  one 

38  shape.  Then  made  he  ten  lavers  of  copper:  one  laver 
could  contain  forty  baths ;  and  every  laver  was  four  cubits ; 

39  and  upon  every  one  of  the  ten  bases  one  laver.  And  he 
put13  nve  bases  on  the  right  side13  of  the  house,  and  five  on 


1  lip*  1  herd*  0  stroke-step,  1  shoulders*  3  man.  *  deed.  1  h&nd&<  k  backs. 
*head,  10  height  11  a  man*  w  gave.  13  shoulder* 
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the  left  aide*  of  the  house ;  and  he  set*  the  sea  on  the  right 

40  side1  of  the  house  eastward,  oyer  against  the  south.  And 
Hiram  made  the  lave  re,  and  the  shovels,  and  the  basons. 
So  Hiram  finished  doing  all  the  work  that  he  made  for  the 

41  king  Solomon  for  the  house  of  the  Eternal;  Two  columns, 
and  the  bowls3  of  the  chapiters  that  were  on  the  top4  of  the 
two  columns ;  and  the  two  entwined-works,  to  cover  the 
two  bowls3  of  the  chapiters  which  were  upon  the  top4  of 

42  the  columns ;  And  four  hundred  pomegranates  for  the  two 
entwined-works,  even  two  rows  of  pomegranates  for  one 
entwined-work,  to  cover  the  two  bowls3  of  the  chapiters 

43  that  were  upon  the  columns ;  And  the  ten  bases,  ana  ten 

44  layers  on  the  bases;  And  one  sea,  and  twelve  oxen* 

45  under  the  sea;  And  the  pots,  and  the  shovels,  and  the 
basons :  and  all  these  vessels,  which  Hiram  made  to  king 
Solomon  for  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  were  of  polished 

46  copper.  In  the  circuit  of  the  Jordan  did  the  king  cast 
them,  in  the  thick  of  the  ground,  between  Succoth  and 

47  Zarthan.  And  Solomon  left  all  the  vessels  unweighed,  because 
they  were  exceeding  many :  neither  was  the  weight  of  the 

48  copper  investigated.  And  Solomon  made  all  tne  vessels 
that  pertained  unto  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  the  altar  of 
gold,  and  the  table  of  gold,  whereupon  the  shcw*>bread 

49  was.  And  the  candelabra  of  pure7  gold,  five  on  the  right 
side,  and  five  on  the  left,  before  the  oracle  with  the  bfos- 

50  soing,  and  the  lamps,  and  the  tongs,  of  gold ;  And  the 
basons,  and  the  snuffers,  H  and  the  bowls,  and  the  spoons,8 
and  the  censers,  of  pure7  gold ;  and  the  hingcs||  of  gold, 
both  for  the  doors  of  the  inner  house,  the  most  holy  place,9 

51  and  for  the  doors  of  the  house,  to  wit,  of  the  temple.  So 
wns  accomplished  all  the  work  that  king  Solomon  made 
for  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  Solomon  brought  in 
the  tilings  which  David  his  lather  had  hallowed ;  even  the 
silver,  and  the  gold,  and  the  vessels,  did  he  put10  among 
the  treasures  of  me  house  of  the  Eternal.

1  Then  Solomon  assembled  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  all  the 
heads  of  the  tribes,  the  chief  of  the  fathers  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  unto  the  king  Solomon  in  Jerusalem,  that 
they  might  bring  up  the  ark1  of  the  covenant  of  the 

2  Eternal  out  of  the  city  of  David,  which  is  Zion.  And  all 
the  men  of  Israel  assembled  themselves  unto  the  king 
Solomon  at  the  festival,  in  the  month  Etbanim,  which  is 

3  the  seventh  month.  And  all  the  elders  of  Israel  came,  and 

,  4  the  priests  carried  the  ark.1  And  they  brought  up  the  ark1 

of  the  Eternal,  and  the  appointed  tent,  ana  all  the  vessels 
of  holiness,  that  were  in  the  tent,  even  those  did  the 

5  priests  and  the  Levitcs  hring  up.  And  die  king  Solomon, 
and  all  the  congregation  of  Israel,  that  were  met  by  him, 
teas  with  him  before  the  ark,1  sacrificing  ehcepa  and  oxen,3 
that  could  not  be  counted  nor  numbered  for  multitude. 

6  And  the  priests  brought  in  the  ark1  of  the  covenant  of  the 
Eternal  unto  his  place,  into  the  oracle  of  the  house,  to  the 
most  holy  place even  under  the  wings  of  the  cherubim. 

7  For  the  cherubim  spread  forth  their  two  wings  over  the 
place  of  the  ark,1  and  the  cherubim  sheltered  the  ark,1  and 

8  the  staves  thereof,  above.  And  the  staves  were  so  long, 
that  the  ends5  of  the  staves  were  seen  out  in  the  holy 
placet  before  the  oracle,  and  they  were  not  seen  without: 

9  and  there  they  are  unto  this  day.  There  was  nothing  in 
the  ark,1  save  the  two  tablets  of  stone,  which  Moses  placed 
there  at  Horeb,  when  the  Eternal  made6  a  covenant  with 
the  children  of  Israel,  when  they  came  out  of  the  land  of 

10  Egypt  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  priests  were  come 
out  of  the  holy  place,4  that  the  cloud  filled  the  house  of  the 

1 1  Eternal.  So  that  the  priests  could  not  stand  to  minister 
because  of  the  cloud :  for  die  glory  of  die  Eternal  had 

12  filled  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  Then  spake  Solomon,  The 

13  Eternal  said  that  he  would  dwell  in  the  duck  cloud.  I 
have  surely  built  thee  a  house  of  residence,  an  establish- 

14  ment  for  thee  to  abide  in  for  ever.  And  the  king  turned 
his  face  ahout,  and  blessed  all  the  assembly  of  Israel:  aod 

15  all  the  assembly  of  Israel  stood:  And  be  said,  Blessed  be 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  who  Bpake  with  his  mouth  unto 
David  my  father,  and  hath  with  his  hand  fulfilled  it,  say- 

16  ing,  Since  the  day  that  I  brought  forth  my  people  Israel 

‘ease.  *  fleet,  *bert.  4  hotineii  of  holiness  1  heads,  ’eat. 
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out  of  Egypt,  I  chose  no  city  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel 
to  build  a  house,  that  my  name  might  be  therein ;  bat  I 

17  chose  David  to  be  over  my  people  Israel  And  it  was  in 
the  heart  of  David  my  Cither  to  build  a  house  for  the  name 

1 8  of  the  Eternal  God  of  IsraeL  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
David  my  father.  Whereas  it  was  in  thv  heart  to  build  a 
house  unto  my  name,  thou  didst  well  that  it  was  in  thy 

19  heart:  Nevertheless  thou  glial t  not  build  the  house;  but 
thy  son,  that  shall  come  forth  out  of  thy  loins,  he  shall 

20  build  the  house  unto  my  name.  And  the  Eternal  hath 
performed1  his  word  that  he  spake ;  and  I  am  risen  up  in 
tho  room’3  of  David  my  father,  and  sits  oh  the  throne4  of 
Israel,  as  the  Eternal  make,  and  have  built  the  bouse  for  the 

21  name  of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  And  I  have  set5  there 
a  place  for  the  ark,0  wherein  is  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal, 
which  he  made5  with  our  fathers,  when  he  brought  diem 

22  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  And  Solomon  stood  before  the 
altar  of  die  Eternal,  opposite  all  the  assembly  of  Israel,  and 

23  spread  forth  his  hands7  towards  the  heaven:  And  he  said. 
Eternal  God  of  Israel,  there  is  no  God  like  thee,  in  the 
heaven  above,  or  on  the  earth  beneath,  who  keenest  the 
covenant  and  the  mercy  with  thy  servants  that  walk  before 

24  thee  with  all  their  heart ;  Whonast  kept  with  thy  servant 
David  tny  father  that  thou  promisedst  him :  thou  spakest 
also  with  thy  mouth,  and  hast  fulfilled  it  with  thy  hand,  as 

25  it  is  this  day.  Therefore  now.  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  keep 
with  thy  servant  David  my  father  that  thou  promisedst 
him,  saying,  There  shall  not  fail6  thee  a  man  in  my  sight 
to  sit  on  the  throne4  of  Israel ;  so  that  thy  children  keep 
to  their  way,  that  they  walk  before  me,  as  thou  hast  walked 

26  before  me.  And  now,  O  God  of  Israel,  pray,  let  thy  word 
be  verified,  which  thou  spakest  unto  thy  servant  David  my 

27  father.  But  will  God  indeed  abide  on  the  earth  ?  Behold, 
the  heaven,  and  the  heaven  of  heavens,  cannot  contain  thee; 

28  bow  much  less  this  house  that  I  have  buildedl  Yet  turn 
unto  the  prayer  of  thy  servant,  and  to  his  supplication,  O 
Eternal  my  God,  to  hearken  unto  the  cry  and  to  the 
prayer  which  th;  servant  prayeth  before  thee  to-day: 

29  That  thy  eyes  may  be  open  towards  this  house  night  and

of  thy  people  Israel,  when  they  shall  pray  towards  this 
place :  and  near  thou  in  the  heaven  thy  abode ;  and  when 

31  thou  hearcst,  forgive.  If  any  man  sin  to  his  neighbour, 
and  lay9  upon  him  an  oath3  to  cause  him  to  swear,4  and  the 

32  oath*  come  before  thine  altar  in  this  house:  Then  hear 
thou  in  the  heaven,  and  do,  and  judge  thy  servants, 
declaring  guilty  the  wicked,  to  bring9  his  way  upon  his 
head;  and  declaring  innocent  the  righteous,  to  give  him 

33  according  to  his  righteousness.  When  thy  people  Israel 
be  defeated  before  the  enemy,  hecause  they  have  sinned 
against  thee,  and  shall  turn  again  to  thee,  and  confess  thy 
name,  and  pray,  and  make  supplication  unto  thee  in  this 

34  house :  Tbeu  hear  thou  in  the  heaven,  and  forgive  the  sin 
of  thy  people  Israel,  and  restore  unto  the  land6  which  thou 

35  gavest  unto  their  fathers.  When  heaven  is  restrained,  and 
there  is  no  rain,  because  they  have  sinned  against  thee;  if 
they  pray  towards  this  place,  and  confess  uiy  name,  and 

36  turn  from  their  sin,  wnen  thou  answerest  them:  Then 
hear  thou  in  the  heaven,  and  forgive  the  sin  of  thy  ser¬ 
vants,  and  of  thy  people  Israel,  that  thou  teach  them  the 
good  way  wherein  they  should  walk,  and  give  rain  upou 

'  thy  land  which  thou  hast  given  to  thy  people  for  an  in- 

37  heritance.  If  there  he  in  the  land  famine,  if  there  be 
pestilence,  blasting,  mildew,11  locust,  or  if  there  be  cater- 
pxllarll ;  if  their  enemy  besiege  them  in  the  land  of  their 
cities,8  whatsoever  affliction,  whatsoever  sickness,  there  be, 

38  What  prayer  and  supplication  BOever  be  made  by  any  man 
of  all  thy  people  Israel,  when  they  know  every  man  the 
affliction  of  his  heart,  and  spread  forth  hU  hands9  towards 

39  this  house :  Then  hear  thou  in  heaven  the  establishment  of 
thy  abode,  and  forgive,  and  dot,  and  give  to  every  man 
according  to  his  ways,  whose  heart  thou  knowest;  for  thou, 
even  thou  only,  knowest  the  hearts  of  all  the  children  of 

40  men ;  That  they  may  fear  thee  all  the  days  that  they  live 
upon  the  face  of  the  land6  which  thou  gavest  unto  our 
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41  fathers  Moreover,  concerning  the  alien  that  u  not  of  thy 
people  Israel,  bat  cometb  out  of  a  far  country  for  thv 

42  naine^  sake — For  they  shall  hear  of  thy  great  name,  and 
of  thy  strong  hand,  and  of  thy  stretched -out1  arm — when 

43  he  shall  come  and  pray  towards  this  house :  Hear  thou  in 
the  heaven  the  establishment  of  thy  abode,  and  do  accord¬ 
ing  to  all  that  the  alien  calleth  to  thee  for;  that  all  people 
of  the  earth  may  know  thy  name,  to  fear  thee,  as  do  thy 
people  Israel ;  and  that  they  may  know  that  this  house, 

44  which  I  have  builded,  is  called  by  tby  name.  If  tby  people 
go  out  to  the  war  against  their  enemy,  whithersoever  thou 
shall  send  them,  and  shall  pray  unto  the  Eternal  towards* 
the  city  which  thou  hast  chosen,  and  the  house  that  I  have 

45  built  for  tby  name  :  Then  bear  thou  in  the  heaven  their 

46  prayer  and  their  supplication,  and  do  their  judgment :  If 
they  sin  against  thee,  for  there  is  no  man  that  sinneth  not, 
and  thou  be  wroth  with  them,  and  deliver3  them  to  the 
enemy,  so  that  their  captors  carry  them  away  captives 

47  unto  the  land  of  the  enemy,  far  or  near ;  Yet  if  they  shall 
bethink  themselves4  in  the  land  whither  they  were  carried 
captives,  and  return,  and  implore  thee  in  the  land  of  cap- 
tors,  saying,  We  have  sinned,  end  have  done  perversely, 

48  wc  have  committed  wickedness;  And  so  return  unto  thee 
with  all  their  heart,  and  with  all  their  soul,  in  the  land  of 
their  enemies  who  led  them  away  captive,  and  pray  unto 
thee  towards3  their  land  which  thou  gavest  unto  their 
fathers,  the  city  which  thou  hast  chosen,  and  the  house 

49  which  I  have  built  for  thy  name :  Then  hear  thou  their 
prayer  and  their  supplication  in  the  heaven  the  estahlish- 

50  ment  of  thy  abode,  and  do  their  judgment  And  forgive 
thy  people  that  have  sinned  against  thee,  and  all  their 
transgressions  wherein  they  have  transgressed  agaiust  thee, 
and  give  them  compassion  before  their  captors,  that  they 

5 1  may  have  compassion  on  them :  For  they  are  thy  people, 
ana  thine  inheritance,  whom  thou  brougntest  forth  out  of 

52  Egypt,  from  the  midst  of  the  furnace  ofiron :  That  thine 
eyes  may  be  open  unto  the  supplicatiou  of  tby  servant, 
and  unto  the  supplication  of  thy  people  Israel,  to  hearken 

53  unto  them  in  aU  that  they  call  for  unto  thee ;  For  thou 
didst  separate  them  from  among  all  the  peoples  of  the 
earth,  to  be  thine  inheritance,  as  thou  spakest  by  the 
hand  of  Moses  thy  servant,  when  thou  broughtest  our 

1  inclined.  1  way.  *  give,  4  restore  to  tbeir  heart.  4  the  way  of. 
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54  fathers  out  of  Egypt,  O  Lord  Eternal.  And  it  was  so,  that 
when  Solomon  nad  finished  praying  all  this  prayer  and 
supplication  unto  the  Eternal,  he  arose  from  before  the 
altar  of  the  Eternal,  from  kneeling1  on  his  knees  with  his 

55  hands  spread  up  to  heaven.  Ana  he  stood,  and  blessed  all 

56  the  assembly  of  Israel  with  a  loud*  voice,  saying,  Blessed 
be  the  Eternal,  that  hath  given  repose  unto  his  people 
Israel,  according  to  all  that  he  snake :  there  hath  not  foiled3 
one  word  of  all  his  good  promise,*  which  he  spake  by  the 

57  hand  of  Moses  his  servant.  The  Eternal  our  God  be  with 
us,  as  he  was  with  our  fathers :  let  him  not  forsake  ns,  nor 

59  leave3  us ;  That  he  may  incline  our  hearts  unto  him,  to 
walk  in  all  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his  commandments,  and 
his  statutes,  and  his  judgments,  which  he  commanded  our 

59  fathers.  And  let  these  my  words,  wherewith  I  have  im¬ 
plored  before  the  Eternal,  he  nigh  unto  the  Eternal  our 
God  day  and  night,  that  he  do  the  judgment  of  his  servant, 
and  the  judgment  of  his  people  Israel  at  all  times,  as  the 

60  matter  shall  require ;®  That  ail  the  peoples  of  the  earth 
may  know  that  the  Eternal  w  God,  and  mat  there  ie  none 

61  else.  Let  your  heart,  therefore,  be  complete  with  the 
Eternal  your  God,  to  walk  in  his  statutes,  and  to  keep  his 

62  commandments,  as  at  this  day.  And  the  king,  and  all 

63  Israel  with  him,  offered7  sacrifice  before  the  Eternal,  And 
Solomon  sacrificed  a  sacrifice  of  feast-offerings,  which  he 
sacrificed  unto  the  Eternal,  two  and  twenty  thousand  of 
the  herd,  and  a  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  of  the  flock. 
So  the  king  and  all  the  children  of  Israel  dedicated  the 

64  house  of  the  Eternal.  The  same  day  did  the  king  hallow 
the  middle  of  the  inclosure  that  was  before  the  house  of 
the  Eternal:  for  there  he  offered3  the  burnt-offering,  and 
the  oblation,  and  the  fat  of  the  feast-offerings ;  because  the 
copper  altar  that  woe  before  the  Eternal  was  too  little  to 
receive9  the  burnt-offerings  and  oblations,  and  the  fat  of 

65  the  feast-offerings.  And  at  that  time  Solomon  held  the 
festival,  and  all  Israel  with  him,  a  great  assembly,  from  the 
entering  in  of  Hamath  unto  the  brook  of  Egypt,  before  the 
Eternal  our  God,  seven  days  and  seven  days  even  fourteen 

66  days.  On  the  eighth  day  he  let  tile  people  go :  and  they 


1  stooping  down. 
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blessed  the  king,  and  went  unto  their  tents  joyflil  and  glad1 
of  heart,  for  all  die  goodness  that  the  Eternal  had  done  for 
David  his  servant,  and  for  Israel  his  people. 


Chap.  IX. 

■ 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Solomon  had  finished  the 
building  of  the  house  of  die  Eternal,  and  the  king’s  house, 

2  and  all  Solomon's  desire  which  he  Uked  to  do,  That  the 
Eternal  appeared  to  Solomon  the  second  time,  as  he  had 

3  appeared  unto  him  at  Gibeon.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
him,  I  have  heard  thy  prayer  and  thy  supplication  that 
thou  hast  made2  before  me :  I  have  sanctified  this  house 
which  thou  hast  built,  to  put  my  name  there  for  ever ;  and 

4  mine  eyes  and  my  heart  shall  be  there  perpetually.1  And 
if  thou  wilt  walk  before  me,  as  David  tny  lather  walked,  in 
integrity  of  heart,  and  in  uprightness^  to  do  according  to 
all  that  I  have  commanded  thee,  and  wilt  keep  my  statutes 

£  and  my  judgments ;  Then  I  will  establish  the  throned  of 
thy  kingdom  upon  Israel  for  ever,  os  I  promised  to  David 
thy  father,  saying.  There  shall  not  fail*  thee  a  man  upon 

6  the  throne4  of  Israel.  But  if  you  shall  at  all  turn6  from 
after  me,  you  or  your  children,  and  will  not  keep  my  com¬ 
mandments  and  my  ordinances  which  I  have  set7  before 
you,  but  go  and  serve  other  gods,  and  prostrate  yourselves 

7  to  them  ;  Then  will  I  destroy  Israel  from  the  face  of  the 
land9  which  I  have  given  them :  and  die  house  which  I 
have  sanctified  for  my  name,  will  I  cast9  out  of  my  sight  ;t0 
and  Israel  shall  be  a  proverb11  and  a  satire  among  all 

8  peoples:  And  at  this  house,  vshieh  is  high,19  every  one 
that  passeth  by  it  shall  be  astonished,19  and  shall  biss ;  and 
they  shall  Bay,  What  for  hath  the  Eternal  done  thus  unto 

9  this  land,  and  to  this  house  ?  And  they  shall  Bay,  Because 
they  forsook  the  Eternal  their  God,  who  brought  forth 
their  fathers  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  have  taken  hold 
upon  other  gods,  and  prostrated  themselves  to  them,  and 
served  tliem :  therefore  hath  the  Eternal  brought  upon 

10  them  all  this  evil.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end14  of 
twenty  years,  when  Solomon  had  built  the  two  houses,  the

s  ground,  *  send.  10  face-  11  parable.  13  supreme.  13  desolate.  14  extremity* 
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1 1  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  king’s  house, — Now  Hiram 
the  king  of  Tyre  had  furnished1  Solomon  with  cedar-trees, 
and  fir-trees,  and  with  gold,  according  to  all  his  desire,4 — 
that  then  Solomon  gave  Hiram  twenty  cities  in  the  land 

12  of  Galilee.  And  Hiram  came  out  from  Tyre  to  see  the 
cities  which  Solomon  had  given  him ;  and  they  pleased 

1 3  him  not.3  And  he  said,  What  cities  are  these  which  thou 
hast  given  me,  my  brother  ?  And  he  called  them  the  land 

14  of  Cabul  unto  this  day.  And  Hiram  sent  to  the  king  sis 

15  kickar  of  gold.  And  this  is  the  reason4  of  the  tribute 
which  king  Solomon  raised:3  for  to  build  the  house  of  tho 
Eternal,  and  his  own  house,  and  Millo,  and  the  rampart  of 

16  Jerusalem,  and  Hazor,  and  Megiddo,  and  Gczcr.  Pharaoh 
king  of  Egypt  had  gono  up  and  conqnercd  Gezer,  and 
burnt  it  with  fire,  and  slain  the  Conaanites  that  abode  iu 
the  city,  and  given  it  for  a  dowry6  unto  his  daughter, 

17  Solomon’s  wife'.  And  Solomon  built  Gezer,  and  Beth- 

18  horon  the  nether,  And  Baalath,  and  Tadmor  in  the 

1 9  desert,  in  the  land,  And  all  the  cities  of  store  that  Solo¬ 
mon  had,  and  cities  for  the  chariots,  and  cities  for  the 
borsemen,  and  that  which  Solomon  desired7  to  build  in 
Jerusalem,  and  in  Lebanon,  and  in  all  the  land  of  his 

20  dominion.  And  all  the  people  that  were  left  of  the  Amorite, 
Hittite,  Perizzite,  Hivite,  and  Jebusite,  who  were  not  of 

21  the  children  of  Israel,  Their  children  that  were  left  after 
them  in  the  land,  whom  the  children  of  Israel  also  were 
not  able  to  doom  to  destruction  upon  those  did  Solomon  levy 

22  a  tribute  of  bond  service8  unto  this  day.  But  of  the  children 
of  Israel  did  Solomon  make  no  bond-men but  they  were 
men  of  war,  and  his  servants,  and  his  officers,  and  his 
fighting  men,  and  officers  of  his  chariots,  and  his  horsemen. 

23  These  were  the  officers  of  the  superintendents  that  were 
over  Solomon’s  work,  five  hundred  and  fifty,  who  bare  rule 

24  over  the  people  that  wrought  in  the  work.  But  Pharaoh’s 
daughter  came  up  out  of  the  city  of  David  unto  her  house 
which  Solomon  had  built  for  her :  then  did  he  build  Millo, 

25  And  three  times  in  a  year  did  Solomon  offer10  burnt- 


1  elevated.  *  liking.  3  were  not  right  in  his  eyes,  *  word,  *  brought  up. 
*  sendings  away,  7  and  the  delight  of  Solomon  which  he  delighted.  s  bring  up 

a  serving  tribute.  3  servant,  ' l#  bring  up. 
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offerings  and  feast-offerings  upon  the  altar  which  he  built 
unto  the  Eternal,  and  he  caused  them  to  ascend  in  fumes 
upon  the  altar  that  t bob  before  the  Eternal.  So  he  finished 

26  die  house.  And  king  Solomon  made  ships  in  Ezion-geber, 
which  is  beside  Eloth,  on  the  shore  of  the  Red  Sea,1  in 

27  the  land  of  Edom.  And  Hiram  sent  in  a  ship,  his  servants, 
shipmen  that  had  knowledge  of  the  sea,  with  the  servants 

28  of  Solomon.  And  they  came  to  Ophir,  and  took  from 
thence  gold,  four  hundred  and  twenty  kickar,  and  brought 
it  to  the  king  Solomon. 


Chap.  X. 

1  And  when  the  queen  of  Sheba  heard  of  the  fame  of 
Solomon,  concerning3  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  she  came 

2  to  try  him  with  riddles.  And  she  came  to  Jerusalem  with 
a  very  great  train,4  with  camels  bearing  spices^  and  very 
much  gold,  and  costly  stones :  and  when  she  was  come  to 
Solomon,  she  spake  with  him  of  all  that  was  in  her  heart. 

3  And  Solomon  told  her  all  her  questions:3  there  was  not 

4  any  thing  bid  from  the  king,  which  he  told  her  not.  And 
when  the  queen  of  Sheba  nad  seen  all  Solomon’s  wisdom, 

5  and  the  house  that  he  had  built.  And  the  meat  of  his 
table,  and  the  sitting  of  his  servants,  and  the  attendance  of 
his  ministers,  and  their  apparel,  and  his  butlers,  and  his 
burnt-offerings  which  he  offered6  in  the  house  of  the 

6  Eternal ;  there  was  no  more  spirit  in  her.  And  she  said 
to  the  king,  The  thing  was  true  that  I  heard  in  mine  own 

7  laud  of  thy  words  and  of  thy  wisdom,  Howbeit  I  believed 
not  the  words,  until  I  came,  and  mine  eyes  had  seen  it; 
and,  behold,  the  half  was  not  told  me  :  thou  hast  added 

8  wisdom  and  goodness  to  the  report  which  I  heard.  O 
happiness  of  thy  men,  O  happiness  of  these  thy  servants, 
who  6tand  continually  before  thee,  and  that  hear  thy 

9  wisdom.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  thy  God,  who  is  pleased 
in  thee,  to  set7  thee  on  the  throne3  of  Israel :  because  the 
Eternal  loved  Israel  for  ever,  therefore  made3  he  the  king, 

10  to  do  judgment  and  justice.  And  she  gave  the  king  a 
liuudrcd  and  twenty  kickar  of  gold,  and  of  spices  very 
great  plenty,  and  costly  stones :  there  came  no  more  such 
abundance10  of  spices  as  these  which  the  queen  of  Sbeba

I  KINGS,  Chap.  X. 

1 1  gave  to  the  king  Solomon.  And  the  ships  also  of  Hiram, 
that  brought  gold  from  Ophir,  brought  in  from  Ophir  great 

12  plenty  of  sandal  [| -wood,  and  costly  stones.  And  the  king 
made  of  the  sandal||-wood  a  support  for  the  house  of  the 
Eternal,  and  for  the  king’s  house,  harps  also  and  psalteries 
for  the  singers:  there  came  no  such  sandalj-wood,  nor  was 

13  seen  unto  this  day.  And  the  king  Solomon  gave  unto  the 
queen  of  Sheba  aft  her  desire,  whatsoever  she  asked,  besides 
that  which  Solomon  gave  her  according  to  the  ability1  of  the 
king  Solomon :  so  she  turned,  and  went  to  her  own  land, 

14  she  and  her  servants.  Now  die  weight  of  gold  that  came 
to  Solomon  in  one  year  was  six  hundred  threescore  and 

15  six  kikar  of  gold.  Besides  that  he  had  of  the  tradings-men, 
and  of  the  traffic  of  the  merchants,  and  of  all  the  kings  of 

16  the  west,3  and  of  the  governors  of  the  land.  And  the  king 
Solomon  made  two  hundred  large  shields  of  beaten  ||  gold : 

17  six  hundred  shekels  of  gold  went  to  one  large  shield.  And 
he  made  three  hundred  shields  of  beaten||  gold;  three 
mogenim  of  gold  went  to  one  shield :  and  the  king  put4  them 

18  in  tne  house  of  the  forest  of  Lebanon.  Moreover,  the  king 
made  a  great  throne  of  ivory,5  and  overlaid  it  with  purified 

19  gold.  The  throne6  had  six  steps,  and  the  top7  of  the 
throne6  was  round  behind :  and  there  were  stays  on  either 
side6  on  the  place  of  the  seat,  and  two  lions  stood  beside 

20  the  slays.  And  twelve  lions  stood  there  on  the  one  side 
and  on  the  other®  upon  the  six  steps :  there  was  not  the 

21  like  made  in  any  kingdom.  Ana  all  king  Solomon’s 
drinking  vessels  were  of  gold,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the 
house  of  the  forest  of  Lebanon  were  of  pure10  gold ;  none 
were  of  silver :  it  was  nothing  accounted  of  in  the  days  of 

22  Solomon.  For  the  king  had  at  sea  a  ship  of  Tharshish 
with  the  ship  of  Hiram :  once  in  three  years  came  the  ship 
of  Tharshish,  hearing  gold  and  silver,  ivory,  and  apes,  and 

23  peacocks.  So  the  king  Solomon  was  greater  than  all  the 

24  kings  of  the  earth  in  riches  and  wisdom.  And  all  the 
earth  sought  to  Solomon,  to  hear  liis  wisdom,  which  God 

25  had  put11  in  his  heart.  And  they  brought  every  man

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bis  present,1  vessels  of  silver,  and  vessels  of  gold,  and  outer

26  rate*  year  by  year.  And  Solomon  gathered  together 
chariots  and  horsemen  t  and  he  had  a  thousand  and  four 
hundred  chariots,  and  twelve  thousand  horsemen,  whom 
he  ordered  into  the  cities  lor  chariots,  and  with  the  king 

27  at  Jerusalem.  And  the  king  made*  silver  to  be  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem  us  stones,  and  cedars  made  he  to  be  as  the  sycamore-trees 

28  that  are  in  the  low-land,  for  multitude.  And  the  export  of  the 
horses  which  Solomon  had,  out  of  Egyp^  was  in  a  train :  the 

29  king’s  merchants  took  the  train  at  a  price.  And  a  vehicle 
came  up  and  went  out  of  Egyyt  for  six  hundred  shekels  of 
silver,  and  a  horse  for  a  hundred  and  fifty :  and  so  for  all 
the  kings  of  the  Hittites,  and  for  the  kings  of  Syria,  did 
they  hring  them  out  by  their  means.4 

Chap.  XI. 

1  But  the  king  Solomon  loved  many  alien  women,  together 
with  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh,  women  of  the  Moabites,  Am- 

2  monitcs,  Edomites,  Zidonians,  and  Hittitcs;  Of  the  na¬ 
tions  concerning  which  the  Eternal  said  unto  the  children 
of  Israel,  Ye  snail  not  come  among  them,  neither  shall  they 
come  among  you :  for  surely  they  will  incline  your  heart 

3  after  their  gods.  Solomon  clave  unto  these  in  love.  And 
he  had  seven  hundred  wives,  princesses,  and  three  hun¬ 
dred  concubines:  and  his  wives  turned  away9  his  heart. 

4  And  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  old  age  of  Solomon,  that  his 
wives  inclined  his  heart  after  other  gods :  and  his  heart 
was  not  completely  with  the  Eternal  his  God,  as  voas  the 

5  heart  of  David  his  father.  For  Solomon  went  after  Ashto- 
reth  the  goddess  of  the  Zidonians,  and  after  Mil  com  the 

6  abomination  of  the  Ammonites;  And  Solomon  did  the 
evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  went?5  not  fully  after 

7  the  Eternal,  as  did  David  his  father.  Then  did  Solomon 
build  a  high  place  for  Chemosh,  the  abomination  of  Moab, 
in  tbe  mountain  that  u  before  Jerusalem ;  and  for  Moleeh, 

8  the  abomination  of  the  children  of  Ammon.  And  likewise 
did  he  for  all  his  alien  wives,  who  caused  offerings  to  ascend 

9  in  fumes,  and  sacrificed  unto  their  godu.  And  the  Eternal 

1  oblation.  1  the  thing  of  a.  *  gave.  4  Ihroogh  their  hand.  5  inclined. 

«  fuliUled. 
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was  wroth  with  Solomon,  because  his  heart  was  turned1 
from  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  who  had  appeared  unto 

10  him  twice.  And  had  commanded  him  concerning  this 
thing,  that  he  should  not  go  after  other  gods :  hut  he  kept 

11  not  that  which  the  Eternal  commanded.  Wherefore  the 
Eternal  said  unto  Solomon,  Because  this  is  with  thee,  and 
thou  hast  not  kept  my  covenant  and  my  ordinances,  which 
I  have  commanded  thee,  I  will  surely  rend  the  kingdom 

12  from  thee,  and  will  give  it  to  thy  servant.  Notwithstanding, 
in  tliy  days  I  will  not  do  it,  tor  David  thy  father’s  sake : 

13  but  I  will  rend  it  out  of  the  hand  of  thy  son.  iiowbeit  I 
will  not  rend  away  all  the  kingdom ;  but  will  give  one 
tribe  to  thy  son  for  David  my  servant’s  sake,  and  tor  Jeru- 

14  salcm’s  sake,  which  I  have  chosen.  And  the  Eternal 
stirred  up3  a  liindercr  unto  Solomon,  Hadad  the  Edomite : 

15  he  was  of  the  king’s  seed  in  Edom.  For  it  came  to  pass, 
when  David  was  in  Edom,  and  Joah,  the  officer  or  the 
host,  was  gone  up  to  bury  the  slain,3  after  he  had  smitten 

16  every  male  in  Edom, — For  six  months  Joab  abode  there 
with  all  Israel,  until  he  had  destroyed  every  male  in 

17  Edom — That  Hadad  fled,  he,  and  certain4  Edomites  of  his 
father’s  servants  with  him,  to  go  into  Egypt ;  Hadad  being 

18  yet  a  little  lad.  And  they  arose  out  ofMidian,  and  came 
to  Paran :  and  they  took  men  with  them  out  of  Paran,  and 
they  came  to  Egypt,  unto  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt;  and  he 
gave  him  a  house,  and  appointed  him  victuals,3  and  gave 

19  him  land.  And  Hadad  found  great  favour  in  the  eyes  of 
Pharaoh,  so  that  he  gave  him  to  wife  the  sister  of  lua  own 

20  wife,  the  sister  of  Tali  penes  the  mistress.  And  the  sister, 
of  Tahpenes  bare  him  Gcnuhath  his  son,  Tahpenes  weaned 
him  in  Pharaoh’s  house :  and  Genuhath  was  in  Pharaoh’s 

2 1  household  among  the  sons  of  Pharaoh.  And  when  Hadad 
heard  in  Egypt  that  David  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  that 
Joah,  the  officer  of  the  host,  was  dead,  Hadad  said  to  Pha- 

22  raoh,  Let  me  go,  that  I  may  go  to  mine  own  country.  Then 
Pharaoh  said  unto  him,  But  what  hast  thou  lacked  with 
me,  that,  heboid,  thou  seekest  to  go  to  thine  own  country? 
And  he  answered,  Nothing :  howbeit  let  me  go  in  any- 

23  wise.  And  God  stirred3  him  up  another  hindercr,  Rezon 
the  bou  of  Eliadah,  who  fled  from  his  lord  Hadadczcr,  king 

24  of  Zobah.  And  he  gathered9  men  unto  him,  and  became 

1  inclined*  *  established*  *  stabbed  to  death.  *  tueu*  *  seat  him  bread* 

*  stored  up* 
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officer  over  a  band,  when  David  slew  them  of  Zobah :  and 
they  went  to  Damascus,  and  abode  therein,  and  reigned  in 

25  Damascus.  And  ho  was  a  hinderer  to  Israel  all  the  days 
of  Solomon,  besides  the  evil  that  Hadad  did:  and  he 

26  harassed  Israel,  and  reigned  over  Syria.  And  Jeroboam 
the  son  of  Nebat,  an  Epnxathite  of  Zereda,  Solomon’s  ser¬ 
vant,  whose  mother’s  name  was  Zeruah,  a  widow  woman, 

27  even  he  raised  his  hand  against  the  king.  And  this  was 
the  cause1  that  he  raised  his  hand  against  the  king :  Solo¬ 
mon  built  Millo,  and  closed  the  breach  of  the  city  of 

28  David  his  father.  And  the  man  Jeroboam  was  a  hero  of 
force :  and  Solomon  seeing  the  young  man2  that  he  was 
industrious,9  he  appointed  him  over  all  the  charge4 

20  of  ihe  house  of  JoBepn.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  that  time, 
when  Jeroboam  went  out  of  Jerusalem,  that  the  prophet 
Ahijah  the  Shdonite  found  him  in  the  way;  and  nc  had 
covered  himself  with  a  new  outer  garment :  and  they  two 

30  were  alone  in  the  field :  And  Ahijah  caught  the  new  outer 
garment  that  was  on  him,  and  rent  it  in  twelve  pieces.9 

31  And  he  said  to  Jeroboam,  Take  thee  ten  pieces  ;3  for  thus 
saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel,  Behold,  I  will  rend 
the  kingdom  out  of  the  hand  of  Solomon,  and  will  give  ten 

32  tribes  to  thee :  But  ho  shall  have  one  tribe  for  my  servant 
David’s  sake,  and  for. Jerusalem’s  sake,  the  city  which  I 

33  have  chosen  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel :  Because  that 
they  have  forsaken  me,  and  have  prostrated  themselves  to 
Ashtoreth  the  goddess  of  the  Zidonians,  Chemosh  the  god 
of  Moab,  and  Milcom  the  god  of  the  children  of  Ammon  ; 
and  have  not  walked  in  my  ways,  to  do  that  which  is  right 
in  mine  eyes,  and  to  keep  my  ordinances  and  my  juag- 

34  menls,  as  did  David  his  father.  Howbeit  I  will  not  take 
the  whole  kingdom  out  of  his  hand ;  but  I  will  make5  him 
prince  all  the  days  of  his  life,  for  David  my  servant’s  sake, 
whom  I  chose,  because  he  kept  my  commandments  and 

35  my  ordinances;  Eut  I  will  take  tho  royalty  out  of  bis 

3G  son’s  hand,  and  will  give  it  unto  thee,  even  ten  tribes.  And 

unto  his  son  will  I  give  one  tribe,  that  David  my  servant 
may  have  a  lamp  all  the  days  before  me  in  Jerusalem,  the 

37  city  which  I  have  chosen  me  to  put  my  name  there.  And 
I  will  take  thee,  and  thou  shall  reign  according  to  all  that 

38  thy  soul  lusteth,  and  shalt  be  king  over  Israel  And  it  shall 
be,  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto  all  that  I  command  thee,  and 

'word,  *  lad.  3  doing  work.  1  burden.  3  reata*  3  set. 
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wilt  walk  in  my  ways,  and  do  what  is  right  m  mine  eyes,  to 
keep  my  ordinances  and  my  commandments,  as  David  my 
servant  did ;  that  I  will  be  with  thee,  and  build  thee  a 
faithful  house,  as  I  built  for  David,  and  will  give  Israel 

39  unto  thee.  And  I  will  for  this  afflict  the  seed  of  David, 

40  but  not  for  ever.  Solomon  sought  therefore  to  put  Jero¬ 
boam  to  death :  and  Jeroboam  arose,  and  fled  into  Egypt, 
unto  Shishak  king  of  Egypt,  and  was  in  Egpyt  until  toe 

41  death  of  Solomon.  And  the  rest  of  the  acts1 2 3 4 5 6 7 8  of  Solomon, 
and  all  that  he  did,  and  his  wisdom,  are  they  not  written 

42  in  the  book  of  the  words  of  Solomon  ?  And  the  days  that 
Solomon  reigned  in  Jerusalem,  over  all  Israel,  teas  forty 

43  years.  And  Solomon  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  was  buried 
in  the  city  of  David  his  lather:  and  Rehoboam  his  son 
reigned  in  his  stead. 


Cuap.  XIL 

1  And  Rehoboam  went  to  Shcchem :  for  all  Israel  were  come 

2  to  Shechem  to  make  him  king.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  was  yet  in  Egypt,  heard 
of  it,  for  he  was  fled  from  the  presence  of  king  Solomon, 

3  and  Jeroboam  abode  in  Egypt,  That  they  sent  and  called 
him.  And  Jeroboam  andall  the  assembly  of  Israel  came, 

4  and  spake  unto  Rehoboam,  saying,  Thy  father  made  our 
yoke  grievous  :  now,  therefore,  lighten  thou  the  hard  ser¬ 
vice  of  thy  father,  and  his  heavy  yoke  which  he  put  upon 

5  us,  and  we  will  serve  thee.  Ana  he  said  unto  them,  Go 
yet  for  three  days,  then  return  to  me.  And  the  people  went. 

6  And  the  king  Rehoboam  took  counsel  with  the  old  men  that 
stood  before  Solomon  his  father  while  he  yet  lived,  and 
said.  How  do  you  counsel,  that  I  may  answer  this  people  ? 

7  And  they  spake  unto  him,  saying.  If  thou  wilt  be  a  servant 
unto  this  people  this  day,  and  wilt  servo  them,  and  answer 
them,  and  speak  good  words  to  them,  then  they  will  be 

8  thy  servants  all  the  days.  But  he  forsook  the  counsel  of 

1  word*. 
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the  old  men,  which  they  had  counselled  him,  and  took 
counsel  with  the  young  men1  that  were  grown  up  with 
9  him,  and  who  stood  before  him ;  And  he  said  unto  them. 
What  counsel  ye,  that  we  may  answer’  this  people,  who 
have  spoken  to  me,  saying,  Lighten  the  yoke  which  thy 

10  father  aid  put9  upon  ub.  And  the  young  men1  that  were 
grown  up  with  him  spake  unto  him,  saying,  Thus  ahalt 
thou  say  unto  this  people  that  spake  unto  thee,  saying. 
Thy  father  made  our  yoke  heavy,  but  lighten  thou  it  unto 
us;  thus  shalt  thou  say  unto  them,  My  little  finger  is 

1 1  thicker  than  my  fathers  loins.  And  now,  whereas  my 
father  did  lade  you  with  a  heavy  yoke,  I  will  add  to  your 
yoke :  my  father  hath  chastised  you  with  the  whips,  but  I 

12  will  chastise  you  with  the  scorpions.  So  Jeroboam  and  all 
the  people  came  to  Rehoboam  the  third  day,  as  the  king 

13  had  spoken,  saying,  Come  to  me  again  the  third  day.  Ana 
the  king  answered  the  people  roughly,4  and  forsook  the 

14  old  mens  counsel  that  they  counselled  him ;  And  spake  to 
them  after  the  counsel  of  the  young  men,1  saying.  My 
father  made  your  yoke  heavy,  and  I  will  add  to  your  yoke : 
my  father  ako  chastised  you  with  the  whips,  but  I  will 

15  chastise  you  with  tbe  scorpions.  Wherefore  the  king 
hearkened  not  unto  the  people ;  for  the  cause  was  from  the 
Eternal,  that  he  might  perform5  his  word,  which  the  Eter¬ 
nal  spake  by  Abijah  the  Shilonite  unto  Jeroboam  the  son 

16  of  Ncbat.  So  when  all  Israel  saw  that  the  king  hearkened 
not  unto  them,  the  people  answered6  the  king,  saying, 
What  portion  have  we  in  David  ?  neither  have  we  inherit¬ 
ance  in  the  son  of  Jesse ;  to  your  tents,  O  Israel:  Now  see 
to  thine  own  house,  David.  So  Israel  went  unto  their 

17  tents.  But  as  for  the  children  of  Israel  who  abode  in  the 

18  cities  of  Judah,  Rehoboam  reigned  over  them.  Then  king 
Rehoboam  sent  Adoram,  who  was  over  the  tribute ;  and 
all  Israel  overwhelmed  him  with  stones,  that  he  died: 
therefore  king  Rehoboam  exerted  himself  to  get  him  up 

19  to  the  vehicle,  to  flecT  to  Jerusalem.  So  Israel  rebelled1* 

20  against  the  house  of  David  unto  this  day.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  all  Israel  heard  that  Jeroboam  had  returned, 
that  they  seat  and  called  him  unto  the  congregation,  and 
made  him  king  over  all  Israel ;  there  was  none  that  fol¬ 
lowed  the  house  of  David,  but  the  tribe  of  Judah  only. 
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21  And  when  Rehoboam  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  assem¬ 
bled  all  the  house  of  Judah,  with  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  a 
hundred  and  four  score  thousand  chosen  men,  warriors1,  to 
fight  against  the  house  of  Israel,  to  restore  the  royalty  to 

22  Rehohoam  the  son  of  Solomon.  But  the  word  of  God 

23  came  unto  Shcmaiah  the  man  of  God,  saving,  Speak  unto 
Rehoboam  the  son  of  Solomon,  king  of  Judah,  and  unto 
all  the  house  of  Judah  and  Benjamin,  and  to  the  rest  of 

24  the  people,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Ye  shall  not 
go  up  nor  fight  against  your  brethren  the  children  of 
fcrael :  return  every  man  to  his  house ;  for  this  thing  is 
from  me.  They  hearkened  therefore  to  the  word  of  the 
Eternal,  and  relumed  to  go,  according  to  the  word  of  the 

25  Eternal.  Then  Jeroboam  built  Shechem  in  mount  Ephraim, 
and  abode  therein  ;  and  weut  out  from  thence,  and  built 

26  Penuel.  And  Jeroboam  said  in  his  heart,  Now  shall  the 

27  kingdom  return  to  the  house  of  David :  If  this  people  go 
up  to  do  sacrifice  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal  at  Jerusalem, 
then  shall  the  heart  of  this  people  turn  again  unto  their 
lord,  even  unto  Rehoboam  king  of  Judah,  and  they  shall 

28  kill  me,  and  go  again  to  Rehoboam  king  of  Judah.  Where¬ 
upon  the  king  took  counsel,  and  made  two  calves  of  gold, 
and  said  unto  them,  It  is  mueh  for  you  to  go  up  to  Jeru¬ 
salem  :  behold  thy  gods,  O  Israel,  which  brought  thee  up 

29  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  And  he  put  the  one  in  Bcth-el, 

30  and  the  other  put3  he  in  Dan.  And  this  thing  became  a 
sin :  for  the  people  went  to  worship  before  the  one,  even 

31  unto  Dan.  And  he  made  a  house  of  high  places,  and  made 
priests  of  the  lowest9  of  the  people,  who  were  not  of  the 

32  sons  of  Levi.  And  Jeroboam  ordained4  a  festival  in  the 
eighth  month,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month,  like  unto 
the  festival  that  u  in  Judah,  and  he  offered5  upon  the 
altar,  so  did  he  in  Beth-el,  sacrificing  unto  the  calves  that 
he  had  made :  and  he  placed5  in  Beth-el  the  priests  of  the 

33  high  places  whom  he  had  made.  So  he  offered5  upon  the 
altar  which  he  had  made  in  Beth-el,  the  fifteenth  day  of 
the  eighth  month,  even  in  the  month  which  he  had  devised 
of  his  own  heart:  and  ordained4  a  festival  unto  the  chil¬ 
dren  f  Israel :  and  he  went  up  upon  the  altar,  in  order  to 
cause  offerings  to  ascend  in  fumes. 
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Chap.  XIIL 

1  Ant>,  behold,  there  came  a  man  of  God  out  of  Judah  by 
the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  Beth-el :  and  Jeroboam  stood 

2  by  the  altar  to  cause  offering s  to  ascend  in  fumes.  And 
he  called  out  against  the  altar  in  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 
and  said,  O  altar,  altar;  thus  saith  tbe  Eternal,  Behold,  a 
son  shall  be  born  unto  the  house  of  David,  Josiah  by 
name ;  and  upon  thee  shall  he  sacrifice  the  priests  of  the 
high  places  that  cause  offerings  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon 

3  thcc,  and  men’s  bones  they  shall  burn  upon  thee.  And 
he  gave  a  sign  the  same  day,  saying,  This  is  the  sign 
which  the  Eternal  hath  spoken;  Behold,  the  altar  shall 
be  rent,  and  the  ashes1  that  are  upon  it  shall  be  poured 

4  out.*  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  king  Jeroboam  heard  the 
word  of  the  man  of  God,  who  had  called  against  the  altar 
in  Bethel,  that  he  put  forth3  his  hand  from  the  altar, 
saying,  Catch  him,  And  his  hand,  which  he  put  forth* 
against  him,  dried  up,  so  that  he  could  not  pull  it  in  again4 

5  to  him.  The  altar  also  was  rent,  and  the  ashes  poured  out8 
from  the  altar,  according  to  the  sign  which  the  man  of  God 

G  had  given  by  the  word  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  king 
answered  and  said  unto  the  man  of  God,  Beseech  now  the 
face  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  pray  for  me,  that  my 
hand  may  return  to  me*  And  the  man  of  God  besought 
the  face  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  king’s  hand  returned  to 

7  him,  aud  became  as  it  was  before.  And  the  king  said  unto 
the  man  of  God,  Come  home*  with  me,  and  refresh4  thy- 

8  self,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  gift  And  the  man  of  God  said 
unto  the  king.  If  thou  wilt  give  me  half  thy  house  I  will 
not  go  in  with  thee,  neither  will  I  eat  bread  nor  drink 

9  water  in  this  place :  For  so  was  I  commanded  hy  the  word 
of  the  Eternal,  saying.  Eat  no  bread,  nor  drink  water,  nor 

10  return  by  the  same  way  that  thou  earnest  So  he  went 
another  way,  and  returned  not  by  the  way  that  he  came  to 

11  Beth-eL  Now  there  abode  an  old  prophet  in  Beth-el; 
and  his  sons  came  and  related  to  him  all  the  works7  that 
the  man  of  God  had  done  that  day  in  Beth-el ;  the  words 

*  animal  Ashes.  *shed+  a  seat,  4reftore.  *  into  the  house;  *  sustain. 
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which  he  had  spoken  unto  the  king,  them  they  told  also  to 

12  their  father.  And  their  father  said  unto  them.  What  way 
went  he  ?  for  his  sons  had  seen  the  way  the  man  of  God 

13  went  who  came  from  Judah.  And  he  stud  unto  his  sons. 
Saddle  me  the  ass.  So  they  saddled  him  the  ass,  and  he 

14  rode  thereon,  And  went  after  the  of  God,  and  found 
him  sitting  under  the  terebinth:  and  he  said  unto  him,  Art 
thou  the  man  of  God  that  earnest  from  Judah?  And  he 

15  said,  I  am.  Then  he  said  unto  him,  Go  home1  with  me. 

Id  and  eat  bread.  And  be  said,  I  may  not  return  with  thee, 

nor  go  in  with  thee ;  neither  will  I  eat  bread  nor  drink 

1 7  wQter  with  thee  in  thisplace :  For  it  was  said3  to  me  by  the 
word  of  the  Eternal,  Thou  ah  alt  eat  no  bread  nor  drink 
water  there,  nor  turn  again  to  go  by.  the  way  that  thou 

18  camosL3  He  said  unto  him,  T  cun  a  prophet  also  as  thou 
art;  and  an  angel4  spake  unto  me  by  the  word  of  the 
Eternal,  saying,  Bring  him  hack9  .with  thee  into  thy  house, 
that  he  may  cat  bread  and  drink  water.  But  he  lied6  unto 

19  him.  So  he  went  back  with  bim,  and  did  eat  bread  in  his 

20  house,  and  drank  water.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  sat 
at  the  tabic,  that  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came7  unto  the 

21'  prophet  that  brought  him  back:  And  he  called  unto  the 
man  of  God  that  came  from' Judah,  saying,  thus  saith  the 
Eterpal,  Forasmuch  as  thou  hast  disobeyed  the  mouth  of 
the.  Eternal,  and  hast  not  kept  the  commandment  which 

22  the  Eternal  thy  God  commanded  thee.  But  retumedst, 
and  hast  eaten  oread  and  drunk  water  in  the  place,  of  the 
which  the  Eternal  did  Bay  to  thee.  Eat  no  bread,  and  drink 
no  water;  thy  carcase8  mall  not  come  unto  the  burying- 

$3  place  of  thy  fathers,  And  it  came  to  pass  after  he  had  eaten 
bread,  and  after  he  had  drunk,  that  he  saddled  for  him  the 
ass,  to  wit,  for  the  prophet  whom  he  had  brought  back. 

24  A“d  when  he  was  gone,  a  lion  met®  him  by  die  way,  and 
slew,  him;1?  and  his  carcase8 1 cos  cast  in  the  way,  and  the 

25  ass  stood  by  it,  the  lion  also,  stood  by  the  carease.8  And, 
behold,  men  passed  by,  and  saw  the  carcase8  cast  in  the 
way,  cud  the  uon  standing  by  the  carcase :®  and  they  came 
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86  and  told  it  inthecatr  where  (he  old  prophet  abode.  And 
when  the  prophet  that  brought  him  bach1  from  the  way 
beard  thereof,  he  said.  It  is  the  man  of  God,  who  was  dis¬ 
obedient  unto  the  word  of  the  Eternal;  therefore  the 
Eternal  hath  given  him  unto  the  lion,  which  hath  torn? 
him,  and  slain  him,*  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 

27  which  he  spake  onto  him.  And  he  spake  to  his  eons, 

28  saying,  Saddle  me  the  ass.  And  they  saddled  tit  And 
he  went,  and  found  his  carcase4  cast  in  the  way,  and  the 
ass  and  the  lion  atari  ding  by  the  carcase  :4  the  lion  had  not 

28  eaten  the  carcase,4  nor  torn2  the  ass.  And  the  prophet 
carried  the  carcase4  of  the  man  of  God,  and  placed  it  upon 
the  ass,  and  brought  it  back  i3  and  the  old  prophet  came  to 

80  the  dty,  to  bewail  and  to  buiy  him.  And  be  placed  his 
carcase4  in  his  own  burying-place ;  and  they  bewailed 

31  bum,  saying,  Alas,  my  brother  I  And  it  came  to  pass,  after 
he  bad  buried  him,  that  he  said  to  his  sons  as  follows, 
When  I  am  -dead,  then  bury  me  in  (he  burying-place 
wherein  the  man  of  God  is  buried ;  beside  his  bones  place 

32  my  bonea  For  the  saying6  which  he  called  by  the  word 
of  the  Eternal  against  the  altar  in  Beth-el,  and  against  all 
the  houses  of  the. high  places  which  are  in  the  cities 

33  of  Samaria  shall  surely  come  to  pass.  After  this  thing 
Jeroboam  returned  not  from  his  evil  way,  but  made  again1 
of  the  lowest?  of  the  people  priests  of  the  high  places: 
whosoever  would,  he  consecrated  him,6  and  he  became  one 

34  of  the  priests  of  the  high  places.  And  this  thing  became 
sin  unto  the  house  of  Jeroboam,  even  to  extirpate  it,  and 
to  exterminate  it  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth.?6 


Chap,  XIV. 

1  2  At  that  time  Abijah  the  son  of  Jeroboam  fell  sick.  And 
Jeroboam  said  to  his  wife.  Pray,  arise,  and  disguise  thyself, 
and  they  will  not  know  that  thou  art  the  wife  of  Jeroboam ; 
and  go  to  Shiloh :  behold,  there  is  Ahijah  the  prophet ;  he 

3  told11  me  that  I  should  be  king  over  this  people.  And  take 
with  thee  ten  loaves,  and  cracknels,  |j  and  a  flask  of  honey, 
and  go  to  him :  he  shall  tell  thee  what  shall  become  of  the 

’  restored  him,  3  broken.  1  pot  him  to  death.  4  carrion.  *  restored  it.  *  word. 
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4  lad.  And  Jeroboam's  wife  did  so,  and  arose,  and  went  to 
Shiloh;  and  came  to  the  house  of  Ahijah.  But  Ahijah 
could  not  see,  for  his  eyes  were  set1  by  reason  of  his  age. 

5  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Ahijah,  Behold,  the  wife  of 
Jeroboam  cometh  to  ask  a  thing  of  thee  for  her  sou,  for  he 
u  sick ;  thus  and  thus  shalt  thou  say  unto  her;  for  it  shall 
be,  when  she  cometh  in,  that  she  shall  feign  herself  to  he  a 

6  stranger.  And  it  was  so,  when  Ahijah  heard  the  sound8  of 
her  feet,  as  she  came  in  at  the  entrance,  that  he  said.  Come 
in,  thou  wife  of  Jeroboam ;  why  feignest  thou  thyself  to  be 

7  a  stranger?  for  I  am  sent  to  thee  with  heavy*  tidings  Go, 
tell  Jeroboam,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Foras¬ 
much  as  I  raised  thee  from  among  the  people,  and  made* 

8  thee  leader  of  my  people  Israel,  And  rent  die  kingdom 
away  from  the  house  of  David,  and  gave  it  thee ;  and  yet 
thou  bast  not  been  as  my  servant  David,  who  kept  my  com¬ 
mandments,  and  who  went  after  me  with  all  his  heart,  to 

9  do  that  only  which  t cat  right  in  mine  eyes ;  But  hast  done 
evil  above  all  that  were  before  thee :  for  thou  hast  gone 
and  made  thee  other  gods,  and  molten  images,  to  provoke 

10  me  to  anger,  and  hast  cast  me  behind  thy  back ;  Therefore, 
behold,  Iwill  bring  evil  upon  the  house  of  Jeroboam,  and 
will  cut  off  from  Jeroboam  him  that  pisseth  against  the  wall, 
and  him  that  is  restrained  or  forsaken  in  Israel,  and  will  put 
away  the  remnant  of*  the  houseof  Jeroboam,  asa  man  putteth 

1 1  away  dung,  till  it  be  all  gone.*  Him  that  dieth  of  Jeroboam 
in  the  city  shall  the  dogs  eat;  and  him  that  dieth  in  the  field 
shall  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  eat:  for  the  Eternal  hath 

12  spoken  it  Arise,  thou,  therefore,  go  to  thine  otoa  house  ; 
and  when  thy  feet  come  into  the  city,  the  child  shall  die. 

13  And  all  Israel  shall  bewail  him,  and  buiy  him :  for  he  only 
of  Jeroboam  shall  come  to  a  buiying-plaoe,  because  in  him 
there  is  found  some  good  thing  to  warns  the  Eternal  God  of 

14  Israel  in  the  house  of  Jeroboam.  Moreover,  the  Eternal 
shall  establish  him  a  king  over  Israel, 'who  shall  cut  off  the 
house  of  Jeroboam  on  that  day,  and  what  exists  also  now. 

15  For  the  Eternal  shall  smite  Israel  as  a  reed7  is  shaken  in  the 
water,  and  he  shall  root  up  Israel  out  of  this  good  land 
which  he  gave  to  their  fathers,  and  «hall  disperse  them 
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beyond  the  river,  because  they  have  made  their  groves*-1 

16  provoking  the  Eternal  to  anger.  And  he  shall  give  Israel 
up,  because  of  the  sins  of  Jeroboam,  who  did  sin*  and  who 

17  made  Israel  to  Bin.  And  Jeroboam's  wife  arose*  and  went, 
and  came  to  Tiizah :  and  when  rite  came  to  the  thres- 

18  hold  of  the  house,  the  child  died.  And  they  buried 
him ;  and  all  Israel  bewailed  him,  according  to  the  word 
of  the  Eternal,  which  he  spake  by  the  hand  of  his 

19  servant  Ahijah  the  prophet  And  the  rest  of  the  acts8  of 
Jeroboam,  how  he  warred*  and  how  he  reigned,  behold, 
they  art  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles4  of  the 

20  kings  of  Israel.  And  the  days  which  Jeroboam  reigned 
were  two  and  twenty  years :  and  he  lay  with  his  fathers, 

2 1  and  Nadab  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Behoboam 
the  son  of  Solomon  reigned  in  Jodah.  Behoboam  teas 
forty  and  one  years  old0  when  he  began  to  reign,6  and  he 
reigned  seventeen  years  in  Jerusalem,  the  city  which  the 
Eternal  did  choose  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  to  put  his 
name  there.  And  his  mother's  name  t oas  Naamah,  the 

22  Ammonitess.  And  Judah  did  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Eternal,  and  they  provoked  him  to  jealousy7  with  their 
sins  which  they  had  done,  above  all  mat  their  fathers  had 

23  done.  For  they  also  built  them  high  places,  and  images,8 
and  groves,1  on  every  High  hill,  and  under  every  busby 

24  tree.  And  there  were  also  male  prostitutes  in  the  land ; 
and  they  did  according  to  all  the .  abominations  of  the 
nations  which  the  Eternal  dispossessed  before  the  children 

25  of  Israel.  And  it  came  to  pass,  in  the  fifth  year  of  king 
Behoboam,  that  Shishak  king  of  Egypt  came  up  against 

26  Jerusalem :  And  he  took  away  the  treasures  of  the  house 
of  the  Eternal,  and  the  treasures  of  the  king's  house ;  he 
even  took  away  all i  and  be  took  away  all  the  shields  of 

27  gold  which  Solomon  had  made.  And  king  Behoboam 
made  in  their  stead  copper  shields,  and  committed  them 
unto  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  the  runners,  who  kept  the 

28  entrance  of  the  king's  house.  And  it  was  so,  when  the 
king  went  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  that  the  runners 
bare  them,  and  brought  them  back8  into  the  runner's 

29  apartment.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts8  of  Behoboam,  and 
all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the 

30  Chronicles4  of  the  kings  of  Judah  ?  And  there  was  war 

L  happy  ones,  *  word*.  9  foaght.  4  words  of  the  days.  5  a  soil  4  reigned, 

T  envied.  *  monuments.  *  restored  them. 
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31  between  Behobdam  and  Jeroboam  all  their  days.  And 
Rehoboam  lay  with  his  lathers,  and  was  buried  with  his 
fathers  in  the  city  of  David.  And  his  mother’s  name  war 
Naamab,  the  Ammonitesa  And  Abijam  his  son  reigned  in 
his  stead. 

Chap.  XV. 

1  Now,  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  the  king  Jeroboam  the 

2  son  of  Nebat,  reigned  Abijam  over  Judah,  Three  years 
reigned  he  in  Jerusalem.  And  his  mothers  name  war 

3  Maachah,  the  daughter  of  Abishalom.  And  he  walked  in 
all  the  sins  of  his  father,  which  he  had  done  before  him : 
and  his  heart  was  not  completely  with  the  Eternal  his  God, 

4  as  the  heart  of  David  his  father.  Nevertheless,  for  David's 
sake,  did  the  Eternal  his  God  give  him  a  lamp  In  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  to  set  up1  his  son  after  him,  and  to  establish9  Jeruss- 

5  lem :  Because  David  did  what  war  right  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Eternal,  and  departed  not  from  any  thing  that  he  com¬ 
manded  him  all  the  days  of  his  life,  save  only  in  the  matter3 

6  of  Uriah  the  Gittite.  And  there  was  war  between  Reho- 

7  boam  and  Jeroboam  all  the  days  of  his  life.  Now  the  rest 
of  the  acts3  of  Abijam,  and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not 
written  In  the  book  of  the  Chronicles*  of  the  kings  of 
Judah  ?  And  there  was  war  between  Abijam  and  Jero- 

8  boam.  And  Abijam  lay  with  his  fathers ;  and  they  burled 
him  in  the  city  of  David:  and  Asa  his  son  reigned 

9  in  his  stead.  And  in  the  twentieth  year  of  Jeroboam  king 

10  of  Tarsp-1  reigned  Asa  over  Judah.  And  forty  and  one  years 
reigned  he  in  Jerusalem.  And  his  mother’s  name  was 

11  Maachah,  the  daughter  of  Abishalom.  And  Asa  did  what 
was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  as  did  David  his 

12  father.  And  he  took  away®  the  male  prostitutes  out  of  the 
land,  and  removed  all  the  idols0  that  his  fathers  had  made. 

13  And  also  Maachah  his  mother,- even  her  he  removed  from 
being  mistress,  because  she  had  made  an  idol7  in  a  grove  :* 
and  Asa  cut  down  her  idol,7  and  burnt  it  by  the  brook 

14  Kidron.  But  the  high  places  were  not  removed:9 
nevertheless  Asa’s  heart  was  completely  with  the  Eternal 

15  all  his  days.  And  he  brought  in  the  things  winch 
his  father  had  dedicated,10  and  the  things  which  him¬ 
self  had  dedicated,10  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 

1  establish.  *  to  cause  to  lUntL  3  words,  4  words  of  the  days.  *  caused  to  pass, 

*  dung*  1  affrighting  image.  *  to  the  happy  one.  *  did  uot  depart.  10  holiness. 
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16  silver,  and  gold,  And  repels.  And  there  Was  war  between 

17  Asa  and  Baasha  king  of  Israel  all  their  dam  ;  And  Baasha 
king  of  Israel  want  up  against  Judah,  and  built  the  Hamah/ 
that  he  might  not  suffer1  any  to  go  out  or  dome  in  to  Asa 

18  king  of  Juaah.  Then  Asa  took. all  the  silver  and  the  gold 
that  were  left  in  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 
and  the  treasures  of  the  king’s  house, :  and  gave  them  into 
the  hand  of  hia  servants :  ana  king.  Asa  sent  them  to  Ben- 
hadad,  the  son  of  Tsbrimon,  the  'son  of  Hezion,  king  of 

1 9  Syria,  that  abode  at  Damascus,  saying,  There  it  a  covenant 
between  me  and  thee,  and  between  my  father  and  thy  father : 
behold,  I  hove  sent  unto  thee  a  present3  of  silver  and  gold ; 
come  and  make  void'  thy  covenant  with  Baasha  king  of 

20  Israel,  that  he  may  depart3  from  me.  So  Ben-hadad 
hearkened  unto  king  Asa,  and  sent  the  officers  of  the  forces 
which  he  had  against  the  cities  of  Israel,  and  smote  Ijon, 
and  Dan,  and  Abel-beth-maachah,  and.  all  Cinneroth, 

21  with  all  the  land  of  Naphtali.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Baasha  heard  thereof,  that  he  ceased  building  the  Ramah, 

22  and  abode  in  Tiraali.  Then  king  Asa  mado  a  proclamation 
throughout  all  Judah;  none  was  exempted;4  and  they 
carried  away  the  stones  of  the  Ramah,  and  the  timber1 
thereof)  wherewith  Baasha  had  budded:  and  king  Asa 

23  built  with  them  Geba  of  Benjamin,  and  Mizpah.  The 
rest  of  all  the  acts6  of  Asa,  and  all  his  mighty  and  all  that 
he  did,  and  the  cities  which  he  built,  are  they  not  written 
in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles7  of  the  kings  of  J udah  ? 
Nevertheless  in  the  time  of  his  old  age  he  was  diseased  iu 

24  his  feet,  And  Asa  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  was  buried 
with  his  fathers  in  the  city  of  David  his  father :  and  Jeho- 

25  shaphat  his  son  reigned  in  hia  stead.  Aud  Nadah  the  sou 
of  Jeroboam  began  to  reign  over  Israel  in  the  second  year 
of  Asa  king  of  Judah,  and  reigned  over  Israel  two  years. 

26  And  he  did  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  walked  in 
the  way  of  his  father,  and  in  his  sin  wherewith  he  made 

27  Israel  to  sin.  And  Baasha  the  son  of  Ahijab,  of  the  house 
of  Issachar,  conspired6  against  him:  and  Baasha  smote 
him  at  Gibbethon,  which  belongeth  to  the  Philistines  when 


1  give*  2  bribe.  3  go  up*  ‘guiltless-  *  woods.  *  words.  *  words  of  the  days* 

*  tied. 
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28  Nadab  and  all  Israel  were  besieging  Gibbethon ;  Even  in 
the  third  year  of  Asa  king  of  Judah  did  Baasha  put  him  to 

29  death,  and  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  he  reigned,  that  he  smote  ail  the  house  of  Jeroboam ; 
he  left  not  to  Jeroboam  any  that  breathed,1  until  he  had 
exterminated  him,  according  unto  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 

30  which  he  spake  by  his  servant  Ahijah  the  Shilonite :  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  sins  of  Jeroboam  which  he  sinned,  and  which 
he  made  Israel  sin,  hy  his  provocation  wherewith  he  pro- 

31  voked  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  to  anger.  Now  the  rest 
of  the  acts*  of  Nadab,  and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not 
written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles3  of  the  kings  of 

32  Israel?  And  there  was  war  between  Asa  and  Baasha 

33  king  of  Israel  all  their  days.  In  the  third  year  of  Asa 
king  of  Judah  began  Baasha  the  son  of  Ahijah  to  reign 

34  over  all  Israel  in  TirZah,  twenty  and  four  years.  And  he 
did  evil  iu  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  walked  in  the  way 
of  Jeroboam,  and  in  his  sin  wherewith  he  made  Israel  to 
sin. 


Chap.  XVL 

1  Then  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  to  Jehu  the  eon  of 

2  Hanani,  against  Baasha,  saying,  Forasmuch  as  I  raised 
thee  out  of  the  dost,  and  made  thee  leader  of  my  people 
Israel,  and  thou  hast  walked  in  the  way  of  Jeroboam,  and 
hast  made  my  people  Israel  to  sin,  to  provoke  me  to  an^er 

3  with  their  sins ;  Behold,  I  will  take  away4  the  posterity 
of 5  Baasha,  and  the  posterity  of3  his  house ;  and  will  make6 
thy  house  like  the  noose  of  J eroboam  the  son  of  Nebat. 

4  Him  that  dieth  of  Baasha  in  the  city  shall  the  dogs  eat a, 
and  him  that  dieth  of  his  in  the  fields  shall  the  fowls  of  the 

5  heaven  eat  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts2  of  Baasha,  and  what 
he  did,  and  his  might,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of 

6  the  Chronicles1  of  the  kings  of  Israel  ?  So  Baasha  lay 
with  his  fathers,  and  was  buried  iu  Tnzah ;  and  Elah  his 

7  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  also  hy  the  hand  of  the 

E'ophet  Jehu,  the  son  of  Hanani,  came7  the  word  of  the 
tenial  concerning  Baasha,  and  concerning  his  bouse,  even 
for  all  the  evil  that  he  did  in  the  eyes  oi  the  Eternal,  in 


1  all  breath.  1  words.  8  words  of  lire  days.  4  lay  waste,  8  after.  8  give,  1  was. 
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provoking  him  to  angpr  with  the  work  of  his  hands,  in 
being  like  the  house  of  Jeroboam ;  and  because  he  smote 

8  him.  In  the  twenty  and  sixth  year  of  Asa  king  of  Judah 
began  Elah  the  son  of  Eaasha  to  reign  over  Israel  in  Tirzah, 

9  two  years.  And  his  servant  Zimri,  officer  of  half  hie  chariots, 
conspired1  against  him  as  he  was  in  Tirzah,  drinking  him¬ 
self  drunk  m  the  house  of  Arza,  who  was  over  the  nouse 

10  in  Tirzah.  And  Zimri  went,  and  smote  him,  and  put 
him  to  death,  in  the  twenty  and  seventh  year  of  Asa  king 

1 1  of  Judah,  and  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  he  began  to  reign,  as  soon  as  he  sat  on  his  throne,2 
that  he  smote  all  the  nouse  of  Baasha :  he  suffered  not  to 
remain  of  him  one  that  pisseth  against  a  wall,  neither  of  his 

12  kinsfolks9  nor  of  his  friends.*  Thus  did  Zimri  exterminate 
all  the  house  of  Baasha,  according  to  the  word  of  the 
Eternal,  which  he  spake  against  Baasha  by  Jehu  the 

13  prophet :  For  all  the  wna  oi  Baasha,  and  the  ring  of  Elah 
his  son,  by  which  they  sinned,  and  by  which  they  made 
Israel  to  sin,  in  provoking  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  to 

14  anger  with  their  vanities.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts5  of 
Elah,  and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book 

15  of  the  Chronicles0  of  the  kings  of  Israel?  In  the  twenty 
and  seventh  year  of  Asa  king  of  Judah  did  Zimri  reign 
seven  days  in  Tirzah.  And  the  people  mere  encamped 

16  against  Gibbethoi),  which  belonged  to  the  Philistines.  And 
the  people  that  were  encamped  heard  say,  Zimri  hath 
conspired,1  and  hath  also  smitten  the  king:  wherefore  all 
Israel  made  Omri,  the  officer  of  the  host.  Icing  over  Israel 

17  that  day  in  the  camp.  And  Omri  went  up  from  Gibbethon, 

18  and  all  Israel  with  him,  and  they  besieged  Tirzah.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  Zimri  saw  that  the  city  was  conquered, 
that  he  went  into  the  citadel||  of  the  king’s  nouse,  ana  burnt 

19  the  king’s  house  over  him  with  fire,  and  died.  For  his 
sins  which  he  sinned  in  doing  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Eternal,  in  walking  in  the  way  of  Jeroboam,  ana  in  bis  sin 
which  he  did,  to  make  Israel  to  sin.  Now  the  rest  of  the 
acts6  of  Zimri,  and  his  conspiracy  that  he  wrought,1  are 
they  not  written  in  the  book  oi  the  Chronicles0  of  the  kings 

21  of  Israel?  Then  were  the  people  of  Israel  divided  into 
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two  parts  :l  half  of  the  people  followed9  Tibni  the  eon  of 

22  Ginath,  to  make  him  king;  and  half  followed2  Omri,  But 
the  people  that  followed9  Omri  prevailed*  against  the  people 
that  followed9  Tibni  the  son  of  Ginath :  so  Tibni  died,  and 

23  Omri  reigned.  In  the  thirty  and  first  year  of  Asa  king  of 
Judah  did  Omri  reign  over  Israel,  twelve  years;  six  years 

24  reigned  he  in  Tirzah.  And  he  obtained  the  mountain 
Samaria  of  Shemer  for  two  kikar  of  silver,  and  built  on  the 
mountain,  and  called  the  name  of  the  city  which  he  built, 
after  the  name  of  Shemer,  lord  of  the  mountain,  Samaria. 

25  But  Omri  did  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  did  worse 

26  than  all  that  were  before  him.  For  he  walked  in  all  the 
wav  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  and  in  his  sin  where¬ 
with  he  made  Israel  to  sin,  to  provoke  the  Eternal  God  of 

27  Israel  to  anger  with  their  vanities.  Now  the  rest  of  the 
acts*  of  Omn  which  he  did,  and  his  might  that  he  shewed,8 
are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicled9  of  the 

28  kings  of  Israel?  So  Omri  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  was 
buned  in  Samaria :  and  Ahab  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

29  And  in  the  thirty  and  eighth  year  of  Asa  king  of  Judah, 
did  Ahab  the  son  of  Omri  reign  over  Israel ;  mid  Ahab 
the  son  of  Omri  reigned  over  Israel,  in  Samaria,  twenty 

30  and  two  years.  And  Ahab  the  son  of  Omri  did  evil  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  above  all  that  were  before  him. 

31  And  it  came  to  pass— was  it  too  tight  a  thing  for  him  to 
walk  in  die  sins  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat  ? — that  he 
took  to  wife  Jezebel  the  daughter  of  Ethbaal  king  of  the 
Zidonians,  and  went  and  served  the  Baal,  and  prostrated 

32  himself  to  him.  And  he  reared  -  up7  an  altar  for  the  Baal 
in  the  house  of  the  Baal,  which  he  had  built  in  Samaria 

33  And  Ahab  made  the  grove  ;8  and  Ahab  did  more9  to  pro¬ 
voke  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  to  anger  than  all  the  kings 

34  of  Israel  that  were  before  him. .  In  nis  days  did  Hiel  the 
Bcthelite  build  Jericho:  in  A  biram  his  first-born  he  laid 
the  foundation  thereof,  and  in  Segub  his  younger  son  he 
set  up  the  doors  thereof,  according  to  the  word  of  the 
Eternal,  which  he  spake  by  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun.

1  And  Elijah  the  Tishbite,  tolw  was  of  the  sojournere  of 
Gilead,  said  unto  Abab,  As  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel

2  these  years,  but  according  to  my  word.  And  the  word  of  tlte 

3  Eternal  came  unto  him,  saying,  Go  from  hence,  and  turn 
thee  eastward,  and  hide1  thyself  by  the  brook  Cherith,  that 

4  faces8  the  Jordan.  And  it  shall  be,  that  thou  ahalt  drink  of 
the  brook ;  and  I  have  commanded  the  ravens  to  nourish 

5  thee  there.  So  he  went,  and  did  according  unto  the  word 
of  the  Eternal :  for  he  went  and  abode  by  the  brook  that 

6  faces3  the  Jordan.  And  the  ravens  brought  him  bread  and 
flesh  in  the  morning,  and  bread  and  flesh  in  the  evening: 

7  and  he  drank  of  the  brook.  And  it  came  to  pass,  after  a 
while,4  that  the  brook  dried  up,  because  there  had  been  no 

8  shower  in  the  land.  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came 

9  unto  him,  saying,  Arise,  go  to  Zarephath,  which  belongeih 
to  Zidon,  and  abide  there :  behold,  I  have  commanded  a 

10  widow  woman  there  to  nourish  thee.  So  he  arose,  and 
went  to  Zerapbath.  And  when  he  came  to  the  entrance 
of  the  city,  behold,  the  widow  woman  was  there  picking  up 
sticks  :5  and  he  called  to  her,  and  said.  Fray,  fetch6  me  a 

1 1  little  water  in  the  vessel,  that  I  may  drink.  And  as  she 
was  going  to  fetch6  it,  he  called  to  her,  and  said.  Pray,  bring 

12  me  a  morsel  of  bread  in  thy  hand.  And  sbe  said.  As  the 
Eternal  thy  God  liveth,  I  have  not  a  cake,  but  a  hand’ful 
of  meal  in  tlie  pitcher,  and  a  little  oil  in  the  cruse :  and 
behold,  I  am  picking  up  two  sticks,6  that  I  may  go  in  and 
dress8  it  for  me  and  my  son,  that  we  may  eat  it,  and  die. 

13  And  Elijah  said  unto  her.  Fear  not;  go,  and  do  as  thou 
hast  said :  but  make  me  thereof  a  little  hearth -cake  first, 
and  bring  it  out  unto  me,  and  for  thee  and  for  thy  son 

14  make  after :  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  The 
pitcher  of  the  meal  shall  not  waste,8  neither  shall  the  cruse 
of  oil  fail:19  until  the  day  t3uxt  the  Eternal  sendeth  showers 

15  upon  the  earth.  And  she  went,  and  did  according  to  the 
word  of  Elijah:  and  she,  and  he,  and  her  house,  did  eat 

16  many  days.  And  the  pitcher  of  the  meal  wasted11  not, 
neither  did  the  cruse  of  oil  fail,10  according  to  the  word  of 

1  screen.  1  face,  3  upon  the  face,  4  at  the  extremity  of  days,  3  woods.  *  take. 

7  hollow.  6  make.  *  finish,  xv  lack,  11  fiuuhed. 
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1 7  the  Eternal,  which  he  Bpake  by  Elijah.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  after  these  things,  that  the  eon  of  the  woman,  the 
owner  of  the  house,  fell  sick ;  and  his  sickness  was  so  sore1 

18  that  there  was  no  breath  left  in  him.  And  she  said  unto 
Elijah,  What  have  I  to  do  with  thee,  O  thou  man  of  God? 
thou  art  come  unto  me  to  cal)  my  sin  to  remembrance,  and 

19  to  put  my  son  to  death.  And  he  said  unto  her,  Give  me 
thy  son.  And  he  took  him  out  of  her  bosom,  and  carried 
him  up  into  the  upper  chamber  when  he  abode,  and  laid 

20  bim  upon  his  own  bed.  And  he  called  unto  the  Eternal, 
and  said,  O  Eternal  my  God,  hast  thou  also  brought  evil 
upon  the  widow  with  whom  I  sojourn,  to  put  her  son  to 

21  death  ?  And  he  Btretched  himself  upon  the  child  three 
times,  and  called  unto  the  Eternal,  and  said,  O  Eternal 

22  my  God,  pray,  let  this  child’s  soul  return  into  him.  And 
die  Eternal  heard  the  voice  of  Elijah,  and  the  soul  of  the 

23  child  returned  into  him,  and  he  lived.  And  Elijah  took 
the  child,  and  brought  him  down  out  of  the  upper  chamber 
into  the  house,  and  gave  him  unto  his  mother :  and  Elijah 

24  said.  See,  thy  son  liveth  1  And  the  woman  said  to  Elijah, 
Now  by  this  I  know  that  thou  art  a  man  of  God,  and  that 
the  word  of  the  Eternal  in  thy  mouth  is  truth. 


Chap.  XVIIL 


1  Ann  it  came  to  pass,  after  many  days,  that  the  word  of  the 
Eternal  came  to  Elijah  in  the  third  year,  saying,  Go  shew 
thyself  unto  Ahab ;  and  I  will  send9  rain  upon  the  face  of 

2  the  ground.  And  Elijah  went  to  shew  himself  unco  Ahab. 

3  And  the  famine  woe  sore1  in  Samaria.  And  Ahab  called 
Obadiab,  who  was  over  the  house ;  and  Obadiah  feared 

4  the  Eternal  greatly ;  For  it  was  so,  when  Jezebel  cut  off 
the  prophets  of  the  Eternal,  that  Obadiab  took  a  hundred 
prophets  and  hid  them  by  fifty4  in  a  cave,  and  nourished 

5  them  with  bread  and  water.  And  Ahab  said  unto  Obadiah, 
Go  into  the  land,  unto  all  fountains  of  water,  and  unto  all 
brooks :  peradventure  we  may  find  grass  to  save  the  horses 

1  strong.  1  what  to  me  end  to  thcc.  *  give.  *  fifty  men. 
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6  and  mules  olive,  that  we  lose1  not  all  the  beasts.  So  they 
divided  the  land  between  them,  to  pass  throughout  it: 
Ahab  went  one  way  by  himself,  and  Obadiah  went  another 

7  way  by  himself.  And  as  Obadiah  was  in  the  way,  behold, 
Elijah  met8  him :  and  he  recognised  him,  and  fell  on  his 

8  face,  and  said;  Art  thou  that  my  lord  Elijah  ?  And  he 
answered  him,  I  am:  go,  tell3  thy  lord.  Behold,  Elijah  is 

9  hare.  And  he  said.  What  have  I  sinned,  that  thou  wouldest 
give  thy  servant  into  the  hand  of  Ahab  to  put  me  to  death  ? 

10  As  the  Eternal  thy  God  liveth,  if  there  be  a  nation  or 
kingdom  whither  my  lord  hath  not  sent  to  seek  thee,  and 
they  said,  He  is  not  there ,  and  he  adjured  the  kingdom  and 

1 1  nation,  because  they  found  thee  not. . .  And  now  thou  Bayest, 

12  Go,  tell*  thy  lord.  Behold,-  Elijah  is  here.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  as  soon  as  I  am  gone  from  thee,  that  the 
Spirit  of  me  Eternal  shall  carry  thee  whither  I  know  not ; 
and  so  when  I  come  and  tell  Ahab,  and  he  cannot  find 
thee,  he  shall  slay  me :  but  I  thy  servant  fear  the  Eternal 

13  from  my  youth.  Was  it  not  tola  mylord  what  I  did  when 
Jezebel  slew  the  prophetB  df  the  Eternal,  how  I  hid  a 
hundred  men  of  the  prophets  of  the  Eternal,  by  fifty4  in  a 

14  cave,  and  nourished  them  with  bread  and  water  ?  And 
now  thou  sayest,  Go,  tell  thy  lord.  Behold,  Elijah  is  here : 

15  and  be  shall  slay  me.  And  Elijah  said,  As  the  Eternal  of 
hosts  liveth,  before  whom  I  stand,  that  I  will  be  seen  by 

16  him  to-day.  So  Obadiah  went  towards  Ahab;  and  told 

17  him :  ana  Ahab  went  towards  Elijah.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  wben  Ahab  saw  Elijah,  that  Ahab  said  unto  liim,  Art 

18  thou  he  that  troubleth  Israel  ?  And  he  answered,  I  have 
not  troubled  Israel;  but  thou  and  thy  father’s  house,  in 
that  ye  have  forsaken  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal, 

19  and  wentest  after  the  Baalim.  Now  therefore  send,  and 
gather9  to  me  all  Israel  unto  mount  Carmel,  and  the  pro¬ 
phets  of  the  Baal  four  hundred  and  fifty,  and  the  prophets 
of  the  groves6  four  hundred,  who  eat  at  Jezebel’s  table. 

20  So  Ahab  sent  unto  all  the  children  of  Israel,  and  gathered7 

21  the  prophets  together  unto  mount  Carmel.  And  Elijah 
stepped  nigh  unto  all  the  people,  and  said,  How  long  halt 
ye  between  two  opinions?  if  the  Eternal  Jte  God,  follow8 
him ;  but  if  the  Baal,  then  follow8  him.  And  the  people 


*  exterminate.  1  was  towards 
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22  answered  him  not  a  word.  Then  said  Elijah  unto  the 


23  men.  Let  them  therefore  give  us  two  bulls ;  and  let  them 
choose  one  bull  for  themselves,  and  sever  it  in  pieces,  and 
put  it  on  the  wood,  and  put  no  fire,  under  :  and  1  will  dress1 
the  one  bull,  and  lay2  it  on  the  wood,  and  put  no  fire  under : 

24  And  call  ye  on  the  name  of  your  gods,  and  I  will  call  on 
the  name  of  the  Eternal :  and  the  God  that  answereth  by 
fire,  let  him  be  God.  And  all  the  people  answered  and 

25  said.  The  thing  is  good.  And  Elijah  said  unto  the  prophets 
of  the  Baal,  Choose  you  one  bull  for  yourselves,  and  dress1 
it  first ;  far  ye  are  the  many :  and  call  on  the  name  of  your 

26  gods,  but  put  no  fire  under :  And  they  took  the  bull  which 
one  gave  them,  and  they  dressed3  it>  and  called  on  the  name 
of  the  Baal,  from  morning  even  until  noon,  saying,  O  Baal, 
answer  us  1  But  there  was  no  voice,  nor  any  that  answered. 

27  And  they  leaped  upon  the  altar  which  one  had  made.  And  it 
came  to  pass  at  noon,  that  Elijah  mocked  them,  and  said. 
Call  with  a  loud4  voice;  for  be  is  a  god:  either  he  is 
talking,  or  gone  aside^j  or  he  is  in  a  journey,5  or  peradven- 

28  ture  he  sleepeth,  and  must  be  awaked.  And  they  called 
with  a  loud5  voice,  and  cut  themselves  after  their  manner,6 
with  swords  and  lances,  dll  the  bipod  gushed?  out  upon 

29  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  mid-day  was  passed, 
and  they  prophesied  until  the  time  of  the  offering8  of  the 
evening  oblation,  that  there,  was  neither  voice,  nor  any  to 

30  answer,  nor  any  that,  attended.  And  El^ah  said  unto  all 
the  people,  Step  near  unto  me.  And  all  the  people  stepped 
near  unto  him-  And  he  repaired**  the  altar  of  the  Eternal 

31  that  was  pulled  down.  And  Elijah  took  twelve  stones, 
according  to  the  number  of  the  tribes  of  the  sons  of  Jacob, 
unto  whom  the  word  of  the  Eternal  was,.  Baying  Israel  shall 

32  be  thy  name :  And  with  the  stones  he  built  an  altar  in  the 
name  of  the  Eternal :  and  he  made  a  trench  about 
the  altar,  as  great  as  would  contain10  two  seahs  of  seed;. 

33  And  he  set  the  wood  in  order,  and  severed  the  bull  in 
pieces,  and  put  it  on  the  wood,  and  stud.  Fill  four 
pitchers  with  water,  and  pour  it  on  the  burat-eacrifice, 

34  and  on  the  wood.  Ana  he  said.  Do  it  ;the  second

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time:  and  theyefid  it  the  second  time.  And  he  eaid.  Do 

35  it  the  third  time :  and  they  did  it  the  third  time.  And 
the  water  went  round  about  the  altar ;  and  he  filled  the 

36  trench  also  with  water.  And  it  came  to  pass,  at  the  time 
of  the  offering1  of  the  evening  oblation,  that  Elijah  the 
prophet  stepped  near,  and  said,  Eternal  God  of  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  of  Israel,  let  it  be  known  this  day  that  thou  art 
God  in  Israel,  and  that  I  am  thy  servant,  and  that  I  have 

37  done  all  these. -things  at  thy  word. '  Hear*  me,  O  Eternal, 
bear1  me  j  that  this  people  may  know  that  thou  art  the 
Eternal  God,  and  that  thoti  hast  turned1  their  heart  back. 

38  Theu  the  fire  of  the  Eternal  fell,  and  consumed4  the  burnt- 
sacrifice,  and  the  wood,  and  the  stones,  and  the  dust,  and 

39  licked  up  the  water  that  was  in  the  trench.  And  when  all 
the  people  saw  it,  they  fell  on  their  faces:  and  they  said. 

The  Eternal,  be  is  the  God;  the  Eternal,  he  is  the  God. 

40  And  Elijah  said  unto  them,  Seize  the  prophets  of  the 
Baal ;  let  not  one  of  them  escape.  And  they  seized  them : 
And  Elijah  brought  them  down  to  the  brook  Ejshon,  and 

41  slaughtered  them  there.  And  Elijah  said  unto  Ahab,  Go 
up,  cat  mid  drink ;  for  there  it  a  sound1  of  abundance0  of 

42  rain.  So  Ahab  went  up  to  eat  and  to  drink.  And  Elijah 
went  up  to  the  top  of  the  Carmel ;  and  he  bent  himself 
down  upon  the  earth,  and  put  his  face  between  his  knees, 

43  And  said  to  his  lad,  Go  up  now,  look  towards7  the  sea. 
And  he  went  up,  and  looked,  and  said.  There  is  nothing. 

44  And  he  said.  Return,  seven  times.  And  it  came  to  pass 
at  the  seventh  time,  that  he  said,  Behold,  there  goetb  up 
a  little  thick  cloud  out  of  the  sea,  like  a  man’s  hand.11  Ana 
he  Go  up,  say  unto  Ahab,  Prepare  thy  chariot ,®  and 

45  go  down,  that  the  shower  stop10  thee  not  And  it  came  to 
pass  in  the  mean  while,  that  the  heaven  was  darkened  with 
thick  clouds  and  wind,  and  there  was  a  great  shower. 

46  And  Ahab  rode,  and  went  to  Jezreel.  Ana  the  hand  of 
the  Eternal  was  on  Elijah :  and  he  girded  up  his  loins,  and 
ran  before  Ahab  to  the  entrance11  of  Jezreel. 

Chap.  XIX. 

.  ■ 

1  Ann  Ahah  told  Jezebel  all  that  Elijah  had  done,  and 
withal,  how  he  had  shun  all  the  prophets  with  the  sword. 

1  going  up-  ^answer*  *  led  about,  4  ate.  *  voice.  a  crowd.  7  way*  *  hollow* 

*  hind.  10  reatiuiD,  u  coping. 
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2  Then  Jezebel  sent  a  messenger  unto  Elijah,  saying,  So  let 
the  gods  do  to  me,  and  thus  shall  they  continue  that  I 
make1  thy  life3  as  the  life3  of  one  of  them  by  to-morrow 

3  about  this  time.  And  when  he  saw  that,  he  arose,  and 
went  for  his  life,8  and  came  to  Beer-sheba,  which  bebngeth 

4  to  Judah,  and  left3  his  lad  there.  But  he  himself  went  a 
day’s  journey4  into  the  desert,  and  came  and  sat  down3 
under  a  broom :  and  he  requested  for  himself5  that  he 
might  die ;  and  said.  It  is  enough ;  now,  O  Eternal,  take 

5  away  my  life ;  for  I  am  not  better  than  my  fathers.  And 
as  he  lay  and  slept  under  a  broom,  behold,  then  an  angel7 

6  touched  him,  ana  said  unto  him.  Arise  and  eat.  And  he 
looked,  and,  behold,  there  teas  at  the  resting-place  for  his 
head  a  hearth-cake  baken  on  the  coals,  ||  and  a  cruse  of 
water.  And  he  did  eat  and  drink,  and  laid  him  down 

7  again.8  And  the  angel7  of  the  Eternal  returned  the  second 
time,  and  touched  him,  and  said.  Arise  and  eat ;  because 

8  the  journey4  is  too  great8  for  thee.  And  he  arose,  and  did 
eat  and  dnnk,  and  went  in  the  strength  of  that  eating  forty 
days  and  forty  nights,  unto  Horeb  the  mount  of  Goa. 

9  And  he  came  thither  unto  the  cave,  and  lodged  there  over 
night ;  and,  behold,  the  word  of  the  EternaT  came  to  him, 
and  he  said  unto  him.  What  doest  thou10  here,  Elijah? 

10  And  he  said,  I  have  been  veiy  jealous  for  the  Eternal  God 
of  hosts :  for  the  children  of  Israel  have  forsaken  thy  cove¬ 
nant^  pulled  down  thine  altars,  and  slain  thy  prophets 
with  the  sword :  and  I,  even  I  only,  am  left;  and  they  seek 

11  my  life,3  to  take  it  away.  And  he  saidj  Go  forth,  and 
stand  upon  the  mount  before  the  EternaL  And,  behold, 
the  Eternal  passed  by,  and  a  great  and  strong  wind  rent11 
tbe  mountains,  and  Drake  in  pieces  the  rocks,  before  the 
Eternal,  but  the  Eternal  it xu  not  in  the  wind ;  and  after 
the  wind  an  earthquake  ;  but  the  Eternal  was  not  in  the 

12  earthquake.  And  after  the  earthquake *a  fire ;  but  the 
Eternal  was  not  in  the  fire ;  and  arter  the  fire  a  voice — 

13  a  soft  whisper13.  And  it  was  so,  when  Elijah  heard  it,  that 
he  wrapped  his  face  in  his  robe,  and  went  out,  and  stood 
in  the  entrance  of  the  cave.  And,  behold,  there  came  a 
voice  unto  him,  and  said.  What  doest  thou13  here,  Elijah  ? 

14  And  he  said,  I  have  been  very  jealous  for  the  Eternal  God 

"f  of  hosts ;  because  the  children  of  Israel  have  forsaken  thy 

1  put.  *  booL  1  pitted*  4  waj*  1  abode.  4  asked  hiaaouJ.  7  messenger. 

*  returned.  9  numerous*  10  unto  thee,  11  broke  off.  w  small  silence.  13  to  thee* 
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covenant,  palled  down  thine  altars,  and  slain  thy  prophets 
with  the  sword ;  and  I,  even  I  only,  am  left ;  and  tney  seek 

15  my  life,1  to  take  it  away.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him. 
Go,  return  on  thy  way  to  the  desert  of  Damascus:  and 
when  thou  contest,  anoint  Hazael  to  be  king  over  Syria : 

16  And  Jehu  the  son  of  Nimahi  shah  thou  anoint  to  be  king 
over  Israel:  and  Elisha  the  son  of  Shnphat,  of  Abel- 
meholah,  shah  thou  anoint  to  be  prophet  instead  of  thee. 

17  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  him  that  escapeth  the  sword 
of  Hazael  shall  Jehu  put  to  death ;  and  him  that  escapeth 

18  from  the  sword  of  Jehu  shall  Elisha  put  to  death.  Yet  I 
have  allowed  to  remain  seven  thousand  in  Israel,  all  the 
knees  which  have  not  stooped  down  unto  the  Baal,  and 

19  every  mouth  which  hath  not  kissed  him.  So  he  went 
thence,  and  found  Elisha  the  son  of  Shaphat,  who  woe 
ploughing,  twelve  teams  of  oxen  were  before  him,  and  he 
was  with  the  twelfth:  and  Elijah  passed  by  him,  and  cast 

20  his  robe  upon  him.  And  he  left*  the  oxen,’  and  ran  aftei 
Elijah,  and  said,  Fray,  let  me  kiss  my  father  and  my 
mother,  and  then  I  will  go  after  thee.  And  he  said  unto 

21  him.  Go  return:  for  what  have  I  done  to  thee?  And  he 
returned  baek  from  him,  and  took  a  team  of  the  herd,  and 
slew4  them,  and  boiled  their  flesh  with  the  instruments3  of 
the  herd,  and  gave  unto  the  people,  and  they  did  eat :  then 
he  arose,  and  went  after  Elijah,  and  ministered  unto  him. 

Chap.  XX. 

1  And  Ben-hadad  the  king  of  Syria  gathered6  all  his  force 
together :  and  there  were  thirty  and  two  kings  with  him, 
and  horses  and  chariots :  ana  he  went  up  and  besieged 

2  Samaria,  and  fought  against  it.  And  he  sent  messengers  to 
Ahab  king  of  Israel  into  the  city,  and  said  unto  him.  Thus 

3  saith  Ben-hadad,  Thy  silver  and  thy  gold  is  mine;  thy 
wives  also  and  thy  children,  even  the  goodliest,  are  mine. 

4  And  the  king  of  Israel  answered  and  said.  According  to  thy 

5  word,  My  lord,  O  Icing,  I  am  thine,  and  all  that  I  have.  And 
the  messengers  returned,  and  said.  Thus  speak  ethT  Ben- 
hadad,  saviog,  That  I  have  sent  unto  thee,  saying.  Thy 
silver,  and  thy  gold,  and  thy  wives,  and  thy  children,  thou 

6  shalt  give  me  ...  .  But  to-morrow  about  this  time,  I  will 
send  my  servants  unto  thee,  and  they  shall  search  thy 

1  mill.  1  forsook.  *  herd.  *  sacrificed.  .  *  vowels-  *  stored  up.  T  uyeth. 
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house,  and  the  houses  of  thy  servants ;  and  it  shall  he,  that 
whatsoever  is  pleasant  in  thine  eves,  they  shall  put  it  in 

7  their  hand,  and  take  it  away.  Then  the  king  of  Israel 
called  all  the  elders  of  the  land,  and  said.  Pray,  know  and 
see  that  this  man  seeketh  evil :  for  he  sent  unto  me  tor  my 
wives,  and  for  my  children,  and  for  my  silver,  and  for  my 

8  gold,  and  I  denied1  him  not  And  all  the  elders  and  ail 
toe  people  said  unto  him.  Hearken  not  unto  Atm,  nor  con- 

9  sent.  Wherefore  he  said  unto  the  messengers  of  Ben- 
hadad,  Tell  my  lord  the  king,  AU  that  thou  didst  send  for 
to  thy  servant  at  the  first  I  will  do :  but  this  thing  I  may 
not  do.  And  the  messengers  went,  and  brought3  him  word 

10  again.  And  Ben-had  ad  sent  unto  him,  and  said.  The  gods 
do  so  unto  me,  and  thus  may  they  continue,  if  the  dost  of 
Samaria  shall  suffice  for  the  palms  of  the  hand  for  all  the 

1 1  people  that  are  at  my  feet  And  the  king  of  Israel  answered 
and  said.  Speak  ye,  Let  not  him  that  girdeth  on  his  harness 

12  boast  himself,  as  he  that  ungirdeth.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  Mm-hadad  heard  this  thing,  as  he  was  drinking,  he 
and  the  kings  in  the  booths,  that  be  said  unto  his  servants, 
Put  yourselves  in  array :  and  they  put  themselves  in  array 

13  against  the  city.  Ana,  behold,  one  prophet  stepped  unto 
Ahab  king  of  Israel,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Hast 
thou  seen  all  this  great  crowd  ?  behold,  I  will  give  it  into 
thy  hands  this  day;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the 

14  Eternal.  And  Ahab  said,  By  whom  ?  And  he  said.  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal,  Even  by  the  lads  of  the  officers  of  the 
provinces.  Then  he  said.  Who  Bhall  order3  the  battle  ?* 

13  And  he  answered.  Thou.  Then  he  mustered  the  lads  of 
the  officers  of  the  provinces,  and  they  were  two  hundred 
and  thirty-two :  and  after  them  he  mustered  all  the  people, 

16  even  all  the  children  of  Israel,  being  seven  thousand.  And 
they  went  out  at  the  noon :  but  Ben-hadad  was  drinking 
himself  drunk  in  the  booths,  he  and  the  kings,  the  thirty 

17  and  two  kings  that  helped  him.  And  the  lads  of  the 
officers  of  the  provinces  went  ont  first ;  and  Ben-hadad 
sent  out,  and  they  told  him,  sayiug.  There  are  men  come 

18  out  of  Samaria.  And  he  said,  If  they  are  come  out  for 
peace,  seize  them  alive ;  and  if  they  are  come  out  for  war, 

10  alive  seize  them.  So  these  came  out  of  the  city — the  lads 
of  the  officers  of  the  provinces,  and  the  force  which  fbl- 

20  lowed*  them.  And  they  smote  every  one  his  man:  and 

1  retrained,  ’factored.  *  bind.  *  war.  *  bet  ill. 
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the  Syrians  ran  away ;  aul  Israel  pursued  them :  end  Ben* 
hadau  the  king  of  Syria  escaped  on  a  horse  with1  horse- 

21  men.  And  the  king  of  Israel  went  out,  and  smote  the 
horses  and  chariots,  and  smote  the  Syrians  with  a  great 

22  slaughter.  And  the  prophet  stepped  to  the  king  of  Israel, 
and  said  unto  him.  Go,  strengthen  thyself  and  Know  and 
see  what  thou  doest:  for  at  the  return  of  the  year  the  king 

23  of  Syria  will  come  up  against  thee.  And  the  servants  of 
the  king  of  Syria  said  unto  him,  Gods  of  mountains  are 
their  gods,  therefore  they  were  stronger  than  we :  but  let 
us  light  against  them  in  the  plain,  whether  we  shall  not  be 

24  stronger  than  they.  And  do  this  thing:  Remove  the  kings, 
every  man  from  his  place,  and  put  captains  in  their  room  : 

25  Ana  number3  thee  a  force  like  the  force  that  fell  by  thee, 
horse  like  the  horse,  and  chariot  like  the  chariot :  and  we 
will  fight  against  them  in  the  plain ;  if  we  shall  not  be 
stronger  ^Rn  they.  ....  And  he  hearkened  unto  their 

26  voice,  and  did  so.  And  it  came  to  pass,  at  the  return  of 
the  year,  that  Ben-hadad  mustered  the  Syrians,  and  went 

27  up  to  Aphek,  to  the  war  against  Israel.  And  the  children 
of  Israel  were  mustered  and  provisioned,9  and  went  against 
them :  and  the  children  of  Israel  encamped  before  them 
like  two  little  flocks^  of  goats ;  but  the  Syrians  filled  the 

28  country.  And  a  man  of  God  stepped  nigh,  and  spake  unto 
the  king  of  Israel,  and  said,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Because 
the  Syrians  have  said.  The  Eternal  ts  God  of  mountains!, 
but  he  u  not  God  of  valleys ;  therefore  will  I  give  all  this 
great  crowd  into  thy  hand,  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am 

29  me  EternaL  And  they  encamped  these  over  against  those 
seven  days ;  and  so  it  was,  that  in  the  seventh  day  the  war 
approached :  and  the  children  of  Israel  smote  of  the  Syrians 

30  a  hundred  thousand  men  on  foot  in  one  day.  And  those 
that  were  left  ran  away  to  Aphek,  into  the  city ;  and  there 
the  rampart  fell  upon  twenty  and  seven  thousand  of  the 
men  that  were  left  And  Ben-hadad  ran  away,  and  came 

31  into  the  city,  into  an  inner  chamber.*  And  his  servants 
said  unto  him,  Behold  now,  we  have  heard  that  the  kings 
of  the  house  of  Israel  are  merciful  kings  :5  pray,  let  us  put 
sackcloth  on  our  loins,  and  cords  upon  our  heads,  and 
go  out  to  the  king  of  Israel ;  peradventure  he  will  save  thy 

32  life.*  So  they  girded  sackcloth  on  their  loins,  and  put 
cords  on  their  heads,  and  came  to  the  king  of  Israel,  and 
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and  said,  Thy  servant  Ben-hadad  saith,  pray,  let  me1  live. 

33  And  he  said,  la  he  yet  alive  ?  he  m  my  brother.  Now  the 
men  divined,  hastened  and  ascertained!  whether  it  was 
meant  of  him :  and  they  Baid,  Thy  brother  Ben-hadad. 
Then  he  said,  Come  ye,  bring1  him.  Then  Bcn-liadad 
came  forth  to  him ;  and  he  caused  him  to  come  up  into  the 

34  vehicle.  And  Ben-hadad,  said  unto  him.  The  cities  which 
my  father  took  from  thy  father  I  will  restore;  and  thou 
shalt  make*  streets  for  thee  in  Damascus,  as  my  father  made 
in  Samaria.  Then,  said  Ahab ,  I  will  send  thee  away  with 
the  covenant  So  he  made4  a  covenant  with  him,  and  sent 

33  him  away.  And  one  man  of  the  sons  of  the  prophets  said 
unto  his  fellow  in  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  Smite  me,  pray. 

36  And  the  man  refused  to  smite  him.  Then  said  he  unto 
him,  Because  thou  hast  not  obeyed  the  voice  of  the 
Eternal,  behold,  as  soon  as  thou  art  gone  from  me,  a  lion 
shall  slay5  thee.  And  as  soon  as  he  was  gone  from  him,  a 

37  lion  found  him,  and  slew6  him.  Then  he  found  another 
man,  and  said.  Smite  me,  pray.  And  the  man  smote  him, 

38  so  that  in  smiting  he  wounded  him.  So  the  prophet  went, 
and  waited7  for  the  king  by  the  way,  and  disguised  him- 

39  self  with  a  fillet  over  his  eyes.  And  as  the  king  was  passing 
by,  he  cried  unto  the  king:  and  he  said.  Thy  servant  went 
out  into  the  midst  of  the  war ;  and,  behold,  a  man  turned 
aside,6  and  brought  a  man  unto  me,  and  said,  Keep  this 
man :  if  by  any  means  he  be  missing,  then  shall  tby  life9 
be  for  his  life,9  or  else  thou  shalt  weigh  a  kikar  of  silver. 

40  And  as  thy  servant  was  busy10  here  aiid  there,  he  was 
gone.11  And  the  king  of  Israel  said  unto  him,  So  shall  thy 

41  judgment  be;  thyself  host  decided  it.  And  he  hasted,  and 
removed  the  fillet  from  over  his  eyes;  and  the  king  of 

42  Israel  recognised  him  that  he  was  of  the  prophets.  And  he 
said  unto  him,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Because  thou  hast 
let  go  out  of  thy  hand  the  man  of  my  doom,  therefore  thy 
life®  shall  be  for  his  life,®  and  thy  people  for  his  people. 

43  And  the  king  of  Israel  went  to  his  house  displeased  and 
trouhled,  and  came  to  Samaria. 

Chap.  XXL 

1  Aim  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  Naboth 
the  Jezreelite  had  a  vineyard,  which  was  in  Jezreel,  bard 

2  by  the  palace  of  Abab  king  of  Samaria.  And  Ahab  spake 

1  mj  tout  5  take,  *  pot  4  cut  *  amite*  *  aniotc,  T  etooit  *  departed* 
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unto  Naboth,  saying.  Give  me  thy  vineyard,  that  I  may 
have  it  for  a  garden  of  herbs,  because  it  u  near  unto 
my  house ;  ana  I  will  give  thee  for  it  a  better  vineyard 
than  it :  or,  if  it  seem  good  in  thy  eyes,  I  will  give  thee 

3  money  the  price  of  it.  And  Naboth  said  to  Ahab,  It  were 
unworthy  of  me  fay  the  Eternal,  that  I  should  give  the 

4  inheritance  of  my  lathers  unto  thee.  And  Ahab  came 
into  his  house  displeased  and  troubled,  because  of  the  word 
which  Naboth  the  Jezreelite  had  spoken  to  him ;  for  he 
had  said,  I  will  not  give  thee  the  inheritance  of  my  fathers. 
And  he  laid  him  down  upon  his  bed,  and  turned  away  his 

5  face,  and  would  eat  no  bread.  But  Jezebel  his  wife  came 
to  him,  and  said  unto  him.  Why1  is  thy  spirit  so  displeased, 

6  that  thou  eatest  no  bread  ?  And  he  spoke  unto  ner.  Be¬ 
cause  I  spake  unto  Naboth  the  Jezreelite,  and  said  unto 
him,  Give  me  thy  vineyard  for  money ;  or  else,  if  it  please 
thee,  I  will  give  thee  another  vineyard  for  it:  and  he  said, 

7  I  will  not  give  thee  my  vineyard.  And  Jezebel  his  wife 
said  unto  him.  Thou  still  exercisest2  royalty  over  Israel. 
Arise,  and  eat  bread,  and  let  thy  heart  be  merry :  I  will 
for  certain  give  thee  the  vineyard  of  Naboth  the  Jezreelite. 

8  So  she  wrote  letters3  in  A  hub’s  name,  and  sealed  them  with 
his  6eal,  and  sent  the  letters3  unto  the  elders  and  to  the 

9  nohles  that  were  in  his  city,  dwelling  with  Naboth.  And 
she  wrote  in  the  letters,3  saying,  Proclaim4  a  fast,  and  set9 

10  Naboth  at  the  head  of  the  people;  And  set5  two  men, 
sons  of  perdition,  before  him,  that  they  may  bear  witness6 
against  him,  saying,  Thou  didst  blaspheme7  God  and  the 
king :  and  then  carry  him  out,  and  stone  him,  that  he  may 

1 1  die.  And  the  men  of  his  city,  even  the  elders  and  the 
nobles,  who  were  the  inhabitants  in  his  city,  did  as  Jezebel 
hutl  sent  unto  them,  and  as  it  was  written  in  the  letters3 

12  which  she  had  sent  unto  them ;  They  proclaimed8  a  fast, 

13  and  set5  Naboth  at  the  head  of  the  people.  And  there 
came  two  men,  children  of  perdition,  and  sat  before  him  : 
and  the  men  of  perdition  bore  witness'*  against  him,  even 
against  Naboth  in  the  presence  of10  the  people,  saying, 
Naboth  did  blaspheme7  God  and  the  king.  Then  they 
carried  him  forth  out  of  the  city,  and  stoned  him  with 

14  stones,  that  he  died.  Then  they  seut  to  Jezebel,  saying, 

15  Naboth  is  stoued,  aud  is  dead.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 

1  wtut  tbla.  3  doe  it.  *  bools.  *caU.  *  esuse  to  sit.  *  protest.  *  blew. 
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Jezebel  heard  that  Naboth  was  atoned,  and  was  dead,  that 
Jezebel  said  to  Ahab,  Arise,  take  possession  of1  the  vineyard 
of  Naboth  the  Jezreelite,  which  ne  refused  to  give  thee  for 

16  money:  for  Naboth  is  not  alive,  but  dead.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  Ahab  heard  that  Naboth  was  dead,  that 
Ahab  rose  up  to  go  down  to  the  vineyard  of  Naboth  the 

17  Jczreelite,  to  take  possession  of1  it  And  the  word  of  the 

IS  Eternal  came  to  Elijah  the  Tishbite,  saying.  Arise,  go 

down  towards  Ahab,  king  of  Israel,  who  w  in  Samaria: 
behold,  he  is  in  the  vineyard  of  Naboth,  whither  he  is  gone 

19  down  to  possess  it  Anu  thou  shalt  speak  unto  him,  saying. 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Hast  thou  killed,  and  also  possessed? 
And  thou  shalt  speak  unto  him,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  In  the  place  where  the  dogs  licked  the  blood  of 

20  Naboth,  shall  the  dogs  lick  thy  blood,  even  thine.  And  Ahab 
said  to  Elijah,  Hast  thou  found  me,  O  mine  enemy  ?  And 
he  answered,  I  have  found  thee;  because  thou  hast  sold 

21  thyself  to  do  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal.  Behold,  I 
will  bring  evil  upon  thee,  and  will  put  away  thy  posterity,* 
and  will  destroy  from  Ahab  him  that  pisseth  against  the 

22  wall,  and  him  that  is  shut  up*  or  forsaken  in  Israel,  And 
will  make4  thy  house  like  tne  house  of  Jeroboam  the  son 
of  Nebat,  and  like  the  house  of  Baasha  the  son  of  Ahijah, 
for  the  provocation  wherewith  thou  hast  provoked  me  to 

23  anger,  and  made  Israel  to  sin.  And  of  Jezebel  also  spake 
the  Eternal,  Baying,  Hie  dogs  shall  eat  Jezebel  by  the  wall 

24  of  Jezreel.  Him  mat  dieth  of  Ahab  in  the  city  the  dogs 
shall  eat ;  and  him  that  dieth  in  the  field  shall  tne  fowls  of 

25  the  heaven  eat  But  there  was  pone  like  unto  Ahab,  who 
did  sell  himself  to  do  the  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal, 

26  whom  Jezebel  his  wife  enticed.  And  he  did  very  abomi¬ 
nably  in  going  after  idols,5  according  to  all  that  the  Amorite 
did,  whom  the  Eternal  dispossessed  before  the  children  of 

27  Israel.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Ahab  beard  those  words, 
that  he  rent  his  garments,  and  put  sackcloth  upon  his  flesh, 
and  fasted,  and  lay  in  sackcloth,  and  walked  about  softly. 

28  And  the  word  of  the  Eterpal  came  to  Elijah  the  Tishbite, 

29  saying,  Seest  thou  how  Ahab  humbLeth  himself  before 
me  ?  Because  he  humbLeth  himself  before  me,  I  will  not 
bring  the  evil  in  his  days;  hut  in  his  son’s  days  will  I 
bring  the  evil  upon  his  house. 
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Chap.  XXIL 

1  Ak»  they  abode  three  yean  quietly,  there  uxu  no  war  b&- 

2  tween  Syria  and  IsraeL  And  it  came  to  pass,  in  the  third 
year,  that  Jehoahaphat  the  king  of  Judah  came  down  tp 

3  the  king  of  IsraeL  And  the  king- of  Israel  Bald  unto  his 
servants.  Know  ye  that  Ramoth-gilead  is  ours,  and  we 
hold  our  peace,  and  take  it  not  out  of  the  hand  of  the  king 

4  of  Syria  ?  And  he  said  unto  Jehoahaphat,  Wilt  thou  go 
with  me  to  the  war  to  Ramoth-gilead  ?  And  Jehoahaphat 
said  to  the  king  of  Israel,  I  am  as  thou  art,  my  people  as 

5  thy  people,  my  Loises  as  thy  horses.  And  Jehoahaphat 
said  unto  the  king  of  Israel,  Inquire,  pray,  at  the  word  of 

6  the  Eternal  to-day.1  Then  the  king  of  Israel  gathered2 
the  prophets  together,  about  four  hundred  men,  and  Baid 
unto  them,  Shall  I  go  against  Ramoth-gilead  to  the  war, 
or  shall  I  forbear  ?s  And  they  said,  Go  up ;  for  the  Eternal 

7  shall  give  it  into  the  hand  of  the  king.  And  Jehoahaphat 
said.  Is  there  not  still  here  a  prophet  of  the  Eternal,  that 

8  we  might  enquire  of  him  ?  And  the  king  of  Israel  said 
unto  Jehoshaphat,  There  is  yet  one  man,  Micaiah  the  son 
of  Imlah,  by  whom  we  may  inquire  of  the  Eternal :  but  I 
hate  him ;  for  he  doth  not  prophesy  good  concerning  me, 
but  evil.  And  Jehoshaphat  said,  Let  not  the  king  say  so. 

9  Then  the  king  of  Israel  called  a  eunuch,  and  said.  Hasten 

10  hither  Micaiah  the  son  of  Imlah.  And  the  king  of  Israel 
and  Jehoshaphat  the  king  of  Judah  sat  each  on  his  throne,4 
having  put  on  their  robes,  in  a  bam  in  the  entrance  of  the 
gate  of  Samaria :  and  all  the  prophets  prophesied  before 

11  them.  And  Zedelriah  the  son  of  Chenaanah  made  him 
horns  of  iron :  and  he  said,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  With 
these  shalt  thou  push  the  Syrians,  until  thou  have  con- 

12  sumed*  them.  And  all  the  prophets  prophesied  so,  saying, 
Go  up  to  Ramoth-gilead,  and  prosper:  for  the  Eternal 

13  shall  give  it  into  the  king's  hand.  And  the  messenger  that 
was  gone  to  call  Micaiah  spake  unto  him,  saying,  Behold 
now,  the  words  of  the  prophets  declare  good  unto  the  king 
with  one  mouth :  let  thy  word,  pray,  be  like  the  word  of 

14  one  of  them,  and  speak  that  which  is  good.  And  Micaiah 
said.  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  what  the  Eternal  saith  unto  me, 

'utlieday.  3  stored  np.  J cea»e.  4  chair,  ‘finished. 
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1 5  that  will  I  speak.  So  he  came  to  the  king.  And  the 
king  said  unto  him,  Micaiah,  shall  we  go  against 
Ramoth-gilead  to  the  war,  or  shall  we  forbear  71  And  he 
answered  him.  Go,  and  prosper :  for  the  Eternal  shall  give 

1 6  it  into  the  hand  of  the  king.  And  the  king  said  unto  him. 
How  many  times  shall  I  adjure  thee  that  thou  tell2  me 

17  nothing  but  truth  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal?  And  he 
said,  I  saw  all  Israel  scattered  upon  the  mountains,  as  a 
flock  that  has  not  a  shepherd :  ana  the  Eternal  said,  They 
are  ought  but  lords  to  these ;  let  them  return  every  man  to 

1 8  his  house  in  peace.  And  the  king  of  Israel  said  unto  Jeho- 
shaphat,  Did  I  not  tell3  thee  that  he  would  prophesy  no 

19  goal  concerning  me,  but  evil?  And  he  said.  Hear  thou, 
therefore  the  word  of  the  Eternal :  I  saw  the  Eternal  sitting 
on  his  throne,4  and  all  the  host  of  heaven  standing  by  him, 

20  on  his  right  and  on  his  left.  And  the  Eternal  said,  Who 
shall  persuade  Ahab,  that  he  may  go  up  and  full  at  Ramoth- 
gilead  ?  And  one  said  on  this  manner,  and  another  said 

21  on  that  manner.  And  there  came  forth  the  Spirit,  and 
stood  before  the  Eternal,  and  said,  I  will  persuade  him. 

22  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him.  Wherewith?  And  he 
said,  I  will  go  forth,  and  I  will  be  a  spirit  of  falsehood  in 
the  month  of  all  his  prophets.  And  tie  said.  Thou  shalt 

23  persuade  him,  and  prevail  also :  go  forth,  and  do  so.  Now 
therefore,  behold,  the  Eternal  ham  put9  a  spirit  of  falsehood 
in  the  mouth  of  all  these  thy  prophets,  and  the  Eternal 

24  hath  spoken  evil  concerning  thee.  But  Zedekiah  the  son 
of  Chenaanah  stepped  nigh,  aud  smote  Micaiah  on  the 
cheek,  and  said,  Which  tray  passed  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal 

25  from  me  to  speak  unto  thee  ?  And  Micaiah  said.  Behold, 
thou  Bhalt  see  in  that  day,  when  thou  shalt  go  into  an  inner 

26  chamber*1  to  hide  thyself.  And  the  king  of  Israel  said. 
Take  Micaiah,  and  carry?  him  back  unto  Amon  the  officer 

27  of  the  city,  and  to  Joasn  the  king’s  son ;  And  say,  Thus 
saith  the  king,  Put  this  fellow  in  the  house  of  detention,  aud 
give  him  to  eat  bread  of  affliction,8  and  to  drink  water  of 

28  affliction,8  until  I  come  in  peace.  And  Micaiah  said,  If 
thou  return  at-  all  in  peace,  the  Eternal  hath  not  spoken 

29  by  me.  And  he  said.  Hearken,  O  peoples,  all  of  you. 
So  the  king  of  Israel,  and  Jehushaphat  the  king  of 
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30  Judab,  went  up  tirR&moth-gilead.  And  'the  king  of  Israel 
said  unto  Jehoahaphat,  I  wul  disguise  myself,1  and  come 
into  the  war ;  but  put  thou  on  thy  garments.  And  the  king 

31  of  Israel  disguised  himself  and  came  into  the  war.  But 
the  king  of  Syria  commanded  the  officers  of  the  chariots 
whom  be  had,  thirty-two  in  number,  saying,  Fight  neither 
with  small  nor  great,  save  only  with  the  king  of  Israel. 

32  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  officers  of  the  chariots  Baw 
Jehoshaphat,  that  they  said,  Snrely  it  u  the  king  of  Israel. 
And  they  turned  aside9  to  fight  against  him :  ana  Jehasha- 

33  phat  cried  out  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  officers  of 
the  chariots  Baw  that  it  teas  not  the  king  of  Israel,  that  they 

34  turned  back  from  pursuing3  him.  ‘  And  a  certain  man  drew 
a  bow  in  his  simplicity,  and  smote  the  king  of  Israel 
between  the  joints  end  the  coat  of  mail :  wherefore  he 
said  unto  the  driver  of  his  chariot.  Turn  thy  hand,  and 

35  carry  me  out  of  the  camp ;  for  I  am  wounded.  And  the 
battle  increased4  that  day ;  and  the  king  was  stayed  up  in 
his  vehicle  against  the  Syrians,  and  died  at  even :  and  the 
blood  ran  out3  of  the  wound0  into  the  midst7  of  the  chariot 

36  And  there  went  a  cry  throughout  the  camp  about  the 
going  down  of  the  sun,  Baying,  Every  man  to  nis  city,  and 

37  every  man  to  his  own  country.  So  the  king  died,  and  was 
brought?  to  Samaria ;  and  they  buried  the  king  in  Samaria. 

38  And  one  rinsed  the  chariot  in  the  pool  of  Samaria,  and  the 
dogs  licked  up.  his  blood,  and  the  harlots  laved  in  it, 

39  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal  which  he  spake.  Now 
the  rest  of  the  acts9  of  Ahab,  and  all  that  he  (fid,  and  the 
ivory10  house  which  he  built,  and  all  the  cities  that  he 
built,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles11 

40  of  the  kings  of  Israel  ?  So  Ahab  lay  with  bis  fathers ;  and 

41  Ahaziah  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Jehoshaphat 
the  son  of  Asa  began  to  reign14  over  Judah  in  the  fourth 

42  year  of  Ahab  king  of  Israel.  Jehoshaphat  woe  thirty  and 
five  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign  ;12  and  he  reigned 
twenty  and  five  years  in  Jerusalem.  And  his  mother’s 

43  name  was  Azubah,  the  daughter  of  Shilhi.  Aud  he  walked 
in  all  the  ways  of  A«a  his  father ;  he  departed  not  from  it, 
doing  that  which  was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal: 
nevertheless  the  high  places  were  not  taken  away;13  for  the 

disguise  thyself.  *  departed.  *  behind.  4  went  up.  *  poured  out  *  smiting. 

1  bosom.  *  came.  *  words.  10  tooth.  11  the  words  of  the  days.  u  reigned. 

11  departed  not.

people  sacrificed  and  caused  yet  offerings  to  ascend  in 

44  fumes  in  the  high  places.  And  Jehoehaphat  made  peace 

45  with  the  king  of  Israel.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts1  of 
Jehoahaphat,  and  his  might  that  he  shewed*3  and  how  he 
waned*9  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles1 

46  of  the  kings  of  Judah  ?  And  the  rest  of  the  male  prosti¬ 
tutes,  which  remained  in  the  days  of  his  lather  Asa,  he  put 

47  away  out  of  the  land.  There  teas  then  no  king  in  Edom : 

48  a  deputy  teas  king.  Jehoahaphat  made  ships  of  Tarshish 
to  go  to  Ophir  for  gold ;  but  they  went  not :  for  the  ships 

49  were  broken  at  Ezion-geber.  Then  said  Ahaziah  the  son 
of  Ahab  unto  Jehoshaphat,  Let  my  servants  go  with  thy 

50  servants  in  the  ships :  but  Jehoehaphat  would  noL  And 
Jehoshaphat  lay  with  his  fathers*  and  was  buried  with  his 
fathers  in  the  city  of  David  his  father:  and  Jehoram  his 

51  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  Ahaziah  the  son  of  Ahab  began 
to  reign9  over  Israel  in  Samaria  the  seventeenth  year  of 
Jehoshaphat  king  of  Judah,  and  reigned  two  years  over 

52  Israel.  And  he  did  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Eternal,  and  walked  in  the  way  of  his  father,  and  in  die 
way  of  his  mother,  and  in  the  way  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of 

53  Nebat,  who  made  Israel  to  sin :  For  he  served  the  Baal, 
and  prostrated  himself  to  him,  and  provoked  to  anger  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel,  according  to  all  that  his  father  had 
done.

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Chap.  L 

1  Then  Moab  rebelled1  against  Israel  after  the  death  of 

2  Ahab.  And  Ahaziah  fell  down  through  a  lattice  in  his 
upper  chamber  that  teas  in  Samaria,  and  was  sick :  and  he 
sent  messengers,  and  said  unto  them,  Go,  inquire  of  Baal- 
zebub,  the  god  of  Ekron,  whether  I  shall  recover3  of  this 

3  disease.  But  an  angel9  of  the  Eternal  said  to  Elijah  the 
Tishbite,  Arise,  go  up  towards  the  messengers  of  the  king 
of  Samaria,  and  say  unto  them.  Is  it  not  because  there  is 
not  a  God  in  Israel,  that  ye  go  to  inquire  of  Baal-zcbub, 

4  the  god  of  Ekron  ?  Now,  therefore,  thus  saith  the  Eternal, 
Thou  sbalt  not  come  down  from  that  bed  on  which  thou 
art  gone  up,  but  sbalt  surely  die.  And  Elijah  departed.4 

5  And  when  the  messengers  returned  unto  him,  he  said 

6  unto  them,  Why  are  ye  now8  returned  ?  And  they  said 
unto  him,  A  man  came  up  towards  us,  and  said  unto  us. 
Go,  return  unto  the  king  that  sent  you,  and  say  unto  him, 
Tlius  saith  the  Eternal,  Is  it  not  because  there  is  not  a 
God  in  Israel,  that  thou  sendest  to  inquire  of  Baal-zebub, 
die  god  of  Ekron :  therefore  thou  6halt  not  come  down 
from  that  bed  on  which  thou  art  gone  up,  but  shalt  surely 

7  die.  Aud  he  said  unto  them.  What  is  the  manner  of  the 
man  who  came  up  towards  you,  and  told  you  these  words? 

8  Aud  they  said  to  him,  He  was  a  hairy  man,6  and  girt  with 

1  traaigreswd.  *  live.  3  meiwnger.  *  wont.  *  what  this.  *  a  mu  owner  of  hair. 
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a  girdle  of  skin  about  liis  loins.  And  he  said.  It  is  Elijah 
9  the  Tishbitc.  Then  the  king  sent  unto  him  an  officer  of 
fifty  with  his  fifty.  And  he  went  up  to  him ;  and,  behold, 
he  sat  on  the  top1  of  the  mountain ;  and  he  spake  unto 
him.  Thou  man  of  God,  the  king  hath  spoken.  Come 

10  down.  And  Elijah  answered  and  said  to  the  officer  of  the 
fifty,  If  I  am  a  man  of  God,  then  let  fire  come  down  from 
heaven,  and  consume8  thee  and  thy  fifty.  And  there  came 
down  fire  from  heaven,  and  consumed8  him  and  his  fifty. 

11  Again’  also  he  sent  unto  him,  another  officer  of  fifty  with 
his  fifty.  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  him,  O  man  of 

12  God,  thus  hath  the  king  said,  Come  down  quickly.  And 
Elijah  answered  and  said  unto  them.  If  I  am  a  man  of 
God,  let  fire  come  down  from  heaven,  and  consume8  thee 
and  thy  fifty.  And  the  fire  of  God  came  down  from 

13  heaven,  and  consumed3  him  and  his  fifty*  And  he  sent 
again4  an  officer  of  the  third  fifty  with  h  is  fifty.  And  the 
third  officer  of  fifty  went  up,  and  came  and  fell3  on  his 
knees  before  Elijah,  and  implored  him,  and  said  unto  him, 
O  man  of  God,  pray,  let  my  life,®  and  the  life0  of  these  fifty 

14  thy  servants,  be  precious  in  thine  eyes.  Behold,  there 
came  fire  down  from  heaven,  and  consumed8  the  two  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  former  fifties  with  their  fifties:  therefore  let  my 

15  life0  now  be  precious  in  thine  eyes.  And  the  angel7  of  the 
Eternal  spake  unto  Elijah,  Go  down  with  him ;  be  not 
afraid  of  him.  And  he  arose,  and  went  down  with  him 

16  unto  the  king.  And  he  Bald  unto  him.  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  Forasmuch  as  thou  hast  sent  messengers  to  in- 

auire  of  Baal-zebub,  the  god  of  Ekron,  is  it  not  because 
i ere  is  no  God  iu  Israel  to  inquire  of  his  word  ?  therefore 
thou  shalt  not  come  down  oft  that  bed  on  which  thou  art 
1 7  gone  up,  but  shalt  surely  die.  So  he  died,  according  to 
the  word  of  the  Eternal,  which  Elijah  had  spoken :  and 
Jehoram  reigned  in  his  stead,  in  the  second  rear  of 
Jehoram  the  son  of  Jehoshaphal,  king  of  Judah;  because 
18  he  had  no  son.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts8  of  Ahaziah 
which  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the 
Chronicles9  of  the  kings  of  Israel  ?

2  with  Elisha  from  the  GilgaL  And  Elijah  said  unto  Elisha, 
Fray,  abide  here ;  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent  me  to  Beth  el. 
Ana  Elisha  said  unto  Atm,  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  and  as 
thy  soul  liveth.  If  1  leave  thee  ...  So  they  went  down 

3  to  Beth-el.  And  the  sons  of  the  prophets  that  were  at 
Beth-el  came  forth  to  Elisha,  and  said  unto  him,  Knowcst 
thou  that  the  Eternal  will  take  thy  lord  from  over  thy  head 
to-day?  And  he  said.  Yea,  I  know  it;  hold  you  your 

4  peace.  And  Elijah  Baid  unto  him,  Elisha,  Pray,  abide 
here ;  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent  me  to  Jericho.  And  he 
he  said.  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  and  as  thy  soul  liveth.  If  I 

5  leave  thee  ...  So  they  came  to  Jericho.  And  the  sons 
of  the  prophets  that  were  at  Jericho  stepped  to  Elisha,  and 
said  unto  him,  Knowest  thou  that  the  Eternal  will  take 
thy  master  from  over  thy  head  to-day  ?  And  he  answered, 

6  Yea,  I  know  it ;  hold  you  your  peace.  And  Elijah  said 
unto  bim,  Fray,  abide  here :  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent  me 
to  the  Jordan.  And  he  said,  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  and 
as  thy  soul  liveth,  If  I  leave  thee  ....  And  they  two 

7  went  on.  And  fifty  men  of  the  sons  of  the  prophets  went, 
and  stood  opposite  afar  off:  and  they  two  stood  by  the 

8  Jordan.  And  Elijah  took  his  robe,  and  wrapped  it 
together,  and  smote  the  waters,  and  they  were  divided,1 
hither  and  thither ;  so  that  they  two  went  over  on  dry* 

9  land.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  were  gone  over, 
that  Elijah  said  unto  Elisha,  Ask  what  I  shall  do  for  thee, 
before  I  am  taken  away  from  thee.  And  Elisha  said.  Fray, 

10  let  a  double  portion3  of  thy  spirit  be  upon  me.  And  he 
said,  Thou  hast  asked  a  hard  thing :  nevertheless,  if  thou 
see  me  when  I  am  taken  from  thee,  it  shall  be  so  unto 

11  thee;  hut  if  not,  it  shall  not  be  so.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  they  went  on,  walking  and  talking,  that,  behold, 
there  appeared  a  chariot  of  fire,  and  horses  of  fire,  and 
parted  uem  both  asunder;  and  Elijah  went  up  by  the 

12  whirlwind  into  the  heaven.  And  Elisha  saw  if,  and  he  cried. 
My  father,  my  father  *  the  chariot  of  Israel,  and  the  horse¬ 
men  thereof;  And  he  saw  him  no  more :  and  he  took  hold 

13  of  his  own  garments,  and  rent  them  in  two  pieces.1  He  took 
up1  also  the  robe  of  Elijah  that  fell  from  him,  and  returned 

1  halved.  3  dried  np.  3  the  month  of  two.  4  rents.  *  raised. 
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14  and  Btood  by  the  bank1  of  the  Jordan ;  And  he  took  the 
robe  of  Elijah  that  fell  from  him,  and  smote  the  waters, 
and  said.  Where  is  the  Eternal  God  of  Elijah  ?  And  when 
he  also  had  smitten  the  waters,  they  parted9  hither  and 

15  thitheT :  and  Elisha  went  over.  And  when  the  sons  of  the 
prophets,  who  were  opposite  at  Jericho,  saw  him,  they 
Baid,  The  spirit  of  Elijah  doth  rest  on  Elisha.  And  they  came 
towards  him,  and  prostrated  themselves  to  the  earth  before 

16  him :  And  they  said  unto  him.  Behold  now,  there  be  with 
thy  servants  fifty  strong  men;3  pray,  let  them  go,  and 
seek  thy  lord ;  peradventure  the  Spirit4  of  the  Eternal 
hath  earned  him  up,  and  cast  him  upon  one  of  the  moun¬ 
tains,  or  into  one  of  the  glens.  And  he  said.  Ye  shall  not 

17  send.  And  when  they  urged  him  till  he  was  ashamed,  he 
said,  Send.  They  sent,  therefore,  fifty  men;  and  they 

18  Bought  three  days,  but  found  him  not.  And  when  they 
returned  to  him,  and  he  abode  at  Jericho,  he  said  onto 

1 9  them.  Did  I  not  say  unto  you,  Go  not  ?  And  the  men  of 
the  city  said  unto  Elisha,  fray,  hehold,  the  situation  of  this 
city  is  good,  as  my  lord  seeth :  hut  the  water  u  bad,  and 

20  the  land  is  depopulating.3  And  he  said,  Bring  me  a  new 
platter,  and  put  salt  therein.  And  they  brought  it  to  him. 

21  And  he  went  forth  unto  the  spring*  of  the  waters,  and  cast 
salt  in  there,  and  said,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  I  have 
healed  these  waters ;  there  shall  not  be  from  thence  any 

22  more  death  or  depopulation.9  So  the  waters  were  healed 
unto  this  day,  according  to  the  word  of  Elisha  which  he 

23  spake.  And  he  went  up  from  thence  unto  Beth-el:  and 
as  he  was  going  up  by  the  way,  there  came  forth  little 
children7  ont  or  the  city,  and  reviled  him,  and  said  unto 

24  him.  Go  up,  thou  bald  head ;  go  up,  thou  bald  head.  And 
he  turned  back,  and  looked3  on  them,  and  execrated  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  And  there  came  forth  two 
she-bears  out  of  the  forest,  and  tare9  forty  and  two  children 

25  of  them.  And  he  went  from  thence  to  mount  Carmel; 
and  from  thence  he  returned  to  Samaria. 

Chap.  m. 

1  Now  Jehoram  the  son  of  Ahah  began  to  reign10  over  Israel 
in  Samaria  the  eighteenth  year  of  Jehoshaphat  king  of 

1  tip,  *  were  Helved.  *  tone  of  force.  *  wind.  3  robbing  of  jouitg  one*. 

*  going  oat.  *  tab*  1  «&w,  *  dm.  ift  reigned. 
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2  Judah,  and  reigned  twelve  years.  And  he  did  what  was 
evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal;  but  not  like  his  lather,  and 
like  his  mother ;  and  he  removed  the  image1  of  the  Baal 

3  that  his  hither  had  made.  Nevertheless  he  cleaved  unto 
the  sins  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  made  Israel  to 

4  sin;  he  departed  not  therefrom.  And  Mesha  king  of 
Moab  was  a  Bheep-maater,  and  rendered*  unto  the  king  of 
Israel  a  hundred  thousand  fattened  lambs,  and  a  hundred 

5  thousand  rams,  with  the  wool.  But  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Ahab  was  dead,  that  the  king  of  Moab  rebelled3  against 

6  the  king  of  Israel.  And  the  king  Jehoram  went  out  of 

7  Samaria  on  that  day,  and  mustered  all  Israel.  And  he  went 
and  sent  to  Jehoshaphat  the  king  of  Judah,  saying,  The 
king  of  Moab  hath  rebelled*  against  me :  wilt  thou  go  with 
me  against  Moab  to  the  war?  And  he  said,  I  will  go  up: 
As?  ant,  thou  art,  as  my  people  so  thy  people,  as  my  horses 

8  so  thy  horses.  And  he  said.  Which  way  shall  we  go  up  ? 
And  he  answered.  The  way  through  the  desert  of  Edom. 

9  So  the  king  of  Israel  went,  and  the  king  of  Judah,  and 
the  king  of  Edom :  and  they  fetched  a  compam  of  seven 
days’  journey :  and  there  was  no  water  for  the  camp,  and 

10  for  the  catde  that  followed  them.4  And  the  king  of  Israel 
said,  Alas  I  that  the  Eternal  hath  called  these  three  kings 

1 1  together,  to  give  them  into  the  hand  of  Moab  !  But  Jeho¬ 
shaphat  said.  Is  there  not  here  a  prophet  of  the  Eternal, 
that  we  may  inquire  of  the  Eternal  by  him  ?  And  one  of 
the  king  of  Israel’s  servants  answered  and  said,  Here  ts 
Elisha  the  son  of  Shaphat,  who  poured  water  on  the  hands 

12  of  Elijah.  And  Jehosnaphat  said.  The  word  of  the  Eternal 
w  with  him.  So  the  krag  of  Israel,  and  Jehoshaphat,  and 

13  the  king  of  Edom,  went  down  to  him.  And  Elisha  said 
unto  the  king  of  Israel,  What  have  I  to  do  with  thee  ?* 
go  to  the  prophets  of  thy  father,  and  to  the  prophets  of  thy 
mother.  And  the  king  of  Israel  said  unto  him.  Nay :  for 
the  Eternal  hath  called  these  three  kings  together ,  to  give 

14  them  into  the  hand  of  Moab.  And  Elisha  said.  As  the 
Eternal  of  hosts  liveth,  before  whom  I  stand,  surely  were  it 
not  that  I  regard6  the  presence7  of  Jehoshaphat  the  king  of 

15  Judah,  if  I  would  glance  towards  thee,  or  see  thee. . .  But 
now  bring  me  a  minstrel.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  the 
minstrel  played,  that  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  upon 

’  monument.  *  restored.  *  trespassed,  4  it  their  feet.  *  what  unto  me  and 

thee  T  *  bear.  T  face. 
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16  him.  And  he  said,  Thus  saith  tho  Eternal,  Make  this 

17  valley1  hill  of  ditches ;®  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Ye  shall 
not  see  wind,  neither  shall  ye  see  rain  3  yet  that  valley1 
shall  be  filled  with  water,  that  ye  may  drink,  both  ye,  and 

18  your  cattle,  and  your  beasts.  And  this  is  but  a  light  thing  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Eternal :  he  will  give  Moab  also  into  your 

19  hand.  And  ye  shall  smite  every  fortified  city,  and  every 
choice  city,  and  shall  fell  every  good  tree,  and  stop  all 
springs  of  water,  and  mar1  every  good  piece  of  land  with 

20  stones.  And  it  came  to  pass  m  the  morning,  when  the 
oblation  was  offered,4  that,  behold,  there  cainc  water  by 
the  way  of  Edom;  and  the  country  was  filled  with  the 

21  water.  And  when  all  Moab  heard  that  the  kings  were 
come  up  to  fight  against  them,  they  were  summoned,  from 
every  one  that  girded  on  a  girdle  and  upwards,  and  stood 

22  in  the  boundary.  And  they  rose  up  early  in  the  morning; 
and  the  suu  shone  upon  the  water,  and  the  Moabites  saw 

23  the  water  from  opposite  as  red  as  blood :  And  they  said. 
This  is  blood :  the  kings  are  surely  ruined,  and  they  have 
smitten  one  another;5  now  therefore,  Moab,  to  the  spoil. 

24  And  when  they  came  to  the  camp  of  Israel,  Israel  rose  up 
and  smote  Moab,  so  that  they  ran  away  before  them :  ana 

25  they  smote  Moab  in  their  own  country.6  And  they  pulled 
down  the  cities,  and  on  cvciy  good  piece  of  land7  cast  every 
man  his  stone,  and  filled  it ;  and  they  stopped  every  spring 
of  water,  and  felled  every  good  tree:  only  in  die  Kir- 
haraseth  suffered  they  the  stones  to  remain ;  howbeit,  the 

26  slingers  encompassed  it,  aud  smote  it.  And  when  the  king 
of  Moab  saw  that  the  war  was  too  Bore6  for  him,  he  took 
wjtb  him  seven  hundred  men  that  drew  swords,  to  break9 
through  even  unto  the  king  of  Edom:  but  they  could  not. 

27  Then  he  took  his  first-born  son,  that  should  have  reigned 
in  his  stead,  and  offered10  hiinjbr  a  burnt  offering  upon  the 
rampart  And  there  was  great  indignation  against  Israel: 
and  they  departed11  from  him,  and  returned  to  their  oion 
laud. 


Chap.  IV. 

I  Now  one  woman  of  the  wives  of  the  sons  of  the  prophets 
cried  unto  Elisha,  saying,  Thy  servant  my  husband  is  dead ;

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and  thou  knoweat  that  thy  servant  did  fear  the  Eternal : 
and  the  creditor  is  come  to  take  onto  him  my  two  sons  to 

2  be  servants.  And  Elisha  said  unto  her.  What  shall  I  do 
fer  thee  ?  tell  me :  what  bast  thou  in  the  house  ?  And  she 
said.  Thy  handmaid  hath  not  any  thloff  in  the  house  save 

3  a  vessel  for  anointmg-oil.  Then  he  said.  Go,  ask  for  thee 
vessels  abroad  of  all  thy  neighbours,  even  empty  vessels  J 

4  let  them  not  be  few.  And  when  thou  art  come  in,  thou 
shalt  shut  the  door  upon  thee  and  upon  thy  boob,  and  shalt 
pour  out  into  ail  those  vessels,  and  utou  shalt  set  aside  that 

5  which  is  fulL  So  she  went  from  him,  and  shut  the  door 
upon  her  and  upon  her  sons,  they  reached  the  vessels  to 

6  her,  and  she  poured  out.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
vessels  were  fall,  that  she  said  unto  her  son,  Reach  me  yet 
a  vessel.  And  he  said  unto  her.  There  is  not  a  vessel  more. 

7  And  the  oil  stayed.1  Then  she  came  and  told  the  man  of 
God :  and  he  said,  Go,  sell  the  oil,  and  pay  thy  debt,  and 

8  live  thou  and  thy  children  of  the  rest  And  it  was  on  a 
day,  that  Elisha  passed  to  Shunem,  where  t oae  a  great 
woman ;  and  she  constrained8  him  to  eat  bread.  And  so 
it  was,  that,  as  oft  as  he  passed  by,  he  turned  in3  thither  to 

9  eat  bread.  And  she  said  unto  ner  husband,  Behold  now, 
I  know  that  this  u  a  holy  man  of  God  who  passeth  by  us 

1 0  continually.  Pray,  let  us  make  a  little  upper  chamber,  on 
the  wall;  and  let  us  put  for  him  there  a  lied,  and  a  table, 
and  a  chair,  and  a  candelabrum :  and  it  shall  be,  when  he 

1 1  cometh  to  us,  that  he  shall  turn  in4  thither.  And  it  was  or 
a  day  that  he  came  thither,  and  he  turned8  into  the  upper 

1 2  chamber,  and  lay  there.  And  he  said  to  Gehazi  his  lad. 
Call  this  Shunsmmite.  And  when  he  had  called  her,  she 

13  stood  before  him.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Say  now  onto 
her,  Behold,  thou  hast  been  careful8  for  us  with  all  this 
care;6  what  is  to  be  done  for  thee?  wouldest  thou  be 
spoken  for  to  the  king,  or  to  the  officer  of  the  host  ?  And 

14  she  answered,  I  abide  among  mine  own  people.  "  And  he 
said,  What  then  iff  to  be  done  for  her?  And  Gehazi 
answered,  Verily  she  hath  no  child,7  and  her  husband  is 

15  old.  And  he  said,  Call  her.  And  when  he  had  called  her, 

16  she  stood  in  the  entrance.  And  he  said.  At  this  appointed 
time  as  the  time  that  liveth,  thou  shalt  embrace  a  son. 
And  she  said,  Nay,  my  lord,  thou  man  of  God,  do  not  state 


1  stood.  4  laid  hold.  *  departed.  *  depart.  1  trembled.  *  trembling.  1  son. 
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17  a  falsehood  unto  thy  handmaid.  And  the  "woman  con¬ 
ceived,  and  bare  a  son  at  that  appointed  time  as  the  time 

18  that  livcth,  which  Elisha  had  told1  her.  And  when  the 
child  was  grown,  it  was  on  a  day  that  he  went  out  to  his 

19  father  to  the  reapers.  And  he  said  unto  his  father,  My 
head,  my  head  I  And  he  said  to  the  lad.  Carry  him  to  his 

20  mother.  And  when  he  had  carried  him,  and  brought  him 
to  his  mother,  he  sat  on  her  knees  till  noon,  and  then  died. 

21  And  she  went  up,  and  laid  him  on  the  bed  of  the  man  of 

22  God,  and  shut  the  door  upou  him,  and  went  out  And  she 
called  unto  her  husband,  and  said,  Pray,  send  me  one  of  the 
lads,  and  one  of  the  shoasses,  that  1  may  run  to  the  roan 

23  of  God,  and  return.  And  he  said.  Why  wilt  thou  go  to 
him  to-day?  it  being  neither  new  moon  nor  sabbath.  And 

24  she  said.  Peace  1  Then  she  saddled  the  she-ass,  and  said  to 
her  lad.  Lead,  and  go  forward ;  slack8  not  thy  riding  for  me, 

25  except  I  bid3  thee.  So  she  went,  and  came  unto  the  man 
of  God  to  mount  Carmel.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
man  of  God  saw  her  afar  off,  that  he  said  to  Gehazi  his  ser- 

26  vaut,  Behold,  yonder  ts  that  Skunammite ;  Hun  now,  pray, 
towards  her ;  and  say  unto  her,  1$  peace  unto  thee  ?  is 
peace  unto  thy  husband?  is  peace  unto  the  child?  And 

27  she  answered.  Peace.  And  when  she  came  to  the  man  of 
God  to  the  mountain,  she  laid  hold  of  him  by  the  feet ; 
but  Gehazi  stepped  nigh  to  thrust  her  away.  And  the 
man  of  God  said.  Let  tier  alone  ;4  for  her  soul  is  vexed5 
within  her:  and  the  Eternal  hath  hid  it  from  me,  and 

28  hath  not  told  me.  Then  she  said.  Did  I  ask  a  son  of  my 

29  lord  ?  did  I  not  say.  Do  not  deceive!  me  ?  Then  he  Baid 
to  Gehazi,  Gird  up  thy  loins,  and  take  my  staff*  in  thy 
hand,  and  go  thy  way  i  if  thou  find  any  man,  salute1  him 
not ;  and  if  any  salute1  thee,  answer  him  not :  and  put  my 

30  staff6  upon  the  face  of  the  lad.  And  the  mother  of  the  laid 
said,  As  the  Eternal  livcth,  and  as  thy  soul  liveth,  if  I 

31  leave  thee.  ....  And  he  arose,  and  went  after  her.  And 
Gehazi  passed  on  before  them,  and  put  the  staff6  upon  the 
face  of  the  lad;  hut  there  was  neither  voice  nor  attending: 
wherefore  he  returned  towards  him,  and  told  hint,  saying, 

32  The  lad  is  not  awaked.  And  when  Elisha  was  come  into 
the  house,  behold,  the  lad  was  dead,  and  laid  upon  his  bed. 

33  He  went  in  therefore,  and  shut  the  door  upon  them  twain, 

34  and  prayed  unto  the  Eternal.  And  he  went  up,  and  lay 

1  aafi*.  *  Rstnio.  a  say.  4  loosen  her.  *  bitter.  *  stay.  f  bless. 
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upon  the  child,  and  put  his  mouth  upon  his  mouth,  and 
his  eyes  upon  his  eyes,  and  his  hands  npon  his  hands ;  and 
he  stretched  himself  upon  the  child,  and  the  fleah  of  the 

35  child  waxed  warm.  Tnen  he  returned,  and  walked  in  the 
house  to  and  fro ;  and  went  up,  and  stretched  himself  upon 
him ;  and  the  lad  sneezed  seven  times,  and  the  lad  un- 

36  dosed  his  eyes.  And  he  called  Gehazi,  and  said.  Call  this 
Sbunammite.  So  he  called  her.  And  when  she  was  come 

37  in  unto  him,  he  said.  Carry  thy  son.  Then  die  went  in, 
and  fell  at  his  feet,  and  prostrated  herself  to  the  earth,  and 

38  carried  her  son,  and  went  out.  And  Elisha  returned  to  the 
Gilgal,  and  the  famine  was  in  the  land,  mid  the  eons  of  the 
prophets  were  sitting  before  him:  and  he  said  unto  his 
servant.  Set  on  the  great  pot,  and  seethe  pottage  for  the 

39  sons  of  the  prophets.  And  one  went  out  into  the  field  to 
gather  herbs,  |  and  found  a  vine  of  the  field,  and  collected 
thereof  wild  gourdsi!  his  lap  full,  and  came  out  and  shred 

40  them  into  the  pot  of  pottage :  for  they  knew  them  not.  So 
they  poured  out  for  the  men  to  eat :  and  it  came  to  pass, 
as  they  were  eating  of  the  pottage,  that  they  cried  out^ 
and  said,  O  thou  man  of  God,  there  is  death  in  the  pot ; 

41  and  they  could  not  eat  thereof.  But  he  said.  Then  take 
meal.  And  he  cast  it  into  the  pot ;  and  he  said,  Four 
out  for  the  people,  that  they  may  eat.  And  there  was 

42  no  evil  thing  in  the  poL  And  there  came  a  man  from 
Baal-shalisha,  and  hrought  the  man  of  God  bread  of  the 
first-fruits,  twenty  loaves1  of  barley,  and  ears  of  fruitful 
soil  in  his  bag.  And  he  said,  Give  unto  the  people,  that 

43  they  may  cat.  And  his  minister  said.  What,  should  I  set* 
this  before  a  hundred  men?  He  said  again.  Give  the

1  Now  Naaman,  officer  of  the  host  of  the  king  of  Syria, 
was  a  great  man  with  his  lord,  and  honourable  ;4  because 
by  him  the  Eternal  had  given  deliverance3  unto  Syria; 

2  he  was  also  a  hero  of  force j  hut  he  was  a  leper.  And  the 
Syrians  had  gone  out  in  troops,  and  had  captured  out 
or  the  land  of  Israel  a  little  damsel;  and  she  waited

told  his  lord*  saying,  Thus  and  thus  said  the  damsel  that 

6  is  of  the  land  of  Israel.  And  the  king  of  Syria  said*  Go 
to,  go*  and  I  will  send  a  letter4  unto  the  king  of  Israel. 
Ana  he  went*  and  took  with  him  ten  kikar  of  silver*  and 
six  thousand  pieces  of  gold*  and  ten  changes  of  garments. 

$  And  he  brought  the  letter*  to  (he  king  of  Israel*  saying* 
Now*  when  this  letter4  is  come  unto  thee*  behold*  I  have 
therewith  sent  Naaman  my  servant  to  thee*  that  thou 

7  mayest  recover*  him  of  his  leprosy.  And  it  came  to  pass* 
when  the  king  of  Israel  bad  read  the  letter/  that  he  rent 
his  garments,  and  said*  Am  I  God*  to  put  to  death  and  to 
make  alive*  that  this  man  doth  send  unto  me  to  recover8  a 
man  of  his  leprosy  ?  Wherefore*  pray*  know  and  see  how 

8  he  seeketh  a  pretence  against  me.  And  it  was  so,  when 
FJkhft  the  man  of  God  had  heard  that  the  king  of  Israel 
had  rent  his  garments*  that  he  sent  to  the  kiug*  saying* 
Wherefore  hast  thou  rent  thy  garments  ?  let  him  come  now 
to  me*  and  he  shall  know  that  there  is  a  prophet  in  Israel. 

8  So  Naaman  came  with  his  hones  and  with  his  chariot,  and 

10  stood  at  the  entrance  of  the  house  of  Elisha.  And  Elisha 
sent  a  messenger  unto  him*  saying*  Go  aud  lave  in  the 
Jordan  seven  times*  and  thy  flew  shall  come  again6  to 

1 1  thec*  and  thou  shalt  be  clean.  Eut  Naaman  was  angry* 
and  went  away*  aud  said*  Behold,  I  thought*  He  will  surely 
come  oat  to  me*  and  stand  and  call  on  the  name  of  the 
Eternal  his  God*  and  wave  his  hand  over  the  place*  and 

12  recover3  the  leper.  Are  not  Abana  and  Ph&rpar*  rivers  of 
Damascus*  better  than  all  the  waters  of  Israel  ?  may  I  not 
lave  in  them*  and  be  dean  ?  So  he  turned*  and  went  away 

13  in  a  fury.  And  his  servants  stepped  nigh,  and  spake  unto 
him*  and  said*  My  father*  if  the.  prophet  had  bid  thee  do 
some  great  thing,  wouldest  thou  not  have  done  it  ?  how 
much  rather  then*  when  he  Baith  to  thee*  Lave*  and  be 

14  clean  ?  Then  went  he  down*  and  dipped  himself  seven 
times  in  (he  Jordan,  according  to  the  word  of  the  mao  of 
God;  and  his  flesh  came  again7  like  unto  the  flesh  of  a 

15  little  child*6  and  he  was  dean.  And  he  returned  to  the

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man  of  God,  he  end  all  his  company,1  and  came  and  stood 
before  him :  and  he  said.  Behold,  now  I  know  that  tftsre  is 
no  God  in  all  the  earth  but  in  Israel :  now  therefore,  pray, 

16  take  a  blessing  of  thy  servant.  But  he  said,  As  the  Eternal 
liveth,  before  whom  I  stand,  if  I  take  .  .  .  And  he  pressed 

1 7  him  to  take  it ;  bat  he  refused.  And  Naaman  said,  If  not, 
pray,  let  there  be  given  to  thy  servant  a  burthen  of  earth* 
for  a  team  of  mules :  for  thy  servant  will  further  offer5 
neither  burnt-offering  nor  sacrifice  unto  other  gods,  hut 

18  unto  the  EternaL  In  this  thing  the  Eternal  pardon  thy 
servant,  that  when  my  lord  goeth  into  the  house  of  Rim- 
mon  to  prostrate  himself  there,  and  be  leaneth  on  my  hand, 
I  prostrate  myself  also  in  the  house  of  Rirnroon ;  when  I 
prostrate  myself  in  the  house  of  Rhnmon,  the  Eternal  par- 

19  don  thy  servant  in  this  thing.  And  he  said  onto  him,  Go  In 

20  peace.  So  he  departed  from  him  &  kibrsth  of  land.  But 
Gehazi,  the  servant  of  Elisha  the  man  of  God,  said,  Be¬ 
hold,  my  lord  hath  spared4  Naaman  this  Syrian,  in  not 
taking  at  his  hands  that  which  he  brought ;  but,  as  the 
Eternal  liveth,  I  will  run  after  him,  and  take  somewhat  of 

21  him.  So  Gehazi  followed*  after  Naaman.  And  when 
Naaman  saw  him  running  after  him,  he  lighted0  down  from 

22  the  vehicle  towards  him,  and  said.  Is  it  for  peace  ?  And 
he  said.  Peace.  My  lord  hath  sent  me,  saying,  Behold, 
even  now  there  are  come  to  me  from  mount  Ephraim  two 
lads  of  the  sons  of  the  prophets :  give  them,  pray,  a  kikar 

23  of  silver,  and  two  changes  of  garments.  And  Naaman  said. 
Pray,  consent,  take  two  kikar.  And  he  pressed  him,  and 
bound  two  kikar  of  silver  in  two  bags,fl  with  two  changes 
of  garments,  and  gave  them  to  two  of  hfe  lads }  and  they 

24  bare  them  before  him.  And  when  he  came  to  the  tower, U 
he  took  them  from  their  hand  and  bestowed?  them  in  the 

25  house :  and  he  let  the  men  go,  and  they  departed.  But 
he  went  in,  and  stood  before  his  lord.  And  Elisha  said  • 
unto  him,  Whence  contest  thou,  Gehazi?  And  he  said.  Thy 

26  servant  went  no  whither.  And  he  said  unto  him.  My  heart 
had  not  gone,  when  the  man  turned  again  from  his  vehicle 
towards  thee.  Is  it  A  time  to  take  money,  and  to  take 
garments,  and  olive-yards,  and  vineyards,  and  the  flocks 

27  and  herds,  and  men-servants,  and  handmaids  ?  Therefore 
the  leprosy  of  Naaman  shn-ll  cleave  unto  thee,  and  unto  thy 

1  camp.  5  ground.  *  make.  1  kept  back.  *  pursued.  •  fell.  T  vitUed.

Chap.  VL 


1  And  the  sons  of  the  prophets  said  onto  Elisha,  Behold  now, 
the  place  where  we  abide  with  thee  is  too  straii  for  u& 

2  Let  us  go,  pray,  unto  the  Jordan,  and  take  thence  every 
man  one  beam,  and  let  us  make  us  a  place  there,  where 

3  we  may  abide.  And  he  answered,  Go  ye.  And  the  one 

said,  Pray,  consent,  and  so  with  thy  servants.  And 

4  he  answered,  I  will  go.  So  he  went  with  them.  And 
when  they  came  to  the  Jordan,  they  hewed  down  the 

5  wood.  But  as  the  one  was  felling  the  beam,  the  axe-head8 
fell  into  the  water :  and  he  cried,  and  said,  Alas,  my  lord  2 

6  for  it  was  borrowed.9  And  the  man  of  God  said.  Where 
fell  it  ?  And  he  shewed  him  the  place.  And  he  cut  down 
a  stick,4  and  cast  it  in  thither,  and  it  caused  the  iron  to 

7  float.  And  he  said.  Take  it  up9  to  thee.  And  he  put  out6 

8  his  hand,  and  took  it  Then  the  king  of  Syria  fought 
against  Israel,  and  took  counsel  with  his  servants,  saying, 

9  In  such  and  such  a  place  efuxU  be  my  encampment.  And 
the  man  of  God  sent  unto  the  king  of  Israel,  saying, 
Beware  of  passing  such  a  place ;  for  thither  the  Syrians 

10  are  descending. ||  And  the  king  of  Israel  sent  to  the  place 
which  the  man  of  God  told  him  and  enlightened  him,  and 

1 1  took  heed  there,  not  once  nor  twice.  Therefore  the  heart 
of  the  king  of  Syria  was  agitated  for  this  thing ;  and  he 
called  his  servants,  and  said  unto  them.  Will  ye  not  tell 

12  me  which  of  us  is  for  the  king  of  Israel?  And  one  of  his 
servants  said.  None,  my  laid,  O  king:  but  Elisha,  the 
prophet  that  is  in  Israel,  telleth  the  king  of  Israel  the  words 

13  that  thou  speakest  in  thv  bed7-chamBcr.  And  he  said. 
Go  and  see  where  be  is,  that  I  may  send  and  fetch11  him. 
And  it  was  told  him,  saying,  Behold,  he  is  in  Dothan. 

14  Therefore  sent  he  thither  horaes,  and  chariots,  and  a  great9 
force :  and  they  came  by  night,  and  surrounded  the  city. 

15  And  when  the  minister  of  the  man  of  God  was  risen  early,

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and  gone  forth,  behold*  a  force  compassed  the  city*  both 
with  noises  and  chariots.  And  his  lad  said  unto  him*

Fear  not ;  for  they  that  are  with  us  are  more  than  they 

17  that  are  with  them.  And  Elisha  prayed,  and  said.  Eternal, 
pray,  unclose  hfe  eyes,  that  he  may  see.  And  the  Eternal 
unclosed  the  eyes  of  the  lad :  and  he  saw,  and,  behold, 
the  mountain  too*  full  of  horses,  and  chariots  of  fire  round 


it  Elisha.  And  when  they  came  down  to  him,  Elisha 
ed  unto  the  Eternal,  and  said,  Pray,  smite  this  nation 
l  blindness  And  he  smote  them  with  blindness, 


19  according  to  the  word  of  Elisha.  And  Elisha  said  unto 
them,  This  is  not  the  way,  neither  u  this  the  city ;  follow1 
me,  and  I  will  lead  you  to  the  man  whom  ye  seek.  But 

20  he  led  them  to  Samaria.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they 
were  come  into  Samaria,  that  Elisha  said.  Eternal,  unclose 


the  eyes  of  these  men,  that  they  may  sec.  And  the  Eternal 
unclosed  their  eyas*  and  they  saw ;  and,  behold,  they  were 

21  in  the  midst  of  Samaria.  And  the  king  of  Israel  said  unto 
Elisha,  when  he  saw  them.  My  father,  shall  I  smite,  smite 

22  them?  And  he  said.  Thou  shalt  not  smite  them :  hast  thou 
captured  with  thy  sword  and  with  thy  bow  that  thou 
wouldest  smite  ?  Put  bread  and  water  before  them,  that 

23  they  may  eat  and  drink,  and  go  to  their  lord.  And  he 
prepared1  great  provision||  for  them :  and  when  they  had 
eaten  and  drunk,  he  let  them  go,  and  they  went  to  their 
lord.  So  the  troops  of  Syria  continued  not  to  come  into 

24  the  land  of  Israel.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that 
Ben-hadad  king  of  Syria  gathered3  all  his  camp,  and  went 

25  up,  and  besieged  Samaria.  And  there  was  a  great  famine 
in  Samaria:  and,  behold,  they  besieged  it,  until  an  ass’s 
head  was  sold  for  fourscore  pieces  of  silver,  and  the  fourth 

26  part  of  a  cab  of  dove’s  dung  for  five  pieces  of  silver.  And 
as  the  king  of  Israel  was  passing  by  upon  the  rampart, 
there  cried  a  woman  unto  him,  saying,  Save,  my  lord,  O 

27  king!  And  he  said.  If  the  Eternal  do  not  save  thee, 
whence  shall  I  save  thee  ?  out  of  the  ham-floor,  or  out  of 


28  the  wine-press?  And  the  king  said  unto  her,  What  aileth 
thee?  And  she  answered,  This  woman  said  unto  me. 
Give  thy  son,  that  we  may  eat  him  to-day,  and  we  will  eat 

29  my  son  to-morrow.  So  we  boiled*  my  son,  and  did  eat 


1  follow  after.  1  dug.  9  stored  up  4  cooked. 
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him :  and  I  said  unto  her  on  the  next1  day,  Give  thy  son, 

30  that  we  may  eat  him ;  and  she  hath  hid  her  son.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  when  the  king  heard  the  words  of  the  woman, 
that  he  rent  his  garments ;  and  he  passed  by  upon  the 
rampart,  and  the  people  saw,  and,  behold,  he  had  the  sack- 

31  cloth  within  ufjou  his  flesh.  Then  he  said,  God  do  bo  to  me 
and  continue,  if  the  head  of  Elisha  the  son  of  Shaphat  shall 

32  stand  on  him  this  day.  But  Elisha  sat  in  his  house,  and 
the  elders  sat  with  him ;  and  the  Jang  sent  a  man  from 
before  him :  but  ere  the  messenger  came  to  him,  he  said 
to  the  elders,  See  ye  how  this  eon  of  the  murderer  hath ■ 
sent  to  take  away8  my  head?  see,  when  the  messenger 
cometh,  shut  the  door,  and  press  him  with  the  door:  is 

33  not  the  sound3  of  his  lord’s  feet  behind  him  ?  And  while 
he  yet  spoke  with  them,  behold,  the  messenger  came  down 
unto  him,  and  he  said,  Behold,  this  evil  is  of  die  Eternal ; 
what  should  I  wait  for  the  Eternal  any  longer? 


Chap.  VIL 

1  Then  Elisha  said,  Hear  ye  the  word  of  the  Eternal ;  Thus 
eaith  the  Eternal,  To-morrow,  about  tins  time,  shall  a  seah 
of  flour  be  sold  for  a  shekel,  and  two  seahs  of  barley  for  a 

2  shekel,  in  the  gate  of  Samaria.  Then  the  fighting  man, 
on  whose  hand  the  king  leaned,  answered  the  man  of  God, 
and  said.  Behold,  the  Eternal  maketh  apertures  in  the 
heaven  1  might  this  thing  be  ?  And  he  said.  Behold,  thou 

3  shBlt  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  but  shalt  not  eat  thereof.  And 
there  were  four  leprous  men  at  the  entrance  in  of  the  gate ; 
and  they  said  one  to  another.  Why4  abide  we  here  until 

4  we  die  ?  If  we  say.  We  will  enter5  into  the  city,  then  die 
famine  is  in  the  city,  and  we  shall  die  there ;  and  if  we 
abide  here,  we  die  also.  Now  therefore  go,  and  let  us  fall 
unto  the  camp  of  the  Syrians ;  if  they  keep  us  alive,  we 
shall  live ;  and  if  they  put  us  to  death,  we  shall  but  die. 

5  And  they  rose  up  in  the  twilight,  to  go5  onto  the  camp  of  the 
Syrians:  and  when  they  were  come  to  the  extremity  of  the 

6  camp  of  Syria,  behold,  there  was  no  man  there.  For  the  Lord 
had.  made  the  camp  of  the  Syrians  to  hear  a  noise  of  chariots,3 
and  a  noise3  of  horses,  even  the  noise3  of  a  great  force;  and 
they  said  one  to  another,6  Lo,  the  king  of  Israel  hath  hired

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against  us  the  kings  of  the  Hittites,  and  the  kings  of  the 

7  Egyptians,  to  come  upon  us.  Wherefore  they  arose,  and 
ran  away  in  the  twilight,  and  forsook  their  tents,  and  their 
horses,  and  their  asses,  even  the  camp  as  it  was,  and  Tan 

8  away  for  their  life.1  And  when  these  lepers  came  to  the 
extremity  of  the  camp,  they  went  into  one  tent,  and  did 
eat  and  drink,  and  carried,  thence  silver,  aod  gold,  and 
garments,  and  went  aud  secreted  it;  and  returned,  and 
came  into  another  tent,  and  carried  thence  also,  and  went 

9  and  secreted  iL  Then  they  said  one  to  another,*  We  do 
not  right:  this  day  is  a  day  of  tidings,  and  we  hold  our 
peace :  if  we  tarry  rill  the  morning  light,  some  mischief 
will  come  upon  us  :3  how  therefore  come,  that  we  may  go 

10  and  tell  the  king’s  houseAoki,  So  they  came,  and  called 
unto  the  gate-keeper  of  the  city;  and  they  told  them, 
saying,  We  came  to  the  camp  of  the  Syrians,  and,  behold, 
there  was  no  man  there,  neither  voice  of  a  human  being, 
but  the  home  tied,4  and  the  ass  tied,4  and  the  tents  as  they 

1 1  were.  And  he  called  the  gate-keepers ;  and  they  told  it  to 

1 2  the  king’s  house  within.  And  the  king  arose  in  the  night, 
and  said  unto  his  servants,  I  will  now  tell  yon  what  the 
Syrians  have  done  to  us :  They  know  that  we  ere  hungry, 
therefore  are  they  gone  out  of  the  camp  to  hide  themselves 
in  the  field,  saying,  When  they  come  out  of  the  city,  we

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17a  shekel,  according  to  the  word  of  the  EtemaL  And  the 
king  appointed  the  fighting  man  on  whose  hand  he  leaned 
over  the  gate :  and  the  people  trode  upon  him  in  the  gate, 
and  he  died,  as  the  man  of  God  hod  spoken,  who  spake 

1 8  when  the  king  came  to  him.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the 
man  of  God  had  spoken  to  the  kingi  saying,  Two  scabs  of 
barley  for  a  shekel,  and  a  seah  of  flour  for  a  shekel,  shall 
be  to-morrow,  about  this  time,  in  the  gate  of  Samaria: 

19  And  the  fighting  man  answered  the  man  of  God,  and  said. 
Now,  behold,  the  Eternal  maketh  apertures  in  the  heaven  ! 
might  such  a  thing  be  7  And  he  said.  Behold,  thou  shalt 

20  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  but  shalt  not  eat  thereof.  And  so 
it  happened  unto  him :  for  the  people  trode  upon  him  in 
the  gate,  and  he  died. 


Chap.  VEIL 

1  Amo  Elisha  spake  unto  the  woman  whose  son  he  had 
restored  to  life,  saying,  Arise,  and  go  thou  and  thy  house- 
holdj  and  sojourn  wheresoever  thou  canst  sojourn :  for  the 
Eternal  hath  called  for  the  famine ;  and  it  shall  also  come 

2  upon  the  land  seven  years.  And  the  woman  arose,  and 
did  according  to  the  word  of  the  man  of  God :  and  she 
went  with  her  houseAold^  and  sojourned  in  the  land  of  the 

3  Philistines  seven  years.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  seven 
years’  end,1  that  the  woman  returned  out  of  the  land  of  the 
Philistines :  and  she  went  forth  to  cry  unto  the  king  for 

4  her  house  and  for  her  land.3  And  the  king  spake  with 
Gehazi,  the  servant1  of  the  man  of  God,  saying,  Pray,  relate 

5  to  me  all  the  great  things  that  Elisha  hath  done.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  he  was  relating  to  the  king  how  he  had 
restored  the  dead  to  life,  that,  oehold,  the  woman,  whose 
son  he  had  restored  to  life,  cried  to  the  king  for  her  house 
and  for  her  held.  And  Gehazi  said.  My  lord,  O  kiug, 
this  is  the  woman,  ami  this  is  her  son  whom  Elisha  restored 

6  to  life.  And  when  the  kiug  asked  the  woman,  she  related 
it  to  him.  So  the  king  appointed4  unto  her  a  certain  officer,5 
saying.  Restore  all  that  was  hers,  and  all  the  increase  of 
the  field,  since  the  day  that  she  left5  the  land,  even  until 

7  now.  And  Elisha  came  to  Damascus;  and  Ben-hadad 
the  king  of  Syria  was  sick :  and  it  was  told  him,  saying, 

1  extremity.  1  field,  9  lad.  *  gave.  9  one  eunuch.  0  forsook. 
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8  The  man  of  God  is  come  hither.  And  the  king  said  unto 
Ilazael,  Take  a  present1  in  thy  hand,  and  go  towards  the 
man  of  God,  and  inquire  of  the  Eternal  dv  him,  saying, 

9  Shall  I  recover3  of  this  disease  ?  So  Hazael  went  towards 
him,  and  took  a  present1  with  him,  even  all  goods  of 
Damascus,  forty  camels’  burden,  and  came  and  stood 
before  liim,  and  said.  Thy  son  Bcn-hadad  king  of  Syria 
hath  sent  me  to  thee,  saying,  Shall  I  recover*  of  this  dis- 

10  ease?  And  Elisha  said  unto  him.  Go,  say  unto  him. 
Thou  mayest  certainly  recover;*  howbeit,  the  Eternal 

11  hath  shewed  me  that  he  shall  surely  die.  And  he  settled3 
his  countenance  and  set  tf,  until  he  was  ashamed ;  and  the 

12  man  of  God  wept.  And  Hazael  said.  Why  weepeth  my 
lord?  And  he  answered.  Because  I  know  the  evil  that 
thou  wilt  do  unto  the  childreu  of  Israel :  their  fortresses  wilt 
thou  set4  on  fire,  and  their  young  men  wilt  thou  day  with 
the  Bword,  and  their  babes  thou  wilt  dash,  their  pregnant 

13  women  thou  wilt  rip  up.3  And  Hazael  said.  But  what  ta 
thy  servant  the  dog,  that  he  should  do  this  great  thing? 
And  Elisha  answered,  The  Eternal  hath  shewed  me  thee 

14  as  king  over  Syria.  So  he  went  from  Elisha,  and  came  to 
his  lord;  and  he  said  to  him.  What  said  Elisha  to  thee? 
And  he  answered.  He  told  me  that  thou  shouldest  surely 

15  recover.*  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  he 
took  the  carpet,  and  dipped  1 1  in  the  water,  and  spread  it 
on  his  face,  so  that  he  died ;  and  Hazael  reigned  in  his 

16~  stead.  And  in  the  fifth  year  of  Jaram,  the  son  of  Ahab, 
king  of  Israel,  Jehoshapnat  being  then  king  of  Judah, 
Jchoram,  the  son  of  Jchoshaphat  king  of  Judah,  began  to 

17  reign.  Thirty  and  two  years  old  was  he  when  he  began  to 

18  reign;  and  he  reigned  eight  years  in  Jerusalem.  And  he 
walked  in  the  way  of  the  kings  of  Israel,  as  did  the  house 
of  Ahab ;  for  the  daughter  of  Ahab  was  his  wife  :  and  he 

19  did  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal.  Yet  the 
Eternal  would  not  destroy*  Judah  for  David  his  servant’s 
sake,  as  he  promised  to  give  to  him  always  a  light,  and  to 

20  his  children.  In  his  days  Edom  revolted7  from  under  the 

21  hand  of  Judah,  and  made8  a  king  over  themselves.  So 
Joram  went  over  to  Zair,  and  all  the  chariots  with  him : 
and  he  rose  by  night,  and  smote  the  Edomites  who  com¬ 
passed  him  about,  and  the  officers  of  the  chariots :  and  the 

1  oblation-  *  live.  *  caused  to  stand.  *  let  go.  *  cleave.  6  corrupt.  1  trnns- 

gre&sed.  *  caused  to  reign. 
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22  people  ran  away  into  their  tents.  Yet  Edom  revolted1 
from  under  the  hand  of  Judah  unto  this  day.  Then  Lib- 

23  nah  revolted1  at  the  same  time.  And  the  rest  of  the  acts8 
of  Joram,  and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the 

24  book  of  the  Chronicles3  of  the  kings  of  Judah?  And 
Joram  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  was  buried  with  his  fathers 
in  the  city  of  David :  and  Ahaziah  his  son  reigned  in  Ms 

2d  stead.  In  the  twelfth  year  of  Joram,  the  son  of  Ahab  king 
of  Israel,  did  Ahaziah,  the  son  of  Jehoram  king  of  Judob, 

26  begin  to  reign.  Two  and  twenty  years  old4  teas  Ahaziah 
when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  one  year  in  Jeru¬ 
salem  :  and  his  mothers  name  was  Athaliah,  the  daughter 

27  of  Omri  king  of  Israel.  And  he  walked  in  die  way  of  the 
house  of  Ahab,  and  did  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Eternal,  as  did  the  house  of  Ahab :  for  he  was  the  son-in- 

28  law  of  the  house  of  Ahab.  And  he  went  with  Joram  the 
son  of  Ahab  to  the  war  against  Haxacl  king  of  Syria  in 

29  Ramoth-gilead ;  and  the  Syrians  wounded3  Joram.  And 
king  Joram  went  back  to  be  healed  in  Jezreel  of  the 
wounds  which  the  Syrians  had  given**  him  at  the  Hamah, 
when  he  fought  against  Hazael  king  of  Syria.  And 
Ahaziah,  the  son  of  Jehoram  king  of  Judah,  went  down  to 
see  Joram  the  son  of  Ahab  in  Jezreel,  because  he  was 
siek. 


Chap.  IX. 


1  And  Elisha  the  prophet  called  ono  of  the  sons  of  tbe 
prophets,  mid  said  unto  him,  Gird  up  thy  loins,  and  take 
this  vial  of  oil  in  thy  hand,  and  go  to  Ramoth-gilead. 

2  And  when  thou  comest  thither,  look7  out  there  Jehu,  the 
son  of  Jehoshaphat,  the  son  of  Nimshi,  and  go  in,  and 
make  him  arise  up  from  among  his  brethren,  and  carry0 

3  him  to  an  inner  chamber  Then  take  the  vial  of  oil,  and 
pour  it  on  his  head,  and  say,  Thus  saith  die  Eternal,  I 
have  anointed  thee  king  over  IsracL  Then  open  the  door, 

4  and  run  away,  and  tarry  not  So  the  lad,  even  the  lad,  the 

5  prophet,  went  to  Ramoth-gilead.  And  when  he  came, 
behold,  the  officers  of  the  force  were  sitting ;  and  he 


1  transgressed.  *  word*.  *  word*  of  the  day.  4  a  son  of.  *  smote.  *  smitten. 

T  sec.  4  bring.  *  chamber  in  chamber- 
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I  hare  a  ward  to  thee,  O  officer.  And  Jehu  said.  Unto 

6  which  of  all  ns  ?  And  he  said.  To  thee,  O  officer.  And 
he  arose,  and  went  into  the  house ;  and  he  poured  the  oil 
on  his  head,  and  said  unto  .him.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal 
God  of  Israel,  I  have  anointed  thee  king  over  the  people 

7  of  the  Eternal,  even  over  Israel.  And  thou  shalt  smite  the 
house  of  Ahab  thy  lord,  that  I  may  avenge  the  blood  of 
my  servants  the  prophets,  and  the  blood  of  all  the  servants 

8  ot  the  Eternal,  at  the  hand  of  Jezebel.  For  the  whole 
house  of  Ahab  shall  parish ;  and  I  will  exterminate  from 
Ahab  him  that  pisseth  againBt  the  wall,  and  him  that  is 

9  shut  up1  and  forsaken  in  Israel :  And  I  will  make*  die 
house  of  Ahab  like-  the  house  of  Jeroboam  die  son  of 
Nebat,  and  like  the  house  of  Baasha  the  son  of  Ahijah: 

10  And  Jezebel  shall  die  dogs  eat  iu  the  portion  of  Jezreel, 
and  there  shall  be  none  to  bury  her.  And  he  opened  the 

1 1  door  and  ran  away.  Then  Jehu  came  forth  to  the  servants 
of  his  lord :  and  one  said  unto  him,  Is  all  well  ?*  wherefore 
came  this  mad  fellow  to  thee  ?  And  he  said  unto  them, 

12  Ye  know  the  man,  and  his  talk.  And  they  said,  It  is 
falsehood ;  tell  us  now.  And  he  said,  Thus  and  thus 
spake  he  to  me,  Baying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  1  have 

13  anointed  thee  king  over  IsraeL  Then  they  hasted,  and 
took  every  man  his  garment,  and  put  it  under  him  on  the 
topH  of  the  stairs,  ana  blew4  with  uie  comet,  saying,  Jehu 

14  is  king.5  So  Jehu,  the  Bon  of  Jehoshaphat,  the  son  of 
Nimsni,  conspired  against  Joram.  Now  Joram  was  guard¬ 
ing  Ramoth-gilead,  he  and  all  Israel,  because  of  Hazael 

15  king  of  Syria.  But  Joram  the  king  was  returned  to  be  healed 
in  Jezreel  of  the  wounds  which  the  Syrians  had  given5 
him,  when  he  fought  with  Hazael  king  of  Syria.  And 
Jehu  said,  If  it  he  your  minds,7  then  let  no  fugitive  go  forth 

16  out  of  the  city,  to  go  to  tell  it  in  JezreeL  So  Jehu  rode, 
and  went  to  Jezreel :  for  Joram  lay  there.  And  Ahaziah 

17  king  of  Judah  was  come  down  to  see  Joram.  And  the 
watchman  stood  on  the  tower  in  Jezreel,  and  he  saw  the 
company8  of  Jehu  as  he  came,  and  said,  I  see  a  company.8 
And  Joram  said.  Take  a  horseman,  and  send  towards 

18  thttnij  and  let  him  say.  Is  it  peace  ?  So  there  went  one  on 
horsehack9  towards  nun,  and  said,  Thus  saith  the  king,  Is 


1  restrained.  9  give. 
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it  peace  ?  And1  Jehu  answered.  What  hast  thou  to  do 
with  peace  ?*  turn  thee  behind  me.  And  the  watchman, 
told,  saying,  The  messenger  came  to  them,  but  returned 

19  not  Then  he  sent  out  a  second  on  horseback,-  and  he 
came  to  them,  and  said,  Thns  sailh  the  king.  Is  it  peace  ? 
And  Jehu  answered,  What  hast  thou  to  do  with  peace?1 

20  turn  thee  behind  me.  And  the  watchman  told,  saying, 
He  came  even  unto  them,  and  returned  not:  ana  the 
driving  is  like  the  driving  of  Jehu  the  son  of  Nimshi ;  for 

2 1  he  driveth  madly.  And  Jorum  said.  Make  ready.9  And 
his  chariot  was  made  ready.4  And  Joram  king  of  Israel, 
and  Ahaziah  king  of  Judah,  went  out,  each  in  his  chariot, 
and  they  went  out  towards  Jehu,  and  found  him  in  the 

22  portion  of  Naboth  the  Jezreelitc.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  Joram  saw  Jehu,  that  he  said.  Is  it  peace,  Jehu? 
And  he  answered.  What  peace,  while  the  whoredoms  of 
thy  mother  Jezebel,  and  her  witchcrafts  are  to  numerous? 

23  And  Joram  turned  his  hands,  and  fled,9  and  said  to 

24  Ahaziah,  There  is  treachery,6  O  Ahaziah!  And  Jehu 
drew7  the  bow,  and  smote  Jehoram  between  his  arms ;  and 
the  anow  went  out  at  his  heart,  and  he  crouched  down  in 

25  his  chariot.  Then  said  Jehu  to  Bidkar  his  fighting-man. 
Cany,  and  cast  him  iu  the  portion  of  the  field  of  Naboth 
the  Jezreelite :  for  remember  how  that  when  I  and  thou 
rode  together0  after  Ahab  his  father,  the  Eternal  laid  this 

26  burden  upon  him ;  If  I  have  not  seen  yesternight  the  blood 
of  Naboth,  and  the  hlood  of  his  sons,  .  .  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Eternal ;  and  1  will  pay  thee  In  this  portion  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Now  therefore,  carry  and  cast 
him  into  the  portion,  according  to  the  word  of  flic  Eternal. 

27  But  when  Ahaziah  the  king  of  Judah  saw  this,  he  fled9 
by  the  way  of  the  garden-house :  and  Jehu  pursued 
after  him,  and  said.  Smite  him.  also  in  the  vehicle.  And 
they  did  so  at  the  ascent  to  Gur,  which  is  by  Ibleam. 

28  And  he  fled9  to  Megiddo,  and  died  there.  And  his 
servants  carried?  him  in  a  vehicle  to  Jerusalem,  and  buried 
him  in  his  sepulchre  with  his  fathers  in  the  city  of  David, 

29  And  in  the  eleventh  year  of  Joram  the  son  of  Ahab  began 

30  Ahaziah  to  reign  over  Judah.  And  when  Jehu  was 
come  to  JezreeT,  Jezebel  heard  of  it:  and  she  put  paint 

1  what  to  thee  and  to  peace*  *  rider  of  a  horse.  *  bind.  4  bound.  4  ran  away. 
*jaub£lety*  *  filled  hi*  hand  with.  1  team*.  9  made  to  ride. 
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od  her  eyes,  and  tired1  her  head,  and  glanced  out  at  the 

31  window.  And  as  Jehu  came  in  at  the  gate,  she  said,  Ja  it 

32  peace,  0  Zimii,  slayer  of  his  lord.  And  he  lifted  up  his 
face  to  the  window,  and  said.  Who  is  on  my  side  ?®  who  ? 

33  And  there  glanced  out  on  him  two  or  three  eunuchs.  And 
he  said.  Throw*  her  down.  So  they  threw4  her  down : 
and  some  of  her  blood  spirted  on  the  wall,  and  on  the 

34  horses :  and  he  trodc  her  under  foot.  And  when  lie  was 
come  in,  lie  did  eat  and  drink,  and  said.  Go,  see*  now  this 
cursed  woman,  and  bury  her :  for  she  is  a  king’s  daughter. 

35  And  they  went  to  bury  her;  but  they  found  no  more  of 
her  than  the  scull  and  the  feet,  and  the  palms6  of  her 

36  hands.  Wherefore  they  came  again,  and  told  him.  And 
he  said,  This  is  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  which  he  spake 
by  his  servant  Elijah  the  Tisbbite,  saying,  In  the  portion 

37  of  Jezreel  shall  the  dogs  cat  the  flesh  of  Jezebel :  And 
the  carrion  of  Jezebel  shall  be  as  dung  upon  the  face  of  tlie 
held  in  the  portion  of  Jezreel ;  ao  that  they  shall  not  say, 
This  ts  Jezebel 

Chapl  X. 

1  And  Ahab  had  seventy  sons  in  Samaria.  And  Jehu  wrote 
letters,7  and  sent  to  Samaria,  unto  the  officers  of  Jezreel, 
to  the  elders,  and  to  the  bringers-up  of  Ahab's  children, 

2  saying,  Now,  as  soon  as  this  letter6  cometh  to  you,  seeing 
your  lord’s  sons  are  with  you,  and  there  are  with  you  the 
chariots  and  the  borses,  a  fortified  city  also,  and  the  armour. 

3  Look?  even  out  the  best  and  meetest10  of  your  lord’s  sons, 
and  set11  Atm  on  his  father’s  throne,18  ana  fight  for  your 

4  lord’s  house.  But  they  were  exceedingly  afraid,  and  said, 
Behold,  the  two  kings  stood  not  hefore  him :  how  then  shall 

5  we  stand  ?  And  he  that  was  over  the  house,  and  he  that 
was  over  the  city,  the  elders  also,  and  the  bringers-up  of 
the  children,  sent  to  Jehu,  saying,  We  are  thy  servants, 
and  will  do  all  that  thou  shall  say  to  ub  ;  we  will  not  make 
any19  king:  do  thou  that  which  ie  good  in  thine  eyes. 

6  Then  he  wrote  a  letter6  the  second  time  to  them,  saying. 
If  ye  he  mine,  and  if  ye  will  hearken  unto  my  voice,  take 
ye  the  heads  of  the  men  your  lord’s  sons,  and  come  to  me 
to  Jezreel  to-morrow  by  this  time.  Now  the  king’s  sons, 
being  seventy  persons,  were  with  the  great  men  of  the  city, 

7  who  brought  them  up.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 

1  made  good.  *  with  me.  *  remit.  4  remitted.  4  visit.  1  hollows.  1  books. 

4  book.  8  see.  10  right.  11  put.  l*  chair.  11  a  mao. 
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letter1  came  to  them,  that  they  took  the  king’s  sons,  and 
slaughtered  seventy  persons,  and  put  their  heads  in  baskets,* 

8  and  sent  him  them  to  JezreeL  And  there  came  the  mes¬ 
senger,  and  told  him,  saying,  They  have  brought  the  heads 
of  the  king’s  sons.  And  he  said.  Lay*  ye  them  in  two  heaps 

9  at  the  entrance  in  of  the  gate  until  the  morning,  And  it 
came  to  pass  in  the  morning,  that  he  wont  out,  and  stood, 
and  said  to  all  the  people*  Ye  be  righteous :  behold,  I  con¬ 
spired1  against  my  lonJ,  and  bIcw  him;  but  who  slew  all 

10  these  ?  Know  now  that  that  there  shall  fall  unto  the  earth 
nothing  of  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  which  the  Eternal 
spake  concerning  the  house  of  Ahab ;  for  tho  Eternal  hath 

1 1  done  that  whichhe  spake  by*  his  servant  Elijah.  So  Jehu 
smote  all  that  remained  of  the  house  of  Ahab  in  Jczreel, 
and  all  his  great  men,  and  his  familiars*  and  liis  priests, 

12  until  he  suffered  him  none  to  remain  that  escaped.  And 
he  arose  and  departed,  and  came  to  Samaria.  And  as  he 
teas  at  the  meetingj-house  of  the  shepherds  in  the  way, 

13  Jehu  found  the  brethren  of  Ahazlah  king  of  Judah,  and 
said.  Who  are  ye  ?  And  they  answered,  We  are  the  brethren 
of  Ahaziah ;  and  we  go  down  to  salute6  the  children  of  the 

14  king,  and  tho  children  of  the  mistress.  And  he  said. 
Catch  them  alive.  And  they  caught  them  alive,  and 
slaughtered  them  at  the  pit  of  the  mccting|-house,  even, 
two  and  forty  men :  neither  suffered  he  any  of  them  to 

15  remain.  And  when  he  was  gone  thence,  he  found  Jcho- 
nadab  the  son  of  Rechab,  coming  towards  him :  and  he 
saluted7  him,  and  said  to  him,  Is  thy  heart  right,  as  my 
heart  is  with  thy  heart  ?  And  Jehonadab  answered,  It  is, 
it  is,  and  said.  Give  me  thy  hand.  And  he  gave  him  his  hand ; 

16  and  he  took  him  up  to  him  into  the  chariot.  And  he  said. 
Come  with  me,  ana  see  my  zeal  for  the  Eternal.  So  they 

17  made  him  ride  in  his  chariot  And  when  he  came  to 
Samaria,  he  smote  all  that  remained  unto  Ahab  in  Samaria, 
till  he  had  exterminated  him,  according  to  the  word  of  the 

18  Eternal,  which  he  spake  to  Elijah.  And  Jehu  gathered6  all 
the  people  together,  and  said  unto  than,  Ahab  served  the 

19  Baal  a  little,  out  Jehu  shall  serve  him  much.  Now  there¬ 
fore  call  unto  me  all  the  prophets  of  the  Baal,  aU  his  worship¬ 
pers,  and  all  his  priests;  let  none  be  missing:  for  I  have 
a  great  sacrifice  to  do  to  Baal:  whosoever  shall  be  missing, 

1  book.  *  kettle*.  9  «t,  A  tied*  1  through  the  hand  of.  *  the  peace  of. 

f  blessed*  *  stored  up. 
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he  shall  not  lire.  But  Jehu  did  tie  in  fraud,  to  the  intent 

20  that  he  might  destroy  the  worshippers  of  the  Baal.  And 
Jehu  said.  Proclaim  a  solemn  assembly1  for  the  Ba&L 

21  And  they  called  it  out.  And  Jehu  sent  through  all  Israel ; 
and  all  the  worshippers  of  the  Baal  came,  so  that  there 
remained  not  a  man  dm*  came  not;  and  they  came  into 
the  house  of  the  Baal  5  and  the  house  of  the  Baal  was  full 

22  from  one  end  to  another.8  And  he  said  unto  him  that 
was  over  the  vestry.  Bring  forth  attire  for  all  the  worship¬ 
pers  of  the  BaaL  And  he  brought  them  forth  the  attire. 

23  And  Jehu  went,  and  Jebonadab  the  son  of  Rechab,  into 
the  house  of  the  Baal,  and  said  unto  the  worshippers  of 
the  Baal,  Search,  and  see  that  there  be  here  with  you  none 
of  the  servants  of  the  Eternal,  but  the  worshippers  of  the 

24  Baal  only.  And  they  came  to  offer*  sacrifices  and  burnt* 
offerings ;  and  Jehu  appointed4  fourscore  men  without,  and 
said,  If  any  of  the  men  whom  I  bring  into  your  hands 

25  escape,  then  lifo8  shall  be  for  life.9  And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  soon  as  he  had  finished  offering  the  burnt-offering,  that 
Jehu  said  to  the  runners  and  to  the  fighting  men.  Go  in, 
and  smite  them ;  let  none8  come  forth.  And  they  smote 
them  with  the  edge7  of  the  sword;  and  the  runners  and 
tho  fighting  men  cast  them  out,  and  went  to  the  city  of  the 

26  house  of  the  BaaL  And  they  brought  forth  the  linages3 

27  out  of  the  house  of  the  Baal,  and  burned  them.  And  they 
pulled  down  the  imaged  of  die  Baal,  and  pulled  down  the 
house  of  the  Baal,  and  made  it  into  sinks  unto  this  day. 

26  29  And  Jehu  exterminated  the  Baal  out  of  Israel.  How- 
beit,  from  the  sins  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nehat,  who 
made  Israel  to  sin,  Jehu  departed  not  from  after  them,  to 
wit,  the  golden  calves  that  were  in  Beth-el,  and  that  were 

30  in  Dan.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Jehu,  Because  thou 
hast  done  well  in  doing  what  is  right  iu  mine  eyes,  and 
bast  done  unto  the  house  of  A  hah  according  to  all  that  was 
in  my  heart,  thy  children  of  the  fourth  generation  shall  sit 

31  on  the  throne10  of  IsraeL  But  Jehu  took  no  heed11  to  WAlk 
in  the  law  of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  with  alt  his  heart: 
for  he  departed  not  from  the  sins  of  Jeroboam,  who  made 

32  Israel  to  sin.  In  those  days  the  Eternal  began  to  cut  Israel 
short:  and  Hazael  smote  them  in  all  the  boundaries  of 

33  Israel ;  From  the  Jordan — the  rising  of  the  suu — all  the 

1  unctify  a  restriction.  *  mouth  to  mouth.  *  mate*  4  put.  *  his  soul.  *  not  a  man. 

7  mouth*  *  monument*.  *  monument.  10  chair.  11  kepi  not, 
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land  of  the  Gilead,  the  Gadites,  and  the  Reubenites,  and 
the  Manassites,  from  Aroer,  which  ia  by  the  brook  Amon, 

34  even  the  Gilead  and  the  Bashan.  Now  the  rest  of  the 
acts1  of  Jehu,  and  all  that  he  did,  and  all  his  might,  are 
they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles3  of  the 

35  kings  of  Israel  ?  And  Jehu  lay  with  his  fathers ;  and  they 
buried  him  in  Samaria.  And  Jchoahaz  bis  son  reigned  in 

36  his  stead.  And  the  days  that  Jebn  reigned  over  Israel  in 
Samaria  were  twenty  and  eight  years. 

Chap?  XI 

1  And  when  Athaliah,  the  mother  of  Ahaziah,  saw  that  her 
son  was  dead,  Bhe  arose,  and  destroyed  all  the  seed  royal9 

2  But  Jchoaheba  the  daughter  of  the  king  Joram,  sister  of 
Ahaziah,  took  Joash  the  son  of  Ahaziah,  and  stole  him 
from  among  the  king's  sous  who  were  to  be  put  to  death 
in  the  bed-chambers;  and  they  screened  him,  even  him 
and  his  nurse,  from  Athaliah,  so  that  he  was  not  put  to 

3  death.  And  he  was  with  her  hid  in  the  house  of  the 
Eternal  six  years.  And  Athaliah  did  reign  over  the  land. 

4  And  the  seventh  year  Jehoiada  sent  and  fetched4  the 
officers  over  hundreds,  with  the  guard [j  mid  the  runners, 
and  brought  them  to  him  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 
and  made9  a  covenant  with  them,  and  adjured  them  in  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  and  shewed  them  the  king’s  son. 

5  And  he  commanded  them,  saying,  This  u  the  thing  that 
ye  shall  do ;  A  third  part  of  you  entering  in  on  the  sabbath 

.  shall  even  be  keepers  of  the  watch6  of  the  king’s  house ; 

6  And  a  third  part  Mall  be  at  the  gate  of  Sur ;  and  a  third 
part  at  the  gate  behind  the  runners :  so  shall  ye  keep  the 

7  charge  of  the  house,  ready  for  action.  And  two  detach¬ 
ments  of  all  you  that  go  forth  on  the  sabbath,  even  they 
shall  keep  the  charge  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  about 

8  the  king.  And  ye  shall  surround  the  king  round  about, 
every  man  with  his  weapons7  in  his  hand :  and  he  that 
cometh  within  the  ranges,  let  him  be  put  to  death :  and 
be  ye  with  the  king  as  he  goeth  out;  and  as  he  cometh  in. 

9  Ana  the  officers  over  the  hundreds  did  according  to  all 
thing*  that  Jehoiada  the  priest  commanded:  and  they  took 
every  man  his  men  that  were  to  come  in  on  the  sabbath, 
with  them  that  should  go  out  on  the  sabbath,  and  came  to 

10  Jehoiada  the  priest.  And  the  priest  gave  to  the  officers 
over  hundreds  king  David’s  spears  and  shields;  that  were 

1  words.  *  words  of  the  dors.  1  kingdom.  4  took.  4  cat.  *  charge.  1  vessels. 
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1 1  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  runnera  stood,  every 
man  with  his  weapons1  in  hi9  hand,  round  about  the  king, 
from  the  right  corner2  of  the  temple  to  the  left  comer3  of 

IS  the  temple,  along  by  the  altar  and  the  temple.  And  he 
brought  forth  the  king’s  son,  and  put?  the  diadem  upon  him, 
and  gave  him  the  testimony :  and  they  made  him  king,  and 
anointed  him ;  and  they  clapped*  their  hands,5  and  said, 

13  May  the  king  live.  And  when  Athaliah  heard  the  noise4 
of  the  runners  and  of  the  people,  she  came  to  the  people 

14  into  the  house  of  the  EternaL  And  she  saw,  and,  behold, 
the  king  stood  on  the  platform,7  as  the  manner8  and 
the  officers  and  the  trumpeters  by  the  king ;  and  all  the 
people  of  the  land  rejoiced,  and  hlewd  with  the  trumpets : 
And  Athaliah  rent  her  garments,  and  called.  Treason, 

1 5  treason  I  But  Jehoiada  the  priest  commanded  the  officers 
of  the  hundreds,  appointed  of  the  force,  and  said  unto 
them.  Bring  her  forth  within  the  ranges ;  and  him  that 
followeth10  her  put  to  death  with  the  sword.  For  the 
priest  had  said,  Let  her  not  be  put  to  death  in  the  house 

16  of  the  EtemaL  And  they  made  way  for  her:11  and  she 
went  by  the  way  by  the  wnioh  the  horses  came  into  the 

17  king’s  house:  and  there  was  she  put  to  death.  And  Je¬ 
hoiada  made18  the  covenant  between  the  Eternal  and  the 
king  and  the  people,  that  they  should  be  the  people  of  the 

18  Eternal;  between  the  king  also  and  the  people.  And  all 
the  people  of  the  land  came  into  the  house  of  the  Baal, 
and  pulled  it  down ;  his  altars  and  his  images  hrake  they 
in  pieces  throughly,  and  slew  Mattan  the  priest  of  Baal 
before  the  altars.  And  the  priest  made18  appointments 

19  over  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  he  took  the  officers 
over  the  hundreds,  and  the  captains,  and  the  runners,  and 
all  the  people  of  the  land,  and  they  brought  down  the  king 
from  the  nouse  of  the  Eternal,  and  came  by  the  way  of 
the  gate  of  the  ranners  to  the  king’s  house.  And  he  sat 

20  on  the  throne14  of  the  kings.  An(l  all  the  people  of  the 
land  rejoiced,  and  tho  city  was  in  quiet:  and  they  put 
Athaliah  to  death  with  the  sword  beside  the  king's  house. 

Chap.  XIL 

1  Seven  years  old14  was  Jeboash  when  he  began  to  reign. 

2  In  the  seventh  year  of  Jehu,  Jchoash  began  to  reign ;  and 
forty  years  reigned  he  in  Jerusalem:  and  his  mother’s 

1  vessels,  3  shoulder.  3  gave,  *  smote.  *  hollows.  3  voice.  7  column,  ■judgment, 

*  fixing. 10  cometii  lifter.  11  put  hands  to  her.  k*  cut.  17  put.  M  chair.  u  a  son. 
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3  name  was  Zibiah  of  Beer-sheba.  And  Jehoash  did  wliat 
was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Sternal  all  his  days,  as  Jehoi- 

4  ada  the  priest  instructed1  him.  But  the  high  places  were 
not  taken  away:'  the  people  still  sacrificed  and  caused 

5  offerings  to  ascend  in  fiimes  in  the  high  places.  And 
Jehoash  said  to  the  priests.  All  the  money  of  the  dedicated 
things8  that  is  brought  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  current4 
money  for  persons,8  the  money  according  to  the  estimation 
of  a  person,  and  all  money  that  cometn5  into  any  man’s 

6  heart  to  bring  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal, — Let  the 
priests  take  it  to  them,  every  man  of  his  acquaintance ; 
and  let  them  repair7  rite  damage  of  the  house,  where- 

7  soever  any  damage  shall  be  round.  But  it  was  so, 
that,  in  tne  three  and  twentieth  year  of  king  Jehoash, 
the  priests  had  not  repaired0  the  damage  of  the  house. 

8  Then  king  Jehoash  called  for  Jehoiada  the  priest,  and  the 
other  priests,  and  said  unto  them,  Why  repair7  ye  not  the 
damage  of  the  house?  Now,  there  tore,  take  no  more 
money  of  your  acquaintance,  but  deliver0  It  for  the  damage 

9  of  the  house.  And  the  priests  consented  to  take  no  more 
money  of  the  people,  neither  to  repair7  the  damage  of  the 

10  house.  But  Jehoiada  the  priest  took  a  case,  and  bored  a 
hole  in  the  lid10  of  it,  and  set11  it  beside  the  altar,  on  the 
right,  as  one  cometh  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  and 
the  priests  that  kept  the  door  put11  therein  all  the  money 

1 1  that  was  brought  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  it 
was  to,  when  they  saw  that  there  was  much  money  in  the 
case,  that  the  king’s  scribe  and  the  high  priesL  came  up;, 
and  they  put  up  in  bags,  and  counted  tne  money  that  was 

12  found  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  they  gave  the 
money,  being  told,  into  the  hands  of  them  that  did  the 
work,  that  were  appointed  over  the  house  of  the  Eternal: 
and  they  laid  it  out12  to  the  carpenters13  and  builders  that 

13  wrought  upon  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  And  to  masons, 
and  hewers  of  stone,  and  to  obtain  wood  and  hewed  stone  to 
repair7  the  damage  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  for  all 

14  that  was  laid  out11  for  the  house  to  repair7  it.  Howbeit, 
there  were  not  made  for  the  house  of  the  Eternal  basons 
of  silver,  snuffers,  bowls,  trumpets,  any  vessels  of  gold,  or 
vessels  of  silver,  of  the  money  that  was  brought  into  the 

15  house  of  tbe  Eternal :  But  they  gave  that  to  the  workmen, 

1  shot.  *  deputed*  J  bolineu*  4  putting*  *  bo  til*.  *  goeih  up-  7  strengthen. 

1  strengthened.  9  give,  10  door-  *'  gar*.  **  caused  it  to  go  out  **  engravers 

of  wood.  14  will  go  forth* 
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16  and  repaired1  therewith  the  house  of  the  Eternal  :  How¬ 
ever,  they  reckoned  not  with  the  men  into  whose  hand 
they  gave  the  money  to  give  it  to  workmen:  for  they 

17  acted  faithfully.  The  guilt-money  and  sin* money  was 
not  brought  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  it  was  the 

18  priests1.  Then  Hazael  king  of  Syria  went  up,  and  fought 
against  Gath,  and  conquered  it :  and  Hazael  set*  his  race 

19  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem.  And  Jehoash  king  of  Judah  took 
all  the  hallowed  things3  that  Jehosliaphat  and  Jehoram, 
and  Ahaziah,  his  fathers,  kings  of  Judah,  had  hallowed, 
and  his  own  hallowed  things,3  and  all  the  gold  that  teas 
found  in  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  in 
the  king’s  house,  and  sent  it  to  Hazael  king  of  Syria;  and 

20  he  went  away  from  Jerusalem.  And  the  rest  of  the  acts* 
of  Joash,  and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the 

2 1  book  of  the  Chronicles6  of  the  kings  of  Judah  ?  And  his 
servants  arose,  and  made0  a  conspiracy,  and  smote  Joash 

22  in  the  house  of  MiUo,  which  goeth  down  to  Silla.  For 
Jozachar  the  boo  of  Shimcath,  and  Jchozabad  the  Bon  of 
Shomcr,  his  servants,  smote  him,  and  he  died ;  and  they 
buried  him  with  his  fathers  in  the  city  of  David :  and 
Amaztah  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

Chap.  XIEL 

1  In  the  three  and  twentieth  year  of  Joash,  the  son  of 
Ahaziah  king  of  Judah,  Jchoahaz,  the  son  of  Jehu,  began 
to  reign  over  Israel  in  Samaria,  and  reigned  seventeen 

2  years.  And  he  did  what  toaa  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Eternal,  and  followed7  the  Bins  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of 
Nebat,  who  made  Israel  to  sin  ;  he  departed  not  therefrom. 

3  And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  glowed  against  Israel ;  and 
he  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  Hazael  king  of  Syria,  and 
into  the  hand  of  Ben-hadad  the  son  of  Hazael,  all  their 

4  days.  AndJehoahaz  besought  the  faceofthe  Eternal,  and  the 
Eternal  hearkened  unto  him ;  for  he  saw  the  oppression 

5  of  Israel,  because  the  king  of  Syria  oppressed  them.  And 
the  Eternal  gave  Israel  a  saviour,  so  that  they  went  out 
from  under  the  hand  of  the  Syrians:  and  the  children  of 

6  Israel  abode  in  their  tents  as  before- time."  Nevertheless 
they  departed  not  from,  the  sins  of  the  house  of  Jeroboam, 

1  alftiigliieiteiL  *  put*  *  holiness  d  words.  *  words  of  tlie  days*  *  lied*  *  went 

after.  8  yesterday  before  yesterday* 
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who  made  Israel  sin,  but  walked  therein :  and  there  re- 

7  mained1  the  grove8  also  in  Samaria.  Neither  did  he  suffer 
to  remain  of  the  people  to  Jehoahaz  but  fifty  horsemen, 
and  ten  chariots,  and  ten  thousand  men  on  foot ;  for  the 
king  of  Syria  had  destroyed  them,  and  had  made  them 

8  like  the  dust  by  threshing.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts9  of 
Jehoahaz,  and  all  that  he  did,  and  his  might,  are  they  not 
written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles9  of  the  kings  of 

9  Israel  ?  And  Jehoahaz  slept  with  his  fathers ;  and  they 
buried  him  in  Samaria:  and  Joash  his  son  reigned  in  lm 

10  stead.  In  the  thirty  and  seventh  year  of  Joash  king  of 
Judah  began  Jehoash,  the  soil  of  Jehoahaz,  to  reign  over 

1 1  Israel  in  Sauiaria,  and  reigned  sixteen  years.  And  he  did 
what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal;  he  departed  not 
from  all  the  sins  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  made 

12  Israel  sin;  but  he  walked  therein.  And  the  rest  of  the 
acts9  of  Joash,  and  all  that  he  did,  and  his  might  where¬ 
with  he  fought  against  Amaziah  king  of  Judah,  are  they 
not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles*  of  the  kings  of 

13  Israel  ?  And  Joash  slept  with  his  fathers;  and  Jeroboam 
sat  upon  his  throne:9  and  Joash  was  buried  in  Samaria 

14  with  the  kings  of  Israel.  Now  Elisha  was  fallen  sick,  of 
his  sickness  whereof  he  died.  And  Joash  the  king  of 
Israel  came  down  unto  him,  and  wept  over  his  face,  and 
said,  O  my  father,  my  father  I  the  chariot  of  Israel,  and 

15  the  horsemen  thereof  I  And  Elisha  said  unto  him.  Take 
bow  and  arrows :  and  he  took  unto  him  bow  and  arrows. 

16  And  he  said  to  the  king  of  Israel,  Put6  thy  hand  upon  the 
bow:  and  he  putT  his  hand  upon  it;  and  Elisha  put  his 

17  hands  upon  the  king’s  hands.  And  he  said,  Open  the 
window  eastward :  and  he  opened  it.  Then  Elisha  said. 
Shoot:  and  he  shot.  And  he  said,  The  arrow  of  the 
Eternal’s  deliverance,  and  the  arrow  of  deliverance  from 
Syria;  for  thou  shah  smite  the  Syriaus  in  Aphek  till  thou 

18  have  consumed8  them.  And  he  said,  Take  the  arrows: 
and  he  took  them.  And  he  said  unto  the  king  of  Israel, 
Smite  upon  the  earth :  and  he  smote  thrice,  and  stayed.^ 

19  And  the  man  of  God  was  wroth  with  him,  and  said,  Thou 
shouldest  have  smitten  five  or  six  times,  then  hadst  thou 
smitten  Syria  till  thou  hadst  consumed*  it ;  whereas  now 

20  thou  shah  smite  Syria  but  thrice.  And  Elisha  died,  and 

1  Mood.  a  happy  one-  *  words.  4  words  of  the  days*  *  chair.  1  make  to  ride. 

*  made  to  ride*  *  finished,  'stood* 
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they  buried  biro.  And  the  troops  of  the  Moabites  invaded1 

2 1  the  land  at  the  coming  in  of  the  year.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  they  were  burying  a  man,  that,  behold,  they  saw 
a  troop  of  men :  and  they  cast  the  man  into  the  borying- 
place  of  Elisha:  and  when  the  man  was  let  down,®  and 
touched  the  bones  of  Elisha,  he  revived,3  and  rose  on  his 

22  feet.  But  Hazael  king  of  Syria  oppressed  Israel  all  the 

23  days  of  Jehoahaz.  And  the  Eternal  was  gracious  unto 
them,  and  had  compassion  on  them,  and  turned  unto 
them,  because  of  his  covenant  with  Abraham,  Isaac,  and 
Jacob,  and  would  not  destroy4  them,  neither  cast  he  them 

24  from  his  face  as  yet.  So  Hazael  the  king  of  Syria  died ; 

25  and  Ben-hadad  Ins  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Jehoash, 
the  son  of  Jehoahaz,  returned  and  took  out  of  the  hand  of 
Bcn-hadad  the  son  of  Hazael,  the  cities  wldeh  he  had 
taken  out  of  the  hand  of  Jehoahaz  his  father  in  the  war : 
three  times  did  Joash  smite  him,  and  restored  the  cities  of 
Israel 

Chap.  XIV. 

1  In  the  second  year  of  Joash,  son  of  Jeboahaz  king  of 
Israel,  reigned  Amaziah,  the  son  of  Joash  king  of  Judah. 

2  lie  was  twenty  and  five  years  old*  when  he  began  to  reign, 
and  reigned  twenty  and  nine  years  in  Jerusalem :  and  liis 

3  mother's  name  was  Jehoaddan  of  Jerusalem.  And  he  did 
what  was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  yet  not  like 
David  his  father ;  lie  did  according  to  all  things  as  Joash 

4  his  father  did.  Howbeit  the  high  places  were  not  taken 
away  :fi  as  yet  the  people  did  sacrifice  and  caused  offerings 

5  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  high  places.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  soon  as  the  kingdom  was  confirmed7  in  his  hand, 
that  he  smote  his  servants  who  had  smitten  the  king  his 

6  father.  But  the  children  of  the  smiters  he  put  not  to 
death :  according  unto  that  which  is  written  in  the  book 
of  the  law  of  Moses,  wherein  the  Eternal  commanded, 
saving,  The  fathers  shall  not  be  put  to  death  for  the  chil¬ 
dren,  nor  the  children  be  put  to  death  for  the  fathers ;  bnt 

7  every  man  shall  be  put  to  death  for  his  own  ain.  He  smote 
of  Edom,  in  the  glen  of  Salt,  ten  thousand,  and  seized 
Selah  by  war,  ana  called  the  name  of  it  Joktheel  unto 

8  this  day.  Then  Amaziah  sent  messengers  to  Jehoash, 
the  son  of  Jehoahaz,  son  of  Jehu  king  of  Israel,  say¬ 
ing,  Come,  let  us  look  one  another  in  the  face. 

1  came.  *  went.  9  lived.  4  corrupt.  4  a  sun.  6  departed  not.  7  &lroDg.

9  And  Jehoash  the  king  of  Israel  sent  to  Amaziah  king  of 
Judab,  saying,  The  bramble  that  is  in  the  Lebanon  sent 
to  the  cedar  that  is  in  the  Lebanon,  saying,  Give  thy 
daughter  to  my  son  to  wife :  and  there  passed  by  an  animal 
of  the  field  that  was  in  the  Lebanon,  and  trade  down  the 

10  bramble.  Thou  hast  indeed  smitten  Edom,  and  thy  heart 
hath  lifted  thee  up :  glory  of  this,  and  abide  in  thy  houBe ; 
for  why  shouldest  thou  contend  with  misfortune,  that  thou 

1 1  shouldest  fall,  even  thou,  and  Judah  with  thee  ?  But  Ama¬ 
ziah  would  not  hear :  therefore  Jehoash  king  of  Israel  went 
up ;  and  he  and  Amaziah  king  of  Judah  looked1  one  ano¬ 
ther  in  the  face  at  Beth-shemeah,  which  belong eth  to  Judah. 

12  And  Judah  was  defeated  before  Israel ;  and  they  ran  away 

13  every  man  to  their  tents.  And  Jehoash  king  of  Israel 
seized  Amaziah  king  of  Judah,  the  son  of  Jehoash,  the  son 
of  Ahaziah,  at  Beth-shemesh,  and  came  to  Jerusalem,  and 
brake  down  the  rampart  of  Jerusalem,  from  the  gate  of 

14  Ephraim  nnto  the  corner-gate,  four  hundred  cubits.  And 
he  took  all  the  gold  and  silver,  and  all  the  vessels  that  were 
found  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  in  the  treasures  of 
the  king’s  house,  and  the  hostages,  and  returned  to  Samaria. 

13  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts0  of  Jehoash  which  he  did,  and  his 
might,  and  bow  he  fought  with  Amaziah  king  of  Judah, 
art  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles5  of  the 

1 6  kings  of  Israel  ?  And  Jehoash  lay  with  his  fathers,  and 
was  buried  in  Samaria  with  the  kings  of  Israel ;  and  Jero- 

17  boam  bis  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Amaziah  the  son 
of  Joash  king  of  Judah  lived  after  the  death  of  Jehoash  son 

18  of  Jehoohaz  king  of  Israel  fifteen  years.  And  the  rest  of 
the  acts2  of  Amaziah,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of 

19  the  Chronicles5  of  the  kings  of  Judah?  Now  they  made4 
a  conspiracy  against  him  in  Jerusalem :  and  he  ran  away 
to  Lachish;  but  they  sent  after  him  to  Lachish,  and  put 

20  him  to  death  there.  And  they  carried  him  on  the  horses; 
end  he  was  buried  at  Jerusalem  with  his  fathers,  in  the 

21  city  of  David.  And  all  the  people  of  Judah  took  Azariah, 
ana  he  wa*  sixteen  years  old,3  and  made  him  king  instead 


1  saw.  1  words.  *  words  of  the  days.  1  tied.  *  a  son  of. 
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22  of  his  father  Amaziah.  He  built  EUth,  and  restored  it  to 

23  Judah,  after  that  the  king  lay  with  his  fathers.  In  the 
fifteenth  year  of  Amaziah  the  son  of  Joash  king  of  Judah, 
Jeroboam  the  son  of  Joash  king  of  Israel  began  to  reign  in 

24  Samaria,  and  reigned  forty  and  one  years.  And  he  did 
what  woe  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal :  he  departed  not 
from  all  the  sins  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  made 

23  Israel  to  sin.  He  restored  the  boundary  of  Israel  from 
the  entering  of  Hamath  unto  the  sea  of  the  plain,  according 
to  the  word  of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  which  he  spake 
by  the  hand  of  his  servant  Jonah,  the  son  of  Amittai,  the 

26  prophet,  who  tnu  of  Gath-hepher.  For  the  Eternal  saw 
die  affliction  of  Israel^  that  w  teas  very  bitter:1 2  for  there 
was  not  any  restrained,  nor  any  forsaken,  nor  any  helper 

27  for  Israel,  And  the  Eternal  said*  not  that  he  would  blot 
out  the  name  of  Israel  from  under  the  heaven:  but  he 
saved  them  by  the  hand  of  Jeroboam  the  boo  of  Joash. 

28  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts*  of  Jeroboam,  and  all  that  he  did, 
and  his  might,  that  he  fought,  and  that  he  restored  Damas¬ 
cus,  and  Hamath,  which  belonged  to  Judah,  for  Israel,  are 
they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles4 5 *  of  the 

29  kings  of  Israel  7  And  Jeroboam  lay  with  bis  fathers,  even 
with  the  kings  of  Israel ;  and  Zachariah  his  son  reigned  in 
liis  stead. 


Chap.  XV. 

1  In  the  twenty  and  seventh  year  of  Jeroboam  lung  of  Israel 
began  Azarian  son  of  Amaziah  king  of  Judah  to  reign. 

2  Sixteen  years  old0  was  he  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he 
reigned  two  and  fifty  years  in  Jerusalem :  and  his  mother’s 

3  name  was  Jecholiah  of  J  crusalem.  And  he  did  what  was 
right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  according  to  all  tlmt  his 

4  father  Amaziah  had  done ;  Save  that  the  high  places  were 
not  removed,0  the  people  sacrificed  and  still  caused  ofieringe 

5  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  high  places.  And  the  Eternal 
plagued  the  king,  so  that  he  was  a  leper  unto  the  day  of 
his  death,  and  abode  in  the  house  of  retirement7  And 
Jotham  the  king’s  son  woe  over  the  house,  judging  the 

G  people  of  the  land.  And  tbe  rest  of  the  acts3  of  Azariah, 

1  rebellious.  1  spoke.  3  words.  4  words  of  the  days*  4  a  son  of*  *  departed 

ooL  1  freedom* 
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and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of 

7  the  Chronicles1  of  the  kings  of  Judah  F  So  Azariah  lay 
with  his  fathers ;  and  they  buried  him  with  his  fathers  iu 
the  city  of  David :  and  Jotham  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

8  In  the  thirty  and  eighth  year  of  Azariah  king  of  Judah 
did  -Zachanah  the  son  of  Jeroboam  reign  over  Israel  in 

9  Samaria  six  months.  And  he  did  what  was  evil  in  the 
eyes  of  the.  Eternal,  as  his  lathers  had  done:  he  departed 
not  from  the  sins  of  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  made 

10  Israel  to  sin.  And  Shallum  the  eon  of  Jabesh  conspired* 
against  him,  and  smote  him  before  the  people,  and  put 

1 1  him  to  death,  and  reigned  in  his  stead.  Ana  the  rest  of 
the  acts*  of  Zacbariah,  behold,  they  are  written  in  the  book 

12  of  the  Chronicles*  of  the  kings  of  Israel,  This  was  the 
word  of  the  Eternal  which  he  spake  unto  Jehu,  saying 
Thy  sons  shall  sit  on  the  throne4  of  Israel  unto  the  fourth 

13  generation.  And  so  it  came  to  pass.  Shallum  the  son  of 
Jabesh  began  to  reign  in  the  nine  and  thirtieth  year  of 
Uzziah  king  of  Judah ;  and  he  reigned  a  full  mouth9  in 

14  Samaria.  For  Menohem  the  son  of  Gadi  went  up  from 
Tirzah,  and  came  to  Samaria,  and  smote  Shallum  the  son 
of  Jabesh  in  Samaria,  and  put  him  to  death,  and  reigned 

15  in  his  stead.  And  the  rest-  of  the  acts3  of  Shallum,  and 
the  conspiracy  which  he  made,2  behold,  they  are  written 

1 6  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles1  of  the  kings  of  Israel  Then 
Menahem  smote  Tiphsah,  and  all  that  were  therein,  and 
the  boundaries  thereof  from  Tirzah :  because  they  opened 
not  to  Atm,  therefore  he  smote  it;  and  all  that  were  preg- 

17  nant  therein  he  ripped  up.s  In  the  nine  and  thirtieth 
year  of  Azariah  king  of  Judah  began  Menahem  the  son  of 
Gadi  to  reign  over  Israel,  and  reigned  ten  years  in  Samaria. 

18  And  he  dia  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal :  he 
departed  not  all  his  days  from  the  sins  of  Jeroboam  the 

19  son  of  Nebat,  who  made  Israel  to  sin.  And  Pul  the  king 
of  Assyria  came  against  the  land :  and  Menahem  gave  Pul 
a  thousand  kikar  of  silver,  that  his  hand  might  be  with 

20  him,  to  confirm7  the  kingdom  in  his  hand.  Ana  Menahem 
exacted8  the  money  of  Israel,  even  of  all  the  heroes  of  the 
force,  of  each  man  fifty  shekels  of  silver,  to  give  to  the 
king  of  Assyria :  so  the  king  of  Assyria  returned  and 

21  stayed®  not  mere  in  the  land.  And  the  rest  of  the  acts3  of 
Menahem,  and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the 

1  wordi  of  the  days.  *  tied.  3  words.  4  chair.  1  moon  of  days.  6  dare. 

T  strengthen.  1  brought  forth.  *  stood. 
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22  book  of  the  Chronieles1  of  the  kings  of  Lrael?  And 
Menahcm  lay  with  his  fathers:  and  Pckahiah  his  son 

23  reigned  in  his  stead.  In  the  fiftieth  year  of  Azariah  king 
of  Judah,  Pekahiah  the  son  of  Meuahem  began  to  reign 

24  over  Israel  in  Samaria,  and  feigned  two  years.  And  he 
did  what  woe  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal;  he  departed 
not  from  the  sins  of  J eroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  made 

25  Israel  to  sin.  But  Pekah  the  son  of  Remaliah,  a  fighting 
man  of  his,  conspired9  against  hiui,  and  smote  him  in  Sama¬ 
ria,  in  the  fort  of  the  king's  house,  with  Argob  and  Harieh, 
and  with  him  fifty  men  of  the  sons  of  the  Gileadites :  and  he 

26  put  him  to  death,  and  reigned  in  his  room.  And  the  rest 
of  the  acts3  of  Pekahiah,  and  all  that  he  did,  behold,  they 
are  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles1  of  the  kings  of 

27  Israel.  In  the  two  and  fiftieth  year  of  Azariah  king  of 
Judah,  Pekah  the  son  of  Remaliah  began  to  reign  over 

28  Israel  in  Samaria,  and  reigned  twenty  years.  And  he  did 
what  tea#  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal ;  he  departed  not 
from  the  sins  of  Jeroooam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  made 

29  Israel  to  sin.  In  the  days  of  Pekah  king  of  Israel,  came 
Tiglath-pileser  king  of  Assyria,  and  took  Ijon,  and  Abel- 
bcth-maachah,  and  Janoali,  and  Kedesh,  and  Uazor,  and 
Gilead,  and  Galilee,  all  the  land  of  Naphtuli,  and  carried 

30  them  captive  to  Assyria.  And  IIoBea  the  son  of  Eiah 
made3  a  conspiracy  against  Pekah  the  son  of  Remaliab, 
and  smote  him,  ana  put  him  to  death,  and  reigned  in  bis 
stead,  in  the  twentieth  year  of  Jotham  the  son  of  Uzziah. 

31  And  the  rest  of  the  acts3  of  Pekah,  and  all  that  he  did, 
behold,  they  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles1  of 

32  the  kings  of  Israel.  In  the  second  year  of  Pekah  the  son 
of  Remaliah  king  of  Israel,  began  Jotham  the  son  of  Uzziah 

33  king  of  Jndah  to  reign.  Five  and  twenty  years  old4  was 
he  when  he  began  to  ieign,  and  he  reigned  sixteen  years 
in  Jerusalem;  and  his  mother's  name  teas  Jerusha,  the 

34  daughter  of  Zadok.  And  he  did  what  teas  right  in  the 
eyas  of  the  Eternal :  he  did  according  to  all  that  his  father 

35  Uzziah  had  done.  Howbeit,  the  high  places  were  not 
removed:  the  people  sacrificed  and  caused  offerings  to 
ascend  in  fumes  still  in  the  high  placea.  He  built  the 

36  upper  gate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  Now  the  rest  of

Judah*  Rezin  the  king  of  Syria*  and  Pekah  the  son  of 

38  Remaliah.  And  Jotham  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  was 
buried  with  his  fathers,  in  the  city  of  David  his  father :  and 
Ahaz  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 


Chap.  XVI. 


1  In  the  seventeenth  year  of  Pekah  the  son  of  Remaliah* 
Ahaz  the  son  of  Jotham  king  of  Judah  began  to  reign. 

2  Twenty  years  old4  mu  Ahaz  when  he  began  to  reign*  and 
reigned  sixteen  years  in  Jerusalem,  and  did  not  wnat  was 
right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  his  God*  like  David  his 

3  father.  But  ho  walked  in  the  way  of  the  kings  of  Israel ; 
yea*  and  made  his  Bon  to  pass  through  the  fire*  according 
to  the  abominations  of  the  nations^  whom  the  Eternal  dia- 

4  possessed  from  before  the  children  of  Israel  And  he 
sacrificed  and  caused  incense  to  ascend  in  fames  in  the 
high  places*  and  on  the  hills,  and  under  every  bushy  tree. 

.  5  Then  Rezin  king  of  Syria*  and  Pekah  son  of  Remaliah 
king  of  Israel*  came  up  to  Jerusalem  to  war:  and  they 

6  besieged  Ahaz,  but  could  not  fight  him.  At  that  time 
Rezin  king  of  Syria  restored  Elath  to  Syria*  and  drave 
forth  the  Jews  from  Elath :  and  Syrians  came  to  Elath* 

7  and  abode  there  unto  this  day.  So  Ahaz  sent  messengers 
to  Tiglath-pileser  king  of  Assyria*  saying*  I  am  thy  servant* 
and  thy  son :  come  up  and  save  me  out  of  the  hand5  of 
the  king  of  Syria*  and  out  of  the  hand5  of  the  king  of  Israel* 

8  who  rise  up  against  me.  And  Ahaz  took  the  silver  and 
gold  that  was  found  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  and  in 
the  treasures  of  the  king’s  house*  and  sent  U  for  a  bribe  to 

9  the  king  of  Assyria.  And  the  king  of  Assyria  hearkened 
unto  him;  for  the  king  of  Assyria  went  up  against 
Damascus,  and  seized  it,  and  carried  the  people  of  it  captive 

10  to  Kir*  and  Rezin  he  put  to  death.  Aud  king  Ahaz  went 
to  Damascus  towards  Tiglath-pileser  king  of  Assyria,  and 
saw  the  altar  that  was  at  Damascus :  and  king  Ahaz  sent 
to  Urijah  the  priest  the  fashion  of  the  altar*  and  the  pattern 

1  words.  *  words  of  the  days.  3  cause  to  send.  *  a  son  of.  *  hollow. 
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1 1  of  it,  according  to  all  the  work  thereof.  And  Urijoh  the 
priest  built  the  altar  according  to  all  that  Ling  Ahaz  haH 
Bent  from  Damascus:  so  Urijah  the  priest  made  it  against 

12  Ling  Ahaz  came  from  Damascus.  And  when  the  king 
was  come  from  Damascus,  the  king  saw  the  altar :  and  the 

13  king  approached  to  the  altar,  and  offered1  thereon.  And 
he  caused  his  bumt-offering,  and  his  oblation  to  ascend  in 
fumes,  and  poured  bis  drink-offering^  and  sprinkled  the 

14  blood  of  his  feast-offerings  upon  the  altar.  And  the  copper 
altar  which  was  before  the  Eternal  he  brought3  from  the 
fore  front  of  the  houses  from  between  the  altar  and  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  and  put  it  on  the  north  side3  of  the 

15  altar.  And  king  Ahaz  commanded  Urijaih  the  priest, 
saying,  Upon  the  great  altar,  cause  to  ascend  in  fumes  the 
morning  burnt-offering,  and  the  evening  oblation,  and  the 
king’s  humtHoffering,  and  his  oblation,  with  tbue  burnt* 
offering  of  all_  the  people  of  the  land,  and  their  oblation, 
and  their  drink-offerings;  and  sprinkle  upon  it  all  the 
blood  of  the  bumt-offering,  and  all  the  blood  of  the  sacri¬ 
fice  :  and  the  copper  altar  shall  be  for  me  to  inquire4  by. 

16  Thus  did  Urijah  the  priest,  according  to  all  that  king  Ahaz 

17  commanded.  And  king  Ahaz  split  the  rims  of  the  bases, 
and  removed  the  laver  from  off  them ;  and  took  down  the 
sea  from  off  the  copper  oxen4  that  were  under  it,  and  put6 

18  it  upon  a  foundation  of  stones :  And  the  covert  for  the 
sabbath  that  they  had  built  in  the  house,  and  the  king’s 
entry  without,  turned  he  from  the  bouse  of  the  Eternal  for 

1 9  the  lung  of  Assyria.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts7  of  Ahaz 
which  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the 

20  Chronicles3  of  the  kings  of  Judah  ?  And  Abaz  lay  with 
his  fathers,  and  was  buried  with  his  fathers  in  the  city  of 
David :  and  Hezekiah  his  son  reigned  iu  his  stead. 


Chap.  XVIL 


1  In  the  twelfth  year  of  Ahaz  king  of  Judah,  began  Hosbea 
the  son  of  Elah  to  reign  in  Samaria  over  Israel  nine  years. 

2  And  he  did  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  but 

3  not  as  the  kings  of  Israel  that  were  hefore  him.  Against 
him  came  up  Shalmaneser  king  of  Assyria ;  and  Hoshea 


1  brought  up, 
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4  occame  his  servant,  and  gave1  him  presents.2  And  the 
icing  of^ssyria  found  conspiracy  in  Hoshea :  for  he  had 
sent  messengers  to  So  king  of  Egypt,  and  brought3  no 
present4  to  the  king  of  Assyria,  as  h&  had  done  year  by 
year:  therefore  the  king  of  Assyria  shut  him  up,9  and 

5  bound  him  in  prison.  Then  the  king  of  Assyria  came  up 
throughout  all  the  land,  and  went  up  to  Samaria,  and 

6  besieged  it  three  yeazs.  In  the  ninth  year  of  Hoshea  the 
king  of  Assyria  took  Samaria,  and  carried  Israel  captive 
into  Assyria,  and  placed6  them  in  Halah,  and  in  Habor  by 

7  the  river  of  Gozan,  and  in  the  cities  of  the  Medcs.  For 
so  it  was,  that  the  children  of  Israel  had  sinned  against  the 
Eternal  their  God,  who  had  brought  them  up  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  from  under  the  hand  of  Pharaoh  king  of 

8  Egypt,  ana  had  feared  other  gods,  And  walked  in  the 
ordinances  of  the  nations,  whom  the  Eternal  dispossessed 
from  before  the  children  of  Israel,  and  of  the  kings  of  Israel, 

9  which  they  had  made.  And  the  children  of  Israel  aid  secretly 
things  that  were  not  right  against  the  Eternal  their  God,  and 
theybuilt  them  high  places  in  all  their  cities,  from  the  tower 

10  of  the  watchmen  to  the  fortified  city.  And  they  set  them  up 
images7  and  groves8  in  every  high  hill,  and  under  every 

11  bushy  tree:  And  there  they  caused  offerings  to  ascend  in 
fumes  in  all  the  high  places,  like  the  nations  whom  the 
Eternal  carried  captive  before  them;  and  wrought  evil 

12  things  to  provoke  the  Eternal  to  anger :  For  they  served 
the  idols,®  whereof  the  Eternal  had  said  unto  them,  Yc 

13  shall  not  do  this  thing.  Yet  the  Eternal  testified  against 
Israel,  and  against  Judah,  by  all  the  prophets,  and  by  all 
the  seen,  saying.  Turn  ye  from  tout  evil  ways,  and  keep 
my  commandments  and  my  ordinances,  according  to  all 
the  law  which  I  commanded  your  fathers,  and  which  I 

14  sent  to  you  by  my  servants  the  prophets.  Notwith¬ 
standing  they  would  not  hear,  but  hardened  their  necks,10 
like  to  the  neck11  of  their  fathers,  that  did  not  believe  in 

15  the  Eternal  their  God.  And  they  scorned  his  statutes, 
and  his  covenant  that  he  made  with  their  fathers, 
and  his  testimonies  which  he  testified  against  them; 
and  they  went  after  the  vanity,  and  became  vain,  and 


1  restored.  *  an  oblation.  *  brought  up.  4  oblation,  *  restrained  him. 
0  caused  to  abide*  1  monuments,  6  happy  ones.  9  dung.  n  their  nape  of  the 

neck.  u  nape  of  thaneck. 
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after  the  nations  that  were  round  about  them,  concern¬ 
ing  whom  the  Eternal  had  commanded  them,  that  they 

L6  should  not  do  like  them.  And  they  left1  all  the  command¬ 
ments  of  the  Eternal  their  God,  and  made  them  molten 
images,  even  two  calves,  and  made  a  grove,3  and  prostrated 
themselves  to  all  the  host  of  the  heaven,  and  served  the 

17  BaaL  And  they  caused  their  sons  and  their  daughters  to 
pass  through  the  fire,  and  used  divination  and  divined, 
and  sold  themselves  to  do  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  * 

18  Eternal,  to  provoke  him  to  anger.  Therefore  the  Eternal 
was  very  wroth  with  Israel,  and  removed  them  out  of  his 
sight  :3  there  was  none  left  but  the  tribe  of  Judah  only. 

19  Also  Judah  kept  not  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal 
their  God,  but  walked  in  the  ordinances  of  Israel  which 

20  they  made.  And  the  Eternal  scorned  all  the  seed  of  Israel, 
and  afflicted  them,  and  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  spoilers, 

21  until  he  had  cast  them  out  of  his  sight.8  For  he  rent 
Israel  from  the  house  of  David ;  and  they  made  Jeroboam, 
the  son  of  Nebat,  king:  and  Jeroboam  drave  Israel  from 
following4  the  Eternal,  and  made  them  sin  a  great  sin. 

22  For  the  children  of  Israel  walked  in  all  the  sins  of  Jero- 

23  boam  which  he  did;  they  departed  not  from  them  ;  Until 
the  Eternal  removed  Israel  out  of  his  sight,3  as  he  had 
said  by  all  his  servants  the  prophets.  So  was  Israel  carried 
captive  out  of  their  own  land9  to  Assyria  unto  this  day. 

24  And  the  king  of  Assyria  brought  men  from  Babylon,  and 
from  Cuthah,  and  from  Ava,  and  from  Hamath,  and  from 
Sepbarvaim,  and  placed8  them  in  the  cities  of  Samaria, 
instead  of  the  children  of  Israel:  and  they  possessed 

25  Samaria,  and  abode  in  the  cities  thereof.  And  so  it  was, 
at  the  commencement  of  their  abiding  there,  that  they 
feared  not  the  Eternal;  therefore  the  Eternal  sent  forth 

26  the  lions  among  them,  which  slew  some  of  them.  Where¬ 
fore  they  said  to  the  king  of  Assyria,  as  follows,  The 
nations  which  thou  hast  carried  captive,  and  placed7  in  the 
cities  of  Samaria,  know  not  the  manner3  of  the  God  of  the 
land :  therefore  he  hath  sent  forth  the  lions  among  them, 
and,  behold,  they  slay9  them,  because  they  know  not  the 

27  manner8  of  die  God  of  the  land.  Then  the  king  of  Assyria 
commanded,  saying,  Carry  thither  one  of  the  priests  whom 

1  forsook,  1  happy  one.  9  face-  4  after.  9  ground-  *  canted  to  abide. 

1  caused  to  dwell.  *  Judgment*  *  put  to  death. 
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ye  carried  captive  from  thence:  and  let  them  go  and  abide 
there,  and  let  him  teach1  them  the  manner*  of  the  God  of 

28  the  land.  Then  came  one  of  the  priests,  whom  they  had 
earned  captive  from  Samaria,  and  abode  in  Beth-el,  and 

29  taught3  them  how  they  should  fear  the  EtemaL  Howbeit 
every  nation  made  gods  of  their  own,  and  placed  them,  in 
the  nouBes  of  the  high  places  which  the  Samaritans  had 
made,  every  nation  in  their  cities  wherein  they  abode. 

30  And  the  men  of  Babylon  made  Succoth-bcnoth,  and  the 
men  of  Cuth  made  Nergal,  and  the  men  of  Hamath  made 

31  Ashiraa,  And  the  Avites  made  Nibhaz  and  Tartak,  and 
the  Sepharvites  burnt  their  children  in  the  fire  to  Ad  ram- 

32  melech  and  Anammelech  the  gods  of  Sepharvaim.  So  they 
feared  the  Eternal,  and  made  unto  themselves  of  the 
lowest*  of  diem  priests  of  the  high  places,  mid  they 
sacrificed9  for  them  in  the  houses  of  the  high  places. 

33  They  feared  the  Eternal,  and  served  their  own  gods, 
after  the  manner8  of  the  nations  whom  they  carried 

34  captive  from  thence.  Unto  this  day  they  do  after 
the  former  manners  :6  they  fear  not  the  Eternal,  neither 
do  they  after  their  ordinances,  or  after  their  judgment,  or 
after  the  law  and  commandment  which  the  Eternal  com¬ 
manded  the  children  of  Jacob,  whom  he  named  Israel ; 

35  With  whom  the  Eternal  had  madeT  a  covenant,  and  com¬ 
manded  them,  saying,  Ye  shall  not  fear  other  gods,  nor 
prostrate  yourselves  to  them,  nor  serve  them,  nor  sacrifice  to 

36  them:  But  the  Eternal,  who  brought  you  up  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt  with  great  strength  and  a  stretehed-out8  arm,  him 
shall  ye  fear,  and  to  him  shall  ye  prostrate  yourselves,  and 

37  to  him  shall  ye  sacrifice.  And  the  Statutes,  and  the  ordi¬ 
nances,  and  the  law,  and  the  commandment,  which  he 
wrote  for  you,  ye  shall  observe0  to  do  all  the  days ;  and  ye 

38  shall  not  fear  other  gods.  And  die  covenant  that  I  have 
made  with  youyc  shall  not  forget,  neither  Bhall  ye  fear  other 

39  gods;  But  the  Eternal  your  God  ye  shall  fear ;  and  he  shall 

40  deliver  you  out  of  the  hand  of  all  your  enemies.  Howbeit 
they  did  not  hearken,  but  they  did  after  their  former 

41  manner.3  So  these  nations  feared  the  Eternal,  and  served 
their  graven  images,  both  their  children  and  their  children’s 
children :  as  did  their  fathers,  so  do  they  unto  this  day. 


1  shoot.  9  judgment. 
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1  Now  it  came  to  pass,  in  the  third  year  of  Hoahea  son  of 
Elah  king  of  Israel,  that  Hezckiah  the  son  of  Ahaz  king  of 

2  Judah  began  to  reign.  Twenty  and  five  years  old1  was  he 
when  he  began  to  reign;  and  he  reigned  twenty  and  nine 
years  in  Jerusalem.  And  bis  mother's  name  was  Abi,  the 

3  daughter  of  Zachariah.  And  he  did  what  was  right  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Eternal,  according  to  all  that  David  his  father 

4  did.  He  removed  the  high  places,  and  brake  the  images8 
in  pieces,  and  cut  down  the  grove/  and  beat  in  pieces  the 
copper  serpent  that  Moses  had  made :  for  unto  those  days 
the  children  of  Israel  caused  offerings  to  ascend  in  fumes  to 

5  it ;  and  he  called  it  Nehushtan.  In  the  Eternal  God  of 
Israel  he  trusted;  so  that  after  him  was  none  like  him 
among  all  the  kings  of  Judah,  nor  any  that  were  before 

6  him.  For  he  clave  to  the  Eternal,  and  departed  not  from 
following*  him,  but  kept  his  commandments,  which  the 

7  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  And  the  Eternal  was  with 
him ;  and  he  acted  wisely  whithersoever  he  went  forth : 
and  he  rebelled  against  the  king  of  Assyria,  and  served 

8  him  not  He  smote  the  Philistines,  even  unto  Gaza,  and 
the  boundaries  thereof  from  the  tower  of  the  watchmen  to 

9  the  fortified  city. :  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourth  year 
of  king  Hezckiah,  which  was  the  seventh  year  of  Hoshca 
son  of  Elah  king  of  Israel,  that  Shalmaneser  king  of  Assyria 

1 0  came  up  against  Samaria,  and  besieged  it  And  he  con¬ 
quered  it  at  the  end9  of  three  yeans,  even  in  the  sixth  year 
of  Hezekiah,  that  is,  the  ninth  year  of  Hoshea  Icing  of  Israel, 

1 1  Samaria  was  conquered.  And  the  kina  of  Assyria  did 
carry  Israel  captive  unto  Assyria,  ana  guided  them 
to  Halah  and  to  Habor  by  the  river  of  Gozan,  and  to  the 

12  cities  of  Media:  Because  they  obeyed  not  the  voice  of 
the  Eternal  their  God,  but  transgressed6  his  covenant,  and 
all  that  Moses  the  servant  of  the  Eternal  commanded,  and 

13  would  not  hear  them,  nor  do  them.  Now,  in  the  fourteenth 
year  of  the  king  Hezekiah  did  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria 
come  up  against  all  the  fortified  cities  of  Judah,  and  seized 

14  them.  And  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah  sent  to  the  king  of 
Assyria  to  Lachiah,  saying,  I  have  offended  ;T  return  from 
me :  that  which  thou  puttest8  on  me  will  1  bear.  And 
the  king  of  Assyria  put  on  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah  three 

1  a  son*  2  monumenta.  *  happy  one,  4  after,  *  extremity.  0  pa&scd*  7  stunciL 

*  giveat. 
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15  hundred  kikar  of  silver  and  thirty  kikar  of  gold.  And 
Hezekiah  gave  him  all  the  silver  that  was  found  in  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  and  in  the  treasures  of  the  king's  house. 

16  At  that  time  did  Hezekiah  split  the  doors  of  the  temple  of 
the  Eternal,  and  the  ^pillars!  which  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah 
had  overlaid  with  gold,  and  gave  them  to  the  king  of 

17  Assyria.  And  the  king  of  Assyria  sent  Tartan,  and  Kab- 
saris,  and  Bahshakeh,  from  Lachish  to  king  Hezekiah, 
with  a  great1  force  against  Jerusalem ;  and  they  went  up, 
and  came  to  Jerusalem.  And  when  they  were  come  up, 
they  came  and  stood  by  the  treneh  of  the  upper  pool, 

18  which  is  in  the  highway  of  the  washer’s  field..  And  when 
they  had  called  to  the  king,  there  came  out  to  them 
Eliakim  the  son  of  Ilfllelah,  who  was  over  the  house  Ac  iZ, 
and  Shebna  the  scribe,  and  Joah  the  gob  of  Asaph  the 

19  recorder.  And  Rab-shakeh  said  unto  them,  Say  ye  now 
to  Hezekiah,  Thus  saith  the  greatking,  the  king  of  Assyria, 

20  What  trust  is  this  wherein.,  thou  true  test?  Thousayest, 
Only  a  word  of  the  lips  are  counsel  and  might  for  the  war. 
Now,  on  whom  dost  thou,  trust,  that  thou  rebellest  against

hath  said  to  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  Before  this  altar  in 

23  Jerusalem  ye  shall  prostrate  yourselves?  :  Now  therefore, 
pray,  enter  into  a  compact  with  my  lord  the  king  of 
Assyria,  and  I  will  give  thee  two  thousand  horses,  if  thou 

24  be  ahle  on  thy  part  to  set?  riders  upon  them.  How  then 
will  thou  turn  away4  the  face  of  one  captain  of  the  least  of 
my  master's  servants,  and  trustest  in  Egypt  for  chariots  and 

25  for  horsemen  ?  Am  I  now  come  up  without  the  Eternal 
against  this  place  to  destroy9  it  ?  The  Eternal  said  to  me, 

26  Go  up  against  this  land,  and  destroy9  it.  Then  said 
Eliakim  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  and  Shebna,  and  Joah,  unto 
Rab-shakeh,  Pray,  speak  to  thy  servants  Syrian,  for  wc 
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understand1  it:  Mod  speak  not  with  os  Jewish,  in  the  cars 

27  of  the  people  that  are  on  the  rampart  But  Rab-ehakeh 
said  unto  them,  Hath  my  lord  sent  me  to  thy  lord,  and  to 
thee,  to  speak  these  words  ?  hath  he  not  sent  me  to  the  men 
who  sit  ou  the  rampart,  that  they  may  eat  their  own  excre- 

28  ments,  and  drink  their  own  piss,  with  you  ?  Then  Rab- 
sliakeh  stood,  and  called  with  a  loud9  voice  in  Jewish,  and 


spake,  saying,  Hear  the  word  of  the  great  king,  the  king  of 
29  Assyria :  Thus  saith  the  king,  Let  not  Hezekiah  beguile

come  and  take  yon  to  a  land  like  your  own  land ;  a  land 
of  com  and  must,  a  land  of  bread  and  vineyards,  a  land  of 
oil-olive5  and  of  honey,  that  ye  may  live  and  not  die:  and 
hearken  not  unto  Hezekiah,  when  he  entice th  you,  saying, 

33  The  Eternal  will  deliver  -usl  Hath  &dv  of  the  gods  of  the 
nations  delivered  at  all  his  land  out  of  the  hand  of  the  king 

34  of  Assyria?  Where  are  the  gods  of  Hamath,  and  of  Arpad? 
where  are  the  gods  of  Sepharvaim,  Hena,  and  Ivah  ?  nave 

35  they  delivered  Samaria  out  of  my  hand  ?  Who  are  they, 
among  all  the  gods  of  the  countries,  that  have  delivered 
their  country  out  of  my  hand,  that  the  Eternal  should 

36  deliver  Jerusalem  out  or  my  hand  ?  But  the  people  were 
silent,  and  answered  him  not  a  word :  for  the  king’s  com- 

37  mandment  was,  saying.  Answer  him  not.  Then  came 
Eliakim  the  son  of  Hukiah,  who  was  over  the  housetop 
and  Shebna  the  scribe,  and  Josh  the  son  of  Asaph  the 
recorder,  to  Hezekiah,  with  their  garments  rent,  and  told 
him  the  words  of  Rab-shakeh. 


Chap.  XIX. 

1  Ahd  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  king  Hezekiah  heard  it,

that  he  rent  bis  garments,  and  covered  himself  with  the 

2  sackcloth,  and  went  into  the  house  of  the  EtcmaL  A  ml  he 
sent  ElLakim,  who  was  over  the  housc7io&2,  and  Shebna  the 
scribe,  and  the  elders  of  the  priests^  covered  with  the  sack- 

3  cloth,  to  Isaiah  the  prophet,  son  of  Amoz.  And  they 
said  unto  him,  Thus  saith  Ilezekiah,  A  day  of  distress,  and 
of  rebuke,  and  insult  is  this  day :  for  the  children  are  come 
to  the  birth,  y  and  there  is  not  strength  to  bring  forth. 

4  Perhaps  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  hear  all  the  words  of 
Rnb-shakeh,  whom  the  king  of  Assyria  his  lord  hath  sent 
to  insult  the  living  God ;  and  will  reprove1  the  words  which 
the  Eternal  thy  (rod  hath  heard :  wherefore  lift  up  thy 

,  5  prayer  for  the  remnant  that  are  left.*  So  the  servants  of 

6  king  Ilezekiah  came  to  Isaiah.  And  Isaiah  said  unto 
them.  Thus  shall  ye  say  to  your  lord.  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  Be  not  afraid  of  the  words  which  thou  hast  heard, 
with  which  the  servants-*  of  the  king  of  Assyria  have  reviled 

7  me.  Behold,  I  will  put  it  in  his  nund*  that,  when  he  hears 
a  report,  he  shall  return  to  his  own  land ;  and  I  will  cause

Let  not  tby 
God  in  whom  thou  trustest  beguile  thee,  saying,  Jerusalem 
shall  not  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Assyria. 

11  Behold,  thou  hast  heard  what  the  kings  of  Assyria  have 
done  to  all  lands,  by  dooming  them;  and  shalt  thou  be 

12  delivered?  Have  the  gods  of  the  nations  delivered  them 
which  my  fathers  have  destroyed  ;6  as  Gozan,  and  Haran, 
and  Rezeph,  and  the  children  of  Eden  which  were  in 

13  Thelasar?  Where  is  the  king  of  Hamath,  and  the  king  of 
Arpad,  and  the  king  of  the  city  of  Sepharvaim,  of  Hcna, 

14  and  Ivah  ?  And  Hezekiah  took  the  letters7  from  the  hand 
of  the  messengers,  and  read  it:  aud  Hezekiah  went  up  into 
the  house  of  the  Etemal,and  spread  them  before  the  Eternal. 

15  And  Hezekiah  prayed  before  the  Eternal,  and  said,  O 
Eternal  God  of  Israel,  who  abidest  between  the  cherubim, 
thou  art  the  God,  even  thou  alone,  of  all  the  kingdoms  of

oyos,  and  see;  and  hear  the  words  of  Sennacherib,  who 

1 7  hath  sent  him  to  insult  the  living  God.  Of  a  truth.  Eternal, 
the  kings  of  Assyria  have  destroyed1  the  nations  and  their 

1 8  lands.  And  have  cast3  their  gods  into  the  fire :  for  they 
were  no  gods,  but  the  work  of  men’s  hands,  wood  and  stone ; 

19  therefore  they  have  destroyed  them.  Now,  therefore,  O 
Eternal  our  God,  pray,  save  thou  us  out  of  his  hand,  that 
all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth  may  know  that  thou  art  the 

20  Eternal  God,  even  thou  only.  Then  Isaiah  the  son  of 
Amoz  6ent  to  Hezekiah,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal 
God  of  Israel,  That  which  thou  hast  prayed  to  me  con- 

2 1  corning  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria  I  have  heard.  This 
is  the  word  that  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  concerning  Mm ; 
The  virgin  the  daughter  of  Zion  hath  despised  thee,  and 
laughed  thee  to  scorn j  the  daughter  of  Jerusalem  hath 

22  moved  her  head  at  thcc.  Whom  hast  thou  insulted  and 
reviled?  and  against  whom  hast  thou  raised  thy  voice,  and 
lifted  up  thine  eyes  on  high  ?  even  against  the  Holy  One 

23  of  Israel.  By  thy  messengers  thou  host  insulted  the 
Eternal,  and  hast  said,  With  the  multitude  of  my  chariots 
I  am  come  up  to  the  height  of  the  mountains,  to  the  sides3 
of  Lebanon,  and  will  cut  down  the  tall*  cedar-trees  thereof, 
and  the  choice  cypresses  thereof;  and  I  will  enter  into  the 
lodging  of  his  borders3  and  into  the  forest  of  his  fruitful  soil. 

24  I  have  digged  and  drunk  strange6  waters,  and  with  the 
sole1  of  my  feetH  will  I  dry  up  all  the  rivers  of  Matsor. 

25  Hast  thou  not  heard  it?  long  ago  I  have  done  it,  and  of 
ancient  times  have  I  formed  it,  now  have  I  brought  it  to 
pass,  that  thou  shouldcst  be  to  lay  waste  fortified  cities  into 

26  ruinous  stone  heaps.  Therefore  their  inhabitants  were  of 
small  power,3  they  were  dismayed  and  confounded ;  they 
were  as  the  grass  of  the  field,  and  as  the  green  sprout,  as 
die  grass  on  roofs,  and  as  corn  blasted  before  it  be  grown 

27  up.lu  And  thy  abode,  and  thy  going  out,  and  thy  coming 

28  in,  I  know,  as  also  thy  rage  against  me.  Because  thy  rage 
against  me  and  thy  wantonness  is  come  up  into  mine  ears, 
therefore  I  will  put  my  prickle  in  thy  nose,  and  my  bridle  in 
thy  lips,  and  I  will  turn  Uiee  back11  by  the  way  by  which  thou 

1  devastated.  given-  3  thighs.  4  stature  of.  4end.  6  Uj,  profane.  7  hollow. 
*  steps.  *  short  ofliand-  17  standing  com.  11  restore  thee. 
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29  earnest.  And  thissAo#  be  a  sign  unto  thee,  Ye  shall  eat  this  year 
such  things  as  grow  of  their  own  accord,  and  in  the  second 
year  that  which  springeth  of  the  same ;  and  in  the  third 
year  sow  ye  and  reap,  and  plant  vineyards,  and  eat  the 

30  fruits  thereof  And  they  that  remained  of  them  that  escaped 
of  the  house  of  Judan  shall  yet  again1  take  root  down- 

31  wards,  and  bear8  fruit  upwards.  For  out  of  Jerusalem  shall 
go  forth  a  remnant,  ana  they  that  escape  out  of  mount 

32  Zion :  the  seal  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  shall  do  There¬ 
fore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  concerning  the  king  of  Assyria, 
He  shall  not  come  into  this  city,  nor  shoot  an  arrow  there, 
nor  come  before8  it  with  shield,  nor  cast4  a  bank  against  it. 

33  By  the  way  that  he  came,  by  the  same  shall  he  return,  and 
shall  not  come  into  this  city,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

34  Eternal.  For  I  will  protect  this  city  to  save  it,  for  mine 

35  own  sake,  and  for  my  servant  David’s  sake.  And  it  came 
to  pass  that  night,  that  the  angel5  of  the  Eternal  went  out,

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was 
prostrating  himself  in  the  house  of  Niaroch  his  god,  that 
Adrammelech  and  Sharezcr  his  eons  smote  him  with  the 
sword :  and  they  escaped  into  the  land  of  Aararat.

And  Hezekiah 
said  unto  Isaiah,  What  shall  he  the  sign  that  the  Eternal 
will  heal  me,  and  that  I  shall  go  up  into  the  house  of  the 

9  Eternal  the  third  day?  And  Isaiah  said.  This  sign  shalt 
thou  have  of  the  Eternal,  that  the  Eternal  will  do  the 
thing  that  he  hath  spoken :  the  shadow  hath  gone  forward 

10  ten  degrees,  if  it  fthaJl  return  ten  degrees  . .  Anri  Hezekiah 
answered,  It  iB  a  light  thing  far  the  shadow  to  incline  ten

What 
saia  these  men  ?  and  from  whence  came  they  unto  thee  ? 
And  Hezekiah  said,  They  are  come  from  a  far  country, 

15  even  from  Babylon.  And  he  said.  What  have  they  seen  in 
thy  house  ?  And  Hezekiah  answered.  All  the  things  that 
are  in  my  house  have  they  seen:  there  is  nothing  among 

1 6  my  treasures  that  I  have  not  shewed  them.  Anti  Isaiah 

1 7  said  unto  Hezekiah,  Hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal.  Behold, 
the  days  come,  that  all  that  u  in  thy  house,  and  that  which 
thy  fathers  have  treasured  up  unto  this  day,  shall  be  carried 
unto  Babylon:  nothing  shall  be  left,  saith  the  Eternal. 

16  And  of  thy  sons  that  snail  go  forth  from  thee,  which  thou 
shalt  beget,  shall  they  take  away;  and  they  shall  be 


1  hollow.  *  lived.  s  restored.  4  degrees.  *  books.  1  oblation.  T  good  oil. 
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19  eunuchs  in  the  palace  of  the  king  of  Babylon.  Then  said 
Hezekiah  unto  Isaiah,  Good  is  the  word  of  the  Eternal 
which  thou  hast  spoken.  And  he  said,  Is  if  not  good,  if 

20  peace  and  truth  be  in  my  dayB?  And  die  rest  of  the  acts1 
of  Hezekiah,  and  all  his  might,  and  how  he  made  the  pool, 
and  the  trench,  and  brought  the  water  into  the  city,  are 
they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  Chronicles3  of  the 

21  kings  of  Judah?  And  Hezekiah  lay  with  his  fathers :  and 
Manasseh  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 


Chap.  XXL 


1  Manasseh  teas  twelve  years  old4  when  he  began  to  reign, 
and  reigned  filly  and  five  years  in  Jerusalem.  And  his 

2  mother's  name  was  Hephzibah.  And  he  did  what  teas  evil 
in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  after  the  abominations  of  the 
nations,  whom  the  Eternal  dispossessed  before  the  children 

3  of  Israel,  For  he  built  up  again.4  the  high  places  which 
Hezekiah  Ids  father  had  destroyed;  and  he  established 
altars  for  the  Baal,  and  made  a  grove,9  as  did  Ahab  king 
of  Israel ;  and  prostrated  himself  to  all  the  host  of  the 

4  heaven,  and  served  them.  And  he  built  altars  in  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  of  which  the  Eternal  said,  In  Jeru- 

5  salem  will  I  put  my  name.  And  he  built  altars  for  all  the 
host  of  the  heaven  in  the  two  enclosures  of  the  house  of 

6  the  Eternal.  And  he  made  his  son  pass  through  the  fire, 
and  observed  clouds,  and  divined,  and  dealt6  with  familiar 
spiritsJI  and  wizards :  he  wrought  much  evil  in  the  eyes  of 

V  tnc  Eternal,  to  provoke  him  to  anger.  And  he  put  a 
graven  image  of  the  grove9  that  he  had  made  in  the  house, 
of  which  the  Eternal  said  to  David,  and  to  Solomon  his 
son.  In  this  house,  and  iu  Jerusalem,  which  I  have  chosen 
out  of  all  tribes  of  Israel,  will  I  put  my  name  for  ever : 

8  Neither  will  I  make  the  feet  of  Israel  wander  any  more 
out  of  the  land  which  I  gave  their  fathers ;  only  if  they 
will  observe  to  do  according  to  all  that  I  have  commanded 
them,  and  according  to  all  the  law  that  my  servant  Moses 

9  commanded  them.  But  they  hearkened  not:  and  Manasseh 
seduced  them  to  do  more  evil  than  did  the  nations  whom 
the  Eternal  exterminated  before  the  children  of  Israel. 


1  words.  9  words  of  the  days. 
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10  And  the  Eternal  spake  by  his  servants  the  prophets, 

11  saying.  Because  Manasseh  king  of  Judah  hath  done  these 
abominations,  and  hath  done  wickedly  above  all.  that  tho 
Amoritc  did,  who  was  before  him,  and  hath  made  Judah 

1 2  also  to  sin  with  his  idols  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal 
God  of  Israel,  Behold,  I  am  bringing  sudt  evil  upon  Jeru¬ 
salem  and  J udah,  that  whosoever  heareth  of  it,  both  his 

13  ears  shall  tingle.  And  1  will  incline  over  Jerusalem  the 
line  of  Samaria,  and  the  plummet  of  the  house  of  Ahab : 
and  I  will  wipe*  Jerusalem  as  a  man  wipeth*  a  dish, 

14  wiping4  ft,  and  turning  it  upside  down.4  And  1  will  for¬ 
sake6  the  remnant  of  mine  inheritance,  and  give  them  into 
the  hand  of  their  enemies ;  and  they  shall  become  a  prey 

15  and  a  spoil  to  all  their  enemies;  Because  they  have  done 
what  was  evil  in  my  eyes,  and  have  provoked  me  to  anger, 
since  the  day  their  fathers  came  forth  out  of  Egypt,  even 

16  unto  this  day.  Moreover,  Manasseh  shed  innocent  blood 
very  much,  tilt  he  had  filled  Jerusalem  from  one  end  to 
another;7  besides  his  sin  wherewith  he  made  Judah  to 
sin,  in  doing  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal. 

17  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts8  of  Manasseh,  and  all  that  he  did, 
and  his  sin  that  he  sinned,  are  they  not  written  in  the 

And 
Manasseh  lav  with  his  fathers,  and  was  buried  in  the

Amon  teas  twenty 
and'  two  years  old10  when  he  began  to  reign ;  and  he 
reigned  two  years  in  Jerusalem.  And  his  mother's  name 

20  was  Meshullemeth,  the  daughter  of  Haruz  of  Jotbah.  And 
he  did  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  as  his 

21  father  Manasseh  did.  And  he  walked  in  all  the  ways 
that  his  father  walked  in,  and  served  the  idols  that  his 

22  father  served,  and  prostrated  himself  to  them :  And  he 
forsook  the  Eternal  God  of  his  fathers,  and  walked  not  in 

23  the  way  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  servants  of  Amon  con¬ 
spired11  against  him,  and  put  to  death  the  king  in  his  own 

24  house.  And  the  people  of  the  land  smote  ml  them  that 
had  conspired11  against  king  Amon;  and  the  people  of 

25  die  land  made  Josiah  his  son  king  in  his  stead,  Now  the 
rest  of  the  acts8  of  Amon  which  he  did,  are  they  not

3  and  departed  not  to  the  right  or  to  the  left.  And  it  came 
to  pass*  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  king  Josiah,  that  the  king 
sent  Shaphan  the  son  of  Azaliah,  the  son  of  Meshullam  the 

4  scribe,  to  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  saying*  Go  up  to 
Hilkiah  the  high  priest*  that  he  may  sum3  the  stiver  which 
is  brought  into  the-  house  of  the  Eternal*  which  the  keepers 

6  of  the  door  have  gathered  of  the  people :  And  let  them  give 
it  into  the  hand  of  the  doers  of  the  work*  that  arc  appointed 
over  the  house  of.  the  Eternal :  and  let  them  give  it  to  the 
doers  of  the  work  whieh  is  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  to 

6  repair4  the  damagesof-the  house*  IJnto  carpenters,5  and 
builders*  and  masons*  and  to  obtain  wood  and  hewn  stone  to 

6  repair4  the  bouse.  Howbeit  there  was  no  reckoning  made  with 
them  of  the  money  that  was  given  into  their  hand*  because 

8  they  dealt0  faithfully.  And  Hilkiah  the  high  priest  said 
unto  Shaphan  the  scribe*  The  book  of  the  law  I  have 
found  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal  And  Hilkiah  gave  the 

9  book  to-  Shaphan*  and  he  read  it.  And  Shaphan  the 
scrihe  came  to  the  king*  and  brought7  the  king  word  again* 
and  said,  Thy  servants  have  gathered8  the  money  that  was 
found  in  the  house*  and  have  given  it  into  the  hand  of 
them  that  do  the  work,  that  are  appointed  over  the  house 

10  of  the  Eternal.  And  Shaphan  the  scribe  told  the  king, 
saying,  Wilkiah  the  priest  hath  given  me  a  book.  And 

1 1  Shaphan  read  it  before  the  king.  And  it  came  to  pass* 
when  the  king  had  heard  the  words  of  the  book  of  the 

12  law*  that  he  rent  his  garments.  And  the  ling  commanded 
Hilkiah  the  priest*  and  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan*  and 
Achbor  the  son  of  Michaiah,  and  Shaphan  the  scribe* 

1  word*  of  the  days.  1  *  son  of*  *  complete.  4  strengthen.  *  engravers.  f  did. 

1  restored.  1  caused  to  pour. 
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13  and  Asahiah  a  servant  of  the  king’s,  saying.  Go  ye,  inquire 
of  the  Eternal  for  me,  and  for  the  people,  and  for  all 
Judab,  concerning  tbe  words  of  this  book  that  is  found : 
for  great  is  tbe  fury  of  the  Eternal  that  is  kindled  against 
us,  because  our  fathers  have  not  hearkened  unto  the  words 
of  this  book,  to  do  according  unto  all  that  which  is  written 

14  concerning  us.  So  HUkiao  tbe  priest,  and  Ahikam,  and 
Acbbor,  and  Sbaphap,  and  Asaluah,  went  unto  Huldah 
the  prophetess,  the  wife  of  Shullum  the  son  afTikvah, 
the  son  of  Harhaa,  keeper  of  the  garments ;  now  she  abode 
in  Jerusalem  in  the  second  quarter:  and  they  spake  with 

15  her.  And  she  said- unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God 

16  of  Israel,  Say  to  the  man  that  sent  you  to  me.  Thus  saith 
the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  hring  evil  upon  this  place*  and 
upon  the  inhabitants  thereof  even  all  the  words  of  the 

17  book  which-  the  king  of  Judah  hath  read :  Because  they 
-have  forsaken  me,  and  have  caused  offering s  to  ascend  in 
fumes  unto  other  gods,  that  they  might  provoke  me  to 
anger  with  all  the  works  of  their  hands ;  therefore  my 
fury  shall  be  kindled  against  this  place,  and  shall  not  go 

18  out.  But  to  the  king  of  Judah,  who  sent  you  to  inquire 
of  the  Eternal,  thus  shall  ye  say  to  him.  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Ac  touching  the  words  which  thou 

19  host  heard  ;  Because  thy  heart  was  tender,  and  thou  hast 
humbled  thyself  before  the  Eternal,  when  thou  heardest 
what  I  spake  against  this  place  and  against  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  that  they  should  become  a  desolation  and  a  curse, 
and  hast  rent  thy  garments,  and  wept  before  me ;  I  also 

20  have  heard  tfcee,  saith  -the  Eternal  Behold,  therefore,  1 
will  gather  thee  unto  thy  fathers,  and  thou  shalt  be  gathered 
into  thy  sepulchres  in  peace ;  and  thine  eyes  shalt  not  see 
all  the  evil  which  I  wilt  bring  upon  this  place.  And  they 
brought1  the  king  word  again. 

Chap.  XXIH. 

1  Ann  the  king  sent,  and  they  gathered  unto  him  all  the 

2  eiders  of  Judah  and  of  Jerusalem.  And  the  king  went  up 
into  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  all  the  men  of  Judah, 
and  all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  with  him,  and  the 
priests*  and  the  prophets,  and  all  the  people,  both  small  and 
great :  and  he  read  in  their  cam  all  the  words  of  the  book  of 

1  restored. 
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the  covenant  which  was  found  in  the  bouse  of  the  Eternal. 

3  And  the  king  stood  upon  the  pillar,  and  made1  the  cove¬ 
nant  before  the  Eternal,  to  walk  after  the  Eternal,  and  to 
keep  his  commandments  and  his  testimonies  and  his  ordi¬ 
nances,  with  all  their  heart,  and  all  their  soul,  to  per¬ 
form"  the  words  of  this  covenant  that  were  written  in  this 

4  book :  and  all  the  people  Btood  to  the  covenant*  And  the 
king  commanded  Hilkiah  the  high  priest,  and  the  priests 
of  the  second  order,  and  the  keepers  of  the  door,  to  bring 
forth  out  of  the  temple1  of  the  Eternal  all  the  vessels  that 
were  made  for  the  Baal,  and  for  the  grove,4  and  for  all  the 
host  of  the  heaven  ;  and  he  burnt  them  without  Jerusalem 
iu  the  fields  of  Kidron,  and  carried  the  dust  of  them  unto 

5  Bcth-el.  And  he  put  down9  the  idolatrous  priests,  whom 
the  kings  of  Judah  had  ordained®  to  cause  offerings  to 
ascend  in  fumes  in  the  high  places  in  the  cities  of  Judah, 
and  in  the  places  round  about  Jerusalem ;  them  also  that 
caused  offerings  to  ascend  in  fumes  unto  the  Baal,  to  the 
sun,  ana  to  the  moon,  and  to  the  planets,  and  to  all  the 

6  host  of  the  heaven.  And  he  brought  out  the  grove4  from 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  without  Jerusalem,  unto  the 
brook  Kidron,  and  burnt  it  at  the  brook  Kidron,  and 
stamped  it  small  to  dust,  mid  cast  the  dust  thereof  upon 

7  the  burying-nlace  of  the  people*  And  he  pulled  down 
the  houses  oi  the  mole  prostitutes,  that  were  in  the  house 
of  the  Eternal,  where  the  women  wove  tents7  for  the 

8  grove.4  And  he  brought  all  the  priests  out  of  the  cities  of 
Judah,  and  defiled  the  high  places  where  the  priests  had 
caused  offerings  to  ascend  in  fumes,  from  Gcba  to  Bccr- 
sheba,  and  pulled  down  the  high  places  of  the  gates  that 
were  in  the  entrance  of  the  gate  of  Joahua  the  officer  of 
the  city,  which  were  on  a  mans  left  hand  at  the  gate  of  the 

9  city.  Nevertheless  the  priests  of  the  high  places  came  not 
up  to  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  in  Jerusalem,  hut  they  did 

10  cat  unleavened  bread  among  their  brethren.  And  he 
defiled  the  Topheth,  which  is  in  the  glen  of  the  children 
of  Hinnom,  that  no  man  might  make  hiB  son  or  his 

1 1  daughter  to  pass  through  the  fire  to  the  Molech.  And 
he  allowed  not9  the  horses  that  the  kings  of  Judah  had 
given  to  the  sun,  to  come  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 
placing  them  in  the  cell  of  Nathan-melccb  the  chamberlain,9 

1  cat.  3  establish.  *  palace.  *  happy  one.  9  caused  to  leave  off.  *  given. 

1  houses.  *  eunuch. 
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which  was  in  the  suburbs,  ||  and  burnt  the  vehicles  of  the 

12  sun  with  fire.  And  the  altars  that  were  on  the  roof  of  the 
upper  chamber  of  Ahaz,  which  the  kings  of  Judah  had 
made,  and  the  altars  which  Manasseh  liaa  made  in  the  two 
enclosures  ot  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  did  the  king  puli 
down,  and  ran  from  thence,  and  cast  the  dust  of  them  into 

13  the  brook  Kidron.  And  the  high  places  that  were  before 
Jerusalem,  which  were  on  the  right  of  the  destroying 
mount,  which  Solomon  the  king  of  Israel  had  budded  for 
Asbtoreth  the  abomination  of  the  Zidonions,  and  for 
Chemosh  the  abomination  of  Moab,  and  for  Milcom  the 
abomination  of  the  children  of  Ammon,  did  the  king 

14  defile.  And  he  brake  in  pieces  the  images/  and  eut  down 
the  groves,1  and  filled  their  places  with  the  bones  of  men. 

15  Moreover,  the  altar  that  woe  at  Beth-el,  and  the  high 
place  which  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Ncbat,  who  made 
Israel  to  sin,  had  made,  both  that  altar  and  the  high  place, 
he  pulled  down,  and  humt  the  high  place,  and  stamped 

16  it  small  to  dust,  and  burnt  the  grove.3  And  as  Josiah 
turned  himself,  he  saw  the  burying-places  that  were  there 
in  the  mount,  and  sent,  and  took  the  bones  out  the  burying- 
places,  and  burnt  them  upon  tbe  altar,  and  defiled  it, 
according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  which  the  man  of 

1 7  God  called  out,  who  called  out  these  words.  Then  he  said. 
What  mound  &  that  I  see?  And  the  men  erf  the  city  told 
him,  It  is  the  burying-place  of  the  man  of  God  who  came 
from  Judah,  and  called  out  these  things  that  thou  hast 

18  done  against  the  altar  of  Beth-el.  And  he  said.  Let  him 
alone ;  let  no  man  move  his  bones.  So  his  bones  rescued 

]  9  the  bones  of  the  prophet  that  came  out  of  Samaria.  And 
all  the  houses  also  of  the  high  places  that  were  in  die  cities 
of  Samaria,  which  the  kings  of  Israel  had  made  to  provoke 
the  Eternal  to  auger,  Josiah  removed,  and  did  to  them 
according  to  all  the  deeds  that  he  had  done  in  Beth-el. 

20  And  he  slew*  all  the  priests  of  the  high  places  that  were 
there  upon  the  altars,  and  burnt  men’s  hones  upon  them, 

21  and  returned  to  Jerusalem.  And  the  king  commanded 
all  the  people,  saying,  Keep3  the  passover  unto  die  Eternal 
your  God,  as  it  is  written  in  this  book  of  the  covenant. 
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22  For  there  was  dot  holden*  such  a  passover  from  the  days 
of  the  judges  that  judged  Israel,  nor  in  all  the  days  of  the 

23  Icings  of  Israel,  nor  of  the  kings  of  Judah ;  But  in  the 
eighteenth  year  of  the  king  Josiah,  wherein  this  passover 

24  was  holden1  to  the  Eternal  in  Jerusalem.  Moreover,  the 
workers  with  familiar  spirits,  and  the  wizards,  and  the 
teraphim,  and  the  idol^2  and  all  the  abominations  that 
were  seen  in  the  land  of  Judah  and  in  Jerusalem,  did 


Josiah  put  away,  that  he  might  perform3  the  words  of  the 
law  which  were  written  in  the  book  that  Hilkiah  the  priest 
25  found  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal  And  like  unto  him 


was  there  no  king  before  him,  that  turned  to  the  Eternal 
with  all  his  heart,  and  with  all  his  soul,  and  with  all  his 
might,  according  to  all  the  law  of  Moses ;  neither  after  him 

26  arose  there  any  like  him.  Notwithstanding  the  Eternal 
turned  not  from  the  fierceness  of  his  great  wrath,  where¬ 
with  his  wrath  glowed  against  Judah,  because  of  all  the 
provocations  that  Manaseeh  had  provoked  him  to  anger. 

27  And  the  Eternal  said,  I  will  remove  Judah  also  out  of  my 
sight,4  os  I  have  removed  Israel,  and  will  scorn  this  city 
Jerusalem  which  I  have  chosen,  and  the  house  of  which  I 

28  said.  My  name  shall  be  there.  -  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts5 
of  Josian,  and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the 

29  book  of  the  Chronicles6  of  the  kingB-of  Judah?  In  hisday9 
Pharaoh-nechoh  king  of  Egypt  went  up  against  the  king 
of  Assyria  to  the  river  Euphrates :  and  the  king  Josiah 
went  towards  him ;  and  he  put  him  to  death  at  Megiddo, 

30  when  he  had  seen  him.  And  his  servants  carried  him  in 


a  chariot  dead  from  Megiddo,  and  brought  him  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  and  huried  him  in  Bis  own  sepulchre.  And  the  people 
of  the  land  took  Jehoahaz  the  son  of  Josiah,  and  anointed 

31  him,  and  made  him  king  in  his  father’s  stead.  Jehoahaz 
was  twenty  and  three  years'  old7  when  he  began  to  reign ; 
and  he  reigned  three  months  in  Jerusalem.  And  his 
mother’s  name  was  Hamutal,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  of 

32  Libnah.  And  he  did  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 

33  Eternal,  according  to  all  that  his  fathers  had  done.  And 
Pharaoh-nechoh  put  him  in  bands  at  Riblah,  in  the  land 
of  Hamath,  that  he  might  not  reign  in  Jerusalem ;  and 
put0  on  the  land  a  fine  of  a  hundred  kikar  of  silver,  and 


1  made.  *  dong. 
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34  a  kikar  of  gold.  AndPharaoh-nechofa  made  EUakim  the 
son  of  Josiah  king  in  the  room  of  Josiah  his  father,  and 
turned  his  name  to  Jehoiakim,  and  took  Jehoahaz  away : 

35  and  he  came  to  Egypt  and  died  there.  And  Jehoiakim 
gave  the  silver  and  the  gold  to  Pharaoh ;  but  he  taxed  the 
land  to  give  the  money  according  to  the  commandment  of 
Pharaoh :  he  exacted  the  silver  and  the  gold  of  the  people 
of  the  land,  of  every  one  according  to  his  valuation,  to  give 

3G  it  unto  P h araoh-ncchoh ,  Jehoiakim  was  twenty  and  five 
years  old1  when  he  began  to  reign ;  and  he  reigned  eleven 
years  in  Jerusalem:  and  his  mother’s  name  was  Zebudah, 

37  the  daughter  of  Pedaiah  of  Rumah.  And  he  did  what  was 
evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  according  to  all  that  his 
fathers  had  done. 


Chap.  XXIV. 

r  v  j  -  - _ 

1  In  his  days  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  came  up, 
and  Jehoiakim  became  his  servant  three  years:  then  he 

2  turned  and  rebelled  against  him.  And  the  Eternal  sent 
forth  against  him  troops  of  die  Chaldees,  and  troops  of  the 
Syrians,  and  troops  of  Moab,  and  troops,  of  the  chjdren  of 
Ammon,  and  sent  them  forth  against  Judah  to  destroy  it, 
according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal^  which  he  spake  hy 

3  his  servants  the  prophets.  Surely  at  the  commandment 
of  the  Eternal  came  this  upon  Judah,  to  remove  them  out 
of  his  sight  for  the  sins  of  Manasseh,  according  to  all  that 

4  he  did ;  And  also  for  the  innocent  blood  that  he  shed,  for 
he  filled  Jerusalem  with  innocent  blood,  which  the  Eternal 

5  would  not  pardon.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts*  of  Jehoiakim, 
and  all  that  he  did,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the 

6  Chronicles5  of  the  kings  of  Judah?  So  Jehoiakim  lay  with 
his  fathers :  and  Jehoiachin  his  son  reigned  in  his  Btead. 

7  And  the  king  of  Egypt  continued  not  further  to  go  forth 
out  of  his  land :  for  the  king  of  Babylon  had  taken,  from 
the  river  of  Egypt  unto  the  river  Euphrates,  all  that  per* 

8  tainedfi  to  the  king  of  Egypt  Jehoiachin  was  eighteen 
years  old1  when  he  began  to  reign :  and  he  reigned  in 
Jerusalem  three  months.  And  his.  mother’s  name  was 

1  a  son  of.  *  month.  *  lace.  4  words.  *  words  of  the  days.  *  was. 
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0  Nehushta,  the  daughter  of  Eloathaa  of  Jerusalem.  And 
he  did  what  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  according 

10  to  all  that  his  father  had  done.  At  that  time  the  servants 
of  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  came  iip  against  Jeru- 

1 1  salern,  and  the  city  was  besieged.1  And  Nebuchadnezzar 
king  of  Babylon  came  against  the  city,  and  his  servants 

12  did  besiege  it.  And  Jehoiachin  the  king  of  Judah  went  out 
to  the  king  of  Babylon,  he,  and  his  mother,  and  his  ser¬ 
vants,  and  his  officers,  and  his  eunuchs ;  and  the  king  of 

13  Babylon  took  him  in  the  eighth  year  of  his  reign.  And 
he  carried  out  thence  all  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  the 
Eternal,  and  the  treasure  of  the  king's  house,  and  split  all 
the  vessels  of  gold  which  Solomon  king  of  Israel  had  made 
in  the  temple9  of  the  Eternal,  as  the  Eternal  hud  said. 

14  And  he  carried  captive  all  Jerusalem,  and  all  the  officers, 
and  all  the  heroes  of  the  force,  even  ten  thousand  exiles, 
and  all  the  craftsmen3  and  smiths :  none  remained  save  the 

15  poorest  sort  of  the  people  of  the  land.  And  he  carried 
captive  Jehoiachin  to  Babylon,  and  the  king's  mother,  and 
the  king's  wives,  and  his  eunuchs,  and  the  powerful  of  the 
land:  those  carried  he  into  captivity  from  Jerusalem  to 

16  Babylon.  And  all  the  men  of  the  force,  even  seven  thou¬ 
sand,  and  craftsmen3  and  smiths  a  thousand;  all  heroes 
and  apt*  for  war,  even  them  the  king  of  Babvlon  brought 

17  into  captivity  to  Babylon.  And  the  king  of  Babylon  made 
Mattaniah  his  father’s  brother  king'  in  his  stead,  and 

18  turned  his  name  to  Zedekiah.  Zedekiah  was  twenty  and 
one  years  old1  when  he  began  to  reign  ;  and  he  reigned 

•'  eleven  years  in  Jerusalem:  and  his  mother's  name  was 

10  Hamutal,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  of  Libnah.  And  he 
did  what  was  evil  m  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  according  to 

20  all  that  Jehoiachin  had  done.  For  through  the  wrath  of 
the  Eternal  it  came  to  pass  in  Jerusalem  and  Judah,  until 
he  had  cast  them  out  from  his  presence,6  lliat  Zedekiah 
rebelled  against  the  king  of  Babylon. 

Chap.  XXV. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  in  the  ninth  year  of  his  reign,  in  the 
tenth  month,  in  the  tenth  dag  of  the  month,  that  Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  came,  he,  and  alt  bis  force, 

1  came  into  the  den,  *  palace.  *  engraven.  4  doiug.  *  a  ton  of.  6  face. 
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against  Jerusalem,  and  encamped  against  It;  and  they 

2  built  fortsfl  against  it  round  about  And  the  city  was 

3  besieged1  unto  the  eleventh  year  of  king  Zedekiah.  And 
on  the  ninth  day  of  the  fourth  month  the  famine  prevailed2 
in  the  city,  and  there  was  no  bread  for  the  people  of  die 

4  land.  And  the  city  was  broken  up,*  and  all  the  men  of 
war  fled,  by  night,  by  the  way  of  the  gate,  between  the 
two  ramparts,  which  w  by  the  king’s  garden:  now  the 
Chaldees  were  against  the  city  round  about:  and  the  king 

5  went  the  way  towards  the  plain.  And  the  force  of  the 
Chaldees  pursued  after  the  lung,  and  overtook  him  in  the 
plains  of  Jericho :  and  all  his  force  were  scattered  from 

6  nun.  So  they  seized  the  king,  and  brought  him  up  to  the 
king  of  Babylon  to  Riblah ;  and  they  gave1  judgment 

7  upon  him.  And  the  sons  of  Zedekiah  they  slaughtered 
before  his  eyes,  and  the  eyes  of  Zedekiah  they  blinded, 
and  bound  bun  with  fetters  of  copper,  and  brought  him  to 

8  Babylon.  And  in  the  fifth  month,  on  the  seventh  day  of 
the  month,  which  is  the  nineteenth  year  of  the  king  Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar  king  of  Babylon,  came  Nebuzar-adan,  captain 
of  the  executioners,  a  servant  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  unto 

0  Jerusalem :  And  he  burnt  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and 
the  king’s  house,  and  all  the  houses  of  Jerusalem,  and 

10  every  great  man’s  house  burnt  he  with  fire.  And  all  the 
force  of  the  Chaldees,  that  were  with  the  captain  of  the 
executioners,  pulled  down  the  ramparts  of  Jerusalem  round 

1 1  about.  Now  the  rest  of  the  people  that  remained  in  the 
city,  and  the  deserters  that  fell  away  to  the  king  of 
Babylon,  with  the  rest  of  the  crowd,  did  Nebuzar-adan, 
the  captain  of  the  executioners,  carry  captive.  But  the 

12  captain  of  the  executioners  suffered  or  the  poor  sort  to  rc- 

13  main  in  the  land  to  he  vinedressers  and  husbandmen.  And 
the  columns  of  copper  that  were  in  the  house  of  the 
Eternal,  and  the  bases,  and  the  copper  sea  that  was  in  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  did  the  Chaldees  break  in  pieces, 

14  ami  carried  the  copper  of  them  to  Babylon.  And  tnc  pots 
and  the  shovels,  and  the  snuffers,  and  the  spoons,5  and  all 
the  vessels  of  copper,  wherewith  they  ministered,  took  they 

1 5  at coy.  And  the  fire-pans,  and  the  bowls,  and  such  things 
as  were  of  gold,  in  gold,  and  of  silver,  in  silver,  the  captain 

16  of  tiie  executioners  took  away.  The  two  columns,  one  sea, 
and  the  bases,  which  Solomon  had  made  for  the  house  of- 

•  came  into  (tie siege.  strong,  ’cleft,  *  5  hollows. 
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the  Eternal ;  the  copper  of  all  these  vessels  was  without 

1 7  weight.  The  height  of  the  one  column  t oaa  eighteen  cubits, 
and  the  chapiter  upon  it  teas  copper :  and  the  height  of  the 
chapiter  three  cubits ;  and  the  wreathen  work,  and  pome¬ 
granates  upon  the  chapiter  round  about,  all  of  copper:  and 
uke  onto  these  had  the  second  column  with  wreathen  work. 

18  And  the  captain  of  the  executioners  took  Seraiah  the  head 
priest,  and  Zephaniah  the  priest  second  in  rank,  and  the 

19  three  keepers  of  the  door:1  And  out  of  the  city  he  took  a 
eunuch  that  was  an  overseer  over  the  men  of  war,  and  five 
men  of  them  that  see  the  king’s  face,  who  were  found  in

And  as  for  the  people  that 
remained  in  the  land  of  Judah,  whom  Nebuchadnezzar 
king  of  Babylon  suffered  to  remain,  even  over  them  he 
appointed  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam,  the  son  of  Shaphan.

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Evil-Merodach.  king  of  Babylon,  in  the  year  that  he  began 
to  reign  did  lift  up  the  head  of  Jehoiachin  king  of  Judah  out

This  is  an  excellent  little  book,  admirably  adapted  to  its  purpose. 
From  the  lucid  arrangement  of  the  materials,  and  the  approved  method 
followed,  Dr.  Beniseh  has  fnlly  succeeded  in  removing  the  difficulties 
generally  besetting  the  path  leading  to  tbe  acquisition  of  the  sacred 
tongue ;  and  we  are  confident  that  the  task  of  learning  to  read  may  now 
be  accomplished  in  half  the  rime  required  for  thia attainment  according 
to  the  prevailing  method.  Moreover,  the  simplicity  of  die  sentences 
selected,  as  well  as  their  interlinear  translation,  render  the  reading 
lessons  most  profitable  for  tbe  study  of  the  language. 

There  is  one  feature  especially  in  it  which  entitles  it  to  the  particular 
notice  of  our  teachers  of  Hebrew.  The  inattention  to  the  accent  with 
which  our  youth  pronounce  the  Hebrew,  is  a  real  torture  to  the  ear  of 
the  scholar.  There  is  a  euphony  in  Hebrew,  as  well  as  in  all  other 
languages;  and,  moreover,  the  meaning  of  the  words  often  entirely 
depends  upon  the  proper  placing  of  the  accent.  Why,  then,  should  we 
treat  with  negligence  in  one  language,  that  which,  in  the  speaking  of 
another,  would  be  the  mark  of  a  neglected  education,  and  often  would 
entirely  pervert  the  sense  of  the  words  ?  Dr,  B,  has,  in  the  little  work 
before  os,  succeeded  in  obviating  this  difficulty,  by  marking  in  each 
word  the  proper  place  of  the  accent.  Altogether,  therefore,  this  pro¬ 
duction  has  our  entire  approbation,  and  we  cordially  hope  it  will  meet 
with  the  success  it  fully  deserves. — -Jewish  Chronicle. 
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
